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Reader, 


HE nobility and dignity of Chirurgery are too 

well known to want the help of an Oratour to 

' fet them forth. If a Panegyrick were neceſ- 
ſary, it were beſt made by running through the 
Particulars of the Art, and the Hiſtory of the Diſeaſes cured 
thereby. He that ſhall duly conſider the deplorable miſery 
of mankind, and how much it wanteth relief in ſuch a mul- 
titude of Inſtances, muſt needs acknowledge us to be what 
Antiquity bath long ſince calPd us, viz, The Hands of God; 
Indeed the ancient Grecians in the days of Ignorance and 
Hdolatry did not flick, to teſtifie their reverence of the Emi<= 
nent men of the Profeſſton, by referring them into the num- 
ber of the Gods which they worſhipt, Nor have the latter 
times, though wiſer then to riſe to ſuch extravagancy, been 
backward in expreſſing their efleem of us ; which notwith- 
ay - they have guided with more diſcretion and uſcful- 
neſs, In lead of ſuch Deification and fabulous Stories, they 
have rewarded us with Honour , Wealth, and Collegiate 
Foundations both in Univerſities and great Cities. Among 
which ſort our own Society in the City of London, efta- 
bliſhed by Kings, and frequently encouraged by freſh Grants 
from them, ought to have an honourable mention ; the Pro- 
feſſours of which have contributed ſo much to the improvement 
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of the Faculty, and to the honour of the Nation, The Ana 
tomicall part hath been ſignally promoted in it, ſo as to 
render it famous all over Europe, and every year to invite 
Forreiners to attend our Lefures from beyond the ſeas. It 
had like to have done as preat things inthe Inſtitutionar 

part of Chirurgery, had the learned Ledlures of that ae 
lent Chirurgeon Doftor Read been continued by a ſucceſſion 
of ſuch Profeſſours. 41t being reaſonable to imagine, that the 
Curioſity and Indufiry that hath been ſo eminent in our Na- 
tion in the Andtomicall part, would have beensthe like in 
that alſo. Since it hath been our unhappineſs to have that 
neglefted, I hope it will not be ill taken if we that are Mem- 
bers of it do ſupply this defeft by our own private Labours, 
This hath been already done by Mr. Clowes, Mr. Woodall, 
and ſome others, whoſe laudable Example [ have adven- 
tured to follow, and to put my own Papers in print ; that 
what was at firſt intended for my private ſatisfaction, may 
be uſefull to others as well az to my ſelf. 1n doing this, Rea 
der, 1 have made a vertue of neceſſity, and imployed thoſe 
hours for the publick, ſervice, which a frequently-repeated 
Sickneſs hath for this twenty years laſt paſt deny'd me the 
uſe of in my private occaſions. It hath pleaſed God by 
caſting me into ſuch a condition to give me opportunity of 
reading and thinking, as well as practiſing. Both which 
are neceſſary to the accompliſhment not onely of an Authour, 
but indeed of a Chirurgeon, I cannot be ſo uncharitable to 
my Brethren, as to wiſh them the like Sickneſs to oblige them 
to the like Retirements for contemplation and ſug. But 
1 do heartily wiſh, that what was neceſſity in me may be 
choice in them, viz, that they would ſet apart ſome time 
for reflexion upon their Labours, and for comparing the 
Empiricall part of the Profeſſion with the Rationall, They 
will ſoon find how many Gaps do flill lie open in this goodly 
Fabrick., and how much is wanting to make the Building 
eompleat. What defefis do remain even in the Hiſtory of 
Diſeaſes themſelves, anl the plain praflicall things, where- 
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in every expert Chirurgeon can corrett the Authours he 
reads? This well conſidered cannot but ſpur him on to 
adde his Obſervations to the bulk. of what bath been bere- 
tofore heaped up for this purpoſe, and to contribute bis 
endeavours to the finiſhing of what hath been begun, and 
thus far carried on, by other hands, As to my own perfor- 
mance, Reater, I muſt tell thee, that what [ have chiefly 
aimed at in this Book, hath been, perſpicuity and conciſeneſs 
in the Inſlitutionary part of the ſame , and aptneſs in the 
annexed Obſer vations ;, that ſo the nhole may be made eaſy 
to the young Chirurgeon, and as inſtrutiiue as may be, In 
all which [ doubt not but the farther he goeth on in prac- 
tice, the more of clearneſs and plainneſs be will find; and 
the whole ſo much better performed then a meer Academick, 
could have done it, without being a Praftitioner bimſelf, 
4s a Traveller can deſcribe a Country to one that is taking 
a journey into it more ſenſibly and uſefully, then one that 
hatb onely read of it and ſeen it in Maps. 
Fnow, Reader, that as to theſe Treatiſes, though in pre- 
paration to them [ have read all the eminent Chirurgicall 
Authours, yet in the writing of them 1 was more conformed to 
my own judgment and experience, then other mens authority. 
This will conſequently make them liable to the Cenſure of 
many ſorts of men. Such ancient Praflitioners as are un- 
willing to be now learning a new Leſſon, will be angry that 
thoſe Definitions and Deſcriptions, and ſometimes Methods 
of Cure, are receded from, which they learned when young ; 
thoſe being the baſis on which they have built the aÞ- 
perfirutture of their Pratiice. 1 deſire ſuch men to content 
themſelves with negletiing them ; they being not written for 
their uſe, but for younger men, who have their Principles 
ond Maximes of Chirurgery yet to chuſe. Others, wholl 
taken up with the Novelties wherewith this Age anlih 
will be angry that all the new Notions are not bere purſued 
to nicety, and many little both Anatomicall and Chymicall 
Pundtilio's inſerted and brought in on all occaſions, in —

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of the old way of expreſſing the Accidents of Diſeaſes, with 
= Conbrand =akg y! would have theſe men conſider, - 
that Tam a Praflifer, not an Academick, - that I delight 
in thoſe things as far as they are uſefull to life, but thought 
it too great a digreſſron from my preſent purpoſe to ſtuff up 
a pratticall Book, with ſuch Philoſophicall Curioſities, which 
become it juſt as well, as it would become a Uivine to fill a 
oraflicall Diſcourſe with School-diſlinGtions. 

However, 1 reſolving not to truſt my ſelf wholly with a 
caſe of this nice difficulty, did chuſe a Friend to whoſe Judg- 
ment I did permit the whole, { mean the Learned Doflour 
Walter Needham ofthe Charter-houle, who, upon peruſall of 
my Papers, was pleaſed to approve of my intention, and with- 
all to alter wbat he thought fit in them, and alway to cut 
off the Theory , when it adventured upon Controverſaall 

iſcourſes ; flill urging, that this was not intended for a 
Book of Controverſie, but of plain Inſtitution; not to make 
men ſubtill Diſputants, but good Pradtiſers, I do confeſs 
be did gratifie my bumour in it, whoſe inclinations lie a holly 
that way : But withall Imade bold ſometimes to pleaſe my 
own fanſy, in not alway —— bis advice, or obeying the 
Corrections he made. His pardon 1 eaſily got for ſo > an 
be not affefling a Tyranny in Friendſhip : and 1 hope I (hall 
thine, C Reader, if among many things that are here deli- 
vered, thou findeſt ſome not altogether to thy palate, Let 
what thou doſt find acceptable to thee in this Treatiſe excuſe 
the impertinetice of the reſt. 

Thou art farther to be informed, that the writing of ſo 
large a Volume as thou now art preſented with is but a late 
deſign, to which ſeverall of the particular Trafls, ſome of 
which were publiſht four years ſince, others written about 
that time, did encourage me, One attempt drew on another, 
till at length it grew to the bulk thou ſeeft. Which I do 
alleage in excuſe of the Method of this Book; which, if it 
had been all written at once, might have been contrived all 
into a piece, But the leſſer Treatiſes being written before the 
| greater, 
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greater, I was not willing to diſmember them again, or ig 
write new Diſcourſes on thaſe Subjefis which I bad already 
handled fully. The young Chirurgeon will reap benefit by it, 
finding ſome of the moſt troubleſome Diſeaſes in Chirurgery 
treated of wholly under one view, which otherwiſe he muſt 
have found piecemeal delivered in ſeyerall places, This 
Apologie I chiefly made for the Treatiſe of the King's Evill, 
where many Diſeaſes are diſcourfed of which other Writers 
handle in other places of Chirurgery, lt is ſufficient to ſay, 
that I think, moſt inſtances of thoſe Diſeaſes to partake at leaſt 
of that Malay, if not entirely to be that : and therefore 
when 1 wrote the particular Treatiſe, it was fit to handle 
them there; and that being done, I ſaw no reaſon for taking 
them out again, to ſupply otber parts of the Book, 

After all things are conſidered and weighed in this and 
other Chirurgicall Diſcourſes that are publick, and they com. 
pared with our ſucceſs in Praflice, we ſhall ſoon find cauſe 
of lamenting our own weakneſs and inability in the carrying 
on of ſo great a work, as the recovery of Mankind out of thoſe 
many Diſtempers to which various Misfortunes, and many re- 
peaied ſucceſſuons of Intemperance, and other Accidents both 
without and within, have betrayed 1s for ſo many ages toge- 
ther. When the young Chirurgeon ſhall find the Cure eaſie 
in the Theory, and appear ſo at firſt in the Praflice too, yet 


ſuddenly deceive him with a Relapſe, and not onely once, but 


often, delude bis beſt endeavours : when the By-ſtanders and 
perſons concerned ſhall begin to accuſe him of Fnavery in his 
proceeding, and think him to pull back, a Cure, whilſt he is 
onely rolling Siſyphus his Stone, which will tumble down 
whether he will or not : He will then wiſh, that all other 
Pratiſers had done what I have in his Treatiſe, viz. recom- 
mended their Obſervations, both ſucceſsfull and unſucceſsful, 
thereby increaſing knowledg in our Profeſſion, and leaving 
Sea-marks for the diſcovery of ſuch Rocks as they themſelves 
have ſplit upon before. For my part, I have done it faithfully, 
and thought it no diſgrace to let the world fee where I failed 
(a 2) of . 
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of ſucceſs, that thoſe that come after me may learn what to 
avoid : there being more of inſirutiveneſs often in an unfor= 
tunate caſe then in a fortunate one; and more ingenuity in 
confeſſing ſuch misfortunes which are incident to mankind, 
and which have attended all my Brethren as well as my ſelf, 
and will attend thee alſo, Reader, m (pight of all thy care 
and diligence, if thou undertake the imployment. Thou 
wilt alſo learn one neceſſary piece of Humility, v12. not to truſt 
too much on thy own judgment, eſpecially in difficult caſes ; 
but to think fit to k the advice of other Phyſicians or Chi- 
rurgeons, whoſe long experience hath enabl-d item to aſſiſt 
thee in preventing the ciccid:nts, and encourage thee to go on 
in the work,, or forewarn thee of the danger. after thou haſt 
thus defended thy felf from the cenſure of Raſhneſs, proceed 
boldly, and let thy ſincerity in thy ating be thy warram to 
hope for God's Bl ſſing on thy endeavours : and if th ſe Pa- 
pers prove any advantage to thee in them, remember nith

It is. by him defined , 4 Diſeaſe in which -the parts of 
the body recede from their natural flate by an undxe in- 
creaſe of their bigneſs. |; 
Now by what Names the Ancients did expreſs a Tumour in general, 
many of which were afterwards appropriated to the particular Species of it, as 
Oedema, Apoſtema, Phyma, &e. I ſhall leave to the Criticks and men of leiſure 
| to enquire : it ſhall ſuffice me,that my Dehnition tells you what I mean. 


The Cauſes of Tumours are variouſly delivered by ſundry Authours, with Cauſe of Tu 
a larger repetition of which I ſhall not here trouble you, What my own 720 
thoughts ſuggeſt to me out of them upon this ſubje@ is this in ſhort, vis. that 
they muſt be conſidered either with regard to their Time and Place, or to the 
Matter of which they conkiſt, | 

I.In regard to their Time and Place we call them, r.Antecedent, 2.Conjun@. 

I. By an Antecedent Cauſe 1 mean that which yet hath not aQtually produ- 
ced a Tumour, but is throughly mixed with the Bloud, or otherwiſe lodged 
in ſome convenient place where it is not troubleſome. to nature, at leaſt not to 
this Part 3 though it have a great inclination to be fo, and, if not prevented, 
doth produce the feared effect, Of this fort I reckon all Impuritics in the 
Bloud which do not yet (tart out into the ſolid parts : as the Matter of an 
Eryſipelas, Phlegmon, Parotis, Bubo, &c. before a Criſis is made z fo alſo any 
Tumour in the body, which, lying in any part of it, is apt to be tranſlated to 
another. This, though it may be the conjun@ cauſe of the Tumour of the 
part where it is now lodged, is the antecedent cauſe of that Tumour which it 
raiſcth in another place, to which it may be after derived, &c. | |

Humour: Firſt, Humour produceth Tumour by, 1. Fluxion, 2. Congeſtion. | 

by Flumion 3 7, Fluxion is the ſudden motion of Humours in the body to any part, and | 
commonly depends upon one or more of theſe following cauſes : 1. the part ; 
tranſmitting, 3-2, the part recipient 3 3. the conditign of the Humour. 

(1.) Thepart tranſwitting doth cauſe ſudden Fhixion, when, being it ſelf 
ſtrong, it is/provokedby theheat, Bay, quantity, or other fault of x Hu- 
mour, and, being ſo provoked, tranſlates it to ſome weaker part, whether 
externall, or internall, This is moſt evident in the Crifis of Fevers, from 
which the Humour is often diſcharged inwardly by the way of Phlegmon upon 
the inward viſcera z or outwardly in the form of an Eryſipelas, Bubo, Parotis ,Car- 
bunculus,&c. 310 

FR 2,) The part recipient is the Cauſe of Tumours either, 1. paſſively, or, 2.

tion. Theſe Tumours are generally cold, whereas thoſe madeby Fluxion are 
moſt frequently hot. The Matter of theſe is either thin and ſerous, or thick | 
and phlegmatick, or apt to coagulate and grow hard, as many ſcirrhous Tu- 
= and Exoftoſes ; or made up of nutritious juices, as Sarcoma, Hernia car-

Wind. Secondly, As Humour, fo Wind begetteth Tumours : which though ic 
{eldome appeareth alone, but uſually mixed with ſome Humour which is the 
cauſe of it ; yet getting predominancy it denominateth Tumours, and is called

Interpoktion Thirdly,The Interpoſition of a ſolid Body is frequently the Cauſe of a Tumour ;

—_—_ Now from the variety of theſe Cauſes ariſeth a great variety of Tumours, 


which do receive their ſeveral denominations from them.

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ced : Iſhall here diſcourſe the Diagnoſtick, Prognoſtick,, and Cure.

That which is made by Congeſtion riſcth gradually, and is collected into a 
compa Tumour without any preceding caule or fign of Fluxion, and is made Congeſtion.

In this latter caſe you may 


then alſo in little Children the Tumour is ſome times made before it is dil- 
covered, and ſuppoſed a luxation of that Joynt, the Skin retaining its natural 
colour ; yet as the Tumour encreaſcth, the veins are frequently ſwelled in the 
ſurface of it, and as the Matter makes its way outward, it ſome times inflames 
and becomes painful. 

If the Tumour be made by Fluxion , the part is affeted with pain, and 
Lwclleth fuddeuly , and is accompanied with Tenfion, Pulſation, and Fever. 
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Now when the Tumour appears cither before or with the Fever, no other Dif. 
eaſe having preceded it, this is to be called Fluxion in the firiftelt fenle of the 
word, But there are two other ſorts of Tumours reducible to Fluxion, and 
thoſe are made by, 1- Tranſlation, 2. AttraQion. 

Firlt, The Trayſlation of an Humour, in the ſenſe I here mean it, is that 
ſort of Fluxion which happens from within upon the Crilis of ſome forego- 
ing Diſcaſe 3 which though it be really Fluxion, yet it differs from that which 
is !tri&ly fo called by theſe circumliances. 1+ Io Tranſlation another Dif- 
eaſe precededz in this, none at all. 2. In Fluxion, ſtrictly fo called, the 
Skin is firlt affe&ed, and by degrees the neighbouring parts 3 in Tranſlation 
it is affcRed laſt, the Matter working it {elf trom within outwards, inſomuch 
that you may find Matter in the Tumour before the Skin is much changed. 
3+ In Tranſlation there is often a real Extravaſation of the ſer of the blood 
between the Interſtices of the Muſcles, which falleth from ſome higher place 3 
nay, Pus it ſelf may be bred above in ſome inward Cavity, and fall down thi- 
ther actually formed before the Tumour begins : which is quite otherwiſe in 
Fluxion firictly fo called. 

Secondly, The other ſort of Tumours reducible to Fluxion are thoſe that are 
made by Attra@ion : which if they do happen, ſome of the vitible Cauſes men» 
tioned Chap, 1. did precede. 

Tumours made by Fluxion have their ſeveral degrees and times, as their 
Beginning, Augment, State, and Declination. Their Beginning is with the 
extenſion of the part affe@ed : the Increaſe, when it riſeth into a conſpicu- 
ous Tumour, and is then accompanied with Symptoms increaſing according- 
ly : the State is when the Tumour is made, and the Symptoms at the high- 
eſt : the Declination is when the Tumour becomes lefs, and the Symptoms 
abate. | 

The Prognoſticky of Tamours in general are taken from the Part affected, as 
it is of more excellence and uſe; alſo as it is internal, or external. By how 
much the more noble the Part is, by fo much the more dangerous. The inter- 
nal more dangerous than external. Prognoſticks are alſo taken from the great- 
neſs of the Tumour, and Accidents that attend it; and from the quality of the 
Humour that raiſeth it, whether hot or cold, thick or thin, malign or benign ; 
for according to theſe cixcumſtances the Cure is more or leſs difficult. 

The manner of its Termination 15 to be conſidered : whether by Diſcuſſion, 
viz. infenſible Tranſpiration 3- or Suppuration, 3. e- the converting the Hu- 
wour (which raiſed the Tumour) into Matter; or by Corruption, when the 
part affected is overcome by the il! quality of the matter, and putrchiesz or 
by Induration, when the Tumour is hardened, and the Symptoms of pain di- 
miniſhedz or by Retraction, when the Tumour ſuddenly diſappears, going 
back into the Body. 

All Tumours which owe their original to Humours terminate one of theſe 
hve ways- 

1+ The Signs of Diſcuſſion are the Relaxation, Diminution, and eaſe of the 
part, without Suppuration. 

2+ The Signs of Suppuration arc Pain, Pullation, &c. with Fever, according 
to Aphor. Hipp. Dam Pugs conficitur, dolores ac febres accidunt. But the Matter 
being made, thoſe Accidents ceaſe, and the Tumour rileth in a Cone, and 
appears whitiſh; allo the Matter fluctuates under your fingers. Yet it frequent- 
ly happens in crude Tumours, and thoſe that lie deep among the Mulcles, that 
Matter is not fo eahlily diſcover'd. 

3+ The Signs of Corruption are a livid or blackiſh colour of the part affeRed, 


together with a inking of the Tumour.

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4. The Signs of Indwration are, Diminution of the Tumour and Pain, Of Indurati- 
with increaſe of Hardneſs. —_ 

5. The Sign of its Retrattion is, a ſudden diſappearing of the Tumour Of Rerragi- 
without Diſcutſion or Suppuration: which, it it be trom an inward cauſe, is ®- 
always evill, and there ariſeth Fever, ( if there were none betore )) together 


with grievous Symptoms from the return of the Matter. 
In the Cure of Tumours two things are chiefly to be conſidered : 1. the Cure. 


nature of the Part; 2. the nature of the Tumour.

: I. Inthe Part it ſelf we are to conſider, 1. its Temperament, 2. its Confor- Things to be 
t ®* ration, 3. Situation, 4. Senſe, 5, Ule, —_ the Part. 
1. In Tempe?ament, ſome are hot, as the Muſcles 3 ſome cold, as the Ten- 
dons, Glandules, and other exanguous parts. Some are moderately moiſt in : 


themſelves, and require to be treated with Medicines of the like nature, ſuch 
ag are neither violently drying, nor too much moaiſtening, as the Fleſhy parts : 
others dry in themſelves, yet require exiccants 3 as Bones : others again over- 
whelmed with perpetuall Moiſture , by reaſon of their fituation and ſpongy 
ſubſtance; as the parts about the Anu, Uterw, Axille, Inguina, &c, 

2. Conformation of the Part regards cither its outward Figure, or inward 
Compoſition : which latter may conliſt of ſevcrall other leſſer, whether. fimi- 
Jar or organicall ; as a Thigh, of Bone, Muſcles, Veins, Arteries, Nerves, Mem- 
branes, &c. all which are duly to be conſidered , that fo the nature of the 
Fluxion, the Veſſels that feed it, the diſadvantages or advantages of the Parr, 
the belt way of Revullion, Diſcuſſion, &c. may be the more readily ſuggeſted to 
the fancy. We may alſo thereby be informed what Cavities or Interttices may 
be there for the receit of Humour 3 and how great the degeneration is from 
the naturall ſtate or hgure. 

3- Situation of the Part is of great importance: which , if it depend 
too much, mult of neceſſity be raiſcd z otherwiſe the Fluxion will be increa- 
ſed. Therefore if it be a Hand or Arm, it mult be raiſed to the Breaſt; if a 
Leg, it muſt be laid on a Bed, Stool, or the like. 

4» The Seyſfibleneſs of Parts is of much moment in the Cure of Tumouss: 
which, if they light upon ſuch as are of over-acute ſenſe , produce exquitite 
corments, ſuch as require often a more peculiar care of the Chirurgeon then 
che Tumour it (elf, Alſo its neighbourhood to ſuch a place obligeth usto pre- 
vent its reaching to it. 

5. The Uſe of a Part, as it is more or leſs noble, is very much to be atten- 
ded : whether it be of immediate importance to Lite, as the Liver, Brain, Lungs, 
Heart, &«c, or to great and noble uſes; whether of ſenſe, as the Eye, Noſe, Ear 3 
or of common excretion, as the Bladdcr, Anws z orot generation, as the Teſti- 
cles, Uterus, &c, Of all which Circumſtances great care is to be had, that they 
may be treated accordingly. 
| IT. Having thus conſidered the nature of the Part, you are next to attend to Things to be 
| the Tumour it (elf, both as to its Time and other circumſtances. As to its Time, _ T 

if it be already in the State, you have no more to doe but to regard the conjunct nn ” 
cauſc,viz. the Matter already lodged there 3 the due removall of which ſuffi- 
ciently diſpoſeth it co Cure: but it it be onely beginning, then the antecedent 
cauſes arc to be likewiſe conſidered, and to be removed out of hand 3 the Fluxi- 
on to be checked by evacuation of the Humour, by bleeding and purging, or 
by revullion, derivation, interception, repulſion, diſcuſhon, &c. 
Theſe ſeverall intentions will beſt be judged of by viewing the quality of 
the Tumour. If it be hot, and made by Fluxion, then itis tobe weated by the 
aforeſaid Mcthod. If it be cold, and made by Congeſtion, then purging onely 


with reſolvents, diſcuricnts, and fircngtheners of the Part, are to be made uſe 
ot, 
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of, Where the Tumours are mixed, the intentions of Cure ought to be (6 
too, Where AttraQion is the cauſe of Tumour , the caule of the Attraction 
ought to be removed 3 whether it be too much heat, drawing Medicines, bli- 
ſtering Plaiſters , or the like. All which things as they will be ſufficiently 


handled in the Particulars when we come to them 3 ſo it will be much for the 


advantage of the young Artiſt, if we do here ſay ſomething of them in gene- 
Tall, 

Now ſince Tumours cauſed by Fluxion are like to employ the former part 
of this Treatiſe, I ſhall begin with thoſe, and conſider them in their ſeverall 
eltates, of Beginning, Increaſe, State, and Declination. 

In the Beginning I have already told you of Bleeding , which potently 
checketh Fluxion, and ought to be proportioned to the greatneſs and violence 
of the Diſeaſe. 'In tender bodies-and ſmall Tumours the evacuation needs not 
be much : but if otherwiſe the Fluxion be great, and the body ſtrong, we muſt 
take away large quantities, 

Beſides Bleeding, evacuation by Stool will be requiſite: and, indeed, im- 
mediately before or after bleeding a Clyſter or ſome other Lenitive ought to be 
exhibited. Nor is that to be reſted in, but further purging, either by milder 
or ſtronger medicines, to be attempted,ſuitably to the condition of the Patient. 
It is true that in hot Tumours there may ſeem to be onely a Plethora, which 
notwithſtanding will require evacuation by purging as well as bleeding 3 it be- 
ing ſe1dom found that a Tumour is cauſed by a meer Plethora without Caco- 
chymia ;, which Cacochymia, if it doth not precede the Tumour, certainly ac- 
companicth it, ( as will be made more maniteſt when we come to treat of par- 
ticular Heads ) and therefore requires the method now mentioned, 

Lenitive Purges are Sena, Rhubarb, Caſſia, Tamarinds, Manna, with Cremov 
Tartar, Eletiuar, lenitiv. Diaprun. lenitiv, Diacaſſ, cum manna, ſyr. roſar. ſolut. 
ſr. de Rhabarb.&c. which is as high as we ought to go, it the Humour be hot. 
In cold ones ſtronger Catharticks are adviſable: of which-more anon, 

Theſe two are premiſed in regard of the antecedent cauſe: but that is not 
enough, unleſs the conjund cauſe be alſo removed; which, being the very 
matter of the Tumour, admits of ſeverall intentions. They are reducible to 
theſe ewo Heads, 

1. Tranſlation to ſome other Part in the body : which is performed by , x. 
Revulſion, 2. Derivation, 3. Repullion, 

2, Evacuation out of it: and that is obtained by, 1. Diſcuſſion, 2. Suppu- 
ration, 3. the Diſcharge of the matter by Apertion. 

Tranſlation, and, 1. by Revulſion, is chiefly intended for the defence of ſome 
noble Part which is endangered by the Tumour, or elſe for the leſſening of the 
Matter whenit is excelſive. This intention regards as well the antecedent cauſe 
as the conjunt, The antecedent , when by Venzſeion, Cupping-glaſſes, 
Leeches, &c. the whole maſs of Humours is diminiſhed : of which already. 
The conjun& , when the Tumour ir {elf is leſſened , or quite taken off, by 
tranſlating it either into the maſs of Bloud, or into ſome other remote Part. 

The former of which is often very innocently done in the beginning of a 
Tumour , whilſt the ſerum is yet onely extravaſated, and not otherwiſe alte- 
red in its quality 3 ſo that being remixed with the maſs, it is capable of Con- 
codtion, and conſiftent with the health of the Patient. The latter is, when by 
Cupping, Bliſtering, Ligatures, Frictions, or the like, we raiſe a Tumour in 
the contrary part, and give Nature occaſion of. diſcharging the Matter in a 
place far diſtant , which otherwiſe ſhe would have lodged here: in doing of 
which ſhe often ſucketh in the Humour again which ſhe had before ſeparated 


into the former place. 
2. Derivation 
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and the force of the Medicines uſed. It we draw it to ſome very remote, or, it 
may be, contrary part, we call that Reviſion : if onely to! ſome neighbouring 
place, and by gentle means, we call it Derivetion. 


3. To the making of either of theſe effetuall Reprlſton is allo necefary. Repulfion. 


For Humour that is already impaQRted will not fo cafily be drawn out by 
former remedies , if ſomething be not applied to the Part to drive! it 
back, | 

Theſe Medicines are all aſtringent more or leſs. The milder fort of them, 
which are the moſt uſuall in all hot Inflammations, as Lettice, Puzilane, 
Navel-wort, Plantane, Bramble-tops, red Roſes, Knot-graſs, Horſe-tail, Houſe- 
leek, and, where the pain is more vehement, Poppy, Mandrakes z theſe may 
be applicd liquid, or in the forms of Liniments, Cerots, Cataplaſms , or 
Emplaſters: of which this Book will give you examples. The more aftsin- 
gent are Pomegranate rinds and flowers, Medlars, Quinces, Sloes, Acorns, 
Cypre(s-nuts, Mulberries, Sumach, Bole-armoniack, ſanguis draconis, Vinegar, 
red Wine, &c. Compounds of both ſorts are, Ol. omphacin. ol. roſar, nnguens. 
roſar, popul, album, unguent, nutrit, cerat, refrigerans Galeni, Empl, e holo, ae mi- 
nio Camphorat. oxycratum, oxyrrhodinum, oxeleum. Ri; ſucci ſolaniplantag. ſem- 
pervivs, an, Zij, aceti optimi 3. mucilag. ſem. pſyllii, cydou. extra. cuns ag. ro- 
far, an, 3j. Miſe. in which you may dip cloaths, and apply them to the 
Parts affected, renewing them often 3 or you may adde to it palv. gland. flor. 
roſ. rub. balauſt. an. Zij. Bol. armen. Ziij. olei myrtillor. ungueut. roſati, an. q. . 
fiat mixtura, Apply it in the form of an Emplaſter over and about the diſ- 
caſed Part. 


Concerning theſe foregoing Medicaments it is to be cautiouſly obſer- cautions. 


ved, 1. That they are proper onely in the beginning of the Tumour, whilſt 
you intend to prevent it by driving it quite back into the Bloud again. For 
if the Humour be fo impacted as not to be repellible, but that it muſt have its 
evacuation in the place by Suppuration , then-if by bleeding you hinder con- 
coction of the Matter, you prolong the Diſeafe z Nature inthat caſe wants all 
its heat and all its ſerzm, Much more do you hurt it if you uſe Repellents, 
which, being commonly cold and aſtringent, do cloſe up the Pores, and keep 
out both the naturall heat and the ſerum of the bloud, the affluence of which 
and its mixing with the Humour is neceſſary to the dilution and the digeſtion 
of it ; ſo that both being hindred, the Part will grow livid and mortifie. 

2, Caution is to be uſed in the application of theſe Medicines where the 
Tumour is malign, or the Criſis of a malignant Fever : for in all ſuch caſes the 
Retraction into the bloud is of very dangerous conſequence: wherefore we 
then rather uſe Cupping-glaſſes and other AttraQions to draw it out. 

3. It is to be noted that theſe Repellents are often applied above the Tu- 
mour, as defenſatives or intercipients: in which caſe they have regard to the 
antecedent cauſe, and in a firi& diſcourſe ſhould have been handled under 
that Head ; but I rather accommodate my ſelf to the method of Operation. ' 

Evacuation is neceflary for the diſcharge of that Matter out of the body 
by ſome more immediate way, which cither cannot, or ought not, by the for. 
mer intentions be driven back. Now that is of three ſorts. 


I, Inſenfible, by Diſcuſton or Reſolution 3 which is nothing elſe but a brea- piſcuſſioti, 


thing out the Humour by inſenſible tranſpiration. Therefore the Humour fo 
to be diſcharged ought to be thin, and the skin lax and rare: for it it be other- 
wiſe, or lie deep amongſt the Muſcles, it will not eafily yield to Tranfpirati- 
on. The Medicaments called Diſcutients ought to be hot and of a ſubtil qua- 


lity, powerfully penetrating : which quality renders them improper to be = 
plie 


2, Derivation differs from Revullion onely in the meaſure of the diftance, Derivation .

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plicd in the beginning of Inflammations 3 ( for thereby the Part would be too 
much heated, and conſequently the Tumour made great; ) but they are pro- 
per being mixed with Repellents:in the beginning of the Augment, when the 
Tumour is hard, and not fit to be treated longer with Repellents alone. 

Theſe Medicaments are -to be proportioned as the Matter and. conformation

well to Diſcuſſion. But in the uſe of theſe ſtronger Diſcutients you are to be 
carcfull , that whilſt you endeavour Reſolution , you do not breath out the 
thin Humour, and fix the more grols, and fo render the Part ſcirrhous, 

2. If after the uſe of the milder Diſcutients propoſed in hot Tumours the 
Symptoms of pain and inflammation do not lefſen , you ſhall then forbear 
the farther uſe of Diſcutients , and haſten ConcoQion or Suppuration, which 
is indeed the work of Nature, by the benefit of whoſe heat the Humours are 
digeſted, and pws generated. If the heat be ſtrong, the Matter is for the moſt 
part well concoQted ; and being ſo, it is white and of good confiltence, and 

| not 
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not ill ſented : bat if the heat be weak, the Matter is otherwiſe, It is there- 
fore our work to cheriſh and increaſe the native heat in the affected Part , to 
perfett its ConcoQion : and that is furthered by hindering Tranſpiration, and 
defending it from outward air; alſoby proportioning the quality of the Medi- 
camients to the temper of the Part , and quality of the, Tumour. And ftoraf- 
much as our naturall heat is temperate and moilt, ſuch alſo ought the Medica- 
ments to be : they ought alſo to be emplaſtick. Yet it is not untrequent to ſee 
a Suppuration made accidentally by cold Medicaments, which by a light, 
gentle aftriction of the Pores do perform the office of Emplalticks 3 as Vn- 
guentam album , Sorrell roaſted in embers. Nay, in cold Tumours I have 
* Afeen Suppuration cauſed by the ſtronger Diſcutients, 

Tumours do ſuppurate ſooner or later according tothe Humour of which, 
or the Place in which, Qiey are generated. Thoſe which are of Bloud, and 
in Fleſhy parts, do caficl\ come to maturity. Thoſe which ariſe trom other 
Humours, and are near or in the Joynts, or Parts endued with little heat, 
( eſpecially thoſe contained ira Cyſt ) do difthcultly ſuppurate. 

The Matter differeth according to the variety and mixture of the Hu- 
mours. Of Bloud always procceds laudable Matter, eſpecially it the native 
heat be ſtrong : but if other Humours be mixed with it , as they get predo- 
minancy, ſo is the Matter more or leſs crude. In Furuncles or Boils it isclam- 
my, and not unlike pith. 

In Abſceſſes made by Tranſlation the Matter is purulent , ſometimes white 
and well-coloured, other times partaking of a yellow or gteen , ſometimes 
of a brown colour; and is more or leſs tatid according to the time it hath 
there remained. 

Tumours made by Tranſlation have ſometimes Matter in them from their 
firſt appearance : but it being commonly lodged deep under the Muſcles, the 
Matter is not felt till it hath raiſed the Tumour 3; which is not -done without 
pain, pulſation, &c. as in a Phlegmon, but deeper, and doth not affect the 
Skin with Inflammation till the Matter reach near it. In theſe Tumours we 
do not attend the Symptoms of Suppuration, but open them as ſoon as any 
quantity of Matter offers it ſelf, Whilſt the Matter is making, the native 
heat of the Part is to be preſerved and increaſed by Medicaments which may 
alleviate the pain, and further concoction. 

Snppuratives axe of two ſorts: ſome are ſimple, others are compound. — > 
The {imple are Aqua tepida, with which if you foment the leſſer Phlegmons, it Medica- 
will ſuppurate, (and ſometimes by continuing its uſe it will difcuſs them,  — rae 
where the Matter is not fit for Suppuration.) Hydreleum moderately heats 
and digeſts, Oleum maturum cheriſheth the native heat , and ſupples and con- 
cos Mattcr. Butter is maturative, and is profitably mixed with Anodynes 
and Suppuratives, cſpecially in ſoft delicate bodies. Oeſypum is alfo matura- 
tive; and {o arc the Fats of all domeſtick Creatures. Fol. malve, wiol. parie- 
tarie, mercurialis, brance urſine, decoded in bydreleo cum farina tritici, buty- 
rn, & witeliis ovorum, are Suppuratives: A raw Onion is ſharp and biting z 
but roaſted under embers loſeth its acrimony , and ſuppurates Tumours that 
are difficult to digeſt, The Lilly-root is a known Suppurative. Outotf theſe 
Simples Cataplaſms are made: as, Rt radic. althee , lilier. albor. an. iz. fol. 
tuſſilag, malve, biſmatve, an, M. }. cog. in brodio, terantur, adjetiis far. ſem. 
lini 3). far, tritici Jij, axung. porcine, butyri rec. an. Fiſt. croci pulv. Yij. vitello 
ovi uniws , Miſc, fiat Cataplaſms, In cold Tumours, or where the Matter lies 
deep, KR radic, bryonie, lapathi acuti, an. Fij. coq. & cribrentur per ſetaceum, 
addendo cappar, & allior, ſub cineribus coflorum ang Jiij. fermenti acris 
Zij. pulv. ſem, lini & fanug, an, Zj. tritici Jij. axung. porcine Zij. mell. com, 
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axung. anſeris Fj. croe. pulv. 3j. Miſc. Where the Matter is tough, gum, gal- 
bau. ammoniac. bdell. Empl. de mucilaginibw, &c. The Tumour being fup- 
purated, be the Matter what it will, the evacuatian of it is neceffary, left it 
corrupt within, and corrode the Veins, Arteries, Nerves , Tendons , or the 
Bone, if it lie near one: in which cafes it is lawfull to open it before the 
Tumour is all fuppurated. So alſo in the Joynts, and in the Head , if the 
Abſceſs lie over the Sutures: likewiſe in Abfceſles in ano, where, through the 
weaknels of the Part, a putrefaQtion is apt to follow 3 or in the faxces, where 
the neighbouring parts may ſuffer by conſent, and the Patient be in hazard of 
ſtrangling. In theſe caſes we wait not for perfe& Suppuration, but by deep 
Scarification diſcharge the ſerous bloud, and prevent an Abſceſs. There is al- 
ſo care to be taken in Abſceffes of the Breaſt and Belly, where the Matter is in 
danger of breaking inwards. Yet by opening theſe too foon they fometimes 
apottemate again, or become crude, and difficult to digeſt and cure. 

3. The way of Opening them is twofold ; by Knife, or Cauftick. 

They are of uſe according, to the place that is affected , and the quantity of 
Matter which is to be diſcharged. In the Face, where the Cicatrix may be 
unſcemly, Inciſion of them is beſt; but in large Abſceſſes, where the quantity of 
Matter is great, or where we would keep the Abſcelſs long open, or in a place 
where Bandage cannot be made to retain the Tent in, there a Cawftick, is moſt 
proper. Authours do not generally approve ſo well of the Cauſtick ; yet Sex- 
nertus propoſeth it ina Hernia aquoſa, where it is leaſt ſafe: for in truth thoſe 
cold Tumours do eſpecially require to be opened by Incifion 3 yet when the 
habit of body hath been tolerable, I have in that alſo uſed the Cauſtick with 
good ſucceſs, as I ſhall ſhew in the Cure thereof, and do commend it in the 
opening of large Abſcefles as moſt ſafe and eafic , the Matter being thereby 
diſcharged plentifully. And if the Cauſtick be applied in the declining part, 
the Abſceſs is ſometimes near cured before the Efcar ſeparates, ( if the Marter 
be not contained in ſome peculiar Cytis ) and that without dilatation or 
Fents, Yet you ought to be wary how you make Fontanells with them in 
mga or very fat people, by reafon of the weakneſs of their naturall 

cat. 

Of Cawftichg there are various forts; as of the lixivium ſaponis, cinerum ſar- 
ment, vitis ſiliquarum fabar, &c. boil'd to a folid confiſtence ; or in the boi- 
ling you may adde to them vitriohem Roman, pulver. from 3j. to 3ij. alſo 
opium ij. tO Jvj. of the lixivinm : or by a mixture of calx viva & lixiv, ſz- 
ponis you may make a Cauſtick. Thefe are the ironger forts in uſe among{t 
us ; not bur that there are Cauſticks made with Arfenick, &c. but, unleſs it be 
in great Sarcomata or ſuch like, F uſe onely a milde preparation of calx viva 
with a lixtle common ſoap, and a third part of the Cauſtick-ſtone. In chil- 
dren and tender foft bodics F often uſe calx vive made into paſte with a little 
black ſoap. In thefe two latter there is no fear of their ſpreading 3 a Pledgit of 
dry Lint andan Emplaſt. diachalciteos, or the like, is fufficient defence, leaving 
them on til} the next morning. But in the application of the ſtronger Cau- 
{tick there is more caution required. Thoſe we endeavour to keep within 
compals- by fmall ſnips of Emplaſt. hoping thereby to defend the parts about : 
but, in ſpice of all our endeavours, they will ſpread farther then was deſigned, 
it they lie any while on the Partour of our fight. ' For though the Part be out- 
wardly defended with Emplaſters, they will tind a way uttder the sKin , or at 
lcalt undet the catiexlz, to ſpread, according to the quantity of the liquid. 
{alein the Cauſtick. FTheydo your work in Teſs then an hour. 

The Efcar being made, you may divide ir, and ſtupe the part affe&ed with 
wine or inilk, and dreſs it up with »ngzent, bufilicon dipt in of. lilior. warm, 
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F applying an Empl. diachalc. fimpl. diſſolved in ſome of the ſame oyl to the 
conlittence of a Cerat : or apply an anodyne Cataplaſm, and bind it up. 

In the opening an Apoſtem by Incifion,you ought to take care that the Aper- 
tion bc made in that place where the Matter is molt contained, the skin being 
tor the moli part thinnelt chere : and it it be not the moſt declining part, yet 
you may draw your knife towards it , for the more cahie diſcharge of the 
Matter, then that the Incilion be made according to the rectitude of the Fi- 
bres. It it be in the Groin or Arm-pit, it ought to be oblique: in other parts 
make it according tothe length of the member. 

In making the Incifion you are to avoid wounding the Vein, Artery, or 

» Nerve: nor mult you diſcharge the Matter at once, eſpecially in grcat Ablceſ- 
ſes, leſt you over-weaken the heat of the Part, or cauſe fainting. 

The Inttruments proper in opening Apoltemations are made choice of ac- 
cording, to the Part that is affeted,and the greatneſs of the Abſcels. Ambr.Parey 
propoleth ſome whereby you may more. covertly open them: but we make 
uſe of Lancet or Knite, of which our Inſtrument-makers furniſh us with 
choice. If the Fauces be affected, the Handle of your Knite ought to be long, 
and the Blade ſhort; ſome thereof crooked , and cutting on one or both ſides. ; 
Your Infiruments ought tobe kept clean, for your credit and ſharp, that you . 
may perform the work with leſs pain. h 

The Incition being made, the Accidents or Symptoms that attend it are to 
be removed. In the firſt place the Bleeding is to be reſtrained, it any ſuch 
happen, ( which is very rare) with puly, Galeni ex thure & aloe mixed cum 
albumine ovii, How you ſhall dreſs it if opened by Cauſtick , I have already 
ſhewed you. | 

Fainting, which ſometimes happeneth through weakneſs or timorouſneſs Fainting: 

in the Patient, may be relieved by laying the Patient upon his back, and P. 
ſprinkling a little cold water on his face. But if the Fainting proceeded from 
fome preceding ſicknels, and is continued by the greatneſs of the evacuation 
and noiforre corrupt Matter, you ſhall in ſuch caſes provide ſome cordiall 
Juleps or Electuarics, of which he may take at pleaſure. As, Rt fpec. diamarg. 
frig. 3s. confetti. alcheym. Jj. ſyr. 6 ſucco citr. Rhzad, an. Ziij. 49. meliſſe, bu- 
gloſſe, cinnam, bordeat, an.Ziff, Miſc. Or, BR confed. de hyacintho 3fi. ſyr. garyo-" 
phyll. rubi Idei, an. Ziij. ag. dracontii, card. benedif, $tephani, an. *iſl, Or, 
Ik conf. borrag, meliſſe, cort, citr. condit. roſ, rub. an. Fj. rad. eryng. condite, nucis 
moſaat, condite, an. Zifl, ſpec. aromat. roſat, Zij. confefi, alcherm, Ziij. ol, cin- 
uam, gut.iv. ciem ſyrupo de cort. citr, q.f. fiat Eletiuariunm. Ot which the Patient 
may take a morſell any hour in the day. Mithridate and theriacs Veneta are 
proper in ſuch caſcs alone, or mixed with conf. lujule , or any of the fore- 
mentioned Syrups or Conferves. 

The ſpirits may alſo be refreſhed with Epithemata made up of ſome of the 
aforeſaid diſti}ll'd Waters and cordiall Species with acet, rof. &c. which for 
want ot a Phylician you may preſcribe. 

You are in the next place to conhider the Abſceſs, whether after the evacu- 
ation of Matter there remain any conſiderable hardneſs, either by reaſon that 
the Tumour was not enough ſuppurated , as in large Abſceſſes it frequently 
happens z or that it bc affected with pain and inflammation. Therefore 
at your next drciling it may. be reaſonable that you have a Fomentation rea- Fomenrati- 
dy of ſummitat, malve, biſmalve, flor. cham. ſummitat. abſmth. out of which a 9- 
Scupe may be wrung, and applicd over the Abſceſs, to give a breathing to it, 
and you lcifure to conſider how to drels it. 

It it was opened by Incition, it requires Digeſtion 3 - to which purpoſe this Digeſtion. 
may be proper; R terebinth, 3j. far, tritici Zij. croci pulv. Jj. vitell, ovi g. 
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Miſce, But if the lipsof the Ulcer be painfull, a little of the Yolk of a new- 
laid Egg with ol, Sr} upon a proportionable Tent may be ſuthcicnt, and an 
Empl. of diachyl, fimpl. with a mixture of »nguent. dialthee applied in the 
form of a Cerat : or, in caſe of pain and hardneſs, this z R: mxcil. ſem. lini, fa- 
aug. althee extraii. in deco. hordei 3ij. olei lilior, aſyp. amygd. dulc. an. 3j(s. 
terebinth, Zj. cere 3vj, aut q.ſ. fiat Ceratum, Then with compreſle and Ban- 
dage rowl it moderately, and after it is digeſted you may deterge, as ſhall be 
proſently ſhewed. 

In Tumours by Congeliion foment with decod, abſinth, flor. ſambuci, roſ. 
rub. baccar, myrtill, ſem, fenug, in wine and water, adding afterward ſome ſp. 
vini, Theſe Abſceſles requiring to have their heat kept up, and the relaxed 
parts ſtrengthned. If the Opening was made by Caultick, dreſs it with a 
Plcdgit dipt in a mixture of #»guent. baſil. with ol. lilior, hot: or, to rouſe up 
the heat in the Part, and haſten ſeparation of the Eſcar, adde atew drops of 
ol. terebinth, and apply Empl. diachyl. ireat. or Empl. de minio cum ſapone, ma- 
laxed with ol, lini. After ſeparation of the Eſcar , you may deterge with 
mundif. Paracelſi thus made : Kt terebinth, clare, mellis deſpumati, an. |t ſi. vitell, 
ovor, num.tij. coq.ad conſiſt, unguenti, It there be required ſtronger Deterſion, you 
may adde Merc. precip. 3j. to an ounce 3 you may alſo adde alumen wft. but that 
will make the Ulcer paintull:however ſome crude Ulcers may admit of it. Mun- 
dif.ex apo is alſo proper,as it is in the Pharmacopzia Lond. or this:R ſucc.abſinth, 
Zij. ſucc, braſſice, chelidon, an. Zj. mellis roſati colati ij, terebinth. Ziij. cog. ad 
ſuccorum conſumptionem , addendo pulv. myrrhe, ſarcocolle, an. Ziff. pulv. rad. 
ireos Zj. rad, ariſtoloch. rot. pulv. Zij. far. tritici Ziij. far, orobi, Iwpin, an. 3). 
Miſce. If the Matter do not well diſcharge, you muſt help it by compreſhon 
and Bandage: orif the Tumour was large, and the Opening but ſmall or not 
enough in the declining part, lay it more open 3 for without a convenient O- 
rifice, whereby the Mattcr may plentifully diſcharge between Dreſſings, you 
cannot hope for a ſpeedy Cure. That way of dilating by Piths or Sponges 
is mcer trifling, unleſs it be to thin the skin forthe more ealic Incifion. 

If you deterge not with too ſharp Medicaments, they may alſo ſerve to 
incarn : or you may uſe this, or ſuch like ; Re terebinth, Venet. Fiiij. puly. 
ariſtoloch, rot. ireos, thuris, an. Ziij. maſtich. myrrhe, aloes, an. If}. cadmie Zvj. 
mel, roſ. q.ſ. fiat Unguentum. Or, R ſucc. Nicotiave Ibj. picis, refine, ol. olivar, 
immatar, an, Zig. terebinth. Venet, Zvj. cere q.ſ. fiat Unguentum. It the fleſh 
grow looſe or ſpongy, touch it with a Vitriol or Alume-ſtone moderatcly, 
and it will daily waſte it, with little or no pain , and diſpoſe the Ulcer to 
cicatrizc :, of which Stones you may have ſome fitted in Quills for your 
uſc, 

The Ulcer being incarned, you may cicatrize with unguent. lithargyri : 
Kk lithargyr, aur. & argent. an. 3iijfs. calcis decies lote ſubtilifl. pulverigate Ji). 
ceruſſe ij. tutie Zvj. olei myrtillot, 3v). ol. roſati thyfi. ſevi vitulini Fvii). ſuccor. 
plantag. latiuce, ſclani, an. Ziv. coq. ſevuem lento igne cum oleis & ſuceis uſque ad 
conſumptionem ſuecor, deinde colettur; colature addantur unguenti roſati ij. 
cere albe q. ſ. iterum cog, unieg ebullitione;, pojtes auferatur ab igne, baculo agi- 
tando, cum mineralibus predifis prizs optime ym , O& fiat Unguen- 
tum. Or with «nguent, deſiccat. rub. aq. calcis, Or elſe you may cica- 
trize with this Water 3 Fe myrobalan. citr. balauft. an. 3ij. alum. rup. 3ff. aq. 
germin. quere, equiſeti, an. Jij. vini athi Jj. buliant parim, & colentur pro uſu : 
in which Pledgits may be dipped and preſſed out. You muſt take care that the 
ulcer be cicatrized ſeemly, neither too high nor too low. 

Having thus treated of Tumours by Fluxion, we ſhall now ſay ſomething 
of thoſe made by Congeſtion z which , though capable of molt of the for- 
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Chap. II. Of T umours in general. 


mer intentions more or leſs, yet differ in the manner ot governing 
them, viz. 

Bleeding ought in this caſe to be leſs frequent ; but Purging more ſtrong, 
with agarick, hermodatiyles, ſcammony, jalap, ales, colocynth. pil. rudii, cochie, 
Cornachini, benedif. laxat. confe(i, bamecb, eleJ, e ſucco roſarum, purging Di- 
ct-drinks, &c. as in the Chapter of Oedema, to which I refer you. The Reyul- 
ſion hath little or no place here. 

Derivation by Iſſues and Sctons are uſuall. Repulſion is proper in many of 
them, eſpecially that of Bandage in cedematous Swellings of the Legs, Arms 
and Hands. +» 

But Diſcuſſion is the principal! intention of the Chirurgeon in this place, 
and ought to be done with hot Mediciges: of which fort I have ſet you down 
ſome already, and more you will meet with in our particular Diſcourſe of 
thoſe Tumours. 

Suppuration ſeldom happeneth in theſe Tumours, unleſs there be an ad- 
mixture of bloud with it: in which caſe treat them with Suppuratives, as 
hath been ſaid, and open them. 

After Apertion, the method of healing differs little from that of Abſceſles 
made by Fluxion : but of their Cure you ſhall be more informed in the Chap- 
ter of Oedema, 
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The next thing that offers it ſelf to our conſideration is Diet : and that js Dier. 


of two ſorts; the one regarding Tumours made by Fluxion, the other thoſe 
by Congeſtion. 

In hot Tumours made by Fluxion we are to propoſe ſuch moderation as 
may take off from the great terment in the Bloud, whereby it may be rendred 
les apt to flow into the weak Part. To which purpoſe the Ancients preſcri- 
bed ſuch a ſlender Diet as might onely ſupport their Strength: yet with a re- 
gard to Cuſtom, the Age and Conſtitution of the Patient, and greatneſs of the 
Inflammation. If the body be ſtrong and abound with Humours, and the 
Inflammation great, their Diet may be the more ſparing and cooling ; as Wa- 
ter-grewell, Panado, and ſuch like. Where the Inflammation is lefs, or the 
Patient weak, Chicken-broath, with Wood-fſorrell, Lettice, Purſelane , or a 
boil'd Chicken, a potched Egg, &c. and ſuch like meats of eahie digeſtion. 
To others, Mutton, Veal, Pullet, Rabbit , and ſome ſorts of the firmett Fiſh. 
In great Inflammations«here is commonly Fever attending, in which caſe they 
have little inclination to eat. Their Drink ſhould be Priſans, or a ſmall well- 
boil'd Ale. Tf Wine be allowed, it ought to be {mall, or allay'd with water. 
Falopins, in his Diſcourſe of hot Tumours, faith, he was wont where there 
was Plethora, to preſcribe panem lotum in aqua, aſperſo ſucco arantiorum cum 
modico zuccari, a little Bread dipt in water, and ſprinkled with juyce of an 
Orange and Sugar, and that but twice the day; and their Drink no better 
then water. Galen forbids Wine yet permits it to ther qui babent ventricu- 
lam debilem, for their Stomack's ſake : which is neceſſary to be obſerved; for 
unleſs that be kept up, in vain are all our endeavours. 

The Air ought to be temperate by art or nature. 

All Exerciſe is to be forborn : for the Bloud is thereby heated, and the Hu- 
mours made morefluid. Sleeping in the day is alſo torbidden, out of hopes 
they may reſt better in the night. 

In Tumours by Congeſtion we allow ſuch a Diet as is heating and attenu- 
ating 3 their Meat rather roaſted then boiled , and of good nouriſhment; as 
Mutton, Veal, Kid, Pallet, Rabbit, Chicken , Pheaſant , Partridge , Cock, 
Snipe, &e, All White-meats, Fiſh, Fruits, Sallets, are forbidden. Their Drink 


may be Alc or Beer: Wine is alſo allowed in theſe caſes; and their Drink 
may 
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may be medicated with Sarſaparilla, China, lign. guaiaci, lentiſcinum, as you 
may ſce more particularly hereafter. 
The Air ought to be warm and attenuating. Sleep in the day is abſo- 
lutely forbidden, -and ought to be moderated in the night, Paſſions of the ' 
mind are to be avoided both in this and all other Diſcaſes. 


Cayae, III 
Of Inflammation , or Phlegmon. 


| 2 I have diſcourſed of Tumours in generall. I ſhall now deſcend 

to” particulars, and begin with Phlegmon , or Inflammation : both be- 
cauſe it is the firſt degeneration from good bloud, and in its own nature nea- 
relt of kin to it 3 and alſo becauſe it is the moſt frequent of Tumours hap- 
pening in Diſeaſes, Wounds, Contuſions, Fractures, Luxations, &c. It being 
alſo the uſuall forerunner of many miſchiefs that happen in many of thoſe 
caſes, and conſequently the moſt obvious occaſion of exercifing the Chirur- 
geon's Skill. 

Definition. I define it, a large Tumour, hot, of a red colour, with pain, pulſation, ten- 
ſion, and a circumſcribed hardneſs. 

Differences, The Differences of it are cither from the Situation 3 inward , or outward. 
Or from the Part affeqed,whence it taketh a name. As inwardly in the Lungs 
it is called Peripnenmonia, in the Pleura, Pleuritis; on the Diaphragma, Pa- 
rapbrenitis , in the Brain, Phrenitis in the Throat, Angina: outwardly,on the 
Throat, Angina uotha; in the Eyes, Ophtbalmia,&c. Or,laſtly, from the Matter: 
which if ſimple, it is a ſimple Phlegmon; if compound, it hath its denomina- 
tion from the Humour with which it is compounded, and (o is called Eryſipe- 
latodes, Phlegmatodes, Oedematodes, Scirrhodes. . 

Cauſes. The Cauſe of Phlegmon is generally a Plethora, having ſome acrimonious 
mixture in the ſerum of the Bloud ; which latter is the uſuall matter of a 
Phlegmon , being caſt out of the veſſels, and lodgedin the pores of the Skin, 
or other Part affected with it. This ſerum being accompanied by the thinner | 
parts of the Bloud grows red and angry, and, wanting its due regreſs into the 
Maſs, firſt gathers into a hard Swelling, and in tew days ( if it be not diſcuſ- 
{cd ) ripens into Matter, and fo diſchargeth. 

Signs. The Signs of Phlegmon are, great pain, heat, inflamed red colour, and (wel- 
ling, with hardneſs, pulſation, and tenſion. The Tumour growing big and 
more collected, a Suppuration ſucceeds , and then the Symptoms abate. As 
the Tumour riſeth into a Cone, ſo the Matter may be felt to fluctuate, and 
the Skin becomes thin and pale, viz. of the colour of the ſubjacent Matter. 

Prognoſticks The Prognoſtick, is good, when the Tumour inſenſibly exhalcs and reſolves : 
in which caſe the ebullitionabates, and the Bloud, being leſs violent in its mo- 
tion, paſſeth gently by, and by degrees ſwalloweth up that Humour into its 
chanells again which it had in the time of its ebullition caſt out ; or at lealt, 
having ſuffered the thinner parts to tranfpire, it receiveth the reſt. 

Next to this way of terminating a Phlegmon, Suppuration is beſt, when the 

Matter of the Tumour ripens into a kindly ps. 
But it is of ill conſequence it the Tumour diſappear without abatement of 
Accidents; and the Fever fill continue. In this caſe cither a Gangrene or 
ſome 
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ſome other grievous Symptome fucceeds; or, if it were the Critis of a Fever, 
that encreaſcth, and the Lite of the Patient is in great danger. 

It is alſo ill when the Matter, in ficad of reſolving, hardens , and the pain 
ceaſeth. It toreſheweth a ſcirrhous Tumour approaching. 

Fat people are not ſo caltily cured as lean, Nervous and tendinous Parts 
have worſe Symptoms, and are harder of Cure, then flethy ones. 

It after great Abſceſſes the Body be not purged and regulated, they are apt 
to fall into foune other Diſeaſe : otherwiſe they occaſion much Health. . 
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The modern Authours have reduced the Cre of theſe Tumours ro four Cure. 


heads: 1. to the manner of Living z 2. to the preventing the Influx of Hu- 
mours 3 3. tothe evacuating the Humours already inflowed z 4. the correcting 
of the Accidents to which they are ſubject. 

I, The manner of Living confitts in the moderation of the fix non natura- 
les. As, that the Dict be lender, cooling, and moiſtening, whereby the in- 
creaſe of bloud may be moderated , and rendred leſs apr to low into the 
weak Part : from which conſideration the Ancients, as I told you, allowed 
oncly enough to preferve their Strength,” with regard to their Habit of Body 
and Culitom of living. They generally preſcribed Panadoes, Barley-grewell, 
and ſuch like Spoon-meat. Chicken-broth is the higheſt whillt the Hu- 
mour is termenting 3 but after Suppuration and diſcharge. of Matter, greater 
liberty is permitted. Air, Exerciſe, Watching, Paſſions of the mind, &c. are 
to be ; _—_ as hath been faid in the preceding Chapter of Tuwmoxrs in 

exerall, 

: 2. The ſccond intention is performed by removing the Cauſe of the Tu- 
mour, which is the Plenitude and Cacochymis : the former whereof requires 
Bleeding, the latter Purging, Bleeding is here propoſed as the ſpeedy reme- 
dy, both tor leflening the Tumour, and appealing the Pain and is made by 
opening a vein near to the Part affected. According to Galen, debemus venam 
ſecare ad deliquium animi, we ought to draw bloud to very fainting, Yet we 
are therein to conſider the Conſtitution and habit of body , and greatneſs of 
the Inflammation. Cupping, Friction and Deligation of the oppoſite Parts 
may be hercto neccfſary betore the Tumour is made. 

To take off the Cacochymis Purging with Lenients is proper 3 as eled. le- 
nitivum, diaprun. lenitivum, diacatbalicon, caſſia, tamarindi, manna, cremor tar= 
tari, Infultons of Senna, Rhubarb, and opening Apozems as hath been ſaid 
inthe former Chapter, In the next place it will be proper to preſcribe ſuch 
Draughts as may quiet the motion of the Humours , and temper the heat of 
them, viz. Emulſionsof the greater and lefſer cold Seeds made with decoft. bor- 
det, alſo Fuleps, with ſyr. de papavere, Rhead. paralyſeos, violar. & ſucco citri, 
&c. in Proper Vehicles. 

3- The third intention regards the Part affeted more immediately , and: is 
the removing, of the conjunct Matter. How that is done by Revulton, De- 
rivation, &c. I have ſhewed you in the former Chapter. z as alſo how you are 
by Repellents to withltand the influs of Humour in the very beginning and 
of what quality the Medicaments: proper thereto aze, and in what caſes they 
2xC not to be. applied 3 as in malign Tumours, or thoſe in the EmunGories, 
9c. I thall here onely, inſert ſome tew Pxeſcriptions that are molt peculiar in 
the ſeveral}caſes, and begin with Repellents in the firſt place ; of whick' fort

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the two latter, if timely applied , will not onely refift the Influx , but dry up 
the inflowed Humour. They muſt be renewcd daily, leſt they dry too much, 
and thereby increaſe the heat in the Part. 

In the increaſe of Inflammation and Tumour, when it begins to be hard, you 
are to apply Reſolvents with Repellents. Re fol. malv. parietarie, plantag, an. 
M. j. far. bord. & fabar, an. 2j(s. flor. roſ. rub, _y y, c0q. In aq, fout, fiat 
Catapl. $. A. addendo in fine ova integra num. i). ol. cham. roſ. q 

When the Tumour is more form'd and harder, forbear Repellents, and ap- 
ply Diſcutients and Emollients. Be rad, & fol. althee an. M. j. ſem. lini & fa-

Catapl. addendy mell, com. Fij. ol. ſambucini & axungie anſeris an. Jj. It the 
Tumour decline, Re fol. parietarie M.ij. ſem. lini, fanug. an.

4. The fourth intcntion is, to remove the Accidents that frequently accom- 
pany theſc Inflammations 3 amongſt which Pain is the chiet : for that not one- 
ly tireth and exhauſteth the Spirits of the Patient, but alſo encreaſeth Fluxion, 
and deſtroys the Temperament of the Part, Therefore you ought to haye 
c{peciall regard thereto, and by Anodynes appeaſe the Pain. To which pur- 
poſe I ſhall offer you this following Cataplaſm. Re fol. viſci pomorum cum 
frutiibus an, M.j. fol. byoſcyami M.ij. fol. pepaver, M.j. ſub cineribus coquantur , 
addendo tandem mic, panis albi in latie tepido maceratiTbſs, vitell,ovi num. i), puly, 
croct Zj. ol, chamemeli & roſarum an. q.ſ. fiat Cataplaſma $, A. 

The Fever which attends Pain is removed by VenzſcQion, or by the reſolu- 
tion or ſuppuration of the Tumour. If it ſhall unhappily indurate or gan- 
grene, I refer you to thoſe Chapters of Scirrbus and Gangrena: yet I think, 
it the method be rightly obſerved which hath been propoſed, there will need 
no ſuch reference. 

The molt ſafe and ſpecdy way of curing Phlegmons is by Reſolvents. In 
Wounds, Contutions and Ulcers, Inflammations for the moſt part go off (o; 
and ſo would the greateſt Phlegmons, if the foreſaid method were truly obſer- 
ved. But the negle& of timely Bleeding, and the too haſty application of 
Pultices of White-bread and Milk, render them incapable of Repellents; and 
tor the molt part of Diſcuſſion ; whence followeth a neceſſity of Suppura- 
ting. 

The Medicaments that further Suppuration are ſuitable in their temper to 
the heat of the Part, ſo as to cheriſh it, and of an emplaſtick quality, hinde- 
ring Tranſpiration. So Oyls and Greaſe, which are ſcarce permitted in Diſ- 
cutients, ( farther then to give good confiſtence to the Medicine ) are here pro- 
per. Theſe following are Suppuratives. Re radic. althee, lilior, albor. an. Ziv, 
brane, urſine M;j. cog. in brodio aut latie ad moliitiem; deinde adde medulle pa- 
#is albi tſ$. ſem, lini pulv. ij. axung. porcine & gallinacee an. ij. vitell, ovor. 
num. ij, croci Zj, Miſc, fiat Cataplaſma, Or this : Rt rad. lilior. Fiij. cepar. 
colt, ſub cineribus Fij, ſummitat. althee M, ij. caricas pingues toft, nums 6, 
cog. & contuſis adde far, tritic, Fij. pulv. ſem, lini Fj. axung. porcine Fij. un- 
guent. baſilici ſimpl.

Whilſt you endeavour Suppuration, you muſt- expoſe the Tumour as little to 
the air as may be. 

The going off of .the Accidents of pain, heat, pulſation, &c. are good figns 
of Suppuration : butif the Matter lie deep, the Symptoms do not ceaſe till it 
be diſcharged 3 nor is the Suppuration diſcerned in ſome of them otherwiſe 

then 
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then by the fluctuation between your hands. In ſuch caſes , it you doubr 
Suppuration , continue the latter Cataplaſm : tor it the Tumour be opened 
betore the Matter be well concocted, it will be the flower in healing, 

-If the Tumour become more compaQ, and thruſt out in a Cone, and look 
pale, deter not the opening of it. For as the opening of Apoſtems betore 
the Suppuration be pertected weakens the heat , and renders them crude : 
ſo the letting the Matter lie long after it is made gives way to its putretact- 
on, whereby the Parts underneath corrupt , and the Abſceſs becomes ti- 
nuous, 

, The manner of opening, by Incifion or Cauſtick, together with all directi- 
ons neceſſary thereunto, have been ſufficiently treated of in the former Chap- 
ter. The Cureof it, by digetting, deterging, incarning and cicatrizing, you 
will ſee inthe Treatiſe of Ulcers, and in the tollowing Obſervations. 

I ſhall begin them with ſome inſtances of, Phlegmons in their very tirit ap- 
pearance: though I may doubt whether you will allow them for fuch, they 
being then ſo inconliderably ſmall , that the Paticnt himſclt thinketh it not 
worth while to ſend for a Chirurgeon. Nay, when the pain hath increaſed 
the Inflammation , and raiſed the Swelling big and hard , they tor the moſt 
part permit then to be dreſſed by the next pretender to Chirurgery with Pul- 
tices, as I have ſaid, of White-bread and Milk, and do not conſult us till the 
Tumour be in its fiate 3 and then it is too late to repell them. Sometimes 
we may diſcuſs them, but more frequently they ſuppurate, and are of longer 
Cure. Upon the conliderations forementioned, it ſeemeth not calie for me to 
give you fuch inſtances of the beginning. of a Phlegmon as may be luitable to 
the deſign of this Diſcourſe: theretore I have ſet down the fewer of them, 
and taken them from fach accidentall cauſes as do generally make great Tu- 
mours, ( if ill handled, ) that you may thereby learn how to prevent their 
growth by the timely applications propoſed in the method of Cure.

I embrocated the Part with ol. roſ. cum aceto, and appli- 
ed an Empl. diachalcit. cum bolo, and let him bloud in the Arm about 3x. or- 
derced him a Clytter that afternoon, and an Anodyne draught the night fol- 
lowing of 3vj. ſyr. de meconio in aq. papaver. cum aqua cinnamomi bordeat. 
whereby he relted better. I continued the Embrocation and F mplaſter ,- by 
whichattcr a day or two the Fluxion was ſcemingly walted ; yet he complai- 
ned of a pain deeper in the Joynt. I then cauſed a Bryony-root to be digged 
freſh out of the earth, and being waſhed, cut and beaten to a pulp in a Stone- 
mortar, Ichated the pained Hip with it, and applicd it in the form of a Ca- 
taplaſm.

After ſeverall applications, the hardneſs and pain rather increaſing , the, (uſ- 
peCting a Cancer, came to me. I viewed it, but ſaw no Symptoms of it. I 
embrocated it cm oleo & aceto roſac. and applied an Empl. de minio cum ſ7- 
pone, and the day after let her bloud, and then purged her with Whey, Man- 
na and Cremor Tartar z by which the hardneſs was ſeemingly reſolved for 
ſome time : but ſhe being irregular in her appetite, it ſwelled again as when I 
fixſt ſaw it. Upon which conſideration I applied Emollients z and ſecing the 
Tumour increaſe, and ſhe impatient at the fight of it, I applied a Suppura- 
tive Cataplaſm ex rad. &: fol. althee, rad. lilior. slb. &c.

As Phlegmons axe ſubje& to mortification through unſcaſonable application *" C_— 
of Mcdicaments in time of their ftatez fo alſo in fat bodies they -are apt to poten 
gangrene after Opening, if that Fat be not ſpeedily digeſted out, Thus it ned after 
happened to a perſon labouring of a Pllegmon on the Os ſacrum. After the diſ- Opening, 
charge of Matter the Ulcer became crude and gangrened. Another Chirurgeon 
was conſulted, who ſcaritied the Abſcets, and by his warm applications ſup- 
pbſed he had extinguiſhed the Mortification : but it appearing otherwiſe , I 
was fetched, and ſaw the lips and parts within gangrened and gleeting. We 
ſcarified the lips; but finding them to be gangrened more within then with-

The next 
morning, ſhe told me the Bandage had been caſic all the day, upon which ac- 
count ſhe had not flackened it; but it pained her in the night, and ſwelled 
her Arm. It did not ſeem too ſtrcight 3 nay, I think it it had been ſlacker, 
it would have ſlipt down her Arm , being taper-grown : but the Tumour 
ſhewed the Bandage to be too hard. I looſened it, and took off the Caultick 3 
where finding a ſmall Eſcar, I divided it, and drefled it with wngxent. bafilic, 
with an Emplaſter to retain it on, leaving the Arm at liberty. She was cafie 
that day 3 but about twelve of the clock at night ſhe was waken'd with the 
pain, and ſent to me, The Fontanell not being in fault, I returned her a 
glaſs with ol. roſ, cum aceto to embrocate her Arm.

In fat fleſhy Arms you may produce the like by a moderate ſtrict Bandage, 
when the Humours are in a fermenting diſpoſition. The way to avoid ſuch 
inconvenience is, firſt to make evacuation by bleeding or purging: for from 
ſuch little beginnings greater evills do follow. And it this Fontanell had 
bcen made by the lapis canfticus, it had penetrated deep, and might by ſfucha 
flux of Humours have been ſhrewdly diſturbed : or it it had been made by 
Inciſfion, it would have been inflamed ; and then the concluſion would have 
been, that it was made upon a Nerve or Tendon 3 though poſſibly in ſuch fat 
Arms there is none within halt an inch underit. 

I ſhall give you another inſtance in a Gentleman who came out of the 
Countrey, and put himſelf into the hands of a Chirurgeon, in which caſe I 
was conſulted. The Tumour was in his left Arm upon the Biceps, and was 
cauſed by over-ſtri& binding of his INue. It was raiſed below the B e5 
and as it abounded with Matter, it diſcharged it felt into the FontanelL 
Cure was performed by the application of a Cauſtick upon the lower part of 
the Tumour, and the Matter was let out by cutting deep into the Eſcar ; after 
which it was digeſted and incarned by the ſaid Chirurgeon , as in other Ab- 
{ceſſes is uſuall. 

Many inſtances we have of this kind in Infants, who cannot expreſs their 
grievances, eſpecially where Iſſues are cut in their Arms. The Nurſes ſome- 
times binding them too ſlack, whereby the Pea ſlides out, and the Iſſue being 
almoſt cloſed before the next dreſſing, they, to recover their errour, force in 
another, and by too hard Bandage raiſe a Tumour with Inflammation, to the 
great diſturbance of the Child. 

Thus ſomewhile ſince a Child in my neighbourhood was ſcized with an 
Inflammation from the Shoulder down to the Elbow , and from thence an 
cedematous Tumour reached to the Fingers ends, the Fontanell it ſclf gan- 
grened. TIthrew out the Pea, and (carihed the lips of the Ulcer, and daptit 
with ol. terebinth, hot with an armed Probe, and applicd Pledgits dipt in a 
mixture of the ſaid Oyl and wngxent. baſilicon; and having fomented it well 
with a decodi. abfinthii, &c. I applicd a Cataplaſm ex far. bordei & fabar. de- 
cocted in Oxymel over that part of the Arm, and upon the remote parts I ap- 
plied cerat. Galexi with good Bandage from the Hand upward. By this 
means the Humour was moderately repreſſed, and breathed forth, che Eſcar 
alſo ſeparated in the Fontanell; after which the Ulcer incarned with com- 
mon Sarcoticks, and the Wcerations about it were .cured by xnguent. txtie 
and ſuch like Epuloticks,

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A perſon of about fourty hve years of age, of a fall body , fabject to va- 15.Obſervac. 

rious Diſcaſcs from plenitude and cacocbymia, as Lethargy, Ge. was lately in %! Phleemn 
danger of ſinking under an Apoplecticall Fit, but was treed of it by a tranl- ew pat 
lation of thoſe Humours into his right Leg, with great pain , and an Inflam- 
mation of a dcep red colour poſſeiing onely the skin 3 but the Swelling was 
preat, reaching trom the gartering to the very Toes. It was Phlegmon eryſi- 
pelatodes, and in his cafe required to be breathed forth by Medicaments of a 
temperate quality , yet ſomewhat cooling. To which purpoſe I preſently 
fomentcd it with Claret-wine, and applicd ceratzm Galen over all the Leg, 
with a moderate Bandage 3 then let him bloud, and directed him a Clylter. 
The next morning I took off the Drefſings , and found his Leg in a berter 
condition. I bathed it with Claret-wine wherein I had boiled ſummitat, ab- 
ſanthii, ſalvie, flor. ſambuti, roſ. rub. and applied the cerat. Galeni as betore, 
and, continucd that method ſome days he purging himlclt the while with 
Whey, Manna, and cremor Tartsr. Thus the heat remitted, and the Swelling 
relaxed; yet the Cruticula was fretted off in ſcvcrall parts, and I tcl a ſmall 
colletion of Matter undet the skin on the infide of the Ancklez which I 
gave vent to by an Apertion with a Lancet, and diſcharged about a ſpoontull 
of a thin white Matter; I applied a Pledgit of bafilicon upon it, and drefled 
the Velications with unguent. txtie ; by which in three or four days they were 
: cured ; after which I put him a laced Stocking on that Leg , whereby it was 
reduced to its right tone; I had made him Fontanel!s zzter ſc4pulas hereto- 
tore, which he continues to good purpoſe. | 

A Maid aged twenty four years was ſcized witha pain in her Head and Ri- 16.0bſervat. 
gour of a Fever 3 the ſecond or third day ſhe had an Inflammation in her * ? oy 
right Leg a little above her Knee and ſo downward. After ſeverall applics- eh _ 
tions of Perſley, Butter, &c. I ſaw it. The Inflammation was in the Skin, 
and reached down fromthe Knee in a red ftreak about tour tingers breadth to 
the Inſtep ; that inflamed Skin was tenſe, but ſeemed to have Matter lying 
| under it. I made Apertion with a Lancet on the Knce , and diſcharged a 
; well-concoded white Matter, I then made another Apertion lowcr, and an- 

other in the loweſt part, with like ſucceſs : the bloud alſo trickled down in 
| good quantity from the little wounds in the skin. I permitted them to bleed, 
: the having need of fuch an Evacuation 3 then dreſſed them up with «ngaent, 
] baſilici cum vitello ovi upon Pledgits of Lint,” and applicd cerart, Galeni over 
them with convenient Bandage. The next day ſhe was purged with Ele#, 
denitiv. and her Leg was ſtuped with deco8. ſalvie, b*tonice, flor. ro. rub, We 
dicficd the Apertions as before. This Maid was lately comeout of the Coun- 
ercy, and, by reaſon of the change of Air and courſe of life, abounded with 
Humours which required Evacuation : therefore during her Cure I let her 
bloud, and purged her twiceor thrice, by which the was reliored to health ; 
and the Marter having bcen ſo opportuncly let out, the Inflammation went 
off, and the Apertures cured by a few dreſſings of ungnent, tutie, 

A Man aged about fourty years, of a healthfull complexion, haftening from 17 -—oottey 
London (in the time of the latt great Sickneſs) to his houſe in the Country - Tn Met 
by great journeys on horſe-back, to avoid Infection , which the Inns on the oh 
Road were {ubje& to, choſe to reſt himfelt on his way by lying down in the 
helds, whilſt his hoxſe baited on the graſs near him. But having hcated His 
body by journcying, he took cold by lying upon the ground , and in rifng 
fclt a great pain in the region of his right Kidney , and returncd to his bouſe 
very ill. He confulted the Phyficians in his Neighbourhood. They at firit 
ſuſpected ſome Diſcaſe in that Kidney : bur there being no Symptoms of it in 
bis Urine, they imputed it to other cauſes, and preſcribed Remedies accor- 


dingly.

dingly. But the Cure not ſucceeding, they adviſed him to Bucktone Water; 
in the County of Derby : whither he went, aud returned more paincd, T, 
being at that time in a neighbouring County, was ſent for, and tound him in 
his bed much emaciated. From the region of that Kidney down to his Hip 
and Thigh there appeared a more then ordinary tulneſs, and in that Groin 
there was a painfull Swelling, in which there ſeemed to be Matter, but ir 
lay deep: I applicd to it a ſuppurative Cataplaſm ex folis & rad, althee, rad, 
lilior, albor. &c. to ſuppurate it. To the other pained parts I applicd Empl. # 
bolo, By the uſe of the Cataplaſm the Tumour in Ingxine appeared daily 
more full of Matter, and ſeemed tome to be made by Tranilation 3 therefore 
I did not attend a perfect Suppuration, but applied a Caultick, and, cutting 
into the Eſcar deep, diſcharged a much greater quantity of Matter then that 
Cavity was capable of; beſides, by its fartid ſmell it ſeemed to have been 
long made. I dreſſed it up with Lenients. From this Dreſling his pain leſ(- 
ſened 3 but the Matter which diſcharged daily from it was very much. 1 
made a ſcarch with a Probe, and felt it paſs under the Pxbes into the Muſcle 
Pſoas, ( as I conjectured : ) upon fight of which I contented my (clt in kee- 
ping the Orifice open for the diſcharge of the Matter, and preſcribed him Vul- 
neraries. The fulnels from the region of that Kidney to the Hip continuing 
exceeding, painfull, I madea Seton upon the latter, hoping thereby to give 
2 vent tothat Humour. The firſt three or tour days it matter'd little 3 but af- 
terward, in drawing, the Seton, the Matter burſt forth in great quantity : 
upon fight whereof I cut the two Orihices into one, and took out the Seton , 
and drefſed it up with Lenients, This was a 4ctid purulent Matter, and ſce- 
med to be of the ſame kind with the other which diſcharged from his Groin. 
His next great complaint was of pain in the region of that Kidney. I ſuppo- 
ſing that the original Matter might ariſe from thence, and paſs inwardly to 
the Groin, and outwardly to the Hip, thought, if I could give a vent there, 
it might poſſibly intercept the Matter in its courſe to the other Abſceſſes. I 
therctore applicd a Caultick upon the moſt likely part. The firlt four or five 
days after the diviſion of the Eſcar there appeared no Matter; but betore it 
was quite ſeparated it made its way plentitully out, and the other Abſcefles 
were more governable, and the Patient was certainly much relieved. But 
one afternoon, while he was lying in bed, and telling us a Story of ſome plea- 
fant paſſages in his Proteſſon, he ſuddenly diced, we ſuppoſed from an ecup- 
tion of the great Artery 3 for we tound much bloud pourcd torth trom all the 
Abſccſſes, but eſpecially that on the region of that Kidney. During the time of 
his ſickneſs his Urine was without Bloud or Matter, and paſlcd freely without 
the leatt diſturbance. I would gladly have opened his body, but was not 
permitted,

I1k ( though I cannot ſay that it is often the matter ) is certainly the 
occalion of many Tumours of divers kihds. I know Aurhours make 
it the material! Cauſe of many of the Diſeaſes of the Breatts : but ſuch men 
multi be underſtood warily; For it by Milk in this affertion they mean Milk 
aQually generated, and ſeparated from the Bloud , then I know but few ca- 
ſes in which that can be ſuppoſed to be the matter of a Difiemper: for when 
it is in that condition, it is aid up in certain txbuli Iafiei, which, being {pred 
all over the Breaſt, do unite their branches after the manner of Vcins, ſtill 
growing into bigger trunks, till they doend at laſt in the Nipple. Now the 
motion of this Milk being de vaſis miinoridu in majora, what is once ſepara- 
ted from the Bloud in the Glands of it into thoſe Veſſels hath nothing to ftop 
its progreſs till it comes to the very place of its Exit trom the Nipple. If any 
fiop preternaturally happen, as the compreſſion of the Veſſel by fome Tumour 
of a Glandule, or the like, then indeed a varicolity of the lateons Veſſels 
may ariſe ; of which caſe you may ſee an Obſervation in the Chap. of Varix. 
This caſe is rare 3, but there be others very frequent: viz. That the Glan- 
dules through which Milk is ſeparated may either through fault of the Fers 
ment by which they make that ſeparation produce divers variety of Diſtem.

pers, or through an indiſpoſition of their Pores not permit a due percolation 
of it from the Bloud. When any of theſe things happen, there is a diſtur- 
bance in the Circulation, and Fluxion doth ariſe, which ſoon produceth a Tu- 
mour ſuitable to the Humour ſo ſtirr'd up 3 vis. Phlegmon, Oedems, Scirrbus, 
Scrophula, yea ſometime Cancer. 

This Diſcourſe may ſerve for a generall account of the Cauſes of the milky 
Twmonrs of the Breaſts, and may cafily be enlarged to ſuch particular caſes as 
may emerge. 

The Differences may thus be enumerated. If the Ferment of the Breaſt be 
over-aQive and vigorous, it ſeparates Milk with too great vioknce , cauling |. 
thereby an over-fermentation in the Part , which uſually produceth a Phleg» 
mon, if the ſerum be hot, or partake much of Bloud ; otherwiſe it raiſeth an 
Oedema ;, or, it Matter diſpoſe to coagulation, a Scropbula : which are the

theſe three may degenerate into a Scirrbws, and that Scirrbas into a Cancer, 

The $igns are viſible. If the firſt happen, there are all the Symptoms of a 
Phlegmon, heat, redneſs, tenſion, pulſation, &c. it the ſecond, large diſtenfron, 
with pain, but no heat: if a Serophwla, then hard kernells are caſily tele and 
diſtinguiſhed, &e. 

Tumours made by the over-cagerneſs of the lacteous Ferment goe eafily 
off,if no other Symptome attend them : ſucking and drawing the Breaſt for the 
mok part diſchargeth the Milk as faſt as it can be generated , and then all the 
evill is over. But if the Fermentation produce any diſorder in the Bloud, the 
Patient finds more or leſs of danger according to the quality of the Tumour 
produced; vis. a Phlegmon endangereth them of a Fever; axdematous Tu- 
mours are apt to grow. ulcerous, and ſometimes ſcrophulous and ſcirrhous, and 
become long of Cure, &c, 

Foraſmuch as it frequently happeneth to women in Child-bed , that their 
Breaſts do extraordinarily ſwell by reaſon of the abundance- of Milk which 
floweth into them, and that it ſtirreth up Inflammations, Apoſtemations, &c. 
therefore their Diet ought to beſlender, and of ſuch quality as may leſs dif- 
poſe the Humours to ferment : to which purpoſe T ſhall reter you to the regu- 
lation preſcribed in a Phlegmon. | 

The Medicaments proper to diminiſh the Milk are, Lertice, Purſclane, En- 
dive, Succory, Smallage, &c. The feeds of wild Rue, Cummin, Baſil, powdred 
and given to the quantity of 3j. daily in Broath, will dry up the Milk, as Au- 
thours write. 

The Milk is uſually drawn out of the Brealts by the Infants ſucking them: 
but in caſe the Child be ſo weak it cannot ſuck , or doth not enough empty 
them, ſome others are to be admitted to help themz or they may put young 
Whelps to ſuck them, or ſome neighbouring woman. But the Mother may 
draw her own Brealts her (elf by an Inſtrument fold for that purpoſe. 

The Tumour made by the Milk is reſtrained by the application of Night- 
ſhade, Lettice, Plantane, Vine-tops, Bramble-buds, Horſe-tail, &c. or ol. ro. 
myrtill, cum aceto, &c, as we uſually treat Phlegmons in the beginning, 

It may be diſcuſſed by the application of Mints, Catmints, Rue, ſem. fe- 
augrec. cumini, faniculi, &c. or dried up by the applying cloaths dipt in 
aqua calcis, or a Solution of ſacchar. Saturni in aqua ſpermat. renar, during 
which time fhne Towe may be ſprinkled: with Ceruſe , and applicd to the 
Armpits. But in the beginning of Fluxion we are rarely couſulted. 


Where I have by chance come in to women that have been much pained 
with ſwelling in their Breaſts from Milk, I bave applied 'Emplaſt. & belo, 
or a Cataplaſm of far, hordej, fabar, lentixm, decated in exymel, or

A young Woman after Child-bed was vexed with a Swelling in her Breaſt.

While I was dreſſing a Patient in a Citizen's houſe, I was defired to look 4, obfervar, 


vpon the Breaſt of the Gentlewoman of the houfe. She had lately layn in, 
d 


© bſezvar. 
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and from abundance of Milk and ill handling her right Breaſt had been apo- 
ſtemated, and was broken out in many holes. A woman famous in the City 
for dreſſing fore Breaſts was her Chirurgeon. I obſerved that the Breaſt had 
at firſt broke in the upper part in a ſmall pin-hole 3 and the Matter, not ha- 
ving had ſufficient diſcharge, had ſubſided, and ſo made the other Openings, 
and afterwards paſſed an inch lower then any of the Openings, and could not 
be diſcharged otherwiſe then as it fild up the Sizws, and ran over, or was 
preſt from below upward with her hand. By this means the Breaſt continued 
inflamed and apoſtemated 3 infomuch as it was impoſſible to cure it by that 
method till it had apoſtemated the whole Breaſt. I piticd the Patient, and 
wondred that a woman fo famed for ſuch Cures could be fo ignorant, end yer 
preſerve her credit with that Sex. 

I ſhewed the Patient the cauſe of her pain, and the unlikelihood of being 
ſuddenly cured by ſuch a Chirurgeon, and prevailed with her to permie me 
to lay on a Cauſtick upon the depending Part 3 and having made an Eſcar 
the compaſs of three-pence, opened it, and gave vent to the Matter, and left 
her a little #1gnent, bafilic, to apply daily upon that Orifhice, and ſome wnguens. 
tutie to drels the reſt. By the uſe of which ſhe was cured in few days without 
more directions from me. Yet the good Gentlewoman, I dare fay, is of ſo 
kind a nature, as ſhe would quarrel in defence of her She-Chirurgeon. 

A young Gentlewoman atter. Child-bed being indiſpoſed in her health, her 
left Breaſt became diſeaſed, and ſwelled. They contented themſelves with 
ſuch help as thoſe about them could affaxd. Bug after ſome days it growing 
more painful and ſwelled, the Apothecary brought in his Brother, who endea- 
voured Suppuration, and after ſome while gave vent to the Matter, and pro- 
cceded in the Cure, But while: he was dreſſing that Opening, the Fluxion 
increaſed, and other Abſcefſes were raiſed, and fram the ſeveral Apoſternati- 
ons ſinuous Ulcers were afterwards made. Thus the work became difficule. 
I was conſulted. In the pulling out one of the Tents, a thin white Matter 
iſſued out in great quantity : my Brother Chixurgeon called it Milk ; but 
I thought it Matter, and obſerved the Abſceſs to have begun deep in the body 
of the Glands, which, through length of time corrupting them, rendred the 
Swelling hard, and the Tent ſtopping in the Matter between Dreſſings had 
occaſioned that large diſcharge we then met with. The method of Cure con- 
liſted in the enlarging of that Orifice where the Matter ſeemed to be detained, 
and then to procced with Deterſives, &c. They entertained me in the Cure, 
and I continued my Brother Chirurgeon. We began with the application of 
a Cauſtick to the Part round about the Orifice, ſtopping the hole with Lint ; 
by which means in a ſhort time we made an eahe way tor the Matter, and ſaw 
no reaſon afterwards to think it Milk. 

As the Eſcar ſeparated, a Fungus thruſt forth, which we ſprinkled with 
pulv. precipit. rub, _ up the Eſcar with wxgaent, baſilic. and the other 
Openings with #uguent. diapomphol. and cerat, dialthee over all. After a more 
full ſeparation of that Eſcar, we, obſerving the Fungus to riſe more large, ap- 
plicd a Stupe wrung out of a deco}. ſummitat, abſuth. rute, menth. flor. roſ, rub, 
balauft. made in wine and water 3 and the while ſent for ſome chalcanthumn, 
which we applied upon the Fungus, andPledgits of #nguent. twtie over the ul- 
cerated parts. The " ch” day after we took off Dreſſings, and found an Efcar 
made by the Catheretick, which we thruſt off, and dreſſed it again with the 
ſame, and continued the uſe of Eſcaroticks. During thoſe applications we 
applied over the Breaſt the Empl. & bolo to reſtrain the Influx : but yet the 
Fungus increaſed upon us, and raiſed a Swelling between that and the other 
Oritices. Upon which con{tleration we applicd a large Cauſtick upon that 
Swel- 
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Swelling, which laid ſome of the other Orifices into this 3 then divided the 
Eſcar, and dreſſed it up with Lenicars, and covered the Fan:grer with Efcaro- 
ticks, where-ever it began to thruſt out, by which it was kept down. But 
after the ſeparation of this latter Eſcar, we fecing the Fangwy grent, and the 
way of extirpating it by Eſcaroticks ſlow, and fearing the il} cop 
ie, I preſt with my finger under it, and at once into it, and pulled jt 
but in pieces 3 then kll's up the place with Mere. precip. and mwrtlif. Paracel]. 
upon Pledgits, with the forelaid Emplaſt. over the whole Breaft,and bound tr 
up. The ſecond day after that we opened it again. And by this fame method 
otten repeated we ſubdued the remainder of the Frngus, and raifed 4 firm 
baſis on which we incarned, with an addition of pwlv. rad, trevr, myrrbe,ſar- 
cocolle, to the forementioned Munditicative3 and then applied cerat. agrippe 
over the Breaſt, and in few days cicatrized it with a ſmooth Cicetrix, the ps 
falling in by the benefit of nature, which was afliſted the whike by Traumatick 
Decoctions, &c. as in ſuch caſes is uſual. | . 

It happeneth very often, when we have cured one Breaft, the other ſwel- 
leth, from the abundance of Milk, and grows hard and apoſtemates; Sorme- 


times we have both Breaſts thus diſeaſed at one time. Such was the cafe of 5. Obſervat: 


a Gentlewoman in Clerkenwell : both her Breaſts had been long ſwelled, and 
after apoſiemated, by reaſon of the pain 3 ſeveral Abſceſſes were made, and 
their Matter diſcharged by ſuch Openings. In of time the Ulcers be- 
came finuous and callous, with induration of the Glands. I was entertained 
her Chirurgeon,and began my work with Fomentations and Cataplaſms diſcu- 
tient and reſolving, as rad. & fol. althee, byoſcyami, ſummit. cicrte, menthe, 
rute, flor. ſambuci, ſem. fanug. lini, &c. with far. lentium, bordei, axang. pore. 
anati, anſeris, &c. and in dilating the Orifices, and deterging with mxndif. 
Paracelfi, with Merc. precip. and alumen, as I ſaw cauſe. While I was thus 
trying my endeavours by the method aboveſaid, new diſturbances aroſe with- 
in, which put me upon the neceſſity of laying ſuch places open by Cauftick 
as might beſt ſerve for the diſcharge of Matter, After ſeparation of the Eſcar, 
I again deterg'd and healed them, as hath been ſhewed in ſach like Ulcers. 

How they are to be treated when they are ſirumous, ſcirrhous,or cancerous, 
you may ſee in their proper places,

Of Abſceſſes and corroſive Ulcers ariſing from Diſ- 
tempers of the Ulterus in Child-bed. 


BY it is not the Breaſts onely that are troubleſome to Women by the fre- 
quent produQtion of ſuch painful Diſeaſes. The Uterw is (though not 
altogether ſo frequently, yet) much more terribly affected in Child-bed, pro- 
ducing Fevers of very malignant and venemous natures, and ſoon making 
Phlegmons or worſe Tumours, ſometimes in the Vterws it ſelf, and ſometimes 
in other parts of the body, there being none of them on which the Uterine 
ferment hath not an influence. The exorbitancies or degenerations of that, 
whether from a hurt in Labour, from part of the After-birth left behind, from 
cold taken, or the Lochia ſtopped, do ſoon produte ſuch virulent Diftempers 
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in the bloud as make it caſt out a Tumour, ecitherupon the Part it ſelf, orel(c 
outwardly upon the Muſcles of the body, where when they light they prove 
<orroſive, ſometimes cating out the fleſh in which they lodged, which talls 
off in whole . pieces, without that change of colour in the Skin which is in 
Gapgrenesh inſomuch that ſometimes the Bone it felt is laid bare by them, 

© iThe Cawſes are, { as I have ſaid ) hard Labour, the Vterws hurt, or part of 
the Secundine left behind, cold taken in Child-bed, and a prediſpoſition ir? 
the Humours by reaſon of their peccancy in quantity or quality. 

- The Signs may be taken from their Cauſes, and the manner of the Abſcefſe 
may demonſtrate its malign nature and evil quality. 

.. The Prognoſtick, may be taken from the largeneſs or other qualifications of 
the Abſcefle, and the Symptoms that happen to the body thereupon, It the 
Tumour happen onely from ſome little diſturbance done to the Womb of a per- 
ſon otherwiſe of a good Habit of body,the Cure is hopeful: if part of the Atter- 
birth be retained, there is no hopes of Cure till that be removed; nay, ifit 
ſay ſo long asto inducea putretaCtion of the Part, it will be too late then to 
remove it. - | | 

If the body be cacochymicall., the Tumours are apt to degenerate in- 
to very venemous and malignant' Abſceſſes; which it they do not ſuddenly 
kill, do at leaſt produce ill-conditioned Ulcers hard of Cure, and for the molt 
part mortall in the long run of the Diſcaſe. 

'. In the Cxreof theſe Abſceſſes you are to inform your felt how the Womb 
is diſturbed, and appeaſe that : and if any part of the Afte-birth be left be- 
hind, to endeavour the bringing that away , and by good Sudorificks, Cor- 
dialls, &c. to expell the venome, and fortihe the ſpirits againſt the malignity 
that is thereby contracted, and to contemperate the heat and acrimony by Ju« 
leps and Emulliops. 

The Swellings ariſing from theſe require to be treated in their beginning 
with moderate Repellents and Diſcutients, Afterward, accordingly as the 
Matter predominates, make way for its diſcharge 3 and cure them as in the 
Treatiſe of Ulcers is ſhewed. 


A Young woman after Child-bed was ſcized with a great pain and Swel- 
ling 1n her left Groin and Thigh with Fever, Sir Charles Scarburgh 
and Doctour Weatherly were conſulted. - They preſcribed Blecding and leni- 
ent Purgatives, to evacuate the Humours allo cordiall Juleps, &c,- to con- 
temperate the heat, and fortific her ſpirits againſt malignity, I was alſo call'd 
in , and by moderate Repellents mixt with Diſcutients in Fomentations and 
Emplaſters with Bandage diſperſt the Humour in the Thigh, and reſtored 
that Part to its former temper : but in the mean time the Tumour increaſed in 
that Groin. I ſuppurated it after the manner of a Bubo, opened it, and 
endeavoured Deterfion; but the Sinw reaching down the Twilt, the Matter 
could not be diſcharged without laying it more open, as in ſinuous Ulcersz by 
which method I cured it. 

A Gentlewoman in Child-bed was (cized with a Fever, and the ninth day 
complained of a pain in her right Foot. Sir John Hinton was the Phylician, 
who treated her'in the Fever, and had preſcribed Diſcutients, to breath out 
the impacted Matter in her Foot : but the pain increaling , I afliſted, and ſaw 
the upper part of the Foot from the Inſtep to the Toes cedematous, but from 
the inſide of the Ancle to the middle of the Sole of her foot inflamcd , and 
ſceming to apoſtemate. We, doubting the ill conſequences of an Apoltcma- 
tion in that Part amongſt the Tendons and Bones, and where the Skin is ufu- 
ally fo hard and tough as our ſtrongeſt Cauſticks will difficultly penetrate, rc- 
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eQing, the Part : to which purpoſe we applied this ; I far. hordei Þ vj. ſem. 

lini -. Zvj. flor. cham. ſambuci prlv. ax. Ziij. flor. roſ. rub. balauft. ty Fj. 
Theſe were boiled in red Wine, with the addition mell. rof. & ol. myrtill. to 

the confiftence of an Emplaſter, It being night, the was laid toreſt with an 
Anodyne draught. 

Thenext morning I found the Patient ſomewhat relieved , and taking off 
the Dreſſings ſaw the Tumour and Inflammation leſs. I continued the way 
of drefſing, and applied Empl. e bolo, as an Intercipient, about the Ancle and 

» upper partof the Foot, and by Compreſs and Bandage dreſſed it up. By the 
application of theſe Medicaments we dried up the Humour in few days, and 
the Foot was ſcemingly wellz bue ( whether it was for want of purging;there 
being ſome reaſon againſt it, or that the Humour was onely reſtrained by vir- 
tue of the Dreiſings ) there appeared again a Swelling on the Foot, and it a- 
poſtemated in the Sole of the toot in three (everall placesz which I opened by 
Cauſtick, to prevent the increaſe of Matter, and, dividing the Eſcars, gave 
vent to it, dreſſing them up with Lenients, Pledgits of xnguent. baſilicon, and 
the Emplaſt. as before. I endeavoured daily by Compreſs and Bandage to hin- 
der the flowing down of the Matter : but the pofition of the Foot gave way, 
and it ſunk lower , and put me upon the neceflity of intercepting its farther 
deſcent to the Heel by applying another Caulſtick, which proved effeQtuall 
to the diſcharge, ſo that the upper Orifices healed. But this laſt Eſcar ſepa- 
rated ſlowly, and left che great Tendon bare. I furthered its ſeparation by 
the uſe of ol. terebinth, with ungaent. bafilic. applied warm, and incarned the 
Tendon with a Sarcotick compoſed of a mixture of pulv. ireos, myrrh. ſarco- 
colle, & Merc. precipitst, with mel roſar. and terebinth, and cicatrized the 
Ulcer with Epuloticks. After it was cicatrized, the Soleof her foot was fo re- 
laxed and tender, that upon the ſetting it .on the ground it became very 
much ſubjed to pituitous Swelling : upon which account I cauſed ſuch a Fe- 
mentation to be made as is propoſed in the Cure of Oedema, and put en 4 
laced Sock, by which the weak parts were lirengthned, and the cured. 

A Lady in the Country of about twenty eight years of age, having gotten z. Obſervar. 
fome hurt in Child-bed, was taken with a Fever, and about tour days atter was 
diſturbed with a pain in her right Groin ncar the Os ilion,which in a few days 
after {welled with Inflammation, and became a large Tumour , reaching 
from thence over the Belly to the Os pubis like a rowl of White-bread. They 
ſent for Mr. Robert Morrey, an expert Chirurgeon of Chefter, who met Docour 
Smith, an cminent Phyſician of Shrewsbxry, The Lady did not permit them 
to ſee the Tumour , whereupon they could give no certain Judgement of ic, 
bat preſcribed an anodyne Cataplaſm, which her women ”=_ Setne few 
days attcr the Abſceſs brake, and then Mr. Morrey was fetched again, and ad- 
mittcd co dreſs it, The Abſce(s was large, and diſcharged a great quantity 
of crude Matter making its way through the Skin by many eruptiens. He 
purpoſed the laying them into one: but the Patient not admitting of it , the 
Matter infinuated it (cit deep amongſt the Muſcles of that part of the Belly. 
She was then adviſed to take a-Journey to London, but would not yield to it. In 
progxeſs of time the diſcharge of Matter rendred her lean and hectick : and 
at lalt, when ſhe was almolt waſted with her Diſcaſe , ſhe was brought te 
London in a Litter. Sir Fy. Pr. and ny felt, being ſent for, conſulted with 
Mr. Morrey. We viewed the Ulcer, and found it ſeated above the Os prbis, 
ſtretching towards the Os ilion, diſcharging a purulent Matter, We dreſſed 
it with a proportionable Tent armed with angaent, bafilicon, Merc. precipitat, 
and Empl. diachalcit, It was upon conſultation reſolved that the Simw _— ” 
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laid open in order to the Cure z which accordingly was ſnipt up about two 
inches with a pair of Probe-ſciflors, and the inciſed Lips dreſſed with the 
common Digeſtive ex terebinth. cum vitell, ovi, We afterwards proceeded witch 
Detergents, mundif. Paracelſi, &c. After which Mr. Morrey took his leave of 
the Lady, and returned to Cheſter, Whilſt I treated this ſinuous Ulcer, ſhe 
took her Vulnerary drinks and Balſamicks, alſo cordial Juleps made out of 
diftilld Milk wherein had been infuſed proper ingredients to diſpoſe her 
bloud to a better temper. But ſhe continued weak notwithſtanding all our 
endeavours, and the Ulcer would not cure farther then it was laid open. 
Therefore with one ſnip more I laid it open to the very end, and drefled it 
with Digeſtives, with good hopes of Cure. But after ſome days, finding the 
Matter not leſſen, I made a ſearch, and felt a Sinw penetrate into the cavity 
of the Belly under the Os ilion. Confidering the original of the Difſtemper, 
I judged it to penetrate into the Vterws or neighbouring Glands, which I pre- 
ſumed were much {welled and ulcerated, and would be a work of time ; there 
fore propoſed to her the removing to ſome neighbouring Village, to take the 
benefit of the air. She did fo, and while ſhe was there I cured the Sinw to 
the very penetration, and did hope that it might have been kept as a Fontanel, 
But it continued to matter very much. Upon which a Conſultation was 
call'd, wherein the deceaſed Mr. Ed. Molins adviſed a Salivation by Merc. 
dulcis. She afſented unto it, and to that purpoſe ſhe was brought again to 
her Lodging in Town 3 and by a few Doſes of Merc. dulcis a Salivation was 
raiſed, by which the Matter leſſened, and the Ulcer dried. But a Soreneſs 
affeing her Mouth, as is uſual in Salivation, gave occaſion to a Chirurgeon, 
ſince dead, to infinuate himſelf into the Lady's Family, where he inveighed 
ſo much againſt the proceeding by Mercury, as leſſened my credit with them 
ſo that I was not capable afterwards to ſerve the Lady. Yet I prevailed (o far, 
as that Sir Alex. Fraſier was conſulted; to whom ( in their preſence ) I rc- 
preſented the condition of the Patient, and the method of our proceedings. 
He approved of what had been given, and affured the Lady it was the onely 
way to cure her 3, and that if ſhe would drink a good DecoQtion of Sarſa, 
with the Speciticks uſually preſcribed in ſuch cafes, and afterwards put her 
ſelf into a diet of Aſſes milk, ſhe might enjoy a good health, and be obliged 
to acknowledge the good ſervice I had done her. But ſhe was prepoſſeſſed 
with the ſcandal of Salivating, and went out of Town a few days after, and, 
IT ſuppoſe not following the method preſcribed, proper after Mercary, lan- 
guiſhed under a Conſumption, as ſuch people generally doe. No Mercury do- 
ing well, where the preſcribed method is not obſerved. 

An Apothecary's wite living in my neighbourhood in the Old-Baily, after 
a hard Child-bed Labour, was ſeized with a Fever, and great pain in her 
right Thigh, from the Groin and Hip downward to the Knee, (ſwelling the 
Member round, without Inflammation or diſcolouring the Skin. Sir Fr. Pr. 
was the Phyſician, and I think Sir C, Scarb. The Chirurgeons were Mr. Bing 
and my fſclt; and in the time of my Sickneſs Mr. Meredith a Chirurgeon 
dreſſed her. We fomentced the Parts diſcaſed with deco. ſummitat, abfinth. 
majorane, beton. flor. roſ. rub. cham. meliloti, ſummit. anethi, ſem. lini, fanug. 


' in wine and water, and made a Cataplaſm of the ſame Fxzces with the addi- 


tion of far, fabar. orobi and lentium, with oxymel, ol. cham. &c. But the whole 
Member being oppreſt and weakened by the Influx, it apoſtemated, and 
Matter was felt.to fluctuate in ſeveral parts. We opened the moſt likely 


' places by Caulticks, and gave vent to a large quantity of purulent Matter. 


Then drefting the Eſcar with Lenients, we applied the Cataplaſm and rowlcd 
it up. She was ſomewhat xclieytd, but reltcd ill that night. Ar the nexc 
; drethng

dreſſing, we enlarged the Opening with a pair of Sciſſors, and gave moxe 
way to the diſcharge of the Matter. Afterwards we continued our care in 
dreſſing her, and made other Apertions in parts more declining, and eridea- 
voured Deterſion by mundif. ex apie, &c. and by InjeQtions made of rad. ari- 
floloch. rad. conſolid. ireos, ſarcocolle, thuris, myrrbe, decoQtcd in ag. bordei 
with mel roſs Many endeavours were uſed to cure theſe Ulcers 3 but the 
Matter grew more corroſive, and the fleſh within difſolyed, and we felt the 
Thigh-bone bare. The Humours all emptied themſelves upon this weak 
Part ; and, notwithſtanding all our endeavours, the Patient languiſhed, and 
dicd in the ſpace of cight weeks. 

' I was alſo called to another, who in Child-bed laboured of an Ulcet in her 5, Obſervars 
left Hip 3 the Fleſh was corroded round the breadth of the palm of a hand, _ 
the whole piece ſeparated and fell off from the Bone, leaving it bare, and the 
lips of the Ulcer fordid without Inflammation or Tumour. I dreſſed the 
Bone with extra#. ſcordii diſſolved in ſpir. vini, and the Ulcer with mundif, 
Paracelſ. cum Merc. precipitat. Traumatick DecoQions, Ballamicks, Cordials, 
Opiats, Juleps, were preſcribed, and our work went on ſucceſsfully a while ; 
the Bone extfoliating from the edges 3 and the lips of the Ulcer digeſted and 
incarned with Sarcoticks myrrbe, aloes, ſarcocolle, cum ſyr. de roſ. ficcis, But 
in the while a vehement pain ſeized the other Thigh, and it apoſtemated. 
We opened it on the out-{ide, and felt the Bone carious : we gave vent to a 
foetid Matter, I treated it as hath been faid in the former Obſervation : the 
Matter daily poured out, and the Abſceſs grew more hollow. To adde to 
her affliction, ſhe was tormented with a pain in her right Shoulder and in her 
left Knee, ſo that ſhe was necefſitated to lie upon her Hips, which exafpera- 
ted them. At length the great diſcharge of Matter and extremity of pain 
waſted her, Oedematous Swellings arole in her Legs and Feet, and ſhe lan- 
guiſhed and died. 

A young Gentlewoman was brought to bed in the Country, and, being 6. Obſervat; 
ill 5 20s. became indiſpoſed with a Fever, and was pained in ſeveral parts 
of her body. I found her grievouſly afflicted with corrofive Ulcers lying 
deep in the fleſh to the Bone : whole pieces of fleſh ſeparated from the Os 
coccygis, and came off, leaving the Bones bare as that of a Skeleton. The fleſh 
alſo tell off in round pieces trom ſome other parts of her body. Upon the left 
Side, a little below her Breaſt, whilſt I was with her, I ſaw it begin with a 
round crack in the Skin, the compals of a Five-thilling-piecc in Silver, with- 
out Inflammation or Swelling, or other Matter then a little Sanzes, It pene- 
trated deeper every day, and in three or four days tcll off from the Periofteum 
that covered the Ribs. I was much at a loſs what to drels theſe Ulcers with 
while they were cracking, for they were dry and without tumefaction of 
the lips. What the aQtual Cautery might here have done, I do not know. 
I ſprinkled Merc. precipitat. in ſome places, and in others alumen ujftum mixt 
with Przcipitate. I fomented ſome of them with lenient Decoctions, as rad. 
althee, conſolid. fol. malve, ſem. cydon. pſyllii, and the like, Others I treated 
with decoti. abſinth. rute, ſcordii, centaurii, cardui benedifi. made ina Lixivie, 
and Cataplaſms were accordingly applied 3 but nothing check'd them. After 
the Skin and Fleſh were ſeparated, the remaining lips looked as fleth parboil'd 3 
yet they atterwards digetted, and became better-conditioned : but this crea- 
ture had ſo many places of her Body diſeaſed, as ſhe had not one tree part to 
lic on. Our whole endeavours ( after ſhe was dreſſed ) were, how to con- 
trive Pillows to give her eaſe. The womens work was, to quilt them ſeveral 
ways, and mak<e this and that part hollow ſuitably to the caſe ; ſome parts 
of the Pillows had to that purpoſe holes cut in them. Many ways were pro- 
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Of an Eryſipelas: 
poſed , but all to little purpoſe. She was always reſtleſs, frequently remo- 
ving, and foaring for eaſe. I bring quite tired, Mr. Newntan a Chirurgeon 
was ſent for, and relieved me. I ſoon returned again, and ſtayed till I grew 
diſeaſed my (elf, and with much difficulty returned home 3 then another Chi- 

con was ſent thither : and before I recovered of my own Sickneſs, I heard 
that ſhe died moſt painfully. 


Cnae. VI. 
Of an Eryſipelas. 


AE Eryſipelss is generated of a hot Seram in the Bloud , and affe&s the 
. ſuperticies of the Skin with a ſhining, pale, red or citron colour, with- 
out Palfation or circumſcribed Tumour, ſpreading from ore place to another. 
It begins for the moſt part with fome little Rigour, and is continued: with a 
Fever. 

This Serxm , according to its ſeveral degrees of receſs from its naturall 
ſtate towards that of Choler , doth produce ſeveral Diſcaſes. When the 
Receſs is leſs,and the ſharpneſs of it but littls, then it doth onely cauſe a reddith 
Bluſh upon the Skin : from which the name of Eryfipels is, or at leaſt ray be, 
derived; which is therefore by ſome great Authours reckoned among the fan- 
guincous Tumours, becauſe its colour repreſents Bloud, But what will they 
then ſay of an Eryfipelas that appears yellow, as moſt of them do? why ſhonld 
not this colour give it a new name from Choler ? But I ſhall in this ſubmit to 
the mindsof others. However I date adventure to adde, that a farther pro- 
greſs towards acrimony maketh an Herpes ; and if the acceſs of acrimony be 
very great, it maketh an Herpes exedens, 

Theſe Tumours are not alway fimple, but do uſually mix themſelves with 
other Humours , and from thence get additionall Epithetsz as Eryſipels @de- 
matedes, phlegmonoides, ſcirrbodes, &c, But that which I propoſe to treat 
of is the Eryſipelas 4 Sanguine bilioſo, trom cholerick Bloud , which affes 
onely the outward Parts, none of which eſcape its tenuity and ſubril- 
neſs, the Face, Head, Breaſt, Back, EmunQories, Thighs, Legs and Arms 
nay, when Bones lie bare, (and ſo become as it were externall Parts expoſed 
to Air ) they are alſo ſubje&t to the fame Malady ; as we too frequently find 
in Wounds of the Scull and other FraQtures. 

The Humour it ſelf ſimply conſidered is very thin and ſharp, much affeting 
the Pores of the Skin, in which it uſually lodgeth; and in a great meaſure 
oweth its confinement thither to an occluſivn of them, they being co- 
yered with a Cxticulsa , whoſe denſity hinders tranſpiration, from whence 
pain and redneſs ariſe: and oftentimes other Humours are itvited thither , fo 
that the Tumour enlargeth, and becometh compound. Whilſt it is fimple, 
the Skin onely is the feat of it, or the Periofteuwm, or a Bone that lieth bare: 
when it is compound, it will affect the Fleſh alſo, and other neighbouriug 
Parts. 

The Matter of this Eryſipels is already deſcribed to be a thin cholerick Hn- 
mour. The Fountain of it is the Bloud , which by its capillary Arteries dif- 
chargeth it upon that Part, as often as in bilious or malignant and peſtilentiall 
Fevers it is provoked thereunto, And this, if the diſcharge be ſufficient, is 
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called Critical: if it be not ſufficient, but that Nature, having diſcharged part 
of the Matter, lieth down under the rett, we call it Symptomaticell, Soalfſo 
when it appears in the beginning of a Fever, it is then reckoned as a Symp- 
tome thereof. Sometimes the Fever is vulgarly cfteemed a Symnptome of it, 
viz, when the Eryſipelss is firſt taken notice of , as if it had preceded the Fe- 
ver; whereas indeed there is no Eryſipelas that hath not a Fever, cither viſible 
or latent, going before it, 

Externall Cauſes do alſo concurre to the produQtion of an Eryſipelss ; as Con« Externali 
tuſions, Fractures, and ſuch like alſothe heat of the Sun, Fire, ſharp Medi- Cauſcs- 
caments, &c, All which have this effe& in cholerick Bodies , where the 
Bloud, being turgid with that Humour, meets with any occaſion of ſeparation 
of Parts, | 

The Signs of an Eryſpels are, a ſhining yellowiſh colour mixt with red Signs. 
here and there vehement, heat, with a pricking pain bliſtering the Skin , and 
creeping from one place to another, How it differeth from a Phlegmon may 
cafily be diſcerned by comparing them : This lieth ſcattering in the Skin, ſcarce 
railing a Tumour z whereas the Phlegmon licth deep among the Muſcles, with 
elevation and circumſcription, and is of a deep red colour. 

A ſimple Eryfipelas is not accompanied with cruell Symptoms: there is a prognoſtick, 
Fever, but that diminiſheth as the Eryfpelas increafſeth , according to an A- 
phoriſm of Hippocr. When the Matter is ſent from within outward, the wi- 
ſeera are relieved, and the Patient recovers. This we ſee frequently in great 
Diſeaſes, But ab exteriori introredire malum, the ſudden return of the Hu- 
mour inward is a bad ſign, ill Symptoms frequently following, yea Death, 
eſpecially if the EmunCtories were affeted. Suppuration in an Eryſipelss is 
not good,according to Galen in his Commentaries on the ſame Aphoriſm,ſpea- 
king of malign Eryfipelas, which in ſuppurating do for the moſt part corrupt 3 
as we ſee by the diſcoloured Puſtule which ariſe about them. Alſo an Ery- 
fipelas upon a bare Bone is ill; and if a Delirium happen , the hopes is 1els. 
That Eryſfipelas which goeth off by Tranſpiration is bet. 

In the Cxye of an Eryſipelas you are to conſider the Habit of body : for cure, 
whilſt it abounds with bilious Humours, there is no admitting of Repellents; 
and by Diſcutients you will increaſe the heat, and conſequently the Diſeaſe. 
Therefore we proceed in the Cure of this, as hath been laid in a Phlegmon, by , 
Diet, Pharmacy, and Chirurgery. 

Their Diet ought to be, as in hot Tumours, very ſparing, Grewells, Pa- 
nadoes, and Chicken-broth, with cooling Herbs: their Drinks, Ptiſans, Bar- 
ley-cream, Emulſions, and Juleps made of diſtill'd Waters, as aq. borrag. en- 
divie, acetoſe, lafiuce, portulace, &c. cum ſyr. e ſucco citr, limon. granat, rub, 
idei, violar. and the likez avoiding Wine in theſe Diſeaſes. The Ancients 


?* allowed onely Water, and to weaker fiomacks Beverage. Reſt and Quict of 


mind is hereto be defired, and the Belly to be kept ſoluble. 

Concerning Phlebotomy there hath been much diſpute amongſt Writers 3 
but they all agree that the Patient be let bloud, in caſe the Eryſipelas low upon 
Wounds and ſuch like accidents, or where it affeceth the Head or Throat. 
In the former of chem it is allowed to prevent a Phrenits, which otherwiſe 
might enſue 3 and in the latter a Squinancy , in which there is danger of ſut- 
focation. But if the Eryſipels be fimple , and but in the Skin, we are ther 
by Purgations onely 'to evacuate the redundancy of Humours, and prevent 
the ebullition of Choler. The Purgatives ought to be lenient , {uch as have 
been preſcribed in a Phlegmon : as caſſia, tamarinds , manna , cremor tartar. 
rhabarb. &c. in Whey, or in Decoctions of Barley and opening-Roots, with 
Syrups e cichor, cum rhabarb, and de rhabarb. de rof; ſolutiv, alſo the Elefi. leni- 
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tivum, diacathol. diaprun, e ſucco roſ. Clyſters are alſo moſt proper in theſe 
Diſeaſes. Having thus emptied the bowels, you may make Revullion by 
Friction, Cupping, &c. and by Vomit, if the Eryſipelss be in the ncather 
Parts. 

In your applications to the Part affected you are to conſider whether the 
Eryfipelss was from an internal Cauſe, or external 3 alſo whether it be great, 
or little. If it ariſe from an external Cauſe, you may ſafely apply Retrige- 
rants without any preceding Evacuation, becauſe the Diſeaſe took its original 
meerly from the diſaffeQion of the Part, whether it was from the ſcorching 
heat of the Sun, ſharp Medicines, Contuſion, or Fracture, &c. and not from 
the peccancy of the Humours. Therefore in ſuch caſes you are obliged to apy 
peaſc the pain in the'fhirſt place by lenient and cooling Medicaments. 

If from an internal Cauſe, then evacuation by Purgatives is alwaics to prc- 
cede, unleſs the Eryſipelas be remote from the principal Parts, or that the heat 
affeting the Member be vehement 3 in which caſe you ſhall not inſiſt upon 
Evacuation, but apply the milder Retrigerants to contemperate the heat, and 
afterwards proceed in evacuation of the bilious Humours. : 

But if it be in the Head or Face, you are then to be cautious in your Appli+ 
cations, (- Abſtinence or a very ſlender Diet being the beſt remedy to begin 
with ) and to forbear to treat the Parts affected till the Eryſipelas have a while 
made its progreſs, and in ſome degree ſpent its heat. But if ſomething muſt 
be done to ſatisfic the Relations and By-ſtanders, let the Topick rathes be of 
an exficcant quality then repellent, leſt ſome ill accident enſue. 

We ſhall begin with an Eryſipelas proceeding from external Cauſes, The 
Medicaments generally preſcribed in ſuch caſes are of a cooling humeGi 
quality, not too much aſiringent, leſt you dry the Skin, and prohibit Trank: 
Piration, and the Humour included become ſharp, corroding, the Parts, or fiir 
up Apoſtemation. The Simples are, wmbilicus Veneris, polygounm, plantag. 
trifolium paluftre, portulac. pſyllinm, ſempervioum, ſolauum. The Compounds 
are of various ſorts. R ceruſſe Iviij. lithargyr. anri Ziv. mucilag. ſem. pſyl#, 
cydon. extrati. in aq. ſolani, ſucci ſolani, umbilici Vener, an, Ziij. aceti eochl. 
iv. ol, roſ. & agreil an, tb (5. ſevi vitalini Ziv, coq. ad ſuccor. conuſumpt. deinde 
adde thuris pulv. 3x. cere q.;/. fiat Ceratum, Ceratum Galeni is alſd proper 
in theſe, ſo is unguent. nutritum, with a third part of populevn, Linen dipt in 
any of the aforeſaid Juices may be applied : but then they mult be renewed 
as often as they dry; otherwiſe they may increaſe the heat , and excoriatc 
the Part. | 

They who do uſe ſtronger Repellents ought to be caretull leſt, in repreſſing 
the Inflammation, they do extinguiſh the natural heat of che Part, or ſrike 
the Humour inward upon the viſcers. 

In the Eryſpelas proceeding from internal Cauſes decoftium ſalvie with a 
Solution of Caſtle-ſoap is a good Fomentation 3 and ceratum Galeni applied 
after it is ſufficient. In thoſe which are critical, a Cerote of ol. olivar. eum 
cera alba hath hitherto ſerved my purpoſe. It the heat be vehement, I renew 
the application daily z otherwiſe every other day ſufficeth : and as the Bliſters 
ariſe, I cut them, to prevent Eroſion. It afterwards they do excoriate, I drel$ 
them with zngzent. tutie, or the w—_— Unguent upon Pledgits of Lint, 
by which the ſerous Humour may be imbibed, and the Ultceration healed, 
If 2 Fomentation be neceſſary, that of olihauum and Myrrhe decocted in Wine 
may be uſed. Rt troch, alb, Rhaſ. & tutie pulver. an, Ziſd.plumbi wii 3), 
camphore (8. ceruſſe Fiſs. ol. roſ. Jvj. ſevi agnini Jiij. cere alb. g. ſ. fiet Vn- 
guentum in mortario plumbeo per duas boras agitatum, This will cicatrize thew, 
In thoſe of. the Head Atizs propoſeth nidum birundinis prdver. & cum melle

mixtum. He anointed the Eryſipels with a feather, and delivereth it to us 
as a Medicament drying withqut any repelling quality. The Decoction of 
| Coleworts is allo commended to bath thern. But, unleſs there be great Ex- 
& coriation, it will be ſafer to leave the Cure of ſuch Eryſipets to Nature, and 
| evacuate and contemperate the heat by internal Medicaments. Nor ought 

we to be over-forward in our applications to the Face or parts about it ; yet 
in my Practice I have commonly uſed ag. calcis with of. lini well ſhaken 
together with good ſucceſs 3 as alſo theſe following, where I thought more 
Exſiccation neceſſary. Take diſtilled Vinegar in which hath becn boiled a 
piece of Lithargyr. or minium : after it is ſettled, pour off the cleareſt of it, 
and filter it : put ſome of this into a glaſs, and adde ol. yof. to it, and ſhake 
them together. Or, in caſe of preſent uſe, take ſaccharum Saturni, and beat 
it up with the ſaid oyl. Either of theſe applied with a feather twiee or thrice 
a day will ſerve your purpoſe. 

The Accidents which attend Eryſipelas are the ſame as in a Phlegmon, and Corre&ion 
do happen through the unſeaſonable uſe of Repellents : therefore when you of Accidents: 
ſee the heat goe off, and the Skin relax, or when the Patient feeleth himſelf 
eaſed of that burning and pricking pain, forbear the uſe of your Repellents, 
and apply Reſolvents and Diſcutients, to corroborate the Part, and rettore it 
to its natural tone. For though the Eryſipelas do not ariſe with any circum- 
ſcribed Tumour, yet in its progreſs the Membes is ſwelled, and remains {0 
aftcr the Eryfipelas is breathed forth, and for want of Diſcuſſion doth fre- 
quently become oedematous. Therefore to prevent that, it may be reafona- 
ble to foment the relaxed Parts with deco&. ſummitat. abſinth. flor. cham, ſam+ 
buck, roſ. rubr. &c. in Wine, with an addition of Brandy, If an Emplaſter 
be neceſſary, Rt: farine fabar. orobi, au. Fiv. ſem. fenug. *j. flor. ſambuci, roſ. 
rub, an, Ziſh, pulverizentur, cog. in bydrowelite ad conſumptionem bumiditatis ; 
deinde adde ol. anethi & cham, q. /. fiat Emplaſtrum. But if the Eryſipels ter- 
minate in a hard Tumour, Rt rad. althee, lilior. an. tbſ3. ſem. lint '& fexug: 
an. Fij. cog. in brodio capitis vervecini, & extrabatur mucilag. cut adde ol, ex 
{ pedibus bovinis, pingued. galline, ol, amygd. dulc. an. Fij. adip. agnin. & vitalin. 

1 an. iſs, medulle Fi). lithargyri aur. iv. cere q. /. fiat Ceratum. 
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Af» of quality, labouring under ſome indiſpolition of body and ap- ;, obſe:vat 
prehenlion of a Fever, was by her Phyticians advice let bloud about 
*Zviij. in the left Arm. The ſecond day after ſhe telt that Arm pained, but 
molt about the Bend of it near where the Vein was opened. I looked upon 
her Arm, and ſaw it was ſpred with a burning heat of a paliſh yellow colour, 
mixed with red here and there : the Skin was tenſe and thining, alſo rimpled 
and bliſtered down from the Bend of the Arm to the Hand : from the Elbow 
to the Shoulder it was of an inflamed red colour. The whole Arm was 
Gwelled by the influx of the Humour. This Eryſipelas was thruſt farth by the 
ſirength of nature, and pollibly it might be invited thither by the Bandage. 
However it were, the Patient was relieved thereby z ſhe acknowledging her 
{c1f more affected with the pricking and burning heat in her Arm then any 
Sickneſs ; yet ſhe was not withqut ſome Fever. I thought ic rot ſafe to be 
too buſie with Repellents in this caſe : for though I might thereby have pre- 
vented the increaſe, and cured it ſooner 3 yet her Fever might have been by 
that means augmented, and her Recovery hazarded, ſhe being then with 
Child. Therefore I reſolved to give way tor the Humour to ſpend it felt by 
Tranſpiration : to which purpoſe I fomented with a decodi. ſaluie with Caltle- 
ſoap diſfolyecd in ir, and the while made a Cercte of ol. olivar. and Wax, and 
applied it in ſeveral picces upon the Arm, with Bandage to retain it on 3 du- 
ring 
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ring which her body was kept ſoluble with Lenients, and a Pearl-Julep pre- 
ſcribed to refreſh her Spirits. Her Diet was Chicken-broth, Grewells, and 
the like. As the Bliſters aroſe, we ſnipt them and to ſome of the biggeſt of 
them applied #nguent. tutie upon Pledgits. During theſe Applications the 

heat went off from the Parts it had firſt affeced, and ſpred up higher to the 

Breaſt and Scapwla; it alſo affeted the Hand and Fingers with Bliſters ; but 

the tops of them being cut off, they healed , the Igflammation breathed 

forth in four or five days after, and ſhe recovered ; but by reaſon of the Fluxi- 

on her Arm was (ſwelled. For the remoyall of which I direded them to to- 

ment it with the Decoction preſcribed in the Mcthod of Cure, by which, 

with the help of Bandage, it diſcuſſed. The roughneſs of the Skin was at- 

terwards cleared with Pomatum. 

A Youth about ſeven or eight years old , labouring under a complication 
of Diſeaſes from his Meſentery and Kidneys , was ordered by his Phyſician 
to have a Fontanell made in his left Arm: I made it , and left it well dige- 
ſted. About ten days after that Arm was overſpred with an Eryſipelss from 
the Shoulder to the Wriſt , here and there bliftered. I threw out the Pea, 
and dreft the Ulcer with zxgzent. baſilicon and Precipitate, then fomented the 
Arm with Milk, applying over it ceratum Galeni with Bandage. By this I 
deligned to give tranſpiration to the Part whilſt the Phyſician did treat the 
Fever. The next day I renewed the Dreſſings in his preſence, and the Ulcer 
being ſomewhat digeſted, I put in a Pea by his advice, and drefſed the Arm 
as before, thereby curing the Eryſipel#s in few days; but the Child remaining 
indiſpoſed, the Eryſpelas burlt torth again , and was alſo cured by the ſame 
method. Then the Paticnt was purged, and ſent into the Air near Barnet, 
where he drank thoſe Waters, and being thereby relieved , was brought back 
to his Parents. But within few days akter he relapſed, and an Eryſpelas diſ- 
charged it ſelf again on the fame Arm, with a ſmall Phlegmon below the El- 
bow on the outlide. It ſuppurated, and was opencd by a Cauſtick, and cu- 
red according to that Mcthod. The Eryſipelas was allo curcd by the Cerote 
as before. After this the Child brake out of the Small-pox, and by the great 
endeavours of the Phyſicians was freed of that Diſeaſe; but languiſhed and 
dicd ſoon aftcr, Upon the opening of his body , a Stone of the bigneſs and 
{hape of an Almond was found ia his lett Ureter, We remembred the con- 
ſtant pain he had in his Back long, before the friſt Eryſipelas, and thought that 
might be the occaſionall cauſe of all theſe Maladics; viz. the continuation of” 
pain cauſed many reiterated Fevers and Fermentations in the bloud, of which 
theſe torementioned Diſeaſes were the effects. A thing not rare in Chirurge- 
ry, to find the Small-pox produced by the pain of an Ulcer, as alſo to break 
out atter the curing of then. 

A Gentleman of about f{ixty years of age, having laboured many years 
under an Aſthma, was ſcized with a pain in his left Side, and a Pleuritie fol- 
lowed, with great oppreſſion in his Lungs , his former accuſtomed way of 
diſcharge by expeQoration being ſuppreſſed. DoEtour Faſper Nedham was 
ſent for. By his preſcription the Patient was let bloud ten ounces: Lobochs 
and PeQtoralls, alſo opening Apozems, were preſcribed, and Venzſcion re- 
peated 3 by which the Patient was relieved. Then a Fontanell was cut in 
his left Arm, which being digeſted, the Phyſician and Chirurgeon were diſ- 
miſſed. A tew days after the Patient relapſed , and an Eryfipelas thruſt out 
the whole length of his Arm. I was fetch'd, and ſaw it ſwelled, the Crticulz 
velicated, and ſhining with a burning heat of a citron colour from the Fonta- 
ncll downward , but upward to the Shoulder it was more red. His Friends 
and, himſelt thought the Inflammation to proceed through default of the Fon- 
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tanell, as not made inthe right place. Bur that was an errour in them: for it 
iwas a tranſlationof part of that Humour which aﬀec&ed his Lungs, and was 
by the ſtrength of natute difcharged upon this Part, to which the coo ſiri 
Bandage might poMbly contribute there being nothing more _ chert 
ſach diſcharges upon Fontanells: and it was well for him that it there disbur- 
then'd it ſelt. The Phyſician and my felf concluded it a pure Eryfipelar, and 
that it required to be breathed forth: to which purpoſe I applitd a Cerote of 
Wax and Oylover all the Arm, and —_ a leſfer Pea into the FontaneMl, with 
Pledgit of »nguent. diapompholyg. and Emplaſt. diachalcit, rowling up the Arm 
from the Hand to the Shoulder. The next day in dreffmg him I faipt th 
Blifters, to let out the ſerous Humour, which might otherwiſe have ulceratt 
the Skin. The day after, obſerving the heat to go off, I par in _ Pea, 
and drefſed his Armas I did the day before. In two or three days aftet, the 
Arm being as it were freed of the Eryſipelas, IT trxed the Fontanell, ( which he 
keepsto this day: ) but the Eryfipels fpred to that Scapula and Clavicle, and 
ſo ; ws to his Breaſt and Back. I dreſſed it with the ſame Cerote, and left 
him enough of it for his Servants to drefs him with : during which Purga- 
tives were repeated, and he was cured by the application of the faid Cerote. 

A perſon of about ſixty four years of age, of a metancholick dry Conſtitu- 4. Obſervat- 
tion, was in the Winter-ſcafon taken with 2 Quartan-ague , and after the fe- 
cond Fit was ſeized with a pain in his left Leg , which increafing, he fene fot 
me. TheLeg was inflamed from the Rnee to the Foot : the Inflammation of 
the Skin was of a more deep red colour then is uſually feen ina trac Eryfipelas, 
it indeed partaking ſomewhat of a Phlegmon ; but the Swelling was without 
circumſcriptionz it was tenſe and ſhining , made by a Tranſlation of his A- 
gue : fo that by this, if well managed , he was in a poſlibility of bein 
treed of that. Therefore I propoſed by Lenients to moderate the heat , an 
breath out the Humour. Having fatished him, that it was neceſfary to pro- 
ceed deliberately with it, I treated it as in the former Obſervation hath beca 
aid, and dreſſed it twice or thrice with the faid Cerote; and, having affwa- 
gcd the heat and pain in it, I ſhewed his Servants how to drefs it, and gave 
directions to the Patient in the regulation of his Diet, &e. and took my leave 3 
adviſmg them not to dreſs it too often , leſt upon fo doing the Inftammation 
ſhould go off before the morbifick Matter were fpent. From the time the In- 
flammation was made in his Leg he had no more Fits of his Ague , and his 
Leg became well without the application of other Medicaments. Upon the 
going off of the Inflammation I made him a Fontanell in that Leg, which he 
continueth ſtiIl, 

A Gentleman of about ſixty years of age, of a full Body, with a ſhort s. Obſervat. 
Neck, andof a ſanguine Complexion, having long laboured under the appre- 
henſion of an Apoplexy, his Mouth having tome while been a little diſtorted 
by a Paralyſis of his Cheek and Tongue, was tet bloud in the Neck about ten 
ounces. The night after he was ſeized with a pain in his right Leg from his 
Knee to his Toes, with great Inflammation. For the appealing of which 4 
Fomentation was brought him by ſome Pretender in Chirurgery, and applied 
with courſe woollen Stupes 3 one of which was bound apon his Leg. This 
Leg growing from that time more paintull, I was fetch'd co him ; when, ta- 
king off the Stupes, I found the Leg exceedingly inflamed and bliſtered, fo 
that the Stupe ſticking in the Sores had excoriated the Part with great pain 
and Fluxion, which drew after it a ſmall! Phlegmon. There was in this Pati- 
ent great need of making a Revulſion from his Head z but this way by wook- 
len Stupes was of too much danger to be continued. I wanted a Fomentati- 
on to cleanſe and refreſh the Part, and, being in haſte, cauſed fome water to 
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be heated, with a handfull of Wheat-bran : which being firained, I bathed 
the Member with a Sponge 3 then applied wnguent. tutie upon Pledgits of 
Lint on the Excoriations, and a Cerote of Wax and Oyl over the Leg, and 
an anodyne Cataplaſm on the Tubercle. Theſe Dreflings were renewed daily, 
till the Accidents were diminiſhed, and the Tumour ſuppurated. Then I gave 
a vent to the Matter, and proceeding by Digeſtion, made no haſte in the Cure, 
but expected rather that the Plethora ſhould be carried off the while by Pur- 
gatives, and the Patient relieved in his Head. ,The Phyſicians were of ano- 
ther mind, affirming that it would be time enough when his Leg ſhould be 
cured. I was therefore obliged to haſten : however I made him a couple of 
Iſſues inter Scapulas ; and having well-ncar cured that Tubercle in his Ham, 
I left a Pea in it to keep it open as a Fontanel. Fhough that Leg was not {6 
fit for it, by reaſon of the great Inflammation it had laboured under yet E 
thought all little enough for Derivation, and would gladly have continued 
the Leg more ſore: but I obeyed my order, and left him cured of his Leg. 

A Gentlewoman of about fourty ycars of age, of a full Body, was taken 
with Rigour and Fever. After ſome days ſhe complained of a pain in her left 
Shoulder, and a pricking heat in that Arm. I was ſent for, and perceived 
it to be an Eryſipelas thruſting out : wherefore thinking ſhe might be much 
relieved thereby, I difſwaded her from applying any thing to it. But the heat 
and pain increaſing, ſhe was adviſed to apply ſome cooling Ointment to it, 
which was thought excellent for Inflammations. She permitted it 3 and it did 
indeed check the Inflammation, but her Fever increaſed, with a Delirium. 
She was let bloud, cupp'd and bliltered, and all things were done to draw 
back the Matter z. but ſhe died. 

A Man of about 27 or 28 years old, riding abroad with ſome Friends in 
hot weather, his body being heated by Good-tellowſhip, was ſeized with an 
_—_— in his Face. I preſently let him bloud, and bathed it with a deco. 
ſalvie cum ſapone Veneto, and left direQions to wet his Face often with it. 
I alſo directed a Clytter to be given him that night, and a Cordial Julep upon 
occalion. In the morning he was hot, and had reſted ill, and the Eryſipelas 
was ſpred to his Neck, and affected his lett Ear with great pain, and reached 
up to his Forchead amongſt the Hair. I let him bloud again, and adviſed 
him to keep his bed, and put himſclt into a Sweat with a draught of Poſſet- 
drink wherein had been boiled a little Harts-horn, a few opening Roots and 
Marigold-flowers. I alſo ſent him a glaſs of aqua calcis with ol. lini beat in 
it, with dire&ion to anoint his Face with a feather, it being very much 
heatcd and ſwelled : he was alſo purged with Lenients, ſome of thoſe which 
have been ſet down in the method of Cure. By this method the Eryſipelas 
went quite off in 10 or 12 days. Then I bathed it with decod, malve, wicl, 
&c. to bring off the Scurf, and afterwards with Butter-milk, to ſupple it, and 
anointed his Face with Pomatum. 

A Gentleman ſome years ſince, very curious and neat in wearing his Hair, 
was perſwaded to permit it to be boiled as it grew on his Head : by which 
doing an Eryſipelas was raiſed in the hairy Scalp. I let him bloud in the Arm, 
and purged him with Lenients 3 all things elle were done tor Revullion : but, 
by reaſon of 'his Hair, there were no applications made to relieve the Part 
affected z whereupon a Suppuration followed ; w hich put me upon a neceſſity 
of cutting it off, and applying Fomentations diſcutient and drying. I met 
with-much difficulty in curing the Ulcer 3 but at laſt it was cured as a corro- 
five Ulcer, to which I refer you. 

An Eryſipelas ariſing from an internal Cauſe affeting the Head requires the 


timely advice of a Phyliciat, it frequently caufling grievous Accidents, as 
Fever, 


Chap. VI. Of an Erylipelas. 


Fever, Delirium, &c. and, being ſubject to great Ulcerations with putrefacti- 
on, doth frequently corrupt the Fleſh to the Bone. Sad inſtances may be given 
of theſe ; ( they ending for the moſt part in Death : ) theretore it were to be 
wiſhed in ſuch caſes, that the Hair be timely cut off, for it contributes much 
to the Eroſion that happens. 

An Eryſipelas affefting the Face of a Perſon of Honour, he conſulted Sir 
Ch. Scarburgh and other Phyſicians : they preſcribed Bleeding to the quan- 
tity of cight ounces, alſo Clyſters and lenient Purgatives to keep his body 
ſoluble. During the time of Inflammation he was feveriſh and indifpoſed, 
alſo ſubje& to Fainting and the like. In conkideration whereof he was advi- 
ſed to keep his bed, and ſometimes to diſpoſe himſelf to breathing Sweats 
with the Counteſs of Kent's Powder : cordial Juleps were alfo preſcribed him. 
The w pap ſhifted from one part to another in and about his Face. They 
applied no Medicaments to the Parts diſeaſed. In the declination of it I faw 
it ariſe again freſh in his Forchead with a Swelling very high, onely from the 
ſtreightneſs of his Cap : which I taking notice of, and adviſing it to be 
ſlackned, the Swelling ſunk again in tew hours. I inſtance this onely to ſhew 
how ſmall a thing will raiſe this diſturbance where the bilious Humours are 
in &rment. As his Eryſipelas ſpent it ſelf, they purged him, and he recovered. 
An Eryſipelas ſometime affeQing one particular part of the Head or Face, as 
the Eye, Noſe or Ear, hath given much trouble to the Phylician and Chirur- 
geon in removing, it. 

It is not many days fince I was called to one labouring of an Eryſipelas on 
his right Ear, It had been diſeaſed four or tive days betore I came : it was 
prodigiouſly ſwelled and inflamed 3 and, by reaſon of the acrimony of the 
Humour which was included between the Folds of the Ear and the Ear 
and Scalp, there was great Excoriation. I fomented it with deco. ſalvie 
cum ſapone , dreſſed it with that Preparation of acer. litharg. cum ol, rof, 
above propoſed in the method of Cure, and left her ſome of it to dreſs her 
{elf as occaſion ſhould offer 3 then let her bloud, and directed a Clyſter to be 
given her. The next day I purged her with Whey and Manna, and repeated 
it again and again. She lived a few miles out of Town, which put me upon 
the neceſſity of committing the Cure of it to themſelves, with Dire&ions, 
and Medicaments ſuch as I have above propoſed.. It dricd up the external 
heat; but the Fluxion, which lay more internally, after all apoſtemated, and 
was cured according]y. 

I was called in by my kind neighbour DoGtour Denton to a young Woman 
who had been afflicted with an Eryſipelas, which had fpred over all her Face : 
it had ſhifted often : at length ſhe was cured thereof by the ſaid Phylician ; 
yet was the right Eyc cloſed with the Inflammation and Swelling from the 
reliques of that Eryſipelas, and the lower Lid apoſtemated, and the Matter 
was ready to make its way inwardly into the hollow of the Eye. We opened 
it by Inciſion, diſcharging a proportionable quantity of Matter 3 the remain- 
der of which we digetted nk cleanſed to a pertect Cicatrice by wnguent, dia- 
pompbolygos, diſcuſſing the Tumour in the mean while by Fomentations.

Crae. VIL 
Of a Furuncle or Boil. 


Urunculw is a painfull Tubercle of the bigneſs of a Pigeon's Egg, with a 
broad baſis, arifing in a Cone, It is generally called a Boz, and in its 
ſtate is accompanied with Inflammation, Pulſation, and Tenhon. 

It proceedeth from a groſs vicious bloud ſeparated from the relt as unpro- 
——_ and is caſt forth by the ſtrength of nature into the externall parts of 
the k 

It differeth as it is greater or leſs, and as it affeRts the Skin or lies deeper 
in the Fleſh : it is alſo accounted malign, or benign. Thoſe that are more 
deep partake of the nature of a Carbuncle, and are miſtaken for ſuch, but are 
not of ſo aduſt or corrupt an Humour, Furanculw differeth alſo from a Car- 
buncle, in that this cometh to Suppuration, which the other never doth. 

A Fmnruncle is in its beginning round, hard, and inflamed and as it increa- 
ſeth it riſeth up with an acute head, and fometimes a Puſtule: and then it is 
more inflamed and painfull, ( whence arifeth that expreſſion, As ſore as a 
Boil, ) eſpecially when it arrives at its ſtate, which is about the cighth or 
ninth day. If the'Boil be malign., it is of a black dusky : colour: there is 
alſo a Fever and other untoward Symptotns, and & thin Senzes iffucth from 
itz and if it doth digeſt, it is'with much difhculty, 

Boils are for the mioſt part without danger, - The common ſort do predie 
Health , and frequently cure though nothing be applicd to them; for they 
come to maturity and break of their own acoord. But when they ariſe in ner- 
vous parts of the Arms or Legs, they affed& the neighbouring EmunGtory, In 
the Noſe or Ears they are very paintull, and vexatious to cure. 

The Cure conliſts in the regulation of Diet and in Evacuation, like as in a 
Phlegmon , onely the Applications in theſe ought to be maturative, they always 
terminating in Matter, and being, as you may perceive by the toughneſs of the 
Matter, not capable of Reſolation, 

The Maturatives are, rad. & fol. althee, malve, rad, lilior. xve paſſe, ficus, 
and all the emollient Gums, gelbanum. ammonizc. &c, The Compounds are, 
Empl. diachyl, cum gummi, de meliloto, tripharmacon, de mucilaginibus. Inthe 
extremity of pain you may afſwage the heat with this or ſuch like: Rt maci- 
lag. ſem. pſylit, althee, lini, ax. 5jſs. far. hordei ij. ol. lilior. axung. galline, 

an. 3j. butyri recent, 3($. croci Yj. cum vitell, ovi fiat Cataplaſma, When the 
Tumour is broken, deterge that tough Matter with maxdif. ex apio, and ap- 
ply this or ſuch like Cerote over the Tumour ; Rt ſevi cervini & vitulini an.Ziij. 
axung. anſeris Fj, terebinth. Jj($. cere q. /. fiat Ceratum, 


TX a Man of about fifty years of age, of a healthy ſtrong Body, journeying 
to London, a Boil roſe upon his Wriſt, He applicd to it an Emplafter of 
Shoemakers-wax. When he cameto me it was hard and inflamed. I dreſſed 
it with the aboveſaid Cataplaſm , 'by which it ſuppurated. As the Puſtule 
fretted off, a hot Samies iſſued forth in a ſmall quantity. I drefſed the Pu- 
ſtule with »»guent. baſilic. cum vitell, ovi upon a Pledgit, and continued the 
application ot the Cataplaſm over all. The next day I took off the Dreſſings, 
and found the Cxticula caſt off, and the acute end of the Boil red, and a = 
white 
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white Matter ſticking in it. I dreſſed it as before, and the ſecond day aftee 
apain, and ſaw the Cone or head of the Boil broken off, and that thick tough 
Matter lying in itz which Matter likewiſe appeared round abonat through the 
ſeverall Eruptions it had made. I dreffed it with mundif. ex apio, aud ap- 
plied the Cerote Sevi cervini over it. The ſecond day after I found the O- 
penings broke one into another, and the tough Matter ſticking in them as in a 
Honey-comb. At that time the Ulcer was near as broad as a Halt-crown. I 
continued the Mundificative and Cerote, and dreſſed it every other day. As 
chis tough Matter digeſted out, it incarned underneath, and contracted, and 
\ healed asfaſt, and cicatrized by the application of »nguent. tatie, leaving lit- 
J tle Scar, and no hardneſs, behind it. 
4 Some years ſince I was (ent for early one morning to a Gentleman about 2. Obſervar. 
F fourty years of age, who was extremely pained with a Boil on the out-fidebt 
-, his left Thigh. I pulled off the Emplaſter , which was of galbanum, and 
4 ſaw the Boil was in its ſtate, and ready to break. It was much inflamed, 
and the Puſtule was of a livid colour. I drefſed the Puſtule with ol. rof. cam 
vitell, ovi, and applied over the inflamed Boil an Emplaſter of 'bafilicon, I 
returned that night, and dreſſed it with the Cataplaſm above preſcribed, by 
which it ſuppurated, the Cxticxla brake off, and a thin Sanies with ſome lit- 
tle Matter diſcharged. As the Botl came more to maturity , the Puſtule or 
head brake off, and made way for the Matter to digeſt out : and accordingly 
the Ulcer cured. An Empirick, angry that his Medicaments were thrown 
off, and mine applied, complained to a Perſon of Honour , whoſe Family I 
then attended, that this Gentleman laboured under a Carbuncle or Plague- 
fore : but I cleared my elf to that Perſon, and ſhall ſhew you in its proper 
place, that a Carbuncle is another kind of Boil. | 
A Gentleman near ſeventy years old was ſorely afflicted with a Fxrmncle 3. Obſervar. 
within his Noſtrills, and about his Noſe with great Inflammation and hard- 
neſs. I fomented the diſeaſed Parts with decod, ſummitat. althee, malve, viol. 
flor. chamem. meliloti, ſem. lini & pſylii, and with a Syringe injected ſome of 
the ſame liquour into his Noſtrills, and applied the forementioned Cataplaſm 
over his Noſe. I purpoſed thg letting him bloud in the Arm, but it would 
not be admitted by reaſon of his age : but by ſetting on Leeches behind his 
Ears I took away ſome bloud ,, alſo by bliſtering the Neck and Shoulders 
I endeavoured Revullion, by Clyſters kept his body Toluble, and con- 
tinued the Applications, by which his gain was ſomewhat mitigated. Af- 
ter five or fix days the Skin became thin, and a white tough Matter ſhewed 
it ſelf in (everall places within and about his Noſe, and gradually made, its 
way through many ſmall Openings. I made it more way here and there 
with-the point of a Lancer, and drefſed them cxm vitell. ovi &+ ol. lilior. and 
continued the uſe of the Fomentation , and applied the Cerote. T1 was 
much troubled to think what would become of his Noſe; the exteriour 
and interiour parts being all ſtuft with that clammy Matter”, fo that it" 
would not iſſue out, and, when it ſhould, FT doubted it would leave lit- 
tle coverture for the Cartilagues. To haſten it out, I dajly dropt in a 
mixture of mel roſ. cum ſucco apii decocted 3 and, by conveying a. big 
Tent dipt in the ſame into each Noſtrill, I prefſt the Matter outward, 
and ſometinies pull'd it away with my Forceps. It came out as if it had 
A been broken pieces of the Spinalis medulla , and burſt ſome of the Openings 
oy into one another z which I was ſorry to fee. -But the Matter not being ac- 
bi companied with acrimony ,' the hollownels filled up, and the diftended 
Lips, falling near one another, agglutinated as the Matter digeſted out -

d them, and furthered the well cicatrizing af the Ulcer 3 which was 
Ged in few days after with Cicatrices not unſeemly.

wy iru— : ay are taken _— of by the Ancients under the 
names inyitis and Terminthuc , a co of angry Pulſtyles, affecting 
the Skin in the Arms, Hands and Thighs. They do not differ much one from 
another, ſo may well be entred together. # 

The Epinyt# is of the bigneſs of a Lupin, of a dusky red, and fmetimes 
of a livid and pale colour , with great Inflammation agd pain. It diſchar- 
geth firſt a Sames, then a bloudy Matter. Terminthus is ſomewhat leſs, of 
2 blackiſh colour : it breaks and gleets, and within a day or two the Py 
ack ſcpazates, and comes away ina Slough, and from that titng it digeſts and 


They both proceed from an exceflive heat in the Bloud , but are without 
malignity or danger, and cure with little difficulty, if there be no crxour come 
mitted in Chirurgery. 

The Cre conſiſts in Evacuation by Bleeding, Purging, and regulation in 
Diet, &c. as in aPhlegmon, 

The externall doneaicas commended to us by the Ancients axe, fol. ciew- 
24, ſolan. plantag. cum poleuta; or, I xvas paſſar mundatas, & contuſas ſupere 
pene: and to waſh them with aqua ſolita, to dry up the Matter, and prevent 
Eroſion 3 afterwards to dreſs them with a mixtuxe of equall parts of ſw/phus 
viv. and ſprm. argenti cum vivo. I never was Conſulted in theſe till they were 
arrived at their height, and then found Anodynes of moſt uſe , and applicd 
ſuch as have been preſcribed in the former Chapter, and afterwaxds healed 
them with #nguent. tutie. 


Maid came recommended to me with the former of theſe Taubcrcles on 
the inſide of her Arm of the bigne(s of the greater fort of Lupins, of 
a livid colour, with a ſmall acute Puſtule rifog up in the middle of it. It 
was accompanied with great Inflammation, affcing the Teadons with hard= 
neſs in the Joynt. I preſcribed her that Cataplaſm ex nweilag. ſem. pſylii, al- 
thee, lini, &c. as in \ Chapter of Faruncle, and embrocated the Tendons 
affected with ol. rof. & cham. By this the Tubezcle was bxought near Suppus 
ration, the Puttule firſt brake, and diſcharged a thin Senies. I dreſſed it camn 
vitello gvi, and about two days after the Tubercle it (elf thruſt out a bloudy 
Matter. I dreſſed it with xng»ent. bafikic, added to the witel, vi , and ap» 
plicd cert. dialthee, and continued the Emkzocation, The Matter from 
that time was daily better digeſted, aud the pain diminiſhed : it was hee- 
led with angzent. diapompbalyg. and Empl. e balo, 
A young Gentleman having ſuch another. on the qutſide of his Wriſt 
was recommended to ſome body who opened it by Inciſion ; but from that 
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time it becarne more exceeding painfull, He came tw me with it hard 
and dry, and it had communicated its Anguith all along by the Tendons 
and Nerves to that Axille with ſeveral Glands, I embrocated the Arm from + 
the Axilla to the Knuckles of that Hand with of. rof. cum acets, and ap- 
lied Empl. e bolo upon thoſe Glands. To the Tubercle I applied wagwrre. 

Poftie cum ol. roſ, (pred indifferent thick in the form of an Rmplaſter, and 
dreſſed it ſo twice a day. I purpoſed the next morning to have let him 
bloud 3 but he was cafier : and the ſame night I felt the Tubercle fofter, and 
ſaw a bloudy Matter thruſt out. From that time it digeſted better, and che 
Accidents diminiſhed : in four or five days after che Glands refblved, and 
the Ulcer cured by the application of #wguent. tatie, &c. 

Of the latter ſort there aroſe one in the Knuckle leading to the Fore-fnger 3. Obſervar. 
of a Gentlewoman of about fourty years of age. An old > cr of > a Termine 
mine called me to the ſight of it. It was a ſmall Tubercle inflamed round 
its baſis, having a black head, and a long inflamed Streak paſſing from it to a 
Fontanel which ſhe had on that Arm. Whether it did tun upward from the 
Puſtule to the Fontanel, and affect it, or deſcend from it to the Puſtule, I 
know not ; however it was, there were marks'of communication from one 
to the other, and both were paintull, and the Patient was indifpoſed with a 
Fever, In the Fontanel there was a ſmall Orenge-pea, which I caſt ont, ang 
put in a common one, and drefſed it with Lenients, and an Emplaſter go re- 
tain them on. I dreſſed the Puſtule with wngzext. baſihe, cum videll. ovi, and 
applied the forementioned Cerote preſcribed in Farwncle, It ſuppurated che 
next day, and the head of it caſt off in a Slough, I clipped off the looſe skin 
from it, and dreſſed it with wnguent. tutie, and in five or fix days cicatrized 
it, During the Cure the Patient was afflicted with a Dierrbas, which was pur- 
ged offi Aftex which ſhe was hot and fteveriſh, 'and troubled with a 
t:{mws ; for which ſhe was let bloud, and cured.

Of Inflammatory T umours Book 1. 


The Tumour is round and hard ; in time of Suppuration it inflames, and 
is accompanicd with Pulſation, Tenſion, &c. as in a Phlegmon, but doth ſooner 
ſuppurate. 

They have been taken by ſome for Strame : but they differ from a Strums, 
which, being contained.in.a Cyfis, doth require to be eradicated by Eſcaro- 
ticks after Suppuration and diſcharge of its Matter 3 but theſe after diſcharge 
of Matter are cured cither of themſelves, or by the- ordinary intenfions of Di- 
geſtion, &'c. They are without danger, and eafic of Cure, 

The method of Cure is the fame with that of the little Phlegmon : onely 
theſe do not admit of Repellentsz but from their very beginning mutt either 
be diſcuſſed, or brought to ſuppurate. And indeed all that I have ever ſeen 
did terminate by Suppuration. In the beginning we treat them with Empl, 
diachyl. cum gummi, de meliloto, and the like: or, incaſe of pain, with matu- 
rative Cataplaſms, as hath been ſet down in Phlegmon and Furxnculys ; as rad. 
althee, lilior, ſem. lini, pſyllis, &c. 


A Gentleman fetch*'d me one night from my houſe to ſee his onely Child, 
about a year old, labouring of one of thoſe Tumours under the right Jaw : 
it was round and hard, of a. pale colour, and was ſuppoſed the King's Evil. 
I applied Empl. diachyl. cum guemmi, and, in ſtead of the Stay, put on a folded 
linen cloath about it, to retain the Dreſhng, After three or four days I viſned 
the Child again, and ſaw the Tumour red, tending to Suppuration. I then 
dreſſed with wnguent. baſilic, and a Plailter 3 and the third day after, feeling the 
Tumour well {uppurated, opened it by the milder Cauſtick, and diſcharged 
a Matter of good colour and confiſtence. I dreſſed it with Lenients, and after 
ſeparation of the Eſcar diſpoſed it to incarn'/by the common Sarcoticks, and 
by the uſe of the. Vitriol-tionez and afterwards with »»guent. de lithargyro 
cured it in few days. | 

Such another, but bigger, was that in a Girl of about nine years old, where 
DoQtour Rwgely was the Phyfician. She had” been diſeaſed with a Fever, and 
ſome Reliques of that Matter diſcharged themſelves in a Swelling under the 
right Jaw as big as a Pullet's egg. . It was ſuppurated, and required vent, 
which I gave it by Incifionz but could not cure it till I had applicd a Cau- 
ſtick upon the depending part. The place-not being very. capable of Ban- 
dage, it could notibe treated fo advantageouſly when opened by Inciſion, and 
dreſſed with Tents : but after the laying it more open by Cauſtick, the Matter 
prencitully Ciicharged, and the Abſceſs cured as the former. - Many of theſe 
have been brought to me upon- ſuſpicion of the King's Evil : ſome of which 
my Servants. have cured by: my directions after the abovelaid manner. You 
wel meet with more of this Tumour in the Treatiſe of the Diſeaſes of the 

odex, 


HTGETHLON is a Tumour affeing the glandulous parts under the 
Jaws, and, is called: Panw, It differeth from Phyma, in-that it hath a 
mixture with. Bilis, as the other had with Pitxita,.and lies round and Hat as 2 
Cake under the Jaws. | 
It is cured after the ſame manner as the other; ſo will not -be worth the 
troubling the Reader with many Inſtances of it. Lſhall give you one, whereby 
you may diſtinguiſh it from Phyma and other Tumours. q 


A little Girl,was brought to me upon a ſuppoſition of having the Evil. 
She had a flat, hard, round Tumour lying under her Chin and part of the right 
Jaw down towards her Throat : it was of a-yellowiſh red colour, not unlike

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that in an Eryſipelus, but without Veſication. I dirxefted one-of my Servants 
to make a Cataplaſm ex rad, lilior. alb. &c. by the application of which it 
ſuppurated in three or four days, and diſcharged a well-digeſted Matter ; du- 
ring which the hardne(s refolyed, and it cured in (even days by the onely uſe 
of that Cataplalm. 


HE Tumour called BUBO is an Inflammation of the Glandules in the Bubo. 
Emundctories of the Groin or Arm-pit. | 

It taketh its Dsfferences from the quality of the Humour : and { they Differences. 
are cither benign, or malign. The latter ſort are cither venereal, or peſti- 
lential. 

The Cauſes of Bubo are internal, or external. The former are vicious Hu- Cauſcs. 
mours abounding in the Bloud orin the Nerves excreted ſometimes critically, 
ſometimes ſymptomatically. The external Cauſes may be pain affecting the 
exteriour Parts: fo a Wound in the Hand or Arm, nay the Finger, will 
affe& the Arm-pit with a Tumour. You have an Inſtance of it in Phe 
A Cancer in the Breaſt doth the fame. So an Ulcer in the Foot affects the 
Groin. In the Treatiſe of Strzma you may ſee ſome Inſtances of it. | 

A Fontanel in the Leg diſtempered with pain cauſed a fwelling of the Obſervae 
Glands in Inguine, £ was conſulted about the Swelling, and, enquiring of 
the reaſon of the ſudden Tumour, found the Fontanel diſturbed by walking 
much that day. I dreſſed the Fontanel with Lenients 3 and the Tumours of 
the Glands in Inguine, which were riſen like fo many Scrofwle, relaxed, and 
were ſcarce to be felt the next day. | : | 

A Bubo ariſeth in the EmunGtories with pain, Inflammation, hardneſs, ee, Si8%s- 
asin a Phlegmon. It it was made by Criſis, then a Fever preceded : if there 
were none, then other Cauſes muſt be enquired after: as, whether pain pre- 
ceded in ſome remote Part; alſo, whether it be peftilential, or venereal. wx 

Buboes that are neither malign nor contagious are not dangerous,if they ſup= Prognoſtick, 
purate kindly, and are timely opened : but it the contrary happen, they may de- 
generate into Fiſtzle, and then are not without danger. It they proceed from 
a Tranſlation of Matter, ( as ſometimes from the Parts near the head of the 
Vena cava and top of the Breaſt or bottom of the Neck into the Arm-pits, 
or from the lower parts of the Belly in the Glands and other Parts near the 
Rami iliaci into the Inguina) the Cure is difficult : and if the Lungs above, 
or the Uterus, Bladder, or Refium below, partake in the Tumour, it is more 
deſperate. 

A Bubo, according, to the uſual method of Practice, ought not to be re- Cure. 
pelled : therefore in order to the Cure you are to conlider the Cauſe z and if it 
were by Crifis, you are either to breath it forth by Diſcutients, or haſten Ma- 
turation. It the Criſis be imperte&t by reaſon of the weakneſs of the expul- 
five faculty, you ought by Attraction to help it forward, either by Cupping- 
glaſſes, or by the application of ſour Leaven, black Soap, ftere. columbin, 
ſem. ſnap, urtice, tigs, roalted Onions, &c. Or, Re cepam magnam, excave- 
tur, & impleatur cavitss theriaca ;, deinde papyro involuta coq. ſub cineribus 
calid. & cum ol. ſcorpion. fiat Cataplaſms, lends fermenti acer, F(3. Miſc. 

Or, I Empl, diachyl, cum gummi ij. picis Burgund. ammonisc. ſolut. an. 38. 
pulv. ariſtoloch. rot, rad, gentiane, an, Zj, cam ol, ſcorpion. fiat Ceratum, All 
the hot Gums are hereto proper. But if it be ſymptomatical, it betokeneth 
Plethora, which ought to be removed by Bleeding. Purging is alſo neceflary, 
both to carry off the quantity, and alſo to amend the evil quality of the Hu- 
mour, Plethora in this cafe being uſually cacochymical: yet muſt not our pur- 
ging be too violent, but onely ſuch as may athſt nature in making a due Gva - 
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ration of the peccant Humours from the maſs of Bloud. And if it was cau- 
ſed by pain from ſome other Part, you. ought by Lenients to aſſwage that 
pain, and by moderate Diſcutients mixed with Repellents ſcatter that Hu- 
mour in the Emun&tories. But if it will come to Suppuration, you ſhall haſten 
the Opening of it, and digeſt, incarn and cicatrize it, as is ſaid in the general 
Chapter of Abſceſſes, and will be ſhewed in the following Obſervations. 


A Man of about fifty years old, of a full Body and firong Conſtitution, 
was taken with a pain under his right Arm with hardneſs and Inflammation. 
I was ſent for, and, concluding it a B«bo, thruſt forth by the ſtrength of na- 
ture, applied Empl. diachyl. cum gummi, deligning not to drels it again till it 
was near ſuppurated : but the Tumour increaling with great pain and infla- 
med redneſs, I was put upon a neceffity of applying anodyne Cataplaſms. 
Within few days after, it being ſnppurated, I opened it by Incifion, and diſ- 
charged a well-concocted Matter : then drefſed it with znguent. baſilicon cum 
vitell, ovi upon a Tent, and applicd an Empl. diachyl. fimpl. malaxcd with un- 
guent. dialthee , and afterwards dreſſed it with mundif. Paracelſ, Having ſo 
diſpoſed it to heal, I left Dreſlings, and after three or tour days viſited the Pa- 
tient again : when, obſerving the hardneſs digeſted oft, and the Abſceſs fit 


to cicatrize, I left off the uſe of the Tent, and drefſed it with a Pledgit of 


#nguent, diapompbol. and the Cerote over it, and left them wherewithall to 
finiſh the Cure. But a few days after they ſent for me again. I found it 
ſwelled, and the Matter iſſuing from it thin and foetid , much more in quan- 
tity then I could expe. I cnlarged the Opening by Inciſion, and there came 
forth a Tent which in his Servants Drefſing had flipt into the Abſceſs. From 
that time the Matter leſſened , and the Abſceſs cured without relapſe by the 
method aforeſaid. 

A married Wife, of about thirty four years of age, having been long diſf- 
eaſed with Hyſtericall Fits, with a complication of other Maladies, after many 
unſucceſsfull attempts, was put into the hands of Sir Fra. Pr. who preſcribed 
Merc,dulc, Jj. in conf. cichorii, The ſecond Doſe ſalivated her ſixteen or ſeven- 
teen days, whereby ſhe was relieved for ſome moneths: but then ſhe complained 
of a pain in her left Groin, which growing bigger, and raiſing the Parts about 
it into a Tumour,ſhe embrocated it by my advice with ol. Iumbric, After a few 
days, the Tumour more increafing with Inflammation and hardneſs, I applicd 
Emplaſt, mucilag. with a third part of Emplaſt. diachyl. cum gummi. The fourth 
day after, feeling the Tumour ſuppurated, I opened it by a Cauſtick, and diſ- 
charged a proportionable quantity of Matter well digeſted ; then dreſſed it with 
Lenients, to haſten the ſeparation of the Eſcar. While the Eſcar was ſepa- 
rating , a long Streak of red appeared ſtretching down from the Inguen a- 
long the middle of the Thigh toward the Ham. I embrocated it with ol. 
roſ. and applied cerat. Galeni, The next day I felt Matter in it, and ſaw the 
inflamed Streak ſtretch lower down. I applicd a little of my milder Cau- 
ſtick upon the upper part of it, which was about three fingers breadth from 
the Tumour in Inguine , and gave vent to a little digeſted Matter , drefling 
it with Lenjents. This while the Abſceſs in the Groin was in good temper, 
and diſpoſed to heal: but the aforeſaid inflamed Streak paſſcd down to the 
Ham, and fo along the Mwſculus gaſtrocnemiws to the great Tendon of it 
which leads to the Heel, and had Matter in it the whole length. In lcſs ſpace 
then four days I made Apertions in it. in five ſeverall places, all by Cau- 
ſticks; the lowermoſt in the lower part of the Calf of the leg. Theſe dif- 
charged the Matter , and were curcd in tew days ( after the Eſcars were (e- 
parated ) by the uſe of #ngnent, tutie and the like, 
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Aﬀeer ſome moneths ſhe was ſeized with Convullive twitches, . which ſhe 
obſerved to ariſe from the lower part of the Calf of the leg that had been 
affected with the Apoſtemations, and in the ſame place where the Matter, be- 
fore terminated. Upon which conlideration the Phylician, preſcribed a Fon- 
tanell to be made in the very Pazt 3 which accordingly I made, and kept open 
by a Pea, with an Emplaſter and laced Stocking : by which means he Was 
freed of her Fits, and cnj6ycd a tolerable meaſure of health a long time 
after. 

So a Lady labouring under ſuch like Eits, which began on the out-ſide of 
the Os tibie near the Shin, was cured by making a Foncanell in that place, 
when other Remedies failed. She continueth it to this day, I ſuppole. 

fn another we made a Fontanel] between the Thumb and Fore-finger 3 and 
in another in the Breaſt 3 and in a Child behind the Ear ; thoſe Fits begin» 
ning there. 


AROTIS is a Tumour in the Glandules behind and about the Ears, P arotis. 
generally called the Emundtories of the Brain 3 though indeed they are P<(cription. 
the externall Fountains of the Saliva of the Mouth, as modern Authours do 
agree. = | | "oy 
The immediate Caxſe is. the Bloud offending in quantity or quality , as it Cauſe. 
hath admixture with the Ferment of the Part, or with other Humours. It 
alſo happeneth by an externall Cauſe, as Bruiſe or Wound , whereby bloud 
is extravalaced, and caſt out-into theſe Glands behind the Ear on one fide or 
other, making a Parotid Tumour. ; | 
They differ according to the Humour , and. manner of generation. To Difference, 
the Humour as whether the Bloud be mixed with Choler, Phlegm, or Mclan- 
choly. To the manner of generation 3 and ſo a Parotis is a Symptom of a Fever, 
or a Criſis of it. Thoſe Fevers be uſually malignant that caſt out ſuch Tu- 
mours : but ſometitnes a Parotis riſeth ſimply... | Sx | 
The Parotis is known by the Part it affects with Tumour, Pain and In- Sign. + 
flammation, as having generally a great propottion of bloud mixed with other 
Hutmours, according as they are predominant. It it be maliga or peſtilen- 
tiall, there is Fever joyncd with it. Whether it proceeded ſymptomatically 
or critically, the time of the Diſeaſe and Signs may demonſtrate. #4,onfy 
A Parotis without a Fever is leſs malign or dangerous then that which ari- Prognoſtick, 
ſeth with one. They arc alſo leſs dangerous which attend long Fevers, , then 
thoſe which follow acute ones. Thoſe which are thruſt forth by a Criſis are 
ſalutary and eaſily cured : but choſe which happen after great Evacuations, or 
Fever, without remiſlion of it, are pernicious and dangerous. Thoſe which 
break forth ſymptomatically, and ariſe from vicious ill-diſpoſed Humours, 
arc of difficult Cure, and dangerous. | : 
In the Cure of this Tumour, you are to conſider whether it be ſymptoma- Cure- 
ticall, or criticall, or of what kind of Mattcr generated., | 
If it be criticall, and come out kindly , the buſineſs is then by Lenienys to 
mitigate the pain, and further Suppuration 3 as hath been ſaid before i Bubo, 
But whether it be ſymptomaticall or criticall, with little or much Tumour, 
maligu or benign, you ought not to uſe Repellents , left rhereby you return 
the Matter from without inward. It the Inflammation be: greac, and the 
Accidents high, and Bloud abound, let it out , evacuating the Humour by 
lenient Purgatives , regulating the Patient's Diet , conterpperating the Hu- 
mours as in Phlegmon , and embrocating with ol. lumbric. chamem. &c. But 
it chrough any defe&t nature go not thruſt. the Tumour out as you would, 
you may further it by Cupping-glaſſes and AttraQives, as in Bubo hath 1 
H 29. 
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id. Orif the Matter be crude and viſcid, you may apply powerfull Diſcu- 
tictits, and with Emollients if you fear induration. But if after all it tend to 
Suppuration, then further it with Suppuratives ; as, Rt rad. lilior. cepar. fib 
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cineribus collar, an. Ziv. mucilag. ſem. lini, Ziſ$. far. tritic. Jiij. axung. porci- 
ne, unguent, bafilic. an. 3jſ3. vitell. ovor. ij. eroti Yij. fiat Cataplaſma, The 
Matter concoQed, you are to give it vent, and-proceed in the Cure, as hath 
been ſaid in the former Chapter of Bxbo. 


A Child aged about three years , by accident of a Fall, was ſeized with a 
Dizzineſs and fome twitches of a Conyulfion. A Fontanell was made in the 
Neck, and a Veſicatory applied inter Scapwlas ; but the Child was not there- 
by much relieved. A Tutnour afterwards thruſt out behind that Ear. I 
made a Fontanell under it, and derived the Marter thither , and thereby the 
Child recovered. 

In Concuſſions and Fractures of the Cranixm theſe Tumours are frequent, 
and are diſcuſſed by ol. cham. &c. or the Matter may , as hath'been faid, by a 
Fonanell there-under be happily ſpent. 

The perſpiration in t Party is to be regarded z for the checking of it 
hath cauſed Convulſions, yea Death, in Iitcle Infants. 

A Gentlewoman aged about thirty years, of a ſtrong healthfull Conſtitu- 
tion, was taken one night with a pain behind herright Ear; it increaſed, and 
became very troubleſome. After three or fonr days ſhe ſent for me. The pain 
affected the Temporall Muſcle with heat atnd Tumour, and her Head with 
Twitchings and frequent Startings. She kept her bed, 'and was faint and 
weak; ſhe had neither purged nor bled. IT felt her Pulſe ſmall, which I 
jadged to be rather from opprefſion then weakneſs, there being no confide- 
rable cauſe for the latter. I perſwaded her'to be let bloud, which with ſome 
unwillingneſs ſhe yielded to. I opened a Vein'in her right Arm : the bloud 
flowing out in a full ſtream, and being ſerous, 1 took away ten ounces z then 
embrocated the Tumour with, ol. cham. warm, and dipt Woollin'it, and ap- 
plicd it upon the Part aftefed. A Clyſter was given her ſome hours after, 
and'an Emulſion preſcribed her, of which ſhe drank a good draught that 


night, and repeated it at pleaſure, The pain continuing, a Cataplaſm was 
= ex rad, lilior. fol. malve,violar. flor. cham. ſem, fanng. e up with 
a few crums of White-bread, Saffron, Yolk of an egg, and ol. ſambuci ; 


the Parts being firſt fomented 'with ſome of the jon, and'part of the 
Liquour caſtin witha Syringe; Wooltalſo was dipt in the fame, and put into 
the Ear, By theſe Applications an Apoſtemation diſcharged it {elf thereout 
yet the Tumour did not much flacken. Therefore T purged her with-an In- 
fuſion of ſexa, rbabarhb., &c. in whichwas diffolved Manna, and jr. rof. palid. 
whereby ſhe was ſomewhat relieved. A'day or two after I purged her with 
Whey, Manna, and” Crem. tartar. and afterward repeated it ; the Tumour the 
while diſcuſſed, her Menſer came down, and ſhe: recovered. 

T was ſent for to a Child of about'two years of age diſcaſed with a large 
Tumour of at ovall figure, hardand inflamed, under the right Ear. I em- 
brocated the Tarnour'with ol, litior.& cham, and directed a Cataplaſm to be 
applied of a'few' malve & viol. 'with the Crums of a White loaf boiled in 
Milk, 'and midde'up with axwng. porcin. Yolk of an egg, and a little Saffron, 
And the day after, calling there again, and ſeeing the Tumour hard, I advi- 
ſed a Lilly-root'to' be roafted under embers, arid beat up with the remaining 
hich in two or three days it ſuppurated. I opened it by 


ick, and difcharged *a well-concoRed Matter, and in few days after cu- 
red it by Digeſtion 
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Amongſt the many diſeaſed people that came to me at the publick Hea- 4 Obſerva*, 
ling in November 1673. there was a Child of about two years of age diſcaſed 
with a hard inflamed Tumour lying round- behind the lett Ear. I directed 
one of my Servants to apply an Emplaſt. diachyl, cum gummi malaxed with 
unguent. dialthee : and the fourth day after, feeling it ſuppurated , we ope- 
ned it by a Cauſtick about half an'inch long in che declining Part, and gave 
vent to a well-concoted Matter. From that time it was dreſſed with z- 
guent, baſilic, 'in the form of a Cerote. Thus the hardneſs was reſolved, 
and, as the Matter diſcharged , the Abſcels. healed within in few days with 
little or no pain. or trouble : whereas. if it had been opened by Incifion , it 
$| muſt have been kept open by a Tent, and-been rendred more painfull and flow 
p.. of Cure. After the Eſcar ſepaxated , a Pledgit of unguent. diapompbolygos 
| and a touch ſometimes of the Vitriol-ſtone deterged, incarned, and cica- 
trizcd it. 

An old Gentleman,a Servant to the King below ſtairs, brought his Son to me, 5. Obſervar. 
an infirm Youth of about thirteen years of age, having a large Tumour be- 
hind his right Ear ariſing from a crude Matter. It had been of ſome years 

rowth. I applied Emplaſtr. ad firumas cum ſtercore columbino, to diſculs it; 
- it heated ; whereupon I applied a Cataplaſm, one of the Suppuratives 
above mentioned , and concodted itz then opened it by Cauſtick, and diſ- 
charged a mixt crude Matter. The Ulcer being ſordid, I laid it more open, 
and dreſſed it with mundif. Paracelfi, with alum. ft. and Mere. precipitat. and 
dreſſed the Eſcar and inciſed Lips with Digeſtives. After the ſeparation of 
the Eſcar, I deterged the Abſceſs more powerfully by the uſe of the Vitriol- 
ſtone and Precipitate , and afterwards incarned by the common Incarnative 
uſed in ſuch caſes, and cicatrized it ſmooth without any remaining hard- 
neſs : and the Youth enjoys his health well ſince. 

A perſon of about fifty years of age, having long laboured under Scor- 6. Obſervat- 
buticall affeions, was ſeized with a flow Fever, his Head was affected with 
Vapours, and his Spirits. oppreſſed : during which a Tumour aroſe behind 
his left Ear, and reach'd down under that Jaw, growing big and hard, of a 
dark red colour. We endeavoured by diſcutient and emollient Cata- 
plaſms and Embrecations of various ſorts 3 but it would not yield to any of 
them. We repeated Venzſcfion, and made him Fontanells inter Scapulas ; 
Purgations were alſo repeated : but without fucceſs. I then applied an Em- 
plaſt, ad firumas, and continued it without removall the ſpaceof fix or ſeven 
days, ſuppoſing thereby the Tumour would ſuppurate or reſolve: yet it con- 
tinucd hard amongſt the Muſcles. I repeated the uſe of the Emplaſter 3 
and the third or fourth day after, feeling the Matter fluctuate under it, FE 
took off the Emplalter, applied a Cauſtick on the depending Part about an 
inch in length, divided that Eſcar, and gave a diſcharge to a crude ſerous Mat- 
ter, then dreſſed it with Lenicnts, and applied Emplaſt. de mucilag. with a 
third part of diachyl. cum gummi. After ſeparation of the Eſcar, I deterged 
with the Vitriol-ſtone and baſtlicon and Mere. precipitat. and at other - 
ſings dipt them in pulv. precipitati. Having thus deterg'd, I incarned, and 
by Epuloticks cicatrized it firm. During the while he wasoften purged, and 
Traumaticks and Antiſcorbyticks were preſcribed : but a hardneſs remained 
notwithitanding. Whereupon, doubting a Recidivation, I applied another 
Caultick the length of that Induration and, having thereby penetrated deep 
into it, divided that Eſcar to the quick : and by ſeparation of the Eſcar, and 
Digeſiion of the lips of the Ulcer, that hardneſs was breathed forth , and the 
Patient cured, and enjoys a good health to this day.

Of a Carbunche. 


A Carbuncle is a round hard Tumour ariſing ſomewhat like an angry 
Boil, of a dark red colour, accompanied with the higheſt circumſtan- 
ces of pain and Inflammation , with many UVlcwſculs round about it , never 
coming to digeſtion till it hath corrupted the Part which it feizeth, fo that 
the whole piece cometh away, if the Patient recover. 

It oweth its-Originall to a very high Degencration of the Bloud into a Hu- 
mour that is of a cauſtick quality , which ſuddenly ariting ſeizeth the Part 
and corrupteth it , burning it as it were to a coal, from whence it hath its 
Name. 

The Cawfes of theſe Degenerations of the Bloud are divers. The moſt uſu- 
all is a peſtilentiall Infetion. Burt it is not ſeldom found that the Humours 
of ſome bodies do corrupt into fo great a degree of virulency, as to cauſe ſuch 
a Tumour when there is no appearance of a Plague. Hence it is that they 
are divided into peſtilentiall , and not peſtilentiall: which diſtintion hath 
reference more to the antecedent Cauſe then to the Tumour it ſelf. 

Therctfore it is that, let the Carbuncle be of which ſort it will , the Sym- 
ptoms attending it are much alike 3 viz. #a»ſea, vomiting, dejeQion of appe- 
tite, tremor, palpitation of the heart, frequent ſwouning,, delirizm, &c. 

The peſtilent is diſtinguiſhed from the non-peſtilent by the greatneſs of the 
Symptoms, and the InfeQion that is in the air. 

A great Carbuncle is more dangerous then a ſmall one, and the black is 
more pernicious then the inflamed red one. Thoſe that are in the EmunQo- 
rics, Throat, or near any principall Part, have more of danger then thoſe 
that are ſeated remote in the Lims, eſpecially in the muſculous Fleſh. The 
moti dangerous Symptom of all is the return of the Matter of the Carbuncle 
into the Bloud again. X 

In the Care of a Carbancle two things offer themſelves to our conſiderati- 
on : 1. the antecedent Cauſe, the over-heated corrupt Bloud abounding in 
the Body 3 2, the conjunct, or the Humour affeQing the Part, and making 
the Carbuncle, 

In order to the firlt, a regulation in Diet ought to be obſerved, and the hot 
Bloud fermenting in the body to be evacuated by Veneſeion , eſpecially in 
thoſe that axe not peſtilentiall, and that to fainting : but in the peſtilentiall 
it is judged not fo fate, leſt thereby the malignity be drawn inward ; but if 
you do let bloud, it mult be in the beginning , whilſt the body is ftrong to 
bear it. And foraſmuch as Bleeding ſcarce evacuates all the depraved Hu- 
mours, theretore Purging is preſcribed, leſt by the abounding cf corrupt Hu- 
mours the native heat ſhould be extinguiſhed. But in peſtilentiall Carbuncles 
there is alſo a Caution required upon the ſame conſideration as in Bleeding : 
therefore we content our ſelves with Clyſters and lenient Purgatives, as man- 
18, caſſia, eletiuar, leaitiv. diaprun. and the likez and proceed in relifting the 
malignity by alexipbarmaca, viz. theriaca, Mithridat. elefi, de ovo, confetti. al- 
kerm. de byacintho, &c, The heat of the bloud may be contemperated by ſy- 
rup, & ſucco citr, limon. acetoſ. borrag. bugloſs. &c. Or, R conſ. borrag. biugloſz. 
lujule, an. Fj. fpec, de hyacintho Zj. cort. citr, conditi, nucis moſchat, an. Ziij. 
cum ſyr, e ſucco citr, fiat Elefiuarium. After a morſel of which, a —__ 4

| ſuch like Julep may be drank and repeated once in four hours: Rt aquar. ſcor- 
dii, dracont. city. an. \iij. ſpec. de byacintho 3j. ag. theriacalis Fiij. fyr.

In treating the Carbuncle as it relates to the conjunt Cauſe , you ought 
to conſider the ſtrength of the Patient 3 and if it be not likely to thruſt forth 
kindly, you are to endeavour by Attration to aſſiſt nature in the bringing it 
outward,by the application of a ſuch like Cataplaſm: Rt ſummitat. r#te M.ij. 
fermenti acris Fij. ficw vet. num. viij. piperis athiZij. ſalie com. Ziij. Miſce. 

» Or that Cataphſm propoſed in the Diſcourſe of Bubo ex theriaca coft. in ceps 
excavata, And, if there be occaſion, Cupping-glafſes may be applicd to hap 
it forward, But if the Body be ftrong and Mlithorick, and the Carbuncle 
thruſt forth with-raging heat and pain, then that Cataplaſm preſcribed b 
Galen, ex foliis plantag. pan. tritic. decoded in Wine, may be of good uſe, it 
being by him commended to have the virtue moderately to repreſs the heat, 
and to digeft. Others haye propoſed an Emplaſter of Plantane-leaves, Galls, 
Lentills, and Wheat-bran, beaten up with Vinegar, and having thus mitigated 
its heat , they endeavour Suppuration, 

But I never ſaw a true Carbuncle ſuppurate : therefore if the aforeſaid Me- 
dicaments avail not, I adviſe the fcaritying or cutting deep into it, to give a 
breathing to the Humour; then dreſs it with ſome Efcarotick that may re- 
ſift its malignity, as troch, — Some Authours have propoſed 
the Cauftick. Without doubt the auall Cautery timely applied on ſome of 
them would fave the Patient much pain, and ſhorten the Cure: for the ma- 
lignity being thereby conſumed, the Efcar might without much difficulty be 
digeſted,the heat about the Carbuncle alleviated the while by oneof the above- 
mentioned Cataplafms, and the Ulcer cured by the common method. But I 
refer this to the conſideration” of the Chirurgeonz and ſhall give you an In- 
ſtance of a Carbuncle to confirm what I have delivered.

N the time of the laſt great Plague a Perſon of Honour , about ſixty years 1. Obſervat. 
of age , of a groſs Body and highly fcorbuticall , was after dinner ſcized 
with a Rigour and Vomiting, His Phyligian Sir Francis Prujean being out 
of Town, he ſent for me. T ſuſpeting it to bethe beginning of ſome mali 
Fever, deſired to be excuſed, his condition requiring rather a knowing Phyſi- 
cian then a Chirurgeon : but F was afterwards fetch*d by a more powerfull 
meſſenger, and found the Patient in his bed, vomiting, and in a burning Fe- 
ver. I adviſed the giving hm Carduw Poffet to further his Vomiting 3 du- 
ring which I ſent for a mixture of theriaca Veneta & conf. lajule, and a cordial 
Julep of aq. dracons. &c. as it is above fet down in the method of Cure of the 
former I gave him a morſell,and ſome of the Julep after it,and adviſed his Ser- 
vants to repeat the uſe of them once in fourhours. He refted very diſquietly that 
night, but in the morning I found him more calm, I lethim bloud, and di- 
rected a Clyſter to be given that afternoon. As I was taking my leave of 
him, he defired me to look upon his Back, it being very (ore. I ſuppoſed 
his Fontanells ( which he had long continued inter Scapulas ) were uncaſie 3 
and, making way to look upon them, I found his Malady four fingers breadth 
beneath the right Fontanell. It was a dark red Swelling, about the bigneſs of 
a (mall Cheſnut, lying very hard between the muſculous Fleſh and Skin, with 
many ſmall white Wheals about it of the fimple Herpes.

and not likely to ſuppurate, Iſcarified deep into it, waſhed it with a Solution of 
theriaca Veneta & mel Agyptiac. in aceto vini , then filPd the Incifions with 


pulver, troch, polyide, and applice a Cataplaſm over all ex farins orobi decoed

Caxbuncle gleeted, but by the uſe of Lenients it digeſted after a few days; 


By the uſe of theſe Applications the Vlcwſeula dried , and the 
and as the Eſcax ſeparated, a well-concoted Matter diſcharged in great quan- 
tity. daily more and more: yet the ſeparation of the mortified Carbuncle had 
and there appeared no conſiderable Swelling 
whereby one might judge the Cavity large. But feeling the Parts about, and 
preſſing my hand upon the right Clavicle and under that Axilla, the Martter 
poured out abundantly : yet, theſe Parts were not inflamed during the growth 
of the Carbuncle. This put me upon a neceſſity of making an Inciſion pro- 
portionably, and, cutting off the flapping Lips'to prevent the retention of Mat- 
ter, I then dreſſed the Abſceſs with mundificat. ex apio,and the tender Lips with 
the common Digeſtive ex terebinth. cum vitell oviz, and applied a Cataplaſm 
ex farina hordei, fabar. flor. roſ. rub. &c. decoQed in Oxymel, with Compreſs 
and Bandage, We had often propoſed the conſulting a Phylician, but thoſe 
of his acquaintance were out of Town, Accidentally I met with DoQouxs 
Tho, Cox about the twentieth day near the Patient's houſe, and prevailed with 
him to viſit this Perſon. He ſaw the Abſceſs dreſſed, and the Patient labou- 
ring under the Singultus and Aphthe, alſo fo dozed as he ſcarce ſpake to the 
Phyſician, He preſcribed the Paticat Cordialls, and what elſe he thought 
neceſſary , and left ſeverall Preſcriptions for the Family. Untill then they 
ſuſpeCted not the Diſeaſe 3 though the Servants that waſhed his Linen brake 
out in Blanes on their Hands and Arms as far as they were in the Soap-ſuds, 
From the time I made that large Opening the Matter leſſened, and the Cavi- 
tics healed up by agglutination , the Ulcer incarned, and was cicatrized by 
the common. Epuloticks. 

The ſame year I was fetched to a Child at nurſe in Weſtminſter, that had been 
ſome days ſick of a peſtilential Fever,during which a Carbuncle thruſt forth in 
the right Breaſt a little below the Clavicle, of the compaſs of a broad Shil- 
ling 3 but it was then ſunk, and'of ablack colour. I divided it, and gave vent 
to a bloudy ſerum, and ſaw the Fleſh underneath it ſound : it was without 
Inflammation. I dreſſed it up with warm Digeſtives, and applicd an Em- 
plaſter of Mithridate on it ; then gave it ſome Eled. de ovo diſſolved in a ſpoon- 
= of «q. theriacalis, I came too late, for the Child died a few hours

There are two ſorts of Paronychie : they both affe&t one and the ſame Difſerences. 
Parr, and are frequently taken one for the other, but are very different in their 
Symptoms. We ſhall diſtinguiſh them by the names of benign, and majign. 
The tormer riſe ſuperficially under the Caticnls , and come ſuddenly to Sup- 
puration : whezeas the malign Parenychis licth deep amongſt the Ligaments 
and Tendons, and is flow in coming to maturity. If it is that which 7 
is commonly called a Felon. 

The benign or milder Species takes its Originall from a bilious hat ſeraxe : Cauſes. 
the other is commonly ſaid to proceed from Aduſtion in the Bloud, with a 


mixture of Choler ar ſalt Phlegm. 
Paronychie may truly be reckoned amongſt the Inflammations , they azi- Signs. 
ſing with great pain and burning heat , with Pullation and Tenſion. © The 


benign comes ſoon to maturation, and be diſcerned by change of colour 
in the Cxticula, the Matter appearing-under it as in a Bliſter. 

The Signs of a malign Paronychis are an mn Ar—— pop deep a- 
mongſt the Ligaments and Tendons, with Feyer, Fainting, a ſlow Sup- 

uration, 
: The Prognoſtick, may be made by what hath been delivered of them, viz. Prognoſtick. 
that the benign cometh ſoon to Suppuration, and is as eaſily cured : the worlt 
danger that can bchappen it is but a loſs of the Nail. 

The other, which licth deep, is of a malign quality 3 and, jt be,not 
ſpeedily removed, will corrupt the Perioftewm, rot the Bone, and ſoon extend 
its putrefaction to the next Joint, and threaten the welfare of the Hand. 

In the Cure of Paronychis Authours ly make no diſtinQtion, They Cure 
propoſe evacuation by Bleeding , and the obſervance of a ſlender Diet, as in peg gee 
a Phlegmon. Concerning Topicks , they commend Repellents, in the begin- ... 
ning of the Fluxion , but not with much aſtringency , ( unleſs, as Jntercipi- 
ents upon the Partsabove ) leſt the Matter ſhould thereby be. impacted in, the 
Part, and corrupt the Bone : yet the Medicaments they then preſcribe do aJl 
partake of that qualicy'z as, Rt ol. roſ; & myrtill. cum ſueco ſalani, & hol. Armeg. 
and, Rt galls virides cum aceto mixt, | Others mix Lenients with-them, jas 
that of ſwcc. ſolani, plantag. portulac, umbilic. Vener, mucilag. ſem. p[yli, cx:

cum ol. roſ. & myrtill, and «nguent.. alb, popul, &c. Others [mix Diſcuti 
with Repellents : as that of Paracelſ; 'galla cum melle mixte > or, Bt. ol. mayzch.

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corrupt. Therefore if the pain go not off by the firſt Applications, give a 
breathing to the Humour by cutting deep into the Part molt affected , and 
then dreſs it up by ſuch like Lenients as follow : R ſem. lini, fanug. pulv, 
an.

Jj. pingued. galiine 
aut butyri recent. q. ſ. fiat Cataplaſma, Or, dreſs it with »nguent. baſilic, by 
which the Wound will cure, it the Humour hath not altered the Part: it it 
hath, proceed as ſhall be ſhewed in the following Obſervations. 

I ſhall begin with the benign or milder Species, commonly called a J/hitfluw, 
It is a Diſeaſe ſo common, that I think there is none but knows what it is, 
and how to cure it. Yet I ſhall give you two or three Inltances , the better 


to diſtinguiſh it from the other. 


P aronychia A Child of about four years of age was brought to me while I was drc(- 

— ſing a Patient in a Noble Family. The Child was pained with a ſaall 

RE Swelling about the infide and root of the Nail of one of the Fingers. I 
applied a little cerat. Galeni upon it. The ſecond day after I found che Mat- 
ter ſhine under the Skin, and the Swelling lie like a Bliſter about part cf the 
Nail.. I opened it, as I had often ſeen the common people, by paſting a Nee- 
dle through the Skin : it diſcharged a thin yellow Matter, and by two Dreſ- 
fings with xnguext. baſilic. it cured. 

2, Obſervat, . Such another I met with. in the Finger of a Friend lying upon one ſide of the 
Nail. Topencd it with a Lancet, and after the diſcharge of the Matter pared 
away that fide of the Nail, and dreſſed the Blifter with a Pledgit of »»g«ent. 
tutie. Himſelf cured it with ſome of the ſame in two or three days. 

3- Obſervat. A Gentleman came to me not long ſince with one of theſe very large upon 

the pulp of one of his Thumbs ; it lay like a great Bliſter. I Jet it out with 
my Lancet, and drefſed it - up with »ngzent. bafilic. and gave him ſome of 
the ſame to cure it. | 

4. Obſervat. Another I ſaw liz under the fore-part of the Nail and Finger, very painfull 
for the while, but it quickly ſuppurated by Lenients. The Matter being let 
out, and part of the Nail cut away, it cured in a few days. But when this 
happens in ſcrophulous Children, or where acrimony abounds, the Cure is 
vexatious enough : but it doth ſeldom corrupt the Bone, nor is the pain con- 
fiderable compared with that which paſſes under the name of a Felox or align 
Paronychia; of which I ſhall now give you ſome Inſtances, 


Paronychia A Gentlewoman came to my houſe one night late, complaining excecding- 
maligne. ly of a pain in the pulp of one of her Fore-hingers. 1 looked upon it , and 
* felt it hot, but ſaw 2: Hook of Swelling whereby I could judge it fo ill. She 
ſeemed ready to ſwound with the pain. I propoſed the making Incifion in- 
to it to the Bone, not imagining ſo fearfull a creature would have permitted it; 
but ſhe readily afſented : whereupon I preſently made a Puncture deep in the 
moſt pained =_ to the Bone, and ſuffered it to bleed while I made a Dreffing 
of anguent, baſilicon to apply upon it with an Emplaſt, 6 bolo , which being ap- 
plied, ſhe complained of the ſmarting of the Wound, but faid it was nothing 
to the pain ſhe felt before. The next day I waited upon her at her Lodging : 
ſhe had ſlept well that night and in perfe&t eaſe. I took off the Dreiling, 
and ſaw the Wound agglutinated, then dreſſed it as the night before, and 
from that time drefſed it no more. After the ſame manner I have freed many 
in the beginning of the Diſcafe. 
2. Obſerrac, A young Fellow attending in a Nobleman's houſe was ſeized with a grie- 
vous pain in the pulpof one of his Fore-fingers, and came to me bemoaniag 


. his condition. The Part afﬀeQed felt hot , but ſeemed neither inflanied nor 
ach 
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much ſwelled. I prelt in the point of my Incifion-knife into the place where 
he was moſt paincd, and in the drawing out the Knite enlarged the Wound 
a little, There ſeemed to iſſue out onely a little Bloud, which I permitted a 
while to flow , then dreſſed it up with a Pledgit of #zgnent. baſilicon and an 
Emplaſtr. 6 bolo. The ſecond day after I met him, took off the Drellings, and 
ſaw the Wound cured; and he ſaid the: pain 'went off that night he went 
from me. 


Another Young man ſerving in a Noble Family was afflicted with a pain 3- Obſervat- 


in the pulp of one of his Thumbs, and after three or four days triall of ſe- 
verall Applications he was commended to me. His Thumb being inflamed 
and ſwelled , I made Incifion into it to the Bone: this- not onely bled, but 

leeted a few drops. I dreſſed it with Lenients, and rowled it moderately, 
| ——_ thereby to agglutinate it. The ſecond day after I took off the Dref- 
ſings, and, finding the Wound open and undigelted , dreſſed it up with a 
Doſhill dipt in Merc. precipitat. with Emplaſter and Bandage. The third 
day after I dreſſed it again, The Doſhll came off with a Slough-, and left 
the Ulcer diſpoſed to Digeſtion. I dreſſed it with a leſs Doffill- pred with 
baſilicon and Precipitate, with a Pledgit of wwguent. diapompbolyger , and an 
Emplaſter over it. From that day it digeſted , and cured in tix,'or ſeven. 
The occaſion of its not healing by Agglutinations as the others did, was from 
the alteration ( I ſuppoſe) the Ichor had began to make in the bottom of the 
Wound ; which may, I think, enough ſhew the neceſſity of laying theſe Tu- 
mours open more timely, unleſs they haye diſcovered ſome other way of dif- 
cuſfing the Humourz which I confeſs I have not been able to make out, 
though I have tried many Medicaments commended in ſuch caſes. Foreſtas, 
in his fifth Book and ſixteenth Obſervation , ſets down ſome arcans in the 
Cure of it : but aftcr the triall of them , we find him foiled in the Cure of 
his Patient, and the ſame Patient cured by another Chirurgeon, by the laying 
it open, and taking the rotten Bone out. | 

I ſhall now ſhew you what they are when they have been longer treated by 

Suppuratives, and the like. 


A Servant to an Officer of the Court was brought to me ſorely afflicted 4. Obſervar. 


with one of theſe Paronychie in his Fore-finger by the fide of the Nail. He 
had been under hands that had treated it with Medicaments till the putre- 
faction within had rotted the Ligaments and Perioftegm, and bared the Bone 
of the tixſt Joint, and apoſtematcd it to the third Joint. I laid it open by Inciſi- 
on from the very end of the Finger downwards the length of the Abſcels, and 
dreſſed it with Merc.precipitas. applying Doſhills over it {pred with a Digeſtive 
to keep the Lips of the Wound diſtended, and with long ſnips of Empl. dia- 
chalcit, xowled it up, leaving way between for the Matter to diſcharge, over 
which I repeated a moderate Bandage to preſs out the Matter in the Part, and 
reſtrain the Influx, and reduce the Finger to its former ſhage. The third day 
I dreſſed it again, -and, finding the UJcer ſordid and over-grown with. looſe 
fleſh, rubb'd it with the Vitriol-ltone, filling the Ulcer again with Mere. preci= 
pitat. and dreſſed it up as befoxe- By this method I detergedithe Ulcer, and 
with Sarcoticks incarned it, and by the application of Epulaticks with Ban- 
dage cicatrized.it; and reduced the Finger to its natural} ſhape, ſo that he re- 
covercd the uſe ot it. 


A Lady commended a Poor woman to me, who brought het Child, a little $. Obſervar. 


Boy of about five years of age, grieyouſly diſeaſed of a Paronychis on the ve- 
ry end of the Fore-finger and under the Nail. The end of the Finger was 
rotted away, and the Bone ſticking out bare: the Nail was alſo rotten, and 
hcaved up by the putretaction underneath it, I took hold of the Nail with

vitrioli next the Bone, then fill'd the Ulcer with Precipitate, laying over ig 
ati Emplaſtr. unguent. & lithargyro with a moderate Bandage.

I dreſſed it again, and found a ſeparation of the corrupt fleſh : but the Mat- 


ter was inore then I could reaſonably expe& from ſuch an Ulcer.

I made a farther ſearch, and found a Sin running the length of the ſecond | 
Joint. I preſently made an Incifion that length , and fill'd up the Opening 

with Doſſills dipt in Lenients, then dreſſed che more corrupt parts with the 
ſame Medicaments as before, and rowled it up. - The third day after I took 
off the Dreilings, and found the Bone covered with its Perlofteum in the Sinus 
I had laſt opened : but it was full of a looſe Fleſh the whole length. I dreſſed 
it as I had done the former; the Vitriol-ſione being of great uſe in theſe ul- 
cers which ſo abound with luxurious Fleſh among(t the Tendons : for by it 
the corrupt Fleſh is dried up without offending the Nerves, Tendons, or 0- 
ther ſound Parts and the Ulcer may be —_— according as it is touched, 


more or leſs ; and the Bone it (elf, where it is 


are or carious , 'may be dried 


by it, and diſpoſed to moulder off, Where the Hyperſarcoſis was great, there 
I alſo ſprinkled it with Przcipitate, whereby I more ſpeedily freed the Ulcer 
of its putrefaGtion 3 and by the application of long ſnips of Emplalter rowled 
about the Finger I reſtrained the influx of Humour, By moderate Com- 
preſſion I reſtored the Finger to its true ſhape, and by the common Epuloticks 
cicatrized it, without more loſs of the Bone then what I cut off at the firſt 


Dreſling, the Stump exfoliating inſenſibly. 


Whilſt I had the honour to attend the King at the Hague, a Woman rela- 


ted to one of the Princeſs Royals Servants had been lamentably aflited with 
one of theſe malign Ulcers in the Fore-finger of her right Hand : by reaſon of 
the long application of Supputatives the Bones of the firſt and ſecond Joint 
were rotted, and the putretaCtion had ſpred round , and corrupted their Liga- 
ments. I made Inciſion the length of the Abſceſs, and upon farther ſearch tee- 
ling the Bones not onely rotten, but loofe, I took them both out, and (c- 
parated the Nail from fome part of the Ligament to which it adhered; then 
deterg'd the Ulcer by filling it with Przcipitate , drefled the Lips with Di- 
geſtives, and rowled it up. After I had thus deterged it, and by Compreſſes 
and Bandage reduced the Finger to a better figure, I left off the uſe of Doſ- 
fills, and by long pieces of Emplaſter brought the Lips together, and left the 
Finger well ſhaped, and a Nail thruſt our again; but it, having loſt its Sup- 
porters, was of little uſe. Whether afterwards any Callw thruſt out to ſupply 
the place of the Bones, I doubt : but in firumous and ſome other Ulcers you 


may fee how ſuch detect hath been recompenſed. 


Some years fince I was fetcht into the City to a Gentlewoman who was 
much afflited with one of theſe malign Ulcers in the very firſt Joirit of one of 
her Fingers. The Chirurgeon that attended it had been ſuppurating it, but 
the while the Bone corrupted. I propoſed the laying it open by Incition, and 
to have proceeded by Deterfion. She afſented to it, and accordingly it was laid 
open. After a Dreſſing or two I left it to the Chirurgeon. But about ten days 
after ſhe ſent for me again, and was much unſatisfied tn the proceedings. I 
fooked upon it, and, ſecing it was like to be a tedious and an unſucceſsful! 
work, adviſed the cutting off of her Finger : which, after ſome deliberation,

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Scotland, was ſeized with a pain in the end of her Fore-finger, and deſired my 
advice, I told her the nature of the Diſeaſe, and ſhewed her the neceſſity of 
making a PunQure with an Incifion-knife into the pained Part : bue ſhe went 
murmuring away from me, and made ufe of ſome other, who endeavoures to 
ſuppurate it. In the while I made her a viſit or two to perſuade her from 
that method 3 but ſhe would not permit me toopen it. Some while after, the 
putrefaQtion being increaſed, it made its way out, and diſcharged ſome of its 
Sordes. This they called Suppuration , and prpmiſed themſelves a ſpeedy 
Cure, cenſuring me for adviling her to open it before Maturation, But 
f in theſe Abſcefſes the Suppuration is falſe, and rarely happens till che Bone 
»+ and Ligaments are corrupted : which after a while ſhe finding toq true, made 
friends to me3 at whole defire I viſited her, and found the Finger miſerably 
ſwelled, and the Utcer ſordid, the Bone lying rotten in it. I drefſed it with 
Deterſives, and offered to her conſideration, whether ſhe would permit the 
£ Ulcer to be cut open, ( for Caufticks are of ill uſe in Ulcers with Cortes in theſe 
Parts,) and dreffed with ſuch Medicaments as might cleanſe it, and diſpoſe 
the Bone to exfotiate, which would be a long work, and uncertain; or that 
ſhe would without more delay permit it to be cut off, and thereby have it ſpee+ 
dily cured. After ſome demurre, ſhe ſubmitted tothe latter, and I cut it off 
with a Chiſell, dreffed up the Stump with pulv, Galeni cum albumine owt, 
and rowled it on. The ſecond day after I dreſſed it cxm terebinth, & vizell. 
ovi, &c. and digeſted it 3 and afterwards I incarned it with the common Sarco- 
ticks, and cicatrized it in few days with x#gzent. deficcat. rabr. and O_ 

dipt in aqua calciz, She gave me a great many good words for the ridding 
of fuch a painfull Finger, but never forgave me the negleQ ( as the called ir ) 
of dreſſing it with Suppuratives 3 ſhe ſuppoſing that I could & have curedit, 
and would not, It was a crime which might be the eaſilicr forgiven her, ſince 
we meet with it fo often in ſome of our own Proteilion.

A Whitflaw azifing about the Nails is often the Cawſe of this Diſeaſe in Cauſts 
the Fingers : it is alſo cauſed by ſome Bruiſe of the fleſh under or about the 
Nails. Sometime an Excreſcence arifeth from the root of the Nails by reaſon 
of ſome Puſtule that preceded 3 in which cafe the Membrane underneath is 
often concerned. MY bine Bruiſe or prefſare of the Nail, 

It happeneth alſo in ruiſe or of the Nai 
eſpecially when the Nail is thick and hard, as ſome over-grown Nails are, 
whence pain and Inflamtnation is ſtirred up, and an cruption of Mattes fol- 
loweth, which being exaſperated by a continual! pricking or predure of the 
Nail, the Ulceration fpreads and m—_— it, and thruſts out Excreſcences 
and looſe fleſh round about. When this happeneth in poor people, who travel 
much in the wet and dirt, and want that accommodation which is neceffary 
to keep their feet dry and clean, the Matter corrupts the Tendons and Boges 3 
as I have frequently ſeen amongſt our common Souldiers in the time of the Ci- 

vil Wars, and amongſt ſome of the poor people that come out of the Coun-

Prognoſtick. Tn the Prerygion affeQing the Skin therc is no great difhculty of Cure : if the 
Nail be pared away, the Ulceration will foon heal.

In'the Czreof, the ſuperficiall Ulcerations with looſe ficſh- ariſing about the 
Nail, you arc in' the firlt place to cut away the Ya that you may apply your 
Medicaments to the Ulceration, Which may conſume or dry the looſe ficth and 
cicatrizeit ; in which caſe you may uſe little dry Lint, or Lint dipt in aq. cal- 
cis and dried, of prlv.' cort, grauat. balauſt. terr, figillat, lap. tutie ; in ſironger 
habits, Merc. precipitat. You are to avoid the application of moiſt or greaſy 
Medicaments; for they rot the Nails, and increaſe the ulceration. The Excre- 
ſcences arifing fromthe Tendons or Membrane ar the roots of the Nails require 
Mcdicaments more powerfully drying z ſuch as are 45 wſtxrm, ſqname eris, calx 
viva, troth, polyide, Andronis, Muſe : yea the Cauſtick-ſtone warily uſed, Merc, 
precipit, and the Vitriol or Alame-tone, may ſerve to cicatrize the Ulcer,

This Diſeaſe happens ſometimes in people of age, but more often in Chil- 


dren. 

Theoutward Cayſe is the nipping cold air in the Winter ſeaſon, which picr- 
ceth the Skin, maketh painfull Swellings, and at the ſame time ſhutteth up the 
Pores ſo as the Humour cannot tranſpire, whereupon it corrupts, and raiſcs 
lictle Wheals ors Bliſters, which ulcerate the Cxticu/a, and corrode into the 
Skin, and ſometimes deeper, as in Kibes is frequently (een. 

The internall Cauſe may be taken from ſome indiſpoſition of the Bloud. 

The Signs are manifeſt in the back of the Hands and Fingers, they appea- 
ring, as we generally expreſs them, ſwelled with cold. They are of a thick red 
colour, and thruſt out many ſmall Wheals which itch very much, and being 
rubb'd do ulcerate and chop the Skin, and diſcharge a thin Humour, Kibes 
appear after the ſame manner in the Heels. 

Chilblanes are exempt from danger , but are vexatious , and not eaſie to 
cure 
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cure whilſt the cold weather laſts, ayd being cured are apt to retuth yearly, 
The Kibes may prove erous al difficult to cure, if they be any whit 
neglected, the Matter being apt toailcerate the Fleſh to the Bone, and ſome. 
times gangrene. adn | 

In the Cre the manner of living is to be conſidered; eſpecially that they cur. 
defend themſelves from cold , and keep theix Feet dry and warm. Of the 
Medicaments proper in this Diſeaſe ſome are preſervative, while the Skin is 
whole; and others are curative , and neceſſary when they are whealed and 
ulcerated. | | | 

The Preſervatives are, as I have ſaid, to cloath the Parts warm, that the 
Ports may be open to give a breathirg to the Humour : to which purpoſe 
furred Gloves and woollgn Mittens and Socks are to be- commended , alſo 
Dog-skin Gloves for the poorer ſort; the richer may have oiled Gloves. 
Socks dipt in Brandy-wine and worn are preventive. The Mariners to pre- 
vent this Diſcaſe in their Hands dip their Mittens in Sea-water , and having 
wrung, out the water, draw them on. All Fomentations, whether it be freſh 
water, or Beef or Fiſh-broth , are proper to further Tranſpiration. In the 
Cure we commend the DecoQtion of warm Plants, as Wormwood, Southern- 
wood, Mugwort, Marjoram, Thyme, Hyſſop, Rue, Roſemary , Bays and 
Juniper, with cheir Berries. Turneps are the ſpecifick , and if they be fro- 
zen they are more efficacious. Unguent. roſat. cum oleo terebinth, in a roaſted 
Turnep is an approved remedy in the Cure of them : alſo this, Rt manne, thu- 
ris, an, Fj. cort. pini Fij. axnng. porcine & anſerin. an. Ziij. cere q./. fiat Cera- 
txm, It the Ulceration be large, it requires to be cured as in an Ulcer with 
Fluxion. 

In the Cure of Chilblanes we are never conſulted unſeſs they be compli- 
cated with forme other Diſeaſe, or are paſt the Cuire of common Applica» 
tons, 


[ A Girl of about nine years of age, of a very ill Habit of body , was the 1 O0bſervar.., 
laſt hard Winter very much troubled with Chilblanes upon her Hands of Chilblanes 
and Fingers. She had alſo Kibes on her Heels , and about one of her An- 4nd Kives. 
cles, and on the ſmall of the other Leg. I direQed a Fomentation of a De- 
coQion of ſotne of the aforeſaid Plants , with an addition of Brandy-wine, 
with which they were all bathed. The excoriated Chilblanes I dreffed with

I bathed them at that time with Beeft-broth out of the pot, and clipt 
away the Cuticuls which hung over them and ſhut in the Matter. That be- 
ing removed , Idrefſed the Ulcers which were fordid with Detergents, u- 
guent, baſilic. Pracipitate, and alum. uſtum, &c. as abovelaid, and the Ex- 
coriations with Epuloticks: but the long continuance of the Ulcers had pro- 
duced a Fluxion, which {welled the Parts about. They not being fo capa- 
ble of Bandage, I cauſed laced Socks to be made and put on, by which ha- 
ving reltrained the deſcent of the Humours , I fomented the diſeaſed Parts 
with a Decofi. ſalvie, beton. flor. ref, rub. balauſt. nuc. cupreſſ, in Wine, then 
applied Compreſſes dipt in the-lame, and by good equall Compretſion diſpo-

Of a Varix. 


Itherto I- have treated of Tumours ariſing from the ſerous part of the 

Bloud : I ſhall now deliver ſomewhat of thoſe which take their origi- 

nall from pure Bloud 3 and they are of three forts, Varix, Ecchymoſis, and 
Anturiſma, 

Vartx is the dilatation of a Vein : it happencth in divers parts of the Body ; 
but for the moſt part the Thighs and Legs, the Telſticles and hzmorrhoidall 
Veins, aud in Women the Belly, are frequently affected. 

It proceedeth from the reſtagnation of groſs Bloud, which being tranſmit- 
ted jnto the Veins, cither by reaſon of the depending of the Part, or from ſome 
ether preſſure upon the Veſlel,or elſc by its own grolsnels, proves unapt for Cir- 
culation. Then, in ſtead of continuing its current proportionably to the other 
Parts, it ſtops iin- the place and coagulates, and by degrees encreaſcth it ſelf by 
the accelſhon of the like particles out of the ſucceeding Bloud z and, inlarging 
its bulk, dilateth its Veffels into a capacity big enough to receive it. This 
coagulation of Bloud in a Varix is not ſo entire as to ſtop the paſſage wholly 
up. For the ſucceeding current alway forceth at leaſt its thinner parts by the 
fides of the Coagulam, and conſequently helpeth the dilatation. But it lieth 
lazily there, 'and ſuffers the relt of the ſtream to pals by it. This moſt com- 
monly happens in cutaneous Veſſels, where the Veins haye no afſiltence from 
muſcular Fleſh, which by frequent preſſure would otherwiſe be apt to ſqueeze 
it forwards. To which it may be added, that the Valvesof the Vein {o (welled, 
Whether naturally or accidentally, axe weakened , and do not ſufficiently ſup- 
port the Bloud in its aſcent 3 ſo that, falling down upon the 1ides of the Veſſel,

Oh fore places it oweth its original to natural Cauſes; as to oe gentraricn 

of Milk in the Breaſts, and of the Fetw in the Womb: in bpth which caſes, 

Nature being obliged ws 2's the nutritious $#r»n upon the uſes there iricen- 

ded, the Bloud'returns thick, and is apt tb.reſtagnate, and uſually increafeth 

the Veins at thoſe times to fix or ſeyen, it may-be ten, times their tatural big- 

nefs ; which very accident is by DoQtour W alter. Netdham(in his Book De for- 


matu fetiis ) made uſcof as an argument to'prpye, that the nutritious juices 
are carried to thoſe places by;the, Axteries, wes by any peculiar Veſſels. 
But it alſo preternaturally fallethbut ſo in anne of the Breaſts and' othiet 


Parts: in all which (but moſt viſibly in Caxcers ) the Veſſels inlarge, and the 
Veins become vazicous. The cauſe of which may be referted either to the coz 
agulatin of the Serwm, or grumouſnels of the Bloud, or to the obſtruction of 
the Vein ſomewhere in its paſſage by ſome anguftation upotr.it by part of che 
Tumour froia whence it will often happen that the Vein beyvnd it hath its 
current ſtopped, and.is. forced to ſwell. Nay, not oriely the contration of 
the Veſſels by preternatural Tumours doth this, biit alſo any other Preſſure; 
As in a Woman with Child, the buxrthen lying, upon the Ramw {liazus on either 
ſide of the body, makes the Thigh and Leg on all that ſide varicous. Streight 
gartering doth the like in the Leg. Sothe weight of the Teſticles,or the preflute 
of a Bolfter-Truſs, in caſe of Rupture, renders them varicous. Riding much on 
horſe-back doth the like, by reaſon of the preſſure that is made upon the in- 
ſide of the Thigh by the Saddle, to which it uſually clings; eſpecially if you 
ride with long Stirrups. So alſo by much walking and in Lacy people 
Varices uſually happen, being occaſioned, as I ſuppoſe, by the perpetual con- 
tration the Muſcles are put upon in ſtanding, which being ſo contracted do 
preſs upon the upper branches of the Vejns in the Thigh, and fireighten them, 
thereby hindring the free aſcent of the Bloud. 


They are eaſily known, in what external Parts foevet they are, by the tur- Signs. 


pency, the crooked figure of the Veins, and azure colour, which is moreor leſs 
apparent as the Veins lie ſuperficial or deep. ,.- * + 

The Sign of a Hernia varicoſa is, the unequal knotted Tumour in the Vein 
Icading to the Teſticle, with a relaxation of the ſame Teſticle : and when the 
Teſticles are inflated with Wind, the Vein is alſo diſtended and painfull. What 
the Signs are of the Hzmorrhoidal Varices, and how they are to be treated , 
you may ſcc in their peculiar Treatiſe, 


Varices are not dangerous in themſelves, they rather free the Patient from Prognoſtick, 


imminent Diſcaſcs, eſpecially thoſe of Melancholy ; according td that Apho- 
rilm of Hippocrates, Tiſanis varices vel bemorrboides ſuperventnint, fit inſanie 
ſolutio. Which words are to be underſtobd of Veins if they gtow very large, 
or if they break and run ; but if they flow —_— Cachexia, Drophe, 
Conſumption, and ſuch like Diſeaſes, follow. Sv, oh the contrary, if they be 
unſeaſonably ſuppreſt, Madneſs, Pleurifie, Coughing of bloud, pain inthe Kid- 
ney, Apoplexies, &c, do follow. The Hernia SE or Cirſacele js difficult to 
Cure, as the relt are. 


The Varices ought not tobe cured, unleſs they be painfull, or that they be Cure. 


extended into a large Tumour, oft ulcerate and bleed much: for, as I have 

faid, they preſerve health.

Ecchymoſis may be defined, an Extravaſation of the Bloud in or under the 
Skin or any other Part, the Skin remaining whole. 

It is an eruption of Bloud from the leſſer Veſſels in the Skin or near it, 
whether from Blow, Bruiſc, Fall, or Prick of a Lancet in Chirurgery, when the 
Oriticeof the Vein licth not dire&ly under the Orifice made in the Skin, fo as 
that the whole ſtream may diſcharge there, and after bleeding borh be cloſed to- 
gether, For if when you cloſe the outermoſt the inner lieth open, it will make 
a Sugjtlation, 

Theſe external Effuſions are the Subje of this Chapter. 

To the better underſtanding of the nature of theſe, it will be neceſſary to 
dividethe Bloud into two Serum and Grumus,

mw in the Chirurgeon's P. . It is not onely the nutritious juice that 
nourifheth all the parts of the , but alſothe Balſam that heals it; and is that 
thing that iscapable of digeſtion, Jiſcuſbon, and many other alterations.

oe the Veins IE but if the effuſion be great, fo fas the Grumus ſeparates 
from the Serxm in the Contuſion, there it ditficultly re-uniteth with the Serwns 
again, much leſs digeſts, but either putrefieth in the Part, making Inflamma- 
tion, and ſometimes Gangrenes or elſe, which is more ſeldom, hardens ew 
and dries, making onely a-morbus in numeris partium.

When the Part, inſtead of being black, blew or green, groweth red, hard 
and painfull, the danger is eminent. Such was the caſe of a fat Gentl 
tho, by a Fall upon his Buttocks going downſtairs, bruiſed thoſt Parts, and 
negleQing the Cure, it tended toward a Gangrene, but was got off by Scari-

* Since the diſcovery of the Circulation of the Bloud, ſome people haye pro- Cure. 
poſed to themſelves the Cure of this Diſeaſe by returning the Bloud back into 
its Veſſels by warm Applications ,, as Jpir. vini, &c., Which poſſibly may 
have ſeemed to effett it where the Ecchymoſis hath been ſmall: but in great 
effuſions of bloud, accompanied with much pain, it is not reaſonable to hope

Wee ſee it daily in 
our Pra&tice, and cenfure thoſe of our who ſuffer ſuch Extravaſati- 
on in every little Tumour to corrupt, 

In this Patient there was a Tumour of about a week's continuance: the 
queſtion was, whether what was contained in the Tumonr was Bloud or 
Matter. Tf Matter, then a painfull Fluxion ſhould have preceded with In- 
fAammation and hardneſs, and have terminated by Diſcuffion or by Suppura- 
tion: whereas this ſwelled and was painfull upon the blow , but was never 
hard nor inflamed, or much painfull, after the ſenſe of the firoak was over, 
but ſoft from the firſt night 3 and muſt conſequently be Bloud, But whether 
it were Bloud putrefied, or concoQted Matter, there remained no hopes of dif- 
cuſhng it 5 nor was it ſafe permitting it to lodge ſo near the Bone in expecta- 
tion thereof.

' A N Aneuriſma, according to my Deſcription, is an Ecchymoſis, and indeed 

the higheſt Species of it. But fince Authours have given another ac+ 
count of that Tumour, and have allowed it a peculiar Chapter, I have 
done © tooz the rather, becauſe the nature of the Veſſel through which the 
Effufion is made doth require a different method of Cure. 

It is a Tumour ſoft, white, and yielding to the touch, but riſtth again up- 
on the removall of your finger; and is for the moſt part accompanied with 
pulſation of the Artery. 

It is raiſed, according to the Opinion of Authours, by dilatation or re- 
ling the Bloud to have burſt its paſſage 


through the firſt Coat, and dilated the ſecond, thereby raiſing the Tumour. 


And this ſome of them have delivered to us fo poſitively , as if they had in 
opening them found the exteriour Coat ſo dilated. This I my (elf was taught, 
and ſome while believed : but not having been able by my Pradiice to diſco- 
ver one Anexriſma made by dilatation or relaxation of the outward Coat, I 
am apt to believe that there is no ſuch thing, but that it takes its riſe 


from 
Bloud 
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Bloud burlting, quite-t the Artery into» the interſtices of the Muſcles , 
where it raiſeth a Tumour ſuitable to the Cavity it findeth, growing biggez 
or leſs, of this or that ape, as the Muſcles give way. But this Tumour con- 
fiſts of Bloud extravaſated, the Artery lying undilated the while. I do there= 
fore ſuſpe the ility of an Anexriſma by the dilatation of the outward or

The Cauſes of Anexriſma's are divers, internal, ot external. t. The inter- Cauſts. 
nal Cauſe is, the impetuofity of the Bl which moving with greater vio- 
lence in its Channels then the Artery can in, doth force its way through 
the fide of the vere and, burſting a hole in it,. doth ifſue into the ſpace that li- 
eth between it and the neighbouring Muſcles, there incraſſating the Mem- 
branes of the Muſcles, and framing it (elf a neſt, 

This Inperes may riſc firſt from the quantity of the Bloud. Either when fe 
is. more then the Veſſel can contain, a caſe that ſeldom happens to produce an 
Anesriſms in any conſpicuous Veſſel ; but if any ſuch thing be, it opens at 
the Noſe, or Lungs, orin the Brain, ( there cauſing an Apoplexy 3) or in the 
Stomach, Guts, Anxr, &c. Or elſe when this Bloud is not really more then 
the whole Body naturally ſhould contain, but by violent Paſſion, or motion in 
ſlirring, is too forcibly driven forwards from the Heart towards ſome peculiar 
Artery 3 when the farther 4 us. ap being (it may be) intercepted by ſome vio- 
lent contraction of the les through which it muſt paſs, it of neceſlity 
breaks the Veſſel: and thus in violent Vomiting and other Straining Anexri- 
ſma's are often made in the Neck, Arms, &e. 

Secondly, from the quality of the Bloud, which, being too ſharp or thin, 
erodes the Veſſel z or, being highly fermented by other cauſes, burſts through 
all. 

This Bloud, t extravaſated, doth uſually pulſe : partly, becauſe the 
body of the Artery from which it breaks doth paſs it, and by its Pulſe 
doth agitate that 3 and partly, becauſe in every ſuch Pulſe ſome addition of 
Bloud is made to the Tumour, Yet this Pulſe is chiefly in ſmall Anexriſma's 
G ſuperficial ones ; for in the greater the motion of-the Artery is not alwaics

he Differences of an Anexriſms are cither from its magnitude, ſituation, Or piferences, 

ſhape. From the Magnitude it is denominated great or little, poſſeſſing the 
whole member or a part. From its Situation, it is ſuperficial near the Skin, or 
deep in the Muſcles. From its Shape; cither it keeps the ſhape of the Partzwhich 
uſually happens when the Orifice in the Artery is ſmall, ſo that the Bloud 
comes out lciſuxely, and finds the neighbour-Membrancs fo well united as to 
keep it withia a certain channel , which Membranes are alſo fartified _—

From theſe Differences the Signs of an Antenriſma may be taken. If the Tu- 
mour be ſmalf and ſuperficial, a Pulfation may eafily be felt in every part of it. 


If it be great and riſe fuddenly, and was white arid ſoft from jts firſt appea- 


rance, though there be no Pulfation to be felt, yer you may conchude it an Anex- 
fiſma, there being not any Humour ſave that-of Bloud which! can fo ſudden! 
raiſe ſuch a Tumour: The often increaſe and diminution of the Tumour is af- 
fo a Sign of an Anexriſmaz the diminution of it being the rerurn'of the Bloud 
into the Artery, whence it as often cometh out again. | 

- "If it happened from a PunQure of a Lancet, the mannet of the ſpurting out 
of the Bloud will ſhew it : and if irdonot bleed; yet a ſudden Tamout thruſts

In ſorne of theſe there is redneſs and 
Inflammation, by reaſon of the expanſion of the Parts beyond their capacity, 
or from the putrefaQion of the Bloud : in which latter caſe Fever and Fain-

All Anexriſma's are difficult of Cure. Thoſe which are large, and ariſe' 
from Arteries deep in the Muſcles, to which you cannot make your Applicati- 
ofis, are incurable: and if they be unadviſedly opened, the Patient aber ra 
danger of his life. But if the Fnexriſma be in ſach a Partas is capable of Ban 
dage and application of Medicaments, the Cure is feafible ; or the Diſeafe may 
be palliated to the caſe of the Patient. 

The Cute of an Anexriſme conſiſts in the timely application of proper Me- 
dicaments, and Bandage to reſtrain the Bloud and keep it within its Channel : 
or by Eſcaroticks br the atual Cautery you may deſtroy it. But if it lie where 
you may take it up, the Cure is then beſt performed by dividing it. The Medi- 
caments proper to reſtrain it in its motion, and aggſutinate the Veſſel, are, bol. 
Armen, ſang. dracon, thus, aloe, far, volat. gypſum; alſd the juices of plantag. 
burſ. paſtoris, millefol. vince pervince, Js, lamii, and fuch like, The Com- 
pounds may be made of ſome of the foregoing Powders with ſome of the 
aforeſaid Juices, or mixt cxm aceto & albumin. ovorum, 

In the tirſt appearance of the Tumour, if it arofe from an internal Cauſe, 
you ſhall endeavour by the application of ſome of the aforefaid Aftringents 
and Bandage to reftrain the growth of it: but if it be in a place incapable of 
Bandage, you mult content your felf with the application of Empl. Ceſaris, or 
fach like. It-it be near the traches Arteris, the Patient may wear beaten Lead 
or Gold upon it covered with Sarſenet or the like. You are to be well adviſed 
before you attempt the Cure by opening it. If by putrefa&tion the Bloud burſt 
forth ſuddenly upon you, the life of your Patient is then in danger, and it will 
become you to be quick in the application of good Reſtriftives and Bandage, 
till you have time to confider what to doe: and be ſure to provide againtt the 
next Eruption 3; for ti'l it break of it ſelf yonare not to open it 3 and then you 
may attempt the ſtopping of the Flux by ſuch means as have been or hereafter 
thall be propoſed. 

It the Anturiſms happen' by PunQure in' letting bloud , the Chirurgeon 
ought to pexmit the Veſſel openied to blecd freely : bur if it doth not bleed well; 
let 
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let him immediately looſen the Bandage, and apply a Compreſs dipt in his 
MA FESTLI's Stiptick, or, for want of it, in Oxyerate, Let it be held tirm- 
ly upon the Apertion by a Servant, whilſt the Chirurgeon openeth a Vein inthe 
other Arm, and maketh Revulſion by a large evacuation to fainting, if it may 
be permitted. The while let your aftringent Powders be applied to the Wound, 
with good reſtrictive Emplaſters over them. The upper part of the Arm to the 
Axilla is to be detended by cloaths wrung out of Oxycrate, Then with a Rows 
ler with two heads take two or three turns upon the diſeaſed Part, and 
rowl upward, ( his Arm being bowed the while: ) and, for more ſecurity , 
take a turn about the Neck, and return back with your Bandage gradually to 
the Part affected, faltening it on the outſide z then make the expulfive Bandage 
from the Hand upward. Theſe ought to be made to the caſe of the Patient , 
who, being thus dreſt, muſt be put into his bed, and his Hand placed upon his 
Breaſt. Contemperating Juleps, Emulſions, Opiats, &c. ought to be preſcri- 
bed him, and his Diet, &c. to be regulated as is propoſed in the Chapt. of the 
Wounds of the Veins and Arteries, Having made this Bandage well, youare 
not to be over-haſty in opening it again; for this firſt Drefſing haply ſecures 
your Patient. For the great miſchicf happening in theſe Anenriſms's pro- 
ceedeth from the ignorance of the Bloud-letter, who, not confidering the er- 
rour by him committed in letting bloud, binds up the Arm careleſly, and the 
next day, upon the Patient's complaint, not diſcovering the cauſe of the Tu- 
mour, foments and embrocates it, thereby making way torthe Bloud to empty 
it ſelf into the interſtices of the Muſcles z whereupon the whole Arm {welleth;. 
In which caſe a laced Sleeye and Glove may be of great uſe. When this me- 
thod fails, it may be neceſſary that you prepare for Deligation of the Artery. 
The manner of doing it you may ſee in the Chapter of the Wounds of the Veins 
and Arteries, I (hallalſo ſhew it in one of the following Obſervations.

Where Anezriſma*s have affected Parts capable of Bandage, I have ſome- 
time palliated them: but when they would not be ſo quieted, I proſecuted 
the Cure as followeth. 

A Man of about 40 years of age, having ſome time been troubled with a 2. Obſervar. 
large ſoft Tumour on the inſide of his right Leg about his Gartering, defired *f 22 4neu- 
my advice, It was without Pain, Inflammationor Pulſation,; but oe from its 9"* 
hrſt appearance, and was bigger or leſſer according as he walked much or lit- 
tle; which gave me ſuſpicion it might be an Anexriſma. I applied Empl. Cz- 
ſari over it, cauſed a laced Stocking to be put on, let him bloud, and adviſed 
to Purging, regulationot Diet and Exerciſe, &c, by which it was kept quiet 
{ome time. But he, growing more ſecure, negleRed the Rules preſcribed him 3 
whereupon the Tumour encreaſed, and burſt forth one night 'in a flux of 
Bloud. I was ſent for, and found much extravaſated ; but the Opening it ſelf 
was ſtopt with a clot of ous bloud. I dreſſed it up with ReſiriQtives and 
Compreſs wrung, out of Oxycrate. Then I made Reyulſion by Venzſcdtion 
and Deligation of other Parts. I alſo preſcribed Opiats, &c. to: calm the ter-

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ment in the Bloud. By this and my way of dreſſing the Bleud was for ſome 
days tolerably reſtrain'd : but as the Opening grew bigger , the effuſion was 

ter. Upon which conſideration I had provided ſome trochiſci de minio of ſe- 
veral ſizes, alſo ſome pwlv. fine pari Fo. Arden, IT put in ſome of the former , 
and applicd my Reſtrictives and Bandage over the Tumour 3 and, as often as 
the Bloud burſt forth, I continued that way of dreſſing, hoping by thoſe Eſca- 
roticks to deſtroy the Artery. Afterwards the Orifice growing latger, I filled 
up the Abſceſs with the palv. fine pari upon Doffills, and applied Reſiritives 
and Bandage as before. The Patient grew daily weaker 3 but from this latter 
Dreſſing the Bleeding was reſtrained till the fifth day, when I was neceſſitated 
to open it, by reafon of the Excoriativns made in many places about it by the 
Eſcaroticks: nor was it then much. The Opening being large, I applied the * 
Eſcaroticks to more advantage, and dreſſed the Excoriations with »1guent. 
album camphorat. continuing my Empl. e bolo and Bandage. From that time 
the Bleeding was fiopped, I ſuppoſe by conſuming the Artery 3 yet for ſome 
while there came away much ſtinking clotted Bloud. hile Iendeavoured to 
keep the Bloud within the Abſcels, it infinuated between the Muſcles, making 
the Calf of the leg hollow to the very Tendon : therefore, after I was ſecu- 
red of the Bleeding, I made way for the cafie diſcharge of Matter, and deter- 
ged the Abſceſs with mwundif. Paracelſs To the Excoriations I continued the 
uſe of Epuloticks, and nouriſhed my Patient with good Broths, Caudles, &c. 
by which he recovered firength apace. The ſharp Humours being evacuated 
with his Bloud, the Abſceſs incarned by the application of the common Sar- 
coticks, and he was cured in leſs thena month, recovering alſo the perfeR 
uſe of his Leg. . 

Some years ſince I was deſired to give a viſit to a man lying in my way to 
White-hall. He had a large white Tumour poſſeſſing the fore-part of his right 
Thigh of few months growth : it was ſoft from the firſt appearance, and ob- 
ſerved by the Patient to be bigger and leſſer one time then another. I conſi- 
deredthe Swelling, and concluded itan Anexriſms. That there was no Pul- 
ſation to be felt in it, was becauſe it lay deep amongſt the Muſcles, in which 
caſe the Pulſe is frequently intercepted. There lay a gummy Emplaſter up- 
on it, and an attempt had been made to open it by Cauſtick 3 but it not pe- 
netrating deep enough, the Eſcar ſeparated without reaching near the Cavity. 
I declared to the Patient my thoughts, viz. that the Swelling proceeded from 
Bloud poured forth of its Veſſels ; cither by Eroſion from within , or by ſome 
outward cauſe, as by Riding, &c. and adviſed him not to permit the Tumour 
to be opened, defiring that, if his Chirurgeon ſhould perſiſt in the ſuppurating 
or opthing, of it, he would ſend tome to meet him. Some few days after the 
Patient ſent me notice that his Chirurgcon had been with him, and reſolved 
to open itz whereupon I took the next opportunity to ſpeak with the Chirur- 
gcon, and went along with him to his Patient; where I endeavourcd to per- 
{wade him that the Swelling aroſe from Bloud, and withall propoſed a pallia- 
tive Cure by a laced Trowze and ſome good Reftritive. But the Chirurgeon 
declared himſelf poſitively for the oPening of it. I, ſeeing his reſolution, re- 
plicd, Since you are ſo opinionated, you may ( if you think good ) make a 
triall of the Tumour by thrufting a ſmall Lancet direRly into the middle of it; 
and if upon pulling out of the Lancet it appear mattery, you may lay it more 
open 3 it it appear bloudy, you may more eaſily cure it then one made by a 
Cauſtick., He readily affented to the trial, and the Patient rejoycing in the 
propoſal, he attempted it with a Lancet : but not thruſting it deep enough to

" The Herpes miliaris riſcth in a cluſter of ſmall Wheals little differing from 
the colour of the Skin. They are firſt diſcovered by their itching, and bei 
rubbed or ſcratched they weep a thin wateriſh Humour : from that time a Seb 
appearcth in the head of each of them of the form of a Miller-ſeed, from whence 
the Tumour hath its name. Asthe Puſtules heal in one place, they uſually break 
out in another. 

Herpes exedens is ſaid to be rather an Ulcer then a Tumour, but is indeed 
an Ulcer with Tumour , it rifing in the Skin in a ſmall Tubercle, on the top 
whereof there appeareth an Ulcer like a pin-hole. It is for the moſt part with- 
out Inflammation or pain. When it ariſeth alone it is ſcarce taken notice of, it 
mattering but little unleſs it be picked, and then it ſcabs ſoon after with a 
thin Scurf; But in of time it ſheweth its ill condition, by cating away 
the Skin, and indurates the Fleſh underneath and Parts about. Sometime I have 
ſeen theſe Ulcers ariſe in the Skin ſomewhat diſtant one from another, making 
an unequal furrow 3 as from the upper Lip by the Noſtril creeping to that fide 
of the Noſe, fo to the ridge of it, and down _=—_ to that corner of the Eye; 
healingin ſome places while it cat deep into the fleſh in others. 

This Herpes in Laes veneres frequently ariſeth from a Simple Herpes, while 
the Matter is ſhut in by the Scab, ir corroding underneath, and making an U1-

The Herpes miliaris is without Fever, but is difficult of Cure, eſpecially if it 
affe& the Face, Noſe or Ears, , If the Cure benegleQed, it eateth deep into the 
Fleſh 3 and then, in what Partſo ever itis, the Cure is hard to accompliſh. 

The Herpes exedens is moſt difficult of cure, and if it be not timely treated, 
it certainly terminates in a Phagedens ot Cancer : but when it ariſcth from 
Lues veneres, the very worſt is curable. 

. As to Internal Remedies ; a Simple Herpes is cured much like an Eryſipelas, 
peration of choler. Herpes miliaris cometh near to 
the nature of an Itch, and is to be treated with Purgatives and Alteratives 
much of the ſame kinde with what is propoſed for that, For the Cure of the 
exedens I refer you to the Treatiſe of Ulcers, 

' External Applications alſo in the Simple Herpes do imitate thoſe of Eryſipels,

Spirit of Vitriol and the Cauſtick-ſtone it ſelf may be alſo neceſſary. And this is 
it which makes an Herpes in the Face fo hard of cure, we not daring to applic 
ſuch Corroſives there, eſpecially not on the Noſe, where the Cartilages and 
Bones lic ſo near the Skin. 


A Girl of about ſix years of age was brought to me with many ſimall an- *: —_— 
gry Wheals rifing behind her left Ear and down that fide of her Neck 2f,90 151e* 
towards that Clavicle, with an Inflammation about them. I applicd an Empl, xc, 

de cerat, ad herpetem, to afſwage the heat, and defend her cloaths from ſticking, 

tothem, and adviſed her Mother to keep her warm. A few days after they 

brought her to me again. The Inflammation was then going off, and the Px- 

fule on the lower parts burſt ; but thoſe behind her Ear were white and full 

of Matter. I opened them all, and diſcharged the Matter, then dteſſed them 

with #ngzent. txtie upon Pledgits of Lint z by which in thice or four days 

after they were dricd up and cured. 

A Gentleman of about fifty years old, through ſome diſorder in Diet, hea- 2. Obſervat. 
ted his Bloud, ard was indifpoſed with a Cough aid Shottneſs of breath: he of an Herpes. 
had alſo mariy Puſftules riſen upon his Breaſt, Back, and Sides, with an Inflam- 
mation partaking of an Eryſipelas. I let him bloud about ten ounces, ahd pre- 

{cribed him a Clyfter, alſo a peRoral Ptiſan, and adviſed him to forbear ſtrong 
drinks, and to make his diet of Water-grewell, Pando, and the like. I ſent 
him ſome of my lenient Cerote to apply, in caſe any of the Puſtules ſhould 
matter and ſtick to his linnen, Three or four days after they came to maturity, 
and brake, and dricd as the former: while they dried he was purged with 
Whey and Manna, and a few days after was well and abroad. x. 

A young Gentlewoman of about eighteen years of age, upori a ſuppreſſion 3; Obſervar. 
of the Menftrna, was afflited with many angty Pauſtulz on her rigtit Hand — 
from-her Wriſt to her Fingers ends, which by ill treating ulcerated into one 
another, and excoriated all over. I drefſed them with wnguent. album c 
rat. beaten up with albxm. ovi, then let her bloud in the Arm, and adviſed her 
a Clyſter of Milk and Sugar. The next day I putged her with an opening A- 
pozeme; ſuch as is propoſed in the Chapter of the Itch; which ſhe ted 
often. The day after her firſt Purge 1 looked upon her Hand, and, finding it 
all watery, bathed it with a DecoCion of polygonum, ſummitat. equiſeti #ubi,8&c. 
then dipt cloaths in ſome of the fame, and rowled up each Finger by it elf, 

leaving a ſpace here and there between, on which I applicd Pledgits ſpred with 
unguent, de lithargyro, I dreffed up the Hand after the ſame method, and advi- 
ſed het to renew the Dreflings thrice aday. By this and other drying waters it 
cicatrized here and there; but then an Inflammation aroſe above the Wriſt 
with many Wheals, Upon the fight of which I gave her Jj.calomet. over —_— 
an 
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and.a draught of her purging Apozeme in the morning. By the repeating it 
three or four times, with intermiffion of ſome days, I took off the Fermentati- 
on in her bloud ; and by the bathing that Hand and Arm with lac butyriatum, 
and drefling it with zng«ent. de lithargyro and ſuch like, Icured her. It being 
then the ſeaſon to drink the Waters, I recommended her to Epſom, and from 
thence to Tunbridge : they paſſed well, and ſhe recovered her perfect health. 
4. Obſervaz. A Perſon of Honour, of a full Body abounding with ſharp Humours, was 
ofan Herpes. ſeized with an Herpes on his right Leg. I dreſſed it with a mixture of nnguext. 
nutritum and popmleon, and propoſed Bleeding and Purging : but we being up- 
on a march, our lying in the fields the nights and marching all day was ineon- 
ſiſtent with ſuch Rules 3 whereupon it inflamed and ſwelled very much, many 
Wheals aroſe, and fretted one into another, with great Excoriation. I fomen- ' 
ted the Leg in the mornings, and ſometime in the evening, ( as we had time ) 
with a DecoRion of polygonum, plantag. equiſet. flor. roſ. rubr. and dreſſed it 
with anguent. album camphorat. cum albumine ovi, with an addition of «#- 
guent.tutie {pred upon little pieces of Linen, and Jaid on at ſuch diſtance as the 
Matter might get out between, then rowled on a Comprels preſt out of the Fo- 
mentation. But the Fluxion was ſo great, and the Matter fo very ſharp, that 
for a while it would yield tono Applications. But after he had the conveniency 
of a Coach to reſt his Leg, I made a ſhift to cicatrize the Ulcerations by apply- 
ing bits of Linen dipt in the aforeſaid DecoQtion , and laying Pledgits (pred 
with znguent. txtie, &c. upon the edges of the Ulcerations over the Linen, 
with Compreſſes and Bandage. The Matter was well diſcharged between 
Dreſfings, by which means the Ulcer was digeſted and healed. | 
Of the Cure of theſe Ulcerations with Intemperies humida you may reade 
more particularly in their proper Chapter in the Treatiſe of Ulcers. 
5. Obſervat- One came to me having an extream itching in the Palm of one of his hands. 
gg M* T looked upon it, and ſaw many ſmall white Wheals ſcarce diſcernable ; thoſe 
; which he had ſcratched had ſmall Scabs on the heads of cach one of them like 
Millet-ſeed ; they ſeemed dry, but were encompaſſed alſo with Wheals, and did 
all itch very much. He had alſo ſomewhat of the ſame Herpes on his Thumb 
and Fore-finger of the other hand. I purged him with pulv, cornach. and ſent 
him a pot of the #nguent.calcis preſcribed in the method of Cure to dreſs them 
with. I afterwards purged him with pulv.cornach. and Merc. dulcis : by which, 
and the addition of a few grains of Merc. ſublimat, to the aforclaid Unguent, 
the Herpes was dried up in the ſeveral Parts. 
6. Obſervat. A Woman came to me with an Ulcer in the Sole of one of her feet, It was 
of Herpes an unequal dry Ulcer, cating into the $kin to the Fleſh of the compaſs of 
miliarl%.. Half a crown; it was not much painfull or inflamed, otherwiſe then as ſhe heat 
it by walking on it. I cauſed it to be waſhed with an Ablytion of Turbith , 
and applied »ngxent. calcis upon it, and afterwards purged her with Cathar- 
ticks and Calome}, Thus the Ulcers dried, but afterwards roſe again in the rag- 
>ed Lips. Upon ſight whereof I rubbed thoſe Lips all off wich the Cauſtick- 
ne ſo far as Icould judge any of that Humour lurked , then applicd w»gent. 
baſilicon hot upon Pledgits, with ſome of the aboveſaid Cerote over all. The 
third day after, when I thought to have ſeen a deep Ulcer, I found it flat and 
dry, and, ſcraping off the Ointment, Ialſo brought off the oug , and ſaw 
the Skin ſmooth and even perfectly well; by which it was evident that the 
Diſeaſe was onely in the Skin. 
7. Obſervat. A Gentlewoman about fifty years of age, upon the ceaſing of the Menſtrus, 
= Nye #4 Was afflicted with an itching on the right fide of her Head above her Ear, It 
2 ſomple growing vexatious, and not yielding to common Remedies, ſhe came to me. 
Herpes, It was an Herpes miliaris about the breadth of an HalF-crown-piece mouge 
ex 
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her Hair. Her often ſcratching it had exaſperated it, and the ſharp Humour 
which iſſued from it had fretted the Skin behind her Ear downward, and in 
progreſs of time that became ſerpiginous, and was, when I {aw it, covered 
with white branny Scales. The Humour dropping down from theſe had then 
inflamed the Parts beneath , and many fiery Pwuftele were there riſen , which 
ſpred down to that Clavicle. I dreſſed theſe latter with cerat. Galeni, let her 
bloud that evening, and the next morning purged her with Whey, Manna and 
crem. tartar. and that afternoon, when her Phyſick had done working, I dref- 
ſed the ſimple Herpes with the Cerote as before; then clipt off the Hair from 
the Herpes miliars and parts about, and with a firong lixtvirnm bathed that 
Herpes, and waſhed off the branny Scales then applied chat Unguent with 
the auripigmentum mentioned in the method of Cure. It was very painfull , 
but by twice applying the malice of the Diſeaſe was extinguiſhed z and after- 
ward by anointing it with «#guent. roſatum the pain was removed, and the 
Herpes miliaris and Serpigo appeared well cured. The Herpes beneath mattt- 
red, and were dried up with the common Epuloticks. I then made her Fonta- 
nells in her Legs 3 fince which time ſhe enjoys good health. 

A Man long vexed with an Herpes miliaris on the inlide of his Thigh was 
cured by the ſame method. 


Cruae, XVIIL 
Of an Oedema. 


| 3 ſhewed you how Bloud and Choler become offenſive when diſturbed 
and thrown out of their proper Sphere, I ſhall now proceed to ſpeak of 
that Tumour which hath its riſe trom the Pitzits or Phlegm, and is known by 
the name of Oedema. 

It isa ſoft cold Tumour without change of colour, pulſation, heat or pain, Definition. 
unleſs it be from the diſtenſion of the Part it affects, | 

The Cauſe of Oedema is, as in other preternatural Tumours, Antecedent, and Caves. 
ConjunR. 

The Antecedent Cauſes are either remote, as default in Diet, Air, Exer- 
cile, &c. alſo old Contuſions, Luxations, FraQtures, &c. or more immediate, 
as the pituitous Humour abounding in the Body. 

The Conjund& Cauſe is the ſame Humour colleQed into a Tumour, which is 
- for the moſt part by Congeſtion, theſe cold Tumours being rarely made 

y Fluxion. 

Oedema in it ſelf is not dangerous 3 people of groſs bodies and good fellows Prognoſtich. 
are frequently ſubje& to them, yet live to old age. But in Conſumptive and 
Hydropical bodies it is of ill conſequence, not as it is a Diſcale, but as it fore- 
ſhews a decay of native heat. Thoſe Oedemata that attend accidents of Wounds, 

Fracture, &c. are not dangerous, nor diffcult to cure: but if an Oedems grow 

hard and painfull, there is tear of a Scirrbus ; or if it ſuppurate, of a long and 

tedious Cure. 

, In the Cure of an Oedema three things are required: firſt , preventing Cure. 

the generation of the pituitous Matter 3 ſecondly, evacuating the groſs Hu» 

mours that abound in the body, which is the immediate Cauſe of the Diſeaſe ; 

thirdly ,the Cure of the Tumour it ſelf, which is effected by external Remedies. 
| M The

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The firſt of theſe is performed by regulating the Paticht in his manner of li- 
ving 3 as in Diet, Air, Exerciſe, Sleeping, Watching, Paflions of the mind, &e. 
As, that his Bread be of pure Wheat, well baked with CorreQtives, as Carra- 
way, Fenell, or Aniſc-ſeeds: that his Meat be Fleſh of good nouriſhment and 
cafic digeſtion, Mutton, Veal, Pullet, Rabbit, Chicken, &ec. that his Drink be 
Ale well boiled and medicated. Wine is alfo commended; but moderation itt 
drinking is defired. The Air ought to be dry and heating, the very removal in- 
to hotter Countries beirig often the Cure of this Diſeaſe. Exerciſe is required, 
to ſtir up the native heat, arid to waſt the Crudities. Sleep in the day-time is 
forbidden , and ought to be moderated in the night. Melancholy is to be 
ayoided, and Venery if the Body be weak. 

The ſecond conſfiſis in preſcribing ſuch Remedies as may attenuate , gpert 
Obſtructions, and evacuate the pituitous Humour. Bleeding is not alway pro- 
per, yet may be admitted if there be Pletbors, Purging is neceſſary, and in or- 
der thereto you may begin thus ; Re 74d. apit, pevraſelin, ah.

You are alſo to have regard to the weakneſs of the Stomach, and endeavour 
the ſtrengthning it, not onely by outward Applications, as Fomentations of ab- 
finth, card. benediti. ſcord. caſſie lign. calam. aromat. &c. but alſo with ſtomachi- 
cal Unguents and Emplaſtcrs, of which you may finde ſufficient ſet down in the 
London Digenſatory. Cordial EleQtuaries and digeſtive Powders are alſo uſctull, 
whereof I ſhall give you ſome. Re conf. anth, Fij. cort. citri condit, 3ſ3, nuc, mo- 
ſeat. condit. Zv). ſpec. diarrhod, Yij. cum ſyr, de cort. citri & ſyr. garyophyl. fiat 
Elefinarixm : of which the Patient may take the quantity of a Nutmeg often in 
a day. Or this; Rt ſem. anifi &* firnic. cond. an. Fj. coriand.& carxi condit. an.Z[8. 
cinuam. pulv, Jiiij. ſpec. aromat. roſat. Zij. fiat pulvis. A ſpoonfull of this may 
be taken after Dinner, or at any other time. Alſo Decottions of ſarſaparill, 
lign. guaiaci, ſaſſafras, with Antiſcorbuticks, &c. adding Wine, aq. mirabilis, or 
the like cordial water to it, to make it more gratefull and hearty in the Sto- 
mach, 

The third concerneth the handling of the Tumour it ſelf; and that varies, 
according as it is in its beginning, ſtate, or declination. 

In the beginning, the Medicaments may be ſuch as do moderately repel! , 
not violently, leſt the Humour of which the Tumour proceedeth, being tor the 
moſt part groſs, be thereby made more tough : belides, Repellents are not fo 
proper in congeſted Turmours, When we uſe them, it is rather to ſtrengthen rhe 


Part, thentorepell; therefore we mix with them ſuch as have an —

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and diſcutierit faculty. One of the milder is Bay-ſalt with Oyl of Olives. Th 
ſmall Swellings proceeding from the weakneſs of the Part Brandy-wine, or a 
Solution of Bay-ſfalt in Spaxiſh Wine , or the Partic*'s own' Urine, may ſerve 
ſufficiently to attenuate and dry up the humidity, and ſtrengthen the Part. 


In the (tate, when the Tumours are large, they require Medicaments

Thoſe I eſpecially recommend to 
you are the lated Stocking, Trowze, Sleeve and Glove: ' They, as fitting moſt 
firmly, may be worn with the greateſt advantage, and with the leaft trouble or 
prejudice to the health of the Patient z yet do they require your conſideration 


and care how they be laced : for by the unequall hard lacing of them

moſt fleſhy Leg. Many inſtances may be given of the tormer, and I ſhall give

* A perſon of a ſedentary life, who had been vexed with an Ulcer in one of 


his Legs, was adviſed by his Chirurgeon to wear a laced — z and having 


thereby cured the Ulcer, he thought fit to continue the uſe of the

ſome while, which he did : but, minding more his Study then his Leg, he la- 
ced the Stocking every morning freighter, till his Leg became fo weak that it 
could ſcarce ſupport his body. I was fetched, and ſurprized to ſec his Leg fo 


dwindled away, wondering how he could lace it ſo ſmall without ca 


ufing In- 


flammation, or indeed ſuffer it to be ſo extenuated without taking more titnely 


notice of it. I preſently cauſed the Stocking to be unlaced, and his Leg to be 


bathed with warm water, and embtocated with ol. I»mbricor. by which it plum- 


ped again in few days, and tecovered its former ſtrength; 


A Gentleman of about thirty years of age, —_ laboured long of a Quat- 


tan Ague, was afflicted with a phlegmatick 


welling in his tight Hand 


from the Fingers ends to the Arm, as full as the Skin could hold, both bick and 
palm, the Joints ſtiff and uſeleſs, The Tumour was paintull by reafon of the 
great diſtenſion of Parts, and was thereby rendred hard, yet yielded to the im- 
preſſion of my Fingers. Do@our Lenthall had purged him frequently ; but the 
Tumour not yielding thereto, he put him into my hands. I began my work 
With che milder Fomentation preſcribed in the method of Cure, and ermbroca- 
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ted it with ol. cham. & rata. cum ſale comm, -applied over the whole Swelling 
Emplaſty. diaſulphuris, rowled. it up, and placed it high up to his Breaſt, 1 
continued this method ſome days without much advantage, then left off the 
uſe of the Emplaſter, and applicd a Cataplaſm ex fer. hordei, &c, as it is ſer 
down in the method of Cure, and continued the Fomentation and Embrocati- 
on by the uſe of which the Tumqur did ſomewhat diſcuſs. But, according 
tomy long Obſerrance, theſe cxude Tumours cannot throughly diſcuſs without 
the help of a more ſiri& Bandage 3 therefore, eg r diſpoſed them for 
Bandage, I cauſed a Gloye tobe made of firong L , Nlitting the back and 
fHngers, and making Eylet-holes to draw it cloſe. Then having applied che , 
Cerote above preſcxibed , with a Compreſs of cloath over it , and a picce of 
Vellum to defend the Hand from the Lace, I laced the Glove on moderately 
ſixeight to thecale of the Patient, and ſtreightned it Rill daily. But from that 
time I did not dxeſs the Hand mere then once in four or five days, and then I 
fomented and dreſled it as I had done before, laying Compaeſies upon the Palm 
of the hand and elſewhere as I aw occaſion; As the ing diminiſhed the 
Glove became, too big » we therefore put on another leſs, and began again to 
purge him, and pxeſcribed him decoG. ſarſe, lign. guataci, &c. and from that 
time we purged him once a week with extratl, radit& calemek. By this method 
I diſcuſſed this Tumour in the midſt of Winter, he'not keeping his Chamber 
but when he took Phyſick : yet there xemained a Riitneſs in the Joints of the 
Wriſt and Fingers, and the Arm was extremely emaciated. For the nouriſhing 
of it I made a Fontancl in that Arm 3 and - in oader to the zelaxation of- the 
ſiifneſs of the Joints of his Hand, .I fomented them with emollient Herbs boi« 
led in Fleſh-broth, and embrocated them daily with of. Iumbricor. applying a 
Cerote of anguemt. diaktbee and Wax over all. His Hand was alſo ſometimes 
put into Grains or 2 Beaſt's Belly. After which we dreſſed his Hthd, and 1a- 
ced on the Glove, as before we were accuſtomed to doe, and directed him to 
wear a furred Glove to keep it warm. By this method his Arm grew fat, and 
his Hand flexible and ſtrong before 6 Y; 

A Widow-woman aged hifty ſix years, of a groſs Body, having been long 
ſubje to Swellings in her Legs and Feet, was at laſt thereby contined to her 
Bed. They were pituitous, and yielded to the impreſhon of my fingers z yet 
were hard, and ſomewhat inflamed, and painfull : which latter was occatio- 
ned, I ſuppoſe, from the extraordinary influx of Humour. I purpoſed to have 
begun my Cure with Purgatives : but ſhe, having no uſe of her Legs, would 
not be perſwaded to Phyfick. I fomented her Legs and Feet one after anos 
ther with the milder Fotws preſcribed in the method of Cure, embrocated 
them with ol, cham, kilior, cum acets, and applicd a Cerote of wngzent. dialth, 
with an addition of Wax, and 3j. of ol. cham. _ with good Bandage 
from the Toes to the Knee, I repeated this way of Dreihng twice aday, till I 
had mollified and reſolved ſomewhat of the Tumour and hardneſs; then 
made the Fomentation more diſcutient by the addition of Salt and S»!pbuy 
viv, and ſome days after cauſed a pair of laced — to be put on, and 1a 
ced them daily ſtreighter. But from that time I drefſed her Legs but once in 
three or four days, unleſs it were that the Skin were fretted by the Saltsor her 
ſcratching them. In which caſe I took them off, and bathed her Legs with 
warm water, and applicd cerat, Galexi on ther. Thus her Feet and Legs were 
made leſs, and her Stockings taken in accoeding]y, till the Swellings were quite 
diſcuſt, and her Legs and Feet reſtored to their true ſhape, which was in leſs 
then eight weeks 3 during which I purged her with that Apozeme preſcribed 
in the method of Cuxe, and made her Fontanels in her Legs, and continued 
the uſe of the laced Stockings.

for us together, to have our Opinions how'to-regulate himſelf for the future, 
The Phylicians did all approve of the Bandage, and allowet his wearing laced 
Stockings onhis Legs in caſe they ſhould ſwell; and preſcribed him a ſtoma- 
chical Pill and ſome peQoral Syrups to take for a Cough he was ſubjeR to. 
Some while after the Patient's Legs _— again, I put him on laced Stoc- 
kings, which he did wear till they recovered their tone. Afterwards, as occa- 
fion offered, he wore themn,.or left them off. During the time he wore then, 
he commonly bathed his Legs. with warm water at night (by my direCion } 
once a week to refreſh them, and put freſh Stockings on the next morning, 
Thus he lived happily ſome years, and died of Old age, | 
A Youth aged about 15 years was diſeaſed with the Small-pox, and ſoon 
afterwards with a Rheumatiſmus, which eſpecially aMiQed the —_— and 
right 1ſchion. During theſe Diſtempers the Phyſicians endeavoured by fre- 
quent Bleeding, Sudorificks, &c. to take off the Ferment in the bloud ; but 
the pain increaſed, and that Leg ſwelled from the Hip to the very Toes excec- 
dingly,--and ſeemed cedematous. On each of the Scapwule there alſo appeared 
a large Tumour without Inflammation. Theſe latter we judged to be full of 
Matter, and accordingly I opened them by Incifion, and diſcharged a great 
quantity of purulent Matter.. We dreſſed them with eng»ent.. baſilicon upon 
Pledgits. The Swelling in the Leg we fiuped with a DecoGtion of warm 
Plants'in a common Lixivie, adding to it ſome Brandy-wine. After we had 
well fomented it, weembrocated the whole Member with ol. olzve and a Solu- 
tion of common Salt ; then rowled it from the Toes up to the Hip, and placed 
the Foot and lower part'of the Leg ſo high-upon Pillows as might kinder the 
deſcent of the Humours; We alſo laid him napon his left Side, to give caſe 
to a large Ulceration upon the Os coxendieis, which was occafioned by his long 
lying upon that Part. After we had thus drefſed him, my Kinſman Zagques 
Wiſeman took the care of him, and in four or fiyedays removed the Swelling 


- out of the Foot, Leg, Knee, and lower part of the Thigh, to the great eaſe of 


the Patient : but the while the upper part of the Thigh and Hip ſwelled the 
more 3 alſo an Anaſarcous Tumour ſtretched the Scrotxm to ſuch a bulk as 
hindrcd hjs lying longer upon his Side. At the fight of which I ſcarified it 
with a Lancet, gave vent to that ſerous Humour, applied a warm Stupe 
on it wrung, out of the forementioned DecoCtion, and thereby freed the Scro- 
#xm fo pertectly well as it became no more difeaſed, The Abfceſs in Scapu- 
Is continued to matter much, and the Bones were felt bare in both of them: 
but upon making new Apertions in the Parts more declining, the Matter diſ- 
charged eaſily, and they cured wichin three weeks after. But in the mean 
time the Fumour in the upper part of the Thigh became painfull daily more 
and more, -Feeling Matter fluQuate iv it, we opened it by Incilion, and diſ- 
charged a large quantity of Matter indifferently concoQted : yet we could not 
by ſearch of Probe diſcover any Sinw conſiderable; but, by preſſure with our 
hands upon the Os ſacrxm and back-fide of the 1ion, we ſaw the Matter flow 
freſh out of the Abſceſs : upon which account care was taken to make Com- 
preſſure by Bandage upon that Part. Whilſt this Abſceſs became the care of 
the Chirurgeons, there was conſideration had of Internals, to diſpoſe the Hu- 
mours to a healing condition. But, alas! he was ſoemaciated, weak and reft- 
Jeſs by reaſon of new Ulcerations which were riſen ,upon the Os coccygis and 
both Hips, that we onely preſcribed him good Broths and ſach Meat as might 
nouriſh him 3 and at laſt, for his more eaſe, we placed him direly upon his 
Belly; and thereby the Ulcers which had been made by lying on the places 
afore- 
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aforeſaid were di 
per part of the Thigh and I1fchion, &c. by this pofition made its way down by 
the Os lion, and flowed more plentifully. Upon fight whereof that Qpening 
was inlarged about twoor three inches, for the more free diſcharge. From 
that time the Matter daily leſſened , and accordingly the Tumour diminiſhed , 
the Abſceſs and external Ulcerations healed, and the Patient viſtbly recovered 
his ſtrength, infomuch that we hoped our work had been wel-nigh at an end, 
But he not being able to lic ſo long upon his Belly, the Ulccrations on his Back 
and Hips increaſed, and proved exceedingly vexatious, alfo the Swelling up- 
on the 1ſcbion grew big, and fo paintull, that it contracted that Leg. Fomen- 
rations and Cataplaims — diſcutient and reſolvent were for ſome 
time applied : they nd aeyrwer—y ry we applied a ſtrong Cauſtick on the 
middle of that Tumour, and cut into it: but it appearing dry and callous, we 
filled up the Apertion with Precipitate, While we were digeſting out that 
Callw, Embrocations were uſed to the contracted Tendons , and the Ulcerati- 
ons, &c. were daily dreſſed, whereby in the ſpace of fix weeks they were all cu- 


d to cuxe, and the Matter which lodged deep in the up- 


red, and the Patient reſtoxed to the uſe of that Leg, but as yet he makes uſe of 


Crutches to ſupport his weak body. . 

I was ſent for to an Infant of about a year old, diſcaſed with a ſoft white Tu- 
mour in the midſt of her right Thigh yielding to the impreiſion of my fingers : 
it was of a very large ſize, without much complaint of pain. I embrocated the 
Swelling with ol. roſ. and Bay-falt, and —_ an Emplaſter of diacbyl, ireet, 
cum aceto, with Bandage over it- After a few days continuance of theſe Dreſ- 
ſings, finding the Tumour not to leſſen, I fomented it with the milder Diſcu- 
tients ſet down in the method of Cure, and applied Emplaſt, diaſ#lpb. by the 
uſe of which it ſeemed to diffolve ; but afterwards it increaſed again, and be- 
came hard, of a dusky colour, and as it were fixed to the Bone. Then I ap- 
plicd a Cataplaſm ex mucilag. rad. althee, lilior. ſem. lini & fanngreci, &c. 
endeavouring Reſolution : but it inflamed , and ſuppurated deep amongſt 
the Muſcles. I continued Suppuratives, and after a few days, the Matrer 
being more concodted, opened it, and gave vent to a fortid Matters then 
drefling up the Abſceſs with »nguent. bafilicon upon a Tent, I embrocated it 
with ol, roſ. applicd the ſame Cataplaſm, and afterwards dcterged ic with 
mundif, Paracelſ; and incarned and cicatrizcd it as hath been faid in large 
Phlegmons.

A poor Woman brought a Child to me diſcaſcd, as ſhe was told, of the King's 7: Obſervar. 


Evil; as indeed now-adays every Diſeaſe that appears dangerous or dithcult of 
cure is ſent to us as the Evil. He was about ſix years of age, and had a large 
Tumour on the inſide of his right Thigh. It was not the Evil, but, the Child 
ſeeming an objeR of Charity, I offered her the Cure of it; and at the ſame 
time, while the Child lay upon the Table, I made Incifion into it without 
asking leave, and diſcharged,lI believe, near a Chamber-pot full of a crude Mat- 
terz then dreſſed it up with Pledgits of »nguent. baſilicon and Emplaſtr. diachal.- 
cit, with Compreſs and Bandage. The ſecond day ſhe brought him again 
to me, and then the Skin ſeemed much contracted ; yet it bagg'd, and had 
near a Porrenger-full of Matter in it. I laid it open that way with a pair of 
Probe-ſcifſors, and drefſed it afterwards once more. My Servants from that 
time continued to doe K, till ſhe thought ſhe could cure it her (elf.

Autumn, languiſhed the Winter following under various Diſeaſes,and was lame * 3x "a4 
by reaſon of ſome Swellings about the right Hip and Thigh. Dr. Denton was jute in he 
his Phyſician, who,having recovered the Child to a tolerable meaſure of health, Thigh ang 4- 
took me along with him to conſider thoſe Swellings.

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Tumour near the Hip, the other was on the fore-part of the Thigh, very 
large : they had all the figns of flatulent Tumours ( except the Sound.) We 
applied Emplaſtr. diaſulpb. and put on a-laced Trowze with a Compreſs upon 
the Tumours, and deferred the farther proſecution of the Cure till the weather 

w warmer ; and then, finding the Tumours unreſolyed, we fomented them 
with Diſcutients boiled in a common Lixivinm, and repeated the uſe of the 
former Emplaſter, by which the Tumour on the outſide diſcuſſed, (if it did not 
paſs its Matter into the other : ) which ſoon after I opened in the moſt decli- 
ning part four fingers breadth above the Knee, and, in ſtead of Wind, diſchar- 
ged a large Porrenger-full of a clay-coloured foetid Matter. The Opening was 
made by Cauſtick : it ſerved for the eaſie diſcharge of the Matter, which after 
a few days leſſened, and by Comprefſion the Part agglutinated above, and cu- 
red without farther inlarging or putting in a Tent, 

A Gentleman of about thirty years of age. having from his youth been 
vexed with a fiſtulous Ulcer in his right Teſticle, in progrels of time a Tumour 
aroſe in the lower Belly over the Pubes, firetching to the right Groin. He con- 
ſulted Mr. Fenman and my felt. The Swelling was hard and painfull, but 
without Inflammation. We ſuppoſed it to ariſe from an effuſion of Serum 
through all the hypogaſirick Arteries. That of the Teſticle we believed to 
come trom Juices calt in by the ſpermatick Veſſels, which, meeting with a 
check in thcir progreſs, made the whole Telticle ſcirrhous, and the Ulcer, as I 
aid, fiſtulous. We begun our Applications to the Tumour with a diſcutient 
Cataplaſm ex far. fabar. bordei, ſem. lini, fanugreci, flor. ſambuci, cham. pul- 
ver, in oxymel, hoping to ſcatter the Humour : we alſoendeavoured Revullion 
by.Venzſeion, Clylters,and lenient Purgatives. Dofour Short was conſulted, 
and affilted allalong in the Cure. While we were endeavouring to diſcuſs the 
Tumour, it began to inflame and tend to Suppuration. Upon fight whereof 
we ſuppurated it, and opened it by Cauſtick about two inches long near the 
Os 1lion, and diſcharged a large quantity of Matter. As the Eſcar ſeparated , 
we endeavoured Digeltion, and cheriſhed the Parts by good'Fomentations, ad- 
ding Compreſs and Bandage to preſs out the Matter 3 the Phyſician kaving the 
while preſcribed a decott. ſarſe, chine, &c. with proper vulnerary Plants and 
Balſamicks, purging by intervals. Yet notwithſtanding theſe endeavours, the 
Abſceſs became more ſinuous, and put us upon a necethty of laying it open the 
whole length as it lay tranſverſe the Belly. The Matter was thereby more 
eaſily diſcharged z but, by reaſon of its virulencie, it corroded under the Lips 
of the Ulcer, rendring them ſinuous and jagged, and the Peritonexm bare in 
ſome places. The lealt application of a Cathzretick exaſperated it, &c. The 
rubbing of a callous Lip with the Caultick-ſtone gave him a fit of the Colick. 
Upon which conſiderations we exhibited a few grains of Turbith mineral , 
which gave him three or tour Vomits. By the repeating of that ſome times he 
falivated, and the Ulcer afterwards became well diſpoſed and cured. The 
Teſticle was grown to the Scrotxm, and paſſed its Matter through itin two le- 
veral places : there was alſo another Sinw which paſſed through the body of 
the Teſticle downwards. We had been ſome while endeavouring to conſume 
the Callofities of theſe by Emollients outwardly applied, as alſo by Cathz- 
reticks inwardly upon Tents into the Ulcer: but failing in the latter, we laid 
open the Siu on the fide of the Teſticle from one Oritice to the other, and 
digeſted and healed it ; then paſs'd a Seton-needle through the other Sinw, and 
made way beneath for diſcharge of the Matter. When that lower Orifice was 
digeſted, we pulled out the Ligature, and kept it open with a Tent, and therc- 
by drained the Matter from the uppermoſt parts, and cured the Teſticle. 

A Man came out of Ireland diſcaſed with a large Tumour in the lower Belly

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deep unter the' Muſcles , without Inflammation, hardneſs -or Pulation: it 
was molt prominent towards the left Inguen, and ſomewhat heated, The 
Tumour had been long growing, and of late very paintull. 1 applied an Emp. 
Ceſars over the whole Tumoilt, and fitted him-with a Bracer to bear part of 
the:weight of it; deſigning that; way to palliate it. . By theſe he was ſomewhat 
xelieved, and made a Joumey. With ſotne of his Friends into the North, pur- 
poſing to drink the Waters at Knarerbrook,: but by reaſon of hispainhe ſtopped 
at Terk; and, meeting with no hopes of Cure there, he returned hither, and 
ſcat for me. I went,. and found him in his bed full of pain, and that part 
of the Tumour in the Groin {ſwelled and inflamed, and tull of Matter, as I 
thought : but, doubting thefkctels; I defired he would conſult ſome eminent 
men of my Profeſſion. He thadethoice of Mr. Tho. Hollier, We conſidered 
the ſituativn of the Tumour, the time and manner of its growth, with the 
Symptoms all along attendi it}, and concluded it originally a Tumour by 
Congeſtion 3 ſuppoting the pra to procted from fome acrimony in the Se- 
rum, which falling into this declining Part putrefied. Upon this ſuppoſiti- 
on we complied with the Patignt and his Friends deſires, opened the Tu- 
mourx in that Groin by Inciſioif, 'and diſcharged about halt a large Porrenger 
of a bloudy Serum. We then laid it more open, and, obſerving nothing more 
to come forth, 'made a ſearch with our fingers, and, feeling nothing but Fat, 
diefſed it up with Digeſtives.ex terebinth, &c, with Emplaſter and Bandage: 
The Patient was caſed of his pain; and reſted well thatnight; . The third day 
we met again, and found him as well as _ reaſonably be expe&ed ; but 
from the time we opened the Tumour he had not been out of his Bed; Ta- 
king off the Dreſſings, we found the Tumour ſunk, and a little Matter from 
the Lips of the Wound ; but from the Abſceſs there was onely a Gleet diſchar- 
ged. We fomented the whole Belly with decod. abfinth, flor. cham, ſambuci, &c. 
made in Wine, and dreſſed up the Abſcels with Digeftivesas before. We were 
not ſatisfied with our work, yet had no Symptoms of its penetration : he brea- 
thed well, and his Urine and Stools were good. At our next Drefling we ſaw 
the Ulcer had gleeted much, arid the Opening appeared full of a greaſy Fat 
foiled, as the Omentam will be after it hath been ſome time corrupted by the 
air. We pulled ſome of it out, and, having made a Ligature under it, cut it 
off, and dreſſed up the Patient as before. We were iriclinable to think that 
what we had cut off was part of the Omentum: but then why ſhould not the 
Inteſtines thruſt out ? To clear this Doubt, I brought th next day an Inje&ion 
made of a Decodtion of ſome Vulneraries, ex rad, zresz, ariftoloch, rot. myrrh. 
eloe, ſarcocoll, mell, roſ; and a little ſpir. ry he caſt ſome of it up with a 
Syringe. It came out again. We repeated the Experiment, till we had well 
Gtisfhed our ſelves that it came all vut again: which confirmed to us that the 
Abſceſs was not within the cavity of the Belly amongſt the Bowells. But 
the caſting up of this InjeRion gave the Patient a Colick, upon which we 
uſed it no more; The Lips of the Abſceſs digeſted well, but from withirl it 
onely gleeted , and thruſt out Fat , which we daily cut off without the loſs of 
drop of bloud, and drefſed upthe Abſceſs with mundif. ex apio, continuin 
the uſe of diſcutient Fomentations and Cataplaſms. We very much Jeſired 
to ſee olir Patient upout of his Bed : but he apprehended that his Guts would 
tumble out 3 and the more Fat we pulled away; the more he deſponded, and 
in the ſpace of two months languiſhed and died. I reſolved to open his Body, 
and to that purpoſe made my Incifion down from the Cartilag. enfiformis to 
the Pubes, and from the Navel croſs over. Then it appeared plainly that the 
Tumour was made by abundance of a ſoft white greafie Fat lying between the 
Peritoneum and Muſcles of the lower Belly.

Cirrbys hath hitherto amongft Authours been reputed to have its Original 
) from Melancholy and tough Phlegm ;: the truth of which'I dare not de- 
ny before I know what is meant by thoſe words. For'in progreſs of diſcourſe 
the Writers upon this Subje& do.divide Melantholy into nateral, and preteria- 
tural : a Diſtinftion by, whom I donot at preſent rerhethber, but conti- 
nued and uſed by all Writers of the latter Ages, Men that make this Diftin- 
Qion-do ſuppoſe the zatural Melancholy to be the terreſtrious part of the Bloud, 
but not yet to have exceeded the bounds of a fanguineous element ; preterna- 
txrsl to be ſach as hath contrafted a more then ordinarily fixed or terreftrious 
quality by a fault in ConcoQtion, which if it be onely a Humbur ſo fixed, may 
be galled preternatural Melancholy. If the Bloud was very hot and acrimoni- 
ous, it hath been preſumed to be burne, and hath gone by the name of Choler 
aduſt : but themit is not of the fame kind or farhily. Of theſe rhore in the Treas *'

If theſe 
Parts arriye to. their due volatility, the whole Habit is Sanguine: if they be 

too fixed, it is Melancholick, according to the old phraſe 3 which is indeed 6 

far from being Aduſjion , that it js rather a _— and the body inthis caſe 

differs from a Sanguine condition as - Apple doth from a ripe one. It be- 

ing the fault of the Bloud that the Chyle, having met with too great acidity 

inthe firſt ConcaGtign, doth not ever acquire a genuine ripeneſs, but is apt up- 

on occafion to concrete it ſelf upon the Fibres of the Tendons or Muſcles out- 

wardly, and upon the Viſcers inwardly : which Concretion, wherg it happens, 

is that Tumour which we call Scirrbus, 

The Differences of Scirrbus muſt be taken from the various mixture that 
happens in the Juices of the Bloud. For Bloud, being made at ſeveral times, 
may partake of many ſeveral qualities ; ſome of which may be produced inthe 

Mals 
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Maſs of Bloud , and ſome in the Part at ſelf, either by the peculiat Ferment 

thereof, or &Ife by the alteration it may receive from applications of Medica» 

ments. If a falſe Ferment in the Ventricke vitiate the Digeſtion, im fiead of 

good and Jaudable Chyle, we often find the produdt to be poccant, cither in 

acidity, or acrimony, or ſomeather quality. It it be Acrimony, when it comes 

into the Bloud it produceth many hot Diſcaſes, and often Cancers : of which 

more hereafter. If a meer crude Acidity, then the body is liable to a Sterrbes : 

but that Scirrb#s, according to the various mixtuzes it may macet withof Blowd 

that went before, may be ſo compounded as tomakethoſe ſeveral Species which 
, we call Scrrbus phlegmonaides, eryſipelatodes, edematodes, &c. Nay, though 

che whole Bloud may be troubled with one uniferra Diftemper, which may

the Part as to become hard. 

The exquiſite ar true Scirrhxs hath no ſenſe; the imperte&t Seirrhues hath Signs 
ſomeſenle, if it be preſſed upon, The Tumour js bard, ijmumpyable, and oF 2 
dark red colour ; if Pitzits be mixed with ic, then it is of a livid colour. If 
a Scirrbus be the original Diſeaſe of the Part, and not the effeRt of {me othee 
that hath been ill handled, it begins uſually fazall like @ Vetch or Pex, and by 
degrees increaſeth, without {hi or changing of place. If it be the effetof 
ſome other Tumour that terminated in it, asa F a,&c. then the Accidents 
proper tothat Tumour did ſuddenly change into thole of a Soirrbes : of which 
you may ſee more in their proper place. 

* "The true or exquiſite Sctrrbxs, being altogether without ſeaſe, admits of no- Prognoſtick, 

Cure. The reaſon is, becauſe the induration of the Part is fo great, that it will 

not open to receive the free aflux of Bloud intoir, but keeps its own hardneſs 

in deſpite of all Applications, and thereby the uſe of icaments is rende- 

red ineffectual. 

The imperfe& Scirrbas, which hath ſome ſenſe, is not incurable, but yields 
by Reſolution 3 though very often it terminates in a Cancer. 

The Scirrhus which ariſeth from Pitzita, without change of colour in the a 
Skia, if it be very big and hard, and have hair grown upon it, is acicher curable, 
nor yet doth terminate in a Cancer. 

In the Cre of the Scirrbus three Intentions ate _—_ The firſt is, in the Cure. 
regulation of Dict and manner of living; the (ccond is, in cnq__—_— and 
evacuating of the antecedent or peccant Humour i: and the thizd is, in the ap- 
plication of external Medicaments. 

In order to the firſt, the Air ought to be clear, and temperately hoe and moitt. 

Their Aliment ſuch as may bree good Bloud ; as new-laid Eggs, Chickens, 

Pullets, Mutton, Veal, Lamb, Kid : and theſe boiled with Spinage, Borrage, 
Endive, Succory, Lettice, Sorrel, &e. arc better then roaſted. Their Bread 
ought to be of good Wheat and well baked ; cheir Drink a well-boiled ſmall 
Alc, or ſmall White-wine, Rbexifh, &c, Their Exerciſe moderate, and alſo 
their Sleep: their Mind chearfull, free from care: and the Body ſoluble, by 
Clyſters or otherwiſe. 

' The ſecond Intention is, the evacuation of the Humour which aboundeth 
in the Body: whether, to uſe the vulgar phraſc, it be Pitzits or Melancho- 
ly chat cauſed the Scirrhzs ;, or that it proceeded from Obſtruftians of the 
Menſtrus, ox Suppreſſion of the Hzmorrhoids. If from any of theſe Cauſes 
Bloud abounds and be feculent, Phlebotomy is —_ a Clyſter A” 
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but if Bloud do not abound, forbear Bleeding, and proceed in preparing and 
evacuating the Humours, ; , | 

The Preparatives thereto, according to the” Ancients, were with ſyr. de ſuc- 
co borrag. bugloſſ. fumarie, Inpul. de duabus radicibus, de pomis, Byzantinies, &c. 
in the diſtilled water of the ſame Plants, or in Whey. But our Paticnes would 
think that time loſt: therefore, in ſtead of thoſe Digettives, we purge with 
Minoratives viz. decoft, ſexe Gereonis, decoft. epithymi , alſo Decoctions of 
caſſia, tamarind, Bc. citm ſyrupis de pomis pg &c. eleft. diacathol. diaprun. 
ſolut, diacaſſie; andalſo pil. de lapide lezuli, de agarico, aggregativ. &c, Theſe 
tough Humours require ent Purging, but not by ſtrong Catharticks : cox- 

« hamech and eled. diaphenic, are of the'firongeſt ſort. If Phlegm abound, 
d as hath been propoſed in Oedems, and forbeat Bleeding, 

.” The Pletbors evacuated, you may endeavour Revullion to the contrary Parts 
by Friction, Cupping, Fontanels, . &c. In Obſtrutions of the Hzmorrhoids 
Leeches may be applied; and in Suppreſhon of the Menſtrua a Vein may be 
opencd in the Arm or Leg: 

The third Intenſion is performed in treating the Tumour it ſelf; in which 
. theſe DireQions are to be foHowed, Firſt, that youdo not uſe Repellents; for: 
cold and tough Humours, of which theſe Swellings are created, axe not capa- 
ble of returning back as hot Humours, but do increaſe the more thereby, In 
the next place, -you ought to be cantious in the uſe of Emollients alone 3 for. 
thereby they are frequently exaſperated, and terminate in Cancers. You ought 
21 to avoid the uſe of the ſtronger Diſcutients, leſt thereby you reſolve the ſe- 
rous thin Humours, and convert the grofler part into a more ſolid ſubſtance. 
Therefore you are to confider well the Habit of che Body, and whether the 
Scirrbus be recent or old, and what the Parts are that be affected, and propor- 
tion your Medicaments accordingly. 

As to the Habit of the Body : young people, and fuch as Tive effeminately, 
require to be treated with milder Reſolvents then thoſe who live a Iabouring 
life. So alſo a Scirrbzs in its recency , whilſt it is in its angment , requireth 
milder Applications then the confirmed or inveterate one. And thoſe Scirrbi 
ailing ir- the Fleſhy parts will more eafily reſolve then thoſe on the Ligaments 
and Tendons. 

The milder Refolvents are butyrum rec.adeps gallinac. ol, amygdal. dulc. lilicr. 
edepr anſer. anatis, ſevum vitulin. bircinum, vaccinum, axung. porcin. vet, rad. al-= 
thee, lilior. &c. The ſironger arc radices cucumeris agreſt, bryonie, ſigill, Solo- 
monis, ireor, pix navalis, liqnida, terebinth. gum. a ammoniac. bdellium, 
opopanax, &c. Acetum by virtue of its penetrative quality is properly mixed 
with other Medicaments in the refolving groſs Humours. 

Some Writers do not approve of Fomentations : but I have alwaies found 
them necefſary to diſpoſe the Fumour to Reſolution, and have ever begun my 
Applications with them, and'do propoſe them to you.

A Perſon of Honour near 4o years of age, of a full Body, had been long ſub- 
je co cedematous Swellings in both her Legs from the, Knees down- 
wards; for the remedying of which many Applications had been made abroad 
during the time ſhe was in Frazee; /but, by reaſon'of her conſtant attendance 
there,they continucd ſwelling, and in progreſs of time the Matter indurated and 
became Scirrhous, not onely along her Shins, but the muſculous Fleſh on'the 
Calvesof her Legs and Ancles. The Cure was difficultz but ſhe promiling tg 
keep her Chamber, I undertook it. She conſulted Sir Alex. Fraſ. who pre- 
.pared her body by Purging, &e. after which I began my work with the Fo- 
mentation ſet down iri the method of Cure, her. Servants bathing her Legs 
with a Sponge morning and evening 3 after which they were etmbrocated cam 
oleo ex ped. bovinis & ol, lumbric, Then I applied a Cerote on them of wngxent, 
dialthee and Wax, and rowled them moderately on to retain the Dreſſings : af- 
ter which ſhe reſted her ſelf upon a Bed or Pallet daily. Whilſt this Perſon 
was under Cure, there happened a private DifſeQion of.a ſound Body at. our 
Hall, whence I collected a good quantity of Fat, which I clarified, and, af. 
ter the fomenting of her Legs, I embrocated them with it twice aday to 
which I imputed very much the Recovery for from that time the hardneſs 
vilibly reſolved, and in a month's ſpace they were reftored. Duriog this me- 
thod of Dreſſing ſhe was frequently p , and a Fontanel made in each Leg. 
Sulpecing her Legs might ſwell upon her firſt going abroad, I cauſed a pair 
of laced Stockings to be put on, which ſhe did wear ſome few days: but obſer- 
ving they did not ſwell, ſhenot onely left them off, but healed up the Fontanels,

Cure whercof you may ſee in the Treatiſe of Fraftyrer. About half a year af- 
ter the ſame Patience complained of a hard Tumour fixed under that Ear and 
Maxils, of a dark red colour, not fo much painfull, as uncaſic from the hard 
binding of the Parts cogether. It was an imperfect Scirrbxs, and riot unlike to 
end in a Cancer, Sir Charles Searburgh, Phyſician to his Royal Highneſs the 
Duke of York, and one of His Majeſtic's Phyſicians, was conſulted, and by his 
preſcription the Patient was let bloud, and ſeveral times purged. I fomented 
the Tumour with the Fotxs above mentioned, and embrocated it with ol. lilior. 
ſambuci, and wnguent. dialthee, applying Empl. diachyl. cum gummi, and after- 
wards a Caraplaſm ex fol. cicute, rad. lilior. ſem. lini, ci, &c. During 
theſe Applications little hard Tubercles roſe in the body of the Tumour, ( as 
I have ſometime ſeen riſe about the Lips of inveterate cancerated' Ulcets,) and 
after ſome days brake and gleeted, but would not digeft, In the preſence of the 
Phyſician I cut into them, filled them with Precipitate , applied wnguen- 
tam baſlicon on them, and continued the uſe of Fomentations , &c, The 
Precipitate not digeſting them, I rubbed into them with a Cauſtick-ſtone, divi- 
ded the Eſcars, and filled them with Przcipitate, from that time haſtning ſe-

It was occabaned by a Fall.upop a Threſhpld,of a door, which bruifed the 
Part, and 1{uppoſcmade a xtrayalation, which, for want of timely dif 
cuſfing, dried and hardened. The Tumour vas fentible', but nat otherwiſe 
painfull then as it numam'd that ſide of the Leg, and ſo cauſed a Lamene(s, I 
began with Yenzſ{eQion, and purged him frequently with dacoti, epithyeri, Bec. 
during which I fomented the Tumour with, the Fotur propoſed in the mathod 
of Cure, and beat and putlped the feces of it, and with farin, leutize & bordei + 
cum gxmig.enſeris & ol, Gligr, made up aCataplatm and applicd it, I cnbroca- 
ted the begumm'd Parts with el, wit ns 2nd made him a Fontanel on that 
fide of the Leg. Aﬀtex I had gontinued thelg Applications ſome days, I added 
more Cicuta tothe lafm, and boiled itrin Wine and Water. By the fre- 
quent application of the Cecataithe Skin was fretted 3 in! which caſe omitted 
the uſe of it, and applied the pnilder xclolvenc Emplaſierſert down in the me- 
thod of Cure, and embrocated the Tumour with axxng. bumens. By this me- 
thod I reſolved the Tumoyr, and diſmiſſed him cured.

At the firſt 
fight it ſeemed to me a confirmed Cancer fixed to the Ribs; but upon more 
mature deJiberation and handling of it, I found the Diſcale was in the Skin, 
and that the Glands and mwyſculous fleſh underneath it were not hard, or other- 
wile affeQed then as they weze bound in by the jntenſe hardne(s of the Skin , 
which kept them jimmoyable, . From that uncaſineſs an Eryſipefas was raiſed, 
which overſpred the Skin of the Breaſt and Parts about with great heat. We 
fuppoſed the hardneſs from a concretion of the nutritious Juices ;

Cure of The Medleaments commended in the Cure of Jartr are many. Thoſe 
Warts. which are molt cafie to be had in the Country are, the green Rinds of Willows 
beaten, the juice of Marigplds, Celandine, all the Spurges, a Garden-fnail 
fprinkled with Salt. If you rub them with any of theſe, they will fall off 
Ol, vitrioli or ol, ſulphuris will certainly deſixoy them. I have ſeen ſome burn 
them out by running a hot Needle into the roots of them. There are other 
waies, as by rubbing them with'raw Becf, and burying it. But when any great 
one falls into my hands, I make a ſpecdier riddance of it by Ligature or 
Cauſtick. Where it is capable.of being ticd, I make a Ligature; in others , 
where it is not, the Cauſtick-ſone alone will doe it. 
Cure of The Cxre of Corns is in paring them off, and applying red ſoft Wax: or, 
Comms.

In another young perſon, where they were ſmall in the baſw, I tied ſome of 
them cloſe by the roots with a Silk, others I ſnipt off with a pair of Sciffors, 
not regarding the dropping of the bloud upon the neighbouring Parts, which 
is thought to infe& them, and beget others. Then I rubbed the roots of them 
all with a Cauſtick-ſtone, and digeſted the Sloughs out as above ſaid, and 
they cicatrized of themſelves the while.

The Lady importuning me to undertake the Cure, I ſprinkled the 
Orifice with Przcipitate, whereby I cruſted in the Matter. to thin the Skin, 
which the next day I opened, and by ſearch of a Probe felt the Cartilages rot- 
ted. I informed the Patient of the neceſſity of making an Incifion proportio- 
nably large in order to the Extoliation, and withall repreſented the dithculty ; 
and offered to her conlideration the more certain and ſpeedy way by cutting off 
that Joint» She with little demurre conſented to it, All things being imme- 
diately prepared, I chopt oft that Joint, dreſſed it up with prulver, Galent, 
, and afterwards digeſted it, and cured it, as hath beenſhewed in ſuch like Ex- 


tirpations, 


A Citizen came to me complaining of a pain between the twa little Toes ! 


Corn, 


of one of his Feet, which he had of a long time ſuppoſed to ariſe from a 
Corn on the outhde of his little Toe, and pared that often, cauſing. his 
Shoes to be made wider, yet without any manner of eaſe : but of late he had 
diſcovered the pain to be on the infide of the little Toe. I looked on it , 
and, ſeeing the Skin whiter there then on the other parts, concluded it a ſofc 
Corn, and ſent tor one to cut it out. He pared out that white Skin, and hlled 
up the Fovea with ſoft red Wax. From that inſtant he wore the ftreighteſt 
Shoes with much caſe, 

Many ſuch like Corns I have been conſulted in making the diſcovery, and 
by my advice they have after the aforeſaid manner relieved themſelves. 

A Perſon of quality complained to me of a pain in the Joint of her-great 
Toe arid Sole of that Foot ; underneath the Toes ſhe faid her pain was (© 
much, that ſhe could neither goe in the day upon it, nor ſleep in the night. 
I looked upon them, and, ſuppoſitig they tnight be ſoft Corns, ſent for a Corn- 
cutter. He cut away the thick Skin to the quick, as we thought 3 but ſhe con- 
tinued in much pain, and, ſending for me the next morning, told me ſhe had 
not bcen in bed that night by reaſon of her exceeding pain. I ſuſpeed they 
had been cut too cloſe, and wete feſtering z but in looking upon them I ſaw no 
heat or diſturbance 3 yet upon prefſing my fingers on them ſhe complained 
much. 1, concluding there was ſome fault under the Skin, reſolved to find 
it out : to which purpoſe I rubbed one of theſe places with a Cauſtick-ftone, 
and ſcraped away the Skin as it ſoftned, and, penetrating more deep, gave 
vent to an cxtravaſated Bloud. I ſerved the reit ſo, and found the like Bloud 
in every one of them ; the quantity did not exceed the kernel of a Cherry-' 
ſtone, I dreſſed them all went. baſilicon and an Empl. diapalm. over 
them, and thereby they cicatrized.in twice or thrice dreffing: but from the firſk 
dreMng her pain ceaſed, and the. continueth fince without complaint, 

In the Cure of the hard Corns of the Feet or Toes I donot bufy my (elf, if 
ſuch Emplaſters as have been propoſed fail, they may fend for the Corn-cutter. 
But if through pain a Fluxion- be occaſioned, and the Part apoſtemate, it 
may then be worth the conſulting a Chirurgeon3 for generally they pene- 
trate to the Periofteum ; and it the Apoſtemation doth not foul the Bone im< 
mediatcly, yet the Lips of the Ulcer grow callous; and do not eafily unite, 


An clderly Gentlewoman was much afflicted with Corns, eſpecially one on oF apoſte 
matjons 
from 4 Corn 


one of her little Toes, which apoſtemated, and diſcharged its Matter forth at- 
a {mall Pin-hole, The ſpeedy Cure was, by cating that Skin off with a Cau- 
ſtick, or cutting it away, that the Matter , being at once let out it might heal. 
But ſhe not admitting of either, I was put upon the neceſſity of paring away the 
Calloſity, and dretling it with Lenients. Thus the Skin was kept fupple, and*

the Matter diſcharging freely the while, it healed underneath, and the Calloſi- 
ty pilled off: and from that time the Toe hath continued free from Corns. 

A young Lady about fifteen years of age had an Apoſtemation on the outſide 
of one of her Toes. It was occaſioned by the hard preſſure of a Corn upon the 
Joint of it, and had continued ſome months difcharging its Matter through 
the middle of the Com, in ſpite of the endeavours that had been tried 
by Corn-cutters and others. Upon fight of it, the Skin which covered the Ul- 
cer appeared (to my judgment) callous within,and not capable of uniting with 
the parts underneath. Upon which conſideration I ſtopt the Orifice with Lint, 
and, rubbing the Skin with a Cauſtick-ftone, removed that falſe cover; then 
dreſſed it with znguent. bafilicon warm; by which it was digeſted, and after- 
wards cicatrized. 2 

Another having an Apoſtemation on the outſide of her little Toe by reaſon 
of its hard Preſſure, I it by Incifion, and diſcharged the Matter 3 and 
afterwards perceiving the Matter retained under the callous looſe Skin, I ſnipt 
it off with my Sciffors, whereby ſhe was freed of her Corn, and the Ulcer was 
ſoon cured by the aboveſaid Unguent. 

A young Gentlewoman came to Londox with an Ulcer in one of her Toes , 
that next to the little one. It was on the middle Joint, occaſioned by the preſ- 
ſure of a Corn. DoQour Walter Needham commended her to my hands. We 
dilated the Ulcer, and diſcovered the Bone carious. We adviſed her to keep 
her Chamber in order to the Exfoliation of it, and withall put her in mind 
that it was the work of nature, and required time for the perfeRing of it. 
Upon which ſhe demanded how long the Wound might be curing it the Toe 
were cut off: and being told fourteen days 3 ſhe replied, Cut it off. We did 
{o, and curcd it accordingly by the method uſual in ſuch Extirpations.

Cnare, XXL 
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| Bog is the name of a Tumour arifing (as it is thought) from an aduſt os 
atrabilious Humour. It is round, unequally hard, and (if not inflamed) 
of a livid or brown colour, with exquiſite pricking pain : the Veins appear 
turgid in the Skin upon the ſurface of the Tumour. 

The.Cawſe of a Cancer is uſually ſaid to be aduſtion of Humours, which up- 


on an over-concodtion or rather broiling retorrid and ſharp. 
I cannot imagine what heat theſe Authours ſuppoſeto be in the Body whiclt 


is capable of making ſuch an Aduſtion as is here ſpoken of. I rather impure 
the corroſive venome that attends this Tumour to the materials of which it is 
made, then to any extraordinary heat 3 and that becauſe we ſee the higheſt Fe- 
vernot attended with a Cancer,and on the contrary a Cancer not often attended 
with any extremity of heat : fo that it cannot be Aduſtion that is the cauſe of 
the Malady: But I rather think the matter of the Humour to be in fault, which 
by ſome errour in ConcoCion became ſharp and corroſive, (it may be arſenical, 
as appears by the Sloughs we ſometimes finde madein a night.) This Humour, 
being of it (elf ſharp and corroſive, is apt to convert whatever comes to it of 
Bloud into the ſame acrimony with it ſelf : which is eafie to be done by mixing 
ſuch an acrimonious Ferment with a Liquour that abounds with acid Salts ” 
the 
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the Bloud of ſuch men uſually doth. Being ſuch, it doth increaſe apace while 
the Skin is yet whole 3 but much more when, upon breach of Skin', the ac- 
ceſſion of air adds to the vigour of the Ferment, upon which it grows herce, 
and thrults it ſelf out into Fungus and Tubercles, &c. 

The retnote Cauſe of this Tumour is, either a fault in the original Conſticu- 

tion of the Body or an acquired one, as by Bruiſe, Tumours, il] handling, &c; 
Orit may be an errour in Diet, viz. a great acrimony in the meats and drinks 
meeting with a faulc in the firlt Concodtion, which, not being afterwards cor- 
xeCted in the Guts, ſuffers this acrimonious matter to aſcend into the Bloud 3 
where if it find vent in the Menſftrua in Women, or by the Hzmorrhoids, or 
by Hemorrhagia, or Urine, or the like, the miſchief may be prevented : but 
if upon any defe& in thoſe the Humours divert to ſome other peculiar Part; 
then the foundation of this Diſeaſe is laid , whether it be in the Breaſts , or 

other glandulous and ſpongy Parts, or indeed any other Patt of the Body. 

The Differences of Cancers are many 3 ſome whereof are with Ulceration , Difference- 
others riot. The Cancer not ulcerated is of two ſorts. The one is viſible and 
evident to the ſight in the exteriour Parts of the Body, and beareth-the name of 
a Cancerous Tumour : the other is within the Body, and is called a Latent or Oc- 
cult Cancer, and poſſeſſes the Vterns, Anus, Palate, &c. Others call all thoſe 
Cancers occult which are not ulcerated, amongſt which may be reckoned thoſe 
which are felt in the Glands of the Breaſts, &c. Of theſe ſome are looſe and 
movable, and ſometimes ſo hard that they have knocked againſt one another 
like Pebbles; if it be not more fit to call them Scirrhbi; others again are hard 
and fixed to the Bones, Some lie ſuperficially under the Skinz whereas others 
arc deeper in the Fleſh, Other Differences may be taken from the Humour to 
which they owe their Original. If the Matter be not very corrolive , their 
growth is flow, and they are not very painfull. Theſe are called the milder 
fort, of which I have lad many under my care 3 and ſome of thoſe affeing the 
Breaſt I have palliated a long time with eafie Remedies. If any man will, in 
_ of mild or occult Cancers, call them ſcirrhows Cancers, I ſhall not gain- 

ay hirm, 

Such wis the caſe of a Lady that labouted inany years of an ulcerated r. Obfervar. 
Cancer. It had eat deep into her left Breaſt, and was fixed to the Ribs, but ®f Varieties 
not with much pain. In progreſs of time the Lipsinverted, and united as it * ©£ancens- 
were, and lay covered with a crufty Scab: the Humour in the mean while 
ſpent it ſelf upon the Nerves, and cauſed a Species of a Pqralyſic in ſome parts 
of her Body, and the Gout in others: She lived long, and in her latter age 
tolerably hcalthfull, | 

Another perſon of great age hath laboured long of ſuch another Cancer in 2+ Obſervat. 
her right Breaſt, It lieth large and deep about the middle of it : the whole 
Brealt is hard and imimovable. She enjoys a good health, and is like to live 
long for any thing of diſturbance ſhe at preſent ſuffereth by it. 

It is not long ſince that Dotour Walter Needbam and my ſelf were deſired 3. Obſervar- 
to look upon a Gentlewoman's Breaſi in the City. We found a Tumour hard 
and fixed, which had been ſome years ulcerated, and was judged a Cancer by 
thoſe who had before ſeen it 3 but it was not painfull, We judged it a ſcir« 
rhows Cancer, as indeed all the forementioned are, or at leaſt ſeem to partake 
much of a Scirrbus: yet by ill handling or increaſe of Acrimony they fre- 
quently terminate if raging Cancers, and torment the Paticnt with exquiſite 
darting pains. Some Inſtances whereof I ſhall ſet down, to make the young 
"Chirurgeon more cautious in undertaking the Cure of them. 

An old Gentlewoman came to me with a Swelling behind the right Ear, 4. Obſervar. 
ſuppoſing it the King's Evil. The Tumour. was of = bigne(s of a Pigeon's 
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epg , but lay more flat : it was hard and fixed, of a dark red colour, with a 
pricking pain. I aſſured her Friends that the Swelling was cancerous, and 
gave them caution in applying Suppuratives. But there wanted not one who 
undertook the Cure by breaking of it 3 upon which it became more painfull. 
I was fent for, and faw it ulcerated deep, with ſtinking Sloughs, and thick 
Lips ſtanding np. It was (pred ander her Ear, and fo horribly painfull that 
ſhe ſeemed diſtracted therewith, 

So a Girl of ten years old had a hard round Tumour in her left Cheek ;, by 
the uſe of Diſcutients it heated and became paintull, that Eye inflamed, and 


the Temporal Muſcle ſwelled : it reached downward, and afflicted that Jaw ' 


and Tonſil , rotting the Bones underneath , without breaking the Skin. She 
loſt her Eye, and died ſoon after Lethargick, 

A Lady coming to Town with a — in her lefr Breaſt conſulted ſome 
of our Profeſſion, and at Jaſt me. She faid ſhe had ſome years ſince Kernels in 
her Breaſt, which were judged the Kimg's Evil; upon conſideration of which 
ſhe was preſented to His MA FEST T, and touched. In progreſs of time 
they ſwelled, and, her Breaſt being extreamly painfull, ſhe deſired my Judg- 
ment of it. The Swelling was large and round, and greatly inflamed, under 
which it was ſoft, and ſeemed to have Matter in it. The Parts more diſtant 
were hard, and ſeveral Tubercles lying under the Skin made it unequal : yet 
the Breaſt was not fixed. She urged me inſtantly to deliver my thoughts of it: 
which to decline, I turned from her, and told her Friend it was a Cancer, and 
that I ſaw no hopes to ſave her life but by cutting it off. He wiſhed me to con- 
fider how I delivered ſuch Judgment of it, two Chirutgeons having lately af- 
ſared her the contrary, they taking it for a Ph/egmon. But I, not being uſed 
to guide my Judgment by what others delivered, confirmed to him what I had 

ſaid by a fad prediction, which befell her within few weeks after. And 
indeed there was no way then to deal with it but by cutting off ber Breaſt. 

In another, who conſulted me about a pain in her Breaſt, I felt one of the 
Glands ſwelled. I adviſed her to refrain the handling it, and to avoid the la- 
cing her ſelf too ſtreight. It lay ſome years quiet; but then the death of her 


| Husband happening, and one affliction following another, and the Menſtrus

ſtopping , the Humours fermented in this Gland , and afterwards the Breaſt 
{welled, and ſeemed to apoſtemate. Some were fo wiſe as to afſure her it was 
a ſimple Apoſtemation, and required Digeſtives: whoſe advice ſhe was per- 
ſwaded to follow, till ſhe became extreamly pained, and then ſhe ſent for me, 
Te was without Inflammation, but ſwelled very big, and ſeemed to be full of 
Matter ; yet was not without hard Tubercles and other Symptoms to ſhew it 
would terminate in a Cancer whenſoever it ſhould break. Therefore I refuſed 
to open it, but adviſed the bett I could to give her caſe, and promiſed to 
come to her, if after it brake ſhe would ſend to me. Some months after ſhe 
ſent for me, and ſhewed me a great quantity of curdled Matter newly burſt 
forth. The Breaſt was lank, but very hard Glands lay within, and in the cir- 
cumference of the Tumour there were ſome Tubercles that required to be era- 
dicated. To which purpoſe I defigned to have ſlit open the Abſceſs, and to 
have pulled away the cancerated Glands: but ſhe would not permit me {6 
much as to inlarge the Orifice : upon which conſideration I left her. She ſent 
for another, who choſe rather to treat her the way ſhe deſired, then to leave her 
to other hands. She died within half a year after. : 
Some years fince a Clergy-man dwelling in the City brought his Wife to me 
with a painfull hard Swelling in one of the Glands of her lett Breaſt, T advi- 
ſed them toforbear the uſe of all Cataplaſms or Emplalters that might heat hey 
Breaft, and to dueſs it with valentia ftrammoiii : but ſhe was otherwiſe perſwa- 
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ded, and thereby increaſed her miſery. About half a year after ſhe carne to mi 

again with a ſtinking ſordid Ulcer, with Lips turned out, and the Breaſt fixed 

to the Ribs , with a hard unequal Swelling reaching to that Clavicle and fide 

of the Neck, apoſtemated in fome parts, and ulcerated in others. From the 
PeQoral Muſcle it crept up to the Shoulder, and affected the Axills underneath 

and by che Compretſton of the Veſſels the upper part of the Arm ſwelled, and 

became (cirrhous. From the Elbow downwards it was cedematous to the Fin- 

gers ends, She paſſed under. the endeavours of many eminent Phyſicians and 
Chirurgeons of the City, but died miſerably. 

There is alſo a ſort of bleeding Cancers, which become fuch either from an 
eruption of ſome Veſſel, which makes a vent often at. the Nipple or ſome 
otier Pin-hole, the Brealt remaining whole 3 or elſe from the ſpreading of inf 
nite capillary Veſſels in a Fungus, which in ulcerated Cancers is not unfre» 
quent, Theſe do very much ſpend the ſtrength of che Patient, fo that they 
{oon dic exhauſted and tabid. 

Cancers may alſo be ſaid to differ as they affeR ſeveral Parts of the Body, as 
the Head, Face, Eyes, Noe, the Palate, Tonkils, Throat, Tongue, Jaws, of 
Lips : in ſome of which they take their Original from ſmall hard Tubercles , 
or little Excreſcences, and in progrels of time penetrate deep into them, or 
ſpread and invade the neighbouring Parts with a Faxgw or looſe Fleſh, rotting 
the Bones under them. | 

Cancers affeing the Uteras and Podex may allo be diſtinguifhed as they 
are in the interiour or exteriour parts z of as they take their beginning from 
a Swelling, or Excreſcence : in both which caſes and places they are extremely 
painfull, and communicate their malignity both from within outward , and 
alſo from the external to the internal parts. Thoſe that poflels the body of the 
Uterw, or the upper part of the Reflum inteſtinam, are not diſcovered till they 
have made ſome progrelsz in which caſes there is a bearing down, with ſup+ 
preſſion of Urine. | 

And this was the caſe of a Country-Gentlewoman who came to Loxdo# laſt 5. Obfervit 
Summer with great ſuppreſſion and difficulty of Urine, (the lappoſed from the 
Stone. ) Upon ſearch I felt two hard Glands ix Vegine wer : thele prefſed 
upon the neck of the Bladder, and ſapprefſed the Urine. The pains from 
hence were {o like thoſe of the Stone in the Bladder, that Mr. Holler at fir(t 
would not be diflwaded from that opinion 4 but upon feareh he found it can» 
cerous. She, poor woman, rejoiced that it was not the Stone, and ſoon after 
returned homewards, but died by the way. .. | 

If they be ulcerated, a filthy Sanes will diſcover it. If it be in the Inteftss 
num refixm, the difkculty and pain in going to Stool will be cxverding gicat. 

If the Uterws be cancerated , there will be Fever ; nauſconſnels,, arixiery of 
minde. In ſome of thoſe who died (o diſeaſed I have opened the Body, 'and 
found the Uterws preternaturally big and hard ; in cueting intolit, 1 have ſeen 
ic all rotten. Thoſe in the more exteriour parts, whether it be-of the Womb 
or Podex, axe ſooner diſcovered, and the Patients arc in a greater polbbility of 
being eaſcd of their pains. | -' 

The Signs of a Cancer may be taken from what I have alreadydelivered of Signs. 
them. Whither they begin in a Tumour or Excreſcence, their ficlt appea- 
rance is very ſmall : ooo as the Humour is of which they are 
ted, fo is their increaſe quick or flow, fromthefmalnels ofa Vetch to big 
neſs of a Pompion. If the Matter be very coxroltve, the pain is ſharp, {to 
theirown expreſſions ) as if chey were (truck"with.s dart. And theſe paintull 
Tumours have tly a Pblegnor joyocd with them, orare oveefpred with 
an Eryſpelas, while they ave thus inflamed, .they will be- ſafe Ty 
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the Inflammation, ſo may be thought full of Matter 3 but if you then open 
them, they will onely gleet. If you afſwage that heat, the ſame place indu- 
rates 2gain. Yet I have frequently ſeen a Phlegmoxn ſuppurate in ſotne part of 
the Cancer : and after the cutting off a Cancer I have found an Apoſtemation 
of well-concoced- Matter in the body of it. And ſoit was in that Cancer my 
Friend Mr. Nwrſe cut off in the preſence of Dotour Walter Needbam and fe- 
veral of us. If pituitous Humours abound in the Body, an cedematous Tu- 
mour may be found affeQing ſome exteriour patt of the cancerous Tumour ; 
in which caſe the Swelling ſomewhat reſembles a Tumour made by Con- 
geſtion. Theſe are they that grow to ſuch a great bulk, and are pale or li- ' 
vid, with a mixture of a brown colour, and have thoſe turgid Veins firetchigg 
over the Skin : whence Authours have likened them to Crabs, and theſe Veins 
to their Claws, and from thence impoſed upon them the name of Cancer, The 
many Tubercles lying nnder the Skin makethe Tumour round and unequal: 
at laſt they break ; and from that time, be the Matter much or little, they ul- 
cerate, thruſt out hard painfu]l Lips, diſcharge a ſtinking Gleet, and fix to the 
Ribs, as if they were nailed to them, and in progreſs are of a horrible aſpe&. 

Of all the Diſeaſes which afli& mankind the Cancer is the moſt grievous 
and rebellious, and is generally incurable, by reaſon of its corrofive and ma» 
lign venom fermenting in the Humours, which, ſo far as we can yet tind, yields 
neither to Purging, Bleeding, Repellents, Diſcutients, Suppuratives, nor any 
other Medicine inward or outward. 

Thoſe which lie ſuperficially under the Skin may be attempted by the Chis 
xurgeon's hand : or it they riſe from an external cauſe, as Bruiſe, &c. though 
they lie deeper, they may be cut off, or otherwiſe extirpated. But thoſe that 
ariſe from a corroſive quality in the Humours, though they may be cut off or 
otherwiſe extirpated, yet the ſucceſs is moſt doubtfull. Nor do Cancers in the 
Mouth: or other - internal Parts cicatrize well, though they be extirpated by 
Knife or Fire. 

The Cure of a Cancer in general confifteth in theſe three Intentions : firſt, 
in the generation of. good Bloud 3 ſecondly , in correQiing and evacuating 
of the atrabilious Humours m the Body , thirdly, in preventing the growrh of 
the Tumour, and diſpoſing it to Diſcuttion. 

We endeavour to perform the farlt Intention by an exact regulation in Diet 
and way of living, adviſing to abſtain from ſuch ſalt, ſharp and groſs Meats 
as may diſpoſe the Bloud to acrimony, and make choice of the contrary, ſuch 
as are cooling and moiſtning, of caſie digeſtion and good nouriſhment, as hath 
been propoſed in the Chapter of a Scirrbu, 

The ſecond Intention is, in preparing and purging off the acrimonious Hue 
mours. If there be Plerbora, or a ſuppreſſion of the Hzmorrhoids or Menſes, a 
Vein may beodpened, and a Clyſter given. The Humours may alſo be evacua- 


- ted by lenient Purgatives, as deeod, epithymi, ſenne Gereonis : ot this ; Re flor, 


irium cordialtinm M.j. ſen# Ziij. epitbymi Zij. infund, in ſer laftis ; colature 
#dde yr. der ponns purg. Zj. manne Zvj. Miſce, Clarified Whey and what clſe 
hath been preſcribed inthe Chapter of Scirrhws are here proper. Traumatick 
Decoctions of this ſort are alſo uſually preſcribed. Re rad. fol, caryopbyl, che. 
lidon,maj. pimpinclle, ſenccionis, gentiane, plantag.an.M.j. Theſe are to be boiled 
in two pazts Water and one of Wine to the quantity of three pints, and ſweet- 
ned with Swgar,todrink thriceaday. Or, Rt rad.:ſcrofular. maj. tapfi barb.an.Zij. 
filipend. ceterach, herb. Roberti, agrimon. tormentille, ſcabioſe, linarie, an. M. ). 
for, ſambuciz anthos, an. P. j, ſem. nriicar, Zij. fiat Deco8. colature adde ſyr. 

fomis alterant. & de ſucco citr. an. q. ſ. This following EleQuary: is alſo recko= 
ued among the: Speciticks ; R-pulver, ranarum, limac, preparat, an. (3. pulv,

The third Intention is, to reſtrain the growth of the Tumour, and mode« 
rately diſcuſs it, Whilſt the Humours are evacuating,we apply Repellents, and 
afterward we adde Diſcutients. The Repellents ought to be of the mildet 
ſort, leſt they render the Humours too groſs and unfit tor Reſolution 3 as, Lac 
tuc. portulac. plantag. umbilic. Ven. ſolanum, ſempervioum, Lentils boiled in Vis» 
negar, alſo Clay tempered with Vinegar. 

The Medicaments ready compounded are, . album, untritum, popus 
leon, tutie, de plumb. uſto, Lead it ſelf. And all the Unguents preſcribed ought 

to be wrought in a leaden Mortar. Lead beaten into thin lamine is uſually 
worn in theſe caſes 3 fois Gold after the ſame manner. 

The Oyl of Frogs is commended in this caſe, and is made by baking them 
with butter in their mouths. Frog-ſpawn-water is of good uſe in the Sum- 
mer, if cloaths be dipt in it and applied : but they ought to be ſhifted as they 
dry, and freſh ones applied. The often changing them in the Winter may cauſe 
the Patient to take cold, therefore you may apply then this or ſich like Cerote :

The Diſcutients are Ceterach, Agrimony, lens paluftris, ſcabioſ. firamoninem, 
ſucc. coriandri, ranar, limac, cancror, fixvist. Raiſins of the Sun ſtoned and bea- 
ten with Rue and Garden-Nightſhade into a Pultice are proper to reſolve them. 
Many ſuch like Medicaments are deſigned to this purpoſe 3 Cancers requiring 
variety of Applications, 

If notwithſtanding all your endeavours the Tumour increaſe, and be like 
to ulcerate, you may doe well to forewarn the Patient of the danger : and 
if it be looſe, and in aplace where it may be ſafely extirpated, propoſe it to 
them, leſt afterwards they deſire it when it is too late. 

That you may be the more ſucceſsfull in the Operation, I ſhall offer to your 
conſideration theſe few Qualifications. Firſt, that the Patient be of a ſtrong 
Conſtitution, and of a tolerable Habit of body, and not in a declining 
age, when the Menftrxs are ceaſed, Secondly, that the Cancer be looſe, and 
the Axills free from painfull Glands. It were alſo to be wiſhed that the Cancer 
took its Original from ſome Accident, as a Bruiſe, &c. Thirdly, that the 
Operation be performed in the Spring or Autumn of the year: leſt through the 
great heat of the Summer the Spirits be reſolved z or by reaſon of the extreme 
cold in the Winter the native Heat ſhould be choaked.. aacobpx 

In order to the Operation you ought to have good Rowlets, Cotnpreſſes, re- 
ſtrictive Powders and Defenſatives, as in other atiohs. The uſe of Chel- 
canthum ox other Eſcaroticks I do not approve : for you cannot apply ther 
{o to the mouths of the Arteries but they will coxrode the adjacent _ 
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and cauſe pain, which ought not to be, eſpecially in a Cancer. Beſides, they 
xequire a firi&-Bandage, which is very troubleſome on the Breaſts. To avoid 
which inconveniences, L propoſe the ſtopping of the Bloud by a ſmall Button- 
cauteric 3 which I acknowledg is not done without ſome pain, but that is 
momentary, and ſerves to corre the indiſpoſition of the Part : whereas the 
other lieth gnawing fo long as it is upon the Part, and rendereth it crude and 
ill-diſpoſed. There ought to be aCtual Cauteries of different ſotts ready hea- 
ted in ſome corner of the Chamber, leſt in the Extirpation there happen to be 
left ſome reliques of a cancerous Gland behind, AJl things being ready, the 
Patient muſt be placed in a Chair to the light, arid held ſteady. It is then at 
the Operatour's choice, whether he will make a Ligature about the baſis of 
the cancerous Tumour, or pull it to him with one hand while he cuts it off . 
with the other. For the cutting into the Breaſt, and pulling out the cancera- 
ted Knot, rarely ſucceeds well ; nor indeed is every Breaſt fo capable of being, 
freed of the Cancer when it is cut off by making a Ligature, If the Cancer be 
cut off clear; your buſineſs is then to ſtop the bloud as you pleaſe: but it any 
Scirrhoſity remain, you ſhall doe well to conſume it by aCtual Cauterie, The 
Ancients uſcd in theſe Operations to permit them to bleed freely, nay provo- 
ked them to it by cruſhing the bloud out 3 after which the actual Cautery was 
applicd all over, then they drefled the Wound as a Burn ; but according to 
my method ply; Galeni is moſt proper, Then place the Patient in bed, and give 
her an Anodyne draught that night, to quiet the Ferment.

A Perſon of Honour aged about thirty cight years was taken with a pain 9. Obſervat, 

in her right Breaſt, ſhe thoughe from ſome Bruiſe. A while after ſhe felt a 

hardneſs two fingers breadth above the Nipple, 'which growing more painfull, 

ſhe put her (elf into the hands of ſome who pretended to cure it : but the bloud 

burſt out at the Nipple the while, which caſed her of the pain. During this 

the Nipple contracted inward, and by the large and frequent bleeding the

ſuffered ſome years under the Fermentation of ſharp Humours in one part or 

other, but for the, moſt part in her Breaſt, which in progrels of time raiſed it 

into a great uncqual: Tumour of a brown and livid.colour, with turgid Veins 
overſpreading it. Dofour Whiſtler had been often conſulted by her, and re- 

lieved her as often by Purging , Venzſection , Leeches, Traumatick Decocti- 

ons, Oc. 

The Cancer growing great, and the Tubercles ready to disburthen them 

ſelves of the corrupt Serum which diltended them, I was conſulted, and, obſer- 

ving the danger the Patient was in, defired a Conſultation, and that Dr. hi. 

filer,who had diſcontinued his Vilies,might be preſent, with Sir Al,Fraf, Dr.Wal- 

ter Needbam, and Mr. Hollier Chirurgeon, to joyn in the Conſultation, Accor- 

dingly we met, and conſidered the Cancer. It was of a very ill aſpect, ready 

to burſt, and not fixed. But I, apprehending that atter its eruption it would 

fix, and rage, as is uſual at ſuch times, offered to their conlideration the ta- 

king off the Breaſt while it was capable of it, lelt afterwards it ſhould be objec- 

ted as a fault. It ariling from an outward cauſe, gave me the more encourage- ' 

ment : but the Paticnt not admitting of it, we conſulted how to treat it- Cor- 

dials, Emullions and Anodyne draughts were preſcribed 3 external Medica- 

ments were alſo conſidered to calm the heat of the Cancer. Some few days at- 

ter a ſtinking Gleet burlt its way out in great quantity by a {mall Opening, to 

the great calc of the Paticntz upon which the Tubercles and Breaſt ſunk, and, 


after the calling torth of ſome corrupt Sloughs, the Matter became well fented, 
os. the 
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the Breaſt alſo contraQting into an uniform ſhape , grew lefs then the other, 
and the Patient recovered ſtrength to riſe out of her Bed. DoCtour W hiftler at- 
tended the Cure, and by good Balſamicks, Traumatick Decoctions, &c. difpo- 
ſed the Humours to better temper, infomuch as the Lady appeatcd abroad, to 
the wonder of thoſe that had ſeen her ſome weeks before. She being ſo recove- 
red, it became a queſtion whether it had ever been cancerated. But fince that 
there have happened new Eruptions, and there yet remaineth ſuch hardneſs and 
inequality in it as will demonſtrate what it was. ' 

The year before the Sickneſs a young Woman came to me complaining of 
a grievous pain in her right Breaſt. She was'of a healthy Complexion , 
nd her Breaſt ſeemed to look as well : but in handling of it I did feel a couple 
of hard Glands. She had conſulted others, -and came to me tocut them out. 
I difſwaded her at that time from ſuch thoughts, by telling her the inward 
Cauſe was firlt to be removed, and the Humours better diſpoſed. To which 
purpoſe ſhe was let bloud , purged with Infufions of Sema, &c. and adviſed 
to drink the Waters of Epſom and Tunbridge. I alſo directed her ſome of the 
Medicaments ſet down in the method of Cure; to alleviate her pain. Some 
weeks after ſhe came again, and told me ſhe was informed that ſhe ſhould not 
be caſed of her pain till thoſe Knots were taken out. I told her thoſe Glands 
lay deep, and the muſculous Fleſh and Parts about were infected with the 
ſame Juices, and conſequently the Operation could not be ſucceſsfull unleſs the 
Breaſt were cut off. Upon which ſhe departed from me unſatisfied , and ſome 
days after put her ſelf into the hands of another, who cut out thoſe Glands, and 
endeavoured to cure. But it grew cancerous 3 and then he cut off the whole 
Breaſt. Some months after, when it was near cured, ſhe came and ſhewed it 
me with much joy. I felt it hard round about, and ſuſpected it would not 
curez as indeed it did not : for ſome months after ſhe came again to me with 
it ulcerated deep and wide into the peQoral Muſcle and Parts about, and fixed 
to the Ribs. She grievouſly bemoaned her misfortune, in permitting it to be 
cut off, By this and ſuch like work I have been taught not to cut off Breaſts 
that cancerate from an internal Cauſe. I did what I could to caſe her pain by 
palliating the Ulcer, but it was too late.

a Cancer in her right Breaſt ariſing from ſome accidental Bruiſe. It firſt ſwelled, 
then grew hard, and in progreſs of time ulcerated, and had frequently bled 
to the quantity of a quart at a time, and ſometime to two quarts , as her 
Friends told me. I conſidered the Breaſt as incurable, and judged the bleeding 
to ariſe from a Fungus which lay too deep to be reached by any Medicament : 
therefore thought it reaſonable to propoſe to them the extirpation of the Brealt 
before it ſhould be fixed to the Ribs. They had tried many things unſucceſ- 
fully in the Country : and, _— informed that it waSnot the Kizg's Evil, 
they were not unwilling that it ſhould be cut off, but took time to conlider of 
itz and about a month after came to me again reſolved for the work. 

The taking off of this Breaſt happened to be ſeaſonable for the experimen- 
ting of the Royal Stiptick liquour which was given me the morning before 
by His MA FE STT's command: upon which conſideration I provided no 
other Aſtringent then a couple of Buttons made of Lint which lay wet in a 
fpoonfull of that Water, But, in order to the bringing the Lips of the Wound 
together, I had prepared a couple of Needles with a firong twiſted Thread ce- 
red, alſoa Digeſtive ex terebinth, cum vitello ovi, &c. ſpred upon Pledgits, with 
Compreſs and Bandage. Being thus provided, I attended ſome Friends who 
defired to fee the efhicacie of the Water, But DoQtour Walter Needham being 


come, 
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come, and it growing late in the evening, we proceeded in the work. He pulled 
up the Breaſt while I made a Ligature upon the baſis of it, and cut it off. The 
two Arteries bled forcibly out, till Dotour Needbam applied a wet Button on 
the one, and my Kinſman Jaques Wiſeman applied the other. That of the 
Doour's ſtopt the Bleeding at that very inſtant, and the Compreſs adhered 
to it 3 but the bloud dribbled from under the other ; which we ſuppoſed hap- 
pened by reaſon of the bloud ſtreaming upon it in the putting it on. But by the 
application of a freſh Button the Bleeding there alſo ſtopped. During this the 
Lips of the wound were brought nearer to each other by a croſs ſtitch. We 
then applied our Digeſtive with convenient Bandage over it, and laid the Pa- 
tient in her Bed. In our abſence ſhe fainted, and upon the drinking a draught 
of cold water vomited, and her Breaſt bled through the Dreſſings. Upon fight 
thereof I took off the Dreſſings, and ſeeing one of the Arteries ſeepe, I ap- 
plied a freſh Doſh], and ſtopt it: but it being night, and dreading miſchief 
might happen if it ſhould bleed again, I ſent for a {mall Button-cautery, and 
: that way ſecured it. The third day we took off Dreſſings , and found it 
well digeſted; and from that time it cured daily. But ſhe complained of a 
ſoarneſs of that fide of her Throat, which ſhe had done ever ſince her Breaſt 
was cut off, and within a week after of a ſhortneſs of breath z upon which ſhe 
was let bloud 3 and by my Friend's preſcriptions ſhe was alſo purged with i»- 
fuſe ſenne, rhabarb. &c. and afterwards with pil. fetide, &c. Her Breaſt be- 
ing near cicatrized, ſhe was ſupplied with Dreflings, and returned to the 
Country the ſixth week after the cutting it off But ſhe continued there in- 
diſpoſed, and the Cicatrix, by reaſon of the ſharpneſs of Humours, fretted off, 
and inlarged the Ulcer very much ; whereupon ſhe returned to me again. 1 
dreſſed the Ulcer with #»guent. txtie, &c.. and let her bloud 3 then purged her 

as aboveſaid , made her a Fontanel in her left Arm, and in few weeks ci- 

catrized her Breaſt. Since which time I have ſeen her often in Town in very 

good health, and her Breaſt firmly cicatrized, without pain or hardneſs. 

A perſon of about fifty years of age, having ſome ſcirrhous Glands in her 19-Obſerv2t- 
left Breaſt, was impatient to have them diſcuſſed or ſuppurated : to which pur- 
poſe ſhe conſulted ſeveral of our Profeſſion, and afterwards my ſelf. She was 
under the hands of ſome Empiricks, that were endeayouring by Pultices to 
break it: there was alſo a Fontanel made in the lower part of the Breaſt under 
the Tumour, ſhe hoping that way to ſpend it. I adviſed her to forbear the uſe 
of ſuch Applications as might heat her Breaſt, telling her the ill conſequence 
in breaking thoſe Swellings. She did not approve of what I ſaid, but purſued 
her delign. Some time after a falſe Suppuration was made in her Breaſt, and an 
effuſion of bloud followed 3 and by the continued uſe of Pultices the Ulcer in- 
larged, and by frequent Blecding her Body emaciated. She being very near 
watted by a new Eruption ſent for me. I ſtopped the Bleeding by the applica- 
tion of pulv. ſang. dracon, with Pledgits of unguent. deſiccativum rubrum, with 
a ſoft cap of Tow preſſed out of Oxycrate. The next day I took off the Dreiling, 
and found it had not bled. I allo obſerved the Tumour to be a meer Fr- 
gs, and the Ulcer an Excoriation of the Skin which encompaſſed it round , 
and the frequent Bleeding occaſioned by Eſcaroticks and hot Cataplaſms. I 
dreſſed the Breaſt with Epuloticks, as unguent. tutie Vigons, and ſuch like, and 
with cloaths dipt in aq. ſpermat, ranar, with ſacchar, Saturni; and in ſome 
parts I applied Pledgits dipt in the ſame, with a Solution of troch, alb. Rhaſ. 
cum opio, by which the heat was contemperated,and the Excoriation cicatrized. 
Sir Fra, Pruj, was in the while conſulted, and preſcribed her this; Rt antimo- 
nit diapboretici gr.

Zitj. theriac. [iani pr. it}. ſumat, hora ſomni, Diltil- 
led Milk, Emullions, &c, were preſcribed ; her Body was kept open by Cly- 
ſters3 and, after ſhe recovered her ſtrength, ſhe was purged with Whey, Man- 
na, &c, Thus in a few weeks ſhe was cured : but the Tumour remained, and 
xetained the colour of the Bloud lying underneath it. In. the time of the Blee- 
ding, by the application of Eſcaroticks and hard Bandage a Gland was raiſed 
under the right Axilla : but by forbearing the uſe of Bandage, and my dreſſing 
her Breaſt with Lenients, the pain therein ceaſed, and ſhe injoyed a good mea- 
ſure of health, and was my good Friend, till about a year after it was told her 
that one Mrs. R. who laboured of a Cancer in her Brealt, had cauſed a Mounte- 
bank to cut it off, and that ſhe was thereby cured. Upon this ſhe ſent for me, 
and would have her Breaſt cutoff. - I declined it, and ſhewed her. as I thought, 
ſuch reaſons as might have difſwaded her from ſuch an Enterprizc : but ſhe was 
reſolved, and, after I was gone, ſent for the Empirick, who undertook to ex- 
tirpate it by Eſcaroticks: and ſhe bled todeath in few days. I was ſent for 
but, being out of Town, ſhe was dead before I came to her. If ſhe had not 
been in ſuch haſt, ſhe might haveout-lived that Gentlewoman : tor her Breaſt 
cancerated, and ſhe died within a few months after, 

x 1,Obſervat. A perſon of about forty years of age, of a very ill Habit of body, from her 
very youth had a hard Gland on her right Side near her Breaſt: it had ſome 
pricking pain in it, but was movable : it ſeemed to me a Cancer incipiens, I was 
willing to apply ſomewhat to it, but, ſuſpeCting that the increaſe of the Gland 
might be imputed to it, adviſed her to keep her hands off it, and to lace her Bo- 
dies more lack 3 telling her, that upon her return to Loxdox the Autumn fol- 
lowing, if ſhe were not better, ſhe might conſult thoſe of our Profeſſion. She 
did fo, and accordingly as ſhe had propoſed came to Town again, and (ent for 
me. The Gland was then grown bigger and more painfull, but was moyablt ; 
there was alſo a ſmall painfull Gland under that Axila, which much diſcoura- 
gcd my undertaking. I acquainted her Phylician of the dangerſhe was in, and 
wiſhed him to propoſe to her the conſulting ſome others. The next day Doctour 
Wharton met the Lady's Phyſician, Doctour Windebanck, and my (elf; At the 
Conſultation I declared my thoughts of that Gland, viz. that it wasa Cancer, 
and by the progreſs it had made in three months it was like to be a difficult 
work, and wiſhed the Patient might be acquainted with the danger 3 for by 
her diſcourſe to me ſhe expected I thould ſpeedily cure her, and that by ſuppu- 
rating the Gland : which way was dcliruQtive, For, according to Galen, and 
our daily experience, ab emollientibus exaſperantur : and to proceed by Repel- 
lents and Dilcutients wcre onely to palliatez which I doubted we ſhould not 
be long able todoe. The onely hope then remaining was, cutting into the Skin, 
and taking the Gland out while it was movable. This was not approved of. 
We then conſidered what to dreſs it with. Doctour Wharton would needs leave 
that to my care: but I, having no inclination to be engaged in it, defircd it might 
be preſcribed by us, and made by the Apothecary; which was as followeth.

It had been viewed by ſome of our 

Profelfion, who declined the meddling with it as cancerous 3 for which reaſon 

T undertook it : for, fu it a Cancer, it ought the rather to be extirpa- 

ted whilſt it affeQed ſome particular Part that was capableof it. The ill con- 

ſequence of ſuch omiſſions may be judged'by the following Obſervations. I 

readily undertook the freeing her of the Excreſcence by actual Cautery: which 

ſhe conſenting to, I cauſed a Scoop-like Cautery to be made proportionably 
big, to thruſt off the Excreſcence at once with its root : then ſent for La Roche, 
who punched out the ſtumps of the Teerh that were in my way, Then, one

A perſon of about fifty years of age, of a ſtrong Conſtitution , by cracking 16.Obſervat. 
of an Apricock-ſtone cauſed a pain amongſt the great Teeth of his upper Jaw 
on the left fide. From that time that part of the Gum ſwelled, and one Tooth 

*orew looſe, and after ſome time a Fanges thruſt the Tooth out. A French-man, 
Chirurgeon to his Regiment, endeavoured to confume the Fungus with olewm 
vitrioli and ſuch like: but it increaſing ſpred farther,and affected the whole Jaw, 
inſomuch as all his Teeth dropt out to the Septum. The Fungus greatly increa« 
ſing thruſt out two diſtin& Lips, the one whereof ſtretched out the Cheek, and 
the other overſpred that fide of the Root of his mouth. The Patient being in , 
this condition came up to Londoy, and called to 4 Conſultation Sir Fra, Pr. 
and Doctour Bate Phyſicians : of Chirurgeons there wete Mr. Arris, Mr, Ed. 
ward Molin (deceaſed,) Mr. Shnnbub, a German, Chirurgeon to his Grace the 
Duke of Albemarl, Mr. Troutbeck, and my ſelf. We, being met, ſaw the Pati- 
ent dreſſed 3 his Chirurgeon pulling out a Tent very big and long from be- 
tween the two Fungi in that place where the Diſeaſe began. After we had ſeve- 
rally conſidered the Malady, we withdrew to conſult, and, unanimouſly con- 
cluding it an ulcerated Cancer, propoſed various Remedies in otder to Palliati- 
on; as ſhaving the Hair of his head, applying Cephalicks, a Seton in the 
Neck, Fontanels, Bliſtering, Bleeding, Purging, &c. Coming to the Patient 
with the Preſcriptions, he asked what way we had deſigned to cure him; Aﬀer 
ſome pauſe, ( for we, having no hopes of curing him, had not diſcourſed of 
that, ) Sir Fra, Pr, anſwered , the attempt of Cure in ſuch Ulcers had been 
alwaics unſucceſsfull and extream paintull, viz. by Burning, and thereby che =, 
Diſeaſe hath been for the molt part exaſperated, and the Life of the Patient 
ſhortncd. The ſame was affirmed by usall. The Patient replied, God's will be 
done. I pray goe and conſider of the way : for I had rather die then live thus; 
We withdrew, and reſolved to comply with his deſire, returning ſuddenly 
again to him with that Anſwer, and commended to him Mr. Edward Molix, 
that excellent Operatour. But he refuſed it, as being preingaged to goe out of 
Town. It was then put upon me: and at their defire I undertook it; and gave 
dircctions for the making aCQtual Cauteries of various forts, ſome Bolt-like , 
others like Chiſels, others of other faſhions. There were Inſtruments alſo 
made to defend his Tongue and Lips. While theſe were making, the Patient 
was let bloud, purged, and preparcd for the work. That done, we met again, 
and had the Inltrument-maker attending to heat the Cauteries, and mend or 
alter them as occalion ſhould offer. One of the Aſſiſtents held his Head and up- 
per Lip,whilft I with a Specxulum oris held down the Tongue with the one hand, 
and with the othcr paſſed a plain Chiſel-cautery juſt under the upper Lip into 
the body of that part of the Cancer which firetched it (elf along the Roof of 
the mouth to the Palate, and repeated the uſe of that-faſhioned Cautery till I 
had made a ſeparation of ſo much. The carrying the Cautery thus in the 
midd1c of that cancerous Lip was the way to preſerve the ſound parts from 
being ſcorched with the reflexion of the glowing Iron. It was alſo a great en- 
couragement to the Patient to ſee ſuch gobbets burnt off with fo little pain. 
Aftcr I had ſcooped off what I could of that Lip, then with Olive and Bolt- 
like Cauteries by burning I dried up the remainder to a cruſt. That done, I 
went to work with the other cancerous Lip which lay ſtretched along that 
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part of the Jaw to the Cheek, and raiſed it up as a Trumpeter's in the time 
of ſounding, I paſſed a Chiſel-cautery into the body of that, and made a rid- 
dance of a great part of it, cutting and burning through the Alveoli, which 
were as rotten as dirt, till the Patient grew weary, and the Phyſicians thought 
it was enough for that time. We then gave him of this Lotion to hold in his 
Mouth to cool it: Rt ſem. cydonior. Zj. ſem. pſyllii & papaver. albi an. Zij. ex- 
trabantur mnucores in aq. plantag. folan. & ranar, an. part. eq. That night he 
was laid to reſt with this 3 Rt ag. paralyſeos Fij. ag. theriavalis Ziij. ſyr. de me- 
conio Zvj. Miſc. : 
"The next day in the afternoon the two Phyſicians and fome of the Chirur- 
geons met me at the Patient's Chamber. He had flept well, and was for the 
work, he ſaid, placing himſelf very cheartully in the Light. Renewing my 
work,and feeling with my Finger the length of that Lip ſtretching by the Roof 
of the mouth, I felt a moiſture in a chink, which I fearched with a Probe, 
and found a hollownefs over the Roof, from whence there iſſued Matter. On 
the other ſide, which I burnt laft,the Fleſh was high. I began with that over the 
Roof, and burnt all that part dry, and left it lying hollow like an Arch: then 
burnt the other fide with Olive and Bolt-cauteries down towards the baſis of 
the Alveoli, and found the remaining Sockets full of the ſame loofe Fleſh, 1 
burnt into each of them, and at the ſame time dried them what I could 3 and 
where-ever I ſaw any Excreſcence, I conſumed it, and thereby ſmoothed my 
work. It was not eaſic to diftinguith the found from the unſound by reaſon 
of the (welling in the neighbouring Parts. It was alfo much more paintull co the 
Patient, as the ſenſe of the Nerves and Membranes were more exquifite then 
that of the hard Lips which I confumed the day befoxe. Yet he fat cheartully, till 
I declarcd that TI had not left a cranny uncauterized : then he roſe, and wathed 
his Mouth with ſome of the forementioned Mucilage, to which there were 
ſome beaten whites of new-laid Eggs added. His conftant Drimk was this : R: 
rad. ſarſaperille 3vi. infund. in ag. font. tb ix. per horas xi). tum add. rad. ſcor- 
zonere Fiuj. fummitat. majorane, meliſſe, an. M. j. flor. cordial. an. M($. pom.

Ziij. manus Chriſti 
perlate 3j. fiat Emmlſio. Of which latter he took thrice a day. About 12 of the 
clock that night he ſent for me, and told me I had changed his pain ; It was 
before, ſaid he, a gnawing pricking, pain, but now it is burning hot; yet, ſaid 
he, I did not ſend for you E much to caſe my pain, as to rejoyce with me in my 
recovery. E embrocated the Cheek cxm oleo & aceto roſac. and afterwards applied 
ſoft cloaths dipt in the fame, adviting him co hold ſome of his formerly-preſcri- 
bed Lotion in his Mouth, and gave him a draught of his Anodyne, which laid 
him to fleep. In the moxning,, when he wakened, he callcd his pain a com- 
fortable heat. His Phyſicians preſcribed him aClyfter, and this cordial EleQu- 
ary and Julep: "Re pulpe con. lujule, garyopbyll. an. 3jf8. confeti, de byacin- 
tho Zz(8. marg. preparat. Zj. magiſt. e corallus Yij. ſyrgayophyl.sſ fiat Opratum, 
capiat q. nuc, moſchat. 2 boris medicinalibus , ſuperbibend. Julep. ſequens;, Rt 
aqu, ceraſor, nigror. flor. tilie, an.

Miſc. 1 viſited him daily, and where I ſaw looſe fleſh arife, I burnt it down 
with one Cauterie or other moderately heated. A learned perſon viſiting him 
often, and tor the moſt part finding me there drying and ſmoothing my work 
with the aQtual Cautery, ſuſpeted the event, and went ont from us mumbling 
that Aphoriſm.of Hippocrates, Quibus ſunt Cancri in Palato, Sede, Utero, Oc. (i 
urantur wulcera, cicatrice induci non =_ It much diſturbed me, but I 
proſecuted. my Cure more indulſtriouſly'; and by drying the looſe Fleſh where- 
ſoever it appeared, as alſo the Bones, I difpolcd them to caſt off, and the

Fleſh to a hard Callus, which cicatrized with the adjacent Parts. Iri the time 
of the cicatrizing I preſcribed him this Water to waſh his Mouth before and 
after meat: Rt aq. plantag. equiſeti, fragor, an. bj. flor. roſ. rub. balauft, an. 
M.jſ3. cog.ad 3.partis conſumptionem 3 colature add. ſyr, diamoron, de roſ ſiccis,an, 
Zjſs. acet. roſac. 3vj. Miſc. By this method he was cured in the ſpace of fix 
weeks witha firm and ſmooth Cicatrixz Doctour Bate whiſpered Sir Fre. Pr. 
that it would not hold a month ; but it held ſeven yeats, or thereabouts. _, O- 
thers of our Profeſtion, who at our firſt Conſultation had- declared it an incu- 
rable Cancer, did afterwards, when they ſaw it cured, declare amongſt their 
Companions that it was no Cancer. Suchan irrchiſtible Diſeaſe is a Cancer, 

In the year ſixty cight the ſame perſon, being at his houſe in the Country, 
was taken with a Fever, which after ſome daics terminated by a Crifis in the 
outſide of the ſame Cheek from which the cancerated Jaw had been extirpa- 

ed. They drefled it with Pultices of Chickweed and the like, by which it 
ſuppurated, and diſcharged its thin Matter by ſmall Eruptions 3 the groſſer 
remaining rendred the Ulcer ſordid and callous. Upon which they ſent for a 
Chirurgeon, and afterwards for a Phylician of that Country. They dreſſed 
it about half a year. It not yielding to their Applications, they conſulted me 
by a Letter: to which I returned Anſwer, that I ſuſpected it cancerous. Upon 
the receipt of it, he came to London, believing at the worſt I could burn it 
out. He here conſulted divers eminent Phyſicians and Chirurgeons. It wasnow 
a Cancer, and indeed not capable of extirpation, having ſeized that fide of 
his Throat. I attempted ſome part of it within by the aCtual Cautery : but it 
not ſucceeding, and I being ſoon after fetched into the Country, others were 
employed : but after all he languiſhed and died. 
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A Captain of a Company in one of His MA FEST T's Regiments of 17.0bſervar; 


Foot quartering in the North of England was troubled with a ſmall Excre- 
{cence under his Tongue. He conſulted the Phyſicians and Chirurgeons in his 
neighbourhood : but it increaſing with pain, he was perſwaded by his Friends 
to come to London to me. But after he came ro Town, he met with forme 
who told him that ſuch a ſmall thing was not worth the troubling me. . Upon 
which he went to ſome other, and, having got ſomewhat to dreſs it,he returned 
to his Command in ſome of the neighbouring Counties, and: there fell into 
the Chirurgeons hands, where it increaſing and ſpreading much infefed the 
internal ſalivary Glandules on both fides the Tongue, all the lower left Max- 
illa, and part of the right. *Twas fixing upon the lower Lip.,,. the Teech 
all looſe, and ſome of them fallen out : there were alſo ſome Glands with- 
out under the Jaws. In this condition he came tome, I acquainted his Friends 
that it was a Cancer, and incurable. If an attempt was to be made in hopes'of 
Cure, it was to be by burning it out, They conſulted their Friends : and af- 
wards Dodtour Tho, Cox, DoRtour Walter Needbam and my ſelf met. It was 
concluded by them, that there was no other way or hopes to cure. him : how 
that might "Crake we doubted. ,It he would have it attempted, it ſhould be 
at his defire, and notupon any aſſurance from us to cure him thereby : for in+ 
deed it was doubtfull. The next day he ſent for us to meet at his Chaniber 
in order to the extirpation. Accordingly we met, and, having Mr: Goſling 
with us, and our aGual Cauteries and all things ready, we placed the 'Pati- 
ent in a clear light, then pulled out the Teeth that lay looſe; and as it were-bu-

The next day we met again, and found our Patient much retieved with the 
ood night's reft he had got : he was chearfull, and reſolved for the work. I 
with Bolt and Olive-cauteries to make an end of drying that Fangus on 
the left Jaw 3 which having done, I burnt the falivary Glands on both ſides 
of the Tongue: then I placed a Tin-inſtrument between the Tongue and the 
Excreſcence which was rooted on the Ranzls, of the ſhape of a Crifts, thick 
and hard, bearing the Tip of the Tongue backward. The Tongue thus de- 
fended, I thruſt at the root of it witha Bolt-cautery, by which I eradicated and 
burnt it offi Having thus cleared the Mouth of the Fuxgi, I defired the Phy- 
ſicians Judgment of it: they looked, and liked what was done : the Patient 
waſhed and cooled his Mouth with the ſame Lotion as before, and had liberty 
to repeat the uſe of the Opiate and Cordial. 

The next day we met again, and found our Patient well ſatisfied with 
what had been done, it being onely ſtiff and hot, otherwiſe not painfull, and 
he could take his ſuſtenance with more eaſe and Guſto. The Phyſicians pre- 
ribed him this Clyſter to make his Body ſoluble : Re decod?. com.

There was alſo preſcribed this following Traumatick 
DecoQion: Re ſarſeperill. ij. cbine Jj. raſ, eboris, corn. cerv. an, Fj. infund, & 
bulliant in ag. font. fovj. addends debito tempore ſummitat, elatin. hyperici , 
millefolii, berb. Robert, au, M. j. ſem. coriandri Zij. cinnamomi 3jſ3. paſſul. enu- 
cleat. Fij. colat, ad hiv. bibat tbjſ3. in die quoridie. By the extirpation of the 
Fungus within, the hard Glands under the Chaps without diffolved : but the 
Patient not permitting me to keep down the Fungus afterwards as it aroſe, 
it quickly ovcr-ran all his Mouth, and thoſe Glands ſwelled again and apoſte- 
mated, and afterwards indurated amongſt the internal Muſtles of the Larynx, 
and haſined his death. Yet long before that he admitted me to uſe the aQtual 
Cautery, but ſo ſparingly as it ſignified nothing. Indeed ſome Empiricks pro- 
miſed him great hopes of Cure by their Specificks : but he languiſhed and died 
notwithftanding all our endeavours. 
18.Obſervat. - Thusanother perſon of about ſixty years of age, having been long diſeaſed 
of a Cat- yyith a Cancer on the left fide of his Tongue, ftaid in the Country till it had 
To ——_E corrupted one halffrom the Root to the Tip of it, as alſo the Ranwls and Salivals 
pe» ef that ſide, as well the external as internal parts. Then being at a loſs what to 
doe, he came up to Londox recommended to DoRtour Water —_— for 
| ure 5 
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Curez who, ſeeing his caſe ſo deplorable, adviſed him to conſult others. He 
afſenting to it, Doctour Micklethwait, Mr. Arris, Mr. Holler and my {elf met 
Doctour Needham. At a Conſultation we propoſed to palliate the Diſcaſc, 
But he declared tous that he came to Town with reſolution to have the Cure 
attempted, though he died under it. We endeavoured to diſſwade him from it 3 
but he perliſted earneſtly in the having it attempred ; to which we at laſt com- 
plied, and agreed to cut off that part of his Tongue, and to cauterize the ſor- 
did Ulcer that lay on that fide of his Mouth between that Jaw. and. his 
Tongue. To which purpoſe we preſently fent for ſome aQtual Cauteric,and in 
the preſence of that Company I put imto his Mouth a Raſpatory, and, fixing 
it between che Root of his Tongue and edge of that Tonſil, pulled away the 
corrupt Fleſh z and then with Olive-cauteries burnt that to a cruft, Having, 


as we fuppoſed, conſumed the Cancer there, I pafſed a Probe with a Ligature' 


into the Uicer under the Tongue, and brought it out above through a Tubercle ; 
then, pulling his Tongue forward, I cut off the cancerated part as it lay, ac- 
cording to its length, from the Tip to the Root of the Tongue : and after I 
had permitced it a while to bleed, I cauterized it. We then gave him of a 
decodi. hordei, cydow. &c.to cool his Mouth, and treated him as hath been ſaid 
in the preceding Obſervation. In this Patient the Eſcars ſeparated, and the 
Ulcers digeſted, and that part of the Tongue near the Tonſil cicatrized ; but 
the while a hard Swelling aroſe in his right —_— became fo painfull, 
that he was forced to keep his Bed : the Matter ented alfo in the falival 
Glands, and made Apoſicmations on the outhde under the Jaws: of which 
together he languiſhed and died. 

Theſe unſucceſsfull attempts may render us extream cruel to thoſe who feel 
not the miſcry thoſe poor creatures ſuffer with Cancers in their Mouths. 

It the Cancer be but in ſome particular part, as the Tongue, Gum, '&c; 
though the Patients have no certain hopes of being cured by Knife or Fire, yet 
they generally pur it to trial ſooner or later. How much more then ſhall theſe 
poor creatures, who have Cancers overſpreading their Mouth , eating and 
gnawing the Fleſh, Nerves and Bones ? who, beſides the danger they are ia 
every minute of being choaked with a fterce' Catarrh, do ſufſ hunger and 
think ; and if they can ſwallow Broth, Caudle or Drink, yet is it with an un- 
ſavoury taſt by reaſon of its paſſing through ſuch fore corrupt Parts,from which 
putecfaRtion their Romach nauſeates its ſuſtenance, and their uw are infec- 
ted with the Rink, whence Fainting frequently happens; Sleepis a ſtranger to 
their eyes, their Slumber very troubleſome, and Death is onely their defire. At 
ſuch a time as this it is not to be wondred if they try a doubtfull Remedy, 
though painfyll.- What I have attempeed of this kind hath been at the car- 
neſt requeſt of the Patients and their Friends, and'by the authority of a Conſul- 
ration of eminent Phyſicians and Chirurgeons. That the Cure ſucceeded not, 
muſt be imputed to the greatneſs of the Diſeaſe, and may teach others how 
dangerous it is tonegleRthe conſulting the experienced Chirurgeon while the 
Diſeaſt is recent, and eaſie to be_ eradicated,

Of N oli me tangere, 


Uthours in their Chapter of Cancer do uſually mention Noli me tangere 
and Lwpws, Theſe two moſt men eſteem to be but particular names of a 
Cancer when it is fixed in ſome peculiar place: as in the Face, Noſe or Lip it 
is called Noli me tangere ; inthe Legs and Shins, Lapw. Whence it is plain 
that our vulgar language uſeth the name of Wolf in a large ſenſe, applying it 
very often to the Breaſts, and indeed any other place, where the Cancer grow- 
cth highly corroſive, I ſhall think it more inſtructive to the young Chirurge- 
on, if I appropriate this word Noli me tangere to a {mall round acuminated 
Tubercle, which hath not much pain, unleſs it be touched or rubbed, or other- 
wiſe exaſperated by Topicks. Concerning which Rogerns ſaith, that Cancer 
plus corrodit uno die quam Noli me tangere in uno menſe, But if ſo exaſperated, it 
is immediately enraged, and becomes a true Cancer, Such as theſe are ſome- 
times found in the Face and Lips 3 but do likewiſe happen in all other parts 
of the Body. I have ſeenthemin the Arm. Particularly a perſon of about ſix- 
ty years of age, of a healthy Conſtitution, hath one in the outhide of his right 
Arm, a little above the Elbow. He weareth a Cup upon it of a light wood , 
with Straps faſtned to it, which brace it on, and defend the Part from the 
preſſure of his Sleeve. He ſent for me one morning to ſee it when he was in bed, 
his Arm lying out covered with a light mantle. He turned up his Sleeve, took 
off the Cup, and ſhewed it me. The Tubercle was ſmall, of a blewiſh colour, 
and looked as if it had been a Varix: it was without Inflammation, hardneſs, 
or change of colour in the Parts about it. He did not permit me to look long 
upon it : the whileI did, I ſaw it riſe into a Tumour as big as a Kernel of a 
Hazel-nut. Such another I ſaw in the Arm of a Woman of about fourty years 
of age, of a blew colour, on the outſide of her Arm ; but it was not defended 
from the preſſure of her Sleeve. I offered to undertake the Cure of them both 5 
but they had been diſſwaded by moſt of thoſe that had' ſeen them. I ſhould 
not have doubted of good Succeſs, having before ſeen a perſon ſo diſcaſed and 
cured by an Eminent Chirurgeon in his time, who by the application of an 
aQual Cauterie burned it to the Fleſh, ſuppoſing it had lain no deeper 3 but af- 
ter the ſeparation of the Eſcar it riſing again, he burned it deeper, and from 
that time it returned no more, 


} Hile I was attending a Noble Family in the Country, a Perſon of qua- 

lity inthe neighbourhood ſent his onely Daughter of about eleven 

years of age to me. She was diſeaſed with an unequal Tubercle upon her left 
Cheek, of the compals of a halt Guinny when undiſturbed ; but if any thing 
were applicd to it, it heated the whole Cheek. It was a great blemiſh to her 
Beauty, upon which very account her Parents had much endeavoured to have 
it cured, or at leaſt to be diſpoſed to ſuch a calm temper, as it might bear a 
black Patch. Some weeks after the Lady her Mother brought her to London, 
and put her into the care of the late deceaſed DoQour Stanly and my felt. He 
purged her with this : Re fol. ſene ZijſS. rhabarb, Yj. ſem. fenic, dulc. 3(8. 
ſalis tartari Y)j. infund. in ag. cichorei cum ſucco anrantior, colat. Zij. adde ſyr. de 
pomis purg. Zj, Miſc. This was repeated often, Merc, dulc, & ceruſſ. antimonii 
WCcrc 
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were alſo given her at diſtincttimes, and diſtilled Milks, ſuch as have been ſer 
down in the Cure of Cancers. I begun my Application with thisz Re litharg, 
anri Zij, ſem. cucnrbit, excorticat. 3 (3, aceti vini g. f. nutriatur in mortario in 
formam ungnenti,addends camph. diſſolut. in aq.roſ. gr.vy. This was applicd ſpred 
thin upon Sarſcnet ; but it immediately ſwelled and heated ail rhe Cheek. I 
then took it off, and anointed the inflamed parts about the Tubercle : but it 
did not agree with it, We wiped it off again, and by expoſing it to the air it 
cooled, and returned in a day or two to its former temper. After I had tried 
ſeveral Mcdicaments unſucceſsfully, a Friend gave me a black concreted Juice 
to work intoa Paſte to cover the Diſcafe, it being all the Mother then defired 
from me: and this being laid uponiit, adhered to it as if it had been Pitch, and. 
ſcemed to agree well with it. But after four or five daies it heated her Check, 
and was taken off, Upon which the Mother grew impatient, and had ſome 
thoughts of going with her Daughter into Glowcefter-ſhire to a man there who 
pretends to the Cure of Cancers. Which coming to my knowledge, I made 2n 
offer to Doctour Szanly to undertake the Cure by extirpating that Tubercle by 
the aftual Cautery. But he replying, that the very mention of it would fright 
them out of Town ; I then propoled it by Cauftick to the Lady-mother ; 
which the accepted, upon a promiſe not to doe it whilſt ſhe was in Town, nor 
then till 1 heard from hex inthe Country. Some while after ſhe went into the 
Country, and wrote to fome of her Friends to {ee the work done, Upon the 
reccipt of which I met Doctour Stanly and them 3 and, having placed the Pa- 
ticntin aclear light, Idrew a Line with ink how far I intended to burn, and 
they took the compaſs exaQly in a piece of paper, which they kept. I began 
with a Cauſtick-ſtone pointed, and prefled upon the middle of the Tubercle, 
burning deep into it 3 and, to quicken the work, I touched it with ol. vitrioli 
upon a Stick, and then with the Cauſtick-Rione interchangeably, till I had con- 
fumed the Tubercle and the parts within the marked Line.. The while I was 
thus working, I dried up the Salts which mixed with the Ichor with armed 
Probes. Having thus finiſhed the work as I deſigned, to the fatisfadtion of the 
Phylician and Relations, I waſhed out the Salts of the Canftick with Wine 
warmed , then divided the Eſcar, and waſhed it again with Milk, till I had 
frced the Eſcas and the Paxt from pain : then I drefted it with wnguent, bafilic. 
cum leo rof. on a Pledgit, and applicd an Empl. e bolo overall. By theſe Leni- 
enrs the Eſcax feparated, and kett adeep round Uker : which im few days I di- 
geticd with ungaent, baſilic, mag, & Merc. precip. and'incarned and cicatrized 
with #nguent. tutie, &c. but within ten days after it broke out again. We re- 
peated Purging, with calomel, Bezoard. mixer. &c. and healed i up with a frrm 
Cicatrix by the aforeſaid method, adding, a few drops of tind. vitrioli dulc, in 
aqua rubi, From which time it hath continued well, the not having worn any 
Mouch npon it of late years. I have now under cure one of this kind 3 but, it 
not being pertected, I ſhall inſest it in the Treatiſe of Strame. |

If it fall inwardly into the Cavities of the Belly, it is Hydrops aſcites 3 of 
the Thorax, Hydrops petiorts 31 of the Scull, Hydrocephulws : which nameit alſo 
retains 
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retains if it affe& the outward parts of the Head, When it is lodged between 
the Skin and the Fleſh, or in the Interſtices of the Muſcles, it is Anaſarcs; in 
the Scrotum, Hydrocele, or Hernia aquoſa, &c. 

Wateriſh Tumours that are external differ from the phlegmatick by their 
ſhining and the manner of theit pitting Hydropical Swellings, if they be pure,

Oedemata receive the impreſſion eafily alſo, but they keep it longer. The tranſ- 
parency in the ſurface or change from the natural colour in the Skin is leſs then 
in the other. But theſe Humours are very apt to mix both in the Anaſarca and 
other Swellings 3 which where they do, the Symptoms are confounded, 

Aſcites Aiflers from Tympanites by its weight, and the ſwagging of the wa- 
ter in the Belly 3 whereas the Tumour in a Tympanites is more light, equal, 
hard, and, ſay Authours, ſounds likea Drum. | 

Cauſes of Wateriſh Tumours are whateyer may either increaſe the Serum 
of the Bloud beyond its proportion, or reſtrain it in any part of the Body pre- 
ternaturally, ſo that, wanting its natural courſe, it ſtagnates in ſome one or more 
places. Of the former ſort arc ill Digeſtion in the Stomach z defect of San- 
guification, which is frequent in intemperate perſons 3 alſo great Hzmorrha- 
gies, where the Bloud, being weakened by much diminution of its quantity, is 
not able to digeſt the Aliments aſſumed, but lets them run into Serum, from 
which Cauſe alone ſeveral wateriſh Tumours ariſe; ſo alſo any defect in the 
Ferments of the Viſcera, as when the Kidneys do not ſeparate the Serum from 
che Bloud, or the conglobate Glands doe not their office z likewiſe too great 
acrimony in the Bloud, which, though hot in it ſelf, yet melts down the Bloud 
into a thin Serum, as in hot Catarrhs. Of the latter fort are, 1, a check of 
tranſpiration through the Pores of the Skin, which keeps in a greater part of 
the thinner Serum, and forceth it to ſtop in the body : 2. retention of Urine : 
3. the forming of ſome Cyſtis in which it is contained : 4. its extravaſation in 
any part of the body , external or internal. 

Wateriſh Tumours are, as we have reckoned, internal, or external. 

The internal ones are deſcribed in Phyfick-books 3 and their Signs ſhall be 
given particularly by me as I have occaſion. 

The external, if they be pure indeed and -very much external, do by a vili- 
ble reſplendency betray themſelves to the eye 3 thoſe eſpecially that lie near 
the Cuticula and Cutis making a very thin pelfucid Tumouz. Thoſe that lic dee- 
per under the Skin do ſhine leſs: yet in ſome of them, if in a dark room you 
ſhadethem, as women doan Egge with their hands, and hold a Candle to the 
other ſide, you will find at-leatt a faint tranſparency. Thoſe that lie yet dee- 
per, or are contained ina Cytis, do not diſcolour the Skin at all, nor cauſe any 
conliderable pain : but it the Swelling be large, you'may by ſhaking it per- 
ceive an undulation. | | 

Waterie Tumours as ſuch portend no dangerto the life of the Patient, unleſs 
the Viſcera be obſtructed or otherwiſe tainted. If ſuch Obſtructions or Corru 
tions happen, the meaſure of the danger is to be taken from the degree of the 
Corruption. Thoſe inward Tumours are more dangerous then the outward 3 
and the more noble the Part affected, the more important the danger. 

In the Cxre of theſe Tumours there are four Intentions required. 

The firſt conſiſts in a regulation of Diet and manner of living: the ſecond, 
in evacuation of thoſe ſerous Humours by Stool, Urine, or Tranſpiration: the 
third, in rectifying the ConcoRion, and reſtoring the Viſcers to their natural 
ſtate : the fourth, concerning the Tumour it ſelf, is performed by Diſcuticnts 
and Exliccants, or by Apertion. 

I, The Dict ought to be with great moderation, exceſs in cating or drin- 

king, 


"of 
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king being prejudicial to their Cure. As to the quality of it, Phyſicians gene- 

rally preſcribe it drying and attenuating, ſuch as hath been<propoſed in the 
Chapter of Oedema 3 and after that manner they ought to _ their way 

of living : yet it is not unfrequent to ſee theſe Tumours ariſe from a hot Cauſe, 

in which caſe cooling Diets are requiſite 

2. The ſecond Intention is uſually performed by Purging with ſuch things as 
are preſcribed in Oedematouscaſes. Onely here there ought to be a more par» 
ticular regard had to the Hydragogs, as elaterium, camboya, ſambucus, ebulks, 
rad, bryonie, ſyr. de pins cervina, &c. It the Cauſe be hot, Bleeding and Barnet 

aWaters may be neceſſary, of which you may find ſome Inſtances, 

3. The third Intention, of reſtoring or rectifying the Viſcera, ought to be the 
work of the Phyſician. 

4- The fourth Intention is, of removing the conjun& matter by drying 
and diſcutient Medicaments 3 for which all thoſe ſet down in Oedematous and 
Flatulent Tumours are ſuitable. Re ſummitat. abrotoni, abſimth. origani, cala- 
minth. majorane,an. M.ij. flor. ſambuci, chamem: anthos, roſ.rub.an, Mtj. baccar. 
lauri, juniperi, an. Fij. coquantur in ſ.q. aque font. to which may be added Wine, 
Vinegar, Salt, Sulphur, or Alume, Or you may make the Decoction in the 
common Lixivie, if the Tumour require it. You may alſo embrocate with 
ſuch like 3 Re ſalis nitri 3x. piperis albi Zvj. eupborb. 3ij. ol. laurin. F vj. Miſc. 
and apply this over the Part affeQted 3 R: ſem.aniſi,cumini, bacc. myrtil. lauri, an: 
2 (3.ſucci ebuli Jjiij.ol,rutac. & cere q.ſ. fiat Ceratum, If by application of theſe 
or the like Medicaments the Cure ſucceed not, it may be reaſonable to make 
Apertion,and give vent tothe Water,and proceed in the Cure as ſhall be ſhewed 
in the following Obſervations. Where the Hydrops hath affected the Breaſt, [ 
have not ſeen any operation attempted by letting out the Water, the Diſeaſe it 
ſelf being rarely diſcovered till after the death of the Patient.” In ſome ſuch I 
have taken out about a gallon. Nor is there often found better ſucceſs where the 
Water affects the Belly, as in the Aſcites : it being for the moſt patt the pro- 
duct of long chronick Diſcaſes, which either took their original from or ended 
in Obſtrutions of the Viſceraz in which caſes the Cure uſually depends uport 
the Phyſician 3 the belt affiſtence of the Chirurgeon being that of Bandage; 
which,if applied even to the whole Belly by a ftrong Dimitee or Hollaxd Bracer, 
made to encompals the Abdomen, and ticd or laced behind, may conduce tnuch 
to the prevention of a ſudden increaſe of the Swelling, 

The like or greater ſucceſs we may hope for in Anaſarcous Swellings, where 
the Legs, Arms, Hands,e#c. are affeced,to which a ſtreight Stocking, Sleeve,&c. 
being accommodated doth uſually repreſs the Humour, and diſpoſe it to be 
carried off another way by Medicine. | 

Where the Aſcites follows Hemorrhagie, Fever, or any acute Diſeaſe, it ad- 
mits more often of Cure: but thoſe of our Proteſſhon are rarely conſulted 
while there is any hopes thereof by internal Remedies, which is fo long as the 
Patient hath ſtrength to bear them. At laſt, when the Viſcera are tainted, the 
evacuation of the Water haſtens their deaths, and the Operation is ſcanda- 
lized : whereas if the Paracenteſit were made in time, better ſucceſs might be 
expected. 

The way of making a Paracenteſis or Tapping hath been variouſly ſet down, 

- according to the ſeveral fancies of Chirurgeons. Some have made the Apertion 
in the Navel by Bodkin, Needle, &c. others three fingers below it on either 
Side,chufing that on which the Patient did leaſt lie; for the Orifice ought to lie 
uppermoſt, to prevent too great an effuſion. Thoſe that open below the Nas 
vel have likewiſe deviſed ſeveral ways. Some take up the Skin, and perfotate 
that firſt; then make a Perforation in the Peritoneum, A method not mn 
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cable where the Belly is very hard and Riff with much Fat between the Skin 
and Muſcles. Therefbre it is that we generally ſtrike chrough all at once. The 
worſt way is by Cauſtick, and Incifion after that. 

But the downright PunRure, being the beſt of Cures, is to be ſo managed as 
that the Serum may not fly out all at once, but be retained according to the defire 
of the Chirurgeon 3 nothing being ſo pernicious to the Patient as great Evacua- 
tions, though of an excremettitious Humour. Hence it is that much Art hath 
been uſed in this affair as to deſignation of quantity and contrivance of Inftru- 
ment. Barbett hath lately publiſhed the uſe of an hollow Needle, which, bein 
thruſt in,will let out what quantity you pleaſe,but being pulled out leaves litt! 
or no paſſage in the Skin. The repeated intruſion of this into the ſame or into 
freſh holes (ſay he and Sylvims) will evacuate Water at your pleaſure. Truly, 
the whilſt the Belly is diſtended with abundance of Water,it may ſucceed well : 
but they themſelves dare not pretend farther then the Evacuation of half the 
Liquour, for by that time you will be in danger of wounding the Inteſtines, 
Several Experiments I have made of that Inſtrument, and one lately, rather 
to ſatisfie the Patient and his Relations that the Swelling was an Aſcites, then 
that we could propoſe any Cure by it. I made the Apertion in the preſence of 
Mr, Holliey : we diſcharged about a pint of Water, and part of that by a Cathe- 
ter 3 for, feeling ſome oppoſition in the cavity within the Abdomen which 


obſtructed the flowing of the Water, I pulled the pointed Cannula out : and 


it was well I did,for afterwards in opening the dead body I found the Inteſtines 
floating above the Water, though there were above two gallons in the Belly. 
Upon which Obſervations I doconclude it a very unht Inſtrument to diſchar 
2 Dropſic : beſides, our people will not admit of ſo many Openings as would 
be neceſſary to empty an Hydropicall Belly. This very perſon, as carneſt as 
he was at firſt for the Operation, choſe rather to die with the Water in his Belly 
then ſuffer a ſecond Apertion. | 

I therefore doconclude the good old way of a Caxnula made taper-wiſe with 
holes in the ſide, whoſe deſcription you may hnde in Parew, to be the beft; 
which being conveyed through a hole made by puncture may be kept in by 


| Bandage till the Water be evacuated, the hole of it being ſtopped by a Screw 


or otherwiſe, as you will find in the aforeſaid Authour. I ſhall now _ you 
ſome Obſervations of this Work,though it be for the moſt part unſucceſsfull : as 
indeed what can be expeRed from rotten Viſcera ? 


A Woman near fifty years of age, of a groſs body and ſtrong Conſtitution, 
laboured of an Aſcites a long time: after much Phylick ineffecually taken, 
the Water burſt its way through the Skin by a ſmall Opening on her right Side, 
near the place where we uſually make the Paracentefis; and after ſome days, 
the Aperture wearing, larger, the Water flowed more abundantly. I was 
fetched, and ftopt up the Orifice with a Tent of Lint, applying a Pitch-plaifter, 
and over that another of Yeaſt and Wheat-flower, with Compreſs and Ban- 
dage. Then I adviſed her to lic on the contrary Side,by which that part was 
kept dry. The fourth day I opened it, and gave vent by a Cannule to three 
pints of Water 3 then bound it up again. As the Belly emptied, the Openin 
contrated ; Therefore I put in a Cannxls, retaining it in with Compreſs 
Bracer, and thereby diſcharged the Water at pleaſure, and afterwards left it to 
het own and her Servants ordering, I viſited her ſome while after; and,finding 
moſt part of the Water diſcharged, I took out the Cannwla, and permitted it to 
cure. The Waterſeeped out ſometime upon riling or lying on that Side ; but 
ſhe wasa ſtrong Woman, and recqvered. 

A young Man of about cighteen years of age fell froma Fever into a Quar- 
tans 
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tane Ague, which held him long;'and ended in an- Aſcites ; -his Belly (welled 
cxccedingly,and he became extenuated, While he languiſhed iv this deplorable 
condition, one undertook the Cure 'of him, by letting: out the Water with a - - 
Thorn thruſt into his Navel, (thoagh it were (not at all (welled-up.) The © * 
Watcr was let out gradually, and afticking Plaiſter onely applied over it. Thus 
in-a month's ſpace it was evacuated, and the Beſly contracted proportionably. 
During this Evacuation he took opening Broths-and Apozemes. - After, the 
Water was diſcharged, and the Puncture cured, he continued 'extreamly emas 
ciated, and the Skin of his body and litns was withered 3 yet he was ordered 
to be let bloud about fix ounces : at which time he was {o 'very a Skeleton, 
and his Skin hung ſo looſe, that I doubted how T could hold it over the Vein to 
open it. Yet after this I ſaw him fat, and perfeQly cured, - © 1 7 
A Gentlewoman of about thirty cight yearsol& laboured of ari' Aſeites with 3; Obſerve. 
Anaſarcous Swellings on her Belly, Thighs an&Legs 3 /and;having taken much * 4% 
Phyſick unſucceſsfully inthe Town, was removed to her houſe in the Country 
todie : but after ſome while being tired with the weight and ſtretching pain 
of her Belly, the ferit for me to give- vent to the Water. I went provided for . 
the work, and found the Patient reſolved to undergoe the Opening. .-Othet 
Symptoms to encourage me I had none. Thenext morning, ſhe having pre- 
pared her ſelf, and being placcd on that ſide ſhe could beſt lie apon ' during the - 
Evacuation, her Bracer being well -htted, Tmade the Perforation according to 
cuſtome three fingers'below the Navell on the upper fide, The Water ſpurted 
out forcibly whiltt I paſſed in my taper-pointed Cannula, which fitting exaQtly, 
T let out about three pints of Water, then apply'd an Emplaſtr. a4 herrtiam 
over it, with a Stupe wrung out of a carminative DecoQtion'and Bandage. She 
ſeemed ſomewhat relieved at the preſent, but reſted ill that night, and was 
much/ndiſpoſed in the morning, yet would have: more Water let out. I dif- 
charged two quarts of Water, and dreſfed it as before, 
Attcr I had continued there three or four days,” and ſhewed the Servants the 
manner of letting out the Water and dreilingy I returned to London, Aﬀter a 
few days, going back, and hnding her Belly very much ſunk,and the Water not 
over-ready to flow, I took out the Cannula, applicd a Pledgit of wnguent. bofili- 
con, and an Emplaſtr. ad beyniam over it, with a warm Stupe and Bracer as 
before. I left her weak and not like to recover 3/and indeed the died a few 
days after, ; | 
A Gentlewoman of about thirty years of age, big with Child, was much 4.0bſervat. 
diſcaſed with Anafſarcous Swellings in her Legs and Feet. Sr. Fr.Pr. was ſent of Anaſarce 
for z who, ſccing her inſuch a condition, and unfit to take Phylick, defired my _ Legs, 
Opinion concerning them. I ſaw the Swellings pale and ſhining, yielding to * 
the-impreifion of my fingers, and returning ſlowly. She was very uneaſie in 
her bed, and not in a condition to lit up. I propoſed Fomenting with good 
diſcutient and exficcant Medicaments, to diſpole them for Bandage, and then 
to put on laced Stockings and Trouzes. After he had a while conſidered of 
it, he wiſhed me to write a form of the Fomentation ; which I did thus: 
R ſummitat. abſinthii, majorane, origani, roriſmarin. an. M.iii. flor. chamemel:, 
ſambnci, roſ, rub, an. M.ij. baccar, lauri, juniperi, an. Fiiij. ſulph. vivi, aluminis 
rup. an. tb. ſalis com.M.iij. coq. it j.q. aque prouſu. 'He gave way to the uſe 
of it and the Bandage. I began the next morning with the Fomentation, 
cauling her Legs to be bathed, then rowled them up from the Feet above the 
Knees equally ftreight. After I had repeated'this method three or four days, 
and diſpoſed her Legs by Bandage for the laced Stockings, I {aw them laced 
on with Knee-pieces and Trouzes : theſe were daily ſtreightned to ſuch pro- 
portion as the Patient could cafily bear. By the wearing of theſe ſhe recovered 
R 2 the 
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the uſe of her Legs, to the great advantage of her health. She went her full 
time, and was delivered of a healthfull Child, which is yet alive. 
. A Gentkmanhaying long laboured under a complication of Diſcaſes, par- 
ticularly a Dropſy, ſent for me. I found his Body much extenuated, his Legs 
Anaſarcous, and his Back and Hips excvriated with lying in bed. I propoſed 
to him the uſe of a Fomentation and equall Bandage, viz. a pair of laced Stoc- 
kings. After ſome reaſoning with me about the uſe of them, h2 complied, and 
T cauſed a pair tobe made, and laced them on. They were caſy, and did all 
I deſigned by them. He was able to walk to his Cloſet, and take the air in 
his Coach, and was well pleaſed with them. But afterwards, being informed 
by ſome body of great inconveniences that might happen to him trom the 
wearing of them, he cauſed them to be pulled off; upon which his Legs 
ſwelled again, and he was confined to his bed, whereby his Hips and Back 
galled: alſo by reaſon of the: great increaſe of thoſe wateriſh Swellings the 
native heat was overcome, 'and a preternatural one ariſing inflamed and bli- 
ſtered them. I was fetched, and by Fotnentations, &c. got off the Mortifica- 
tion, and in fix weeks healed the Ulcex and Ulcerations; I made him a Fon- 
anell by Incifion in his right Leg, and put him on the laced Stockings again, 
y the uſe of which he recovered. : 

A young Woman of about twenty five years of age, of a healthfull Conſti- 
tution, came to me out of the Country, ſuppoſed to have the King's Evil. 
Upon enquiry found none of that Evill, but a large Tumour lying upon the 
Muſcles of the Back ; the Skin of the Tumour was thick, without inflam- 
matlon or diſcolouring. IEP 

I was then in queſt of windy Tumours, and thought this might be one, 
having Symptoms not unlike it, the Sound excepted. I had a great defire to 
ſte what it was which made that bulk, and offered her the Cure of it gratis 3 
which ſhe gladly accepting, I ordered my Servants to make ready Aſtringents 
and Bandage. Then I made an Apertion into it with a Knife, upon which 
a Water forced out: we received it in a Chamber-pot. Whilſt it was dif- 
charging, I flit up the Tumour, and gave way to the Dregs, which were 
like Honey, but not contained in a Cyftis, I cut off as much of the Skin as 
was ſuperfluent,and brought the reſt together, drefſing it up with the common 
Digeſtive ex Terebinth,&c.with a reſtxitive Emplaſter,Compreſſe and Bandage, 
Being thus dreſſed ſhe walked with her She-friend,more briskly then ſhe came, 
to her lodging in Shoe-lane ; from whence ſhe came to my houſe the third day 
after, to be dreſſed, and ſo daily till the Wound was cured ; which healed by 
Agglutination in leſs then three weeks, 


O*f Wateriſh Tumours Hydrocele is one very remarkable Specics,which ſub- 
divides it {elf into many others. 

It may be generally defined, a wateriſh Swelling of the Scrotum, 

This may be either part of another more general Tumour, or elſe an original 
Diſeaſe of that place. When it is part of another Tumour, the Body is Hydro- 
"ys cither Anaſarcous or Aſciticall: in both which caſes it is frequent to 

ee the Cod ſwelled up after the manner of an Anaſarca. And indeed, when in 
Aſciticall caſes we find a Swelling of the Teſticle, there is for the mot part 
an Anaſarca of the lower parts of the Belly joyned with it. When it is an 
original Tumour of the Part, it either licth without the Twnics vaginalis, 
affeRing the whole Scrotum; or elſe is contained within the faid Tunicle, or 
at leaſt in a Cyſts of its own : in which caſe you will find one fide ſwelled 
whillt the other remains in its natural ſtate; or if both Tcſticles are concerned , 

the Tumours are diſtin, 
The 


it is part of a Dropſly. But when it cometh alone, it is generated as all other 
wateriſh Tumours arc, viz. by a ſeparation of Ser#m out of the Arteries, which 
never returneth into the Veins, but lodgeth in the Skin or other parts of the 
Body. This Extravaſation may be cauſed from ſome Bruiſe by Blow , 
Fall, &c. 

Signs of an —_—_ may be taken from the diſtemper of them. Viz. - . 

1. The Anafarcous Hydrocet* may be known by the ſplendour, ſoftneſs 
and thickneſs of the Scrotumi, It taketh impreſſion from the fingers eaſily, 
and may be wrought like ſoft Wax, The Prepuce is ufually ſwelled, if it» 
attend the y of that name, 

2, The ſitnple Hernia aquoſa, as it affeRts the whole Scrotrm, fills it like a 
Bladder, and diſcovers it felt by its ſhining. | 

3+ When the Hydrocele lieth within the Twnica vaginalis, between it and the 
Tefticlcs, or ina peculiar Cyſtis, the Serotem is proportionably ſtretched, and 
ſomewhat wrinkled ; and indeed at firſt fight it is not unlike an Hernia intefti- 
xnalir or zirbalis : but you may diſtinguiſh them by preſſing with your fingers 
upon the ProduQtion, which when you doe, bid the Patient cough if nothing 
preſs upon your hand like wind, it is an Hydrocele. It the Water be lodged in 
the Txnica vaginalis of both Teſticles, the Swelling appears double. 
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The Canſes of Hydrocele are the ſame with thoſe of a Dropſy, at leaſt when Cauſes. 


This Diſcaſe is more or leſs dangerous according as it is complicated. That Prognoſtick: 


whichis joyned with a Dropſie cannot be cured, unleſs that be firſt cured : yet 
it ſometimes ſerves todiſcharge anaſarcous Swellings in the Parts lying above 
it. Thoſe which arife trom an external Cauſe are more eafily cured. If the 
Habit of body be tolerably good, the Hydrocele may be cured ; and if it be 
bad, the Watermay be let out as often as it fills, without danger. 


In the Czre of theſe Tumours there is required a regulation in Diet and Cure, 


manner of living, as hath been ſet down in the preceding Diſcourſe of Wate. 
riſh Tumours in generall: onely here they areto be proportioned according to 
the greatneſs of the Malady and the Accidents that attend them. They alſo 
tequire to be treated with ſuch Diſcutients and Exſiccants as have been there 
propoſed, aud you muſt retain your Applications cloſe to the Pare to which 
they are applied. A Bag-truſs is neceſſary, it ſerving alſo to ſuſtain the Part; 
leſt by the weight of the Humour the Tumour be increaſed; alto after the dif- 
charge of the Water it furthers the corrugation of the Scrotwm, " 

While the Swellings are ſmall, they may haply yield to Diſcutients. An 
accidentall Bruiſe, by ſtirring up at: Inflammation, hath ſometime diſpoſed 
them to Diſcuſlivn, If they tend to Suppuration, further it by Suppuratives, 
as in a Phlegmon hath been ſhewed,and treat them as ſuch. But if the Tumour 
have any quantity of Water in it, your ſpeedicft way of Cure is by giving vent. 
If it be an Anaſarca that poſſeſſeth the whole Scrotum,the way to diſcharge it is 
cither by Scarification, or by a Seton, 

Scarification is proper when onely the Scrotum is Anaſarcous. If it be 
made by punQure with a Laricet, the Water will diſcharge iri few hours, and 
the Wounds agglutinate ſoon after without other Application then a warm 
Stupe. An Intiance whereof you may ſee in the Obſervations of Oedema, 

It there be an Anarſace of the Belly, the Seton is moſt >roper, in conſide- 
ration of the time which is required for ſuch an Evacuation: It ought to be 
made tranſverſe the Scrotwm in the depending part. It is to be kept open till 
the Serofity be diſcharged z and the while you are td preſerve the native heat 
ofthe Part by the application of warmi Stupes wrung out of Wine wherein have 
been boiled ſuimmitat. abſinthii, majorane, flor. chamem, rof. rub. balauft, bace. 
myrt4ll. nuc. cupreſſ. &c, And take care leſt the Scrotem excoriate from the 
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ſharpneſs of the Humour and inflame : for in Hydropical bodies it is apt to 
gangrene., If you apprehend ſuch miſchief, pull out the Seton. 

In the Opening the other Species of Hydrocele, you are to conſider the quan- 
tity of Water, and the place it is lodged in. It it have not a pintof Water in 
it, forbear opening, it till it be bigger, leſt you hurt the Teſticle: beſides, it is 
not worth the while. But if it be a Child that labours of it, you may open it 
though there be ſcarce half a pint of Water. In order to the Opening them, you 
are toplace the Patient in a clear light : then with the one hand to preſs upon 
the ProduQion, that the Tumour may be more tenſe : and it the Hydrocele be 
in a Man, your Servant ought-to preſs with his hand upon the other fide, that 
the Scrotem may be the more ſteady. You are to make the-PunQurein the 
depending Part, and avoid the cutting of the greater Veins lying upon. the 
Scrotum, leſt thereby the Water be made bloudy, and you be thought tohawe 
hurt ſome Part within, You are to make the Apertion big enough to receive 
a ſmall Cannzls, which you are immediately to put in, and keepitthere tilkyon 
havedrawn out allthe Water. That done, apply a Pledgit of z#ng«ent. baſulican, 
andan Emplaſter to retain it on,with a Flanel] Stupe wrung out of an aſtringene 
DecoGton, and put ſuch a Bag-truſs on as may keep your: Dreſlings cloſe. . By 
this method you will in two or three days find the PunQture cured, and the 
Scrotrem contracted. Yet it may be reaſonable to apply an Emplaſtr, Ceſaris, 
or ſome other aftringent Emplaſter, over the Scretam, and to put on a leſs 
Truſs, which the Patient may wear for more ſecurity. For they are apt to fill 
again with Water once in a year or two, it the Habit of body abound with 
frrous Humours. 

Ifthe Water be lodged in a Cyſis,or within the proper Coats of the Teſticle 
or Teſticles, they require accordingly to be opened diſtintly. And in theſe 
Hydrocele*s you are to be carcfull to paſs in your Cannula, and keep it in till the 
laſt drop of Water be diſcharged : for if by any accident it ſlip out, you will 
ſcarce get it in again 3 the inner Tunicle hanging looſe, the hoes may not an- 
(wer cach other 3 nor is the Tumour capable of being opened ſo well again as 
at firſt ; and if you leave any Water behind,the Operation-will be thought ill 
done. The Water diſcharged, you are to proceed in the Cure as above ſaid; 
What hath been hitherto delivered of theſe Hydrocele's doth onely concern the 
palliative Cure. 

If you purpoſe the perfe& Cure, you ought then to make the Apertion large 
on- one fide of the Scrotum reaching towards the Production, in ſuch man- 
ner as it may lie according to the length of the Teſticle, that you may open 
it after the Water is diſcharged, and Cds the better apply your Medica- 
ments to it in caſcit be affeted. In theſe Operations the Patient ſhould be 


_ of atolerable good Habit of body, and not in his declining age : for whether 


they be made by Incifion or Cauſtick, they are generally ſubje& to Inflam- 
mation,Colick and Fever, till Suppuration be made. In which caſe Bleeding 
and Clyſters are neceſſary, and outwardly Lenients and Anodynes arc to be 
applied, alſo good Fomentations to keep up the naturall heat : of which you 
will find ſome Inſtances amongſt the tollowing Obſervations, 


A Boy of about ſix or ſeven years old was brought to me labouring of an 
Aſcites , with an Hernia aquoſa in Scroto, and Anaſarcous Swellings poſleſfing 
the outlide of the Scrotum and Prepuce. I made an Apertion on the left fide of 
the Serotum.in a depending Part, and, paſhng in a Cannula, diſcharged ncar a 
pint of Water 3 then fomented it with warm Stupes wrung out of red Wine. 
While I was fomenting it, ſuſpe&ing the Anaſarcous Humour would ſoon fill 
up the Scrotum again, it the Apertion were not kept open, I therefore —_— 

elay 
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delay thruſt a Seton-needle with a ſmall twiſt of Silk thrqugh the Aperture be- 
fore made,and paſſed it out tranſyerſe the Scrotwm,about an inch diſtant fratn the 
firſt opening z then cut off the Seton from the Needle, and tied the. ends to+ 
pether, faſtening them with an Emplaſter above ypon the Serotym, and trufſed 
it cloſe with a warm Flanell Stupe, covering alſo the Pexis, and diſmiſſed 
them with direRions to ſtupe it at leaſt thrice a day with a Decod, abſuntb, flor. 
roſ: rub. &c. as it is propoſed in the method of Cure. It in this caſe the Stupes 
be not often ſhifted, the ſerous Humour, which ſo continually drops into it, 
will excoriate the Scrotwm, and tir up a painful Inflammation. Some few days 
after I viſited the Patient, and ſaw the Swelling in the Prepuce and Serotur 
diſcuſſed, the Seton having well diſcharged its paxt. I cut out the Seton, and 
dreſſed the Ulcers with »nguent, tutie, by which they healed 3 and by the con- 
tinued uſe of the Fomentation in a few days the $crotum contracted. 

A Gentleman of about ſixty years old came toLoxdor diſcaſed with a Heryjs 2.Obſetvat. 
aquoſa. The lower parts of his Belly and upper parts of his Thighs were 9 Herne | 
Anaſatcous : the Prepuce and Scrotum were not tree of it. Sx. Fr. Pr, being his p = Sag 
Phyſician adviſed the opening of the Tumour, and was preſent the next day : 
where, having all things ready, I placed the Patient in a Chaix fothe light, the Jo, 
Phyſician laying his hand upon one fide of the Scrotum, while mine was on the 
other ſide, 1 madea PunGurein a declining Part, then paſſed in a Cannuls, 
and let out about three pints of Water in a It was much of the colour 
of Urine in healthfull people, The Water diſc d, I pulled out the Canals, 
and applied a warm Stupe, and truſſed it yp cloſe. In the ſpace of two or 
three days the Anaſarca diſcuſſed, and the Scrotum contracted and cured. 1 
applied an Emplaſtr, Ceſaris over the Scrotum, and fitted him with a Truſs ac- 
cordingly. Two years after I opened this Tumour again. 

A Man of about forty years of age, of a ſtrong Conſtitution and ſanguine 3. Obſervac. 
Complexion, being of late years Aſthmatick, was about two months ſince 9f an Aſcites 
ſwelled with an Aſcites and an Anaſarca of his Belly, Scrotum, Thighs and = yo of 
Legs. Dr. Dentoz and Dr. Brook wete his Phyſicians, and conſulted me in ——_ in Serd; 
the Chirurgery, eſpecially in that of the Scrotum, which was very much to,&c. . 
diſtended (as we ſuppoſed) with Water, the external parts being (as I have 
fajd) Anaſarcous, | 

I propoſed Scarification in ordet to the preſent diſcharge of the Anaſarca : 
but, in conſideration of the neceſſity that appeared of continuing a vent to the | 
ſexotts Humours, which would moſt certainly affet the Scrotum whilſt-any * 
thing of the Hydrops renained in the patts above, we reſolved upon the uſe of a 
Seton. To which purpoſe the Patient was ſeated upon the fide of his Bed, and 
a Baſon placed under the Scrotum, I raiſed up the Anaſarcous Skin, and, 
whilſt Dr. Brook held part of it, paſſed through the Needle with a twiſted 
Silk. Imtncdiately upon the Apertion there diſcharged a bloudy Serzwm. (as 
it ſeemed to us by the candle-light,) which we permitted to flow to the quan- 
tity of at leaſt a pint and a halt: during which the colour not changing, we 
ſept to the window with the Baſon, and faw it a pure floxid bloud 3 fo alfo 
was that which flowed the while into a Porrenger. Upon ſight whereof I 
pulPd out the Seton, and placed a Servant's fingers upon the two Apertions, 
till T haſtily made Dreſſings ready of farin. tritic. cam albumine ovor, pred 
upon a couple of Pledgits and upon linen cloath in the form of a Plaiſter, 
which T applicd upon that part of the Scrotxm with Compreſſe and Bandage, 
whereby the bleeding was fiopt. We did not perceive that he was the leaſt 

diſcompoſed by the Evacuation. The ſecond day after we met again, and ſaw 
the Patient walking in his Chamber marvellouſly relieved both in his breath 
and ſtrength. He formerly took his reſt by leaning upon his Knees and Elbows; 
but that night he Qept lying dowa in his Bed, and had diſcharged _ 
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ſence above a gallon of Urine well coloured, and made more then a quart du» 
ring our being in the houſe. Inthe eahing off Dreflings the Apertions were 
ſeemingly healed, and had not bled one drop after the application of thoſe 
Emplaſters. We fomented the Scrotum, and truffed it up. His Phyſicians 
preſcribed antiſcorbutical Juices, cordiall Juleps, &'c. The ſecond day after 
we met again, and, ſeeing the Scrotum big, made Scarification by punGture of 
a Lancet. The bloud trickled down apace 3 but after a while it ſtopt, and a 
Serum flowed forth, A warm Stupe was applied, and renewed often, and 
continued the moſt part of that night ; during which the Serum was plentifully 
diſcharged, and he urined well. At our next meeting, which was within two 
or three days, we found our Cure ſucceed well ; but the Scrotum was big, and 
likely to be ſo whilſt there remained any Water in the Abdomen or Parts about. 
Upon which conſideration we were inclined to make a Seton again: but, 
ſuſpeQing a new effuſion of bloud, we contented our ſelves at that time in 
making an Apertion with that Spear-pointed Cannula deſcribed by Barbett. 
It bled at firſt opening about two ounces, then gleeted a ſerous Humour, We 
dreſſed it as . and thereby the Serum was diſcharged for the ſpace of three 
or four days;during which the Patient removed from his Lodging at Lime-hoxſe 
into the Town,nearer his Phyſicians. Then we again pierced the Scrotum with 
around Needle and twiſted Silk, whereby the bleeding was reſtrained.and the 
Serolity diſcharged ; but the Scrotum from that time began to indurate, and 
thereby ſtreightned the Seton, and ſtopt the Water in its paſſage. Upon ſight 
whercof we tomented the Scrotum with Emollicnts and Diſcuticnts,viz.ex foliis 
& radic.althee bryonie,cucumeri ſylveſt ſummitat.ebuli flor ſambuci. ſem. fanugre- 
ci,&c.and of the Feces made a Cataplaſm, with an addition of farin.hord.len- 
tium,axung.porcin.&c. During theſe Applications the Patient was purged with 
Hydragoga once in two days, whereby great quantities of wateriſh Humours 
were each time evacuated. The Juices were alſo repeated thoſe days he in- 
termitted Purging. Thus the Patient was daily relieved, the hardneſs in Scroto 
reſolving as the Seton digeſted, and indeed the Scrotum was well-nigh reſtored 
to its naturall bigneſs. We then deligned Scarification of his Legs, to evacuate 
that Serum ; but he not permitting it,we fomented them with Diſcutients, and 
embrocating afterwards cxm oleo olivar. aceto & ſale, we rowled them from the 
Toes upwards 3 and having that way diſpoſed the Parts for ſtreight Stockings, 
we laced them on, and fitted laced Trouzes to the Thighs. During which 
the Patient was frequently purged to much advantage z yet the ſwelled Thighs 
nd Legs did not yield to our Bandage, but continued hard and painfull. He 
was alſo ſtreightned in breathing, and often delirous, and too much debilita- 
ted to bear fo frequent Purging as was requilite to evacuate the daily increaſe 
of Water. Upon which conſideration we ſcarihed his Legs and Feet, and by 
the application of Cupping-glaſfes diſcharged a quantity of bloudy Serxm : 
from which time the evacuation of Serum was continued by the applica- 
tion of warm Stupes and Emplaſters. About ten days after, having notice 
that his Legs and Feet were exceeding painfull, I made him a viſit, and 
found him upon his Feet: his Stockings being pull'd off, I ſaw his Legs in- 
flamed, and in one place livid, and the very Toes inflamed, alſo bliltered, and 
in ſome parts livid. I ſcarifhed them, and fomented them with decod. ſummit. 
abſunth. flor. roſ. balauſt. in vino rubro; then dreſſed the Scarification with 
unguent. bafilic, hot,and applied cerat. Galeni with moderate expulſive Bandage 
from the Feet to the Knees 3 then put him into Bed, placing his Legs upon 
Pillows, to prevent the deſcent of Humours. The next day the Patient was 
let bloud about ten ounces; from which time he began again to urine plentiful- 
ly, and thereby was freed of the Delirium and difficulty of breathing, the 
Inflammations of his Legs and Feet went off, and thoſe Ulcerations healed :

yet there afterwards appeared a ſmall collection of Matter upon ohe of 
his Legs; which being diſcharged, and diſpoſed to cure, the Patient was 
again purged, and is at this preſent in a hopetfull way of Recovery, his 
Belly, Thighs and Legs being ſoft, and in amanner reſtored to their natural 
ſtate, and his Phyſicians are ſending him into the treſh Air to perfect his 


health. 
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A Gentleman of about twenty ſeven years of age came to London diſeaſed 4.0bſervat, 
with a Swelling i# Scroto, Dr. Walter Needham was his Phyſician: It was of #j4rocde: 


ſoft, and poſſelt the Tunicles of the right Teſticle, making a Swelling onely 
in that Teſticle, It did not ſhine, as the ſimple Hernia aquoſa is wont to do. 
We made Compreſſion upon the Production of that Teſticle, and concluded 
the Tumour water, and lodged within the proper Coats of that Teſticle, the 
other lying unconcerned. We made an Apertion in the declining Part, and, 
paſling in a Cannula, diſcharged about a quart of Water, all that was in the 
Scrotam : then pulled out the Cannula, and applied a Pledgit of ungzent. baſili- 
con, and an Emplatter to retain it on, with a hot Stupe wrung out of Wine, 
and truſſed it up cloſe; By which method of dretling the Puncture cured, the 


Scrotum contracted, and he returned cured. ' 


A perſon aged hfty eight years, having been long troubled with a large $.0bſerrat. 
Tumour is $croto, defired my advice. The Production of the Peritoneum on of Hydroceles 


the right ſide was much dilated, I preſt upon it with my hand, and upon his 
Coughing felt nothing of Wind: That Teſticle was lodged within the Tu- 
mour, ſo as I could not. feel it, The Tumour .was ſoft and without pain: 
I concluded the Diſeaſe to be Water lodged within the Txnics vaginalis, or 
ſome particular Cytis encompaſſing the Telticlez; the other Tefticle and Pro- 
duQtion being unconcerned, and the Scrotumthick, as is uſuall in ſuch caſes. 

I propoſed the letting out of the Water 3 but he deſired time to confider of 
it. After two or three days I was ſent for again, where I met Sir Charles 
Scarburgh, Phyſician to his Royall Highneſs the Duke of Tork, and one of his 
MAJESTIE's Phyſicians, and DoGour Denton, We together conſidered 
the Tumour 3 and they, being ſatisfied that ir was Water, encouraged the 
Patient to admit of the Opening of it. I, having all things ready, made a 
PunRure in a declining Part, and, paſſing in a Carnula, diſcharged near two 
quarts of Water, dreſſing it up as above ſaid. I opened this Tumour after- 
wards twice in the ſpace of tour years. 

A Gentleman of about fixty years of age, labouring of an Hydrocele, was

Compreſs and Bag-truſs, and within a tew days after diſmiſſed him cured of 
his Diſcaſc, 

A year aftcr or thereabouts the aforeſaid perſon came to me again, the Scro- 
tum being replete with Water.” -Lopened it, diſcharged the Water, and dreſſed 
it as above ſaid, and thought him well, and gone out of Town. But after 
{ome days, accidentally hearing he was lick and kept his bed, I haſtned to him, 
and tound him afflicted with a Colick and Fever; 'the Scrotum was alſo ſwel- 
led and inflamed. I ordered him a Clyſter, let him bloud, and applied an ano- 
dyne Cataplaſm. By theſe means the pain was mitigated, and theaccidents of 
Fever, &c, ceaſed : but the Strotum remained relaxed and big. In confidera- 
tion of which I applied Cataplaſms powerfully diſfcuticnt , ex rad, bryonie, 
fol. cicute, flor, cham. ſambuci, | ſem. fanugree, &c. by which the Swelling 


leſſened. He being in haſt to.go out of Town, Iſupplicd him with Medicas :

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ments to dreſs himſelf, by which the Tumour was diſcuſſed. He hath not 
been troubled with that watery Swelling fince. 

-.Obſervar. A perſon having a Swelling in the left Tefiicle deſixed my Opinion of it. 

of Hydroggle. The Tumour was ſoft, and of the bigneſs of a Gooſe-egge, without Inflamma- 
tion or pain, the Scrotzm it ſelf not much concerned. 1, ſuppoling it an Hydro- 
cele, and within ſome of the proper Coats of that Teſticle, adviſed him to 
truſs it up cloſe, and incaſe it grew bigger, I would open it ; for at that time 
there was not half a pint of Water in it. After a year or more, this perſon in 
riding bruiſed the ſame Part againſt the Pummel of his Saddle 3 it immediate- 
ly became painfull and hard. Hecame to London, and ſent for me. It ſeemed 
to me then to be in a capacity of diſcuſſion by reaſon of the accefle of heat : to 
which purpoſe I preſcribed this Fomentation : Re fol.byoſcyami,cicute, an.

From this Bruiſing it is that Corruption 
often followeth, and the Humour is apt to ſtink. 

The other more internal Hydrocephalus, affeRting the Parts within, is an 
effuſion of Serxm within the Scull, cither between it and the Dare mater, or 
between that and the Pia mater. It is not leſs frequent to find this Serum (o 
extravaſated to coagulate into a ſliffe gelatinous ſubſtance all about the Veſſels 
under the baſis of the Brain, and thence to involve all the Roots and the 
Candex of the Spinall marrow, quite over the Nates and Teftes and Glandula 
pinealis, reaching into the Ventricles of the Brain. Many inſtances of this kind 
I could give you in Ricket children : but theſe things are not to be diſcovered 
till the Patient be dead. | | 

The Signs are ſuitable to the Part affetecd, and the quality of the Humour. , 
If it lie immediately under the hairic Scalp, and poſſeſs it, all the whole Head 
muſt be ſwelled. If the Matter within be cxdematous, it will pit under your 
finger: if it be a pure Serzm, it will return to its ſeat when your finger is 
taken off The Face is pale and ſwelled, fo alſo are the Eye-lids, ſometimes 
bloudy and ſhining, In the increaſe of it, it ſometimes thruſts out a Tumour 
like a Wen, but-the FluQuation of it ſheweth it to be Water. If it be between 
the Craxiam and Pericratizm, you may feel the Cranium bare, and a FluQtua- 
tion between it and the Pericranium, If it lie between the Craninim and Dura 
mater, the Sutures are looſe, ſo that you may often bury your finger between 
them. When it lieth under the Dzra mater, it maketh that (well, and fre- 
quently thruſts it ſelf through between ſome of the Sutures of the Scullz as 
particularly it did in a young Child, of which anon. What is within the 
Ventricles of the Brain is not eaſily diſcoveted whilſt the Patient is alive 
onely it may be gueſſed at by great Stupidity and Infenfibility , if any ſuch 
thing be. 
me Guy alter Needham did tell me of one that in Bedlam was obſerved to 
fic upright with his back to a wall without ſpeaking a his Eyes for 
many months, onely ſome odd mimicall geſtures he' uſed. Upon his death 
he was opened by order of DoQour Thomas Allen, Phyſician of the place. 
An cedematous Tumour was found to occupy all the upper part of the Cere. 
brum between it and the Pis mater, which deſcending by the poſteriour parts 
of it did poſſeſs the entrance into the two Ventricles, the Glandule pinealis it 
ſclf being turned into a Bladder of water. 

But the Story cited out of Veſalius by Sennertys is yet more wonderfull, of a 
young Girl, that kept her Senſes well enough, yet her Head ſwelled fo great 
as to hold nine pints of Water, The like Obſervations we find in Hildans, 
Kerkringiws,and others, where the Brain hath been ſo little,and fo oddly placed, 
that the whole hath been judged to be Water.

In the firtt place, a good Diet ought to be preſcribed, of Mutton, Veal, 
Pullet, Chicken, &c. and choſe rather boiled then roaſted. All ſharp, ſalt 
and ſpiced Meats are forbidden: fo are all Fiſh, Milk, and Herbage, as being 
corrupters of the Bloud. Their Drink may be a ſmall Wine diluted with 
Watcr, or a well-boiled ſmall Ale, which may alſo be medicated with Dock- 
roots, Succory, and Grafſs-roots, the tops of Agrimony, Pimpernell, Harts- 
tongue, Fumitory, Hop-buds, &c. Or, Rt fol. agrimonie, origani, veronice utri-

The Evacuation ought to begin by Bleeding ; and if Bloud abound, the 
Venzſ{ccion may be repeated, after the Body hath been ſomewhat empticd by 
Purging.

Where the Diſeaſe hath overſpred the whole Body, there (as I have ſaid) 
Bathing is neceſſary ; and if the ſeaſon of the year be proper, the River of 
Thames or other Rivers may ſerve: but in the colder ſeaſons Bathing in warm 
water is effeQuall, the party fitting the while on a Bag of Wheat-bran; Per- 
ſons of quality may have ſweet Powders, as thoſe of lign. caſſia, Rhodinm, 
calamus aromaticus, &c. It the Diſeaſe require it, they may have ſuch Ingre- 
dients boiled in the Bath as have been preſcribed in the Fomentation above: 
they may alſo have a mixture cineram ſarment. fraxini, alum. rup. ſulphur. 
viv.&c. cap.pulverizatorum an.p.eq. It may be quilted in bags,or made into balls 
with Wheat-bran and Soap, with which they may rub their diſcafed Bodies. 

In the time of the late Civill Wars our Souldiers in the Weſtern parts 
of the Kingdome were much annoied with this Diſeaſe, which being gotten 
amongſt them, they infefted one another. I commonly Jet them bloud which 
fell under my care, and adviſed them to drink for their Mornings draughts 
Brimſtone and Milk, and to anoint themſelves with Brimftone and Butter, 
But in warm weather frequent bathing in the Rivers was their Cure. 

{ m—_ of Dict and manner of living is frequently the cauſe of the Itch, So 

a Youth of about ſeyentcen yearsof age, newly entertained into a Gentle= 
man's (ervice,raiſed from a ſlender mean Diet to a mere plentitull fare, brake out 
with Itch and. Scabs all over his Body. Severall Ointments were applicd,and 
after all a Quick-filver-Girdle was put on him: but the Diſcale enraged, and 
under the Girdle the Skin was heated and excoriated much. I cauſed the Girdle 
to be thrown off, and adviſed the raw Parts to be dreſſed with a mixture of 
unguent, nutrit. and populeon z then cauſed him to be let bloud, and purged 
with a DecoCtion of radic, lapath. ſena, ſem.carthami,&c. and dire&ed him to 
bath in warm water for ſome few days: by which he was cured. Such 
like Youths ſo diſeaſed, in the hotter ſeaſons, after Purging and Bleeding, I 
have commended to bathing in the River of Thames, and thereby curcd 
them. 

A Girl of about twelve years of age was infected by her Play-fcllows at 
School in the Country, and brake out in mattery Scabs and Itch all over her 
Body,inſomuch as her Shift was frequently bloudy with ſcratching her (elt.I let 
her bloud alſo, purged her often with Infuſions of Sena, Rhubarb,&c. I endea- 
voured to contemperate the Humours by calomel. and ethiops mineralis, but 
without ſucceſs, it itching ſo infolerably, that, doe what we could, ſhe would 
rub and ſcratch', ſo as it no ſooner healed in one place, but it brake out in the 
ſame or in another. So difhcult a work it is to extinguiſh this Diſeaſe where 
it hath been of any long continuance. The weather growing warmer, ſhe 
bathcd in warm water, rubbed her Body with ſome of the above-mentioned 
Bags the firſt three or four Bathings, and in about three weeks ſpace was freed 
_ Itch, and pertecly cured thereby. The Scars and diſcolouring of her 
Skin on her Hands and Arms were removed by anointing them with a mix« 
ture of ſacch, Saturni with unguent. roſac, 

A Gentleman of about thirty ſix years of age was infedted with the Itch all 
over his Body. TI let Iftm bloud and purged him, as hath beenſet down jn the 
method of Cure; and, havigg ſo evacuated the Plethora, I preſcribed him the 
taking of ethiops mineralis, and ſent him ſome wnguent, popul. &c, and cured 
him. By the ſame means I have cured ſome others ſince, 

A Gentlewoman of about fifty years of age was very much diſturbed by an 

Itch, After the taking diyers Medicaments unſucceſsfully ſhe ſent to me. I 
made 
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made her ſome Pills of ethiops minerals, which ſhe took morning and evening, 
without any obſervance of keeping her houſe ; by which ſhe was cured in 
cight or ten days, and hath not been troubled with it fince, as ſhe her ſelf told 
me three years after, which was laſt Summer. 
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A perſon of about forty years old, of a melancholick and ſcorbutical Habit $.Obſervar. 


of body, was ſorely afflicted with the Itch all over her Body. Her Phyſician 
at the ſame time being, indifpoſed could not viſit her,,. but, according to 
the relation her Servants gave him, of her Diſcaſe, preſcribed her Clyſters, and 
purged her with ſuch opening Apozcmes as were proper in her caſe, adviſing 
bloud to be drawn from the Hzmorrhoidall Veins by Leeches, and after- 
wards preſcribed her a Bath, in which ſhe bathed often; but without ſuccels. 
Upon which conlideration.I was defircd by the Phyſician to give her a viſit, to 
intorm him of her condition. I did fo, and ſaw her Hands, Arms and Breaſt 
overſpred with brawny Scales, under which were mattery Wheals. 'She 
was very hot, and her Tongue parch'd ; her Pulſe ſeemed to be oppreſſed. 
I told her ſhe had a Fever. She replied, it was for want of fleep occationed 
by the intolerable Itch and ſoarne(s. I gave an account of her condition to the 
Phyſician, who thereupon preſcribed her to be let bloud about cight or nine 
ounces, and that night after a Clyſter and a cordiall Julep z by which ſhe was 
relieved. About three or 'four days after ſhe complained of a pain on her left 
Side, and had a Fever, with great heat and thirſt. The Phyſician preſcribed 
more bloud to be taken away 3 which was done to the quantity of nine ounces 
or thereabouts, by which ſhe was rclieved of her pain and Fever, and daily 
recovered ſtrength. And upon farther information of her Recovery, her Phy- 
fician adviſed her to remove to Epſom, and there to drink the Waters. She 
did fo, and by his Preſcriptions was alſo cured there of her Kch. 


A Girl of about four years of age was brought to me in a poor woman's 6,0bſervat! 


arms in the very mid(t of Winter, the ground being covered with ſnow. She 
was broken out all over the Body with an Itch and mattery Scabs. The wo- 
man defired my Opinion of it, whether I could cure it. I told her the Cure 
was difficult; but when the weather ſhould be more ſeaſonable I would readi- 
ly undertake it. The following Spring I was fetctied to this Child, ſaw the 
Body fo diſcaſcd as I before repreſented it, and was perſwaded to undertake 
the Cure. T, conſidering that they were but few things I could give ſuch a 
Child, and thoſe required to be well tatted, therefore began with a ſmall Ale 
medicated with ſarſaparilla,lign.lentiſc.China,and ſome of the Herbs and Roots 
propoſed in the method of Cure for ſuch Nrinks. In ſome of this Ale I mixed 
a purging Syrupe, by which the Child was frequently purged : then I gave her 
Mere. dulc, in conf, roſs damaſc. once in three days, and continued medicated 
Ale for her ordinary drink, with which they alſo ſomctimies made a Poſlet- 
drink. By this method the Itch leſſened, and the Scabs dried : but by the 
proſecution of it the Child's Chaps became ſomewhat ſoar. I cured the Child 
and finiſhed my courſe by bathing it in Milk and Water, and ſome few Dia- 
phoreticks. The Parents were well pleaſed with the Cure: but afterwards 
conſulting a Phyſiciarr (ſince deceaſed) in ſome caſe concerning their own 
healths, and diſcourſing of the Child's Cure, he perſwaded them I had effected 
it with Mercury, and put them upon ſuch a prejudice tothe Medicament, as 
they -" that declined the adviſing with me, ſuſpetting, I might again repeat 
the ule of it.

phantiafis,and is nothing elſe but an univerſall Cancer of the whole Body,black, 
and indeed a moſt miſerable Diſeaſe, but I think ſcarce known in England, 
The Arabians alſo have an Elephantiafis differing from that of the Greeks , 
which isa kind of Varix, of which Authors may be conſulted. | 

The Diſeaſe I purpoſe to give you an Inſtance of is the Lepra Grecorum, ſup- 
poſed to be Celſws his Impetigo, and by others Pſora, the white Scurf, pro- 
ceeding from a vicious Salt in the Bloud, that doth diminiſh the Serwm of it, 
which when the Skin ſhould ſeparate by a juſt Tranſpiration, in ſtead thereof it 
converts it into a dry, ſalt, itching,white Scab,very troubleſome to the Patient, 
and difficult of Cure. | 

The immediate Caxſe of this Diſcaſc is, as I have ſaid, a vicious Salt in the 
Serxm. Authours will have it to be generated of a mixture of Atra bil, to be 
of a more groſs matter, and to ariſe trom evill Diet, a dry Intemperies of the 
Skin, a Suppreſſion of the Hzmorthoids or Menſes , alſo from a Quartan 


Fever 3 and to proceed by the way of InfeQion, as Scabs do, it being an excels, =

Many endeavours had been uſed 
by Preſcriptions internall and externall,viz. frequent VenzſcCions,application 
of Leeches, &c, The Diſeaſe increaling, I was conſulted, and adviſed her to 
purge once in four days with Mere. dulc, and diagrid. and the intermitting days 
to take Bezoard. mineral. and to drink tor her ordinary drink decodi. ſarſe, lign. 
lentiſcix. with ſome of the alterative Plants preſcribed in the method of Curc. 
The Part affeted we fomented daily with the Fotws propoſed in the method 
of Cure: and after the Scabs and Scurt were removed, it was anointed with 
ſome of that Unguent of Vigo*s preſcribed in the Cure of Herpes miliaris.I began 
this Cure in Winter, preſently after Chriſtmaſſe, and cured her before the 
Spring 3 yet adviſed the continuance of the intcrnalls, purging her weekly, 


and 
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and when the weather ſhould grow ſeaſonable, bathing in freſh water tempe- 
rately warm. I ſaw her halfa year after perteatly well. 

A Maid of about thirty years of age, having been a long time diſeaſed 2.0bſervat. 
with an Impetigo, or Species of Elepbantiaſis Grecorum, in her Arms, Thighs of £{*phan- 
and Legs,came commended to my care. It began with a Serpigo,making many tiafs. 
round ſpots, ſuch as are generally called Ring-worms, with extream itching, 
which by frequent ſcratching heated and mattered, and afterwards ſcabb'd,and 
in progres overſpred her Lims with a dry white Scurf, under which the 
ſerpiginous circles lay covered. She had paſſed through the milder Remedies 
frequently without ſucceſs: upon which account I deligned Mercurialls 3 and 
begiuning with VenzſcRion, afterwards purged her with deecoti, epitbymi, as 
it is preſcribed in the method of Cure, After theſecond Doſe I gave her twenty 
grains of Calomel. over night, and purged it of in the morning with the ſaid 
Apozeme: during which I cauſed her Lims to be bathed and rubbed often 
with the Decoction to that purpoſe preſcribed in the method of Cure,by which 
the Scurf was moiſtned and brought off; then it was anointed with one of 
the foreſaid Unguents. After I had thus evacuated the Plethora,and diſpoſed her 
body for Mexcurialls more operative, I gave her each morning and evening 
a few grains of Mercury, diapboret. in a bolus with conſ. Inujule and Mithridate, 
diſpoling her thereby to a breathing ſweat, and cauſed her Lims to be daily 
anointed with wnguent, ennlat. cum Mercurio, Theſe Medicaments proving 
unſucceſsfull, and her Chaps not growing ſoar, Icauled her Lims to be anoin- 
ted with Sir Alex. Fraſc his Union preſcribed in Laes venereas, and vomited 
her once in four or five days with Txrbith mineral. By this courſe ſhe emacia- 
ted, and her Skin became clean of the Impetigo, &c. but ſhe did not falivate, 
nor indeed were her Chaps very ſoar. I concluded her courſe of Phyſick with 
Bathing, and Sweating with Diaphoreticks, purging her between whiles, for 
the ſpace of a fortnight, and diſmiſſed her, with advice to drink a Decoction 
of rad, lapath. ſummit. fumarie dulc, amare, &c. About two months after 
ſhe ſhewed her felt to mie cured and well complexioned, and is well at the 
Printing of this, 

A Maid of about fourtcen years of age, of a fallow Complexion and lean dry 3. Obſervat. 
Body, having bcen diſcaſed trom her infancy with a white dry Scab from the 
crown of her Head to her Feet,her Skinot a Mooriſh tann'd colour,after taking 
divers Remcdics without ſucceſs, was at lalt put into my hands forCure, I pur- 
ged hcr with a draught of the Decotinm epithymi,and the day after let her bloud 
about cight ounces or more. She bare it well, and the bloud was of good colour 
and conliſtence, The day afterl purged her with ſome of the ſame DecoGion, 
with the addition of ſyr. de pomis purg, and in the while cauſed a medicated 
Alc to be made according to the preſcription hath been ſet down in the prece- 
ding Chapter of the method of Cure,which was her ordinary Drink ,and ſerved 
to make FYoſſets thoſe days ſhe purged. Then I prepared a Bath wherein had 
been boilcd fol. & radic. althee, lapath. enule camp. bryonie, fol, ſcabieſe, majo- 
rane, fumarie, ſaponarie, bacc. laur. juniper. ſem. ſtaphiſagrie, ſem, finapis, atu- 
men, ſulph. vitriol. Hungaric. and a Bag of Wheat-bran to fit upon. I preſcri- 
bed her likewiſe the Mixture afore mentioned made into a Ball, with common 
Soap, for her to rub her (elf with while ſhe fate in the Bath, She had alſo a 
Pearl-Julep ready to take upon occafion. After the had thus bathed according 
to her {trength halt or three quarters of an hour, ſhe was lapt in a warm Sheet, 
put into bed, and took a mor(e]} of a cordiall bolus ex theriacs, conf, borrag. 
lnjule, Bezoard, occident,ocul, cancr.troch, de viper. made up cum ſyr, e cort. citr. 
& pom, alterant, Upon which ſhe {wet an hour or more, then dried, and 
anointed with one ot the tore-mentioned Unguents.A walt-coat,ec. was put on, 
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and ſhe aroſe and was dreſſed. Her Diet was of good nouriſhment and eaſy di- 
geſtion,ſuch as hath been already propoſed. continued this method of Bathing 
ſome while, and purged her every third day with calomel. 5). at night, and a 
draught of deco&?, epitbymi next morning. Her Head was full of white dry 
Scabs ; for which reaſon her Hair was clipt cloſe off, and her Head bathed 
with a Lixivixgm wherein had been boiled ſome of the ſame materialls which 
were preſcribed for the Bath,and then anointed with burnt Butter cum fuligine 
& ſale,an. p. equ. In the titne of Bathing I cauſed her Head to be rubbed with 
common Soap,and bathed,to looſen the Scurf and dry Scales. Sometime during 
her Bathing I rubbed ſome of the largeſt Scales and ſuch as ſtuck firmeſt with 
a Cauſtick-ſtone,which did not onely haſten their fall off, but ſcoured the Skin 
notably well. Where the bigger Scabs ſeparated, there remained for the moſt 
part an ugly diſcolouring of the place,and little Excreſcences of fleſh, by which 
thoſe Scabs had been held on fo cloſe as if they had been thereby nailed faſt. 
Theſe Excreſcences I rubbed off with the Cauſtick-ſtone, and where there was 
occaſion I dreſſed the Parts with «gent. tntie or lithargyr. yet notwithſtan- 


. ding the Diſeaſe roſe in one part as it dried in others. Upon which conſidera- 


tion I vomited her with a few grains of t«rbith mineral, and repeating it twice 
or thrice, intcrmitting a day or two between,her Chaps ſwelled. Upon which 
I forbore the uſe of the Bath, and kept her warm, then fſalivated her ſeventeen 
or eighteen days : in which time the Scurt fell off quite,and her Skin became 
clcan. I then purged her with Sr. Alex. Fraſ. his Potus amarus,and put her into a 
decodi. ſarſe, Chine,&c. with ſome of the hepatick Plants 3 I ſwet her for ſome 
days with Diaphoreticks, purging her once in three or four days 3 then bathed 
her in warm water, waſhing her Body with Balls of Wheat-bran and Soap 
for ſome few days. Thus we concluded the courſe, ſhe being to all appearance 
perfectly well, and her Complexion freſh, She ſhould then have returned 
into the Country, but that I defired ſhe might ſtay the Spring of the year for 
a farther triall of her Cure, it being then Febrxary. She did ſtay, and in April 
the Diſeaſe began to appear in her _ Arm, and riſe ſcattering about her 
Body; which encreaſing, TI let her bloud again,purged her with Whey and Man- 
na, and bathed her in warm water, wherein I put a Solution of Sublimate, de- 
ſigning that way to flux her. But it not riſing to my mind, I anointed her 
Legs and Arms with Sir Alex. Fraſ. his »nguent. Neapolit. by which I ſalivated 
her near thirty days 3 in which time the Scabs fell off again. As the Saliva- 
tion declined, I put her into a deco&. ſarſe as formerly, ſwet her and purged 
her, and,having finiſht the courſe with Bathing as I had done before, delivered 
her once more cured. Her Friends,ſeeing her thus recovered,put her to School, 
to give her that Breeding which her diſeaſed Body had hindered her fo long 
from. Since that ſhe is married, and, as I have been lately informed, continues 
well: yet is not fo freed of that Diſeaſe, but that ſhe hath ſometimes little 
Remarques ot it.

Of Gutta Roſacea. 


T He Face is alſo ſubje& to theſe irkſome Diſeaſes, which have been ancient- 

ly diſtinguiſhed by the names of Impetigo or Lichen, Mentagra, and Gutts 
Roſacea, The tormer of which raged in /taly, and was taken notice of by 
Pliny in his days as a malign Diſeaſe 3 butit is not known in our times, unleſs it 
be in the Lxes venerea, where are ſometimes found all the Species of Impetigo 
and Pruſtxle that ever were' mentioned by any of the Ancients, But in this 
place I ſhall onely take notice of the Gztta Roſacea, a Diſeaſe which, when 
heightened by acrimony, is not inferiour to the moſt malicious of other Di- 
feales, and as difhcult of Cure. | 

Gutta Roſacea ariſeth in little hard Taubercles like ſo many Hordeola,affeQting Deſcription. 
the Brows and Face all over with great itching, which being ſeratcht look red, 
and riſe in great Welks, rendring the Viſage fiery, and in progreſs of time make 
thoſe toting Copper-noſes, as-we generally expreſs them. 

The immediate Caxſe is a groſs hot Bloud affeQing the Face with ſuch a Cauſe. 
fluſhing heat as is commonly' ſeen in Bluſhing, and by reaſon of its groſs con- 
fiſtence can neither return back, nor ſaddenly diſcuſs, but remaineth in the 
Part, and after ſome time rifeth in ted Pimples, which fo vitiate the tone of the 
Fibres, that though the Patient do get afterwards a better Habit of body, yet 
doth he for the moſt part ſuffer under the Diſeaſe. Ill Diet is a Cauſe, hot Spices, 
Onions, Garlick, and the like; ſo are ſtrong Wines: yet it's thought more 
commonly to befall thoſe that drink ſtrong Beer. A ſuppreffion of the Menſes 
or Hemorrhoids is often a Cauſe of this Diſeaſe. 

The Signs of the Diſeaſe are, a fluſhing heat, with red Pimples and Tu- Signs. 
bercles, which in progreſs of time become blewiſh, and of a more dark red 
colour. 

The Gntta Roſacea is difficult of Cure in its recency : and if it be of long con- Prognoſtic. 
tinuance, the Tubercles grow big, and Excreſcences ariſe out of them, and they 
accompany the Patients to thetr graves; 

The Cure is begun with regulation of 'Diet, removing of the Obſtructions Cure. 
in the Viſcera, and —— of the evill quality of the Bloud. The 
Diet ought to be of good nouriſhment and of eaſy digeſtion, as hath been 
above ſaid. The Evacuation conſiſts in Bleeding, and Purging with Te

In the uſe of externalls, if the Diſeaſe be recent, onely with a fluſhing heat 
in the Skin with ſome ſmall Pimples, a deco. malve, biſmalve, viol. ſem. ver-

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made with juice of Limons or the like may reſtore the Face to its former good 
Complexion. But if the Diſeaſe be of longer ſtanding, and the Tubercles 
many and hard, you muſt then bath them with more powerfull Emollients : 
as, rad, ſigil, Solomon. cuckmer, agreſt, rad. lilior, fem. lini, fenug. &c, and cerat, 
dialthee may be afterwards applicd on them, and ſuch Medicaments as may 
diſpoſe them to Suppuration : then they may be opened with a Lancet, and 
the Matter diſcharged. You ſhall afterward deterge and cicatrize them with 
as ſmall a Scar as may be, and ſmooth the Skin with ſuch like; Rt cam- 
phore Zj. ol. amygd. dulc, Ziij. mix themin a mortar, then add ol. Tartari per 
deliquinms 3ij.vitell. ovor num. ij. ſacch.$aturni 3(3.ag. flor fabar. ſigill.

A m——_ about forty years old was very much vexed with a fluſhing 
A. heat all over his Face, with ſome red Pimples not confiderable. Many 
Medicatnents he applicd , but in progrels of time they terminated in Tu- 
bercles, ſome whereof were round, -others of an ovall figure 3 ſome were 
hard, others ſoft. . They all itcht extrearhly, and put him upon a pinching 
of them, upon which they gzew the bigger. One of them he opened with 
a Pen-knife, and gave vent to a viſcous white Matter, but the Tubercle 
flld again. Upon which conſideration he adviſed with me, and deſired 
my help. , I cauſed a Fomentation to be made of ſome of the Emolli- 
ents above mentioned, ahd to the Feces beaten and pulped I added axwng. 
gallin, auatis, ol. ex ptd, bovis, and with alittle zerebinthins and Wax made a 
Cerote, which after the uſe of the Fotnentation was daily applied. In the 
while he was\purged, as hath been above propoſed, and let bloud, and after- 
wards drunk Epſom Waters, By this method much of the Matter was eva- 
cuated, the heat contemperated, and the Tubertles in part breathed forth. 
Thoſe that ſuppurated I opened, and diſcharged the Mattet : and thoſe that 
would neither ſuppurate nor diſcuſs, I cut into, and permitted them to bleed. 
By thecontinuance of Etnollients they reſolved, and in the ſpace of fix weeks 
he was it a manner freed of cheſe Hillocks, and his Countenance became 
{ſmooth and clear. 

Some others I have cured by the ſame method, and of the female Sex, where 
it was more diſcernable. I ſhall forbear the inſtancing them, becaule it was 
a work of time, and performed after the ſame method.

E have already treated of Tumours coming from Humours, which 
was our firſt generall Head : we ſhall now ſay ſomewhat of thoſe that 
owe their Origine to Find, called by the Latins Inflationes, by the Greeks 
Emphyſemata. 
| They are by Authors uſually ranked next to Oedema, as partaking much of 
the nature of thoſe Tumours, having generally a watery Phlegm joined with 
them. 
_ Empbyſema is alight puffy Tumour eaſily yielding to the preſſure of your Deſcription. 
fingers, and ariſeth again in the inſtant you take them off, It is of anuncertain 
bigneſs, ſome times very large, other times ſmall, without any weight to the 
Part that contains it. SE | | | 
As to the Differences, they are either pure, or mixed. A pure Emphyſems pifſerences, 
is found rarely, unleſs it be in caſes of Wounds in the Breaſt, where the air get- 
ting in between the Muſcles and Membranes doth puff them up like to the in- 
fide of a Shoulder of veal. Moſt uſually they are mixed with Humour, which 
is always Phlegmatick. They differ alſo as to their place,ſome being inward, 
others outward, The inward belong to the Phyſicians. Outwardly we tind 
them upon the Ey-lids, on the great Joints, and in other membranaceous Parts. 
The Belly is very ſubje& to them, . both in the Scrotzm and Nayvell, which are 
the uſuall ſeats of the Hernia ventoſa ; and indecd in other parts of it whereſo- 
ever of ' the Guts, Oc. the Peritonerm is relaxed. In which places we do firſt 
find a ſoft windy Tumour, and at length, if it be not prevented, an Extu- 
berance of the Gut it (elf. | | 
The Cauſe of the pure Empbyſema is evident, viz, the ingreſs of air. But Cauſe. ? 
that of the mixed ones isnot ſocafie to be aſſigned. And potlibly he that reads 
what the learnedeſt Authours have faid on this Subject will depart unſa- 
tished, ub 
In the inward Parts,as in the Ventricle and Guts, we find manifeſt acidities, 
which meeting ſome fermentaceous Matter do huff and puff, and, being con- 
tained within the bounds of theſe Cavities do blow them up intoa Tumour, 
which is uſually diſſolved by Evacuation upward and downward 3 which not- 
withſtanding doth not prevent the ſuccefſions of new Inflations, unleſs the fer- 
menting principle be deſtroyed. | | | 
In the outward Parts, as the Knees, &*c, we do imagine ſome proportiona- 
ble degeneration of the local Ferment, which doth make the like Ebullition 
with the extravaſated Humour. The Vapour ſo. generated being confined 
within the Skin,ſo as not to be ſuffered to paſs out, remains there ina windy or 
flatuous Swelling, "LOO | 
Thoſe Tumours are without alteration of colour in the Skin, or pain, unleſs Signs. 
they ly deep amongſt the ſenſible Parts near the Perioftewm., One Sign is given 
us of them, viz. the ſudden increaſe and diminution, The Ancients diſtinguiſh 
an Empbyſema from other Tumours by the Sound jt giveth when ſtruck upon. 
Bur that Sign I have not met with, no not in the Tympanites, Indced a 
crackling 
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crackling is often felt, if the Tumour be in the Knee or other outward Part ; 
and in the Belly Wind is heard to rumble : but what concerneth inward Diſea- 
ſes is not within compaſs of my diſcourſe. 

Flatuous Tumours affeQing the great Joints are of moſt difficult Cure, and 
not to bg opened without mature conſideration. All Tumours of this nature are 
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more eaſily cured in Summer then Winter. 
be opencd at any time, and are of eaſy Cure, 

In the Czre of thoſe Tumours you may proceed by internalls, as hath been 
ſhewed in Oedema, the Cauſes differing but little, both being trom a Phleg- 
matick conſtitution of the Bloud. Phlebotomy may be admitted, if Bloud 3 
but generally the Pituitous Humours are here in fault, and they are to be pre- 
pared and purged as aforeſaid. x 

The externall Applications ought to be ſuch as may by their heating and 
attenuating quality diſcuſs the Flatulencics. Such are ſummitites majorane, 
abrotoni, byſſopi, origani, rute, roriſmarin, bacc. lauri, juniperi, ſem, niſi, fani- 
cili, carui, cymini, &c, Of which Fomentations may be made in Lixiviesor 
Wine, Sacculi likewiſe may be made ex ſem. milii, cymin. & ſale. Embroca-

fication, Bliſtering and Cupping are alſo commended. It by none of theſe 
it yield td Diſcuſſion, but inflame and grow painfull, treat it with Ano- 
dynes 3 of which cerat. @ſypi and ana ſuccids hath the preeminence, But if 
the Tumour be in ſuch place where it may be ſafely opened, the ſpecdicft way 
of Cure is by cutting into it. Some Writers have adviſed the binding of the 
Part above and below, and opening the Tumour between. If you think there 
be reaſon for it, doe ſo ; but there is no fear of its flying away from the vent you 
ſhall giveit. The Curc of the Abſceſle is afterwards cffeRed as in other crude 
Abſceſſes hath been ſhewed. 

In penetrating Wounds of the Thorax, and where the externall Orifice is 
ſmall, there flatulent Tumours may be frequently ſeen greatly blowing up that 
and the adjacent Parts. The Cure is performed by inlarging the externall Ori- 
fice in the Skin. You may ſee an Obſervation of it amongſt thoſe of the Breaſt 
in the Treatiſe of Wounds. 

Of the many that have.come to me ſuppoſed to have the King's Evill, there 
were not a few diſcaſed with crude Tumours of other kinds. Some of thoſe 
which ſeemed moſt like Flatulent Tumours I opened, but they proved all to be 
þhlegtnatick and wateriſh Tumours. Thoſe in the very Knees which are (0 
genetally eſteemed flatulent, I opened by punQure with a Lancet, ſome to the 
very Bone : in the moſt prominent parts there iſſued forth onely a few drops of 
ſerous bloud, and that without any diminution of the Swelling. In ſome of 
thoſe in which I made the PunGture leſs deep I paſſed in a Probe,where feeling a 
Tumour under the Periofteum, I penetrated it with my Lancet, and diſcharged 
an Ichor in ſmall quantity: the Bone was there carious. Upon which conſidera- 
tion I am apt to think that all theſe painfull Swellings in the Knees (which are 
not ſtrumous) do ariſe from an over-moilture of the Mcmbrancs and Ligaments, 
which in progreſs of time doth corrupt the Bone underneath,ſo that they apoſte- 
mate and terminate in carious Ulcers. Thoſe which are lefs painfull are gene- 
rally ſuperficiall , proceeding, as I ſuppoſe, from an over-moilture of the Mem- 
brana carnoſa and Parts aboveit. Ir being ſo, our beſt endeavours ought to be 
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in the applying moderate attenuating and exſiccant Remedies with good 
Bandage. 


Young Gentleman of about eighteen years of age was commended-to my 2.Obſerrat, 
care by Dodtour Denton.He had a round ſoft Tumour upon the fore-part 
of his right Thigh, without Inflammation or Pulſation. I applied a Cauttick 
upon it, and the next day divided the Eſcar: there came nothing of Matter 
forth, I thruſt my Knife deeper into it : there followed onely a few drops of 
bloud, but the Tumour ſunk. I dreſt up the Eſcar with «#guent. bafilicon to 
digeſt off the Slough. During the ſeparation of it there appeared no more 
Matter then might reaſonably be expeRed from ſuch an Eſcar. Afﬀeer ſepara. 
tion thereof the Ulcer incarned and cicatrized in tew days. This we judged 
a fatulent Tumour, yet it was not diſcovered by its Noiſe or Sound, | 

A Citizen's wife aged about thirty fix years, of anill Habit of body, had, 2.Obſerrar. 
amongſt other Diſcates, a ſoft white Swelling a little above her Knee on the "o Co 
outlide of her right Thigh. Many Applications having been ineffectually 7x mou 
applied, Doour Walter Needham and my ſelf were conſulted. We concluded fide of the 
it a Flatulent Tumour, and propoſed the opening of it 3 to which purpoſe ſhe Thighnear ® 
was purged. Her Body being fo prepared, I applied a Cauſtick on the moſt the Knee. 
prominent part, and the next day divided the Eſcar, and paſſed my Knife 
deep intoit : there came out nothing of Matter or Bloud. I made a ſearch with 
a Probe, and paſſed it almoſt to the Bone, meeting no other oppoſition by che 
way then a ſoft puffy membranous Fleſh , ſuch as is uſually ſeen in a Shoulder 


of Veal. I drefled it with Lenients, Emplaſters and Bandage. 


The fourth day, the Phyſician being preſent, I took off the Dreſſings ; on 
which there appeared little more Matter then what is uſuall from ſuch Eſcars. 
The Tumour continued, and was ſomewhat inflamed : it required Digeſtion. 
To which purpoſe I ſprinkled in about Jj. of Merc. precipitat, and drefled it up 
with Lenientsas before. The third day after I dreſſed it again,and ſaw the Eſcar 
ſeparating, and the Abſceſſe digeſted, I dreſſed the Abſceſſe again with Prz- 
Cipitate, and the externall parts with wnguens. txtie. By this method the Ab- 
ſceſle digeſted, and the Tumour ſunk, and was cured as hath been above ſhew- 
cd, Many of theſe Tumours we meet with which are certainly raiſed by a 
Flatus, yet give no Sound, nor yet doth there appear any Wind to puff out 
upon opening. . 

In the time of the Wars a Souldier was brought to me much wounded, 3. Obſervat. 
During his Cure we took notice of a large white Swelling on the outſide of one | 
of his Thighs, which we ſuppoſed Matter: and after the Digeliion of his 
Wounds I opened that Tumour, There ifſucd out onely a little wateriſh Hu- 
mour, part whereof was tinQured with the bloud dxopping from the inciſed 
Lips. There was neither crackling of Wind nor hollow Sound, yet the Tu- 
mour ſunk from that Dreſſing 3 and by Diſcutients and Exliccants with good 
Bandage it was ſoon cured. Some other ſuch like Tumours I have met with, 
and cured accordingly. 

A Gentlewoman of about thirty years of age had a Swelling on her right 4. Obſcrrar. 

Knee encompaſſing the Rotwls : it had been growing about a year or two. 
I ſuppoſed it flatulent, and treated it as hath been ſet down in the method of 
Cure, by Fomentations, Embrocations and Emplaſters: but it heating there- 
by and encreaſing, I applied an Empl. + bolo,and cauſed a Knee-piece to be laced 
on : by the continued uſeof which the Swelling was reſtrained, and the Knee- 
recovered its former ſtrength. 

Another about forty years of age, of a full Body, had a round ſoft Swelling , ovferrar. 


lying on each fide of the Rotwla without alteration of colour in the Skin. It 
V had 
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had fome time diſabled her from going up or down a pair of fairs, and 
often hazarded her falling in other motions. In this caſe I applied an Em- 
plaſter ad berxiam, with an addition of cerat. byſſopi over each Tumour, and a 
Compreſs of brown Paper ſoaked in aqua fabrorum, oyer which a laced Knee- 
piece was put on, and ſtrcightned proportiohably. By the renewing theſe 
Dreffings once in a week or ten days the Swelling diſcuſſed, and her Knee 
recovered its former ſtrength : yet ſhe continued the wearing of the Bandage 
ſome years. 

A young perſon having been ſome years afflited with a Swelling in one of 
her Knees, after various Applications it increafing, I was ſent for, and ſaw it 
overfpreading the Joint and Parts about, retaining the natural colour of the 
Skin. It yielded to the imptefſion of my fingers as a Bladder half blown up; 
by which I judged it flatulent. The Bone on the inſide of the Knee was alſo 
protuberant, which at their firſt diſcovery of the Tumour gave the Parents a 
{uſpicion it was luxated. I began with a Fomentation made of a Decocion 
of ſome of thoſe Plants propoſed in the method of Cure, and embrocated 
it with nngueht. nervinam , and 'with Wax made up a Cerote of the fame, 
which I applied with good Bandage till I got a Knee-piece made. Being 
made I laced it on, arid from that time repeated the Drellings once in a week 
or- ten days: ' By this method the pain and _— diminiſhed, and ſhe 
walked on it with mote firerigth- Indeed the Cure of theſe chiefly depends 
on.the welk-hcing of then; for accordingly as it was ſtreightned , fo the 
Swelling leſſened. The weather-growing ſeafonable, ſhe went to the Sps, and 
afterwards to the Bath: from whence returning no better, ſhe was 'again re- 
commended to my care. I theri attempted the diſcufling it by Medicamencs 
more powerfull: they heattd the Tumour, and bliftered ic here and there, but 
did not leſſenit, After I had aſſwaged the heat by Leniecnts,-and healed the 
Excoriations, I applied over the Tumour Empl. diaſniphurit Rulandii, laced on 
the Knee-picte again, and renewed the Application once in ten days. In 
their over-hard lacing of this Bandage the Leg ſwelled: to prevent which, £ 
cauſed a laced Stocking to be put on it. By the wearing thereof the Knee-picce 
was laced with more advantage, and ſhe recovered ſirength of it daily, to 
walk, dance, and viſit her Friends abroad. During this, Doctour Mickjetbwaie 
being in the houſe viſited my Patient, preſcribed ſuch Internalls. as were 
proper for her, and propoſed the embrocating of the Tumour cam oleo ſulph. 
terebinth. which was uſed daily for ſome time. Afterwards a Pultice was 
adviſed of the tops of green Wormwood , Rue, Sage and Feverfew , with 
Hogs greace ; this was applicd till it became offenſive to her. Aﬀer theſe 
ſeveral Applications, it appearing to therh more viſibly that her Gure con- 
fied in the well lacing of her Knee-piece,there was taken more care therein by 
her Servants, and a warm Cerote-applicd under it.. ' The Tumour lIcfſen 
and is ſince very much diminiſhed. I have lately caken off the Flaiſter and 
laced Stocking, and hope-in few wecks ſhe may leave off the Knee-piece, the 
Swelling being now inconliderable. 

: A young Gentlewoman came to London with a puffy Swelling on herleft 
Foot near her Toes 3, part of the 'Swelling ſtretched over the Toe next the little 
one, on which the Tumour was near two fingers breadth. It was without 
Inflammation or conſiderable pain. I ſuppoſed it to be Wind, and would 
have given vent to it 3 but, not being -permicted, I endeavoured then by 
Diſcutients to ſcatter it: it inflamed, and would not yield thereto. Ithen 
applied Emplaſtr. & bolo, and put on alaced Sock with a Bracer tacked to it for 
that Toc, and by Compreſle and caretull Lacing ſuppreſſed che Swelling, and 
gdve her ſo much caſe, that-after ſome time ic hindred her not from cakin 
thoſe 
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thoſe Divertiſements others het School-fellows did. After ſhe had worn this 
Sock ſome months, ſhe left off the uſe of Emplaſters, but continued the Ban= 
dage ſome years. The Swelling on her Foot is ſince diſcuſſed, but the Toe 
continues {ill big, yct inconſiderably to what it was,

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Fs thus tar treated of Tumours by Hwmozr and W7rd ; it remaineth 
L now that I ſay ſomewhat of a Tumour made by the interpoſition of a ſolid 
Body. Examples of this nature are frequently to be found in ſome ſorts of Hernia, 
Viz. the zirbalis and inteſtinelis, the falling out of the Kell or Guts, which, 
being both of them ſolid Bodies, are often interpoſed preternaturally between 
feverall Coats of the Peritonexn, Scrotum, or other adjacent places, and do des 
nominate the Tumour an Hernia of that Part where it is raiſed. 

If it burſt outat or near the Navell,extending there the Peritonexm, together T1, rings; 
with the ſeverall Tendons of the oblique and tranſverſe Muſcles of the 4b » Exomphalos, 
it is called Exomphalos, It cither of theſe break down into the Cod, that | 
Tumour is moſt ſtrictly called a Herniz, And though onely theſe which 1 Hernia: 
have here mentioncd be ftriftly that Diſeaſe, yet other Tumours of thoſe Parts, 
tor their likeneſs to theſe, obtain the ſame name: viz. the Hernia aquoſ2, which 
is an Hydropicall Tumour 3 the Hernia cernoſa,which is a Sarcoma,or ſometimes 
Scirrhus, of that Part z the Hernia ventoſa, which alſo belongs to another Head, 
as alſo doth variceſa: of the tormer notwithſtanding of theſe two I do adde 
ſomething, in this place, by reaſon of the affinity of the Cure... , , 

I ſhall firſt begin with the Hernia Scroti,inteſtinalis and zirbalis : both which Heraia 
are manifeſtly the falling down of the Gut or Kell,. either quite into the Scro- Scrotiy 
txm, which is a perfect Rupture z, orelle part of the way onely,which is uſually | 
termed a Relaxation, wi | 

That this Diſcaſe may be throughly underſtood, it will be neceſſary to give 
you an exa&t account of the Parts concerned. The principall is the Peritone- 
»m,or ſtrong Membyane that lines all the infide of the Abdominall Muſcles,and 
then paſſing to the Back, doth there ſome way or other involve and give Coats 
to all the Viſcera, It is a ſtrong Membrane,every-where double; in the dupli- 
cations of which ail tic Viſcera of the Abdomen arc hid, and through which all 
the Veſſeils do paſs, Its thickneſs and thinnels is very different. in ſeverall 
Parts, according to the ſeverall neceſſities of, Nature, The lower part of it is 
ſtrongeſt, to enable the Belly the better. to bear the weight of the Inteſtines ; 
and is uſually preſumed by inadvertent men to be perforated, in the Navell, for 
paſſing of the Umbilicall Veſſells, and in the Groin, for the tranſmiſſion of the 
Scminalls. But he that will conſider the caſe will find it otherwiſe. For the 
Membrane, being every-where double,doth fo receive theſe Veſſells between its 
Coats, as that they paſſing behind the firſt Coat leave it every-where intire, 
both at the Navell and Inguen. But in the latter place, the Seminalls do take 
the outward Lamina of the Peritoneum along, with them, which, containing 
them in it ſelf, doth at length make that Tunicle which involveth the Teſticle, 
by the name of Twnica vaginalis or Elytroides. | | 

This, I ſay, is the moſt naturall ſtruture of the Peritoneum, in which it the 
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inward Lamins be ſtrong, it keeps within the hollow of the Belly the Guts 
and Humours, if there , fo that though the Cavity be full of water , yet 
it tranſmits nothing into the Serotum ; and the Tumours that happen to 
the Scrotum of Hydropicall perſons-are uſually anafarcous, coming outward- 
ly into the Membranes of the Scrotum, not paſſing from one Cavity to the 
other. . 

But if this inward Laminza,cither through its own weakneſs,or the force put 
upon it in ſtraining, &c. do relax, the Entrals thruſt forwards to the Scrotum, 
and in the top of the Proceſs (uſually ſo called) ſuffer an Angle to be excavated 
wherein part of the Guts is contaiged, and the Membrane extended, but not 
broken. In which caſe the membranous partition that intercedes between 
the Guts and the Scrotum is viſible. But if the Membrane break, then the * 
Entrals ruſh down without controll into the Scrotum. 

In Women alſo Ruptures are apt to happen in the Groin in the ſame place 
by reaſon of the tranſition of the Ligamenta uteri teretia, which paſs between 
the Lamine of the Peritonewm after the ſame manner as the Seminall Veſſells do 
in men, Theſe Tumours uſually end in the Groin, and are known by the 
name of Bubonocele, which is a common name to all the Hernie in that place, 
whether they be in men or women. 

The Cauſes of Hernia inteſtinalis and zirbalis are divers. In Children it pro- 
ceeds from abundance of crudity or moiſture, vehement crying, and holdin 
their breath too forcibly.- In thoſe of more age, from violent Exerciſe, bard 
riding, jumping, vaulting, hallowing, cartying great burthens,a Blow or Fall, 
or any thing that may over-ſtretch the Peritoneum, The very weight of the 
Bowells and Kell in fat people is often the occafion of a Rupture. In ſuch bo- 
dies Vomiting may be a cauſe 3 yea the very ſtraining upon the Cloſe-ſtool (if 
they be coſtive) is enough to make a Relaxation in ſome part, and a Rupture 
frequently followeth. 

In Women hard labour in Childbed hath often beep the Cauſe of a Ruptuxg 
in the Groin, asalſo:in the Navell. 

The Sign of a Hernia by Relaxation is, a certain Eminence or fofe Tumour 
appearing, under the Skin in either of the Groins, or other part of the Belly, 
without Inflammation or pain, which diſappeareth after the Patient hath layn 
ſome timeon his back in bed,and appeareth again when he is up : and by laying 
your hand then upon it, if he conghor ſneeze, you will feel the impulſe of the 
Bowells, which is not to be felt on the ſound part. According as this Swel- 
ling is greater or leſs, fo it is more or leſs accompained with an uncaſineſs or 
Colick. In Infants this Diſcaſe is ſcarce taken notice of by their Nurſes, till it 
hath _ its way into or nearthe Scrotum, 'to which place theſe through neg-+ 
le do fall. 

The Sign of -a Hernia inteſtinalis made by Eruption is, the ſudden riſe of 
the Tumour; whether it be made by Blow, Fall, or the like; in which caſe 
the Inteſtines or Omentum, or both, ſlide down into the Scrotam, or lie in a 
great Tumour ## Inguine. 'If it were cauſed by a Blow or Fall, there is ſome- 
times blond extravaſated,and the Swelling is painfull, whether it be in Inguine 
or Scroto ; and it ſoon deſcendeth from the Inguen to the Scrotum, where you 
may diſtinguiſh ir from a Sarcoma by laying your hand upon the ProduQion 
of the Peritonerm juſt at its Exit from the Abdomen, then putting the Patient 
upon coughing or ſneezing : upon either of theſe you will perceive the motion 
of the Gut, if it be there. If this Hernia be negleRted in the Female ſex, it 
will makea round Tumour near the Pudends, 

The Hernia omentalis js an unequall ſoft flippery Tumour, of a continued 
higncſs,' whether the Patient be full or empty; whereas that of the Inteſtine is 
round, 
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round, and hath a certain murmuring, it it be empty 3 and if it be full of Ex- 
crements,they may be felt in it. The Tumour is alſo greater or leſs according as 
the Patient is full or empty: a paintull Colick attends itz and, if it be not timely 
reduced,a Fever and Vomiting tolloweth. 

The Hernia umbilicalis is diſcerned by the Prominence in the Navell. Whe- 
ther it be of the Omentzm or Inteftines, may be judged by what I have already 
ſaid of the other. 

The Pnenmatocele or Hernia ventoſa, affteQing the Belly in divers parts, is 
diſtinguiſht by its quick growthand roundneſs. Infants are frequently ſubjet 
w it, ſometimes in one Groin and Teſticle,and other times in both. It lodgeth 
between the Teſticle and Twnics vaginalis, makinga Tumour like the Bladders 
which are found in ſome Fiſh: it is long or round, according as it poſſeſſeth 
onely the cavity of the Teſticle, or that and the whole Production. | 

No Hernia inteſtinalis is without danger : thoſe made by Relaxation are prognoſtic! 
leaſt dangerous. Thoſe by Ruption in Children and Youth under twenty years 
of age, or while they are growing, are curable if they be timely reduced, 
though the Inteſtine be fallen down into the Scrotzm : but in people of full 
growth they are for the moſt part capable onely of being kept up by good Ban- 
dage. If the Inteſtine be not ſpeedily reduced, there followeth grievous pain, 
with Colick and Fever, becauſe the excretion of -Excrements 1s prohibited ; 
trom whence Inflammation, vomiting of Excrements, yea ſomerimes Gangrene 
and Death, inſue, But if the Rupture in the Peritoneum be very large, the 
Inteſtines frequently perform their office as ſafely in the Scrotam as if they were 
in their naturall place within the Abdomen. 

The Hernia »mbilicalis is (ubje&t to the like Accidents as that of the Scrotum, 
it not timely reduced. | 

In other caſes the Skin is ſometimes worn ſo thin that it breaks,and the Cure 
is molt difficult, by reaſon of continuall preſſure of the Bowells. / 

The Hernia omentalis is not dangerous, yet by treaſon of its ſoftneſs and ſlip- 
perineſs it is difficultly reduced, and retained within after it is reduced 3 but 
in Children it is of eaſy Cure : and thoſe people who are of a fanguine and 
humid Temper are of more hopes of Cure then thoſe of 4 dry Habit. Yet 
if the Tumour be ſmall and recent, and on{fly ## Inguine, the Cure is feaſible, 
be the Habit of body what it will. | , 

Hernia ariſing from Wind 'is of more &aſy Care, eſpecially in Children, 
whom it generally afflidts, '' | 4. -Hi 

In order to the Cxre, you are to conſider the Heynis, whether it be inteſtina- 
ls or ementalis, recent or of long continuance,made by Relaxation or Ruption, 
You arc in the firſt place to endeavour the reduction of it 3 to which purpoſe, 
you ought to adviſe the Patient to lic upon his'Back, withhis Head declining, 
and his Hips raiſed high, with his Heels retracted towards his Hips. Then 
with warm cloaths you are totry how you carl reduce it, preſſing moderately 
and gradually, taking care that you do not bruiſe it or the Tefticle. If it yields 
not to ſuch endeavours,you are then to conſider whether the repletion of Excre- 
ments or Crudity were the Cauſe; in which.cafcs you may preſcribe a Clyiter ;

Or elſe Clylters of tat Broth with a little Salt. Theſe may he repeated till you 
have emptied the Bowells, and the while the remaining Decoction may be ap- 

plicd hot with Stupes: and if theExcrements be hardned in the prolapſed Inte- 
(tines, you may make a Cataplaſm of the Feces,by beating them up with axungs 
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Jorezn, n#guent, dialthee, ol, lilior, &c. and apply it hot tothe Scrotum, Thus 
the Excrements may be ſoftned and evacuated. It Flatulency be the cauſe of 
its not reducing, foment and embrocate with ſuch Diſcutients as have been 
propoſed.in Flatulent Tumours, (if what is preſcribed be not ſufhcient 3) then 
xeduce the Hernia : which being done, your next work will be to ſhut up the 
Foramen by which the Omentum and Inteſtines paſſed forth 3 and that we ſhall 
propoſe with Medicaments that have a binding and agglutinative quality. Such 
is Emploſtr. contra rupturam in the London Pharmacopeia, and Emplaſtr, de pelle 
arietin. Or, Rt maſtich, thwris, alces, ſang. dracon. ſarcocolle, bol. Armen. gypft, 
gallar, ax. Zij ichthyocolle & taurocolle in aceto diſſolut. an. Fij. malaxentur, && fiat 
Emplaſtr. Spread ſome one of theſe upon Leather, and apply it with ſome con- 
venient Truſs; of which ſome are made of Dimity or courſe Holland, others 
of Whale-bone, Steel, &c.. Thoſe.made of Dimity have Boulſters tuft with 
Cotton for oneor both Groins, with two Straps to come betwixt the Legs, and 
faſtened behind or to the Boulſters by Claſps or Points. Thoſe that are de- 
ſigned for the Buboxecele have a couple of Straps tacked to the end of the Boul- 
ſer, and, paſſing betwixt, are fafined with Points behind. Theſe Trufes are 
proper for Infants and tender bodies, where the Rupture is recent, and for the 
moſt part made by Relaxation. They are neceſſary in the Cure of Ruptures in 
people of years, and have always ſerved my purpole in the Cure of Chil- 
dren. There is great care required in the putting them on and wearing them. 
In Children it is the work of Nurſes or Maid-ſ{crvants ; who frequently tie 
them too ſlack about the Loyns, and too ſtreight betwixt the Legs 3 by which 
negligence they bring the Truſs over the Buttock, or elſe permit the Rupture 
to ſlide down under the Boulſter into the Scrotzm : all which Errours,though 
they be forewarned, yer they do often commit,and thereby the Cure is delayed, 
and imputed to the Ignorance or Neglc& of the Chirurgeon. To avoid which, 
we arc ſometimes neceſſitated to put them on Straps over the Shoulders, ſuch 
as Labourers commonly wear to keep up their Breeches. Nor indeed are Chil- 
dren onely ſufferers in this caſe, for people of full age, by reaſon of carecleſncſs 
in putting on and wearing their Truſſes, permit ſmall Hernie by Relaxation 
in Bxbonoceleto increaſe and ſlide down in Scrotum. To prevent which in Men, 

I commonly order a Bag-truſs to be faſined ncar the Boulſier, by which the 
| Scrotum iis tucked up, and rendred the leſs capable of receiving the prolapſed 
Omentum or Inteſtine. In Women, through ignorance and ſhyneſs in conſul. 
ting, ſmall Heraie in Inguine do alſo incteaſe to a great bulk : in which caſe 
a hollow Boulſter-truſs may be fitted proportionably to the Rupture, or a Bag- 
truſs, to retain it up. In Men, through the often deſcent of the Bowells, the 
Eruption is made ſome times fo large, that the Inteſtines doe their pffice in the 
Scrotum with as little diſturbance as if they were in the Belly : in which caſe 
a Bag-truſs is to be proportioned, with a hole for the Penis to paſs through ; 
which being put on whilſt the Patient is in bed, and in a declining poſture, 
will much hinder the prolapſe of the Bowells, and caſe the Patient much in 
his going: abroad about his affairs z and by the continuance of the Chirur- 
geon and his endeavours the Rupture may be xeſtored to a good condition. 
Theſe ſorts of Truſſes are well made by Mr. Syms in Bell-alley near Temple- 
Bar. 

There arc other ſorts of Trufſes made of Whale-bone. The ſtuffing of the 
Boultter is placed upon Cork, which will fit firm upon Children and Youth. 
There are others made of thin Lamine of Tin and Steel, with and without 
Joynts, which do fit cafily about the Loyns: they have alſo Boulſters, that, by 
virtue of Worms and Screws fixcd in them, do fit cloſer or more diſtant, and 
zftain the Rupture up without preſſing upon the Spermatick Veſſells or Os pu- 
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bis, They are uſefull in old Hernie. Theſe are made by Mr. Smith, a Scotch. 
man, who lives near Fleet-bridge. He is the moſt ingenious man in that work, 
and maketh the beſt Truſſes for the retaining the Hernia umbilicalis within its 
bounds. But in great fat Bellies we find 1t often neceſſary to put them ona 
Bracer to encompals the Belly, which may be laced behind or on one fide, to 
bear part of its weight, | | \ 

Having thus far provided for the retaining the Hernia within its bounds, 
you ought to have the Hair ſhaved, if there be any, and apply Agglutinatives 
with good Bandage. If the Boultter fit uneaſy, a Quilt may be made to lie 
under it,or a Comprels of brown Paper ſoak*d in aquz fabrorum wherein ſome 
Aſtringents have bcen boiled 3 by which your Truſs will fit the cafier, and 
__ the relaxed or torn Parts, and thereby they may be the ſooner aggluti- 
nated. 

Our next conlideration will be matter of Diet and manner of living. Theix 
Diet ought to be ſparing, but of good nouriſhment, as Mutton, . Veal, Lamb, 
Pullet, Chicken and the like; avoiding all Herbage, Fruit, Fiſh, and White» 
meats, ſuch as may ipgender Crudities. Their Bread ought to be of Wheat, 
with carminative Seeds in it. . The confeQed ſemins carui, coriandri, fenicali, 
and the like, are commended after Dinner and at other times to further Di- 

eſtion. Their Drink a red Wine with a little Water wherein gads,of Steel 
oe been quenched ; or Ale whercin ſome of the ſpecifick Plants have been 
infuſed. 

Reſt is of great advantage in the Cure of theſe Hernie. Fabritixs Hildanus 
and others who have writ of this Diſeaſe will tell you, that ſome have- been 
cured of great Ruptures by keeping their bed upon ſome accident of a FraQture, 
or fit of the Gout, when before their beſt endeavours in the Cure ſignified no- 
thing, In conſideration of which they forbid all manner of Exerciſe; and advile 
them that, whilſt they keep their beds, they ſhould often feel with their hands 
about the Part affected, principally incaſe of any ſudden Sneezing or violent 
Coughing, and eſpecially in caſing nature by Stool, that, if any Relapſe hap- 


- pen, it may be helped. But that, you may the better avoid ſuch Accidents, 


x ought to keep their Bodies ſoluble by Clyſters, Suppolitories, or lenienc 
letuaries. Where the pituitous Humours abound, they require ſometime 
alſoto be purged ; for which I refer you to the Chapter of —_—_ After it 
may be proper to preſcribe ſome Agglutinatives 3 and they are cither fimple, or 
compound, 

The ſimple are reckoned among the Vulnerary Plants y not all of them, but 
ſuch as have a moderate Aſtringency, and are without remarkable heat ar 
acrimony, and have ſpecihicall virtue. Such arc conſolid. maj. & minor, quin-= 
quefolinm, equifetum, ſanicula, auricula urſt piloſella, jacea utraque, figill. Solo- 
monis tormentilla, oſmunda regalis, bippogloſſum, lanaria min.perfoliata,berniaris, 
berha trinitatis, cort. cypreſſ. granat. &c, The diſtilled water of oſmanda regalis 
is commendcd in the Curc, fo are alſo piloſells, hippogloſſum, luxaria, and ſe- 
verally given in a Powdexn a Decoftion of Comtry-roots. Perfoliata and ber- 
Hiaria are delivered to us to be of (o great virtue as to cure this Diſeaſe in few 
days, conditionally the Rupture be kept in by a good Bandage. They may 
be given as Tea 3 or they may be juiced or powdered, and mixt with red 
Wine, | 

The more compounded are theſe : Rt conſe roſ. rub. vet. ſymphyti, an. 3j, 
florum ſalvie, acori, an. 3 (3, trochiſc. de carab, vel de ſpodio, vel & bolo, Ziij. cron 
ſyr. cotoneornm, fiat Eletiuarium ; of which the ga may take twice or thrice 
a day, drinking thereupon fix ounces of this medicated Wine, Rt herbe «l- 
chimille,opbiogloſſi, nummular. fragar .auricul. muris ueronic. artemiſie ſcolopendr, 
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perfoliat.an.M.j. virge aur. M.ij. rad. cichor. tormentill. biftort, vincetoxici,id eft, 
birundinarie,an.3j.perfoliat.Z($.cort.citr.Zjſs,ſem.anifi, feniculi,an. Ziij. coriandri 
preparat, cinnamon. an.Zj. flor. borraginis, bugloſi, an. Zij. prunell. ſylveſtr. 3.

4 If after the forementioned endeavours to reduce the Hernia, (whether it 
were by reaſon it had been too long relapſed, and the Excrements grown hard 
and dricd in the Inteſtine, or that they were ſtuffed with Crudities, or inflamed 
by the conſtriction in the ProduQtion, &c.) you do not ſucceed, you ought to 
conſider what the impediment is,and proceed accordingly to let bloud, purge or 
vomit, or put him into a Semicxpixm, keeping on his Bag-truſs the while : after 
which he miay.if occaſion require, be carried to and fro upon the back of a ſtrong 
man with his Head downward, by which the prolapſed Bowells are often 
reduced. Mr. Smith the Truſs-maker told me he had made ſuch an Engine b 
which he ſet them on their Heads, and thereby had reduced many, hich 
could not otherwiſe be relieved. 

But the aforeſaid ways, I bleſs God, have ſerved the moſt deplorable Patient 
labouring of theſe Diſeaſes under my hands. Yet it-it fhould ſo happen, that 
all endeavours of this kind prove ineffeuall, and tligPatient's life be threat- 
ned by frequent vomiting and inflation of the Abdomen, and nothing paſs 
through him by Stool, I would ask whether in ſucha caſe it be not more rea- 
fonable to offer in Conſultation the laying open the ProduQtion while thete is 
ſtrength, then to ſuffer the Patient miſerably to periſh under the Diſeaſe. I 
refer it to the judicious Artiſt, there ſeeming nothing of difficulty or danger in 
the work ; yet would not have it attempted whilſt there is hope of otherwiſe 
reducing it. | 

To perform this Operation, the Patient ought to be laid flat on his Back up- 
on a Table or Form, and bound thereon 3 then an Incifion muſt be made upon 
the upper part of the Scrotum to the Production, which requireth alſo to be 
divided, without touching the Inteſtines or Omentam : then you are to paſs in 
a Cannula (like our common DireQour, but as big as a large Gooſe-quill) into 
the Cavity under the Proceſs of the Peritoneum upwards, avoiding the In- 
teſtines 3 then make your Incifion of ſuch a length as may ſerve to put yous 
fingers into the Scrotam, and raiſe the Inteltines and Omentum, which you 
are to reduce into their natural place within the Belly. They being thus redu- 
ced, you muſt ſtitch up the Wound, as is faid in the Wounds of the Abdomen, 
taking up with your Needle ſo much of the ProduQtion as may ſhut up the Ca- 
vity, and prohibit the relapſe of the Inteſtines. That done, cure the Wound, 
as is ſhewed in the Treatiſe of thoſe Wounds; it not being ſo large or dangerous 
as many of thoſe we have cured in the Wars, 

In the farther Cure of theſe, various ways have been propoſed by Chirurge- 
ons3 viz, the aftuall and potentiall Cautery, alſo PunRure and Dcligation of 
the Proceſs of the Peritonexm, alſo Incilion, with or without extraCtion of the 
Teſticle. Theſe ways are not practiſed among(t Our people, they eſteeming 
ſuch Operations full of hazard and cruelty : yet they having been delivered te 
us by good Authority, I ſhall ſhew you how they are performed,and begin with 
that of the aQuall Cautery. In the effeRing of which work there are required 
various ſorts of Buttons,ſome bigger and leſs then other, Whilſt theſe are in the 
fire,the Patient muſt ſtand, and hold in his breath,by which doing the Tumour 
in Inguine will be more apparent. Then it is to be circumfcribed within a trian- 
gular figure: after which the Patient being phaccd. on his Back, preſs with 
your hot Cautery on the middle of that Triangle, and repeat it often, making 
the form of the Greek Letter I ſo deep till you reach to the Membrana adipeſa, 

. taking 
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taking care you do not ſcorch the Peritonexm : thet dreſs the burned parts 
with a little Salt and an Onion beat together, and afterwards digeſt and heal 
the Ulcer as you find propoſed in the Chapter of Burns, he keeping his bed till 
he be cured. By this method the Authour propoſeth a contration of the 
Skin by reaſon of the Cicatrix, How this will doe without the wearing of a 
Truſs, I much —_ 

Another propoleth the reducing of the Hernis, and the thruſting up of the 
Teſticle to the Os prbis; then marketh the Compreſs of the Prominence made 
by the Teſticle, and, ſhoving it and its Veſſells out of the Scrotum, he burneth 
inthe middle of that Mark (with a pointed Cautery a little curved) to the very 
Bone,then drefſeth it cum albxmine ovor. and cureth it as a burn : by which ifhe 
burneth the Bone, it muſt neceſſarily exfoliate, and unite with the Skin and 
fleſhy Parts over it, and hinder the prolapſe in Scrotzm. Bur yet there mult 
remain a Bubonocele, which will require a Boulſter-Truls to prevent its ſwag- 
ging down, as is frequently incident to Women. 

The way by Caultick is propounded by others as more eaſy. The mildeſt 
of them is Soap-lees boiled to a ſtone, with the addition of ſevam vitulin. and 
a fourth part of Jpium added to it at the laſt, The other are as followeth. 
R vitrioli uſti Fiij.ſalis ammoniaci Zj. calcis vive, ciner, & vini fece, an, Ziij. theſe 
muſt be bruiſed and mixed with a lixivirm e cineribus ficunum & tithymall. then 
ſtrained out and boiled to a ſtone. Or, Re ſalis nitri, cbalcitidis, ax. 3x. diftill 
them, and caſt away the firſt water, it being black and unfit for uſe. The 
ſecond Diſtillation is clear, and muſt be put into a Glaſs-bottle, in which dif- 
ſolve arſenici albi Jij. tartari albi uſti, merc. ſublimati, an. Jj. then put it into 2 
copper Veſſell, and by a moderate heat conſume the humidity ; the remaining 
Fecer is the Cauſtick. | | 

In order to the applying of any of theſe Cauſticks,the Part muſt be marked; 
and the Patient afterwards laid upon a Table, as hath been faid in the pre- 
ceding, Operations z then the Cauſtick is to be applied croſs-wiſe, an incl 
long and as much tranſverſe, nearthe Os pubis ; which having operated to the 
Bone, it's ſuppoſed that Bone ſhall exfoliate, and the Callws ariſing from it will 
unite with the Ulcer in the fleſhy Pannicles and Skin, and ſtop the deſcent of 
the Viſcers: which notwithſtanding cannot prevent a Bubonocele, Another 
way is by the application of a Cauſtick ix Inguixe, then to raiſe off the Eſcar, 
and, taking up the Membrana adipoſa with a Hook, to divide it, and free the 
Seminall Veſlells from the Proceſs of the Peritonexm. Then paſs a Needle 
with crude Silk under it, tie it cloſe, and leaving it hanging out digeſt the 
Ulcer, incarn and cicatrize it 3 during which the Silk will have cut through, 
and fall off: and the ProduQion uniting with che Wound abſolutely con- 
firms the Cure. The Cure by PunQture is the invention of (ameot the Moderns, 
and is ſet down by Ambroſe Parew. 

There yet remain two ways of Cure by Incifion: in order to which the Pa- 
tient mult ſtand upright, as hath already been faid, that the Rupture by 
falling down may plainly diſcover its bigneſs, and that the Part fo ſwelFd 
may be incompaſled with a circle : after which the Paticnt muſt be laid flat on 
a Table, with his Heels raiſed up, as in the forementioned caſes: then one of 
the Aiſlifients ſhall preſs with his hand upon the bottom of his Belly, whilſt 
the Chirurgeon with his left hand raiſeth up the marked Skin as much as he 
can, then divideth it with his Knife long-ways down the length of the Proceſs 
or 1x1ica vaginalis, ſo as to open that Coat, and lay the Seminall Veſſells bare ; 
which he is to avoid the hurting whilſt he takes up the divided Tunicle, and 
ſtitcheth it with the Skin ſo cluſe that the Hernia may be retained within the 
Belly trom ltarting out, Then by Agglutinatives, as bol. Armen. ſang. _—_ 
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thus, aloe, cum albumine ovi,drefs it up, and place him in his bed. If after- 
wards there be occafion to apply Digeliives, Be vitell, ovor, num. ij. far. tritic. 
thuris pudv. q.ſ. After which you may deterge with mundif, apii, and incarn 
with ſome ſuch'like Sarcotick : Rt terebinth,ficeat Ziij.thuris,maſtich. ſem. fanu- 
grec, an. 3 (5, cere 3j. ol. byperici/3x. Miſc. $. A. Then cicatrize it as in other 
like Wounds, 

The Empiricall way is by extraQtion of the Teſticle: in the doing of which 
the Patient muſt be laid-on his Back, as atore mentioned, and bound tatt upon 
the place: then the Inteſtines being reduced, the Aſſiſtent ſhall retain them up 
with his hands, whilſt the Operator maketh an oblique Mark in the Groin, to 
which place he thruſteth up the Teſticle 3 then makes an Incifion fo deep and, 
large upon it; asto take it out with the ſpermatick Veſſells, which he holdeth 
with the one hand, while with:the other he ſeparates it from the Membranes, 
(Inall which cafes he muſt be carefull not to lacerate them, for thereby he ſhall 
cauſe Convulſions, and haſten the death of the Patient.) That done, he maketh 
JLigature above the Teſticle upon the Veſſells, and cuts it off: If there be fear 
df,a flux of bloud, he cauterizeth the ends fo tied : then, re-placmg them with+ 
in the Belly, leaving the ends of the Ligature hanging out, he ſtitcheth up the 
Wound, dreiling as above ſaid ;-and during the time of Cicatrizing the Ligas« 
ture falls-off.-+: . 

In order to: theſe Operations the Patient ought to be of a ſtrong, Conſtitution _ 
and well habited; his Bowells emptied by Purging and Clyſters, and to be very 
{paring inhis Diet; at leali 'three or four days:;preceding the Work, But I nc- 
yer yet met one:that would-ſubarit to any of theſe ways. 

-: The Cure of the Bxbanocele: in Women rcquircth its being reduced and 
cured as thoſe in Men, by Emplaſtcrs and good Bandage, &cc. as hath bcen al» 
ready ſhewtd incthole. . W'7 
.-In the Herni@ zmbiljcalis the Cure alſo-confiſts in the well reducing of it, 
and in the retaining it ſo. by Agglutinatives-and good Bandage. If through 
neglect of treating it timely, -as aforeſaid, the Skin do wear thin and mor\+ 
tihe, you mult dreſs it asfach:: and after the ſeparation of the Eſcars, you 
mult then endeavour {to take \up the Peritonewm, ſtitch it cloſe together, 
and- incarn_it with- the rei of the Ulcer, as hath been ſhewed : and after it

A NiInfant of about four months old-was: diſcovered to have a Swelling in 
the Jett Ihgzexn, another-in'the Navell, and another three fingers breadth 
higher. That m the Groin, which we generally call Bubonocele, was made 
by Rdaxation of. the -Inteſtine; as appeared tby the noiſe it made in the time of 
Reduction; : *The other two proceeded from Wind. I took! the compals! of 
his Hips with a: Ribbon, and the next day brought a ſoft Boullſter-Truſs of Hol» 
layd linen;; with two Straps faſtned to the /Boullter : and, having applicd-an 
Empli ad' berniam ſpred upon. Lambskin on the Tumour in the Groin, 1 
ftreditheBoulſter toit, and reduced it, thenticd it on then paſſing the Straps 
between his Legs, I falined them, with Points on cach fide behind ; by which 
the Rupture was retained within the Boulſter, not prefling upon the Thigh or 
God.::Onthe Rupture of the Navell, or Hernis ambilicalis, 1 applicd a mix+ 
tne prlver, thuris, maſtich. aloes, &c, ſang. draconis, cum albumine ovi, and 
made 
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. made a Compreſſion with an Emplaſtr, e bolo by a ſmall Button ſticking in the 
middle thereof, made of ſome ſnips of the ſame Emplaſter,by which the Empla- 
{ter under it was retained the cloſer. On'the other above the Navell I applied 
a Compreſs made by ſome pieces of Emplaſtr. ad herniam, and retained them 
cloſe by applying over them Emplaſtr. e bolo, By this method theſe Hernie 
were cured in few weeks. For that in the Groin they had half a dozen 
Truſles ſent them, for ſhift as occaſion offered 3 and it was cured thereby in 
few months. . 


A Child about two months old laboured of ſome Indifpoſition of body, 2.Obſervar. 
and was obſerved to have a Swelling in the right Cod. In preſſing upon it now" 
with my fingers, it ſeemed to me not to lie looſe in the Scrotum : it yielded to a : 
moderate prefiurez and being ſomewhat reduced, the relidue of. it jerked ſud- 
denly up with a noiſe, which confirmed it a Hernia inteſtinalis by Relaxa- 
tion. I took the compaſs of his Loyns to the Groin,and the next day brought 
him an Emplaſtr.ad berniam with ſome Boulſter-Truſſes. I reduced the Rupture 
as eaſily as I had done the day before, then applied the Emplaſter, fitted the 
Boullter over it, and tied it moderately ſtreight. Theſe Trufſes had the Straps 
{titched on behind 3 they were brought between his Thighs, and faſtned to the 
upper part of the Boulfter croſs each other by Points. I ſhewed the Nurſe how 
they were to be pur, and gave her caution leſt the Boulſter ſhould at any time 
gall the Thigh or Scrotum, or that by too ſirict a Bandage the Hip ſhould be 
hurt, or by too ſlack a Bandage the Hernia ſhould flide down under the Boul- 
ſter, or whilſt it was looſe ticd thoſe Straps between the Legs ſhould be tied fo 
ſtxeight as to bring, the Bandage over his Hanches and ſlip down. Having 
thus forewarned her, I made my viſits the ſeldomer, as not deſiring to appear 
too officiousz and indced was fetched the next day to a Paticnt ſome miles off, 
where I ftaid three weeks. At my return I made a viſit to this little one, and felt b 
the Rupture ſlipt down into the Scrotzm by reaſon of the ſlackneſs of the Bra- 
cer 3 and the Nurſe had pulled the Straps between the Thighs ſo over-ſtreight 
as to bring the Bracer down, and would not believe it could be kept up with- 
out a Bandage from the Shoulders. But I reduced the Rupture, ticd it ſireigh- 
ter, ſlackencd the Straps between the Thighs, and ſhewed her it could not fall 
over the Buttocks whilſt it was ſo tied, The next Errour ſhe committed was 
in bracing it too ſtreight about the Hips, whereby ſhe had gauled it on the 
right Hip 3 and then the complained to her Lady, that it was not poſhble to 
cure the Child without giving it ſome healing Drinks: ſuch and ſuch had been 
cured fo in few days. Tothis I replied, That the Cure conſiſted in the keeping 
up the Rupture ; that done, it would cure without Drinks ; That there was 
but little to be given to ſuch an Infant, Yet I wiſhed them to conſult their 
Phyſician therein. I applied an Emplaſtr. diachalciteos upon the Excoria- 
tion, with two or three folds of ſoft linen over it, and braced the Bandage 
ſlacker : by which Dreflings the Excoriation cured, the Nurſe became more 
experienced, and the Child was happily recovered in few weeks3 but left not 
off the wearing the Truſs till the Summer tollowing. ES” 

I was fetched to a Child halt a year old having a Swelling ix Scroto on the 3.Obſervar... 
left fide. It was a Hernia inteſtizalis by Relaxation. I reduced it eaſily, and *f "1 wy 
the next day fitted it with a ſoft Boulſter-Truſs 3 and, having reduced it, tt ind 
applied Emplaſtr, ad herniam, put on the Bandage, and ſupplied them with 
more Truſles for change, (they being apt to bepiſs them daily, fo that, if 
tlicy be not carcfully attended, they are ſubjeQ to Excoriation.) Once in four 
or hve days I called in to ſee how the Nurſe ordered her affair ; and by her di- 
ligence the Child was cured in few weeks, but continued the uſe of the Truſs 
tillit was grown ſtronger, and had bred his Teeth, ; ; 
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vats A Youth aged eleven years had been ſome months diſeaſed with a Rupture + 
of Herma M* Hefore his Friends diſcovered it : through which neglect it fell into the Sero- 


tum.and indiſpoſed him with Colicks. I was ſent for, and ſaw it an Hernia in- 
zetinalis on the left (ide. I endeavoured to reduce it, but could not. I then took 
meaſure of his Loyns, and the next morning found him in bed, and placed 
him on his Back, with his Hips high, &«c. and with warm cloaths reduced the 
Rupture : then put him on a Boullſter-Truſs made of ſtrong Holland, with a 
couple of Straps faſtened to the lower part of the Boulſter 3 and having fa- 
ſtened the Trufs about his Loyns with Points, I brought the Straps between his 
Legs, and tied them bzhind, Thus I retained the Rupture, The next day I 
made him a viſit, and ſeeing the Rupture well retained, I looſened the Bandage, 
applied an Emplaſtr. ad herniam, and braced it on again, leaving DireCQions 
with his Servant to take care in the bracing the Truſs cloſe every morning. 
This Patient was very active in running and playing daily 3 yet by the uſe of 
theſe Emplaſters and carefull Bandage, he was cured in tew months, I ſcarce 
making him fix viſits the while. 

A Child of about fix years of age was brought out of the Country, having 
ſfomewhile ſuffered under a Hernia in Scroto, He had a Trufs, but it was not 
well made, T laid him upon his Back, with his Heels retracted to his Hips: 
Tt did not preſently yield to a ReduQtion 3 whereupon I cauſed ſome warm 
cloaths to be applied, and then preſſed it moderately upward: it returned up 
with a murmuring noiſe. I then applied my Emplaſter and Bandage, and, 
having adviſed them concerning the uſe of the Truſs, I left them to proſecute 
the Cure, ſupplying them with Emplaſters and Bandage, About halt a yeax 
after I ſaw him cured. : 

A Youth of about nine years of age was brought to me out of the Country 
with a Swelling in his right Groin : it was ſuppoſed to be a Bxbonocele, and to 
that purpoſe Emplaſters and Trufſes had been put on, and the Part thereby in- 
flamed. I felt the Swelling, and, as I thought, the Teſticle which was wanting 
in the Scrotum, Upon which conſideration I torbad the uſe of the Truſs, and 
applicd an Emplaſtr. oxelei : by which the heat was removed, the Child freed of 
his Bandage, and the Teſticle left to fall down by degrees 3 which accordingly 
it did, and his Parents were well pleaſed. 

The Pnenmatocele,or Hernia ventoſa,appearcth often in Ingnine in the Tunica 
vaginalis, and maketh a Tumour not unlike that of the Teſticle. Sucha one 
was brought to me in the Groin of a Child of about ſeven years of age. It was 
as big as a Pullet's egge,ſoft,but withall ſo tenſe that it yielded little to preſſure. 
It had been treated by Bandage, but yielded not thereto, but became more 
painfull. I preſcribed a Fomentation and Emplaſters, as hath been ſet down 
in Flatulent Tumours, and cauſcd a ſoft Boulſter-Truſs to be put on, rather to 
keep it warm and retain the Dreſſings on, then to make any ftreight Com- 
preffion, I treated him by internalls proper in ſuch Tumours, by which he 
was ſome time after cured. 

A Gentlewoman brought a Son to Loxdoy with a Swelling in his left Teſticle. 
Severall of our Profeffion had ſeen it, but delivered no certain Judgement of 
it, nor preſcribed ought in order tothe Cure. The Swelling was Wind gotten 
into the Twnica vaginalis, which encompaſſed the Teſticle round, fo as I could 
not feel it. By reaſon of the Tumour, which was fo tenſe that it would not 
yield to the preſſure of my fingers, ] propoſed Diſcutients and a Bag-Truſs. 
They were diſſwaded from my Opinion by ſome who had rather their Friend 
ſhould fail of his Cure then receive it from me. Which hath ſomewhat appeared 
in this caſe: for two years after the Father of this Child told me he continucd as 
I had formerly ſeen him,

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A Child about two years old had one of theſe Tumours lying the whole 9.Obſervar. 
length of the ProduQtion to the Teſticle, like unto the uppermott of choſe Blad- __ ou 
ders which we tindin Carps: and the ſame Wind, having raiſed up the Tunics *** ja. 
vaginalis, made the Telticle not unlike to the lower round Bladders that are 
united with the forementioned upper Bladders in the fame Filn, The Cure 
was performed by Diſcutients and a Bag-Truls. | 

I was fetcht to ſee a Child who was (as I ſuppoſe) not two months old : it ;,.obfervar, 
was a very ſmall Infant, much emaciated. A Swelling had bcen newly dil- of Hernia 
covered in Scroto, and ſuppoſed a Rupture: it affected the right Inguen down venda- 
into the Twnica vaginalis, The Tunicle of the other Teſticle was likewiſe 
diſtended. And the next day, when I brought a Bag-Trufs, I found that 
Inguen alſo affeced with the ſame Diſeaſe, Whilſt the Infant cried, the Tu- 
mour was much ; but by an caſy preſſure with warm cloaths it leſſened. I 
deſigned a Fomentation : but the weakneſs of the Child, together with its fro- 
wardneſs, deterred me, Whereupon I applied Emplaſtr. e cymino over the Scro- * 
tum and Inguina, and put on the Bag-Truſs. The next day I met the Phyſi- 
cians, took off the Truſs and Emplaſters, and ſhewed them that it was a Hernia 
ventoſa, not capable of Reduftion nor of other Bandage, There was alſo a 
Hernia umbilicalis, which was likewiſe from Wind, which I treated as hath 
been ſhewed in the firſt Obſervation. The Phyſicians reſolved the Milk ſhould 
be changed ; upon doing of which the Child began to thrive. But this Nurſe 
not keeping the Child very dry, the Fiſs fretted the Thighs and Cod: upon 
which account I put on a Diachalciteos Emplaſter, and renewed it daily, It 
not onely cured the Excoriations, but alſo ſupplied the place of the other 
Plaifter, During the Cure, I obſerved that upon good Bandage the Tumour 
appearcd very inconfiderable, and ſome times would be quite diſcuſſed : but 
then through negle& in bracing the Trufs cloſe, it would appear very big, 

The laſt time I ſaw the Child it was grown fat, and the Flatulency ſeemingly 
diſcuſſed ; but a Rupture appearcd in both Groins. Upon which account a 
double Boulſter-Truſs was put on, whereby ic is kept up, and in a hopetull 
way of Cure. | 

A Man of about thirty ycars of age, of a full Body, having ſome time a 11.Obſervar. 
Swelling in his left Groin, conſulted me. I declared it a Hernia inguinalis, of Bubonocele. 
and adviſed the uſe of a Boulſter-Truſs, which accordingly I brought the 
next day, with an Emplaſir, ad berniam , which, after I had ſhaved the Hair, 

I put on, and left him Direftions how to wear it. He carefully obſerving tlie

Theſe were boiled with 
ſome of the Fomentation, and towards the latter end ſome Spirit of Wine, met 
commun, ol, rutac. which was applicd upon the diſeaſed Parts with a Bag- 

Truſs, We let the Patient bloud, preſcribed him Clylters, and keeping of his 
bed during the Cure. This method of Dretfing continued till the Swellings 
were diſcuſſed : then T ſhaved the Hair, and applied to the Groin a mixture 
Emplaſtr. Paracelſ, & diachalciteos, with a ſoft Boulſter-Trufs, to which 3 
Bag was fitted for the Scrotum,to retain the Dreſſings on, Some few days atter, 
obſerving 
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obſerving that the Scrotzm was over-moiſtned as in an Anaſarca, which hindrcd 
the corrugation of it,I applied Emplaſtr. diaſulphur. by which the Humour was 
dricd up. After the tenderneſs of the Groin was removed, I applied Emplaſtr, 
ad herniam, with a Quilt under the Boulſter, and braced it ſireighter; then, 
having cauſed a leſs Bag to be ſtitched on to retain the Serotzm, I gave him 
leave to fit up.

Tus ſent for to one of about thirty ſix years old, of a full Body : he com- 
of Bubon:cele. plained of a Swelling in his left Groin, It was a Bubonocele, and, by the man- 
ner of reducing, it, ſeemed to be of the Omentum, I applied an Emplaſtr, ad 
berniam with a Boulſter-Truſs,and adviſed him how to govern it. I heard not 
from him again in hve or [1x years 3 about which time being ſent for I found 
him in bed, bemoaning himſelf that his Rupture was fallen into the Scrotum, 
and he could not reduce it. I felt it lie uncqually in the Scrotum, He had, it 
ſeemed, negleRed the bracing of the Truſs while it lay in Inguine, and fo it 
happened that in progreſs of time it flipped down under the Truſs; upon 
which heconſulted ſome, who put him on a Steel-Truſs: but that pinching 
and gauling, he cauſed others to be made, of which he ſhewed me at leaſt half 
a dozen; but they all hurt him, and did not keep his Rupture from falling 
down. But now it was ſo great, that hecould not reduce it but with warm 
cloaths: which being done, I fitted to it a Boulſter-Truſs with a Quilt and 
Bag. To thoſe Excoriations occaſioned by his Steel-Truſs I applied Emplaſtr, 
oxelei (pred upon courſe linen, which ſoon cured them 3 and it his occaſions 
would have permitted him to have kept his bed, he might have been reſtored 
toa better condition ; but this ſerved his turn as a palliative Cure. 
14.Obſervar. A Man of about 3o years of age,of a healthy Conſtitution,came to me with a 
of Bubonocele, Bubonocele, I adviſed him the wearing a Boulſter-Truſs with an Emplaſicr un- 
der it: which for ſome time he did with much eaſc; but afterwards became more 
ſecure and careleſs in the bracing it, upon which the Omentum lid down half 
way into the Scrotxum, It being yet within the Proceſs, I caſily reduced it, and 
applicd a freſh Emplaſter, and ſupplied him with more and new Truſſes, His 
affairs would not permit him to ſtay within doors, yet by his well ordering it 
he wascured in a few months,and for a triall he left off wearing the Truſs three 
or four days: but, having been uſed to it, he could not be without it 3 fo that 
he continued the uſe of it, but without the Bag or Quilt. 
15.Obſervar. Another of that age,but not of ſo good a Habit of body, being diſeaſed with 
of Bubonocele. a Bubonocele, had for ſome time worn a Stcel-Truſs:; but the Hernia flid down 
in Scrotum notwithſtanding, though often reduced, and the Truſs braced more 
cloſe. Upon an extraordinary relapſe, when endeavours of his own failed, I 
was ſent tor, and upon examjnation found the Inteſtine and Omentum both in 
Scroto.I could not reduce themby warm cloaths,therefore prgſcribed him a Cly- 
ſter,and after ita Fomentation, Cataplaſm, and Bag-Truls. The next morning 
I fomented the Part again, and, placing him in a convenient poſture, reduced 
the Rupture; then ſhaved the Hair, and applied an Emplaſtr. ad herniam, 
with a Compreſs made of brown Paper which had been all night ſoaked in an 
altringent DecoCtion, and faſtened thereon a Boullter-Truls, with a Bag fitted 
to it, for to bear up the Scrotum, that, in caſe the Rupture ſhould flip down- 
wards, yet it ſhould meet with a check. Having thus by Bandage truſffed it 
up, I adviſed him to keep his bed ſome days; at leaſt ti!l the Excoriations 
which the Steel-Truſs had made in his Hips were cured. During which his 
Dict was ſlender,and his body kept ſoluble by lenient Bolw*s, and conſolidating, 
Drinks

Drinks were preſcribed him. He was-one that had no great imployment a- 
broad, ſo was perſwaded to keep his bed the longer 3 during which the lacera« 
ted Parts did unite, and he was cured, 

One Summer, whilſt I attended the King at Hampton-Caurt,. an Officer be- 15.0bfervar. 
longing to the Larder, a man of above ſixty years ot. age, having been long 9f Hernia 
afflicted with a Hernia inteſtinalis, which frequently lipt into the Scrotum, had inteftinalis. 
it then fallen down paſt his skill of Reduction. I, finding him vomiting and-in 
a Fever, endeavoured by warm. cloaths to redace it, but could not. 4 therefore 
preſently cauſed a Clyiter to be given him of fat Broth with a. little Salt in-it, 
and applied a Fomentation made of the ſame Broth, and at leagth, putting hioz 
in a declining, poſture, I reduced.the Rupture, and put on his. Truſs with a 
Compreſs under the Boulſter 3 by which I retained the Rupture up. I would 
have preſcribed him other helps, but he was ſatisfied that, it -was xeduced, 

After two or three days he went abroad again,.and, tor ought I know, is yet 
alive, 

A perſon having been long afflicted with a Hernia in Frquee, through ill fit- 17.0bſervac. 
ting of Truffes had it much increaſed, till at: length he thyew chem off, as not of Hernia. 
onely uſeleſs, but painfull to. him, The Ruptuze was forJarge, that the-In- 
teltines did their office in the Scrotum without:Reduction. - But the weight of : 
them was uncaſy, and often accompanied with Colicks, and would by: de- 
erees have proceeded to Worle inconvenience, I helped it by the palliative 
way of a Bag-Truſs, with a perforation fox his Penis, This ſuſtained: the 
weight, and enabled him to follow his occafibns without farther trouble. 

In ſome people I have ſeen the Ruptures ſo great that they have not been able 
to goe z yet not any of them would admit of the molt probable of the foremen= 
tioned Operations, but contented themſelves with ſuch accommodation as a 
Bag=Truſs would afford them. 

A young Woman, after hard Labour, had a Rupture in her left Groin. I n9.0bfervart+ 
ſupplicd her with a Boulſter-Trufs with one Strap and Emplaſter, by which 
ſhe was cured, or at leaſt palliated. In others, where they have not timely con- 
ſulted, whether through ignorance or ſhame, they have increaſed toa greater 
bignels, and have made in progreſs of time ſuch a wagging Tumour as became 
extreamly troubleſome to truſs up. 

One of about thirty years of age, of a groſs fat Body, Iaboured of a Herniz 19.0bſervar, 
#mbilicalis about the breadth of the palm of a hand. He had worn the com- of Hernia 
mon Navell-Truſſes 3 but they, not fitting ſteady upon the diſeaſed Part , **Hicalir. 
pinched him ſometimes in one place, ſometimes in another, and did not retain 
the Rupture. I being adviſed with, and conſidering his Belly very great, and 
likely to ſuffer greater Ruptions, it the weight of it were not timely born up, 
perſwaded him to permit a Bracer to be made to lace in his whole Belly, under 
which a Boulſiex might-be paced on the Navell. I took meaſure of it, and 
fitted him with ſach a one as rcached from the Pubes to the Cartilago enſiformis,. 
and laced behind. Under this 1 applied an Emplaſtr. ad herniam with a quil- 
tcd Boulſter, which was worked upon Sole-leather : this was tacked to the 
Bracer. In ſome others I have made a Bandage over that Bracerz but here it 
was needleſs, 

One had three Hernie beſides that of the Navell, viz. one in cach Groin, 20.0bſervat« 
whereof the one deſcended in Scrotum, and the other not 3 the third lay on the of Hernia. 
left ſide of his Belly, raifing up a Tumour under the Skin like half an Apple. 

Fhe Hernie in Ingzinibus were kept up by a Steel» Truſs with adouble Boulker, 
to which a Bag was tucked to retain the Scrotum, To that on the fide of 
the Belly was applied an Emplaſtr. ad berniam, with a Comprels in the middle 


of it, made of ſome folds of the ſame Emplalter, and a quilted Boulſter over 
is. 
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it. To the Navell there was an Empleſtr. ad berniam applied, and ſuch a like 
Boulſter as was uſed in the like caſe in the former Obſervation of a Hernia #ms 
bilicalis : and, to retain theſe cloſe,a Bracer was fitted to the Belly with Straps, 
which went from the lower part of it between the Legs, and faſined behind, 
where the Bracer was laced. This perſon being fat was alſo gaulcd between 
the wrinkles of his Belly, which was for ſome time dreſſed daily with Epulo- 
ticks. 
6: Obſerver. A Perſon of quality, of a full Body, having been ſometime ſubje& to a 
b* Hernia - Hernia #mbilicalis, which through defe in Bandage increaſed much, fo that 
imbilicals. the Skin was excoriated by the unequal! fitting of the quilted Boulſter, I was 
conſulted. The Rupture in the Peritonexm was great, and the Omentum and 
Iriteſtines had made their way out to the externall Skin of the Abdomen, fo 
that between them and the Boulſter it was worn very thin. The Excoriation 
was dreſt with Epuloticks,as xnguent.tutie,&c. and a ſoft Compreſs applicd be- 
tween the Quilt and Emplaſter. A Belly-piece was made to bear the weight,and 
retain the Compreſſion, After this was cured, Mr.Smith was adviſcd with. He 
made a Boulfter with a Bracer to fit under the Belly-piece, which retained the 
Rupture, and the Patient went abroad daily. But one day, whilſt he was az 
bout his affairs, the Boulſter flipt off, and the Inteſtines ſtarted out between the 
Muſcle and external Skin, fo that he was brought to his Lodgings very ill. 
Phyſicians were conſulted, and I was ſent for, and reduced it with a warm 
cloath in their preſence, and an Emplaſter and Bracer were put on. From 
which time he hath not been ſoſubje to a Relapſe.

Of Ulcers in general, 


| N ULCE R is a Solution of continuity in a ſoft Part made by Erofion Definition; 


with loſs of ſubſtance, which loſs is in this Deſcription preſumed to be 

theeffet of the Erolion: for if it be the effe@ of the Wound, as a piece 
of fleth being cut out, &c. it is not immediately an Ulcer, nor doth it deſerye 
that name properly.till by ill handling there do fall upon it corrofive H 
which cauſe a farther diminution of the ſubſtance : for till then the Digeſtion 
and Matter there produced do not alter the name, but continue the appellation 
of a Wound 3 but having once loſt part of its naturall fleſh by ſach Eroſion, 
though preternaturall do ariſe in the room of it much more in quantity then 
what was loſt, as Fungus, &c. yet the name of Vier remains. 

To this Ulcer many Accidents may happen, and eſpecially Tumours of all 
ſorts : but theſe are not parts of the Ulcer, being ſeparable from it ; for they'* 
may be taken away, and the Ulcer remain. The ſubje& of an Ulcer is chiet- 
ly Fleſh, eſpecially in the larger ſenſe of the word, as it ſignifies Membranes , 
Tendons, Guts, Bladder, &c, When an Eroſion happens in a Bone, it is com» 
monly called Caries, 


For the Differences of Ulcers, ſome are more proper, by ſome Writers called Differences: 


eſential ,, others accidentall. The more proper,or,as ſome call them,effentiall, 
are taker from the form of the Ulcer and efficient Cauſe 3 as from the 
magnitude, equality and inequality, and Part affected. From the Figure ; 
they are ſtraight, oblique, round, # crooked. From the Magnitude ; ſome 
are great, others ſmall, ſuperficiall, deep, long, ſhort, broad, and narrow, 
From the Equality and inequality : thoſe are equall in which the Fleſh is alike 
plain 3 uncquall, when it is corroded more in one place then another. From 
the Part affected 3 ſome Ulcers are in the Fleſh,others in the Membranes z or in 
this or that Part, internall, or externall. Differences from the Cauſes will be 
beſt underttood by viewing the Cauſes themſelves. 

The accidentall Differences are taken from thoſe things which are not intrin- 
ſecall to the nature or conſtitution of an Ulcer 3 as, to have Inflammation, Tu- 
mour or PutrefaCtion joyned with them, as Phlegmon, Eryſipelas,Cancer,Gangre- 
na,Callns V arix,orx Cqgies : Allo from the J_— ſome Ulcers are gy 
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with Pulſation, and pricking burning heat, others with itching and Excori- 
ation : From thequality 3 Ulcers are malign,benign,contagious,or not z rebel- 
lious,or eaſie of Cure : Alſo from the age of the Ulcer 3 ſome are recent, others 
annuall,z alſo ſome in their ſtate, others in their declination, onely requiring 
Deſiccation. 
cheſe untains the Differences and Diſtindions of Ulcers do ariſe ; 
the-#:thodizing of which hath already pozed able Writers : we ſhall en- 
$&avgur to put them into ſuch order as ſhall be moſt plain to the young 
Chirurgeon. 
Therefore firſt we ſhall ſpeak of Ulcers.in generall: 2. of a Simple Ulcer : 
g. of Utcers with Inremperies: 4. of Ulcers with Pain: 5. of Fluxion : 6. of 
ulcers with Hyperſarcofis or ſuperfluous Fleſh : 7. of Ulcers with Caries : 8, of 
Sordid Ulcers : 9.of Calforts' Wcers: ro. of Ulcers called Phagedena and Dy/- * 
epulota : 11. of Ulcers with Varix: and, laftly, of Sinuous Ulcers. I ſhould 
dlfo trear of Fiftulous Ulcers from Gangrena and Sphacelus ; but they have 
been heretofore occaſionally put into the Treatiſe of Wounds, to which I refer 
you. 
We ſhall begin with Ulcers in generall, and treat firſt of their Cauſes 3 


Ulcers in ges of which ſome are internall,:others exgernall : both are (if we ſpeak of im- 


nerall. 


mediate Cauſes ) corroding Humours, whith eat away the Fleſh, Mem- 
brane, &c, 
If this corroſive quality arrive from Internall Cauſes, it oweth its Originall 


11:24 wthe:excefs of an acrid Serum : which Serum if it mixeth with any other 


Humour, whether Choler, Phegm, Bloud, Melancholy, &c. gets a denomi- 
nation from/that./ - ) 

! Theſe 'Humwurs, when they abound fo far in the Body as to exceed that 
Femperatnent- a4 juftitiam which is always neceſſary to health, (to which 
Temperament s latitude mutt be allowed, ) are apt to ſeparate from the whole 
Maſs, avd flow either quite out of the Body by natural Excretions, or clſe 
upon fome Mettibers of it > whether they be carricd thither by their own ſource, 
or drawn by forme attracive caule. 

Bcing fo caſt out from the Maſs of bloud, they are no longer ſubjeR to the 
Balfamof that, but become acximonious and corrofive : and by how much the 
longer the Humour hath been extravaſated, by ſo much the more acrid it be- 
cQmes, and is the more corroding 3 acquiring in its degeneration a quality ſui- 
table roche Humour out of which it is engendred. | 
-1/Fhe External Cauſes are Poiſons, corroſive and cauſticall Medicaments. 
Nor do we exclude aQuall Fire, Hot water, ſcalding Oyl: to which may be 


 xefttrred the Comagions of Scabby, Leprous and Pocky'perſons, which arc 


communicated to the Skin, and exulcerate it, and beget the like Diſcaſc. 

_ From theſe diverfities of Cauſes different forts of Excrements flow : three 
forts whereof give name to Ulcers. 

-(i3s\ The ones a thin'ſcrous Humour, called Sanies, by the Greeks Ichor ;, by 
others Virzs, from whence they are called virulent, Celſius reckoneth two ſorts 
of Saves 3 the one he callech Ichor, and the-other Meliceria. They are taken 
novice of ' by F abvicixs Hildanns, The Tchor is a thin whitiſh Gleet incident to 
diſpoſed Ulcers, eſpecially amongit the Nerves and Tendons. The Melice- 
3 is a thick glutinous Humour of a pale colour, and it may be yellowiſh, not 
unlike Honey, from whence it taketh its name, This alſo affets Ulcers of 
i#t:condicion near and in the Joynts, where the Membranes and Tendons arc 
exoded. But that which we generally in our common Chirurgery call Sanies 
i5, 'a thin excrementitious Hamour begotten from abundance of fſerolity in 
Ukers, and rendering them humid, Ot which Humours ſome are —_ 
"EG : reddiſh. 
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reddiſh-coloured, others cold and pale-coloured. Theſe are called $anious 
UVicers, 

2.There is a ſecond ſort of Matter affe&ting Ulcers that is thick, generated of 
abundance of grols tough Humours, and rendering the Ulcer foul ; whence it 
is called a Sordia Vicer, This kind of Sordes differcth as it is white or grayiſh, 
though unequally coagulated, or elſe as it is blackiſh and feetid. 

3. The third ſort of Matter is of a middle confiſtence between thick and 
thin; ſometimes of a greeniſh or yellowiſh colour,and then it hath a rank ſmel] - 
but for the moſt part it is of a white colour, and is called Ps or Matter. And 
this is ſuppoſed to proceed from a benign Serum flowing to the Part affected 
for its nutriment 3 which, by reaſon of the weakneſs of the Part, is not affimi- 
lated, but converted into a whitiſh ſubſtance, and giveth the name of a Purx- 
lent Ulcer, 

Theſe Differences of Excrement ina Sore are beſt underftood by conſidering 
the Cauſes of their generation. For if the nutritious Sernm be well conditioned, 
and the Part not affected with Wound , Tumour, or other preternaturall 
weakneſs, it is by Nature converted into nouriſhment : but if there be a So- 
lution of continuity, then ſhe, failing of her firſt intention, a&eth according 
to her ability, and according to the quality of the Serum. If the Conſtitution 
be good, and the Serxm well-conditioned, then we find a laudable Pxs to 
ariſe, which is white, ſmooth, and eaſy to the Part, and every day approacheth 
nearer and nearer to'the true nutritious Juice, till by degrees the Ulcer fills up 
with Fleſh and heals. But if it degenerate towards a ſharp virulent Sernm, 
then the Ulcer appearcth full of a thin Ichor or Sanies, Nature's Balſam being 
weak, and her heat inſufficient for a due concoRion of the Matter. It 
the Bloud grow phlegmatick, its Serum is {o too, and groweth groſs and 
flimy, and wanting heat, doth corrupt into a thick glutinous Matter, which 
we call Sordes , and ſometimes a ſtinking Matter, which makes a Putrid 
Ulcer, | 

An Ulcer, if it be in the outward Parts, is diſcoverable by the fight. If it $igns. 
be inward, viz. in the Ventricle, Guts, Vierws, Kidneyes,&c. it mult be gueſſed 
at by the Excrements that come from it,and other Symptoms. The greatneſs 
and littleneſs is likewiſe diſtinguiſhable by the eye, if it be in the Superficies, 
But Ulcers that are dcep require farther {earch of Probes, &e. and, if inward, 
mulſt be preſumed proportionable to the quantity of the Matter that floweth 
from them. Equality and Incquality are alſo judged by the view ; ſo Sinuoſity 
and Caries by Probing. 

Sanious Ulcers are known by the undigeſted Serwm that gleets from them : 
and if the Gleet be corroſive, we find the fleſh waſte apace. If that Erofion 
be with jagged and callous Lips, it is Phagedens, or at leaſt virulent. If 
the Matter iſſuing, out be ſlimy and grols, it is a ſordid 3 if foetid and corrupr, 
it is a putrid Utcer, If it be onely ſuperficially corroſive and ſpreading, it is 
a Herpes exedens, 

The nearnefs of a Nerve, Tendon or Ligament, is beſt underſtood by the 
pain, which is commonly acute. If a Nerve ly near, and cauſe pain, it is aptto 
contra the Lim, or cauſe Convulfion. An Artery if near, is diſcovered by 
Pulfation. 

To make a right Prognoftick, in the Cure. of Ulcers, we ought firſt to ob» Prognoſtick. 
ſerve well the greatneſs of the Diſeaſe, and what ſtrength the Patient hath to 
overcome it : for if that be deficient, our endeavours to cure them will prove 
vain. | 

The greatneſs of the Diſeaſe is known, either by the quality of the Part 


affeQed, or by the depth or other conditions of the Ulcer. £ 
S . 
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As to the quality of the Part ;: Thoſe in the Skin are not dangerous, nor 
difficult of Cure, but as they are accompanied with Intemperies, Ulcers in the 
EmunGories, by reaſon of the great Veſſells, may be dangerous, and through 
moiſture of the place are difficult of Cure. Thoſe near any principall Part are 
not without danger, for that by their penetration the neighbouring Viſcers 
may ſuffer. Ulcers in the Muſcles of the Spine of the back and in great Joynts 
are of great danger and hard Cure : amongſt the Tendons and Bones of the 
Hands and Feet are painfull, by reaſon of their exquiſite ſenſe, and of 
difficult Cure. 

The depth and largeneſs of the Ulcer makes the Cure hazardous: for in 
great and wide Ulcers the native heat is much weakned ; and if they penetrate 
under any great Artery, Nerve or Tendon, that you cannot fafely lay them 
open, the Cure muſt needs be flow, and the great diſcharge of Matter may 
exhauft the Spirits of the Patient. 

The Condition of the Ulcer is of great moment in Prognoſtick : where we 
are to conſider both the quantity and the quality of the Humour flowing to it. 
If it be in a depending Part, and the Body plethorick, the very multitude of 
Humours (though otherwiſe not bad) is a ſufficient impediment of a Cure: fo 
alſo if the quality be amiſs, though the quantity be not great. For when the U1- 
cer is accompanied with a dry Intemperies,it frequently eludes your Medicines. 
Thecaſe is as bad when Ulcers have continued fo long as to bring an habituall 
Dyſcraſy upon the Part : as we ſee in the Nome and annuall Ulcers, which are 
either not cured at all, or with danger to the life of the Patient. A degree 
beyond theſe are the Phagedznicall Ulcers, and worſt of all the Cancerous and 
Sphacelous : of all which in their due places. 

In the Cxre of Ulcers in generall, we ſhall conſider the Ulcer firſt as it is 
ſimple, with Solution of continuity and Eroſion then as it is compounded, 
and hath other Symptoms or Indiſpoſition joyned with it." 

The Simple Ulcer, as it confilteth in a Solution of continuity , requireth 
Union z and as it hath loſt of ſubftance, Reſtauration : and this is effected by 
Exſiccation z for ſo long as the Ulcer continueth ſanious or ſordid, it cannot 
heal : therefore in ſuch caſes Digeſtion or Deterſion are required. 

The loſs of ſubſtance is either of Skin or Fleſh. If onely the Skin be wan- 
ting, the Fleſh is ſo to be dried with Medicaments,as the Juices coming thither 
may be hardened into a callous ſubſtance reſembling Skin for that it is a 
ſpermatick Part, and cannot beregenerated. If the Fleſh be wanting, it muſt 
be renewed : which work is med by the benefit of Nature out of a part 
of that bloud which was deſigned for the nouriſhment of that Member. But 
foraſmuch as in the generation of Fleſh in an Ulcer there is a twofold Excre- 
ment ſeparated, the one thin, the other thick 3 the chin, asI faid, requireth to 
be dried up, and thethick to be deterged. 

But in the Cure of Compound Ulcers many Indications are requiſite, accor- 
ding to the variety of Cauſes and Symptoms which attend them. In the appli- 
cation of Medicaments to thoſe Ulcers you ought to corifider their beginning, 
augment, fiate, and declination. In the beginning the Series is crude and 
watcriſh, and requireth the benefit of Concoction, whereby it may be made 
thicker, and turned into good Matter3 in which caſe Suppuratives are of 
uſe : which is not allowable in putrid Ulcers, for in that caſe they increaſe 
PutrefaCtion ; and in purulent ones alſo they render the Ulcer more lax, and at 
length ſordid. If the indiſpolition of the Ulcer be cauſed meerly by the pain, 
Suppuratives are convenient ; for by thcir digeſtive and lenient quality they 
mitigate the pain, and thereby remove the Cauſe : which Suppuratives are to 
be continued till the Matter be well concocted. And tor this reaſon it is ” uſe 

them 
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them in the beginning, leſt the extravaſated Humours ſhould corrupt ,and ſtir up 
pain and Inflammation. In the Augment, when the Matter is leſs in quan- 
tity and thicker, we uſe Detergents to cleanſe it. In the State, when the 
Ulcer is well cleanſed, it may be reaſonable to uſe Sarcoticks : and in the De- 
clination, as the Ulcer fills with Fleſh, we do our endeavours by Epuloticks to 
cicatrize it. 

But if the Ulcer labour under any Diſtemper or Symptome, whether it he 
internall or externall, as Influx of ſharp corroſive Humours, whether they a» 
bound in the whole Habit of body,or aftect onely the Part it (elf; they are all to 
be removed before you can hope for Cure. The conſideration of which indica- 
teth many Intentions : we ſhall reduce them tofour heads. The firſt ſhall be of 
a regulation in Diet and the other Non-naturalls: the fecond of Evacuation, 
Revulſion, and Derivation of the antecedent Matter: the third ſhall have 
a regard to the Part in which the Ulcer is ſeated, to ſtrengthen it againſt the 
Influx : and the fourth and laſt treaterh of a due application of Medicines to 
the Ulcer it ſelf. 

1. To fatisfie the Firſt Intention, their Diet ſhall be proportioned to the 
ſtrength of the Patient,according as the Humours are peccant in quantity or qua» 
lity, and abound in the whole Body, or in ſome particular Part ; that their heat 
and acrimony may be contemperated. To which purpoſe there is regard tobe 
had that the Air be good,and their Exerciſe, Paſhons of the*mind,&e. be mode« 
_ according, as hath been ſaid, in the former Treatiſe, of Twmowrs in 

enerall, | | 
_ 2. The Second Intention conliſteth of Evacuation, Revulſion,and Derivation 
of the Humours. It they abound in quantity, or offend through their evill 
quality, it may be made cither by Bleeding, it their ſirength.permit, and other 
things be conſentancous, which alſo makes Revulkion 3 or by Purging or Vo- 
miting, | 

Derivation is always made in the remote Parts, and according to the rei= 
tude of the Veffells, either by opening a Vein by Lancet, or by the application 
of Leeches, Cupping-glaſſes, Bliſtering-plaifters, Friction, Binding, &ec. for 
which I refer you to the Treati(e of Tamours. 

3- The Third Intention hath regard to the weakneſs and Intemperies of 
the Part affected ; to which purpoſe the Humours may be intercepred in their 
courſe by the application of aſtringent and repellent Medicaments on the found 
Parts above the Ulcer, in the nature of Defenſatives. It the Member bed 
dent,the raiſing of it up,and placing it equall with or higher then the reſt of the 
Body, may be of great advantage : the Influx may allo be retirained, and the 
Part ſtrengthenedby expulſive Bandage. We may alſo by Alteratives corre 
their acrimony, and, if the Humours be too ſerous, incraflate them, or, if other- 
wiſe they offend, rectify them by their contraries. How farther to reſiſt the 
various Symptoms attending, Ulcers ſhall be ſet down in the particular Cure of 

each ſeverall Species. 

4. The Fourth Intention is in curing the Ulcer it ſelf ; which is, as I have 
already (aid, by drying up the excrementitious ſerous Humour, and deterging 
the more groſs. The Medicaments proper thereto, with the- method in ap- 
plying them, ſhall be treated of in the particular Cure of each Ulcer, to whi

Simple Uleer is a Solution of Continuity with Eroſion, having no other 
A Symptome or remarkable AﬀeGion joyned with it, Of theſe Authours 
make ewo kinds; the one onely with Skin off, and the other with the loſs of 
Skin and ſome part of the Fleſh. As they call the firſt planzwm or equall, ſo they 
call this latter cavum, The former is inconſiderable : the Cure of the latter I 
ſhall here deliver. 

In the doing of which two things offer themſelves : the one is the generation 
of Fleſh, to fill up that Cavity 3 and the other is the making a Cicatrix, to unite 
the ſeparated Lips of the Ulcer. 

To the proſecution of the firſt Intention,in reſtoring the loſt Fleſh,it isneceſſa- 
ry that the Part affected be free from diſtemper : for the generation of Fleſh is the 
work of Nature, and her ſtrength confiſts in the juſt temperament of the Part 3 
which being ſo, our endeavour ought to be, that the Swccus awtritine, whereot 
the Fleſh is generated, be good, and that it low moderately into the Part at- 
fected. To which purpoſe a good Diet muſt here alſo be obſerved, with a 
regulation of the Non-naturalls 3 that the Air be temperate, Exerciſe mode- 
rate, and in ſome caſes none at all. In Sleeping and watching a mediocrity 
ought to be obſerved 3 naturall Evacuations areto be continued, and the Quiet 
of the mind to be preſerved. It theſe things be duly obſerved, and the tone 
of the ulcerated Part preſerved by the moderate inflowing of good Juices, 
and the Matter in the Ulcer well digeſted, it is then capable of being healed : 
but if the Ulcer be too dry, moiſt, or crude and undigeſted, it cannot incarn. 
Therefore it behoves that we conſider the temper of the Part ulcerated, and the 
Excrements flowing thereout, and thence take indication whether to uſe Sup- 
puratives or Detergents, and 'when Sarcoticks are convenient, or one more 
then another. Suppuratives ought to be of a lenient quality, temperately hot 
and moiſt, proportioned tothe Habit of body, as it is weak or ſtrong, and to 
the temper of the Part they are to be applied unto, The common Digeſtive 
is terebinthina in tender bodies, with far.tritici, a little crecus pulv.cum vitell,ovi, 
In drier bodies we adde far. hordei, fabar, colophon, thus, pulv. ſem. fanugreci : 
to which we ſometimes adde mel roſat. & ſyr. de roſ. ficc. Unguent. baſilicon is 
not' inferiour to any. Theſe Medicaments ought to be of a moderate con- 
Geence : not too liquid, leſt they make the Fleſh too lax, or run off the Pledgits, 
and leave them uneaſy to the'Soar. For the ſame reaſon your Medicaments 
ate not to be of too hard a confiſtence. The deeper Ulcers may admit of the 
more liquid,that they may reach to the bottome. They are to be uſed upon Lint 
inthe form of Pledgits, Doſfills, or Tents 3 and over them may be applicd Re- 
frigerants, to contemperate the heat of the Part, and reſiſt the Fluxion. 

-c; Suppuratives are of no longer uſe then till the Matter be well digeſted ; for 
through the too long uſe of them the Ulcer may be made ſordid : therefore 
when the Matter appears well digeſted, we mix Detergents with them, to cleanſe 
the Ulcer, Ofthe milder ſort is this : Rt terthinth, lot, in ag. acetof, Zijij. ſucc.

The time of applying Epuloticks is, when the Fleſh is riling up near 
the Lips of the Ulcer, (before it grow too high) that it may be dricd to 
cicatrizc cven with itz for Nature is not wanting the while to incarn.

He endeavoured the curing it by healing Medicaments, but it 
was thereby the more exaſperated,and (pred larger. I, obſerving the too moiſt 
Intemperies of the Part, and the Matter cruſted about upon the ſound edges, 
bathed it with ag. calcis, drefſed the Ulcerations with ungxent. de lithargyr, and 
applied a Compreſs wrung out of the ſaid aq. calcis over that with good Ban- 
dage. After I had thus drefſed him, I let him bloud in the Arm about ten 
ounces, and the next day purged him with half an ounce of Elef. caryocoſtin. 
But notwithſtanding theſe endeavours, I found in the taking off Dreſſings a 
great diſcharge of a hot ſerous Humour,which increaſed the Ulcerations much, 
T therefore cauſed a Fomentation to be made of ſome of the forementioned In- 
gredients,to fortify the weak Part againſt the Influx, and to dry up the Ulcer, 


. and applied my Pledgits, ſpred with Epuloticks, ſomewhat more diſtant one 


from another, that the thin' Humour might get out between them ; then'ap- 

plicd a Compreſs {pred with #nguent. nntritum over all, rowled it up equally, 
repeated the jon, and ordered him each other night 3vj.ſyr.de meconio in 
aq-papaveris rhegd. with a little ag. cinnamom. hordeat, Obſerving in taking off 
my Dreſſings, that the Matter would in ſpite of my endeavours be here and 
there ſhut in by the Pledgits which lay upon the edges of the Ulcerations, E 
ſprinkled them with pulv, lap. txtie preparat. and forbore the uſe of Pledgits 
there, ſuppoſing that way to give vent to the Matter, and at the ſame time to 
cicatrize them, and the whiledrefſed the Ulcer with Pledgits preſſed out of a 
ſiptick DecoRion inzſome places, and in other with #ngxent. e plumbo, But I 
found on the next Dreflings that the Powder cruſted upon the edges, and by 
retention of the Humour cauſed Eroſion underneath. I then made a Solution 
of pulv. lap. tutie corn, cerv, uſt, calx lot. &c. in a DecoQion of fol. plantag.

vours more immediately to the removing the Intemperies, and content your 
ſelf the while in digeſting the Ulcer, and keeping it clean. 'You are here to 
conſider the Cauſe of the Drought z whether it were from defect of Nouriſh- 
ment in the whole Body, or iti ſome particular Part, or in both. If the firſt, 
then a good Diet muſt be direQed of ſuch meats as are of eaſy and good nutri- 
ment. Inthis caſe Wine is allowed to be moderately drank. In the ſecond and 
third caſes, you are toendeavourthat the aliment be attracted into the affected 
Part by putting it upon aRtion, if it may conliſt with the Cure of the Ulcer.

be not too drying, lelt you thereby bring the Intemperies again upon the Part, 
The Ulcer incaxned, you may proceed with Epuloticks, as hath been all along 
delivered.

A Youth of about thirteen years of age was brought out of the Country, obſervar. of 

and lodged near me. He laboured under ſeverall Ulcers in his right Leg, one an Ulcer 
eſpecially upon an Exoſtoſi on the Os tibie on the inſide near the Ancle. The *'* «ry, 
Ulcer was large, and of an ovall figure, the Lips pale, dry and thin, the Intempertess 
Matter little and ſanious, the Leg it ſelf emaciated and ſqualid ; which I ſup- 
poſed was by the weakneſs of the native heat from not uſing of the Lim. 
I cauſed his Leg to be bathed with warm water, and dreſſed the Ulcers with 
#ngnent, baſilicon and Precipitate, applying a Cerote over all of a mixture of 
#nguent, dialthee, ol. ex pedibus bovinis and Wax then rowled a ſoft Compreſs 
on it, to retain the Dreſſings on and keep it warm, and ordered his Diet as 
above ſaid. The leſſer Ulcers digeſted and cured by the ordinary Epuloticks z 
but the larger upon the Exoſtoſis would not digeſt for three days together with 
any Medicaments : which gave me cauſe to fulpet the Bone under it to be 
carious, and that I ſhould be neceſſitated to lay it bare : but I could not by 
ſearch of my Probe feel it. I continued tonouriſh the Part by bathing it with 
emollient Decotions and Embrocations, with ol. ex ped. bovinis, and gave the 
Paticnt liberty to uſe his Leg by ſetting his Foot on the ground 3 by which it 
ſwelled, and became more humid. After ſome while, when I ſaw the tem- 
per of the Member alter, I ordered a laced Stocking to be put on, for that I 
could not with a Rowler make ſuch a Compreſſion {o near the Ancleas I would, 
without cauſing a ſwelling in his Foot. I dreſſed it with Pledgits of Lint dipt 
in a Solution of Tinure of Vitriol # ag. r#bi, and made the Compreſſion 
over it 3 by which method the Ulcer cured with a firm Cicatrix upon that 
Exoſtoſis, He went well cured out of my hands, and I ſuppoſe is well to this 
day. Theſe kind of Ulcers are frequently ſeen in HeQicall and emaciated 
Bodics and withered Lims.

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Ainis alſo one of the Symptoms which interrupts the Cure of Ulcers, and. 
P affecs the Part ſometime after the Ulcer is cured, whence various Ac- « 
cidents are ſtirred up, as Fever, Watching, and a Profternation of ſpirits. 
Therefore it requireth our' utmoſt endeayours ſpeedily to remove or miti- 

ate it. ; ne Take, $ 
n The Cauſes of Pain are acrid ſharp Humours corroding the Ulcer, and hea- 
ting the Parts about 3 proceeding either from a repletion of evill Juices aboun- 
ding in the Body, or through miſapplication of 'Medicaments in Chirurgery, 
asnot timely digeſting the Ulcer, or from too long uſe of Abſterſives, 

The Complaint of the Patient will demonſtrate the Pain, and the Sym- 
ptoms will ſhew the Cauſe 3 whether it ariſe from want of Digeſtion or Dcter- 
fon, the Matter will teſtify. 

. The removing of the Pain requircth a right diſtinguiſhing of its originall 
Cauſe. The Habit of body is alſo tp be conſidered, how it is in fault ; and 
accordingly as there is Plethora or Cacochymia, you ought to make Evacuation 
by Purging, or Bleeding, or both, and uſe contemperating Juleps, Opiats, 
and the like. Alfo the Patient's cating and drinking ought to be regulated 
proportionately. l 

Theſe things premiſed, you are to apply your ſpeedy endeavours to remove 
the Pain by proper Anodynes. If the Ulcer be {anious, it wants Digeſtion 
and that is furthered by ſuch Medicaments as have a temperate heat, as we 
have already ſhewed. The heat in the Parts about may be mitigatcd by 
Lenients.as is before ſaid in Tumours, and after in Wonuds,or by ſuch like; as 
the Mucilages of ſem. cydon. pſyliii, althea, extracted in decoti. malvar. and 
Far. bordei, croe. & vitell, ovi, axung. gallin. porcin. made into the form of a 
Cataplaſm, or with Wax into a Cerote, or ceratum Galeni, or that with pop- 
= : if more cooling be required, unguent, nutritum, alb, camphorat Emplaſir, 

olo, &c. 

If the Pain ariſe from hot acrid Humours fretting the Ulcer, it may be 
dreſſed with wnguent. diapompholygos, or unguent. 6 plumbo, nuguent, tutie 
ſimply, or mixed with bafilicox , with a little Precipitate , with Compreſs 
wrung out of Oxycrate, or red Wine, whereby the heat may be contemperated, 
and the Part ſtrengthened to refit the Influx, by which the Cure of the Ulcer 
may happily be effected. 

If the Pain be cauſed by a ſordid Matter ſticking tothe bottom of the Ulcer, 
and hindering tranſpiration, you cannot remove the Pain without Detertives 3 
of which Merc. precipitat, is the beſt and mildeſt. 

Pain is fo familiar an attendant of Ulcers, as it is not caſy to repreſent you 
any one without it : but in complicated Ulcers it may not potlibly be fo ealy to 
diſtinguiſh its Cauſe, nor yet ſo directly to demonſirate the way of relicving 
it, as ina Simple Ulcer, where there is no other Symptome joyned with it. A- 
mong(t which I ſuppoſe if may appear moſt conſpicuous in Fontanells 3 I there- 
fore have choſe to give you a few Inltances of fuch, but ſhall begin with onc 
arifing from an Accident,

ſome accident broke her-$hin, and endeavoured thecaring of it; but it 
daily growing more paintull,. andnot to be enduzed,I was (ent for, and, obſer. 
ving the Ulcer fanious, propoſed Digeſtion as the onely way to remove the 
Pain, Idreſfſed the Ulcer with-two parts of the -common Digeſtive ex tere- 
binth. and one part of »ngzent.:tutie mag..{pictl upon a Pledgit. The Ulcer 
was of ſo exquiſite ſenſe, that it would ſcarce bear the Pledgit. -I applicd 
unguent. alb, camphorat, (pred Emplaſter-wiſc, with'a Compreis- of ſoft Lincn 
over it, and rowled it up from the Foot to the-Gartering lightly, a little to 
reſtrain the Influx.. This method I continued three days, by:which the Uleer 
was pretty well digeſted,and lels paintull z but the Leg was ſubje& to Fluxion : 
and 'I doubted how it would cure fo ſuddenly as was expeRed without the 
help of a more ſteady Bandage,meaning a laced Stocking. Butſhe replied they 
had alway made herglick. I then propoſed Purging. To which ſhe objected 
the want of convenience. I continued the dxefhog of the. Ulcer.as before, till 
it was digeſted well; then I drefſed it with: Pledgits dipt: in #9. calcis over- 
thwart the ends of ;the Ulcer, with a Pledgit of rnguent. txtit in the middle, 
to cicatrize it from the end,and applicd nnguentdeficcativ; rah.over them as an 
Emplalter, then rowled it up + by which it cicatrized in afew-days. After the 
Patient ſaw her felt {o ſuddenly cured, ſhe became well inclined to have a laced 
Stocking put upon that Leg,and, finding no inconvenience byzt, beſpake ano- 
ther for the other, and returned well ſatished to hex houſe in: the Country. 
Some months after this perſon being again in; the Town' was -grievouſly 
pained with a. Fontancll in her left Arm, which: ſhe bad keprfor'the ſpace of 
eight years 3 but now , not being able to.caſ@ her ſelf by the ufualtmethod, ſhe 
threw out the- two Peaſe, and-endeavoured-to cure it: but: :became more 
painfull, and would not heal. being ſent tor, obſerved the-Ulcer to retain the 
form the Peaſe had given it, by reaſon of a grayith! viſcid ſordid! Matter that 
covered the bottome and fides thereof, "This hindered. the Tranſpiration, and 
ſtirred up a great heat about and in the Ulcer 2 the Lips.grew-turgid with the 
anguiſh, and ſo-paigtu]l that ſhe: could not endure the wiping/the-thin' Ichoy 
from it with a ſoft Rugin with her;own hands. | 
This Ulcer required Detexſion, and the bet Anodyne had been to have filled 
it with Precipitate, and to have applied. Lenients over it. But het complaints 
put me upon the dsethng it with ſuch Medicaments as ſhe had leaſt-apprehen- 
lion of, which were anguent, baſilicon with Precipitate upon a Doffill, which I 
laid in the Ulcer lightly with Pledgits of nnguent.dizpomphbol. overthe Lips, and 
nnguent. album over all; ſhe faſtning a Eloath aver it, according/as it would 
bear. She then complained gxieyoully of the pain ſhe felt by the Dofſfill in the 
ulcer, and was, as.the told-wwe nat morning, in 2 Fever all that night. 'I con- 
tinucd the ſame Drethngs, onely applied Emplaſtr.,e bolo over 4 that Part near 
the Ulcer, which remitted the heat and pain thereabout 3 but the-Ulcer was 
exceſſive paintull for the ſpace of two hows after dretfing : yer the Lips of 
the Ulcer had caſt off part of the Sordes, and the! Ulcer it (clf looked better af 
ter three or four days.Dreiſings. The Parts without were ſo well tempered,that 
ſhe could bear a Compreſs and Bandage: but the Pain in the Ulcer/continued 
for ſome hours after dreiſing, and returning, again in the: evening, laſted a 
ereat part of the night. Upon which conſideration I delired: her to- give me 
leave todreſs it with Precipirate, aſſuring her eaſe trom it. She permitting me, 
I dipped my Dollill ia the Przcipitate,and ſprinkled ſome of it where the Sor- 
des was thickett.

cond day afterdrefing it again,and finding it well digeſted,and free from Pain, 
I put an Orange-Pea in the Ulcer , and continued it as a Fontanell with 
much caſe. 

Thus in ſcorbutically-habited i11 Bodies, abounding with Cacochymia, we 
frequently ſee theſe ſimple Ulcers afflicted wich ſharp Humours, which corrode 
them,and render them painfull fordid Ulcers 3 which,if not timely relieved by 
Deterſives and Lenients, do terminate in putrefaQive Ulcers. v 

A Perſon of Honour of about thirty {ix years of age, labouring under ſharp 

which a Chirargeon made, 
and fitted with an Orange-Pea. It = very painfull , but the Patient, ſup- 
poſing it ſhould be fo, cnduretl ic ſo long till ſhe could not fand with it. I 
was ſent for, and ſaw the Thigh much ſwelled and heated with the exceſſive 
Pain, and the Ulcer covered with a' brown Sordes, and a quantity of a thin 
Gleet ifſuing from it. Ithrew vut the Pea, fomented the affected Part and 
Ulcer with Wine, filled the Ulcer with Mere, precipitet. and applicd wngaent. 
txtie with Pledgits over it, with Empleſtr. & boo over all, rowling it up, and ad- 
viſing her to keep her Chamber and Pallet. The third day after I dreſſed her 
again : the came in part away: I drefſed it up again as before 3 and 
the third day after found the Ulcer digeſted. The Pain mitigated the firſt 
night, and the heat went off the next drefling, I healed this Fontanell in few 
days, and made her one in her Arm. 

But in fuch indiſpoſed Bodies Pain doth not affet the Ulcers onely, but 
the Parts alſo where they have been, after they are cured. 

A Maid of about thirty five years of age, of a fcorbutick Habit of body, had 
an Iſſue made in her left Arm, which was continued running many years ; 
but at length, whether through negligence, or from ſome other reaſon, ſhe ſuf- 
fered it to-dry up. The Winter following ſhe grew very much out of order 
by reaſon ofa great complication of ill Symproms,of which the moſt important 
was an intolerable pain in chat Arm and place where her Iſſue had formerly 
been. After various courſes of Phyſick and externall applications, ſhe was 
in ſome meaſure relieved, and was pretty free all the following Summer : but 
in the Winter, ws. 1672. her pain returned with ſuch violence, as to afli& not 
onely the place of the Iſſue with ach pains, that ſhe likened it to the cutting 
off of the Arm, but it firetched it If in'a white after to the whole Arm, 
Shoulder, yea the very Side it felt; fo that whany Artempts being made, the 
Chirurgeons in the Country opened two Iſſues on each lide of the ſeatof the 
old one, Many other things were done, till at laſt thecame into my hands. 
DoQour Walter Needbam was her Phylician, and upon examination found 
her afflicted with a Rhenmatifmmns tor which he inftiturcd a convenient courſe, 
and jadged withall that the 'Pain of the Part was from the uſuall way Nature 
had caken to the old Ifſue, whither rhe ſharp Humonrs making their paſſage, 
and finding no vent, did difperft themſelves through all the'branches of the 
Axilary on that ſide,vmz.to the Scapulary and Thoracick branches:;e#e, 
the Pain being everywhere found according to the places of their diftribution. 

To he Cure of this, beſides what wasinwardly adminiftred,it was _— 
requiſite to-tat down detp by a Cauſtick into the place:where the old Iflue 
had been, and thereby to divide the Fibres of the Membrane of the Bireps, 
which lay juſt under it, and ſeemed to be the place of the principall Pain. 
When this was done, we divided the Eſoar, and cut it 'out, then filled the

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Operiing with'Precipitate, and applicd a Pledgit of xxguent. baſilicon. with 0J. 
Hiliorum upon it,and drefled it up. Wedrefſedit'every other day,till the remai- 
ning Eſcar and Slough ſeparated ; then we:incarned and cicatrized the Ulcer 
even. From the time of the Qpening this her Painceaſed, and ſhe was well of 


that, but labourcd under a Rheumatiſmus in great meaſure, it ſwelling her 
Thighs, Legs, Hips, and lower:Relly: but by trequent Phlebotomy, Purging, 
and other Preſcriptions, the was by my ſaid Friend happily cured. q

Of Ulcers with F Iuxion. 


UT it rarely happens that Pain afflidts an Ulcer without AMux of Hu 
mours : we ſhall therefore ſay' ſomewhat of that, it being a great cauſe of 
the difficulty we meet with in the Cure of Ulcers. 
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What the Caxſes of Fluxion are, -hath been delivered when I treated of Tx- Cauſe; 


mours in. generall, viz. the Part mittent, and Part recipient : That vicious 
Humours peccant in quantity or quality are either thruſt forth by the Part mit- 
tent, through the ſtrength of nature 3. or attracted by the Part recipient, by rea- 
ſon of heat or pain 3 or are moved to it by reaſon of its weaknels, or low fitua- 
tion, which rendreth the deſcent of the Humours more eaſy. 


An Ulcer with Aﬀfux of Humours is diſcerned by the tumefaQtion of the gjgns. 


Lips and Parts about it 3 and from the abundance of excrementitious Humours 
flowing trom the Ulcer. It is alſo accompanied with Inflammation proportio- 
nably to the quality of the Humours. 


All Ulcers with-Fluxion are of difhcult Cure, the Ulcers being thereby ren- prognoftick, 


dred lax and indiſpoſed with Pain, Tumour, &c. and by how much the grea- 
ter the Influx of Humour js, ſo mach the more difficult is the Cure. 

In the Cxre of this Ulcer, the Cauſe of the Fluxion is to be enquired into z 
whether it proceedeth from Humours peccant in quantity or quality,thruſt forth 
by the Part mittent upon the inferivur weak Parts, ot that it was attracted to it 
by reaſon of heat or pain. If Heat was the Cauſe, that muſt be removed as hath 
been ſaid in the Chapter of a Hot Intemperies. It Pain was the Cauſe, you muſt 
endeavour- to mitigate that by Lenients, as hath been ſhewed in the preceding 
Chapter. If Plenitude be the Cauſe, a flender Diet ought to be preſcribed, 
and Venzſc&ion if nothing hinders, and the Body kept ſoluble by Clyſters and 
the like. 

If the Humours offend by reaſon of their evill quality, Purgatives are pro- 
per, according to the quality of the Humour: and it they be too fluid, they 
mult be incraſſated and contemperated by Alteratives, as Endive , Succory, 
Sorrell, Purſlane, Lettice, in Broths ; alſo Barly-cream, Emultions, Violets, 
Citron, Rasburies, and the like : and the Humour flowing to the weak Part 
may be averted by Revulfion, Interception, and Repulſion. What they are, 
and where they ought to be applied, you may ſee more particularly in the 
Treatiſe of Tumours in general, 

The Medicaments proper to ſirengthen the weak Part, and refiſt the In- 
flux,- ought to be of a cold and aſtringent quality 3 'as fot, plantag. polygon. 
ſummit, rubi, equiſeti, cort, ulmi, flor. rof rub, bace, myrtill, balauſt; nuc, gland. 

Aa 2 quere, 
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quere. eypreſs. gellor. Some of theſe may bejuiced, others powdered and mixt 
with Unguents, or boiled in Qxycrote, or red Wine, and applied with Stupes 
to the Part. In great Fluxion and in firong Bodies ag. aluminis and aq, 
calcis way be of uſe; to the latter of which may be added a few grains of 
Sublimate. 

The Unguents may be #nguent. nutritum, lb, camphoras. mnguent deficeativ, 
rub. cerat. Galeni, Emplaftr. de mintio, & bolo, &c. But foraſmuch as theſe Ulcers 
are frequently diſturbed by ſharp Humours impaQted in the Pores, which can- 
not be repelled, and by their acrimony may ſtir up pain and Inflammation ; 
you ſhall therefore have regard to the Ulcer, to digeſt and deterge it, while 


you outwardly reſiſt the Influx upon the Parts about it : and let your Deter- | 


gents be ſuch as are more drying then in ſimple Ulcers, but with little acrimo- 
ny : of which ſort you may find choice ſet:'down in the Chapter of the Moift 
Intemperies , to which I refer you. The Ulcer deterged, you may incarn 
with ſuch like; Re terebinth, Vemet, Jij. ſevi vaccini Zj. plumb. uſti 3 vj. tutic 
prepar.corn. cerv, uſti, an. Zij. Miſc. To which may be added thus, ſarcocolls, 
reſina pin. &c. For in the dreſling of Ulcers the proportioning of Medica- 
ments ought to be left to the diſcretion of the Chirurgeon, avoiding greaſy Ap- 
plications in theſe Ulcers as much as may be. The Ulcer incarned, you may 
procced by Epuloticks, as hath been all along ſhewed. 


A Maid-ſervant living in a Noble Family had cut the inſide of her right 
; Leg by a Fall upon a hot Grate-iron, and, having ſuffered about eight 


with Fluxion geeks under ill Chirurgery, was commended to my care. The Ulcer was

over itan Emplaſtr. diachalcit. ſprinkled with a little acetum, and a Compreſs 
wrung out of Oxycrate,then rowled it up with the expullive Bandage3the Cure 
indeed conſiſting mainly in the well rowling, the want of that cauſing frequent- 
ly Crudity in the Ulcer. By the uſe of it both the Influx was reſtrained, and 
the Member ſixengthened, and with the help of the Unguent aforeſaid it was 
digeſted : as the Lips flatted by virtue of Compreſſion it, incarned, and by 
znguent, tutie and Pledgits dipt in 4g. calcis cicatrized infew days, without 


Purging or Bleeding, 
A Man about fifty years old, of a groſs Body, frequently afflicted with the 
Gout, and labouring then under it in his left (as I remember) was com- 


mended to an Empirick, who pretended extraordinary skill in the Cure of that 
Diſcaſe, but underſtood no more then what he had learned by Books. The Pa- 
tient's Leg was much ſwelled with pituitous Humours, as moſt fat Bodies are 
that have long laboured under the Gout, and no Medicaments or Bandage were 
uſed to fortify the weak Member. He began the Cure by Purging,and then pro- 
ceeded by bathing his Leg in a Tub with ſome DecoQion of Herbs,Fc. The 
Bath might poſhbly be good 3 but the putting his Leg into it, as it ſeemed, 
ſerved but to lead the Humours more powerfully down to it, and encreaſed the 
Swelling. Whereupon he was again purged by ſirong Catharticks,it was ſup- 
poſed Lockyer”s Pills; he was alfo frequently vomited as roughly ; but without 
ſacceſs,the Gout continuing,and the Leg growing more weak and (welled. En- 
deavours were uſed by Emplaſters of various ſorts,and Purgatives repeated till 
the Patient's ſpirits and ſtrength were near exhaulted,the Empirick confidently 
promiſing a Cure thereby. But the Patient not able longer to endure his Ap- 
plications, I was ſent for, and found him extreamly weak, and complaining 
much of Pain, I took an Emplaſter off his Leg, I ſuppoſe Emplaftr, de ranis cums 
Mercuris, 


= 
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Mercurio, or ſome Solution of Mercury with Gums; it was ſpred thick upon 
Leather, and lay in great wrinkles about the whole Leg: under it was great 
Excoriation, with Tumour and Inflammation. I cauſed ſome water to be 
warmed, and while it was held over a Veſſell my Servant bathed it with a 
Sponge, to cleaule it, and give a breathing to the Humaurz, I then dreſſed 
the Ulceration with «ngzent, #=tie, and applicd ceratum'refrigerans Galeni, 
cut into pieces, to give way for the diſcharge of . the Humour, and yow+ 
ted the Leg from the Foot to the Knee. After I had continued this method 
of dreiſing a few days, mitigated the pain, and digeſted the Ulceration, I Icft 
off the uſe of the Cerote, dreffed the Ulcer with wnguent. deficcativ, rubr, 
applicd «nguent. nutritum over all, then rowled the Member more firidly 
and. thereby cicitrized the Ulceration, and he was free from the Gout, X 
ordered him a laced Stocking, and by moderate and equall lacing it reſtored 
the Leg to a better _— it had been in many years before, and left 
him well recruited in his ftrength 3 forewarning him again to truſt ſuch 
Braggers. 

71, [Ind to a Nobleman in the Country,by a Fall upon a ſharp piece of Tim- g.Obſervat. 
ber, bruiſed and cut his left Leg from the Shin-bone tranſverſe the outſide of 
the Calf of his leg. Through negleR in the Country it inflamed and ſwel- 
led very much, and the Ulcer became undigeſted. He was ſent upto Town, 
and lodged near me. I fomented the Part affe&ed with Wine, dreſſed the 
Ulcer cum terebinth,vitell.0vi & far.hordei, applied Emplaſtr. 6 bolo, with a Com- 
preſs wrung out of the ſaid Fomentation,and rowled it up ; then let him bloud, 
The next day I fomented his Leg with a DecoCtion of ſome of the Simples 
above mentioned, dreffed his Ulcer as before, and applied an Emplaſter of 
farina fabarum, pulv. ref. rubr. balauſt. bacc. myrtill.ſumach, decoQed in Wine, 
adding ſome mel commune to it. Thus in tew days the Ulcer digetted, and 
the Tumour waſted. Then I deterged with the fame Digeſtive, adding 
pulv. rad, ariftoloch, ireos, ſarcocoll. & mel roſ. —_— the Ulcer with the 
Vitriol-ſtone daily more or leſs, and applied Emplaſty. & bolp as at firſt; then 
by a more ſtri& Bandage diſpoſed the Lips of the Ulcer to incarn 3 and by 
unguent. & plumbo & deficcativ. rubr. I cicatrized it, and direQed him a 
laced Stocking to be put on, and returned him to his Lord, 
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Te: E ariſing of luxurious Fleſh in Ulcers ſometimes createth a difficulty in

**. The Cauſe is cither from abundance of ſerons Humours flowing into them z 
or the ignorance of the Chirurgeon, in not diſtinguiſhing the ſuperfluous Fleſh » 
frorti the good, who thereupon continueth the uſe of mild Detergents or drying 
Medicaments. 

"The Signs are ſo evident that they need no Remarks, 

The Indication of Cxre is taken from the Cauſe. If Fluxion were the Cauſe, 
Purging and Bleeding may doe good, and a regulation of Diet, with the uſe of 
ſuch Remedies as may reſiſt the Fluxion ; as you may ſee in the preceding Chap- 
ter.” But if too mild Detergents or Sarcoticks cauſed the Fleſh to grow lax 
arid ſpongie, then more powerfull Driers arc required, yea catheretick or cau- 
ſtick Medicaments, as you ſee cauſe. 

The milder areſpong. xft. cort. granat. #uc. gallar, lapis tutie, alumen uſtum ; 
and amongſt them Mere. precipitat, may well be reckoned, if uſed alone, Come- 
pounds are theſe : Be 1nuc. gallar, cort, granat, an. Zij. balauſt, 3j. aluminis wft, 
3j. pulver. ſubtil, Miſc. It may be ſprinkled on the Ulcer thick, and dry 
Pledgits with Compreſs bound over it 3 or it may be boiled in red Wine, and 
Pledgits dipt in'it and applied. Ag. calcir is alſo moderately drying without 
pain: if you addea few grains of Sublimate, it is more powerfull. Ag. lapidis 
medicamentof, aq. viridis, & Fallopii, are more ſtrong 3 but by the addition of 
aq. plantag. or the like they may be made milder. The Vitriol and Alume- 
ſtone ſerve well to this purpoſe, to keep down looſe Fleſh, and to cicatrize 
thoſe Ulcers which are moſt luxurious and it they be diſcreetly ufed, will 
perform the work with little pain, and cicatrize theſe kind of Ulcers moſt 
firmly.

A Gentleman of about twenty years old, of a good Habit of body, put him- 
ſelf into my hands for the Cure of an Ulcer on his right Side the breadth 
of the Palm of a hand. It was occalioned by a Burn,and had been bigger. The 
cauſe why this remaining part of the Ulcer did not cicatrize was moſt evi- 
dent, it being over-grown with looſe Fleſh, I applied Pledgits of a mix- 
ture of unguent.baſilicon with two parts —_— upon it, with Bandage ; but 
obſerving it not to yield to that ſo ſoon as I defigned,lI levelled it with the Cau- 
ſick-ſtone, and after ſeparation of the Eſcar digeſted the Ulcer with #nguent, 
baſilicon and Merc.precipitat, and afterwards cicatrized it with ſome ofthe Wa- 
ters above mentioned,

Of Ulcers with Caries in the Bones. 


A Caries or Rottenneſs in the Bone is frequently found in Ulcers, and ſome- 
A. times giveth riſe to them: but however it is, it alway prolongeth and 
' xendreth the Cure of them difficult, 
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The Cauſes of Caries in the Bones are cither internall, as through retention Cauſes, 


or acrimony of the Matter, or ſome occult quality, as in Lues Veneres, where 
the Bone is carious, and the Skin'is whole 3 or in ſtrumous Ulcers near the 
Bones, where the Erofion begins in the Bone it ſelf g, or they are corrupted ex- 
ternally by the Air. Bruiſes, Wounds in the Head; through ill Chirurgery, 
may corrupt both Tables, &c. But this I never met with in any Patient of 
my own, or where I had power to govern, The Bone may alſo be fouled by 
over-ſharp Mcdicaments. 

If the Bone be bare, its Corruption is cafily diſcerned, 
be covered with a grumous or viſcous Matter, which rubb'd off, the Bone ap- 
pearcth white, brown, or black. It the white be , the Caries may be 
deeper and more dangerous then if it were black and hard. If the Bone lie o 
hid as that you cannot feel it with your Probe, yet you may judge it carious 
from the quantity or quality of the Matter. If the Bone lic near, and the Fleſh 
lax and white, it is ſhrewdly ſuſpicious that the Bone is carious:; but if the 
Matter Rink or be oily, it is a more certain ſign of a Rottennels. Ulcers of 
long continuance near a Bone do alſo forcſhew a Caries, according, to Hipps- 
crates, $i Ulcera annua ant etiam diuturniora fiant, ofſa i neceſſe eſt, Allo 
the difficuky in cicatrizing them, and the frequent ſudden Eruption 
of them after they are cured, giveth a ſuſpicion of a foul Bone, But if the 
Bone be much corrupted, the Mattex is fortid, and the Probe will penetrate 
info it.

Ulcers with Caries or Rottenneſs in the Bones axe of difficult Cure, and Progfloſtick, 


reckoned amongſt the Cacoethe and malig Ulcers 3 but are moreor leſs dange- 
rous where the great Joyats or heads of the Bones are affeRted,; where the Chi- 
rurgeon cannot Eiety apply ſuch Remedies as are for Exdoliation. 


n the Cxre of Ulcers with Caries a good Diet is to be obſerved, and the Cure. 


cant Humours to be evacuated and averted by Bleeding , Purging, Oc, 
"” they cauſe Fluxion. And foraſmuch as in the Curs of theſe Ulcers the 
corrupt Bones mult be fixit removed, and a Celtes generated, before you can 
hope tor Sanation 3 therefore you mult in the firſt make way to the Bone, 
that, if it be poflible, you may hare it in your flight. To which purpole, it 
the outward Orifice be ſmall, you muſt calarge it proportionably according as 
the Caries is greatex ox leſſer, and ſcrape the rotten Fleſh away,or conſume it by 
Eſcaroticks. But if by reaſcn of the nervous and great Veſſells, as inthe 
Hands,Feet.and in the great Joynts or Spine, you cannot (ately doeit ; you ſhall 
then by axedSponge, Gentian roots,or the like,dilate the Ulcer till the Caries 
be = But if the Caries lic juſt under ſome conſiderable Nerve, Tendon or 
Artery, ſothat you cannot well come to apply your Medicaments to the Bone 3 
you arc then to.conſider whether the Caries can be removed without laying the 
Bone more bare : and if that be not fecible, you are then to conlider the pee» 
judice may happen to the Patient in the cutting off thoſe Veſſells, aud, com- 
paring 
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paring the Worthineſs of them with the Inconveniences which may behappen 
the Patient from the Caries, proceed according]y. 

The Bone laid bare, you are then to conſider the Caries, whether great or 
ſmall, deep or ſuperficiall, hard or ſoft; and proceed by Medicaments or ma- 
nuall Operation accordingly. The Bones of the Head do not admit of the hot 
Iron, nor need it. The Vertebre of the Back will neither admit of Cauteries, 
Rugin,or ſharp Mecdicaments,the Spine of them excepted: nor will the Sternon 
or Rib admit of the Cautery. The Heel-bone requires alſo great caution, for 
that it is ſoft, and rarely exfoliates by rough handling, In the reſt you may pro- : 

-cced by Cautery, acuall or.potentiall, Rugin, or otherwilc. 

If the Caries be ſuperficiall, and the Bone firm, you may by Medicaments, 
of a moderate drying quality conſume the moiſture in the Carzes, and thereby 
dry the Bone, and LiGofe it by virtue of its offifick faculty to thruſt out a 

- Calls, and'make ſeparation of its Caries, 
The milder fort are, rad, ireos, peucedanum, rad. ariftoloch, myrrha, aloe,

The Powdersabove mentioned may be applied upon the Bone with Doſlſills

| The ſpongie Bones in the Hands or Feet are to be kept bare by Dofſills, ac- 
-cording to the length of the Caries : and if the whole Bone be corrupt, it will 
- dry and ſeparate Tom the Joynts in time, and the Ulcer happily cure ; yet, 
to haſten it, you way dry it with an aQtuall Cautery. But if the Bone be one- 
'* Tycarious mone patt, as in'the middle or at the end, to haſten the Cure you 
"may nip ic there in pieces' with- a pair of Pincers, pull away the broken bits, 
tin} dreſs it Nehnly with ſome of the above milder Driers; whereby in few days 
the Caries will caſt forth, a-Callw thruſt out, and unite the two ends, as in 
fractured Bones, if the native heat of the Part be preſerved the while. 
-- » But if the Cari#s be in the great Bones, and lic deep, and be ſubje& to the 
inflowing of Matter 3 your ſpeedieſt way will be by manuall Operation, viz. 

If you can come caſily to the Bone 
t6ſ{crape it, as" in the Cranizm,' that way will be moſt proper. You are to 
/(crape till you find it firm, or that you diſcern a ruddineſs in the Bone; and not 
onely till it look white, for that is the naturall colour of the outer Shell of the 
Bone : yet in ſome it is frequently found pory and carious while it retains that 
colour; and if you do not rugine that away, the Callus will be flow in thru- 
ſting out ; and if you do rugine it,the deeper you enter into it, the browner and 
ſofter the Bone will be. Therefore you muſt be cautious in this Work, 
Jeſt you penetrate to the Marrow of the Bone, when poſſibly you needed not 
have taken away more then the externall Shell cf it. 
The Bone rugined, dreſs it up with the milder Sarcoticks : or, if you had 
rather uſe an Unguent, . It terebinth, clare FJiiij. gum, elem; ij. reſm. pinge, 
: maſtich, 
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maſtich, an. 3 vz. thuris, ſarcocolle, an. Ziij. Miſe. ſuper ignem. Apply this warms 
Lint, and in few days you may fee the Fleſh thruſt forth in fmall grains, 


which is Callas, and in a-tew days more thruft off ſmall Speets from the Bone 


you fcraped. 

But ifthe Caries be fo deep that you cannot rugine it, then with a Terebellum 
make penetration into it to the found part, or by an aQual Cautery confume 
the Rottenneſs. In order to this work, if the Ulcer be narrow, you are to pals is 
through a Cannes fitted to go down through the Ulcer to the Bone i whicly 
Cannuala or Pipe ought to be covered with an Emplaſter or Linen arched ons 
and oiled, to paſs in more eafily. Then having a Baſon of Water ready to cool 
+ the Pipe, you ſhall place the Canew/2 upon the carious Bone, having firſt ckanſed 
the Matter from it with armed Probes : then paſs the aQtuall Cautery down 
through the Cannslz to the Bonefo often till you have dried it, pulling} out the 
Cannula after each heat. So you may perform the work without ſcorching the 
Lips of the Ulcer. 

According as the Bone is rotten, fo the Humour will ſpurt out from it upon! 
the fixſt application of the Cautery : but upon repeating it, that Bone will be 
ſo dry that you hall not hear it hifs ; beſides, you may feel the Bone firm. Ther 
dreſs it with the white of Eggs beaten with the Mucilage of Quince-ſeeds 
extracted in 8g. germ. quere. or the like, and dreſs the ſcorched Ulcer and Lips 
with anguent. refriger. Galeni, and a Cerote of the fame over that and the 
neighbouring Parts. Continue this way of dreiling till the heat of the Ulcer be 
mitigated : then, if the Lips be veticated, dreſs them with wnguent. album, 
tutie, or the like, and the Bone with the milder Extfoliatives, and keep the 
Ulcer open till the burnt Bone caſt off ; then throw out the Doffills, and you 
ſhall ſee the Ulcer incarn and cicatrize by the moſt familiar Epuloticks: :

the Apertion large, and diſcharged a putrid Matter like the Lees of Beer, 

After I had diſcharged a Porringer-full, I dreifed the Opening' ewws wnguent, 

baſic. upon a Tent, with an Emplaſter de minio over it, and with Compreſs 

and Bandage rowled it up. The next day,finding the Patient relieved, and the 

Matter plentifully diſcharged, I tomented the Tumour with-a DecoRtion of 

abfinth, flor. cham, roſ. rabr. and ſuch like, and-making a ſearch with my Probe, 

found the Bone bare a great length. I enlarged the Opening, to make more 

way for the Matter, and the better to apply my Medicines tothe Bone 3 then 

dreſſed it up as before, and _ the next day made an Injection ſummits. 

byperici, centaxrii, red. conſolid. maj. biftort. tormentill. gemtiax. ireos: to which 

ſtrained liquour I added yr. de rof. ficeis, and caft ſome of it daily in warm to 

deterge the Ulcer. His body was kept ſoluble by Clyſters of Milk and Su- 

gar, and his Spirits relieved by a morſcl! of therisc. Lond. with conf. Iujule. I 

alſo ordered him a Julep made with a few Strawberry-leaves and roots, a 

lictle Ivory,and a cruſt of Bread, infuſed a ftick of Cinnamon in the trained De- 

coRion, put in a few drops of ſpir. _—_— and ſweetned it with Sugar, _=

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Diet was Oatmeal-Caudlc, Broth, Grewells, and Eggs; and as his Appetite 
increaſed, we allowed him a more liberall: Diet. Although the Opening 
was large, and the Thigh very bare of Fleſh. yet, by Teafon of the diſtance 
the Bone lay from the Opening, and the hollowneſs of the Ulcer, it was not 
poſſible to make any Applications to the Bone by Medicaments" to exfoliate it, 
that ſhould not be offenſive to the Ulcer, it they were ſo powerfully drying as 
the Bone required. Therefore I cauſed an aCtuall Cautery t6 be made atthe 


next Smith's,and dried the Bone that way, and the while continued the above-' 


aid method of dreſſing, keeping the Orifice tnoderately dilated with Doflills 
preft out of the Injection 3 then by good Compreſs and Bandage ſqueezed out 
the Matter, infomuch as it leſſened daily, the more remote Cavities aggluti- 
nated, and the Ulcer was like to cure, it the Caries in the Bone did not ob- 
ſiru& it. That it might not, I got the Cautery made in the torm of a Wedge, 
but thicker, to retain heat z and having fitted it with a Cannela, I placed it 
upon the Bone according to the length of the Caries,paſſed the.Cautery through 
it to the Bone, and repeated it again and again, cooling the Cannula each time 
ina diſh of water near me : then I covered the Bone, and drefled the Opening 
wich Dofſills dipt in a Mucilage of Barley and Comtrey-roots, taſftning a 
Thread to thoſe Dofſſills which I conveyed firſt in towards the Bone, the ber-' 
ter to bring them out again, and applicd #ngnent. refrigerans Galeni outward 
upon the Ulcer, with an Emplaſter of cerat, Galeni over all. This way of 
dreffing I continued daily till the Excoriation was healed without : then I 
repeated the uſe of the former Injection, adding, flor.rof. rubr. balauft. ſumach, 
with a little alumez, and by Compreſs and Bandage haſined the unition of it 
within, leaving the Exfoliation of the Bone to nature, While I ſtay'd in that 
Country, the Cavity filled up, and by the well-digeſted and little Matter the 
Ulcer ſeemed near cured 3 and I was afterwards informed that the Patient 
followed his Husbandry ſome one or two months after. The Exfoliation was 


hereinſenſible,as it moſt frequently happens, the Scales mouldering away, and 
. diſcharging with the Matter.

A Gentleman of about forty years of age, having been long afflicted in the 
Country with Ulcers on his right Leg and Foot, came to London, and put him- 
{elf into my hands. There ne large Ulcer upon the Fibxla near the Ancle 
here and there ſuperficially cicatrized. Upon ſearch with a Probe I found the 
Bone carious in ſeverall places, but covered with the Tendons of the Pero. 
zeis. On the inſide of the Leg upon the Tibia near the'Ancle there were alſo 
Ulcers with Caries : the Foot was alſo ulcerated, and the Leg and Foot ſwelled. 
I began with the laying open of that Ulcer on the outſide upon the Fibals by 
the application of a Cauſtick, and dividing the Eſcar took out ſome ſmall pieces 
of Bones which lay looſe in the Ulcer, The Fibuls it {elf was covered with 
the Tendons of the Muſcle Peroneis, fo as there was no poſſibility of applying 
Medicaments to exfoliate the Bone, nor indeed of curing the Ulcer, whillit 
thoſe Tendons lay in the way. Wherefore I cut them tranſverſly ; upon which 
diviſion the upper part of them contracted , and then the Fibxlz appeared 
bare and black. I applied dry Lint upon the Bone, and dreſſed the Ulcer 
with wnguent, baſilicon hot, to haſten Digeſtion and ſeparation of the Sloughs. 
The other Ulcers and Excoriations I dreſſed , ſome with Deterſives, and 
others with Epuloticks, according as they required 3 and with Compreſs and 
Bandage endeavoured to preſs out the pituitous Humours affeQing thole Parts. 
As the Eſcars began to ſeparate, I deterged by the uſe of the Vitriol-ſtone 
and Precipitate, and dreſſed the Bone with Dofſills preſſed out of tinfinre 
vitrioli dulc, of Felix Wurtz, The upper ends of the Tendons ſuffered Convul- 
fion with great tremor upon the application or taking off Dreflings 3 but _ 
without 


"— 
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withoyt pain : yet,ſuſpecting the worſt,T cut as much off of the Tendons (with 
@ pair of Sciſſors) as lay bare, then dipt them cxers oleo terebinth, hot, and 
dreſſed them with Przcipitate. By this way, of drefling theremaining ends of 
the Tendons' digeſted and incarned with the fleſhy Parts, arid, by the appli- 
<atioft of Epdocicks cicatrized : fo alſo the main Ulcer cicatrized round from 
theedges to the'cartous Bone, thruſting off the rotten edges of. them before it, 
Diiring this I healed the Ulcers and*Excoriations on his Foot, and by the help 
of a laced Stocking preſt back the pituitous Humours, .and reduced , the 
Member to its true ſhape. Having thus la 7 Arenas I began with the 
lying open the Ulcer upon the Qs tibie by 'Cauſtick, and in dividing the 
 Stoughs took' out ſeyerall fragments of Bones which lay intangled in the Fleſh, 
Aﬀer ſeparation of the Eſcar, I deterged chat Ulcer after che ſame manner as 
the former 3 arid indeed by rubbing the carious Bones with the Vitriol-ſtone 
haltned 'the Exfbliation of them.

Sir Alex, Fref. being preſent, I took off the Dreſſings, 
made a ſearch with'a Probe, and felt the Bones leading to the two middle hin- 
gers bare, rough,and, as I ſuſpected, rotten. The Orifice being ſmall, I applied 
a Cauftick fare enough to make way for the taking out thoſe Bones 3 then 
divided the Efcar, and drefled up his Hand with Digeltives, Emplaſter and 
Bandage. Sir Alex. Fraf. preſcribed him a vulnerary Decodtion, and left the 
proſecution of the Cure to me. As the Eſcar ſeparated, I ſaw the Bones lea- 
ding to the two middle fingers black, and ſoftned with PutrefaCtion, I laid 
hold on the one with my Forceps, and pinched it into pieces with much eaſe, 
bringing part of it away. I fomented the Hand with deco@. abſinth, &c, in 
Wine, diffolved a little Xgyptiac. in ſome of it, waſhed the Ulcer, and applied 
a Dofſill dipt hot in it upon the Bone, and #nguext, bafilicon over the Eſcar. I 
then pinched 'out-what was moſt rotten, dreſſed the remaining ends of them 
with a mixture of xngnent. Ag yptiac. ſpirit. vini and extra. ſcordii aQually 
hot with an armed Probe, applied Pledgits of the ſame upon the Bones, rubb'd 
the looſe Fleſh in the Ulcer with a Vitriol-ſtone, and laid »ngzent. diapomphol. 
upon Pledpits over the tender edges of the Ulcer, By this way of dreffing 
I dcrerg'd 'the Ulcer, and at ſeverall times pinching out thoſe rotten Bones 
that led to' the two middle Fingers, diſpoſed the reſt to calt off During 
which I laid the Ulcer higher open to the Joynt of the middle Finger :- which 
Knuckle I alſo found rotted to pieces, and took out what would come eaſily 
away z then dreſſed the remaining Caries as the other in the Hand, and after 
ſome cime-made a ſeparation of the Caries there, Having the while digeſted 
and healed the Ulcer I firſt laid open, I alfocicatrized this Part, and diſmiſſed 

the Patient well cured, as I thought. But ſome while after he came to me 
again with a Tumour -upon that Knuckle of the middle Finger, from ſome re- 

maining Splinter of a Bone. I laid it open, and took that out, While I'was cu-

An Officer of the King's Regiment of Foot,of a Sanguine and healthfull Con- 
Nitution, marching at the head of bis Company in a hot Sunamer's day, heated 
his Bloud, and was ſeized with a pain in oneof his Teethof the lower right 
Jaw. He ſent for a Tooth-drawer, who pulling out the Tooth brake the 
"orgs off from the Jaw according to the length of it. The pain made greac 
uxion, and required Evacuation and Revylhton by Bleeding and the like. 
But this being omitted, and the Part affeRed not treated as it , the pain 
increaſcd, the neighbouring Pagts ſwelled and apoſtemated, and all his Teeth 
and part of the Alveoli caſt off After ſome weeks continuance in the Coun- 
try, finding his Diſeaſe increaſe upon him, he came to Town, and ſent for me. 
That ſide of his Head, Face and Neck were extreamly ſwelled outwardly , þ 
was the Check and Tonſill withio, and the fractured Bones hidden within the 
Tumour. Upon a preſſure with my hand on the outlide of his Check, ſceing 
the Matter flow into Fis Mouth out of a {mall O_ near the farther part of 
that Jaw, I made a ſearch with a Probe, and fe the Jaw bare. There was a 
neceſſity of laying that Orifice open, for the more eaſy diſcharging of the 
Matter : which being done, I employed my endeavours to take off the Fluxion 
and Fever he laboured under, let him bloud from that Arm ten ounces, pre- 
ſcribed Fomentations and Cataplaſms to be applied outwardly to diſcuſs the 
Tumour, and inwardly an Injection to deterge the Ulcer of rad. ireos, tormen- 
zill. biſtort. ariſtoloch, with ſyr. 6 rofis ſiccir, and a little ſpirit. vini z, alſo a Gar» 
gle to waſh his mouth of flor. roſ. rubr. plautag. ſummitat. rubi, &c. with diama- 
ron and ſpirit. vitrioli dulcificet, DoQour Warner being conſulted , he di» 
re&cd Anodynedraughts,Cordialls, Juleps, Emullions, and purging Apozems. 
The Cacochymia thus evacuated,and the Humours rs hoped the 
outward and inward Swellings and diſcharge of Matter would have leſſened ; 
but they not yielding one jot to our endeavours, I laid open the Cheek from the 
Orifice © had cnlarged forward along(t the Bone, with intention to take it out 3 
but it was ſo ſhut in that I could by no means get it out,till with Watch-makers 
Files I cut through that Bone 3 then the ends thruſt out into his mouth. Theſe 
I pulled out : they proved to be pieces of the Alveoli, Then I felt the Jaw it 
{elf ariſe; and, conſidering that if it were looſe it muſt out, I paſſed the end 
of my Probe under it, whereupon it roſe up, having been ſome while looſe, 
and was onely held down by the forcſaid Alveoli, which being removed, the 
Jaw came away without the leaſt pain or one drop of bloud, he onely crying 
out of his Ear, as if it had made a hole through there. 
The Jaw being extracted, the ſide was ready to fall in : toprevent which 
I cauſed the Paticnt to hold it ſtretched out with his fingers in his mouth, and 
a Looking-glaſs held before him, that he might the better ſee to keep it more 
exactly cven, whillt I by agglutinative Powders cum albumine ovi made a Cruſt 
upon the outſide 3 which with Paſtboard wet in aceto applied over it ſate cloſe 
to it, and aftcr it was dried kept that lide of the Cheek firm, and by Bandage 
it continucd fo, he helping it as hath been above ſaid.

Therefore if the 
Lips be hard and callous in the Supesficies, you ſhall endeavour by cmollicnt

dage diſpole them to cure firſt,by a Fomentation of rad. & litior. mal- 
ve, ſem lini & fanugreci, flor.cbam.melilos.ſambuci, By you may alſo rarefy 
the condenſed bloud, which maketh the lividity in the Parts about che Ulcer,and 
preventeth the generation of good Fleſh, Then you may embrocate the indu- 
rated Lips with wagxent. dialtbes, ol, amygdal.dulc. ol. lilier. Iuntbricor. and 
ply cerat. eſypi, cerat. Galeni, Emplaſtr, 6 mucilag. diachyl.ireat. or, if 4

C HAP. IX. 
Of Putrid Ulcers. 


Leers labouring under Fluxion of ſharp acrid Humours are (as I have 
elſewhere ſaid) for the moſt part ſordid. The Sordes as it increaſeth 
in the Ulcer rots the Fleſh, renders the Ulcer putrid, and the Matter feetid. 

Fhe immiediate Cauſe of theſe Ulcers are groſs viſcid Humours heated in 
them by the Intemperies of the Part, whence they contra a malign quality,and 
corrupt.. \ They alſo happen through the unſeaſonable application of lenient or 
grcaſy Medicaments, or by t60-powerfull Detergents, which reſolve the ſound 
Fleſh, and tiir-up a putrefaQive heat in the Ulcer, whereby the Humours be- 
come ſo ſharp that-they corrode the Parts about : whence they are ſometime 
deſervedly called Ulcera ſerpentia & depaſcentis, 

The preceding, Cawſes are excrementitious groſs Juices abounding in the 
body from ill-Diet, Air, &c., Malign Fevers are alſo the Cauſe, by anknitting 
their malignity outward. 

The Sign of a ſordid Ulcer is a viſcous tough Excrement ſticking in it with 
great heat and pain. As the Sordes increafeth, it changeth its colour, by reaſon 
j the ſuffocation of the naturall heat, and the Ulcer corrupts, and the Matter 

inks, 

If from abundance of Sordes Tranſpiration be hindred, a corruption of the 
Part follows, and it terminates in a corrolive or putrid Ulcer : and if that Pu- 
trefaQtion be not checked; a Gangrene and Spbacelw follows. 

In the Cure of theſe Ulcers a good Diet is to be obſerved, with a regulation of 
the Non-naturalls: the viſcous Humours require to be purged, and Reyultfion 


; isto be made by Bleeding and otherways. Vulnerary Decodtions are alſo tg be 


reſcribed, to waſte the excrementitious Humours. The Topicks or outward 
edicaments are to be proportioned according to the quality of the Ulcer. 
In ſordid Ulcers made by too firong Detergents #nguent. baſilicon cum Merc, 
precip itat, unguent, diapompbolyg. mag. be proper to dreſs the Ulcer with z and 
ſome cooling Unguent or Cerote, as refrigerans Galeni, may be applied over 

it, with a Compreſs wrung out of Oxycrate,

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If the Ulcer became ſordid by the uſe of Lenients, and be lined thick with 
the Sordes, doubt not to fill the Ulcer with Pxzcipitate, and apply-ſome mild 
Detergent on Pledgits of Lint over it, with a Compreſs wrung out as is preſcri- 
bed in humid Ulcers, and dreſs'it not till the third day after; thereby. the pain 
will leſſen, and the Sordes come. away in a Slough. After which digeſt the 
Ulcer till it look more fleſhy and naturallz then proceed with milder Medica» 
ments, and incarn. oo |

ph of about forty years of age,ſcorbutically and hydropically affected, 1.Obſervats 
having long laboured under a ſordid Ulcer in the Country on the inſide of *f Purrid 
her Leg,with great pain,came at laſt to Town, and put her ſelf into my hands, 
The Ulcer was large and deep, with great putrefaQtion 3 the Leg was much 
ſwelled, inflamed, and had been excoriatedin the Parts about by. the acrimony 
of the Matter 3 and by the application of Nxtritwm or ſuch like the Matter was 
cruſted in, and alſo a Hyperſarcoſis was riſen underneath very large. I fomented 
the Parts affected with Wine,and waſhed the Ulcer with ſpirit.vext and unguent. 
Agyptiac. then with a Spatula thrult out the putrid Fleſh, and ſtrewed. the 
Ulcer with Przcipitate, dreſſing it with Pledgits preft out of the fame Solution, 
and applying an Emplaſtr. diachalcit. over it with Compreſs and Bandage. The 
next morning I took off the Bandage and.Emplaſter, tomented the Ulcer with 
a Lixivium as above mentioned, applicd mungif. abr par. cum oleo terebinth. on 
the Ulcer,and a Cataplaſm exfar. fabar.with oxymel,and rowled it up as betore, 
cauſing her to keep her bed, The day after I purged her with an Infuſion of 
Sena,&c. cum ſyr.de ſpina cervin. & de roſ. ſol. and preſcribed her a Decod. ſarſe, 
lign. guaiaci, with Antiſcorbuticks. Having by the Dreihngs aboveſaid remo-» 
ved the PutrefaQtion, I endeavoured to incarn with the farcotick Unguent, and 
applied cerat. oxelei over it with good Bandage : but it would neither — 
nor incarn nor yet digeſt for two days, till I putona laced Stocking z by the 
uſe whereof the Influx was reſtrained, and the Lips prefſed down.

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ling it up from the Foot to the Knee, The Phyſician began with the direc. 
tion of a P draught, and the ſecond day after I let her blond. She was al- 
fo preſcribed the Decod. treaumat.

ccfsfull, they came to me again. I, finding the Leg much inflamed and ſwelled, 
and more fordid, dreſſed the Ulcer with Detergents as above faid, applying 
ceratam Galent over the difeaſed Parts with Compreſs and Bandage as hereto= 
fore, and by Sir Fran. Prejear's leave gave her a few grains of Tarbith mineral, 
Fhe next day it gave her four or five Vomnits and a Stool or two. The next 
day after I r dela the Ulcer as at firſt, continued the ufe of the former 
Dreflngs, put her on a laced Stocking, and repeated the uſe of che Twrbith 
three or four times, avoiding Salivation. We alfo put her into a Deco8,ſarſe, 
Fige. yon &c, and by this method incarncd the Ulcer, and by a mologma of 
e , beaten up with axxngiacicatrized it.

| > Jr all the difficulties we find in curing of Ulcers upon the foremen- 
tioned Accidents, there yet remain divers others which are not eaſily de- 
{cribed, nor cafily reconciled to the anctent Nomenclature of Ulcers: I mean . 
' thoſe called Anna, Phagedenics, Depaſcentia, Nome. Ont of which words 
that I may pick ſome ſenſe, 1 ſhall refer them to two Heads. 

One, of the corrofive Ulcers, which from their corroding the neighbou- 
Ting Parts have obtained ſeverall names in the Greek and Latine; as Phage- 
—__ Depaſcemia, and Nome ; all which depend upon an acrimony of rhe 

umMOur. 

The other are rather the effe&t of ſome continuance of an Ulcer, which after 
long Intemperies doth by degrees ſo weaken the tone of the Fibres, deſtroy the . 
naturall Balſame of the Part,and by frequent Fluxion induce Callofity,that the 
Diſeaſe groweth very hard of Cure, and when cured is apt to break out again. 
Theſe, Hom their continuance, are calted Anne; from the evill difpolition of 
the Part, Cacoethe ; from the hardneſs of w— Dyſepulots ;, from the re- 
putation Chiron the Centaur had in Chirurgery, Chironiaz and Telepbia, from 
the hard fate of Trlephws, whoſe Wound could not be cured but by the Spear 
that wounded him. Theſe latter being inſignificant names, not-defcribing the 
nature of any Ulcer, I ſhall content my felt onely to have explained them in 
few words: but the former, namely Phagedens, or Ulcw depaſcens, Nome and 
Dyſeprlota, deſerve farther conſideration, and are our preſent task. 

Phagedens ſtxictly fo called is an Ulcer with ſwelled Lips, that eats the Deſcriprioni/ 
Fleth and neighbouring Parts in the bottome and edges of rhe Ulcer. It differs 
from Herpes, becauſe that always begins in the Skin, with little moiſture, 
this always affeRs the Fleſh, and abounds with Matter. 

Noma is a deep Ulcer that cats and ſpreads without Tumout , but hath a 
Rottenneſs and PutrefaRion joined with it. 

Both theſe are venomous malignant Ulcers, and both ſpread : but they Difference: 
differ, in that one hath Tumour, and no PutrefaRion 3 and the other Patre- 
faction, and no Tumour. 

Theſe Ulcers do all take their Originall from vicious Humours abounding Cauſe. 
in the Body. Whether they be ſimple Choler, or a falt Phlegm mixe with ic, 
or that the Humours are made ſharp and corroſive from a hot and dry Intempe- 
ries of the Part affected, I leave others to judge : but in Bodies abounding with 
Cacochymis it is frequently ſeen,that an Herpes exedens arifeth in the Noſe and 
Face from a ſmall Wart or fiery Puſtule , which being heated by ſcratching or 
picking with their Nails will terminate corroſive, and from an Herpes exedens 
become Phagedznicall,and by a farther exaſperating cancerate ; they differing 
but as the Humour becomes more or leſs fierce, 

The Signs are evident from what hath been delivered of them. Some take gj,,,, 
thcir Originall trom Abſceſſes deep in the Fleſh, others begin more ſhallow, 
and in time ſpread and eat, not onely the Skinto the Fleſh, but the Parts about, 
and diſſolve the Fleſh in the bottome of the Ulcer very ſenhibly. 

All theſe kinds of corrofive eating Ulcers are accounted malign ; but ſome Prognoſtic. 
arc leſs malign then other. Thoſe which ariſe in venereall Diſeaſes are in —_ 

C c elves 
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ſelves difficult of Cure; but by reaſon of the Specificks that Diſeaſe hath fo1 
its help, they become eaſy. The others are extream difficult,and do frequent. 
ly terminate cancerous. S; 

In the Cure of theſe Ulcers a good Diet ought to be preſcribed, to prohibit 
the increaſe of ſharp Humours. The Body is alſo to be purged, the Humours 
contemperated., and the Matter to be diverted -by Revulfion , Derivation 
and Intexception, if it bepoſſible. The virulent Humour affcQing the Ulcer 
requires to be dried up, and the Intemperies to be corre&ed. But foraſmuch as 
theſe Ulcers differ one from another in. their corrofive quality,the Medicaments 
muſt accordingly vary. If the Intemperies be hot,and the Ulcer corroliyeg, your 
Applications are to be cold and dry,with ſome little altringency ; as wygwent, 
tntie, 6 plumbo, de calce, & de lithargyre. - It theſe anſwer not expectation, * 
you mult proceed with;mgre ſtrong Medicaments. But by the authority of 
the Ancients you mult {caxify theſe Ulcers, or ſome way provoke them to bleed, 
that the ſharp Humours may thereby be diſcharged. Then waſh them with 
ſome drying Medicaments, which may alſo reſtrain the Influx of the Humoursz 
as aq. calcis, eruginoſa,or aluminoſa, or a Decofi. plantag. equiſeti, rubi, flor, ref, 
rubr, balauſt, nuc. cupreſſ. gallar. in a Chalybeate water. After which the Ulcer 
may be ſprinkled with any of theſe, pulv.tutie preparate, corn. cervi uſti, puly, 
oftreor.combuſt, cort. granat.” Or they may be made into Unguents, as thus; Re 
20nguent, diapomphot. Zij. 'bol. - Armen. ſang. dracon. balauſt. an. 3(3. ol, rof, q. ſ. 
Miſe. a Compreſs being applied wet over all, wrung out of ſome aſtringent 
DecoQion. ; The Ulcer thus drefſed is not to be opcncd again in three or tour 
days: for in theſe Ulcers, the temperament, of the Part is weak, and the fre- 

.Quent expoſing it to the Air rendreth it-more weak, and the Medicaments 
leſs cfftecuall. | 

But if this Ulcer be with: Rottenneſs and PutrefaCGtion, you are to proceed 

with Detergents,as unguent, Agyptiac. Merc. precipitat. pulv. Andronis, Muſe, 
alſo Cauſtick, and aQuall Cautery. To theſe Applications Objedtions have 
been made; and, but alittle above, Medicaments are by my ſelf propoſed 
© ,drying without Eroſion: but when thoſe take no place,we procecd to ſtronger 3 
and where there is Putretadtion,you will find uſe for the ſtrongeſt ſort of Medi- 
caments, asthe actuall Cautery, it not onely ſerving to remove the corroſive 
Fleſh, but to check the malignity, and ſtrengthen the weak Part. But in 
caſe that will not be admitted of, you muſt proceed with the other, and the 
while defend the parts' about with Refrigerants, and after ſeparation of the 
corrupt Fleſh, treat it by Sarcoticks and Epuloticks, as hath bcen elſewherc 
ſaid. 


A Man aged ſixty odd years, of a lean dry Habit of body, had a long time 
been troubled with an Ulcer on the inſide of the Ancle on his right 
» Leg: it had been often cured, - but it broke out again ſoon after. I found 
the Ulcer (anious,the Parts about it ſwelled and livid,and endcavourcd to cure 
it by the common method ſet down in the generall Cure of Ulcerszbut it would 
not digeſt two days together, I then propoſed a laced Stocking : but he re- 
Plied there was no need, his Rowler kept off the Swelling, Obſerving him 
to be ſo very wiſe, I omitted my accuſtomed attendance, upon which he im- 
ployed another, who found much difhculty in it. Whether he curcd it or no, 
I donot know but about halt a year or more aftcr, the Patient ſent tor me 
again, The Ulcer was undigelted, and the Fleſh in ic ſoft and rotten, of a 
florid colour,and the Parts about it as it were bruiſed 3 which proceeded trom 
the frequent Fluxion and unequal ſtrict Bandage. I propoſed a laced Stocking 
which he willingly permitted, Mean time I deterged the Ulcer with Mere, 
precipitar, 
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pracipitat, applied' Pledgits of anguent: hafilicon mak over it; with an icplaſtey 
of cerat. Galeni,.Compreſs and' Bandage. The ſecond day afitr Ifomented 
the Ulcer and Parts aftected wich's difcutient and altxingent Decodion, and 
digeſted it with #guent. bafilicon and Merc, precipitat. After I hall thus di= 
gelted and deterged the Ulcer, 'and rakched the impacted Humours inthe ad: 
jacent Parts, I fomenced jt with ag. calcis, applied Ptedgits dipt:in-the fame 
over the ends of the Nicer, and drefſed the middle with weguernt: de dithargyrs, 
applying an Emplaſter of the fame over all with rels; and kced on a 
freight Stocking 3 by which the Fluxion was moderately retftrained, and the 
wlcer difpoſed to cicatrize : yet through 'the acrimony: of the Humour, and 
the indifpofition of the Lips and adjacent Parts,the work was not without fome 
'difficulty, the Matter, being apt to ſhut in and bring part of the Cicatrix'with 
it. "But it was curcd in leſs then two months ſpace 3 'whereas without that 
Stocking it would {carce have cured in fix months, : It was uſually painfull 
after it had been cured by tormer methods, but wds:now free. - -- 

A perſon of about fifty years of age, much ſubje@ to the Gout, having long 
laboured of a ſoar Leg, ſent for me. There was one large Ulcer with callous 
Lips-pn the infide of the Small of his leg, with an Ulceration down below the 
Ancle. This Leg had been formerly ſubje& to pituitous Swellings, where- 
in the endeavouring to rcfiſt the Influx had impacted the Matter, and made 
the Tumour ſcirthous. The Ancle-joynt was tiff, and the Knee as bad, by 
reaſon of a contraftion in the Ham. Upon theſe: conſiderations the Soars 
were of difficult Cure. I dreſſed the larger Ulcer, which was ſordid, with Prz- 
cipitate and n1guent. baſilicon,the lefſer with unguent. 6 plumbo, with Compreſs 
and Bandage, and againſt the next Dreſſing provided a Fomentation of red 
Wine with Stipticks,hoping that way to cicatrize the lefler Ulcers at leaſt : but 
they would not cure (o,for the indurated Parts required to be made foft,and the 
Matter to be difcufſcd tirft: but this was a hard task,while the Patient laboured 
under the Gout, or pain from the weakneſs ard indifpoſition of the Parts. 
Therctore, having deligned a Fomentation ex rad. & fol. althes, malve,parieta- 
rie, ſem.lini, &c. T bathed the Leg as it was held oyer the Liquour, continued 
my Applications to the Ulcers, and applied ceyat. dialtbee over the ſcirrhous 
Parts3 continuing this method till I had relaxed the hardneſs. Then I put on 
a laced Stocking , by which 1-ſtrengthened the Part againſt the Influx, and 
uſed all my endeavours to cicatrize the Ulcers, by Pledgits preſt out of aſtriri- 
gent Liquours applicd upon Lawns, alſo by epulotick Unguents, Powders, 
and Malagma: but as faſt as I healed them in one place, they brake out in ano- 
ther, ſo that with much difficuley I cicatrized them at laſt by the help of a laced 
Stocking, |

Maid of about ſeventeen or eighteen years of age, with an/Ulcer in her 4.0bſervar. 
right Leg about a hand's breadth on the inſide near the Ancle,deſpairing of an Ulcer 
of Cure, ſent for a Woman who had ſome credit in the curing fuch Ulcers, fifficultot 
She came, and ſeeing a foul Ulcer with thick hard Lips, applied 2 Cauſtick © 


toit, I ſuppoſe Mere. ſublimet, Tt put the Patient to grievous pain for the ſpace 
ofa day and night cauſing great Inflammation and Tumour. Upon which con- 
{ideration the Woman was ſent for again. She ſaw the effets of her Medicine, 
and would haveapplicd ſomewhat to caſe the pain : but the Patient's Friends 
ſeeing the diſturbance in the Ulcer, and doubting whither it might tend, reſol- 
ved now to put her into the hands of a Chirurgeon, and ſent for me. I 
came, and found the Leg ſwelled, and the Eſcar large covering the Ulcer, and 
taking in the callous Lips round. It was fo thick and deep, that Imuch feared 
it would leave the Bone bare under it, - y work was to haſten the ſeparation 
C 3 
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of the Eſcar, and mitigate the Accidentsof pain,&c. To which purpoſe I fo- 
mented the Part affected with Milk, drefſed the Eſcar with «nguent. bafilicorn 
cum ol, liliorum, and applicd cerat. Galeni, with Compreſs and Bandage to re- 
tain.it. Thus in few days the. pain ceaſed, and the Eſcar ſeparated, leaving a 
Fleſh of a colour as-it were bruiſed, I drefſed the Ulcer with a Digeſtive ex 
terebinth, far. hord. &c. and fomented the: Tumour and Ulcer with Decot. 
abſinth. flor. roſ; rubr. balauſt, &c. then applied unguent. txtie as an Empla- 
ſter with Bandage. Afﬀer Digeſtion, I incarned with mel deſpumat. &c. and 
continued the uſe of the Fomentation, hoping thereby to give a breathing, and 
dry up the bruiſed Parts which made that lividity about the Ulcer, _._ were 
the cauſe of its difficult curing, As the Ulcer incarned, I endeavoured by 
Bandape to keep the Lips flat to cicatrize with the Ulcer, and to that purpoſe" 
dreſſed them and the Ulcer with zxgxent. e calce, touching the lax Fleſh with 
the Vitriol-ſtone, to ry it, and fit it to cicatrize, and with much pleaſure cica+ 
trized it to the compaſs of a Silver peny, and thought the work very eaſy. Bur, 
when I leaft ſuſpected it, the Skin crack'd in the found edges, and the Fleſh in 
the Ulcer looked of a dark red colour, I drefled it with Epuloticks, hoping 
it would yet cicatrize: but the Cxticuls afterwards crack'd in three places 
more, and the Patient ſuſpe&ed the cauſe to be from a fault in the Bone 3 as in 
truth Hhould my ſelf have doubted it, if I had not ſeen the ſeparation of that 
Eſcar 3 for the Fleſh appeared rotten under the broken Czticuls, and as the U1- 
cer healed in one corner, it broke out again there, or in another place, But this 
was from the Intemperies of the Part, and required again to be digeſted before 
I could hope to cicatrize it. To which purpoſe I dreſſed it with #nguent. baſi- 
ticon and Precipitate, let her bloud, purged and vomited her, preſcribed her 
a decod}, ſarſe, puton a laced Stocking, and uſed my utmoſt endeavours to cica- 
trize it, aSin ſuch Ulcers I was accuſtomed to doe 3 but all to no purpoſe, the 
Cicatrix would not hold two days. I then left off the uſe of the laced Stocking, 
and deſired the Patient once more to give me leave to try whether it would 
cure without itz and to that purpoſe perſwaded her to keep her Leg upon a 
Stool levell with her Body a few days, I hoping thereby to keep off Fluxion, 
and luppolings if I could once more breath out that _ Bloud impacted in 
the Part, I ſhould be able to cicatrize the Ulcer z and if the Ulcer were cica- 
trized without Bandage, it would be the more laſting. I I the Fomen. 
tation, digeſted the Ulcer; and with a Solution of the TinCture of Vitriol in a 
Decott, equiſeti, &c. applied Pledgits over bits of fine Lawn, and ſmeared the 
.edgecsof the Ulcer with wnguent. tutie, that it might not adhere to them. With 
{uch like endeavours I cicatrized it firm, then put on a laced Stocking again, 
with a Compreſs under it ſpred with axgxent. tutie, moderately to dry the Ciea- 
trix, and drefſed it once in two or three days for fear of the worſt. A dry 
Scale aroſe upon it doe what I could, I anointed it with Pomatxm to ſupple 
itz then raifcd it lightly up, and took it off: and fo 1 did two or three times, 
and at laſt left it firm and naturall as the reſt, and fo it continucth to this day. 

This Ulcer from its continuation might be Annunm; trom its difficulty of 
cure, Chironiam, or Telephium; from its rottenneſs of the Fleſh, Nome 3; from 
its callous Lips, Calloſum ; from its frequent cracking of the Skin after cica- 
trizing, Dyſepulotum. 

As I was paſling one day through Brainford to London, I was defured to ſee a 
poor Servant lying under an Abſcels in his left Leg,the Criſis of a malign Fever, 
The Abſceſs poſſeſſed the outſide of his Leg, from the head of the Fibla to the 
Ancle,the Orifice being three fingers breadth below the ſaid Fibxla. The Matter 
could not diſcharge it ſelf till it overflowed z therefore I applied a Cauſtick 
upon the lower part of the Tumour to giye vent toit, and left him Dreſſings = 
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he ſhould be able to follow me. Some days after he catne to Town: I viſited 
him, and found the lower Opening diſcharged the Matter well, as I had de- 
figned ; but it was ſanious,and abounded in quantity more then was reaſonably 
to be expected from the Abſceſs. I endeavoured to deterge it with mundif. 
Paracelfi mixed with Precipitate, and fomented the Part affected with a Decod?. 
abſinth. ſalvie, betonice, flor. roſ, ruby, bacc. myrtill. balavſt. inred Winez then 
applied Emplaſtr. e bolo, with a Compreſs wrung out of the Fomentation,row- 
led it up, and applicd a Defenſative over the Knee to reſtrain the Fluxion? 
I alſo let hitn bloud, ant purged him with an infwſ, ſexe, rhabarb, &c. came ſyr. 
de ſpin. cervina, But finding the Ulcer would not deterge, I laid it open the 
whole length, and ſeeing it ſordid, filled it with pulv. Azdronis, applying the 
Mundificative upon Dothlls between the Lips, with an Emplaſty. & bolo over all, 
and rowled it up. The third-day after I drefled it again with the Mundifica- 
tive as before , onely adding fotne Merc, precipitat. to it. This chethod I 
continued ſome days, rubbing the looſe Fleſh with a Vitriol-ftone, dipping 
ſome of the Pledgits in Przcipitate, and applying it under fome of the Lipso 
the Ulcer which was undigetted 3 then cut off fome'part of the Lips where 
they were very hollow and troubleſome, and put on a laced Stocking. Thus I 
deterged and diſpoſed the Ulcer to incarn under the Lips and elſewhere ; and 
that it might doe fo, I put the Patient intoa Traumatick DecoQion, and vomi- 
ted and purged him as occaſion offered. But after ſome days, obſerving the 
Lips of the Ulcer did not unite with the neighbouring Fleſh, nor the Ulcer 
contra as I expected, I made a fcarch with my Probe, and found the Fleſh, 
which was ſeemingly good, to be ſoft, and the Lips hollow and thin, and in 
ſome part callous. I dreſt them with that »nguent. eruginis, Cadmie, &c, a5 
it is et down in Ulcers with moiſt Intemperies,rubb'd the callous Lips with the 
Cauſtick-ſtone, and applied #nguent. baſilicon to haften the ſeparation of the 
Eſcarz ſuppoſing by theſe drying Medicaments to diſpoſe the Ulcer to Incar- 
nation. But as they incarned and cicatrized in one end or part, the Fleſh be- 
caine ſoft and rotten in another, and here and there the Lips were hollow, 
which I cut off, and thereby freed the Ulcerof them 3 and by the help of the 
former Sarcoticks I incarned it again : but frequently in the cicatrizing ſome 
part of the Ulcer would be corroded from the acrimony of the Humour, inſo- 
much that I was neceſſitated to dreſs this Ulcer with various Medicaments: ' In 
ſome parts of it I applied Pledgits in drying Waters,as aq. calcir,lapidir meidica- 
mentoſr, and Epulotick Unguents, to cicatrize it 3 while in ſome others I ap- 
plied Detergents,yca and Digeſtives in others ; and was not wanting the while 
by Mercuriall Remedies and good Diet to contemperate the acrimony in'the 
bloud : yet was it a moſt hard and difficult work, My Kinſman Jaques Wiſe- 
man was my Aſſiltent in the dreſſing of him, and ſaw this Ulcer with much 
adoe cured : but he continued the uſe of a laced Stocking for ſome while 
after. 


Such an ill-conditioned Ulcer affeQed the Thigh of a Gentleman of about , ,obfervat 
Dodtour 


. 


fifty years of age, of a full Body : it was the Criſis of a malign Fever. Dot 
Wederbourn was the Phylician. The Ulcer was of the compaſs of a Five-ſhilling= 
piece, but lay onely in the Skin, extreamly corroſive, with Lips ſtanding ſtiff 
up round the Ulcer : and although I took them down with Cauſtick, yet they 
aroſe again in the ſame form 3 and, being in a place difhcultly managed by Ban- 
dage, would not cicatrize, but thruſt out in the middle little hard Excreſcen- 
ces of rcd Fleſh like pins heads, which increaſing grew bigger, firſt one, then 
another. While I was endeavouring to deterge theſe Excreſcences, they be- 
came callous,united with one another, and made an unequall Cieatrix, notwith- 
ſtanding my endeavours by the Caultick-ſtone to rub down thoſe mw _ 
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bigher then their fellows. Atlaſt it joined it (elf to the Lips round, making 
a firm and hard Cicatrix, which atter ſome whilc caſt off a dry Scurt, and 
became ſoft as the natural! Skin. 

In the year after the great Plague I was ſent by Sir Fran. Prujean to a 
Gentleman of about fifty years of age, of a lean dry Habit of body, labouring 
under a corroſive Ulcer, runnin Jow the left ſide of the upper Lip near that 
Noſtrill, cloſe along by the Nolc, to the great Cantbus or Corner of the Eye, 

ting the Skin here and there deeper then elſewhere: it ſpred alſo with- 

out the edges of the Ulcer, making as it were a double furrow along the ridge 
and fide of the Noſe ſuperficially in the Skin. . Theſe latter did not matter 
much,nor were they very painfull. His Phyſician had purged him with an infuſc 
ſene, rbaharb, and the like, in which were diſſolyed Manna and ſyr. de pomis 
purg. and put him into a Decoth, ſarſe, Chine, corn. cervi, eboris, y ary with 
vulnerary Herbs, alſo purged him once in four or five days with calomel, and 
reſina jalap.cum Elei.lenitiv. And thole days he did not purge, he took cerwſſ. ay- 
t#imonii in confe. Alkermes, with pulv. corallii & perlar. &c. I began my Dref- 
ſings cum unguent, tatie Vig. with Merc, precipitat, upon Pledgits in ſome parts 
where there wanted Digeſtion, and in others with znguent, tztie limple, and 
applied znguent. Comitiſſ. oyer all. The next day I took off the Dreſlings, 
fomented the affected Parts with a Decod, fol. plautag. rofi rubr, balanſt. ſu- 
mach & aluminis in Wine, and continued to dreſs the deeper Ulcers with the 
. tutie and Merc. precipitat, The other, which were more {uperticiall, 

I ſprinkled cum pxlv. & corn. cerv, ut, balauſt, & croe, Martis aſtring, and ap- 
plied xnguent. Comitiſſe overall, By this method I dricd up the upper Ulcer 
on the ſide of the Noſe, but the Cicatrices were unſcemly, as in molt ſuch rebel- 
lious Ulcers they arc,we being glad to dry them on any falhion as we may. The 
other Ulcers alſo filFd up with Fleſh, and afterwards cicatrized in ſome parts. 
The deepeſi Ulcers were alſo well diſpoſed to it. The ſeaſon of the year be- 
ing hot, the Patient retired into the Country, taking the toreſaid Medicaments 
with him, they agreeing well with the Ulcer. . His Wite, having often dreſſed 
him in Town, knew how to apply chem, and dreſſed him in the Country, 
where he continued all the Summer. He not giving us the leaſt account of his 
Ailment, I concluded him cured : but in the Fall of the leaf he returned, 
and then found the Ulcer much exaſperated, and diſcharging a virulent Mat- 
ter, it having corroded deep the whole length from his upper Lip along the 
Cheek into the great Cantbus dividing the lower Lid of the Eye, and was 
paiſing between the Glandula lacrymalis and the Eye; it had alſo (pred 
cath into. that Noftrill, and had pafſed its Matter through; and in 
truth the caſe was moſt deplorable; for whatever theſe Ulcers may bear of 
ſharp Medicaments in another Part, here they would not : and poſſibly this 
was exaſperated by ſuch in the Country amongſt thoſe buſy-bodics. I endea- 
voured to recover it by Lenients powerfully drying without acrimony, ſuch 
as I had formerly uſed in the like caſe, and waſh'd the Ulcer with a Solu- 
tion of a Salt drawn off from the flowers of Antimony in ag. veronice, Do- 
Qtour Prujeax was again conſulted, and DoQtour Bate, allo Mr. Holier and 
other Chirurgeons. The Phylicians repeated the former courſe, with ſome 
additions, and {weat him, and after that preſcribed him a Diet of Milk, 
which he lived ſtrictly upon a long time, Many Topicks were propoſed by 
us, but they were onely drying Medicaments without acrimony, which a- 
greed well with the Ulcer, and thoſe ſerved onely to palliate it. Whilſt I 
attended it, the Ulcer (pred it (elf under that Eye, tretting off the Muſcles (o 
that the Eye was drawn by the contrary Muſcles to the externall Cantbus, 
and diſtorted fo as it was caſy to ſee the Optick Nerve, 1 was not _ to 
erve 
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ſerve him. He lived under Palliation till within this twelvemonth. The 
Humour afterwards affectcd the other fide : what progreſs it made there I can- 

not tell. 

A Gentleman of about forty years of age, of a ſanguine Complexion and ».obſervar. 
Plethorick, came to me with an Herpes exedens affeQting the Eye-lids. It of an Herpes 
had been of ſome years growth :* it began on 'the middle of the upper Eye- dens. 
lid near the Cilia or edge in a (mall Puſtule, [as it is deſcribed in the Chapter 
of thoſe Tumours,) and in continuance ſpred along the edge to the externall 
Canthnus, where it cat deeper into the Skin, and by eroſion cauſed an Ulcer of a 
round hgure the breadth of a Silver-peny, cating into that corner of the Mem- 
brana conjunciiva, and thence the length of the lower Eye-lid, conſuming it 
downwards,leaving the neighbouring Parts ſcirrhous.Its Erofion in theſe Parts 
was increaſed by the continual Fluxion from the inflamed Eye : for the upper 
Lid where the Herpes firſt aroſe was not ſo much concerned, the original Herpes 
lying there not unlike a bhordeolum. Upon view of this Ulcer I defired a Conful- 
tation,and to that purpoſe DoQour Tho. Cox and Mr. Hollier met me. Collyria 
of a refrigerant and cxficcant quality were preſcribed, Venzfc&ion in the Arm, 
Purging with decodt. epithymi, &c. and the ſecond day after the external Jugu-+ 
lar was opened, and about ten ounces of bloud was taken: Fontanells were 
alſo made inter Scapulas, &c. a Seton was allo adviſed. The Patient thus fit- 
ted took a Journey upon extraordinary occaſions into the Country. About a 
month after he returned, and put himſelt again into my hands. I treated 
the Ulcer with Epuloticks of various forts-and forms, applied Frontalls to 
intercept the deſcent of Humours, ' purged him with Calomel. cum rhabar- 
baro, preſcribed Vulneraries in a decoti. ſarſe, lign, lentiſcini. &c. with Bal- 
ſamicks to contemperate the acrimony of the Humours. This method not 
ſucceeding, we conſulted a Phyſician,whdo preſcribed cooling Juleps of diftil'd 
Milks, &c. But he growing hereby indiſpoſed in his Stqmack, and the Ulcer 
Taging, he returned to his former Preſcriptions; and by the taking Bezoard. 
mineral, thoſe days he intermitted Purging, and by the application of #nguent. 
calaminar, he was reſtored to betterhealth, and the Ulcer moreſedate: upon 
which he ſupplied himſelf with ſome of theiſame internall and externall Reme- 
dics, and retired into the neighbouring Country. About fix weeks after he 
thewed himſelt co me. The Ulcer in and near the externall Canthxs was al- 
molt cicatrized, and the other Parts well diſpoſed. He then recruited himſelf 
with more of the ſame Medicaments, fince when I have not ſeen himz but hear 
it increa(cd in the Country, and he hath almot loſt the fight of that Eye. 
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Cuae, XL 
Of Ulcers with Varices. 


WE: have already treated of Varix as it affects the Thigh, Leg, &c. and 
have there ſhewed you that it is a Dilatation of the Veins with groſs 
Bloud : we alſo have there delivered the Cauſe and Signs,and how it differs,as 
dilating ſome one Vein,or all the branches of that Vein to the very Capillaries 
and ſo the Varix may lie deep between the Muſcles and Skin, or more ſuper- 
ficially. TI havealfo there ſhewed the advantage and diſadvantage that may 
happen in repreſſing them. It remaineth now that I ſay ſomewhat of them as 
they are ulcerated by the acrimony of the Humour, or by ſome accident of 
Bruiſe, Wound, &c, whereby they become paintull, inflame, and {well the 
Member. 

The Cure of theſe Ulcers with Varix are real, or palliative. The Realor 
perfe&t Cure propoſed by the Ancients I have delivered to you in the Chapter 
of a Simple Varix: it is by making an Incifion in the Skin, and taking up the 
Vein,and tying it, &c. But this way hath not been admitted (tomy know- 
ledge) among(t us 3 nor have Joften ſen that a Varicous Ulcer could be cured 
by cutting off the branch leading to the Ukcer, there being commonly more 
Veins concerned in it. ; 

The Palliative Cure conſiſts in drefſing the Ulcer with Digeſtives and De- 
texfives, according as,the Ulcer is fanious or ſordid, and the while by good 
Bandage or a laced Stocking to repreſs the Humours impacted irr the Part ; by 
which Bandage the Lips of the Ulcer are diſpoſed to cicatrize with the Ulcer, 
I call this method, Palliative, for that it commonly laſts no longer then the 
laced Stocking is worn. In the Cure of theſe Ulcers, it there be Plethora, ic 
may be neceflary; that, the Body be purged, and a Vein opened. 


Woman of a full Body,aged 54 years, was grievouſly pained with an Ul- 
ceration on her right Leg. Severall Medicaments had been incfleQtually 
applied. I being conlulced ſaw the Uiceration large, and the Capillary Veins 
lie dilated ſuperhcially in the Skinz from whence I judged the Ulceration to 
ariſe, The Leg was much {welled, and ſomewhat inflamed. I dreſt the UI- 
ceration with wngzent, tutie Vigon. applied over it a mixture of unguent. nutri- 
tum and populeon, rowled it up with Compreſs and Bandage, and beſpake a 
laced Stocking againlt the next days which being then laced on,and the tormer 
method of Drethng repcatcd, the pain ceaſed from that day, and, the Humours 
being repreſſed by virtue of the Bandage, the Ulceration cicatrized in ten or 
twelve days. 

In the year 1654. I was ſent for to an Inhabitant of this City, who com- 
plained of his ſoar Legs, and that his Chirurgeon who uſed daily to dreſsthem 
was lately dead : he delired me T would fupply his place, and according- 
ly he would allow me the ſame Salary. I unrowled his Legs, and ſaw the 
Ulcers lying in the Skin in (everall places amongſt the Varices without Inflam- 
mation or Swelling ; but towards night they ſwelled, and were paintull. I ac- 
quainted him with the nature of his Diſcaſe, and propoſed the Cure by laccd 
Stockings. I dreſſed the Ulcers with unguent. diapompbol. and rowled them up. 
Within a day or two his Stockings were brought him, and attcr 1 had drefled 

his 
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his Legs they were put on,with Compreſs under them upon the Ulcers, There 
were allo pieces of Vellum laid between to defend them from the wrinkles of 
the Stockings. By the wearing of theſe the Humurs were reſtrained, andthe 
Ulcers diſpoſed well to cure. I made him a Fontanell in each Leg,and left him 
ſome Epuloticks to finiſh it, which they effected in few days. The Ifſues 
he continued to good purpoſe, for he is alive to thisday. 


A Nobleman of Scotland, of morethen ſeventy years of age, being diſcaſed 3. Obſervat: 
here in Town with a large varicous Ulcer in the infide of his left Leg, was fa vaticous 
commended to my hands by Sir Fr. Przjean. The Ulcer reached frotn the Gar« Ulcer, 


tering to _ of the leg deep amongſt the Fleſhy partsz it was crude 
and undigeſted, I dreſſed it with wngnent, bafilicon and Precipitate , applicd 
wnguent, tutie (pred as an Emplaſter with a Comprets wrung out of Oxycrate, 
ws. with good Bandage rowled it up from the Foot to the Knee, The next 
day I fomented it with a DecoGtion of flor. roſ. rabr. bace. myrtill, balanſt, nuc. 
cxpreſſ. in Wine and Water 3 then dipt the Pledgits ſpred wich baſilicon in Pre« 
cipitate, and applied zngxent.. tutie as before, with Compreſs and Bandage: 
The third day I opened it again, and dreſſed it as before. The fourth day after, 
finding the Ulcer well deterged, I dreſſed it with wnguent. boſilicon mixed with 
 Precipitate and after I had digeſted it,put on a laced Stocking 3 then jncarned 

with this, R: aloes & thuris an. 3j. aſſe fatid, Jj(3, mellis deſpumati 4xj, Miſc. & 
fiat Unguentum.I afterward added a third part of wnguent. e plumbo tg one part 
of this Sarcotick, and by the help of the Vitriol-ſtone, and Pledgits dipt in a 
ſiptick Wine,cicatrized the Ulcer. Mr, Pearce was his Lordſhip's Apothecary. 


One having been troubled with a ſoar Breaſt about a year after Child-bed, 4. Obſervat. 
it growing more ſwelled and ulcerated, ſhe ſent for me. Ir was hard, with- of a Varix in 
out Inflammation or diſcolouring in the Skin,and diſcharged a well-concocted lie right 
Matter out of the Nipple and ſome {mall Openings near it. I wondred what freak, 


ſhould be the reaſon it did not cure. Atlalt, in handling the Breaſt, I felt 4 
Varix lying under the Skin: it felt like Network. I drefſed the Ulcer ſome- 
times with #»guent, baſilicon, and others with anguent. txtie, applicd Emplaſtr. 8 
bolo over the Breaſt, with Bandage to ſupport it, and adviſed the wearing of 
fine Tow ſprinkled with Ceruſe under that Axilla; by which method it was 
afterwards curcd in a month's ſpace or thereabouts, 


The laſt year, while I was putting theſe Obſervations of Ulcers with YVarices , (1, 
together,a poor Woman was brought to me out of theCountry,ſuſpectcd to have of a varicous 
the King's Evill in one of her Legs. The Swelling was great,and the Ulcer large Ulcer with 
and ſordid. In handling of it, I felt the Veins dilated under the Skin in the 8&*<at tume- 


Fleſhy parts of the Leg from the Gartering to the Ancle, by which it was evi- 
dent that the Ulcer was varicous z upon which account I undertook it gratis, 
and commended her to own of my Servants to cure,with direions to keep her 
Chamber,and that he ſhould the while toment and dreſs her Leg after the ſame 
tnethod ſet down in the former Obſervations, and by Bandage diſpoſe it for 
a laced Stocking, Accordingly he fomented the Leg, drefſed the Ulcers with 
Deterſives, and with Compreſs and Bandage rowled it moderately ſtreight 
from the Foot to the Gartering, After he had thus rarched the pituitous Hu- 
mours which were impacted in the Part, and deterg'd the Ulcer, he laced on 
a ſtreight Stocking, with a Compreſs upon the Ulcer, by which the bloud was 
ſtreightned inits paſſage, and the Humours repreſi, alſo the Lips of the Ulcer 
were brought even and cicatrized in few weeks without Purging or Bleeding, 
and this prodigious ſwelled Leg was reduced to its naturall ftate. Thus may the 
greateſt Swelling accompanying varicous Ulcers be removed, and the Ulcers 
palliatcd, if not cured : forit is confeſſed that they return again for the moſt 
part upon the diſcontinuing the laced 3s 
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Cuaavp. XII. 
Of Sinuous Ulcers. 


Itherto I have treated of Ulcers which take their names from the Humours 
which affe@ them : I ſhall now diſcourſe of that Ulcer which derives 
its name from its hollowneſs, and is called a Sinwons Vleer, 

Sennertns places the Chapter of Sinus next to that of a Phlegmon : and' 
indeed they frequently ariſe from ſuch, eſpecially where the Orihce hath not 
been ſufficiently large to diſcharge the Matter: nay, in ſome great Abſceſſes, 
where the Cavity hath been very large, there, though the Aperture be great, yer 
for want of good Compreſſion, and diſpoſition in the Humours, the Skin unites 
ſouncqually with the-Fleſh underneath, that it maketh ſeverall Sinus's, and 
doth as it were cxniculos agere, make Coney-burrows. Sometimes Abſceſſes 
do ariſe from within, viz. from the Lungs,&c. and paſs their Matter externally 
under the Arm-pits, or through the Back, Breaſt,or Sides or from other Viſce- 
r4 in the lower Venter, and raiſe Abſceſſes amongſt the external Muſcles of the 
Abdomen, &c. Of which I ſhall give you ſome Inſtances, having already occa- 
ſionally treated of the other ſort in a Treatiſe of Gun-ſhot, 

The Antecedent Cauſe may be ill Diet, &c. whereby the Humours exceed 
in quantity, 'or evill quality, and being too long retained in the Abſceſſe, get 
a corroſive diſpoſition, and render the Ulcer ſinuous. 

Theſe Ulcers differ from one another,as they are cither ſtraight, or crooked ; 
deep, or lying onely under the Skin 3 or have one or more Sinws's. They may 
be diſtinguiſhed from a Fiftuls,in that the latter is callous, which theſe are nor, 
unleſs it be in the very Orihice. 

The Signs of Sinuous Ulcers may be taken from the preceding Cauſes, whe- 
ther it be a tranſlation of Matter from within outward, or from Phlegmon, or 
other Abſceſs, Wound, &c. - The Sinus may alſo he judged by the ſearch of 
a Probeor Wax-candle, The quantity of Matter will alſo ſhew the large- 
neſs of it. : 

Sinuous Ulcers of long continuance are of difficult Cure , by reaſon of the 
weaknels of the native Heat in the Part, which rendreth it incapable of affimi- 
lating its proper aliment, and ſubje& to the receiving ſuperfluous Humours, 

Alſo if the Sinws run under the Joint, Nerves or Tendons, where it may not 
be ſafely laid open, the Cure is more hard to obtain. 

If the Sinus proceed from a tranſlation of Matter from within the body, 
you cannot hope to cure it till the diſeaſed Viſcera be healed, during which the 
Patient is in great danger of a Maraſmus ; but if the ſinuous Ulcer diſcharge 
little Matter, and that well digeſted, and be in a place where it may ſafely be 
kept open, the Cure is hopefull. 

In the Czre of theſe Ulcers Authours have propoſed four Intentions, The 
firſt conſiſts in a regulation of Diet and the other Non-naturalls, accordingly 
as it hath been ſet down in the general Diſcourſe in this Treatiſe. 

Secondly, that the Humours be evacuated and contemperated. If there be 
Plethora,the Evacuation will be neceſſary by Purging and Venzſe@ion. The 
contemperating of the Humours may be by Traumatick decoGtions and other 
Balſamicks, as all along hath been propoſed. 

The third is cffected in prohibiting the Humours to flow into the Ulcer, and 
that

_. The fourth Intention concerns more immediately the Cure of the Ulcers}, 


232. by the removing of thoſe accidents of pain, inflammation, tumour. wirhs 
out which there is no hope of Cure. In order to this work, yori muſt conſider 
the Sinus, how the Matter may be beſt diſcharged. It the Orifice be inthe 
declining part, inlarge that : but if the Sinus run beneath downward; your 
beſt way will be to open that inthe declining” and loweſt partby Knife or Cau- 


ſtick; ſo ſhall the Sinuous Ulcer above be diſpoſed to cure: | But if the Sings 


do run under confiderable Veſſells, or be in ſuch a place where-you' cannot ſafe- 
ly lay it open, you ought then to inlarge the Oritice, and put the Meinber'in 
ſuch a poſition as may diſpoſe the, Matter to flow forth, and-by Compreſs and: 
Bandage contribute your endeavours thereto. ' Having thus:made'way for &ho 
diſcharge of Matter, you are then to deterge the Ulcer with'Medicaments'pro- 
portioned to the impurity of it. The moſt uſual are, wnguens. r, mand, 
Paracelſ. & ex apio : to which may be added Mere. precipitat.&c. If there be a he 
ceſſity of Inje&ions,you may with a Syringe caſt in ſome of theſe. following Li- 
quours 3 but do:not ſtop the Oritice the while, for thereby you will dilate the 
Sinus. The milder.may be, a deeod. bordei, cum ſyr. de roi ficezmell; magiſt. noft.. 
Or.R ſummitat. centaur. min. agrimon. equiſetz, pimpinelle,an, Mj. rad. ariſftoloch; 
rot. rad. iridis an. Jij. myrrhe, ſarcocolle, an, 3 ti). cog. in aq. font. tij. colat. adde 
ſpir. vini Fiiij. mel, A g- J- Other of this. fort you may ſee in; the Chap- 
tex of Sinuous Ulcers in Gun-ſot Wounds, If the. Ulcer ratiſe from ſome 
Abſce(s within the body, it will not be ſafe to uſe InjeRions, till you can ſatis- 
fie your {elf how they will come out again. Therefore in ſuch caſes you muſt 
con{ider, as above ſaid, how you may givea vent to the Matter ; for while that 
is retained, there is.nohope of deterſion. But that being 'conveniently made, 
you may kcep it open by Canuula, or with a Pea threaded, as a Fontanell, 
till Nature ſhall be diſpoſed by the Phyſician's help to heal the internal Viſcers,' 
and then the externall Ulcer will heal of, it felt under the Pea, .if you leave it 
not timely out. 

During the Cure of all theſe Ulcers,you ought to uſe Fomentations diſcutient 
and drying proportionably as the caſe requireth 3 viz. of ſummitat, abſmnth, ma- 
jorane, byperici, betonice, flor. cham. roſ. rubr. balauft. bace, myrtill, nuc. cu- 
preſſ, &c.in Wine and Water, with the addition of Brandie. 
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A Marricd Woman aged thirty four years,. having layn agreat while lame 1.Obſervar. 


with a pain inher right Leg, ſuppoſed a Rheumatiſmws,; after frequent 
bleeding, purging,&c. it ſwelled on the outſide from the Gartering tothe Heel, 
and diſcharged its Matter near-the Ancle. Some neigbouring Chirurgeon an 
Apothecary were imployed, who dreſſed it and preſcribed her Phyſick accor- 
dingly, and after ſome time permitted the Ulcer to cloſe, endeavouring to pers: 
{wade her ſhe was cured. But it ſwelling ſoon after with Inflammation, I was ſent 
for, and ſaw the Ulcernear cloſed : but the quantity and ill quakty of the Mat- 
eer ſhewed it tinuous; and upon ſearch I diſcovered it fo to the very Gartering, 
alſo a Sinus running down towards the Heel. I dilated the Orifice with Gen- 
tian roots, applied a Caulſtick about an inch and a halt in length upon the $i- 
2115 above, and gave vent to the Matter,dreiling it up with Lenients,as »nguens. 
baſilicon cum ol. roſ, and after the fomenting it, applied cerat. Galeni with Com- 
preſs and Bandage, ſuppoſing the Matter would be intercepted, and the $i-- 
3's beneath thereby diſpoſed to cure. But after ſeparation of this Eſcar, 
the Ulcer appeared hollow under the lips ; and the Matter flowing from the 
remaining $7#«s above, put me upon a neceflity of laying that open by a Snip 
Dd 2 with 
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with a pair of Sciffors: and after all my endeavours, was glad to lay open the 
lowermoſt Sinus, from the Ancle downwards, before I could diſpoſe it to cure. 
The ſeveral Cavities being laid open, I drefled them with Digeſtives, Deter- 
fives and Epuleticks, accordingly as they required, then cheriſbed the na- 
tive Heat in the Member by good Fomentations, as above in the method of 
Cure is ſet down; and by Intercipients and Bandage reſtrained the influx-of 
Humours. EN | 

To adde to this poor Woman's miſery, ſhe had a Fontanell formerly made 
upon the Tendon of the Biceps, which had cauſed a contraQtion of her Arm, 
and a hard Tumour on the inſide of the Radius, with great pain and convulſion 
in her Hand and Fi This very pain kept her watching day and night,ex- 
ceedingly exhauſted her ſpirits,and put ſucha Ferment in her bloud,as it ſeemed 
tome difficult to cure her Leg whilſt this diſturbance continued on her. Where« 
fore I began with the Embrocation of the Arm, and ſo downwards, with this ; 
R: nnguent, nervin. Filj, ol.lumbric, Fi). ol, vulpin.3j. ol.origani, lavend. ana q.ſ. 
Miſe. and applied over the Tumour on her Wriſt a mixture of Emplaff. diachit, 
cum gummi & de mucilag, I allo preſcribed her an Infuſion of Sexa, &c. with 
Manna and ſyr. de pomis purgant. and that night one grain of laud. i» conf. an- 
#hos, & ſyr. &, garyopbyll. and a cordial! Julep of ag.ceraſor. nigror, tilie, lil, con- 
yall, cinnamomi, confett. Alkerm. & ſyr. 6 ſuce. city. of which ſhe drank frequent- 
ly. She was alſo purged oncea week with Celomel. and at other times took An- 
zimon, diaphoret. &c. Thus I reſolved the Tumour in her Wriſt, and the con- 
traction of her Arm,and reſtored the uſe of her Hand : during which the Ulcers 
in her Leg digeſted, incarned and cicatrized, according to the method pre- 
ſcribed in the general! Chapter of Ulcers, Her Leg being extreamly ema- 
ciated and weak, I adviſed the bathing it with Fleſh-broth wherein had 
been decocted emollient Herbs ; by which it afterwards grew fo full, that I 
was neceſſitated to put her on a laced Stocking 3 and thereby the ſwelling was 
reſtrained , and ſhe recovered ſtrength to walk on it very well. 

A Maid-ſervant,aged twenty fix years, had a ſmall Phlegmon on a part of her 


of a Sinuous right Breaſt tending to Suppuration. I, ſuppoſing it ſimply {uch, confidently 
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undertook the Cure ; and having ſuppurated it by the application of xngzent. 
bafilicon,open'd it by Cauſtick,and diſcharged a purulent Matter; which increa- 
{ing daily with diminution of che Inflammation and Tumour,[ made a fcarch 
with a Probe, and penetrated into the cavity of the Thorax. I then diſcour- 
ſing with her, informed my ſelf that ſhe had been long diſeaſed with a Cough 
and frequent Shortneſs of breath, I was much aſhamed of my confident under- 
taking it. The rarity of the caſe deceived me,and as many as afterwards ſaw it, 


every one judging the Ulcer ſimple. But its penetrating (as I ſaid) ſhewed 


the Cure difficult, and the work of time. Therefore I fitted it with a Cannula, 
which I retained with a ſnip of Plaiſter, and applied a thin piece of Sponge 
preſt out of Wine upon it, with Compreſs and Bandage over it, direQing 
the dreſling it twice aday. After I had thus healed up the reſt of the Utcer , 
left mas Cannula, put ina Pea, and kept it as a Fontanell, till Nature 
ſhould diſpoſe the Viſcers within to a better condition. But ſhe, growing 
heRicall, removed into the Country with internal Preſcriptions and direQions 
to dreſs her (elf z where I ſuppoſe ſhe is fincerecovered of her Fever. 

+ Some while ſince I was accidentally conſulted in the Country by a Chirur- 
geon there about an rn Breaſt, the biggeſt I ever ſaw. The Paticnt was 
a Woman of about forty years old : ſhe had a Cough, and was oppreſt with 
Difficulty of breathing. The Chirurgeon opened her Breaſt in the declining 


| part, and diſcharged a proportionable quantity of fortid Matter. She was 


ſomewhat relieved by it ; but it penetrated into the Thorax, and the large dif- 
charge of Matter ſoon waſtcd her, A

A Man of about forty years of age labouring under a Feverjn the Countyy, 
it terminated in-ſome Abſceſs within the Breaſt,and paſſcd its Matter at laſt into 
the rightAxille,raiſing a large Abſceſs there, which, being left to-Nature,made its 
way through the Skin 3 but not having Opening ſufficient nor timely, the Mat- 
ter invaded the interſtitia of the Muſcles, and pred it (clt over all the Breaſt and 
Side, and did not diſcharge it ſelf outwardly otherwiſe then as it overflowed ; 
by which means the Abſceſs became very large; and the quantity of Matcer 
had wel-nigh exhauſted the Patient. It was my chance tocome into that Cour 
try, and being dclired togive him a viſit, and ſeeing the caule ot it, I preſeut- 
ly made a long Incifion in the lower part of his Brealt, and gaye vent to the 
Matter; and atterwards made another Opening from the Ulcer in the Axills 
downwards, where the Matter was fireightned ,by a hard Calls. In other 
parts, where the Matter was alſo contained, and could not bediſcharged by 
the former Openings, I applied Cauſticks, and the next day divided the Eſcars, 
thereby giving way to the remaining Cavities to empty themſeyes. This being, 
done.1 left Medicaments and direQions for the dreſſing the) : viz. wnguent ba- 
filicon tor Digeſtion ; mundificat.Paracelſi, Merc.precipitat.: and Vitriol-ttone for 
Deterfion 3 #xgnent, ſarcotic. to incarnz and wnguent. txtie & deſiccativaent 
rabr, for the cicatrizing the Ulcer. For whatever people pretend of Cure by 
InjeQions, the way is flow and hazardous, they often rtudring theſe Ulcers 
more ſinuous,and being of uſe onely where the Ulcer may not be opened by rea- 
ſon of the contiderablene(s of the place. Here in this caſe, after the Matter 
had free vent, the Ulcer cured moſt calily. 


A Daughter of a ſubſtantial Citizen laboured under an Abſceſs in the Region 6. Obſervar. 
of her left Kidney, and was long treated by a bold Empirick, who promiſed non 
Curc : but after all. his endeavours, the Child Janguiſhing under the Ulcer, cede 


ſometimes by reaſon of the great diſcharge of Matter by Urine, and othertimes 1c Kidney. 


through the ſuppreſſion of it, great pains were ſiirred up within the Body, and 
vutwardly in the Abſceſs. I, being conſulted, obſerved that the externall Ab» 
{ceſs rook its originall from the Ulcer within the Kidney, and required other

ney,and felt the fide of the laſt ſhort Rib bared by the Matter inits paſſing out; 
I dreſſed the Ulcer with mundif. ex apio, and healed up the remaining Sinxr's 
above and below to the very Aperture. - While I was doing this work, Dr, 
Barwick, was conſulted to help us in the Cure by Internalls, who preſcribed a 
Traumatick deco&ion of Sarſa, &c. with the more temperate Plants, and 
Balfamick pills to contemperate the Humours. During my: diſpoſing of. this | 
Ulcer to retain a Cannula, the Matter diſcharged by Urine ingreat quantity, 
-and the Patient was as ſoarly afflied,and had the ſame Symptome that vthers 
have who are diſeaſed with Ulcers or Stones in the Kidney 3. but after vent was 
given by a ſhort Cannula of Lead, ſhe recovered. Having continued the uſe of 
the Cannula ſome months, 1 removed it, and kept a Pea juft in the Opening, 
and by red Sparadtope and Compreſs retained it on 3 then left her to her Mo- 
ther to dreſs , and onely called ſome times when they gave me notice of their 
wants. Aﬀeera year or thereabout that ſhe had kept this Fontanell open , 
the internall pains and diſcharge of Impurities ceaſed , ' and ſhe grew more 
fleſhy and ftrong. She went alſo daily to a neighbouring School, where ſhe 
was exerciſed in Dancing,&c. After the ſpace of two years or thereabout, the 
+ Ulcer ſeeming not to matter more then might be expected from a ſmall Fon- 
tanell, the Mother caſt out the Pea, and permitted it to heal up. But being 
ſoon alarm'd by the old Accidents which returned upon the Child, ſhe (cnt for 
me. I opened it again, and left them to keep it ſo. Dr. Barwick, was alſo again 
conſulted, who repeated the former method with ſome little alteration. The 
Ulcer was afterward kept open near three years, during which ſhe repeated her 
courſe of Phyſick Spring and Fall,and was frequently brought to me. At length 
I ſeeing her well grown and of a fleſhy and healthy Complexion , and the 
Fontanell in a manner dried up, I adviſed them tothrow out the Pea, it being 
of no uſe. They did ſo: from which time the Patient hath continued firong 
and well, andis fince married. 
9.®bſervat. © A young Gentleman of about ten or eleven years of age was afflicted with a 
of a Sinuous Sinuous ulcer on his right ſide of the Spine, It had taken its originall from a 
Oar pete” tranſlation of Matter ariſing from within his body whilſt he lay fick of a Fever 
right Side, in the Country.It came at length to maturation,and was let out by a neighbou- 
ring Chirurgeon : but it proving difficult of Cure,he was brought to Town. He 
was hedick, and diſeaſed with a Cough and Shortneſs of breath, the Abſceſs 
mattering much, but eſpecially when he bowed his body downward, or lay 
in his bed upon the contrary Side; alſo in lying upon his Belly the Matterran 
forth ſome ſpoontfulls, and upon holding his breath it blubbered forth, which 
ſhewed it came from within. Yet, for that ſometimes upon preſſing with our 
hands upon the Muſcles of that fide the Spine, there diſcharged Matter, we 
were apt tothink it lay originally between the Muſcles of that place. Doctour 
Micklethwait was conſulted,and entertained their Phylician, and was often pre- 
ſent at the dreſſing the Patient. The Apertion was ſmall, and obſtructed by 8 
. Calls and luxurious fleſh within the Ulcer , whereby neither the Probe nor 
Wax-candle could make any conſiderable way. We were fatished that there 
were: more Sinzs*s then that tranſverſe the Back, yet by the ſearch of a Probe 
we could make no diſcovery : but about three days after a redneſs in the Skin 
ſhewed us a Sinws lying near the Or ilioy of about two inches long, the Skin 
ſceming thin, -I opened it with a mild Cauſtick,ard having divided the Eſcar, 
I paſſed 
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I paſſed in a Probe from thence towards the Spine: but that not ſatisfying me, 
I applied a Cauſtick upon the old Orifice, and another lower, whence I had 
preſſed out Matter. Then dividing them, I fhlld them with Prezcipitate; and by 
rubbing into thoſe Eſcars afterwards with the Cauſtick-ſftoneI penetrated into 
the Sinus*s. One df theſe diſcharged the Matter which flowed that way ; and 
the other ſerved our purpoſe to diſcover the Sinws penetrating under the upper. 
moſt falſe Rib towards the Breaſt 3 which I dilated, and by deterfion enlarged 
the paſſage, then fitted the Ulcer with a Cannula of Lead, with an Emplaſter, 
Compreſs and Bandage over it, by which the Matter diſcharged very well, and 
the Patient was relieved in his Cough,and recovered his appetite. The other 
Apertures, having emptied the externall Sinzs's , were deterged and cured. 
Atter the uſe of the Caunnla ſome days , perceiving looſe Fleſh to ariſe inthe 
Ulcer, which hindred the diſcharge of Matter, and that the aQtiveneſs of our 
Patient cauſed the Cannula frequently to ſtart out of the Sixxs, and ſometimes 
fit uneaſy, I left it out altogether,and put in a large Pea,with a Thread in it to 
pull it out at pleaſure, By this, with application of the common Sparadrope 
tor Iſſues, this Ulcer was as a Fontanell kept open, and the Matter plentifully 
diſcharged thereby 3 his Habit of body was alſo by the Phyfician's preſcrip- 
tions of Vulnerary decodtions and Balſamicks, with lenient Purgatives, fo well 
reliored, that he returned into the Country with his Parents. Some while 
aftex coming, again to London with them, I gave him a viſit, and found him 
tat and well recovered. I did not ce the Ulcer, but was aſſured from himſelf 
and his Servants, that it was kept open with much eaſe, and that it mattered 
but little. I adviſed then the keeping it ſo while any Matter flowed to the 
Part : which they did, and thereby cured him, 
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ARIX in generall hath been handled in one of the foregoing Treatiſes. 
But becauſe there is one ſort of Varices more important then the reſt, 


I mean the varicous Swellings of the vene hemorrboidales, I thought 
it convenient to diſcourſe of them particularly by themſelves. Theſe hap 
very often both in men and women, ſo as ſometimes to break and void bloud ; 
other- times onely to ſwell and diſtend, But the conſequences of theſe are 
great,both asto the duration and intenſeneſs of the pain, and allo as to the Tu- 
mours and Ulcers that ariſe from them. Theſe Tumours are ſometimes phleg- 
monous, ſometimes ſcirrhous, ſometimes cancerous3 many times they are ul 
cerous and fiſtulous. 

I ſhall therefore take occaſion from that Chapter of Varix, to adde in 
this place an intire Diſcourſe of the Hemorrboids, together with all the Diſca- 
(cs that are of the ſame kindred and family with them :; in which if I ſwarve 
from that accuracy of method which Learned men may expe@ in the diſpoſi- 
tion of the Parts of this Book, I hope the young Chirurgeon will at leaſt 
think that fault ſufficiently recompenſed by having all the troubleſome Diſeaſes 
of that Part broughtat once into one view. 

The perſpicuity of this Diſcourſe will depend much upon a true notion of 
the conſtitution of the Anxzs,or uttermoſt Exit of the Inteſtinum refium.In which 
place it is bound about with a SphinQer-Muſcle , the contraQtion of which 
ſhuts it (0, as to detain within the Guts whatever Excrements fall down thi- 
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ther, till ſuch time as Nature, being ſtimulated either by the fulneſs or provo- 
cation of matter, doth voluntarily relax it, and by the help of ſeveral pairs of 
Muſcles dilate it, to make way for the diſcharge. All theſe things put toge- 
"ther make up that organicall Part which we call the Anus in a compound ſenſe; 
though in a tri fignification it denote onely the extremity of the Inteſtinum 
reium,to which all theſe things belong,angdfor-the matiep of which they are all 
deſigned. . Theſe Muſcles, and eſpecially the Inteſtinum# refium it ſelf; are fed 
by ſeverall Arteries. As, firſt, the Arterja meſenterica inferior, which; being 
almoſt wholly deſigned for the Inteſtinum refixm, dotl; ſpread branches all over 
it copiouſly and very particularly to that end which we call the Anus : and,ſe- 
condly; the Arteria bypogaſtrica doth ſend branches to the Anus, but chiefly to 
the Muſcles —— to it, Theſe Arteries bringing Bloud hither, have pro- 
portionable Veins deitined for its return; one of which is the hemorrhoidaly ex- 
zerna, uſyally ſo calledy-whigh is a branchot the Hypogalirick vain, and cor- 
reſponds with its cognaminall Artery, The other indeed moſt important Veſ- 
ſel is the hemorrboidalis interna, which receiving the Bloud from all the parts of 
the refum, and eſpecially about the Anus, unites into a ſlender Trunk, which 
paſſing along the Gut by degrees creeps into the Meſentery, and uſually inſerts 
it ſelt up between the Meſentericall branches of the Porta, ſometimes into 
the right, ſometimes into the left, and ſometimes into the Trunk of the Porta, 
More rarely it forſakes this courſe, and is inſerted into the Splenick branch, 
ſometimes without, and ſometimes within the Spleen. This laſt caſe hap- 
pens but ſeldome: yet ſurely it happened to thoſe that firſt conjectured this 
Vein to be the Evacuatour of the melancholick Humours of the Spleen. How 
elſe ſhould they gueſs that a Veſſell ſo viſibly inſerted either into the Trunk of 
Porta, or at leaſt into the Meſenterick branches, ſhould derive Humours rather 
from the Spleen then the Liver ? 

But fince the doQtrine of the Circulation hath quite taken away the founda- 
tions of this Hypotheſis,we are of late taught clear a new Leſſon,viz, That che 
Bloud deſcends hither onely by the Arteries, chiefly by the meſenterica inferior, 
by which being caſt into the middle and inward Coats of the Gut, it is carricd 
back by the Vein aforeſaid. Now if any manask me the reaſon of theftegiient 
Tumontrs and Apertions of this Vein, I ſhall give him this account. * Firſt, 
that it is ſet in a depending Part z which reaſon is common to it and the Legs, 
both of which are more ſubje to Varices then other parts of the Body. Se- 
condly, that the L;egs and all muſculous parts of the Body, when they receive 
Bloud into them, S contra&t themſelves more vigorouſly tor the expulſion 
thereof, and promoting of its aſcent, then the Gut, which is a more lax part, 
and contraQs with leſs force at all times, ſave when Nature aims at an expul- 
fion; in which caſe thetendency of Nature is downwards, quite contrary to 
that of the motion of the Bloud, and rather hinders the return then furthers it, 
binding up the Bloud in its own Veſſells. Thirdly, the Veins hereabout are in 
themſelves ſo very ſmall that they have no Valves, ſo that Bloud being detai- 
ned in them, is not ſo eaſily carried up or hindred from reltagnation, as where 
Valves are frequent. Fourthly, the place is ſo often moiltned by the frequent 
aflux of Humours,that it is very forward to increaſe the naturall Laxity of the 
Part, to dilate the Veſſells, and to provoke an afflux of Humours 3 by virtue 
of which ſometimes ſpongie Fleſh is thruſt out, and ſometimes Tumours of 
other natures generated. Fifthly, that theſe Veſſels being here not onely depen= 
ding, but-alſo cutaneous, ſcattered ina very thin tender Skin, are apter upon 
the impulſe of Bloud to fly open, then where they are bound in by a thick 
ſtrong cover; and for this reaſon the Noſe alſo (if it be ſeafonable to ſpeak of 
it in this place) is apter to blecd then other parts. | 

The 
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The naturall conſtruQtion of the Ann being ſuch as I have deſcribed, the 
preternaturall may eaſily be inquired into. For it by any Fermentation or 
Ebullition of the Bloud any ſharpneſs ſo affe& it as to cauſe a ſtagnation in 
this place, preſently the Veins, being not ſuthcient tor the diſcharge, grow 
varicous: and it the Humour by its ſharpneſs.or thinne(s, or both, ſumu- 
lates Nature, by this means the refzm is always offcring to ſqueeze and con- 
trad it ſelf, and binds up the Vein ſo that the Bloud cannot aſcend, but'is by 
the violenceof the motion/thruſt back again,to the burſting open of the mouths 
of the Veſſell, If the Coats be thick or apt to ſpongine(s, then the. Parts 
ſwell,and either the Veſſels themſelves appear blew and in clulters like Grapes, 
or elſe Fleſh' groweth about them, and makes Ficus,' Condylomata, and Ciiſta's. 
If the Humour be of a ſaline nature,it dries and parches the Skin, and chaps ic g 
from whence comes Rhagades and Fiſſre,things trequent in the Noſe and Lips 
as well as here. 

This Humour is moſt frequently lodged within the verge of the Anus, and 
{o appears to the eye: but it likewiſe very often is lodged on the Muſcles near 
it, where the Farices are hidden, and ſcldome diſcover themſelves, but onely 
an outward Tumour appears which in progreſs often times apoltemates , 
and at laſt ends in a fiſtulous Ulcer ; which Ulccr, according to the duct 
of the Veſſells that feed it , ſometimes penetrates the Gut, and ſometimes 
not. 

I ſhall firſt treat of the Varices themſelves, and the Tumours that are conſe- 
quent to them and then ſhall beg leave of my Reader to tranſlate hither a Di(- 
courſe concerning the Ulcers of theſe Parts: which I ſhould have placed elſe- 
where. 

The Varices bemorrhoidales themſelves will admit of theſe following Dife- 
rences ; which are either efſentiall, or accidentall. 

I.Efſentiall are thoſe that are taken from the Parts themſelves that are tume- 
fed : viz, either the Vein onely ſwells, or ſome adjacent Bodies {well with it, 
or ſome new Body is generated that adheres to it. DE: 

1. When the Vein onely ſwells, then' either it ſwells without bleeding , 
which we call Hemorrboides cecas or blind Hemorrhoids z or, 2. upon {wel- 
ling it opens and bleeds, which we call Hemorrhoides apertas. 

2, When other Parts ſwell with the Vein, other Tumours ariſe, as Phleg- 
mons, Scirrhi, Cancers, &c. all which arc ſeated in the Muſcles of the Anzs, or 
of the adjacent Parts. 

3. When new Bodies are generated , they , according to their figure and 
ſubſtance , are called by ſeveral! names, as Ficus, Condylamata, Warts, Oc. 
which are all of them Excretions upon the Veins ſo {welled. 

II. Accidentall Differences are many : viz. 1.From the place ſo they are in- 
tcrnall,or externall. 2.From the bigneſs 3 great, or ſmall. 3.Number; one, or 
more. 4-Figure; round,as the Hemorrboides cece,or long,as the Ficxs,andWarts, 
or triangular,as the Criſt. 5, Superficies ; equall, or unequall. 6. The bafis 3 
broad, or narrow, &c. 7. The Times 3 periodicall, or uncertain. Many other 
may be reckoned, as mens fancy leads them.

The Internall Cawſes of Hemorrhoids muſt be cither a meer Plethors, ora Ca- Caufes, 


cochymia, A mere Plethors is a rare caſc,and if ever it happens, ſooner affects 
other Parts then this. But a Cacochymia doth produce them ſometimes when 
it is plethorick, and then is commonly periodicall and breaks: or elſe when 
'tis without a Pletbora, the ſharpneſs of the Humour, or weakneſs of the Part, 
or both, do concurr to the produQtion. So according to the variety ofthe de- 
generation of the Humour variety of Tumours do ariſe : concerning which we 


have ſeyerally txeatcd already in their particular Chapters, 
Ee 3 But 
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But they are not Internall Cauſes| onely to which theſe Tamoursowe their 
Originall, they have often Externall Cauſes 3 as- biting of Lecches, pain any 
way cauſed by Blow,Pruiſe, Friction, or PunGture. So a man living near Pic. 
cadill in cating of Plaice ſwallowed aBone,which in paſſing (tuck jn the Inteſti, 
num relium,and ſtirred up pain, ' He adviſed with ſome, who.applicd Lecches, 
whereby-the Fluxion--was increaſed, and made an Abſceſs, which terminated 
in a ſinuous Ulcer. The Patient pulled out the'Bane, and I was called in to 
the ſight of the Ulcer by the Chirurgeon, who was-of my name and relation. 
So likewiſe thereare many inſtances that demonſtrate the Piles to ariſe from 
Chirurgicall Operations and Applications. Likewiſe ſharp Humours paſſing 
near that place from the Guts do by their acrimony provoke the Piles. This 
Humour-may be from internall Cauſes in the Bloud, and yet effects external- 
ly, vis. whilſt pafimg out at the Anus, it makes the fame affections there that a 
ſharp Clyſter would ; or it may be excited by Aloeticall, Scammoniate, or other 
acrimonious Medicines. | 

After all this Diſcourſe it will be needleſs to ſay-much of the Signs. Your 
eye will tell you whether it bea Vein or ſome other Tumour that you ſee z alſo 
whether the Part bleed or not. In other Tumours the Figure will tell you 
which is the Fiens, Morus, Criſta, Condyloma : the laſt of which'is like a round 
penfile Wart with a-narrow neck; if it be flat, it is Ficus 5 it it have a broad 
baſis, it is Criſts z and fo forward ; their names being given trom their reſem- 
blances, Cancer , Phlegmon , Scirrbus, have their Signs taught in their proper 
Chapters. 

Ifthe Hemorrhoids flow ſcaſonably and moderately, they purge the Body of 
feculent groſs Bloud, and thereby free it of many dangerous Diſeaſes, as Pleu- 
rily, Inflammation of the Lungs and Kidneys, Quartane Fevers, &c. and reſtore 
health. 

If they low immoderately, the Patient groweth weak and faint, is ſubje& 
to Cachexia, Dropfies, &*c. So alſo by the inordinate ſupprefſion of them the 
Patient is rendred ſubject to all the forementioned Dilcaſcs. 

From all which it may be concluded, that there is not leſs danger in unſca- 
ſonable ſuppreſſion of the Hemorrhoids , then there is from their too great 
Eyacuation; and that they are not unadviſedly to be provoked,nor yet too ſud- 
denly to be checked. | 

It the Hemorrhoids called cece, or blind Piles, be extream painfull, and not 
timely ſuccoured, there is danger leſt, through the great concourſe of Humours, 
Inflammation, Apoſtemation, &e. do follow. 

Thoſe Hemorrhoids which affe& that part next the Neck of the bladder are 
more vexatious, by reaſon of the conſent they have with itz whence Inflam- 
mation and Strangury may happen. | 

Thoſe Hemorrhoids called verrucales are the worſt ſort 3 the wvales are the 
milder, and the morales have a mediocrity between both. 

In the Crre of the Hemorrboids we ſhall begin with the cece, as well the 
externallas internall: in both which the Patient's Diet ought to be ſuch as hath 
virtue to keep the Body ſoluble; becauſe in theſe Diſeaſes they are generally 
coltive, and by ſtraining to caſe nature do onely excrete a Mucxs ; and if by 
fach excretions they do avoid Excrements, it is with much pain. There- 
fore-Pannado's, Barly-grewells, Oat-meal-caudle's and Broths of Veal, Chic- 
ken, Ge, with- Beets, Spinage, Borage , Bugloſs, Endive, Succory, &c. are 
proper. Their Drink may be a ſmall Ale, Beer, or Wine diluted with Water, 
or Ptiſans. Strong Drinks and Salt or ſharp Meats are hurttull. The Body may 
alſobe kept ſoluble by Clyſters of fat Broths, emollient Deco cons, or of new 
Milk. They may be caſt up with Syringes which have a ſhore thickPipe Taper- 
taſhion, 
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ſhion. Lenicnt Purgatives are alſo of uſe, vis, Eled. diacatbol, lenitiv, dia- 

KN, OCs 

If there be Plethors, or the Hemorrhoids be inflamed, Bleeding in the Arm 
is neceſſary, and in the Leg if you repeatjt. If the Patient hath acculio- 
med to a Flux of the Hemorrhoids, and they are ſuppreſt, then Leeches may 
be applied, that the Bloud may have its diſcharge that way : but unlels in the 
caſes aforeſaid Leeches ought not to be uſed, and then alſo cautiouſly, they ra- 
ther drawing the Humours to the Part, then carrying them off, and fo are 
frequently the cauſe of Piles and all the miſchief that attends them. Therefore 
we take off the Plethora, and make reyulſion by Bleeding in the Arm, before 
we apply them. 

The externall Medicaments proper in the Cure of this Diſeaſe are of di- 
vers kinds, and ought to be proportioned according as they are internall or ex- 
ternall,recent or of long continuance, or according to the pain and cauſe where- 
of they ariſe, 

We ſhall begin with the externall ones, which, whether they be one or more, 
do alway thruſt forth with great pain, and are ſubjeR to Inflammation. In 
which caſe, if you propoſe to refirain the Flux, and dry them up, Rt fol. plan-

In the Cure of the internall Piles the ſame emollient Decoctions and Anodynes 
which have been propoſed in the externall ones may be injected with a Syringe 
to good purpoſe. W 

If the pain proceed from a groſs viſcid- Matter diſtending them, ſuch Mes, 
dicaments ought to be applicd as are moderately heating, and reſolving : vis. 
radic, chelidanima,rad. gladioli, cepeallium, ſquille,&c. Alſo Balſam. ſulph. Ru- 
landii, 

In the Declination of this Diſeaſe you may treate them with Medicaments 
that are powerfully drying : for the Parts diftempered are lax, and, having, 
been much diſtended with that Humour , cannot eafily recover their former 
tone. Therefore we uſe bolus Armen. calx lota , crocus Martis aftring. ſquam. 
ferri, erugo, &c. alone, or mixed with mel commune, axung. poreiin. &c. aqua 
calcis, aluminoſa, ſulphurat. lap. medicamentoſ. &c. When they do not yield to 
ſuch applications but are pendent as #ve,&c.they will be apt to ſwell upon eve- 
ry little diſturbance, therefore in ſuch caſes I frequently cut them off. 

The Aperte or bleeding Hemorrhoids ought not to be ſtopped while they Cure of the 
diſcharge a groſs vitious Bloud, or while the Patient beareth the evacuation —_ _ 
well, and laboureth of ſome Diſeaſe, whereof he may hope to be freed by the Lotion 
blecding of them. In theſe caſes the Hemorrhoids ought to be permitted to vilcs. 
flow freely forth. If they do not, you are to endeavour to make them bleed 
with ſuch Medicaments as have a quality thereto. -The internalls are all thoſe 

which have Alocs, Scammony, Colocynthis, &c. DoQor Read in his Chirur- 
gicall Lectures commends pil. Rufff 3 and a Phyſician in the Country once told 
me, he had cxperimented them with good ſucceſs, and freed himſelfof a He- 
moptoe and Pbthiſis he was falling into, 
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The Ancients have offered unto us divers Medicaments to the ſame pur- 
poſe : viz. the rubbing of the Podex with Fig-leaves 3 alſo the Roots of wild 
Cucumber, Sow-bread, ee. made in the form of a Suppolitory, and pur up. Or, 
Re fellis bovini 5), aloes Zij. aceti acer. Zij. Miſce, & injiciatur. Or, B pulv, cofo- 
eynth. Ziij. amygd. amar. Fj. mellis deſpumati Zij. Miſce , fiat Suppoſttorium. 
Or, Take two ſmall Onions,Garlick four heads, flower of Lupins two cunces, 
Wine-vinegar as much as will make them into a Paſte in the form of Suppo- 
ſitories. It would be of great uſe in the preventing as well as curing of many 
Diſeaſes, if ſuch evacuations could be made when we would : but fo far as I 
could yet ever ſee, outward Medicaments have rather diſturb*d the Parts, then 
moved them to bleed to any purpoſe : yet I ſuppoſe they may provoke them in 
ſach Bodies as have been herctofore ſubject to them, and ſo may be of good 
uſe. 

In others who are extraordinarily ſubje& to the bleeding of the Hemor-

Such arcſyrup.cydonior. portulac.de ſuc- 
co citr, acetoſ, plantag, de roſis ficcis , de rib. myrtillor. &c. mixed with ſome 
of the diſtilled Waters or DecoQtions, ex radic, conſolide : So alſo pulv, biſftorte, 
tormentille, frufi. meſpilor. malicor. acatie, cornu cerv, uſti, bol. Armen. lap. he» 
matit. ſang, dracon. Troch, de terra Lemnis, de ſpodio, de carab. &c, may bc 
mixed with Syrups : viz. Rt boli veri 5j. lap. hematit. 33. poſce 3iij. ſyr, myTr- 
#illor. 3j. Miſc. Or, Rt croc. Martis aftringent.j.conſ.roſ. rub. 'Jj. Miſc. Opiats 
are alſo uſefull in great Fluxes of Bloud, vis. theriaca Veneta, diaſcord, lauda- 
num, &Cc. 

The externall Applications are cort. gratat. balauſt. thus, maſtich, nuc. cupreſſ. 
gale, byporiſtis, &c. made into Suppofitories with gum. tragscanth. Iiing-glaſs, 
or cm album, ovor, Hares-furre with which Pledgits of Tow may be ſpred and 
applicd externally. The Royall Stiptick caſt with a Syringe is allo proper 
in theſe caſcs, 


Man of about forty years of age,of a lean and dry Habit of body, was ſub- 
je&t tothe Hemorrhoids called cece affeting the verge of the Anus. I lct 
him bloud about ſeven ounces in the Arm, and, in conſideration of his coſtive- 
neſs,adviſed a Clylter of Milk and Sugar. The fame night I fomented the Piles 
with the DecoGQion of plantag. polygon. &c.and applied a Pledgit oft Tow {pred 
with #unguent. popxleon, as is preſcribed in the method of Cure : by the applica- 
tion whereof he was eaſed, and in tew dayscured. : | 
Another aged fifty years of a full Body, diſcafſed with the ſame kind of Piles, 
with great pain, They lay varicous in a great cluſter,ſo as it was not caſy to find 
the way into the Anxs : but in prefſing ſome of them on one lide, I ſaw a looſe 
rcd Fleſh thruſting from within outwards. It was the inner Spongie Coat of 
the Retium inteftinum relaxed by the Fluxion, and hence a ſerous Humour dif- 
charged with ſome Mxcxs, I let him bloud in the Arm about twelve ounces 
at that inſtant, and ſtuped the inflamed Piles with cloaths wrung out of 
Clarct-wine.

A Man of abour forty fix years of age, abounding with ſharp Humours, fre- 3.Obſervar. 
quently diſeaſed with the Hemorrhoids, being one time ſorely afflicted with of exrernall 
them, conſulted "me. I ſaw then lying in a great Cluſter round the verge Hemorrhoids: 
pt the Anus, which was allo relaxed and turned out. The Varices were of 
different fizes and colours : ſome were inflamed red, others pale; others livid, 
and ſome black. At firlt ſight I ſuppoſed them Gangrened : but after a far. 
ther ſearch I obſerved the different colour of them proceeded from the great In- 
flux of Humours which dilated them, and cauſed the Compreſſion they made 
upon one another, We commonly ſe the fame in making a Ligature on any of 
the Vartces; in which caſe generally they inflame, or if tycd very ſtraight, grow 
pale and become. livid z then, as the heat extinguiſheth they grow black : 

Yet ſometime, upon tying, the Bloud burſts forth, and they recover their na- 
tive heat, Thus in our caſe, through want of timely relief, they inflamed and 
fwelled , and firaightned themſelves 3 till by corrupting they wither'd, and 
made room for their fellows. Whether theſe would have gangren'd if not then 
ſuccoured, I ſhall not conclude 3 but in bodies ill-habited they'do o ſome- 
times. Theſe were exceeding paintull, and, by reaſon of the Relaxation of 
the Anas,cauſed a vexatious Texeſmus,and diſcharged much Gleet and Mucws, 
I fomented them at the inſtant with red Wine, and injected up a ſpoonfull or 
more of ol. hyperici, to abate the acrimony cauſing the Teneſmrs ; then let the 
Patient bloud.

She being a firanger, and ſhy in diſcovering her Malady , it in- #499 —_—_ 
creaſed with much pain, which afterwards put her upon a neceſſity of com- 
plaining. I was conſulted, and faw them thruſt out in a great cluſter with 
Inflamrration to putrefaction, the Anws turned out with great Tumour, She 
was alſo diſeaſed with a Teneſmwus,, which put her bowells upon a continual!

Cor- 
dialls were preſcribed her, and an Anodyne draught that night, todiſpoſc her 
torclt, A diſcutient and refolvent Fomentation and Cataplaſm were alſo ap- 
plicd by her Nurſe-kceper, as occaſion offer d. By theſe Applications the pain 
mitigatcd, and the Tumour relaxed.

A man aged about forty years, extremely ſubject to the Hemorrhoids ma- 
ny years, came to Town, and being ſorely diſeaſed with them, he conſulted 
me. I law him newly come off the Cloſe-ſtool, fitting upon the corner of a 
Trunk, 
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Trunk, with a Pillow and Napkin under him, his-breeches hanging about his 
Legs: his Viſage was pale and dejected.a cold ſweat dropping from his Brows. 
He had been twice upon the Cloſe-ſtool {training with great uncalmeſs, avoi- 
ding onely a Mwcus with a bloudy Jerzm, He then went again to it, and after 
ſome while (training returned diſcontented to his bed, where (he ſaid) he was 
wont-after an hour or two to be cafier. I viewed the diſcaſed Part;and ſaw the 
Podex relaxed ſo much as I believe IT might have put up my four tingers. It 
was varicous round the ver ge, and had bled ſome two or three ounces. From 
the internall Piles he frequently bled very much, yet was not the leſs pained. I 
called for ſoft Napkins well warmed, and applicd one after another hot, 
whereby I ſoon quieted and reduced the relaxed Anns, I cotnmended to hjs 
uſe an Infuſion of Aſtringents in red Wine, to be applied hot with Scarlet- 
cloaths immediately upon his coming from the Cloſe-ſtool ; and to wear a 
Pledgit of Tow ſprinkled with prulv. nuc. cupreſſ; balauſt, &c. by the uſe af 
which he was frequently much caſed.

By thole names it is 
alſo known amongſt us, Tt is a Relaxation of the SphinQex tof ſuch a degree, ,._... .._ 
that the internall rugous Coat of the Inteſtine turneth out, and beareth down, I 
making a Swelling proportionably.

The Cauſes of this Diſcaſe are Coltiveneſ, at which time, ſtraining to caſe Cauſes, 
nature it frequently falls down; alſo Fluxes of the Bowells.in Diarrhes , 
Dyſemteria , and efpecially' Teneſmus. The Piles are for the moſi part a 
Cauſe, ſo is hard Labour in Child-bed, and the Stone in.the Bladder. In 
Infants it commonly falleth down through Crudjty or over-moiſture of the 
Levatores Ani. In thoſe of Age the Caufe will be more certainly diſcovered 
by the complaint of the Patient, a 
The Signs are evident to the fight: the infide is turned outward, and the Signs. 
Tumour is of a fleſhy colour and rugous, by reaſon of the folds and wrinkles 
of the Coat 3 and it is accompanied with ay uncaſine(s, and deſire to goe to 
Stool.

The Cure of this Diſeaſe is difficult, but much worſe in old people then Prognoſtick. 
young 3 and if it ſucceeded a Dyſenterie or Hemorrhoids, it is the moſt difficult, 
In the latter cafe it is fearce ever curable. If it happened through Coſtiveneſs, 
the Cure is hopefull; fo it is if it was cauſed from the Stone in the Blad- 
der, or Child+bed.

Judgement I had delivered of it. This Procidentia Ani, by reaſon of its Tong 
continuance, and the continuall diſchatge of ſerous Humqurs by it, ren- 
dred the Part ſo lax, that it relapſed upon the leaſt walking. Wherefore I 
provided accordingly aComprels dipt in aſtringent Liquours,with Bandage to 
xctain it cloſe, and ſome days attended him in reducing it, and in _ſhewing his 
Servants how to reduce and dreſs it, The work of Reduction being grown 
more ealy to his Servants, the Patient contented himſelf with having it reduced 
ſo often as occalion offercd,and declined the trouble(as he called id) of Bandage.

reſemble, being called Condylomata, Ficus, Crifte , Thymi, &c. Authors do not 
agree about the Names of the three former : ſome making Crifta and Ficus 
all one,onely differing as they are greater or leſſer 3 and take no notice of Con* 
dyloma at all. Others alſo have given very different Deſcriptions of them, ſuch 
as ſeem tome infufficient to diſtinguiſh them. I ſhall therefore take the li- 

berty to repreſent them to you as T have ſeen them grow. 
Deſcription — The Condylome and Ficus I ſuppoſe to be both one, differing onely in their 
ofCondploma. manner of growth, they both ariling from a peculiar kind of ſoft round Tu- 
bercle diſtending the internall rugous Tunicle of the Ars, without pain or 
alteration of colour in the Skin ; and as that increaſeth, it groweth ficſhy. 
If it continueth that figure, it is Condyloma: but if it ſhoot out with a long, 


Feng: neck, as frequently it happens, reſembling a Fig, it may deſervedly be called 
Ficus. 

Crifts. Crifte are a ſort of hard Excreſcences ariſing ſomewhat diſtant from the 
verge of the Anzs,in the form of a Cock's Comb,and arc uſually a ſymptorne of 
the Pox. 

Thi. Thymi are hard Excreſcences not unlike the tops of the Herb they borrow 


their name from. - They partake of the nature of Warts, and differ onely in 
their manner of growth. There are other fort of Excreſcences of a ſofter ſub- 
fiance, called Papxle, &c. Of the former ſome are benign, others arc malign 
and of a Cancerous quality. 

Rhagades, FRhagades axe Chaps or Fiſſures about the verge of the Anus proceeding from 
the acrimony ofthe Humour fretting and cracking thoſe Parts, This hapneth 
in thoſe who have been infeqed with any of the abovementioned Excreſcen- 
ces: it may alſo proceed from a-Diarrhea, &c. They are deep or ſhallow, dry 
or moiſt, maligh or benign, according to the quality of the Humour to which 
they owe their original]. 

| The abovementioned Excreſcences are enough diſtinguiſhed by the ſight 

Difference. from one another. They differ from the Piles, as affecting only the Skin , 
_ that without TumetaRtion of the Podex ; nor have they any likeneſs to a 

arix., 
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viſcous Bloud thruſt forth by the ſirength of the Expullive facalty/out of rhe 
Pores of the Skin, and dried up into theſe forms itt which we ſee them, The 
Condyloms and Ficns ariſe from a viſcous Humour flowing preternaturally 
into ſome part of the rugous Coat of the Ax, raiſing it into a ſinall Tamout, 
as I have already ſaid. The Crifte and other Species of Excreſcences ate repit- 
ted to ariſe trom the Lues Venerea,and from that filchy fin of Sedomy, and have 
the Rhagades faritheir companions : which I believe is frequently fo ſeen in 
the- hot Countries; but amongſt us is a Symptome of the Pox, Yet I have 
met with it in alittle Infant 3 and all the other Species in people whom I ſup- 
pole never had the Laes Venerea. | 44.7 
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The materiall Cauſe of all theſe forts of Excreſcences is pitujrous or grols Cauſes, 


The Thyn are the worlt fort of Excreſcences,they being more ofteri malig, prognofick; 


and are then painful; alſo if their cxtirpation be unfucceſstully atrempted, they 
grow cancerous. '- The Condyloma, Ficus, Crifte, &c. are not difficule to extir- 
pate or cure, if che Diſeaſe be rightly conſidered from which they ariſe. - | 
; The Care of theſt Excreſcences at their firſt budding forth may be atte 
by Medicaments that are aftringent and drying z as ſammit.rubi, equiſeti, fol, #+ 
bacear. myriillor. ſumach, cort, granat. balauft, ſquame #ris, ferrugo, calx lota gli 
men,6&c. made into Fomentations,or poudered and'mixt with Oyntments, 4 
applied upon Tow. If theſe do not check their-growth, you may cut them off 
with a Knife or Sciſſors, and conſume the remaining roots by eſcarotick 'or 
aQuall Cautery, and then proceed in the Cure by Digettion and Epuloticks ac 
' cordingly. To prevent their growing again, Authors commend the Aſhes of 
Vintand Bcan-ftalks mixed with Vinegar, toapply upon the Part. 437 
The Cure of Rhagades confiſts in removing the Callolity, and cicatrizing 
them ſmooth, as aboveſaid. If Humidity abound, it requireth Exficcants t 
to which purpoſe , Re flor. roſe rub. bace. myrtill. ſunemit. rub; an.

AS theſe Species of Excreſcences are for the moſt part ſymptoms,as I have 1.Obſervar.of 
faid, of the Lues Veneres, to which Treatiſe I (M411 refer you for 4 more Kh4gader, | 
particular information, and ſhall here, for brevity ſake, give you onely one f1% 19% 


Ob(trvation of a perſon who: ſuffered under varivus Species of them the moſt 
I ever ſaw, yet was not venereal.” He was a man of about fifty fix years of 
age of a healthy Conſtitution 3 he complained that he had been long obſtructed 
in caſing of nature by zeaſon (as he thought) of the Piles, which of late was 
mich more grievous to him, they in a manner ſtopping up the Amu7, 1 
viewed the Part, and' ſaw a numerous company of Excreſcences, great and 
{mall, overſpreading the Anxs, infomuch that it was very difficult to finde their 
inſertion. There were five very large, of the form of green Figs, the leaftof 
them about an inch and a half long, inſerted within the Anus. There wereother 
leſſer growing more externally , upon the verge of them ſome hung like 
ſo many Leeches. There were alſo about the Anus many Thymi growing 
right up of different ſizez under which were Rhagader, Chaps and Fiffures , 
with ſmall Excreſcences or Papule thruſting here and there outof them. Theſe 
being all waſhed and cleanſed from the Excrements, retained the naturall co- 


lour of the Skin,and were not painfull, He had concealed his Diſcale {o long - 
c 
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he could, and was encouraged to ſend for me,upon a report he had heard from a 
Neighbour of his, whom I had freed from an Excreſcence'in the ſame Part. 1 
readily undertook the Extirpation of them; but delired to have ſome wit- 
neſs of the work : to which purpoſe one was conſulted 3 but he, diſcouraging 
us with a prediQtion of their malign quality; left us. Yet the Patient urging 
me to proceed in the operation, and I conſidering the neceſſity of it : I came the 
next day with my Servant, furniſhed with Knife, Sciſſors, Needles and ttrong 
Thread, aQuall and potentiall Cauteries, aſtringent Powders, &c. Then ha- 
ving placed the Patient in a clear light, with his Knees drawn up towards his 
y, he with my Servant alliſting with their hands, I again conſidered the 
Part affeed 3 and finding it difhcult to get to the roots of thoſe inſerted 
within the Anus, thought to begin with thoſe more remote; ' But ſuſpeRing 
how his courage might hold out, I began with thoſe nearclt_the verge of the 
Anxs, clipping, them off cloſe from their roots one after another,. as taſt as 
- T could, not minding their bleeding, till I had freed my way to thoſe within the 
Anus, Then with a Spunge dipt in Oxyecrate I waſhed off the Bloud, and 
with ſmall aQtuall Cauterics dried the roots of them, That done Loyled my 
Flnger, and paſſed it into the Ars, to make way to the next: and whilſt I 
held my Finger beyond it cloſe to the root, my Servant the mean time pulling 
the Ficxs to him, I paſſed the Sciſſors under it towards the endbt my Finger ; 
then tyed them, and pafling on cut them off, my Finger within direing-me 
* in the work, I tried the Speculume Ani: and by the help of my Finger within, 
and a Speculum at the entrance upon the verge,Icleared the Anus ot them,cau- 
terized their roots,and put up a bit of a Rag dipt in anguent.refrig.Galeni, Then 
I fell to work with the reſt, ſnipping and cutting them off, and conſumed their 
roots with aQuall Cauteries. Some of thoſe that had very ſmall roots 
I .burnt with the Button-end of my Probe , others with the point of my 
Forceps. The Lips of ſome of the Rhagades which were callous I burnt with 
the Spatula, ſome others I rubbed oft with the Cauſtick-ftone. Thus in lefs 
then an hourand a half I conſumed them all, and left the Anus free, and the 
Parts @þout ſmooth. I drefſed them up with a Pledgit of Tow pred with 
unguent, refrig, Galeni, and in the ſpaceof fourteen days or thereabouts cured 
him : for indeed moſt of them cicatrized as the Eſcars caſt offi This Patient 
lived many years after, and publickly acknowledged the Cure to perſons of 
great Quality. If theſe had riſen from the Pox, they would have ſoon retur- 
2.Obſervat. ned,” and rendred my operation unſucceſsfull, which they did not. 
A pros A young married Wite having been long diſcaſed with an Excreſcence 
a—oving 7 growing out fromthe Os coccyx between three and four inches in length,not un- 
from the 0s like the tail of a Tark;/b Sheep, retaining the natural! colour of the Skin, with- 
eoccyx extil- out pain, except in time of Child-bed. She being again with Child, and 
pared, dreading the pain thereof, conſulted me. I undertook the extirpating of it, 
and in the preſence of ſomeeminent Phyſicians made a Ligature upon the baſis 
of it, and cut it off, It ſcarce bled 3 yet having aſtringent Drellings ready 
preparcd, I applied them. Wellit the preternaturall Body open, and judged 
it tobe a ſoft white Fat, like that of a Rump of Mutton. At the next Dref- 
ling I perceived the remaining part was Fat, and had for its root long ſlips of 
the ſame kind of Fat, running up from the Coccyx on each fide to the back of 
the Os ſacrum about two inches in length. I laid it open, and digefted it out 
with Merc. precipitat, then cured it according to the uſuall method in ſuch ca- 
ſes, ſince which time ſhe hath-been delivercd of two Children without any di- 
ſturbance from that Part.

N the lower part of the Inteſtinum: refium, where the Muſcali Ani art inſerted, 
there frequently ariſeth a hot Tumour called Phymz., You may find itde- 
ſcribed amongſt the Tumours arifing from Bloud 3 therefore I ſhall not trou- 
ble you here with a farther Deſcription of it 3 but give you three inſtances of it 
as it affected the Anzy, the better toſhew you the originall of Fiſtale in Ano: 
they tor the moſt part proceeding from theſe Abſcefſes, whether they break with» 
in and ulcerate there, or the matter deſcend lower, and raife a Tumour with- 
out the verge of the Anus. . 

Thoſe within the Anws produce the moſt dangerous Fiftele. The matter 
of which penetrating through the coats into the neighbouring Muſcles , 'is Prognoſtick. 
rarely diſcovered till it hath made its way more outward among|t the Muſcles 
of the buttock 3 but if it chance to be diſcovered ſooner, yet the cure is moſt 
difficult: nay thoſe Phymats which appear outwardly upon the verge of the 
Arms, though they are of cafier cure 3 yet it they be ill handled, the defluxionts 
continued, and the Sinus within groweth callous, and requireth the ſame me- 
thod that Fiſtule in Ano do, it being direaly ſuch as you may ſee in the fol- 
lowing Chapter. C ex 8 

The way to prevent theſe miſchicfs, is by timely laying open the externall 
Phyma by Caultick, that the Matter may have free diſcharge 3 for if you open Cure, 
that by inciſion it muft be: kept fo with a Tent, which cannot be eaſily re- 
tained in: and whether the Matter be choked in' by that, or it ſlide out and 
the Oritice cloſe up, is alike inconvenient and prolongs the cure. The in- 
ternall Phymata axe cafily curcd it they be timely diſcovered and opencd by in> 
cilion.

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I Shall begin with an inſtance of an externall Phyma, in a Child of about four , qyGrvar. 
years of age,the only Son of his Parents; he had been grievouſly pained inf of an exter- 
Ano tour or tive days, they not diſcovering his malady: but the Tumour ap- nall Phyma. 
pearing, externally , I was fetched ;/ it lay juxtz: Amem, ofthe bigneſs of a 

Pheſants cgge , perfely ſuppurated. I applied the milder Cauſtick upon 

the declining part, with Plaiſter and Bandage. The next morning I heard 

the Patjent had reſted tollerably well. I took off the Dretfings, and found 

the Matter diſcharged through the Eſcar, which was, as I had deſigned it; 

the breadth of a two-pence, I dreſſed it with a Pledgit of Tow ſpread 

with unguent. baſilicon cum ol, roſ, by this method the Matter diſcharged free- 

ly without diſturbance in going to Stool, and it cured by the Maids dre(- 

fing, I not viſiting it thrice. Many ſuch I could give you of theſe fo eaſily 

cured. 

A Country-man agcd about thirty yeats, of a Sanguine full body,coming to 2.Obſervar. 
London, was taken with a pain in Ano,and deſired my advice. I viewed the Part of externall 
and made a ſearch with my tinger dipt in a little oyl, but diſcovered nothing *9"* 
whereby I might ſuſpect Ulcer or Piles. I injeced a ſpoonfull or two of of; 
liliorurz warm, and direced him the uſe of itz but after three or four days the 
Pain increaling , I made a ſearch, and felt a Swelling on that Part which lieth 
next to the neck of the Bladder 3 I took a crooked incifion-Knite, and deten- 
ding the cdge of it almolt to the point, with a bit of Plaiſter conveyed ic in by 
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my Finger to the Swelling, and made inciſion into the Tumour 3 he preſently 
diſcharged a ſpoonfull or two of Matter. From that time he complained no 
more of pain. I caſt up alittle ol. _—_ warm as before, and hencetorward 
dreſſed him no more, he being pertcctly cured. 

APlanter which came fromVirginia, lodging in the Old-baily, being extreamily 
pained in Ano,conſulted his ovidiacn Neighbour a Phylician, who preſcribed 
Fomentations,Embrocations,&c. but his Pain increafing, and the Phytician not 
coming to him ſooften as he defized, the Patient wegt to the Phyſician, where 
renewing his complaint , I was ſent for and viewed the Podex ; but ſceing no 
outward diſturbance, I anointed my Finger with a little Butter, and in paſ- 
fing it up in Anofelt a Tumour, which with their leave I opened as in the tor. 
mer Obſervation hath been ſaid. The Paticht cried out he mult cafe himſelt; 
I finding nothing for him to do it in,and ſeeing by my Finger and Knite it was 
Matter,I bid him caſe himſelf there 3 he did ſo,and diſcharged onely a quantity 
of Matter well concoQed. From that time he complained no more of Pain, 
and was cured within a day or two by the benefit of Nature; Idecliging

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P* OM the afore-recited Hemorrboides & Phymata Sinuous Ulcers arc 
made. 

Thoſe proceeding from the internall Piles are made gradually,and paſs thcir 
Matter ( which is gencrally a thin gleet) between the Tunicles of the Intetinum 
refinum, making their way out neer the verge of the Anus through a {mall pin- 
hole. They are rather diſcovered by the diſcharge of a thin Humour ſei: ing 
the Shirt, then by any pain they have 3 which diſcharge is often thoup,it to 
be rather a Sweating of the Part then otherwiſe: but in progrels it is acc. 111pa- 
nied with itching, and is ſubje& to excoriation 3 from whence it is that various 
forts of Papwleec. do ariſe,and ſometimes Khagades. Atlaſt theſe forts of Si- 
nuous Ulcers ſpread outward or grow callous, and the Orifice groweth hard 
and (o contraQted that you cannot paſs in the ſmalleſt Probe, 

Thoſe Ulcers which proceed from Phyme, do pals their Matter deep amongſt 
the Interftitia of the Muſcles, as other Abſceſſes in fleſhy parts do according, as 
they can make their way. Theſe ſometime penetrate through the Inteſtinum 
reqzem, tothe very neck of the Bladder ; yea into the Pelvis, or at belt do in- 
{inuate their Matter in amongſt the Mwuſcsli Glutei, &c. This happencth ac- 
cording as the Apoſtemation at firſt lay deep or ſhallow, or was great or ſmall, 
or in a body Plethorique or ill-habited. They are very painfull, and diſcharge 
a purulent Matter proportionably as they are hollow, and arc they which do 
exniculos agere ; yet they do grow callous,and are reckoned amongjii the wort 
{orts of Fiftuele 4ni. , 

The Cauſes I have already declared with the manner of their growth, by 
which I ſuppoſe they may be ſufficiently diſcovered, If you make a ſearch

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with a Probe-into the ſinuous Ulcer ariſing from the Piles, and the while paſs 

your Finger into the As, you ſhall feel the Probe run all along between the 
Tunicles of the Inteſtine, and it may be paſs out through the Pile which gave it 

its original ; whereas, the:other finuous Ulcers have in their beginning no ex- 

ternall Orifice, but diſchargetheir Matter by Stool 3 but at length poſhbly they 

paſs their Matter Externally through one or more Oritices, mote or lels diftatit 

from the Podex, or accordingas the. Abſcefs lay in the Intcftine. - hi 

Sinuous Ulcers arifing from the Piles are heathfull, and ought not to prognoflick.

- Sinuous Ulcers ariſing from Phymats are dangerous and difficult of cure, 
if they have been of long cohtinuance. The Ulcer in Ano is alſo of difficult 
cure, if it diſcharge great quantity of Matter by an opening ſo remote” that 
you cannot lay it open with ſafety 3 but if the Sins lye neer the Anzy,' the

Sinuous Ulcers in progreſs of time grow. callous, and- are/ then deſervedly 
called Fiftule., What a Fiſtuls is I have declared in its proper Chapter; How 
theſe Sinuous Ulcers become hiſtulous, I have ſhewed you- in this:foregoing 
Diſcourſe with the Cauſes, &«c. You may alſo make a Prognoſtick of them frem 
what hath been ſaid of ſinuous Ulcers, they differing onely from them as they 
are callous , for it Fiſtule do run ſuperficially upwards by the. Keum inteſftinunz, 
whether it penetrate the Anws or not, the cure is without danger. or difficulty 
performed. Thoſe Fiſtule which run higherup then you can reach-with your 
Finger are difficult to curezbecauſe you cantot lay them open the whole length, 
for the Humour will flow from.the remaining Sinzs upon the part opened, and 
hinders its cicatrizing. | 

Thoſe Fiftule which penetrate -deep beyond the Mwſculi 4m, if they be 
cured by laying open, the Patient will afterwards retain his Excrements with 
much difficulty 3 and if they reach quite beyond the Sphinder, the retention is 
impothible. | | 

If the Fiſtula be the effe&t of a Cacochymical Habit of body, eſpecially if the 
Lungs be weak, or ariy other of the Viſcers, 'it will be reaſonable to keep it 
open as a Fontanell for diſcharge of that peccant Matter; but if it cannot be kept 
open with eaſe to the Patient, it will be requiſite that a good Diet be preſcri- 
bed, and the Humours carried off ſome other way before you cure the Fitila, 
and Iflues elſewhere opened. 

Fiſtule therefore in Ano are not alway curable, rior ſafe to be cured ; they ©... 
frequently ſerving nature for the diſcharge of ſuperfluous Humours, brought palliative. 
down by the Hzmorrhodiall veſſells: fo that unleſs they be painfull arid 
vexatious in keeping open , you ought not to cure them, eſpecially it they be 
ſmall and terminate in the circumference of the Anus. 

In which caſe if you apprehend that the Orifices of them will ſwell 
and not keep open , or that by reaſon of the contraction of the Callw- the 
Matter may be ſtreightned, and inlinuate itſelf lower or deeper, and ten- 
der the evacuation troubleſome ; you may then apply a ſmall Cauftick upon the 
Oritice to remove the Callus, after which ſeparation of the Slough, the Oti- 
fice may be kept open with more eaſe as a Fontanellz and tor the-receiving the 
Matter, and preventing of excoriation , the Patient may wear a Pledgit" of 
fine Tow which wil! fit cloſe without Bandage; or it may be ſpread thin 
with any lenient Vaguent, as the exigency requires, and be kept clean without 
pain or conſiderable trouble, till time ſhall cure it,or indicate what to do more 
in it.

for a looſenels much difturbes the Cure 3 therefore in ſuch taſes you are to 
forbear the dividing the Sinxs till that be Ly! 

The way of laying open the-Fiftula 3n Ano iscither by Incifion or Ligature ; 
the latter was the-way of the Antients, and ought to be proportioned fo as it 
may divide the Sinxs with the leaſt pain: it is made of twiſted brown Thread, 
or ſtitching Silk, ſome put a Horſc-hair ro them, whereby they are made to 
do their work the quicker 3 a twiſt of three Threadsor of ſtitching Silk may be 
ſalicient, for if you make the Ligature big, it will too much bruiſe the Fleſh 
in cutting it. In the next place you are to conſider the Needle you paſs the 
Eigature with. If the Fiftzls hath penetrated the Inteſtine, then a Leaden 
Probe withan Eye, or of any thing elſe that is pliant, will ſerve to carry the 
Ligature through 3 it qughe tobe pliant, that it may perform irs work with 
more eaſe; a piece of a ſcarching-Candle may ſerve in ſome,in' others a Probe 
of ſmall Wire of Silver or Gold ; for a preſent ſupply I have made uſe of a 
Cmall Probe out of my Plaifter-box,cutting off part of it,and ſmoothing the end. 
Where the Fitwls hath not penetrated, I have for need made uſe of the like 
Probe making the point ſharp to paſs through the Inteſtine 3 but you ought to 
have Needles more pliant, fit for that work. In ſome caſes where the Fiftnl2 
lyes high, and the Sinws crooked, I make uſe of a fit Canals for the convey- 
ing of the Needle up, and to ſirengthen it in its work, that it do not bend in 
the perforating the Inteſtine. 

The way by Inciſion is with a pair of Sciſſors to divide the Sinus, a way 
approved by fome who have obſerved the ſpeedy diviſion it makes; and in 
truth, if the Sinxs be ſhort it is the beſt. In doing thereof they ought to be 
carefull the while, leſt the folds of the rugous Coat fall between , for ſo you 
make two Wounds for one. But if the Fiftuls penetrate the Inteſtine deep, 
the work will be more hazardous, not onely in the cutting as I ſaid before, but 
in progreſs of the Cute ; for the recent divided Lips will be apt to fall upon 
one another again, and then what can hinder their uniting ? which if they do 
the Fiſtuls is renewed , a Doſſill or Tent put up the Sinws will not continue in 
it, but lyc as a Suppoſitory ſtimulating the Inteſtine to excrete it : whereas 
the Ligature contuſes the Lips in cutting them, ſothat they require to be di- 
geſted before they can unite, in which time the Sixzs fills up and heals with- 
inz inſomuch as the Fiftuls may be judged to cure above, as the Ligature 
divides it below. I ſhall anon give you ſome inſtances of both ways,and leave 
it to your own Judgements to proceed as you like beft, The manner of opera- 
cionby Ligature is this. 

You ſhall make a ſearch with a Probe into the Fiftwls, running up by the 
Inteftinum reflam, and the while anoint your Finger with a little Oyl or But- 
ter and pals it up ; and according as you feel the Probe more or leſs diſtant, or 
penetrating, proceed in the Cure, If the Fiftwl be ſtreight and much callous, 
dilate it fixſt with a Gentian-root or the like, and remove the Calles by ſuch 
egtharetickg as have been _ in the Chapter of Fiſtls in general). Burt 
if that ſide be onely callous which is next the Inteſtine, you may divide that in 
laying open the Fiftsla y therefore paſs your Ligature with a Needle blunt or

vent,tche Ligatures cutting the outlide, tic it as ſtreight as the Patient can bear, 

and let-the ſecond knot be with a bow: then place the ends of the Ligature 

on one fide, left it be fouled in going to Stool, and apply a Stuj Tow 
dipt in vino auftery, ® ol. roſc to.calm the heat ofthe part. Some make the knot _ 
npan a bitof Stick and twiſt it daily 3 but that is more painfull, and cuts from 
without inward, which is to be avoided. I uſe todrſs them daily after eaſement 
of Nature, and if there be cauſe, inje& Decod.hordei cum ſem. eydon. and apply 
forne- Lenient as aboveſaid, or wwgnent. roſat. popnl. &c. and the fourth day 
looſen the Ligature by drawing the bow-knot, and tye it fireighter : fo in 
twice or thrice tying the Ligature will cut its way out, or when it is almoſt 
through with a pair of Probe-ſcifſors you may free the reſidue; or if the Sinwt 
run deep under the verge of the Ames, that the Lips be like to lye high , (6 

as to make a-guttur, it will be better to take them down by the application 
of a Cauſtick , for it will much haſten the Cure, and make' the Citatrix 
ſmooth, 

I there be any ſhriveld Piles, Condylomats, &c. about the verge of the Anus, 
cut them off at the ſame time or before you make the'Ligature, to prevent the ' 
inflation they would be ſubje& to from the pain cauſed by the Ligatute or In- 
ciffon. The Sins hid open, whether it were by Incifion or Ligature, the 
Ulcer requires to be digeſted, incarned and cicatrized, as hath beeri ſhewed in 
other Ulcers, and thall be more particularly demonſtrated in the following: 
Obſervations, 


A Young married Wife —_ difeaſed in Awo, with great Pain and diſ- 1. Obſervat. 
charge of Matter, adviſed Midwives and others, who though they of  Sinuous 
could not diſcoyer the cauſe of her Pain, yet preſcribed Medicaments and kept 
her long in their hands, tothe great increaſe of her Malady, At length I was 
conſulted, and diſcovering nothing outward about the Amr, I paſſed my Fin- 
ger up into the Retinrm inteftinam; about an inch within on the lefe fide I felt a 
Perforation, I pulled back my Finger and ſaw it Mattery z I concluded that 
was the Orifice of the Ulcer, and ſuppoſed its Sinxs lay amongſt the Muſcles, 
and that it took its Originall from a Phyme, which ſhe concealing, as in that 
mode Sex it frequently happens, the Matter had corroded and penetrated the 
Inteſhinum vefixzm, and the adjacent fleſhy parts: I prefſed with my Fingers on 
the outlide where I conjeRed the Abſceſs toly, and thought I felt the Sizxs ; I 
marked the place,and purpoſed the opening it when it ſhould be defired. At that 
time my buſineſs was to ſatisfie the Relations emer Diſcaſe, which I 
declared to be an Ulcer in Ano, and for further proof © to open it in that 
place had marked 3 which they conſenting to, I came about ten days after, 
and applied a Cauſtick upon that very place in the preſence of ſome of her Kin 
women, and thenextday divided the Eſcar, and paſſing the Knife down into 
it I met with the Sinus, and drawing my Incifion towards the Anur,under the 
coocix gave vent to the Matter 3 then paſſed a Ligature with a blunt-pointed 
Needle, through the Sixxs into the Gut, and with my Finger in Ano bowed 
the end of the Probe, and as I thruſt it in with one hand, brought it out with 
my Finger of the other z, then cut off the Needle, and tied the Ligature on a faſt 
knot, and dreſſed the Ulcer with a__ boſilicon dipt in a little 0h, roſc warm 
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to haſten the ſeparation of the Eſcar. . They continued this way of drefling ic 
daily, till the Eſcar ſeparated, then I tied the Ligature ſircighter, and in tew 
days cut it through, and digeſted the Ulcer with the common digeſtive z and 
deterged,incarned with mundif. Paracelſ, with the addition of Merc. precipitat, 
and afterwards cicatrized it by the help of the Vitriol and Allum-ſtone hm : 
{ince that ſhe enjoys her health well. _ | | | 
| Wſervar, © A Gentleman of a full Body, aged about thirty fix years , came to London, 
a Sinuous Jabouring under various Diſeaſes, as the Gout,Collick and.Stohe in the Kidney, 

- cer, and a ſinuous Ulcer in A#o. Sir Fra.Prujean was his Phyſician and (ent for-me,. 
The Sinws did ſtretch it ſelf down from the verge of the Anws neer the coccix, 

towards the perinewm, about two inches, diſcharging much Matter. I laid apen 

the Sizxs with a pair of Probe-ſciſſors to the Anus, and dreſſed it up with the 
Digeſtive ex terebinth, (pread-upon Doflills dipt in pulv. Galeni, 'with Emplaſtr. 

e bolo over it, and Compreſs and Bandage to retain it on.., 'I afterwards:deter- 
ged cum mundif, Parcelſ. & Merc.precipitat, wich the help of the Vitriol-ſiqne, 

and with Epuloticks, Unguents,aq.calcis,&c. cicatrized that Finws to the verge 

of the Anzs : then conſulting the Phyſician in the proſecuting of the Cure, 

we conſidered the Patients ill Habit of Body, and the advantage he might xe- 

ceive in keeping the Ulcer open as a Fontanell for the diſcharge of peccant 

Humouxrs. This being reſolved upon, I adviſed the Patient to apply upon it a 

Pledgit of fine ſoft Tow morning and evening, or (o often as occafion required z 

it kept on without Bandage, and received the Matter which diſcharged, and 

+ ſerved as a Fontanell without any diſturbance to him. in riding, or ſitting. 

Thus it was continued ſome years with great-caſe and advantage to his health ; 

but ſince that Phyſicians death, the Patient was perſwaded by others to have it 

cured. I was ſent for and made a fearch,and found it had perforated the Anus 

about half an inch within the ReGum : I paſſed a Ligature with a piece of a 

Wax ſearching-Candle, and tyed the Ligature ftreight upon a fold of Plaiſter 

to prevent the cutting outwardly ; then cut off the overplus of the Ligature, 

applied a Pledgit ſpread with #ngxent, alb. camph. over all. The Scrvantsxe- 

.newed the dreflings ſo often as he went to Stool,; and the fourth day I looſehed 

the Bow-knot; and finding the Ligature neer paſſed through, divided it with 

a pairof Probe-ſciflors, and drefled it up with the common Digeſtive; after 

it wasdigeſied I dreſſed it with #nguent. diapomp. upon a Pledgit of Tow, and 

cleanſed the Ulcer daily with ag. lap. med. Crolliz, and in a few days cicatrized 

it z he returned to. his houſe into the Country, but being a diſcaſcd perſon he 

lived not a year after. 

3. Obſervart. . 'A Perſon aged about thirty years, of a fickly Conſtitution , ſubjeR to 
of a Sinuous Cough and Rheums, being one day coſtive, and ſtraining to caſe nature, felt 
_ ſomewhat ſlip down as it weyze between the Tunicles of the Inteftinum retizum, 
to the verge of the Anzs, which lay uncaſy 3 he put up his Finger and felt a 

ſmall Tubercle of the bigneſs of a large Pea , - which hour i av/or lome- 

what lower, and:made a hard Swelling without the verge of the Anzs on the 

right ſide, and in few days raifcd itſelf into a Tumour as big as a Pidgeons- 

Egg, and inflamed and ſuppurated. I was then conſulted, and opened it by 

Cauttick, and diſcharged about two or three ſpoonfulls of a digeſted white 

Matter : after ſeparation of the Eſcar, I hnding much Matter diſcharged out 

of it, I made a ſearch,and found it run up cloſe along the Refzm; I laid it open 

to the Anus by a ſnip with a pair of Probe-ſciflors, and drett it with a Dollill 

ſpread with wnguent. baſilicon, and a Pledgit of ſoft tine Tow ſpread with ##- 

guent, album over it, and in few days cured it to the verge of the Anus. Then 
conſidering the Patient labouring under a Cough with other obſtructions, I 
propoſed to him the continuing this Ulcer open as a Fontanell, till he ſhould re- 
| over 
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cover his health better, and that it he tound any inconvenicncy by it, I would 
readily cure it» I adviſed onely a Pledgit of Tow to be applicd to it, wich 
direQions to renew it as he ſhould ſce cauſe, I took leave of him, he foj- 
lowed my directions, and finding no inconveniency in riding, walking, or 
the like, continued it as a Fontanel] to his much advantage 3 he recovering his 
health very well afterwards, and is yct alive. 

A Gentleman of about forty years old came out of the Country, labouring 
of a Fiſftula in Ano, breaking out on the lett (ide: it aroſe trom a Phyms, (1 
ſuppoſe z ) the Sinws was large and painfull, the Matter having ſpread under 
it. If IT had laid this open by inciſion, the Lips would have lien hollow, and 
have rendred the Ulcer ſlow in curing 3 therctore I removed them by Cauſtick, 
laying the Ulcer open to the Anws, and after ſeparation of the Eſcar, digeſted, 
incarned and cicatrizcd it : then made a ſearch with a Probe, putting my 
Finger in Ano the while, and feeling the Probe paſs into the Gut about an inch 
high, I prepared a Ligature, and with a Probe-necdle paſled it up into the 
Gut; then turned the end of the Needle downward under my Finger, and made 
adeligation,as ir the like caſe hath been ſhewed,and applicd a Stupe ſpread with 
wnguent, nutritum over all. The next day diciling it again I found the part a- 
little heated, and a Pile that was before the making of the Ligature (lank and 
withered ) {wclled and beginning to inflame 3 wheretore doubting it might be 
troublefome, I cut it off cloſe by the root, and rub'd it with a Cauſtick-ſtone to 
ſiop the bleeding, and conſume the remainder of it, Then I drefſed up the 
Ticars with a Pledgit {pread with anguens. baſulicon and the untritune over all. 
[he tiith day I itreightned the Ligature again, and drefled it up with a Stupe 
{pread with unguent, nutritum as before; and as occafion offered I, ſyringed the 
part affected witha Decodt. bordei, with a little Syrup de rof. ficcss., (About the 
tenth day of the Ligature, I obſerved it cut  neer through as it was aſy for 
me to divide the reſt by a ſnip of a pair of Scilforsz yet in conſideration that 
the Ulccr was deep, and conſequently the Lips focut, would lye high and be 
apt to receive Excrements, which might make itpainfull and yery-troubleſome, 
I choſe rather to free my (elf of them by rubbing through them with a Cauſtick- 
ſtone: which having done and flatted them as I'deligned , I pulled the Liga- 
ture to me, and the while paſſed my Probe-ſcifſors under,-and divided the 
Sinus ; and pulling away the Ligature uncut, drefſed up. the Ulcer with a 
Pledgit dipt in baſilicon warm, .and applicd a Stupe wrung out of red Wine 
ovcrit. After ſeparation of the Eſcar, I incarncd and cicatrized with wnguent, 
tutie, Kc. as atorciaid,

A Gentleman of about forty years of age, having labourcd long under Chro- 5. Obſervat; 
nick Diſeaſes, with great irregularity in Diet, Oc. a__ which, Nature to caſe *f an Ulcer 


her (Cf, diſcharged ſome part of the Diſeaſe inan Ab 
and another in Ano; This latter diſcharged a great quantity of Matter daily, 
and was exaſperated by a Diarrhea. The former in Inguixe,(he not permitting it 
to be opencd by his Chirurgeon) had made its way through the Skin in many 
little openings, and lay ulcerated under it about thice inches in length, and in 
no condition tocure. DoGour Terx was his Phyſician, and by his preſcriptions 
had oppoſed the various Symptoms that threatued the lite of the Patient 3 but 
the Patient being ungovernable, I was called in, and ſceing him much ema- 
ciated and cachectick, not likely to be cured till he ſhould atain a better Habit 
of body, purpoſed to palliate theſe Ulcers a-while ; that in Inguine by drefling 
it with .Fledgits of wnguent. diapomp. and cerat. dialtbee over it, whereby the 
Matter might be moderately diſcharged,and the Tumour molletied, and rendred 
leſs ſubject to Fluxion. The Sinuous Ulcer in 4#o was not capable of healing, 
while he labourcd under ſuch a Diarrbes 3 but that it might bethe better _ 
poſe 
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poſed thereto, I laid the Sinus open by Ligature, and thereby freed the tender 
Lips from the Excoriations they were before ſubject to 3 it was drefled with 
Lenients,and thereby the Matter was diſcharged with more caſc, and the Ulcer 
diſpoſed to cure, when Nature ſhould be that way inclined : which, that it 
might the ſooner be ſo, his Phyſician preſcribed this Traumatick decoCtion, 
Re fol. millefolii M.ij. veronic. bugul, ſanic. alchimil. flor. hyper. an.

(3. ſalis tartari 
gr. iij. conf. roſ, rub. gr. xxv. M. fiat bolus quem ſumat mane per triduum, This 
Julep was alſo preſcribed him, Re ag. cinamomi hordeat, menthe criſp. an. iiij, 
Jpir. menth, Ziz. ſyr. © corallis camp. 3x. M. de quo bibat coch. ijj. pro re nata, 
Alf this Antiſcorbutick, Rt aq. cinam, tenuior. ſuce, cochlear, bortenſ. ay, vj, 
ſacchar, chriſt. Fviij. digeratur in balneo, ſumat cochlear in ſing. hauſt. potics or+ 
dinarii. At other times he took calomel. gr. xx. in conf. roſ, rub, 3(5s. The 
Patient thus ſupplied with different preſcriptions, according to the exigency 3 
the Spring coming on he retired to Chelſey, where following the method pre- 
ſcribed he recovered ſirength, and the diſcharge of Matter leſſened ; and con- 
ſequently his Ulcers became ſo well-conditioned, as his Friends and Servants 
about him were capable of dreſſing him , and in few months he grew more 
healthfull and fat. That Abſceſs in his Groin healed up by the Medicaments 
aforementioned, but that Fiſtula in Ano we thought fit to continue as a Fonta- 
nell for his health-ſake ; which he kept eaſy by wearing a Pledgit of tine Tow 

on it , tillat length it healed up of it ſelf: heisno grown far. 
6.Obſervat, A Woman aged about thirty four years , diſcaſed with a Fiſtula in Ano, 
of a Fiſtlen 1,1 ving tried unſucceſsfully the endeavours of ſuch Medicaments as thoſe of 
_ her own Sex could adviſe her 3 at the laſt ſent for me, it took its originall from 
a Phyma in Ano,which had paſſed its Matter in a Sinus down to the Perinerm. 
T laid open the Ulcer to the verge of the Anzs, and cut off a withered Pile that 
was {welled (from the anguifh of the Ulcer) to prevent its further inflaming 3 
then applicd a Pledgit dipt in alb»m. ovi, & cum pulv. Galeni, and a Stupe of 
Tow ſpread with an Aftringent over it with Bandage. The next day I dreſſed 
her with a Digeſtive of baflicon, and a Pledgit of wngnent. xutritum over it 3 
and left her Dreſſings, and viſited her my ſelf once in three or four days, 
.That Ulcer being cured, to the Fiſtula T made a ſcarch with a Probe, and paſſed 
my Finger up in Ao, and felt the Probe about three quarters of an inch within, 
but not penetrating : The Sinus was ſmall, wherefore I put up a Gentian-tent, 
with a ſtring faſtned to it, and left them ſome of the ſame ſort to put up daily 
todilate it. The third day after they ſent for me again, they had thruſt the 
tent too far, ſo that in pulling it out the ſtring came away, leaving the tent be- 
hind : I anointed my Finger with a little Butter , and thruſt it up the In- 
reltine higher then the Sinzs, then drawing my Finger back over the Sinus, I 
thruſt the tent outz then laid open this Fiftula by Incifion with a pair of Probe- 
{ciſſors,paſſing one ſhaft into the Sizwrand the other with my Finger in Anum, 
guiding it up the hight, and with one ſnip laid the Fiftula open, then applicd a 
Dofſill ſpread with a*mixture of pulv. Galeni cum albamine ovi, and bound it 
up with a Stupe ſpread with znguent. nutritum, and left her Dreitings with di- 
reCtions how to apply them. I preſumed by this way of Incifion the Cure 
would be the ſooner effeted, and with fewer viſits from me; but the Sins fill'd 
up with looſe Fleſh, and the Dothills I left them to cicatrize it with commonly 
ſipt out of the Sinzs,and lay uneaſy not unlike a Suppolitory, putting her upon a 
Teneſmys, 
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Texeſnus,and if the Injections were any thing abſterſive they did the ſame 3; (6 
that to haſten the Cure I was obliged to dreſs it my ſelf, and dry the looſe Fleſh 
by rubbing the Sinus with the Vitrioll-ſtonez by which,and the Alum-ſtone, 
I at laſt cicatrizcd it. 

A Gentleman aged about forty four years, having long laboured with a Fiftu+ 
11in Ano, and a Tumour ix Perixeo, growing at laſt extreamly diſeaſed with 
it, was brought up to Londox, and ſent for.me, The Tumour was in Perineo 
bigg, and ſeemed to me callous, it reached trom the Anzs to the Scrotum 
and by the Matter I ſaw diſcharged trom the Anns, I concluded the Tu- 
mour was made by its inlinuating it{elt downward,and that through length of 
time it was growncallous. The compreſſion it made upon the Dutins arina- 
rizs, cauſed a difhculty in Urine, upon which account my ſpeedy help was rc- 
quired, I began the Cure by laying this Sinus open by Incifion,from the Scro- 
tum towards the Anus: in cutting it I found the Sinws (mall, and the Matter 
in it little and thin, rather an Ichor 3 but the Lips were hard and thick, and 
did not much ſeparate one from another : wheretore having applicd a Doſfill 
ſpread with znguent. bafilicon in the bottom of the Sinus to defend it, I ap- 
plied a Caultick-ſtone on each Lip, from the Scratum upwards, and ſome hours 
after took it offz and finding it had penetrated the Callus, as I deſigned, I ba- 
thed it with Decod. malue, &c. and dreſſed it up with Lenients, after the ſepa- 
ration of the Eſcars I found that part freed of the Callus. I digeſted it with 
baſilicon and precipitat. and with unguent. diapompholig, healed that Part, Then 
applicd a Cauſtick upon the remainder reaching to the verge of the Anus, and 
freed that alſo of its Callzs, and diſpoſed it to cicatrize z which while I was 
I doing, made a ſearch with a Probe, patling it into the Anws, where I quickly 
diſcovercd that about half an inch high the Sinus opened into the Inteftine; 
It had run deep all the way, and here it lay deeper and more callous Upon 
which conſideration I paſſed up a Speculum 2ni, and during the dilatation, laid 
it open with a Cauſtick-ſtone in my hand by rubbing it,then waſht out the Salts, 
and cut through the upper part of the Fiſtula with a pair of Probe-ſciflors 3 that 
done,I inje&ed ſome ol.lini to haſten the tall of the Eſcars : which being ſepara- 
ted, I digefied it with unguent, baſilicon and precipitat. and dricd the Ulcer with 
the Vitrioll-ſtone and Pledgits dipt in eq.oluminis,and cicatrized it firm,and re- 
turncd him cured in tew weeks.

I was fetcht to a Gentleman aged about fifty years, who had been long 8.0bſervar, 
diſcaſed with the Hemorroboides, and ſeverall Apoſtemations the ſpace of twen- of a Fiſts/4 
ty two years 3 the Matter had paſſed through the Inteſtinam reum into the Ane, 


Muſcsli glutei making various fittulous Ulcers, but one inPerixeo, which through 
length of time was encreaſed to a great bigneſs, and reached to the Scrotum, 
I began with that, by the application of a Cauſtick from the Scrotum upward, 
and divided the Eſcar; there iſſued out onely a little foul Gleet, which had 
flowed into it from within the /nteſtinum regum, I dreſſed this Eſcar with Le- 
nicnts, as in the former Obſervation hath been ſhewed : and as it ſeparated 
with the Calles, the Sinns appearcd dry and hardned with thick Lips, lying 
not unlike a trough : therein appeared many Excreſcences,which put me upon 
the uſe of Eſcaroticks, viz. the Cauſtick-ſtone, Precipitate, Alum,&e. Alto by 
the uſe of the Vitrioll-ſtone I rubbed them off, and diſpoſed the Ulcer to cica- 
trize : then I applicd a Cauſtick to the remaining Callxs, which run up from 
thence to the Anus, the pain whereof ſtirred up a Swelling in ſome withered 
Piles. To prevent their inflaming, and to put them out of my way, I ſnipt 
them off cloſe by the roots, and after they had bled a-while, I rubb'd them with 
a Cauliick-ttonc,and dreſſed them up with a Stupe of fine Tow,fpread with «+ 


guent. baſilicon ; having digelied theſe, and diſpoſed this part of the Sinws to 
H h Cure, 
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Cure,and the lower part(which I firſt began with )being cured, Imade a ſearch 
into the remaining Sins, which lay on each fide the Anus ; thoſe opened 
by Incifion and Cauſtick, digeſted and cured them. Then I made a ſearch 
into the great Fiſtula, which had penetrated the Rezum about three quarters 
of an inch within, and paſſed a Ligature through it, and tyed it ſtreight, Tc 
while it was dividing, I fomented the Arms with red Wine daily, and calt up 
Lenient injections , to caſe the pain and cleanſe it : and after I found the Liga- 
ture had made its way neerout I looſened it, and with a Cauſtick-ſtone rubb'd 
the remaining Callus off, for that by Inciſfion it would have been long digeſting, 
and the Sinxs would have lain deep, and the Lips troubleſome after the Cure. 
The Calles divided and the Ligature come away,theEſcar ſeparated by Lenients 
and the Ulcet cicatrized: in very few days the bottom of the Sinws having 
been hardned by the Callzs, jremained as a ſmall guttur in ſpight of my cadea- 
vours to the contrary; but it proved no great inconvenience to the Patient,he be- 
ing perfectly well. And from that time following his Imployment daily abroad. 

A Gentleman of about forty years of age, a ſtrong healthfull Perſon, of a 


in Plethorique body, after a hard riding in hunting, was ſeized with a pain in the 


Inteftinum refium; and a few days after with a Swelling and Inflammation 
about the Anzs, which terminated in an Abſceſs, and was opened on the left 
fide neer the Perizeum, After two years the Abſceſs remaining uncured, the 
Patient came to Loxdox, and put himſelf into the hands of Sir Fr. Prujear, 
who recommended him to me; Sir Charles Scarborough , ſince Phylician 
to his Majeſty, and to his Royall Highneſs the Duke of Tork, as alſo Doctor 
Warner were ſome time conſulted. There were two Sinuous Ulcers, one on 
the left, and the other on the right {ide of the Perizeum; they had both com- 
munication with one another neer the Anxs , and pafſed up between the Anus 
and Bladder as we ſuppoſed, for we could not make a ſearch far up, till thefe 
were laid open : to which purpoſe I haſtened the dilatation of them by Gen- 
tian-roots,&c.and afterwards with Cauſtick and Sciffors laid them both open . 
then by Digeſtion diſpoſed them to cure. That effected we met again,and I made 
a ſearch with a Probe up the main Sinus,and diſcovered it running between the 
neck of the Bladder and Inteſtinxm refum above an inch high, but could not 
feel the Probe with my Finger inAno: it was hoped theSinxs reached no further, 
but pulling out the Probe and bending it, I paſſed it up again by the rub I met 
with before,and diſcovered the Fitula at lealt halt an inch higher ; and by preſ- 
ſing the end of the Probe towards the fide of the Inteltine, I did with my Fin- 
ger there feel as I thought the end of the Probe, but at a great diſtance off, by 
which I well perceived it would be a dithculet work to penetrate it, and bring 
the Needle out with my Finger, the Sis being ſo high as I could ſcarce reach 
the end of the Probe with my Fingers end. It lay off ſuch a diſtance from 
the Inteſtine, as I could not paſs a ſmall Needle without a Cannula, and a big- 
ger which was proper for the penetration of the Gut, would not ply enough to 
be returned out with my Finger by the Anus; and to lay a Sinus open of that 
length and thickneſs by a pairof Probe-ſcifſors, was very improbable; where- 
fore I reſolved to dilate it, and try how I could digctt off the Callus. To 
which purpoſe I dreſt it daily with a Tent madeof a Gentian-root, and after- 
wards endeavoured to conſume the Callus by Tents made with Lint, and the 
white of an Egg crulted with a mixture of Merc, precipitat. and alumen uſt. 
over which I applied a Pledgit of »»gxent. baſilicon, and a Stupe of fine Tow 
ſpread with a mixture of zwngzent. nutritum & popul, over that : from that 
time I fomented the pained part daily with an Emollient Decoction , and 
repeated the Lenient applications, but removed not the Tent till it ſeparated 
with its floughs, Having thus waſted the C2/lus, I left off the uſe of thoſe 
Tents, 


Tents and drefſcd it with others armed with Digeltives, and ſhortned theſe dai- 
ly; during this work the Patient drank a vulnerary Decothiort\, and took ſuch 
Balſamicks as the Phylicians judped neceſſary. ' After I faw- the Sinns well di- 
geſted and but lictle Matter, I 1d off the uſe ofthe Tent” (Jeſt: by keeping it 
longer ;open it ſhould skin again within) and-in few days eicatrized it, but 
ſome while after it brake out againz and upon ſearch T'found'the Sinus oper 
as at firſt. I attempted the waltirig the Callur again 3 but ſeeing no/good cotne 
of. it, I tricd by an Injection of aq. Jap. Medicament.but that onelyhtivelld wp 
the Sinus and might have been of: good uſe to palliate : but my work being tq 
cure, I dilated the Fiſtela with rad: gentian# in oxder to the laying, it open: 
and then calling in.a Chirurgeon well experienced in this Ate, who met the 
Phyſicians and my ſelf, he made a ſearch and concladed the way by Ligature 
oper. The Patient being prepared for the work, laid himſelf over a Chair : 
w when I came to paſs up the Cannala, the Patient grew ſd unquitt a3'my 
brother Chirurgeon deſired me. to.forbear, he ſuppoſing 'by the Patients com<- 
plaint that it was cancerous; and adviſed me to:procced in the cure-by Tn- 
jcRions, which I having no faith ih, deſired the Patient that my brothet Chis, 
rurgeon might bring his Injection, and dreſs the Fiftala for ſotne time: which 
accordingly he Jid fore days 3. but ſeeing it unſucceſsfull, he then adviſed the 
Patient toretire into the Country, and content himſelt with a palliative Curc. 
But the Patient being ſenſible enough that the Cure was feafable, if he could: 
once reſolve upon it 3 wherefore he diſmiſſed the Ehirurgeon, ard ſometime 
after took new reſolutions and (ent tor another, who was no lels eriinent in this 
Cure then the other 3 he came and made a ſearch,and approved'of the dividing 
the Fiſtz/2 by Ligature, and commended the way as both ſafe and ealy :' a day 
was prefixed, and the while I dilated again the Sinus with Gentian-roots. The 
day the operation was to be performed, the Patient dined abroad, and wheri 
we met and placed him in the light to proceed'in our work,''the Gentian-tent 
was fallen out, and che Sinus was cloling 3 but we being reſdlved not to lofe 
chat opportunity, I dipt the Canzxla in Oyl, ahd paſſed'it up'about an inch, 
but then meeting with the old : rub, the Patitnt began to be troubleſome, and 
would have perſuaded us. to defiltt. The Chirurgeon ſuppolingT was at the 
height, adviſed me to pals the Needle 3 but I knowing the Si#5'teatched fur- 
ther, and the inconvenience which might happen in the Cure by doing fo, 
minded him not, but puſhing the Cannula upward as I had deligned, till I felt 
the end of it with my Finger, which was the while in Ao: that done T'put 
the Cannula into my brother Chirurgeons hand to hold there; "while I paſſed 
the Necdle into it,and through the Inteftine ro my Finger within, with which 
I bended the point of the Needle, and drew it outot the An#s with the Liga- 
ture hanging atit. I then cut off the Needle with part of the 'Ligature, and 
having applicd a fold of Plaiſter on the place, Ltyed the Ligature fireight, 
and fatined it with a bow-knot, atd applicd a Stupe of fine Tow, f(pread with 
a tnixture of «nguent, popu. and nutritum over it. The Patient being dicft 
threw himſelf upon his Bed, my brother Chirurgeon told him the work was 
well done, and that he ought to account that day, as the day' of his Birth , 
there being rio hopes of Cure any other way 3 fo took his leave. The Patient 
reſted very ill that night, and was the next day feveriſh, and continued reſtleſs 
by reaſon of the pain, notwithſtanding all my endeavours by Eenients, The 
third day atter I was ſent tor in great haſte, he being dying as'they ſaid; IT 
tound him ſhrewd!y alarm'd, he had newly voided three or four ſpoonfuls of 
Matter (as thcy called it )in his Urin 3 upon which it was concluded by them 
that I had wounded his Bladder in palling the Needle, and that I had paſſed it 
farther then my brother Chirurgeon I I was ſomewhat furprized at 
Hh 2 theie 
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their Language, and replied, there was a neceſſity of taying open the Fiſtuls 
the whole length : looking in the Urinal I ſaw fuch a quantity of thick Mattery 
ſubſtance, but could not imagine how I ſhould hurt the Bladder in paſling the 
Needle 3 but there was noanfwering them. I caried the Urinall to Sir Fr, Praj. 
he cauſed ſome of it to be heated in a ſpoon. over a Candle, where it hardned, 
by which we were affured it was not Matter 3 he concluded it made in the 
Bladder, by the heat and diſturbance it had received from the Neighbouring 
parts. 1 rctumed to my Patient with the Phyficians anſwer, which fomewhar 
icted them-3 but that expreflion of my brother Chirurgeon had done me 
prejudice, if the Patient had. not recovered. Thus it uſually happens 
amongſt us in Operations,” where they prove unſucceſstull. From that time the 
made its way more eaſily, 1 taking more time inthe cutting through 
the Callws, by which compliance it was above ſixtcen days cutting its way out ; 
all which-tune Inje&ions were caſt up after his going toStooll, and the Part 
affected was treated with Fomentations and: Eenients, and at length the Liga- 
ture made itsown way out : during which the Sixzs above cured, fo as F had 
xthing to do- but to- cicatrize the outmoſi part, which I did with Lotions 
and Pledgits dipt in ag. celcir,&c: in a few days after; and the Patient returned 
. joyfully to his ſports inthe Country, and relapfed no more. 
1o.Obſervat, - I Was ſent for to a Gentleman of about thirty fix years old, much emaciated 
ofa putrid and of a very ilt Habit of Body ; he was difeaſcd with a paintull Tumour on 
and fiſtulous the left ſide of the Anws, reaching from the Os coccix to the Porinewum, of a dark 
Ulcerin red colour hard in the cixcumference, but _ the verge of the Any, it felc 
_. ft; it ſeemed to ariſe from under the Anzs, and to be an ill-conditioned Tu- 
mour : I applied a Caufiick upon the foft part according to the length of it 
neer the Anas, and fome hours after divided the Eſcar, and gave vent to a 
a fztid brown Matter. I dreffed the Efcar with wzgwent. boſtlicon cum oleo 
terebinth, and applicd a Cataplafim over it of far. fabar. pulv. ſem. fenug, lini, 
flor. Cots decoted in oxymet ; as the Eſcar ſeparated the 
Ulcer ſhewed it ſelf putrid. I fomented it with a lixivinum wherein good ftore of 
wormwood had been boiled,” anddreſſed the Ulcer with mundif. Paracelſ. cum 
precipitat. & alum; and the Eſcar with Lenients, &c. as before. 
This Patient had laboured ſome weeks of a Diarrbes, which after the Eſcar 
was ſeparated flowed into the Ulcer, and much diſturbed our Cure 3 therefore I 
cauſed an Injection to be made of a Decod?. abſmth.byperici, ſcord, centanr, &c, 
to which I added ſpir. vini, mell.roſ. and unguent. Fgyptiaci ; and that the Ex- 
crements or ſordes might notbe retained, and render the Ulcer more ſinuous, I 
cut it open the whole length above and below, and fill'd it up with Merc. preci- 
pitat. with the mandificative upon Doffills, and with Plaiſter and Bandage 
retained themon. Then preſcribed him a Deco. ſarſap. &c. alſo an EleQuary 
of conf. reſcrwb. diaſcord. & rheitorrefaft. &c. which he took oncein four hours, 
and thereby ſtopped his loofneſs. The Ulcer not deterging with the former 
applications, -I drefſed it with pulv. Fo. Arden, and defended the Lips with 
unguent, baſtlicow, and an Emplaſty. + bolo over all. Thus in two or three dreſ- 
ſiogs I conſumed: the fordes, then drefſed it with mundif. Paracelſ. and preci- 
pitatez arid applicd Stupes of Tow over it preſt out of red Wine, wherein had 
been infuſed floy. r9f. rub. balaxft. &c. and afterwards preſcribed him the taking 
of calomel, 5, every other night. Thus the Ulcer deterged, I incarned it with 
pro.atoes bepat.myrrhe, ſarcocol.rad.ariftoloch, rot.ireos florent. lap. calamin, made 
up into the of an Unguent with wet roſ. While this was incarning, and in 
ſome parts cicatrized, a Sinus appeared running under the verge of the Anus 
about half an inch I applied a Tent armed with the mundif.Paracelſ; and after 
it was deterged, left out the Tent and it cured, But then a ſmall Sinzs diſco- 
vered 
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vercd it ſelf on the otherlide of the Anus upon fight thereof, left more miſchief 
ſhould fall upon thoſe weak parts, (whiltt I attended the cure of that Sinuous 
Ulcer under the Au#z) I dilated it, and ſnipt it open with a pair of Probezſciſ- 
ſors into that great Sinns,and from that time che Ulcer cured, and I thought my 
work had been done : but within a few days after another Six appearcd ncer 
the verge of the Axzs,on that {ide where the former was 3. it much diſcouraged 
the Patient, but it lying ſo convenient for diſcharge of the peccant Matter, 1 
continued it to further conſideration, it proceeding from the meer weakneſs of 
the part, I adviſed the keeping it clean, and to wear a dry Pledgit of Tow 
over it : It was kept with much eaſe, and the Patient enjoyed his health very 
well many years, and at length it cured of it ſelf. 

A Perſon of Honour having ſome months laboured (as was ſuppoſed )under 11.0bferrar. 
the Piles, being extremely walted with the pain and accidents which attended it, - an Ulcer 
ſent for me to conſult with his Chirurgeonz I went,and there L alſo met Dr.Ths, Da 
Cox his Phyſician. The Patient diſcharged a purulent Matterper Anwm as helay ftrifture of 
in his bed, and in each Stooll a great quantity came away with his Excrements z the Ams. 
on the left tide of the Anus lay an Abſcels perteRly ſuppurated,to which we pre- 

{ently applied a Cauſtick, and gave vent to a digeſted Matter. I then made 2 
ſearch witha Probe, and the while paſſing my Finger in 419, felt che Probe 
in the Inteftixnum refium about an inch deep z I pulled it out and endeawured 
by my Finger in 40 to find what Sinus or cavities there were, and felt one 
above the Sphindter in that part of the Gut lying next the Bladder: I fup- 
poſed the Abſceſs was there; and that the' Matter from thence had infinuated jt 
ſelf amongſt the Muſcles, and made that Fumour outwardly, which we had 
opened by Cauſtick. What it was that gave originall to that Ulcer, ' was 
not eaſy for me to determin, whether it was a Phyma, or a tranſlation of Matter 
from ſome other part : However it was, the Cure was difficult and depended 
upon a rectifying the Habit of body, it being by whatT then felt out: of our 
reach to lay more open nordid I think it fate to be over-haſty in- inje&- 
ing Liquors there, I alwaies ſufpeRting the ſeminall Veſſells: concerned in 
thoſe Abſceſſes, in which caſes InjeCtions may dilate the Ulcer, and haſten its 
penetration into the Pelvis ; therefore we drefled it up, with Lenients'to haſten 
ſeparation of the Eſcar : after the Eſcar ſeparated, we made a ſearch with a 
bended Probe, and turning it upward, found a cavity amongſt the Muſcles on 
that lidez by which it ſeemed'to us, that 'the laying that Sin#s open into the 
former would be of no great advantage , we thereby could onely divide the 
upper part of the Abſceſs, and fo make the firſt Orifice wider :' yet it ſeeming 
ſomewhat advantageous to the diſcharge of Matter , we paſſed a Ligature 
chrough, and in few days divided that Sinzs, and ſoon after cured it again 
for the diſcharge of Matter continued very great per Anum."- The Patient 
continuing weak and more indiſpoſed, Sir Alex.Fraſer was conſulted, who ſeeing 
ſuch a diſcharge of Matter per Anum, concluded that an opening ought there 

to be made in ſome externall partz we-had ſeverall times endeavoured to 
tind ſome place amongſt the external] Muſcles of the Anzs and Glutei : and 
now again we raiſed the Patient upon his Knees in Bed to ſearch, but we 
could not by FluQtuation or otherwiſe diſcover ought, whereby we might be 
encouraged to apply a Cauſtick ; whilſt he was in this poſture, the Matter 
poured torth, as alſo when he lay down in his Bed it came involuntarily out. 

We having, in a former ſearch with a bended Probe, diſcovered a cavity amongſi 
theſe Mulcles beneath the former Abſceſs, it was reſolved that an openiag 

ſhould be made there 3 but that cavity lay at ſuch a diſtance within,that it was 
not caſy toreach it by Cauſtick : wherefore I having at my houſe an Inſtru- 
ment proper to open Sinuous Ulcers (o lodged , I ſent for an Inſtrument- 
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maker, who upon fight of that and the cavity we deſigned to pierce, fitted us 
with one ſomewhat like a crooked Forceps one leg thereof we paſled into the 
Anus, which being crooked turned up into the cavity, and being there, the 0- 
ther ſhaft having a ſharp blade in the form of a great Lancet hxed-in it, would 
at our pleaſure cut in upon the other, which was the DireQor : thus we cut 
into the Buttock from without inward,. and that we might not loſe the open- 
ing we had made, we preſently paſſed a Fiftzla-needle through it with a Li- 
gature which we brought out per Anwm3 and having tycd the ends together, 
we faſtned it ori one fide with a ſnip of Plaiſter, and drefſed up the wound 
with a proportionable Tent arimed with a Digeſtive. From that time we di- 
lated it daily towards the Buttock, to try whether the Matter would that way 
diſcharge. The Phyſicians preſcribed vulnerary Drinks, Balſamicks; Cordiall 
Bolus's and Juleps were alſo preſcribed, Lenients to appeaſe the Teneſmus, and 
ſomewhat of InjeQions we conſidered of to caſt up in ſome little quantity to 
heal the Abſceſs which lay above the Sphinder. After we had ſome-while con- 
tinued that opening laſt made, and obſerved it paintull, and not to empty the 
Matter, nor divert it from flowing its wonted way, we cut it down to the 
Anus and cured it, From that time we applied our endeavours to cure the Ulcer 
within, whence (it was moſt certain) all the abundance of Matter iſſued. The 
method uſed was by detergent InjeQions, ſuch as have been propoſed in the 
Chapter of Sinuous Ulcers z but without acrimony toavoid'a Teneſmusr,and in 
ſmall quantity at a time leſt it ſhould be retained and render the Ulcer more Si- 
nuous. After we had thus ſpent ſome time ſucceſsfully, and by the Phyſicians 
help removed the ſeverer accidents;it was reſolved(the weather growing being 
warmer) that the Patient ſhould remove to Kenſmgton, and take the benefit of 
the freſh air, and. obſerve a Milk-Diet,and proſecute his Cure there. Whilſt the 
Patient was weak and kept his Bed, and was vexed with Diarrhea's, &c, we 
could not obſerve any want he had of the retentive faculty z but being in the 
Country ſomewhat xecovercd, and walking daily abroad, he complaincd that 
he could not retain his Excrements,they preiſing almoſt continually forth. We 
went on our method in curing the Ulcer, and accordingly it contracted daily 
narrower,and the diſcharge of Matter grew leſs ; but as the Ulcer cicatrized,he 
tound his Excrements did not come away, but with great ſtraining, and thoſe 
that came away, were ſmall like Earth-worms: he alſo complaining of frequent 
pain in his Hips and Os ſacrum,ſcnt for his Chirurgeon and my ſelf; we went and 
prevailed with him, to let us put up our Fingers dipt in a little Oyl, upon ſearch 
we found a ſtop about an inch or more within the Refizm, the Gut purled up fo 
cloſe, that I could not get in my Fore-finger to the firſt joint. This was by 
reaſon of the cicatrix z we cauſed preſently a DecoCtion to be made of rad, lilior. 
elbor.althee,ſem. lini & hordei, to which was added ſomeol. ex ped. bovinis, and 
injected fome of it : we directed the repeating of it often in a day, and to per- 
mit a Syringe full to be caſt in at his going to ſleep at night; we afterwards dila- 
ted it with Tents of Gentian-roots,and between while others of Deer-ſuct, ſome 
whereof were fitted with ſtrings.A conſultationwas alſo reſolved on for thePhy- 
ficians to meet us at, which time we came provided with a ſpec. Ani,&c-in order 
to the dilating of the {iricture;but the Patient would not admit it,he being caſed 
by the uſt of the Emollient DecoRion z but replied, if it again contracted, he 
would come to Town and be governcd by us. Some months after the Win- 
ter approaching, he returned co Town 3 his Excrements were ſuppreſſed, and 
his Belly ſwelling, his Urin alſo high-coloured and ncer ſuppreſſed : his Phyli- 
cians preſcribed him a Clyſter that Evening, and a Purging-draught of Deco@. 
caſſie, tamarind, &c, he omitted the taking of the Clyſter, but took the Purge 
the aext morning, which bearing down the Excrements, ſo III 
Colon, 
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Colon, that the way between that and the Stridura being choked up by them, 
the Paticnt fell into a cold Swear, and frequent fainting ; but by laying him it 
his Bed,and Cordialls, he was ſomewhat relieved,and at laſt the Phylick worked 
through him, and he grew betterz and from that time he was more governa- 
ble, and admitted of Clifters betore Purging, both which he often repeatet!. 
We tpgcther proſecuted theCure by internall Medicaments, ſuch as by their ver- 
tue rettored the Patient to a better Habit of body : our work was the dividing 
che contracted Callzs,which made the Strifturs,which we did by an Inſtrument 
made for that purpoſe, with which without hurting the Inteſtine we cut through 
in ſcverall places, making the opening fo large that the Excrements came 
away big and by the injecting of ol. Iumbricorum, cured the wounds in tew 
days after, and left him at liberty, he not onely expelling them well, but al- 
ſo retaining them: Yet within this twelvemonth twice,we have cnlarged it,and 
by the Inſtrument we deſigned, it may at any time be helped without hazard 
of wounding the ſound partsncer it 3 but fincethe laſt Incition of it, February 
1673. it hath continued open, and upon a late ſearch with my Finger I could 
feel nothing of it.

ſuppoſed Fiſtula in Ano, it was on the right ſideneer the Podex, the Ulcer was the anus. 


ſordid and with round callons Lips.I niade a ſearch and found-it tut tinder the 
verge of the Anws, but not penetrating it. He had been long diſcaſed of the 
Kings-Evill, there being many Scrophulz on both ſides of his Neck. I rubb'd 
the ſordes and+ putrid fleſh with the Vitriol-ſtone , and then filled it with 
Merc. precipitet, with Pledgits of Lint cloſe over it. Then applied ſome of 
my cauſtick Unguent upon a Pledgit round oyer the callous Lips, and with an 
Emplaſtr. & bolo, and Bandage bound it up. The next day I took off the Cau- 
ſtick and found it had worked as I defigned:: I drefſed\ it with Lenients to 
halten ſeparation of the Eſcar. This poor man had heretofore been ſabje to the 
Hemorrhoids ;, trom which diſeafe ſome withered Piles remained hanging 
upon the verge of the Anus, which upon the application'of the forementioned 
Eſcaroticks and Cauſticks, began to heat and ſwell : I preſently cut them off 
with a pair of Sciſſors, and atter they had bled a-while, dreſſed them with 
prllv. Galeni, and afterwards cicatrized them by the uſe of the Vitriol-ftone 
and common Epuloticks. During which I cleanſed the Ulcer of its ſordes,and 
endeavourcd to lay a baſir with mundif.Paracelſ. &c. for incarnating the Ulcer z 
but while I was ſo doing,I obſerved a great quantity of corrupt Matter flowing 
again down upon the Ulcer : upon ſearch I tounda Sinzs run towards the 
Os ſacrum a great length, and ſodeep as gave me ſmall hopes of laying it open. 
The next Dreffing I was provided with vulnerary Injections, ſuch as have 
been ſet down in Sinuous Ulcers, and drefſed himup with Deterfives, and pre- 
ſcribed him ſuch Phylick as might have regard to his Scrophulous Habit of bo- 
dy.While I was thus treating him,he began to be troubled with a cough, which 
he had been frequently ſubjc to in the Country, upon which account Pecto» 
ralls were preſcribed, and he was thereby relieved: The cure of the Ulcer not 
ſuccceding, I applied a Cauſtick upon the upper part of the Sinws between the 
Os ſacrumand the coccix, and paſſed in my Dire&or at the ſame time, and cut 
through the Eſcar into it, deligning by this opening to intercept the Humour 
flowing downward to the Ulcer, but the while he was taken again with a ſhort- 
neſs of breath: I let him Bloud, and repcatcd the uſe of Lohocks and Core 
dialls, with Spirit of Saffron, &c. but he took his Bed and died the third day 
after, I having leave to open him, defired Doctor Walter Needbam his afli- 
ſiance in finding out the Caule of his death 3 we found all the Glandules with- 
in 
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in very Scrophulous, thoſe that lay upon the Iliack; Veſſels ulceratcd, from 
whence flowed a great quantity of Matter down into the Pelv, thence infinu- 
ating it ſelf amongſt the Muſcles, and fo to the place where I had applied my 
Cauſtick,and from thence to the Ulcer neer the Anus: his Lungs were alſo ſtuft 
with Strame, and the Viſcera all very bad. 

This Obſervation being indeed ftrumous , ſhould have been placed in that 
Treatiſe ; yet notwithſtanding I thought it fit to inſert it here, that the young 
Chirurgeons, when they meet with ſuch ſordid Ulcers, with extraordinary diſ- 
charge of Matter, may learn to ſuſpe& ſome extraordinary cauſe within, 

A Lady of about fixty eight years of age, a lean withered Body ſubje& 
- —q py many years to the Hemorrhoids, which in her declining years grew more pain- 
ditioned Ul- full, and at laſt aflied her night and day, and being without hopes of re- 
cer in Ano. licf from the ſeverall applications preſcribed her , was perſuaded to admit 
of a Chirurgeon : She ſent for me, I heard her roaring before I came into her 
Chamber. On the lower part of the verge of the Anus, next the Perizeum, 
was a Swelling as big as a Pheſants cgge, it ſeemed to be the inflation of the 
rugous coat,but was hard and of a livid colour 3 but that which the moſi com- 
plained of was within, which I could not come to ſee nor yet teel: by preſſing 
this downward.,lI ſaw a foul Matter, and as I thought a large Ulcer; I cauſed a 
Syringe to befetched,and ſome mel rof. which I mixed with ſomeChicken-broth 
and caſt it up, and brought away ſome Excrements, and foul mucus; I cau- 
ſed a Fomentation to be made of fol. verbaſci,ſolani plantag. an. M.j. ſem. lini Fj, 
ſem. cydon. 3(. ſem.pſilii Zij. florymph. & roſ. rub. an. P.j. boiled in Wine and 
Water, by which it was often ſtuped in a day 3 alſo a mucilage with ſome of 
the cold Secds, with ſem. papaver.alb.byoſciam. pfillit, were thrown up to quiet the 
pain within, Emollient Clyſters were alſo ſometimes injected with a Syringe, 
having a ſhort thick taper.-Pipe 3 lenient Cerots were outwardly applicd, made 
of ſome of thoſe aboveſaid —_ cum ſeve cervin. vitulin., vitell, ovor. croco 
& opio, cum ol. lumbric. & cera alb, By theſe Medicaments I ſomewhat re- 
lieved the Patient, and got ſo much credit with her, as I hoped to have liberty 
to take off this Tumour by one way or other. Some while after I did apply 
a Cauſtick,and removed the upper part of it, as I deſigned; there came nothing 
out of it,but it was ſolevell'd,that I could with the help of a Spatuls look into 
the Anws, where at ſome diftance I ſaw little hard Excreſcences like Thymi 
ſtanding ſtiff up 3 thefe were they which gave her ſo continuall pain,eſpecially 
in the caſing of nature, There was alſo a ſordid Ulcer between them and 
the externall Tuberele, (to which I had applied the Cauſtick :) it was not ca- 
{y for to me extirpate the Thymi till I had quite removed this Tumour withouty 
whereupon I preſently rubb*d it with a Cauſtick-ſtone,and laid it flat,and waſht 
it with the Emollient DecoQion 3 then ſcavified the Eſcar , and filld it with 
Merc. precipitat. and drefled it up with Lenients; afterwards I worked it 
down, and ſmoothed it with the Vitrioll-ſtone, and cicatrized it with Epulo- 
ticks, the Alum-ſtone,&c. This removed I began with thoſe Thymi, which 
if I might have had my own way, ſhould have been treated by the actual 
Cautery ; but I'did not mention it, nor did I acquaint them with what I in- 
:cndcd to do,but placed her towards the light, and paſſed a Scoup-like Inſtru- 
ment up into the Anus, then having a Cauſtick-ftone fixed in a convenient In- 
iirument,l preſſed upon the head of theneereſt Thymus,and as the Salts melted, 
drycd them up with an Armed-Probe, and continued the work till I had quite 
extirpated it 3 then cali up ſome of an Emollicnt Decoction with alittle of. Hy- 
peric. by which the pain was aſſwagcd ; after the Eſcars caſt off, I toucht them 
with ſp. vitriol. and afterwards with the Vitrioll-ftone and cicatrized it, then 
dreſſed the ſordid Ulcer with Detergents ſtronger or weaker as it would ay , 
Y 
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by which I cleanſed it well, and diſpoled it to Cureby injefting ag. calcis, &c, 
During which Tattempted theextirpation of the other Thymi with Cauſtick- 
ſtones, and thought I had eradicated them 3 but ſome time after they roſe 
again,and in truth did fo often,and proved vexatious to the Patient, and trou- 
blcſome to me : Yet atlaſt after a ycars attendance they wore off, and the pain 
ccaſed. She lived many years afterwards as happily as any perſon ot her 
age. 
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A Frecholder about fifty tour years old, much emaciated, having laboured g.obfervar. 
many years under the Hemorrhoids, and Apoſtcmations within the Anws ; at of a Cancer tn 


laſt being tormented excethvely with pain, and not able to caſe nature, he 


came to London in a Litter. He ſent for me ſuppoſing that he had a Fiſftulz 
in Ano z I looked and ſaw the verge of the Anus callous, then (carching with 
my Finger I felt a large cancerate Ulcer within the Refzm, lying under the 
Os coccix, and poſſeiling the parts round with hard Lips 3 alſo a large Excre- 
cence, growing upon the lower part of the ſaid Intettine about an inch and 
a half within, ſo that there was but a ſmall paſſage for diſcharge of Excrc- 
ments. 

This was an inveterate Cancer, and not likely to yield any thing to Pallia- 
tives : I would gladly have been rid of him, but he would be my Patient, pro- 
teſting that he could not live unleſs way were made for the more' eaſy disbur- 
thening of nature 3 to which purpoſe he implored my ſpeedy help. I percci- 
ving his lamentable condition, and his reſolution to have ſomewhat attemp- 
ted, defired him to conſult ſome eminent Phylicians and Chirurgeons 3' he 
aſſented to it, and made choice of Do@our Tho, Cox, and Mr. Hollyer Chirur- 
geon. We met at his Chamber the next day and made a ſearch, and con» 
cluded it an inveterate Cancer incapable of Cure : but the Patient declared, he 
came to Town with reſolution to be cured or dye, and would have it attemp- 
ted. Weat his importunity complied, and reſolved upon the uſe of the actuall 
Cautcry, as bcing the onely way whereby we could hope to extirpate theſe Ex- 
crcſcences and callous Lips; he was well pleaſed with our propoſalls, and 
detircd we would meet again with; what expedition might be. The ſecond 
day after we met, and came provided with an aQtuall Cautery of the faſhion of 
a bolt, with a Canunula having a hole cut in it to receive that great Excreſcence 
ncer the Sphinder : a mucilaginous Decoction was alfo prepared ex ſummitat. 
malve, viol.ſem.cydon.pſillii,&c. in ag. hordei, The Cautery being ready, anda 
baſon of Water with Sponges to cooll itz the Patient roſe out of his Bed, 
and placed himſclf towards the light, leaning upon the fide of his Bed with- 
out any body to hold him. I anointed the Caunula with unguent. refrigerans 
Galeni, and paſſed it up, placing the opening in the Cannula upon the Ex- 
creſcence 3 then paſſed in an aQuall Cautery glowing hot, and repeated the 
uſe of it ſo oftcn, till the Phyſician and Mr. Hollyer judged the Excreſcence and 
callous Lips conſumed 3 Mr. Hollyer putting his Finger in after the paſſing 
each Cautcry,the Cannula being the while taken out often and cooled in Water, 
The work done, Injections were caſt in, and the burnt parts dreſſed with Leni- 
ents 3 the Paticnt returned briskly to his Bed, and from that time diſcharged 
his Excrements freely, but made little Urine, and that high-coloured: by the 
uſe of Emultions,and the frequent caſting in Emollient Clytters and InjeQions, 
his Urin voided more ealily, and in more quantity. After the ſeparation of 
the Eſcars, we dreſſed the Ulceration with #gzent. tutie , and injedted 


troch, alb. rhaz. diſſolved with a Mucilage of the greater Cold Seeds, ſem. * 


plantag. papaver, albi, pfillii, in aq. ſpermat. ranar, & germ, querci. Theſe 
parts diſpoling to cicatrize, the Patient was ſcized with a Pleurifie, and not 
{ubmitting, to be let Bloud as was preſcribed, his pain increaſed fo very much

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that he could ſcarce breath ; being afterwards let Bloud about cight ounces, 
he was relieved : but then a Diarrhea followed, and it being Mid-winter, and 
the Patient not allowing himſelf Fire, nor obſerving good Diet, it terminated 
ina Dyſcnteric, and he languiſhed and dycd, 
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Of the Cure of the EV ILL by the 
KIN G's Touch. 


| HAT great difficulty we meet with in the Cure of the K I N G*s- 
Evill, the daily experience both of Phyſicians and Chirurgeons 
doth ſhew. I thought it therefore worth my while to ſpend a 
whole Treatiſe upon the Subjeq, and very particularly to go through the de- 
{cription of it, informing thereby the young Chirurgeon whatever is requi- 
lite to the Cure,at leaſtas far as it cometh within the compaſs of our Art, But 
when upon triall be ſhall find the contumaciouſneſs of the Diſeaſe, which fre- 
quently deludeth his beſt care and induſtry, he will find reaſon of acknow- 
ledging the goodneſs of God 3 who hath dealt ſo bountifully with this Nation, 
in giving the Kings of it,at leaſt fromEdward the Confeſſor downwards,(if not 
for a longer time) an extraordinary power in the miraculous Cure thereof. 
This our Chronicles have all along teſtified , and the perſonall experience of 
many thouſands now living can witneſs tor his Majeſty that now relgneth, 
and his Royall Father and Grandfather. His Majeſty that now is having ex- 
erciſed that faculty with wonderfull ſucceſs, not onely here, but beyond the 
Scas in Flanders, Holland and France itſclf. The King of this lalt pretends to 
a Gift of theſame kind, and hath often the good hapto be alone mentioned in 
Chirurgicall Books, as the ſole poſſeſſor of it, when the French themſeves are 
the Authors : yet even they when they are a little free, will not ſtick to own 
the Kings of England as partakers with him in that facultyzwitnels the Learned 
Tagaultins, who in his Inſtitutions takes notice of King Edwards faculty of do- 
ing the ſame Cure, and the continuance of it in his Succeflors. ITtalyas well as 
France hath made the like acknowledgments in the Book of Polydore Virgil, 
who reciting the Gift giyen to Saint Edward the Contefſor, doth ſubjoyn theſe 
Ii 3 words 
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words: ©uod quidem Immortale munus quaſi hereditario jure ad poſteriores Reges 
manavit : nam Reges Anglie etiam nunc tatiu,ac quibuſdam bymnis,non ſine cere- 
montiis, privy recitatis,ſtrumoſos ſanant, © Which Immortall gitt hath been derj- 
&© ved as it were by an hereditary right to the latter Kings 3 tor the Kings of 
&« Englandevennow alſo do Cure the Struma by Touch, &c, 
Indeed if Hiſtorians of our Nation be diligently compared with the Frexch, 
we ſhall find that the French Kings had this Gift latcr then ours. Dwpleix a 
moſt diligent Writer of that Hiſtory, deriving it no further then Phillip che fit(t, 
and Lewis the groſs; ſaying, that before their times no man had that power : 
whereas we on the contrary meet with the generall acknowledgments of all 
our Writers of the ſame miraculous Power in Saint Edward's time , which 
were enough for this Controverſy : and not onely fo, but with ſtrong ſurmiſes, 
that this Miracle was ancientersit being notorious in the days of Malmsburien- 
fi, who lived not long after his Reign , that it was then diſputed, whether 
the Cure of the Evill were a peculiar reward of the Kings Holineſs, or rather a 
Hereditary faculty attending the Exgliſh Crown. Which Gift, that it was not 
taken away upon our departure from the Church of Rome , we have not onely 
our daily experience to teſtific, but alſo the confeſſion of DoQtor Harpsfield, 3 
Sreat Divine of the Romiſh perſwaſion 3 who, after he hath in the Ecclelialti- 
call Hiſtory of England deſcribed at large the Miracle wrought by the Con- 
feſfor , doth add, Dom ftrumoſos ſanandi admirabilem dotem in poſteros ſuos 
Anglorum Reges, ad noftra uſque tempora transfudiſſe & perpetuiſſe, meritd cre- 
ditxr., © Which admirable faculty of Curing the Struma, he is jultly believed 
<* to have tranſmitted to his Poſterity, the Kings of England, and to have 
continued it amongſt them to thoſe times in which he wtote, And when 
Biſhop Tooker would make uſe of this Argument to prove the Truthof our 
Church,Smithexs doth not thereupon go about to deny the Matter of tat; (nay 
indeed both he and Cope acknowledge it) but he rather chuſeth firſt to retort 
upon him the Proteſtant argument againſt Miracles which they will not allow 
to be the neceſſary mark of a trne Church, becauſe they may alſo be performed 
by Infidels. But withall he himſelf,who is not willing to let go fo ſpecious an 
Argument from his own Church, finds another Solution of the difficulty, aftri- 
_ it to the great Goodneſs of God; and the great Grace of Saint Edward, 
Fudd nec in indigna berede defecerit, that the Gitt did not fail in an unworthy 
Succeſſour : Such as he calleth Queen Elizabeth,and adds,that She did perform 
that Cure,zon virtute propria,ſed virtute figni crucisy not by her own virtue, but 
by virtue of the Sign of the Croſs, which ſhe made at the time of Hea- 
ling 3 as if the Sign of the Croſs, by whomſoever made, were ſufficient to work 
a Miracle. What would he now ſay were he living, and had ſcen it done 
by three Generations of Kings without the Sign of the Croſs ? But it is not 
my buline(s to enter into Divinity-controverlies : all that I pretend to, is firſt, 
the atteſtation of the Miracles 3 and ſecondly, a direQion for ſuch as have nor 
opportunity of receiving the benefit of that ftupendious Power. The former of 
theſe, one would think, ſhould need no other proot then the great concourſe of 
Strumous perſons to White-hall, and the ſucceſs that they find in it. I my (elf 
have been a frequent Eye-witneſs of many hundreds of Curcs pertormed by his 
Majcſties Touch alone, withont any alliſtance of Chirurgery; and thoſe,many of 
them, ſuch as had tyred out the endeavours of able Chirurgeons betore they 
came thither. It were endleſs to recite what I my fſeclt have ſeen, and what I 
have received acknowledgments of by Letter , not onely from the ſeverall 
parts of this Nation, but alſo from Ireland, Scotland, Ferſey and Garnſey. It 
i1sncedleſs alſo to remember what Miracles of this nature were performed by 
the very Bloud of his late Majelty of Bleſſed memory after whole decollation by 
. the 
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the inhumane Barbarity of the Regicides, the reliques of that were gathered 
on Chips, and in Hankerchieffs, by the pious Devotes, who could not but 
think ſo great a ſuffering in ſo honourable and pious a Cauſe, would be atten- 
ded by an extraordinary affiſtance of God, and ſome more then ordinary Mi- 
racle : nor did their Faith deceive them in this point, there being fo many hun- 
dred that found the benefit of it. It his dead Bloud were accompanied with (6 
much of vertue, what ſhall we fay of his living Image, the Inheritour of his 
Cauſe and Kingdom ? whom though it hath pleaſed God to deliver out of 
thoſe dangers that overwhelmed his Royall father 3 yet it was with fo longan 
exerciſe of afliQtions, that though (God be thanked} he be not now like to en- 
creaſe the catalogue of Martyrs, yet he may well be added to the number of 
Confeſſours. This we are ſure, the Miraclc is not ceaſcd. 

But fince matter of Fa& itſelf is, in ſuch difficult cafes as theſe, lyable to ex- 
ception3z I ſhall take notice of the Evaſions, that obſtinate and incredulous 
Men haveuſcd to avoid fo great a notoriety of Experience. For fince it can- 
not be denied that many go away cured , ſome will impnte it onely to the 
Journey they take, and the change of Air 3 others to the effeQs of Imagination; 
and others to the wearing of Gold, 

The firſt of theſe is cafily confated by the hundreds of inftances that are 
to be given of Inhabitants of this City, who certainly could meet with little 
change of Air, or indced of exerciſe, in _—_— to Fhize-ball, The ſecond 
is as readily taken off by the Examples of Infants, who have been frequently 
healed, though they have not been old enough to imagine any thing of the Ma- 
zeſty, or other ſecret rays of Divinity, that do attend Kings, or do any other 
a& that way to contribute to the Cure. The third hath more of colour init, 
becauſe many that have been touched, have upon lofs of their Gold felt returts 
of their Malady, which upon recovery of that have vaniſhed. But in this 
caſcalſo we have many Evidences of the contrary. 

For his Majeſty's Royall father in his great extremity of Poverty had not 
Gold to beſtow, but inſtead of it gave Silver, and ſometimes nothing , yer 
in all thoſe caſes did curg and thoſe that were cured by his Bloud wore no 
Gold. 

Now whereas upon the loſs of the Gold ſome have found damage ; I would 
know, whether any of them were relieved by the wearing any other Gold then 
what the King gave them. This is certain, that many that loſt their Gold 
continued ſound; and whereas others did not,itmay rather be imputed to ſecret 
Providence, which would give the Perſons concerned that obligation of being 
mindfull of their BenefaQor. 

But ſince the intidelity of many in this fantaſticall Age, and the want of op- 
portunity of others, doth deprive them of this ealy and ſhort remedy ; and, 
lince it is not neceſſary that a Diſcaſe,which is cured by Miracle, ſhould be re- 
mediable by no rules of Art 3 I think it will not be amiſs, if I do here givean 
account of what Nature and Art have ſupplicd towards the relief of Mankind, 
in one of the moſt obſtinate Diſeaſes that I know: in the doing of which, 
though I think I ſhall ſay as much as thoſe have ſaid that have preceded me 
in this Employment, ( it may be ſomething more 3) yet I muſt needs that 
what I write, will do little more then ſhow the weakneſs of our ability, when 
compared with his Majeſtie's, who cureth more in any one year,then all the Chi- 
rurgeons of London have done in an age- However that this Attempt may not 
ſcem to want precedent, give me leave to tell you, that it isno more then the 
French Kings Chirurgeons have done before me, or then old Mr. Clow?s did it: 
Queen Elizabeth's days,and all other generall Writers in Chirurgery have done 
more or lels; Withall, as teeble as our Art is, this Treatiſe willſhew yout!:at it 
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isnot altogether incffeQuall ; and though the difficulty of Cure will ſufficiently 
appear , yet the poſſibility will alſo be made out in many remarkable in- 
ſtances. 


Cuape. II. 


Of the Definition of the Diſeaſe, and it's 
Canſes. 


Cr E Latines call this Diſeaſe Struma and Scrophula, we the Kings-Evill, 
Galen defines it thus, Struma caro eſt ſicca que egre ſolvitur : Paulus thus, 
Strume ſunt Glandule indurate : Etius, Strume ſunt carnes ſubcandide facile 
augeſcentes, in membrana contente, & in ſumma glandula indurate, que in col- 
bo & ſub inguinibus oriuntur, Strume are a hard Glandulous fleſh, ſomewhat 
white, contained in a eyſtis, &c, But none of theſe Definitions do ſeem to 
me ſufficiently to exprefſe the Diſeaſe which we in England call the Kings- 
Evil, For I appeal to the practitioners of this Nation, Phylicians and Chi- 
rurgeons, deſiring them to ſay, whether there be not many Tumours and U1- 
cers commonly judged to be the Evill, which are contained in no cyſi at all ; 
neither do they concrete into.a Glandule. I inſtance in the thick upper Lips 
chopt, divers Tumours by congeſtion in the muſculous parts of the Body, 
others in the Bones, &c. fo that cither we mult exclude all theſe from the 
King's Touch, or alter our Definition : yet I do confeſs withall that the ſpe- 
cihck Difference, whereby this Tumour is diſtinguiſhed from divers others, 
is ſo hard to tind out, that it will be difficult to put a new Dctinition in the 
room of thoſe which I now reject. I ſhall endeavour to fix upon a peculiar 
Acidity in the ſerum ſanguinis for my ſpecifick Difference ; and ſhall deſcribe 


TheAurhor's te Kings-Evill to be, a Tumour ariſing from a peculiar Acidity of the ſerum of the 


Deſcriprion. 


Bleud, which whenſoever it lights upon Glandule, Muſcle or Membrane, it coagu- 
lates and hardens , when it mixeth with Marrow alway diſſolves it, and rotteth the 
Bone, 

If this acid Humour be ſimple, the Diſeaſe is a ſimple Strama; if joined 
with a malignity, or any other Humour, it makes a mixt Tumour, as Strums 
maligna, Phlegmonodes, Schirrhodes, Oedematodes, Oc, 

Now by a Coagulation I mean ſomething diſtin trom Concretion, which is 
incident to all other Humours and Tumours, and to the ſerum itſelf upon 
many other cauſes. The whole Blood being fibrous may admit of many con- 
cretions and thicknings z but they differ from this Coagulation as much as the 
boyling of Milk up to a thickneſſe, or their thickning it with Flower, &c. 
differs trom making a curd with Rennet. I ſhall the rather afſume this in- 
{tance of Milk becauſe of the near kindred between it and Blood,and alſo tor the 
ncar reſcmblance that many Strumous Tumours have with the curd of that. 
It is very common to fee the leſſer Glandules of the neck, which of late have 
obtained the name of Conglobate, to grow large, and hl with a white curd fo 
exactly like that of Milk that it is hard to diſtinguiſh them. When they difler 
from this, it is from ſome other mixture in the Blood which makes ſome other 
alccration 3 which may be very various, whether in the nature ot the co- 
agulating Ferment, or of the matter coagulated : the tormer may be an Acidity 
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of this or that ſort, and ſometimes ſo ſharp as to approach near to the acrima-* 


ny of agus fortis 3 in which caſes the Patient feels violent corrofions and hi- 
deous pains, the Tumour it ſclt being apt to degenerate into a Cancer, or may 
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have other mixture with it to make it of a Vitriolique or Aluminous nature: 


all which Acidities though they agree in the common notion of Coagulacing, 
yet they make Coagulations very unlike each other, The difference alfo may” 
be in the Matter coagulated, the varieties of which being infinite are hatd to 
be recited : only I mult takenotice, that trom this latter Caulc it is that | was 
forccd to put as well the property of Diſſolution as of Coagulation into the de- 
frription of the Diſeaſe ; for though the Acidity be the ſame which  cotrietti 
into a Bone with that which gocth into the Fleſh-glandule, &c. yet the Mat- 
eter it works upon being different, viz. Marrow, (whoſe peculiar nature we 
do not underſtand, only tind it much different from other Juices of the body ) 
it doth there diſſolve and rot it, and with it the fibres of the Bone itſelf; 
Let no man wonder at the contrary effe&s of the ſame Cauſe, who obſerveth 
the different operations of Fire itſelf upon wax and clay 3 where it is viſible 
that the contrariety of Accidents happens from the Matter, and not the Effici- 
ent. The like inſtance may be made in Vinegar, which when it is mixed with 
Milk, &c. it coagulates it into a curd 3 if put upon-an-EFp,it not only diſſolves 
the Shell, but alſo attenuates the White contained in it into a_limpid' water 3 
which White we notwithſtanding obſerve to be a body much apter to con- 
crete and grow thick then Milk itſel6 The fimilitude will hold good of 
our Strumous Acidity, which when it lights upon the Serum of the Bloud co- 
agulates it, and when it enters into Marrow, though that be in a nearer di- 
ſpoſition to Hardneſſe then the Serum, yet the mixture of this Acidity is ſo 
far from promoting that Hardneſſe that it rather diffolves the confiſtency it 
already hath. 

The immediate Cauſe of the Kings-Evillis delivered already, vis. the Aci-: 
dity of the Serxm: but the remote Cauſes, viz. the cauſes of this Acidity (to 
which the Strume owe their original) are fomewhat hard to be enumerated: 
The heads to which they be referred are theſe, Air, Diet, Exerciſe, natural 
Complexion, hereditary Aﬀections, &c. 

Thoſe who are born of Strumous Parents are uſually ſubject to theſe Diſea- 
ſes, and derive it from them; ſb they will from a Nurſe fo diſeaſed whoſe 
Milk they ſuckt. 

Thoſe whoſe temper of Bloud is acid and the Serum apt to coagulate, are 
very obnoxious : ſo are Rickety children, and indeed in all children the heat 
being little for concoction, the Serum is apt to coagulate. 

Thoſe that live in an Air exceſſively thin and fhatp, or very thick and 
foggy, are both liable to the ſame Diſeaſe. Diet of ſalt, ſowre and ſlimy meats 
are cauſes of this Diſeaſe, of which tore elſewhere. 

Want of Exerciſe is a great cauſe of the Bloud's growing acid and ſlimy : 
external Accidents are often the occaſional cauſe of the Kings-Evill, but they 
always ſuppoſe a prediſpoſition of the Body to it 3 in which caſe we often ſeea 
blow, compreſſion, bruiſe, &c. to produceit. Soalſo by a wrench of the hip, 
knee, anckle, or other joint, we find crude Tumours to ariſe which are ſoon 
followed by viſible Symptomes of the Kings-Evill; viz. either glandulous 
Tumours in the Neck, &c. or Tumours of the Bones themſelves, which ari- 
ſing in the body of them make the Spine ventoſa ; of which elſewhere. I 
ſhall give you-one remarkable inſtance of a Cook's ſervant in the Old-Baily, 
who ſleeping one Summers night upon a fourm, his head ſlipping off the one 
fide of his Neck prefſed upon the end of it : when he wakened his Neck was 
full of Strume on both ſides, ſome as big as Walnuts, others lels 3 they _ 
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of different figures,and diſtin& from one another. He was preſently let bloud 
and purged, all elſe was done that expert Phyſicians and Chirurgeons thought 
fit to relieve him; but the Strume continued and after a few days apoltcma- 
ted and mattered, and became virulent Ulcers : he died tabid within half a 
year. A ſtreight ſtay, as ſome Women and Children wear them, hath too 
often the ſame effeQ: pain in the Breaſt makes them under the Arms, 
and in ill Habits of body 3 a ſore Leg hath often cauſed as much in th 
Groines. ;

T be Hiſtory of the Diſeaſe with the Diagno- 
Wd, and Prognoſticks. 


T HE Kings-Evill is already deſcribed in ſhort z but that will not ſerve 
: the uſesof a young PraQitioner unleſs he may have the Hiſtory of it 
more fully delivered, which cannot be well done unleſs we give an account 
of the Parts themſelves which are concerned in it. Now the Parts uſually af- 
feed are cither Glandules, Muſcles, Viſcers, Membranes, Tendons or Bones, 
I do not remember ever to have ſeen the Nerves or Brain affected immediate- 
ly with any Humour of this kind : or if they have, the Juices of thoſe Parts 
are rather diſſolved, and the Fibres corroded by this Acidity after the likeneſs 
of Marrow and Bones, then coagulated into a Tumour ; which Corrofion 
when it happens, the Diſeaſe gets another name, and being indeed mortal 
needs not be infiſted upon in this Treatiſe, it admitting of no other dodrine 
but that of a Prognoſtick.' 

So a young Lady having overgrown Tonfills, which were judged Strumous, 
was cured by me by Extirpation, as you may fee in the chap. of Toyfills : but ſhe 
ſome years after labouring under great pains of her Head, and being upon the 
way coming up to London for Cure, dyed ſuddenly 3 her Head being opened, 
her Brain was found corroded, and much walted with great meter > Tay the 
inner Table of the Skull: carious. 

The Veins and Arteries do incced dilate themſelves in all congeſtions of 
Matter, whether natural ox prete:natural 3 but have not any particular Aﬀecti- 
on in the Strame diſtin& from what they have in other caſes. 

Glandules are a very notorious ſeat of this Diſtemper, infomuch that Au- 
thours generally have confined it to them as its ſubject. Here we have a great 
deal to ſay,vis. that this Part is the moſt commonly affected when-ever the Pa- 
tient is Strumousz and if the outward and more viſible Glands remain 
whole, yet generally ſpeaking the inward ones, thoſe eſpecially of the Me- 
ſentery, are obſtructed and ſwell'd. Of theſe T have ſeen divers examples, 
eſpecially in Children, and have pafled my Judgment that they have been 
Strumous, when the outer Signs could not fo far juſtify my conjecture as to 
make othersof my mind : yet when the Patient hath been dead, the truth hath 
appeared upon diſſeQion. In one of this ſort Dr. Walter Needham hath late- 
ly been my witneſs. Nay whenever the outward Glands do appear {well'd, 
you may ſafely conclude the Meſentericks to be fo too, they being uſually the 
tirſi Part that is attacqued by this Malady, Nor is the Meſentery alone, ut 
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all the conglobated Glandulcs partake with itz which word Syſvius hath ap- Corglovate. 
propriated to the reductive Glands that lerve the Lymphzducts. Thcſc arc 
trequently lyable to this Diſtemper, their othces being a percolation of the 

Serum ; therefore whenloever that is amiſs, thcle mult needs ſuffer. This is 
outwardly viſible in the Neck, on the tides of the muſcnlus majtoidens quite eek, 
down to the Clavicle, whence they paſs into the Thorax down a-long the 

Spine, and about the Lungs 3 which themſelves allo do trequently abound with 

Strumous coagulations. Lawrentizsadds the Bronchocele as a ſpecies of this 

Diſcalc. 

It is as caly tobe (cen in the Groine, Axille, &c. in both which places they Groines, 
do often appear 3 but no-where more commonly and frequently then in the 4xile 
Neck, of which every day ſhewcth examples. Nor are the conglomerate Conran 
Glandules tree of the like malady, under which name Sylvizs contains all the cine, 
excretory ones, Which I do reckon to be the Salivalls bigger and leſs, the 
Tonſills, the Glandule Lachrymales, the Thymus, the Pancreas, the Mamme, 
the Teſticles, Proſtates, &c. 

Theſe are ſometimes affected together with the Conglobates, ſometimes 
ſeparably. Many inſtances may be given thereof, in ſome we have 
tound all the conglobate Glandules of the Neck {welPd, and many of them 
to preſs hard upon and between the parts of the Salivalls ; yet they remai- Salivalls, 
ned found. 

The like hath been ſeen concerning the Pancreas and Thymus, which have 

bcen both ſurrounded with Strume,yet themſelves remained untouched;but very 
often the Conglomerates are affected by themſclves, of which we have a great 
example in the Xanzls, it being, but the Tumour of the Glandula ſalivalis in- Rana. 
ferior, which in a man lycth immediately under the fides of the Tongue. 
The Parotis alfo, ' which is the external Salival), is very often preternaturally 
aftectcd 3 and in the Pancreas the learned Dr. Walter Needham faith, he hath, 
ſcen a Strumous Tumour ſuppurated, which held a pint of matter when the 
othcr Glands of the Meſcntery remained ſound. 

The Breaſts are evidently obnoxious to it, as common practice teſtifies. Breaſts. 

In a late private Healing I preſented a young Woman with one in theright 
Brcaſ(t, and 3 near that lying between the 2 Brealts, as large as Pheaſants cy gs. 

The Telticlcs and Proltates may be liable, but I cannot inttance in taem 3 Tefticles and 
and it may be that we do the leſs acknowledge their being affected with Proftates: 
this Diſcaſe, becauſe we arc apt in all theſe caſes to ſuſpe& another diſtemper. 

The over-grown Tonſills are ſo frequently Strumous, that they need not be ToPfils- 
inhilicd on. | 

The Glandule Lachrymales axe often infected, and do acgerding to the va- 
ricty of their diſordcrs produce ſeveral forts oft Tumours about the eye; the 
molt uſual of which is a Lippitudo,an affection of the ends of the LachrymallVeſ- 

{clls, which being derived from them do terminate near the cilia: fo alſo the 
Hordeoli, &c. nay it is not rare to ſee the whole ballot the Eye thrult out by the 
Tumour of theſe Glandules. 

Ophthalmia itſelf is often a conſcquent of the Diſeaſe 3 ſo is alſo the Fiſtula ophrhalmie, 
Lachrymalis which often oweth its original to this cauſe, Fiſtula

Feet, allo the very Fingers and Toes. own on 

In a Child of tix years of age I faw them ſcattering all over the Body, as N 
in thc balls of the Cheeks, and upon that part of the Os zygoma nearelt the 
K k 2 'externall 
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externall canthus of the Eye,higher then the parotis reachcth : but whether that 
were part of the parotis or not, the others were certainly ad ventitious which 
appeared upon the ſides, back, breaſt, belly, ſhoulders, arms, and thighs, ſcat- 
- tering up and down, ſome ſuperhicial in the skin, others deep. 

The Viſcera are often found with =_ Strume growing in them, or from 


them. Nor are we to wonder at it it Malpighizsr's doctrine be true, who ſup- 
poſeth moſt of the Viſcers to be made up of Glandules. In them we frequent- 
ly find Strumous — in the Liver, Lungs, Spleen, and ſometimes ap- 
pendants to them. Dr. Walter Needham declared in one of his late LeQturcs 
of Anatomy at our Hall, that he ſaw a Strumous Swellipg hang at the cone 
of the Heart that weighed 2 ounces. | 

The Tendons are ſometimes involved with a great gummincſſe and col- 
le&ion of Strumous matter, eſpecially the fingers, hands, feet and toes , yea 
upon the muſculus maſtoideus itſelf we find them very diſtinguiſhable tron 
glandulous Tumours, and hard to be managed. Elbows, knees, ancklcs are ve- 
ry remarkable Seats of this ſpecies of the Dilſcalc. 

Bones are as frequently affected as any part of the Body, Glandules only 
excepted : but there the manner of the Tumour differs z for though the Bone 
ſwell, and the outward ſhell thereof appear hard, yet the inward Juices are all 
putrid and rotten. This ſort of Tumour is ſometimes called Spins ventoſa, 
how properly let others judge; but it is certain that not only the Bones of the 
fingers, carpus, met s, tarſus , metatarſus, and Toes, are liable to this 
Evill, but alſo the Skull itſelf and the Jaw-bones, and all the other Boncs of 
the body z the venomous nature of which will be ſeen by thoſe who upon opc- 
ning ſome of theſe Tumours have found the Bone when laid bare at the 
firſt appearance ſound , but when pierced into to be in the heart wholly 
rotten. 

Bones are likewiſe affeted on the outfide by any Strumous Tumour that 
toucheth them, whether Membrane or Tendon, &c. which we often experi- 
ence in opening of them when they lie near ſuch parts 3 for when we do, we 
moſt commonly find the Bone itſelf bare, it not carious. There is a mixed 
caſe of Membranes and Bones which frequently is found Strumous, I mean 
the Ozena, which requires your utmolt diligence z the Bones and Cartilages 
there ſoon rotting, leave a blemith to the ſcandal of the Patient. 

As to the Differences of the Strxme, they are ſometimes more mild with- 
out Inflammation or - pain, and moderately hard, but by acceſs of heat in- 
flame and ſuppurate z as well thoſe of a round figure,which is elteemed the beſt 
and mildeſt ſort, as thoſe of any other. Some of the mildeſt and biggeſt 
Strume Þ have ſeen perfeQly ſuppurated without change of colour in the skin, 
but after ſome days they again became hard as before. When they ſuppurate 
with Inflammation then there is a mixture of Bloud with them, and thcy are 
call'd Phlegmonoides; others are indurated and after a while Schirrous, yet 
ſometime by a putrid heat do ferment, and grow painfull and ſoft in the upper 
part 3 which ſoftneſſe hath by ſome been mittaken tor a Suppuration, but at their 
Opening they only gleet, and at length too frequently ſhew their maligne qua- 
lity by terminating in one of the ſpecies of a Cancer, as I have ſhewed you in 
the Chapter of Cancers. 

Other Differences may be taken notice of, viz. that ſome are primigenial 
as when the Diſeaſe is original, and ſecundary when they ſuccced ſome other 
Diſcaſe, as particularly a Fever, which often terminates in a congeſtion of mar- 
ter. It alſo ſometimes happens after Catarrhs and other Diſtempers. There are 
likewiſe ſome by ſudden Fluxion,others by long Congeſtion. From the place of 
their ſcituation Differences may be taken which every mans eye can ſhew him.

nions of, ſo they are often not eafily diſtinguiſhable trom, theſe Tumours. gc. 


This makes Barbett, a late Authour, to ſay, that Materia mell;, ſebo, ant pulti 
ſimilis, circa articulos, Ganglion, circa colli glandulus,Scropbulam ſive Strumam, in 
brachiis, pedibus, aut capite Tubercula, & fi ex Lue venerea Tophum conſtituit, 
By which it appears that he makes them not to be diſtin Speciet of them- 
ſelves, but the accidents of other Tumours. : | 

Signs of theſe Tumours will be more difhcultly given, by reaſon of the 
various ſhapes in which they do appear. 


When it affects a conglobate Glandule the Tumour is uſually round, mo- Diagnoſtic. 


dcrately hard, and moveable without pain. Thoſe of an ovall figure which 
are hard, and accompanied with pain without Inflammation, are of an ill 
quality 3 and if they grow unequall they threaten a Cancer, When a Conglo- 
merateis the ſeat of it, it uſually obſerves the ſhape of that Glandule, cſpeci- 
ally if the whole Gland be diſeaſed : but it is not unfrequent to ſee thoſe Glan- 
dules (which are indeed but compoſitions of leſſer Glandules cluſtered up tos 
gether like a bunch of grapes) particularly affected 3 ſo that ſome of thoſe 
leſſer Glandule, or Kernells, ſhall ſwell into ovall, round, or flat, or other fi- 
gures, leaving the remainder found enough; as indeed having no other 
communication with them, but only by that ſmall pedunculus which tieth 
them to, and diſchargeth them by, the common great du of the Glandule. 

Ina Muſcle the ſhape is uncertain, and alway diſtin& from the Muſcle 
the Tumour harder or ſofter as it happeneth : but thoſe of a round figure are 
the beſt-conditioned ones. 

The lip when infected is commonly thick and chop. 

Bones when Strumous do ſwell, grow hard and big, but if you open 
them, they are found inwardly rotten, as hath already been hinted. 

Theſe which we preſent to his Majelty are chiefly ſuch as have this fort of 
Tumour about the muſculus maſtoidens, or Neck, with what-ever other circum- 
ſtances they are accompanied 3 nor are we difhcult in admitting the thick- 
chapped upper Lips and Eyes affectcd with a Lippitudo: in other caſes we give 
our Judgment more warily. 

In the Prognoſtick you are to conſider, whether the Tumours be many or 
few, grown togcther in cluſters or more diſtin, great or {mall, deep or ſhal- 
low, moveable or immoveable, benigne or maligne, ſoft or hard : the place 
of them, whether ncer great Veſſells, Joints, Nerves, Tendons or Bones, and 
the Habit of body, is to be conlidered) alſo the Age of thePatient. 

It the Habit of body be tolerable, the Patient young, the Strume recent and 
but moderately hard, the Reſolution or Suppuration of them is feizable ; but 
if they have been of long continuance, are hard and lie deep among(t the Veſ- 
ſells, the work is difficult; yet the Cure of both is very often furthered by 
accidental Ferments, which will reſolve them to a wonder, and as often ſup- 
purate them, - In caſe of the King's Touch the Reſolution doth often happen 
where our endeavours have fignified nothing 3 yea the very Gumats, inſo- 
much that I am cautious of predicting concerning them ( though they ap- 
pcar never ſo bad) till 14 days be over. It the Sirama be moveable, and 
tree from remarkable Veſſells, the rw gp is not difficult ; but if the Habit 
of body be bad, the Strume immoveable, they arc not to be meddled with 3 
it that thcy be moveable, yet lie deep amongſt the great Veſſels, the extirpa- 
tion is dangerous : beſides, in the beſt Habits of body new Strwme arc apt to 
ariſe while you are extirpating the old ones.

one another, though to your Eye they may ſeem diſtin: in which caſe the 
Lips grow callous and the Ulcers corrotive, yea frequently ſordid,and the Cure 
not to be hoped as long as any one cyſtis remains, or indeed the Veſſells that 
feed them 3 and if they run under the great Veſſells what will you do? but 
if the Ulcerations be ſimple the Cure is accordingly caſy. 

Thoſe that are ſeized of Strume in the Neck after 40 years of age ſeldome 
recover, thoſe generally labouring under great obſtructions, whence ſpring 
Scorbutical affeQions, Jaundice, fainting, vomiting, lofſe of appetite, fome- 
times Dropſy 3 otherwhile a Cough, in which caſe they die tabid. 

If Strumous Tumours or Gumatz ariſe from caries in the Bones of the fin=

ficult; ifin the Os calcis , Joint of the ancle, or Aſtragalus, or in the Knee. 
bones, or Iſchia, &c. where you cannot lay open, or indeed where you cannot 
judge of the rottenneſſe, the caſe is deplorable, the work is long ; and the 
very diſcharge of matter exhauſts the ſpirits of the Patients, ſo that they 
generally die of a Maraſmus : but if by ſtrength of Body and helpot Medicines 
the Ulcers do digeſt, ſometimes the rotten Bones do moulder and caſt forth, 
and by vertue of a callus within, the member is ſupplycd 3 as in ſome caſes you 
may ſee,but the caſe always portendeth danger. 

If Stramous Tumours or Gxumats do outwardly foule the Bones, if the 
Habit of body be tolerably good and the Ulcers well-handled, they may rc- 
cover 3 but if the Habit of body be bad, new Ulcers ariſe fo that the work is 
long and difficult. 


Caap. IV. 
Of the Method of Cure. 


N the Cure ofthe Kings-Evill you muſt conſider the Habit of body, ſtrength 

and age of the Patient, the affeQion of the Viſcera, and particularly whether 
the Struma be {imple or complicated. 

It all things appear benigne according to the Diagnoſtick or Prognoſtick 
before delivered, you may hope well; if otherwiſe, then you are to dctend 
your ſelf with a predi@Qion, and work warily. 

In order to the Cure three Intentions are required, The fhrit conliſis in 
the regiment of Diet and the other non-naturalls ; the ſecond, in Pharmacy or 
internall Preſcriptions 3 the third,in the application of Externalls cither to dil- 
cuſſe, ſuppurate or extirpate the Glands. 

In the firſt concerning a generall regiment of Diet, &«c. there ought to bc 
ſpecial regard had of the Conſtitution of the Patient whether he be hot or 
cold, dry or moiſt, old or young, tough or tender and waſhy, If the Body 
be cold and moiſt, we generally ſuppoſe a crapxla preceded, and crudity to 
aboundy in which caſe the ready road is by Faſting from meat and drink, 
which was the method of the Ancients, or at leaſt great moderation : their 
Diet ought to be moderately heating and drying, Mutton, Kid, Rabbct, Pul- 
let, Chicken, Partridge, Pheaſant, Cock, &c. and theſe roaſted , avoiding all 
meats which yeild a grofſe nouriſhment, as water-foule, fiſh and herbage : 
ther 
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their Bread ought to be of wheat wel baked, and their Drink medicated ale 
or beer wine is alſo allowed and water utterly forbidden. | 

In hot and dry Bodies which are tending to a Heftick, we allow 4 moxe 
humeRing Diet, their meat boyled with Lettuce, Spinage, Purſlane, Wood- 
forrel, &c. To ſome of theſe we dare ſcarce permit the eating of any Fleſh, bur 
rather a Milk-dict or Aﬀes milk ; but where Milk doth not agree we preſcribe 
them medicated Broths. 

Air is a great help in our Cure: in the cold ones it ought to be moderately 
heating and attenuating, in the hot ones cooling 3 in neither over-much pier- 
cing, as thatof Hampfted is, in which fort of Air there is always ſomething 
cſurine and acid 3 but rather mild and gentle, as that of Kingſmyton , upon 
which ſuppoſition of gentleneſs, the farther removed from the ſmoke of the 
City the better. I ſhall mention one Obſervation which I leave to your 
Judgement , whether it ought to be attributed to the ſmoke or Nor- 
thern blaſts from High-Gate, It was in a Patient of Dr. Tho. Cox and mine; 
diſeaſed and waſted even toskin and bone : we removed him to Krights-bridge, 
where after in ſome weeks he had a little recruited his ſtrength, and was caſed 
of his Cough, which had been very grievous to him 3 we removed him (for 
more conveniency of curing an Ulcer with caries of the cranizm which he had 
ſome time laboured under) to a Lodging near Kings-Gate in Holborn, which 
ſtood backwards and Airy enough, the windows opening to the Fields. Upon 
lying there but two nights he relapſed to ſuch a degree, that if I had not re- 
moved him the third day I verily believe he could not have ſurvived the 
fourth» but at Knights-bridge he again recovered, and ſome weeks after 
went well away to his Parents in the Country, and hath continued health- 
full lince. 

Exerciſe of body ought to be enjoined, it being neceſſary to waſte ſuper- 
Auities 3 Sleeping in the day is forbidden, unlefs it be in caſe of pain to 
which it is an Anodyne 3 Paſſhons of the mind ought alſo to be modera- 
aged. . 

* The ſecond Intention confiſting in Pharmacy, muſt be qualified accordin 
to the Habit of body. If it be cold and flegmatick, abounding with groſs 
viſcous Humours, your Preſcriptions ought to be heating and attenuating : in 
Plethorique bodies you muſt purge with the ſtronger Catharticks, or repeat the 
milder often, otherwiſe the Diſeaſe will be apt to increaſe under your hand. 
The Purgatives are, ſpecies blere cum agatie, diaturb, pul. cornachini, pil. cos 
chie, & dnobus, rudii, bermddadl. alaptne. imperial, & ſaccino, trochis, al- 
baudal, diagrid. refine jalapii, & merc. dnlcis, and all thoſe Medicaments pre- 
ſcribed in Lues venerea, Be pil, rudii Jj. calomel. gr.

If the Patient be of a hot and dry Conſtitution 
the caſc is more diftcult, becauſe the Medicaments eminent in the Cure of 
this Diſcale are generally ſuch as are like to injure the Body in one of thoſe 
qualities, being moſt of them ſuch as cither heat, or at leaſt dry it 3 many of 
them do both viz. Sarſa and the Woods ag alſo the cineres Spongie, ſal Gemme, 
and all the Species, In this caſe the Waters will have their place ( though I 
cannot ſo particularly approve them as others do. ) Aﬀes milk is of great eth- 
cacy in the moſt of theſe, of which I ſhall give you one inſtance ina caſe where 
iy worthy friend Sr. F. P, was concerned.

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A young Gentlewoman about' c1 years of age , ſhrewdly diſtaſed with 
Strume in het Neck, with obſtructions in the MeſEntery, ſhe being thereby 
exccedingly emaciated : Sir F, Pr, being ſent for, and [ceing her fo difcafed 
with loſs of Appetite, adviſed her to be removed to the treſh Air ar Kingftng- 
ton; ſhe was ſo, and there by Aﬀes milk recoveted her ſtrength, and rctut-= 
ned to her friends, well recovered. Where Aﬀes milk doth not agree we 
preſcribe DittiPd milk, of which fort this may ſerve for an exarnple. K farfa- 
parille elefi, inci. & contuf.

Emullions, Pearl, Juleps, and Opiats are alſo of uſe. Purging in- this calc, 
it the Body require it,ought to be with Lenitivt$,vis. Fletl.diacaſſe cum manng, 
diacatholic.diaprun.ſyr.de pomis piergantis diaſereos.ſyr.de rbab:& de cichoren cum 
rhabarbaro : and to Children the infuſion of Rhilbarb is Tuffticient. Our molt 
expcrienced Phyſicians have generally purged theſe with pel. rhab.with an ad- 
dition of the Eleft. diaſcord.or, ſacc. chermes, with Mer, dulcis where they have 
been ſubje& to Diarrhea, and in other caſes alone, or mixed with the mildes 
Purgatives:for in truth whatſoever Diſeaſe it is complicated with,without ſome 
xr2paration of Mercury our hopes are vain 3 nay in ſome of the moſt deplora- 
ble caſes where the Patient hath been extremely emaciated by reafori of the 
Acidity in the ſerum, I have proceeded higher to ſalivdte them, and thereby 
recovercd them, as you may ſee in fome of the Obſervations of Ulcers with 
caries inthe Bones. 

The third Intention is performed by the application of Extetnalls, t. to 
the Tumours which we endeavour to reſolve or ſauppurate or to extirpate, 
which latter may be performed either by manuall Operationor by Eſcarotick 
or Cauſticall medicamentsz 2. to the Ulcers, which are'the effe& cither of 
Suppuration or Extirpation. In Tumours we ſhall begin with Emollients 
and Diſcutients, though I muſt confeſs it is no caly work to refolve theſe 
Glands, if we conſider two things : firſt, the ſtubbornnefs of the Matter, ſe- 
condly, it's being contained- within a cyſis 3 yet in ſoft delicate Bodies the 
milder ſort of Glands, which are not' too mach indurated, do frequently 
reſolve, We ſhall therefore offer to you ſuch as I have ſometimes applied with 
tolcrable good ſucceſs: as Re empl. diachyl. ireat; ij. gum. galbanum , ammo- 
wiac, diſſolut. in aceto, an. (3, pul. ſem. naſturtiiZ). ſal. gemme Zij. ſem. ſinapis

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Thoſe which partake of a Phlegmon do frequently ſuppurate: the way tg 
further Suppuration is by ſuch-like 3 Be cepar, capita allior, in furno cotior, 


an. Ziſs, vitel. ovor. no, ij. croci 3). fiat cataplaſma, Inorder to the ſuppurating 
of them it is common to pinch them hard : I have ſeen ſome people in the 
Country thruſt a Thorn into them, and thereby ſtir up Inflammation which 
ſoon diſpoſeth them to ſuppurate. You muſt endeavour a perfect ConcoGion;z 
for if you open them while any part of the Gland is hard, it will increaſe and 
put you upon a neceſſity of eradicating it, or of leaving your Cure imperteR. 
I could give you many inſtances of Patients that have come to me for Cure at- 
ter ſuch Treatment. As tothe way of opening them when ſuppurated that by 
Incifion makes the leaſt Scar 3 but if the Strume be large, the way by Cau- 
ſiick may give you more Opening, and with leſs pain afſure the Cure : the 
Matter being diſcharged you may deterge with mundif. Paracelſ. precipitat. 
and the ay afterwards incarne and cicatrize as in crude Abſceſ- 
ſes hath been ſhewe 

But in the old and hard Strume we do ſeldom obtain a compleat Suppu- 
ration ; ſometimes during the application of the moſt ſabtill Diſcutients we 
xaiſe a heat in the Skin, which affeRing the cytis and part of the Gland next 
under it doth cauſe an imperfe& Suppuration : by the continued uſe of the 
Diſcutients it at length frets its way through in ſmall Apertures, in which calc 
it you continue the Applications, they —_— and become fo many pain- 
full -Ulcers ſpreading one into another, the body of the Gland remaining hard 
without hopes of Suppuration. But if you dreſs them a day 2 or 3 with a Pled- 
git of xnguent. baſilic. you may qualihe the Heat and moderate the Ulceration: 3 
and fo by interchangeably applying the Diſcuticnt or Lenicent, you may hap- 
pily waſte the whole Gland, if the Patient be treated the while by proper In- 
ternalls. In ſome of theſe who have come to me out of the Country with Stru- 
me ulcerated about the Chops, I have ſeen the Strume thruſt forth in a fuu- 
gas z ſo that with my Spatula paſſing under them I have thruſt them quite out, 
and healed the Ulcer in few days: in others where they are incapable of being, 
fo ſoon thrown out, I cut off the protuberant part, and conſumed the remai- 
ning baſis with Eſcaroticks. 

It the Struma be moveable, and free from remarkable Veſſells, the ſpeedieſt 
way of Cure is by cutting the Skin, and taking them out whole with their 
cytis ; thoſe which have ſtalks and are pendent, or grow ſmall near the baſis, 
may be tyed and cut off 3 of this ſort we ſee many. The laſt I was conſulted 
in was as big as the largeſt Ca#barine Pear and ofthat ſhape, growing on the 
outſide of the thigh of a Woman : I made a Ligature about the bafis of it, and 
and in complyance with the Patient left it on, and deferred the cutting it off 
till the next day 3 but whenI camel found it rotted off by force of the Liga» 
ture and required no Drelling, I cut it in pieces and found it a white Glandu- 
lous body. In an Infant newly born there appeared one upon the outſide of 
her little Finger, of the perte& ſhape and colour of an unripe Cherry, partly red 
and partly pale, with a fialk proportionably long : I cut it off with a Knife, 
it bled with a full fixeam, I ſtopt it by the application of pul. Galeni cum albu- 
mine oviz the third day afterI took off Dretſings and ſaw it healed. About 
ten days after coming thither tomakea Fontanell, I ſaw that Cherry lying in 
a Box in the window; I cut into the ſoft part and diſcharged a _ 
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dy ſerum : the other ſide which gave the pale colour toit was a Glandulous ficſh; 

In thoſe whichare ſo thick in the baſts that you cannot niake Deligation ori 
them, you may paſs a proportionable big Needle under the roots of them, ard 
cutthem off under the Needle, 

The common way of taking out all the ſpecies of Strume, Atheromata, & The way by 
Meliceris, by Incilion, is in cutting the Skin the Tength of the Tumour ; jn Jacifion. 
theſe latter youmult make the Incition more warily,leſt you divide the cytis and 
the Matter flow forth. After you have ſeparated them round to the baſis,” it 
may be ſometimes neceſſary to make a Ligature upon the Veſlells before: yoy 
cut them off. Thoſe which are of great bulk and have their 6«fis proportia= 
nably big, as Steatoma, generally called Wenns,”are ſornetimes taken our by 
making a croſs Incilion, other-while by an ovall, one taking off fo much of 
the Skin as may be judged ſuperfluous 3 then ſeparate it, proceed calmly in 
the Work, for in theſe the Skin commonly adheres fo cloſe to the cytis, that 
it will not part from it without the help of your Knife : having ſeparated'it 
turn it out, and make a Ligature underneath upon the Veſſells; and cutit off; 
ehen bring theLips of theWound together with 2 or 3 ſtitches;and drefs it up a5 
you ſee cauſe, Some Empiricks cut them off without more adoe, ſcarce making 
a Ligature on them 3 but this way being always attended with-a flux of Bloud, 
others chuſe rather to paſs a Seton-needle with a ſtrong Ligatare cloſe tmitle? 
the baſis, or as near it as may be, and that 'way make a Ligatite trialy 
about it, Sometimes we make the like Ligature without Iicifion, and are 
content to cat off the Tumour by ſtreightening it. Thus it falls off without 
effuſion of Bloud 3 but hereby there is hazard in mortifying the ſound parts 
underneath,or of cauſing ſuch diſturbance as prolongeth the Cure::upon which 
conſideration I do propoſe in great Steatoma's and complicated Turmours,which 
arc incloſcd incyſtis's, rather to cut into the cyſtzs, and with your hands to pul 
out that preternaturall Body, and leave the cyſtis behind. Soſhall you be ſe 
cured from a flux of Bloud, and for the cyftis, you need” not:doubt but by 
Digettion it will ſeparate and caſt off ; the Wound willalſo heal ſmooth by Ag 
glutination afterward, if you cut off the ſuperfluous Skin, and bring the re 
niaining Lips together, as in ſuch Operations is uſuall. An Inſtance of this 
I ſhall give you amongſt the following Obſervations. 

After the ſame manner I uſually treat all thoſe Tubercles in the Eye-brows 
and Face, where the cyſtis ſeparates diffcultly from the circumjacent parts; ot 
wherc a great Scar may be unſightly. a 

Where the Strume are large of lie deep neat conſiderable Veſſels, there, if Extirpatior 
Extirpation be ſafe,the belt way will be by cauſticall Medicines and Eſcaroticks, _——_ 
It is a Work requiring more time, yet itis ſure 3 and indeed is the only way our 
Paticnts generally admit of. The very mention of a Knife frightingthem from us. 

In preparation to this Work, the Body ought to be frequently purged; and 
if there be Plethora Venz-ſ{cion may be neceflary :alfo during the Extirpation 
they ought to be in an Antiſtrumaticall courle of Phyſick with Alteratives,&c. 
aS hath been already 'preſcribed z otherwiſe new Glands will arife whilſt you are 
eradicating the old ones. Upon which confideration you areto furniſh your ſelf 
with ſuch Eſcaroticks as may penetrate deep into-the Gland, and do'their work 
with lealt pain:for theſe Glands have ſmall ſprigs ofa Nerve branching thtough 
them, which -maketh them ſenifible of Pain and ſabjeR to Fluxion 3 therefore 
it is that we endeavour to eradicate them: wich Corrofives leaſt painfull. 

But ſuch is our misfortune that all Medicaments fit for this Work are extremely 
painfull, the {txonger Caulticks are moſt proper to'begin with upon condition 
that they be kept within their hounds : of theſe ſome are made up of Sope-lers 
boylcd toa Stone , but this Medicine will ſpread in ſpight of all -our _ 
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fives ; ſo will all thoſe made with Arſcnick, Sublimate, Vitrioll, &c. that of 
calx viva boyled up with lixivium ſaponis ſpreads the leaſt. The Mecdicaments 
roper afterward to eradicateghem are either Eſcarotick, as the Cautiick-ſtone 
Mes. ſublimate, Arſenick, ol. vitriolz, Auripigment, unſlacked Lime, &c. or 
Catheretick, viz, all the ſorts of Vitrioll, virids eris, ſquame eris, chalcitis 
miſii ſoris Cinnabar, Alumen, Mer. precipitat, and ſo forth. The compoſitions 
of the Eſcaroticks are pwl. fine pari ex equal. part, Merc, ſublimat, Auripigmenti, 
Calcis vive. A milder then this is that of Johan. Arden, Trochis de minio vigon, 
is a powerfull Eſcarotick ; it is compounded of Mer. ſublimat. Minium, and 
Leven, In his Book you may find Preſcriptions more efcarotick, of which 
this is one. Rt merc. ſublim#t. F (8. arſenici pul. Ziſ5. ceruſ. ſucci amyli an. Ziiiſs, 
ſmcci aſphodeli 3 x. aceti opt. Zv. bulliant omnia ad conſumptionem ſucci & aceti, 
deinde pulverizentur & incorporent. cum Ji). panis crudii addend. auripigment, 
calcinati Ziiiiſ3, & cum modica aqua rof. fiant Trochiſci, You may make this 
ſtronger by leaving out the Ceruſs and Starch, and adding a few drops of ol. 
Arſenici ;, but you will find the mildeſt of theſe preparations with Sublimate 
too painfull to be applied in tender - Bodies. The Cathereticks commonlfp 
uſed are Turbith minerale, mere, precipitat, alone or mixt with Alum. wſt. or 
applied with the uſe of the Vitrioll-ſtone 3 the mildelt is the Precipitate, it is 
of a low operation, but may ſerve in tender Bodies. 
. In theeradicating of Strume, we are ſometimes neceſſitated upon an acci- 
dentall crofion of an Arterie to apply the ſtrongeſt Eſcaroticks but generally 
we qualifie them according to the Habit of Body, Age and Strength of the Pa- 
tient, and condition of the Glands, as they are hard or ſoft, have more or 
lefs ſenſe, or are ſeated in or near an EmunRory. In my long Practice in 
eradicating theſe Glands, I have experimented all the ſeverall Eſcaroticks and 
Cathereticks sforementioned, and know that thoſe Compolitions which have 
Sublimatein them are exceeding paintull, ſcarce to be endured in the ſirongelt 
' Bodics,although you do take them off in 5 or & hours after 3 yet the Salts having 
once penetrated the Glands, the Pain will continue vehement many hours at- 
ter, and affeRt the neighbouring Parts with great Inflammation and Tumour, 
and ſo frequently raiſeth new Glands : but when you apply theſe to the ſofter 
Sex, or tender Bodies, it affeQs their Head with grievous pain benumbing that 
fide and yu about, depriving their very ſenſes. Fainting, and palpitation 
of the Heart, are frequent effects of fuch Eſcaroticks, and not ſeldom a 
Fever 3 by which may be judged the ill conſequence of applying ſtrong Eſca- 
roticks of Sublimate indiſtinGly to all Complexions and Ages. 
. The Mcthod I uſually begin this Work with is by the application of ſuch a 
Caukſiick as will leaſt ſpread, making it proportionably long, xeaching from the 
loweſt part of the Gland upward; for in the conſuming it, the Strume will 
fink downwards ; you muſt defend the fides with Plaſters that it do not 
{pread 3. for the Lips belng once divided they will give way, and according- 
ly as your Elcaroticks te-into the body of the Gland, the ſides of it will 
fall in and becradi out of the narroweſt Opening you can make; and the 
narrower it is the leſs Blemiſh will ariſe from the cicarrix, and the ſooner it will 
be cured. The Eſcar being made you may divide it the whole length,and with 
a Cauftick-ſtone rub into it-tillit hath penetrated into the body of the Gland, 
which it will the ſooner do if interchangeably you preſs into the ſame place 
with a ſtick diptin el, vitriofs, Having thus done, dreſs it up with wguent. 
baſilic, cum oleo lint hot, embrocating the parts about cxm ol. roſ. & aceto, and 
apply an fer e bole over all. This way of Drefling is not without pain, but 
it ſeldom laſts above half an hour. The thizd day after you may dreſs it again, 
and if you find the Eſcar in the middle dryed hard, I dreſs it with Lenients : _ 
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if it feet foft rub it again interchangeably with-the Cauſirck<Rone and of. vi- 
trioli, thruſting them every way into the body of the Glands,” raking care that 
the Lips of the Ulcer be not enlarged thereby : 'by this way of proceeding a 
great part of the St7uma will be eradicated betore the frrft Eſcar mthe Circum- 
terence calt off from the Skin. Having thus necr eradicated the Swms,you may 
confume the Remainder with Merc precipitat, and keepit open by Doflils of 
Lint 3 permitting the Lips of che Ulcer to contra narrower the white, - that it 
may heal with a cicatrix like an inciſed Wound, This I conclude the cafictt 
and ſpecedictt way to eradicate the largeſt Struma : but in thefe complicated 
| Streme,and others which will not admit of ſach proceeding T apply an Efcaro- 
tick or the ſtrongeſt Catheretick powders as T ſee cauſe; of which proceeding 
you may ſee more particularly inthe following Obſervations. The Syeatoms be- 
ing ſuet yeilds not to Efcaroticks. 


All this while I have treated only of the Kimgs-Evill as it is contained in a 


cyſtis, being the Str»ma of the Ancients: but in my Hiſtory of the Diſeaſe T 
have enlarged the bounds of it further, fo as to take in ſeverall Tumonrs and 
ulcers upon Muſcles, Tendoiis, Ligarnents and Bones; alſo Ophthalmias, 
Agylops, Fiſtula Lachrymalir, Tenſile, &c. which carmot be rednced to this 
Method here propoſed : yet that concerning Muſcles, Tendons and Bones being 
more univerſal}, and happening in feverall parts of the Body, efpecially the 
Joints, I ſhall ſay ſomewhat'of in this place z the other I ſhall he forced ro/han- 
dlc in diſtin& Chapters, and place them in the Tatrerend of the Treatiſe, * 
As to the Styume, and other preternatural} Fumours immcluded'inz cytir, af- 
feRting the Muſcles, Tendons, Ligaments and other ales of the Body, they 
differ not in the way of Cure from what hath been already'delivered, fave that 


they require more caution in the Extirpationof them as'they affect the Jones

That which ariſeth extemally affeteth the Ligamentsari4 Tendons fitft, 
and ſometimes relaxcth therts to ſuch a degree that the heads of the Joints fre- 
quently feparate from one another, and the Member emaciates and grow$uſe- 
leſs. But for the moſt part the Humour over-moiſtning the Ligaments and 
Tendons produceth a weakneſs and uneaſinef$ inthe Joint, raifing a Tumour 
externally, and in progreſs the Membranes and Bones are corroded by reaſon 
of the acidity of the Humour, yet it is much haſtened, if upon a Suppdfition 
of 2 diſlocation they conſult the Bone ſetters. 

In order to the Cure you ought in the beginning of the Fluxion to apply 
Emplaſters of an aſtringent and drying faculty, empl. de minio, 8 bolo c4ſarir,&e. 
with moderate Bandage, and place the Memberjn fuch a poſition as may pre- 
vent the deſcent of Humours. If 'Bloud abound VenzſeRion may be admit- 
ted, but this Humour requireth Purging with calomel, &c, and —

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ſpecifick Decotions, antimon. diapboret. bez. minerale, &c. In the declining 
of the Fluxion you muſt ſtrengthen the Joints by Fomentations and Emplaſters 
of a diſcutient and aſtringent quality, ſummitat. byperici, centaur, abſinth, ma- 
Jorane, betonic. flor, ſalvie, antboſ. roſ. rub. balauſt, nuc, cupreſſi, bacc. myrtill, 
juniperi, Ge. in Wine with the addition of Brandy and Emplaſter de ſan- 
dicis, &c. But if through want of ſuch a Treatment they grow excelhively 
ſwelled, and the Humour incapable of being preſſed back or diſcuſſed, you 
may ſhrewdly ſuſpe& the Bones corroded : for that Swelling is for the moſt 
part raiſed by an Hyperſarcofis within, and ought not to be opened without a 
prediRion of a cartes 3 for however it may by a ſeeming Fluctuation be thought 
to have Matter, yet upon Opening it will only diſcharge a Gleet, and the 

ſarcoſis will thruſt out in a fungus, It in-ſome particular part there do 
vilibly appear Suppuration, and upon Aperture there do diſcharge an albugji- 
neous Matter, you may conclude the Bone undex it is rotten, eſpecially if it be 
hand or foot: and the longer you delay the Opening the more rotten the Bones 
will be. 

Therefore in ſuch caſes make your prediQtion of the danger, and give vent 
to the Matter proportionably large (according to the reQitude of the Veſſells) 
to the Bone, and proceed in the Cure as in, Ulcers with caries, being carefu]l 
to keep the Member in a right polition that the Joint above it do not contra, 
as it frequently happens in the Elbow, Knees and Hip. It ſometimes hap- 
pens that thoſe diſeaſed creatures fall into the hands of pretenders to Chirurge- 
ry, who. by improper Applications raiſe great Tumours, and unadviſedly 
open them 3 and not knowing how to dreſs them ſuffer the Aperture to be fill'd 
up, and over-grown with luxurious Fleſh till the Bone rot underneath. Itis 
== uſuall in ſome others of opx Profeſſion, when conſulted in ſuch caſes, 
(alchough they know the Bones to lye carious underneath that Hyperſarcoſis) to 
adviſe the leaving them to nature, per{ſwading their Patients that it is the 
work of Time, and that theaffiſtance by Chirurgery will but increaſe the Ma- . 
lady, Butbeaffured one rotten Bone cannot caſt off another, they may well 
rot in pieces 3 bpt untill the Hyperſarcoſis be removed, and the Bones laid bare, 
youcan expe nothing but Apoſtemations one after another, and your Patients 
at length will die Hecick. Therefore when you ſhall be called to ſuch 
deplorable caſes confume that Hyperſarcoſis by ſuch Applications as their 
ſixength can bear, and make way to the Bone or Bones, and pull out ſuch 
as are looſe, and diſpoſe the other to exfoliate 3 then by Compreſs and Ban- 
dage preſs out the Matter,and endeavour to reſtore the part to its naturall ſmall- 
neſs ; which that yoy may.do, the Ulcer muſt be well deterged, and the na- 
tive Heat cheriſhed hy diſcytient and drying Fomentations as aboveſaid. The 
Compreſles under the Bandage ought alſo to be preſſed out of a Solution of 
ſal nitri, &c. inaceto, By this Method you may happily cure them, if Inter- 
nalls be the while preſcribed with regulation of Diet, &c. 

The other ſort of Abſceſſes which take their beginning from an Ulcer in the 
Bone,I have already mentioned in the generall Deſcription of the Diſeaſe under 
the name of Spine ventoſa : it hath been taken notice of by very few Authors, 
and I my ſelf ſucceeded happily in the curing thoſe in the lefſer Bones, many 
years before I knew what to call the Diſeaſe. And in truth I do not now great- 
ly approve of the Name, but ſhall acquieſce in it, and repreſent it to you as 
I have frequently ſeenit in my Practice in the Kings-Evill, it being a certain 
ſpenes of that Diſcaſe, and of no other that I ever ſaw. 

It taketh it's beginning from a thin acid ſerwm in the medullary Juice, which 
corroding the Fibres maketh_a ſolution of continuity there, and-at length 
corrupteth the interior part of the Bone, and at laſt ( if not prevented ) cor-

This Diſeaſe of the interior part by degrees uſually fo affe@erhi the ckter- 
nall Shell of the Bone, as to raife it to a 'preternatural Turtour; Which: at 
the ſame time overſtretching the Periofteam cauifeth an unealineſd;; 'and this 
Pain if it grow ſo acute as to produce Inflammation, an Abſcels evaſtquently

If the Bone be ſpungy and ſoft, it is wonderfull to ſee how quickly the 
Fibres of it will be mollihed by the influence of the ſerwm of the Bloud, 4b 
made apt for a ſudden Diſtenſion, as if the part *wete rather thufculare tha 
Bone. So in childrens Fingers'I have (cen a Bone ſwelled itra' riight;-ahd 
the like Tumour raiſed in the ſpongy Bones of elder perſons ini few Yays; and 
without much difficulty to ycild 4paifi to exfiecant Retnedies, + 21097 (1?

The Apoſtemations proceeding from the Spine vertoeſa do-moſt certainly 
ſhew them, they rifing always between the Membranes and” Tendons 3 and 
ſomewhat of FluQuation may' be felt there\before the external Skin be confi- 
derably inflamcd : alſo if upon Opening it you make ſearch witha'Probe, you 
will tind it penetrate deep into the Bone, yet is the cortex of it white 3 whereas 
the other Abſceſſes do always begin externally, and if the Bone be bare, yet is 
it only ſuperficielly carious or ſtained by the Matter.

Or. cum ſapone, tle ſandicis, & de ranis duplicat, mereurio, with good Bandage, 
If afterwards they paſs their Matter externally they muſt be laid open by

are not much protuberant for the reaſons aforeſaid, yet you ought to make in- 
ſpeRion, and proceed accordingly by Rugine or Trepan as the Symptomes in- 
dicate. Thoſe of the Jaws are viſible, and require vent by extraction of the 
Tecth,after which the caries muſt be conſumed by Medicaments ofa drying qua- 
lity, of which the aQtuall Cautery is the moſt ſpeedy and effequal. Thole of 
the Fingers and Toes are to be laid open by Incifion in caſe of Apoſtemation 
the length of the protuberance, and the Bone cut into, and the caries dryed 
up: The Ulcers in the greater Bones ought alſo to be opened, that the Matter 
may be diſcharged, and the Bone laid bare in order to Extoliation, ( if it be 
poſſible 3) but ifthe interiour part be much corrupted, your beſt way will be 
to keep that part of the Ulcer dilated which lyeth over the Aperture in the 
Bone by ſome Dofſill dipt inp. vini or the like, and heal the reſt of the Ulcer, 
and preſcribe ſuch Internalls as may diſpoſe the Body to a better Habit. For 
theſe only are the carious Bones which we may leave to time, it being in vain 
to attempt the Exfoliation of great Bones where the rottennels, as in a Pear, bc- 
ginning at the core hath conſumed the ſubſtance of them. How all theſe are 
particularly treated by me,you may ſec in the following Obſervations of Ulcers 
with caries. 

Wee ſhall begin our Obſervations with the reſolving of Strume, which ge» 
nerally is a work of Time, and in thoſe which ſuffer under internall ObſtruGi- 
ons of the Viſcers it is not ſo advantageous to their healths : upon which con- 
ſideration I for the moſt part endeavour to waſte them by Maturation, and the 
while preſcribe Internalls ſuitable to the Habit of body and complication of 
the Dilſcaſe ; for if in refolving them the Yiſcers grow more diſeaſed, it will 
be imputed to that, and if new Strume ariſe the Patient will grow weary and 
be cafily perſwaded to conſult others, who ſometime get the credit of the Cure 
when the foundation was laid to their hands; wheretore I do not readily in- 

in this Work till they have tryed others, and can willingly ſubmit to my 
endeavours. 


N Infant about a month old, the only ſurviving child of its Parents, be- 
ing ſubje& to Fermentations of ſharp Humours breaking out in the 
head, face and body, and frequently affeting the internall Viſcera, being re- 
commended to my care, I made a Fontanell in its Neck, and purged it with 
yr. de rhab. once in 4 or 5 days, and on the intermitting days gave him a few 
grains of bez. minerale in a ſpoonfull of white Bread and Milk : his ſpoon- 
meat was made ina DecoQion of ſarſa, raſ, eboris, &c, In caſe of Catarrh 
Or I preſcribed him my anodyne Syrup; ſometime the acid Humours 
affeed his bowells with a Diarrbes, (cſpecially in breeding his Tecth : ) to 
remedy which we preſcribed diaſcord. cum pul. rbab, &c. Thus cach diſtur. 
bance was leviated, and the Child thrived. In his 24, year he fell into the 
ſmall Pox, and was helped through it by Dr. Tho. Cox z, after that the Kings- 
Evill appeared in large Glands on the left fide of his Neck : I embrocated 
them cxmol. ex ped, bovinis, and removed his Fontanell into his Arme, alfo 
purged him with Rhubarb infuſed in his Drink, and preſcribed merc. diapho- 
ret, his breaking out in his Head was anointed with Bacon-lard, and _ 
wit 
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with a Cap made of a Bladder, It was caſy for me to have cured all the Erup- 
tions in the Skin with Externalls, but I thought it ſafer to cure them by ſweet- 
'ning his Bloud. The laſt Symptome which appeared was a ſwelled upper Lip, 
at fight whereof I purged him again as atorelaid, and diſcuſſed the Swelling. 
This method of purging with inf#f. rhab, &c. he continueth to this day, and 
hath thereby recovered a ſtrong healthy Habit of body. 

A Youth aged about 13 years, ofa ſtrong Habit of body, was commended 


to me, having a Strzma ot an ovall figure on the right fide of his Neck ; un- © 


der his Earhe had alſo an Ozens, with a thick chopt upper Lip. I purged 
him with the Infuſion of Sera, &c. preſcribed in the method of Cure; and af- 
terward with one of the ſpecifhck purging Powders,to which Iadded Calomel, 
and enjoyned him the drinking decod. ſarſe,lign.guaiaci, &c.,with a ſtrit drying, 
Diet, and made him a Fontanell in his Arm, I embrocated the Gland cum ol. 
ex ped, bovinis & aceto, and applied emplaſtr, diachyl. ireatum malaxed with 
cerat, &ſypi. By this method the Strumarelaxed,and ſeemed to be divided into 
3 ſmall Glands, which alſo reſolved ſoon after. The thick chopt Lip was 
cured by the anointing it with Merc, precipitat, mixed with anguent. roſat. 
After it was cured, I perceived his Noſe ſwelled and hard , I lookt upon his 
Noftrills, and ſaw them contracted very ſmall, and ſtufe with a cruſty Matter. 
I directed ſome ol. l:lior. to be ſnuft up into his Noſtrills, and the next day cau- 
ſed them to be ſyringed with decot. hordei, ſem. lini & althee, and purged him 
the day following with extrat. rudii and Calomel. repeating it every other day, 
and continued the drying DecoQon, antimon. diaphoret. &c. His Noſe being 
cleanſed of its Mwucus, I ſyringed it with one of the Errhine preſcribed in the 
Cure of Ozena in Lues Venerea, and thereby healed the Ulcers. 

A Child of about 4 years of age was diſeaſed with a Vitiligo,thick upper Lip, 
and a couple of Strume on the left fide of his Neck ſomewhat large.I purged him 
with an Infuſion of Rhubarb once in z or 4 days, and preſcribed him 6 grains 
of Merc. diaphoret, ſometimes, and othertimes Bez. mineral. then removed his 
Fontanell out of his Neck into his Arm. Thus at length the Vitiligo was 
dricd up, and the Strume totally reſolved. His Lip was frequently relaxed 
upon his purging, but at length it ceaſed ſwelling. 

A Maid aged about 12 years, who had formerly 
with internall Obſtructions of her Meſentery, &c. ſuppoſed the Kings-Evill, 
was cured by Sr. Fra. Prxj. but after 4 years relapſed, and came to me with 
ſeverall Strume on both ſides of her Neck. I direQed the embrocating them 
with valentia digitalis morning, and evening, purging her ſometimes with a 
cathartick Apozeme of ſena, rhabarb, agaric, hermodag. turbith, polypod. &c, 
cum ſyrup. de ſpina cervi ;, and in the intermitting days kept her to the drin- 
king of a decod. ſarſe, lign, lentiſc, with ſome of the antiltrumatick Plants pre- 
ſcribed in the method of Cure 3 with which ſhe took ſome of the Speciticks. 
There was alſo preſcribed ceruſſs antimoniz, &c, The Glands ſenſibly reſolved, 
and the recovered her health. 

A Maid aged about 24 years, of a ſtrong Conſtitution, came' out of the 
Country to me with many Strxme on both ſides of her Neck. I purged her 
cum pulv, diaturbith magiſt. with the addition of Calomel, and preſcribed her a 
decoti. ſarſe, Chine, lign. vite, &c. which being clarified was afterwards de- 
coded with mel commune, of which ſhe drank thrice a day with antimon. dia- 
phoret. &c. During her taking theſe Internalls, her Neck was for ſome time 
embrocated daily with valentia digitalis, and a Cerot was applied ex rad. bryo- 
nie, cyclamin. &c. After ſhe had ſome weeks experimented the forelaid method, 
and tound rclict thereby, ſhe returned into the Country, About a year after 
ſhecame up to London ina very good condition, and by my advice was again 
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purged , and a Solution of crude Mercury diſſolved in aq. regis was added 
to the ſaid Emplaſtr. ad ftrumas : by which, as I have been fince informed, 
thoſe Strume are near reſolved, 
6. Obſervat. A Maid-ſervant of about 24 years of age, of a Phlegmatick Conſiitution, 
of Diſcuſſion. came to me with pituitous Swellings in her Legs and Thighs. She had 
been frequently purged and treated rationally by others : but the Swellings 
continuing, ſhe came to me. I adviſed her to proceed on in the foreſaid Courſe 
of Phylick,and direed her to wear laced Stockings and Trowzes : the former 
whereof ſhe did make uſe of with much advantage. But ſome weeks after ſhe 
returned to me with many Strame thruſt out on both fides of her Neck, very 
big, and of different figure. I purged her with pil.cochie min. calomel. &c, and 
preſcribed her opening Decoctions, with Chalybeats and Antiſtrumaticks, 
according to the method of Cure, alſo direQed the embrocating her Neck 
with valentia digitalis , &c. but had no great hopes to reſolve thoſe Glands 
whilſt pituitous Humours ſo abounded. The Cure being ſlow, ſhe grew weary, 
put her ſelf into other hands,and at length died, I ſuppoſe Hydropicall.

Fi. ſaſſa- 
fras 3j. fol. ſcrophul. filipend, cum toto, an, Mii). betonic, ſalvie, urtice, malve, 
an, Mij. roriſmarin. majoran. an. Mj. rad. lapathi acuti, raſci, potypodt an. Fij, 
rad. galange Zj. nuc. moſchat. 33. wvar, paſſular, tb(3. milliped. 500, contuud, 
aliquant. & preparentur pro ſacculo ſuſpendendo in cereviſie mediocr, cong.

I preſcribed an Infution of Rhubarb in ſmall 
in CAD Aje to take 3 days, then to take Merc, dulc, gr. 10. ſacchar. alb, gr. 6.in a 
ſpoonfull of White-bread and Milk , and gave her half a dozen papers of the 
Powder, defigning ſhe ſhould repeat the taking them once in 4 or 5 days, 
She went into the Country, and obſerved the Directions. She took Calomel. 
upon a Saturday in Chrijtmaſs-week : it purged her 3 or 4 times. She ſlept 
wcll that night, and went to Church the next day modeſtly dreſſed. The 
night tollowing ſhe complained of ſome indiſpoſition,and was griped, ſhe alſo 
vomited and purged often. She continued ill 3 days before I had notice of 
it. Then Dr. Dand and my felt wentto her, and found her in bed, ſubje& to 
a Vomiting and a Teneſmw, with frequent excretion of a Mucus, We direc- 
ted Clyſters of Milk cum vitellis ovor. we alſo gave her a morſell of an Electu- 
ary of diaſcord. ceruſſa antimou. conſ. roſ. rub. confeti. alchermes, as it is preſcri- 
bed in the Treatiſe of Les Vener. in ſuch caſes. We likewiſe preſcribed her 
decofi. rad. ſcorzonere, corn. cerv. uſt, with ag, cinnam. hordeat, She did not 
complain of any foarneſs in her Chaps, nor was there any ſmell of the Mercu- 
ry in her breath, She refied well that night, and was well in the morning. 
We returned to London, concluding that her Diſtemper was the ettect of _ 
1e 
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ſhe had taken at Church. Two or three days after I reccived a Letrer,that ſhe 
was ſeized again with a Vomiting and Griping in her Bowells, I cartied the 
Letter to the Phyſician z who concluded her Diſtemper to ariſe from the cor 
rolive quality of the Mercury. I replied, it would not then have'ceafſed upon 
our Preſcriptions : belides, her Chaps muſt then have been ſoar, which they 
were not. I concluded, that the Humours drawn inward by her Purging, 
being checked as aforeſaid, (till affected her Bowells, and required ito be pur- 
ged off To which purpoſe I reſolved to carry with me 2 quarts of Bayxet- 
waterto purge her, I accordingly went early the next morning, boil'd it 
with Milk, and diſſolved ſome. Manna in the firſt draught, She: vomited. 
that preſently. I gave her more of the ſame Water, and plied her with it till 

ſhe had drank it all. She vomited much green Choler with viſcous Phlegm, 
and her Stools were frequent and bilious. A Clyſter was given! her. of Milk 


and Yolks of eggs 3 and that night Llaid her to reſt with an Anodyne draught. 


She ſlept well, had a good Stool in the night, and flept again. . She eat a boi= 
led Chicken in the morning, and trom that time was ng more griped., I ſtayed 
2 days, and, ſceing no Relapſe, came; away. This was all the i]},[,ever met 
with in the giving Merc. dxlc, and upon ſuch ill regulation every'Cathartick 
would have done as much. ”

near the bigneſs of a ſmall Pullet's egg. I purged him with ſyr. diaſereos difſol- ſuppurated- 


ved in a peQorall Decodion, and preſcribed Lobochs, alſo medicated Alc, 
Bezoard.mineral. &c, Externally I embrocated with »#guent. magiſt, ad flrumar, 
and applicd cerat. Agrippin. by which method the Strume reſolved,” and the 
Child recovercd that Summer in the Country, by repeating the Internalls above 
mentioned, Bur about a year after he returned to Town diſeaſed with. a large 
Strums on the ſame ſide of his Neck, and internally obſiructed with the faid 
Diſcaſe. Antifirumaticks were preſcribed as formerly in order to the remo- 
ving thoſe ObſtruQtions ; the Strume was ſuppurated, the Matter letout, and 
the remaining body eradicated, the Ulcer alſo diſpoſcd to CIcatrize. During 
which the Child not taking thoſe Internalls deſigned, the Obſtructions incxea- 
{cd, and he died before the Ulcer cicatrized. 


A Man of about 25 years of age, much emaciated with the Kings-Evil, being 3.0bſervat. 


internally obſtructed, was commended into my hands. He had externally omthe 2 Struma 


right ſide of his Neck a great Cluſter of, Strume : ſome ot them were inflamed, 
and inclinable to ſuppurate 3 others lying amongſt them, and ſcatteringabout, 
were pale and hard. I applicd over the whole Tumour ſome of the Suppura- 
tives ſet down in the method of Cure z. and having concocted the Matter, 
where I found it at firlt inflamed, I applied a Cauſtick the whole gy of the 
Bunch, taking in ſuch a breadth as might ſerve for the eradicating of . the reſt. 
Then dividing the Eſcar, I gaye vent to the Matter, and drefled it up with Le- 
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nients, During the digeſting of it, I purged him with an Infuſion of Sena, 
Rhubatb, &e. and put him into a decod. ſarſe, lign. lentiſc. ſantal. &c. with 
milleped, and ſome of the antiſtrumatick Plants, and preſcribed him Calome!, 
with ſome of the milder Purgatives to be taken once in 4 or 5 days. Afﬀer 
ſeparation of the Eſcar, Iſaw the Ulcer lying uncquall, and by ſearch of my 
Probe found Sinzss running under one another, ſome of them deep under the 
Muſcles. They ſeemed to be made by the unequall Suppuration of the Glands, 
Some of the deepeſt Sinws's I dreſt with Doſhils (pred with #nguent, boſtlic.and 
Przcipitate,others I dipt in Przcipitatezſome T rubbed with the Cauſtick-ſtone, 
others with the Vitriol-ſtone;zthen covered all the Ulcer with Przcipitate, and 
applied empl. # bolo over all. After T had thus eradicated thoſe Strume moſt con- 
ſpicuous, I divided ſome of the uppermoſt Sinnsr's with a pair of Probe-ſciſſors, 
and kept the Lips dilated with Dofhills dipt in Precipitate, till I had waſted 
thoſe Lips : thenT made way to the Sinwss, and laid them all open, with 
Eſcaroticks ſmoothing the Ulcer 3 and raiſing a baſis of good Fleſh, I cicatrized 
the Ulcer even. After I had cured him, I continued the proſecuting of the 
foreſaid Courſe of Phyſick with ſome of the milder Specificks, and directed 
him todrink Afﬀes milk ; which he did, and thereby recovered his ſtrength, 
and appetite to ſtronger nouriſhment, About 2 months after, this perſon 
came to me, complaining of that fide of his Neck. Dr. Walter Needham be- 
ing preſent, we both looked upon the place where the Strume had been 1od- 
ged, and faw that Part and the Clavicle down to the head of the Os hwmeri 
much leaner then the other fide, I made him a Fontanell in that lame Arm, 
and adviſed the embrocating the extenuated Parts with axung. Þumana cum 
guttis aliquot ol. lavendule : by the uſe whereof it plumpt, and he enjoyeth a 
good health to this day. 


A Man of about 45 years ofage came to me with a round Tubercle ( with- 
out inflammation) between the Sagittal and Coronal Suture, I opened it by 
Inciſion, and diſcharged firſt a yellow Seram, then a gritty Matter like Ho- 
ney. I wiped away the bloud, and preſſed out the Matter 3 then dreſſed it 
with Doffills ſpred with «»gwent. beſilic. dipt in Precipitate, and thereby di- 
geſted out the Cyſtis 3 and cured it ſoon after by the common method. 

A Man of about 3o years of age came to me with an Atheroma on one ſide 
the left Temporal! Muſcle. I opened it by Incifion, and digeſted it with 
mundif, Paracelfi. He had alſo one near the Coronal Suture, which had been 
formerly opened by PunQure, and remained ſinuous and full of looſe Fleſh. 
T laid it open by a ſnip of a pair of Sciſſors, and deterged, incarned and 
cicatrized them both according to the uſuall method of curing ſuch Ulcers. 

A Gentleman came to me one evening with a Steetoms a little above the 
Coronal Suture, I ſlit the Skin with a Lancet, and thruſt it out with its Cy- 
ſtir, then applicd a Pledgit of wngwent. befilic. over which he put his Peruke 
on without farther concern, and cured it himſelf in few days. 

A Woman of about 40 years of age had 5 of theſe ſcattering about her Head, 
all which I cut out : ſome of them were ſmall, others large. They digeſted 
with # . baſilic.and were ſoon cured. Sometimes they lie (o ſuperticially, 
that the ſcratch ofa Combe hath made way for thicir diſcharge. 

A Chitd of abort 3 years of age was brought out of the Country to me with 
a Strum on the left Eye-brow, of an ovall figure. I made Incifion upon it 
according to its length, and, ſeparating it from its Ligaments, thruſt it out, 
then puta ſmall Dofhill in its place dipt in a Digeſtive, with a Pledgit of the 
ſame,cum emplaſtr, & bolo,and Bandage over it, The fourth day after I dreſſed it 
apain, deterged it with wrgwent, baſilic, and Precipitate upon a leſs _— = 

reflec 
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dreſſed it up as aforeſaid. The fecond day after I lett off the ufe of Doffills, and, 
bringing the Lips together,dreffed them up with the common Sarcotick, there- 
by uniting them in a few days, and returned the Patient cured with a ſeemly 
Cicatrix, 

A Maid aged 18 years had a Struma on the left Brow of the bigneſs of a Pear- 
plum. F made Incifion into the Skin according to the length of the Brow, and 
ſeparating it,took it out. I drefſed it with a Doſfill dipt in albumine ovi& puly, 
Galeni,and with empl. e bolo and Bandage bound it up. The next day the Eyc- 
lid being very much ſwelPd, Fembrocated the Parts about cxnr of. roſe & acero, 
then let her bloud, preſcribed a Clyſter at night,and an Anodyne draught. The 
day after,finding the Inflammation and Swelling great,and the Wound fanious, 
I fomented them with deco. flor. melilot, cham. rof.rub, balauft, &c. in vino rubr. 
and drefſed the Wound with a Digeſtive ex terebinth, cum vitell, ovi : by which 
method the Wound digeſted, and was afterwards deterged with mundif. Para- 
celfi, and incarned. I afterwards cicatrized it with ag, calcir, &c. 

A Youth of about 12 yearsof ape had a Struma lying under his right Jaw, 
of an ovall figure. FT made Incifton into the Skin according to its length, then 
ſeparating it, faſtened a Ligature under it, and cut it out, leaving the Liga- 
ture to digeſt of I dreffed it with a Digeſtive ex terebinth. cum empl. 8 bold. 
After Digeſtion I deterged, incarned and healed it as hath been ſhewed in 
the former Obſervations. ; os” 

A Young man aged 24 years was brought to rhe, who had a large Strxmg 
on the Os frontis, of an oval figure, between his Eyc-brows. 1 divided the 
Skin, made ſeparation of the Gland, and thruſt it out; then cat it off, and 
dreſſed theWound with Pledgits and Dofhls ſpred with ungzenr.bafilic. dipt in 
pulv, Galeni, and with Compreſs and Bandage bound it up. The third day 
I dreſſed it again with wart Digeſtives, and afterwards deterged with the 
addition of Precipitate. By lefſening the Doffills it contracted, and I incar- 
ned and cicatrized the Lips cloſe, according as is uſuall in ſuch Wounds. 

A Child of about fix years of age had a long white Swelling reaching 
down from the Os frontis between his'Eye-brows to the Ridge of his Noſe, 
ſwelling both fides of. his Noſe to both the Angles of his Eyes. After vatious 
endeavours by internall and externall Remedies, he was comtnended into my 
hands by Sr. Fra. Prujean and Dr. Wolf. 1 defigned the opening it by Inci- 
fion according to the length of the Tumour : to which purpoſe I marked it 
with ink, and cut into the Tumour as low as might ſerve to diſcharge the 
Matter, with regard to the beauty of the Noſe, where the leaſt Scar is a ble- 
miſh. There diſcharged a Matter not unlikethe White of an egg, upon which 
the Tumour ſunk. I drefſed the Wound with a Digeſtive ex terebinth, cam 
vitello ovi upon a Doffill with a Pledgit and an Emplaſter overit; applying 
upon the ſides and lower parts of the Noſe Comprefles of Lint dipt in Oxy- 
crate, to preſs out the Matter, and retain them cloſe, that they might unite 

the ſooner. By this method the Abſcefſe was digeſted, and afterwards cured 
in 10 or 12 days by the common method. 

A Woman of about 28 years of age had a large Struma on the left fide of 
her Neck, of an ovall figure and movable, under the Skin. I made an In- 
cifion the full length of it, and, _— it from the Skin on the ſides, pull'd 
it out, tied a Ligature onthe Veſſells under it, and cut it off, then dreffed it 
up with a Doſfill ſpred with a Digeſtive ex terebinth, dipt in pulv. Galeni, with 
Pledgits of the ſame Digeſtive over it, and areſtricgive Plaiſter over all, with a 

rctentive Bandage. Atter Digeſtion I incarned, and cicatrized the Lips toge-

A Gentleman aged about 63 years, haying been ſome years diſeaſed with a req by 
S87- Kacifion

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$arcoma on his lower Lip, conſulted me with Dr. F ielding, an eminent Phyſi- 
cian of the City of Glouceſter. Tt had been formerly attempted by Eſcaroticks 
and by Exſiccants 3 but it returned, and thruſt forth Excreſcences, one where- 
of was not unlikea Strawberry- They were accompanied with Tumour and 
hardneſs, and would not cicatrize by* any Application, but grew up, and 
ſpred under a cruſty Scab, which frequently fell off of it ſel We reſolved 
upon the extirpation of it. To which purpoſe the Dr. prepared his body by 
Purging, &c, Then in order to the work, the Patient being placed in a Chair 
to the light, Imarked out ſo much as I deſigned to cut off 3 then took hold of the 
Lip between my Thumb and Fore-finger, and preſſing the Sarcoma outward, 
T cut it off with a pair of Sciſſors : upon which I ſaw the remaining roots 
ſtart up in a ridge of looſe Fleſh. I preſſed them upward, and ſnipt them off, 
Then, afterI had permitted the Arteries to empty themſelves awhile, I ſtopt 
them by the application of Doſlills preſſed out of tindwura vitriol. dulc, and with 
pulv. Galexi cum album. ovi drefſed the Wound up. From that time it bled no 
more. The third day I took off Dreſſings, and ſaw the Wound well difpoſed 
to digeſt. I dreſſed it with Digeſtives ex terebiath, &c. and from that time 
deterged it with Mere, precipitat. and the Vitriol-ſtone, cicatrizing it with ##- 
guent, tutie and the Alume-ftone, and fo it continues to this day. 

A Woman about 3o yearsof age had a ſmall Gland of the bigneſs of a Lupine 
upon her left Cheek a little aboye the lower Jaw. It had been a long time grow- 
ing, and of late ycars was exccedingly painfull, periodically pricking and ſhoo- 
ting with Inflammation in that Cheek,and would endure no Application. Upon 
which account ſhe came to Loxdon,where ſhe conſulted ſeverall of our Profeſſi- 
on together. ,They all thought it.neceſſary to be eradicated, but differed in the 
manner, .moſ of them concluding the aQtuall Cautery propereſt. - I was after- 
wards conſulted with Dr. Tho, Cox,and propoſed the extirpating it by Incilion, 
and a week after viſited her againz when,in the preſence of Dr. Cox, I paſſed a 
Needle under the Gland, and cutitoff. I drefled it with a Digeltive ex te- 
rebinth, &c. deterged with #ngaent. bafilic. and Merc, precipitat, and afterwards 
cicatrized it with ##guent.tutie, and diſmiſſed her cured. 

A Youth about 12 years of age had a Strwma of an ovall figure on his right 
Check, lying movable between his Jaws, and moſt capable of being taken 
out on the inſide within his Mouth. I made Incifion upon it there, and with 
my fingers pull'd it out, then waſht his Mouth with Oxycrate: but it conti- 
nuing to bleed, I filPd che Wound with Dofhlls of Lint, and placcd a round 
Boultter dipt in the foreſaid Oxycrate between his Teeth and Check : I alſo 
applicd externally a Compreſs ſpred with a Defenſative with Bandage 3 by 
which the bleeding was reſtrained. I took out the Boulſter in the morning 
from between his Check and Teeth, and permitted him to waſh his Mouth 
with a tinfture of Roſes with ſyrup. diamoron, and the ſecond day after took 
the Doffills out of the Wound : but ſuſpeQing that the way of dreſſing it with 
them might prolong the Cure, I, clipt off the lower Lip with a pair of Sci(- 
fors, andwpreſcribed him a ſanative Lotion of fol. plantag. wirg. aur. alchimille, 
piloſelle, rad. conſolid, & liquiritie, cum ſyr, de rof, ficcis : by the uſe of which 
it cured in few days, 

A Man of about 3o ycars of age had an Atheroma on his left Cheek, which 
at length made its way externally through a ſmall Oritice, and healed up a- 
gain. It growing vexatious to him by its frequent cruptions, he put him- 

elf into my hands at a time when it was full of Matter. I, feeling the 
Tiimour big within between his Jaws, made a large Incifion into it, and dif- 
charged a foul Matter with dregs, which ſhewed it a Meliceris, I put my 
hnger into it, and with a Knife in my other hand cut off the nearcli Lip as 

far 
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far as it was hollow, and preſcribed him a deco@, ſummitat. equiſeti, veronice, 
bitorte, rad. iridis, conſolide, &c. to waſh his Mouth : by which he was cu- 
red, and from that time relapſed not. 

A poor fellow of about 40 years of age came to me with a large white 15 Obſervar; 
Tumour upon the right Cheek reaching cloſe to the tip of his Ear, ſuppoling of Incifion. 
it was the Kings-Evill, I put my finger into his Mouth, and feeling it big 
within, and the Matter fluctuating, I thought it Atheromatous 3 yet for 
more ſecurity opened it by Puncture, It diſcharged a bloudy Serum, I per- 
mitted it to empty it ſelf, (it being towards evening) and contented my ſelf 
in ſtopping it up with a Tent of Lint dipt in albamine ovi,applying a reſtriftive 
Emplaſter and Bandage on the externall parts. The next moming, finding 
the externall Tumour ſunk, I took out the Tent from within, enlarged the 
Opening, and thruſt out a foul Matter like dregs of Beer. I cured it in 
few days, after the ſame method that hath been ſhewed in the former Obſer- 
vation. 

A Tradeſman aged about 3o years came to Dr. Walter Needham and my 16.0bſervat; 
ſelf (while we were dreſſing a Patient in the City ) with a large ſoft Tu- of Incifion, 
mour within his right Cheek near his Mouth, much diſtorting it, ſo that it 
hindred him in cating his Victualls : it was overſpred with a Varixz which 
ill ape, I ſuppoſe, had deterred the Chirurgeons whom he had conſulted 
from meddling with it. But weconcluding it a Species of an Atheroma, I ope. 
ned it by Incifion by the fide of that Varix, and* diſcharged a apoctianehis 
quantity of Serum, and cruſht out a Cheehie ſubſtance. Then confidering 
that the over-ſtretched Lips of the Abſcefſe would by falling between his 
Teeth be very troubleſome, I cut them away, ' laying the Abſceſſe open: after 
which I gave him Water and Vinegar mingled together, to waſh his Mouth, 
and preſcribed him deco&}, veronice utriuſque, ſalvie, betonice, flor. roſ. rub, with 
a Solution of met rof. to gargle it : and by the touching it ſometimes with a 
Vitriol and Alume-ſtone, it was deterged and cicatrized in few days 3 his 
Check alſo contracted, and became naturall as the other, 

A Man of about 24 years of age came to me with a very large ſoft Tumour 15.0bſervat. 
under his upper Lip near his Noſe, with very great deformity. He had tried of Incifion. 
the endeavours of the Phylicians and Chirurgeons in the Country by internall 
and externall Remedies, and earneſtly defired my help. -1, concluding it 
Atheromatous , propoſcd the opening it : which he ſubmitting unto, I paſ- 
ſed a Knife deep into it, and gave vent to at leaſt a Bloud-porrenger full of 
ſcrous Humour. Upon conſideration of the quantity, I made a ſearch with 
a Probe, and felt a large Opening into the Cavity of the Maxilla ſuperior ; but 
ſuppoſed nature would diſpoſe it to heal, if the Orifice were a while kept open. 

To which purpoſe I immediately inlarged the Orifice by Incifion the whole 
length of the Abſceſſe, and gave him of the DecoCtion preſcribed in the for- 
mer Obſervation to waſh his Mouth. He ftay'd 3 or 4 days in Town, and 
ſhewed himſelf to me. The Abſceſſe being well diſpoſed to cure, I permit- 
ted him to retire to his houſe in the Country, and proſecute that method. 
 Whiltt he was there, the Orifice cloſed, and the Part grew painfull and 
{ſwelled again; upon which he returned to me, TI opened it, and diſchar- 
ged a well-concocted Matter, keeping it dilated with a Tent dipt inſyr. de 
roſ. (iccis, By this way of drefling the agglutination of the Ulcer was prohibi- 
ted, and the Abſceſſe was drained. He returned back into the Country, and 
I ſuppoſe was thereby cured 3 for I heard no more of him. 19.Obſervat. 

In the time of the laſt great Sickneſs, whilſt I was in the Country, a young of a compli- 
Woman was brought to me who had a large unequall Tumour near her Neck, <2*<d _ 
movable, and without Inflammation, 1, deſigning to take it out by Incifion, Jy 1s 
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prepared Dreſſhngs ready, and had 2 Women, and a Boy that I had taken to 
attend me that Journey, preſent to aſſiſt me. During the ſeparation of the Skin 
from the Wound, it bleeding, my two Women lett me, and the. Boy dropt 
down in a Swoon : the Patient alſo growing troward, and the work of Se. 
paration being not very caſy, I was put upon a neceſſity of cutting into the 
Cyſtis the whole length: in the doing of which there diſcharged about halt a 
large muritanra ye materia purulenta : after which, putting in my hand, I 
pulled out a hard body of Suet., It was a Steatoma, and weighed 9 ounces 
' and a half. ThenlI fill'd the Cyſis with Stupes of Tow dipt in a mixture of 
#nguent. baſilicon and ol. terebinth, hot 3 and bringing the Lips of the Wound 
over it, applied an emplaſtr. e bolo, with convenient Bandage, to retain the 
Dreſſings, there being no appearance of its bleeding. The fifth day after I 
returned thither again, and drefled it as before, the Wound digeſting well. 
The fourth day after, dreſſing it again,and ſeeing the Cyſts lie looſe, I pull'd it 
away with the Dreſſings 3 and perceiving the Wound within freſh, I brought 
the Lipsflat over it, and healed it in few days by Agglutination. I did not de- 
ſign the leaving this Cyſtis behind when I began the Operation 3 but am ſas 
tisfied that it is the eaſieſt and moſt ſafe way in great complicated Tumours, 
where there is danger of a flux of Bloud, and much to be preferred before 
that Mountebank-way of Abſcifion with Ligature in every reſpeQ.

Applica+ 
tions to reſolve it, he put himſelf into the hands of Sr. Alex, Fraſ. and my 
ſelf, We propoſed to eradicate it by Eſcaroticks; to which purpoſe his Body 
being prepared by Purging, we began our Chirurgery with the application of 
a Caultick the length of the Strzma, and the next day divided the Eſcar, 
fomenting the Tumour with a DecoCtion of abſinth, flor, cham. rof, rub, ba- 
lawft. &c. then fill'd up the divided Eſcar with pulv, fine pari of Sr. Alex. 
Fraſer's preſcription, applying Pledgits of «nguent. baſilic, em ol, roſ; over 
it. Theſecond day after I fomented and drefſed it up again with Lenients. and 
continued that method till the Eſcar made by the Eſcarotick began to ſeparate : 
then I thruſt it off, and fill'd it again with pulv. ſie pari, By this way of 
dreifing, ſometimes with Eſcaroticks, and othertimes with Digeltives, we 
conſumed the main body of the Strums, and afterwards digeſted out the Cyſtis 
with Merc. precipitat, then permitted it to incarn by leflening the number 
of the Doffills, and at laſt cicatrized it with a ſmall Seam by the help of the 


Vitriol-ſftone and common Epuloticks. 


A Man aged 20 years, of a Phlegmatick Conſtitution, came to me with a 3- Obſervar. 
large Strams, of an ovall figure, lying under the lower right Jaw. There of the like, 


were alſo ſome little ones lying higher up acarer that Ear. The bigger of theſe 
had not appeared worth taking notice of till within fix weeks of the time that 
he came to me. I began with the application of valentia digitalis, and purged 
him frequently with pulv. diaturbith, pil. cochie min, calomel. &c. The Tu- 
mour increaſing, I applied more powerfull Reſolvents, as emplaſtr. dischyl. 
ireatum cum gummi, &c. by which, after ſome time, it tended to maturation z 
and then I proceeded that way, purpoling not to open it till the whole Strums 
ſhould be ſuppurated. But he, impatient of the delay, ſhewed it to ow

of the like, 
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other, who opened it whilſt the Suppuration was fuperficiall ; ſo that preſently 

after the diſcharge of the Matter it hardned again, and grew difhcult of Cure, 
The Patient returning to my hands, I took off the Dreſhngs, and ſecing the 

Tumour large ard hard, the Orifice ſmall, and a Tent in it, I pull'd it our, 

and filling the Orifice with Lint, applied a large Cauſtick according to the 

l:ngth of the Gland. The hext day I divided the Eſcar, and fill'd the inci- 
ſcd part with t»rbith mineral. and applying Pledgits of baſilicon over the Eſcar, 
dreſſed it up with emp!. 6 bolo. After the ſeparation of the Sloughs, I dreſſed 
it every other day with Meyc. precipitat, Vigon. repeated Purgatives, and pre- 
ſcribed him decod?, ſarſie & lign; gaaiaci, with Antiſtrumatick Planes, for to 
drink thrice a day, alſo ctraſſe antemonis, and ſome of the teſtaceous Powders, 
to be taken as often. During the application of Pracipitate and the milder 
Eſcaroticks, I made but ſmall progreſs : wherefore to haſten the extirpation 
of it, I applied a troch. de minis the whole length, with Doffills ſpred with 
Lenijents over it. At the next day's drefling I found the troch. de minio had made 
a great penetration into the Gland, but with exceflive pain, inflammation and 
tumefaQion of the Parts. I fomented it with Milk, dreſſed the Eſcar with 
Lenichts, acid applicd an anodyne Cataplaſm ex fol. malve, biſmatue, panis 
triticei, &c, by which the Tumour relaxed, but thoſe Serame near the Ear 
appeared biggerz which forcfhewed the danger of proceeding farther with 
Eſcaroticks of Sublimate. I embrocated them with valemtia ſcrophularie, and 
haſtened the diſcuſſing and drying up of the inflowed Humour by a Fomen- 
fation of ſummitat. abſinth. majoran. flor. roſ; rub. balauft. &c. During the 
feparation of the Eſcar there appeared daily an increaſe of a well-digeſted 
Matter, and after the Eſcar caſt off, the Matter iſſued out above and below 
under the Gland, The way to remove theſe Sinws*s was to extirpate the 
Strumas; which I preſently did, by rubbing it with the Cauſtick-ftone and 
Oil of Vitriol interchangeably. After I had removed it, and wiped off the 
looſe Slouphs,I dreſſed the Eſcar with a mixture of »nguent. bafilic, & ol. lilior, 
hot, and kept the Lips of the Ulcer dilated with Dofhlls, then embrocated the 
Parts about, applying over all empl.e bolo, After the ſeparation of this laſt E- 
ſcar, there appeared part of the Strwma lying on one fide, which I afterwards 
waſted by the application of Precipitate and the Vitriol-ſtone, then leſſened the 
number of my Doffills,and permitted the Ulcer to heal up during which I re- 
peated Purging,and adviſed Embrocation of the leſſer Glands. He was haftc- 
ned into the'Country : but of late years I have ſeen him very well, and thoſe 
leſſer Strame waſted. 

A young Gentlewoman, Scrophulous and'full of fancy, came out of the 
Country with a large Srrama on the right ſide of her Neck, lying under that 
Maxills, not unlike that in the former Obſervation. It had been attempted 
in the Country ſuperficially, and heated up again, with the Skin adhering to 
it, She had conſulted ſeverall of my Profeſſion in the City, and was curious 
in the informing her ſelf how I would proceed in the taking it out. 1 offered 
to her the ſeverallways propoſed in the method of Cure, but more particular- 
ly the way by Incifion, She objeRed againtt that way, having ( it ſcems ) 
been told that it might prejudice that Eye, I, ſuppofing ſhe urged it out of 
fear of having it cut, did not'fattherinfift upon it : for indeed the very pro- 
:p6fall of 'cutting generally'frights people from us. Some time after ſhe took a 
-Lodging nearme. I began the work by the application of a Cauſtick the 
full length of the Srrame, divided the Eſcar, and fill'd it up with Mere. 
precipitat, Vigon. then embrocating the Parts about cm ol. roſ. & aceto, I drel- 
ed" the -Efſcar with #nguent, baſilic. and applicd empl. e bolo over all, repeating, 
this way of dreſſing every third day, and fomenting it with deco@. _ 
or, 
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flor. roſ. rub. balauſt. baccar. myrtill, nuc. capreſſ. Atter the Eſcar ſeparated in the 
middle, I thruſt in a troch, de minio, and dreſſed it up as aforeſaid, The next 
day ſhe complained of her il] night's reſt, and ſhewed me the Tumour and 
Parts about inflamed and ſwelled. I tomented them with Milk, areffed 
them up with Lenients, and let her bloud in the Arm. The next day I-pur- 
ged her with an infuſ. ſene, rb:b, &c. and atterwards with a cathartick Apo- 
zeme. Which method ought to have preceded, it ſhe would have admitted 
it. As the Sloughs caſt off,, I firewed in Przcipitate, and touched it ſometimes 
with a Vitriol-ſtone. Having thus penetrated under part of the Struma, |} 
raiſed that part up, and thruſt it out in pieces: with a round-pointed Knite titted 
to that purpoſe, then dreſſed up the remaining Strama with the milder Eſca- 
roticks, From the time I applied that #roch. de minio, the complained that 
her right Eye was leſs then the other, and was fo poſſeſſed with the thoughts 
of it,that I was glad to refer it tothe judgement of what Phyſicians the pleaſed; 
Wha&reupon Dr. Glifſon, Dr.Tho.Cox, Dr.Staynes and Dr Walter Needham were 
conſulted. By this her Surmiſe I had the honour to have my work approvet by 
ſo many knowing perſons, and ſhe was the more encouraged to admit-of my 
proceeding. The Cure was effected afterwards in the ſpace of 3 weeks toiher 
fatisfaction: yet ſhe would not be diſſwaded but that Eye was leſs then' the 
other. About a year after I ſaw her again in the Town, and felt. a ſmall 
Gland of the bigneſs of a Lupin lying lower on that fide of her Neck. I would 
have perſwaded her to admit of a refolvent Emplaſter, and to be touched # 
but ſhe did not (as ſhe ſaid) believeit to be the Kings-Evill, 
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A perſon of about 19 years of age had many Strame on both fides of her 5. Obſervat. 
Neck, one eſpecially very large on the left ſide, reaching from her Ear down- of Sirume 


wards, of an ovall figure. The extirpation whereof having been attempted 
in the Country by Knife and Eſcarotick unſucceſsfully, ſhe was brought to. 
London, and put into the hands of Dr. Walter Needbam and my ſelf. The

After her Body 
was thus prepared, we deſigned to have taken out the Strams by Incifion : 
but it lying deep, and the upper part of it being grown to the Skin by reaſon 
of the tormer attempts, we applied a .Cauſtick according to the length of it, 
defending it from ſpreading. The Eſcar being made as we deſigned, I divi- 
ded it, and began to raiſe it off, with intention to take out the Strxms : but 
ſhe growing impatient of the ſmart, I rubb'd deep into the body of it with a 
Caultick-ſtone, and fill'd that Eſcar with Merc. precipitat. applying Pledgits 
of ungent. baſilic, over it 3 then embrocating the Parts about cxm of. roſ, & 
aceto, drelt it up with empl. e bolo, Compreſs and Bandage. The 4. day we ope- 
ncd it again, and repeated the uſe of the Cauſtick-ſtone and ol, vitriol: interchan- 
geably,penctrating thereby deep every way into the Strume 3 then dreſſed it up 
with Lenients as betore. By this way of dreſſing we eradicated the Strama z

& Obſervar., A young Gentlewoman about 18 years of age, having been long diſeaſed 
of a Struma With a Strema on the left fide of hex Neck, reaching from her Ear down un- 
extirpared ger her Jaw, and frequently ſubje& to Catarrhs, and ſometime Coughing of 
by Cauſtic. p1ud 5 I began the extirpation of it by the application of a Cauttick the 
whole length of the Gland. In dividing the Efcar there diſcharged a ſmall 

quantity of an albuginous Matter. After the ſeparation of the Eſcar, a 

Cheeſe came away, and the Gland lay hard underneath. I fill'd 

the Abſceſs with Precipitate, and kept the Lips dilated with Doſlills, re- 

ting this method of g her every third day : during which Dr. Mic- 

Lbs was conſulted, and preſcribed Internalls accordingly as he ſaw her 
obſtructed. He met with many difficulties in the removing thoſe various 
Diſtempers arifing from the acid quality in her Bloud, it diffolving her 

Fleſh, and threatning a Maraſmwus. By the continued uſe of the Precipitate 

the ſtrumous Fleſh ſeemed to me conſumed, and the Ulcer well diſpoſed for 
incarning : when one day in dreffing her I beheld a ſmall white Bleb of 
fleſh in the middle of the Ulcer, and preffing upon it with my Probe, penetra- 

ted deepinto it, I pull'd out the Probe again, and bending it paſſed it into 

the ſaid Sinzr, and thereby diſcovered it hollow both above and below : by 

which it appeared I had incarncd upon a falſe foundation. I paſfed a Direc- 

tor into the ſaid Sims, and laid it large the whole length. The 

work was neither painfull nor bloudy. 1 fil'd up the Sinzs with Doſſills, 

rubb'd the fpongy Lips with the Vitriol-ſtone, and covered the Ulcer with 
Pracipitate, keeping the externall Lips dilated as at firſt I had done. By 

the repeating this method the ſtrumous Fleſh was conſumed, and the Ulcer 

ſmoothly cicatrized. But about a month after there appeared a Swelling in the 

ſame Part, to the great difturbance of my Patient : but it was onely a Flatulen- 

cy, Which I ſoon diſcufſed by the application of Diſcutients. From that 

time the hath been free of that Malady. She continued longer under the 
Phyſician's caze, and at length, by his endeavours and the freſh Air, ſhe re- 

covered herheakh and ſtrength, and is fince a happy Mother.

E applicd a ſtrong Cauſtick on it 3 which having penetrated deep into it, I di- 
vided the Eſcar, and applicd troch. de winio to it, then dreſſed it up with Le- 
nients. After the ſeparation of this latter Eſcar, I rubb'd it with a Cauſtick- 
ftone under the of the firft Eſcar, and into the baſir of it, and interchan- 
y preſi into the body of the Gland with ol. vitrioli; then wiping away 

the looſe Sloughs and bloud, I fll'd it up with Merc. precipinat, Vigonts, and 
dreſfed it with Lenients. After the ſeparation of theſe Sloughs, I thruſt out 
pieces of the ftrumous Fleſh with the end of a Spatuls ſomewhat bended and 
ſhaxpened to that purpoſe. Thus I extirpated this great body of the Gland,

Ancle. Sr. Fra. Pru. preſcribed her a Courſe of Phytick, by which hex Body 
being prepared,I began with the extirpation of the Strume by the application of 
a Cauſtick from the uppermoſt part near the Ear downward, making the Eſcar 
about halt an inch broad, then dividing it filld the Ulcer with padv. fine pari of 
Sr. Alex, Fraf. and applicd Lenients over the Eſcar with empl. 4 boo. The next 
day I ftuped the Tumour with deco#i. malve, violar. &c. and dreffed it up with 
Lenients, continuing that way of drefling till the Slough which was made by 
the pulv. fine pari ſeparated : then drawing the Lips wider open, and finding 
that I had penetrated into the body of the Strxme, and that ſome of them 
lay looſe, I paſſed in my bended Spatwla, and thruſt part of the Cluſter out, 
ſome in pieces, others whole in their Cytis, That done, I wiped away the 
bloud, and filPd the Cavity with Merc. precipatat. applying Doffills of Lint 
and Lenients over all. By this method of drefling I extirpated the Sywame, 
and diſpoſed the Ulcer to cure. During this I began with the Tumour on 
the Ancle,and having applied a large Caultick upon it, I made an Incifion into 
it, and diſcharged a bloudy Serxwm in ſome quantity : yet the Tumour did not 
fink. I filld up the Incifion with troch. de mixio, and dreſſed the Eſcar with 
Lenients, empl. e bolo, and Bandage. The fourth day after I took off Dref- 
ſings, and, tinding all well, repeated the application of Lenients, to haſtek 
ſeparation of the Eſcar 3 which in few days caſt off, and the fleſhy body with- 
in appeared to be a Sarcoma. I ld it with Sr. Alex. Fraf. his pulv. fine peri,and 
dreſſed it again as before with Lenients, Comprefſe, and Bandage, Theſe 
flelhy Tumours were not of ſoacute ſenſe as the moſt ſorts of Strume are, but 
more difficult to extirpate, by reaſon of the many Veins and Arteries which 
brancht through the body thereof, and render'd it apt to bleed, and increaſe 
faſter then I could take it down by Eſcarotick powders. Upon which conſi- 
deration I propoſed the aCtuall Cautery : but that not being admitted, IT made 
up ſome Trochisks de minio with a double quantity of Merc. ſublimat. in the 

form of Tents 3 and as the Eſcars ſeparated in any part thereof, I thruſt in a 

Trochisk,which always cauſed the bloud to burſt forth : but by the application 

of the pulv. fine pari with Doſlills dipt in atbumine ovi, with good e 
and Bandage, I ſtopped it. By this method I made way deep into the body 

of it: yet between the Trochisks and in the circumference it did riſe upon me3 

which put me upon a neceſſity of uling the Cauſtick-ftone and of. vitrief, The 

uſe of theſe ſeverall Eſcaroticks cauſed excoriation in theneighbouring Parts, 
which obliged me to dreſs them the oftner with Refrigerants, wngxent. alb, 

camphorat. &«c. Having thus extirpated the Sarcoms near its bofis, T left off the 

uſe nar. for ſome days applied pwlv, fine pari Fo. Ardern.it being 

more powerfully drying, and leſs corroſive ; then applied a Malagma of Cel- 

ſus in the form of a Cake round over it, with Compreſle, and laced on a 

fircight Sock, co keep all faſt. After I had thus waſted the Sarcoma, I drefſed 
it with Merc. precipitat, unguent. tutie Vigonir, &c. and by the helpof the Vi- 

triol-ſtone, aq. calcis, and the like, I ſmoothed and cicatrized the Ulcer. That 

of her Neck curing ſome weeks ſooner.

whoaccordingly was fetched, and concluded it an Atheroms, We agreed in 
the opening it by Cauſtick, and by eradicating that to make way for the re- 
rainder. After the application of the Cauſtick we met again, and ſccing the 
Eſcar almoſt large enough to take out the Tumour whole in its Cyſtis , we 
divided it, and began with our Knives to ſeparate it : but the Child fecling it 
ſmart,and the bloud trickle down, it hinder'd our farther procecding that way, 
fo that we onely cut off the looſe Eſcars, and dreſſed it up with Lenients. 
The third day Sr. Fra. Pruj. met us there as we were taking off Dretlings, 
The Cyftis appeared to me the thickeſt and ſtrongett I had ever feen. I could 
not think it was made to contain an Atheromatous Matter. I felt it again, 
and was contented to believe the Pulfation I there felt might bein my fingers 
ends 3 however I reſolved to proceed warily 3 and to that purpoſe made a 
Puncture into it with a Frexch Lancet, upon which a florid bloud trickled 
forth. The Apertion being ſmall, it ſtopt by the application of pulv, Galeni 
cum album, vi, and we left her. The next day the Chirurgeon and my (elf 
met, and, conſidering the Cyftis being diſroabed of her naturall Tegument,the 
Skin was not like to be re-inveſted with it again, we propoſed to proceed 
timely in the preventing an effuſion .of bloud. The way we deligned was by 
Eſcaroticks, viz. pulv. fe pari. The next day we took off Dretlings, and co- 
vered the Cyſts with the foreſaid Powder, applying Reſtrictives over all che 
Part, it being incapable of ſtrict Bandage. Againlt the next eruption we pro- 
vided all things ready, both aRuall and potentiall Cauterics ; yet with conſi- 
deration not to dreſs her till we were neceſſitated. The ſecond morning after 
we were both called carly out of our beds by a meſſenger, telling us the had 
bled the moſt part of the night. We diſpatched our Servants away to prepare 
Dreflings, and haſtened after, and taking her out of her Bed placed her ina 
Chair. I ſtood behind her tohold her fieady, and had one Servant near mc 
witha Diſh wherein were ſeverall Eſcaroticks, ſome ttronger then other,alſo of 
different ſizes and ſhapes. My brother Chirurgcon had his Servant near him 
attending the aQtuall Cauteries in the fire. In taking off the Dreſſings, the 
bloud burſt forth with ſuch a guſh as gave no leiſure to call for an aQtuall Cau- 
tery, nor was there pofibility of uſing, it with any advantage. I preſently 
thruſt in a piece of Merc. ſublimat. and preſt a Paſtillus of Celſzs cloſe upon it, 
and held it ſo with my hands z which ſtopt the bleeding in a moment, IT held 
my hands on it till we judged the Eſcarotick had ſecured the bleeding : then 
they cleanſed the Parts about with a Sponge, and retreſhe the Patient with a 
draught ofa cordiall Julep :; after which the Reſtriftives were applied one over 
another over her Throat, up both ſides of her Neck. I kept my hands upon 
them till they were dried faſt on. Then we put heron a Crevat, and laid 
her again in bed. It did not bleed 3 but ſhe complaining daily of pain more 
and more, we agreed to dreſs her the fourth day. I attended then with our 
Servants, preparing our Dreſſings, to ſtop the bloud and heal the Excoriati- 
ons. My Copartner not coming, I took off Dreſhings, with defign onely to 
dreſs the Excoriations : but they came all off together, bringing with them a 
very thick Eſcar. While I was looking upon the Fungss, I ſaw the bloud rife 
out of it in many places, as it it had been pricked with a Lancet. Thoſe drops 
immediately inlarged their way, and bled forcibly in ſo many Streams. Ar 
firſt tight of ic I applicd a piece of Merc. ſublimat, The bloud burſt forth be- 
tween my fingers a while z but upon the applying a proportionable Paſlti]] over 
the Sublimate the bleeding ttopt, Whilſt I continued my hands _— it, my 
ervant 
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Servant wiped away the bloud, and dreffed the Excoriations with ungyent; 
«lb. camph. &c. and applied the Refirictives over all as before : which beinp 
dried on, a Crevat was put on, and ſhe placed again in her Bed. From 
this Drefſing I grew conhident of ſucceſs, the former Eſcar appearing extraor- 
dinarily thick and large, as well it might, confidering the Cauſftick, ( which 
was ſuch as I would nor adviſeto uſe in any caſe where there may be the leaſt 
hopes to ſave their lives without it. ) Where the Opening is ſmall, a Finger 


may Rop the bleeding of an Arterie : but in a Fungus {o branched, in a place fo 


incapable of Bandage, what could have reſiſted fuch a guſhing forth of bloud 
but Merc, ſublimat, whoſe force is far more penetrating in fuch Fungi then a 
hot Iron? eſpecially conſidering how the bloud would have dulled jt by the way: 
The ule of the Sublimate this ſecond timecauſed q Fainting and Palpication of 
her heart : in which caſe Sr. Fra, Przj. came again,and affiſted us by his Preſcripe 
rions z yet it terminated in a Ptyeliſmws. The fourth day after this we met all 
together,and took off her Drefſings, whereupon was ſeparated a thick white 
Eſcar 3 the remaining bodgappearing like a glandulous Fleſh, ſomewhat hard, 
and of the bigne(s of a ſmall Cheſnut. It bleeding no more,we dreffed it with 
{ome of the milder Eſcaroticks, and the Excoriations with refrigerant Epulo- 
ticks, with Emplaſters of diachalcit. &c. we waſted that Fuxguzr,and alfo healed 
the Excoriations in the ſpace of 3 weeks. There wasa fair opportunity of excir- 
pating the remaining Glands: but the Relations ſuſpeRting, perhaps that new 
miſchicfs might happen from ſome branches | of the ſame Arterie , we cu- 
red this Ulcer, and left the extirpation of the other to farther confidera- 
tion.

Ear to the Aſpers arteris, and ſo firetching over it upward to the other fide of ©** 


the Neck. It was ſoft, and ſeemed to be full of Matter, but without Inflam- 
mation, I made a PunQure into the body of it, and diſchaxged a ſtinking 
Serum not unlike Horle-piſs. That being let out, the Tumour ſunk, and 
felt uncqually hard, IT dreſſed it up with a Pledgit of azzgzent. baſtlicon and 
empl.diachalcit,Thenext day,taking off Draibvgs and ſeeing the Swelling lank, 
I applied a Cauftick che length of two inches, about 3 fingers breadth diftant 
from the Ear : the Eſcar I divided,and diſcharged a foul Matter, and afterwards 
drefled it up with Doffills dipt in Merc. preqp. with Lenicnts over the Eſcars 
and from that timchaſtened the falling off of the Slough. After. the { "i 
on of it, 1 thruſt out a different ſort of Matter, not et 
and Meliceris mixt together. I paſſed in my Probe-{ciflors, and laid it open 
downward tothe Aſpers arteris, and pull'd out with cy fingers ſeyerall Veſi- 
cxle, ſome containing a foul Seraw: , others a gritty ſubſtance, There ao 
came away gobbets of Fleſh, with which che gf of che Abſcefſe.ſeemed to be 
covered. Having thus cleanſed it, I alV'd it up with Doffills dipt in Preeci- 
pitate, and kept the Lips dilated 3 repeating this method .of drefling every 
other day, and xubbing :the firumous Excreſcences with the Victriol-ftone. 
The Sinws contracted narrower within 3-but the originallot this Tumour being, 
Strumous, -it would not heal whit there-remained anyihollownefs, but fill'd 
with thatſart of Fleſh, and raiſed a Tumour. Upon flight whereot I applied 
a Cauſtick upon the upper part towards the Ear, and divided it with a pair 
of Scifſors, . then fill'd the Sinus with Merc. precipitat. dreihng the Lips of the 
Ulcer with Digeſtives. After the Eſcar ſeparated, I applied my endeavoursto 
eradicate the firumous Fleſh with-the Vitriol-ſtone and Precipitate, and cicatri- 
zed it from the Ear downwards z 'yet not without ſome difficulty, the baſis pro- 
ving falſe more then once in one part or other. Some of this Grumous F _ 
rifing 
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riſing amongſt the Vefſells, and uniting over them,made Sinur's fo deep, that 
I much doubted how to divide thoſe without danger of theſe Veſſels : but there 
being no Cure to be expected whilſt this remained, I pafſeda Ligature with a 
ſmall Probe under the Fuxgus,and by Deligation of it, and application of Prz- 
Cipitate,I conſumed the Fxngus, and laid the deepeſt of them open 3 and after- 
wards by the application of Epuloticks brought a Cicatrix upon them. Having 
thus well-near healed the Abſceſſe to the Aſpers arteria, 1 laid the other fide 
open, and eradicated that part by the ſame method as the former, and cicatrized 
it ſmooth. 

One of about 14 years of age came out of the Country recommended to 
Sr. Alex, Fraſ. with a complicated Tumour of a great bulk on the left fide of 
her Neck and Cheek, ariſing under her Ear. It had been growing many 
years, and was without Inflammation. Her Body being prepared by a purging 
Apozeme, and Antiſtrumaticks preſcribed by her Phyfician, he commended 
the extirpation of it tomy care. Accordingly I met him at her Chamber. We 
deſigned the taking it out by Inciſion 3 and to that purpoſe, having all things 
ready, Imade Incifion into it. But the bloud trickling faſt down, we for- 
bare the Operation that time, and dreſſed it up with Aftringents. The ſe-. 
cond day after we met again, and in taking off the Dreffings ſaw it had not 
bled, nor was there any Pulſation to be felt in it whereby we might ſuſpe& any 
conſiderable flux of bloud. What did flow proceeded, as we cles. from 
ſome ſmall Fangus. Upon which confideration we reſolved to eradicate this 
preternaturall Tumour by Eſcaroticks 3 and began with the application of 
a ſtrong Cauſtick on the middle of it, according tothe length of the Tumour. 
The next day we divided the Eſcar, and filling it full of his palv. fie part, 
I embrocated the Parts about, and drefſed the Eſcar with #nguent. bafilic. &c. 
By the application of this Powder we penetrated into the body of the Tumour : 
and after ſeparation of the Sloughs, ſeeing no danger of its bleeding, we re- 
peated the uſe of the palv, fine pari : and having thereby diſcovered the Tu- 
mour to confiſt of many ſeverall Species, viz. Strume, Atheroma , Meliceris, 
and Steatoma, we laid it more open by Incifion, and with a crooked Spatuls 
and our fingers pulld out ſome of them in pieces, others whole in a Cluſter, 
then fill d it again with the ſaid Powder, and drefſed the divided Lips with 
Doſhils ſpred with Digeſtives. By this method we eradicated this great body: 
but in our approaching near that part of her Cheek which had bagg'd fo long 
time between her Jaws, we found it penetrated, and the Liquour ſhe took in 
her mouth diffuſing it ſelf into the Abſceſſe, alſo the Matter made in the Ab- 
ſceſſe diſcharging it ſelf into the Mouth. Whether this Opening was made by 
the Teeth, or tretted by the acrimony of the Humour within, I ſhall not diſl- 
pute 3 but it contributed much to the forwarding of the Cure there : for by 
InjeRions deterſive and drying we cleared that'part of the Ulcer, and cicatri- 
zed it with the externall part of the Cheek ſo cloſe, that her Jaws were at li- 
berty to chew her meat, which they had not beenin a long time before. The 
laſt difficulty was, in eradicating that part which lay in a manner round un- 
der the root of the Ear, threatning the very Organ. We laid it open, and by 
the milder Eſcaroticks at length eradicated the Strxme there without of- 
fence to the Organ, cicatrizing it ſmooth the whole length of the Ulcer, by 
bringing the Lips together within a narrow Cicatrix, to the ſatisfaRion of her 
Relations. During the application of ſome of theſe Eſcaroticks, ſhe was ſub- 
je to a Palpitatio cordis, and did ſomewhat ſalivate 3 but was thercin relic» 
ved by Sr. Alex. Fraſer's Preſcriptions, and reſtored to perteRt health, which 
I have lately heard ſhe yet enjoycth, 


A Youth 
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A Youth of about 10 ycars of age was brought out of the Country to me 1. O>ſervar, 
with a firumous Ulcer on one fide of the Sagittall Suture. It was hollow the of an Ulcer. 
compals of a Half-crown; and had diſcharged its Matter, and tilPd up again ®" the Head. 
with tixumous Fleſh. I applicd a Cauſtick on it, and after ſeparation of the 
Eſcar conſumed the Strume with Merc. precipitat, then cicatrized it with ##- 
guent, & calce and the Vitriol-ftone. | 

A Lady brought her onely Son to Town, who was about 7 years of age, 2Obſervax, 
of a ſickly weak Conſtitution, obſtructed internally with the Kings-Evill in his of Ulcers 2- 
Mecſentery and Lungs. He had externally many Strzme under his Jaws, _ the 
from his left Ear down to his right Jaw. Some of them were bigger then > hcl 
others, and ulcerated : one whereot had made its own way out, was grown 
callous, and lay protuberant inthe form of an over-grown Excreſcence, I de- 
ſired the afliſtence of a Phyſician : but the Mother would not, yet promiſed, 
if there were a neceflity, the would at any time conſult one. I began his 
Courſe of Phyſick with a Solution of ſyr. de rhab. in a TinQture of Sena, 
and preſcribed him a medicated Ale of ſarſa, lign. lentiſc. Chine, raf. eboris, 
rad, ruſci, ſcrophul, &c. with millepedes. I dreſſed the ulcerated Glands with 
#nguent. baſilic. and Przcipitate : and after Deterſion with zaguent. diapom- 
phol. to the other Glands, which were hard and intire, I applicd empl. diachy/, 
ireat, as it is ſet down in the method of Cure. During which application, I 
purged him again, and with a few grains of diagrid. and Merc, dulc. vomited 
him once : it worked churliſhly with him. That night I ſent him ſome of the 
anodyne Syrup to take in a draught of Mace-ale z which quieted the Ferment 
raiſed by the Phylick. From that time I purged him with Infuſion of Rhy- 
barb in his medicated Ale once a week, giving him 7 or 8 grains of Ca- 
lomel, the night before he drank his Rhubarb : the intermitting days he took 
one of the tetiaccous Powders preſcribed in the method of Cure. The callous: 
Struma T rubb'd down with the Cauſtick-ſtone, and after ſeparation of 
the Elſcar I deterged with the Vitriol-ſtone , and ſometime Merc, precipitat. 
rubr, The ulcerated Strume digeſted well , and as the Glands waſted, the 
Ulcers cured, To the other Glands not ulcerated I applied a Malagma of Corn, 
Celſus, by which they viſibly reſolved. Whilſt I proceeded in this method, 

Dr. Micklethwait was conſulted by the Mother, he being her Phyſician. He 
ſaw the Patient in this thriving condition, and, I think, preſcribed him onely 4 
cordiall Julep. The Winter approaching, I ſupplicd the Patient with Dreſ- 
ſings and internal! Remedies, ſhewing his Maid how to apply them, and di- 
reed her how to regulate the Patient. The Curc of theſe Diſcaſes is the 
work of time: for till the internall Viſcers be freed of the Strume which gene- 
rally they are ſtuft with, the externall Cure of them figniticth little. They 
returned into the Countrey, and the Child enjoyed a good meaſure of health 
till about Chriftmeſs, and then the Matter fermented again internally and ex- 
tcrnally, that Air diſagreeing with him : upon which account they returned 
back to London carly in the Spring, and ſcat for me again, and , I think, for 
Dr. Mick/ethwait. The Child was put into much the ſame Courſe of Phylick 
as bcfore. I alſo digeſted the Ulcers, and proceeded as I had done the laſt year : 
the Child accordingly recovered, and enjoyed a good health. His Maid be- 
ing grown skiltull in dretfing him, I viſited him the ſeldomer, yet ſent my 
Servant oftner: for, as I have ſaid, his Cure did not conſiſt in the healing theſe 
Strume 3 yetthcy were ina good condition, and not at all painfull, unleſs it 
were ſomctime when I uſed the Vitriol-ſtone and Przcipitate together, which 
was ſcldome, He being well recovered, returned into the Country towards 
Atutitn, and came up the Spring following indiſpoſed with a Catarrh __

other Diſeaſes in his Bowells;but ſoon recovered here, whereas the Northern Air 
was too ſharp for his tender Body. During the time I attended him, he was 
as much grown and improved in his hcalth as ever I ſaw any, and the Strume 
that were remaining were few, and much diminiſhed : the Malagma of Celſus 
put them upon a Suppuration whenſoever it was applied ; and I always permit- 
ted the Matter to make its own way out by ſmall Eruptions : during which I 
ordered them to be drefſed with Lenients, viz. unguent, diapompholyg. tutie, 
or ſuch like, till the Matter was diſcharged 3 after which I applied the Malag- 
ma again, to put the remainder upon Suppuration. This way I ſhewed his 
Maid, and by theſe interchangeable Applications they did reſolve. The 
Mother did not this laſt time confult Dr. Micklethwait nor my (elf in Phyfick, 
but imployed ſome other ſecretly. Upon notice thereof I viſited them leſs, 
and told the Mother, that where I did not preſcribe the Phytick, or was con- 
ſulted with the Phyſician, Idid not defire to be the Chirurgeon, the Cure de- 
pending moſt upon the internall Preſcriptions. Some weeks after, viſiting the 
Patient, Iſawone of the Strame thruſting out of the Skin in a Fungus, I 
would have thruſt it more out, tied a Thread under it, and have ſnipt it off 
with a pairof Sciffors : but he crying, I dreſſed it up with Precipitate. Ar 
my next viſit I met a Chirurgeon there, and preſented the cale of the Patient 
to him, with my way of proceeding. He ſaw me dreſs the Ulcers : they 
were but few and ſmall. He declared the way had been rationall, and that 
ſuch Diſeaſes did require time to perfe&t them. 
3. Obſervar. A young Gentleman,aged about ten years, was diſeaſed with many Strume : 
of Ulcers in ſome whereof lay under his Jaws and the fide of his Neck, firetching down 
rg from the one Ear to the other 3 ſome of them lay intire in their Cyſts z others 
ann the Were ulcerated, and paſſed their Matter into one another: they were ſordid in 
Arm. ſome parts, and overgrown with looſe Fleſh in others. He had alſoan Athe- 
romaon the outſide of one of his Arms about three inches in length , reaching 
to the Elbow-joint. Sir Alex. Fraſer was his Phyſician, and put him into 
my hands. He purged him with an Infuſion of Sena, Rhubarb, &c. and pre- 
ſcribed him a decot}. ſarſe, &c. with Antiltrumaticks, I began with the ap- 
plication of a Cauſtick on the Atheroma, laying it open the whole length, and 
gave vent to an albuginous and cheeſy Matter 3 then dreſſed it with Lenients, 
to haſten ſeparation of the Eſcar. I alſo laid open the Sinuous Ulcers in his 
Neck, ſome by Cauftick, others by Probe-ſ{ciſſors. Thoſe Ulcers which were 
fordid I dreſſed with Merczr. __ I rubb'd the luxurious Fleſh with 
the Vitriol-ſtone, and kept the inciſed Lips dilated with Doffills ſpred with 
Digeſtives, Whilſt I deterged thoſe ſeverall Ulcers, I endeavoured reſolution 
of the leſſer Strume by the application of ſome of the Diſcuticnts propoſed in 
the method of Cure. During theſe proceedings in Chirurgery, Purgations 
were repeated, with the addition of Catomel. and on the intermitting days 
ceruſſa antimonii, &c. were preſcribed z and thereby the Ulcers were diſpoſed 
to a healing condition, The Atheroms on his Arm I endeavoured to digeſt 
with various Medicaments : but whilſt any part of it lay hollow, it would 
neither digeſt nor deterge : but after I removed its Coverture, it digeſted and 
mcarned with mundif. Paracelf,and cicatrized as the other did by the common 
Epuloticks. 
| Obſervar. A perfon about 28 years old, having been long diſeaſed with the Kings-Evill 
5f Ulcers on in many Glands on both fides of her Neck, frequently apoſtemating with great 
theNeck- tumefaCtion and pain, came to London, and conſulted me. Thoſe on the lett 
de were then ſwelled from the Nuke down that fide of the Neck and Chee; 
to the other lide of the Trachea arteria, Whilſt ſhe was in the Country, that 
Gland near the Nuke apoſtemated,and was opencd by a Chirurgeon there : but 
from 
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trom that time it grew cotroſive,and paſſed its Matter downward into the body 
of the Tumour amongſt the reſt of the Glands, and could not empty it ſelf 
but as it overflowed. Upon which account I propoſed the 'making an Opet 
ning in the declining part of the Tumour : but ine, having been extreamly 
over-watched and tircd with pain, took deliberation, and after aday or two 
ſent tome to meet at a Conſultation with one- who pretends . great matters in 

Chirurgery. I accordingly went : but he had been there before me, and, acs 
cording, to his cuſtome, boldly undertook the Cure, promiling to reſolve itia 
ten days by the application of an incombultible Sulphur. ' I did not _believe:it 
pothible to cure her without giving vent to the Matter below, but lefe the- Pas 

tient at liberty to proceed with him, or any other. He began the next day 

with the anointing it with balſ. ſulphur. Rulandii, and every day daubed more 

of his ſaid Balſam upon the Swelling, till the ten days were paſſed. '' Duting 

which applications, the Matter being thereby choaked in, her pain increafing 

more and more, and ſhe being no longer able to endure thoſe applications, the 

ſent for Sr. Alex: Fraſer, Sr. George Wakeman, and my (elf. We faw the Tu- 

mour exceedingly increaſed, and crufted hard over with the Balfam. I fos 

mented it with Milk, and embrocated 'it with freſh Butter : but ic not yiel- 

ding thereby, I applied a Cataplaſm ex fol. malvar. violar. ſem, linz, pane tri- 

tic, axung. porcins, &c. The next morning, we met again, took off the Cata- 

plaſm, freed the Tumour of its cruſted Coverture, and ſaw the fame hard, 

dry, and miuch inflamed. We added to the former Cataplaſm. mecilag. rad. 

althee & lilior, and applicd it, thereby ſuppurating it 3 then opened it by Cau+ 

ſtick inthe declining part near the Traches arteris, diſcharged a large quantity 

of digeſted Matter, and drefſed it with Lenients. Whillt the Matter plentitully 

emptied it ſelf there, the Inflammation and Tumour daily diminiſhed, and thg 

Ulcer above, which had been daubed cloſe up with the balſ. ſielphuris, appea- 

rcd well inclined to heal, and cicatrizcd ſoon after by the applying of xnguents, 

tutie, The accidents of Pain, &e. thus removed, the Phyſicians were again 

conſulted 3 and hearing her (till complain of a Vertigo and great pain in her 

Head , as likewiſe of an Inflammation of her Eyes , they preſcribed her a 

purging Apozeme of ſexe, polypod. hermodadi. turbith decotted with ſarſs, 

lign. guaiaci, ſantal.. &c. She was alſo purged: with Cephalick Pills: Ca- 

lomel, was alſo preſcribed, and a decod. ſarſe with the ſpecifick Plants was her 

ordinary Drink. By theſe and ſuch like Preſcriptions ſhe was freed of thoſe 

various Diſtempers, and reſtored to a better Habit of body. The Tumour the 

while empticd it ſelf by the depending Orifice, and ſeverall of the Strume 

which had: been encompaſſed with in that Tumour appear'd again movable, 

and were afterwards totally reſolved by the application of Celſns's Malagms, 

and by the Apertion made by the Cauſtick cured perfectly. The Strame on the 

other fide \of her Neck, which ſeemed ſuppurated when I firlt came to her; 

did all aycone harden again, (during her Courſe of Phyſick.) That one lay 

upon her Cheek near her Ear. I opened it, and thruſt out a Cheely Matter 3 

then dreſſed it as aboveſaid with Deterſives, andcured it. The Patient being 

thus happily recovered, I ſupplied her with a Rowl of Celſws's Malagma, by 

which the remaining $Str#me were reſolved or {uppurated : and fince that I 

have ſeen both ſides of her Neck freed of that Diſeaſe. Yet ſhe is till ſubje&t 

toſome little Indifpoſition of body, enough to ſhew that there yet remain 

ſome ſeeds of that Diſcaſe in her Viſcers. 


A Gentlewoman aged 34 years, of a fickly weak Conſiitution, ſubject to $.Obſervat. 
of Strumous 


the King's-Evill many years on both fides of her Neck, ulcerating, and the Ul- 


cers patling their Matter one into another down to the Clavicles, had gone ,, des of 
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through long Courſes of Phyſick, and had permitted divers Applications tobe the Neck, 
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made : but they proving unſucceſsfull, ſhe put her (elf into the care of Sr. Fra, 
Pre. and my (ſelf. The Ulcers ſeemed to have riſen from ſo many dittin& 
Glands, and that after Suppuration, the Matter, growing virulent, corroded 
under the Lips, and both rendred them Sinuous, and at length Callous, and 
conſequently not capable of Cure but by laying open. Yet I began with Di- 

ſtives, and diſcutient and drying Fomentations. The Phyſician preſcribed 
cr Purgatives, with the addition of Calomel. once in 4 or 5 days, and on 
the intermitting days decod, ſarſe with antimon. diaphoret, Theſe not anſwe-> 
ring our expeRations, I proceeded in the laying open the Ulcers, and remo- 
ving the callous Lips, there being not one that would curetill that was done. 
Afterwards they digeſted, incarned, and cicatrized from the edges firm and 
ſmooth, by the common method of drefling Ulcers. 

A Citizen's Daughter, aged about 12 years, of a weak Conſtitution, had 
been long diſeaſed with the Kings-Evill, She had one Strumous Swelling on 


Ulcers in the the right fide of her Neck cloſe above the Clavicle, from whence to the Os bu- 
Axilla and 
Arm, 


meri there ſeemed to be a more then uſuall fulneſs. Under that Axills lay 
an Ulcer, and another on the outſide of the fame Shoulder, and others down 
all along to the Elbow, ſome of them ſordid. By ſearch of a Probe theſe 
Ulcers appeared to be ſo many Eruptions from the Sinuous Ulcer in the Axills. 
I drefſed them with Deterſives, &c. and preſcribed a decot?, ſarſe, Cbine, lign, 
lentiſc. with ſome of the antiſtrumatick Plants, milleped, &c. with which ſhe 
took antimon. diaphoret. and once in 4 daysa few grains of Calomel. cum pulv, 
rbab. inthe form ofa Boles. I embrocated the Gland near the Clavicle and 
the Swelling of the Shoulder daily with valentia digitalis, and endeavoured 
the Deterfion of the Ulcers with mundif. Paracelfi, Precipitate, and the Vitriol- 
ſtone ; but the Ulcer being Sinuous, ( as I ſaid.) it would not digeſt in any one 
part. The Fluxion increaſing greatly , and ſeeming to flow from that Ulcer 
inthe Axills, I laid itopen : but that not ſerving my purpoſe, I cut open the 
upper part of the Siuxs on the outſide of the Arm near the Shoulder, hoping 
that way to intercept the flux of Humour : but the Fluxion continuing, I 
began OILY the Matter flowed from the Strumous Tumour near the Clavi- 
cle 3 wheretore I opened it, and upon ſearch found the Matter did paſs from 
thence into the Axills, and to the outſide of the Arm. I diſcharged the 
Matter, and eradicated that Strums : after which the Fluxion diminiſhed in 
the other Ulcers. That of the Axilla dried up ſoon after : the other alſo cured 
moreeafily, according to the method ſet down in Sinuous Ulcers, and ſhe re- 
covered her perfe& health. | 

A Woman came out of the Country with a diſcaſed Child of 2 years old. 
She had brought many into the world, but they had been all lamentably diſ- 
eaſed, and died one another. This was broken out all over the Head, 
and ulcerated in many to the Pericranizm, It had alſo alarge white 
Tumour lying deep under the left Jaw to the Trachea arteria, I fomented the 
Head with a DecoQion of Cephalick Herbs, cum flor. roſ; rub, bcc. myrtill 
balawſt. in Wine and Water, and dreſt the Ulcers accordingly as they requi- 
red, ſome with Digeſtives, others with Deterſives, and others with Epulo- 
ticks 3 and tothe TumourT applied Diſcutients. During theſe Applications 
I purged the Child once in 4 or 5 days, giving it 4 or 5 grains of Calomel. over 
night, and in the morning ſyr. de rbab. in medicated Ale of ſarſs, lign. len- 
ziſc. &c. and the intermitting days Bezoard. mineral. Before I put her into 
this Courſe, the Humours were ſo acrimonious, that the leaſt ſcratch with a 
pinterminated in a corroſive Ulcer: but after ſhe had proceeded in this method 
a while, they all healed. So that there remained onely the Tumour under the 
Jaw, which ſeeming full of Matter, I thought reaſonable to open ; but ſhe 
having 
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having prtvately conſulted fome perſon, who, in conſideration of its fitua« 
tion, thinking it dangerous, diſſwaded her from it, upon notice thereof I 
left them. But ſome weeks after, bo other Endeavours unfucceſs- 
fully, ſhe came to me again z the Child being broken out for want of proſe= 
cuting the former method of Calomel, &c. and alſo difeafed with a Cough. 
I began with the opening of the Tumour,defigning to doe it by Cauttick : but in 
conhideration of the Prognoftick which been delivered of it, I made an 
Apertion with a Lancet, and pallmg in a Cannxls,difcharged a ſpoonfull ot two 
of a purulent Matter : which confirming my Judgment ot the Tumour, I ſtopt 
it up with a Tent, applied a Cauſtick the whole length of it, and the next day 
divided the Eſcar, and gave vent tirfttoa purulent Matter, then to an albugj- 
nous Humour. I dreffed the Ulcer with Doffills pred with maundif. Paracelfi, 
and the externall Efcar with «»gient. bafilic. cum ol. Inmbricor. After Deter- 
hon the Ulcer fil'd up with an Hyperſarcofir, as all Strumous Ulcers are apt, 
and fo render our labour vain. Therefore timely to preventit, I dreffed it with 
Merc. precipitat, and kept the Orifice dilated with Dofhlls. While I was thus 
eradicating the S1rwms, I repeated the former method of Phyſick, and healed 
the ſeverall Ulcerations about the Head, Face and Lips. All things thus ſuc- 
ceeding well, the Mother returned into the Country with her Child, un. 
known to me, ( ſuppoſing it cured : } but ſhe nor taking Specificks with 
her to proſecute that method there, it languiſhed and died, as I wasafterwards 
informed. 

A Child of about 3 years old had an Ulcer with Caries upon the tight fide of 8. Obſervit.' 
the Os frontis, cloſe by the Temporall Muſcle, It took its originall from an —_ —_ 
Atheroms, as I fuppoſe, ( the Child having fome Strxme on his Neck.) The ju crants. 
Bone hy carious the compaſs of half a Gzirny. I took off the Lips of the Ulcer 
by Cauftick,and dreffed the Bone with Doffills preft out of ſpir. vii, to keep it 
dry till Nature ſhould be diſpoſed to make Exfoliation of its rottenneſs. For in 
this tender Child there was no talk of rafping, nor wasthere $ Iiberty to 
put in my Doflills fo clofe as I ought to have done. During work the 
Child was afliQcd with the Mealils, and in the declination of them with a 
Cough, and ſuch a diſcharge of Matter from his Lungs, that he grew thereby 
He&tick, and emaciated to slin and bone. The Lips of the Ulcer on his Head 
hy lank and dry, and the Bone as it were dead without moiſture, He being 
thus weak, Dr. Bates was conſulted, and declined the atten it, as coming 
too late to hinn. Dr, Tho, Cox was perſwadet to take care of who pre- 
ſcribed Pecoralls of various forts, and advifed the removall ofhim to Konig t*- 
bridge, where he drank Aſes mitk. Having there ſomewhat recovered, he 
was removed to a houſe near Kings-Gate, into back Lodgings looking into the 
Ficlds, for benefit of the Air, and more conveniency of Dreffing the Ulcer on 
his Head. But upon the change of the Air he ſo relapſed in 2 days, that it 
was believed, if he had lain one night more there, he-had died there. Upon 
which conſideration he was again removed back to Knightr-bridge, and there 
he daily recruited his ſpirits. As his ftrength recovered, the Lips of the Ulcer 
recovered their heat, and digeſted, the Carter of the Bone caſt off, and the Ulcer 
contracted narrower. He afterwards removed farther off into the Country 
to his Parents : my Kinſman Fequer Wiſeman attended him, and finiſhed the 
Cure there. 

A Child about 3 years old was brought by its Mother out of St. Martin's I groktng 
Laxe to me with a large foft Swelling upon the left fide of the Head without ,.4 
inflammation. I, ſufpeRing the Bone carious, applicd' a proportionable Cau- gn the Cra- 
ſtick on it, and gave vent to a Matter not unlike Batter, and by ſearch of a niwn, 
Probe felt the Cranivem bare; I drefled it with Lenients, and after a” 
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of the Eſcar ſaw the Cranium bare the compaſs of a broad Shilling. I dreſſed 
it up with liniment, Arcei hot, and the Lips of the Ulcer with «ng«ent, haſt. 
lic, magiſt. The ſecond day I fomented it with a DecoQtion of ſummitat. byperici, 
origant, betonice, flor. roſ. rub. balauſt. in Wine and Water, and dreſſed the 
Bone with Dofſfills of Lint preſi out of ſpir. vini : the Lips I dreſt with »nguent, 
diapomph. touching them ſometimes with a Vitriol or Alume-ftone. By theſe 
Applications the Bone incarned, united with the Lips of the Ulcer, and ci- 
catrized from the edges round. During which ſome {ſmall Speels of Bones 
caſt off, and the Ulcer cicatrizcd without much dithculty. 

A ſickly Child of about 7 years of age was brought to me by its Mother out 
of Drary-Lane, having a large Atheroma between the Sagittal and Coronal 
Sutures, I, ſuppoſing the Bone carious, applied a large Cauſtick on it, and 
dividing the Eſcar diſcharged a crude Serum,and afterwards a curdled Matter, 
I felt the Bone carious round under the Eſcar,and dreſſed it up with Lenients : 
after the Sloughs caſt off, I drefſed the Craninm with Dolhills preſſed out of ſpir. 
vini, applying them cloſe to the ſound Edges; the Extfoliation beginning al- 
ways from the circumference. By which may be judged the ignorance of that 
man, who applicd Lint dipt in Red wine over the middle of the Bone, leaving 
the Lips hollow, By this way of dreſſing a Callw roſe from the ſound Edges, 
and thruſting off the Caries, united with the digeſted Lips of the Ulcer, and 
at length caſt off all the rotten Shell, and incarned and cicatrized firm by the 
method obſerved in the former Obſervation. I have ſince ſeen this Girl diſeaſed 
with many Sirume in her Neck, and purpoſe to undertake her Cure whenthe 
ſcaſon ſhall be more proper. RS | 

A Woman of about 40 years of age, of a Plethorick Body, having been 
long diſeaſed with a pain inher Head on the right fide, between the Sagittal and 
Coronal Sutures, it at length apoſtemated, and ſhe was put into my hands. 
T made a ſearch, with a Probe, and feeling the Bone carious, opened it by a 
circular Incifiongtaking away ſo much of the Hairy-ſcalp as I judged neceſſary; 
then fil'd it with Dofſills of Lint,and applied over them Pledgits cum albumine 
ovi & pulv. Galeni, empl. & bols, &c. The third day, taking off the Dreflings, 
I ſaw the upper Lamins very white, dry and thin : it was corroded, and ſce- 
med chambered like unto that FraQture the Greeks call Camaroſis, or like ſome 
piece of old worm-caten Timber.” Idrefſed it with Doffills preſt out of ſpir, 
vini, and the Lips of the Wound with a Digeſtive ex terebinthina cum vitel, 
ovi, &c. embrocating the Parts about ex oleo roſ. After Digeſtion of the 
Wound I deſigned the raſping away that thin Shell: but her pain ceaſing, it 
was deferred. About the tenth day ſhe was taken with a Fever, The Phy- 
ſician viſiting her, I drefſed her Head, and offered to his conſideration the 
ſetting on a Trepan. But he concluded the Fever ſcorbuticall, and no way 
related to the Ulcer in Cranio, But the Fever increaſed,and ſhe died. The Phy- 
lician being indiſpoſed with the Gout, another was fetcht, who ſaw her ope- 
ned. At the taking off the Cranizm, the interiour Lamina appeared ſound, 
and the Dura mater unconcerned 3 nor was there any Bloud or Matter extra- 
valated between the Membranes or Ventricles of the Brain; but in the Lungs 
a great Stagnation, When this Matter affects onely the intexiour Lamina, 
the Patient generally dies before the Malady is diſcovered. 

A little Girl was brought by her Mother to me with a ſoft Tumour, of the 
bigneſs of a Nutmeg, upon her. left Check, on the Os Zygoma, She defired 
me to undertake the Cure. But I, being at that time much indiſpoſed in my 
health, declined the meddling with it, concluding the Bone carious, and 
that it was not ſo ſlight a work as ſhe thought, The Mother went from 
me to a Chirurgeon then in my Neighbourhood, who opened it, and m_ 
muc 
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much pains in the exfoliating the Bone : but it growing more carious, he at 
length left the Parents at liberty to make choice of ſome other. They came 
tome again. I made ſearch with a Probe, and felt the Sixus*s running un- 
der the Bone towards the Eye. I dilated the Ulcer, and, ſceing the Bone 
black, applicd a Dofſill preſſed out of ſpir, vini on it, kept the Oritice open 
with a Dothl! ſpred with a Digeſtive, and embrocating the Parts about cxm 
ol. roſ. & ateto, dreſſed it up with empl. e bolo, By this way of dreiting the pain 
was mitigated, and the Ulcer digeſted. I continued the yſe of the Doſhill with 
ſpzr. vini to the Bone daily, and dreſſed the Ulcer with a Pledgit of 4iapomphol. 


By this very method the rottenneſs of the Bone ſoon ſheld off : after which, - 


by leſſening of the Doffills, I permitted the Ulcer to incarn, and by gradually 
lcaving off the uſe of the Doffills, and drefling it with Pledgits of di2pompho- 
lyg. it cicatrized firm in the ſpace of three weeks, and continuerh fo to this: 


day. 
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A perſon of about 26 yearsof age came to Town with an Ulcer in her Cheek 13.Obſervat, 
penctrating high under the Os Zygoma : there was alſo an Ulcer near the ex- of ſtrumous 


ternall Canthus of that Eye. I ſuppoſed them to have coherence with one ano- 
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ther, and by ſearch of a Probe felt the. Bones carious, Her Cheek had been os zygoma. 


much apoftemated and blemiſhed by their Chirurgery in the Country, and like 
ro be mate worſe, if the Bones were that way to be exfoliated. Wherefore 
I confideredte dot it otherwiſe, The Tecth in that Maxills were all ſound 
and faſt; yet I perſwaded her to the pulling out of one under theſe Ulcers. 
She ſeemed to receive ſome advantage by it, the Ulcer mattering leſs for the 
ſpace of 4 or 5 days : but both the Ulcers growing afterwards worſe, and our 
hopes of Cure that way failing, I enlarged the lower Orifice, and rubb'd off 
the over-grown callous Lips with a Cauſtick-ftone, and proceeded in the de- 
terging and digeſting the Ulcers. During which Dr. Wilks was conſulted: 
but upon ſuppoſition ſhe might be with Child, ſhe took little Phytick. By 
dilating the interiour Ulcer the uppermoſt cloſed up, that Matter diſcharging 
it ſelf by the Ulcer beneath, but not without much diſturbance, it threatning 
2 Siaus down her Check. Toavoid which, I cauſed an Inftrument to be made 
whereby I cut between her Cheek and Jaw into the Ulcer to the carious Bone; 
and gave vent to the Matter. After I had chus laid open the Sinus, and wi- 
ped away the bloud, I dreſſed it with a Tent dipt in ſyr. de rof. ficcis, and the 
externall Ulceron the Check with a Pledgit of agent. txtie, and by Com- 
preſſion cicatrized that ſmooth and hrm. The Ulcer within her Mouth grow- 
ing offenſive to her by reaſon of the factid ſmell of the Bone, put me-upon the 
uſc of an InjeRion of ag. roſ; damaſe. ſyr. de roſ. ſiccis, and a few drops of 
tintivr. vitrioli Felix wortz : by which the Ulcer deterged,and grew daily leſs 
offenſive. I continued the dreffing it with a Tent whilſt any thing of Mat- 
ter diſcharged. That ceafing, I omitted the uſe of Tents, and healed up 


the Ulcer, and (o it is like to continue. 


A Child between 3 and 4 years of age, having been ſubje& to ſoar Eyes 14 Obſervar. 
and an Abſceſle in one of its Ears, was brought to London, and commended of an Ulcer 
tomy care. The Matter at length made its way forth behind that Ear, and with Caries 


my work with Dilatation of the Ulcer by Gentian-roots 3 and after I had made 
way to it, I dreſſed it with Doflills preſſed out of ſpir. vini and wnguent. tutie 
upon Pledgits, or ſuch like, accordingly as I ſaw occatton. Having thus 
diſpoſcd the Bone to Exfoliation, I purged the Child with #xfuſ. rbab. and af- 
terwards with Calomel. once in 4 or 5 days, and preſcribed Bezoard, mineral, 
alſo a medicated Ale, to take the intermitting days. 

Atter ſome time, ſeeing the Bone continue tirm, I drefled it with a mixture

flowed in great quantity, Upon ſearch I found the Bone caxious. I began ——— the 
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of mel Agyptiac. pulv, myrrh, &c. and thereby haſtcncd the Extoliation of the 
Bone. That being caſt off, I deſigned to cicatrize the Ulcer: but perceiving 
the Eyes grow ſoar, I put a Pea into that Ulcer, and continued it a Fontanel] 
not thinking it ſafe to dry up the Ulcer behind the Ear, though the Child had 
before one proper for Derivation. The dreſſing this Ulcer was never very pain- 
full: but the Servant that attended the Child having accuſtomed her (elf to 
put it beſide its Frowardnelſs by threatning to ſend for me, it ſo terrified the 
Child, that it always cried at the very ſight of mez upon which account I 
left her in the condition I have repreſented. She was long after diſcaſed 
with ſoar Eyes from the acidity in her Bloud, but hath fince outworn it. 
From a Caries in the Alveoli Apoſtemations are frequently made extcrnally 
under the Jaws 3 which being not unlike ſtrumous Tumours, are by unex- 
perienced people ſuppoſed to be ſuch, and ſent to us to be preſented to his 
Majefty. Many Inſtances may be given you of this kind, it it were neceſſary ; 
but they not being Strumous, I ſhall torbear, and preſent to you what is, viz. 
the protuberant Jaws. They are made hollow by an acid Humour, which 
fretteth and corrodeth the Alveoli and inner ſubſtance to the very externall 
Shell; in which caſes they thruſt out with great detormity. I have made men- 
tion of this Diſeaſe under the name of Spina ventoſa, and diſtinguiſhed it from 
the Caries ariſing from an externall Eroſion by that name. When this affects 
the Jaws, the Teeth grow looſe, and Excreſcences do ariſe, which in progre(s 
of time thruſt out the Tecth. They ſometime diſcharge their Matter exter- 
nally. But by pulling out thoſe Teeth theſe Apoſtemations cure, and the 
Jaw having thereby vent for its Matter, the Caries will calt off inlentibly by 
the force of Nature, and at length, it the Habit of body grow better diſpoſed, 
a Callus fills up the void ſpace in the Bone, But where Nature is dchcient, 
we conſume the Caries in them by deterfive and drying Medicaments, or by 
{=o Cautery : after which, if the Patient be young, he groweth out the 
cformity. 
1s.Obſervat. A Child aged 9 years, having been formerly diſeaſed with the Rachitis, and 
of externall afterwards with the King s-Evill, the left Jaw grew preternaturally big, and 
_—_ _ her Teeth in it rotten and looſe : an Apoſtemation alſo had diſcharged it (clf 
4 externally under that Jaw in 3 ſeverall places. I cauſed ſome of thoſe Tecth 
to be pulF'd out, and dreſſed the Ulcer with a TinQture of Vitriol. I preſcri- 
bed Intetnalls, according to the method of Cure ; then rubbing off the cal- 
lous Lips externally with a Cauſtjck-ſtone, and digeſting them, they cicatri- 
zed without laying open or trouble in dreſſing, the Matter ſpending it (clt 
within, where it was not taken notice ſo much of. 
16.Obſervat, A Gentlewoman about 4o years of age, having been many years diſcaſcd 
of Spina with the King's-Evill and a Spina hehe, in her Ictt Jaw, put her (elf into my 
— iy, hands. She had formerly Apoſtemations under that Jaw externally; but the 
me tee 17% Matter having made its way out by looſening ſome of her Teeth, (which aftcr- 
wards dropt out, thoſe Ulcers were in a manner healed up. The place wherc 
her Teeth had fallen out was filPd witha putrid'Fleſh,which was very offenſive 
to her by reaſon of the rottenneſs of the Alveoli, In this caſe there remained 
nothing todoe,but to conſume and dry up the corrupt Fleſh and Bonesz which 
I did by aQuall Cautery to the very end of the Mandible, laying it hollow like 
a Trough. I was troubled in my thoughts to ſee it fo, ſuſpeQing it would 
provean unthankfull work, to leave ſuch a uſeleſs Cavity : but it was done to 
fave that Jaw, I dreſſed it up with Doſſills dipt in a mucilaginous Decoction, 
and after Digeſtion with Doflills dipt in ſpir. vini, the ſides of the Mandible 
were dricd by the aQtual Cautery, and being thin, they calt off, and the Gum 
lay flat, and ſcrycd her afterwards to chew ſofter food; FO,

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his Neck and under that Jaw ; alſo an Apoſtemation had been raiſed on the 
upper part of that Jaw externally near the inſertion of it, between the Ear a 

the Cheek, in which place the Bone was carious round, Tt had been laid open 
by a Chirurgeon in the Country, who deligned the cutting it off: I tubb'd 
that Bone with ol. myrrbe diſtillat, and kept the Ulcerdilated with Doſlills preti 
out of ſpir. vini, The Fung«s in the Jaw I conſumed with the actuall Cau- 
tery, pulled out pieces of the corrupt Alveolus, and diſpoſed the reſt to caſt off 
ſoon afterz then dried up the remaining Carzes in the Jaw, and afterwards 
dreſt it with Doſlills preſſed out of #:n@wrs vitrioli, Whilſt this was doing, 
I rubbed off the callous Lips of the externall' Ulcers by Cauſtick, opened 
their Sinzs's, and diſpoſed them to ſpeedy cure. . After the cicatiizing of the 
ulcer in the Jaw, it lying hollow and ſubjeR to Excrements, I'filÞd it with 
ſoft Wax. Having thus cured thoſe Ulcers, and extoliated the greateſt part 
of the Caries on the externall part of the Jaw near the Ear, I leſſened the Doſt 
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A Youth about 15 years of age came to Town with a Spina ventoſ# in the 15.0bſervii. 
inferiour left Jaw, the two farthelt Teeth being thruſt out with-a Fungss riſing of Spina 
in and about the Alveolns. It had paſſed its Matter externally on that fide of **'9a in

fills, permitted that Ulcer to contra proportionably, and ſupplied his Sitter - 


with Medicaments and DireQions to finiſh the Cure, and diſmiſſed him. It 
being the work of time, required a longer keeping open thenconfiſted with 
their conveniency to attend it here. . 


In the year 1672, I was conſulted by Letter out of the Country CONcer» 13.Obſervat: 
ning a young Gentleman , whoſe Caſe I have here ;inferted as it was ſent of a Spina 


Adleſcens nobilis, 19 circiter annos natns, duobus abbinc aunis correptus oft 
gravi Dentium molarium dolore in Maxilla dextra, unde unixs caries ſubſecuta eſt, 
Remittentibus doloribus, ſuborta eſt Glandula exigua (jam fere evanida) in 
cuſpide externa Maxille ex adverſo denti primo vel ſo molari ;, exinde tumor 
Maxille indies antius, qui videtwr in ipſa ſnbſtantia ofſes radicatus nulla exfiftente 
vel Cutis ipſins vel Glandularium circu e prominentia manifeſt3, cum do- 
lore exiguo vel nullo Maxille, nifi cam aſperizs digitis trafiats vel fricata fuerit. 
Ex adverſo latere circa eandem partem Glandula eſt exigna & mobilis, Trafia- 
##us eft ab aliis Medicis cum Pilulis purgant. Mercurialibus, Dietis Scrophalas re- 
ſhicientibus, Antiſcorbuticis, & exterms etiam Emplaſtris de ranis & ex ammoni- 
aco, Fomentationibus, tc. fine frulin, Veremur ne ex illo tumore pereat aliquid 
de venuſtate faciei Adoleſcentis. 

Querimus quibus modis vel cxretur, vel ſaltem incrementum precaveatur. 

In anſwer to this, I adviſed the extrafting of the carious Teeth, to make 
way for the _— of Matter, and propoſed Remedies to conſume the rot- 
tenneſs in the Maxilla, 

About half a year after the Patierit was oy to me by his Uncle 
Mr. Tho, Chol, He had then a Spina ventoſa or Exoftofis very large upon the out- 
fide of the ſaid Jaw, which threatened a totall corruption of it.. They deman- 
ded my judgement in the taking it offi I reply'd, If tre Bone be thin, it may 
be cut off by paſſing an Inciſton-knife within his Mouth between the Check 
and his Jaw. If upon triall the Bone prove too hard or difhcult to extirpate, 
the Wound will ſoon cure without Deformity. This was delivered by me with 
ſuch heſitation as might have well ſhewed the little inclination T had tooperate 
init. Three or four months after the Patient came to me with his Uncle 
Captain Middleton, and carneſtly deſired me to proceed in the cutting out that 
Exoftofis the way I had diſcourſed of formerly to him. I adviſed them to 
conſult Phyſicians and Chirurgeons in the undertaking. They: conſented to 
it, and (ent to Dr. Charleten, (who _- been one of his Phyficians in the — 

P ny, 


ventoſa in 
the righe 
inferiour 
Maxilla. 
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try,) Dr. Walter Needbam, and Mr. Hollyer. We accordingly met, and toge- 
ther informed our ſelves of the nature of the Tumour and its fituation, then 
xetired to conſult. The firſt queſtion propoſed was, whether the Exoftoſis 
might be cut ſafely off: which was unanimouſly granted. The next conlide- 
ration was, of the way to take it out, But we differing therein, concluded 
to defer the Operation till the Caries in the Jaw ſhould by its eruption make its 
own way through. Somewhat to this purpoſe we all ſubſcribed, and delive- 
xed to the Patient; which hethrew into the fire, and departed much unſatisfied 
with ſuch a dilatory Anſwer. 

The third day after we were conſulted again, and concluded that Incifion 
ſhould be made between the Cheek and Jaw to the Exoftofir, and that accor- 
dingy as the Bone ſhould be diſcovered by the Knife to be hard or ſoft, ſo we 
ſhould proceed in the ſawing it off, or permitting the Wound to heal again. 
This we ſubſcribed, and ſent to the Patient 3 and I afterwards diſcourſed with 
him and his Uncle, and prevailed with them, that thoſe who had been conſul- 
ted might be preſent at the Operation. Accordingly they ſent to them. In 
the mean time his Body wasprepared by a purging Apozeme 4 or 5 days. Ve- 
nz{eQion was deferred,-in confideration that bloud would be evacuatcd in the 
Operation. 

In order to the Operation,the Patient having ſeated himſelf in a clear light, I 
paſſed my Knife between the outſide of his Jaw and his Cheek cloſe to the baſis 
of the Exoftofis the length of it,and at that inſtant attempted the cutting of it : 
but it was too hard. I declared fo, and asked them whether I ſhould pull 
out the Knife. They all unanimouſly , with the Patient and his Uncle, 
declared that I ſhould proceed with the Saw; of which there were two 

rovided of equall fize with the Knife. I pulled out the Knife, and paſſing in 

he Saw to the very baſis, made a track : then put the Handle of the Saw into 
one of the Phyſician's hands, defiring them they would feverally help in the 
ſawing off the Bone 3 ſo ſhould they be more ſatisfied in the work, and cafe 
me, who was too much indifpoſed in my health for ſuch a buſineſs. They did 
ſeverally take their turns, and had at that time ſawed off the Bone, if we had 
not been interrupted by the wearinels of the Patient, and the bleeding of a 
ſmall capillary Artery in the Cheek. I drefſed up the Wound with Dothils of 
Lint, to keep it dilated, and thereby ſtopt the bleedi We embrocated the 
externall parts with ol, roſ. cum aceto, and applicd empl. & bolo over it. The 
third night the Wound bled afreſh, whether it was cauſed by eating, or 
what other accident z but my Kinſman Feques Wiſeman ſiopt it with a Com- 
preſſe dipt in the Royall Stiptick held cloſe with his fingers, and was relieved 
by others. But the Patient not permitting them to hold the Compreſle fo cloſe 
on as Mr, Hollyer and myſelf adviſed, the Veſſell was the longer in agglutina- 
ting, and raiſed an Anexriſma of the bigneſs of a Lupin, which lying in our 
way, we burnt it down by a fimall Button-cautery. This difficulty over, we 
all met again , and proceeded in the ſawing off the Bone, and did all of us 
ſuppoſe we had finiſhed that work, (which Opinion was occaſioned by the 
Caries within it, which admitted of our Probes, and made the whole Bone 
ſeem looſe,) and purpoled then to extraQt it. But he pleading his wearineſs, 
we complied with him, drefſed up the Wound with a Tent dipt in vitello ovi, 
and ing the externall Parts, dreſſed them with Lenients ; by which the 
parts were caſed, and the Wound diſcharged a welk-digeſted white Matter. 
In this condition I left the Patient (with their leaves,) to make a Journey into 
the Countrey 4 or 5 days 3 during which I grew more indiſpoſed, and retur- 
ned home grievouſly diſeaſed, yet made a ſhift to vifit the Patient, and urged 
the extraction of the Bone, Whether it was that he heard the Wound was - 
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to day, and during my confinement to my Chamber I had news of an approach 
of Convullionsz upon Which I was carried to him, where we all met ata 
Conſultation, and Dr. Lowre with us. It being ſuſpected that this Accident 
was occaſioned by ſome Shivers of the Bones pricking the Membranes, . we 
reſolved to haſten the extration of them ; but his Teeth being (et, there re- 
mained no poſhbility of doing it that way. Thercfore we refolved to apply 
a Cauſtick on the lower part of the Jaw externally, and by cutting through it 
to draw out the Bone, My hands being weak, Dr. Lowre marked it, and toge- 
ther they applicd the Caultick, reſolving to meet again that afternoon to divide 
the Eſcar, and take out the Bone. But within few hours after the Patient 
ſent for us to. take off the Cauſtick, I went, and found an Eſcat made as was 
deſigned, but I had not ſtrength enough in my hands to make uſe of a Knife. 
Dr. Charleton and Mr., Hollyer were at a publick Difſe&ion in our Theatre, 
where Dr. Walter Needham was Reader : onely Dr. Lowre and Faques Wiſe- 
man were to be found. They being come, my Kinſman divided the Eſcat, 
made ſeparation of the Bone, and drew it out. I afterwards put in my fin- 
ger, and feeling no Shiver, adviſed the dreſſing it up with xxguent. baſilic. hot. 
That pram ay all met,and approved of what had been done,and hoped.the 
cauſe being taken away, the effects would have ceaſed. Dr. Geddard's Drops 
were preſcribed, and VenzſeQion had been-propoſed ; but being diſputable, 
it Was deferred. The next morning Dr. Tho. Cox met us at a Conlultation, 
and adviſed the Patient to be let bloud, the Hair of his head to be ſhaved, 
bliſtering Plaiſters to be applied, and variety of internall Medicaments 
were preſcribed ; the Wound was opened and drefled : it was riot without 
good hopes of Digeſtion , but the Patient died convulliye the third day after, 

The Patient's Cheek was laid open in the preſence of all the Phyſicians 
and Chirurgeons. The Bone was found ſawed off without the leaſt impai- 
ring of the Jaw; but it was very much caten into by the Caries, and was ſpon- 
gic. The cauſeof the Convullions ſeemed to be referrable to the Conſtitution 
of his body, and the Acrimony of the bloud, which upon fluxion fermented, 
and produced that ſad effet, We ſee frequently the ſame in little Maladies. 
The onely drying up of a light Excoriation behind the Ears in Infants hath 
cauſed Convulſions. In the King's-Evill you may ſee many Inſtances of the 
fermenting of this kind of Matter moſt grievouſly upon the healing ſorne one 
Ulcer. | | 

The Monument at Veſtminſter of the yourg Lady holding up her Finger 
prickt with a Needle, of which ſhe died, may ſerve to ſhew you that in ill 
Habits of body ſmall Wounds are mortall. As to this Operation, it was not 
dangerous, if you conſider the great FraQtures in the Jaws which we frequent- 
ly cure; and that of late years I cut into the inſide of a man's Check, fawed 
in pieces the Alveolus, and took out the whole Jaw, arid cured hitn, That 
the Operation was neceſſary, appeared by the rottenneſs in the Jaw upon 
diſſeQion, and may be determined by all thoſe who know what a Spina 
ventoſa is, and conſider the progreſs this had made in {© ſhort a time. 

Having thus given you ſome Inſtances of the ſeverall Strume with compli- 
cated Tumours and Ulcers arifing from them, I ſhall now ſhew you-how the 
Tendons and Joints are diſeaſed with various ſorts of Tumours, ſome where- 
of are without Caries, others with it, and others take their originall from 
Caries in the Bone, commonly called by the name of Spina vaſe,

A Child aged 7 years was brought to me, which had a Gummy Swelling of Gummd

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alſo of the Fingers of her right Hand were affe&ed with the like Swellings. 
She had 1G afre ent diſcharpe of purulent Matter from her right Ear; alf6 
an Ozens, and Nick upper Lip chapt. I canſed the cruſted Matter in het 
Noftrills to be ſuppled by the frequent injeRing of decofi.bordei, ſem. althee,&c, 
and afterward deterged the Ulcers with a Solution of mel magiſtral. in a De- 
coQion rad. biftorte, tormentille, irros, &c. The Lip was drefſed daily with a Po- 
matiem of wnguent, roſat. and Merc. precipitat. Vigon. and the Gnnemi upon the 
Neck and Fingers were embrocated with znguent, magift. ad firumas, and an 
empl. a4 topbor applicd over all. During which Applications the Child was 
REquently urged with Calomel. and diagrid, and drank a decodi. ſarſe, radic, 
berdane, ſcropbul. maj. flor. ſalvie, beton. anthos, &c. But the Cure not ſuc- 
ceeding with theſe, I gave her a few grains of theriac, merall. þy which ſhe (a- 
livated : during which the Gummy Tumours refolved, and the ſeverall u11- 
cerations dried up ; yet toconfirm her Cure, ſhe took Sudoriticks, and purged 
uently. 
2:0bſervat. {/ Chia of about eight years of age was brought to me with a _ 
of a _ Swelling in his right Ancle and Foot. His Parents ſuppoſed it cauſed by ſome 
on the diſtenſion of that Joint, and had applied anodyne relaxing Medicaments. 
Ancle, = But upon obſerving the Bones of the Ancle to be preternaturally big, I con- 
cluded the originall of the Diſeaſe in them, and that the Swelling in the Parts 
about proceeded from the dilatation of the Membranes and Ligaments of that 
Joint. I declared the Cure tobe a work of time : we not having yet diſcove- 
xed any Medicaments of force to dry up that Humour in the Bone, and reſtore 
It to its former ſinal That which was offered by me was, to diſcuſſe 
and dry up the ſerous Humours affeRing the ſofter Parts, by Bandage to com- 
preſſe them, and reſiſt the Influx, and the while to evacuate and contempe- 
rate the ſerous Humours. This being accepted of, I began with the fomen- 
ring it with Jeco@, ſwminitat, abfinth. majorane, Facobee, flor, byperici, ſatvie, roſ. 
rub, balawſt. bace. myrtill. 8c. in Wine and Water, with the addition of ſpir, 
vini, Ithen applied an empl. 8 bolo with a laced Sock over it, advifing that Leg 
to be laid level with the Body till the Fluxion ſhould be remitted, and the 
Joint ſtrengthened. During which the Patient was parged weekly with Ca- 
lomel, in conſ. roſ. damaſc. adding ſometimes a few grains reſme jalapii, or dis- 
grid, and the intermitting days he drank decod?. ſarſe, &c. and took thoſe 
mornings Bezoard. mineral. cxm ſyr. 6 cort, citri. Thus at length the Humours 
were contemperated,and the Joint ſtrengthened 3 and as the Patient grew more 
in years, the other Ancle increaſed proportionably to it, and leffencd the defor- 
mity. | 
I could give yon many Inftances of theſe Tumours ; but the Cure not diffe- 
ring from what hath been ſaid of this, I thought it unneceſſary. What the 
conſequences of theſe Tumours are when ſuch method is negleRed, you may 
ſee in ſome of the latter Obſervations, 
2.0bſervat. An Infant ſcarce a year old, in the undrefling of it, was diſcovered to have 
of aſtrumous a round ſoft white Swelling on the head ofthe Shoulder. It was thought over- 
Tumour ſtrained by the Nurſe. A Phyſician was confulted, then a Bone-ſetter, who 
© dechared it luxated , and pretended he had ſet it : but his frequent coming 
to drefſe it, and the remaining Tumour, ſhewed that he underſtood not what 
hedid. I was fetched, and opened it by Incifion, giving vent firſt toan albu- 
ginous, then to a white concoGted Matter 3 upon which the Tumour ſunk. 
I fomented it with Red wine, and dreſſed it with a Digeſtive ex terebinth. cum 
vitell, ovi, with empl, diachalcit, Compreſſe and Bandage, and afterwards de- 
terged it with an addition of mel ro; then left off the uſe of Tents, and in 
few days curcd it with wnguentum diapompbolyg, This Infant was _

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wards diſeaſed 5 or 6 years with the Kings*s-Evill affe&ing other Parts. 
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Such another like Tumour did rife inthe top of the Shoulder of a little Ins 4.0bſerrar. 
fant, the onely Daughter of its Parents. At the Nurfe's firſt diſcovery of it, of the likez 
ſhe ran with it to the Bone-ſetters. They all concluded it out of Joint,and eye- 359 of a 


ry one pretended he had fet it. But the Swelling continuing, I was fetched,

and, opening it by Incifion, diſcharged fuch a like Matter as in the former the Thigh. 


Obſervation, and cured it as foon, after the fame manner as aboveſaid. This 
Child was afterwards afflicted with a very large Tumour lying deep under the 
Muſcles on the infide of one of its Thighs. Atter divers Applications to tefolve 
it, it at laſt came to Suppuration, and difcharged an impure Matter; but was 
deterged and cured by the ordinary method ſet down in Patrid Ulcers, without 
any ſeeming defect in the Member, But ſome months after, the Infant uſing 
its Legs, this appeared much ſhorter then the other, yet without any manner 
of contraQon or ſtiffneſs of the Member. I defigned an Inſtrument for diſ- 
tending of it 3 but the Child being extreamly froward, I declined it. Aﬀer 
ſhe was grown of more years, I was conſulted again: but it was then too 
Jate. 

One about 19 years of age, of a ſeetning healthfull Conſtitution, was ſad- 
denly ſeized with a white Swelling inhis right Elbow, rendring the Joint 
immovable. Though he could not remember any particular ation of his that 
ſhould diflocate it, yet he was perſwaded to conſult the Bone-ſetters. They 
all concluded it out, and endeavoured to reduce it 3 thereby haſtening an Apo- 
ſtemation amongſt the Ligaments and Tendons, which dilcharged its Matter 
through many Orifices on the inner and outer ſide of the Joint, making part of 
the Bone carious. Some of the declining Orifices I laid open,and detergtd them; 
during which he was purged, and preſcribed Antiſtramaticks. Inje&ions were 
caſt in of that ſort propoſed in Sinuous Ulcers with Caries, alfo diſcutient and 
corroborative Fomentations were applicd. By all which at length the Tamour 
reſolved, the Ulcers cured, and by frequent Embrocations he recovered a to- 
lerable uſe of that Joint. |

Others of 
this kind I have had under my care: but partly by reaſon of the —_ the 
Diſcaſe had made before, and partly through the Impatiency of the Parents, 
the Cure hath failed. 


A Youthof about 12 years of age was ſeized with a pain in his right Hip. reve oay 


It increaſing with Tumefa&ion and great Lameneſs, the Pazents, fu 
it might be out of joint, ſent for Thurland the Bone-ſetter, He declared it 
luxated, and pretended to ſet it, and drefſed it up his way. The Child con- 
tinuing lame, they ſent for him again. He affured themhe had ſet it, and that 
in time the Child would recover firength in it, and be well. But the Child 
growing daily more pained, Chirnrgeons were conſulted, and at laft my ſelf; 
I faw the head of the Os femoris ſhot upward, and a large Tumour poſſefling 
the Hip and Parts about, under which there feemed to be lodged Matter. There 
was al{o a long white Swelling ſtretching down the forepart ofthe Thigh,from 
the Groin towards the Knee, within 4 fingers breadth of ic, The _

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ſeemed to be full of Matter, and to derive it ſelf from the Hip, and that the 
Luxation had been made by Fluxion, and increaſed by the Extenſion. But 
however it was, the Bone was not capable of ReduRion, nor could I promiſe 
my ſelf any credit from my Endeavours there 3 yet I complied with his Pa- 
rents, reſolving to ſerve them as well as I could 3 bur defired that the Bone. 
ſetter might be firſt fetched to ſee his work : I riot thinking it ſafe to meddle 
in the Cure, whilſt he inſiſted that the Bone was reduced. They ſent often 
for him, but he did not come, till I accidentally met him at a Perſon of Ho- 
nour's Lodging, and by threatning brought him with me to the Child ; where 
he acknowledged his fault, and declared the Bone incapable of reduQion, 
Yet this Fellow went directly back to that Perſon of Honour, and upon de- 
mand where he had been, declared that he had been with me, to ſet my Pa- 
tient's Hip, and that he had reduced it. - 

This Fellow's ſcurvy uſing me almoſt diſcouraged me in the undertaking : 
but after making a preſentation of it, I attempted the Cure, and began with 
diſcutient Fomentations, Embrocations, and Emplatters, according to the me- 
thod of Cure, till I had diſcuſſed part of the externall Tumour,and ſatisfied my 
ſelf that there was Matter lying deep under the Muſcles of that Joint. Then,to 
prevent farther corruption of thoſe Parts, I applied three ſeveral! Cauſticks on 
them at one time : after which I divided the Eſcars, and penetrated deeper 
into them with a Cauſtick-ſtone, and by Inciltion gave vent to the Matter 
(which was partly albuginous) in the ſeverall Partsz then fomented them, 
and dreſſed them up with Lenients, to haſten ſeparation of the Eſcars. The 
next day I applied a Cauſtick upon the declining part of the Abſceſſe on the 
fore-part of the Thigh, and diſcharged much purulent Matter. By the ope- 
ning this at firſt, I might have diſcharged the Matter above : but that being the 
Part immediately affected, it was not probable to cure it thereby, and after- 
wards the Opening would have been more difficult. And indeed, though by 
one ſingle Apertion on the Hip the Matter might have been let out 3 yet ſuch a 
large Abſceſſe would not have cured ſo; and afterwards to have cut through 
ſo many Muſcles, muſt needs have been hazardous. But their lying thus tri- 
angular ſerved to good purpoſe not onely in diſcharging the Matter, but for 
conveniency of deterging 3 which after ſeparation of the Eſcars I did with 
mundif. Paracelfi and Merc, precipitat. and kept thoſe Orifices ſo open, that 
I could paſs my Probe out of one into the other til] they were deterged, and 
the Matter little in quantity and good. During which, the Matter in the other 
Abſceſle diſcharging daily tn great quantity, and being of fo virulent a quality 
as to retain its Cavities, and render the Lips phagedznous, I ſnipt the Abſceſſe 
more open according to its length, and deterged it as the former, then purged 
him with reſins jalapis,Calomel.&c.and gave him the intermitting days Bezoard. 
miner, His conſtant Drink was a rhedicated Ale with ſarſa, lign. lentiſc, &c. 
with millepedes, By this method the Hurmours were digeſted, and the ſeve- 
rall Ulcers incarned and cicatrized by the common method of Cure. During 
which his Leg was kept ſireightz and time hath ſmce made the place 
callous which received the head of the Bone, ſo that he walks tolerably well 
on that Leg. 
A Youth of about 9 years of age was taken lame with a pain in his left Hip- 
one-ſctters were adviſed with, alſo Phyſicians and Chirurgeons were conful- 


_ on the ted,and many Applications madezhe was likewiſe carried to the Bath : yet not- 
'P. 


withſtanding all their Endeavours, the pain increaſed with great TumetaQtion: 
I was at laſt conſulted, and felt the head of the Os femoris luxated and raiſed 
upward, with a great Tumour about it, which I judged by its fluctuation to 
be full of Matter, It was cxpeRed I ſhould open it, and give vent to the 


fame ; 
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ſame : but this Child being emaciated and Hectick, and the Matter lying 
deep, as in all theſe Strumous Abſceſles it doth, the Solution beginning in or 
near the Joint, I declin'd thepreſent Opening of it, and propoſed the drying 
up of thar Matter by powerfull Exficcants and Diſcutients, viz, ag. calcis, and 
empl, diaſulph. with convenient Bandage. During which the Phyſician preſcri- 
bed lenient Purgatives, with Calomel, decott. ſarſe, Bezoard, min, &c. by which 
method the Patient was more calſy, and ſeemed relieved for a while. But the 
Tumour increaſing upon the leaſt neglect in rowling, and appearing by its 
fluctuation to be full of Matter, T complied with their delire, and opened it 
by a large Cauſtick, giving vent to an albuginous Matter. I made ſearch,and 
felt the Bone bare. I haſtened ſeparation of the Eſcar z and afterwards fee- 
ling the Skin thinner in the declining part of the Tumour, and judging that 
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convenienter for diſcharge of the Matter, I opened that part by Cauſtick.. 


Having now made way tor the Matter, I caſt in an Inje<Qion of decod. rod. 
irid, ariftoloch, &c. with a Solution of #1guent. fuſcum, After ſeparation of 
the Eſcar , I inlarged the Orifice towards the old, one, and ſaw the Epipbyſis 
of the Os femoris lying out of its Acetabulum, and black with its Rottenneſs, 
I drefſed it with Dothills dipt' in ſpir. vini, and kept the Ulcer dilated, ex- 
peRting what Nature would doe: but in the while the Child languithed, and 
dicd tabid. 


A Girl of about 9 years of age, born of a diſeaſed Mother, having been ſome 9.Obſervar. 
months lame of a Swelling on the Hip, was brought to me. It ſeemed to me 2f an Ab- 


that the head of the Os femoris was luxated by a defluxion of ſharp Matter 
and that there was ſmall hope of Cure. Iapplied empl. diafulph. with a laced 
Trowze, and preſcribed Antiſtrumaticks. In progreſs of time the Tumour 
increaſing, they brought her again to me. When I had conſidered the origi- 
nall of it, and that if there were Matter in it, it lay too deep to be reached 
with a Cauſtick, 1 on the application of a pointed aQual Cautery about 
the head of the Joint , hoping I might that way at leaſt give timely vent to 
the Humour, and prevent the corruption of the Ligaments and Bones. To 
which purpoſe I applied three fmall Cauſticks triangularabout the mofi tume- 
tied part of the Joint, and the next day paſled in an actuall Cautery through 
each Efcar,drefled them up with Lenients,and fomented the difcafed Part daily 
with an Infuſion of Diſcutients in aq. coleis and empl. opodel F. W. over all. 
As the Eſcars caft off, a thin Sanies diſcharged, and the Tumour ſeemingly 
diſcuſſed : but then on a ſudden it ſwelled ; which put me upon the uſe et a 
maturative Cataplaſm, by which it —_— and — its Matter 
through the former Apertions. But afterwards obſcrving theſe Openings 
would grow too little, I paffed in a ſmall Probe with a Ligature into one of 
theſe, brought it out at one of the other, and kept them open by that Seton, 
then proceeded again with Diſcutients and Internal. Some months afterwards 
theſe two Openings were laid into one, and the Orifice kept dilated with Dof- 
fills ſpred with Deterſives, and the Abſceſſe was again reſtored to a healin 
— But after all my Endeavours,new Apoltemations aroſe,and the Chil 
dicd tabid, 

A Young man of about 18 years of age, being lame of his left Knee, ſent 
for a Bone-ſetter, who declared the Bone luxated, and would have extended 
it. The next day I was ſent for, and ſaw a Protuberance on the inlide of the 
Bone, a pituitous Swelling on cach fide of the Rotwla, and a painfull Swelling 
on the other Parts about the Knee. Theſe, with the Protuberance of the Bone, 
made the Joint ſeem ſomewhat luxated at firſt fight : but upon farther ſearch, 
that Prominence was in the Bone it ſelf, and is uſuall in firumous Tumours 
of the Knees, Ancles, &c, and hath been taken notice of by Aquapend, __ 
the 
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the name of Spina ventoſs. I have taken notice of it in ſeverall places of this 
Treatiſe, and ſhall have occaſion to ſpeak of it again in ſome of the following 
Obſervations. . 

I concluded this Diſeaſe to have been originally in the Bonez and, upon 
farther enquiry, did diſcover that the Patient bad been diſeaſed of that Knee 
from his Childhood more or leſs. I directed an empl. & belo to be applied on 
the Knee, to calm the heat in the Part, then let bim bloud, and atterwards 
purged him. The next day after I cauſed his Knee to be fomented with Diſ- 
cutients and Exſiccants infuſed ## aq. calcis ſorne days, and afterwards applied 
empl. diaſulph. with a Knee-piece, and diſpoſed him to walk with more eaſe. 
About a year after he came to tne again complaining of it, and will beſubject 
to pain in it at times whilſt he lives. This was the caſe of a perſon Dr. Wal- 
ter Needham and my ſelf were lately conſulted about : and ſuch are frequently 
ſeen at our publick Healings, they being generally accompanied with other 
marks of the Kings-Evill. 

11.Obſerrat. A perſon of about 9 years of age, of a tender Conſtitution, ſubjeR to a 
of oo "04. Cough and other effeQs from an acidity in her Bloud, was afterwards diſco- 
= oy = ver'd to be lame of her right Knee, ſuppoſed to happen by ſome accident of 
a Fall. Ibcing ſent for ſaw the Bone on the inſide protuberant, and covered 
with a white Swelling. It was poſſible that ſuch an accident of a Fall might 
contribute to the haſtning of that Swelling : but it was certain thatthe Protu- 
berance ofthe Bone was of a longer growth. She had a Species of an Ozena, 
as alſo a Struma ulcerated in her left Arm, I did ſuſpeRt this Tumour would 
prove difficult of Cure,and therefore deſired they would conſult their Phyfician, 
In the mean time I applied an empl. e bolo. The third day after I met Dr. Mickſe- 
thwait, The Tumous was then ſpreading over all that fide of the Knee. It 
was reſolved by us to endeavour Diſcuſſion, by the application of empl. diaſul- 
buris : which was accordingly done. The Phytician preſcribed as followeth. 
k ſarſaparille inciſ. ij, Chine nodoſe Zi. ſaſſafras Ziij. rad. ſcorzoner, Hiſpen. 33, 
raſ. eboris, corn, cervi, an, Ziij. crete puriſiime, bol. armen, an. Zij. coq. in ag. 
font. ad tbiij. ſub finem adde ſem, anifi Ziij. gyeprrbine F($. wwvar, paſal. Fiij, 
fiat Colatura ;, bibat quautum poterit. R; Merc. aulc. gr. x. conf. roſ. damaſe. Yij, 
Miſc. fiat Bolus hora ſomni ſumend. 5. quaque note  milleped. prep. gr. x. anti- 
mon. diaphoret. gr. vj. Miſc. This latter ſhe took twice aday, with a draught 
of her Diet-drink after it ; thoſe days ſhe intermitted, the Purgative. 4 or 5 
days after we met again; and ſeeing the Tumour increaſed, and feeling the 
Matter fluctuate in it, we concluded it neceſſary to open it; and to that pur- 
poſe applied a Caultick on the declining part. We divided the Eſcar, and 
diſcharged about 3 ſpoontulls of athin white Matter 3 then dreſſed ic up with 
Lenjents, and empl. diachyl. The Matter diſcharged betwcen Dreſlings very 
well, yet the Tumour did not lefſen : but upon preſſure with my hand above 
near the Thigh, the Matter guſhed out. —_ which conſideration we ap- 
plied a Cauſtick'there. It did not reach it : but upon keeping that part open 
as a Fontanell with a Pea, the Matter made its way out there, but in the mean 
while it infinuated it felf below the firſt Apertion z which put me upon the 
laying that Orifice open lower. Having thus made convenient diſcharge of 
the Matter, I applied Intercipients above about the Thigh, and endeavou- 
red by Digeſtives and Deterfives with Compreſs and Bandage to diſpole the 
Ulcers to cure, But the Matter, originally riling amongſt the Membranes 
and Tendons, lay deep, and affected the Joint with great virulency, corro- 
ding the very Lips of the Ulcer. Upon which conſideration I would gladly 
have laid it open from one Oritice to theother : but the weak condition of the 


Patient obliged me to cheriſh the native heat of the Part by —— ex 
um 
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Fummitat, abſmth. byperici, flor. roriſmarin. beton. ſalvie, ro, rub. balauft, bac, 
myrt. juniper. 8c. in vino rub, and to alleviate the pain in the Ulcers,till the Habit 
ot body ſhould be better diſpoſed by thoſe internall Preſcriptions, to which 
were added Emullions, with ag. calcir, medicated Broths, Aﬀes milk, Jellies; 
what not? The Summer coming on, ſhe was bathed in Milk and Water 
lukewarm, and by cordiall Juleps her ſpirits were kept up. By theſe various 
Preſcriptions the Fermentation in the Humours was calmed, and her HeQicall 
heat remitted,alſo the Defluxion upon the Ulcer diminiſhed,and che Sinws was 
in a condition to be laid open. I defigned to have done it by one ſnip ofa Probe- 
ſciſſors ; but it being ſuſpe&ed ſhe might thereupon faint or fall into Con- 
vulſions, I laid it open by Cauſtick ; and from that time digeſted, incarned 
and cicatrixed. I met with many rubs in the work, it frequently fretting 
out in one part as it healed inanother: and after a year and a halt*s atten- 
dance, I left a ſmall Ulceration on the upper part of the Knee, of the breadth 
ofa ſilver Half-peny, and a ſinuous Ulcer in the hollow of the Thigh near the 
Knee, which was not capable of being laid open. In that I ordetr'd a hollow 
ſhort Tent of Lead, whereby it was kept open, and the Matter was ſeemingly 
diſcharged, it ſcarce at all mattering. Her Leg was all this while kept out- 
ſtretched, whereby ſhe was able to ſtand or walk. In this condition ſhe re- 
moved to drink the Waters at Scarborough, and returned afterwards fo well; 
that they were thought to have cured her: yet ſhe hath been fince frequently 
ſubje& to Eruptions, but her Attendant is her Chirurgeon. 

A Child of about eight years of age was brought tome in the year of the 12.0bſervar; 

great Plague during my being in the Country. He had one white Swelling on een 
che right lide of the Rotwla, another beneath it. There had been one on the : 
left fide, but it had been formerly opened at London, and left ſinuous. I began 
with the laying it more open by Incifion 3 and having deterged and diſpoſed it 
to cicatrize by the common method of curing Ulcers,I opened the other beneath 
the Rotula, and gave vent to analbuginous Matter, then laid it open the whole 
length, and dreſſed it with Dothills fpred with mundif. Paracelfi, This being 
deterged, and diſpoſed to incarn, I then opened the third, and diſcharged the 
ſame kind of Matter. I deterged it as the former, and by the addition of 
pulv. myrrbe, ſarcocoll, &c, incarned it, I cicatrized the ſecond with wngxent, 
e calce, and having diſpoſed this to doe fo, I left him to his Chirurgeot,, who 
cicatrized it. During the cure of the Ulcers, the Ham was daily embrocated 
with »nguent. dialthee, ol. Inmbricor. &c. and was brought out ſtraight, and 
left flexible by me. Soon after he recovered ſttength of it, and walketh now” 
well on that Leg. 

Another about 7 years of age was brought out of the Country to me, and 13.0bſervit. 
lodged near me in Convent-Garden, He had been 2 years exceedingly lame of 0f the like. 
his left Knee by reaſon of the like Swellings about the Kotzla; his Ham wasalfo 
retracted, and his Leg emaciated. I began with the ſtuping them with ag, 
calcis wherein had been infuſed ſummitat. byperici, byſſopi , majotane, flor, 
ſambuci, chamem. roſ. rub, bacc, myrt. —_— &c. and applied empl, diaſwl- 
phuris, &c. But the Swellings not diminiſhing thereby, I opened that beneath 
the Rotwla firſt, and the reſt afterwards, That on the outſide of the Rotwla 
was an Atheroma, and grew ſinuous ; and upon ſearch I felt the Cartilage bare. 
I laid it open the whole length, kept it ſo with Doſhlls dipt in ſpir. vi and 
ſyr. de rof. ficcis, and attended the Exfoliation. During which the Patient 
was purged with Calomel. and diagrid. ONCE aweek, and on the intermitti 
days drank a decodi, ſarſe, &c, Bezoard. mineral, &c. wete alſo ootfaibel. 
Emollient Embrocations were made to the Ham, and a laced Knee-piece put 
on to make Compretlion, and diſpoſe the Lips of the Ulcers to cicatrize : by

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which two of the Ulcers foon cured, and ſome while after the other incarned 
and healed to the very Cartilage. I kept it dilated with a Doſhll, and thereby 
the Matter leſſened daily, and that Ulcer cured ( by leaving out the Doſlill } 
without any viſible Exfoliation. The Ham was much relaxed: but there 
being ſome contraction remaining, I fitted him with an Inſtrument which by 
virtue of its Screws gradually extended the Joint, and diſmiſſed him with (a- 
tisfacion to his Parents. 
14.0bſervat. A Child of about ſix years of age was brought to me with ſoar Eyes, and 
of a Tumour 4 white ovall Swelling on the infide of her right Knee. I applied a Cauſtick 
= the right a it, and the next day opened it. It lay deeper then the Cauſtick had reached ; 
and the Inciſion appearing too ſmall for the emptying of it, I laid it more open 
with a ſnip of my Probe-ſcifſors, and diſchazged a Cheeſic Matter. I then 
dreſſed it up with Digeſtives, and the fourth day took off Dreſſings, and faw 
part of the Cyſts. come away with my Doſlills. I dreffed it with mundif. P4- 
racelſi, and having thereby deterged ir, I added Sarcoticks to the Munditica- 
tive, and commended the proſecution of the Cure to their neighbouring Chi- 
rurgeon, with direQion to proceed with Interna}ls to evacuate and contem- 
perate the acid Hymours. Many Inſtances of this kind I could preſent you : 
but they not differing in the manner of Cure, I ſhall forbear, and give you one 
Inſtance of the ſad conſequences of theſe Tumours. 
1g.Obſervat. A Young man, 19 years of age, had been lame from his Childhood with 
of m_——_ ſeverall of the aforeſaid Swellings about the Rotxla of his left Knee, with a 
vey "B* retraction of the Ham: he had alſo Glands ſwelled iz Inguine, &c. At length a 
Defluxion ſeized upon the uppermoſt Tumour of the Knee, and increaſed it and 
the reſt with great pain. A frequent Vomiting and Diarrbes accompanicd it, 
and ſometimes a Cough. I being conſulted endeavoured to reſiſt the ſeverall 
Accidents by Pectoralls,Opiats,Cordialls, &c. and began the Chirurgery by the 
application of a Cauſtick on the Tumour above the Knee, by which I gave a great 
Af-harge to apurulent Matter 3 then dreſſed it up with Lenients, hoping to in- 
tercept the Matter in its deſcent downwards: but before that Eſcar ſeparated, 
the Matter mage its way down to the externall parts of the Knee 3 which put 
me upon the necelſity of opening it there, and afterwards on the inſide of the 
Knee, and intwoſeverall places of the Joint it ſelf. In ſome of which I felt 
the Cartilages and Bones corrupted 3 to which I applied an aQtuall Cautery,and 
afterwards kept themopen by a Paſte made of pwlv. rad. ariftoloch. rot. pana- 
cis, &c. Having thus given evacuation to the Matter by the ſeverall Apertions, 
I fomented the Parts with Stupes wrung out of a diſcutient.and corroborative 
DecoRion, and applicd Cataplaſms ex far. fabar. hordei, lentizm, flor. rof. rub, 
balauſt. &c. decoded in ſome of the forementioned Fotws, with the addition 
of oxymel ſcillitic, &c. then by the application of mundif. Paracelfi, Precipi- 
tate and the Vitriol-ſtone, I deterged and diſpoſed the Ulcers to a better con- 
dition, that on the-upper part of the Knee healing up. But the while I at- 
tended the Exfoliation of the Bones, the Caries increaſed, and the Patient lan- 
euihing dicd at laſt cabid. 
| 16.0bſervat. A Child of about 6 years of age was brought to me extremely emaciated. 
of a _ : He had a firumous Ulcer on the outhde of his Ancle, with a Caries on the 
rn crnt *-* end of the Fibyla:; he had alſo thice of the Spondylls of his Back diſtorted. 
Anclc L laid: the Ulcer open by Caultick, and afterwards deterged it, and dreſſed the 
Bone with Dofſills of Lint dipt in ſpir. vini z over which I applied Epulo- 
ticks, with Compreſſe and Bandage. His diſtorted Spine, being ſomewhat 
inflamed, I embrocated cam oleo myrtil, & aceto, and applied an emp!. & bolo, 
with a foft Compreſſe and Bracer. During which Dr. Bate and the deceaſed 
Dr. . Stanley were conſulted, and preſcribed him as followeth ; Rt Merc. dulc. 
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gr. xv. reſine ny gr. vij. bezoard. min, gr. iiij. cum ſucco gran. chermes fiat 
Bolus, capiat hora ſomni, & mane Ziij. ſyrup. de cichoreo cum rBab, in Fitj. #9. 
germ. querc, iteretur quarto quogue die. Be ſarſaparille inciſ. & contuſ. Ziiij. ligni 
lentiſc. Fij. rad. Chine (5. raf. eboris 3. milleped. contuſ.nnm. 1000. uvar. paſſu- 
lar, enucleat. 3 x. radic, ruſci Fiiij. Miſc. pro ſacculo pro tribus cong. Ale tennis 
non liupulat, bibat pro potu ordinario. RR aq. calcis tbj. ſarſaparill, Zj. rad. Chi- 
ne 3(3. uvar. paſſular. enucleat. Ziiij. glycyrrbize 3 vj. fiat Infuſio. Rt bujus infuſi- 
onis Ziiij. rad, eryngii conditi Zvj. ſem. melon. Zij. fiat Emullſio $, A. dulcorands 
ſacchar, tabellat. perlati, ſumat ij. mane & veſperi. After the removall of the De. 
fluxion upon the Spine, I applicd an empl. ad herniam with Bandage as before. 
Whilſt I attended the Exfoliation of the Bone by the application of Lint preſſed 
out of ſþir. vini, I healed the Ulcer in the Parts about to the very Bone, and as 
that moulder'd off, the Ulcer incarned and cicatrized, and the Child perfectly 
recovered within the ſpace of two months, continuing ſtraight and well to 
this day. 

One about 13 years of age, grievouſly diſcaſed with the King*s-Evill, was , gþferva:. 
commended to my care. He had a Struma on the right lide of his Neck movable, of ſeverall 
and of a round figure : he had alſo a Strumz ulcerated in cach Arm ; the one on firumous 
the inſide near the Elbow-joint, and the other on the outſide of the Biceps, His = with 
right Hand was ulcerated near the Bone leading to the firſt Joint ofthe Thumb, 
and paſſed its Matter cloſe by the Bone to the inſide, corrupting the Bone. 

One of his Ancles was much {ſwelled and ulcerated on the inſide in {everall pla- 
ces, which Ulcers upon ſearch with a Probe appeared to have communication 
with one another,and ſerved for the diſcharge of an Abſceſle lying in theJoint, 
with corruption of the Bone, He had alſo in the Groin of the ſame fide a 
Cluſter of Strume; which I ſuppoſe were occalioned by the anguiſh in the 
Ancle, Sr. Alex. Fraſer and Sr. Fra. Prujean were his Phyſicians, and pre- 
ſcribed him medicated Broths, traumatick DecoRions, with other Specificks 
proper in his weak condition, I began my work with the laying open thoſe 
Ulcers in his Hand and Ancle by Cauſtick, and proceeded by Deterſives to 
conſume the Hyperſarcoſis, and make way to the Bones, accordingly as hath 
been ſhewed in the Treatiſe of Ulcers. After I had made way to them, I dre(- 
ſed them with Doſſills preſt out of ſpir. vini, keeping thoſe Ulcers dilated, 
During which I endeavoured to digeſt the ulcerated Parts about, and cicatrize 
them to the carious Bones, likewiſe to cheriſh the native Heat in the Members, 
and defend them from Fluxion by good diſcutient and corrpborative Fo- 
mentations and Bandage. By this means the Matter daily leſſened, and-the 
Patient recruited his ſtrength. I attempted che Exfoliation of theſe Bones ſome 
days, by dreſſing them with a Solution of xnguent. A'gyptrac. ſpir. vini, puly. 
myrrhe, exphorb, &c. upon Doſfills hot z and it ſucceeded well to that Caries 
on the Hand. But the Corruption was too great in the Ancle-joint to yield to 
that Medicainent 3 wherefore having healed that Ulcer to the Caries, 1 appli- 
ed an aQtuall Cautery through a Cannula, At the firſt application, preth 
upon the Caries, the Matter ſpurted out upon us. I pull'd out the Cautery and 
Cannula and dried the Ulcer with armed Probes,repeating the uſe of the Cautery 
tillI had conſumed the Caries then dreſſed it up with Lenients,to a e the 
heat. After two or three days Idrefſed the Bone with Doſfills prefled out of 
ſpir. vini, and the Lips of the Ulcer with »nguent. alb, campb, and attended the 
Exfoliation, During which I laid open thoſe Ulcers in his Arms by Cauſtick, 
cradicatcd the Strame with Merc, precipitat. and cicatrized them. I alſocut the 
Struma out under his Jaw,and ſoon cicatrized it. The Ulcer on the Bone leading 
tothe Thumb was a painfull work,the Tendon lying over the Caries; which put 
me at laſt upon the laying open the Ulcer on the infide,and applying my Medica» 
Qq 2 ments 
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ments that way, by which I exfoliated the Bone more eaſily, and cured the 
former Opening the while, and this ſoon after. The Caries in the Ancle was 
flower in Exfoliation, and did not caft off its Shell till I touched it with ol. 
vitrioli : after which it ſoon exfoliated, and the Ulcer cured. The Tumour 
in Inguine was embrocated with valentia digitalis during the Cure, but did 
not reſolve till afterwards. The Cure of this perſon was the work of a year, 
and was ſo doubtfull for ſome time, that it was difficult to determine which 
ſhould bediſmember'd firſt, Hand or Foot. But he happily enjoys the uſe of 
both, with a perfe& good health, to this day. 

A weak ſickly Child, about 20 years of age, was commended to my care 
by Dr. Mapleteft. She had a Strums ſuppurated on the right Foot amongſt 
the Tendons and Bones leading to the two leſſer Toes: I ſuſpected them cor- 
rupted. But there being a neceſſity of opening it, I applied a Cauſtick pro- 
portionably, and gave vent to an albuginous Matter, and felt thoſe Bones bare 
from the Tarſies to the fixſt Joint of the Toes. I fomented the Part affected 
with a diſcutient Deco&ion, and dreſſed the Eſcar with Lenients, to haſten 
ſeparation of the Slough : and as it began to ſeparate, I deterged with Mere, 
precipitat, and the Vitriol-ſtone, making way through the luxurious Fleſh 
to the Caries. Then with Doffills dipt in mel rof. and ſpir. vini, and preſt 
out, I dreſſed the Bones, and kept the Ulcer fo dilated, as to fee the Bones (0 
far as they were carious. But in the applying my Doflills, they preſſing upon 
the Tendons, rendered the Ulcer painfull, and ſubje& to great Defluxion of a 
thin ſerous Matter, and threatened worſe miſchief. To remedy which, I cut 
off thoſe Tendons, dreſſed up the Ulcer with Digeſtives, and applied Refri- 
gerants externally to reſtrain the Fluxion. At the next dreſſing, finding the 
Tendons contracted, and the Bones more eafie to come at, and ſceing the Ex- 
foliation of them by Medicaments like to be a tedious work, the Matter ha- 
ving made its way under them, threatening Apoſtemations in the Sole of the 
Foot, I reſolved to attempt them by aQuall Cautery. To which purpcſe I 
dreſſed them with Dofflls of Lint, todilate them more for my view 3 and the 
next day I burnt them the whole length 3 then with my Forceps pinched them 
to pieces, and pull'd thoſe broken bits out : after which I cleanſed the Ulcer, 
and applied my Doſlills prefſed out of a mucilagivous DecoQion between and 
over the ends of the remaining Bones, dreffing up the Ulcer with Digeſtives, 
and applying externally Compreſſes dipt in aceto wherein had been infuſed 


ſal nitri, myrrh. &c. over which a laced Sock was put on. Thus I reftrained 


the Influx, and preſſed forth the Matter from its ſeverall Cavities, Yet I was 
neceflitated to make afterwards an Apertion through the Sole of the Foot, and 
to lay open the Ncer beneath the Ancle, for the readier diſcharge of Matter. I 
continued the application of Doffills preſſed out of ſpir. vini tothe ends of the 
Bones,till a Call thruſt forth, fil'd up the void ſpace,and ſupplied the want of 
the Bones During this work, the Patient was afflicted either with a Cough, 
Diarrhea, or Vomiting: in all which cafes Dr. Mapletoft affiſted with various 
Preſcriptions,and contemperated the acid quality of her Bloud : after which by 
good Nouriſhment the Child recovered her ſtrength. She being thus at length 
diſpoſed to a fair way of Recovery, the Ulcer near cicatrized to the Bones, and 
there being nothing more to doe but to keep it open with dry Doffills and a 
Pledgir of diapompholyg. with the uſuall Bandage, I by degrees left it to her Mo- 
ther to drefs, and ſaw the Child afterwards upon her Feet 3 and at length ſhe 
recovered. And thus Time may be ſaid to contribute much to the Cure of this 
Diſeaſe: but wſthout the Chirurgeon's carcfull attendance, they miſerably 
Janguiſb and die. For Amputation in this Diſeaſe ſignifies little, the Ulcers ri- 
ting with Cariesin one Part while you arc extinguiſhing them in another.

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A Gentleman ſent two of his Sons out of Ireland to Weſtminſter-School : they 19 Obſervar. 


ſeemed both healthfull Youths, but ſoon after the elder of them = indiſpo. *! a5! 


ſed with a Cough, and dicd tabid. His Body being opened by 


1s Phyſician, Thigh, and 


his Lungs were diſcovered full of Strume. The-other, a Youth about 12 feverall other 
years of age, had the while a Soar burſt forth of his Thighs and had been dreſt Tumours, 


by a neighbouring Apothecary, His Brother being dead of the King's-Evill, 
the Relations enquired into the cauſe of this Youth's Lameneſs,and diſcovering 
ſeverall white Swellings about him, brought him to me. That Ulcer which 
the Apothecary drefſed was ſtrumous. He had one Strums in Perineo, ano- 
ther large one upon his right Thigh, and two upon that Leg. On his left Leg 
there was one upon the head of the Fibula near his Knee, another upon the 
Calf of that Leg, a very large one lying on the outſide of that Ancle, one lying 
upon the middle Toe of the ſame Foot, and twoupon his right Arm. Thele 
wete all ſuppurated, and there was great ſuſpicion that the Bone was carious 
in thoſe of his Ancle and Toe. In order to the Cure, they required all to be 
laid open. But how the Patient could bear fo great an evacuation at once, 1 
much doubted : and to open them one after another, would be a ſlow way 
of proceeding, and ſubject to many inconveniences. I concluded it belt to 
lay them all open at one time, while he was in heart, and had ſtrength tobear 
it. To which purpoſe I cauſed a quantity of fote Cauſtick to be made, and the 
next day applied it proportionably large upon every one, fo as to take off all 
their Covertures,and diſpoſe them to a healing condition. For a ſimple Opening 
in theſe Tumours ſignifies nothing, but to render them ſo many ſinuous Ulcers, 
The Eſcars being made, I divided them, and gave vent to the Matter in the 
ſeverall Tamours, then dreſſed them with Lenients to haſten Digeſtion. Du- 
ring which Dr. Tho. Cox was conſulted, who direted this following Courſe 
of Phyſick. Re tamarind. cafſie recent. extraii. en. 3. fol. ſene Zvj. Kher Zij. 
ſem, coriand, preparati 3j. macis 3(53, infund, & ebulliant in ſ. q. aq. pomor, 
addendo vini alhi &+ ſucci pomor. an. Fij. Colature thj. adde ſyr. violar. ® manne 
an, Fi(3. clarificetur ovi albumine, Of fiat Apozema pro tribus doſibus alternis auro« 
ris ſumendis, Re ſarſaparille Jvj. Chine Ziiij. ligni lentiſc. Fiij. ſaſſafras ij, 
ligni guaiaci, eboris, corn. cervi, an. Fi(s. paſſul. enucleat. by. cort, Winteraxe, 
flared. aurantiornm, city, nuc, moſchat, an, Jij. incidend. incidantur & contund, 
contundantur, & adde fol, cochlear. marin, ad bidunm ficcat, Mv). ſalvie Mij, 
anthos Mj. milleped. tbſ$. furfiuris frumentac, = frat. chalybis recent. num. iii).

balſamic. After the ſeparation of the Eſcars I rubb'd c—_— arcoſes with 
the Vitriol-ſtone, and drefled them with »wguent. bafilic. and Mere. precipitat. 
I cut off the thin Skin which covered the old Ulcer, drefling it after the ſame 
manner, and afterwards cicatrized them all, except thoſe upon the Ancle and 
Toe, with the common Epuloticks, in lefſe then two months. But thoſe being 
carious were a longer work, the Matter there riſing from wichin the Bones ; 
they were alſo full of looſe Fleſh, and that of the Ancle ſinuous and accom- 
panied with Fluxion. The end of the Fibwla being likewiſe corrupted by 
the ſame Matter, I deterged it with the Vitriol-ſtone and Precipitate, dilated 
it to the Bone with Gentian-roots, and fomented the difealed Part with a 
Decottion of abſinth, centaur, byperici, flor, roſ. rub. balauſt, bace, myrtill. &c, 


in Wineand Watet 3 then dreſſed the Ulcer with Digeſtives, and hattened the 
CICAtLTI» 
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cicatrizing of it tothe Sinus penetrating to the Bone. While that was cicatri- 
zing, I kept the Bone bare with Doſſills preſſed out of ſpir. vini, and dreſſed the 
Bone of the Toe after the ſame manner, till the Ulcer about it was digeſted and 
ready to cicatrize to it. Then I conſumed and dried the Caries in the Bones of 
the Ancle and Toe with actuall Cauterics, penetrating very dcep into that of 
the Ancle; and repeated this way again and again,till I had waſted the humidity 
in each Part of it : then dreſſed them with Doffills of Lint prefſed out of Red 
wine, and the Parts about with Retrigerants. After I had thus calmed the heat 
in the Ulcers, I kept the Bones dry and bare by the application of Dofſills zx ſpir. 
vini, and attended their Exfoliation. But in the mean while a Spins ventoſa 
aroſe in one of his Hands, and the next Toe to the diſeaſed one began to ſwell, 
Upon ſight whereof Dr. Cox was conſulted, and preſcribed Calomel. and other 
Specificks. The Swelling increaſing in the Toe, I propoſed the cutting off 
the other, ſuppoſing that to be the cauſe of it. The Patient appearing unwil- 
ling, I brought in Mr. Hollyer, who encouraged him; and about a tortnight 
after I prevailed,and cut it off, and ſome while after that cut off the other Toe, 
to ſave that Foot.” I digeſted and cicatrized theſe Ulcers to the Bones, but 
could not tnake them extoliate, till I had burnt the ends of them with an actu- 
all Cauteryz and then they caſt off but ſlowly. The Ulcer in the Ancle I 
cicatrized down to the Bone, that it lay dry 3 yet did that Bone make no haſt 
away. During my attendance on theſe, a Swelling aroſe on the outlide of 
one of his Arms near the Elbow, He concealed that from me till it was grown 
very large, and ready to burſt, There alſo aroſe in one night a Spina ventoſa 
on the Fore-finger of the ſame Hand where the other aroſe : upon which 
I applicd an empl. de ranis cum Mercurio dapl. T laid open the Struma upon 
his Arm with a Cauſtick, and endeavoured Digeſtion in it by the method uſed 
in the Cureof the other Strume : but it grew corrolive, and reliſted my Endea- 
vours, I conſulted Dr. Cox again 3 and conſidering the acidity in his Bloud,and 
the approach of Winter, we thought it neceſſary to attempt ſomewhat extra- 
ordinary, to prevent farther miſchief ; and together concluded that he ſhould 
be put intoa light Salivation. Accordingly I attempted it with Merc. dwlcis. 
But he having taken of that all along, it worked downwards ; and he being 
weak, I durit not move it by Vomit. But by Suffumigation I raiſed it, and 
falivated him about 17 days: during which the Ulcer in his Arm cured and the 
Spina ventoſa on his Hand reſolved. But that other in the Bone of his Fore-tinger 
increaſed, with great Inflamation and Tumour. In the declination of his ſpit- 
ting we purged him, and ſweat him with a Decoction of ſarſa, &c. Afﬀter- 
wards he drank his former preſcribed medicated Ale, &c. recovered daily his 
ſtrength, and grew fleſhy ; his Ulcers healed up, and the Bones caſt off in the 
Ancle: fo as there remained onely a piece of the compaſs of a ſilver Two-pence, 
and that-looſened and thruſt off by virtue of a Callus, which, cicatrizing with 
the Lips of the Ulcer, made a firm Cicatrix, Yet the Spina ventoſa remained, 
and raiſed a {mall Apoſtemation on the inſide of the Finger. I laid it open by 
Inciſion to the Bone, and ſaw it ſmooth and white. I penetrated into it with an 
aQuall Cautery, and dricd it, then dreſſed it with Doffills preſſed out of ſpir.

There ſeeming to be Matter in the upper part of the Tumour, I laid 
it open by Cauſtick, and diſcharged an Atheromatous Matter in great quan- 
tity, then dreſſed it up with Lenients. At the next drefling, finding an in- 
crcaſe of Matter, I made a ſearch with my Probe, and felt a Sinws running 
to the Heel. I laid it open thither, and dreſt up the wounded Lips with a 
Digeſtive ex terebinthina cum vitell. ovi, After digeſtion of the Ulcer, I felt the 
lower part of the Heel-bone bare. I proceeded in the healing of the upper part 
of the Abſceſle, by laying the neather part open to the Bone, and drefling the 
Bone with Doffills of Lint to keep it dry and dilated tomy view. I afterwards

the method of drcfling 3 and after I had diſpoſed the reſt of the Ulcer to a 
healing condition, I conſulted Dr. Dexton, who had a kindnefs for the Pa- 
tient, He met me at the poor man's Lodging, and ſaw the Ulcer dreffed, and 
thoſe Incqualities with a Caries in the Bone, We applied an aQuall Cautery 
to it, and kept it dry with Dofſfills, according to cuftame, attending its Ex- 
foliation 3 the Phylician preſcribing Internalls, and taking care of his health.

on the outſide of her Heel the ſpace of two months, it apoſtemated, and diſcharx- ofaſtrumous 


ged its Matter, terminating in a painfull Ulcer, Her Friends being informed 
it was the King's-Evill, recommended her to me. I ſaw her HeRick, and 
upon a ſearch into the Ulcer felt the Bone carious, but had no order to dreſs 
her till about two months after 3 and then I began with the laying open the 
Ulcer, and bringing the Bone into view. Which after I had done by Dila- 
tation, I perceived it ſo looſe that I could cafily have taken it out whole: but it 
looking white,and ſeemingly ſound, I perforated it with a Terebra, and felt the 
externall part of it hard ; though after I had pierced that, I felt the interiour 
parts ſoft and rotten. I applied a Bolt-cautery into that Perforation, to dry 
up that humidity : but the Matter ſpurted out of it, When I ſaw it irreco- 
verably loſt, I reſolved to take it out : to which purpoſe I invited Sr. Charles 
Scarburgh, who upon light of it agreed to the pulling it out. I laid hold of 
it with my Forceps, and calily drew it forth; not a drop of bloud following it ; 
then dreſſed up the Ulcer with Sarcoticks, and put on a laced Sock, to bring 
the Parts cloſe and ſhape the Heel. Sr. Charles preſcribed Internalls, and vift- 
ted her often. I procceded hopefully for a month or two: but there had been 
formerly a cluſter of Strume in that Groin, which had been raiſed by the 
anguiſh of the Ulcer in the Heel, that apoſtemated, and diſcharging its Mat- 
ter down the Thigh, terminated in a finuous Ulcer , which exhauſted her 
tirength ſo that ſhe died tabid.

nelii Ziij. To the Strume in her Arms I applicd Celſis*s Malagms, and diſpoſed 
them to Reſolution. The Ulcers in the Leg and Heel being deterged as afore- 
fid,they healed in few weeks : but the latter brake out againthe third day,and 
confirmed me that it was carious. I went one morning whilſt ſhe was aſleep, 
and applied my mildeſt Cauſtick on it; and after digeſtion of the Eſcar I made 
a ſearch, and penetrated at leaſt half an inch deep into the Bone. I had be- 
fore given ſuſpicion to the Parents of the Caries, and it now appearing to have 
riſen originally out of the middle of the Bone, Ithought it neceſſary that they 
ſhould conſult ſome Chirurgeon in order to the Cure of it. Mr. Holyer met the 
Phyſician and my (elf, and after ſearch declared the Caries asI had repreſented 
it. He approved of the dilating the Ulcer, and dreſſing the Bone dry, Calo- 
mel. Bezoard. min. &c. were then reſolved on and preſcribed by the Phyfici- 
an. The next day I began with the dilating the Sinws with prepared Sponge, 
and having brought it to view, I drefſed it daily with Dofhills prefſed out of 
ſpir. vini, and the while healed the Ulcer down to the Bone 3 by which the 
great diſcharge of Matter which ſo frequently threatens a Hedtick in others 
was prevented, and our work ſucceeded well. But this Child had a Grand- 
mother in the Country, that out of abundance of kindneſs to the Child did 
much fruſtrate her Cure,not onely by her frequent Letters,but alſo by a Woman 
ſhe ſent up, who pretended to Chirutgery, and ſceing the Ulcer without in- 
flammation, ſwelling, or conſiderable diſcharge of Matter, reported to her 
that it was an incontiderable Soar, and would ſoon cure, if the Chirurgeon 
did not keep it open by thruſting Lint into it. Others both in the City and 
Country frm the Grandmother, that the caſting off of the Rottenneſs in 
the Bone was the work of Time, and that the Ulcer needed no ſuch Dreflings 
as I applied. Upon which ſhe perliſted in foliciting the Parents to bring 
the Child back to her in the Country, Theſe things coming to my know- 
ledge put me upon as great a deſire to be freed of the Patient, and made me 
cautious in the dreſſing the Bone : for it did certainly require the atuall Cau- 
tery 3 but I drefſed it onely ſome days with an armed Probe dipt in a Solution 
of unguent. Xgyptiac.and extra, ſcordii ſcalding hot,and afterwards with Doſ- 
fills dipt in a Compoſition of ol. myrrhe diftillat. &c. by which at length the 
Rottenneſs ſeemed to be caſt off, I likewiſe complied with all their inclina- 
tions, leaving out the Doſſills, and permitting the Ulcer to Time. Ac the firſt 
leaving out the Doflills the Ulcer contracted, and being callous, and drefſed 
with a Pledgit of »xgnent. txtie,retained an Opening large enough to diſcharge 
its ſmall quantity of Matter: which gave hopes of its being as it were cured, 
The laced Stocking with Compreſſes under it reſtrained the influx of Humour, 
and ſtrengthned her Foot ſo that ſhe walked tolerably well on it. But not 
long after her Bloud fermented, and the Small-pox burlt forth abundantly, 
chreatning her life, But ſhe happily recovered out of them : yet from that 
time her Eyes began to be afflicted with ſharp Defluxions, and the Humours 
fermented in one of the Glands in her Arm, which was ſeemingly before diſ- 
ſolved. This put me upon the opening it by Cauſtick, and proceeding in the \ 
Cure: which 1 did, and accordingly ſoon cured it. Inorder to the Cureof

zed with a pain in her right Foot. Various Remedies were applied 3 a Bone- 
ſetter was alſo employed, But the pain increaſing with Tumour, a Chirur- 
geon was entertained 3 who, after ſeverall Applications , ſeeing ſomewhat

like a Suppuration, opened it : but from that time jt growing more ſinuous, Bones. 


and the Swelling greatly increafing, he conſulted others of his Profeſſion, and 

afterward left her to be drefſed by one and another. After ſhe had languiſhed 

near the ſpace of a year and half, I was conſulted,and found her Foot lapt upin 

a Cataplaſm. Upon the taking which off, I ſaw it extreme big, and all apoſte= 

mated, difcharging its Matter round, at the outlide, inſide, Sole of the Foot, 

and Heel, fo that it was eafy to paſs a Probe through any way, The exter- 
nall Ulcer on the Foot was large, and overgrown with an Hyperſarcoſic : the 
Bones within the ſaid Foot were moſt of them carious in one part or other 3 
ſome of them were rotted to pieces. It this Patienthad been tolerably ſtrong of 
Body, Amputation had been of uſe ; but ſhe was emaciated, and frequently 
afflicted with a Diarrbzs, Cough, and a great weakneſs and dejection of 
Appetite. Upon which conſiderations the Ulcers were ſuperficially drefſed with 
Pledgits of unguent. Apoſtolor. and the Patient perſwaded that the' Extoliation 
of the Bones was the work of Time. But it being viſible, that Nature could 
doe nothing in her.caſe without the help of Chirurgery indrying up the luxus 
rious Fleſh, and making way to pull out the rotten Bones, and dreſſing of the 
others which were leſs carious with Medicaments accordingly drying 3 I decli- 
ned the meddling with it, unleſs I were permitted foto dreſs it. Not that I 
had any great hopes that way ; but if that were, not attempted, ſhe would 

certainly die. At that inſtant wedrefled up the Ulcer on the.ypper part of the 

Foot, which was overſpred with luxurious Fleſh, with Mere, pnecipitat. the 
other with #ng«ent, diapomphol. &c. and with Compreſles and Bandage endea- 
vourcd the preſſing out of the Mattex, and zeltoring the-Fgot, to ſome ſhape. 
This method was repeated every other day, with Comprefſes of Tow prefled 
out of acetum wherein had been difſolved ſql nitrig myrrh, campbors, &c, Buc 
finding the Funges (till increaſing, we applied the actuall Cautery; and there- 
by at once conſumed it down to the Bone, and dreſſed it yp with Lenients, 
From that day's dreſſing the Matter 'leſſencd daily, and-grey well digelted, 
After the ſeparation of theſe Sloyghs, we attempted the remgining arcofis 
in ſome parts withthe Cauſtick-ttone,and in with ol. vitrioli, We applied 
Doſlills of Lint dipt inſpir. vini on the Bones, angfſprinkled the luxurious Fleſh 
in the circumference with Merc. precipitat, as we ſaw cauſe, If this Patient 
had been any whit ſtronger, I ſhould have uſed the aQuall Cantery oftner, and 
thereby laid all the rotten Bones bare, and dried them with it: but by reaſon of 
her weakneſs and great indiſpolition of Body, I procceded for the moſt part 
with Przcipitate, as aforeſaid, and drefled her twice aweek, or a Ay 
day 3 during which the Foot- recovered a better ſhape, the Ulcers alſo diſ- 
charged leſs Matter, and ſhe was more at caſe, Her Phyſician preſcribed Inter- 
nalls, to reſiſt the ſeverall Accidents, and corrected the acidity in her Bloud 3 fo 


that ſhe ſeemed to recover : but of late, the weather being very cold, ſhe is 24.0bſervar, 


ſubjet to a Diarrhea, and 1 fear will die of it. 
A ickly weak Child, ſcarce 7 years of age, having long laboured under a 
pain and diſcharge of Matter from many ſtrumous Ulcers, was at latt recom-

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mended to me. He had-one Targe ſtrumons Ulcer poſſeſſing the inſide of his 
right Foot, of the compaſs of a Five-ſbilling piece in {ilver, and another on the 
outſide of the ſame Foot, palling its Matter between the Bones leading to the 
third and fourth Tos into the Sole of the Foot. He had alfo Ulcers in both 
his Arms near the Elbow-joints : likewiſe a Struma _—_ upon the: fe- 
cond'Joint of his right Thumb. The middle Finger of his left Hand had a 
Spina ventoſa; alſo the fourth Finger of the ſame Hand was ulcerated, and the 
Bones rotten from the ſecond Joint to the Knuckle. In order to the Cure of this 
Child there was required a necellity of novriſhing it, aud of correQing the 
Habit of body : for he was extreamly emaciated , and the Ulcers were all 
corrolive and exceeding painfull. Upon which conſideration I declined the 
meddling with him till they ſhould conſult ſome eminent perſon of our Pro- 
feſon, who might ſee his deplorable condition, and aſſiſt in the Cure. They 
ſent for Sr. Fra. Prajean, who preſcribed medicated Broths, cordiall Juleps; 
Decodtions- of Sarſa , and other Specihcks proper in his weak condition. 
Mr. Battersby was his Apothetary. | 
I began with the opening that Abſceſſe on his Thumb by Incifion, whence 
I diſcharged a curdled Matter 3 and feeling that Bone carious, I dreffed it up 
with a Doſlill pred with »xgwent. bafilie. and 4 Plaiſter of the ſame over it ; the 
other Fingers dreſſed with ſome of the ſame Unguent, mixt with Mere. pre- 
cipitat. and with «»guent. tutie over all, endeavouring Digeſtion there, My 
main buſineſs being, to diſpoſe thoſe Ulcers to a healing (condition which 
were in the Foot, which diſcharged (0 large a quantity of Matter, and threat- 
ned the corruption of the Bones. I made a ſearch into that Ulcer on the in- 
fide of the Foot, atid finding it hollow round, I ſtopt up the Orifice with a 
Doffill, and applied a Cauſtick the whole compaſs of it. To the Ulcer on the 
other part of the Foot I alſo applied a Cauftick. The next day I divided chefe, 
and after the ſtuping them with Red wine, I dreſſed thern up with Lenients 
and good Bandage. In the drefling of the Uleer on the outhde of the Foot, 
perceiving the Matter likely to raiſe an Abſcefſe in the Sole of the Foot, I paſ- 
{ed a Seton-fiecdIe Between the Bones through that Abſcefſe, and prevented its 
farther inſinuation by keeping that Apertion open. As theſe Eſcars caft off, 
I deterged with Merc. precipita®>or the Vitriol-ſtone, and by Epuloticks leſ- 
ſened the Matter; 'and cicatrized that Ulcer'on the inlide of the Foot in three 
months. The other Ulcer T &catrized alfo to the very Sinus paſſing to the 
Sole of the Foot : but one of the Bones being there carious gave me a longet 
crouble. I drefſed it dry with a ſmall Doffill; and by keeping the Apertion 
open under it i# yea pedis,- Tdrained the Matter, ſecured the Exfoliation of 
it, and cured itſoine timeafter. While thefe Ulcers were digeſting and cica- 
trizing, I proceeded in digeſting and deterging the other Ulters in the Thutnb 
and Fingers + That in the Thimb I dilated with Gentian-roots, and after- 
wards '\dreſt the Bone'with's miture of xngutnt. Egyptiac, ſpir. vini, myrrh, 
and expborbium hot upon an ard Probe, and kept it gdilzted with Doffills 
and Refrigerants over it. But finding the' Sinzs to abound with Matter, and 
the Bone render'd incapable bf Exfoliating, I paſſed a fmall Aat-pointed Fiftu- 
la-nccedle through the Sinzs, arid made way for the Matter to diſcharge incothe 
inſide ; therinlarging that'Aperture, I dreffed the Bone through it, and per- 
mitted the Ulcer above to cicatrize the white.

The fourth Finger I would gladly have cut off : but not being permitted, I 
laid it open by Incifion, pinched out a piece of that Bone next the Knuckle, 
and exfoliated the reſt. But the Knuckle it ſelf, being rotten, was fo long in 
exfoliating, that the Joint contracted, and the Finger remains ſo weak, that it 
may well be asked why Itook ſo much pains to keep it on. But I have told you, 
they would not permit it to be cut off. Thoſe Ulcers in his Arms were cured 
as generally all ſuch are, viz. by removing their Coverture, by the applicati- 
on of Cauſticks, and eradicating the ſtxrumous Fleſh 3 of which I have faid 
ſufficient. Thus this young Gentleman was at length cured. He bears the 
marks of his Sufferings, but yet without Lameneſs or Deformity, ſave-in that 
little Finger. 

A little Boy diſeaſed with the King*s-Evil was brought tome with an/Ulcer 25-Obſervar, 
between the Joints of one of his Thumbs, and the Bone carious. F laid open = ve ; 
the Ulcer on the. inſide according to the length of the Bone, and dilated it with on the 
Gentian-roots. After Dilatation I drefſed the Bone with Doffills dipt ## ſpir. Thumb: 
vini, rubb'd the looſe Fleſh with the Vitriol-ſtone, and applied Epuloticks 
over it with convenient Bandage. After a few days dreſling, obſerving the 
Bone rotten, I took hold of it in the middle with a pair of Nippers, pinched 
it in pieces, and pulled the bits out 3 then cleanſed the Ulcer, and dreſſed the 
remaining ends with Doffills of Lint as befare. By this method of dreſfing 
the Caries ſeparated, and the Calls united the ends of the Bone. Upon fight 
whereof I left out my Dofhills, brought the Lips together, and with Epuloticks 
and Bandage cicatrized it firmly. A day or two after the Child came to me with 
his Thumb bent inward. I reduced it,and ſent for a Tin-man, who made me an 
Inftrument,which being put on and faſtned about the Wriſt,retained it ſtraight, 

So I diſmilt him into the Country : but by their neglect it is fomewhat bene.

Whereupon I went on in dividing the Efcar, and gave 
vent to a curdled Matter,dreiing it up with Lenients,and provided againſt the 
next drefling a Fotus diſcutient and drying. At the next opening I fomented 
the Tumour, ſprinkled Przcipitate into the divided Eſcar, and drefled it up. 
Afeer ſeparation of the Eſtar, the Ulcer appearcd full of a luxurious Fleſh, 
and the Matter.abounded much. - Imade a fearch with a Probe, and found a 
Sinus between the Radixs and Viza, and the Bones carious. TI laid open that 
Sinns by Cauſtick, and after ſeparation of the Eſcar deterged with Merc. pre- 
cipitat. &c. and kept that part ; dreſſed with Doffills prefſed out of ſprr. vinz. 
There was in the Child ſuch arvacrimony in his Bloud,that I could not keep the 
Ulcer digeſted 2 days, nor check the influx of Matter,it infinuating it ſelf into 
the Wriſt in ſpight of all my endeavours. The very tranſpiration behind his right 
Ear ulcerated, and grew diftcult of cure. Upon ſight whereof the Phyſicians 
preſcribed as followeth 3 Rt amtimonii diapboret, in crucibulo per duas boras ignit. 
9:ſ. ſumat ad quanth, yr, vij. tvibus boris medicin, in conſ. antbos 3(3. ſuperbi- 
bends aque infra preſcript. cochl. vij. pro ſingulis vicibus, quarto quoque die ſu- 
mat Calomel, gr. xij. refine jalapii gr. iiij. conf. flor. cichorei q.ſ. & fiat Bolus ; 
abſtineat illis diebus ab uſu antimzonii diapboretici, FR ſarſaparille tbj. raſ. corx. 
cervi, eboris, an. Fiij. fol. agrimon. veronice utriuſque, an. Miij. ſantali albi, 
rubi, an. ij. liquiritie Anglice tj. lafis vaccini cong. ij. in organ. commun. 
diftill. liquoris Jibillri ſmgul, tbiij. adde tabell, ocul. cancror. Fi. es ad quant. 
Evi. ſngulis doſibus, addendo aq. cinnam, bordeat.'cochl, jj, During the Patient's 
taking theſe Preſcriptions, the Matter relaxed the Ligaments and Tendons 3 
infomuch as;* coming one day to dreſs his Hand, I found it crooked, as if it 
hed been falling off trom the Joint, I raiſed it up, and cauſing it ſo tobe 
held, I took off the Dreſlings, and aw the Joint far ſeparated in the upper 
part. I prefently ſent to Mr. Sveckdale, and direRted him in the making an 
Inftrument toretain the lower fide of that Hand and Arm,and hold it even, and 
in the mean time I boulſter'd it up, The Inftrument being made, I placed the 


Hand 
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Hand in it, and by Scxews fixed to it I kept the Joint cloſe and firm, and did 
not take it off till that Ulcer was cured, but proceeded in the way of dreſſing 
as above.faid, laying,open ſome Sinus*s on the Back of the hand, and making 
Corrpretlion upon others,. Thecarious Bones were'drefled with a mixture of 
unguent /gyptiac.extrati,ſcordii, pulv. euphorbii,and ſpir. vini, applicd hot with 
armed Probes and Doflills: the luxurious Fleſh. was dried and conſumed by 
Eſcaroticks, and the Ulcer cicatrized from the circumference with wnguent. 
tutie, &c. Having thus in ſome {meaſuxe checked the Fluxion, and: difpoſed 
the Hand to cure, I began with that Tumour upon the Toe by the application 
of a Caultick, and gave vent to a curdled Matter, Upon ſearch, finding'the 
Bone carious, and. part of it lying under the Nail, I was necefſitatedito apply 
a {mall Cauſtick thereon 3 which having ſoftned the Nail, I cut it off, made 
way .to the Bone, and dreſſed it with Dofills of Lint prefſed'out of fhir. vini : 
afterwards I drefled it with a mixture of »ngwuent. Xpyptiac, &c: upon an ar- 
med Probe hot, and diſpoſed it to extoliate. : This Child had #h 1extreme ill 
Habit of body, the Ulcers frequently corroding'one: part as it healedin others, 
or termenting inhis Bloud,and affeCting his Lungs or his Bowells wich bilious 
Colicks, &c. fo that the Phyſicians met alſo with much difficulty. But at 
length an Extfoliation of the Cartilage of the Joint of the Toe caftoff,ſd allo the 
Caries in the Bone,and that Ulcer cured : 2 ſlips of the Nail alſo:thruit out from 
the remaining Ligament alongſt the des, but there grew none 0n the middle; 
The Ulcers on his Hand and Wriſt alſocicatrized firm : but the Uker between 
the Radius and Vina did not cali off its Bones 3 -but being well-digeſted, and 
the Bone diſpoſed to Extoliation, it was thought fitto ſupply ther; with Me- 
dicaments and Directions, and remove him into his own Country, to take the 
benefit of the Air. He did (o, and Dr. Barker of Newb. took care of him there, 
During his being there he recovered a better meaſure of health, and was after- 
wards removed into Northamptonſhire; where I attended him,dreffed that Ulcet 
between the Red. and Vs. and left my ServantiMr.To.who perfected: the Cure, 
Since which time the Patient hath enjoyed his health very well, and theufe of 
that Joint, And indeed, it the Member be kept in- its true poſition, and the 
Joint above it, whether Elbow, Knee, &ec, be ſome time firetched our; ſuch 
young, people fail not of the uſe of their 'Lims : but where the potition of the 
Member is negle&ed, the Cure ſucceeds ill, and a Eameneſs remains ever 
after. 
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A young Gentleman aged 12 years, being much emaciated and diſcafed with 35.Obſervar. 
the King's-Evill, was brought to Dr. Bate's houſe, where Dr. Willis and my of ſtrumous 


ſelf met at the Conſultation. He had an Ulcer'on the outhideiof his left Foot. m—_

Upon ſearch with a Probe the Bone leading towards the little Toe felt. carious wich rotten 
the whole length 3 the Foot was much ſwelled,and ſeemed to have ſeveralt Abs Bones, 


(ceſſes lying amongfi the Bones of the Tarſus and Metatarſus. The way I'pro- 
poſed of Cure was, by the laying open the Ulcer, and extoliating of that Bone, 
and foto proceed inthe reſt of the work asI ſaw cauſe. This being approved 
of by Dr. Bate, he preſcribed a lenitive Bals with a few grains of Cale- 
mel, to be taken-once in 4 days, and: Rezoard, mineral, with a DecoQtion 
of. ſarſaparill, and lign. lentiſc. &c..: to-be drank the intermitting days. The 
next day I began my work with the application of a Cauſtick; and inlarged 
that Ulcer; then laying the Bone bare, I found - it rotten the wholelength, and 
a Sinxs {iretching, tranſverſe over the Foot, from whence x quantity of Matter 
flowed, which being retained. by the toxefaid Bone, threatened'a corruption of 
the rc(t,as alſo a paſſing of its Matter down to the Sole of his Foot, Upon which 
conſideration I thought it neceſſary to remove the lower rotten Bone by pin- 
ching it in pieccs ; but it not yielding thereto, I ſawed it, and took it =

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' By the removall of this rotten Bone the Matter had a free diſcharge,and I had the 
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conveniency of applying my Medicaments to exfoliate them, and to cleanſe 
the Ulcer 3 which I did by mundif. Paracelſ. unguent. fuſe, tinfiura myrrhe, &c, 
and digeſted the Lips of the Ulcer with wngnent. baſilicon, and cicatrized them 
with xxgaent. txtie and the Vitriol-ſtone, During which I applied Stupes of 
Tow preſt out of a Solution of Nitre and Myrrh tm Wine-vinegar, and by 
Compreſſion with a laced Sock thruſt the Matter out of its ſevera]l Cavitics. 
Yetin a declining part of the inſide of the Foot I afterwards feeling a ſmall 
colle&ion of Matter which could not be diſcharged that way, I gave vent to it 
by Cauſtick, and digeſted it. After I had thus made way tor diſcharge of the 
Matter, I reſtrained the Humour from flowing into the Foot, and reſtored it to its 
naturall figure, having no more left to doe, but attend the Extfoliation of the 
ſeverall Bones. Dr. Wills to purge the Patient with the above-preſcribed 
Bolus : but there happening thereupon a Superpurgation, he declined the repea- 
ting of that Purge, and omitted the proſecuting of the aforeſaid Courſe preſcri- 
bed by Dr, B. upon which the Matter fermented, and cauſed a pain in the Knee 
of his other Leg. Dr. Bate being deceaſed, Dr. Tho. Cox was conſulted, and 
adviſed the repeating of Calomel. &c. But it not being proſecuted, other pains 
aroſe. During which it happened that an old: Gentleman came in, who had 
formerly lived in the Barbadoes, and practiſed Chirurgery amongſt his Slaves. 
He deſired to ſee our Patient drefſed,and ſeeing the Foot without Tumour, and 
the Matter little and well digeſted, confidently undertook the Cure, by the gi- 
ving him a Wound-drink, and applying an Ointment to the Ulcers: The 
Parents rejoycing to hear their Son might be ſoeafily cured, deſired me to give 
way toit, and" permit my Kinſman Faques Wiſtman to dreſs him with that 
Unguent,(which was no other then the Juice of Clowns All-heal made up with 
Butter or Hogs-lard.) I complied with their deſires, but withall adviſed them 
to leave off the uſe of the Bandage, knowing well that it would ſwell, and 
diſcourage the Undertaker. But they continued itz and after ſome of their 
Servants had learned how to dreſs him, they diſmiſſed my Kinſman, I 
would gladly have finiſhed the Cure, but I took my leave by the way of a Let- 
ter, wherein I predicted what followed : for what could be expeRted from 
greazy Ointments, but corruption of the Bones? This young Gentleman being 
thus taken out of my hands, gave occaſion to ſome envious men of my Pro- 
fefſion to report it otherwiſe to my prejudice 3 wherefore I haye here inſerted 
the Letter I received from his Father in anſwer to mine, 


. Sir, I de not doubt but you uſed beft Endeavours, and obſerved thoſe

end conſequently you may well have thoſe Apprebenfions which you yeſterday ſigni-

and proved ſucceſſeleſs ; I reſolved, though with ſome reluflancy, to run the like 
adventure, and makg an eſſay of Col. Midd.*s Receit, and ſos whether my Son 
have the like good fortune, And being entred into that Courſe, without any 
diſcouragement bitherto diſcernible, and being to leave the Town to morrow, I 
cannot now of a (udden recede, and take up a new reſolution. T ſhall leave my 
Wife here with tbe Child for ſome weeks : in which time if any Alteration appear 
to 
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to make it evident that we are in an Errour, I ſhall thankfully accept your offer th 
redlifie us, and ſet us in a move rational way, In fine, if the iſſwe be unfortanate, 
I muſt confeſs that you have diſcharged your duty in giving ut the advertiſement;

_ Eyes are frequently a Species ( as-I have (4id ) of the King's-Evill, 
and take their beginning from vicious Humours inflanibg the Tanics ad- 
xata, which increaſing doth alſo ſometimes affe& the other Tunicles, as the 
cornea, &c. with great pain, tenſion, pulſation, &c. whence Paſtale ariſe 
and ſuppurate, terminating for the moſt part in Ulcers, which leave hard 
Cicatrices, and by reaſon > the ſharp Defluxion falling upon the edges of the 
Eyc-lids, do make a Blearedneſs : upon which account theſe Inflammations 
are generally called Lippitxdo by the Latinas, LEIOTETLL oof 

This differeth from the common Ophthalmia, in that it is periodicall, and Difference. 
is accompanied either with ſtrumous Swellings in the Neck, a thick chaptup. 
per Lip, Ozens, or ſome other'Accident, | 

The Cauſes are the ſame with thoſe of the King*s-Evill ; yet may it be mote Cauſes. 
particularly imputed toabundance of humidity repleting the Head, and deſcen- 
ding to the weak Eyes. LE | 

The Signs of Ophthalmia are apparent by what I have already delivered of Signs. 
the Diſeaſe. Thoſe of the Cauſes are as followeth. If the Ophthalmis be 
from Plenitude, the Face is high-coloured, the Eye-lids ſomewhat ſwelled 
and inflamed, the capillary Veins large and full ; yet the Humours are not (6 
apt to fret as in! other caſes, nor is the pain extremely vehement. If the Dil 
eaſe be from Choler, the Viſage is not red, but the pain is ſharper, and with 
Excoriation of the Eye-lids. If the Ophthalmis proceed from Pituitous Hu- 
mours, all the forementioned Symptoms of Inflammation, pain, &c. are more 
remi(6,and the lacrymal Humours are not corroding, unleſs there be a rthixture 
of ſaline Humour joyned with it. Whetheran Ophthalmia may ariſe from Mclan- 
choly, I doubt 3 but if it do, there is ſmall fluxion or pain. That proceeding 
from the King*s-Evill is of an acid quality, with ſharp fluxioh and pain 
the Eyc-lids are alſo more apt to be together with a viſcous Humour 
then they are ia thoſe from the other aforeſaid Cauſes. Whether the Humours 
affecting the Eyes flow from the externall or internall Veſſels, may be diſcer- 
ned by their complaint. For if they flow from the Pericranium, 8c. the pain, 
pulſation, with heat in their Forchead and Temples, will demonſtrate it : but 
if the contrary, the pain will be more intenſe, and deeper within amongſt the 
Membranes 3 there will be alſo an itching in the Palate and Noftrills, with

The Time of the Inflammation ought alſo to be conſidered in order to the 
Cure, and is thus diſcerned : in the beginning the Eyes look red, and the Hu- 
mours diſtilling, upon them are thin 3 in the augment, heat and pain increaſe ; in 
the tate, the accidents of inflammation and pain are great, and the Humours 
thicken, and do gum the Lids together, eſpecially in the night; in the de- 
clination, the fluxion, pain, &e. - do viſibly diminiſh. - | Y 

Ophthalmia ftrumoſs is of molt difficult Cure,and in Children very vexatious, Prognoſtick. 
by reaſon of the humidity they abound with alſo becauſe of their froward- 
hefs, and incapacity of taking-proper Remedies, or admitting externall Ap- 
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plications: and in conſideration of the laxity of their Eyes, they are ſubje& to 
relapſe upon every little diſorder. Thole ariſing by conſent from the internall 
Parts, the Dura mater, &c. are incident to more grievous Symptoms then thoſe 
which proceed from the Pericraxizm and other externall Parts. 

If in an Ophthalmis the pain, &c. perſevere any = time, there is danger 
that the Tunicles of the Eye may be corroded : and if the corneas happen to 
have been long ulcerated, a Blindneſs followeth, or at leaft a Dimneſs of fiohe, 
by reaſon of the condenſation of a groſs Matter about the Pu _

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flow from the Pericranium and externall Parts, you may apply Aſtringents to 
the Jugulars and round about the Neck, But if the Inflammation be ſudden, 
and the pain vehement, after Evacuation by lenient Purgatives, or a Clyfter 
and Venzſe&ion, you may have recourſe to Anodynes 3 amongſt which Breaſt- 
milk and the White of a new-laid egg have precedency, applicd externally, 
or dropt into the Eye. There are Objections made againtt the. uſe of them 
both, viz. that by the dropping of Milk into the Eye it may curdle, and by its 
acrimony offend the Eye: ſo alſo the White of an egg may by its incraffating 
quality increaſe the heat in them, To prevent theſe inconveniences, you 
may mix them with Roſe-water, or uſe them with more caution, In the 


preparing Medicaments to drop into the Eyes, the Ingredients mixed with the 


Collyria ought to be well waſhed, that they may be without acrimony, and ſo 
ſubtilly powdered, as that they be not in the leaſt gritty, The Decofions 
ought alſo to be cleanly made: and in the dreſſing of the Eyes there ought to be 
eſpeciall care in cleanſing them and their Lids of viſcous Matter 3 to which 
purpoſe an Eye-cup is moſt neceſſary. This being obſerved, you may apply 
mucilaginous Liquours, or Cataplaſmsz for they are good Anodynes. Rt mu- 
cilag, ſem. pſyllii, cydonior. cum ag. roſ. & papaver. extrati. an. Fj. camph. croci, 
an. gr. vj. album, ovi, Miſe. Or, Re medulle panis- alb. in latie & ag. roſ. ma- 
cerate, pulpe pomorum dulc, an. Fj. mucilag. ſem. pſyllii & fanugrec. ag. 
papaver, extrati. an, Iſs. vitell, ovi, camph. gr. vj. croci Jj. Miſe, It pain be vehe- 
ment, you may add to either of them two grains oft Opium, or a mucilag. 
ſem. papaver, albi extracted cum aq. plantag, roſ. &c. applicd in the torm of a 
Cataplaſm. 

But if the Ophthalmia be not accompanied with grievous pain, you ſhall 
then conſider whether the Diſeaſe be in its beginning, itate, or declination, and 
proportion your Medicaments accordingly. For let the Empiricks boaſt of 
this or that univerſall Collyrium,they cannot cure theſe Ophthalmie with any one 
particular Medicament : for in the Beginning of Inflammation they require, 
Repellents, and in the increaſe ſomewhat of Reſolvyents ought to be mixed 
with them; in the State they ought to be treated with Reſolvents of a di- 
geltive quality, and in the Declination with Reſolvents and Deterfives of 
an exficcant quality. Authours do not all agree of the ſet time when we 
ſhould begin our Applications to the Eyes 3 but all of them concur in the 
proceeding, firſt with generall Evacuationand Diverſionof the Humour, and 
afterwards, ſuppoſe about the third day, to uſe Collyria, They ought to be 
moderately repelling ; not too ſtiptick, left the Tunicles of the Eyes be 
thereby dricd, and prohibit tranſpiration, and ſo increaſe the pain. 

We begin with Repellents : of which fort the ſtrongeſt are the Whites of 
new-laid eggs beaten to a froth, You ought to apply it to the Eye-lids, the 
Patient lying upon his Back the while. This is onely proper in the beginning 
of hot Defluxions.

In the State of the Diſeaſe Authours generally apply Reſolvents, viz. ſem. 
lini fanugrec, althee, flor. melilst. chamem. 4 decocted in Water, and applied 
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warm with Stupes. It aſſwaged the pain by breathing out the groſs Matter. The 
Collyria may be a Solution of #hws, ſareocoll. facehar. albi, lap. tutie, &c. inthe 
preceding DecoQion : or, Rt decot?. ſem, Fanngrec. Jiij, thuris, ſarcocelle, ay, 
3Z(8. croci J(8. Miſce probe, & oculo inflilletur, To prevent the gumming of 
the Eye-lids, cut a piece of Sponge fit to cover the Eye, and at night, when 
the Patient is in bed, dip it in aq. verbene, expbraſie, roſar. any one of them, 
and lay it wet upon the Eye, the warmer the better, ſo it do not fcald, This 
will keep the Eye cool, and fuck up the moiſture,

S. A. in mortario plumbeo pro uſu. Theſe are to be put into the Corners of the 
Eyes at night going to bed z and in the morning cleanſe them with this or 
ſuch like : Re ag. agrimon. roſar. laflis muliebris, an, part. equal, Miſc, In 
other caſes greazy Unguents ought not to be applied to the Eyes. 


A Chitd about fix years of age, heretofore fubjet to the King*s-Erilt, 
was the laſt Summer diftempered with a heat ſcattering over her Head, 
Face, Neck and Shoulders, which meeting with ſome check returned inward, 
and affected her Eyes with Inflammation and great Fluxion. Upon notice 
thereof, I directed a Clyſter of Milk, Sugar, and a little Salt, applicd empt. 
ad herniam upon her Temples, and preſcribed the drefling her Eyes with 
Breaſt-milk cam albumine ovi conquaſſat, and Cloths to be dipt+ in the 
fame, to lie on all night. The next morning Leeches were applicd behind the 
| Ears, and 4or 5 ounces of bloud was taken away 3 that day alſo a Clyſter was 
again repeated,and the Applications to the Eyes continued. The next morning 
were given her 7 gr. of Calemet. with 15 gr. ſacchar. ath. which purged her 
4 times. Thatnight ſhe took of the anodyne Syrup cochl. 1. in aq. papaver. 
Fit). aq. cinnam. hordeat. cochl, ij. alfo a Cataplaſm ex pomis acid, &c. was ap» 
plied. She reſted wellthatnight, and in the morning her Eyes were marvel- 
louſy recovered. 

A Child of about ten yearsof age, having been long diſeaſed with ſoar Eyes, 
and paſſed through moſt of the Empiricks hands in the Town and Country, 
came to me, with great Fluxion, Pxftxle and Cicatrices from former Eruptions., 
She had alſo ſome ſmall Glands on both tides of her Neck. I applied Plai- 
ſters upon her Temples to refiſt the Inftux, and made Fontanells behind both 
her Ears by Cauſticks. I likewiſe fomented her Eyes with a DecoRtion ex 
flor. ſambuci, chamem. flachad. roſ. rnb. & furfuris, and brought her an Eyc- 
cup, and a Collyrium of ſarcocoll, lap. tutie & ſacchar. in aqua pomor. dulc. tg 
waſh her Eyes. I purged her the next morning with infuf. ſene, rhab, &c. 
cum ſyrupo roſ. & agarico, and laid her to reſt at night with an Anodyae 
draught. The day after I drew fome bloud by Lecches behind her Ears 3 and 
the next day preſcribed her a medicated Ale of farſa, lign. lentiſe. with mille- 
ped. &c. for her conſtant Drink z with which ſhe took antimon, diapboret., 
Once in 4 or 5 days I purged her with Merc. dwlc. cum faccharo ; and thole days 
the did not purge, I bathed her in Milk and Water temperately warm. I di4 
not uſe many Collyria, A Solution of lap. tutie cum ſacchar, in aq. plantag. & 
rof. finiſhed the Cure 3 which indeed was done by contemperating the acid 
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Humours. There remained ſome Cicatricer, which TI left to wear off, it be- 


ing the work of Time which accordingly effected it. The Glands did re- 
folve during her Courſe of Phyfick, and ſhe continueth very well to this 


day. 

A Child aged about ro years was diſcaſed with a ſharp Defluxion on both 
her Eyes, with an Ozena, and thick chapt upper Lip. She had alſo a Fon- 
tanell in her Neck, which was much inflamed, and many Wax-kernells about 
it : which I ſuppoſing to ariſe from the anguiſh of it, threw out the Pea, and 
dreſſed it with Lenients, at the fame time applying Cauſticks behind her Ears. 
I alſo applicd empl. ad bherniam to her Temples, and preſcribed a Fomentati- 
on and Collyrizm, as it is fet down in the method of Cure in the State of the 
Fluxion. I adviſed the ſnuffing up of of. amyzd. dulc. to free her Noftrills of 
the erufty Matter which hinder*d her breathing, and afterwards preſcribed 
her a decoft; bordei cam redicibus althee, which was caſt up her Noſtrills with 
a Syringe, defiring her to forbear picking ot her Noſe. Her Lip was fo- 
mented with ſome of the ſaid DecoQtion, and anointed with this tollowing 
Unguent: Re ſevi vitulini & agnini an. Zſs, unguent. refrig. Galeni Fj. ſucc. 
plantag. folani, an. 3x, coquantur ad ſuccor. conſumptionem : Colature adde ce- 
raſſe 3 ij. plumbi uſti 3 vj. litharg. aur. & argent. an. 3(3. antimonii, tutie, an, 
Zijj. otet vitell, ovor. Zx. cere alb. q. |. fiat E_ S. A. During theſe Ap- 
plications a Clyfter was preſcribed, and 'ſhe was purged with nfuſ. ſexe, 
rhab. &c. and afterwards Catomel, was appointed her once in 3 or 4 days, 
alſo a medicated Ale of ſarſa, lign. lentiſc. milleped. &c. tor her conſtant Drink. 
Bezoard, mineral, was likewiſe .prefcribed thoſe days that Purging was in- 
termitted. By this method the Fluxion was removed from the ſeverall Parts, 
and the Ulcerations dried up: thoſe in her Eyes by Colyria of lap. tatie, cala- 
min, &c. and the Ozena by decod. rad, tormentill, biſtort, ſumach, balauſt, &c. 
in aq. chalybeata, Towards the end of her Courſe of Phylick, obſerving her 
Skin rough and dry, I cauſed her to be bathed in Water temperately warm, 
with a bag of Bran to fit upon, A Cicatrix remained upon one of her Eyes, 
but it afterwards wore off. 


A Child of about 5 years of age was brought out of the Country to me ,, obſervar, 
with great Defluxions in both his Eyes, and his upper Lip ſwelled from the of Ophrhat- 
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ſame Humour, He had paſſed through various hands unſucceſsfully in the #- 


Country. I purged him with #»fſ. rhab. in ſmall Beer, cum ſyr. diaſer. and 
once in 2 or 3 days gave him a few grains of Merc. diaphoret, and ſome nights 
an anodyne Syrup i aq. papaver. I alſo preſcribed a Fotws and Collyrium, as is 
ſet down in the method of Cure in the State of the Fluxion. By which me- 
thod the Fluxion ceaſed, and he recovercd in 10 or 12 days. A tew days after 
he fell fick of the Small-pox, of which he likewiſe recovered. I then deſigned 
the Purging him: but his Friends not thinking it neceflary, I dcliſted from vili- 
ting him, til] his Eyes inflamed again 3 and then they ſent tor me. I purged him 
with Whey, Manna, and ſal prxnell, applied Repellents to his Forehead and 
Temples, and drew bloud by Leeches behind his Ears 3 alſo repeated lenient 
Purgatives with Calomel. once in 3 or 4 days, and made Fontanells behind his 
Ears ; his Hair was ſhaved off his Head, and a quilted Cap was put on. Ano= 
dynes were dropt into his Eyes, according tothe method propoſed in pain- 
full Defluxions 3 by which they were caſed. But foon after he fell into a 
Diarrhe@z, by which he was perfeRtly freed of the Defluxion on his Eyes and 
Lip. Butthe Diarrhea terminated in a Dyſenteria, and weakened him much, 
I preſcribed him decod. corx, cervi ufti, with a few rad. ſcorzonere, cinnamomi, 
which he drank with Milk. Clylters of Milk cam vitell, ov were frequent- 


ly adminiſtred, and a few drops ofa liquid Ladanwm at night in the m_— De- 
coction, 
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coQtion. Afterwards I ſirengthned his Bowells with eled. diaſcord. conf. ro. 
rub, pulv. Rhei, &c. by which he was alſo moderately purged. He afterwards 
recovered ſtrength by continuing his Milk-drink. During his Diarrhea I hea- 
led up the Fontanells behind his Ears, and after his Recovery made him a 
Fontanell in one of his Arms, and diſmift him. He was afterwards inthe 
Country ſubje& to ſome little weaknels in his Eyes at times, upon ſome acci- 
dent of cold 3 upon which account his Friends conſulted me ; but of late years 
he hath been very well. 

A Child aged 3 years was brought to London to me with ſharp Defluxions 
upon both his Eyes, and Strume on both fides of his Neck. 1 applied empl. 
ad herniam to his Temples, fomented his Eyes with Repellents and Diſcuti- 
ents, and made Fontanells behind both his Ears. The ſecond night after F 
gave him viij. gr. Merc, diapboret. and in the morning purged him with Rhu- 
barb-dfink, repeating this method once in 5 days: and on the intermicting 
days I gave him a ſcruple of Dr. Walter Needbam's pulv. antiſtrumat, By 
this courſe the Child recovered, and was returned into the Country. Since 
that he hath frequently relapſed, and new Strame have aroſe: but by proſecu- 
ting the former method he hath recovered as often, and the Strume afterwards 
rclolved, we ſcarce applying any thing to them. 

A young Gentleman of about 16 years of age was, after the Small-pox, af- 
flicted with ſoar Eycs, with a Pwſtul2 in one of them which not yiclding to 
the common method of Purging, &ec. I was conſulted, and preſcribed a Fotus 
and Colyrizm, as in the fiate of the Fluxion; and by giving him 3 Doſes of 
Merc, dulcis of 15 grains per doſin, in 10 days I cured him of his Diſtemper 
ſo perfectly, that it returned no more. 

A Child of about $ years of age had been diſeaſed two months with ſharp 
Defluxions upon both her Eyes, with Pwſtule and Excoriation of the Lids 
ſhe had alſo an Ozenaand thick upper Lip chapt. I purged her with ſyr. dia- 
ſereos in adraught of Whey inthe morning, and ſome hours aftcr ſent her ſome 
altringent Emplaſters to apply to her Temples and Forehcad, preſcribing the 
bathing her Eycs with Breaſt-milk mixed with aqua plantag, That night ſhe 
took an anodyne Syrup in a draught of Mace-ale, and flept with Sponges upon 
her Eyes dipt in the forefaid Liquour. The next morning I let her bloud in 
the Arm 6 ounces, and fſyring'd her Noſtrills with deco®. hordei & radic. al- 
thee, adviſing herto forbcar picking her Noſe. Her Lip was anointed with 
#nguent, tutie ad oculor, with an addition of Merc. precipitat, finely poudercd, 
The next morning I gave her 12 gr. of Merc. diaphoret. and from that time pur- 
ged her once in 5 days with Calomel. in conf. roſar. damaſe. and cauſed her 
to be bathed the intermitting days. After I had cleanſed her Noſe ot its cruſty 
tilth, I ſyringed it with this following Decoction : Re fol. plantag. ſummitat, 
rubi, equiſeti, an, M\$, myrobalan. citr, 3ij. flor. roſ. rub. Pj. pom. granat. um. j. 
contund. & cog. in aq. froneg- &+ roſ. rub, an. tbj. Colature adde ſyr. diamoron, 
de rof. fic. an. Zj(5. mellis Zgyptiaci 3j. Miſc, pro uſu, Her Eyes recover'd after 
the firſt bathing ſo well, that ſhe was able to look upon the light, and in le(s 
then 14 days was perfectly recovered. But about a year and a halt after ſhe 
grew indiſpoſed, and was (cized with Convulſions, I purged her with infuſ. 
ſene, rhab, &c, and afterwards preſcribed her three or four Doſes of Merc, 
dulcis, and thereby freed her of thoſe Convullions. 

A Child aged about 6 years, of a weak tender Conſtitution, having been 
long ſubje& to Defluxions upon his Eyes, Catarrhs, Oc. was after ſeverall un- 
ſucceſsfull Attempts recommended to my carc, I began with the making 
him a Fontanell in his Neck by Caultick. ( It had been made lixtecn days be- 
fore he knew of it, and then it was deſcried by the clinging of his Hair tothe 

Plaiſter, 
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Plaiſier. From that time he grew froward with it, and in compliance with 
him it was healed up again 2 or 3 months after.) Having, fixt the Fontanell, $ 
began to purge him with an Intubon of Rhubarb in afmall Ak, and gave him 
6 grains of Merc, 4:apbores. in a ſpoonfull of White-bread and Milk, repeas 
ting this Powder and the Infuſion of Rhubarb once mers or ne So often 
as Idefigned larger Evacuation, I mixed a purging Sytup with the Rhubarb= 
driak: and the following night preſcribed hima ſpoonfult of the anodyne Syrap 
in Mace-ale, or what elſe he beſt reliſht. A Pearl-julep was made him of 2 
diſtild Milk,cum 4q.cinuam, bordeast. & faecbar. alb. alſo a medicated Ale was 
cribed him of farſeparill. b; ifc, ſantal. alb. paſſul, maj. enxcleat, flor, 
alvie, beton. ewphrafie, milleped. cort, citr, & nuc, cn He was extreme 
nice in taking any thing of Phyſick, ſo was for the moſt part cheated inco it. 
He was alſo more ſhy in admitting of Topicks. Sometimes in extremity 
of pain in his Eyes Stupes were applicd to them out of a decoe, flor. 
ſambuci, cham. ref. rub, &c. Collyria were more rarely applicd : thoſe that were 
uſed. were aq. pomor.dule. and ſometimes other diſtill'd Waters wherein had been 
intuſcd troch.ath. Rbaſ. or ſareceoll, laptwutie, ſaccharam.. The Wattt was filter'd 
clear» The Medicaments we laid the ſtrefſe mainlyon were,iufuſ.rbeb.and ply, 
Mere, diapbores; By which and the anodyne Syrup he was certainly relievetin 
bis gzeateſt extremity. He was _Y wellthree or four months together, 
and at length hath in a great ure worn off the'many Diſturbances z yer, 
being of a tender Conſtitution, may be incident to Defluxion upon his Eyes : 
but he hath been hitherto certainly relieved, as I ſaid, by the foreſaid Preſcrip-

While ſhe paſſed 
through this Courſe of Phyſick, Fontanells were made under her Ears, and 
Collyris were applied ex mwucilag, ſem, fahugreci,8&c. in aq. & lofte ; alſo the Fo- 
mentation preſcribed in the method of Chre, atid empl. ad herniam upon the 
Temples and Forchead. The Strums upon the Foot I deligned to have taken 
out by Inciſfion: but I complied with their deſires, and applied a Cauſtick the 
whole length of it, and divided the Eſcar 3 then, with a Cauſtick-ſtone rubb'd 
into the body of the Struma, and drefled it up with Lenients and emplaſtrum 6 
bolo, with Bandage overit. After the Eſcar ſeparated, I rubb'd deeper intothe 
Strums, till T came near the baſis of it : then, in conſideration that it lay upon 
the Periuftewm, 1 dreſſed it with Merc, precipitat, upon Dofſils of Lint, till F 
had digeſted it all out : after which I left off the uſe of the Dothis, and ſuffered 
the Ulcer to incarn. By the application of a Pledgit ſpred with #»gzent. be. 
filic. mag. it contracted cloſe in few days, and cicatrized well, During the 
timeI wascuring her Foot, the Defluxions on her Eye remitted, and the Ulcer 
cured by ag. lap. calam. and ſhe returned to her Friends. But have of Jate 
heard that both her Eyes have been fince frequently ſoar. 

A Child bf about 4 years of age, having been long diſcaſed with the Kings 
Evill from the one Ear to the other, with ſoar Eyes and a ſwelled upper Lip, 
was commended into my hands. The Strame were many of them ulcerated, 
and the Parts about them fretted and inflamed by the Matter which was pent 
in by gummy hot Plaiſtets which had been applied to them. His Head was 
alſo ulcerated under an 'Emplaſter that had lain long upon it, and his Eyes 
almoſt blinded by the defluxion of a hot Rheum. By means of all which the 
Child was much emaciated, Idreſſed the ulcerated Strume with Pledgits (pred 
with unguent. diapompbolyg. applying cerat. Galexi over them, and clipt the 
Plaiſter off his head 3 and after I had cleanſed it of the cruſted Mwcxs with which 
it was cover'd, I bathed it with Wine wherein were boiled flor, roſ. rub, ſam- 
mitat, abſimth, pee mm O& bace, myrtill, then bound a Compreſle dipt in 
the ſameupon it : by which in aday or two it dried up. To his Eyes I applied 
a Fomentation, and an anodyne Coliyrinm ex lafie mulier, & aq, roſ, was dropt 
into them. Emplaſters ad berniam were applied to his Temples : Iembrocated 
his Lip with *»guent, refriger, Galeni, I alſo preſcribed him a diftill'd Milk, 
with Antiſtrumaticks, and purged him with Rhubarb-drink, alſo a few grains 
of Merc, dxlcis once in three days. At other times he drank a diſtill'd Milk, 
Water with new Milk, and ſome nights an Emulſion ex ſem. 4 frig. By this 
method his Eyes recovered, the Ulcerations healed, and at length the Glands 
reſolved » by the uſe of the Malagma ad ftruma,,or ſuppurated, and waſted them- 
ſelves that way, and he recovered fleſh. But this Child was of an11I Habit of bo- 
dy, and frequently relapſed or fel into other Diſeaſes : the Cure of ſome of theſe 
indiſpoſed Bodies being the'work of Time. 

A Chitdofabout 11 years-of age had been long diſtaſed with Inflammati- 
ons of her'Eyes, with other-diſturbances from acid Humours, After vari- 
ous endeavours to cure her, ſhe was at laſt with much deſpondency recom- 
mended into my hands. I applied ——_— ad berniani to her Temples, and 
preſcribed her a Fomentation to breath torth the impated Humours,and a Solu- 

tion 
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tion of Jap. calaminaris in 4g, feujcali to waſh.her Eyes. The next day'I purged 
her with mfaſ. ſene. rhab. &c. and ſent her half a dozen papers ofa tew grains 
of Calomel. cum ſaccharo, with direQtions to take, one every 3. 4. or 5. day, 
From her very firlt .Doſe the Fluxjon ceaſed, ſhexecover'd,. and continucd {o 
ſome.months; and is relieved thexeby. conltantly,, + But lacely- ſhe was ſeized 
with a pain in\her. right Ear, and 'many ſmall. Strume aroſe on both ſides of 
ar Neck, which I removed by Purging, and by embrocating. it with wnguext, 
ſtrumas. | 


Heſe Inflammations of the Eyes are generally attended with Lippitudo,and L1P PTI- 
"M- are called foby the Latins : but that which I here mean by it is, a Blea- T UP 0s 
redneſs of the edges of the Eye-lids 3 of which there are two forts, Lippitudo 
bumids, and ficcs. They arc both the effects of great Defluxions excoriating 
the Lids, and relaxing the tone of theni. The Humida is more remarkable Hwmida, 
upon Accidents of burning by Fire, Gunpowder, or the like ;-but that which 
I ſhall here ſpeak of is, a Lippitndo with an Hyperſarcoſis which ariſeth upon the 
excoriated Lid , and turneth it outward , being always accompanicd with 
Fluxion upon the Eye. The Lippitudo Sicca is an Excoriation of the Lid, bur Sica 
ariſeth from a ſalt Phlegm mixed with a bilious Humour, and lieth upon the 
Cilis amongſt the Hair with a branny white Scale, not much unlike an #/e- 
47 oth and is attended with an itching. I ſhall give you an Inſtance gf

A Man of about. 56 years of age, of a full Body, had bcen ſubjeR to a Lip- 1.0bſervat.

| AManaged 28 years, of a tolerable good Habit of body, came to Londox , o>fcervar."

ſareofis arilting from within , over{preading .the Tunicle, and heaving it outs humid with 
wards. Dr. Walter Needbam was his Phyſician, and prepared his body by f2perſarcoſis 
Purging, &c. In order to my work, I placed him in a Chair in. a clear lighe 
and turned the diſcaſed Lid moreoutward, the while bringing the upper Lid 
cloſe over the Eye, and holding it ſo whilſt I rubb'd the Hyperſarcofis with a 
Cauſtick»ſtone, wiping the Salts away as they diſſolved with armed Probes, 
After I had thus extirpated the overgrown Fleſh, I clipt off the looſe Sloughs, 
and with a Sponge in a Baſon of water I waſhed the lixiviall Salts out of the 
Eſcar, dropping into his Eye mucilag. ex ſem. althee, pſyllii & cydonior, ex- 
tracted is ag. plantag. then laying him upon his Back, I covered over the ex- 
ternall parts with Whites of eggs beaten with apiece of Alume to a Froth, 
and thereby reſtrained the Fluxion. After the Eſcar ſeparated, I rubb'd the 
remaining Superexcreſcence with a Vitriol-ſtone, waſhing the Salts out after- 
wards with fair Water. During this work he was let bloud, and frequently 
waſht his Eye with a Solution of troch. alb. Rhaſis and aq. plantag. & ſolant, 
Thus in the ſpace of 3 months it was extirpated and cured, the Eye-lid retuz- 
ning naturally as the other. 

A Man of about 26 years of age, having been afflicted from his infancy with 3.0bfervar. 
ſoar Eyes, conſulted Sr. Fra. Prujeen, who ſent for me. The Patient had a of Lippirnds 
certain Blearcdneſs of both the left Eyc-lids from the externall Canthxas downe [6c4. 
wards, but more eſpecially on the lower Lid 3 which Blearedneſs was covered 


with ſmall white branny Scales inveſting the Hair, His Phytician purged 
Tt im 
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him with an infuſ. ſexe, rhab. &c. and preſcribed a Fontanell behind that Ear, 
alſo VenzſeRion in that Arm, which was accordingly done. T\fomented the 
diſeaſed Parts with a Deco&tion of ſummit. malvar. violar. flor. ſambuci, meliloti, 
ſem, lini & fanugreci, and anointed them cam ol.vitell, ovor. atleaſt twiceaday, 
By this the dry Scales were ſuppled, and after picktoff from the Hair and edges 
of the Eye-lids. Then I touched the bleared edges with ag. viridir, and anojn- 
ted them with #ungwent. tmtie, as it is deſcribed in the Pharmacopeia Londinenfir, 
by which and internall Preſcriptions he was cured, 


Crnae, VI. 
Of Apilops. 


Aoi is a Tubercle in the inner Cauthus of the Eye, either Scrophuloug, 
Atheromatous, or of the nature of a Meliceris, or ſometime with In- 
flammation. It hath obtained two names amongſt the Grecians : viz. Anchy- 
lops, when it is not ulcerated z Xgilops, when it is. In which latter caſe it 
is very apt to grow ſinuous; and being ſo, whether it prove callous or not, 
is however called Fiſtula lacrymalis, ſometimes paſſing through the Bone of the 
Noſe it ſelf. 

The Cauſes of AXgilops are the ſame that produce the like Tumours in other 
places. But in ſome caſes it is made by Fluxion, and appeareth firſt as a ſmall 
Phlegmon, This Diſeaſe frequently occurreth in Laes Venerea: but theſe 1 
here treat of are Strumous. ' 

If it be Struma Atheroma, &c. it isthen made by Congeſtion, and the Tu- 
bercle is round, without diſcolouring the Skin, . If it be made by Fluxion, 
pain and redneſs do appear, with Inflammation over all that Eye. Sometimes 
it beginneth onely with a weeping of that corner, and is not diſcovered till it 
affects the Eye with redneſs 3 and then, by prefſure with your finger upon that 
Cantbus, a mixt Matter may be diſcharged , part whereof is not unlike the 
White of anegg. Sometimes this Matter cateth quite through the Bone, and 
diſchargeth it ſelf downwards through the Noſe with a feetid ſmell. 

Fiftule lacrymales are difficult of Cure from what Cauſe ſoever they ariſe. 
The Part being looſe and ſpongy, the Eye very ſenſible, and the laxity of the 
Part, maketh Humours apt to ſoak into it, and to penetrate even to the Bone 
it ſelf. The ſenſiblenefs of the Eye renders it ſubjeR to pain and fluxion, 
as alſo untit to be dreſſed with ſharp Medicaments, ſuch as theſe Diſcaſes re- 

uire. 
? That Fiftula which is recent, with ſufficient opening is the eaſieſt of Cure. 
Thoſe of a long continuance are for the moſt part accompanied with Ulcerati- 
ons of that Gland, and Caries in the Bone, which makes them ſubje& to a wee» 
ping after they are cured. It the Ulcer be accompanied with Eroſion, it 
will be apt to terminate cancerous 3 in which caſe the Cureis deplorable. 

The indication of Cwre is taken from the condition of the Xgilops, whether 
jt be in its beginning with Inflammation, or by Congeſtion, paſfing its Matter 
forth under the Cilizm into the Eye: in which caſe it is fiſtulated. Anchylops 
hath alſoits peculiar way of treating, as other Twmours of the Glands,

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In the beginning of A-ge/ops Bleeding by Lancet is neceſſary, and (o is Par- 


ging, alſo ſuch Alteratives as have been-preſcxibed in the generall Cure of 


Strume, with regulation of Diet accordingly. 

Externally we apply Repellents to. the diſcaſed Part, to prevent Fluxion, 
of qua portulac, lacince, plantag. equiſeti, ſolani, ſperm. ranar, &c. cum albu- 
min. ovor, bolo Armen. &c. To intercept the Matter we apply gum. maſtich, 
takamahaca, emplaſt. ad herniam, to the Temples and Parts about. If the 
Tumour increaſe with tenſion and pain, it will then be reaſonable to endea- 
vour Diſcuſſion by Mcdicaments alrcady deſcribed in Ophthalmia, of ſummitat; 
abfinth. flor. ſambuci, rute, far. lentium, orobi, &c. deco&ted in Wine or com- 
mon Lixive. In the Anchylops rancid Nuts beaten and applicd are much com- 
mended : {o likewiſe is calx viva cum melle contrita. If the Tumour tend to 
Suppuration, then haſten ConcoQtion cum radic. lilior, mucilag. ſem. althee, 
fenugreci, lini, far. tritic, axung. porcin, &c, The Matter being well concocted, 
lay it open large,that you may have way to apply your Medicaments. Authours 
have propoſed various Eſcaroticks to open theſe 3 but I uſe the opening them 
by Knife or Cauſtick. The onely Caution is, that you open it ſuch ny ror 
off from the edge of the Eye-lid, that you divide not that : for in fo doing 
you will leave a remedileſs Blemiſh,and the Eye will be apt to water ever after, 
and be ſubje& to Fluxion. Therefore if you open it by Cauſtick,it will require 
your greater care, I for the moſt part open them by Incifion. Then digeſt them 
with a Doſſill dipt in oleo roſ.& vitell, ovi z over which apply cerat.Galeni,or ſuch 
like Anodynes, with a Compreſle dipt in ſome of the aboveſaid diftil'd Wa- 
ters, to contemperate the heat in the Part 3 and afterwards deterge with mel 
roſ.. yr. de roſ. ſiccis z or, Re mell. comm, Fij. viridis eris 3). ſpir. vini Zitij. co- 
quantur ad tertie partis conſumptionem : and then diſpoſe them to cicatrize 
with this 3 Rt myrobalan.citr, 3). thuris, myrrbe, an. i). floris eris Jj. camphore 
gr. ij. infund. in ag. roſ. & vini albi an. Zitlj. & coquantur ad tertie partis con- 
ſumptionem, filtrando pro uſu. And afterwards by unguent, tutie, aq. calcis, &c, 
with good Compreſſion incarn and cicatrize them. 

If it be Fiſtulous, and the Orifice ſmall, dilate it with Gentian-roots, or 
ſuch like, and procecd with Deterſives, as hath been (aid. It thereby the 
Callus do not waſte, you may inje this following DecoQion 3 It fol. rute, 
chelidon, min. agrimon. an. M\S. infund. per notem ſpir. vini 1b($. coletur pro uſu : 
and apply this following, upon Dofflls 3 Rt zinziberis Zij, viridis eris Jij. mell, 
roſ. Ziij. aceti opt. Jiiij. coq. ad craſſitiem. It there be Caries, apply this : 
R: vitrioli uſti, cantharid. abſciſſ. alis & capitibns, calcis vive, ſalis armoniac, 
alumin. roch, an. p. 4q. cum urina pueri inſpiſſat. Theſe are the Medicaments 
propoſed by Authours of good authority. 

In the applying them the Parts about muſt be well defended, and the Fluxi- 
on reſtrained by the application of Retrigerants3 and after all it is a moſt pain- 
full tedious way. Therefore I propoſe the ule of the aQtuall Cautery 3 which 
being applicd through a Cannula will with one touch waſte the Calloſity and 
Caries: after which dreſs it up with a Dothill dipt in a mixture of of, rof. cum 
albumine ovi, and a Compreſſe in the ſame over all: then digeſt and deterge 
with the milder Preſcriptions, keeping the Orihice dilated with a Doſh! dipt 
in tindura myrrhe, &c. till the Bone cxtoliate : then with unguent. tte, &c. 
with Comprecthion cicatrize. 

The Anchylops requires Extirpation, and is to be cured accordingly to what 
is propoſed in this Treatiſe, 


\ Young Gentlewoman, abounding with acid Serum, was ſcized with an 
Inflammation and Tumour in the great Canthns or Angle of her Eye.

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She had been dreſſed by fome neighbouring Friend till the Inflammation cloſed 
up her Eye-lid, andalarm'd her by the great diſcharge of a mixt ferous Mattey 
T, obſerving the Tumour perfe&ly ſappurated, and the Matter ſhining under 
the Cuticula ready to burft through, open'd it by the point of a Lancer, with. 
out drawing one drop of bloud. The Matter diſcharged, I dreffed it with a 
Doſfill dipt in vitello ovi, with a Plaiſter of cera?. Galeni, and Cloaths dipt in 
Red wine over all, with convenient Bandage to retain them on. The next 
day I took off Dreitngs, and fomented it with deco. fol. malo, wviol. betonic, 
falvie, & flor. roſe rub. in Wine and Water, repeating the Dreflings as before, 
and let her bloud in the Arm. At the next day's dreffing I found the Swel- 
ting of her Eyc-lid relaxed, and the externall Inflammation —_— but 
the Eye it ſelf inflamed. I fomented and dreffed the Abſceſfe with a Doffill 
dipt in ſyr. de rof. ficeis, applying a Pledgit of nngaent. tutie over it, with a 
ſoft Compreſfe thereupon. 3 leaving the Eye at liberty to be refreſhed by 
the Air, and to be drefſed with Breaſt-milk, &c. as they pleaſed. To the 
Forchead Frontlets were applicd to reſtrain and intercept the Influx, Sr. Fra. 
Pruj. was her Phyſician, and preſcribed her lenient Pargatives, traumatick 
Deco&ions, &c. I alſo kept the Oritice open fafficiently for difcharge of the 
Matter and conveniency of dreffing, applying externally refrigerant and ex- 
ficcant Medicaments, and adding a few drops of tizfzra virids to the Syrup 
in which I dipt my Doffills. Yet notwithſtanding our endeavours, the Mat- 
ter having rnade its paſſage into the Eye during the time of Suppuration, it 
continued its courſe, and flowed both ways in too great a quantity for ſome 
tine, Upon which conſideration I dreſſed the Ulcer with a Dofſill dipt in 
Przcipitate, and applicd over it a Pledgit cum unguent. tutie Vigonis, with 
Compreſſe and Bandage. After I had thus digeſted it, I drefſed it with a Doſe 
fill dipt is ag. viridis, ( as it is preſcribed in the method of Cure, ) leſſening 
the ſaid Doffill daily, and at laſt cicatrized it firm, 

A ſcrophulous Child ofabout 4 years of age having an inflamed Tubercle in 
the great Angle of her left Eye, the Matter being ſuppurated, I opened it by 
Incition, and diſcharged a well-concocted Matter; then fomented the Tumour 
with Wine, and fil'd the Abſceſſe with Dofflils dipt in ſyr. de rof. fice. with a 
Pledgit of ungzent, bafilic, over it, alſo a Plaiſter of cerat. Galeni over that,and 
bound it up, proceeding daily in the fomenting and dreffing it, till the Inflam- 
mation and Swelling remitted. After which I added a few drops of tindurz 
viridis to the Syrup, and kept the Ulcer dilated with a Doffill dipt and preſſed 
out of that Mixture, applying a Pledgit of w#guent. ex lap. calamin. with Com- 
preſſe and Bandage over it. And the better to diſpoſe the Ulcer to cure, I pur- 
ged her once in 4 or 5 days with an Infuſion of Rhubarb in Small beer, and 
once aweek with a few grains of Merc, dulc, cum ſaccharo, The Matter dimi- 
niſhing, 1 lefſened the Doſſill, and cicatrized it with the aforeſaid TinQure, 
making good Bandage upon the Sins till it was cloſe united, and ceaſed 
weeping, 

A Gentlewoman of about 25 years of age having been between 3 and 4 
years ſubje& to the King's-Evill and a Fiſtula weeping into the Eye ' ou the 
great Canthus, I preſcribed her ag. lap. medicament, Crollii to drop into that 
corner of her Eye, and directed her the making a conitant Compreſſion upon 
the externall Parts by an Inſtrument made to that purpoſe : by which ſhe was 
in few months cured. And by the ſame way, with the help of Internalls, I 
have cured many of thoſe, where the Bone hath not been carious, or the Habit 
ot body cxtremely indiſpoſed. 

A Boy about7 or$ years of age, of a very ill Habit of body, had alſo been 
two ycars diſcafed with a Fiſtula lacrymalis, and conſulted ſome of _—_— 
cthon,

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feffion. But they deterred him and his Parents with the mention of the 


aQuall Cautery : whereupon he was put into my hands to cure. IT made In- 
cifion into the Cavity, and put into it a proportionable piece of Gentian-root, 


with a Pledgit of Bafilicox over it, and a Comprefle preffed out of ſome of 


the aforementioned diftild Waters. The fecond day after I repeated the 
fame manner of drefling, and continued to keep it dilated with fome of the 
fame Roots, During which Lendeavourcd to rettrain the influx of Humours, 
and dry up thofe affeting the Part, according as hath been ſet down in the 
method of Cure, and by Antiſtrumaticks diſpoſed the Humours to a healing 
condition. The Fluxion being thus removed, and the Matter little, I letc 
off the uſe of the Gentian-root, and drefſed the Ulcer with Doſfils dipe and 
preſſed out of aq. med, Cyollii, and after ſome days lefſened them daily. Afﬀter- 
wards I left off the Doſfills,and cicatrized the Ulcer with Pledgits of wnguent, 
tutie, &c. Many ſuch I have ſo cured : but ſome years after I have ſeen divers 
of them thus cured weeping again. 
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A Girl of about 12 years of age having a Fiftula lacrymalis of ſome years $. Obſervat. 
continuance, diſcharging a mixt crude Matter daily into the Eye, I laid it of Fiſtula 


open by Incifton, dilated and digeſted it, and endeavoured by Internalls to 
diſpoſe the Body to a better habit, and proſecuted the Cure by Exficcants. 
But it not yielding thereto, I ſeparated the Periofteuwm from the Bone, made 
Exfoliation of it, and incarned upon that, ſuppoſing I had by Compreſſion 
cicatrized the Ulcer. But it brake out again upon the leaving off the Bandage 
upon which I dilated it again, and by actuall Cautery conſumed the Calles and 
Bone: after which it cured more cafily.

A Gentlewoman aged about 38 years had a Fiftuls lacrymalis diſcharging 6. obfervar. 
its Matter into the Eye in great quantity. , I applied a ſmall Cauſtick upon of. Fiftala 
that part of it where I felt the Cavity 3 and having eaten into it, I paſſed an {«&ymatts. 


actua!l Cautery through it to the Bone, whereby I cauterized it, then dreſſed 
the burnt Eſcar with Lenients to haſten its Separation, and afterwards deter- 
ged and cicatrized the Ulcer as hath been afore ſhewed. 


A Young fellow, aged 28 years, was commended to me out of the City, 5. Obſervar. 
having a Fiſtula lacrymalis diſcharging a great quantity of purulent Matter into of Fiſtu/a 
the Eyc. . He had ſuffered many years by it, and paſſed through many hands {4mair-. 


unſucceſsfully, I laid it open by Inciſion, and dilated it, endeavouring ſome 
while to digeſt it, and to that purpoſe preſcribed various Internalls: but the 
Matter rather increaſing, I paſſed a Cannula into the Cavity, and with an 
aQual] Cautery pierced through that fide of the Bone of the Noſe, thereby di- 
verting the Matter, and afterwards cured the Ulcer with more caſe ; the Bone 
alſo exfoliated, and fill'd up with Calkes. 

I could give you more Inſtances of the Cures of Fiſtule Iacrymales : but the 
manner thereof differeth not from what hath before been ſaid 3 and by the actu- 
all Cautery I never failed in the Cure of the worſt of them. 


A Woman aged about 3o years having a Tubercle in the great Cantbas of g 01,ceryar, 
the right Eye of the bigneſs of a Piſtol-bullet, I made Inciftion of the Skin, of Anchylop:. 


and ſeparating it from the preternaturall body, I raifed it up, In taking it 
out, the Cytis broke, and ſhewed it ſelf by its Matter to be a Meliceris, T 
cleanſed the Wound, and cut it out, bringing away the Cyſtzs 3 then cloſed 
up the Lips of the Wound, and applied a Pledgit of wnguent. baſilic, with 
Bandage overit, and cured it by Agglutination. Theſe Tubercles dofrequent- 
ly yield to Diſcutients : and ſome times, atter they havereſiſted all our Endea- 
vours, they have of themſelves reſolved. Particularly I ſaw it in an Enſign 
in thc Low-conntries, who was troubled with a Tubercle of the bigneſs of a 


Pigcon's egg, which had been of many years continuance, He intended to 
have 
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have been my Patient there, and ſome years after deſigned to have put him- 
ſelf into my hands here ; but a while after it diſſipated fo as there remained 
no mark of it. 

A young Gentlewoman came to London recommended to me having a Tu- 
bercle in the great Angle of her right Eye, of the bigneſs of a Lupin. Many 
endeavours had been uſed in the Country to reſolve it. I began with Diſcu- 
tients, Bleeding, Purging, &c. and thought I had thereby diffipated the Mat- 
ter: but after a few days diſcontinuance of Topicks and Bandage, it appea- 
red again: upon fight whereof I opened it by Inciſfion, and diſcharged a Mat- 
ter like the White of an egg. I could not perceive any Cyfſtir, yet judged it 
an Atheroma, Having, dreſſed it with a Doſſill dipt in Precipitate, I applied 
another over it ſpred with bafilicon, with a Compreſle over that dipt in ag. roſ. 
rub, & ſolani. The third day I repeated the ſame kind of Dreſſings, and conti- 
nued them till I had well deterged and digeſted the Ulcer ; then dreffed it with 
a Doſſill dipt in a Sarcotick tinfure of Myrrh, Aloes, &c. and afterwards pro- 
ceeded with Epuloticks, and thought it had been cicatrized. But prefling 
with my finger one day upon the upper part of it, and a diſproportionate 
quantity of Matter flowing forth, I paſſed in my Probe, and feeling the Bone 
carious, I dilated it with Gentian-roots, paſſed in a Cannulato the Caries, and 
with an aQtuall Cautery dricd the Bone. I applicd to it ol. roſ. cum albumine ovi; 
and afterwards dreſſed the Ulcer daily for the firlt 4 or 5 days with Dofſils 
dipt in decofi. bordei, rad, conſolid. maj. and when the anguiſh was mitigated, 
with tind&zra myrrbe, keeping the Orifice open till the Extoliation was per- 
feed 3 then cicatrized it, as hath been ſhewed inthe former Obſervations.

the right Canthus : ſhe had alſo a Polypas in that Noſtrill, I began with 
the Tubercle by the application of a Cauſtick. After the ſeparation of which 
a Fungus thruſt forth, and grew very vexatious in the eradicating. Aﬀeer I 
had ſpent ſome time unſucceſsfully in the work, I began with the Polypus, 
attempting to thruſt it out with my finger : but it not yielding that way, 
I took hold of it with a Forceps Ducks bills, and having pulled it outward, I 
paſſed a Needle with a twiſted brown Thread through it, according to Fab. ab 
Aquapend, and pulling by that and my Forceps together, it came away about 
the length of two inches, but was attended with a flux of bloud from the Noſe, 
Mouth and Eye; which was ſtopt by the ſyringing up of Oxycrate. At the 
next drefling of the Ulcer in the Canthxs I miſled the Fungzr, , and found a 
great hole in the Bone of the Noſe. Upon fight of which I concluded the Fun- 
gu which had been there was the root of that Polypus. The Bone was much 
corrupted : but I haſtened the externall Cure of the Ulcer, and return'd her 
into the Country, leaving the Extoliation of the Bone to Nature, 


Having treated accidentally of a Polypxs, I thought my (elf obliged to give 
you one Obſervation of an Ozena, it being an Ulcer within the Noſe 3 and 
though it be not the King s-Evill, yet it too frequently accompanieth it, and is 
occationed by thoſe ſharp Humours patling that way, and yieldeth not other- 
wiſe to Cure then by the gencrall method preſcribed in this Treatiſe.

By the frequent repeating of the aforementioned 


internall Preſcriptions and externall Applications, ſhe was happily cured in 
the ſpace of amonth, and ſo continues to this day, And by this method all 
theſe kind of Ozente may be cured. 


The Eye-lids are frequently diſcaſed with glandulous Tuberclesz which, 
how different Matter ſoever they- contain, are generally called Hordeo/;, and do 
take their originall from the ſame Maiter that thoake Tumours do which are de- 
ſcribed in this Teeatiſe of Strume, and are cured after the ſame manner. Some» 
times they reſolve or ſuppurate : but for the molt part they are taken out by 
Knife or Cauſtick, Theſe onely that lie between the inner Tunicle and Car- 
tilage are capable of being extirpated by Incilion : the other may be eradicated 


by Cauſtick 3 the manner I ſhall ſhew you ina: tew Inſtances.

A Gentleman of about 26 years of age had an Hordeolum on his right ;.0bſervar, 
between the externall Tunicle and Cartilage. I applicd of Hordes-

it with a Lancer, and let out the 


Matter 3 then digeſted it with wnguezt. baſilic, But feeling afterward ſome 
part of the Gland in it, Iſprinkled into it ſome Mere. precipis. and applied a 
Pledgit of bafilicon over it, with emplaſtr. diachyl. ſinepl. whereby I eradica- 
ted ir, and ſoon after healed it ſmooth with anguent. txtie. Where the Suppu- 
ration hath been more perfe&, they are cafier cured. 
were hard and movable, I have opened them by Incikon tranſverſe, or accor- 
ding to the length of the Eye-lid, and thruſt them out whole, then healed them 
by Agglutination. Yet in ſome of theſe the Cyftis hath burſt in taking out, and 
a thick curdled Matter hath thruſt forth: in which cafes I digetted them 
out with Przcipitate, and healed them as aforeſaid. But the opening theſe 
with a Cauſtick-ſtone pointed is moſt grateftull, to Worgen at leaſt ; upon 
which conſideration I generally open them that way,and upon ſeparation of the 
Eſcar thruſt them out, and cure them by Digeſtion with little trouble or pain. 

A young Woman came out of the North-country to me with an Hordeolum 13.0bſervar. 
on the inſide of the Cartilage preſſing upon the Eye with great weight, and in- of Hordes. 
I turned the Lid infide outward, made an Incifion into it, and lum, 


flaming it. 


In others, where they 


thruſt it out : then cleanſing the Wound, I returned the Lid down, It cu- 
red of it (elf in three or tour days, without any manner of dreffing. Yet 
ſometimes Excreſcences thruſt out there, and inflame the Eye.

times 
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times I haveſeen Excreſcences of ſoft Fleſh grow upon the Twunice conjuntiivs, 
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and cauſe an Inflammation of the Eye. Severall ſuch like have come to me 
out of the Country : ſome I have cut away with Sciffors 3 others I have worn 
off with the Alume and Vitriol-ſone. 

A Perſon of Honour, aged 29 years, was commended into my hands by 
Sr. Edward Alfon Phyſician. She was diſeaſed with a Tumour of a dark 
red colour poſſeſſing the upper Lid of her left Eye between the external) Tu- 
nicle and the Cartilage, ſpreading to the very edge of the Cilizm, It took its 
originall from ſome Hordeolum il! handled, and ſeemed to be a Sarcoma, I 
propoſed the eradicating it by Eſcarotick : which being allowed of, I cacom- 
piſed the Tumour with Ink, then began with. a Cauſtick-ſtone in the upper 
partof it, wiping up the difſolved Salt witharmed Probes, proceeding gradu- 
ally in the work to the very edge of the Lid, with great care to preſerve the 
Hair growing on it. It was a very nice work, After I had ſufficiently pe- 
netrated into this Fleſhy body, I waſhed the'Salts out of the Eſcar, and ſca- 
ritying it, drefſed it with »xguent. boſilic.. cum oleo lilior. and bound it up. 
The next day we met again 3 when I took off — and found the 
Tumour flat , the Eſcar lying propottionably as was defigned , and the 
Eye undiſturbed. I fomented cam deco}, malve , viol. &c. and drefled it 
up as before, continuing my attendance daily with her Phyſician : and as 
the Eſcar ſeparated between the Scarifications, I either rubb'd the Su- 
perexcreſcence of Fleſh with the Vitriol-ſtone, or ſprinkled it with Prz- 
cipitate, or uſed both. And after the Eſcar caſt off, Ideterged and waſted 
the remaining baſis, and cicatrized it ſmooth, leaving the very Edge na- 
ully ſhaped , without loſſe of one Hair: and fo it continueth to this 

ay» 

An Italian Gentleman was brought to me by Sr. Theod. de Vo. who! had 
a large Excreſcence in the great Angle of his right Eye. The Extirpation 
had been attempted both in Italy, and at Paris , as they told me. I paſſed 
a Ligature upon the baſis of it, and clipt it off cloſe : then drying up the 
bloud with a Sponge dipt in aq. ſperm. ranar. I rubb'd its remaining baſis 
with the'Vitriol-ſtone, then waſhed his Eye again with the foreſaid ag. ſþ. 


ranar., The next morning I viſited him, and met his Phyſician there 3 
but we ſaw nothing of the Excreſcence remaining, neither did it appear 
any more. _ 

A Gentlewoman near 40 years of age had a very large rowin

e at length deſiring me to take it off, I paſſed a Needle under its ba-

Theſe Swellings are raiſed by Congeſtion gradually without pain, and 
therefore are ſeldome taken notice of till by their growth they bring inconve- 
niences with them, as Catarrh, Cough, or Difficuky of (wallowing: | in which 
latter caſe their Dxink often runreth out at their Noſe. dicks 

Theſe diffes from the common Swellings of the Amygdale, as Tumours by 
Congeſtion do from thoſe made by Fluxion : which latter are of ſudden growth, Difference: 
and terminate as ſoon 3 whereas the other may have been many years growing, 
and do increaſe and gdecreale with. che Moon, as: generally all Tumours by 
Congeſtion in the Glands do. 

The Caſes of the TumeftaQion of theſe Glands are the ſame with thoſe of 
Strume, | Cauſcs. 

They are ſoft fleſhy Tumours, of 2 round or ovall figure, retaining thena- - 
turall colour of the Skin 3 and axe of an obtule ſenſe, ſothar you may pierce Si8%- 
the body. of them with a Knife ox-Probe without cauting pain or drawing 
bloud ; yet are they ſubje& to Inflammation, and the like Accidents that other 
Swellings of the Glands are. ; | pv ' 

If the TumefaRion be ſmall, the diſturbance is lietle 3 many people having 
had them from their Infancy without great inconvenience. If the Swellings Prognoſtick. 
be big, there may be danger of Suffacation : but in that caſe they muy be &x- 
tirpated without running any great hazzard. 

In order to the Cure, Phylicians do generally preſcribe Venzſedtion, and 
by Clylters and lenient Purgatives make Evacuation 3 alſo by Bliſering, Cup» cure, 
ping, Fontanells, &c. they endeavour Derivation : which is neceſſary in caſe 
of Inflamamation 3 in which aſtringent Lotions may be alſo proper. But in 
thoſe made by Congeſtion the ſpeedicft way of Cure is by Extirpation : and 
that either by Abſciſhon, at ance cutting them off ; or by aQtuall or potential! 
Cautery. Modern Writers have faid little of theſe Extirpations. Fabritius ab 
Aquapend, in his Book De operat. Chirarg. xenders the Abſciflion of them 
difficult enough, and not without dangerz as you may ke, where delivering 
Celſur and Pawler's way of cutting,them out, he determins at laſt thus, Ex qui 
bus lices colligere, neque facilem neque. omnino 1#t2am banc Chirurgiam eſe, &c. 
The firſt Chizurgeon in my memory that attempted the Extirpating them 
was the late deceaſed Mz. Ed. Noel.. an exccllent Operator. He atternpted 
ie vpon a Perſon of Honour by aGtugll Cautery through a Commis well con- 
trived for that purpoſe. I afterwards ſaw hin burn ſeveral. He paſſed 
the Cautery thraugh the body of them, and by repeating of it twice or thrice 
he burnt a hole through them, and accordingly cximpled them up; as may 
be yet ſeen in that Noble Perſon, ſomewhat of the Excreſcence ftill re- 
maining , and not without ſome uncaſinefſe at certain times ; upon which 
Vy account 
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account I had the honour to ſee it ſome years fince, The way by potenti- 


-all Cautery is, by working with a Cauſtick-ſtone and other Elcaroticks fixt 


in ſuch an Inſtrument as may ſerve to cat into them, without offending the 
neighbouring ſound Parts. To which purpoſe I make my way into the bo- 
dy of the Gland, conſuming it within and at laſt the Shell ( or exteri- 
our parts ) falls in pieces, and is ſo eradicated. The way by Exciſion is, by 
making a Ligature about the baſis of them, and ſnipping them cloſe off with 
a pair of crooked Probe-ſcifſors. In this work you ought toconfider well how 
they areradicated. , For ſometimes they are rooted like a Criſt deeper in the 
Throat : in which, if in cutting them out you onely cut that part you ticd, 
and cut the Ligatureat the ſame time, it will flip down into the Throat, and 
hazzard their choaking. Therefore whilſt you hold the Ligature with one 
hand, you mult paſs the Sciſſors down as cloſe by the baſis of it as youcan, 
fo as by one ſnip you may cut it clear off But leſt you ſhould fail, it will be 
neceſſary to have another Ligature fitted in an Infirument for your purpoſe, 
and the Patient's Head to be held ficady,that in caſe you fail in the firſt attempt, 
and it fall into the Throat, you may readily zeturn it, and tie it at the ſame 
time 3 which is no difficult thing to doe. The Excifion made, the bleeding 


will be ſoon ſtopt by Gargling with Oxycrate 3 and you may cicatrize it in a 


few days by touching it with the Vitriol and Alume-ſtones. I ſhall give 
you ſome Inſtances of my practice therein, and ſhew you my firſt attempt 
in the Extirpation of them by Eſcarotick and Exciſion in this following Ob- 
{crvation. 


A Perſon of Honour , aged 10 years, having been ſome years diſeaſed 
with preternaturall Swellings in her Tontills , with t Defluxion 
upon her Lungs, alſo Difficulty of breathing, and at laſt of ſwallowing, her 
Drink frequently running out at her Noſe, was brought to London, and 
put into the hands of Sr. Fre. Prujean "and Dr. Luke Rugely. Mr. Arris 
was Chirurgeon to the Family. Various Remedies had been preſcribed : 
but they proving ineffeQuall to remove them, I was conſulted, and propo- 
ſed the Extirpation of them by actuall Cautery, But that not being ad- 
mitted, I undertook it by Eſcaroticks, and came the next day prepared, and 
laced her in aclear light, her Head leaning to a Bed-poſt, Mr. Arris fitting 
chind, holding it ſteady. ''I began with the left Tonfill , holding her 
Tongue down with a Specxlum lingue, while 'I preſſed into the body of the 
Tumour with a long-pointed Cauſtick-ſtone fixed to a Stick. After I had 
held it a while, IT pulPd- it out, and with:a Firre-ftick dipt in oleo vitriols 
preſſed intothe ſame place, then pulled out that roo, and gave her a Glaſs 
of water to waſh her Mouth. Lrepeated the uſe of the ſeverall Cauſticks ; ſhe 
waſhing her Mouth always after the uſe of them. By this method I pene- 
trated into both the Tonfills, and divided the left into two. In the time of 
working, with the Cauſtick, I dricd up the Saltsof them with armed Probes fo 
well, that her Mouth was not-fretted. in- any part by them :' and after I had 
tiniſht the work, I waſht the Tonſills with deco@7. bordei, and ſhe afterwards 
gargled witha pleaſant Julep made of diſtild: Water, acet. rof. and ſyr. dia- 
moron. Having divided the one Tonfill, and' diminiſhed the other, I cauſed 
an Inſtrument to be made £0 convey a Ligature abqut the bafis of them, with 
delign to tic and cubthem off ane after another. I began with the left Tonſil, 
pathng a Ligature upon the one half, and cut it off cloſe. There happening 
no dilturbance by bleeding, T'tied the other, and cut it off : then with a Vi- 
trioll-ſtone I rabb'd the remaining befir, and thereby ſmoothed and cicatrized 
it in 40or 5 days. Ithen began with the right Tonfill, - Mr. 4rris bebling 
cr 
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her Head as formerly, I made a Ligature upon the bafir of it, and holding the 

end of it with my right hand, I pailed a pair of Probe-ſcifſors with my vther 

hand cloſe by the ſaid baſis, and ſuppoling I had encompaſſed the root, I clipt ; 

but itnot coming away, I thruſt my Sciflors downwards, and cut again, being 
confident I had clipt through the fleſhy body. I pulF'd the Ligature, bat itnot 

coming, I was ſomewhat ſurprized what ſhould be the cauſe: therefore pulling 

my Sciſſors a little back,and turning them more off trom the baſis, I clipt again; 

cut off the bigger part of it,and brought it out with my Ligature: at which in- 

ſtant ſhe choaked, The Ladies ſeeing it ſhricked, and became troubleſome. I - 

deſfixed Mr. Arris to fit ſtill while the Patient choaked : ſhe gaping, I paſſed 

into her Throat the Inſtrument I had made the Ligature by, and raifing up 

the remaining Excreſcence, ſhe recovered, and cried, Shall I live? I replied, 

Yes, if you fit till. I paſſed another Inſtrument fitted with a Ligature.: In 
changing the Inſtraments the Excreſcence flipt down, and ſhe choaked a- 

gain 3 but Iraiſcd it up, and relieved her : then tied the Ligature upon it, and 

looked into her Throat ; where I ſaw it rooted like a Cock's Combe, and that 

in endeavouring to cut the Tonkill cloſe by the root; I had cut: below:the part 

I had tied. Which if I could have foreſeen, and have paſſed my Sciffors cloſe a 

little lower, one Snip had brought it clear away : but not ſuppolingit rdoted ſo 

Jow,and working blind-told, I was at a loſſe. But being now better'informed, [ 

pafſed my crooked Probe-ſcifſors down lower, cut it clean off by: the roots; 
and brought it away with my Ligature, I cicatrized it with the: Vitriol and 
Alume-ſtones in few days. Yet ſome while after ſhe was cured, a part of her 

Drink came out at her Noſe : which happened by.reaſon of the Tonfils drawing 

that part of her Palate down lower then naturally it ſhould : and. uppoſe that 

was the cauſe of her ſpeaking ſo. Butſame while after ſhe was freed of thoſe

It is cauſed by a pituitous Matter ( fay Authours ) e Cerebro in Lingzam 
prolapſa. Butt late diſcovery hath made it manifeſt to ariſe from a congeſtion 
of Humour in the inferiour ſalival Gland, which is ſeated there, as I haveal- 
ready intimated. 

It is a ſoft Tumour without pain or alteration of colour in the Skin. It 
yieldeth to the im 'of your fingers, but riſeth upon the taking them 
off; and containeth a Matter not unlike the White of an egg, or ſuch as 
we meet with in an Atheromas. It is alſo diſcovered by a Croaking in their

Gentlewoman aged 35 years came to me recommended by Sr. Fr. Pruj. 

She had a large Tumour lying between her Jaws under the Tongue, and 
reaching to her Fore-tecth,, making a great Swelling externally under the 
Chin. Itcauſed a Croaking in her $ and ſeemed troubleſome to her. 
She had paſſed through a Courſe of Phyſick, and uſed various Medicaments 
to it unſucceſsfully. I propoſed the letting out the Matter by aQtuall Cautery : 
but ſhe not gy I it by making an Inciſfion on cach fide near 
the Tongue , and di about two Bloud-porringers full of an albugi- 
nous Matter : upon which the Tumour ſank, I then made a ſearch with a 
Probe, and perceived the Matter had not onely made a deep Cavity down- 
ward, but alſo rendred all the inner part of the Tongue hollow. I dreſſed 
the Abſceſſe with ſyrup. de rofis ficcir, and applied empl. ad berniam with a 
third part of empl. Ceſaris externally under the Chin 3 deterging it afterwards 
with a Solution of mel Zgyptiac. in decod. ſalvie, beton, apii, &c. then incar- 
ned and cicatrized it. But ſome while after it roſe again in a Tumour as for- 
merly. Upon fight whereof I opened it by aRtuall Cautery on both fides of 
the Ranuls, by which the Matter was again diſcharged, and the Tumour 
waſted, Durivg the time I was endeavouring the Cure, ſhe was purged,

and put into an Antiſtrumaticall courſe of Phylick, and was at laſt cured as 
aboveſaid.

ers like the Gills of a Fiſh. They were not painfull, but very uneaſic to her. I 
ſuppoſed them to have Matter in them, and attempted to ſhrink and dry it 
up, as hath been propoſed in the method of Cure z but without ſucceſſe. I 
then ſlit the one open the whole length ; but there flowed out onely a florid 
bloud, which I ftopt by waſhing her Mouth cum aceto: then laid openthe Tu- 
mour on the other fide. They cut like cartilaginous bodies. I Giopt the blee- 
ding of this like as I had done the other, and dreſſed them both with an armed 
Probe dipt in tindurs vitrioli dulcificati, deligning to dry them up that way. 
From the time I opened them, ſhe complained of Hairs in her Mouth, and 
frequently endeavoured with her fingers to pull them out, and perſwaded me 
to doe the like: but I could feel no ſuch thing, She came to me daily to be 
drefled. The Abſceſles digetted, butthe Tumours would not fink : where- 
foreI cut off their Lips 3 yet they did not lic ſo ſmooth as I deligned. Upon 
which conſideration I would have burnt them by aQtuall Cautery : bur the 
mention of that ſo terrified her, that ſhe came no more to me. I have inſer- 

red this Caſe for the rarity of it, and am confident the actuall Cautery was 

the proper and certain way of Cure.

Of WOUNDS in general. 


WOUND is a Solution of continuity in any Part of the body ſud- 
denly made, by any thing that cuts or tears, with a diviſion of the 
Skin, | 
This Definition differs much from what is uſually delivered by Authours ; 
and it is fit it ſhould. For they generally defining a Wound by a Solution i 
parte molli, do thereby exclude a Cur made into a Bone, as that into the Cra- 
nium by a Pole-axe, &c. which why it ſhould not becalled a Wound I know 
not. I ſay, it is made by any thing that cuts or tears. Other Authours detine 
it to be made by an externall Inftrument, &c. How then do they call that 
fratturam cum vulnere, a Fracture with a Wound , where the Bone from 
within makes the Wound, and thruſts it ſelf quite through the Fleſh ? Sexner- 
tus adds to his Definition, that it be done 4 re ſecante & acuta : yet hereckons 
thoſe for Wounds that are made by Bullets, although it be Cannon-ſhot. 1 do 
therefore think .it fit to make my Dehnition more comprehenſive , and to 
fake in whatſoever makes a ſudden Solution of continuity, at leaft immediate- 
ly and by it ſelf, on what Part ſoever it lighteth. So a Cut into a Bone is a 
Wound : Tearing, the Fleſh, Nerve, Sinew, Tendon or Cartilage, by Bullet, 
Stone, Splinter, &c. is a Wound. Onely I adde this reſtriftion, that the 
Skin muſt be likewiſe divided : by which laſt words I exclude Fra tures that 
come not through the Skin, and Contufions if the exteriour Parts be coritinu- 
ous. But by the word Skin I undcrſtand not onely the externall Cztis, but 
alſo the inward Membranes of the Gullet, Ventricle, Guts, Bladder, Uretbra, 
and Womb) all which are capable of Wounds from ſharp Inſtruments, ci- 
ther ſwallowed, or thruſt into them. 


A Wound 
defined. 


A Wound thus detined admits of many Differences, of which I know none Difference of 
that can be properly called efſentiall. Great or ſmall, deep or ſhallow, wide or Wounds. 


narrow, l{iraight or crooked, round or angular, are but accidentall Differences. 
Diſtinctions taken from the Weapons, whether ſharp or blunt, Sword, Rapier, 
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or Bullet, Cut, Prick, or Tearing, are likewiſe but accidental}. Thoſe that 
look So like effentiall Differences are they which are taken from the Sub-- 
jet in which the Wound ( which is it ſelf but an Accident) inhereth, viz, 

from the Fleſh, Skin, Brain, Nerve, Tendon, Artery, Vein, Griſtle, Bone, &c. 

All which, being the ſeverall Subjects of Wounds, may well be allowed to 

ſpecific them z and ſo much the rather, becauſe from the nature of them we 

raiſe our greateſt Indications of altering the method of Cure. To this 

Head may likewiſe be referred the divition of them into Simple, or Com- 

und. 

Signs. : Wd are in themſelves ſo viſible, that they need no generall Marks to 
be known by. But the peculiar affeRions of the particular Parts hurt, and 
the methods of diſcovering what inward Part is wounded, by obſervation made 
of the Symptoms that happen, are fully handled in thoſe Chapters which treat 
of the Wounds of the ſeverall Parts. 

+> of The Prognofticks are there alſo delivered, that the young Chirurgeon may be 
informed how to make judgement of them, and avoid the ingaging himſelf 
in promiſing a Cure of ſuch Wounds as are mortall. The greater Symptoms 
of Gangrens, Paralyſis, and Spaſmus, I have tranſlated to Grunſhot-wounds, 
they being there more frequent and uſua]l. Hemorrbagie are ſpoken of in this 
preſent Treatiſe, | 

Intentions of The Wound being a Solution of continuity, doth require to be made one 

Cure, again, Unity being the perfeRion of whatſoever hath a being. To eff this 
is the work of Natute and Art 3 both muſt mutually joyn their helping hands : 
and unleſs both the vital Faculties and nouriſhment of the Part do aftiſt the Art 
of the Chirurgeon, it will be loſt labour : here muſt be a joynt meeting and 

ent of all in one. 

In Simple Wounds the Chirurgeon is to afford his affiſtence five manner of 
ways the omitting of any of which will render him negligent or ignorant in 
his Trade. 

The firſtis, in carefull and diligent taking away all ſuch extrancous bodies 
as by their interpofition may hinder the true—Agglutination of the disjoyned 
Parts, whether they be concrete Bloud, Hair, Sand, Duſt, pieces of Bones, 
Cartilages, or picces of the Weapons, Rags, Oe, 

The ſecond is, in bringing the Lips of the Wound even together, which 
were ſeparated. 

The third is, in retaining the Lips ſo brought together, that they mev by 
Conſolidation be reſtored to their former figure. 

The fourth is, in conſerving the Temperament and naturall Heat of the 
Part, in order to Unition. 

The fifth is, in preventing ill Accidents, and correQing ſuch as have al:ca- 
dy ſeized on the Part. 

What isre- Thus much is required if the Wonnd be onely Simple : but if it be a Com- 

quiredin= pound Wound, with loſs of Subſtance, or Contuſion, then he hath ſome- 

IT what more todoe. As where there is loſs of Subſtance, there hemuſt aſſiſt Na- 

ſed Ms ture with his Sarcoticks, for regaining what is loſt : and where' there is Con- 
tuſion, there he muſt endeavour the turning what is contuſed into Pw or 
Matter , which muſt be performed before there can poſſibly be any Re- 
union, 

The firſt In. AS long as there is any ſtrange body or different ſubſtance to keepoff the 

tention, a Unition, you muſt not hope to make any Cure of a Wound, Therefore 

taking our if any ſuch be to be drawn forth, before you attempt it, confider ſeriouſly, 
we an firſt, whether it can be done or no 3 ſecondly, whether ſafely. 
"= For, fult, ſometimes the Weapon ſticketh fo faſt, that by no art it can be 
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extracted. Then it is of neceſſity to beleft to Nature, who in this caſe ſomes 
times worketh Miracles. For I have known pieces of Splinters, &c, ſometimes 
ſtick ſofaſt in the inward Parts, or to have been ſo incloſed, that we could 
by no means get themout: yet at length, upon Apoſtemation of the Part, they 
have thruſt forth. 

Secondly, you are to conlider whether you may with ſafety pluck out the 
Weapon or no. Some will live aday with the Weapon in their Bodie, who . 
would expire upon the moment of Extraction. But if your judgement ſuggeſt 
to you that the Patient is recoverable, make haſt, out with it befere the Part 
be inflamed. 

If the Weapon have pierced deep, and through great Veſſells and Nervous Which way 
placesz or if the Part _ to it be full of Veins, Arteries and Nerves, **© TE" 
or have a Bone lying in the way, or over againſt the Wound 3 if there be no 7 at our. 
great feax of Laceration, pull itout the ſame way it went in. For the effeQin 
of which, our Malters have left us variety of Inſtruments, the Figure ws 
uſe whereof you may {ee in Scxltetws. But if the Point of the Weapon have 
pierced above halt way through the Member, and there be no Bones nor 
notable Veſſells to hinder you , (here is uſe of your Anatomy and exat 
knowledge of the Parts,) cither thruſt the Weapon through, or make way for 
it by Incifion on the contrary fide : hut beware the Weapon be not too big, 
leſt you do make two large Wounds for one. 

It the Weapon ſtick in the Bone, move it up and down to looſen its Point, Weapon 
and then pluck it out ; but in caſe it will not move, cut away the Bone before fuck in a 
you extraQ it, _ 

If a Weapon be faſtened betwixt two Joynts, make an Extenſion of the weapon 
Parts both ways, as it is the manner in Fractures and Diſlocations, that ſo the ſtuck be- 
Tendons and Ligaments —_— ſtretched the Weapon may with more caſe come **<©® the 
out. But doe this with eration , leſt you break ſome notable Veſlells, Joynrs. 
and a Flux of bloud or ſome ill Accident befall you in your extraQing ic. It 
will benecefſary in this work, that you conſider the poſition the Part was in 
when the Wound was inflicted. Geſner hath a Story, in his Obſervat. de Chi- 
rurgie dignitate & preſtantia, of a Chirurgeon, who when he could by no 
means get forth an Arrow, asked the wounded Patient in what poſture of his 
body he received the Wound. Underſtanding it was done an Horſeback, 
he placed him in a riding poſtuxe, and immediately drew out the Wea- . 


pon. 

The Weapon thus drawn out, cleanſe it from Rags or ought elſe, and pers 
mit the Wound to bleed, accordingly as you in your judgment ſhall think fit; 
ſtill having reſpe& to the Conſtitution and Habit of body, that what is in the 
ſmall Veins cut aſunder may flow out, as well to hinder Inflammation, asthe 
generation of much Matter, The Bleeding ſiaid, if there be Hair growing 
about the Wound, ſhave it off: then wipe away the clotted Bloud with a 
Sponge dipt in Red wine, Oxycrate, or Water. But if it tick deep in the 
Wound, be not too buſie with your armed Probe, for thereby you may ſtir up a 
new Bleeding ; whereas this concreted Bloud keeps the Wound warm, and 
defends it from the outward Airz and by digeſtion Nature will thruſt jt 


forth.

This Intention is delivered in a few words, but they are to beobſerved as a yjrion, 
Law 3 for without that ReduRion of the Lips, a ſlow and deformed Healing 
follows, Nature hath nothing to doe here in bringing the Lips together, that 


is the ſole work of the Chirurgeon 3 who muſt not lay a Pledgit, or croud — 
Doſh! 
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Doſſill of Lint or Tent into a little Wound: no, that is the way to keep the 
Wound open, and make it painfull, whereby Defluxions are fiirred up, the 
Temperament of the Part weakened,and the Cure prolonged 3 contrary to the 
intention of all who have writ of Wounds, and to the practice of our knowing 
Chirurgeons here, Yet amongſt the Pretenders to that Art we often meet with 
ſuch work. As for inſtance : 

A Young man was wounded near High-gate in the Back, ſlanting under the 


right Scapula; he had another Wound alſo on the Back, and another through . 


the upper part of the lett Shoulder, with a long, Gaſh over the Forchead, and 
others beſides, ſome whereof were not confiderable. The next day being car- 
ried thither to dreſs theſe Wounds, I found them all diſtended with Tents and 
Doſfills of Lint, diſpoſed to inflame and (ſwell, and the Patient exceeding full 
of pain. After I had taken out theſe extraneous bodies, my endeavour was to 
dreſs them ſo, as I might incline their upheaved Lips toreturn to their naturall 
fite, To which purpoſeI ftomented them with Milk, and applied Pledgits 
(pred with a Digeltive ex terebinth, cum vitell,ovi, embrocating them with ol. roſ, 
then by empl, e balo, and Bandage with gentle Compreſſion, I dreſt him up 
and afterwards here in Town cured him by Sarcoticks and Epuloticks, as in 
Compound Wounds 3 a longer work, which at firſt ought to have been done 
by Agglutination. Parts ſeparated and disjoyned are to be brought together 
gently and cqually, that they may touch one another, and fo be preparcd for 
Unition. 

This muſt be done (I fay ) firſt gently z ſenſim & ſenſm, as Fallopins hath 
it, by little and little z not haſtily at one pluck. It the Parts be equally ſoft, 
bring them equally together : it the one ſoft, the other hard, and not to be 
moved but with difhculty , bring the ſoft part to the ſtubborn. If the Parts 
be grown Kiff with cold, as when the party hath becn left in the field all 
night, which after a Battell hath often happened, ( and particularly toa mer- 
ry fellow, a common Souldier, that uſed to wear an iron Scull under a Cap, 
and from thence was called by a Nick-name 3 his Wounds were large, and the 
Lips hardened with the cold, and it was well for him, his Bleeding being 
thereby ftayed; ) in this caſe you are to ſupple them by fomenting them with 
Milk or warm Water, or elſe embrocate them with Oil, till you perceive 
the Lips made ſoft enough for your purpoſe , before you endeavour Re- 
union. | 

Secondly, equally, that the Parts cut aſunder may anſwer one another, as 
well in the top as the bottom, brim to brim, and, if poſſible, underneath Veſſc1! 
to Vefle!l 3 that Nature may bein a capacity of doing its own work, and by 
virtue of its Balſam re-unite, agglutinate, conſolidate, and heal the Wounds : 
inall which Intentions ſhe is the Agent, and the Chirurgeon onely the AC- 
fikent. Which Aſhſtence that it may be the more effectually given, we mult 
go on to the Third. 

The Third Intention is, Deligation, or retaining the Parts fo joyncd toge- 
ther. 

For the effeRing of this, our famous Maſters have left us two principal! 
means, Faſcie and S»ture, Rowling and Stitching : to which ſome, nay moſt 
of them, added Fibula, or Claſps. But I will not put you upon that. If the 
Wound be ſmall, and in a Fleſhy part, and according to the length of the Fibrcs 


or Member , you may perform the Cure by Bandage; tor here Nature will tru- 


ly a& her part,” by application of bloud and nouriſhment to both ſides indiffe- 
rently, and finiſh the Coalitus without your farther aſhiſtence. And this is 
that which gives ſuch credit to the Sympathetick Powder. In the appli- 
cation of this, it becomes every Chirurgeon to be much In - 
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reſpe&t of the unſpeakable commodities which the whole Art recciveth 
thereby. 

By Bandage not onely are Parts dextrouſly accommodated for Union 3 but 
ſuch alſo as would unnaturally grow together are kept aſunder. In Burnings, 
Scaldings , &c., the Fingers would many times grow together, the Chiti 
would grow to the Breaſt, the Arms to the Sides, were they not this way hin. 
dred. By them are Fluxes averted,and the delapſe of Humours into the interiour 
Parts forbidden ; and, being already lodged , they are preſt out. By theſe arc 
good Juices advantageouſly torced into Parts emaciated. As, it the right 
Arm pinc away , rowl up the left from the Hand to the Arm-pit, that the 
Bloud being preſt out into the Vena cava, or rather hindred to flow in fo falt 
by the Artery, may with more eagerneſs flow into the other fide, where it was 
wanting. By theſe we ſee great Fluxes of bloud, large Hemorrbagie every 
day ſtayed. By them are il|-ſhaped Wounds brought into better tigures, and 
made more apt to becured. By them is the force of your Applications helpt 
and furthered, they keeping them cloſe to their proper places, where your care 
hath beſtowed them. By them is the true naturall form and beauty of the Part 
commonly preſerved. = 

Three eſpeciall forts of Faſciation or Rowling, pertaining to our preſent 
work, have the Worthies of our Profelhon commended to poſterity, The

firſt- they term Incarnatrix or Agglutinatrix , the Incarnative or Agglutina- * 


tive: the ſecond, Retextrix, or Retentive : the third, Expultrix , or Expul- 
ſive, | 

The Incarnative is that which brings the Lips of the Wound together, and 
conſerveth them in their right figure. It muſt be more ſtrict then: the Re- 
tentive, and more looſe then the Expullive ; and is the moſt uſefull in fim- 
ple, freſh, and yet bleeding Wounds. The manner of performing it is 
thus. 

Have in readineſs a Rowlerof ſuch matter, length and breadth as T ſhall anon 
ſhew you 3 rowl it up at both ends firmly to the middle 3 then lay the middle 
part of the Rowler on that part which is oppoſite to the Wound, to prevent 
pain and inflammation. You are then, after you have made a turn upon the 
Wound with both ends of the Rowler, togoe up with the one, and down with 
the other, and take ſo many turns about the Part as may be requiſite for the re- 
ſtraining the Flux of bloud, or, according to the Seaſon of the year, to defend 
it from cold, and yct not keep the Wound too hot, for that may weaken the 
Part. You muſt alſo be carefull that your' Bandage be not'too hard, fo as 
to intercept the Spirits, Your Rowler running downwards will preſſe out 
the Matter from the affeted Part, and by paihng upward hinder the influx 
of Humours. .

The next thing that offers it ſelf for keeping the Lips ofthe Wound together 
are Swtgrer , they are. of three forts ; tilt, the Incarnative, ſecondly, 
the Reſiringent, and thirdly, the Conſerver. 

The firſt is that which is in moſt uſe amongſt us, and is by making ſo ma. 
ny Stitches at a diftance. 

The ſecond is the Glover's Stitch, and much in uſe among the Spantard:, 


who ſtitch almoſt all Wounds by it. In the Forchead and Face I have ſcen 


them bring the Wounds very cloſe ; the third day they commonly cut the 
Knots off , and draw the Thread out 3 then with dry Stitches keep them

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The third Stitch is of uſe in great Wounds, and thoſe of the Oeſopbagns,8&c. Conferver, 


to hold them forcibly together, It is performed with Pins or Needles, as in 
Hair-lips. 

There are four ſorts of Stitches, mentioned by the Ancients, for the Wounds 
of the Belly, whereof I ſhall take notice onely of one, which I have made uſe 
of my ſelf in the ſtitching of thoſe Wounds z the manner whereof is thus : 
You are totake up the Perttonexm on one fide, and leave it on the other; and 
then take it up on the other fide, and leave it on this. It is ſo made, that the 
Peritoneum, which is a dry body, may be united with the Muſculous fleſh ; 
otherwiſe onely the Fleſhy parts would unite, and the Peritoneum lie open, 
upon which a Hernia would certainly ſucceed , and the Patient be put to 
the trouble of wearing a Truſle the reſt of his life. The Thread you are to 
uſe for this purpoſe ought to be a firong round white Thread proportionable 
to the Needle, and both accordingly as the Wound requireth. You muſt re- 
member to cleanſe the Wound of its clotted Bloud, it you can: but however 
g00n with your work, that Bloud will find its paſſage out. 

In great Fluxes of bloud the Glover's Stitch is beſt. Endeavour in your 
Stitching to bring the Artery and Vein to its wounded fellow ; fo ſhall you 
the likelier ſecure your ſelf, and make the work more ſeemly. 

In the Incarnative, you are to conſider the Wound, If you find it but 
the length of a finger's breadth or a little more, *tis not worth the ſtitching ; 
your Medicaments and Bandage will keep the Lips together, and quickly 
heal it. 


If the Wound be of two Fingers breadth, make one Stitch in the middle; The diftan- 
if three fingers breadth, make two Stitches 3 if four fingers breadth, three ces of Stir» 
Stitches 3 and ſo go on, making a Stitch lefs then the Wound is in number <b&- 


of tingers. Sometimes in declining Parts we make our Stitches at a little more 
diſtance.

Commonly in great tranſverſeWounds eight days are required 3 in leſsWounds 
not ſo deep, three or four days : in the Face, doe it the next Drefling, leſt the 


Stitches make ſo many Scars.

for ſometimes the Wound may ſeem to be agglutinated, while the Lips are held 

together by Suture, which, after the Stitches are cutout, is not ſo exaQly cica- 

frized, but that you might have done better to have left the Stitches a day 

longer. But in this cafe the dry Stitch may help you; and that is another 
way of keeping theſe Wounds together. They are made with little bits of 
itrong linen Cloath, triangular or quadrangular, or of ſuch figure as may ſerve 
your purpoſe. Thelc are moſt proper in the Face, to avoid the other way of 
Stitching: yet they are of uſe in other Parts, to preſerve the Lips cloſe,

No 
ſooner is the Wound made, but the Balſam is diſcovered. Bloud (at leaft the 
ſerous part of it) is the Glew which ſhe uſeth, both in curing by the firſt and 
ſecond Intention, The firſt being performed per Sympbyſin, 5. e, a Re-union 
of the Parts without any Medizm ; by which word I here mean any Callus or 
Fleſh, or other body interpoſed , for in another ſenſe the Balſam of Nature is 
the Medium , the infirument of Unity, and knits the Parts together : the ſe- 
cond per Syſſarcofin, i. e. with a Medium, or interpoſition of ſome Fleſh or Cal- 
lous ſubſtance, that fills up the ſpace between the Lips of the Wound. Great 
care muſt therefore be taken, that the Bloud offend neither in quantity nor 
quality- Too much bringeth on proud and looſe Fleſh ; as too little doth de- 
fraud the Part, and affordeth not a competency of Matter for the work. If 
the quality of the Bloud be ill, it cannot produce good Fleth : as the Bloud is, 
ſuch is the Fleſh. 

The means whereby this Intention is performed is a Regiment of the Pati- 
ent: and that iscither Univerſall, as to his Diet 3 or Particular, as to the pe- 
culiar management of the Part it ſelf. As to the Univerſall, we are to con- 
ſider, firſt, whether a full or ſlender Diet be to be uſed. This hath been a 
Diſpute in former Ages : but I think, no man of common ſenſe but knows, 
that as a full Diet is hurtfull for thoſe of a Plethorick Body, in Wounds where 
there is great Inflammation and like Symptoms 3 ſo when a Body hath been 
exhauſted through loſs of bloud or the like, it's reaſon that a greater liberty 
ſhould be allowed, as to take Broths, Jellies, new-laid Eggs, &c. Withall I 
conceive there ſhould be Conſideration had of the Patient's manner of living, 
Some people have fo accuſtomed themſelves to drinking of Strong drinks, 
that without ſuch a proportion they cannot live. I could inftance it by many 
Stories, if it-were neceſſary 3 but I ſhall give you one for all, and that from 
abroad. 

Ed. By. an old Servant to a Perſon of Honour, was bit by a Monky in the 
Back of his hand. To prevent Inflammation, I forbad him Wine. The next 
morning he complained he had not flept that night, that he was faint and 
ſick, and that his Wound was the leaſt of his ailment. That day he continu- 
cd faint and ill, and the next morning complained again of his want of Reſt 3 
and that afternoon he ſwouned, and complained he could not live without 
Wine, He had good Broths, Caudles, and ſuch like and I beljeve he did drink 
ſome Wine. (But he was allowed by his Maſter a Bottle of a Quart every mor- 
ning for his Draught, and was fſeldcme ſober.) His Wound was indigeſted 
and inflamed. I complied with his defire ; he drank again as he pleaſed; 
his Sickneſs went off, his Wound digeſted, and he was ſoon after curcd, 

This I have ſeen often in ſome of the Dankerkers at Sea, who drank extra- 
ordinarily, and were full of drink at the time of their Sea-fights. I could ſcarce 
ever cure any of them without allowing them Wine z and thereby their Spi- 
rits were kept up, and I had the liberty tobleed them as I thought fit. When 
theſe kind of people eat as plentifully as they drink, they then upon a ſudden 
change of Diet labour under a Crapwls, and are ſubject to Fainting, or have 
Colick , Dyſuria, &c, and if the Wound happen in the Abdomen, it gives a 
ſuſpicion ( to thoſe that are not well skilled in the Symptoms of Wounds ) 
to think that it ariſeth from the penetration of the Wound, when there is

ſon, or an'indangering of his life; *to cat ſuch a Wound open from top to bot- 
tome, '- Whirofore you ought to conſider well the manner of the Wound z and 
if it penetrate (© Geep and be not capable of being, laid open by reaſon of the 
thickneſs of it, make a ſearch with a Probeto the bottome, and feel how far 
diſtant it is there from the Skin; and if it do not lie faroff,, nor under any con- 
4iderable Veſſel}, the ſpeedieſt way of curing the Wound will be by paſſing in 
2 DireQbe, and cutting it'open. Which done, keep it open, and permit the 
upper parttoagglutinatec ' 'But if you think it not fit to open, yet mark 
the place,” that'in caſe- there be a neceſſity: of doing it afterwards, you may 
makethe Apertion'morecertainly. Thatidone, dreſs the Wound with a pro- 
portionableſhort Tent armed with a Digeſtive ex terebimh, cum vitell, ovi; and 
embrocatethe Parts about with. ol. roſ. myrtill. & aceto ; over which apply empl. 
8 bolo,' or ſuch like 3 and afterwards proceed. as aforeſaid. , For your farther 
informatiofn'and more caution, I ſhall give you one Inſtance of the ill effects 
of cutting vpen"ſuch Wounds the whole length, 
of a double + + Some'years fince a young Gentleman was wounded in a Duell; the Rapicr 
wound by <ntred intq his-right Side flanting by his ſhort Ribs under the Muſcles, reaching 
Pun&ure. withih a:finger's breadth of the Spine, with a redoubled Thruſt. He was car- 
ried toa'French Chirurgeon's houſe, and dreſſed by him. - The third day after 
I was fetthr, and faw the Wound inflamed and undigeſiced, likewiſe the Ori- 


hce 
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fice over-ſtretcht by the extraordinary bulk of the Tent. I advifed the dreſſing 
it with one leſſer, and armed with a Digeftive,alſo Embrocations, &c. as above- 
ſaid. But it was in vain. This Pretender dreſſed the Wound with a Tent 
proportionable to the former, anointed with ſome Unguent wherein was ſang. 
dracon. binding, a Stupe over it. By this way of drefling the pain and inflam- 
mation incrcaling, I was fetcht again two days after, and then madea ſearch ; 
and feeling my Probe penetrating obliquely down deep amongſt the Mulcles, 
within a hinger's breadth of the Spine, ( as aboveſaid,) I concluded it belt to 
make an Opening there. - Accordingly I uſed a mild Cauttick, then dreſſed 
up the Wound with a leſs Tent, ſpreading it with a Digeſtive ex terebinth. &c, 
embrocating, it czm ol, roſ. &c, and ſoon after applied an anodyne Cataplaſm, 
and fo left the Patient to reſt, But in the night, .be turning in his bed, the 
Cataplaſm flid off, and our Monticur diſcovered a diſcolouring in the Part, 
and ſuppoſing it an approach of a Gangrene, 1 was fetcht .out of my bed, 
Upon ſight ot it, I found it onely ftained with the Saffron and Lupins which 
were in the Cataplaſm, and applied it again, leaving the Patient better ſatis. 
hed. But thenext morning I met another Chirurgeon of the forementioned 
Monſicur's acquaintance. We took off Drethings, and ſaw the Wound dige- 
ſting. I propoled the dividing the Eſcar below, to give vent that way to the 
Matter 3 but they were poſitive for the cutting open the Wound thwart all the 
Muſcles, the length of between 5 or 6 inches. To which purpoſe Sponges 
werepreſt outof Melilot Emplatter, and the Wound flFd with them. The 
next day this latter Operator laid the Wound open with a pair of Sciſſors fo far 
as his Spongcs had dilated it, and dreffed it up his way. The morning follow- 
ing the Wound appeared dry, and the Parts about inflamed and ſwelled very 
mach, and continued excceding paintull to the third day. Then they, being 
at a loſs, were contented todivide the Eſcar 3 upon which there diſcharged a 
quantity of Matter made by Apoſternation in that part : yet notwithſtanding 
they would not inlarge that Opening,but began where they ended,and cut open 
the Wound to the Aperture made by the Cauſtick, and drefled it up as former- 
ly. Thus they having increafed the pain, the Fluxion alſo increaſed, and a 
great quantity of Matter diſcharged trom the lower part, alſo a large Sinus 
diſcovered it (elf firetching over the Spine tothe other Side. In order to the 
curing, of this, they deligned InjeQtions 3 which I endeavoured to diſſwade 
them trom : but they perſiſting in the uſe of them, I proteſted againit their pro- 
ceeding, and left them. They laught at me : but about the ninth day after the 
Patient died, and made good my prediction. For, alas ! what elfe could be 
expeacd from ſuch a- Diviſion of parts, and caſting in Injections, but to ren- 
der it more finuous from Side to Side ? whereas poſhbly by Digeltion and good 
Compreſſion it might haply have healed.

We ſhall begin with Hemorrbagia, as being incident to all Wounds more or of X#emor- 
leſs, and ſometimes the cauſe of all other Accidents z wheretore I have treated rhagia, or 
purpoſely of the Wounds of Veins and Arteries in a Chapter by it ſelf; fo in- Bleeding 


tend here oncly to {peak of it as it is made by ſome Authours the ſecond Inten- 
tion. The way to (top the Blecding as it is common in all Wounds, is, by 
bringing the Lips of the Wound cloſe together by Suture, and by applying 
ſuch Mcdicamcnts to them as have a drying and agglutinative faculty z as Ga- 
les Powder ot Alocs Pj. tharis Pij. and Hares-turre mixt with the White 
of ancgg , applicd upon a Pledgit, alſo a Plaiſter of the ſame Reſtrictives, 
with Comprels and Bandage. But it the Wound be fuch that you cannot bring

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the Lips of it together, - apply the aforeſaid Powder upon Doflills on the 
bleeding Veſſells, and your Aſiringents next, with Compreſſe and Bandage 
over all : then place the Member in ſuch a poſition as may be for the caſe of 
the Patient, 

You ought to be ſpeedy in the mitigating Pain, for that nothing diſspiriteth 
your Patient more, nor maketh more diſturbance in Wounds, the Humours 
flowing abundantly to the pained Part,whence inſueth great Inflammation and 
Tumour. Wherefore you muſt haſten to ſuccour it by Anodynesz amongſt 
which Phlebotomy is propoſed by Authours in the firſt place, for that it ma- 
keth eyacuation and derivation of the ſerous Humour which cauſeth the gric- 
vance, The external Applications proper to eaſe Pain are, fol. & rad. altbee, 
malve, viol. byoſcyami, thapſ. barbat. flor. roſ. cham. melilot, ſem. lini, fanugrec. 
cydonior. pſylki, papaver. alb. &c. which may ſerve for Fomentations and Ca- 
taplaſms, being boiled in the Broth of a Sheep's head and feet, or new Milk. In 
the beginning of the Pain a Cataplaſm may be applied of far. hord. fabar. flor. 
roſ. rubr. ſambuci, decotted in Red wine or Oxycrate, with an addition of 
ol, rf. &c. If the Parts be already inflamed, take fol. byoſcyami boiled in Milk, 
with White-bread crums,a new-laid Egg, a little Saffron and ol. rof, and make 
them into a Cataplaſm. For more variety, I refer you to the Chapter of a 
Phlegmon, in Tumours. If after this it tend to Suppuration, you may proceed as 
in a Phlegmon. If it yield to none of theſe, you may truly conjeQure ſome Nerve 
is offended : then proceed as is ſaid in the Wounds of the Nerves, But if Pain 
be cauſed by Matter that wants a paſſage out, give it one by Knife or Cauſtick. 

If ſome hot Diſtemper from Choler offends the Part, which may be per- 
ceived by what hath been ſaid of an Eryſipelas, then theſe Unguents, nutritum, 
alb. camph. refrigerans Galeni, populeon, are proper 3 or this following : Re ſacci 
plantag. ſolani, ſemperviv. an. 3j. bol. Armen. (3. lithargyr, loti, ag. plantag. & 
tutic gong , an, Fj. ol. roſ. omphac. & nymph. an. Zij. aceti roſacei & cere 
zantillum ; fiat Unguentum. If the Diſtemper be oxdematous, then Fomenta- 
tions wherein flor, cham. aneth. meliloti, ſem. fanug. and ſuch like have been 
boiled, may, with good Bandage, ſerve your purpoſe. 

Fever accompanies great Wounds eſpecially where there is Inflammation, 
it is almoſt inſeparable; therefore you are the lefſe to trouble your (cl thereat. 
But if it continues after the Pain and Inflammation is removed, and hath Del:. 
rium or Syncope with it, there is great cauſe to doubt the welfare of your Pa- 
tient : therefore haſten Revullion by VenzſeRion or Velicatories,alſo ule Clyſtors 
and lenient Purgatives, to looſen the body z and preſcribe Juleps, Emullions, 
Epithems, which, by refrigerating and contemperating the heat, may relieve 
the Patient. The other Symptoms of Gangrene, Conyullions and Palfics, are 
tranſlated to the Diſcourſe of Gun-ſhot Wounds, 
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Cnae. II. 
Of Wounds of the Veins and Arteries. 


=” HE next thing that offers it (elf to our conſideration is, the Wourids of 

particular Parts ; and firſt of the Veins and Arteries, which are ſabje& 

to great effuſion of bloud, therefore require your ſpeedy help. You may 

diſtinguiſh whether the bloud be from an Arterie or a Vein, by the flowing 

of it, and by its colour. |

It by Eſcaroticks,then you ought to cleanſe the Waund of the clotted bloud, 
and dip your Dofblls in ſome ſuch like Powder Re thur. pulv. ij. aloes, gluti- 
#is ſice, an. Fj, chalcanth. uſt, Fij. arſenici Zv). gypft Ziij. Apply theſe with Lint 
on the bleeding Artery, and over it Dofſills of Lint dipt in albxm. ovi cum puly, 
Galeni, and dreſs up the Wound 35 aforeſaid. At your next drefling, leave 
the Eſcarotick fiicking on the Artery, and incarn as faſt as you can. For 
want of the aboyeſaid Powders, take Vitriol powdered ang tied in a fine 
Rag, and apply it to the Artery with convenient Dreſſings over it, as before» 
ſaid 


But if after theſe your Endeavours the Artery yet continue to hlced, . you 
mukt uſe the auall Cautery 3 by which the Vefſell will ſhrink up at both ends; 
You may conyey the Cautery down to the Artery through a Gaxnnuls : and 
that the Cautery may not burn through it, you may cover the outlide with a 
Plailter or Rag wet with the White of an egg, &ec. That done, dreſs the cau- 
terized part with Doſfillsdipt in Mucilage of Quince-ſeeds, or with the White 
of an egg, and embrocate the Parts about cxm ol. roſ, applying; emplaſtr, diachal- 
cit, cum ſuecis plantag, &c. over all.

Gentleman of about 35 years of age was wounded with a Rapicr on the 

right fide of the Aſpers erteria into the internall Jugular, through his 
Neck, it pathog out below the laſt Vertebra, The Wound was fall, yet bled 
with a full fixgam. A Servant ftopt it with his fingers, whilſt I made Dreſ- 
ſings ready of Qur common altringent Powders, with the White. of an egg and 
aliccle acetum, (pred upon a Pledgit of Lint, and an Emplaſter of the Lime, 
with Compreſs and ſuch Bandage as it would bear. The Wound behind 
bled when that before was dreti. I applied the ſaid Medicaments to that, and 
caulcd them to be held doſe till they were dried on. Then we put him to 
bed, and kept bim cool and quiet. I uſed all my endeavours for the contems 
perating his bloud, as is uſual in ſuch caſes, and dreft him but once in four 
or hve days, unleſs I were necethtated by the burſting forth of the bloud : yet 
he bled at ftignes about 16 or 17 days. His Wound by the Vertebrs of the Neck 
heakkd in few days and the other near the Hſpers arteris was cured by this way 
of Agglutination the 19, or 20-day. 

A May wounded in the Artery under the right Eye was immediately dreſt by 
Mr, Fewcet Chiruxgeon + but the next day in the afternoon the bloud burſt out 
impctuoully. The Wound bad been made by the corner of a Trencher, and was 
not ſo big as 4 Silver-peny. | Ldxcft it with palv. Golexi, and applicd a Plais 
ther over it mage up with my common reſtriftive Powders cuns « 0vi, with 
good Compxelle and Bandage The next day his Wound bled again, and 
upon iopping thereof with my- finger, the bloud was obſerved to beat all 
along the Artery, from the Aperture to the Temporall Muſcle, with a grea» 
ter force then js commonly ſeen in an Anewiſms. TI picrced through both 
theLips and Artery with a curved Needle, and by Deligation reſtrained the 
bleeding, then drefſed it yp with Emplaſticks as before, concluding I ſhould 


have very little more trouble from that Wound, But 2 or 3 days _ - 
ur 
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burſt out again, and in my abſence ſome other Chirurgeon was called in and 
dreſſed it. Afterwards, at another bleeding, Mr. Fawcet dreſt him, and at 
another time Mr. Arr. The Wound being thus enlarged with the crowdin 
in of Doſſills, and lying in a very inconvenient place for Bandage, it bled of 
ten, and was drefſed by ſuch Chirurgeons as they could meet with in their ne- 
ceſſity, By the frequent application of Eſcaroticks to ſtop the bleeding, his 
Eye was ſo much inflamed and corroded, that it was verily believed by us, that 
if he did recover of his Wound, yet that Eye would be loſt. But his conti- 
nuall bleeding thus many days had fo exhauſted his Spirits, that there was 
ſmall hopes of his ſurviving it. Atthe laſt burſting out of this Veſſell, Mr, E4. 
Molins deceaſed, Mr. Fawcet and my ſelf met together at his Chamber. We 
found him lying as dead with his Hand out of the Bed upon his Breaſt. We 
endeavoured to feel his Pulſe , but it not beating, we concluded him dead, 
and took the Dreſſings haſtily off the Wound. It did not bleed, though it 
was open. We ſuppoſed the bloud exhauſted. The Artery lay in the Wound 
torn by the Eſcaroticks. We took up the ends of it, and tied them, dreſſing 
the Wound with iniment. Arcei and a Plaiſter over it, not believing that the 
man would ever recover. But from that time the Bleeding of the Wound ceaſed, 
and it daily incarned by very common Remedies and was ſoon healed, to my 
admiration. He was in leſs then a month perfeRly cured both of his Wound 
and Eye. This Patient had been ſubjeR to the like Bleeding formerly upon 
very ſmall Wounds. 
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A Butcher living at Weſtminſter was wounded in the Artery between the 3.Obſervar. 
Thumb and Fore-finger. After he had been dreft 3 or 4 days by ſome of his = 7 


neighbouring Chirurgeons, the Wound continuing to bleed, he came to me 
late one night with Doffills crowded in it. I threw them out, and with a 
Needle and Thread ftitcht up the Artery, and the Wound with it 3 then ſprin« 
kling ſome of my agglutinative Powders upon the Suture, I dreſſed it up with a 
reſtrictive Plailter and Bandage, as in the former Wounds is faid : and in three 
or four times dreſſing he was cured. But afterwards there appearing ſome Pul- 
ſation extraordinary under the Cicatrix, which proceeded from the too lax 
Incarnation of the Wound, I drefſed him with a Pledgit dipt in a dulcified 
Tin&ure of Vitriol, with good Compreſſe and Bandage. At the next dref- 
ſng it was- dried and fhrivelPd,, fo that thexe was no more Pulſation to be 
obſerved.

ching to the third and fourth Fingers, which at laſt broke out, and bled at times 
the ſpace of $ or 10 days. I dreſſed him with the Tincture of Vitriol above- 
aid once in4 or 5 days, ſtopt the Bleeding, and cicatrized it firmly, fo that 
there appeared not the leaſt Pulſation under it. 


A ſedentary young Gentleman, of an ill Habit of body, was wounded by a 5. lors

Penknife in the inſide of the Calf of his leg into the Surall Artery. A Chirur- 
geon dreſſed up the Wound with Doffills dipt in eſcaroticall Powders, chal- 
cantbam uſtum, &c. with Plaiſter and Bandage, by which he ſtopt the Bleeding. 
The next day I was conſulted, and being informed of the Wound, and the 
manner of dreſling, I deferred the Opening, it, and adviſed him to keep his 
Bed. Hedid {o, but complained then of a throbbing painin his Wound, and 
was very apprehenſive of its bleeding, looking himſelf ofteri upon the Ban- 
dage, and alarmed me by frequent meſſages. The third morning I met his 
Chicurgeon there, and looking upon his Leg, found the Bandage all bloudy. 
We took off the Dreſſings, and ſaw the bloud freſh in the Rowlers 3 but in 
taking off the Plaiſter , the Dolfills came out onely fou'd with a bloudy 
$axies, as is uſual in like Wounds after the filling them wich fach even

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The Wound and Parts about were inflamed and ſwelled 3 yet Thad much adoe 
to diſſwade the young Chirurgeon from dreffing it again with Eſcaroticks, 
though he ſaw the' Accidents arifing thereby. But at laſt T prevailed, and dref- 
ſed the Wound with a Doffill pred with the common Digeſtive ex terebinth, 
cum vitell, ovi ſprinkled with pulv. Galeni, embrocating the Parts about with 
ol. roſ. cum aceto, and applying emplaft. e bolo over all with. goad Bandage. By 
this way of drefling he was caſed, and the Wound at liberty to diſcharge the 
Sloughs and Sanies which were made, and choaked in by the former dreſſing, 
If it did not thus digeſt, yet I concluded that arthe'next dreffing it would be 
in our powerto lay open the Wound, and divide the Artery, without hur- 
ting the Nervous or Tendonous bodies nearit. But the next day I found the 
Paricnt unſatisfied how his Wound could cure fo dreft, without a Tent, and 
often murmuring that it would rankle 3 yet he continued pretty calie, and did 
not bleed during thoſe three days. The fourth day at the opening we found 
no Bloud but what was mixed with Matter, the Wound alſo lookt well; yet 
I complied with the Patient, and put in a ſhort Tent (pred with the Digeſtive 
as before. The third day after we opened it, and ſaw upon the Dreſling 
ſome freſh Bloud followed by a thick white Matter, as from a Phlegmon. 
It proceeded from an Apoftemation made by the Eſcaroticks. The Wound 
thus digeſting, I lefr off the uſe of the Tent, and dreſſed it with a Doffill, 
and by good Embrocations, Comprefſe and Bandage endcavourcd the pref- 
ſing out of the Matter : which accordingly lefſened each dreſibng, bur was not 
well digeſted, nor free from fome fmalttinure of Bloud. But this proceeded 
fron his ill Habit of body, he being highly Scorbuticall, and ſubject co Fain- 
ting, loſſe of Appetite, and piturtous Swellings on his Feet. Upon which 
account DoQtour F. was confulted , and ſomewhat relieved him. After his 
Wound was cured, 1 cauſed a ftreight pair of Stockings to be laced on both 
Legs, to reſtrain the Swelling, and prevailed with him to rife daily : and after 
he was able to walk, he retired into the Country, bur hath not yet got off the 
Diſeaſe he heightned by keeping within doors with this little Wound. Doubt- 
tels this Cure had been ſpeedier, if immediately at the firft dreſſing his Leg 
had been bound up with Agglatigatives, and che whole commicted to Na- 
ture. | 
6.Obſervat. A poor fellow living in the Country was accidentally in letting bloud prick 
of an Artery jn an Artery, The Arm ſwelling and growing painfull, he pyt himſelf into 
og Orr another Barber-Chirurgeon's hands, who by unfit Applications rarcfied the 
s Tumour, and made way to the Excravaſation of the bloud 3 which increaſing 
the Tumour,and rendring it ſoft,was ſuppoſed by the Barber to be a Suppura- 
tion of Matter, Heaccordingly opened it by Knite or Lancet 5 at which an im- 
petuous Flux of bloud burſt forth,to the quantity of 4 flaggons, ( as they told 
me.) They made a ſhift to ſtop it: but the Bandage being raade too hard and 
uncquall, the-Arm fwelled, and inclined to gatgrene. While this poor man lay 
thus afficted, we his Majeftie's and Royall Hi es Chirurgeons.attending the 
Courr, vifited him.and prepared forthetaking up this Artery, or, in'cale of fai- 
ling,to cut off his Arm. The Parient being taken our of his Bed;and placed in a 
Chair towards the light,wetook offthe Dreſhngs, and I viewed the Arm: where 
tinding no Gangrene, according to the report” of the Chirurgeon, bur rather 
an Ecchymoſis, we made a Bandage above the Wound, to prohibit the Influx of 
bloud. One of the Chirurgeons making a gripe thereon, we made an Inciſi- 
on into the Tumouron the mfide of his Arth, according to the length of it, 
over the Arterie 3 and after we had pulled out the coagulated bloud, and laid 
the Veſſell bare, we paſſed a Needle with a Ligature ander the Artery, and 
tied it,” then cut off the ends of it,and looſened the Bandage above ; and ſeeing 
: ic 
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it bleed no more, we dreffed it up with Pledgits dipt in the common Dige- 
{tive ex terebinth, cum vitell, ovi, applying them with palv. Galeni next the Ar- 
tery, and lightly filled up the Wound with Pledgits of the Digeſtive dipt in 
0l. reſ. warm then embrocated the Arm with ſome ofthe ſame Oil, and laid 
a diachalcit. Plaifter over the Wound and Parts abqur, alſo applied empl. Para- 
celfi and diachalcit, over the Hand and Arm, which were cedematous. Then with 
Bandage we began at the Hand, and rowled upto the Wound, taking a turn 
or two overit, and {o rowled up tothe Axia, He being returned again to 
his Bed, we placed his Hand upon his Breaſt, and felt his Pulfe beat firongly 
m that Wriſt. At the next dreſſing we found the Tumour diſperſed,the Wound 
freſh, and tolerably digeſted. We then paſſed another Ligature upon the Artery 
above the firft, and in pulling the firſt to divide the Artery between the Liga- 
tures, the Artery broke ; which was as well. We drelt it up as before we had 
done,onely leaving out the Powders. Atthe next Opening, finding the Wound 
in a very good condition,the Lips of it being digeſted and contracted, we dreſſed 
it up with mundif. Paracelfi, &c. Then ſeeing it in a hopefall way of Cure, 
I returned to Loxdox, kaving rhe Patient to my Fellows, whodreft it fuccefs- 
fully the ſpace of 10 days without any appearance of bloud. In ſome of their 
abſence the Barber-Chirurgeon dreffed the Patient. Whether'it was in wiping 
off the Knot, or crowding in Do(Hlls, but it burſt outagain: yet the Artery 
being divided, it ſoon ſtopt by the application of Colcothar, and from that time 
it bled no more. The ancient way of Deligation is, as I have alcady faid, 
by tying it in two diftin& places, and cutting the Artery off beeween : bur 
the Patient's often fainting interrupted us in that work. And truly in this 
caſe, where a Barber was to be intruſted with the Cure, ic had been berter that 
the Artery had not been divided 3 for then it would not have been in his power 
to have rubb'd offthe Ligature, andbefoxe the Wound could have.been ready 
to cicatrize, the Ligature would have fallen off of it ſelf, withouc danger of 
bleeding.

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or Leg, or the end of the Muſcle, or in the Tendonous parts of the Hand and 
Foot. 

The Symptoms are, great Pain and Inflammation,alſo a contraCion and hard- 
neſle in the Nerve or Tendon. But if the Nerve be quite divided, the pain 
is little, onely a kind of Stwpor or Nummedneſſe. According as the Nerve is 
more or leſle conſiderable, ſo alſo the particular Part is lame more or lefſe. 

The moſt. frequent Wounds of Nerves, and moſt to be taken care of in 
Chirurgery, being PunRures, I ſhall inſtance in them, and chuſe the moſt com- 
mon, viz. thoſe which are made accidentally by letting bloud. And here 
by the way you muſt take notice, that, in letting bloud, ſometimes the Aper- 
tion happens to be made, when the Skin, by reaſon of the Bandage, or Poſition 
of the Arm, lies equal with the Vein, yet afterwards is not ſo 3 or the Apertion is 
made too ſmall in the Skin,ſo that part of the bloud is choakt in, and lies there 
extravalated, whence a ſmall Phlegmon ariſeth : or it may happen in ſome that 
are well let bloud, that yet through the indiſpoſition or ill Habit of body, the 
Part prickt feſters, (as they uſually ſay,) and groweth ſoar a day or two after, 
and, if neglected, may raiſe a Tumour, which lying upon the Nerveor Tendon, 
may at that time contra the Arm. . If a Boil in a Fleſhy part be painful, 
then much more theſe in the Joynts among(t the Nerves and Tendons. Such 
Accidents have and will happen to all that let bloud, whether Phyſicians or 
Chirurgeons: which is the reaſon that ſome of our old experienced Chirur- 
geons did, after letting bloud, always apply a Pledgit of bafilicon upon the 
Aperture, with emplaſtr, diachalcith, over it, which by its digeſtive quality ſc- 
cured it from corrupting. But we by a contrary way, as by a little Com- 
prefle dipt in Water, endeavour to reltrain the flowing of the hot Serxm to 
the Aperture 3 and we ſhould be laught at if we continued that old method 
of Dreffing. Atthe time we .let people bloud, they are commonly labouring 
under ſome great Fermentation, or apprehend it ſo: no wonder then ific ſome- 
times fall upon the Part, where it was invited by Bandage. I have been ſence 
for into the Countrey to a perſon, that, after a letting bloud, was ſeized wich 
an Eryſipelas or bilious Inflammation the whole leagth of the Arm. The Aper- 
ture in the Vein might poſſibly be the cauſe 3 but that place was not afflicted 
at all. Dr. Rizgall complained once of a Chirurgeon, who was ſo uncon- 
ſcionable, as he (aid, toask five pounds for curing an Arm he had made ſoar 
by his letting bloud. But I hope no perſon is ſo ignorant or malicious, to im- 
pute ſuch Accidents to a PunQure of the Nerve or Tendon, 

For when they are really prickt, their Symptoms (as you may reade in all 
thoſe that have writ of them) are ſudden, with vehement Pain, Faintings, 
Convallions, - and attended with great Defluxions. They. do not terminate 
preſently in Suppuration, but glect, and will not yield to a ſimple anodyne 
Cataplaſm of White-bread and Milk. : +> 

All Wounds of the Nerves and Tendons are dangerous, but more or leſſe 
according as they are of uſe. Thoſe of the Nerves are attended with the ſeve- 
reſt Symptoms, and ſeize the Patient more ſuddenly. But whether it be 
Nerve or Tendon, the tranſverſe Wound is moſt dangerous, and difficult of 
Cure, 

In order to their Cre, there are other conſiderations required 3 and in the 
firlt place; whether the Nerye ar Tendon. lie open in view, or under coverture 
of the Skins"? If they lie. 'covered under the Skin or Membrana adipoſe, then 
you ought to open the Skin, that the Medicaments may penetrate to the woun+ 
ded Nerve-or Fendon. |. Your Medicaments proper in theſe Grievances ought 
to be ſuch asare of hot, dry and ſubtil parts, to conſume that, Ichorous wares 
which 6r&-affets ther, and caufeth the PucrefaRion. In the beginning 
2 ule 
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uſe ol. roſ. with a little Bay-falt diffolved and dropt into the Part ſcalding hot 3 
upon which may be applied a Pledgit fpred with baflicox dipt in the fame 
Qil, and the Part embrocated about cxm of. huwbric, and emplaſt. & bolo 0- 
ver it as a Defenſative. But it the Inflammation and Tumour be great, 
apply this Cataplaſm : Re farine bord, & fabar, an. Ziiij. ſem. lini & fanu- 
greci pulu. an. Jy. flor. rof. rub. flor. cham. ſambuci, & ſummit. abfutth. au. 
Ziij. boil theſe in Wine, or in the common Lixivinum, adding oxymel. Fiij: 
ob.of, Fj. Miſc. {o roul up the Part gently. If there be much pain, dreſs it twice 
aday. If the Part —_— Medicaments of more drying and fubtil parts, 
dreſs with balfam. ſulphwuris terebiath. or cle, Be al. fabing & terebinth, an. 
Zij. Mfc. or oleum coftinum, rate, ſabive, ancth. ſcorpiax. &c. Theſe are all 
proper Medicaments to dreſs them with 3 but of. rof. and Salt have alway 
ſexved my purpoſe. 
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In your application of Medicaments you muft conſider what degree of heat Caution. 


and ficcity is proper for the offended Nerve or Tendon. If in your uſe of theſe 
Medicaments your Patient feels not the heat of them, or feels it vehemently, 
they are not then rightly fitted : for in the former cafe they donot m—_ dry 
that Sanies 3 in the latter they do inflame the Part. It the Patient feel the 
heat moderately, the Medicine is good : but it from the uſe of the Medicine 
the Patt itch and ſmart, and the Aperture made by PunQure gape, then the 
Medicament is ſtronger then it ſhould be. If the hardneſs goe off with the con- 
tration, and the Lips of the Wound relax, *tisa good fign. I ſhall give you 
one Obſervation for the faxthes confirmation.

Her pain increating, I was confulted, and faw the Chiruxgeon ready to apply ric 


kis hat Oils : but upon fight of the Wound, the Lips being turgid and dry, 
alfo the Parts about inflamed, I thewed him his errour, and prevailed with him 
todrefle it with uuguent. bafilic, warm,and to embrocate cxm ol, raf. alſo to ap- 
ply emp!. diapalm, malaxcd with ſome of the fame Oil,and to forbear dretfing it 
2 or 3 days: during which ſhe was cured, The oyer-uling hot Oils hath been 
in thefe cafes very miſchievous to many. 

If they yield not to Cure by fuch Medicaments as have been propoſed,then 
yqu qught to divide them, to prevent worſe Accidents, viz. Convullions, Spaſs 
ma's, Gangrene, &e. After which they cure as other Wounds onely require 
more care inthe poſition, and keeping the Member fieady , if it be in ſuch a 
Joint where there are Nerves and Tendons that move contrarywile.

A Servant of a Nobleman was wounded on the right. Check over the Os 
zygome, down the Muſcles of the ſame Check. Jn cleanſing of the Wqund, 
Het a piece ofthat Bone, which had been cut off by a ſlanting blow: it hung 
onely by ſome fleſhy Fibres in the Wound, I took it out, and, in confidera- 
tion the Part would not well admit of Bandage, I made two Stitches, brin- 
ging the Lips of the Wound even together, then ſprinkled the Suture with 
farcotick Powders,and dreft it up as the former. The third day after, taking off 
Dreſſings» and finding his Wound agglutinated, I cut out the Stitches, and 
dreſt him with ſome of the ſam Agglutinatives 'as before, Two days after, 
dreſſing him again, I found his Wound perfectly cured.

The next morning 
he was let bloud,and the third day after I took off the Dreſfings,and finding the 
Wouiid as it were agglutinated in the Slits,I cut out ſome of the Stitches, ſprin- 
kledthe Wounds at firſt,and dreſt him up with Sarcoticks, with Compreſſe and 
Pandage. The ſecond day after Idreft him again,and cut out the remaining Stit- 
ches 5 and in a drefling or two more cured him. This being the work of Nature, 
who rarely faileth in aQting herpart, it we perform ours, in retaining the Lips 
cloſe together, and defending them from Fluxion. The Patient was well plea- 
fed with his Cure,though there remained ſome marks of a Croſs.

Ounds penetrating the Oeſophagus and Aſpera arderis require' t6 be 
ſtitched cloſe, eſpecially thoſe of the Ocfenbegen, where the ſafte- 
nance and Saliva {o continually prefſeth into it. Therefore if your Stitches 
Aacken before the internall Wound be agglutinated, you bught to inake new 
Stitches, or patle Needles or Pins through the Lips of the Wound, and witft 
ſirong Thread twilted about them, as in a Hair-lip, keep theincloſe together, 
till the Wound be united. During which, dreſs it up with Agghutinatives; 
and preſcribe a thin Diet: fo. ſhall you cure the Wound in few days, whenas

Of Wounds of the Lims. 


NE of our Mariners in Spaiz, fighting on ſhoar, was thruſt with a 

Rapier into the outſide of the Axm nigh the Biceps, A Chirurgeon in the 
Town, fſccing him bleed much; flitcht the Wound cloſe, . and applicd his 
ReſtriQives, rowling up the Part well. After three or four days, the Patient 
came aboard, and, being in pain, delired me to dreſs him. The Arm being 
ſwelled and inflamed, I cutthe Stitches open, and gave vent to a bloudy Ss- 
wies, after which followed a digeſted Matter. Finding by ſearch with my Probe 
the Wound wanted little of paſhng through, I embrocated and dreft it up with 
a ſhort Tent armed with my common Digeſtive, and endeavoured by good 
Bandage to cure it. But it not yielding thereto, I paſſed a Seton-needle 
through, diſcharging the Matter downward ; and after that Apertion was di- 
geſted, I dilated it, and kept a Tent there a few days 3 during which the up- 
per part of the Wound hcaled up : and the Wound below digeſting well, and 


the Matter daily leſſening, I alſo healed that up. This I inſert, to ſhew you that

ſuch Wounds ought not to be fticche, but dreſt up with Aſtringents, Compreſle 
and Bandage : for'ſo theſe Wounds in a good Habit of body, with Compreſlſe 
and do frequently agglutinate in a few-days 3 whereas dreſt by Tents 
they are of loriger continuance, and rendered at laft difficult of Cure. 
_ - WhileI wes in the King's Service in the timeof the War in the Weſt-coun- 
try, I was fetched to Captain M. who in fighting a Duell was run through 
the Thigh with a broad Sword : I was alſo ſent for at the fame time to the 
other. I haſtily dreſt chis Officer's Thigh with Pledgits ſpred with Sarcoticks, 
and ſome afiringent Powders mixe with theWhites of eggs, applying them over 
both the Orifices, and bringing the Lips of them cloſe, with Comprefſe and 
Bandage, and fo left him to be by his Servants put to bed. From thence I went 
to dreſs the other, who had many little Wounds, on his Fingers, Hands, and 
Head. At my return I vifited my former Patient, whom I found in his bed 
with little pain. The ſecond day after I attended him, and finding all in good 
temper, without pain or ſwelling, I dreft the Wounds as I had done before,there 
being good ſigns that they would heal up by Agglutination 3 for there was 
little either of Matter, Pain, or Swelling. If it had appeared inflamed with 
Tumour or Pain, I ought then to have dilated the Orifice moſt diſtempered 3 
and if they had both ſuffered, I might have kept them both open with ſmall 
fhort-Tents fpred with the common Digettives, and have let him bloud, and 
proceeded as in a Body ill habited : but there was no need 3 there onely requi- 
red a quiet poſition of the Part, which he ſubmitted to, and was happily cu- 
redin 7 or 8 days. This was really performed by the Balſam of his bloud, I 
neither bleeding nor purging himin the time of his Cure. 

A fat Gentleman came from Rochefter wounded in the Thigh with a Tuck. 
It was much inflamed, by reaſon of the Tent in it, which was very long 3 his 


in theThigh- young Chirurgeon ſuppoſing the Wound could not be cured unleſs the Tent 
reached to the bottom of it. Ithrew out the Tent, and dreſſed the m——_ 
wit 
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with a Pledgit of »#gent. baſilic. embrocated it wit ol. roſ. and applicd empl. 
ebolo, then let him bloud. He being feveriſh, I alſo preſcribed a Clyſter, and 
ſeat him an Anodyne draught to diGoſ him to reſt that night. The nexc 
day I found him ia good temper, and his Wound inclined to heal. . I drefſed 
it as the day before, and adviſed him to keep his bed three or four days. About 
two days after I viſited him again, and taking off the Dreflings, ſaw his 
Wound perfectly cured : {o it continued, and he walked abroad the next 
day. 
A perſon was wounded in the inſide of the Arm, the Sword paſſing over 4. Obſertar. 
the Joint ſlanting to the outlide of the Arm. He was fir dreſt by a Chirur- ofa wound 
geon near the place where he was hurt, and had bled much. The next day '* he Arm: 
he complaining of pain, I opened the Wound, and found it tented at both Ori- 
fices, the Arm ſwelled, and a little diſturbed z as Wounds in that place are 
ſubje& to be, when the bloud is ſhut in by Tents, and not dreſt rationally by 
Altringents and good Bandage. The Swelling was moſt between the two 
Orifices,and appeared afterwards to be the bloud choaked in by the ſtreightneſs 
of the Bandage, and was not likely to yield otherwiſe then by Suppuration. 
I fomentcd the wounded Member with Diſcutients, and kept both the Ori- 
fices open with ſmall Tents dipt in the common Digeſtive, embrocating the 
Parts about cum ol. roſ. & guts. aliquot eceti, and applying over all emp. 6 bolo, 
The third dreiling there appeared bloud from that Orifice in the inſide of the 
Arm. I filled it with Precipitate upon a Doffill, and dreſt the Wounds up 
as beforez then acquainted the Patient with my thoughts of Opening the 
Swelling between the two Orifices, there being no likelihood the Matter could 
diſcharge it ſelf by either of them, yet it was not fate to heal them up. 
Wherctore I opened that Tumour lying between them by a little Cauſtick, and 
diſcharged a grumous bloud with a corrupt Serum. From that time I left off 
the uſe of Tents, and healed that Wound up in four or five days: and as the 
Eſcar ſeparated, the Ulcer digeſted , and I cured that latter Opening ſoon 
after. That the Bone was bare under the Tumour, may I ſuppoſe yet be 
felt, from the adhelion of the Is - leſh oO T RR 

A pcrſon was wounded in the outſide of the right Leg below the Gartering- | 
place, the Wound running upward. After 6 weeks drething by the neighbou. Hoy 
ring Chirurgeons, the Wound being much diſturbed by a Flux of Humours, in the Leg. 
I was conſulted, and found it finuous ( ſome two inches) upward, and ac- 
companied with Inflaramation and Tumour. The Small of the Leg and Foot 
were cedematous, and the whole Member ſo weakned by the Influx, that 
it was neither able to allimilate its Aliment , nor yet to reliſt the Crudities 
that fell upon it, and ſo was liketo be of difficule Cure. Inorder to which I 
laid open part of the Sinw by Incifion, and deterged the Wound with mundif. 
Paracelſ. mixt with Merc. precipitat. embrocating the Parts about with ol. rof. 
cum aceto,and applying cerat. Galent over the inflamed Tumour. Ifomented the 
cedematous Tumour with a Deca&tion of ahſinth. ſtord. flor. ſambuci, cham, roſ. 
rubr, bacc, myriill, & balaxſt. and applied over the Swelling a Mixture of emp, 
diachalcit, & ftid, Paracelfi, with good Bandage, not renewing thoſc Dreſſings 
more then once aweek, to give a breathing to it. By the foreſaid method of 
drefſing, that part of the Wound which I had hid opet deterged, and the In- 
flammationand Tumour remitted. I afterwards divided the remaining Sixws, 
and deterged it as the former, and with unguent. diaporepholyg. &c. cicatrized 
it, by thc help of. a laced Stocking, in the ſpaceof about a month. | 9ws per- 
fon had bcen long kept in his Chamber by his Wound, and now fuppoting 
himſelf well, he rid to his Country-houſe, ( unknown to me :) but thatnighr 
bis Leg ſwelled much, and the:Gicatrix, being ſcarce confirmed, brake out 


again 3 
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again 3 upon fight whereof he returned back the next day, and ſent for me. 
His Leg being inflamed, and the Cicatrix fretted quite off, I fomented the 
Member cam decof?. malvar, violar. plantag. ſolani, & flor. roſ. rub. and endea- 
vourcd by the application of baſilicon, &c, to digeſt it : but it not yielding 
thereto, I applied Refrigerants on the externall Parts, and a fine Lawn wetin a 
Solution of troch,alb.Rhaſ. made in decod, plantag, equiſeti, &c. over the Exco« 
riation,alſo wnguent. alb.camph. over the Lawn,upon Pledgits ſomewhat diſtant 
from one another, leſt the Matter ſhould be ſhut in by the adheſion of them, and 
fret the Cxticula more off. Thus I dreſſed it twice aday, he keeping his Leg 
upon his bed, to prevent Defluxion. By this method the heat and acrimo- 
ny of the Humour being mitigated , I applied over the Lawn Epuloticks 
more drying, vis, p#lv. corn, cerv. »ſti, &c.. and at laſt with much difficulty cj- 
catrized the Ulceration ; whereas it this Wound had been treated methodically 
in its recency, it might poſhbly have been cured in few days by Agglutination. 


Cuape:. VII 
Of Wounds of the Breaft. 


'T 7 Ounds of the Breaſt are penetrating, or not. If they do penetrate, 
then we are to conſider the depth 3 whether it be onely between the 
Mediaftinum, in the hollow Cavity of that, in the lower part of the Breaſt ; 
or whether it penetrate into the Cavities of the Thorax 3 or what the Parts are 
that be hurt. How the Breaſt is circumſcribed, with the Symptoms of each 
Part when hurt, you may find in the following Diſcourſe of Gux-ſhot, 

The Signs of Wounds penetrating are diſcovered by the proportion of 
the Searching-candle or Probe, which enters into the Cavity. You may alſo 
perceive when it penetrates the Cavities of the Thorax, by laying a Down-feather 
upon the Wound,or by holding a lighted Candle near it , the Patient holding 
his breath the whilit. In this caſe the Wind (or Air) will move the Feather or 
Flame 3 if it do not blow away the one, and extinguiſh the other. The Air 
alſo makes a noiſe in its paſhng forth. Sometimes it is diſcovered by the quan- 
tity of bloud diſcharged by the Wound or Mouth, or both, with Difficulty 
of breathing. 

Wounds in the hinder part of the Thorax are reckoned dangerous, by rea- 
ſon of the Nerves and Tendons 3 and if they penetrate that way, there is ano- 
ther danger from the great Veſſells of bloud, which are nearer to the Weapon 
in this caſe then in thoſe Wounds which' are made forward : yet all Wounds 
in the Breaſt are. dangerous, by reaſon of the continuall motion of the Lungs, 
and of the bloud that falls down on .the Diaphragma, and corrupts it. If the 
Lungs be wounded deep amongſt the great Veſſells, though they eſcape the . 
firlt nine days, yet they commonly terminate in a Phthifis, or Fiſtula, 

A Wound-in the externall part of the Breaſt is cured asa Simple Wound.

" ſhewed me fome little bloud he had then cought up. He had been woun- 
ded the night before by a man ftanding at a Door ſome ſteps higher then him- 
ſelf, as it were 6ver him, thruſting his Rapier into his Breaſt, within two tin- 
gers breadth of the right Clavicte, downward into the Lungs. The Patient 
ran into that Houſe bleeding much, and was ſeized with ſuch Difficulty of 
breathing, that he was forced to ſtretch his Arms at length over his Head, 
without which-doing he could not breath. He had been let bloud twice, and 
preſcribed Ptifans, &c. but for all this he was very little relieved. I preſently 
tet him bloud about ten ounces, and ordered the Apothecary to give him a 
draught of ag. papaver, crm ſyr. de meconio & de rof, ficeis, with a little ag, 
Saxonie frigid. and againſt the next morning appointed them to ſend for a 
Phyſician to meet me. They did fo. When I came in the morning, I found the 
Patient marvellouſly relieved,and refolved to remove (he being then inScotland- 
yard ) to his Lodging in Wild:ſtreet. In the preſence of his Phytician Dr. Se, 
I took off the Dreflings, found his Wound ſmall, and healed up within, but 
not cicatrized : which if it had, yet the Wound within was ſo much below 
this without, that it was not capable of diſcharging the Matter, and fo not 
worth my attendance, their Cure indeed contiſting in internall Preſcriptions. 
However he continued me with his Phyſician, and we bled him again, taking 
away about Fviij. of bloud, and proceeded in the method of Cure ufuall 
in ſuch caſes. That afternoon the Patient, unknown to me , purſued his 
intention of removing to his old Lodging in Fild-ftreet, where going up 
three pair of Stairs to his Chamber, he relapſt into the former Difhcultie 
of breathing, with pain, and cought much bloud. The morning after we met 
there together again. The Patient ſcemed to us quite ſpent,labouring under 
great opprefſion 3 and by his pains about the Diaphragma and Back there was 
{uſpicion of extravaſated Bloud. We bled him ſome 4 or 5 ounces more, and 
repeated Embrocations, Lohochs , peRorall DecoRions , &c. and got off 
this difficulty in 5 or 6 days : then I left him, But after that by diſorder he 
relapſed again,. yet was freed again the ſame way by his Phyſician, and re- 
covered to be hang'd at laſt. 
The Au- Of all theſe wounded Patients, and many more I have hclpt to cure, I ne- 
thour's Ob- yer ſaw any that I could Gay paſſed their Diſeaſe by Urine, nor many of 
ſery aong {hem that vented their Urine wellduring the time of their lying under theſe 
the diſcharge Wounds3 nor have I often ſeen them who recover expeQorate any ſuch quan- 
of the Sa- tity of Matter, as might be thought to proceed from the great quantity of Bloud 
nies of the extravaſated, They cought freſh bloud moſt of them, like to what they difſ- 


_ by charged from their Wounds, but more florid. 
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\ \/ E ſhall now ſay ſomewhat of the Wounds of the Bely.: the Deſcrip- 

tion whereof you will find ſet down in the Diſcourſe of Gun-ſhot- 
wounds, with the Symptoms that attend the Wounds of each particular Part 
that ſhall happen to be hurt in it. PE | 

Wounds of the Belly either penetrate, or not. The Wounds not penctra.pigerence. 
ting are ſuch as reach no farther inward then to the Peritoneum. If the Peri-. 
toneum- be allo cut through, it is reckoned a penetrating Wound : in which 
cale, if the Wound be large, the Omentum or Inteltines flip. out. Theſe pes. 
nctrating Wounds. are alſo frequently accompanied with Hurt of ſome of the 
contained Parts, viz. the Inteſtines, Stomack, Liver, Spleen, &c, _ 

It the Penetration be large, it is diſcovered by the thruſting out of the Kell Signs. 
or Gut. . It the Wound be ſmall, you muſtſcarch it with your Probe. What 
intcrnall Viſcera are wounded, may be gueſſed by the externall Part hurt,” buc 
more certainly by their peculiar Symptoms, | 

Wounds not penetrating are without danger. Thoſe in the middle of the Prognoſtick. 
Bclly arc worlt, by reaſon of the Nervous body that lieth there, and conſe. 
quently more painfull to be ſtitched, and diffculcer of Cure, by reaſon of 
the Inteltines and Kell preffing molt upon that Part, It any of the internall 
Viſcers be hurt, the danger is great, all ſuch caſes being accounted mor- 
tall. | | 

Wounds not penctrating are cured as other Wounds of the Fleſh : But thoſe Cure, 
which do penetrate require other manner of handling, It the Inteftines or 
Omentum do thruit out, you mult ſpeedily reduce them, leſt the former inflate, 
or the latter over-cool and corrupt, But if the Gut be {o putt out that you can- 
not return it in, you ought totoment it with warm Water, Red wine,, ori 
diſcuticnt Decoction ex ſummit. origan. puleg. fol. beton. ſalvie, flor, cham, ſom. 
anethi, fanic. dulc, aniſ, &c. It by ſuch means you cannot reduce it, you 
mult inlarge the Wound by Incifion, and reſtoreit to its place. | 

It the Omentum be ſlipt out and tainted by the Air, make a Ligature above: 
the ſolid part, and cut it off z then ftitch up the Wound, leaving the ends of 
the Ligaturc hanging out of it to calt off. But if it be freſh and warm, reduce 
it with your fingers. Authours have propoſed ſeverall ways of Stitching theſe 
Wounds, which I ſhall not trouble you with 3 but adviſe you to make your 
Stitches ſo deep, that the Peritop.eum may be united with the Fleſh: for it you 
fail thercin, a Hernia muſt neceſſarily fucceed, | 

It the penctrating Wound be fo ſmall that neither Omentum nor Intcſtine 
lip out, ( as it frequently happens when they are inflicted by Tuck or Rapier, ) 
you may then contider what Symptoms there are of the internall Viſcera hurt : 
and if there be neither Inflation of the Belly, Colick, Vomiting, or ought cx- 
traordinary by Urine or Stool, you may conclude all wellz and being fo, 
your belt way will be to heal up the Wound by Agglutination; tor by dretling 
it with Fents; you may caule I__ | on by expoling it to the externall 
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Air, PutrefaQion, Colick, &c, may enſue, Therefore I think it neceffary 
that theſe Wounds be healed with all expedition, and that the Patient do keep 
his Bed the while : for in fitting up, the weight of the Bowells will ſtretch the 
Peritoneum, and make way through it. And though the externall Wound 
in the Skin do not yield them paſſage, yet they will ſo neſt themſelves be- 
tween it and the Peritoneum, as to makea Hernia, To prevent which, you 
ought to haſten the Cure, and, not onely ito keep the Patient in Bed, but to 
make good Compreſſion upon the Wounds, that the Parts may unite while they 
are recent. 

If in ſuch a penetrating Wound the Small guts be wounded, the vehcment 
Pain, continuall Vomiting of Choler, and dejection of Chyle by the Wound, 
will diſcover it : | but in that caſe, the keeping of it open to ſeek the Inteſtine 
will be a hard task3 and when you have found it, what will it ſignify, but to 
increaſe the Accidents ? Therefore it will be better to follow the method of the 
Ancients,to embrocate all the Region of the Belly with ol. maſtich, & Iumbric. to 
dreſs theWound with Sarcoticks,and to keep it cloſe and warm with Compreſſe 
and Bandage, But if the great Inteſtines be wounded, and the Excrements 
diſcharge that way, it may be reaſonable to lay open the Wound, and ſtitch 
the Gut with the Glovers Stitch , ſprinkling it with ſome of the aforeſaid 
Agplutinatives 3 and reducing it back, ſtitch up the externall Wound of the 
Belly, as hath been ſaid. In all theſe Wounds VenzſcRion is necefary, and 
may be repeated as occafion ſhall offer. Regulation in Diet ought to be with 
great moderation. Clyſters may be adminiſtred after theſecond day of Chic- 
ken or Veal broth wherein Barly hath been boiled : to which may be added 
Yolks of eggs, mel comm. or Sugar of red Roſes, &c. Alſo Internalls may be 
preſcribed, vis. Vulnerary decoQtions of fol. plamtag. equiſeti, pimpinell, piloſell, 
rad. conſolid. to which may be added conf. roſ. rwb. conf. cydonior. Bolur*s may 
bealſo proper of ſpecies diatragacanth, with Balſamicks, Wounds of the Liver, 


Spleen, and other Viſcera, require to be treated much aftex the ſame manner by 
Internalls,, They ought more eſpecially to be kept open, either for thedreffing 
them, or for the diſcharge of Matter. Alſo Cataplaſms may be applied ex

Man was brought to Lambeth wounded tranſverſe the Belly a little below 

the Navell on the left fide; the Omentxm and Inteſtines were thruſtout, 

and kept cloſe to the Wound with a Handkerchief in his hand. The Omentwum 
was much out ; but not being altered by the Air, I cauſed warm Cloaths pre- 
ſently to be held-upon them very cloſe, and the Patient to be placed low with his 
Head, and his Hips raiſed up : thenby the help of his Friend raiſing them yet 
higher, and ſhaking his Body, I reduced them. After which, they having laid 
him down with his Hips raiſed, and his Body ſomewhat declining to the right 
Side, my Afſiſtent preſſing with his hands ſomething above the Wound, ( by 
which the Lips of it were a little turned upward, and the Viſcers kept down, ) I 
prepared to ttitch the Wound with a ſtrong Needle ſomewhat curved at the 
point, threaded proportionably, taking hold of the lower Lip; and paſſed 
my Needle firſt through the Peritonexm, and then to the oppoſite fide, through 
the Fleſh and Skin, leaving the Peritonexm ; and fo along, taking it up on 
one lide, and leaving it on theother, till I had ſowed up the Wound. Then I 
pulFd the Stitches as cloſe together as I could, and faftened my Thread. The 
Wound thus ſtitcht, I ſprinkled the Stitches with pulv. aloes, colophonie, ſang. 
dracon. maſtich. &c. and applied Sarcoticks with a Plaiſter over all, made up of 
ſome of the aforeſaid Powders cam album, ovi, and with Compreſſe and a ſtrong

Towell braced them all faſt, After a while I let him bloud, and ordered him 
to lie quiet upon the ſound Side, and to keep his body ſoluble by Clyſters, alfo 
to be moderate in cating and drinking. I dreft him after the ſame manner 
every other day 3 and when the Wound ſcemed to be cicatrized, and thatmy 
Stitches began to fret, I cut them out the eighth or ninth day 3 but continued 
the uſe of Sarcoticks till it was firmly cicatrized, 

Theſe Wounds are not ſubjed to great Inflammation or Defluxion 3 but by 
reaſon of the fatneſs and Cnenes of the Lips, und by preÞog of the Kell and 
Guts, the ſtitching of the Belly is a troubleſome work : and yet if the Wounds 
be not fo ſtitched that the Peritozexm and Fleſhy parts may unite together, a 
Hernia will follow, as 1 told you, for the Peritoneam bears a great ſtreſs. 
Therefore you mult be ſure to take hold with your Stitches: and it you 
doubt their holding, make dry Stitches over them, with gaod Bandage. -, © 

A Man was wounded with a Rapier into the Belly through the right -Hypos. 2. Obſervar. 
chondrium out by the Back, I conlidered the Wound, and faw the Oritice - ay = 
were ſmall, and lietle advantage to be made by keeping them, open : yet I put. 4 
in two ſmall Tents dipt in alittle Digeſtive ex terebinth. cum vitell, ovi, and dreſt 
them up with empl. e bolo, and Bandage, .advifing him to keep his bed and be 
quiet. I alſo preſcribed 3vj. ſyr.. de meconio mixt in a draught of ag. papa= 
zer, to take that night, The next morning I found him, hot, and his Pulſe 
a little diſturbed, but without any Symptoms of the Viſcers wounded 3 neither $igns of the 
Tenſion of the Belly,Colick, Vomiting,or ought extraordinary by Urine orStook inward Vi- 
however let him bloud about 1o ounces, direCting him a Clyſter of Milk, &c. P—_— 
to be adminifired that afternoon, and at night his Anodyne was repeated. The CY 
next day I took off Dreſlings, and conhlidering there was no Symptom of hurt wer. - 
within, onely the Wound a little heated by. the Tents, I threw them out; and 
dreft both the Oritices with. Pledgits ſpred with the aboveſaid Digeſtive, 
embrocating the Parts about with ol. roſ.. &c. applying a Plaiſter and Ban- 
dage as before, and deſiring him to keep his bed five or fix days longer, I 
dreſt him afterwards again 3 and hnding the Apertures well diſpoſed to cure, 
from that time I dreſt him no more, but adviſed him to be temperate in cating 
anddrinking, and if there were occaſion, I would ſee him again. My Ser- 
vant dreſt him afterward, and before the ſeventh day was cxpired, he was 
cured, and walkt abroad, not complaining any more of that Wound. 

Thus it frequently happeneth, that a Sword paſſeth through the Body with- 
out wounding any conſiderable Part. Yet if the Wound had been kept ten- 
ted, it might have been ſubje@to Inflammation, by reaſon of the diſturbance 
there, from whence ul Accidents might have happened. And what could the 
Chirurgeon have advantaged the Cure by keeping ſuch little Wounds open, 
ſuppoſing bloud had been cxtravaſated, which is the common pretence ? Yer 
if it be not done, he is uſually condemned by the common vogue, There- 
fore it is that ſome of our Proteſſon, polhbly againſt their. own judgments, 
keep them tented often, to the ruine of their Patient. 
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|| Shall now diſcourſe of Wounds of the Head, not onely as they are made by 

Cut, Stab, or Bruiſe, but alſo of thoſe made by Gun-ſhot 3 and fo by an- 
ticipating part of the Diſcourſe next enſuing, 'give you the full DoQrine of 
them, by what Inſtrument ſoever made, without a neceſſity of future repeti- 
tions. And that you may underſtand the bafir whereon theſe Cures are 
wrought, I ſhall repreſent the Head'toyou as it is framed. 

The Head, according to Galen De wſu part. is the nobleſt Member of our 
Body, the principal! Faculties being there ſeated, for the uſe of which it was 
ordained 3 and is ſo contrived, as to be the foundation of Animal Spirits, 
CEN to contain the principal} Organs both of the internall and external] 
Senſes. 

In the firſt place the Hairy ſcalp preſents it ſelf to our eyes: and therein is 
to be conſidered its Thickneſs, Senſe, and Veſſells, with the Muſcles that lie 
under it. The Hairy ſcalpis thinneſt on the top of the Head 4 nor is there any 
Muſcle between it and the Scull in that part, utiileſs you will call the Membrons 
carnoſa a Muſcle z which ſome men of hte do, and poſſibly not improperly ; 
and the rather, becauſe by it many men move the whole Scalp. If you doubt 
of a FraQture there, you may boldly cut into the Hairy ſcalp : it is of an obtuſe 
ſenſe, and eafily healed up again. But be cautious how you make your Inci- 
fion in the Forchead, where a tranſverſe Wound may cauſe the Eye-brows to 
fall oyer the Eyes. Therefore if you are forced to make Incihion, let it be ac- 
cording to the length of the Fibres. And be carefull that you makeno Incifion 
upon the Temporall Muſcles, for thereby Convulfion and other ill Accidents 
may happen. 

" Under the Hairy ſcalp lies the Pericraninm, which we'are to cut through 
in making way to the Craninm. You are to raiſe them both together, when 
you lay bare the Craninm for the uſe of the Terebra, For ( ſay Authours ) 
if in perforating the Craninm you tear this Membrane, Inflammation and 
Fever may follow ; the Pericraniznm ariſing from the Dura mater through 
the Sutures, by which continuity that may alſo partake of the Inflamma- 


tion. 

The Cranium follows, which is a Bone compoſed of many jointed together 
by Sutures, of which there are five concern usz Coronalis, Lambdoides, $a- 
gittalis, and two falſe ones. In perforating the Crazium, you are to ſhun 
theſe, ( if you may, ) for through them the Dura mater paſſes, as I told you, 
and is continued unto the Pericraninm. The Sutures divide the Bones of 
the Craninm, by which one part of it may be preſerved intire, while the other 
is broken, which otherwiſe would be in hazzard. Theſe Sutures are weak in 
reliſting Blows, and between them Matter may be unhappily retained, and 
cauſe a Caries, and ſooner work through to the Dxra mater then in other 
parts of the Scull. It is neceſſary to know them well, leſt, as Hippocrates gives 
good caution, you take them for Fiſſures, The way of finding them w by

' The Brain lies under the-Pis mates; in- whoſe Ventricles is- lodged the Brain, 
Plexus choroides, and under whoſe hafit lic large numerous branches of Arte- 
ics and Veins; which by great Blows of the Head may be broken. 

From the Deſcription of the Head we ſhall praceed to the Deſcription of Deſcriprion 
its Wounds, which are ſtrilyto called, where ahy part of the Skin, Fleſh, 22d Difte- 
Bones, Membranes or Brain jscut or torn. _—_— 

But where the Skin remain&th whole, Concuſfions and Contufions do often the Head, 
happen, and will deſerve to be treated of in this place with the Wounds : not Concuſlions, 
onely becauſe they are the frequent Companions of Wounds but alſo becauſt, <oprulions, 
when alone, they produce: grievous Accidents reſembling thoſe of Fractures, ——— 
nay often exceeding them. I ſhall therefore gradually eſcribe Concuflions, : 
Contufions and Fractures, under the follawing Heads. 

1.” There may happen Conchflions of the Brain from a Blow, Fall, &c, nay 
ſometimes from a Box on the ear, wherein the Syryptoms may ariſe to a great 
height, without breaking either the Skin without, or Scull within. Which 
Concuſſions if they be of the leſſer ſort, wherein no Veſſell is broken or bloud 
extravalated, fo that the perſon isonely ſtunned, he foon recovers. But if of 
the greater ſort, with ruptureof the Veſſells and extravaſation of bloud, they 
produce Stupores, Vertigines, Deliris, and many the like Symptoms, and arc 
every whit as dangerous, nay often more' dangerous then Fractures them- 
ſelves. | 

2, Contuſions , when great, do uſually prodnce a Fifſure or Crack of the 
Scull, either in the ſame part where the Blow was inflicted, and then it is cal- 
led Fiſſurs 3 or in the contrary part, in which caſe it obtaineth the name of 
Cyntrafiſſrs.

Celſus, in his $, Book and:4-+, er, adviſes, when you are called to a 
Patient in ſuch caſes as aboye mentioned, to enquire whether he was ſtunned, 
or fell down with the Blow, or vomited preſently after. .Y.ou arc alſo to en- 
quire how he was hurt,” whetherby Blow, or Fall, For from the force of the 
Weapon,and manner of the Fall, you may ſhrewdly gueſſe at the caſe. You are 
alſo to conſider the Tumour,whether it be great,or ſmall. If there be a Wound, 
nothing is more ſure then your: Finger to diſcover the Frafture. If you feel any 
Aſperity, if it be not a Suture, you may be ſure it is a Fiſſure or Fracture, Bur 
ſuppoſing there be neither Wound nor Tumour, yet if the Patient ſuffer under a 
Palſey in any part, or lie ſtupefied or raving, it is moſt certain the Membranes 
of the Brain are oppreſt. And if the Hair liecut in the Wound,you may ſuppoſe 
the Cranium hurt,it being no ſmall force can divide Hair in that place. The hol- 
ding a Thread between the Tecth, or biting a Cruſt, is mentioned by Authouss 
as a way to find out a FraQture : but I think it of no great moment, unleſs the 
Fracture be near or under the Temporall Muſcle. 

Wounds of the Head, according to Hippocrates, are not without danger, how 
ſlight ſo everthey may appear to common judgment. Inciſed Wounds of the 
Hairy ſcalp reaching to the Cranizm, cut by a Rapier, are the leaſt dangerous 
or difficult of Cure. Thoſe made by a Halberd, Bill, and ſuch like heavy 
Weapons, are not without danger 3 fo alſo thoſe made by PunQure with a 
Dagger. By how much the nearer they penetrate to the Brain,ſo much the more 
dangerous they are. All Contufſons of the Head are to be ſuſpeed, for from 
thoſe the greateſt Symptoms do ariſe, If in laying open the Cranium the Pa- 
tient recover not his Senſes, you may ſuſpet an Extravaſation of bloud un- 
der the Dura mater; in which caſc his Liteis in great hazzard, Thoſe Frac- 
tures made by Gun-ſhot do for the moſt part beat pieces of the Scull in- 
to the Brain, and ſo may be determiqged mortall.

ſhave off the Hair, it there be any, and embrocate the Tumour and Parts about 
exm ol, roſ. _ & aceto, and apply this or ſuch like Cataplaſm on the affec- 
ted Parts : Rt far. bord. fabar, an. vj. pulv, tuc, cupreſſ. balauſt, aluminis roch. 

Fiij. album,ovor, num. ij, aceti g. ſ. fiat Cataplaſma, After 
ou have thus drefſed the Patient, It him bloud in the Arm or Neck of the 
ime ſide, and ſome hours after let 4, Clyſter be adminiſtred 3 and lay him to 
reſt at night with a Draught of an Emulſion of the cold Seeds, &'c. The next 
day repeat the former method of drefling ; and after you have thereby re- 
ſtrained the afflux of Humours, you may foment the remaining Tumour 
with Red wine wherein have been boiled fol.- betoric. flor. anthos, ftechad. 
cham, roſ. rub. bacc, myrtill, &c. and embrocate with of, roſ;& cham. But if it. 
row hard and paintull, and threaten Apoſtemation, foment it with deco@. 
mb, malve, rad. althee, ſem,lini & fanugreci, and make a Cataplaſm of 
the Feces, adding far. bord, &c. And it it ſuppurate, treat it as a Phlegmon, 
But ifthe Pain do mitigate, and the Tumour be continued with extravaſated 
bloud, as in an Ecchbymoſis, you ought then to diſcuſſe and dry up the Sero- 
ſity by ſuch like : Re far. bord. fabar, an. Fiij. flor. roſc rub. bace. myrtill, an. Fj. 
ſummit, abſinth. fol, betou.. flor. ſambuci, cham, an, Z1j. ſem. eymin, Zj. pulver. 
OG coq, in vin. rub. addeud, mell, com. Jij. oh roſ, & cham. an. q. \. fiat Cata- 
plaſma. If by theſe the Humour doth not dry up, nor the Tumour diſcuſſe, 
open it, and digeſt and cure it as in its proper Obſervation will be ſhewed. If 
there be a Concuſſion with the Tumour,you ought to begin with letting bloud, 
and repeat it as you ſee occaſion, even to _— of the Spirits 3 and keep the 
Body ſoluble by Clyſters 3 alſo contemperate the Ferment in the bloud by fre- 
uent Draughts of Emulſions, &c. The externall Applications are much the 
me as have been above ſaid, by ſhaving off the Hair, and embrocating the 
Head and Neck cxm ol. roſ. myrtill. album, ovor, & aceto, and applying Cata- 
plaſins as above ſaid decoted in Red wine or Oxycrate. After ſome days, 
when the Symptoms are remitted, apply empl. Vigonis ad contwſiones, or this 
following, which is alſo his 3 Re frurfwr, m_— far. lentium ij. flor. roſ, 
rub, bacc, myrtill, balauſt. an.

Or with Wax, Oe. you may makeit in 
the form of a Cerote. Fomentations may likewiſe be made of, the foreſaid 
Ingredients. But in caſe the Concuſſion do not ceaſe by the preſcribed Reme- 
dies, then lay open the ſuſpeQed Part , and proceed as er ſhall be 
ſhewed. | 
In great Corituſions without a Wound, if the Tumour be large, feel PapPy, 
and increaſe notwithſtanding your application of Refrigerants z you may ſuſpe&t 
the quantity of Serwm xaifing the Tumour. to. proceed from within, through 
ſome Fiſſuxe ## Cranio, In which caſe (having conſidered the Symptoms ) 
make Inciſion into the Tumour proportionably, . And if you feel no pat of 
the Cranizm bare or depreſt, drefle it up with Digeſtives, and make your 
Applications over it of ſuch Medicaments as have been preſcribed in the former 
Contuſions, And if theneupen the Tumour do flat, and the Wound digeſt, 
proceed in the Cure accordingly. But if there be Depreſſion, or other il} 
Symptoms of internall Pazts hurt, lay the Hairy ſcalp more open,. and make 
Way tor farther inſpection. . nh 
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_ ine In the Cure of Wounds of the Head, if they be made by a Rapier dividing 

the Scalp to the Craninm, nay though it cut the Scull, it there be no Symptom 

of an internal Hurt, the Lips of the Wound ought to be brought cloſe toge- 

ther,and healed by Agglutination. The Stitching of theſe Wounds is objected 

againſt by ſome, leſt Matter ſhould be thereby pent in, and foul the Bone, 

But if you can fatisfic your ſelf that the Wound ought ſpeedily to be healed, 

the work is ſafe,if done judiciouſly. Abroad in Spain I have ſeen them as com- 

monly ſtitched as other inciſed Wounds: and in the Wars we ſtitched them 

ſucceſsfully 3 and here in Town I have titcht up great Wounds of the Hairy 

ſcalp. However you ought not to crowd theſe Wounds with Doffils, for there- 

by you may raiſe a Fever,and prolong the Cure. Therefore having clipt away the 

Hait,dreſs the Wound cxm pulv.Galen.atid empl.e bolo,or ſome Defenſative,with 

Compreſs and Bandage bringing the Lips cloſe together;and afterwards let the 

Patient bloud, if he did not bleed ſufficiently at the Wound : and the day fol- 

lowing adminiſter a Clyſter,if the Body require it. At the next dreſſing,cmbro- 

cate the Parts about cxm ol.roſ,&c.and dreſs the Wound with liniment. Arcei up- 

on Pledgits, and it will ſoon cure. But if the Lips of the Wound were not rc- 

tained cloſe together at the firſt dreffings, it may be neceſſary to dreſs it with 

Digeſtives ex terebinth. &c. embrocating the Parts about, and apply Plaiſters 
accordingly.

Wounds of In Wounds of the Head which you cannot cure by the firſt Intentions as 
the lead whete they are inflicted by a Weapon with an obtuſe edge, or where there is 
_ a loſs of 1% of Subſtance, as part of the Lips torn off, there you muſt digeſt 3 and to 
q " that purpoſe the cotnmon Digeſtive ex terebinth, cum vitell, ovi, & farin. bord. 
is proper. It may afterwards ſetve for a Deterſive, if you add mel comm. aut 
1 pulv.ireos ſarcocoll, &.,With a farther addition of Myrrh and Aloes, it is a 
Sarcotick.Or you may incarn with liniment. Arcei, which was by him de- 
Unguent. figned for Wounds of the Head.Vigo commends this; ol-roſac, Zvj. ol. maſtich, 
Matri-hlve. jj. pingued, vitulin. porcin. an. Fiiij. fab. plantag. matrisſylve, beton, pimpinelle, 
piloſelle, flor. anthos, an. M8. vini fferi. cochl, jjij. coqguantur ad conſumpt. 
vini ; colat. adde maftich. gunem. elemi, reſine pin. an. Fj. lithargyr, auri & ar- 
genti an, Fij. minit Zx. terebinth, Venet, $1} cereg.ſ. If in the incarning 
the Wound the Fleſh grow luxurious, touch it with a Vitriol-ſtone, and it will 
deterge, and diſpoſe it to cicatrize ; which you may then compleat with 
Pledgits of Lint preſt out of ſpir. vini, aq. calcis, &c, 

In Wounds made by Contufion where the Cranium is 4 little naked, you 
ought not preſently to crowd in Dofſils : for if that contuſed Fleſh be well 
digefted, the Bone will incarn underneath with the' Wound agony 
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difficulty. In thoſe of the woxlt Habit of body I have happily incarned, by 
keeping the Orificea little open by a ſmall Dofhl preſſed our of ſpir.vini,and de- 
fending the Parts about from Fluxion by Mcdicaments and Bandage, as bath 
bcen ſhewed in ſuch caſes. Take care that the Matter be not ſhut in by your 
Dreſlings 3 for thereby the Wound may be made moxe hollow, and the Cure 
prolonged. To prevent which, I have been ſometimes neceſſitated to apply. a 
Comprels round, leaving a hole in the middle of it, for the diſcharge of Mat- 
tcr, whilſt the Parts about incarped by Compreſſion. 

But if the Wound be with fo. greats Contuſion , that it caſts off a Slough, 
and leavcs the Craninm much nakedithough it be not fouled cither by the Mat- 
ter or Air, yet it will then be neceſſary to raſp it : for the Bone is naturally 
{inooth and flippery, as if it were poliſhed, and Fleſh: difticultly groweth 
upon it. Wherefore to haſten the' Cure, you, ought, by the guthority of Ga- 
len and the moſt praftical men, to, raſp the Bone thin, till you ſee the bloud 
ready to come out of it : the Bone wil thereby be the ſapner_ ſupplied with 
materials for generation of Fleſh. But if your Patient will not admit of Rafpa- 
tories, then you ought to keep your Dollils cloſe to the Lips of the Wound, 
and make your Extoliation from the edges, that the ſound part may thruſt off 
the rotten Bone. For neither. Crabs-cyes, vor any Medicine inwardly pre- 
ſcribed, or Wine outwardly applicd with Lint, or other Medicaments to the 
middle of a Bone, will ſignitic any thing to the Exfoliation of it : nay, the 
while you are fo trifling, the Matter from the edges will rot the Bone under- 
ncath, and in continuance pierce through the firſt Table, and run down 
betwcen the two Tables, thereby doing much miſchief, and ſo will put you 
upon the uſe of the Terebra, After the Bone is ſcxaped, you may dreſs then 
with Pledgits dipt in liniment. Arcei hot. It it require Digeſtion otherwiſe, 
apply them preſt out of ſprr. vizi, cither imply, or ſuch wherein bath been in- 
fulcd pulv.radic, ireos,ariftoloch,peucedan. &c. 

If in a Wound of the Head made by a Sword the Scull be cut flanting off; ox 
into the ſecond Table,if there be no Symptoms of Concuſhon,you ought not 
to lay open the Wound to ſet on a Terebra, but cleanfe and dreſs it up with a 
proportionable Doffil preſt out of ſpir, vini,and digeſt the Lips of the Wound 
as above ſaid, and attend the Extoliation 3 then heal it. Some Authours have 
adviſed the Raſping of theſe Bones3but in this caſe it is needleſs: far if the Bone 
be dreſſed as I have ſaid, the Fleſh will ſoon ariſe in that Cut of the Bone, and 
make Exfoliation of what is neceflary, and incarmn it without your farther 
trouble, 
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If the Craniam be hurt by a ſharp-cutting Weapon, it cannpt be without Fiſure in 
Solution of continuity in the Hairy ſcalp : but by a Fall or Blow the Scull may ©"* 


be fiſſuxed or tractured,and the Hairy ſcalp whole,and this Fracture or Fifſure 
may be under the Contuſion,or in ſome other Parts. If the Symptoms do de- 
monſtrate that there is a FraQure ox Fiſſure, you are then without delay to 0- 
pen the Hairy ſcalp according as the Part will admit, angularly, or in the 
manner of a Croſs, or of the Letter T, that the Fracture may be diſcovered by 


the railing of it up with its Pericra#ium. For it you ſhall in doubtfu] Fifſures Againſt 


or Fractures make a round Incifion, and take out the whole piece 3 then, if 
there chance to be no Fiſſure, you have made your ſelf a long work to little pur- 
poſe: and if the Fiſſure run under the Hairy ſcalp father then you made your 
Incifion, you may then be neceſſitated to cut it open that length: by which it 
will appear you have through miſtake laid it open more then was neceſſary in 
oneplace, and too little in another, doing that which neither Hippocrates was 
any judicious Chirurgeon would ever allow. Whepeas if you had laid it 
open by a croſs Incition, you = by onely railing the Scalp have _ 
cc 2 ver 
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vercd the Fiſſure or Fracture : and if yet part of the Fifſure or Fracture 
had Jain undiſcovered, you might have ſtretche your Incifion to it : and 
in caſe after all there had been no FraQture nor Fiſſure, which often hap- 
pens, eſpecially in Contratifſures, then you might have laid the Hairy ſcalp 
down again, and eaſily cured it 3 which by an exciſion of part of the Scalp you 
cannot do. 

As to what may be objeQted,that the raiſed-up Lip might be troubleſome to 
the Chirurgeon in his work,and painful to the Patient 3 there is no ſuch thing : 
for if the Inciſion be made the way propoſed by the Ancients, and that the Fra- 
ure or Fifſure be all in your view, you may order the Lips of the Wound as 
you pleaſe, 

The Cranium laid bare, you are to fill up the place opened with Doſlils of 
dry Lint, or prefſed out of Red wine or Oxycrate, or a Sponge preſt out of ci- 
ther of the ſame Liquours 3 and apply a Plaiſter over all of diachalcith. ma- 
laxed with ol. rof. cum aceto, and bind it up. 

At the next dreſſing you muſt conſider the Fifſure. If it be fo ſmall, that 
you doubt whether it be one or not, then wet it with Ink, and wipe it off 
apain, and the Ink will diſcover where the Fifſure is. But if it do not, then 
this Emplaſter may be applied : Rt cere nove flave, thuris, Iadani, an. ij. 
farin. fabar, terebinth. aceti, an. 3j. Miſce ad ignem. You ought to apply it 
on the ſuſpected Part, and the next day, where you ſhall frad it moiſt, there 
you are to rugine it. 

Fallopixs tells us, that where the Cranizm is contuſed, certain Spots will ap- 
pear red, not unlike thoſe white ones which are uſual in the Nails of the fiv- 
gers 3 but after the third day the blond exhales, and that redneſs ceaſeth, If 
by the Emplaſter you diſcover the Fiſſure, or that the Bone contuſes, you are 
to raſp the contuſed Part the whole length : to which purpoſe you ought to 
be furniſhed with various ſorts of Raſpatories. Whilſt you arc working with 
them, the Lips of the Wound ought to be covered with ſome ſoft Linen, 
that you neither hurt them, nor yet the Air offend them. Sometimes very 
ſmall Fiſſures, how inconſiderable ſoever they may ſeem, are the cauſe of the 
Paticnt*s death, there being often found extravaſated bloud upon the Dura ma- 
ter, and the Veins broken, cither by the Concuſſion from the Blow, or by 
the rough edges of the inner Table. Therefore you are to conſider the Sym- 
ptoms, and accordingly lay open the Wound either by Raſpatories,or otherwilc 

cutting into it, ſo as the Sanies may be diſcharged, and the aſperity taken 
away. Butif there be a FraQture of the Cranium, you ought to fatisfic your 
ſelf whether it be in one or both Tables: if in both, then, whether the De- 
preflion of the Bone be great, and what Fiſſure there is: and accordingly 
make way to relieve the Dura mater underneath 3 for it cannot be without 
great diſturbance, vis. Inflammation, Fever, and Delirium z from whence 
Coma, Convulſions, Palſics, and Neath enſue, it negle&ed. But if there be 
a Fiflure (o large as to diſcharge the Serofity, you may take more deliberation 
in laying it oper, or raſping the Bone. If it be otherwiſe, then the Trepan ought 
to be applied, to = vent to the Serum, and to make way for the railing the 
depreſt Bone.But it the Bone be not mnch deprelt,and the Fiſſure conſiderably 
large,it is then at your choice whether you will inlarge that Fiſſure,or continue 
it tor evacuation of the Matter, and forbcar the uſe of the Trepan,not doubting 
but a {mall Depreſſon of the Bone will cither riſe, or caſt off, by the benefit of 
Nature, I know it will be hard to diſſwade ſome Chirurgeons from applying 
a Trepan in this caſe; for I my ſelf have been glad to comply with ſome of 
them, in ſetting on a Trepan where the Fifſure was ſufficiently large, and 
when all the ill Symptoms were remitted, and where there was no a” 
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of the Cranium. But what did it ſignity ? Indeed, . where the Fifſure lieth un- 
towardly for diſcharge of Matter, or where the. Deprethon of the Cranium is 
deep, there a Trepan ought to be timely applied; | 

In order to the Perforation of the Craniam, the Bone mult be clearcd of its perforation, 
Pericranium, lelt in ſetting on the Terebra, or Modiolus, (.which are two ſe- 
verall names for's Trepan,) you tear the Membrane. The Lips of the Wound 
ought alſo to be covered the while. The Terebrs ought to be fer on that fide 
which is moſt depending. And in cafe of a Depreſhon, make your Perfora- 
tion ſo near', that you may afterwards be able to raiſe up that by it. When 
you have ſet on your Trepan, preſs upon it with your lett hand, and turn it 
round with your right. You mult uſe a little ol. rof. or Milk to cauſe: it to 
move the eater, and as it fouls, bruth it 3 in doing ot which it will cool: Be- 
torc you approach tothe ſecond Table,(which you may know by the bloud that 
appcars, ) it will, be required that you take out the Pin, and proceed more 
warily, not liftening to the prattling of the Standers by, bur often lifting up 
your hand, lelt by your comprethon or halte you unawares fall upon the Dura 
mater, and wound it» Some Chirurgeons do bring out the Bone in the bore 
but it will be ſater to raiſe it up with your Levator, when itis fo cut, that it 
is bur lightly retained in ſome part. During this work, it is fit the Patient's 
Ears were (topped with Lint, leſt the noiſe diſturb him. The Room ought 
alſo to be cloſe. The Perforation made in Cranio, and the Bone taken 
out, you arc to {inooth away the Aſperity which remains in the lower Table 
by the Lenticular inftrument made tor that purpoſe. 

It after this the Membrane be fouled by the Saw-duſt of the Bone, you muſt Firſt drec 
wipe it off with a ſoft Sponge, or a little Lint upon your Probe. The Parr fing i. wot 
being cleanſed, you are to drefſe up the Membrane. ' About this turſt Applica» Perforacion: 
tion Authours differ much. Avecen dreit thein with Lenients, viz. ol. rof, Cel- 
ſus dreit the Part with ſficcantia, viz. cum aceto acerrimo, You may find him 
politively for it in theſe words His fad, ( the Pertoration being made, ez 
membrana acri aceto reſpergenda eft, ut ſi intus concretus cruor remanet, diſcutia- 
tr, &c. He ſprinkled the Membrane with ſharp Vinegar, to prevent the Blee- 
ding, and diſſolve the concreted Bloud lying upon the ſaid Membrane or Dars 
mater, But the molt part of the Ancients, and many of the Moderns, have ad- 
viſed Lenients, as ol. rof. that the bloud extravaſated, and lying upon the Dura 
mater, in pus convertatur, may bedigeſted. But in this you are to be guided 
by your Eye. If there be Santes or PutrefaCtion, mel rof. ſpir. vini, and higher 
Detergents may be uſed, accordingly as the PutretaQtion is more or leſs. It 
there be much bloud extravaſated, or that you fear bleeding, that of Celſzs may 
be proper : but if the bloud be recent, and exceed not in quantity, it poſli- 
bly happened from ſome Scratch of your Trepan, or ſome little Aſperity of the 
inner Table, It there be neither of theſe, but the Membrane freſh, and of ics 
naturall colour, then you are not to grieve that Membrane now. expoſed to 
the Air with Detergents, nor by the acrimony of Vinegar: for it you (hall by 
(cratching of the Membrane make it bloudy, and then dreſs it with cither 
acetum ox mel rof, ſpir, vini, &c; you ſhall then proceed contrary, to the com- 
mon Indications in Chirurgery , which teacheth to digeſt recent Wounds betore 
you deterge : and indeed what would you deterge ? 

Theretore I do adviſe the uſe of Lenients,not onely by the authority of thoſe 
ancient and modern Chirurgeons, but by my own practice. Galen propoſed 
ſang, columb. and the bloud of Turtles dropt warm from their wings. Falop. 
and Fabric. ab Aquapend. propoſed ol. rof. with reſin. abietis: and afterwaxds 
they increaſed the Reſin, and leſſened the Oil. Burt if there be PutzefaRtion 
through the long lying of concreted bloud, &c, then meIrof, and ſpir. vini are 
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proper, yea mel Zgyptiac. and higher if occaſion ſhall offer. But in the common 
caſes, after recent Terebrations, Refin by its cmplaſtick quality niixed with ol, 
roſ, perfe&s the concoQtion ſooner, and by its anodyne quality ſecures the Part 
from Inflammation. It ought to be proportioned to the Habit of body : dry 
Bodies require more of the Reſin, and leſs Oil. And by this imple Medicament 
I neverfailed of good Digettion 3 and afterwards by the tempering of it as I 
have faid I have deterged and digeſted, always continuing the ule of it untill 
the Membrane was well digelted, never finding the leali prejudice the 
bare Bone received from it. But you muſt take care that you do not uſe Di- 
geſtives unſeaſonably, for thereby you may relax Parts. Theretore after Di- 
geſtion adde more Reſin, and leſs Oil. Or you may mix mel roſ. with the Re. 
tin in ſtead of the Oil, which will anſwer your intention, both todeterge and 
incarn- Or you may uſe this to both purpoſes 3 its Compoſition will com- 
mend it (elf: Re terebinth. Venet. 3, ol, rof. Fiiij. mel. roſ. Jig. croci Jj. graxor, 
kermes 3(3. ſem. byperici Yij. vini Hiſpanic. Fiij. cog. ad conſumpt. vin; colat. adde 
aloes 3j. Miſc. Theſe Medicaments may be applied upon the Dura mater, 
and a Button of Lint over, to fill up the hollow in the Bone : the reft of the 
Bone may be dreſſed with dry Lint or liniment. Arcei, and the Lips of the 
Wound with a Digeſtive as aforeſaid cum terebintb, over which apply empl, di- 
apalme malaxed with ol. rof. 

In the uſe of Medicaments you are to conſider the Part and Habit of body, 
and adde or diminiſh your Simples accordingly as you deſign to deterge or in- 
carn, &c, and ſothey will performall intentions. Some Authours have limj- 
ted us a time to dreſs with this or that Medicament 3 viz. to uſe Digeſtives to 
rhe fourth day, from that time todeterge to the ſeventh, and to incarn to the 
fourteenth day. But herein you muſt make uſe of your own judgment, per- 
ſiſting to cheriſh the native heat. If the Wound penetrates to the Dura mater, 
youmult conſider the force of the Weapon,and make haſte to relieve the Parts 


Obſervation. under the Cranium. Yet a day or two before the Battell of Worceſter , a Gentle- 


Gun-ſhor, 


man attending the Earl of Derby in his Retreat thither received a large Wound 
between the Sagittall and Coronall Sutures by a Sword, it cutting through 
the Cranixm to the Dura mater, The Membrane was covered with the ſmall 
Shivers of Bones, He had onely a thin linen Cap over it, his haſte not permit- 
ting him to be dreſſed. And it may be it was the better for him : for if Doſ- 
fills had been haſtily crowded upon the Bones, ſevere Symptoms would have 
followed ; whereas the Shivers lying lightly upon the Membrane, he was free, 
and being ignorant of his danger, rid a great Journey. I after took them our, 
and dreti the Membrane with Digeſtives the ſhort time we were together. But 
when FraQures are made with Bullets or Slugs, there the Hairy fcalp and picces 
of the Cranizm are driven in together upon the Dura mater. In which caſes 
you mult preſently lay open the Hairy ſcalp, and raiſe it up with the Bones, 
and relieve the oppreſt Membrane. If the Flux of bloud be great, cleanſe ic 
with a Sponge Tipe in Red wine or Vinegar, and dreſs it as hath been 
ſhewed. If the Opening in the fractured Cranium be not ſufficient, make 
one in the moſt declining part, and raiſe up the Bones, and free the Mem- 
brane of whatever may offend it. But do not take out more Bones then 
needs muſt : like ſome of thofe Chirurgeons I have met carrying them about 
in their Pockets, boaſting in that which was their ſhame. For if you look 

well upon ſuch, you may ſee many of them were corrupted by the Matter 

through the ignorance of the Chirurgcon. For recent Fractures of the Cra- 
#ium do frequently unite like thoſe in other Parts, if the Matter hath liberty 

to diſcharge from within, Thercfore having raiſed up the Bones that are 

looſe, drels t he >thers dry with Catagmaticks, &c, and take care that they 
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be not overgrown with looſe Fleſh, and they will happily agglutinate, 
It ſometimes happeneth in great Concuffions, that we lay optn the Hairy 
ſcalp 3 and though we diſcover neither Fiſſure nor FraQture, yet we perforate 
the Cranizm, to relieve the Patient : but if notwithſtanding the Symptoms of 
Coms or Paralyſis do not remit, you may ſhrewdly ſuſpeR the Extravaſation 
of bloud lieth deeper. For it ſometimes happeneth in Concuffions ; that 
the extravaſated bloud licth between the Dare and Pia mater, and other+ 
while amongſt the Ventricles of the Brain. In which caſes, if the Per- 
foration of the Cranium relieve them not, you muſt make Apertion through 
the Dura mater; and if the bloud lie between it and the Pia mater, it may 
haply be diſcharged. How that is to be dreſti, I ſhall ſhew you preſently : but 
for the moſt part,the long retention of Matter ſpacelates the Brain 3 and as the 
Patient ſuffered from the beginning under the ſevere Symptoms of Come or 
Paralyfis, fo he dies at laſt Convullive, 4 
In theſe Wounds of the Dur mater the Lenients of ol. roſ; or warm Pigeons 
bloud are proper : they are anodyne, and digeſt. 00. byperic. arid Maſtich are 
alſo good mixt with Reſin. Pubr. ab Aquapendent. cites Galen, and he Archi- 
exes, as dreifing theſe Wounds with ſacc. calaminth, and afterwards ſptin- 
Kling pwlv, mil: on the Membrane to incarn it 3 the milizm-im ing the 
heat of the other. He delivers them to us as ficcantia, detergentia, and incar- 
#antis, The Unition and Incarning of the Lips of the Dura mater is perfor- 
med by a Fleſhy ſubſtance that ariſeth upon the Membrane, which afterwards, 
as it increaſeth, doth unite them, and overſpreading that part groweth' up to 
the Cranizm, and unites with that Caller, (after Exfoliation of the Bone, ) and 
becomes one body with it, filling up the place that was perforated, and in time 
groweth more firm then the Bone it ſelf. But the while you mult be carefull 
that your Lenients make not the Fleſh too lax by their greazineſs; for ſo a 
Fungus will thrult out thence, 'which may be vexatious to you- This in: the 
beginning may be prevented by Deficcants, and waſted by Mertur. precip. 
pulv, cort. granat. balauſt. roſ..rub. or alumen uſt, alone. But if it groy very 
big, it mult be taken off by Ligatuze. Yet-to tell you truly, I never met 
with any ſuch like diſturbance as is repreſented to us by Authours 3 not 
ſhall you, if you uſe your Deficcants timely. For the Vitriol-ſtone takes this 
off with litcle pain, and difpoſes the Part to cicatrize, if it be uſed with mode» 
ration and timely, | | | 
The Pia mater is ( as I have elſewhere ſaid ) a moſt delicate fine Mem- 
brane, and adheres (o cloſe to the Brain, - that-it can ſcarce be hurt without 4 
Wound in the Brain it (elf : which Wound is for the moſt part mortall, partly for 
that the Membrane is full of Veins, and ſubjeR to great effalion of bloud 3 
partly alſo becauſe the Brain being expoſed to the Air, is thereby over-cooled, 
and corrupting groweth fluid, and is thruſt forth by the contraQtion of the 
Mezinges, ( or Membranes, ) which are irritated by the «conſtant pain they 
ſuffer trom the putrefaRtion of the Brain 3 and ſo ithappeneth chat it worketh 
.outat the Wound, So long as any remaineth-in that Ventricle, you muſ 
make way to theſe Wounds by removing the ſhattered Fleſh. and Bones : but if 
they will not come eafily away, leave it to Nature, left the Patient die under 
your hands, and you be thought to haften his death, Your Dreſſings muſt be 
with Gelen's Powder and Hares-fur cam albumine ovi upon Pledgits, to re« 
ſtrain the Bleeding, and retain the Brain within'its bounds. Apply over them 


your Dreflings; as in the Wounds of the Durs mater: remembring in all theſe ore. 


. Gun-ſhot Wounds to cut off the ſhattered Lips of the Hairy ſcalp, - leſt a Gleet 
drop from them upon the Meninges and Brain, and heighten the Accidents, 
If che Brain be retained within its Membranes. the FPis and) Dare matet, 
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and they digeſt and incarn, then you may proceed in the reſt of the Curt as in 
FraQures of the Craninm, as hath already been ſaid. 

In all Hurts of the Head, what ſort ſoever they be of, the Body is to be em- 
pticd 3 and the rather, if there be Plethora or Cacochymia : for in ſuch Habits 
of body Humours are more apt to ſtir up ill Symptoms. Therefore you oughe 
timely to let them bloud in the Neck or Arm on the ſame fide; and repeat 
Bleeding according to the exigency, and che ſtrength of the Patient's body, 
Alfo Cupping (with or without Scarification) of the Neck and Shoulders, with 
Fontanells under the Ears, is neceſſary. Thea lenient Purgatives, ſuch as 
may evacuate the ſerous bloud, which by reaſon of its tenuity and heat readi- 
ly flies to the affected Part, Theſe Purgatives muſt be ſuch as have been pro- 
poſed in the Fourth Intention of Wounds in generall, to which I refer you, 
Cordial Species and EleQuaries may be proper, if they be proportioned to rhe 
Temperature of the body, hotter or colder, as there are Fever or other Aeci- 
dents joyned with the Malady 3 in which caſes Juleps and Emulfions are ne- 
ceſſary.  Vulnerary drinks are ſometimes in uſe here, if they be fitted accor-= 
dingto the nature of the Part, The Ingredients tor theſe are beton, artemiſ; 
caryophyll. prime veris, lilium convallium, ſalvia, hyperic. ſanicula, veronica, 
Phantag. flor, roſe, rut. nuc. moſchat. &c. as inthe Chapter forementioned. Of 
theſe you may -meke Drinks with Wine and Water, or (mall Ale : Re ſanic. 
beton. veronicartewsi|. ap. 3). conf; roſ. rub. caryopbyll. an. 3(s. tormentill, Zij. co- 
guantur in ag. font. & vint Rbenani an. tbij. vaſe clauſe in B, M. colentur per ma- 
Piceom Hippocratis, Give Fiiij. of this morning and evening. Or take a few of 
each of theſePJants well dricd and cut, boil them, and then ſweeten the De- 
coGQion with Honey or Sugar to the Palate of the Patient, and give him a Diſh 
of it to drink twice or thrice aday.: You may aromatize it with Sanders, caſſis 
ligh. or So aſſafras » &c, ! 

' The externall Applications have been already ſet down all along as I trea- 
tedof the ſeyerall Accidents befalling the Head, whether made by Contuſion, 
or Waund affecting the Hairy ſcalp, Cranizm, or Meninges of the Brain. Yet 
for the more confirmation of the young Artiſt, I ſhall make a ſhort repetition 
of what I haye delivered conceraing the lication of them, that he may not 
ſtagger in following the DoRrine here ſet down. I ſhall alſo ſupply you with 
pes vaticty of Medicameats, that you may not be to ſeck for choice elſe- 
where.

—_— and pappy, abounding with extravaſated Serxm. I preſently looked for the 
" Jugular Veins, and ſeeing them full, I opened the faireſt, and took away at 
leaſt a dozen ounces of bloud : then cauſed the Hair of his Head to be ſhaved 
off, and embrocated all his Head, Neck and Jaws with a Mixture of ol. roſ. 
myrtill, acet.cum album. ovor. and applicd a Cataplaſm over all his Head of far, 
bord, fabar. flor. roſ; rub. balauſt. bacc. myrtill, decoted in Oxymel. A Cly» 
ſter was that evening adminiſtred, and an Anodyne draught diſpoſed him to 
reſt that night. The next morning I was informed he had Nept at times, but 
I found him hot, and his Pulſe quick. I opened the other Jugular Vein, and 
ſeeing him bleed with a full ſtream, I permitted it to low proportionably : 
then having a Fomentation ready of Claret-wine wherein had been infuſed 
flor. roſ. rubr, balayft. nuc, cupreſſ. &c. I took off Dreſſings, and (tuped them, 
and thought to have opened one of theſe Tumours but ſeeing it dimini- 
ſhing, I forbare, and embrocated his Head again cxm ol, roſ, myrtill, & acets, 
and applied the Cataplaſm as before. By theſe Applications I dried up the Hu- 
mour in a great meaſure before the ſeventh day ; then added ſome Cephalicks 
to the former Ingredients, and boiled them in Wine and Water, with which 
I cauſed his Head to be fomented, and afterwards applicd Vigo's Cerat. ad 
contuſs During the fiſt ſeven days I permitted him onely Watcr-grewell or 
Panado, and kept his Body ſoluble by Clytters ; but afterwards gave him more 
liberty,and purged him : by which method he recovercd, without any manner 
of laying open. And thus all external Contuſions may be happily cured, 
 Obſerrar, A Perſon of Quality, aged berween thirty and forty years, by accident of 
of Contufion 2 Fall out of her Coach bruiſed her Head a little above the right Temporal 
with an Ec- Muſcle, She was ſtunned with the Fall, but did not vomit. She was dreſſed 
chymoſ4 0# by ſore of her Servants with ſuch Medicaments as thoſe of her own Sex ad- 
pened, viſed. About fourteen days after, being indiſpoſed, ſhe came to Town, and 
ſent for me. I ſaw a large Ecebymoſis remaining, and a Tumour of the bignefſe 
of a Pheaſant's egge : it was ſoft, and ſeemed to be full of a corrupt Serum. 
There appeared nv hopes of diſculling it, and yet it was not fafe to permit it 
[0 
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to lie longer ſo near the Bone. Wherefore I applied a mild Cauſtick upon it,and 
dividing the Eſcar gave vent to the Serwm and ſome Clots of grumous bloud 3 
then fomented it with Wine, and dreſſed it up with.a Doffil (pred with a Di- 
geltive ex terebinth, and unguent.bafilic. over it upon the Eſcar,and embrocating 
the Parts about with ol. cham. applicd empl. diapalm. with Compreſſe and Ban- 
dage. Atthe next opening I ſaw the Ulcer well digeſted, and no part of the 
Bone bare 3 nor was it painfull in the time of dreting or afterward: yet from 
the firlt day I dreſſed her,ſhe uſually fainted the while, and put us upon a neceſ- 
ſity of laying her down in her Bed ſome time before we had tiniſht our Applica 
tions z Where after ſhe had lain an hour or two very ſick, ſhe recovered again,and 
walked about her Chamber very well. Her Friends and Relations, who viſi- 
ted her often. and ſaw her thus diftempered, ſuſpeRed it.to ariſe from the 
Wound , but I ſuppoſed it Vapours,and prevailed with herto confult a Phylici- 
an. The Phyſician being come, I took off Dreſſings, and ſhewed him the Ulcer 
well digetied, and diſpoſed to heal, without the leaſt fign of ill: the Phyti- 
cian alſo concluded fo. But before I had drefled her up,ſhe tainted,and was car- 
ried to her Bed fick. Theſe Faintings increaſing, her Phyſician: began to 
ſuſpect it proceeded from the Contuhion 3 but her recovering again fo well af- 
terward, confirmed. him' that. they were Vapours, and that by Putging ſhe 
would be relieved. She complied, and was moderately purged once in 3'or 4 
days, whereby ſhe was ſomewhat freed of theſe Fits, and I had liberty to ci- 
catrize the Ulcer. After which I made her a Fontanell in her Leg, and ſhe 
retired to her Houſe in the Country, where ſhe took Phylick, and recovered 
perfectly well. + If theſe fainting Fits had proceeded from the preceding Con- 
tulion,they would not ſo have intermitted and gone off as they did.

Hair away : then putting my Finger into-the Wound, I felt che Pericranizm 
ſound and ſmooth; :and ſeeing no Symptoms in the Patient of Fracture or 
Concuthon, I brought -the Lips of the Wound cloſe together, drefſed them 
with a Digeltive ex terebinth, upon Pledgits with an empl.  bolo, and Com- 

rcfſe over it, putting him on a linen Cap, and his Peruke over that. - I for- 
nn to Ict him bloud that night, in confideration that he had bled much upon 
the Road, The next — tinding him in good temper, I did neither 
let him bloud nor dreſs him 3 but the day after I took off Drettingsia the pre» 
fence of Dr. Cox and Dr. Walter Needham. The Wound ſeeming near cloſed, 
1 applicd a Stupe or two wrung out of Red wine, and drefled him with 1i- 
niment, 'ycei.

Calvaris. yards. I cauſed the Hair to be clipt and ſhaved away from about the Wound, 
and cleanſed it from the bloud, then brought the Lips cloſe together by three 
or four Stitches, embrocated the Parts about cam album. ovs, aceto, & ol, rof. 
and drefſed her up with Agglutinatives, applying over all emp, e bolo and 
Bandage 4 then gaveher an Anodyne draught, and left her to reſt, The nexe 
morning I took-off my Bandage and emplaſt. and embrocated the Parts about 
with ol. roſ. cum aceto, applying a Cataplaſm ex farin. bord. & fabar. decoded in 
Oxycrate, and adding, of. bw, I took away a little bloud by opening a Vein in 
her Arm, and preſcribed her a Clytter of Milk and Sugar that afternoon. I 
continued the Cataplaſm morningand night, but dreft not the Sutures till che 
third day 3 and by that time the Tumour being diminiſhed, and the Wound 
inclined to Agglutination, I dreſtup the Wound again as before. Ac the next 
opening I cut out the Stitches, and dreſt the Wound with Sarcoticks and emp!, 
beton, over all, in ftead of the Cataplaſm 3; and in a few days cured her of that 
Wound by utination. 
6.Obſcrvar, A Young fellow, Servant to a Horſe-courſer, was throws off his Horſe 
ofthecalvs- againſt ſome of the Bars in Smithfield, whereby the Calvaris or Hairy ſcalp 
ria torn off. was torn up from the Coronall Suture to the Temporall Muſcle, on the Ieft 
ſide; the Scull was bared between'two and three inches in breadth. He was 
Jed to the next Barber, who cut the piece off, and hanged it up in his Shop. 
The day after the Patient was brought to me. 1 cauſed the Hairto be ſhaved 
off from about the Wound, and dreſt the Bone and Lips with liniment, Arcei 
warm, embrocated che Parts about cum of. roſ. & chememel, and applicd empl. & 
bolo over the Wound, with Comprefle and Bandage rowling up his Head, 
He had been let bloud the day before, without confideration of the great quan- 
tity which he had lott from his Wound. I continued the former way of dreſ- 
fing the Wound and Bone, untill they were well digeſted : during which the 
of the Bone incarning round, I raſped the middle of the Bone, and 
thereby diſpoſtd a Calkes to put forth. After Digeſtion, I deterged with mwn- 
dif. Paracelfiz and as the m—_— _ off —_ rp rers it with Pledgits 
ipt in ſpir. vini out dry, afterwards by E icks, as waguent. tw 
A Lips of the Wound even with the Calls which roſe from 
the Bone 3 and about that time, to diſpoſe it the better to cicatrize, he was 
+ Thus it was cured as Wounds with loſs of Subſtance z a trouble- 
and vexatious work to the Patient and Chirurgeon 3. which might at fir 
have been cured by Agglutination, with a leſs Cicetrix, and thereby he might 
havecnjoyed the naturall tegument of his Hair, whereas now that part remai- 
ned bald and unſcemly. 
9. Obſervat. A Servant of the King's, of about 2$ years of age, being diſtracted, and 
of a contu- ſuſpicious that every man he faw would doc him a miſchief, walking abroad 
ſed wound. ne day, t himſelf purſued, and ran into the next houſe up 2 pair of 
Stairs into a C when hearing ſome body following him he threw him- 
fcIf out of the Window juft as a Coach was pailing by,and pitche with his Head 
upon one of the Wheels. He was taken up ſtunned and ſhrewdly wounded, 
carried into the next houſe, and dreft by a Chirurgeon, who alſo let him bloud. 
The next day I was fent by his Mejeſtre's command to take care of him, and 
{aw the Dreikings takenoff, His Wound was between the Sagittall and Co- 
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ronall Sutures to the Bone, with great attrition of the Hairy ſcalp. I conſi- 
dering the manner of his Fall, with the Frenzy and Stuponr he lay under, 
opened his Wound by a croſs Incifion, and cutting off the corner'd Lips, dreſ- 
ſed it up with dry Dothills of Lint, with Aſtringents and Bandage. I direc- 
ted a Clyfter to be adminiſtred that afternoon, and let him bloud that night, 
ring it again the day after. Dr. Waker Needbem preſcribed him an Emyl- 
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fion of the cold Seeds, &c. to drink often in aday, By all which he was no- 


tably relieved, and recovered his Senſes ſoon after. I opened his Wound the 
third day, and ſaw the Cranixm {mooth and naturall, the Lips alfo tendin 
to Digeſtion. I fomented it with a Stupe wrung out of Claret-wine, wi 
drelt it up with a Digeltive ex terebinth. cum vitells ovi, and embrocatin 
the Parts about cxm oleo roſ. applied emplaſtr. diachalcith, with e 
and Bandage, After I had thus digeſted the Wound, 1 raſped the Cravizm 
to the quick, drefling it up with nng#ent, Arcei, and the Lips of the Wound 
with z»guent. diapompholyg, and by the help of the Vitriol-tione I deterged 
them 2 and as the Cal'us grew up out of the Craxixm to unite with the Lips, 
I drefled it with Pledgits preſſed out of ſpir, vini, cicatrized it, and reſtored him 
curcd. | 

A Cook-maid, by the fall of a Jack-wcight upon her Head, was beaten 
down, and ſtunned for ſome whik by the Blow: ſhe vomited, and was car- 
ricd into her Chamber. There were three Wounds jn the Hairy ſcalp to the 
Craninm, with a great Tumour. The Bone ſeemed to me to be depreft and 
fiſſured. I prelently made a circular Incifion, and raiſed up that part of the 
Haixy ſcalp in order to Terebration, and filled up the Wound with Doffills of 
Liot preſt out of Red wine 3 then embrocated her Head with of, roſi cum aceto, 
and put on an empd. & bolo with Compreſle : then ſbaving the Hair from the Parts 
about, I applicd Pledgits ſpred with my Digettive upon the Lips of the Wound, 
Compreſlesdipt in Oxycrate,and rowled upher Head,Some hoursafter I cauſed. 
her to be let bloud about eight ounces,and that night gave her Zvj/pr. de meconis 
in a draught of 4q. pspaver.with a little ag.cardisc, The next day I took off Dreſ- 
fings, and viewing well the bare Bone, Ifound neithet Depreſſion nor Fifſure. 
I was deccived by the ſhape of her Head, (he being double-crowned, the Tu- 
mour great, and the Sagittall Suture ramnning underneath. I tomented the Parts 
afteted with vin.rubr. wherein weee decoded flor.roſ. rub, cham, flor, beton. ſum- 
mit. abſiuth. bace. myrtill. &c. then dreſt the Bone and Lips, the former with 
liniment. Arcti warn, and the latter with my Digeſtive ex terebinth. dipt in 
ol. warm: and having embrocated her Head well with ol, roſ; & cham. 
I applied a Cataplaſm exforis. bord, ; wlv. belauſt,& tof. rubr. decoted in Oxy- 
crate cum ol. rf; with convenient Bandage. This metbod I continued till the 
Wound was digeſted, and the Tumour walked, Then I deterged the Lips 
of the Wound with awundif. Paraceiſ. and the Vitrio-ſtone, drefing the Bone 
with Sarcoticks, and applicd over all one of Vigo's Cexotsin ficad of the Ca- 
taplaſm. By this method the Bone incarned 3 after which the retired with 
Medicamenss to be dxeſt by ſame of her Fellow-fervants at her Maſter's houſe 
a few miles off. - She fornetimes.cameto Town, and was alliked by me in the 
cicatrizing of the Wound, fo as hath'been ſhewcd in the former Lacexation of 
the Coluaria. I did not believe ſo great a Blow could have been without a 
Fracture aud great Accidents; otherwiſe I (hould not fo preſently bave raiſed 
off the Hairy icalp, rob ORAL | 
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his Forehead and Face. He was taken up as dead + but fore while after e- 
covcring lite again, they put him ineo a Coach, and brovght himicokis houſe. 
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I found him in his Bed labouring under a great Concuſſhon, He was not 
capable of giving any account of his Ailment. His Face and Noſe were much 
bruiſed 3 there wasalſo a Wound upon the Os cribriformis. I cauſed the Bloud 
and Gravell to be waſht out of his Wound, and with my Knife laid it open a 
little higher up towards the Forchead. Then viewing the Bone, and ſeeing it 
without Fiſſure, I brought the Lips cloſe together, and dreſt the Wound with 
Agglutinatives, and empl. & bolo over it and his Face z and having cauſed 
the Hair to be ſhaved off the fore-part of his Head, from the Coronall Suture 
down to his Ears, and embrocated the diſeafed Parts with ol. roſ. cam aceto, 
I applicd a Cataplaſm of farin. bord, pulv. flor. roſ. rubr. balawſt. bace. myriill, 

decocted in Oxymel, then let him bloud 16 or 12 ounces, A neighbourin 
Phyſician viſited him that night, and preſcribed him what he thought neck 
fary. The Patient lay dozing all that night, greaning frequently, and was 
no better in the morning : he ſpake not willingly to any. of us, nor fo as we 
could underſtand what he ſaid. That day I took off Dreſſings, viewed and 
felt the Parts about. The left Eye was inflamed, the Lid ſwdlled, and the 
Forehead bruiſed. I was not able to make out any thing whereby I might take 
new indications 3 and therefore dreſt him up again as before, ordering a little 
Breaſt-milk to be dropt warm into his Eye, and renewing the Embrocation 
and Cataplaſm. That day he was let bloud again, and a Clylter adminiſtred , 
with what elſe his Phyſician thought neceſſary. The next day he being nothing 
better, the deceaſed Mr. Boxn a Chirurgeon was conſulted. We took off Dreſ- 
ſings, and viewed the Wound, The Bone was fair, without the lealt ini- 
preffion. Mr. B. concluded that the Wound ſhould be cured without farther 
enquiry into it 3 which accordingly was done in few days after without Ex- 
foliation. Bliſtering of his Neck and Shoulders, and Cupping with Scaritica- 
tion was made ; alſo Fontanells behind his Ears 3 Fomentations and Plaiſters 
were likewiſe applicd to his Head : but the relief was ſmall. Yet by theſe and 
frequent Purging, after a month or 6 weeks, he was ſo well as to get abroad, 
but was indiſpoſed in his Head. His Eye was cured z but after he had fol- 
lowed his affairs abroad ſome weeks, on aſudden that Eyc-lid fell down, and 
ſome months after he loſt the fight of the Eye without any outward ſoarnefs, 
it being the effe& of the Concuthon. He was alive at the time of the Fire, 
and may be ſo (till for ought I know. If ought was omitted for his Recoyes 

ry. it was farther Bleeding, 

10 Obſervat. A Gentlemanof about zo years of age, coming out of Hertfordſhire through 
of another Tottenham,and riding uponthe Cauſey near an Inne, oneemptying a Chamber: 
Concutſion, pot gout of the window as he was pathng by, his Horſe ſtarted, and ruſhed vi- 
” olently between the Sign-poſt and a Tree which ſupported part of the Sign: 
" The poor Gentleman was beaten off his Horſe, and lay ſtunned on the groind. 
- The people fetcht immediately a Barber-Chirurgeon from London. Sr. T.B, 
upon notice of his Friend*s miſhap, ſent me thither 3 where I found the Gentle- 
man lying upon the ground, the people and Chirurgeon gazing upon him, I 
felt his Pulſe much opprefſt, the right Brow bruiſed, and inquired whether they 
had let him bloud. The Chirurgeon replied, he had opened a Vein in his 
Arm, but it would not bleed. Ireplied, We muſt make him bleed, though 
itbe by flitting his Veins. Turning his Head on one fide, I ſaw the jugular 
Vein on the bruiſed fide turgid, and opened it. He bled freely. Afﬀeer I had 
taken-about twelve ounces, the bloud ran down from his Arm, which had been 
opened before and would not bleed. We bled him till he came to life, and 
then he raved and ſtruggled with us. Having ſtopt the Bleeding, we cauſed 
_ the people to carry him into the Inne, and put him into a Bed. All the white 
they carried him, and were making him unready, he roarcd and was very _ 
ruly 
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ruly, eſpecially whilſt they were pulling off his Stocking from his right Leg z 
which inquiring more particularly into, we tound broken ſhort ih the middle 
of the Thigh-bone, clole by a bony Wen, ( of the bigneſs of a Tennis-ball.) a great bo 
Upon ſight whereot we prepared Dreſfings, and endeavoured to ſet the Fra- ny Wen. 
Eture, He oppoſed us mainly in the ſetting of it, and dreffing it up. But 
ſome of the people holding him down in his Bed, we ſet and dreſt his Leg asis 
ſhewed in the Lecture of Simple Fractures, But his Hands being at liberty, 
he looſened the Bandage which we had put on the fractured Bones in ſpight 
of our reliſtence, We contented our {elves in what we had endeavoured, and 
from that time left his Leg to lie unſet, he not permitting fo much as a Plaiſter 
overit. We then prepared Applications for his Head, ſhaved che Hair from 
that fide of the Temporall Muſcle, embrocated che part which ſeemed to us 
affected cum ol, roſ, & aceto, and applied a Cataplaſm of Bean-meal ( which 
was ſpeedieſt to be had) boiled up with Oxymel, &e. he permitting it patient- 
ly. That bound on, I lett my Afﬀiſtent to tay with him, and returned my 
{elf to London. The next day Sr. T. B. ſent for Sr. Charls Scarburgb, and 
carried us with him to Tottenham, where we found the Patient raving, and by 
their report he had done fo all night. We underſtood not one word he ſpake. 
His Pulſe was low and intermitting. Upon which conſideration VenzſeQion 
was deferred. What was neceſſary for him to take, the Phyſician then pre- 
ſcribed. His Bruiſe was upon the Temporall Muſcle, a Part not to be laid 
open upon a bare Surmiſe ; wherefore we renewed our Embrocations and Ca- 
taplaſms, and left my Afſiftent to wait upon the Patient, Sr. Charls Scarburgh 
making a Journey farther into the Country, The next day I returned, and 
finding the Paticnt raving as I had left him, I ſuppoſing his Diſtemper procee- 
ded from an Inflammation of the Membranes of the Brain, and that by Venz- 
ſcion onely he was to be relieved, I let him bloud on the ſame Jugular as 
before about 100unces, and fo proceeded every day,or ſecond day at leaſt, the 
Patient bearing it well, and ſecrming to be relieved. His Pulſe roſe upon it, 
and he ſlumbered ſometimes , and took his Nouriſhment , which betore he 
did not. About the ſeventeenth day I coming to Tottenham met my Aflitient 
going to Landon, who told me that the Patient was grown more ſenſible of his 
tractured Thigh. I perſwaded him back, rejoycing to hear that the Gentle- 
man was {o well : but coming near his Chamber, I heard him hallowing. 
It troubled me what to doe. 1 knew his Bleeding had much relieved him; but 
the people, as alſo my Afſiftent, diſliked my fo often letting him bloud, and 
was wont abuſively to ſay, Now you ſhall fee our Maſter let him bloud again : 
they concluding that I would be the death of the Patient. However T re- 
{olved to bleed him once more, and no more. This I declared, with the 
neceſſity of doing it, and accordingly opened the ſame Vein again, and held 
a white Stone-porrenger to receive the bloud, which flowed witha ſpright- 
ly ſtream, the Patient lying quietly the while upon his Back. I put the Por- 
renger into my Aſliſtent's hand, and ſeeing the bloud flow with much Vigour, 
I catcht up haltily a Pewter-porrenger, purpoling to take a little in that. ( In 
bleeding theſe Veins in the Neck, we uſually holding the Porrenger cloſe to 
their Neck, it ſerves us as a Bandage to intercept the deſcent of the bloud. ) 
I put this Porrenger into my Afliſtent's hands, with pretence to make Dref- 
ling to lay upon the Vein but ſfiood at a little diſtance, looking my Patient 
in his Face, with a reſolution to bleed him untill I ſaw his Countenance 
ciange : which I did, and then ſtept to the Patient to = the Vein. The 
while the Porrenger was taking away, the bloud ran out of it on one fide, it 
having been melted, and the hole fo covered by Soder that I did not ſeeit be- 
forc. During the while he was bleeding I thought him long, and wondered 
fo 
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to ſe (© little bloud in that Porrenger from ſo full a ſtream : but ſeciog the Bed 
ſo bloudy, it was evident that when the melted hole preft not againſt his 
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Neck, the bloud ran into the Bed, which deccived me. But the Patient up- 
on taking a little of his cordial Julep refreſht his Spirits. I fate a while by 
him, and left him pretty hearty. The next day I returned ſooner then I uſed 
to do, being doubtfull how I ſhould find him: but, to my wonder, he was 
perfectly well in his Senſes, and diſcourſed ſoberly of what paſſages he te- 
membred in the time of his Delirium. We preſcntly prepared to ſet his frac- 
tured Thigh-bone, it having lain ſeventeen days unſet, yet was without In- 
flammation, Tumour,or Pain. The Calles I ſuppoſe was thruſt out at the ends 
of the Bones, and that had covered the aſperity of them, and the large Blee- 
ding and Diſeaſe had made Revulſion and Evacuation. We brought the ends 
of the Bone together by an caſy Extenſion, and dreſt it up as is uſuall in fimpte 
Fractures. In leſs then twenty days the Calls dried, and his Leg was fo ftrong 
as to bear him again 3 and ſome weeks after he went abroad about his at- 
fairs. 

A Youth about ten years of age was ſiruck down by a blow of a Cudgel 
on his Head. I found him lying upon a Bed deprived of his Speech and the 
uſe of his Legs. Taking the Plaiſter off his Forchead, there was no Wound 


e nor conliderable Swelling 3 but ſearching with my Fingers I felt a Depreſſi- 


on of the Bone : upon which having advertiſed the Parents of the danger of 
the Child,and the way of my procecding,]I ſent for the Chirurgeon dwelling at 
thenext door, who had applicd the firſt Plaiſter, defiring to retain him for the 
more conſtant attendance, We made Dreſlings ready in order to Dilatation 
then cauſing the Hair to be ſhaved off, I made an Inciſion ſo large as to fet cn 
the Terebra, if occaſion ſhould be, for the raiſing up the depreft Bone. In 
dividing the Hairy ſcalp towards the Coronal] Suture, I eſfpied a Fifſure run- 
ning up from the tra&tured Bone beyond my firlt Inciftion 3 wheretore I laid the 
Fiſlure more open, out of which I ſaw a quantity of ſcrous bloud flow imme- 
diately forth. The Depreſſion was a piece of Bone as broad as a Three-pence 
ſunk under the Scull. I filled up the Opening with Dofhlls of dry Lint, and 
applicd over all a Digeſtive ex terebinth, & vitell. ovi upon Pledgits, and empl. 
e bolo, with Bandage to keep them on. The next day in the preſence of 
Dr. Barwick, and ſome Country Phyſician with Mr. Arris Chirurgeon, I took 
off the Dreſſings, and ſet the Trepan above the fractured Bone, fo to avoid 
the great Scar that muſt have been if I had ſet it below the FraQture, and 
conlidering withall the Porineſs of the Bone below. The Texebra ſet on, the 
Bone taken out, and the inner edges ſmoothed by the Lenticular inſtrument, 
I putin a Levator, and raiſed up the depreſt Bone even with the reſt : that 
done, I placed in a Sindon dipt in of. ro. with a third part of Relin 3 then 
with a round Doſh! filled up the Bore : after which I opened the Fifſure with 
my Rugines, ſcraping away its edges, that no Sanies or Matter might be de- 
tained, and dreſt up the Bone with /iniment, Arcei warm, ſo as to give way to 
the Lips to fall in; I deliring no more Opening then was neceſſary for diſ- 
charge of the Matter from within. Over theſe Dreſſings I applied empl. dia- 
chalcith. malaxed cum ol. roſ. & aceto, and with Compreſſe and Bandage con- 
cluded the ſecond Dreſſing. From that time all our threatning Symptoms 
vaniſhed. Indeed the firſt Opening and letting bloud that ſame night reco- 
vered his Speech 3 and after this Drefling the uſe of his Legs was alſo reltored : 
yet we kept him in thedark, and toa ſlender Diet, allowing no Fleſh, What 
concerned Internalls Dr. Barwick took care of, The other Phyſicians and 
Mr. Arris coming no more, I continued the ſame method in my dreſſing untill 
Digeſtion, which was made in 4 or 5 days, Then 1 added mel ref, in —_ 
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of the Oil, and afterwards incarned, by increaſing the Reſin and leſſening the 
mel : the Fleſh riſing in little grains preſently after the Digeſtion was complea- 
ted.and after a few days covered the Dura mater, I haſtened the Exfoliation of 
the Bones by the application of tinfirra myrrhe, and deterged the wounded 
Lips with mwuntif. Paracelfi, My work being afterwards to keep down the 
looſe Fleſh, I rubbed it frequently with the Vitriol or Alume-ſtone, and dre(- 
ſed the Lips with unguent, tutie, &c. whereby in leſs then fix weeks the 
Bones exfoliated, and the Wound being ready to cicatrize, I left it to the 
neighbouring Chirurgeon z the cicatrizing of theſe being for the moſt part the 
work of my Servant. 

A perſon was wounded near the Vertex (by a Blow Itold you in the former x2.0>ſerrar. 
Edition, but have been fince informed it was) by a PunQure of a Dagger. of a contu- 
He ſent for a Chirurgeon, who dreſt his Wound and cured it 3 during which {4 wound | 
the Patient went daily abroad without any conſideration of it. About the - ihe 
ſeventeenth day. towards the Full-moon, as he was coming home one morning, crown. 
he felt his Legs faulter, and before he was got up ſtairs into his Chamber his 
Tongue failed him. His Friends and Servants put him into bed, and ſent for 
me. They declared to me how he had been wounded ſuch a day, and the 
manner of his being ſeized with the Paralyſir. I ſaw a necethty of laying open 
the Hairy ſcalp, and offered to go away, that I might ſend fot ſome of my Ser- 
vants to help me. He apprehending that I was leaving him as deplorable, 
catcht hold of me, and would have ſpoke to me, but could not. He made 
Signs for Pen, Ink ane Paper, and endeavoured to write, but could not form 
onc Ictter. He then threw himſelf down in his Bed, breathing out Feſs I 
prayed his Patience, telling him I would return ſuddenly. But before I went 
I let him bloud ten ounces, and returned again within an hour, and found 
that he had loſt the uſe of his Arms. I conſidered the Wound, and concluding 
a necethity of ſetting on a Trepan, I cauſed his Head to be preſently ſhaved, 
and made a circular Incifion about the Wound. Then railing up the Hairy 
ſcalp ſmooth off with my Spatula, I both ſaw and felt the Bone, but could 
diſcover no fault init. I dried up the bloud with Sponges dipt in Vinegar, 
raiſed up the Lips round with my Spatula from the Bone, and with a treſh 
Sponge having dried up the bloud, I looked again under them ; but could dif- 
cover nothing ili in the bared Cranium, I then fitld up the Wound with Doffills 
of dry Lint; and applicd a Digeſtive ex terebinth. over the Lips, embrocating 
the Parts about cm ol, roſ. and laid on a Cataplaſm & farin, hord. flor. roſ” rubr, 
balauft. in vino rubr. with ſyr. de rof. fice. 8c. That day Sr. Fr. Praj. gave hima 
vifit, and preſcribed him a Clylter, Cordialls, Juleps, and what elſe he thought 
neceſſary. The next day was Full-moon, at which time the Brain is thoughe 
to riſe high, and the Veſſells are turgid 3 wheretore I deterred the ſetting on 
the Trepan, contenting my ſelf with the letting him bloud again. All this 
while he was ina Fever,and deprived of his Speech and Lims. The next mor- 
ning,between 10 and 1 1 of the clock, in the preſence of Sr. Fr. Pr. Serjeant Pyle, 

Mr. Arrisand Mr. R. who thought himſelf concerned for his Servant, and 
had firit drett him, 1 took off Dreilings, and lookt into the Wound. We 
found no Fiſſure, however there was a neceſſity of perforating the Cranizm. 
Wheretore without delay I began to work with the Trepan, which I much 
prefer betore a Trephine, it being an Inſtrument which doth its work lightly, 
and cutteth the Bone equally, or how you pleaſe, without prefling ſo heavily 
upon the Head, and is approved by all the Chirurgeons abroad, being much 
to be commended before the Trephine. After I had bored the Bone, and taken 
it out, I lookt into the hole,and ſceing the Dura mater retaining its naturall co0- 
lour, without Matter or Bloud, I dreſt it up with a Sindon dipt in ol. rof; with 
a little Refin warm, This way of drefſing was objected againlt, as I expected 3 
Ege but 
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but I dreſt it up, and aſſured them that I would cure this Patient without ap- 
plying any other Remedy tothe Pura mater then theſe two fimple Medicaments; 
but withall, I was much unſatisfied in my ſelf, that ſuch-grievous Symptoms, 
as loſs of Speech and Lims, with a Fever, ſhould afflict the Patient, and yet 
no depreſt Bone or Fiſſure, nor ought of Matter or Saxies appear upon the 
Dura mater. This, I fay, troubled me much, I tearing ſome other place, 
or that the bloud lay putrefied under the Dura mater, But I drelt it up with a 
ſoft round Doſſil next the Sindon, and the Bone with liniment. Arcei, conti- 
nucd the Digeſtive to the Lips of the Wound, and applicd an empl. de beton, 
mag. over all, then laid him down in his Bed. Going preſently out of his cloſe 
Room ( where I was crowded up with great Lights burning near me) into the 
freſh Air , I preſently burlt out with a violent Coughing of bloud : yet the 
next day I dreſt the Patient again, and found his Speech and Lims reſtored 3 
but he was hot, and his Pulſe quick. I opened his Wound, and finding all 
as wcll as I could expe, I dreſt up the Dura mater again as before, with the 
ſame Oil and Reſin ; and after I had bound him up as is uſuall in theſe caſes, 
T let him bloud 10 ounces, and adviſed the repeating of Clylters, &c. as occa- 
ſion ſhould offer, The Phylicians and Chirurgeons viſited him no more atrer 
the firſt Dreſſing 3 but I retained the young Chirurgeon that had firſt dreſt his 
little Wound, he dwelling ncar the Patient. After three or four days dreſ- 
ling, this Wound digelied, and all che Symptoms went off. Upon which 
conſideration I diminiſhed the quantity of the ol, roſ. and increaſed the Retin 3 
making, good my word in curing him with thoſe fimple Medicaments 3 I deter- 
ging and incarning as firmly and ſpeedily this way as by any Sarcotick I ever 
uſed, While the Bones were calting off, I cicatrized the Lips as hath. been 
ſct down in the preceding Obſervations. Coming one day to dreſs him while 
the Wound was cicatrizing, he being abroad, I ſubltituted the young Chirur- 
geon in my place 3 yct I ſaw him twice or thrice drefled afterwards. He was 

well cured, and remaincth fo to this day. 
13.Obſcrvar, I was called to conſult with Dr. Tho. Cox about a Gentlewoman who was 
of a Con- - gricvouſly diſcaſcd with a great Pain between the Coronall and Sagittall Su- 
cuſſion of tyres, occaftioned by a Blow ſhe had many months before received riding 
the Erain. under-a Pcnt-houſe. The Blow had ſtunned her, yet ſhe recovering her Sen- 
ſes was brought to Londow, and viewed by ſome Chirurgeons of the City, 
who curcd her little Wound, and returned her back : but trom that time her 
Pain increaſed daily with a Vertigo, and ſhe returned again to London, We 
judged it to ariſe from that Blow, and concluded the extravaſated and putre- 
tied Bloud had cauſed that Pain. We viewcd the Hairy ſcalp, and took no- 
tice that it was thicker in the upper parts of it then was uſuallz but we could 
not diſtinguiſh with our fingers any incquality under it in one part or other. 
The Humour was pituitous, and yielded to the prefſure of the Finger, as ſuch 
Swellings do. She cndeavoured to point to us the place with her Finger , 
but could not fix it within ſo narrow a compals as we might certainly relieve 
her by laying it open. At that Conſultation wereſolved to begin with Fomen- 
tations and Cataplaſms to diſcuſſe the Humour, and to make Derivation by 
Blceding, Cupping, Bliſtcring, and Purging: all which was afterwards done 3 
but proving incftcctuall, we propoſed the laying open that part of the Scalp 
which appcarcd to us moſt ſuſpicious, and to ſet on a Trepan : but ſhe would 
not admit of it, At length, teeling her felt languiſhing, ſhe yiclded to the 
making a Fontanell in the Part molt affefted by a Caultick. Which I did, 
and by Dr. Cox's conſent I -made it to the Bone, and fo large, that I might 
afrerwards (ct on a Trepan 3 and then dreſſed it with Lenients. After ſepa- 
ration of the Eſcar, there appeared neither Frature nor Fiſſure. We moittned 
the Bone with Ink, and rubbed it out again: but no mark of the Ink remai- 
ning, 
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ning, I raſpcd it 3 and no Crack appearing, I ſprinkled the Bone with pulv; 
myrrh, aloes, &c. and dreſt the Ulcer with baſilic. &c. Her Pain increafing, with 
other Indiſpolitions which threatned her lite, ſhe yiclded to the application of 
a Trepan 3 which accordingly I ſet on, and opening the Scull, found the Du- 
r4 mater retaining its natural! colour, but a ſme] aroſe trom within as in corrupt 
Wounds of the Brain. I dreſt it up with Lenients as the former, viz. ol. rof; 
and a little Refm, The next day I dreſſed her again, and found the Wound 
digeſting, z yet was ſhe extremely ſtupehed with the exceſs of pain in her 
Head. The third day I drett her again, and in the Opening found good Di- 
geſtion, and a beginning to incarn, a little red Fleſh ariſing upon the Dara ma- 
ter, The next day it was increaſed, and fo thenext: but when I opened it a 
day or two after, I found the Lips of the Wound linking, and little Matter 3 

but that which appeared was of good colour. The Dwra mater ſeemed drier, the 

little ruddy Fleſh was not increated, The next day the little Fleſh upon the Dura 

mater beginning, to look pale, I then left off the ol. roſs and addcd mel rof, to the 

Reſin,with a little pulv. myrrhe,and a few drops of ol.terebinth.and dreft the Lips 

ot the Ulcer with #nguent. baſilic,mag.Vigon.cum ol, terebinth., warm, laying over 

the bared Cranizm Lint dipt in a Tinture of Myrrh, Aloes, &c, and applying 

empl. melilot, with a good Compreſſe wrung out of a Lixivinm whercin was 

boiled ſome of the greater Cephalicks, as flor. anth. beton. majoran. origan. &c. 

But that night ſhe was ſeized with Convullions , and the day atter the Lips 

of the Wound appcared without heat 3 all things looked ill 3 and the died 

within a day or two after, We would have opened her Head, but ſhe had 

forbid it : but in bowing her Head a putrid Matter of a brown colour flowed 

forth her Noſtrills, of the ſame ſmell that I complained of in Trepanning the 

Bone, oncly more faetid. I believe this PutretaRtion proceeded from the 

corrupt bloud extravaſated betwcen the Pi2 and Dura mater ; which at tirlt by 

large Bleeding and proper Applications might have been relieved. Nay pol- 

ſibly, it we had timely opened the Dura mater, this Matter might have there 

diſcharged it ſelt. But if it had been attempted, and not ſucceeded, her Death 

would certainly have been imputed to that. 
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A little Girl was brought to me with a ſoft Swelling upon the left fide of her 14.Obſervat; 
Head,about two tingers off the Temporal! Muſcle, ot the bigneſs and ſhape of * a large 


half a great French Walnut. This Swelling happened from a Fall down a 


Fiſlure, the 


Dura mater 


pair of Stairs ſome weeks before : but, whether through ignorance or negli- purrefied, 


gence, the Fracture was not ſuſpected by them,though there were viſible Sym- 
ptoms of a Concuilion, as that of Vomiting, &c, The Child even languiſhing 
of it, I acquainted the Mother,that the onely way to relieve her Child was by 
opening that Tumour wide, and afterward I ſuppoſed that there required as 
much to be done to the Scull underneath. She prayed my help, and ſubmitted 
to the laying open the Swelling, or what elfe I thould think fit to be done. 
The way ot opening this in a ſtronger Body had been, to have cut round the 
Tumour,” and raiſed off the Skin : but the Child was fo weak, thatI feared it 
might the while dic under my hands. Wherefore, to avoid that danger, I 
applicd a mild Caultick, and delivered the Child to her Mother, who bound 
on the Dreſfings, and carried her home. About two hours after I took off the 
Cauſtick, and finding it had workt well, I Civided the Eſcar, and diſcharged 
about three or four Spoorntfull of a filthy Saxies, I took off this Cauſtick the 
ſooner, ſuſpeting leli it might by longer lying penetrate through, and offend 
the Parts within. Upon dividing this Eſcar, the Bone appeared bare the 
wiplc length, and a long Fiſſure ran tranſverſe over from the Temporall 
Muſcle backward: the Scull was very thin, yielding to the leatt preſſure of 
my Finger, as a piece of Vellum 3 fothat I might have inlarged it with my 

Eee 2 Knits, 
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Knife, if T had thought it neceſſary. I bowed the Child's Head on one fide, 

and dropt in a little mel roſ. with a few drops of TinQure of Myrrh, Aloes, &c, 

and with Pledgits dipt in the ſame lightly covered up the Bone. Then drefi 

up the Eſcar with #nguent. baſilic. malaxed cum oleo liliorum , and laid 

a cephalick Emplaſter over all, with convenient Bandage. I continued the 

ſame method of dreſſing daily, and ſaw pieces of the Dura mater purge out, and 

hang in the tifſured edges of the Bone 3 and for ſome while a thin Jehor ifſued 
thercout. The Eſcar being ſeparated, I dreft the Lips with mundif. Paracelfi, 

and the Bone with liniment. Arcei, dropping into the Fiſſure the Balſam pre- 
ſcribed by Vigo 3 by which it incarned, and, as the Bone extoliated, united 
with the Lips of the Ulcer. There was a Tumour behind the Ear before I 
began the Cure : but by embrocating it with ol, roſ. daily, it went off after the 
Digeſtion of the Ulcer above. Thus this Infant was cured : but the being 
the produdt of a diſeaſed Mother, grew lame about a year after of a Pain in 
her right Hip, whether it happened by accident of a Fall, or that it was 
Strumousz but when I ſaw it, it was diſlocated. I ſuppoſe no rationall man 
will believe this Accident on her Head occafionad that Defluxion on her Hip. 
15.Obſervar, A Gentlewoman fell down with her Child of half a year old in her Arms, 
of Caries The Mother was hurt, and the Child a little ſcratched on the lett fide of irs 
through the Head. It was viewed by ſome Pretender to kill in ſuch things, and judged 
10g il inconfliderable : but from that time the Child grew indiſpoſed, and vomited 
Pericranium Often, eſpecially after the receiving her ſuſtenance; and as ſhe grew able to 
and Dura fpeak,complained of a pain in that part of her Head 3 and by reaſon of her often 
mater were yomiting and conſtant pain in her Head,ſhe languiſhed daily. After 10 years,a 
= OB ſmall Tumour appeared in that part of the Head where it had been hurt. They 
again conſulted,and afterwards brought the Child to me a very Starveling, I 
viewed the Tumour,and felt in ita Pulſation, which at firſt I thought an Anex- 
riſma : but preſſing, my Finger more into it, I felt the Membrane of the Brain 
without any Scull the breadth of an old Exgliſh Shilling. This at firſt a little 

amazed me: but upon conlideration of the Fall, and the Symptoms ſucceeding, 

it was evident to me that by the Fall the Scull was tiflured, and being of a thin 
cartilaginous ſubſtance at that time of her Infancy, had through continuance 

mouldred away , and the Dzra mater thruſting outwards, had by Adhztion 

to the Pericraninm united in one body with it. This I ſuppoſed the caſe. 

The Preſage here was a ſudden death, if the Cure was not attempted : and 

in the attempting it ſhe was in great danger. To begin this Operation by a 

circular Incition, the compaſs of the Tumour in the Scull, was not difh- 

cult : but then to ſeparate theſe two Membranes, the Dre mater trom the 
Pericranium, or this trom that, was an hard task even in a dead Body; 

here in a weak Child much more, where the bloud would be apt to blind me, 

and the impatience of the Child render it hazzardous, the work of Separa- 

tion requiring a great Stcadineſs in both of us. Wherefore I reſolved to lay the 

Scalp open by Caultick. To which purpoſe, I torewarned them hiſt of the dan- 

ger, either in leaving the Child to die by its Malady, or in attempting the 
Cure doubtfully. But they having conſulted others before, were ſenfible of 

the danger the Child was in by its Diſeaſe,and readily commended her into my 

hands,and lodged her near me. I cauſed the Hair to be ſhaved off from the Tu- 

mour.and applied upon it the moſt gentle Caulſtick I could delign.At ſuch time 

as-I thought it might have made its way through the Superficies of the Cal- 

varia, I took it off, and with a Cauſtick-ſtone rubbed into the muſculous Skiny 

then waſht out the Salts well, with Wine firſt, then Milk. After that Iem- 

brocated it with warm Oil, and cut into the Eſcar, embrocated the Part again, 

and drett it up cum wnguenj, boſilic, with ol, roſ. applying emplaſtrum & bolo 
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over all, with Compreſſe and Bandage. That night ſhe was ſeized with a fit 
of Convulfion, frequently vomited, and was very ill. Doctour Fiſher was 
fercht, and preſcribed her a cordiall Julep proper in her caſe, and relicved her. 
The next morning I took off Dreſſings, and raiſed up the Hairy ſcalp round 
from the Scull fo far as the Cauſtick had ſpred, which gave a breathing to it, 
and diſcharged a little I:hor. From that time her Vomiting ceaſed, as alfo the 
Convultive hts,and ſhe began to be more lively then in ten years before. We kept 
her in bed warm and cloſe, and preſcribed her a 1lender Diet, ailowing her 
onely Spoon-meats. Her Phyſician cook care in what concerned: her health 
by Internalls. I proceeded to haſten Digeſtion, and by Fomentations and 
the like to cheriſh the native heat of the Part. Some places T digetted, 0- 
thers I deterged. It was a nice work, but fucceeded happily. Whilſt ſome 
Sloughs were ſeparating, other parts incarned and cicatrized. The Patient 
at length being in a fair way of Recovery, I invited Sir Ch. Scarburgh and 
Docour Walter Needbam to ſee her drefſed. The Dare mater. was then in- 
carned, and the edges of the Bone extoliating 3 after which the Wound ci- 
catrized, and contracted to a very narrow compaſs. The Child afterwards 
returned to her Friends perteRly in health, and is a witty Child ; bur it's 
thought ſhe will be but a Dwart. 

A Perſon of Honour about ten years of age, by accident of a Fall from his 16 Obſervar. 
Horſe, bruiſed his Head on the right fide a little above the Temporal Mu- of a large 
ſcle. He was ſomewhat ſtunned by the Fall, and vomited. Going to him *'%»r< by

within an hour after,I telt a large Tumour in that place,and,judging the Scull jchour a 
to be fractured, propoſed the laying it open. But the Phyſician not being wound. 
come, I opened the Jugular Vein on that fide, took away ſome ounces of 
bloud, and prepared Drefhngs. Door Lowre being come, I laid open the Cra- 
rium by a circular Incilion, and diſcovering a Fifſure, filled up the place with 
Dotfils of dry Lint, pulv. Galeni &+ empl. e bolo, with Compreſs and Bandage 
over all. The next morning we found our Patient relieved ; a Clyiter was 
adminiltred that day 3 and the day after, the Phyſician and Mr. Holler being 
preſent, we took off Dreflings.and faw a large Fifſure ſtretching from the Co- 
ronall Suture to the Temporall Muſcle. The Serolity being diſcharged there- 
by, and the Patient freed from the preceding Symptoms, I did not think ic 
neceſſary to ſet on a Trepan : but it being by others thought reaſonable, to 
prevent tarther diſpute, I complied with them. But then the Patient's Rela- 
tions and Friends dcfired to be informed what Inftruments we would uſe, 
and asked to ſee them. I ſhewed them a Trepan and Trephine,-and gave 
them liberty to try both upon a Scull. They did fo, and unanimoully pre- 
ferr'd the Trepan, which accordingly I ſer on in the declining part, fomewhit 
diſtant from the Fiſſure 3 and after Pertoration dreſſed the Dxrs mater with 
ol. roſ. and Rclin, the Craninm with dry Lint, and the Lips with a Digettive 
ex terebinth, &c. then embrocated the Parts about, and applicd emp!. 8 bolo 
with Bandage. By the application of theſe the Dura mater digelied , and 
ſoon after incarncd. But the Serofity diſcharging by the Fifſure, the Eva- 
cuation by the Perforation of the Trepan was ſmall, and thought not ſuffici- 
ent. I being deſirous to juſtifie my way of drefhng, yet ready to comply 
with the common praQice, dreſſed it up with mel rof. & ſpir. vini, But the 
Matter at next dreiling appeared lefsz and the day after we found the ruddy 
Fleſh upon the Dura mater pale and withering. I applied again the ol. rof. 
and Relin, and at the next dreffing ſaw the Fleſh ruddy and better digeſted ; 
and after a drefling or two the Membrane ſo incarned, that I was glad to 
keep it within compaſs by the application of a Doſhl of dry Lint: and from 
that time my buſineſs was to ſuppreſs it with Merc. precipitat, and good _ 

prethon, 
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preſſion. During this the Craninm was dreit with Pledgits preſt out of ſpir- 
viniz and while the Bone was exfoliating, we deterged and cicarrized the 
Lips, diſpoſing them to incarn with the Fleſh riling from the extoliated edges 
of the Bone. At length the Bone changed colour and ſhook. It appearing atter- 
wards looſe. I raiſed it up with a Spatwla, and took it off z we ſuppoling it 
an Exfoliation. But by the Pulſation in the Fleth under, it appeared to be 
both Tables of the Craninm. If you will ask the occalion of this, I mult tell 
you, that, according to our judgments, it was the cffcct of the Contuſion, of 
which thert indeed appeared no marks: yet, without doubt, by the force of the 
Blow the heat was extinguiſhed in the Bone,and as a dead Bone it ſeparated. And 
this ſort of Contufions is taken notice of by the Ancients. It is without dan- 
ger to the Patient, if there be a ſufficient Diſcharge otherwiſe tor the Matter, 
as here there was by the Fiſſuxe. This Pulſation leſſened as the Fleſh grew 
callous and hardened, which it did ſoon after into a Bone. About which 
time the hſſured Bone calt off its edges, and that Fiſſure incarned,and ſupplicd 
the place of the Bone z the Wound allo cicatrized by the common Epuloticks. 
This young, perſon had formerly been ſubject to pains in his Head and fre- 
quent Vomiting from his Infancy, .upon which account we did not haſten 
the cicatrizing it 3 but after Purging, &c. we cicatrized and he enjoyeth a better 
health ſince. 

17.Obſervat, A young Fellow, a Maſon by Trade, being at work with others making a 

ofa Fiſlure Stack of Chimneys three Stories high, the Foundation of the houſe ſunk un- 

witha Fra- der him. He was taken up ſpeechleſs; but being preſently let bloud by a 


_ of Noble Lady's advice, he recovered his Senſes, and was removed to his Lod- 


the Cranium ging. The Part contuſed and ſwelled was the right Temporal Muſcle, and 
under the that ſide of his Head. He vomited often, and had ſhrewd Symptoms of a 
temporall F,:&ure. I cauſed the Hair to be ſhaved off. and made an Incilion in the up- 
per part of the Tumour, from his. Ear forward, above two inches in length, 
paſling as near the Temporal Muſcle as I durltz and having at the ſame time 


muſcle. 


divided the Pericranium, I thruſt it off from the Bone z then with a Sponge 
preſt out of Red wine wiped away the bloud, and ſaw a Fiſſure running the 
whole length of the Wound. I alſo eſpied another Fiſſure ſtretching from this 
downwards towards the externall Canthw of that Eyc 3 and the lower I preſſed 
with my Finger,the more rough the Bone felc. .L was unwilling to cut the Tem- 
poral Muſcle; but there ſeeming to me a necelſity of it, I drew my Knite 
downward, and laid open the Wound in the form of a Roman T. But the 
lower Lips, being mulſculous, would not fo turn back to bare the fractured 
Bone as I deligned 3 therefore I contented my ſelf with what I had done, and 
filled up the Wound with Dothls of Lint, embrocating the Parts about with 
ol. roſ. cum album, ovi, and applying empl. e bolo over it, with Compreſs and 
Bandage, then laid him to rett with an Anodyne draught. The next mor- 
ning I tound the Patient in a Fever. He had reſted ill, and had vomited of- 
ten, and complained of much pain in that lower Jaw. I took off the Bandage 
and Emplaſter, and dreſt the Lips of the Wound with a Digeſtive ex tere- 
binth. &c. upon Pledgits dipt in ol, hyperici hor, embrocating the Parts about 
with ol. cham. & roſ. and applied a Cataplaſm ex far. hord, flor. roſ. rub, balauſt. 
&c. as you may find it deſcribed in the method of Cure, Then we let him bloud 
in that Jugular, and adviſed a Clyſter : a Ptiſan and contemperating Juleps 
were alſo made him. Having afterwards conſidered of the necellity of ma- 
king more way to the depreſſed Bone, and the danger which might happen 
by cutting off more of this Muſcle,I reſolved to conſult Doctour Walter Need- 
bam; to which purpoſe I ſent to him, and he accordingly met me the next 
day. We found the Patient reſtleſs,and accompanied with an increaſe of all the 

fore- 
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forementioned i} Symptoms. We took off Dreftings, and diſcerned the up» 
per Lips of the Wound digeſted, but the lower more dry and ſwelled; efpe- 
cially upon che lower part of the Temporall. Muſcle ; upon 'the preflure 
whereof a white Matter diſcharged from within, between the Craniun and 
muſculous Fleth, where we judged the Deprefſion of the Bone to'be. There 
was a neccility of cutting off. part of the Temporall Muſcle, and:that in the 
form of a Semicircle ; wheretore we marked it with Ink from the upper part, 


ſo pailing within an inch or more of the externall Canthu of the 


Eyc, and 


cartying it towards the Ear, to take off that Lip which was'lyimg over the 


Depreſlure. This being fo marked, we cut it off. | There was an effulion of 


bloud. out of hoth ends of the Arteries : but having Dofhls ready dipt-im 
in the Royal Stiptick, we applicd them and having filled up the barcd Cra- 
#jum with our Dreihings, we bound up the Wound. From this time his 
Jaw was fo weak, that we were forced to muffle it up with Chin-cloaths. 
At our next diefling we ſet on a Trepan : after which with a Levator we 
raiſed up the deprefled Bone, and dropt into that Wound a Solution of ref- 
4 in mell, roſ.We then drelt the trepann'd ho!e with ol.rof. upon a foft Dofſill; 


and the reſt ot the Cranium we covered with Dothls-preſt out of ſpir. 


vini, and 


applicd Digeſtives over the Lips of the Wound. At the ſecond Dreiting DoRour 
Walt. Ngedbam was preſcnt,and ſaw the Dura mater under the trepann'd Bone 
incarncd fo well, that from that time we onely applicd a little round Dothll 
to keep the Fleth trom thruſting out of it. But trom the Fracture below much 
purulent Matter came away daily : we ſuppoſed it was the more increaſed, by 
reaſon of the hollowneſs which it had made between the-Muſcles and fractured 
Bone, which being depending, did yet retain its Cavity, notwithitanding our 
endeavours by Compreſs and, Bandage, Therctore to prevent the enlarging 
of that Cavity, we applicd a Cauſtick on the outlide, and the next day di- 
vidcd it 3 from which time the Matter diſcharged it felt that way, and there- 
by the internall Cavity was diſpoſed to cure. The Fiſſure that ſtretched it 
{elf from his Ear towards his Brow did lic ſo undifſcovercd, that we neither 
ſaw beginning nor ending of itz nor did we care: that part of it which we 
ſaw ſcrved to diſcharge the Serum fufhciently. I raſped the Cranizm, and 
covercd it up with Dofſſills dipt in ſpir. vini, &c. keeping them cloſe to the 
Lips of the Wound 3 and by timely rubbing the atoreſaid Lips and every Su- 
perexcreſcence with the Vitriol-ttone, I kept the Craniumr dry, and diſpoſed 
it to exfoliatce. Atter the diſcharge of Matter ceaſed from within the Cra- 
nium, I left the Extoliation and Incarning of it to my Servants, viſiting 
the Paticnt but ſeldome my ſelf, His Wound was cicatrized in lefs then two 
months : as indeed they all uſually are, if they be treated as they ought. But 
it they fall into ſuch ignorant and obſtinate hands, who ſuffer the Cranizm 
to be overgrown with looſe Fleth, a great diſcharge ct Matter will follow, 
and the Cranium mult of neccility corrupt, and conlequently the Cure mutt be 


prolonged.

ſon or other, wherein I have fcen all or molt of the ſeverall forts of FraCtures of a Souldier 
mentioned in this Chaptcr. Particularly at the Battel of Worceſter, a Soul- 
dicr came to us where we were drefling , with his Sword in his hand, the

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ket-ſiock, &e, We freed the Scalp of thoſe Bones, and returned it upward ſo 
far as we judged it neceſſary; then cutting off what was ſuperfluous, racked it 
to the ſound parts by ſeverall Stitches diſtant from one another, leaving a ſpace 
to dreſs the Depreſſion and greater Fractures, Then we dreſſed up the Wounds 
with Digeſtives ex terebinth. &c. and where the Dura mater lay bare, we ap- 
plicd Pledgits dipt in ol. roſ. and to the other parts of the Craninm liniment, 
Arcei, The Alarm growing hot of the Encmies entring the Citie, I left Will, 
Clarke to bind it up, and made my way out of the Town. But this young 
Chirurgeon, being taken buſicd indreifing the wounded Souldiers, had liber- 
ty. after the heat of the Fight was over,to imploy his Charity in dreſſing forme ot 
them, and writ me ſince this Souldier's particular Caſe ; viz, The third day he 
found him pretty hearty, and his Wounds mattering ſo very much, that he 
was neceſſitated to cut looſe two of the Stitches, to give vent to it: then he dreſ- 
ſed the penetrating Wounds with mel ref, and the Cranium with Lint preſſed 
out of ſpir. vini ; and proceeding accordingly in the Cure, ſaw the depreſſed 
and mangled Bones caſt off, incarn, and cicatrize with the reſt, The Souldier 
being thus cured by him made a Voiage to the Indies, and fince that ſerved a 
Souldier in the Tower of London, 


An Additional Diſcourſe of Wounds of the 


Brain. 


T HE greater Symptoms that are uſually ſaid to attend the Wounds of the 

Brain do ſhew themſelves more uacertainly then a ſpeculative Chirurgeon 
would imagine 3 and in Cuts or Wounds made by ſharp Weapons, or ſudden 
ſtrong force, miore uncertainly then in Contutions, Concuſſions, and Depreſ- 
fions of the Scullz the higheſt of them, viz. Vomiting, Stupour, Lofſe of 
ſpeech , with a Paralyſis of Legs and Arms, arifing more ſuddenly in theſe 
latter caſes then in the former. Theſe Symptoms have appeared in one of the 
forementioned Obſervations, where there was nothing of Fifſure or extrava- 
{ated bloud ſeen upon the Dura mater after the tercbration or perforation of 
the Cranium. Nay, we ſee many die ſuddenly from a Box on the Ear, and 
from fmall Blows or Wounds. In ſome whereof, upon opening the Cranixm, 
there hath been much bloud extravaſated z in others none at all, or ought elſe 
that may be thought to have killed the Patient. 

A Young man by reaſon of a Blow with a Cudgell upon the Forehead 
preſently took his Bed, and became dclirous : a Sopor followed, and after ſome 
days he died. I was fetcht to ſee his Head opened. In opening his Forchead, 
I {aw a ſmall Hair like a Fifſure running from the great Canthus of the Eye up- 
ward, We took off the Scull and Dzra mater, and found but little bloud cx- 
travaſated, the Pia mater as little altered. 

Others I have been called to ſee opened, where there had preceded onely a 
Contufion of the Calvaria, without any Fifſure, or more extravaſated bloud 
then js uſually ſeen in every opening or taking off the Craxnizm : yet the Patient 
lay, as I am informed, under all thoſe Symptoms of Delirium, Coma, &c.

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Then pain T have dreſt many that have been cut through the Scull, the Shi- 
vers of 'Bones lying paſht with the Fleſh and Hair upon the Dura mater z yet 


the Patient hath beer» without'any'Symptom of ſuch a Wound t; which I ſip- 
poſe happened by: reaſon of the Bones'lying looſe upon the Membrane. | 


Ar Sterling Mr. Jobs Chace was prefent when a poor Servant-maid came to Obſervation; 


ine'to-be dreſt of a/Wound ſhe had received on her Head by a Musket.ſhot, 'if 
the taking of Catexday-Houſe by the Enemy. There was a Fracture with a 
Depreſſion, of the-Scull. I fetion'a Trepan for-the elevation of the depreſt 
Bone, and for difcharge of the Sanier, She had laboured under this Fracture 
at leaſt-a week betore'ſhe came tome; yet had none of thoſe- Symptoms afore- 
mentioned. But- after Perforation, and raiſing 'up this depreft Bone, and 
dreſſing hex Wound, {he went her way, and camedaily thither tobe dreſt, as 
if it had been onely a fimple Wound of the'Hairy ſcalp... ''Mr. Penycake, 
an eminent Chiturgeon of that Nation, did affiſime in this work. I think 
the Brain it ſelf was wounded; - Tleft her in his hands, who I ſuppoſe finiſhed

At the beating up of ſome of our Out-guards near Truro,the Enemy purſuing obſervation. 


chem , a Trouper wounded between the right Brow and Ear, eſpying me 
atnongſt the crowd, importuned meearneſtly to drefſe him, and\would adinit 
of no excuſe. We itopt at an Apothecarie's houſe on the right hand going out of 
the Town towards Perin. I called to the Apothecarie's Servant to bring ſome- 
whatto drefſe him. Meanwhilel haſtily litted up the bloudy Hair, and ſaw 
a quantity of the Brain lie among it. I took it up with my fingers, and ſhew- 
ed ithim: the light whereof (o calmed his paſſion, that I had liberty to fly 
fromy the Enemy, who was entred the Town. - Here the Prognoſtick was cer- 
tain; yet there -appeared none of thoſe cruell Symptoms which accompany 
Concuſſions or lefler Fiſſures. 


From Battells and Sieges of Towns and Garrifons we meet with many ſuch yganner of 
Wounds : in them we haſten our way to the extraction of extraneous Bodies, drefiing the 
by cutting off the ſhattered Hairy skin hrſt,then pulling out whatever was car- Erain- 


ried within the Cranium, If this be well performed, we then drefs up the Brain 
and Membranes with a Sindon of Silk or ſott Linenof a bigneſs proportionable 
to the Wound, dipping it in a warm Digeltive, fuch as is proper for the woun= 
- ded Membranes. For however Chirurgeons have-propoſcd to dreſs the Brain 
with one kind of Mcdicament;- and the Membranes with another ; that is not 
poffible ro be done: for if the Membranes or Meninges ſhould be waſht with the 
ſame Mecdicamicnt, and be offended by the Acrimony thereof, Inflammation, 
Fever and Delirium will the ſpecdilier tollow. Therefore in the Cure of theſe 
Wounds of the Brain, I conlider the Brain as an inſenſible Body, and that the 
dreſſing of them. conſitts in keeping it within ics Membranes, and treating it 
as Wounds of the Membranes-with Lenients,&c, It this can be done,as in ſmall 
Wounds of the Brain it doth ſometimes happen, ( if the FraQture of the Scull 
hath not been very large; ) then the Patieat may recover.. - 

But if the Fracture in the Scull be large, and the Wound in the Brain pro- 
portionable, ſo thatthe Brain cannot be retained within them, then ic corrupts 
by rcafon of the externall cold, and oftends the Membranes by its putrid Acri- 
mony, and is frequently the cauſe of all the ill Accidents -that attend them. 
The Patient ſometimes lives untill that Lobe be confumed, or hath wrought

xorth, in dreſſing his Wound felt the Shot ſiicking deep in the Scull. I haftened 
to him, and ſaw the man ſpeechleſs. We laid the Crenium-bare by a circular 
Incifion, and permitted it to bleed awhile'z then cleanſed it witha Sponge 
preſt out of Vinegar, and fill'd it up with dry Lint. After anhour or two, 
the Bleeding being ſtopt, we opened the Wound again, endeavouring to get 
out the Bullet ; but it not yielding thereto, -we ſet on a Trepan cloſe by itina 
depending part, and gave vent to a quantity of bloud : then paſſing in a Le- 
vator we raiſed up the Bullet, and pull'd out the depreſſed Bones, with which 
there came away ſome bloud and alittle of the Brain. This being wiped away, 
there appeared a large Wound in the Dura mater. We drelt it witha Sindon 
dipt in ol. roſ. & refina, and fild up the Cavity with Doffils of Lint. Having 
fo likewiſe drefſed up the trepann'd Bone, we applicd our Digeſtives to the 
Lips of the Wound, with empl.e bolo and Bandage over all. Before we had 
dreſſed himup, he lifted up his Eyes, and asked how he came _— us. 
Severall other things he demanded of us. We cauſed him afterwards to be re- 
moved, and continued our care of him. The Wound did digeſt, and ſome- 
what of the Brain came away cach day ; yet his Speech continued : but what 
became of him after our Defeat, I do not know. 

At the Siege of Melcomb-Regis, a Foot-ſouldier of Licutenant-colonell Bot. 
lard's, by the grazing of a Cannon-ſhot,had a great part of his Forehead carri- 
ed off, and the Scull tratured into many pieces, and ſome of it driven with the 
Hairy ſcalp into the Brain. The man fell down as dead, but after a whilemo- 
ved ; and an hour or two after, his Fellow-fouldiers ſecing him endeavour to 
riſe, fetcht meto him. I pulled out the pieces of Bones and lacerated Fleſh 
from amongſt the Brain, in which they were intangled,and dreſt him up with 
ſoft folded Linen dipt in a Cephalick Balſam,and with Emplaſter and Bandage 
bound him up, ſuppoſing I ſhould never dreſs him any more. Yet he lived 
17 days; and the 15. day walke from that great Corner-fort over againſt Port. 
land to the Bridge which ſeparates W/ b from Melcomb-Regis, onely led 
by the hand of ſome one of his Fellow-ſouldiers. The ſecond day after he fell 
into a Spaſmxs, and died, howling like a Dog 3 as moſt of thoſe do who have 
been ſo wounded. About the ſame time a Maid-ſervant was ſhot into the 
right fide of her Head by a Musket-bullet deep into the Brain. She lived fo long 
till that Lobe of the Brain wrought out or corrupted. 

At the Siege of Tawnton one of Colonel! John ArandelPs men, in ſtorming 
the Works, was ſhot in the Face by Caſe-ſhot. He fell down, and in the Retreat 
was carried off among the dead, and laid into an empty houſe by the way un- 
till the next day : when in the morning early , the Colonell marching by that 
houſe heard a knocking within againſt the Door. Some of the Officers defi- 
ring to know what it was, lookt in, and ſaw this man ſtanding by the Door 
without Eye, Face, Noſe, or Mouth. The Col. ſent tome (my Quarters be« 
ing neareſt) to drefſe the man. I went, but was ſomewhat troubled where to 
begin. The Door conſiſted of two Hatches 4 the uppermoſt was open, and the 
man ſtood leaning upon the other part of the Door which was ſhut, His Face, 
with his Eyes, Noſe, Mouth, and forepart of the Jaws, with the Chin, was 
ſhot away, and the remaining parts of them driven in. One part of the Jaw 
hung down by his Thrcat, and the other part paſht into it. I ſaw the Brain 
working out underneath the lacerated Scalp on both ſides between his Ears and 
Brows. Icould not ſee any advantage he could have by my Dreſſing. - To 
have cut away the lacerated Parts here had been to expoſe the Brain to the Air. 
But I helpt him to clear his Throat, where was remaining the Root of his 
Tongue, He ſeemed to approve of my Endeavours, and implored my help 
by the Signs he made with his Hands. I askt him if he would drink, making a 


Sign 
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Sign by the holding up a Finger. He preſently did the like, and immediately 
after held up both his Hands, expretfing his Thirſt. A Souldier fetcht ſome 
Milk, and brought a little wooden Diſh to pour ſome of it down his Throat : 
but part of it running on both ſides, hereacht out his Hands to take the Diſh. 
They gave it him full of Milk. He held the Root of his Tongue down with 
the one Hand, and with the other poured it down his Throat, ( carrying his 
Head backward,) and ſo got down more then a quart. After that I bound 
his Wounds up. The dead were removed from thence to their Graves, and 
freſh Straw was fetcht for him to lie upon, with an old Blanket to cover 
him. It wasin the Summer. There we left that deplorablecreature to lodge; 
and while we centinued there, which was about 6 or 7 days, he was drelt 
by ſome of the Chirurgeons with a Fomentation made of Vulnerary Plants, 
with a little Brandy-wind in it, and with Stupes of Tow dipt in our common 
Digeſtive, So we bound him up. | 

I could tell you of many more wounded into the Brain, but I think theſe may 
ſerve to prove what I would demonſtrate, vis. that the Brain is of it ſelf inſen- 
lible 3 that thoſe Symptoms which accompany theſe Wounds proceed from the 
pain which the Meninges, Durz and Pia mater ſuffer, which if oppreſſed by ex- 
travaſated bloud,or a Depreſſion of the Scull,do quickly ſuffer the greateſt Sym- 
ptoms, as Vomiting, St#por, Paralyſis, &c. much more if they be pricked by 
any Speel of a Bone, or other extrancous ſharp body. When the Brain it (ſelf 
ouzeth out between them in the manner already mentioned, it is a mild ſoft 
ſubſtance and lenient to them, ſo that the Accidents appear not till that begins 
to corrupt between them,and with it the Membranes themſelves putrefie z up- 
on which there follow Convulfions, Howlings, and a diſpatch of the Patient. 
From which very obſcrvation may be ſeen the folly of dreſſing thele Wounds 
with powerfull Deſiccatives, which, ſo far as I could obſerve, did always hurc 
the Membranes, but never either digeſt or incarn the Brain. For, according 
to Hippocrates, non coaleſcet, but as it gets liberty works it ſelf forth, not unlike 
unto Barm. Art ſeathoſe wounded into the Braindie ſoon after, we having no 
conveniency of lodging them or dreſſing them ſo warm as they require. In the 
Wars my imployment did not permit me to ſee the finiſhing of their Cures 
and herc, in my praQice in and about the City, I never was called unto any 
ſo wounded where there were any hopes of Cure therefore mult leave that to 
others to treat of. But by what I have ſeen of them heretofore, their Cure 
conſiſts, as I have already ſaid, in dreffing them as Wounds of the Dxra ma- 
ter, and in keeping the Brain within its Membranes z without which no In- 
carnation can be made on the Membranes. 
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Of Gun ſhot Wounds in general. 


Venome in Gun-thot Wounds, ſome maintaining the one to be in Wounds 
them, fome the other 3 and others holding that there is neither. That RR 
which I ſuppoſe might be the occaſion of their ſulpeQing a burning and a poi- nomous. 
ſonous quality, was the deadly Colour of theſe Wounds, which in thoſe early 
days, when the invention of Guns was novell,ſurprized them, they looking not 
unlike poiſoned and burnt Wounds. Where the Bullet pierceth, it extingui 
the naturall heat, and the Lips of the Wound are livid or blackiſh 3 and if they 
be not drelt rationally, they inflame, and are accompanied with Tumour, and 
Blifters frequently riſe about them , alſo the Matter is of a fartid ſmell, In 
this condition the Wound is commonly the firſt day, and fo to the ſeventh ; 
and, if not ſuccoured, it gangrenes, and fo the Patient commonly dies. It in 
thoſe days the Learned were thus deceived by their aſpeR, and dreſi them as 
venomous Wounds 3. it can be no marvel that they ſhould write ſo of them 3 
I verily believing, that in their way of treating them they were directly as 
poiſoned Wounds difficult to digeſt and cure. 

In theſe our later times, although they do not call them venomous, yet Errours in 
is it a difficult thing to difſwade many of our Chirurgeons from dreſſing theſe dreſſing 
Wounds with Tin&tures of Myrrh and Honey of Roſes, and thruſting in of "0: 
great Tents : by which way of dreſting I have ſeen theſe Wounds undigeſted 
the tenth day ; one- whereof was in the Cheek, with dxy and Lips. Thele 
leſſer fleſhy Wounds being undigetied, at laſt gangrene: and in truth it is not 
tobc wondered at; I will undertake to ſhew you the Experiment every day, ' 
and that in a Fontanell os Iſſue made by a Cauſtick. Cut you t this 
livid or black Eſcar, and put in a Pea in the middle of it, with TinGure - 
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Myrrh and Honey of Roſes, as I have ſeen ſome of them drels Gun+ſhot 
Wounds, and the next two or three days after, when you dreſs it again, it 
will be to your fight not unlike a Gun-ſhot Wound : continue your dreſſing 
with a Pea, and with your Tin&ure of Myrrh 3 and it it do not gangrene, yer 
it will be inflamed, and flow in Digeſtion. And this is from the improper Ap- 
plication in the dreſſing it. For if you dreſſed this Eſcar in the Fontanell with 
Emollients and Digeſtives, as you ought todo, the Eſcar would ſeparate with 
Digeſtionjn the worlt Habit Lhe ih and ſo it will in Gun-ſhot Wounds with

Butgh& j c&it (me, andthe. diſcon e of others in this kind of 
Chirurgery, hath occaſioned theſe Errours. 

Obſervation. Thus at our entring into Worcefter, when the King came out of Scotland 
with an Army of that valiant People, a Townſman was ſhot. The Piſtol 
being firedby the-Cheek, ſhot him through. his lower Jaw and Tongue, and 
out at the contrary Cheek. The Chirurgeon of the Town, upon light of it, 
concluded it gangrened from theBlack colaur, and declined the dreſſing it the 
way he rationally ought : upon which the Part grew exceedingly painfull, 
ſwelled and inflamed 3 it alſo gleeted much. After two days I was conſulted, and 
by lenient Medicaments, and good Bandage keeping up the fraftured Jaw, I 
afſwaged the Pain, and digeſted the Wound, leaving it in the ſame Chirurge- 
on's hands, who cured it. In this perſon the Wound was burnt by the flame, the 
very Powder ſticking in ſome parts of his Cheek. This, with the PutretaGtion 
occaſioned by the hot weather, and the improper Applications, contributed 
toour Brother Chirurgeon's apprehenſion. It is this ugly aſpect that puts the 
incon{iderate Chirurgeon out of his method, and ſo renders Gun-ſhot more 
difficult of Cure then otherwiſe it would be. For if ſuch Wounds were ratio- 
nally dreſt, they would digeft and heal as cafily as any complicated Wound. 
WhatI haveſaid of Gun-ſhot, happeneth at Sea frequently by Splinter, which 
though it may have Toſt its force to make a Wound, yet -it fornetimes bruiſeth 
the Skin tothe Fleſh fo forcibly as to extinguiſh the natural heat, and comake 
it black. Ifthis be dreſt as a Gangrene with ſpir, vini and wnguent, Xgyptiac. 
or lapt up with a warm Stupe, the Eſcar will grow dry and parcht, and the 
Humours which flow plentifully to it will cauſe an Inflammation with Tu- 
mour, and an Apoſtemation is the beſt that can be expe&ted underneath the 
Eſcar, and conſequently it will terminate ina hollow Ulcer 3 but tor the moſt 
part it corruptsand gangrenes. Whereas if this contuſed Eſcar were dreſſed 
with Lenients according to that Aphoriſm of Hippocrates, Omne quod contu- 
ſum, &c, and the Parts about embrocated with ol. ro. cum album. ovor. & ace- 
#0, and a Defenſative applied over all to prevent Defluxion, the Eſcar would 
ſeparate as ealily as thoſe made in Fontanells by Cauſtick, and afterward incarn 
and cicatrize with much caſe to the Patient. 

Obſcrration, Many Inſtances I could give of this kind, but ſhall make choice of one 
that will give leaſt offence, and that in the outfide of the Leg. It was ſome- 
what broader then a Five-ſhilling piece in Silver. How it had been drefſed on 
Ship-board I will not infiſt ; but on the Shoar IT ſaw it black, and the Preten- 
derto Chirurgery had dreſſed it with ſpir. vini & unguent. Agyptiac. &c, till 
it was as hard as Shoe-leather, and the circumjacent Parts inflamed and ſwel- 
led. I did not perceive he had ever cut into the Eſcar ; if he had, it was ſu- 
perficially done. I adyiſcd it to be preſently divided, and to be drefſed warm 
with #nguent. baſilic. cum ol. lilior, But he replied, he knew how to dreſs a 
Gangrene. It was no eaſy task to perſwadehim out of his method ; but I pre- 
vailed, and thereby. the Matter was diſcharged, and the Patient more caſy, 


and ſooner cured, 
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Of the Cure of Gun-ſhot Wounds ; and firſt, 
of Extration of Bullets, &c. 


Ounds made by Gun-ſhot are the moſt complicate fort of Wounds 
that can be inflicted : for they are not onely a Solution of continuity, 
but have joyned with them Contuſion,Attrition, and Dilaceration,in a high and 
vehement kind. To this we may adde all ſorts of FraQtures and Accidents, 
as Hemorrhagia, Inflammation, Eryſpelas, Gangrene, and Sphacelws ; beſides 
the extraneous bodies which are violently carried into the Wound, and mul- 
tiply Indications. The number of the Indications in compound Aﬀecions Compound 
mult anſwer to the variety of Diſturbances, Were it a Simple Wound, the !P*cnrions, 
Cure of it would preſently be performed ( as you have read in the preceding 
Treatiſe of Simple Wounds) per aſtringentia & exficeantia, by ſuch Medica- 
ments as are of an aſtringent and drying quality. The Cure of a Wound is 
the Exſiccation of it. But here is always joyned with theſe that which indi- 
catcth the uſe of emollientia & ſuppurantia , according to that of Hippocrates, 
Omne quod contuſum, neceſſe eſt ut putreſcat, &-in pus vertatur, What is contu- 
ſed muſt neceſſarily piitrefie, and be turned into Matter. 

That which is fretted and torn muſt alſo be reduced to the whole, or cut Whart is 
off, before your ordinary intention of Incarning. Moreover, in theſe Wounds, *9rn is to be 
not onely the Bullet it ſelf is ordinarily lodged, but many times other ſtrange owe = 
bodies arc carricd along with it ; for Extraction of which, judicious care and oi : 
mduliry are required in you. In theſe recent Wounds we very rarely have a 
Flux of bloud, Though the Veins and Arteries be wounded, they common- 

Iy lie quaſht in thecontuſed Fleſh, untill ſeparation of the Eſcar 3 and about 

that time, when you leaſt think on it, they may burſt out violently. I have jomorrba. :' 

ſeen them thus often break forth. But if ſuch Veſſells do bleed upon the receit gia. 

of the Wound, and interrupt you in drawing out the extraneous bodies, you 

mult endeavour to ſuppreſs the Bleeding, for thereupon depends the life of 

your Patient : but withall ſo proceed, that you may extra the Bullet firſt 3 

and then be carcfull, that in the reſtraining the Bleeding you bring not on a 

Mortification by your crowding in Doſhlls. Too many Inſtances may be . 
given hereof: therefore I rather adviſe you touſe an aQtuall Cautery. 

A great Hemorrhage happening to a Souldier at the Surprize of Weymouth Obſcrvatien.

ſtopping the bioud by Aftringents, Bandage, Oe. But after all, I was put to 
the uſe of the aQuall Cautery 3 which I did apply ſucceſsfully, and have 
fince ſeen Botalls*s authority for it.

Neceſſity of In the Anmado Navall of Dwwkerk, where we Chirurgeons were oft im- 

its ployed in this kind of work, we after every Fight went together viliting one 
anothers wounded\, men. It was thought amongſt us a great ſhame, it any 
thing of this work of ExtraQtion were then to be done : tor atter the tirft and 
ſecond day the Wound proveth tumefied, alſo the neighbouring Parts are in- 
flamed, and fo changed in their temper, that they conceal from your ſight 
beth the Bullet and his companions, ſo that the place they are coucht in can 
hardly be known 3 or, being diſcovered, you cannot without hazzard of your 
Patient, or great trouble of the Part, make ExtraCtion of them, In which 
caſe jt may then be reaſonable to defer that work, and by -Lenients to ha- 
fien Digeſtion. 

Yet it the Wound be near a Joynt, or the Shot lodged amongſt the Ten- 
dons, it's much to be feared the Pain will not ceaſe, and conlequently the 
Wound will not digeſt. In which caſe the omiftion of drawing out the 
Bullet may bring a Mortification. It hath been the cauſe of the death of 
many a brave Souldicr, and is the ground of all the miſchiets theſe Wounds 
are ſubje& to, as Pain, Inflammation, Spaſm, Convullion, Gangrene, Spba- 
celus ;, what not? every Battell producing Inſtances of it, to the diſcredit at 
our Profeffion, Therefore to prevent the 1ncreaſe of ſuch Accidents, neglet 
not to make ExtraQion of it one way or other. 

But if the Bullet be lodged in a leſs noble Part, as in the Muſculous fleſh, 
you may with more ſafety content your ſelf till the ſeventh day, or till the 
fiercencls of the Accidents be over, and the Wound digeſted. But withall 
it will require more care, for the Wound will be more painfull, and flow in 
Digeſtion, then otherwiſe it would be. Yet by the confeſſion of thoke that 
allow Fire and Poiſon in it, the Bullet may lie long there, and doe little 
harm. Nay, I ſuppoſe there are not many but have heard of or ſeen Bullets, 
that, without grievance to the Patient,have continued lying long in the Fleſhy 
parts of wounded men, Conceive this ſpoken of Leaden Bullets 3 for Iron 
or Brafs cannot (by reaſon of their aptneſs to ruſt) remain without doing 
harm. Howeyer, let nothing of this encourage you 3 for the Bullet pierceth 
not any Part without carrying Rags along with it, which corrupt in the 
Wound, and make Apottemations, occafioning a prolonging the Cure 3 as 
muſt needs be obſerved by all men in their practice. 

Obſervation, The Servant of a Nobleman was wounded and ſhot in the Thigh by High- 
way-men. The Bullet not having been extracted by his Country-Chirur- 
gcon at the firſt Drefling, could not be drawn out by me at the ſecond, but 
occaſioned great Pain and Inflammation , burning Heat and Watchings. 
And although he had many other conſiderable Wounds upon him to make 
a Derivation, yet was his Gun-ſhot more vexatious then all the reſt, untill 
I extrated the Bullet, and Rags carricd in with it : yet this was but a Piſtol- 
bullet. But after I had drawn it out, my Digeſtion became good 3 and 
by <quall Bandage, with gentle Comprethon of the Parts, I united and healcd 
it in ten or twelve days, which I doubt would not have been cured in three 
months, 

. Nay, while any of the Rags remain in the Wound, it will never cure ; > 
the 
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the extraneous bodies drawn out, there is little difficulty in the healing theſe | 
Simple Wounds, if drelt rationally. | 

An Inſtance whereot I hall give you in a poor Souldier, who. was ſhot at Obſervation. 
the Caſtle of Dunbar with a Musket-bullet a little above the left Clavicle, in 
among(t the Muſcles of that Scapnla, The Bullet was drawn out .by one af 
my Servants, and the Wound dreſt up with Digeſtives. But ſome days after, he 
being brought to Saint- Fohnfton's, I found it inflamed, and very much ſwel- 
led. We dreſſed it up according to the method ſet down in this Treatiſe : 
but it apoltemated, and: mattered very much. Atter ſeveral unſucceſsfull Ap- 
plications, I made an Incifion by the fide of the Scapm/2 into the-Cavity, and 
pulled out the Rags that had been carried in by the Shot: and from that time 
all Accidents ceaſed, and the Wound cured ſoon after. But it ſuch be handled 
as ſome have lately taught,they are as ſo many: poiſoned Gun-ſhot Wounds. 

Now for the taking out of theBullets, and other extrancous bodies, there'2 methods 
are two methods. Firſt, one to extrat them by the way they went in : the ®f extrac+, 
other, to open the way by which they would, if their forge had not failed ©98 Ballets. 
them, have paſſed them(clves through. | h 

For to take them out the way they were forced in, you mult place the Pa» Firſt, the 
tient as near as may be gueſſed in the poſture he was in when thot * and if, on, rags 
by reaſon of his weakneſs or other infirmity; he cannot without prejudice D 
be ſo fituated, let him be laid in a Poſition which may as hiearly anſwer it 
as may be, leſt ſome part of a Muſcle, Tendon or Ligament obſcure what 
you defire to make manifeſt. Then make ſearch for them with your Fingeror Methods of 
Probe. The figure of theſe Wounds is always round : the Bullet forces the Fleſh in ©*®- 
with it,and the place by which it enters preſently contracts cloſer-z but-its going 
out is more lax. You may gueſs by view of the Wound the largene(s of the 
Bullet ; and comparing the one with the other,make choice ofa ht Inſtrument 
for ExtraQtion, wherewith. you ought always to be well furniſhed. ..Your 
main care in this work muſt be to find out the Bullet ; but if you fail of ic by 
ſearching into the Wound with your Probe, then try it, you, can feel it. by 
handling the Parts about : it being wonderfull to conſider. how. theſe Shots 
do twirl about, at leaſt ſeem to do ſo, when the Poſture is changed in which the 
Wound was received, 

As for example,a man hath been ſhot in the Cheek,and I have cut out the Bul- 
tet behind in his Neck. Another was ſhot in the outfide of the Small of one 
of his Legs 3 the whole Member extremely ſwelled and inflamed; no pol- 
fibility of finding out the Bullet cither way : at laſt by chance I felt it in 
the infide of the Thigh above the Knee. And fo another being wounded in 
the outſide of the Arm, I have cut out the Bullet below the Scepxla, If the 
Bullet hath not lain in ſo long \(as in ſome (of theſe caſes) thatthe Parts are 
extremely pained with Inflammation and Tumour, the Pain where'the Buller 
lodges doth ſometime help to diſcover it." \ 

A common Souldier, thot in the Breaſt through the Sternon, lay roaring gyocyxrion, 
very grievouſly, complaining of a pain in his Back. I was fetched to him, 
and turning him on his Side, T ſaw the Bullet lie like a ſmall Wen or Scriphils 
thruſting out under the Skiri not 'far from the Spine. I made Incifion- over 
it according to the length of the Part, and thrult out the Buller as cafily-as I 
could defire. Then Idreſſed i with Digeftives, the Souldier ceaſed his crying, 
and acknowledged before us his Pain was from the-Bullet in the Skin. For 
indeed the Lungs and other intetnall Parts are ſeldome fo ſenſible of Pain, 
though wounded through, 

An Inſtance whereof I ſaw in one run through them with a Rapier. He Obſervation 
complained of no other pain- then that externall. one in bis Back where the 
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Sword paſſed out. Sometime after his being cured, he died of another Dif. 
caſe. I opened him, and ſaw his Lungs ſound, and that the pain of his Back 
proceeded from the edge of the Rib which had been cut by the Sword's paſ- 
ling out. The Lungs diſcover their hurt by other Symptoms. The com- 
mon Souldier died, as moſt do that are ſhot through the Lungs. 

If in your ſearching for the Bullet you light on the Part, though there be 
no Extuberance or ought to be felt, yet his Pain there will be a = ſign of 
it. If no Accidents occafioned that Pain, make your way there by Incition, 
avoiding the Veſſells, and take out the Shot, and what elſe offers ir (elf. 
By this you do both quit the Part of its troubleſome Lodger, and withall 
make way commodiouſly for diſcharge of Matter 3 which, in regard moſt 
of theſe Wounds are ſinuous, (the Bullet turning afide when it is hindred 
in its journey forward,) for want of diſcharge , might in thole. places occa- 
fion Fiftula*s and hollow Ulcers, not without ill quality. 

Obſervation; So a man being ſhot with a Slug near the externall Canthw of the right 
Eye through that Bone,it ſeemed to the Chirurgeon that drefi it to have paſſed 
directly forwards, and accordingly he crowded in a Tent, and daily increa- 
ſed the bulk, to ſtop' the Bleeding it was ſubje&t to. But the Bleeding conti- 
nuing, I was fetcht, and ſaw him pull out a Tent above an inch and a half 
long. I caſt in ſome of the Royall Stiptick-water, and ſtopt the Flux of 
bloud. His Cheek was very much ſwelled,and had apoftemated on that fide of 
his Neck, and diſcharged its Matter two inches lower then the Tumour. I 
cut afterwards into that Tumour, and felt the Slug: it lay partly under the 
__ or Check-bone. It was a wonder to me how it came there; but 
I drew it out : and from that time his Wound above and the Apolicmations 
below cured, | 

In the work of Extraction, take great care you lay not hold of ſome Nerve 
or Tendon, and fo pluck them along with the Bullet : for by fo doing you 
will cauſe intolerable Pain and grievous Accidents. You mult therefore nei- 
ther open nor dilate your Inſtrument, untill you take hold of the Bullet with- 
out any of the circumjacent Parts.

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Firſt dreſſing S ſoon as you have made a Separation of theſe extrancous bodies, if you 
afrer extra- £. judgeithe Wound to be ſo well conditioned, that there is neither Pu- 
ion, trefaQtion, nor anything tending that way, ( as in recent Wounds there is not,) 
benot diſcouraged at whatſqever evill afpeRic then hath, but conſider its li- 
vid colour (as I have ſaid) to be uſuall in theſe, Wounds, where the Con- 
tuſiqn is not onely ſumple in the Skin, but through Fleſh and all, as far as 
the Bullet or Splinter went, extinguiſhing the naturall Heat : ſo no wonder 
if it hath the colour of a gangrened or poiſoned Wound, Therefore be not 
diſturb d in_your thoughts, but, having taken out the Bullec or pl of 
WE ; plin- 
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Splinters, drcſs it up as a contuſed Wound with ofeum catelior. or ſuch as 
tolloweth, as hot as the Part will bear, not giving credit toany that ſhall per- 
ſwade you to the contrary, no, though it be near a Bone; for the Gleet will 
foul it more then your greazy Medicaments 3 theretore dreſs it with ſome of 
theſe : Re ol. Lilior. alb., tbvj. boil in this two new-whelpt Puppies untill the 
Fleſh fall from the Bones, then adde Iambric, terreſft. in vino lotor, Ibj. boil theſe 
a while, then ſtrain rhem by a gentle compreiſion: to the ſtrained Liquour 
adde terebinth. Ziiz. ſpir. vim 5j. Reſerve this for your uſe. Qr this : k ol. 
lini, cannabin. an. 5 jiij. ol. lilior. chamemel, an. Fij. rerebinth, Fj, Miſe. Or 
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this ; Be terebinth, opt. Ziiij. thuris, maſtich, an. Ziij. myrrbe Zj. ol. Aparici See ol. Apa. 
Zij. ol. lumbric. & ſambuc, an. Fiij. Miſe. S, A. Be ol. otivar, thj. terebinth, "© in Simple

With this latter I cured a Servant of 4. D. ſhot into his Hand. This digeſted Obſervation. 


the Wound 3 and after the Slough began to ſeparate, I felt part of a Bone bare, 
which I dreſt with extra. ſcord, difſolved in mel rof. with which I deterged ; 
and feeling the Bone afterward incarned, I alſo incarned the Wound, and ci- 
catrized it with #nguent.tntie,&c.and in tew days cured it without any difficul- 
ty. Liniment. Arcei with any of the above-mentioned Oils is very good, ad- 
ding a few drops of ol. terebinth. whjch by its ſubtilty penctrates, and by its 
heat rouzeth the natural heat in thoſe cold Parts, and patteth them upon Dige- 
{tion and Separation. . 

Duercetan commends this; Re, ſmccorum tuſſilag. oxalidis, an. Fiij. earicas 
ping. num. xx, thur, Ji). reſin, laric. Fij\5. axung. gall. anſer, an. ij. butyrirecent, 
th (3.01. viſci pomorum comp. ttj. put theſe all together in a Veſſelcloſe ttopt, boil 
them on a moderate fire the ſpace of fix hours, then ſtrain them out hot, and 
evaporate them to a good confiſtence. This following is another of his : Rt ce 
re nove, reſin, pics naval, an, iiij. ſevi bircin, medulls cruris vitulini, an, 
Fi). &ſypi Fj. ol, olivar. aut lini Tj. liquefatis omnibns & tranſcolatis fiat Un- 
guentum,quod reſervetur ad uſnum. He adds 3). of Przcipitate to every 3j.of this, 
But in recent Wounds this will not be neceſſary:for you wiltfind by experience, 
that theſe Wounds will digeſt and ſuppurate without it, (and that frees them 
from PutrcfaQion.) Nor will it be always for your credit, if you conſider the 
quantity of Balſams we uſe in ſuch Wounds; and what prejudice ſome people 
may receive either by its Salivating them, or otherwiſe affeRing their Spirits. 
Yet Precipitate and axx#gia with a few drops of of. rerebinth; was a common 
Medicament amongſt us : but I refer that to you,” it being a-good Remedy to 
reliſt PutrefaRion, and haſten ſeparation of the Eſcars. You ought to drels 
up theſe Wounds lightly with a proportionable ſoft Tent,and Ple gits dipt in 
ſome of theſe Digeſtives very warm, but not toſcald them.” After that embro- 
cateche Parts abdut with ſuch like : Re of. Jambric. rof. myrtill. an. Zilj. aceti 
cochl. ij. mix them. In the dreffing, your Applications over the Wound and Parts 
circumjacent ſhoald be ſuch as 'havea virtue to Hinder the flux of Humours, 
and ſtrengthen the Parts: to which purpoſe, Re far. bord. & fabar, an, Jvj. roſ. 
rub, bacc. myrtill, an. Fj(3. ſem. cydon, 3vj. boil theſe in poſea to the conliftence 
of a Cataplafm, adding at laſt two new-laid Egys, with oxymetFizÞ3, If you ap- 
prehend this too heavy, you miy adde of. myrtiÞ. & ro. with Wax as much 
as is neceſſary, and make it into the form of a Cerote, Above the Wound 
lay one of the following Defenſatives, which you may have always ready 
by you. K bel. Armen. Ziiij. terre figill wii fins dracon, Zjf8. corn.cerv, uft. or 

burnt Bones Zii}Þ. or Juice of Sloes dne rn roſ. & myrtIll, an. Zvi. aceti 
Zxij. boil-theſe to the conliftence of a Cerore,attendo in fine decodt, album, ovor, 
tj. Or this: Re pulv. roſe ruby, mytrHl. $5, bot, Armen. terr ſigill, an 3vj. ſuce.plantag

your Compreſſe dipped in aceto or Oxycrate : let your Bandage be put on 
equally and gently, to retain your Dreſſings, and hinder the influx of Hu- 
mours. 

Having thus dreſt the Patient, preſently conſider of letting him bloud, to 
prevent ill Accidents,and eſpecially if he loſt little or no bloud from the Wound, 
or if there be a Plethoras joyned with it. In which caſe Revulſion made from the 
ſame ſide is commended by Galen, Revulfio enim que & direflo fit celerrimam 
utilitatem adfert : Galen, De Sang. miſſione. 

A. Clyſter ſhould precede Phlebotomy. It may be made of the com- 
mon Deco&tions 3 or of Mallows, Violets, Beets, Mercury, Bay and Juniper- 
berries, with Oil of Linſeed, Honey of Roſes, hiera picra, Elef. lenitiv. &c. 
Put if you have not theſe in readineſs, make your Clyſter with the Broth of 
Fleſh, ol. chamemel. Sugar, and the Yolk of an egge, with a little Salt, if your 
Broth be not ſalt, or, in caſe of neceſſity,ſalt Water 3 or Broth out of the Kettle, 
with a few Flowers of Camomil boiled in it, and firained, adding a little But- 
ter or Oil and red Sugar. Any fuch like may ſerve for a good Clyſter, 

It will alſo be requitite you be furniſhed with fome Cordialls, to relift che 
putrid Vapours, and refreſh the Spirits z which you may doe externally by ſome 
Epithemata of diſtilled Waters, as of Balm, Bagloſs, Roſes, acetam, with the 
Powder of the Roots of tormentill. ſcordium, ſcorzonera, contrayerva, or other 
cordiall Species, of which you have varicty in the Pharmacopaia Londinenſir, 
which may be for your purpoſe, This following way ſerve for an example : 
Re ag. meliſſe, borrag. bugloſſ. an. Zij. aceti roſati Jj. ſpeciei diarrbod, Zj, croci 
Jj. Miſc. fiat Epithema, 

And with ſome of the foreſaid Waters you may make Cordialls alfo,by adding 
Syrup of Citrons,Gilliflowers, and confeti. Alkermes. For inſtance, Rt ag. bagloſſ 
cinnanom. an, Zij. confed, Alkermes Jj. lap. bezoard.occid. Js. ſyr. 6 ſuce. citr, 
cochl. jj. Miſc. For the common Souldier a dram of Londox-treacle or Mithridate 
diſſolved in Wine may ſerve. As to their manner of Diet, in great Wounds 
it is neceſſary to obſerve a ſpare one, as Barly-grewells, Panadoes, thin Broth, 
or a Potched egge, this much availing to the preventing of Inflammation. But 
in this the Patient's cuſtome muſt be conſidered, Alſo the Air ought to be tem- 
perate 3 for cold is an enemy to Wounds, Reſt is likewiſe required, as well 
to the Mind as the Body. Therefore having dreft him, lay him to'reſt with 
Z vj. ſyr. de meconio cum cochl, jj. ag. cardiace in Fiij. aq. papaver. | 

We ſhall now procced to the Second day's work, and therein conſider the 
Habit of body, and more particularly what concerns the Wound. In theſe 
Gun-ſhot Wounds it may be convenient the body be gently purged by Leni- 
ents, as is formerly ſaid. Pwrgatio enim per alvuym Pleriſque rulneribus prodeſt. 
Purging avails much for the carrying off bilious and ſerous Humours, which 
from their heat and tenacity are moſt apt to ferment and flow into theſe 
Wounds, and cauſe Pain, Inflammation, and other ill Symptoms. In which 
caſcs caſſia, manys, tamarind. ſyr. de cichor, cum rbabarb. rof. ſolmt, are preſcri- 
bed, and may be taken in Whey or Ptiſans, 

But as for fironger Purgatives, Hippocrates ſaith well, Colia ſunt purgan- 
da, non cruda : which is more eſpecially true when you ſpeak of Scammoni- 
ate Medicines. 

Having thus propoſed a generall way of Purging, we ſhall again conſider 
what is requiſite for Dreſſing the Wound, and preparcour Dreffings, and ap- 
ply ſuch Medicaments as may be necefſary. In order to which you ought to 
have a Fomentation ready, whereout may be wrung a hot Stupe. To which 
purpoſe , Rt ſammitat. hyperici, centavr, ſeordii, abfinth, «w. Mj. flor. roſ. rub. 
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chamemel. melilos. ſambuci, an, Mj(8. furfuris Pj. cog, in ag. font, ad Thijs. colat, 
adte viti aufteri Yhj. ſpir. vini vj). fiat Fotus.. Theſe will give a breathing to 
the Parts, and defend the Wound'from the Air while you contider ic.” Ifallbe 
well, continue the uſe of Digeſtives. But if it be accompanied with very great 
Pain, you-may fornetit with, this : Rt deco? rad. ahtbee, malvar, fol, verbaſe. 
chumemel. melilot, ſem. lini, fanugrec, boiled in Sheeps-head-broth, or other. 
And of theFeces of this Fomentation you may make a Cataplaſin, addmgfarin, 
hord. tſ8. ſem. lini, cydonior. pulv. an. 3j. nnguent. baſil. & unguen., dialtbee an, 
Zj(3. axung. porcine vet. q. ſ. croci 3). in fine cottionts addend, ovor, integr.recent, 
aum. iiij. Apply it over all, or the former Cataplalin. It cherilhes the heat 
ot the Part, furthers Suppuration, and is anodyne. You axe to make the 
Bandage as before, and continue this way of dreffing to the ſeventh or ninth 
day, untill you have ſeparated the Sloughs, digetted the Wonnd, and have x 
laudable Ps, ( as you are wont to call it, ) which is album equile, leve, & 
minims fiwtidum;, a perfe& white Matter, of good confifience, 'and not ferrid 
or ill- ſented. If the Matter be detective in any of the faid qualities, Przci- 
pitate will be of good uſe mixt with the latter Unguent of Bwercerar's, or that 
mixt with anguent. Apoſtolor. Or this following Unguent may be applied 
alone, or with Precipitate: Re ſwce. agrimon. centaur. min. plantag. apii, an. 
Fj, mucilag. _ boil theſe together, adding rerebinrtb, Vener. Ziij. well, 
com, Zij. far. hord. cribrat. Ziij. croct pulv, I. fiat Mamndificativum. To this 
you may addc Aloes, Myrrh, ſarcocoll, rad. arifteloch. gentian. ireos, for the in- 
carning, thefe Wounds, It you defire rather Injection , the ſame Ingre- 
dients may ſerve. .But in the uſe of Inje@ions be ſure you domnot ſtop the 
Oritice to keep the Liquour in 3 for fo you ſhall diftend the Ulcer, and make 
it more Sinuous, 


Cuaye. IV. 


Of Accidents befalling Gun-ſhot Wounds , 
and of Sinuous Ukers. 


UT from the firſt to the eleventh day many Accidents are wont to 
happen to theſe Wounds, which not onely impede the Cure, but often, 
without timely help, deſtroy the Patient. And theſe are, vehemenit Pain, In- 
flammation, Eryſipels, from whence Gangrenes- and Sphaceli do frequently 
happen. Theſe latter take their beginning from Inflammation. Therefote I 
have elſewhere particularly treated of Inflammation and Eryſipetas, that you, 
ſeeing what it is, may inits beginning prevent its increaſe. It commonly pro- Inflammati- 
ceedeth in this cafe, citherfrom a very ill Habit of body, or from the ill hand- 
ling of theſe Wounds in the beginning. 
The Remedy is, timely to prevent the Influx of Humours, and evacuate 
that which already affeQeth the Wound. The firſt way is, by Bleeding and 
Purging 3 
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Purging 3 both which are direed you in the firſt day's work. If you omitted 
that then, you muſi perform it now. The ſecond way is, by externall Ap. 
plications. If Pain be the cauſe, you muſt ſuccour it by Anodynes, which 
may mitigate and repreſs the heat of the Part 3 of which you may have your 
choice in the Chapters of Phlegmon and Eryfipelas in generallz and in the firſt 
Chapter of the Treatiſe of Wounds, where we have particularly treated of 
Pains, and propoſed their Relief, &c. vis. in their Beginning with Refrige- 
rants and Repellents , and in their State by moderate CalctaChon and Difcu- 
tients, and afterwards by ConcoQtion of the Matter 3 to which Treatiſe I 
refer you. | 

The next and moſt cruell Symptom is Mortification of the Part, which 
very often attends great Inflammations, and is ſhrewdly to be ſuſpeQed when 
they yield not readily to Diſcutients or Suppuratives, In theſe Wounds it hap- 

moſt commonly —_— a-Suffocation of the naturall heat of the Part, by 
reaſon of the great concourſe of Humours, or too retrigerating and repellent 
Applications inthe time of great Inflammations, which have infeebled and 
hindred the tranſitus of Spirits into the Part, It may be perceived by the 
Gleet and change of colour, it beginning to look livid 3 alſo by a' diminution 
of the Tumour, &c. 

When you ſee ſuch a change begin, you mull preſently prepare to withſtand 
a Mortification by Scarification, not onely untill the bloud come about the 
Lips of the Wound, but deep intoit through the Eſcar to the quick, and ſuffer 
it to bleed freely, and make the Part ſenſibly feel, that by ſuch means you may 
disburthen it of part of what would have choaked it, and make way for the 
entrance of the operation of the Medicine, Then foment the Part with a good 
Lixivium made of Aſhes, to which may be added Salt and Vinegar. Or you 
may boil ſcord. abfinth. centaxr. and ſuch like, in the aforeſaid Lixivium, After 
you have well fomented the place, waſh the Scarifications, and dreſs the 
Wound with Agyptiac. cum theriac. Venet. diflolved in aceto vin, adding cal- 
cin*d Vitriol, &c. then apply a Cataplaſm exfarin. hord, fabar, orobi, Inpinor, 
decoQed in ſome of the ſame Lixiviunm, with an addition of Oxymel to it. 
Butas to this Matter I refer you to the particular Chapter of Gangrene and 
Sphaceli, for farther direQions therein, The Gangrene ſtopt, haſten ſepara- 
tion of the Eſcars by Digeſtives, and then deterge with mundif. ex apio & 
Paracelſ, &c. and fo proceed with Sarcoticks and Epuloticks to finiſh the Cure. 

But in the ſeparating of contuſed Parts, as I have often told you, great 
Fluxes of bloud uſually burſt out upon us. Thus ina Patient ofminc, woun- 
ded by a Shot through the inſide of the Radiws, upon ſeparation of the Eſcar 
a great Flux of bloud happened. While I was topping the firſt Orifice, which 
was neareſt the Artery, the bloud burſt forth of the other.” Hereupon I ttopt 
both the Orifices with ſome aſtringent Powders, ( I ſuppofe that of Galex's 
preſcription of Aloes and Hares-fur, I moſt frequently uling thoſe as the beft 
in ſuch caſes,) rowling up the Wound with a good Compreſs dipt in a Stip- 
tick DecoQion, laying my common Defenſative over all, and did not open 
it till 3 or 4 days after. How ſuch Fluxes of bloud are farther to be treated, you 
may {ce in the Chapter of an Anemriſma, 

Gun-ſhot Wounds after ſeparation of the Eſcar are apt to become Sinuous 
Ulcers, eſpecially after great Fluxion, and where Bandage cannot be uſed to 
preſerve the Tone of the Parts, as in the upper part of the Thigh and Hip, &c. 
Theſe Cavities cauſing much pain to the Patient, and difficulty and trouble 
to the Chirurgeon, we ſhall conſider their Cure, taking our Indication from 
the Parts affeQed, with the largeneſs of the Wound, Contuſion and Lacerati- 
on of Parts ; fox from ſuch Wounds there muſt neceſſarily be loſs of —_—_ 

an 
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and the quantity or evill quality of the Matter muſt needs render it Sinuous, 
eſpecially where Bandage cannot be conveniently made to thruſt out the 
Matter. 

And if the Bullet or any extraneous body be yet remaining within, and the 
Parts extremely tumefied, and troubled with pain and influx of Humours, 
the included body will be the more ſtreightned in its paſſage out, and render 
rhe Cure ſo much the more difficult. And if a Cacochymia or Lues Ven. be joy+ 
ned with it, you will ſcarce cure your Patient without exhibiting Antivene- 
xeall and Scorbutick Remedies. 

Therefore to prevent Sinuoſities, you are to enlarge the Orifice at firſt, and 
keep it ſo wide open, that the Matter which is daily there ingendred may have 
free paſſage out : which if it may not by the way the Shot went in, then you 
muſt conſider how in another place the Sinus may diſcharge it ſelf. This being 
prudently effected, and the Matter thereby diſcharged, you ſhall then more 
eaſily perfect your Cure; 

But before you make this Apertion, you muſt conſider whether by altering 
the poſition of the Part, or by Compreſhon with Bandage, or by hollow Tents, 
the Matter may not be brought out. And to make the Cure of theſe Cavities 
the more facil, you muſt endeavour toplace the Member in ſuch a figure that 
the Orifice may be depending. Alſo you muſt endeavour by Stupes, Sponges, 
Compreſſe and good Bandage, to preſs out the Matter, that the Cavities may 
unite.. They ſhould be wrung out of Red wine wherein have been infuſed 
flor. roſ.. rubr. myrtill. cort. granat. balauſt. nuc. cupreſſ. ſumach, acacis. Andif 
the Matter do not well diſcharge between Dreſſings, you muſt dreſs it the 
oftner. Alſo InjeQions may be made with a Decodtion of ſome of theſe fol- 
lowing, myrrb. aloes, ſarcocoll. rad. iridos, ariſtoloch, ſpir. vini, mel roſ. aq. calcis, 
alum, and ſuch like, to diſpoſe the Sittuoſities to heal, 

Sometimes in a Wound inflicted on the upper part ofa Member, the Matter 
not being likely to diſcharge it ſelf thereout, I have by a Seton-needle perfora- 
ted it through; and retaining the twiſted Silk in the Ulcer till the lower 
Orifice was digeſted, then drawing out the Silk, I kept itopen by a Tene 
a few days, till the upper part agglutinated 3 and afterward, as the Matter 
lefſened in the depending Oritice, I left off the uſe of the Tent, and hea- 
led it up. 


Q? in a Gun-ſhot Wound on the inſide of the Thigh, paſſing under that 1. Obſeryar. 
Inguen \lanting up to the Os ilion, and apoſtemating in the upper parts, of # woun- 

it not yielding to Cure by InjeQions, Bandage, &ec. I made a Cannula, through ded Thigh, 

which I paſſed a Needle with a twiſted Silk, and kept in the Silk as a Seton, 

till I had by Gentian-roots dilated the Orifice ſufficiently for the diſcharge of 

Matter. To makethe Perforation of the Needle more certain and eafie, I ap- 

plicd a Cauſtick firlt upon the place, the better to feel the end of the Cannula. 

By this Apertion the Matter diſcharged it ſelf in what poſition ſoever he lay, 

afd he was thereby happily cured. 

One was ſhot in the Face betwixt the Noſe and Eye on the right ſide into the 2.Obſervar. 
Ethmoides by a Piſtol-bullet. After he had been cured ſome years of the ex- of a ſhor in 
ternall Wound in his Face, he became troubled with a fretting Icbor, which the Face. 
diſcharged by that Noſtrill 3 and eſpecially at his firſt riſing in the morning 
out of bed it would run half a Spoontull of a yellowiſh colour, which had made 
a chop or gutter at the lowerend of that Noftrill by its acrimony. After ſome 
years he felt, upon bending his Head backwards or forwards, the Bullet tg 
rowl to and fro over the Roof of his mouth. He complained to me of his Grie- 
vance at the Hague in Holland, a little _ - Majeſtie's going into Scotland. 

I of- 
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I offered to his conſideration the caſting inInjeQions,or paſſing a Piobe into that 
Noftrill downwatds,to try it either way it might be waſht or thruſt downwards 
in the Gullet, or be excreted into his Mouth, But theſe ways had heretofore 
proved ineffeQuall. We therefore refolved upon the cutting through the Palat- 
bone, To which purpoſe I placed himin a clear light, one holding his Head 
ſicady, while I cut into the Roof. But the Fleſh wasſocloſe tied to the Bone, 
that it would not yield to my Spatwls as I expeRed : wherefore I applied a 
bit of a Cauſtick-ſtone, and held it to the place with a Pledgit of Lint a 
few minuitsz by which I conſumed the foft fleſhy part over the Bone : 
and afterwards cut into the Bone ſuch a hole, that in the moving of his 
Head I could ſee the Bullet lodged in the Hole : which encouraging us 
to proceed in our work , the Bullet was afterwards taken out, and he 
eaſed of that diſcharge of Matter which threatned a filthy carious U1- 
cer. My attendance upon his Majeſty into Scotland hindering my pro- 
ſecution of that Cure, I left him in the hands of a Chirurgeon there , 
and fince have often ſeen him at Court. But the Ulcer did not cloſe uv 
with a Callss; however the place is ſupplied by a ſmall Plate without ot- 
fence. 

If the Sinws run tranſverſe the Veins,Arteries, Nerves, Tendons, &c. you may 
then, (if you think it not ſafe to paſs a Needle in a Cannula through it, or if you 
cannot do it by reaſon of the make of the Part,you may then,I ſay,) make uſe of 
that Inſtrument deſcribed in the Treatiſe of Fiſtule and Sinuous Ulcers in Ano, 
by which you may cut as aſſuredly upon the end of the DireQor which paſſeth 
within the Sinzs, as if you ſaw it before you. It is commonly uſed where the 
end of the Sinws lieth moſt diſtant from the Skin. After which Apertion it 
muſt be kept open by a Tent, for the diſcharge of Matter, till it be well di- 
geſted, and fit to cure, If the Orifice be ſmall, and the Sinws lie but un- 
der the Skin, and in ſuch a place as may be ſafely opened, it may be dila- 
ted with prepared Sponge, or Gentian-roots, and afterwards ſnipt open by 
2 pair of Probe-ſciflors, or cut by a Knife upon the DireQor within, or laid 
open by Cauſtick. And after you have divided the Sinws,you may digeſt it with 
terebinth.cum vitell. ovor, or deterge by ſome of the Mundificatives fet down in 
the Cure of Ulcers in generall: and if there be occaſion of more Sarcoticks, 
you may adde mel comm. pulv. myrrbe, thuris, rad. ireos, to make it more 
exſiccant. But commonly, the depending part once opened, the Wound cu- 
reth in few days by Bandage, &c. as above ſaid. 

But if after all your endeavours theſe Ulcers grow Fiſtulous, you ſhall find 
the Cure of them in another place.

Of Gun-ſhot Wounds with Franre, 


His declared unto you the way of curing Gun-ſhot Wounds in the ſoft 
and fleſhy Parts, I purpoſe now to proceed to the curing them as they 
are complicated with Fracture of the Bones, whoſe firmneſs; drineſs, ſiabi- 
lity and ſolidity, cannot defend them from theſe Incoaveniences; nay, in the 
caſeI am to ſpeak of, they are rather Diſcommodities. For when the BulJec 
firiketh like Lightning, were they ſofter, it were the better, that the Buller 
might paſs, and not ſhatter them. There is not any of the five forts of Frac- 
tures mentioned by the Ancients which theſe Blows will not occafion. Some- 
times they will cleave the Bone aſſ=/atim, according to the length 3; and other- 
while they will break it athwart z other times they will divide it like the 
Scales of a Filh. Nay, if the Bones be drier then ordinary, ( as in elderly 
men, and ſuch in whom nature or Diſeaſes have made them ſo, they will 
grind the Bone like Meal. Yet I have ſeenand dreſt a Souldier that hath been 
ſhot through the Joint of the Ancle without ever breaking the leaſt part of the 
Cartilage, 
The ways to know when there is a Fracture in the Bone are many. Signs of | 
1. Hippocrates bids us compare the found Patts with the Parts affeQeg, Fraure®- 
and obſerve the inequality. 
2, You ſhall perceive a Cavity, if you touch the Parts above and under 
the Fracture, 
3. If you handle the fractured Member, you ſhall perceive a craſhing of F 
Bones, by reaſon of the mutuall attrition of the hard bodies. 
n 4+ There will be extraordinary Pain, in regard of the divulfion of the 
Nerves, and diſtortion of the Tendonous bodies 3 alſo a pricking in the Fleſhy 
parts by the ſharp ends or Shivers of ſome Bone. 
5. There will bc an impotency of the broken Member, fo that the Patient 
cannot lean upon it. 
6. The antecedent cauſe ( Gun-ſhot ) will teach much in this caſe, then 
which there never was ( nor ever will be I believe ) invented a more power- 
tull one. 
7. The aſperity and inequality or roughneſs of the Bqne manifeſt it to 
you: but the ſearch will give you noſmall affarance. | 
Concerning Prognolticks, you ſhall underſtand, Progno- 
1. Bones receive a quicker Agglutination in Sanguine then in Cholerick bo» fticks. 
dics, by reaſon of the benignity of the Ser#m, which ſendeth out better mat- 
ter for a Calls, 
2, Bones are broke with leſs danger in the middle then near the Joint, where 
they are both more hard to be reſtored, and to be kept ſo reſtored z and becauſe of 
the multitude of Symptoms, (which in ſuch Wounds cannot bur ſupervene, ) 
are not without great difficulty to be cured. 
3. And laſtly, thoſe FraQtures are moſt dangerous which are made fo deep 
in the Fleſhy parts, that your hands cannot well come at them, to extraRtthe 
Hhh 2 looſe 
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looſe Bones, and place the other right, and retain them ſo by Bandage ; as 
thoſe of the Pabes, Os ilion, ſacrum, &c. Soallo all thoſe Fractures made by 
Splinter are exceeding dangerous, they generally ſhattering the Bone to pie- 
ces 3 in Which caſe the Nerves, Tendons,' Ox. are grievouſly pricked and 
torn, and are ſubje& to extraordinary Pain, Inflammation, Convulſions, and 
Death, unleſs immediate Remedy be had by removing thoſe Bones, or by Am- 
putation of the Member. | : 

Among(trhy; rs in\private Fregats frorh Pubrkenk it was complained, 
that their Chirurgeons were too ative in amputating thoſe fractured Members. 
As in truth there are ſuch filly Brothers, who will brag of the many they have 
diſmembred, and think that way to lie themſelves into credit. But they that 
truly underſtand Ampiutationh and'their Trade, well know. How villainghs'a 
thing it is to glory in ſuch a work. | & | 
- In ithe'Rondan Hiſtory you will find it was not allowed at all : Liytells you 
their .ceward amongſt thenh.. But latex. experience judgeth ic commenda- 
ble, if it be neceffary,: and in fuch' ſhattered Lims where there is no hope 
of preſerving the Patient's -life- otherwiſe, And then it mult be done in 
itsproper- time, that is to fay, ſuddenly upon the receipt of the Wound, be- 
fore the : Patient's Spirits be 'over-heated' either with Pain, Fever, &c. Of 
the neceflity of doing it. ſpeedily I ſhall here give you one remarkable In- 
fiance.

Obſervation, © Al Scotifls Souldier was brought to me out of the field at the Battel of Wor- 
thfter hot with a Musket-bullet into the Elbow-joint, which fractured not 
onely the'ends ofthe Radins and Vina, but likewiſe that of the Adjutorium, 
Upon fight whereof I called Fill. Clarke (now a Chirurgeon at Iridgenerth ) 


and other my Servants about me, to cut off the Arm, and the whileI endea- 
2 voured co encourage the Souldier to endure it. . In anfwer thereto he onely 
: chied, Give me drink, and: will dic. They did give him drink, and he 
made good his promiſe, and died ſoon after 3 yet had no other Wound then 


thit, By which may! be perocived: the danger in delaying this work to the 
next aay, when the foreſaid Accidents have kept them watching all night, 
and totatly debilitated their Spirits... Which happens not, if it be done in 
heat of Fight 3 for then, while they are ſurprized and as it were amazed with 
the Accident, the Lim is taken off much-eatier : and it it be the Arm, ſome 
of them will ſcarce be kept in the Hold while the Ship is cloſe engaged in 
Fight. In the heat of Fight I cut off a man's Arm, and after he was laid 
down, the Fight growing hotter, he ran up, and helpt to traverſe a Gun. 
And a Walon carneftly begged of me to cut off his ſhattered Leg : which 
whilſt I was doing, he cried , Depeche vous connous vendrone a terre mous 
bioron. Alſo others have urged me to diſmeraber their ſhattered Lims at ſuch a 
time, when the next day they have profeſt rather to die. But amongſt us a- 
board in that Service it was'counted a great ſhame to the Chirurgeon, if that 
Operation were left to be done the next day, when Symptoms were upon the 
Patient, and he ſpent with. Watchings,- &c. Therefore you are to conſider 
well. the Member, and if you have no probable hope of Sanation, cut it off 
quickly, while the Souldier is heated and in mettle. But if there be hopes of 
Cure, proceed rationally to a right and methodicall Healing of ſuch Wounds 3 
itbeing more for your Credit to fave one Member, then to cut off many. *This 
following methodis the beft. -.. - 

Cure. Cleanfe the Wound firſt from all ſtrange bodies, as Bullets, Armour, Ap- 
parrell, and Shivers of Bones 3 ſo ſhall the Cure ſucceed more happily. For

Obſervation. 'A Gentleman-Voluntier skirmiſhing with -the Enemy before the Che of 
do or 
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Worceſter, was brought to us run through his Arm in the middle of the Biceps 
with a Sword, and ſhot witha Musket-bullet in the ame Shoulder under the 
Os ſcapule, which took away the Coracoides, aud torethe Ligaments in other 
partsof the Joint, Wedrefled. the Wound infliged by the Sword with Ag+ 
glutigatives, healing it by the ficlt Intention, We iplarged the 'Gun-ſhot 
Wound, pulled. out the Bullet and pieces of the Coracoides, &c, and dreſſed 
it up with Digeſtivesand lenient Embrocations, &c. and afterwards dcterged 
with mundif. P aracelfi. Re being Will. Clark's acquaintance, he took care of 
him, and haſtened the Extoliation of the Bones with mel roſ. & ſpir. vin. 
Afterwards, beivg near cured, he made his eſcape into his own Country, Mh- 
py Inſtances of this. kind may be given, if it were necefary. 

It the Fracare he near a Joint, the violence of the Blow will many times 
adde 3 Diſlocation alſo to it. If that happen, reſtore the Joint tirfi to its place; 
before you meddle with the Fracture. Theſe Diſlocations are made by great 
Shot or Splinters of wood, whole force ſhatters the Lims in picces, or carries 
them quite away. But this lattes rarely happens, - but uſually when the Mem- 
ber is ſhattered, it hangs by ſome little part of a Tendon, Muſculous ficſh,, or 
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Skin. In which cafe your work is, with a good Razour or Knife preſently to $,nooth the 
plain the Stump, and pull up the Fleſh, that you may ſaw off the end of the Stump.

Yet in ſome bodies the Bone will berefiored cahily :: therefore at- 
tempt it before you dreſs the Member. 


In another that had his Leg ſhot off, in the place of Amputation below the Obſervation. 


Knee, ſome two months after, when I wandred the Bone did not exfoliate, I put 
in my Forceps to try whether any part of the Bane was looſe : and finding it very 
looſe, I took hold of it gently, and feeling it willing tocome away, I pulled it 
out, It was the Apopbyſis or head of the Os tibie, which makes the Knee. I 
was ſurprized at it 3 but confidering what was looſe muſt away, I pulled it 
out, to the amazement of the lookers on. This was relaxt from its Liga- 
ments by the torce of the Blow, 

In theſe fractuxed Wounds made by Gun-ſhot the Chirurgeon ought to pro- 
poſe two things to himſelf; firſt the Fracture, and then the Wound, To 


proceed orderly , you begin with the Fracture, viz. with the Extenſion and gxtenfion, 


Coaptation, that thereby the Fracture may be reduced to its proper feat :which 
in all theſe caſcs muſt be performed with much ſteadineſs and diſcretion 3-not 
with ſuch force as in thoſe Fraftures that are without a Wound,lett the Muſcu- 
lous or Nervous parts, being torn, bruiſed or cruſhed, ſhould ſuffer extreme Pain, 
Convullions, &c. Before youbegin this Operation, it the Wound be-not large 
enough, make it ſo, that you may the better pull out the extraneous bodies, 
whether Slug, Bullet, Rags, Splinters, or Shivers of Bones 3; fo ſhall the 
Extenlion be made the cakier, and be leſs ſubject to Inflammation, though you 
ſhould not ſet it atthat inftantz for a ſmall Extenhon will aftetwards ſerve. 
Whereas if the Wound be not ſo cleanſed, thoſe extraneous bodies, nay the 
{malleit Shivers of the Bone, will raiſe ſuch diſturbance as will render it 
incapable of Digeſtion, Therefore what Hippocrates faith of attending to the 
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Of Gun-ſhot Wounds with Fratture. 'Book VI. 
3.7. or 11. day,in caſe the FraQture be not reduced before Inflammation, would 
in theſe caſes never be; for by that time the beſt that could be expeRted would 
be Apoſtemations and crude Tumours, too big to be diſcuſſed. Therefore 
however the Reduction of the Fracture may have been omitted, yet it will be- 
hove the Chirurgeon then conſulted to extra the extraneous bodies immedi- 
ately, ſo ſhall it lie more quiet, and fitter for Reduction at his more leiſure. 
But to avoid theſe Inconveniences, make your Extenſion fo ſoon as you may, 
and reſtore the Bones to their former place with what gentle dexterity and le- 
nity youcan poſſibly, If the Wound be narrow, dilate it, as I have ſaid, by 
Incifion at the firſt ; for theſe Wounds require more Dilatation then any other, 
that not onely the bruiſed and vitiated Bloud and other Excrements may 
have a free paſſage, but alſo by this means the Shivers of Bones (of which 
theſe Wounds uſe to be very full) may with leſs trouble be extracted by your 
ſelves, or diſcharged by Nature. 

If you make not this Dilatation in the beginning, you may afterwards per- 
haps be forced to do it when the Part is accompanied with great Defluxion and 
Pain, or when the Bones are corrupt by retention of the Matter: and what 
condition it will then be in to admit of Incifion, may eaſily be gueſſed by 
any one that hath common ſenfe. 

After it is laid open, conſider whether the Bone be bare or not 3 which 
you may fatisfie your (elf in by your Eye, Finger, or Probe. If it be bare, 
you muſt apply next to it ſome dry or exficcant Medicine -Sicca ficcis gaudent; 
dry todry. Of this ſort are dry Lint, Powders of the Roots of Iris, Myrrh, 
Aloes, Thus, &c. Forbear the application of greazic Medicaments to it, for 
they make the Bones foul, and hinder Callws, Yet the Parts adjacent require 
Digeſtion 3 therefore apply over them your Suppuratives warm, ſuch as have 
been propoſed in Simple Gun-ſhot. Then dreſs up the fraftured Member 
with empl. e bolo, or this following: Re empl. diachalcith, with the addition of 
colophon. pulv. rad. conſolid. maj. boli Armen. cort. granator. ſucc. plamtag. cum ol, 
myrtill, & lumbricor. an. q. ſ. Miſc. & fiat Emplaſt. Then apply over the Wound 
a Stupe or double Cloaths wrung out of Red wine wherein have been infuſed 
flor. roſ. rubr. balauft. ſumach, bacc, myriill, ſummit. abſmth. or ſuch like. This 
Compreſle will ſerve to keep the Lips of the Wound ſmooth, and defend it 
from the injury it may receive by Bandage. 

The next thing which is required in theſe fratured Wounds is Deli- 
gation : for unleſs they be rightly fitted, none of theſe FraQures, of what ſort 
ſ{oever, can be well united. In fimple Fraftures without a Wound, all kind 
of Bandage may be admitted 3 whereof you may ſee in my LeQure of theſe 
FraQtures yarious ſorts, with many Circumvolutions about the Member. And 
once opening in ſeven days will ſerve their turn. But in theſe another method of 
binding is required;for here the Bandage is to be looſened daily ,and the Wounds 
to be lookt into and dreſt, they being here to be long kept open for diſcharge 
of excrementitious and purulent Matter, with which they abound, alſo for 
the Exfoliation of carious Bones, which lying there would corrupt the ſound 
ONes. 
Therefore in theſe kind of Wounds you muſt uſe ſuch a Bandage as may 
leaſt ſhake the fratured Members. For they being every day to be dreſt, the 
{o often rowling them up would cauſe grievous Pains, and hinder union. 
Therefore it io Gee Authours have invented ſo many kindsof Bandage, to an- 
{wer the Intentions of dreſſing them, and yet keep the Member immovable. 
Your Bandage in this caſc is to be made of ſofter and broader Linen cloaths 
then what we uſe in Simple FraQtures, that it may comprehend both the Frac- 
ture and the Wound,and keep the Lips down, yet not hurt them by its too hard 
Compreſhon, Therc- 
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Therefore we make-choice of a piece of Cloath folded three or four times 
double, to give it the more ſtrength, and of ſuch a breadth as may incompaſls 
the Lips of the Wound and the fractured Parts, alſo of ſuch a length as to 
come once about the Frature. This Cloath mult have three Slits from 
the ends to the middle, which middle mult lie undivided underneath, to bear 
more equally the fractured Member, and the ends muſt come over one another 
with a Compreſs between over the Wound , to preſs the Lips thereof equally 
down, which would otherwiſe become crude, and pout out with great-Lips. 
The Compreſle alſo ſerves to receive the Matter, and hill up the Inequality. 
Theſe are fo to be faſtened, that you may dreſs and undreſs the Wound with- 
out diſturbing the Member. 

But becauſe it happeneth, that in theſe Gun-ſhot Wounds the Bones are 
ſhrewdly ſhattered, and the Wound lacerated, and by reaſon of the largeneſs 
of the Fracture and Wound it is extremely painfull,the Member alſo is rendred 
ſo weak, that it cannot be kept ſteady by this Bandage 3 therefore we make uſe 


of Ferule or Splints, whereof I have made mention in my Lecture of FraQures $plints. 


in generall, with the Judgments of the Ancients, who have been very indu- 
ſtrious in contriving ways to make equall Compreſſion, and leave a way for 
the dreſſing of theſe compound Fraqtures. 


They are not to be uſed till the Inflammation and Flux of Humours be off, when to be 
which is not untill the ſeventh day 3 during which we uſe Splenia, which are uſed. 


linen Cloaths folded four times double, and cut in length and breadth like the 
Ferule. Theſe are to be ſpred with Galen's Cerote, or any Ointment, that 
ſo they may adhere to the Part onely untill you have put the Bandage over it. 
And this is that I propoſe in all Fractures where there is Pain, and fear of 
Inflammation, and is eſpecially neceſſary in theſe. 

They will handſomly ſtrengthen the Part, and make ſuch equall Compreſ- 
ſion, that the Bones may be kept in their place, the ſerous Humours preſt out 
of the Cavernule, and the fratured Member lie ſoft 3 which is a great help in 
theſe Wounds, the whole welfare of the Patient depending upon the eafic Ban- 
dage and Poſition-of the Member. The Pain and Inflammation gone off, and 
the Wound digeſted, (if you think the Member not ſo ſubject to Inflammation, 
or that it requireth a greater ſtrength to ſupport it, ) you may uſe Paſtboard 
cut into pieces proportionable to lay over thoſe Spleniz : or, having faſtned 
the Splenia by the broad Bandage with three heads, cut a piece of Paliboard 
fit to receive the lower part of the Member , and leave a place commodious 
for drefling the Wound. Over the other part of the fractured Member you 
mult place another piece of Paſtboard to anſwer unto the former. Theſe ought 
to be wet, that they may lie more pliant. About the Paſtboard make a Ban- 
dage with three Ligatures, which you mult faſten in the moſt convenient place 
for the eaſe of the Patient, But if the Splenia be wet in Whites of eggs, and 
applicd, they will ſixengthen the Member, and alſo keep it ſteady, without 


thoſe, 


If you think thoſe of Paſtboard not firong enough, you may uſe Lamine, x ,ins ot 
Copper or Tin-plates lined with foft Linings,to receive the fraftured Member, Plates. 


with Loops in the outſide, to receive the three Ligatures anſwerable to thoſe 
which lic underneath next the Plaiſter, that they may be faſtened and looſe- 
ned at pleaſure, without diſturbing the Fracture, in the daily drefling of the 
Wound. And if it be in the Thighs, the Plates are beſtz theſe Parts requiring 
ſuch as are of great ſtrength and length, and of ſuch compaſs as may take in the 
fower half of the Member. Theſe Lamine, or whatever elſe you uſe, muſk 
have a large Hole cut in them for the Wound to be dreft through. 

But I haye always obſerved inconvenience in theſe Plates ; that there is 
NOt 
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Poſition of 
the Part. 


not ſo good Compreſſion made upon the Lips of the Wound through thoſe holes 
as to hinder them from thruſting out 3 whence there ariſcth aLaxity and Indige- 
ſtion in theWound;and befides,the Matter that fo diſchargeth heats the Parts,and 
in hot weather corrupts and breeds Maggots. Therctore I make the Paſtboard 
or Lamine over my firſt Bandage to incompals ſo much of the lower parts 
as may ſupport the Fracture, and come within an inch of the Wound ; and 
over the Wound it ſelf I faſten a Splenium of Cloath folded four times double, 
or a Ferula of Tin, Copper, or Paſtboard, lined according as I judge the Part 
can bear, and ſach as may be taken off at each dreſſing, 5 

- The firſt Bandage next to my Cerote makes an equall Compreſſion by its 
three heads meeting over one another: the lowermolt prefſeth the Humours 
from below upward, and with the help of its next fellow keeps the Bones to- 

ether, and forceth the Matter out of the Wound : alſo, by the help this mid- 
dle Bracer hath of the uppermoſt, the Matter is preſt out of the upper part of 
the Fracture and Wound to the Orifice: it alſo reſtraineth the influx of Hu- 
mours from above, by virtue of the Defenſative lying under it. In the dreſſing 
theſe Wounds, you are .onely to undoe the middle Binder to come at the 
Wound ; having a ſpeciall care that this Bandage be neither too hard nor {lack, 
but indifferently made, to the eaſe of the Patient. 

Having thus ptopoſed to you the way of Deligation, I ſhall now proceed to 
the laſt Operation performed in theſe FraQtures of a Wound, which is a com- 
modious Poſition or placing of the Member, which (as I havetold you in the 
Lecture of Simple FraQtures ) ought to have three Conditions. | 

I. It muſt lie ſoft, left the Comprefſhon offend the hurt Parts, and cauſe 
Pain and Inflammation. 

2, Equall : for if the Member be placed otherwiſe, it becomes diſtorted, 
and the Operation ſucceeds ill. 

3. Laſtly, it muſt lic higher then the Parts next the body, eſpecially the 
firlt three or four days. For it it incline downwards, the Humours by their 
own weight will eatily low to the Part afflicted. How this Poſition is perfor« 
med, I have (et down in the LeQure of Simple Fractures, to which I refer 
you. | | 
The fractured Bones of the wounded Part thus reſtored 'to their naturall 


of Copper, or Splexia of double Cloaths dipt in Whites of eggs, and wrung 
out hard, Theſe latter will fit cloſe to the Part, and after they are dry, will 
ſupport the fractured Member well. 

After the ninth day we ſuppoſe the Wound well digeſted ; therefore we for- 
bear the uſe of Suppuratives, and uſe ſuch Medicines as are detergent, as the 
mundif, Paracelſi: or, if you pleaſe, Rt vince pervince, peti, perficarie, beton,

Vulnerary Plants are here of great uſe, and: may be preſcribed as followeth.

You may give 3J. of ofteocoll. powdered in a ; oa of it, 
or the Decoction of vince pervinca made with Wine, for confirming and. haſtc- 
ning the Callus, In the reſt proceed as inthe latterend of Simple Fractures is 
mentioned, 
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A Souldier being ſhot by a Musket-bullet into the fore-part of the Arm x.0bſervar. 
near the Biceps, it fractured the Bone, and paſſed quite through, I of a fraftu- 
endeavoured by Extenſion to place the fractured Bone even together, but could <4 Arm. 


not: upon which I dilated the latter Orifice by a large Incition according to 
the reQitude of the Member, to pull out thoſe Fragments of Bones which hin- 
dercd their right Coaptation 4 and putting my Finger into the Wound to that 
purpoſe, I pulled out a ragged piece of a Bullet 3 whether it was part of that 
which had paſſed through was the queſtion. Some of the By-ſtanders thought 
he was ſhot with a brace of Bullets: but I rather think the Bullet was torn by 
the Bone, and that this part was it which had made its way through. How- 
ever, by this Extration the main Bone was rightly placed, the Shivers with 
the extraneous bodies removed, the Matter happily diſcharged by this depen- 
ding Oritice, and the Patient was cured by the common Intentions of Healing 
theſe fractured Gun-ſhot Wounds. Whereas, if Lhad taken it for granted that 
the Bullet was paſſed through, and contented my elf in having endeavoured 
the reducing of the fractured Bones, and fo dreſt him up, it had certainly in+ 
flamed and gangrened. This confirms that Doctrine in ſetting of Bones, that 
if any Bone will not be placed equally amongſt his fellows, you ought to cur 
upon it, and take it out, 


In heat of Fight at Sea, amongſt the many wounded rhen that were put 2, Obſervart. 
down into the Hold to me, one of them had his right Arm extremely ſhatte- ofa Fracture 


red about two fingers breadth, on the outſide above the Elbow , by a great 
Splinter. I ought to have cut off this man's Arm preſently : but a ſudden 
cry that our Ship was ofi fire put me in ſuch diſorder, that I rather thought of 
ſaving my ſelf then dreſfing my Patients. I haſtily clapt a Dreffing upon the 
Wound, and rowled it up, leaving his Arm in his other Hand to ſupport it, 
and endeavoured to get up out of the Hold as the others did, verily believing 
I ſhould never dreſs him nor any of them more. But our men bravely quit- 
ted themſelves of the Fire-ſhip by cutting the Sprit-ſail-Tackle off with their 
ſhort Hatchets, (which they wore during Fight Ricking in ther Saſhes.) So we 
were freed of the Fire, and by our hoiſting up the Top-fails got cleat of our 
Enemy, and I returned to my work, But I was at a loſs what to doe with 
Iii this 


Splinter. 
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this man, who lay not far off complaining of his Arm. I would have cut it off 
inſtantly with a Razour, (for the Bone being ſhattered, there needed no Saw: ) 
but the man would not ſuffer me to meddle with his Arm, he crying, it was 
already dreſt, | 

The Fight being over, and we gotten into the next Port, I cauſed this Ma- 
riner's Bed to be ſet up: ( which was four pieces of Wood nailed together 
and corded, and a Bear's Skin laid upon it, and faſtened between two Guns 
to the Carriages : ) upon this I ſaw him placed 3 and having ordered his Arm 
to be laid ſo that I might the better come to drefs it, I ſent for Dreſſings, and 
laid them orderly upon a ſmall Pillow well. {tuft and quilted in the middle, 
Upon this Pillow I firſt taid a ſoft double linen Cloath, next to that three 
Ligatures, thena Paſtboard wet in Vinegar, to make it more ſoft and pliant ; 
upon that I laid a double Cloath, of ſuch length and breadth as might ſerve 
to encompals the fratured Member, which I cut from each end to the middle 
into three Binders ; over the middle of this I placed a Sp/enium of Cloath four 
double, four fingers in breadth, and of ſuch a length as to give ſtrength to the 
Fracture: over this lay my Defenſative ſpred upon a thick Cloath, of ſuch a 
breadth and length as to take in the whole Arm. Dreflings thus laid upon 
the Pillow, I cut off the other from his fractured Arm, and placed the Pillow 
with theſe Dreſſings cloſe by his Side; fo that I ſaw his Arm laid as I deſigned 
upon my Reſtrictive, and his Hand upon his Breaſt. Then putting my Fingers 
into his Wound, I pulled out firlt a piece of a Splinter an inch thick or there- 
abouts, more orlefſe; then Rags and Bones, great and {mall 3 I lefrnot the lealt 
Shiver. When I had (o cleared the Wound of all the extraneous bodies and 
looſe Bones, I was amazed to feel what 4 void ſpace there was between the ends 
of the Bones. But I proceeded, and cut off the lacerated Lips, which were of 
no uſe, and dreſt up the ends of the Bones with a couple of Doflils dipt in ſpir. 
vini and mel roſ. warm. The xelt of the Wound [ dreli as warm with axung, 
porcin. and Merc, precipitat. with ſome little of. terebinth, pred upon Dotlills, 
which I placed lightly within the Wound, and upon Pledgits without, with 
an empl. diachalcith. malaxt with ol. n:yrtill, over all the Wound, Then I em- 
brocated the fractured Arm cum ol.-myrt, & olivar, immatur. and alittle ace- 
tum, bringing my reſtritive Emplaſter, which lay under the Arm, over the 
whole Arm, from the Arm-pit to the Elbow and cloſe round about, onely 
leaving a ſpace to dreſs the Wound, 

This gavea ſirength to the weak Member, and was deſigned to prevent the 
Influx from above, Jutt under this Emplalter there lay a Splenium. To an- 
ſwer that applicd three more, one on each fide, and another above : which 
four were of ſuch a fize, that they, lying a little off from one another, encom- 
paſſed the Arm. They were ſpred lightly with a little Cerote made of ax- 
#ngia and Wax, to make them adhere where I placed them. 

Then I brought the Bandage which lay under the Splenizm, with three 
heads at each end. The lowermoſt of theſe took in the lower part of the 
Arm, from the Elbow upward, with part of the Fracture, and was faſtened 
on the exteriour part of the Arm. This preſt the Saxies from the neather part 
of the Arm to the Wound, and hindred the lapſe of Matter that way. The 
middlemoſt was made to preſs the Matter out of the Wound,and keep the Lips 
down. The uppermoſt ſerved to reſirain the Influx, as I ſaid, and preſſed that 
Matter out which was already in the Part. This Bandage was made with great 
moderation, and fo faſtened, that it might be looſened without trouble to the 
Patient. Then I brought the wet Paſtboard cloſe to the fides, and cut another 
piece toanſwer it, which I wetted in aceto, and by the three Ligatures under 
made them faſt, but without diſturbance to the Patient, If it could not have 

been 
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been ſo put on, I ſhould have forborn the uſe of them, the Cure of theſe Wounds 
conſilting in the ealie Dreſſing and quiet Poſition, without which you will 
not cure one of them. The Paſtboard as it dried, ſiffened, and retained its 
ſhape, preſerving the Fracture in the polition I left it, and that with a very 
flack Bandage. Thus I finiſhed the firſt dreſſing, leaving my Patientin much caſe. 
He ſlept pretty. well that night,and was the next day as well as I could expe. - 
He was let, bloud the ſecond day, and kept to a ſpare Diet: but we allowed 
Wine as a Cordiall to allour Paticnts. | 

The third day I dreſft himagain, took off the upper Paſtboard, and looſe- 
ned the heads of the main Bandage 3 alſo I took off that Spleniunm which was 
over the Wound, and raiſing up the Emplaſter from the Wound, took out 
many Dothlls, tound it warm and well diſpoſed, and dreft it up quick with my 
Suppuratives hot, and an Emplaſter as betoxe, I ſtirred not the Reſtridtive, 
but made npw a Comprels more particularly tor the Wound, purpoting not to 
remove the two outermolt heads of the main Bandage, unleſs it were ſome- 
time to givea little breathing to the Member : but the middle I opened as often 
as I thought ht, ro dreſs the Wound. The other two had ſhort Splenia to make 
the Bandage equall. But I was not then fatisftied how the ſpace between the 
fractured ends of the main Bone could be ſupplied with Calls. My Patient 
was cafier then any of my other with fractured Wounds. When it came to my 
turn to be vilited by ny Brother: Chirurgeons of our Squadron, they did not 
diſlike the Wound, nor my way of dreſfivg, ( for we being uſed to ſee one 
another's Patients; had all much one way ot drefling : ) but they laught at the 
excuſe I made for not cutting off his Arm, and doubted ſhould yet be forced 
to do it. But I kept my Patjent flat on his Back, and. that after a while was 
his greateſt pain ; for the Wound digeſted, and the Tumour was not then 
conliderable. After the Wound was well digetted, and the bruiſed Eleſh ſe- 
parated, I renewed the Drethngs, taking all the-old ones off, and fomented 
the Member with warm Water, to give a breathing to it 3 then applied a Ca- 
eagmatick Emplaſter, dreſft the Wound with mundificat, Paracelſi or ſuch like, 
and bound up the Member as at'firlt, and fo continued my way of Dreſſing 
as 1 {aw cauſe, putting into the, Wound onely a Dothll or Tent made upen a 
Skewer ſott and, hollow, to give way to the Wound to incarn; I ſcarce uſing 
any Inje&ion, but by gentle Compretlion afſiſting Nature, who ſeldome fai- 
leth in ſupplying the lolt Subſtance in Wounds, it we diſturb her not by im- 
proper Applications, Thenext taking off and renewing theſe Dreſſings of 
this fractured Member was occationed ſome 16 or 17 days after, by a trouble- 
ſome itching of the Part, which was occahioned, I ſuppoſe, partly from his 
liberty in Diet, partly by the heat of the Weather, and want of Tranſpiration. 
Upon this account I took off the Dreſſings, bathed the Member with Sca- 
water, and dreſt him up with emplaſt. de lithargyro. The Wound was about 
this time well incarned within, and the Lips beginning to cicatrize from their 
edges, I dreſſed them with Epuloticks, as #nguent, tutie, &c, All this while I 
kept my Patient upon his Back, and renewed not the whole Dreſſing untill I 
was again neceſſitated. One day coming from the Shoar, ( where our woun- 
ded men had liberty to lodge it they dehired it, and were dreſt by us there, I 
found this Patient with a heat all over his Body like an Eryſipelss : at which 
he was much affrighted. He had, it ſeems, drank Wine too liberally with 
his Mates, ( as they would moſt of them doe, if they were any thing well. ) 
Unleſs it rather proceeded from a generation of Calls, in which caſe it uſually zryſpelss 
happens. Tlet him bloud, and dreiling him as in an Eryſipelas, finding his upon the 
Arm pretty ltrong, and his Wound healed within, and ina fair way of cica- jp 5mm 
trizing, I raiſcd him up, after he had oa about eight weeks, All _ ; 
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while I believe he never ſtirred his Arm from the time I firſt placed it, but onely 
while 1 renewed the Dreſſings 3 he being the moſt patientman in that reſpe& 
I ever attended : and in truth, without that Submiſſon he could ſcarce have 
been cured. 

There was in this Patient a firong Callws filling up the void place of the 
Joſt Bone at leaſt two inches, with little or no ſhortning of the Arm : but the 
Toint of the Elbow was ſo fiiff from the poſition it lay fo long in, that he 
could not ſtretch that Joint whilſt I knew him, which was untill that Ship was 
caſt away. 

My mennithy will be much cried up, for remembring ſo many Particwars in 
a Patient ſo many years fince cured by me. But if you conſider how remar- 
kable a caſe it was, and in my Trade, there will be leſs wondering at the poſ- 

' fibility of it. You may enquire what was done by me in Ss Cure of 
Captain Reade, where the lofſe of his Jaw was ſupplied by a ſirong Callws, 
and that Cheek made uniform with the other. It will be long remembred by 
the then Standers-by, thoughnot of our Profeſſion. 

In our Sea-fights oftentimesa Buttock, the Brawn of the Thigh, the Calf 
of the Leg, are torn off by Chain-fhot and - All theſe are contu- 
ſed Wounds, and look black, and do too often'deceive the unexperienced 
Chirurgeon, he taking them by their aſpeR to be gangrened, and by dreffing 
chem as Mortifications with Apyptiac. and ſpir. vini, doth certainly ſphacelate 
them 3 and thoſe perſons die miſerably afflicted. 

Whereas if they be conſidered rightly , though they look like Fleſh long 
hang'd inthe Air, of a dry blackiſh colour, yet they have warmth, and by 
Lenients, as: is preſcribed in Simple Gun-ſhot Wounds, they would digeſt, 
ſeparate their Sloughs, and incarn. Butthey are flow in Digeſtion, and re- 
quire good Fomentations and Emibrocations to cheriſh the native heat, which 
is much weakened by ſo great a loſs of Subitance. Theſe require olexm tere. 
binth, to be mixt with your Digeſtive : but you muſt have a care you do not 
inflame them and cauſe pain by adding too much of it: a Spoonfull to fix 
ounces of your Suppuratives is enough in the drieſt Habits. Your judg- 
ment will beſt dire you, and your Patient's complaint : it being unreafona- 
ble to hope that Wounds can digeſt, while they are accompanied with much 
Pain, 
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T HE Wounds of the Joints are ſubje& to more grievous Accidents then ©;.ar care 
thoſe I have heretofore mentionedz theretoxe they require your more par- to be uſed 
ticular care 3 the Fendons and Ligaments being inſerted near the Joints for the about theſe 
motion thereof : there are alſo. Membranes, which do conſequently rendex V9n4%, 
them of a mott exquiſite ſenſe: The Trunk of Nerves alſo in every great 9: 
Joint paſſeth through, for the uſe of the Member that is beyond it. To which 

I adde, that the Part being exſanguous, the naturall Balſam of the Body is 

here more ſparingly ſapplied for the helpof the Cure, | 

What the Pains are, may be judged by the Wounds in the leſſer Joints. 
Captain F. in Muſſeiborowgh Fight was ſhot in one of his Fingers, and the next 
day fo grievouſly tormented, that he walkt up and down like a Mad-man, 
and could take no reſt untill his wounded F inger was digeſted : yet his Pain 
was not ſo great inhis wounded as in his well Fingers, 

The greater Wounds are attended with much more vehement Pain, Tnflam- Prognoſtick, 
ration, Deliraem, Convulſions, Gangrene, and are commonly deadly. 

In theſe Gun-ſhot Wounds, the extraneous bodies and Shivers of Bones Cure, 
muſt be preſently drawn forth ; therefore it the Orifice be not large enough, 
make it ſo. But in enlarging the inner or lower Parts in the hollow of the 
Ham, Arm, Arm-pit or Groin, have a care, for they are ſubject to great Blee- 
ding. The extrancous bodies being drawn forth, haſten Digeſtion, by drop- 
ping and applying warm upon Dolbills or Pledgits ſome of theſe following 
Digcftives: for Tents are to be uſed with caution in theſe Wounds,

Of Gun-ſbot Wounds in the Foints. Book VI. 
Unguentum $. A. Ol. Aparict is excellent in theſe Wounds, either alone, or 
heightened by any of the former Preſcriptions : ſo is the Balſam in the Chap- 
ter of Wounded Nerves. If the Bone be bare, you muſt be carefull that you 
do not foul it by your greazy Medicaments : aid if Pain be violent, and yield 
not to Anodynes, cut off the affeted Tendon, and whatſoever corrupts, left it 
taint the reſt. But in theſe great Wounds you are at firſt to conſider how cura- 
ble they are, and endeavour to preſerve the Lite of your Patient by a timely 
Extirpation, before his Spirits be too nuth exhauſted, Of which this follow- 
ing Story will give you warning, 


A Page of Lieutenant-Generall D, L. was ſhot through the Knee. The 
Bullet entred in by the lower and exteriour fide of the Rotwla, and pal-" 
fing through the Joint out in the hollow of the Ham, tare the Ligaments and 
Nerves, and fractured the Joint as it paffed , rending the Artery in going out. 
This Wound was mortall the very minuit it was infliced,: and the party, 
ought then to have been diſmembred : but ſuch'Propoſalls were not admitted 
of in the firſt drefling, whilſt there was, as they judged, hope. Afterwards 
the vehement Pain brought ſuddenly on ſevere Accidents, as Fever, Deliri- 
um, &c. and then it was too late to make Amputation. I made my firſt 
Drefling by the Application of a Digeſtive dipt in ol. lxmbric. warm, and 
embrocated the Parts about with ol. roſ. cum aceto, applying my ReſtriQtive 
over all. In the depending Orifice there was a throbbing of the Arteriall 
bloud, as inati Anewriſma, the bloud being choakt in by the contuſed Fleth; 
it therefore was not there to be tented, for fear of making a Flux of bloud z 
nor yet could we hope to ſtop the Bleeding by Cautery, actuall or potentiall, 
that Part being full of Ligaments and Tendons, the burning whereof would 
have been difhcult, and grievous painfull. Wherefore I dreſt that Wound with 
the ſame Digeſtive mixt with pwlv.Galeni upon Doſlills with thick Pledgits,and 
ſome of the ſame Reſtrictive over that, with fuch Bandage as that Part was ca- 
pable of 3 hoping this way to hinder the Influx of Humour,and thinking by ſuch 
Dretiings the Wound would digeſt. But the Pain increaſed vehemently, and 
yielded to no Application, nor was there any poſſibility of conveying any In- 
ſtrument, whereby I might thruſt or pull out the Shivers of Bone, if any 
ſuch were in between the heads of the Joint. Mr. Penicuke, formerly Generall 
Chirurgeon to the S:otiſþ Army, and other Chirurgeons were with me at the 
dreſſing of this Patient : but in ſpight of all our Endeavours, the Putrefation 
increaſed, and was attended by Delirixm and Spaſm. Death followed, as 
commonly it doth in all ſuch Wounds of the great Joints. I could inſtance it 
in many, but the late caſe of Sr. F. L. may ferve for all. He had many of 
our molt experienced Chirurgeons, with the eminenteſt Phylicians to help 
them; yet they had no better ſucceſs. Therefore at Sea, while they are warm 
with heat of Fight, we diſmember them, and by aQuall Cautery ſtop the 
Flux of bloud.

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Cnae, VII, 
Of Gun-ſhot Wounds in the Belly. 


I Have now briefly run through the Parts not principall, and purpoſe next 
to ſay ſomewhat of the principall Parts, as the Belly and Breaſt, And that 
you may the more certainly know the Part wounded, [hall give you a ſhort 
Deſcription of them, and then ſhew you how ſuch Wounds are to be handled 
in order to their Cure.

 TheBelly is called Abdomen, or the inferiour Venter. It begins from the abdomen 
Baſtard-ribs, and extends it ſelf to the Groins 3 and is divided into three deſcribed. 


Regions by our Anatomilts, the upper, middle, and lowermoſt. The upper- 
moſt is called Epigaſtriam, the middle Regio wmbilicalis, the interiour Hy- 
pogaſtrium. The tides of the uppermott are termed Hypochondria, The right 
Hypochondrium poſſelleth all the Liver: in the left is the Spleen. Between 
theſe is placed the Ventriculws, or Stomach. In the middle part of the Abdo- 
men is the Navell 3 round about which lie the Guts, and behind thoſe on each 
ſide the Kidneys. In the tides of the interiour part are the Ilis, with the 
Petien or Pwubes in the middle : under which lies the Bladder. Thus much to 
the internall Delineation, 

The Abdomen confilts moreover of Parts containing, and contained. Parts 
containing, or Teguments of the Abdomex, are either the common, which 
reach all over the Body, as the Cmticula, Cutis, Pinguedo, Membrans carnoſa: 
or the particular and proper to this place, which are the Muſcles of the Belly, 
the Peritonenum, and in reſpect of the Guts the Omentum, The Parts con- 
taincd are ſome of them defigned tor the Nutrition of the whole Body, others 
for Expurgation , and others for Generation. The Stomack, Small inte- 
ſtines, Meſenterium, Vena porta, cava, Arteria magna, and caliaca magna, 
thc Liver and Spleen, ſerve tor Nutrition. The Bladder, Gall, all the Inte- 
ſtines, but eſpecially the great ones, Kidneys and Ureters, for Expurgation. 
And for Procreation, the Vaſa preparantia & deferentia, Proftate, and Uterws 
in Women. Theſe Parts containing and contained are ſubjeR to Gun-ſhot z 


whence various Species ariſe of theſe Wounds. Sometimes the containing Parts, Wounds not 
as the Cutis, Pinguedo, Caro muſculoſa, onely are wounded 3 fo as neither the yenerrating, 


Peritonenm nor the other internall Parts ſuffer any hurt, 

And this hath happened to many in Service, who have been brought tome 
as mortally wounded, whereas upon ſearch I have found the impreſhon onely 
upon a greazy Leather Jerkin, or their Bellies black and a little ſcratcht by the 
Bullet, Yet even theſe are fabjye& to Tumour, and fo do require lenient Em- 
brocations, with an empl.e bols or the like, In others the Skin, and Fleſh 
under it, is ſoractimes wounded, and no farther. - Theſe are by us called 
Wounds of the Belly not penetrating, and are cured as Gun-ſhot Wounds 
in Flethy parts : in which caſes all thoſe Applications are approved of which 
have been delivered in Simple Gun-ſhot Wounds. 

Buc this I muſt take notice of to-you, as having often obſerved it, not onely 
in Gun-ſhot Wownds, but in Ablcefles of the Belly, that from the Laxity of 
the 
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the Parts, they are ſubje& to great Defluxion : eſpecially in Scorbuticall and 
ill Habits of body, the Matter is apt to infinuate it ſelf amongſt the circum- 
jacent Muſcles, raifing them up, and rendring them .Sinuous Ulcers diffcult 
of Cure 3 and that becauſe we cannot make ſuch Bandage on them, by rea- 
ſon of their Figure, Site and perpetuall Motion, as elſewhere may be made. 
Wounds pe- Theſe thus briefly conſidered, we paſs to the other Species : for the Bullet 
nerratilg. +5. fox the moſt part carried with ſuch force,that it not onely wounds the Fleſhy 
parts, but alſo pierces the Peritoneum, hurting moſt aq-cad the Internalls ; 
it being indeed impoſſible that the Bullet piercing the Parts containing ſhould 

miſs the contained, which are ſoft and tender. 

I have ſeen ſometimes in the Wars a Souldier ſhot ſcarce to the Peritoneum, 
yet the Contufion hath been fo great, that the Peritoneum hath come off upon 
Digeſtion : in which caſe the Bowells commonly ſuffer under ſevere Co- 
licks, and there ariſcth Difficulty of breathing, &c. 

If the Bullet penetrates through the Peritoneum, though no farther, yet the 
Contufion makes foul work, and requires ſpeedy relief. But it it hath wounded 
the internall YViſcers, then you muſt conlider what the Parts are that are woun- 
ded, whether the Liver,Stomach,or which of the Inteſtines z which you may ap- 
prehend from the Site of the Part, and the Accidents accompanying fuch 
Wounds, alſo by the proper Symptoms of each Part. 

Signs of According to Celſws, Lib, 5. Cap. 26. the Liver being hurt, there follow- 
wounds of eth an Effution of groſs bloud : if the Ports or Vena cava be hurt, the right 
I——_ Hypochondrium is oppreſt: if the Artery be wounded, the bloud is florid, and 
5 domen, burſts impetuouſly forth, and the Patient expires with it. But if the Stomach 
be hurt,Sizgultws or Hiccough follows,with Vomiting and Nawſea,and the Pa- 

tient's Suſtenance comes out of his Wound with the Chyle,and cold Sweats thew 

his languiſhing condition. If the lefler Inteſtines be wounded, he will be 

troubled with poraceous Vomiting, and what he eats or drinks will paſs out 

of his Wound in leſs then half an hour; and (o it will continue to do as long 

as he lives, If the great Inteſtines be wounded, the Excrements and filthy 

Smell will demonſtrate it. If the Wound be on the left Hypochondrium under 

the Short ribs, you may conclude the Spleen wounded 3 the bloud which 

floweth forth is black 3 there is alſo a Tenhon, and Difhculty of breath. 

If the Kidney be hurt, the Wound is in the Region of the Loyns, near the 

Vertebra under the Diaphragma, The more-certain fign thereof is from the 

Pains reaching to the Groins and Teſticles, with difficulty of Urine : and that 

Urine which he voids is cither mixt with Bloud,or elſe pure Bloud. If the Ure- 

ters be wounded, the Urine comes out at the Wound, It the Bladder be woun- 

ded,that part of the Belly is tenfe,he hath great pain in his Groin,and his Urine 

is diſcharged by the Wound ; the Stomach ſuffers by conſent, and the Part 

wounded demonſirates it. If the Womb be wounded, the Groins and Coxs 

are afflicted with the Pain,and the bloud not onely flows by the Wound, but per 

| Vulvam; they are troubled in Mind, and have other ſhrewd Symptoms of Death. 
Prognoftick. For what concerns the —_— of theſe Gun-ſhot Wounds, if they be one- 
ly in the Region of the Belly, they are not without perill, eſpecially if in the 

middle, where the Linea alba is; but if they penetrate, there is great haz- 

zard, for theſe Parts ſo ſhattered ſeldome recover. What we have ſometime 

fince ſeen, of a man diſcharging his Excrements out of the Colox on the left 

Side, and heard of other like Wounds of the Stomach, are rather Miracles then 

the work of the Chirurgeon. But they were happy that were inſtrumentall in 

thoſe Cures. If Celſzs in his time determined thoſe Wounds mortall made 

by cutting Weapons 3 how much more muſt they be. ſuch that are made in 

our age by Gun-thot? Yet Nature,as one faith in his Vulneribus, ſepe miracula 

facere 
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facere ſolet, is often as mercitull and miraculous in the Cure, as the Blow was 
cruel, 

In order to the Czre, you muſt begin with the ExtraQion of the Bullet, Cure, 
leſt it fink into the moſt inward Parts, and there affli& the Viſcers 3 as alſo 
of the Rags carried in with it, left they beget Putrefation. That done, you 
muſt reduce the Inteftines and Omentwm, left they inflate and corrupt. Afﬀer 
the ExtraQion of the extraneous bodies, you mult haſten Digeſtion, and mi- 
tigate the Inflammation. Ls | | C F 

The Inteftmes and Omentom are diſpoſed to ReduQion by-warm diſcuti- 
ent Fomentations : but if there be not an Opening wide enough, you mult 
enlarge the Wound. If the Omentum be corrupted, make a Ligature below 
that corrupt part, and cut it off, leaving the end of the Ligature hanging our, 
till it ſhall be caſt off by Digeſtion. | | | 

If there be Hemorrbagia,. you muſt. inje& ſuch Medicaments as have a rc- 
frigerant and aſtringent quality: and thoſe may be, 89. zrtic, plantag. ſpermat. 
ranar. or Red wine, cxm ſyr. de rof. fice. with pulv. bol, Armen. terr. figill. ſang. 
dracon. aloes, thurs. Make a Mixture of ſome of the ſame Powders with a 
new-laid Egg, ol. maſtich, & Iumbricor, and apply it upon a. Tent faſtened to 
a Thread, as is before deſcribed, then ſpread the reſt upon a Stupe, and lay it 
over all. But if there be no Flax of bloud,. digeſt as faſt as you can. | | 

In order to the Cure, Fallopiter hath recommended to our uſe this follow- wounds.of 
ing, by the uſe whereof he cured Wounds of the Stomach and Inteſtines, the Stomach

In all theſe Wounds of the Belly I have uſed ſuch like Medicaments as I 
have offered unto you, and applied to the Wound it ſelt Digeſtives, as in Simple 
Gun-ſhot, and endeavoured by good Fomentations, Embrocations and Cata- 
plaſms, to preſerve the naturall warmth of the Part. . . 

In Wounds of the Kidneys, you muſt inje& ſuch Medicaments as have an Wounds of 
abſterſive and drying quality 3 as rad. conſolid, irid. ariftaloch, rot, alſo myrtill, he Kidneys, 
caud. equin. plamag. balawſt. Deco theſe in ag. chalybeat. adding, afterwards 
ſome Red wine and ſyr.de roſ. fice, thereto. Then dreſs up the Wound witha Di- 
geltive ex terebinth. cum integr. ovo, with a little terra figill. thus and Maſtich, 
and embrocate with ol. byperici z applying empl. diachalcith. malaxt with ol,

If the Liver or Spleen be wounded, there will be a great Flux of bloud ; wounds of 
in-which caſc I offer this to you: Rt plantag. pentephyll. polygon. millefol. myrtill, the Liver, 
roſ. rubr. deco theſe in chalybeat Water. You may uſe it as an Injection, P!c<n, ©6- 
with an addition of ſyr. de rof. fice. or you may adde to it pulv. thuris, ſang, 
dracon. bol. Armen. acacia, and ſo it may be applicd as a Liniment upon Tents 
or Pledgits. ; | 

Thus you are to dreſs all the Wounds in the particular Parts of the Belly. 

The Wounds of the Womb are accounted deadly, the very leaſt of them, 
and fo are all the aboveſaid made by Gun-ſhot ; yet you are to proceed in the 
univerſa]l Regiment, . and with Clyfters, Bleeding, and good Vulncraries, cn- 
deavyour to diſpoſe the Parts to Sanity.

Of Gun-ſþot IVounds in the Thorax, 


A Mereh the principall Parts which are ſubje& to Gun-ſhot, the middle 
Venter or Thorax is reconed, with the Parts contained in it, viz. the Heart, 
Lungs, great Artery and Veſſells, with the Mediaftinam. 

Theſe Wounds are diſtinguithed as thoſe of the inferiour Venter. Sometimes 
the Wounds are onely of the extermall Parts, without penetrating into the 
Breaſt 3 othertimes they penetrate through the Ribs and Plexra : in which latter 
caſe the principall Viſcers are wounded, or not wounded. 

Not penetra» If the Wound do not penetrate into the Cavity of the Breaſt, but is onely 

ting. in the Muſculous fleſh, it muſt be cured as Wounds in the Fleſhy parts. If 
there be a FraQure with it, it muſt be treated as a Wound with Fracture, ta- 
king care to extra the broken Bones, leſt they prick the Plewra, and cauſe 
Inflammation. 

Penetrating. But if the Ballet hath penetrated deep into the Cavity, it may be diſcerned 

Signs. by the paſſing forth of the air with noiſe : there will alſo follow a Flux of 
bloud by the Wound, or Mouth, or by both 3 unleſs the bloud fall down upcn 
the Diaphragma; and then the Diffcalty of!breathing and ſuch like Symptoms 
will demonſtrate its Penetration. And if the Lungs be wounded, there will 
be a Cough, with Difficulty of breathing, and frequent Sighing : if there 
be an effution of bloud, it will, accordingly as it is much or little, low forth of 
the Wound, or be cought up, ſometimes both : the Patient will incline to lie 
much upon the Wound. If the Heart be hurt, the bloud floweth impetuouſly, 
and is reeking hot, their Spirits fink, and cold Sweats bedewing their Face fore- 
ſhew their vs Te 

The wounded Diaphragms is accompanied with Difficalty of breathing, al- 
ſoa Hoarſneſs, with great Pain about the falſe Ribs ; the Diapbragms is drawn 
upward, and the Spine is affeQted. 

If the great Vein or Artery be burt, a terrible Flux of bloud follows. If 
it low from the right Side, the Cava is hurt z but if from the left Side, we 
ſuppoſe it the Artery. You will difcoverit by its Saltation and florid colour. 
If the Porta be wounded, the Patient dies at the inſtant 3 and fo he doth of 
all the reſt. If the Spinalis medulla be wounded, the Nerves arc reſol- 
ved, and a Pallic follows, but more immediately in the Part under th 
Wound. 

Almoſt all theſe Wounds made by Gun-ſhot are mortall; but it is rt con- 
fiſtent with Religion or Humanity, to leave ſuch people without help: for 
ſometimes we haply prolong the life of ſome of them, and now and then 
Cure One. 

Cure. I ſhall therefore proceed to deliver you what concerns their Cre, both as 
to the internall Remedies given by the Mouth, and to thoſe which relate exter- 
nally to the Wounds,

Having thus ſtopt the bloud, you are to digett the Wound with 
ſuch like; Rt terebinth. lot. in decott, bord. 3ij, pulv. thuris, myrrbe, an. ij, 
ſem, fanugr, pulv. 3). ol. byperici q. ſ. Arm ſhort Tents with ſome of ir 3 then 
apply over it a Pledgit with ſome of the fame, or with ſuch Suppuratives as 
in Simple Gun-ſhot Wounds are preſcribed,and embrocate the Breaſt and Parts 
about with a Mixture of ol, amygdal.dulc.Jumbric. and nnguent. dialthee.apply- 
ing overall an empl. diachyl. fimpl. malaxed in ſome of the ſame. After Digetiion 
you will find it neceflary to deterge and incarn, / It is not materiall whether 
the Neterſion be made by InjeRion or Unguent, there: may be uſe for boch 5 
to which purpoſe I have ſet you down both ſorts, and ſhall begin with an In- 
jeRion, as ſuppoſing the Matter may thereby be diſpoſed to diſcharge by the 
Wound.

Obſervation; She Battel of Worcefter there was one bro tous ſhot with a Musket- 
bullet through one fide of the Sternon, which out between twoo the Ribs 
on the other fide, without any viſible Symptom of danger. We drefled the 
Wounds with a Digeftive dipt iw ol. Jnnobric. warm, and kept the lower Orifice 
between the Ribs open for diſcharge of theMatter,it being che depending Orifice.

Obſervation, From the Defeat of the Scotiſh Army near Duxbor there came many of the 
wounded to Saint- Fobwſtons, and among them there were ſeverall wounded 
into the Breafi, They who were & ſhot as to have the Ribs broken, were 
in extreme Pain from che Shivers'; whereas the reſt whoſe Bones were 
not hurt had ſcarce any Pain at all, bat what procecded from Difficulty of 
breathing 3 > uo mg hy Rinking Sawies both before and after 
the ſeparation of the Slonghs. One of them cought a very gr ny 
daily of thin Matter, of a brown colour and ranck fimcll, None bur this 
diced under my hands ; the reſt after fome while retiring to their homes , 
where (as 1 have often heard them ſay ) their Leeches performed great 
Cures, by virtue of ſome Plants which they gave internally , and which 
with Fats they made Balfams of. Yer I believe this man dicd tabid.

Of Symptoms of Grn-ſbot, (omanted in the 
Foxrth Chapter.) 


H E Syrmptorns attending Gun- ſhot are Pain, Phleginon, Eryſipelas, Fe- 
| ver, Delirnm, Syeope, Convulhon, and Palſic. The Pain 
occaſions Inflammation , whether it or Eryfipeles z of both 
which 1 have elſewhere purpoſely treated. But that of I

cauſed by Repletzon and Inanition. In this our caſc it ariſcth from 
trid Vapours, or aczid Matter offending the Nerves, which is often found in 
theſe Wounds, The Part afeQed is the Brain, which being thus provoked 
cauſeth an involuntary ContraQion and Rigidity is Parts difmembzed, as 
near the Knce or Shbillder. There the Contraction cannoc be diſterned but 
by a Trembling , which Trembling is uſually attended by a Convulſion of 
the Joints. It likewiſe follows upon great Inflammation, efpecially in the 
Nervous parts. The Prognoſtick here is always fatall, a Conyulſion upon a 
Wound being the forerunner of death. 

In the Wars I was called to ſee a poor Souldier, who had his Arm ſhot Obſervation. 
off near the Shoulder. The bruiſed and ſhattered Stump ſeemed to his Chi- 
rurgeon to be gangrened, and accordingly he dreſt him with Zgyptiac. as a 
Ganegrene: from which ſharp Dreffings the Wound gleeted, and, by reaſon 
of the Pain, inflamed. He had roared ſome days through the vehemency of 
that Pain. When I came to him, I ſaw a great Trembling of the Part, and 
a frequent m— upwards of the Tendons and Muſculous fleſh in the 
Stump; alſo the Fleſh in the whole Stump was of a whitiſh colour, as if it had 
been (calded. I dreſt him up with Anodynes,as Liniments. Arcei cum vitell. ovi, 
and foinented the Part with fol. matvar. violar. thapf. barbat. decoQed in Milk, 
embrocating it cam ol, Iumbric, & ex ped, bovinis and applicd empl. diapalme cam 
ſuccis over all ; then anointed the Parts about, as the Neck and Spine, with 
#nguent, nervin, I allo bliſtered the Legs and Thighs : but it was too late, he 
dicd howling. 

Paralyſis is generally defined, A privation of ſenſe or motion, or both, in paige, 
ſome Part or Parts, and affeQs the Brain and Spinalis medulla, But in Pallics 
which ariſc from Wounds the Parts immediately affected are the Nerves of 
that placc onely. This doth not take away the life of the Patient, though 
it may ſometimes threaten a Mortification through defe of naturall heat 
in the Mcmber. 

In a Seca-fight an Iriſþ Mariner having diſcharged his Gun, which was Obſervation. 
hony-combed, and loading it ſuddenly again, whilſt he was ramming in a 
Cartridge , the Powder took fire, and ſhot the Rammer out of his hand, 
tearing the Palm of his hand, alſo ſome of his Thumb and Fingers. The 
Wound was not conſiderable, but the force of the Blow extinguiſhed both 
ſenſe and motidn of the Member. I dreſt him up with our common Suppu- 
rative, ( of which at ſuch times we had great quantity ready,) and applied 
over all a common Reſtrictive, ſo rowled it up, there being then no time 
for Bleeding him. But after the Fight I let him bloud, and aday or twoafter 
purged him, then fomented and embrocated the Member with of. Iumbric. 
cham, anethi, lilior. unguent. nervin. and (uch like, and did all that we Chi- 
rurgeons of the Squadron thought fitting 3 but without ſucceſs. One night 
after he was cured of his Wound, lying aſleep in his Hammock, he was 
wakened by the wet he felt upon his Breaſt and Belly 3 and getting up to a 
Candle, he found the Dreſſing upon his Hand all bloudy, as alſo the place 
whereon it lay. I being called took off his greazy Drefſings, and found 
the Palm of his hand and Fingers gnawed by Rats. They had caten thro 
the oiled Cloaths, and had gnawed his Hand more, if he had not wakened by 
the trickling of his bloud. Idreſt his Wounds with Digeftives to haſten Sup- 
puration, ſuppoſing the diſcharge of Matter might contribute to his Recove- 
ry. After had cured them, 1 made him a Fontanell in that Arm, and ba- 
thed the Member frequently, alſo cupped and fſcarificd it 3 and —_— 
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applied Plaiſters of Pitch, to fiir up a heat in the Member. He was a 
young wan, and otherwiſe of a ſtrong Conſtitution, and was not over-ſo- 
Itcitous - to have it cured, as defigning to 'make ſcme profit by it. To 
which purpoſe he took an opportunity of landing , 'and haftened away to 
Madrid : where having gotten ſome reward for his ſervice, he returned to 
the Navy, and had more uſe of his Arm;

To the Reader. 


Aving thus finiſhed the Treatiſes of Wonnds, 1 conſidered 
H with my ſelf that my Deſign was to help the Sea-Chirnrgeons, 
who ſeldome tronble their Cabbins with many Books. T1 there- 

fore thought it convenient to make this #s comprobenſtue for their 
wſe as I could, by compriſing in it all thoſe things which may eaſily be 
foreſeen to be of uſe to them in other caſts beſides Wounds. We 
know by our experience, that Burnings by Gun-powder and other ma- 
terialls do 100 frequently bappen at Sea; and alſo, by ill Dreſſings of 
Wounds, Gangrenes and Filtulz ariſe, and that much the ſooner, if 
broken Bones , eſpecially thoſe with Wounds , be not well brought 
together, and ſo held. AP which matter we occaſionally handled is 
the foregoing Work: yet mot ſo much, but that, for their farther In- 
ſtrudion, 1 thought it requiſite to anticipate ſomething of other Diſ- 
courſes which I intend far the Preſs , by the following Appendix 3 
which, if well pernſed, may perfe& the Chirurgean in what remains 
to be known concerning Wounds, and ſave him the labour of reading 
many Anthours,

| ern as it often happens, that in cloſe Fights at Sea men are ſome- 
tinits burnt by Gun-powderby their Enemies, and by various Accidents 

themſelves 3- 1-ſhall\therefore deliver to you the moſt plain way of 
— 'or, however people cry, It's nothing to cure a Burn: yer, 
by what have ſeen of theſe Cures from Country or City, they are often very 
ill performed. Whether they are burnt by Gun-powder or any other way, 
their Cure is much alike, they onely differing ſecundum magis & minxs, 
Onely if-they-be burnt with Gun-powder, they muſt pick out the Powder 
firſt ; elſe they will carry the ſame blew Mark, if it be in their Faces, which 


ſome people uſe todo in their Hands and Arms, which I have often been im- | 


ployed to take out, when done wantonly in their youth 3 but could never re- 
move them otherwiſe then by taking off the Skin. 

If the Burn be ſuperficial, it raiſeth the Cxticxls up in Bliſters : if it goe 
deeper into the Skin, it cauſes an Eſcar: if it burn deeper into the Fleſh, the 


force of the fire makes a hard Cruſt with a Contraction. In all theſe the Pain 


is exceſhve. 

Once as I was dreſſing a gangrened Leg with warm Spirits of terebinth, &c. 
Mr. Arris and Mr, Hollyer Chirurgeons and others being cloſe about me, and 
I upon my, Knees, the Candle being too near the hot Spirits , catcht the 
fAame, and burnt my Thumb and Fingers before I could get free from thoſe 
behind me to throw it into the Chimney, which was ſome diſtance of I 
felt much more Pain for the while in the ſuperficiall Scalding, then where 


it was burnt toan Eſcar, 
Cure of a The Indications of Cxre are of two kinds : viz. cither by Refrigerants 
Burn. to bath or anoint the Part, untill the Heat be off, and the Eſcar ſepara- 


ted,and then todigeft and cicatrize 3 or by calefaQtive Medicaments to relax 
the Skin, and reſolve and diſhpate it, which by accident will afſwage the heat 
Refrigerants. and Burning. The Retrigerantsare, aq. ſolaui, plantag. byoſcyam. lac ebuty- 
ratum 3 uk all the cooling Juices and Unguents, as #nguent. album, nutritum, 
Populneum, rofat. &c. Theſe muſt be uſed warm, untill the Heat and Pain 
ceaſe, or the Fire be taken out, ( as the common expreſlion is 3 ) elſe they will 
Calefa&ives. rather caufe Pain. Hot Medicaments afſwage the fiery Heat and Pain by Rare- 
faction. Which in the firſt place may bedone by the holding a burning hot Iron 
or Fire to the Part: ſo whilſt the Fire calls forth that Fire it made, it be- 
comes its Alexiterium, But the common remedy is, to apply Salt and an 
Onion beaten together. But this is not to be done after the Blilters are riſen, nor 
by any means where the Part is raw 3 for ſo you will cxaſperate the Pain, and 
increaſe the Inflammation. There are many other things do extinguiſh the 
Fire, Fimus equinus doth it, fried in ol. nucum, uve immature, ſambucus, 
and ebulus in oleo coF}. calx viva extin, & cum unguent, roſaceo mixta ad conſiſt.

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wnguenti, Theſe are to be renewed often, untill the Pain and Heat be off, 

which they in few days effe&. If theſe Applications do not prevent the ri- 

fing of Veſicule, you muſt cut them as they ariſe, leſt by their erofion they make 

hollow Ulcers, and inflame with ſharp Pains, Fever, &c. But where they 

are burnt to a Cruſt or Eſcar, you muſt haſten its fall with Emollients, then 

digeſt, incarn, and cicatrize. 

Here is required Bleeding and Evacuation by Lenients : but if there be Regiment in 
Cacachymia , you mult purge more powerfully, A ſpare Diet is requiſite, Burns. 
with all other Regulation proportionably according as the Burn is greater 
or lefs. 1 ſhall give you for your fatther information two remarkable Initances 
of Burns: the tirft in the Wars, occalioned by Accident thus. ' 


Souldier in the time of ſervice being in the Fort-Royall at Worceſter, r. Obſervat. 
haſtily fetched his Borthet full of Gun-powderz and whillt he was fi]- of burning 
ling his Bandcliers, another Souldier carelefly beſtrides it, to make a Shot at ctw 
one of the Enemies which he ſaw lying perdue, In firing his Musket, a : 
ſpark flew out of the Pan, and gave fire to the Powder underneath him, and 
grievouſly burned the Hands, Arms, Brealt, Neck and Face of him that was 
fll.ng his Bandelicrs. And as to himſelf, he likewiſe was burned and ſcor- 
ched in all the upper part of his Thighs,Scrotum,the Muſcles of the Abdomet, 
and the Coats of the Teſticles to the Erythroides, ſo that the Cremaſters were 
viſible. And indeed it was to be feared, that, when the Eſcar ſhould caft 
off from his Belly, his Bowells would have tumbled out. We dreffed the 
ſeverall Parts of them both with mel ſaponis, and embrocated the Parts about 
erm ol, roſ. & albumine ovor, beat together, and let them bloud. I did not (ee 
the iſſue : but Will. Clarke, who was then one of my Servants, and affiſtted me 
ja the dreſſing them, fiaid there, and attended their Cure, after the Defeat of 
our Ariny. And he lately told me, he cured the latter of theſe with xz- 
guest, twtie, &c. and the former made his Eſcape out of Town. 

A young Gentleman of about ten years of age, boarded at a School a few miles 2. Obſervat: 
off. the Evcning before the fifth of November having hilled his right Pocket full of a Burn 
' ot Squibs and Crackers, threw one of them intothe Chimney amongſt the Em. vih, —un- 
bers. Tt rouk fire : but whether it ſcattered the Fire,and ſome ſpark of that flew power. 
into his Pocket.or whether it was the Cracker, but thoſe in his Pocket took fire 
allo, and his Cloaths burnt. At the fight whereof his little Chamber-fellow ran 
out for help. In his abſence a little Boy from ſome other Apartment took the 
a'arin, came in, and ſceing his School-ftellow in a flame, catched up a Bafon 
ot water, and threw it upon him 3 then ran away for help. Others came in 
aud reſcued him out of his burnt Cloaths. A neighbouring Chirurgeon was 
ſent for. who drefſed him. The next day they brought the Paticnt to Town, 

I tound him burnt into the Fleſh from a hand's breadth below that Arm-pit 
down that Side, with part of his Belly, and from thence it fpred down to 
the Os ileon and Glxteus, and along the Thigh almoſt to the Knee. And by 
endeavouring to free his Pockets of the Crackers, he alſo burnt his Hand 
from: the Fingers ends along the infide of his Arm to his Elbow-joynt. The 
- Parrs which were burnt to an Eſcar I anointed with mel exm ſucco cepar, & 
pulv. iridis mixt, and tomented the Parts about with a DecoQtion of hyofcyam. 
malvar, ſnlan, violar. ſem. cydon. pſylii, adding to it a third part of lac ebaty- 
ratzm, and embrocated the other Parts with »»yguent. ftramon. He ſhould 
have been let bloud, but would not. Clyfters were admitted, and Peart- Ju- 
teps and Ptiſans preſcribed, his Fever being very great by reaſon of the Pain. 
As the Bliſters aroſe, we ſnipt them. Thoſe which were raw I dreſt with fine 
Lawa dipt in the foreſaid DecoRion 3 and with a Feather dipt in w1guent.de

_ Arid I muſt tell you, in theſc great Ulcers it will require your care that no 
Hyperſarcoſis gxow upon them, tor thereby the Cicatrices will be deformed, 
I have had ſome Perſons of good quality cone to:we fo deformed with theſe, 
that they have ſuſpe&ed them to be Wernyz, and where they have happened 
upon Womens Breaſis , they have ſuppoled them Cancerous. In others , 
from ill Chirurgery, the looſe Flcſh hath grown ſo high and callous, that one 
of them who came into my hands required to be burnt again in order to his 
Cure, In the Face there is a ſpcciall care to be had as allo in the Neck and 
Medicines -Brcalis of the Female Sex. A,great care muſt be had likewiſe of the Eyes, that 
5 wes they be not daubed with greazy Medicaments, and that the Lids be nor dreft 
— wo drying ones, Ictt they contraRt and make a Blearedneſs. In the Cure 
of the Eyes you may uſe Pigeons bloud, Brealt-milk, ag. ſolani, plantag. roſ. 
poms, ſem. cydon, fanugy. troch, alb, Khaſ. tutia,lap. calam, thus, ſarcocoli, wathe 
or not waſht. , I have ſeen the Ears for want of care adhering to the Scalp, 
alſo the Fingers to one another, and in others cloſe contracted to the Palm 
with hard Callws, In that caſe of the Ear, I divided the Calws by Incifion, 
and applied ſoft bits of Linen dipt in aq. ſpermat. ranar. between the Scalp 
and lower part of it, which was rumpled up. Afterwards I rubbed the unc- 
quall Calzs with the Cauſtick-tione ard as the Eſcars ſeparated, I cicatrized 
them with the Vitriol-ttone, #nguent. deſiccat. rub, &c. and left the Part in 
its naturall ſhape. Where the Fingers have been all grown to one another al- 
moſt to the middle Joynts, I have ſeparated them by Sciſſors and Knife, and 
afterwards by the Cauſtick-{tone rubbed the Cicatrices off, and healed them 
ſmooth. 
3 Obſervat. A Boy came out of the Country with all the Fingers of his right Hand cloſe 
of Fingers contracted.

Of Gangrene 4nd Sphacelus, 


He moſt cruell Symptoms that attend Guneſhot and great contuſed 
Wounds are Gangrena and Sphacelns, 
Gangrene is a tendency to Mortification : it invades the ſofter Parts, as pefinirion; 
the Skin, Fleſh, &c. and is the beginning of a Sphacelus. 
Sphacelns is a perfe& Mortification, with the extinQion of the native Heat 
and privation of Senſe, not onely in the Skin, Fleſh, Nerve, Artery, but the 
vety Bones. 
They differ from one another, as the Mortification is more or leſs. | Difference, 
The Camnſes of Gangrene are various, viz. whatſoever defiroyeth the naturall Cauſes. 
Heat : as Interception of the motion of the bloud by over-ſtri&t Bandage in 
Wounds and Amputations, want of timely extraQing of extrancous bodies 
in Gun-ſhot, &c. from whence Pain and Fluxion do ariſe fo exceſſe of Cold 
in hard Winters, alſo in Old age, and the like. A Ga doth ariſe alſo 
in Phlegmons, through the unſeaſonable application of over-cold Medica- 
ments 3 or for want of timely Digeſtion 3 or by excefſe of Heat, ſuch as be- 
cometh cauſticall, as we tind in Carbuncles and all Eſcars. But that which 
molt of all contributes to it is the Degeneration of Humours in unſound Bodies : 
in ſome of which not onely all great Operations, but even the application of a 
Cauſtick, cutting a Corn, or pairing a Nail of a Toeto the quick, will endan- 
ger Mortification. Some I have ſeen (you may call them Scorbuticall perſons 
if you pleaſe) who upon the appearance onely of a ſmall black Spot on the 
Foot without Tumour, have ſuffered a very quick unavoidable Mortification. 
But I would not have you therefore conclude every Scorbuticall Spot a Gan- 
grene : for this latter lies dry in the Skin without either Inflammation or 
Pain. 
In one of the aboveſaid caſes, where the Gangrene was ſtopped by the ſpeedy 
aſſiftence of Art, an Apoplexy followed in few days after; of which more 
anon, 
The Signs of a Gangrene are, change of the naturall colour in the Skin to a gigng, 
pale livid, with diminution of Tumour; Bliſters alſo arife, and the Part turneth 
black ſoon after. In Wounds, the Lips fink and are flaccid ; aGleet followeth,and 
che Fleſh within withers 3 alſo the Pulſe and Senſe in the Part do both languiſh, 
A perfon having, been ſhot in the Arm, and the Wound undigeſted, Iheing Obſervation; 
conſulted adviſed the Jaying open of the Wound, and extraftion of the Bullee, 
Rags, Oc. but was over-ruled by others, and it was deferred to farther confi- 
deration, Two days after I viſited the Patient, and asked the Chiturgeon 
whether he had laid open the Wound. He replied, there was no need, for 
he could turn his finger in it, and pull out the Bullet and Rags, if it was ne- 
ceſſary. As I was going out of the houſe, I met the Phylician, who inquiring 
of me the Patient's health, I replied that the Chirurgeon had unwittingly 
given me the certain ſign of his Death, For in magnis vulneribus & pravig, fi 
Tumores non appareant, ingens malum, That was a great Wound, and not 
L112 being 
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being digeſted, ſhould have been accompanied with Fluxion and Inflamma- 
tionz the Lips ſhould have been full, the Orifice contracted : but on the con. 
trary, the Heat was decayed, the Lips were lank without ſenſe, and at that 
time Sphacelated,. A day or tw after he died, too certainly juſtifying my 
Prognoſtick. + pe 

Sphacelus is _—_— from a Gangrene by the totall Corruption and 
Stink, it being alſo inſenfible both of Knife and Fire. If a Gangrene proceed 
from Pain,theTumpur and precpding Inflanunation willſhewit,and the ſudden 
ſinking of that Tamour is thebeginning of the Gangrene. If the Gangrene be 
from Cold, the Part is firft benummed, then accompanied with a prickin 
Pain, alſo a Rednefſe, which by degrees turneth black, and a Horrour wn, 
Rigqur ſcizcth upon the Patient. If it be from Interception-of the Spitits by-rea» 
fon of over-ſtri& Bandage, there is neither Fluxion nor Pain, but a Flaccidity 
joyned with an Inſenſibility in the Part. If it be from O1d age, the Patient is 
lean, nature vilibly decayed, his Legs and other extremities are hilt ſeized, and 
the Part is moſt commonly without Tumour. | 

All Gangrenes are dangerous, as threatening the Life of the Patient they 
affet., Thoſe that. begin in the externall Parts by reaſon of Inflammation are 
of leaſt danger, if the Habit of body be tolerably good, and the Mortitication 
timely treated. Thoſe that ariſe deep within the Wound from Gun-ſhot or 
fractured Bones are extremely hazzardous, eſpecially if they be in or near 
the. Joynts, though the Habit of body be good. 

Gangrenes artfing from Parts abounding with too much Humidity are in 
great danger, for thereby the natuzall Heat is ſoon overcome: for which reaſon 
Gangrenes in very fat and Hydropicall bodies, eſpecially in the latter, are 
rarely extinguiſhed, $0 alſo. thoſe arifing from an internall cauſe are ex- 
ceedingly more dangerous then thoſe that ariſe from an accidentall. Yet in 
all theſe there are ſome hopes of Cure. But in Sphacelns there is no xe- 
medy, ſave onely by a ſpeedy ſeparation of the ſphacelated Part: for if any of 
it xemain, it ſoon creepeth up by the Nerves, &c. and inteQeth the whole 
Member,and is accompanied with Watching, Raving, frequent Faintings, Con- 
yulſions, Hiccough, and cold Sweats 3 which foreſhew the Patient's approa- 
ching Deathin the Treatiſe of Tumour, - 

| In the Cure of Gangrenes, I ſhall begin my diſcourſe of that which ariſeth 
from Pain with Flux of humours and Inflammation. Theſe moſt frequently 
attend great Contuſions, Gun-ſhot Wounds, &c. and by ſuffocating the native 
Heat produce Martification. In which caſes a cooling and ſlender Dict 
ought to be obſerved; the Humours abounding in the body mult be evacuated 
by Bleeding and Purging : Revulſion ought ab to be made to avert the Hu- 
mours from flowing to the diſcaſed Parts. For the rationall performing of 
which I refer you to the Chapter of a Phlegmon in the Treatiſe of Tamonrs. 

Cordials and Epithems are alſo neceflary, to refiſt the Putrefaction, and 
ſtrengthen the Vitalls, from what cauſe foever the Gangrene ariſeth. For 
your choice of which Lrefer you to the Chapter of a Carbwncle, which is ano- 
ther ſort of Gangrene. Heving thus provided in generall, we ſhall in the next 
place conſider the Part affected, whether it be onely a Tumour, or a Wound 
with a Tumour, &c, In which latter, if the Tumour and Inflammation have 
been very great, and it change colour ſuddenly, and fink, the Pain continuing, 
you may conclude a Gangrene beginning, And if there be a Wound or Abſceſle, 
and that Wound, &c. grow moxe paintull, it the Fleth alſo looſe its ruddineſs, 
and look pale and withered, and. the Matter change to be thin and gleety, you 
may ſuſpe& it corrupting : in. which caſe it will be neceſſary that you ſcaritic 
to the quick, and make it bleed freely. By your Patient's ſenſible feeling, _ 
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by the freſh trickling down of. the bloud, you may judge of the'Mortification. 
But if the Gangzeoe have 'crept deeper, or aroſe from the. bottome of the 
Wound, then ſcarifie accordingly. unto the fleſhy Parts: and if there be any 
-Abſceſſe lying under the Muſcles. or Lips of the Wound or Ulcer, let it out. 
If in making fuch Scarification ybu chance to cut ſome Veſſel; whereby a 
Flux of bloud happeneth, have a care you choak not che Heat of the Part 
by cxowding in Doffills ; fot ſo the Mortification may be' encteaſed. To 
avoid which, I do rather adviſe the atuall Cautery, for thereby you will nor 
onely ſtop the Bleeding, but dry up the Putrefaction. After the uſe of it, 
Urcfſe up the Wound as hath been adviſed in the Chapter of Burning, If 
in ſcarifying you prick a Nerve or Tendon, you will encreaſe the Garigrene. 
8&0 you may doe if by the atuall Cautery you buri them bur in part, or if yoa 
apply ſharp Medicaments on them, when riewly hurt by Scarification. Fox 
we frequently ſee great Fluxion ariſe from little Diſturbances of the Nerves 
and Tendons. Therefore conſider well, and if ſach lic in your way, you had 
better cut them off or burn them through, then ſcratch or prick them. For the 
confirtnation hereof, you may ſee ſome Inſtances in the Cure of Ulcers among(t 
the Nerves and Tendons in the Treatiſe de Striemis, Whilſt I was writing this, 
I cut off ſome of them in one Patient : they lying over the catious Bones would 
not admit of the coverture of a Pledgit without grievous Pain; but thoſe 
once divided, the Ulcer grew eaſy.. But if you meet with-none of theſe 
Accidents, then, after Scarification, cleanſe it of the clotted bloud; by waſhing 
it with Brine, a ſtrong Lixiviem of Wood-aſhes,or TinRure of Myrrh, &+; and 
fill up the Scarification with Merc. precipitat. troch, polyide, maſe, or with 
Dothlls dipt in of. garyophyll, terebinth, &c, aQtually hot. Ungzent, Agyptiac. 
15 alſo hereto uſctull, whether it be that made by the Pharmacopeis Londinenſir, 
or by other Authours, with the addition of ſal 4rmoniac. nitr. theriac. camph: 
&c. The uſuall Fomentation is a Lixivixm wherein have been boiled ſummit; 
abſinth. centanr. min. carduns benedid. ſcordinm, vincetoxic. rad. ariſtoloth. rot. 
rad, gentian, ſpir, vini, &c. or that of ag. calcis, with a Solution of Mere. 
ſublimat. or aq. lap. medicament. Cataplaſms are alſo of uſe ex far, hord. fabar. 
lupinor. lentinm, piſor. Mithridat. &c. boiled in a Lixivinm, with an addition 
ot Oxymel, &c. While theſe are applied to the gangrened Part, a good De- 
fcnſative ſhould be laid upon the Joynt or Parts above 3 of which you may 
tinde choice ia this Book. 

In the dicing ot theſe Mortifications, you ought to confider well in the 
application ot yourMedicaments,that you do not in the extinguiſhing oneGan- 
grene raiſe another, by the too long uſe of ſharp Medicaments. Therefore, 
when you ſhall feel the Ulcer warm, and hnd it ceaſe gleeting, it may be rea- 


ſonable to furbear the uſe of them, and to drefle it up with warm Digeſtives, as ' 


ungaent. bafilic. cum ol, terebinth, hot: and after Digeltion deterge with 
mundif. ex apio magiſt. or fuch like, according as the Slonghs require 3 then 
proceed by Sarcoticks and Epuloticks, as in ſuch Ulcers hath been ſhewed, 
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F Gangtenes from ſtri& Bandage you may ſee ſeverall Inſtances in this 1. Obſervar, 
O Book. The Cure differtth not from that of others made by Fluxion : ®f © Gan-

Bindirig. . I therefore looſened the Bandage, and took off the Splints, the ends 
of them Kicking in the S$kin,as alfo did the two Ligatures which encompaſſed 
the Fracture, Many Blifſters were taiſed, not onely about the FraQture, but 
alſo aboat the Foot ; ſome whereof were blew,and others of a dark red colour, I 
ſcarified them, itted them to bleed, and fornented the Member with Stupes 
wrung out of hot Milk : by which I gave a tranſpiration to the Humours, 
then dreſſed the Gangrene-ſpots with »»g#en?. baſilic, hor, and applying an ano» 
dyne Cerote over al the Leg, laid it upon a ſoft Pillow, with Splenia of 
Cloaths under it, which I faitened about the fraQtured Member 3 and bringing 
the ſides of the Pillow cloſe to the Leg, it was ſupported with much eaſe; 
then IT let the Patient bloud. By this way of dreſſing, the bloud circulated, 
the Pain accordingly diminifhed, and ſo did the Swelling, and the gra 
Parts digeſted off, and healed by the application of »nguent. diapompholyg, &e. 
Afﬀeer the diminutionof theſe Accidents,the Leg was drefled up cloſer, and the 
fractured Bones united together , according to the method ſet down in the 
Treatiſe of FraQturesz where alſo you will find a Gangrene ariſing from 
Fluxion occaſioned by the Shivers of Bories, with the manner of its Cure. 

Of Gangrenes ariſing from Gun-ſhot I have ſhewed you ſufficiently in the 
preceding Treatiſe, and in the Obſervations of Phlegmon have treated of 
thoſe riſing from Inflammation, to which I refer you 3 and ſhall now give 
you ſome ariſing from other Caufes, and firſt from Fluxion. 

A Gentleman of a full Body having accidentally broken his Shin by a Fall, 
the Wound inflamed, and grew very painfull. It notyielding to their Ap- 
plications, I was fetched, and faw the Heat decaying, and Bliſters riſing about 
the Lips of the Wound, alſo a thin Tcbor dropping from the contuſed Fleſh, 
I cutout the bruiſed Fleth, ſcarified the Wound, and dabbed it with ol, tere- 
binth. then fill'd it up with Precipitate, and applied znguent. baſil. warm 
with ſome of the ſaid Oil, and a Cataplaſm over all of wheaten Bread-crums 
decoRed in Brandy, with the addition of Saffron, Yolks of eggs, and met 
communis z then let him bloud, preſcribed a Clyſter that afterndon, and laid 
him to bed with an Anodyne draught. The next day I came better provi- 
ded: but in taking off the Dreſſings, I ſaw the Wound dry, and felt it warm, 
and took —__— a ſmall Eſcar made by the former Application over it. The 
Lips of the Wound inclined to a Digeſtion.” I fomented it, and dreſſed it 
up with xnguent. bafilic. cum ol. terebinth, and repeated the uſe of the Catz« 
plaſm : by which Dreſſings the Wound digeſted, and the Parts about reco- 
vercd their natural Heat, and he was cured by Deterfives, Sarcoticks, &e. 
as a hollow Ulcer, 

A Woman came out of the Country to me with an Ulcer in her Leg. R 
had been of a long continuance, and by reaſon of her Journey it inflamed and 
ſwelled. When I ſaw it, the Heat was decaying , and the Tumour was 
ſinking 3 Blifters were riſen ncar the Lips, and the Skin under ſome of them 
was of a purple, and under others of a blew colour. The Ulcer it (elf being 
putretied, -I ſcarified it and the Parts about fo far as I thought neceſſa- 
ry, permitting them to bleed'freely, and thruſt out the rotten Fleſh : then I 
fomented them with Brine, ſprinkled the Scarifications wth Mere. precip, and 
dreſt up the Ulcer with Doſſiils dipt in a Solution of wnguent. Agypriac. in 
ſpir. vizi, to which T added ſome of the faid Przcipitate, and applied a Cata- 
plaſm of medull panis tritic. pulv. ſummit, abfinth, flor. centazr. rte, ſcord. cham. 
decoRted in Brandy-wine. After I had thus dreſt her,I lether bloud,and diſpo- 
ſed her to reſt with a Cordiall draught. Her Body was the next day made (o- 
luble by Clylters, and afterwards by lenient Purgatives. 

At the next dreffing I was provided with a Fomentation and Cataplaſm, as 
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is propoſed in the method of Cure. 1 ſcarifhed again the Lips and Parts about, 
and deligned as much to the Ulcer : but in taking off the Dreſſings, I felt ic. 
warm, and a kind of Eſcar made by the foreſaid Dreffing, *'1 theretore dreſt 
it with «ngrent, baſil. & ol.terebinth, hot, and applicd the Cataplafm over all.By 
theſe Applications the Ulcer and Parts about were refiored to theit native Heat, 
and the Soar digeſted , and atterwards healed with Sarcoticks, as is uſuall in 
ſuch like Ulcers. 

A Lady aged about 63 years, of a very fat groſs Body, was ſeized with an 4. Obſcrvar, 
Apoplectick tit, which atterward terminated in ſome kind of Lethargy, with 92 £angie- 
loſs of Memory. During which, the lying in bed, aud Jeaning tor the wot ned Elbow. 
part on her. Elbow, bruiſed it, and at length the Putretaction reaching, to 
the Skin, it. inflanied; and ſeemed to have Matter. Some Pretenders to Chi- 
rurgery, judging it 4 ſimple Apoltemation, thought it not worthy the conſul» 
ting a Chirurgeon, |buc opened it, and put ina Tent with baſilzcon, and lete it 
to an Apothecary to dreſs by their direction, not torbidding the Patient ro hie 
upoa it. Ic being thus dreſt, the PutretaGtion within increaſed, aud fpred 
up; towards that Axilla, and ſhe died of that Mortihcation befure it was 
difcovered by them, fo that the Chirurgeon came in onely time envugh to 
cmbalim her, | 

A-Geritleman of about 6o years of age, having been long. diſeaſed with an 5; CI 
UIcer in his right Leg about the Ancle, came up to Town, and (cnt tor me. eee 
Tht Lips of the Ulcer were without Tumour or Heat : the Fleth within the 
Ulcer was Lvid, and in ſome parts of a blackiſh colour, and' diſcharged a 
glecty Matter. Indeed there were all the figns of a Sphacelus : yet the Patient 

* talked of going abroad the next morning 3 and by his other diſcourſe ſcemed 
co be ſoniewhat delirous. 1 fomentcd his Leg with a Stupe wrung hot out of 
Spaniſh Wine 3 and whilſt I provided other Drethings, I prevailed with him 
toſend tor an eminent Phylician dwelling near his Lodging, to whom I re 
preſented the condition of the Ulcer, and undreficd it in his preſence, ſcarify- 
ing the Lips aud Parts within, then waſh it with ol. zerebinth, hoc, and ap- 
plied Merc, precipitat. &c. with a'Cataplaſin e medull, panis tritic. pulv. ſummit. 
abſinth, with ſcorg, &c. decoted in Brandy-wine. The next day a Confulta- 
tion was held of two Phylicians, Mr: Arris and Mr, Hollyer Chirurgeons, with 
my (elf, We took off the Dretſings, and found the Ulcer ſphacelated, but not 
much (pred externally. The Paticnt had reſted ill, and was delirous, and his 
Pulſe wcak. We (carified the Lips and Ulcer, and permitted them to bleed; 
then fomented the Member, and drelt the Mortihcation with Mere. precipitat, 
and applicd a Cataplaſm as above preſcribed, We continued our Endeavours 
daily ; but the Venome (pred up and down that hide of the Foot .among(t the 
Bones and Tendons. The Phylicians pre(cribed Cordialls. &c. but his Deliri- 
um, &c. increaſed, and he died before it had encompaſſed any part of the Leg, 

Cold cxtinguiſheth the naturall Heat of a Part, and frequently happens to 
poor people travelling in Frolt and Snow. Some Inſtances I have fecn of this 
Gangrene, The Recovery of them js not very difhcult, it timely treated z 
otherwiſe they ſphacelate, as other Gangrenes do. When any particular 
Part beginneth to decay in its naturall Heat, the common Remedy is, to rub 
it with Snow, and afterwards to foment it with Decoctions of Turneps or of 
the hotter Plants, ſuch as are uſually found in every Kitchin-Garden ; then 
to embrocate it cxm ol, lini, rute, aneth. and ol. terebintb. mixt with them and 
after to lap it up in woollen Cloaths. But if any Part be directly gangrened, 
we ſcarific and dreſs it as hath been faid in the method of Cure: It the whole 
Body be over-cooled, the Cure confilts in the uſing Brandy, aq. vite, and other 
good Spirits, theriac. and Mithridate diffolyed in Wine, and laying the Patient 
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2 by the Fire, but not too near, or putting him into a warm Bed, and d ſpoſing 
him to ſweat, | 
6, Obſervat. Of Gangrenethrough deficiency of Heat in Old age I ſhall onely give you 
of a Gan- ne Inſtance, and that in a perſon of a very great age. He is yet alive,and kept (o 
Grough ola by the great Kindneſs of a noble Kinſman, with whom he hath a good Chamber 
age. well furniſhed, good Firing,Diet, and Attendance. This Gentleman was ſcized 
the laſt Spring with a ſimple Inflammation about the Ancle without Tumour, 
Upon notice thereof I went the next day, and ſaw it turned black three inches 
in length, and about two in breadth. We fomented the Part with a Decocti- 
on of warm Plants, to which we added Brandy 3 then ſcaritied the Eſcar, and 
dapped it with ol.terebinth.and after dreſt.it with a Mixture of the ſame Oil cxn 
wguent. bafilic, embrocating the Parts about with of. {mbricor, &c. and 
applicd a Plaiſter ex theriacs. Thus the Eſcar ſeparated, and my Kinſman 
Jag. Wiſeman dreſſed and cured it. Betore this was cicatrized, the. inlide 
of the other Leg upon the Ancle-joynt inflamed as largely,and rurned black: but 
by the ſame way of dreſſing a ſeparation was made of that Eſcar, and he was 
cured by my faid Kinſman according to the common method of Ulcers : but 
it was well-nigh the work of four months. Since that, new Inflammations have 
begun to ariſe more then once, but hitherto have been timely remitted. . 

From an indiſpoſition or malign quality of the Humours within our Bo-« 
dies Mortitications frequently ariſe 3 infomuch that we can ſcarce make a Fon- 
tanell in ſome Bodies without running the hazzard of a Gangrene : nor indeed 
can they be kept from Defluxion after they are made, without the afliſtence 
of our Art. Inltances hereof may be ſeen in ſeverall places of this Book, par- 
ticularly in the Treatiſe of Ulcers with Intemperies. | 

9, Obſervat., A Woman of about ſixty years of age, extreme fat,and of a Scorbutick Habit 
of a gangre- of body, ſent for a Chirurgeon to make her a Fontanell in ker Arm. He cut it, 
ned Arm. and put in a Pea. She diſcharged him, and dreſſed it her ſelf, About ten 
or twelve days after the Fontanell growing painfull, ſhe ſent for the Chirur- 
geon, who ſeeing it gangrened, ſent for me. The impreſſion of the Pea into 


the Fat before it was digetied had corrupted that, and the Parts about were - 


thereby infeted. We (carified the Lips, and cut into the Fat I believe abore 
an inch deep. We drelt it with ol. terebinth. aQually hot upon an armed 
Probe, filled up the Incition with Precipitate, and applied a Cataplaſm of 
Mithridate. By this method of dreſſing the Heat was reſtored, and it dis 
gclicd in few days, and I left it to the Chirurgeon, who cured it, 

g. Obſervar, In a perſon of about fourty years of age I applied a mild Cauſtick below 

of « gangre- on the infide of the Knee, to make a Fontanell, The Eſcar being ſmall, I 

ned Knee. divided and digeſted it wich little or no Pain 3 and the Eſcar began to 
ſeparate kindly : but it afterwards grew painfull and gleeted, and the Ulcer 
corrupted very deep before the firſt Eſcar ſeparated. 

This happened whilſt the Patient dreffed it her (elf with thoſe Dreſſings I 
left her Servant, ſhe not taking much heed of it, till ſhe was ſo lame that ſhe 
could not ttir out of her Chamber; and then ſhe ſent for me, and to my a- 
mazement [I (aw it gangrened. I preſently cut out the looſe Eſcar, fomented ic 
with Wine, and dabbed it cum ol. terebinth. hot with an armed Probe, then 
lightly (carificd it in the bottome and edges, and after dabbed it again with 
ol. terebinth, filled it up with Precipitate, and fomented it till I had made a 
Cataplaſm cam medull, panis triticei, pulv. ſummitat, abſinth. & ſeord. 
decoded in Wine, with an addition of Brandy, Saffron and the Yolk of an 
egge, which I applied over it, having firſt embrocated the Parts about it cm 
ol. roſs Thus in three or tour dreſſings I took off the Fluxion, and the ſcari- 
ticd Lips digelted 3 but the Ulcer it (elf lay dry, till the Sloughs made by the 
' Precipitat 
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Precipitate caſt off by Digeſtion. From that time it incarned, and being con- 
traced nearer I dreſſed it with a Pea. It was very remarkable, that whilit 
the Ulcer was dittempered ſhe was free from her other Complaints z but at- 
ter it was digelicd the relapſed into her former Diſtempers, and lay ſome 
daies ill of a bilious Cholck. In ſeverall others I have ſcen the like in ſpight 
of all my endeavours to prevent it. So alſo in making Fontanells ſometimes 
by Incifion in people where there was no likelihood of prefling on a Tendon, 
IT have been glad to throw out the Pea, and heal them up again. 

But as people are ſometimes ſubje& to Gangrene by making of Fontanells3 
{o others we hear of that have been gangrened from paring of a Corn or Nail 
on their Toes, Amongſt the Obſervations of a Phlegmon you may ſee ſome- 
what of it ariſing from a leſſe cauſe, 


[ was once ſent for to a Perſon of Honour about fixty years of age. He 9. Obſervar. 


was of a tull Body, and ſeemingly healthfull ; but in his latter years had omit- 
ted Exerciſe, by reaſon of a Stone in his left Kidney. One morning in 
making, 11mlelt ready he perceived a black Spot on the upper part of his Foot 
leading towards the Toe next the little one. It was no bigger then a Spangle, 
without Tumour, Pain or Inflammation. It appearing bigger the next 
morning, he ſent for his Phyſician and Chirurgeon : they cut into it, and 
found it in{cnlible, From that time it was rationally drefled ; but it inlarged 
it (c|t amongit the Tendons, and eſpecially toward that Toe, and affected 
the Bones, I being then conſulted, and joyned with that Chirurgeon, we 
cur off that Toc, and checked the Mortification, After which with much 
dificulty wc extinguiſhed the Gangrene in the other Parts by the various 
Applications preſcribed in the method of Cure, and healed the finuous Ulcer, 
During which the Phylician purged him frequently, and preſcribed an Anti- 
{corbutick Decodtion of ſarſa, China, lign. guaiaci, with the Plants proper 
in ſuch caſes, ro diſpoſe him to ſweat z which he did ſome days. One eve- 
ning whiltt he was ſweating, I being accidentally preſent, he told me lie felt 
a numneſle in the Balls of his tocs of the other Foot. I looked upon them, 
and ſecing them all black and dry, cut into them, and found them inſenlible. 
I ſuppoſcd they might have been burnt by the Bricks: but neither the Patient 
nor the Apothecary that ſweat him having diſcovered any thing of it before, 
we concluded” it trom the malignity of the Humour, for they were directly 
gangrered 3 and by that method I cured them ſome weeks after, But 
three or ivur days after that he was ſcized with an Apoplexy about eleven 


a clock 51:2 Sunday morning, He recovered out of that Fit, but died that after- 
noon 1 another, 
Sr” other Inſtances I could give of this kind 3 but this may ſerve toſhew 


you 1+ what little purpoſe Amputations are in theſe caſes, But if the Body 
be youthfull,and the Habit of body tolerable,if Gangrenes refiſt theApplications 
above propoſed, and penetrate more inwardly, you may then attempt them 


by the actuall Cautery, For, according to that Aphoriſm of Hippocrates, Ill; af- Auall 


fe'iurs qui medicamentis non ſanantur, ferro ſanantur , qui ferro non ſanautur, 
ig/1c ſanantur ; qui igne non eurantur, hos exiſtimare oportet inſanabiles z Thoſe 
Diſc aſes which will not cure with Medicaments, are cured by a Knifez and 
thole which yicld not to that, are cured by Fire z and thoſe which will yield 
to ncither, are counted incurable. 

The 2ctuall Cautery doth indeed not onely reſiſt PutrefaQion, but corro- 
borates the Part. 

But after all our vigilancy and induſiry in contriving Remedies to xefiſt 
the Gapgrecne, if it does yet delude us, and terminate in a Sphacelns, There is 
then no moxe ,necd of taking indication _ antecedent cauſes, or changing 
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of Medicines according to the variety of the cauſes that introduced it, 
For whether a Gangrene ariſe from an hot Intemperies or cold, moilt or dry, 
Sphacelus is always the ſame, extinction of the native Heat, and deltruction 
of the Member. The Mortification creepeth on, and not onely infefteth the 
Member, but the Spirits to the very Heart, with its corrupt Vapours morti- 
fying the Veſſells all along the ſound Parts, and leaving, the Member immo- 
vable, without ſenſe or heat, rotten, black and cadaverous. Wheretore 
there is nothing more to be thought of in this cale but timely Amputation 
or cutting off the Member ; the Cure of this Diſcaſe not confiliing (as I (aid) 
in outward Applications, but manuall Operation : and what ſucceſſe may be 
therefrom expected, is much to be doubted, At ſatins erit, with Celſus, an- 
ceps auxilium experiri, quam nullum, It is a miſerable kind of help ; yet it is 
the determination of all Authours, that in Sphacelus membrum corruptum 
abſcindendum eft. Tn this caſe it becomes tne Chirurgcon to acquaint the 
Friends with this kind of Remedy, and withall co make his Prognoſtick ac- 
cordingly. But before we proceed in this Operation, we ſhall take notice 
of what ſome knowing Authours have writ hereof. For in thoſe places 
where Amputation cannot be made, as in the Buttock, Shoulder, Back, &e, 
Fab, Hildanus propoſeth the uſe of potentiall Cauterics applied to the mor- 
tified Part , and often renewed, till the laſt Eſcar reacheth to the live Fleſh, 
Yet he condemneth Arſenick, as being venomous, and producing many dan- 
gerous Symptoms. It is true, that I my (elt have often uſed that method 
of Cure in Sarcomata with good ſuccefſe : but in a Mortification there ap- 
pear to me many greater Inconveniences that attend it. Firſt, from the 
Cauſtick it ſelf, as he propoſeth it, of Salts: it will melc in the working, 
and is more diſpoſed to ſpread in the Skin then penetrate deep into the Fleſh, 
This every young Chirurgeon knows in his making of Fontanells, that 
he cannot apply a bit of Caultick fo litcle,though he uſe all his Artin detending 
it,but that it will have ſpred much farther then he deligned it. Then the ſepara. 
tion of ſuch Eſcars is too flow to effect the deſign : and in an ill Habit of body 
ſuch Medicaments are apt of themſelves to procure a Mortification rather 
then Cure. Whereas on the contrary, an aQuall Cauteric anſwers all Inten- 
tions : it not onely conſumeth the Mortification, but drieth up the venomous 
Humour, thereby preventing its farther progreſſez and alſo communicateth 
warmth to the languiſhing Parts, by virtue of which the Separation is much 
farthered, and by working upon the gangrened Sloughs pertormed more eaſily, 
as you may ſee in my Practice elſewhere. But where Amputation it ſelf is 
fecible, nay altogether neceſſary, as in the Lims, there arifeth a new queſtion, 
whether it ought to be done in the ſound Part, or in the dead. Fab. gb 
Aquapend. adviſeth the dead Part within a finger's breadth of the live, (as al- 
ſo do many others.) Then with a Cautery they burn up all the remaining 
Mortification. Others do perform the Operation with a hot Knite, the figure 
of which you may ſee in Hildanys. Aquapend, ſpeaks fo contidently ot his 
ſuccels in the practice of this way, that utterly to deny the thing were to give 
him the Lie. I ſhall onely make this ObjeQion, that the Sphacelnus doth 
ſcldome afte& the Member fo equally round, as that an Operation in the dead 
Part is fecible: nay, which is worſe, when once the Mortitication ſcizeth on 
the great Veſſels, it runneth up fo faſt under the Skin, that before any conli- 
derable part of the Member is outwardly gangrened on the one fide beyond 
the Knee or Elbow, the other fide will have reached to the Inguer or Axills, 
This I conteſle fruſtrates all manner of Amputating, whether in ſound or mor- 
tihed Parts, Yet generally ſpeaking, the Gangrene doth not grow o fall, 
but that if you make Amputation two fingers breadth, more or leſſe, within 
the 
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the live Fleſh, you may prevent it z and that far better then it is poſhble to 
be done by the other way of operating. For if you work there by aCtuall Cau- 
tery with a hot Knite, your Knife will ſtick fatt in the Fleſh till che moiſture be 
wholly dried up,.and then you mult repeat many Knives and Cauterics, in e- 
very one of which you will meet with the ſame inconvenience: yea, before 
you can cut through with your hot Knife, it is. very probable that you will 
near the Bone meet with ſome Parts that are alive and ſenlible, eſpecially 
when you come to the Perioſteum ; (for the Membranes do not ufually corrupt at 
the fame rate-of ſwiftneſſe with the Fleſh; ) and then all your pains and 
trouble will, be as (great or. greater then if you did it in the ſound Part, As 
to the other inconveniences, I ſhall refer you to Hildanus, who hath taken 
pains in confuting. this Opinion, 

Both theſe ways of Amputation ſeem to me much more dithcult and pain- 
full then our common way z. which makes me preſume they propoſed them to 
prevent. the effuſion of bloud. _ | 

But modern Chirurgeons haye anſwered this ObjeQtion by good Bandages 
and Deligation of the Veſſells, and when we cut above the Knee, by clap- 
ping Cauteries to the Veſſels onely 3 which ſufhciently anſwers that Intention. 
Thus have I ſeen in my firſt Sca-voiages Amputations made above Knee, and 
afterwards praQtiſed them with great caſe and ſafety. MPO 

Now lince not onely in this Chapter of Gangrene, but frequently elſewhere 
in this Book, we have mentioned Amputation, I think it neceffary to take this 
occalion of ſhewing the manner of performing it z the rather, becauſe the 
Operation is much the ſame, whether it be done upon the account of Gan- 
grene, or for other reaſons. I, ſhall, therefore in generall terms inſert the 
whole Doctrine of Amputation, though briefly, not mattering whether 
the Examples inſtanced be Sphaceli os not, all Inſtances being alike in- 
{liructive. 

In heat of Fight, whether it be at Sea or Land,the Chirurgeon ought to con- 
{ider at the firſt Dreſſing, what- poſſibility there is of preſerving the woun- 
ded Mcmberz and accordingly, if there be no hopes of ſaving it, to make 
his Amputation at that inſtant whilſt the Patient is free of Fever, &c. There- 
fore that you may the better make your judgement of the Wounds, I ſhall give 
you ſome few Remarques of ſuchas require Amputation. viz. If a Leg or Arm 
be ſhattered by Splinter or great Shot, the loſle of Subſtance will direc you. 
If the principall Muſcles be torn off, and the Bone fractured in pieces, or if 
the Wound be with Musket-ſhot in the infide of the Joynt of the Elbow, or 
in the Knee or Ancle, with a FraQture of the Bones of the faid Joynt, nay, ſup- 
poling it hath not fraQtured them, yet if the Bullet be ſo lodged that you can- 
not extract it, you ſhall then preſently make Extirpation of the Part. 
If it bethe Arm, cut it off in the place where it is fo ſhattered, and ſaw off 
the end of the Bone ſmooth, your Aſfiſtent the while pulling up the muſcu- 
Jous Skin and Fleſh. If the Ancle be thus maimed, you ſhall then cut off 
the Leg within three or four fingers breadth under the Knee, in regard fo 
long a Stump would be troubleſome. But if the Leg be ſhattered off by the Calt, 
do not put your Patient to the pain of new Amputation tor the ſhortning it a 
hand's breadth ora little more. Save what you can of a ſhattered Hand. 
And if the Toes with part of the Foot were ſhot off, cut off the lacerated Parts 
ſmooth,but with care to ſave as much of the Foot with the Heel as you can 3 ic 
being much better then a wooden Leg, But if the Armor Leg benot o ſhatte- 
red, though the Wound be large on one fide, and hang gapin down with great 
FraQture of Bones, yet be not diſcouraged, the largeneſs of the Wound will 
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Rags, or ought elſe, and for the eafier diſcharge of Matter, Dreſs it as a 
Wound by a Splinter. | 

If the great Joynt be ſo ſhot by Musket-bullet, that you think it not reaſo- 
nable to cut off the Member, be ſure you make ExtraRion of the Bullet, and 
free it of a)l extraneous bodies, leaving not the leaſt Shiver to prick the Nerves 
or Tendons : and make ſuch way preſently, that you may be able to drefſe the 
wounaed Nerves, Tendons, &c, without making new Incifion,, when the 
Part is inflamed and unfit for it. 

If after ſome days the Wound do not digeft, but inflame and gangrene, and 
the Gangrene do not yield to your Applications as hath been propoſed in 
Gangrenez then, as in a Sphacelus, you arc'to proceed with the Extirpa- 
tion of that rotten Member while the Patient is ftee from Delirium, and hath 
ftrength to bear the Operation. 

Seat him fo as it may be for your conveniency. At Sea they fit or lie, 
I never took much notice which 3 nor do I remember I had ever any body to 
hold them 3 but with the help of my Mates, and ſome one or two that be- 
longed to the Hold, I went on with my work. At Sterling made an Ampu- 
fation above the Knee, and had as little help 3 befides my Servants, there was 
onely a Sea-Chirurgeon aſſiſting me. We ſtopt the Flux of bloud by aQuall 
Cautery, and the Wound digeſted and cured without any ill Accident. Yet 
where we have convenience to proceed more formally, we always place the 
Patient to our moſt advantage, where he may be held frm, and in a clear 
light, and fo that our Afﬀiſtents may comie better about'us. The Member 
is to be ſupported by ſome one, whilſt another ftandeth behind the Patient, 
and draweth up the Skin and Muſculous fleſh. Then make your Ligature 
two fingers breadth or thereabout in *the ſound Part 3 fo that if you am- 
putate in caſe of Mortification, you may be ſure to quit your ſelf of it. This 
Ligature is omitted by many of our Chirurgeons here in the City, they onely 
making a turn with a Tape, pinning it on as'a mark to circumcide by : and 
in ſtead of the Ligature I propoſe, they make a Gripe, which Gripe is com- 
monly made by ſome Afſhſtent who hath ſir&ngth to do it. Indeed this is 
good, where a ſhattered Member is to be cut off, to ſmooth the Stump ; 
in which caſe there is no great fear of Bleeding. But in Amputations it ſeems 
to me to be very inconvenient: for I never yet ſaw any man fo gripe, but that 
ſill the Artery bled with a greater force then was allowable; yea, when 
Mr. Woodall griped, who was fo applauded, and in truth made for the work. 
Tt being fo, in what a huddle is the Stump then dreſt ? But ſuppoſe the un- 
eaſic potture and the long griping tires theGriper,or that his Hand be crampt the 
while, what condition is the Patient then in ? Whereas by this ancient way 
of Ligature the Veſſells are ſecured from Bleeding, the Member benummed, 
and the Fleſh held ſteady, ready to receive the impreſſion of your crooked 
Knife, (or Razour, which I haveoften amputated with.) This Ligature made, 
the Aſſiſtent ſtrengthens it, whilſt he draws up the Muſculous fleſh, In the 
mean time the Operatour, with a ſharp crooked Knife, by a tum with his 
hand cuts the Fleſh off round to the Bone 3 then with the back of it he ſcrapes 
the Perioftexm from the Bone 3 if there be two Bones, then with a dividing Knife 
he ſeparates the fleſhy Membrane from them. The Bones freed of the Periofteum, 
Guido propoſes a linen Cloath, and Hildanus a kind of Purſe, to be brought 
over the upper divided Fleſh, to pull it upward, and make more way for the 
Saw, But I think that ncedlefſe. The Fleſh divided, the Parts ſeparate 
cnough of themſelves, belides the Afﬀiſtent's pulling up the muſculous Fleſh 
and Skin is fuficient, That done, you are at liberty, whether you will cau- 
terize the Veſſels by a Button-cautery, or by Ligature ſtop the Bleeding, or 
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by Agglutination. The uſe of Chalcautbum I donot approve, To apply Eſcaro- 
ticks to the ends of the Nerves and Tendons newly incifed, cauſes great Pain, 
weakens the Part, and makes way for Gangrene 3. it not being likely you can fo 
apply them to the Artery, but that you mult burn the Parts about, which are; as 
I aid, the Nerves, &*c. The way Hildanzs propoſes, by drawing the Vellels 
our by a Forceps, is not a work to be done in heat of Fight, nor without 
aclear day-light, If you attempt ic on Land; his Arm would be bowed, and 
his Leg (tretche out, that the Vellells may be the longer after Extirpation, that 
you may the better take hold of them. Ambroſ. Par. propoſes a more ealic and 
ſure way of Deligation, by paſſing a Needle with a ſtrong twifted Thread 
through the Skin near the great Veſſels; making your Stitch over the faid 
Veſſells by piercing through the raw Flefh and Skin : then make your Liga- 
ture upon a fold of a Rag. Thus you bind the Axtery and Vein. Theſe fe» 
vera}! ways have been practiſed by eminent Chirurgeons for the ſtopping the 
bloud of the Arteries in Amputation: but the late diſcovery of the Royall Stip- 
tick hath rendered them of lefſe uſe. But in heat of Fight it will be neceffary 
to have your aQtuall Cauterie always ready, for that will ſecure the bleeding 
Arteries in a moment, and fortifie the Part agginit future Putrefaction ; they 
requiring after Cauterization no ſuch firi& Bandage as that thereby you need 
to fear interception of the Spirits. When we Eauterize the Artery, we do 
then touch the end of the Bone, it haſtening theE xfoliation. The next thing is the 
looſening the Ligature,and bringing the Lips clofe over the Stump. Then whe- 
ther you ſhould with a croffe Stitch hold them fo, or content your ſelt by Ban- 
dage as well as you can, is by ſome controverted. - They that obje&t againſt 
the former ſay, it cauſes Pain and Inflammation. So doth Bandage alſo, if 
it be made too freight. Therefore they ſhould obje& againſt that alſo. The 
molt that I have ſeen without 'the croſſe Stitch have the next drefling been 
broad Stumps, ſome of them with Lips turned outward by the Bandage in the 
Teaft of them the whole Stump hath been bare: whereas in thoſe in which I have 
made the crofſe Stitch, the L ips have been found cloſe to the Bone at the next 
dretiing, covering the great Veſſells, and a third part or halt ofthe Stump hath 
been well digeſted, and by the fecond drefling hath been near agglutinated 
ſo far as it lay under that Skin, and without Inflammation happily cured. 
Whereas the broad Stump is a certain fign of a long Cure, and commonly the 
death of the Patient. The expoſing theſe inciſed Parts too much to the Air 
cauſes Pain, and the want of native Heat makes them gleet : or if they dodigeft, 
the diſcharge of fo great a quantity of Marter commonly exhauſts the Spirits 
of the Patient. If the muſculous Fleſh and Skin are well pulled up in time 
of Amputation, and brought over by a moderate Extenſion as far as they will 
eaſily admit, you will find it not painfull, You ought to pierce the 
Skin with a Needle and ſtrong brown Thread ceared about half an inch 
fron: the edges of the Lips. Having made them crofle from fide to fide equal- 
ly tie them with a moderate Aftriction, then apply a Pledgir on the cauteri- 
zcd Veſſells with pulv. irid. ſuce. cepar, cum melle, But if no Cautery was 
uſ..d, then Buttons of Tow fpred with your Reftriftive,and dipt in prtv.Galens, 
mutt be apphed to the Mouths of the Veſſels. Afterwards ſprinkle the Stump 
thick with this Powder 3 Bt bol. Armen. farin, volatil, picis naval. an. Fiiij. 
alces, thurir, maſtich, ſang. dracon. an. 3). Hjf8. pil. lepor, coriiraſpati, an. 
Ziij. Miſc. $. A. You may mix ſome of the ſame cum albxm. over. and apply it 
upon a thick round Scupe,which hath firſt been wet in Oxycrate and driedzand 
over that another Stupe ſpred with the ſame ſo broad as to come over the firſt, 
and up a pretty height above the Stump. This latter muſt be ſnipt deep in the 
edges, that it may lic fmooth about the Member, An Oxe-bladder ready 
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cut and wet is to be turned 'over it, and a crofſe Cloath next the Bladder, 
to hold the Dreſſings ſteady. Then with a Rowler with two heads begin 
upon the Stiump, and rowl up to the next Joint, and fo again about the Men» 
ber, to retain your Dreſſings firm. Then faſten it fo as that it may not_ be 
capable of falling off. But before you make this Bandage, you ought to.ap- 
ply your Defenſative over the Parts above the Stump. Some: apply it before 
they begin the Amputation : but then it is apt to- wridſkle,; and to fit -un- 
eafie. In the dreſſing of the Stumps, you ought {o to apply your Medicaments, 
that you may without much bungle rowl up the Member., . Then place it to 
the eaſe of the Patient, one holding his Hand ſome, while-upon the Stump, 
Your Defenſative may be of the ſame which is preſcribed in Gun-ſhot Wounds; 
or, Rt far. hord. bol. Armen. an 3iij, ſang. dracon, Fj(5. flor. roſ. rubr, balauſt. nue, 
eupreſſ, pulu. an. Zv). acet. 3x, album. ovor. num. vii). ol, roſ. '&r, myrtill, an, Fj. 
cere q.Jj. Boil theſe Powders in acetzm, then adde the ref} to it, to make 
it ofthe conſiſtence of a Cexote, The third day take oft the Dreflingsz and 
then you may cut the croſfe. Stitch, and ſprinkle the Wound with palv. Galeni, 
and dreſſe it with this Digeſtive : Re terebintb.lot, in decodi, bord. Fiij.ol, lumbr. 
$j(s. gumm. elemi diſſolut. in predic. ol, 38. farin. bord. cribrat. Zij. vitell. 
wnius ovi, croci pulv. Yj. Miſc, Apply to the Bone a Pledgit of dry Lint, 
or preſi out. of ſpir. vini. After the Wound is - digeſted, .you may deterge 
with mundif.-Paracelſ. or apii, or this 3 Bt terebinth. Venet, lot, in ſpir. vin, Fi, 
pulv. rad, irid. ariftoloch, rot.ſarcocoll.thuris, mell.roſ.an.Zj. Then incarn and cica- 
trize, as hath been ſaid in Compound Wounds. 

Whilſt I was a Priſoner at Cheſter after the Battell of Forcefter, I was car- 
ried by Col. Dxckenxfield's order to a man that out of much zeal to the Cauſe, 


conſequences purſuing our ſcattered Forces, was ſhot through the Joynt of the Elbow ; the 
of wounds in 
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Bullet cntring in at the externall part of the Os hwmeri, and paſſing out be- 
tween the Vina and Radins. He had been affliGed with great Pain the ſpace 
of ſix weeks. I found the Wound undigeſted, and full of a looſe ſoft white 
Fleſh, the Bones fraQtured, and not likely to unite, many Shivers lying included 
Within the Joynts, and incapable of being drawn out: the lower part of the 
Arm was cedematous to the Fingers ends as full as the Skin could well con- 
tain, and the upper part was inflamed,alſo about the Os humeriand Axilla a per- 
fe& Phlegmon was formed. The Patient thus tired with Pain, delired to be 
cured, or have his Armcut off, To which purpoſe he had procured the Go- 
vernour's leave for my ſtaying with him. But, while that Phlegmon was upon 
the upper parts, there was no hope of a proſperous Amputation, nor of Cure 
while thoſe Shivers of Bones lay pricking the Nervous parts within the Joynt. 
The Phlegmon was too forward for Repercuſſion, and yet not likely to ſuppu- 
rate in lefſe then a week's time. Wherefore I endeavourcd by Emollicnts and 
ſomewhat Diſcutients to ſuccour the grieved Shoulder and Parts thereabout 
by hindering the increaſe of the Phlegmon, and to give ſome perſpiration to the 
Part. Then with good Fomentations I corroborated the weak and axdema- 
tous Member below : to which end I alſo raiſed-his Hand nearer to his Breaſt. 
Alſo by Detergents and Bandage I diſpoſed the Wounds and fractured Part 
to a better condition, made way for diſcharge of Matter, and endeavoured to 
extra the Shivers of Bones; then applied Medicaments to- remove the 
Caries, Afﬀter ſome days the Abſceſſe ſuppurated in the upper part of the 
Shoulder and in the Arm-pit z and while the Matter diſcharged from thence, 
the Tumour diſcuſſed, and that upper Orifce cured ſoon after. But the con- 
tinuall Pain in the fraQtured Joynt kept that Opening in theAxilla from healing. 

The Patient growing weaker, and without hopes of Cure, I was neceſſitated 

to proceed to Amputation, To which purpoſe I ſent to Cheſter for Mr. _—_ 

a know-

a knowing Chirurgeon, (fince Mayor of that City,) to come with Inſtru- 
ments and other neceſſaries whereby I might the better doe the work. He 
accordingly came, and we prepared Dretlings ready 3; which were Stupes or 
Pledgits of hne ſhort Tow well workt, ſome like Splenia, others were round, 
and bigger or leſſe, We wetted them all in Oxycrate, and dried them, We 
alſo made ſome Buttons of Tow, Compreſſes of linen Cloaths dipt in Oxy- 
crate, three or four Rowlers with one or two heads; provided Needles threa- 
ded and ceared for making the crofſe Stitch, and leſſer Needles threaded 
for common uſe, with Filleting for Ligature, and Bladders ready cut and 
wet in Oxycrate 3 alſo aDefenſative of the above-mentioned preſcription (pred 
upon a ſoft linen Cloath, to apply upon the Parts above more diſtant, and 
a Mixture of the aſtringent Powders with Whites of eggs, to ſpread upon 
the Splexia and Buttons, which Buttons were alſo dipt in ſome of the ſame 
Powders. Then tor the round Pledgits which were deſigned to be applied 
next to the Stump, Mr. M. propoſed that they might be ſpread with a Mix- 
ture of Umber and calx vive with Whites of Bb according to DoQour Read 
in his Obſcrvation of an Amputation he performed upon a Servant of the 
Lord Gerrard's at Gerrard's Bromley, whoſe fame yet lives in that Country, 
and will amongſt us Chirurgeons as long as his elaborate Lectures have a 


being, 

The Apparatus thus made, and the Patient ſome while before refreſht with 
a draught of a good Caudle, his Friends took him out of his Bed, and pla- 
ced him in a Chair towards the light. One of his Servants held his Arm; 
another of his Friends held his other Hand. Then Mr. M. drew up the 
Skin and Maſculous fleſh pf the Arm towards his Shoulder, whilſt I made a 
ſtrong Bandage ſome three or four fingers breadth above the affected Part, 
Then with a good Knife I cut off the Fleſh by a quick turn of my hand, Mr. 
Mzrry pulling up the Fleſh whilſt T bared the Bones. After which wich 
a few motions of my Saw I ſeparated the Bone, the Patient not fo much as 
whimpering the while, After this Mr. M. thruſting his hands downwards 
with the muſculous Fleſh and Skin which he had drawn upwards, I paſ- 
{cd a ſirong Needle and Thread through the middle of the fleſh and Skin on 
both ſides, within half an inch of the edges, and brought the Lips cloſe with- 
in a narrow compaſle : and having tied that Ligature fat, and cut off the String, 
I paſſed the Needle again through the two contrary fides, which I tied as 
cloſe; then looſened the Ligature above, and applied the little round Stupes of 
Tow ſpred with a quantity of Galen's Powder mixt cxm album. ovi, The 
long Pledgits were applied from the middle of the Stump each way upwards 
along the Arm, over which I put on a Bladder and a croffe Cloath, then 
rowlcd up the Stump, and made the Bandage under his other Arm and over 
his Neck. This Bandage prevented an Accident which hath fince happe- 
ned to a Patient here in London, where many of the beſt Chirurgeons were 
concerned, He being thus dreſt up, we put him into his Bed. The third 
day we took off the Dreſſings, and found the Stump well digeſted, and at leaſt 
two Spooufulls of Matter diſcharged. We then drefſed it up with a Di- 
geſtive ex terebinth, lot. in decott. malvar. the Yolk of an egge and of, roſ. 
{pred on a large Stupe of Tow, on which was ſprinkled a proportion of 
Galen's Powder: then embrocated the Parts about with of. rof. applying 
emplaſt.  bolo over all, with moderate Bandage, and afterwards deterged 
with that of Paracelſ, and with Sarcoticks incarned the Wound, During 
which the Bone exfoliated, and the Stump ſoon after cicatrized, Then ha- 
ving procured a Paſſe to come to London, I haſtened away. 


At the Siege of Weymouth I was called at break of day to an —_ Obſervation. 
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of Licutenant-Col. Ballard's Regiment, who ſhooting off his Musket, itbrake, 
and tore his Hand to pieces aftcr a firange manner. I dcfigning to cut off his 
Hand, ſent preſently to my Quarters to one of my Servants to bring both Saw 
and Knife, alſo Dreſſings, of which at thoſe times we had always ready. They 
being brought, I took a red Ribbon from off my Caſe of Lancets, and bound 
it about his Arm ſome four fingers breadth above the Carpus ; and having cut 
the Flcſh round off, I bared the Bones, and ſeparated the Fleſh between them. 
Then I ſawed off the Bones, and untied my Ligature, and bringing down 
the muſculous Fleſh and Skin over the end of them, without making any 
croſſe Stitch, I dreſt up that Stump with Reſtrictives and good Bandage, 
and returned again to my Quarters. I had not been one hour gone, but I was 
ſent for again to this Souldicr, he being (as the Meſſenger ſaid) grievouſly 
pained. I wondred at it, and haftned away ; but before I came to his Hut, 
I heard him crying, I cnquiring the cauſc, it was ſome while before he would 
anſwer me. But at laſt he told me, he was not able to endure that red Ribbon 
that I tied his Arm with. I was at firſt ſurprized to think I ſhould leave 
the Ligature upon his Arm, that being a ſure way to bring a Mortification up- 
on the Part, I therefore put my hand in my Pocket, and feeling the Ribbon 
on the Caſe of Lancets, ſhewed it him. He ſeemed at firſt to doubt it; 
but after he ſaw it was fo, he laught, and was from that time in eaſe. Two 
days after, our men were chaſed out of the Town and Chappell-fort. I was 
at the ſame time drefſing the wounded man in the Town almoſt under the 
Chappell-tort, and hearing a woman cry Fly, fly, the Fort is taken; I turned 
afide a little amazed towards the Line, not knowing what had been done: 
but getting up the Works, I ſaw our people running away, and thoſe of the 
Fort ſhooting at them. I flipt down this Work into the Ditch, and got out 
of the Trench 3 and as I began to run, hearing one call, Chirurgeon, I turned 
back, and ſecing a man hold up a ſtumped Arm, I thought it was the 
Iriſh-man whom I had fo lately diſmembred : whereupon I returned, and 


helpt himup. Weran together, it being within halt a Musket-ſhot of the 
Enemiec's Fort 3 but he out-ran me quite, I afterwards cured him in few 
weeks by the method already propoſed in the preceding Diſcourſe, 
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Cna vw. III, 
Of Fiſtulz, 


A Fiſtula, according to the vulgar denomination, is a Sinuous Ulcer ſup- 
poſed to be of two or three months continuance. But to ſpeak lirik. 
ly, thoſe onely are Fiſtule which are at leaſt of ſo many years growth, and are 
accompanicd with a Calls. Every part of the body is ſubje@ to theſe Ulcers ; 
but eſpecially the Arms,Legs, Thighs and Hips. The worſt fort of theſe, at leaft 
that ever I ſaw, was from Gun-ſhot Wounds with Frafture, where there hath 
been Joffe of Bone, or where through long continuance the Caries hath cham- 
bercd the Bone : in which caſes the Lips of the Wound and the Wound it (elf 
become callous, by keeping them long open in order to the Extoliation of the 
Bone, in which caſe the Lips grow hard, and become thick and inverted. In 
theſe the Sinws's are more or tewer in number, accordingly as the Abſceſſe or 
Wound was more or lefſe tinuous. 

This Callus of the Fiſtula is haſtened by the tranſpiration and reſolution Caulc. 
of the thin and ſubtill Humours, and the incraffation of the more pituitous z 
by the congeſtion of which a long Pipe oft Skin is made, which brancheth 
it (ſclt inwards from the Orifice quite through all the Cavities of the Ulcer: 
trom whence it hath its name. 

The Differences of theſe Fiſtsle are made not onely trom the Parts affected ; pifferences. 
as ſome arc in Fleſhy parts, others in Tendonous, or in the Bones or Joynts, 
or in the Breaſt, Belly, &c. but alſo from the figure, magnitude, and number 
of the Sinus's; as ſometimes there is onely one,then again two or three,crooked 
or winding till they enter the Bones themſelves. 

They arc known by the view, and by the touching of the Parts, or by Signs. 
C-arching, with a Probe, and from the diſcharge of a thin ferous fartid Matter, 
alſo trom the arched Hollownefſe they have. It by your ſearching the Parts 
arc pained, or it bloud follows your Probe, the Fiſtula is not contirmed : but 
it acither happen, then it 1s. 

\ Il Fiſtels's arc hard to cure, and thoſe of long continuance with: great Prognoſtick; 
diſcharge of depraved Humours trom the Viſcers are worlt. - Thoſe among 
the Boncs and great Joynts are very dithcult to cure, by reaſon of the Sen» 
livility of the Parts, which for the moſt part admits neither of Dilatacton 
nor Incition, Thoſe which are in ſuch places where you may ately lay 
them open, or remove the Callxs, are more cahie of Cure, pf 

The way of Crre is pertormed cither by manuall Operation, or by Me- cyre. 
dicaments. But betore you proceed in either, you are to conſider that theſe 
Fiftula's arc ſubject to Pain and Defluxion : wheretore you are in the 
tirlt place to proceed by Evacuation of thoſe Humours which may diſturb 
vou in your work; and that is done by Purging, and Bleeding, good Trau- 
matick Dccoctions, with obſervation of Diet, &c. as is faid in the univerſall 
Regiment ot Ulcers. 

To procced in the Cure by manuall Operation, you are to coh{ider the 
Nnn Part 
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Part affeted, whether the Calius be onely in the Lips, or in the baſis of the 
Fiftzla, or throughout the whole length of the Si*z5. And this is diſcovered, 
as I have ſaid before, by the Probe, &c. If there be ncither Pain nor Matter, 
and the Fiftula be tending onely down direGtly to the Bone, it will then be 
beſt to let it alone, accounting it as an imperfte& Cicatrix, and that it will in 
time grow more cloſe : but it it be otherwiſe, you muſt then remove the Cal- 
lus in order to the Cure. 

If the Sinus be in a place where it may conveniently be laid open with- 
out Dilatation, divide it with Knife or Sciflors the whole length. If after 
laying it open the Sinus be not throughout callous, remove that which is, 
and heal it according to the common method of Ulcers, But it the Ori- 
fice of the Fiſtmls be 1o ſtreight and narrow, that you cannot lay it open, you 
muſt then dilate it with Tents of Sponge, Gentian, Ariſtolochia, Eldern-pith, 
ec. untill the Sinws be large enough for your purpoſe. And to further this 
work, it may be proper that you outwardly apply ſuch Medicaments as may 
by their emollient 'and digeſtive quality reſolve and difhpate the Matter 
impacted in the Parts about it : and theſe are rad. althee, lilior, enule cam. 
pan. ſigill, Solomon, cucumer, agreſt, ſem, lini, fanugrec. medull. ofium, ax. 
#ng. porcin. axung. human. anſeris, gallin. unguent. dialthee, gum. galbay, 
Ammoniac, &c. Of theſe you may make Fomentations, Cataplalms, or Ce- 
rots. You have alſo to this purpoſe empl. de ranis cum & ſine Mercurio, 
empl, de mncilag, diachyl. cum gum. The Fiſtula thus diſpoſed for laying o- 
pen, you muſt conſider whether you may not remove the Callus by Cathz- 
xcticks:; to which purpoſe Celſzs propoſeth lachr. papaver. Cadmia, atramentum 
ſutorium, erngo, ſandarach. alum. We commonly uſe lap. cauſtic. Vigon. troch, de 
minio, arſenicum, ol, chalchanth. Or thus ; I cere, refine, an. 5j. ſublimat, Aij. 
or more or lefſe ; mix this upon the fire, and dip a Sponge in it, but not too 
hot, left you burn your Sponge: then preſſe it out, and cut it into ſuch a 
form as may ſerve your purpoſe. Gmido commends ag. fortis as moſt excel- 
lent for deſtroying the Calizs of all theſe Fiſtula*'s. But if you had rather 
have an InjeRion, you may make this or ſuch like : Re wnguent. Xgypriac, 
3. ſublimat. 3\3. arſenic. J). lixiv, ſapon. Fj. aq. roſ. Zij. ag. plantag. Ziiij, 
boil this ad tertie partis conſumpt. caſt in a little of it with a Syringe three 
days together, ſhutting the Orihce up with Wax or ſome Plaiſter: fo ſhall 
you conſume all the Callzr. But you muſt conſider well the ſituation of the 
Fiſtula, leſt by its too far penetrating it hurt the Bone or Parts underneath, 
After the application of theſe fironger Medicaments, you mult by Lenients 
mitigate the Pain, and defend the Part from Defluxions, which for the moſt 
part attend ſuch Eſcaroticks. Theſe are, DecoQions of fol. malve, biſmalve, 
violar. verbaſe, byoſcyam. ſem. cydonior, bord. or ol. vitell. ovor, butyrum, axung. 
porcin, unguent, baſilic, cum ol, lilior, dialthes, &c. And apply over-them 
Refrigerants z as empl., & bolo, oxeleum, diapalm. cum ſuccis, or ſome of 
the Defenſatives mentioned in this Treatiſe. When the Inflammation is 
repelled, _ aq” s caſt off, you nay deterge with _ . Fy yer 
in aq. vite lot, Fiij. ſucc. apii, cynogloſſ. an. Zvj. mell. roſ. Jj(S. decog. ad 
ow conſumpt. deinde adds 19x ariſtoloch, rot. A Zij. far. "Gra 6, 
you may adde to it pulv. ireos, myrrb. ſarcocoll, thuris, and thereby incam : 
then cicatrize with anguent. deſiccat. rubr. &c. If the Bone be carious, you 
ought to conſider how far the Caries hath entred into it, and procced in the 
removall of it either by aQtuall Cautery, or Rugines, ſcraping the Rottenneſſe 
off: then by Catagmaticks haſten the Exfoliation of the Bone, and procced 
in the reſt of the Cure with Sarcoticks and Epuloticks. But if the Fiſtu/s 


be near or over ſome noble Part, or if there be Nexye, Tendon or Artery near, 
Or 
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or if it be deep in the great Bones or inthe Joynts, where you may not ſafely 
proceed by actual! or potentiall Cautery, and it will not yield to milder Me- 
dicaments 3 you ſhall doe better to palliate it by ſome Waters and Unguents, 
which may diſpoſe the Part to quiet, purging the Patient ſometimes, and ob- 
ſerving the univerſall Regiment in Diet, &c,

it had formerly been ſhattered, many fragments of Bones caſting out at times, with 


He had been ſometime my Patient in Fraxce 3 but here I finiſht what I there i? = 0s 
attempted, and had not time to doe. After generall Evacuation, I applied ' 


a Cauſtick the whole length of the Sinws, whereby I took off that Calles, 

ave vent to the diſcharge of that foetid Ichor made in the Ulcer, and took out 
Cveralt pieces of the rotten Bone which were ſhut in there. That done I 
ſcraped away the remaining Rottenneſſe, and dreſt the Bone with Catagmatick 
powders, &c, by which means after ſome time a Callus thruſt forth, and united 
with the neighbouring Fleſh, which incarned with the Lips, and was after- 
wards cicatrized by the common Epuloticks. 

It often happeneth, that in the time of the Extoliation of carious Bones, 
as in Gun-ſhot Wounds and old Ulcers, while we are attending Extoliation, 
the Lips grow callous, ſo that the Cicatrix is deep, and the Lips lie at ſome 
diſtance. In which caſe heretofore I have taken much pains to h them :; 
but have ſince by experience found, that in time thoſe Lips fink of themſelves, 
and as the Callss riſeth up to them the Cicatrix becometh firm and ſeemly, 
without giving the Paticat that trouble of removing them by Cautery or Kite,

Cnap. I. 
Of FraFures. 


The generall Uſe of which is, Stabilimentum ac fundamentum reliquis 


; \ Bone is a ſimilar Part of the Body, and the hardeſt and drieſt of all, The Office 


omnibus Partibus largiri, to be a firmi Prop and Foundation, upon the 
ſtrength whereof all the reſt of the Parts are built, The whole Sceleton con- 
ſidered joyntly, may be looked upon as performing that office to the Little 
world, that Atlas hath been fabulouſly reported to doe to the Great one : 
it bcars the whole bulk of it, and ſuſtains it in all its motions 3 none of which 
could be performed, if either the Bones were not, or not fo articulated and 
joynted as upon defeRion they appear to be, Nam fi offs abeſſent, non fletie- 
remns manus, on nervos & fibras. Nay, if the leaſt Bone be but a little mai- 
med, the uſe of the Part is hindred. But they are not onely Fulcimenta, as 
Galen ſays De Uſe partinm, ſed etiam Defeuſio, but alſo a Defence. The Cra- 
nium, veluti Galea, as a Helmet defends the Brain from externall injuries, 
So Pefius Offibus clauditnr; the Heart, Lungs, and great Veſſells of the Thorax, 
are guarded by a Wall of Ribs. The Spins is a Bulwark to the Marrow in- 
cluded in it: and ſuch a defence is the Os pwbis and the Os coxe and leon to 
the Womb and Bladder. Others otherwiſe ſerve the uſes of Nature, As 
the three little Bones in meat Anuditorio, by firming the Tympanum, are a great 
help to the Hearing : the Os hyoides atliſteth the ſwallowing, by managing 
the Root of the tongue and the Epiglottis : the Rotwla ſerves the motions of 
the Knee: and the Teeth prepare the Meat by Maltication, Not a Bone but 
hath its particular end ſet out. There was arcaſon of the Temper, of the 
Magnitude, of the Number, of the Subſtance, of the Situation, of the Con- 
nexion of them 3 the wiſe Creatoxr as much ſhunning ſuperfluity as deficiency. 
Indeed, the whole Fabrick is ſo full of Excellency, that it would take up 
much time to exprefle it, But that is not my bufineſſe, The Subje&t I 
have undertaken to treat of is theix Mistortune ; and that is twofold to 
be 
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* not without ſome violence to be reduced to any of thelec latter Dehnitions.

be fractured, and diſlocated. That of Fractures I have propolcd tor the 
firſt part of my preſent Diſcourſe 3 and that 6nely in general, it being ſat- 
ficient for my defign. 

To proceed methodically, I ſhall begin with their Definition of a Fracture, 
who, according to Galen de Methodo medendi, make it to be Unitionis ſive

continuitatis ſolutio quecunque in ofſe. But this being too gcnerall, and ta- 
king in all Carioſity and Ulcers'of the Bones, which hardly belong to this 
Head of Chirurgery, the Moderns have more cloſely detihed it to be, Offs 
diviſio ſeu ruptura a cauſa violenter irrnente, But this likewiſe ſeems to me 
to be liable to many Exceptions, I ſhall name oncly this, »/z, That a Cut 
made into a Bone by a Sword or a ſharp Inſtrument fſcems to be rather a 
Wound, then a Fracture. And for this reaſon Grido de Canliaco makes it to be 
continuitatis ſolutio in ofſe non & re qualibet fatta, ſed ab ea que contundit, But I 
muſt {till beg pardon, it I be not yet fatished with this Deſcription, becauſe 
it leaves out all ſuch FraQtures as are made by any accidental bowing of a 
Bone, either in a Wrench, or any other caſe where, without any Blow or Con- 
tuſion of Parts, the Bone ſnaps in ſunder, and then wounds the ncighbouring 
Muſcles, even to the thruſting of it (elf very often quite through the Skin. 
Theſe are (caſes of Batte] excepted) the moſt frequent of all Fractures yet 
I 
ſhall therefore chuſe to define a Fracture in the following, words; It is a So- 
lution of continuity in a Bone, ſuddenly made, either by Contution or Flexure, 
By Contuſon I mean, either a Blow by a blunt Inftrument, or a Prefſure by 
a great Weight 3 either of which uſually bruiſcth the Fleſh about the Bone, 
as well as the Boneit (elf. In Contratifſures indeed the Bruiſe is not immc- 
diately upon the Fracture, but in the place where the Blow is given. In 
Flexure there is {eldome any Bruiſe, but what is made by the cdges of the 
Bone it ſelf after it is ſnapped in funder. All other Fractures arc reducible to 
theſe. 
©, Amongſt the Greeks it was commonly known by the name of Cztagma, 
T purpoſe not to trouble you with the nice DittinGions in Fractures, nor yct 
with their various Names. Galen in his Book de Method, medend; complains 
thus in his time : No# deſumt ex Medicis junioribus, qui ambitioſe omnes 
Fradiurarum differentias propriis nominibus interpretantur z, There want not 
(faith he) young Phyſicians who afte& to give proper names to all the ſe- 
verall kinds of Fractures: At non Hippocrates hujus fuit ſententie, nor 
ſhall I ſpend my time fo, but, according to Galen, do take the Difference in 
Fractures to arile, 1. 4 figura, 2. 4 magnitudine, 3, ab ofſinm fraflorum varietate, 
Firſt, from their Figure : and that is cither right, que fit per longitudinem ; or 
tranſverſe, per latitudinem z, or oblique, which is as it were compounded out 
of the two former. Secondly, 2 magnitudine, according, as the Fracture is 
greater, or leſs, The third Difference is, ab ofibxs ipſis, that is, from the 
Bones themſelves that are broken, whether it be the Arm, Leg, Ribs, &c, 

Cauſes of Fractures internall there are none, unleſs they proceed ab humo- 
ribus corporis erodentibxs , and of that ſort you may read many in Sehexckins, 
Fabr. Hildanus, and others, I my (clf have ſeen ſome, and lately. But thele, 
bcing from Exolion, are rather to be called Ulcers with Caries, and therctore 
more fit to be diſcourſt of amongſt Ulcers of that kind, to which I refer 
YOu, | 

Of Cauſes externall there are many 3 as the too violent Affaults or Stroaks 
of all externall things, which may bruife, break, ſhatter, or bend. In this 
number of Cauſes may alſo be reckoned Falls from on high, &c. 

The Signs of a FraQture without a Wound are for the molt part very cvi- 
dent. 
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dent. The firſt and moſt certain is, when in our handling the Part we feel 
the pieces of Bones ſevered aſunder, and hear them crackle, Secondly , the 
Impotency of the Member. Thirdly, vehement Pain. Fourthly, a Diſtprtiqn 
of the Part, It may alſo be diſcovered by comparing the one Member with 
the other 3 the fractured being the ſhorter. But if there be a Wound joined 
to the Fracture, then if the Bones thruſt themſelves not forth, yet you may 
eaſily know the Member to be fraQtured, if you ſearch with your finger gr 
Probe. There is alſo a Curvedneſſe, which may be reduced to a Fracture. 1 
bave ſeen it in Children often, as in D. C's lictle Daughter in the Old Baily, 
and Mr. N's Son in Black:friers , and others. It is as it were when you 
break a green Stick 3 it breaks, but ſeparates not: ſo is cured by a due 
Extenſion, with little Trouble to the Chirurgeon, or Pain to the Patient af- 
ter the Extenſion is made. | | | 

If the Fracture be ſecundum longitudinem, it will appear fitſt by the unna- 
turall thickneſſe of the Member, then by the Pain and Inequality of the

Wound be made in a Fleſhy part, it is then proportionable to the Weapon 
that made it, & nox ultra ; but p the Bone be broken, propter rigiditatem & 
continuitatem non poteſt frangi, niſi totum frangatur, The F Or is more 
dangerous in a great Bone then jn a ſmall 3 and the greater, if both the Bones 
be broken, as the two Focills in the Leg, or if it be the Arm, where the Radius 
and UVlna are: yet if it happen in the middle of the Bones, it isthe leſſe dange- 
xous. Thoſe in or near the Joyot are more painfull, and difficultly cured : and 
if any Shivers preſſe upon the Nervous parts, ill Accidents commonly follow z 
but of all the Fractures that with a Wound is moſt dangerous. 
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As to the Progndfick,or Preſage, a FraQure of the Bones cannot, be without Progno- 
neceſlity the Solution of continuity muſt be great. If a ſticks, 


As to the time of Cure, the lefſer Bones are perfected in fourteen, eighteen, Cure;

or twenty five days, the bigger in fourty or fifty, according to Guido, Yet 
let mc adviſe you not to be too haſty in taking the Patients out of their Beds 
for in ſome Bodies the generation of Callus is very ſlow, and a new Diſtor- 
tion may happen, and ill Accidents follow. I have been called into Con- 
ſultation upon ſich an Accident , the Patient did recover, but by lying very 
long within doors contracted ſuch an ill Habit of body, as was not got 
off in a long while after. | "OR 

In the Cure of Fratures Unition is required : but that cannot be made, 
unlefſe Pain and Inflammation be prevented. For a FraRure of the Bones 
is not made without an internall wounding of the Periofteuwm and Parts next 
to it, whence grievous Pain ariſes, which ſtirs up Defluxion, and. is attended 
often with great Inflammation z and from the weakneſſe of the Member 
tnany Excrements are made and received, which it is neither capable to aſ- 
ſimilate, nor yet expell. And the miſchicf is ſo much the greater, by how 
much the Bones lie deeper under the Muſcles, where they cannot be (et, 
by reaſon of the great quantity of Fleſh interpoſing between them and the 
hand of the Artiſt, The Intention purſued in this caſe is the Union of 
Bones, as I have already ſaid; which is not performed by the firft Intention,

The Method I thereto propoſe is, firſt, to joyn the fractured Parts together ; Intentions 
ſecondly, to keepthem fo joyned : thirdly, to preſerve the Tone of the Part ; of Cure.

That the Parts may be rightly joyned together, there is need of Extenſion, 1. Iarention; 


and Coaptation. For in FraQures, eſpecially tranſyerſe ones, the Bones

are commonly diſtorted, the reQitude of the Member loſt, ſome. Parts are pro- 
minent, and others hollow, the fractured Bones lying one upon another ; 
and ſo the Member'is made ſhort : & quia muſculi perpetud membra trabunt 
verſus ſuum principium, therefore Extenhion is neceffary, that the Parts which 
ate indirea may be brought right, and the Parts that ſtick out may be re- 
duced to their Cavitics, And although ſfomerimes the Member fſeemeth not 
to be ſhort, as if it conſiſts of two Bones, and one broken, or that the fracu- 
red Bones do not lie one over another z neverthelcſſe you ought to. make 
due Extenſion in all Fractures, becauſe the Bones never lic exaRly equal , and 
mok frequently they ride one over another. The want of which Exten- 
ſion'is one reaſon why the fraured Thigh-bones happen to be fo often 
ſhorter then they ſhould be, as Celſus hath it in theſe words 3 $i femur per- 
fratium fuerit, breve erit > his reaſon is, quia nunquam in antiquum ſtatum 
revertitur. And I find in Galex, that Hippocrates ſaics the ſame of the Le 
and Arm 3 and withall tellsus, it is ſo, #ift ante confirmationem extenſio debita 
adhibeatur, & commoda deligatione offium coaptatio ſervetur. By which you may 
obſerve, the fault is want of good Extenſion, and keeping the Part in its right 
ſcat: for unlefſe that be done, you ſhall hazzard the ſtarting again of the 
Bones,and thereby their fraQtured ends may happen to be broken off by mutuall 
Attrition in the a& of joyning together: and if thoſe pieces do chance to 
fall in between the main Bones, they will then hinder their uniting : 
and if thoſe Shivers ſlide outwardly towards the Membranes, they will cauſe 
extreme Pain, This inconvenience is therefore to be ſhunned by the help 
of Extenſion. But again in Extenſion there muſt be obſerved a mean, as 
Vigo notes : Ad magnam quidem Extenſionem futurus Spaſmus valde ſuſpetins 
eft, Yea ſometimes the very Muſcles are torn afunder, as Galen tells us ; 
and Albucaſius cries out, Cave Extenfionem vehementem & Compreſſionem for- 
zem, ficut faciunt multi ftolidorum : multoties enim faciunt Apoſtema calidum & 
contrattionem in membro. By which it ſeems in his time there were ſuch people, 
who thereby drew fad Accidents, as Convulftons and Inflammations, upon 
their Patients. But if the Extenſion be leſs then it ſhould, then, as I ſaid before, 
the ends of the Bones rub one againſt another, and are broken, or not ſcatcd in 
their proper place. Therefore the bigger Bones having large Muſcles, which 
draw the Member forcibly to their Originall, do require the ttronger Extenſion; 
and ſuch are thoſe of the Thighs, Legs. and Arms. And if both the Focills 
of the Arm be broken, the Radius requires the more Extenſion, becauſe it 
hath no Muſcles to draw it upwards, its motion being onely ſecundim pro- 
num & ſupinum, In Extenſion it behoves us to obſerve debitam "= - 
rationem, that the Member be extended in ea figura que minimum facit 
dolorem, (aith Galen : which is done, if the Fibres of the Mulcles be ftretcht 
according to their re&itude. Children, and ſuch as are of a ſoft Ha- 
bit of body, do beſt ſuffer Extenſion ; elderly and dry Bodics the con- 
trary. 

In the next place is to be conſidered the moſt reaſonable time wherein to re- 
duce the FraQtures. . And herein we all agree, the ſooner the better, and 
that to avoid Inflammation 3 and according to Celſus, $i in primis diebus 
non reftauratur, inflammatio oritur, &c. Tf at the firſt or ſecond day the Frac- 
ture be not reduced, it is in danger of Inflammation and Mortitication ; for 
indeed after the ſecond day, it is ſuppoſed the FraRture is accompanied with 

eat Defluxion, and fo- yields not to Extenſion without hazzard of drawing 

uch ill Accidents upon it ſelf. | 

Therefore Fallopiws in his Expoſition upon Hippocrates De Capitis vulne- 
ribs, and by his authority, tells us what we ſhall doe in ſuch a caſe, $7 os 
non 
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non fuerit in ſuo loco, ſaies he, ideo ad ſeptimam, qui eft primus terminus Inflam. 
mationis, vel uſque ad nonam, qui eſt ſecundus, debemus bene advertere : & 0- 
portet impedire inflammationem, It the Bone was not reſtored before the 
time of Inflammation, then we ought to attend till the ſeventh day, which 
is the tirſt period of Inflammation, or untill the ninth day, which is the ſecond 
period : and all this time we ought to reſtrain the Defluxion, vel per lenitionem 
doloris, vel expreſionem & deligationem loci, Lenimus autem medicamentis oleo- 
fis, que babent vim refrigerandi, vel per deligationem pluribus faſciis 5 either 
by lenient Medicines, or by Deligation. We lenihe with ſoft cooling Oils : 
we make our Deligation or Bandage by many turns of the Rowlers. Theſe 
are to be done untill the ſeventh pr ninth day. Inflammation abating gives 
you opportunity for reducing the FraQure, The Infiruments for Extenſion Inſtruments 
are threefold. -Firlt, the Chirurgeon's Hand, for gentle Extenſion : and let f<xcenfion. 
him place his Hand near the Fracture 3 otherwiſe he ſhall hurt the ſound 
Part by too much Compreſſion, and not avail himſelf much in his Extenſion. 
Secondly, for the middle Extenſion there are Fanes and Habene, a fort of 
Bandage fit to pluck at in order to Extenſion. Thirdly, there are Organs 
and Machinamenta, Engines uſed often by us, but invented by the Ancients: 
and they are for the moſt firong Extenſion. But before you make your 
Extenſion, conlider whether the Member be not fractured in more places then 
one. An old Gentleman came out of the Countrey, and by a Fall going 
down Ludgate-bill brake his right Arm a little above the Wriſt tranſverſe 3 
and ncar the bending of the Arm was a ſecond Fracture oblique, This dou- 
ble Fracture hath happened to others in the Leg, It requires your circum- 
ſpection, leſt the one efcape your fight, and the Member be left deformed, and 
weakned in its ation. 
The Extenſion made, the Extenders are to be looſened gently, and the O- Coaptation. 
peratour mult with his hand endeavour as gently to preſſe down the ends 
of the Bones, and joyn them ſmooth and even together. And if there be any 
little Shiver that will not be placed even with its fellows, cut upon it, 
and take it.out. You ſhall know the perte& Coaptation of Parts by theſe Signs. Signs of 
Firſt, if the fractured Member anſwer to the ſound 3 ſecondly, if by your 8294 Coap- 
handling of it you feel no Incquality 3 and thirdly, if Pain be abated. 37 
The ſecond Intention in curing of FraGtures is, that the Parts brought 2. Intention, 
together may ſo be preſerved : and that is performed by Bandage, which ought 
to be ſo made, as not onely to keep the Parts fo joyned together, but to de- 
fend them from Inflammation. And to this purpoſe I commend to you that of 
Hippocrates from my own praGice. Ir confiſts of three Rowlers made of 
linen Cloath, not too courſe, leſt thereby it ſhould offend the fractured Member; 
nor yct too ſoft and fine, lelt it break. 
With the firſt Rowler you are to begin upon the Fracture, and take x1. Rowler. 
three Turns there. Then rowl upward to the ſound part, and ſoa little high- 
cr, and there end this Rowler, It will keep the Fracture a little ſteady, 
untill the other Bandage be made, and reſtrain the influx ot Humours which 
might cauſe Inflammation, 
The ſecond Rowler ought to be as long again as the firſt, and muſt be 2. Rowler, 
rowled contrary to the firltz as for inſtance, it the firſt was made to the 
right hand, this mult be turned to the left : ſo that if the Muſcles by the firſt 
Bandage were wreathed too much on one fide, they now may be reſtored 
apain tothe other. This ſecond Rowler muſt begin upon the Fracture, and 
attcr a Turn or two there, muſt be carried downwards, that ſo you may preſſe 
the influx of Humours from the fractured part. And fo having made three 
cr four Turns downwards upon the ſound part, you may rowl upwards 
Ooo 2 again 
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again by the FraQture, and making a Cirxcumvolution upon the FraQure it 
ſelf, paſſe upwards, untill you come to the end of the firſt Rowler. And there 
Hippocrates terminates this ſecond Bandage, becauſe there is fear of the de- 
ſcent of Humours 4 parte ſuperiori : and theſe two Bandages do more de- 
fend the Part from Inflammation, then ſtrengthen 'the Fracture, But 


they being made, Hippocrates puts over them Comprefles of linen Cloath 


three or tour times doubled , of ſuch length as to reach over the Frac- 
turez but ſo narrow, as that five or fix might be placed round about the 
FraQure, the diſtance of a finger one from another. Theſe are to be ſpred 
with a little Cerotc, onely to make them ſtick. They are called Plagule 
and Splentia from their hgure, and do ſupply the defect of agglutinative Me- 
dicaments, and leſſen the Pain, by hindering the Comprethon of the Ban- 
dage. 

"The third Rowler of Hippocrates faſtens the ſaid Compreſles ; and its firſt 
Turn is made upon the FraQure, the one head being carried upwards, and the 
other downwards. And you are to take notice, that the Bandages are to be 
drawn more ſtreight upon the fractured Parts then elſewhere, that the ſaid 
Parts being more weak, may be kept from Defluxions, 

Celſus in his eighth Book, and tenth Chapter, propoſes another way of Ban- 
dage. Firſt, he dipta Cloath in Red wine and Oil, and applied it over and 
about the Fracture, and over that he brought fix Rowlers, his two firſt being 
thoſe of Hippocrates, and ſo he rowled them z then he uſed a broad double li- 
nen Cloath, ſpred with Cerote, to keep them cloſe down. And his reaſon 
is, becauſe the fraQtured Bone hath always a propenſity that way whither it 
tended when fractured 3 therefore, ſaith he, you are always to put a Compreſſe 
of linen Cloath, dipt in Wine and Oil, ei parti que contraria eft parti in quam 
membrum inclinat. And over this he brings the four remaining Rowlers fo 
as the following Rowler be rowled contrary to the former, and the third end 
in inferiori parte, in the lower part, relique omnes in ſuperiort terminum habeant, 
all the reſt end above. | 

Theſe are the Bandages of Hippocrates and Celſus, men of the greateſt Au- 
thority in Chirurgery, and are followed almoſt by all that have writ ſince, 
and are of excellent uſe in Fractures in and near the Joynts, where there is fear 
of Inflammation. But then in your Binding you muſt obſerve ſuch a mean 
as conſiſts with the eaſe of the Member bound. A ſmall and lax Tumour 
appearing at the extremity of the Member a day after, is a fign of good 
Bandage: but if there appear no Tumour, or if the Swelling be great and 
hard, then the Bandage is naught; the firſt ſhewing the Bandage not to be 
ſtreight enough, and the laſt too ſtreight. Therefore you ſhould often viſit 
your Patient, to inform your ſelf how the Bandage is. 

But if no Accident hap you ſhall not ufibind the Fracture untill the 
ſeventh day: and then, if all be well, the Bandage will begin to flacken 
of it ſelf; and if it be not well, you may then ſee your errour, and timely 
help it. And that is one reaſon, why FraQtures ſhould be opened about 
that time. Another may be, for that often in FraQures there is an intole- 
rable Itching, through the detention of Humours, which are made ſharp by 
Deligation, (Perfpiration being thereby hindred,) and that is wont to termi- 
nate in a moſt painfull Excoriation and inflamed Rednefſe. In which caſe 
you are to bath the affe&ed Part with warm Water, that the Matter may be 
evaporated : and then the Member is to be bound up again, But here you 
are tq put Ferxle or Splints in ſtead of the Splenia or Compreſles. Whereas in 
Fractures with great Contuſion, or in and near the Joints, I have continued 
the uſe of Compreſſes wet in Whites of eggs during the whole Cure _ 
goo 
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good ſucceſſe. And lately a Youth about ten years of age, labouring under Obfervation. 
a carious Ulcer in his Foot, the laſt great Froſt brake his Thigh-bone ac- 

cording to the length of the Member. This FraQture was covered with emp. 

8 bolo and Splenia moiſtened in album. ovor. with Bandage, Oc. as is propoſed 

in this Treatiſe 3 by which the fractured Bones were kept even and cloſe to- 

gether with much caſe to the Child, and agglutinated firmly by the Calles in- 

tervening, Mr. Towel, ſometimes a Servant of mine, fet his Thigh-bone for 

me, I being at that preſent otherwiſe imployed. 

But all the Ancients after the ſeventh day did uſe Splints; and fo have I 
where they might ſafely be uſed : for they not onely keep the Member ſteady, 
but ſtraight. And of theſe ſome are made of Tin, others of Scabbard, Paſt- 
board, and of Wood, ſowed up in linen Cloaths. Thoſe of Tin do very 
well, by reaſon of their lightneſſe. Thoſe of Scabbards are apt to bow, and fo 
thoſe of the thickeſt Paſtboard , eſpecially if they chance to be wet. And 
thoſe of Wood are heavy, and apt to inflame the Member. Yet through the 
Artiſt's care they may be all uſed with good ſuccefle, yea from the firlt day 
of the Fracture. As in the caſe of a Reverend Divine, who brake both the 
Focills of his left Leg within a few fingers breadth of the Ancle. This 
perſon laboured under an Afthma, which grievouſly ſhook the fractured 
Member z wherefore I was neccfhitated to put on Ferwle the very firſt dref- 
fing, which I continued the uſe of during the whole time of his Cure. He 
lately told me, that he never felt the leaſt pain in that Leg ſince I took off 
the laſt Plaiſter, which is more then ten years fince, But Hippocrates uſed 
them not untill the ſeventh day. For before that day there was more need of 
hindring the Inflammation, then of firengthening the Fracture z poſt ſeptimam 
contra, but afterward the contrary is required, 

The third Intention in curing of FraQtures is, in preſerving the Tone of 3, Intention. 
the Part. Natura enim os unire nequit, nift pars fit ſana; Nature cannot knit 
the Bones while the Parts are under a Diſtemper : and that cannot preſently 
be removed. For though fraQtured Bones« be very-well ſet, yet there will 
remain ſome Cavernule, which will be apt to fill with Sanies, which the Part 
through its weakneſſe can neither well afhmilate nor expel), and fo is like to 
be burchened with excrementitious Humours. Therefore Phlebotomy may 
be here of ſpecial uſe, and the keeping of the Belly ſoluble by Clyſters, or 
otherwiſe, and a ſlender Diet muſt be preſcribed. This is the work of the 
Phyficians. But they not being always at hand, I thought fit to mention 
it, and ſo to procced to our own work, in keeping up the Tone of the Part. 
And hercto we have need of ſuch Medicines que materiam influxam deſiceant, 
& inflammationem repellunt, which dry up Serolities, and repell Inflammation. 
And theſe in a word are Aftringentia, of which we have choice. Hippocra- 
ter uſed Cerote, then Red wine : Celſus, as you have heard, uſed Oil of 
Myrtills and Roſes, Red wine, and Whites of eggs together : others again 
uſed Whites of eggs alone 3 and others added Oil of Myrtill, balauft, rof, rubr, 
ſaxg. dracon. bol, Armen, and with a little Wine made it up to the con- 
fience of a Liniment, and applied it upon Cloaths over the Fracture. By the 
uſe of this latter Medicament I cured a man whoſe Arm was ſoar bruiſed, 
and fractured in many pieces, by the fall of a piece of Cannon, which brake 
looſe in a Storm, while we were preparing to lay aboard our Enemy. Over 
this Reltrictive I applied Splenia of double ſoft Linen with Bandage, as in 
Compound FraQures, and happily cured him. If the Inflammation be noc 
preat, I then take empl, diapalme, and ſome of the forementioned Powders, 
with a little Oil of Myrtill and Vinegar, made up to the conliſtence of an 


Emplaſter, which I ſpread upon Cloath pretty thick, and apply over the 
Fracture, 
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Fracture. It not onely reſtrains the Defluxion, but ſtrengthens the FraQure. 
The Medicaments propoſed are all very good,and excellently preſerve the Tone 
of the Part, if they be proportioned according to the greatneſſe of the Malady. 

There is yet farther requiſite to the performance of this Intention, a right 
Poſition of the Member : and that, according to Galen, debet eſſe mollis ;, the 
hurt Part ought to lie ſoft: for that hard lying preſſes. upon the bruiſed 
Bones and Fleſh, and cauſes Pain and Inflammation. Debet eſſe equalis, ne 
diftorqueat z It muſt lie ſmooth or equall, becauſe an uneven placing diſtorts 
or draws awry the Part. Swurſum verſus, ne bumores deſcendant , It ſhould 
lie ſomewhat high, leſt a painfull Defluxion fall upon it. Oportet congruam 
membri figurationem confiderare : Tt behoves, ſaith Hildanus, to confider the 
convenient figure of the Member, that the Muſcles be kept in their right Site, 
which is moſt free from Pain. Hec autem eft figura media ; which if it be not 
obſerved, exiguo poſt tempore membrum dolere ſolet, What thoſe Pains are, you 
may poſſibly guefſe, but no tongue can exprefſe. Therefore you ought to 
handle the Member very tenderly 3 and if the Frature be made ix cubito, 
place it in a Caſe made of Paſtboard, with a ſoft Pillow under it, and bring 
it up to the Breaſt with a fine Towell, or the like. But it it be the Leg 
that is fractured, we then place it in a Bed, or in a Cradle, or upon a Pil- 
low quilted in the midſt with Junks to ſupport itz having a ſpeciall care 
that the Hollow of the Ham and Heel be filled up, leſt the weight of the 
Foot hurt the Heel, from whence grievous Pain doth enſue, and fad Acci- 
dents may follow, as at large you may reade in Fabr, Hildanws, 

The fourth Intention is, Callum generare, to make Callus ; which is to bc 
endeavoured after the fear of Inflammation is over, quia natura partis leſs 
non poteſt Callum generate ;, and that ceaſeth circa diem ſeptimam, about the 
ſeventh day, ſooner or later. And it after that time the Fracture be to be (er, 
poſſunt diverſa & mala accidentia generari, ſaith Vigo, Yet after the ſeven- 
reenth day of the Fracture I have ſet the Thigh-bone, and cured the Patient, 
without any ill Accidents : he is yet living to teſtihe it, 

How the Callus is made, you may reade at large in Fallopizus, in his Ex- 
poſition of Hippocrates, And though it be not Bone, it is fo hard, faith he, 
that if the Member hap again to be broke, potizs in alia parte frangitur, quam 
ubi Callus eſt genitus, it breaks anywhere rather then in the Callws. 

Two things are therefore required: firſt, that it be ſupplied with fit mat- 
ter 3 ſecondly, that that matter be not waſhed from the as of the fractured 
Bones, aut foras evocetar, {aith Galen. As for the matter to make Callus, 
moſt Authours do agree, that there be a greater liberty in Diet. At quo 
tempore (faith Galen) Callus gignitur, nutriendum corpus eft cibis boni ſucci, 
& qui multim autriant. And that muſt be viſcous: his reaſon is, quis offis 
alimentum craſſmm. And for that reaſon Authours commend at this time 
Offall of Fleſh, and Broths of Kid and Veal, and the like, boiled with Rice 
or Wheat. They alſo allow ſweet Wines. But this liberty in Diet I think 
is better forborn, for thereby we often ſee great ObſtruRions ariſe, eſpecially 
there where our Patients are inclinable to feed plentifully. Therefore in ſuch 
Fractures where the Patient is conſtrained to keep his Bed, I propoſe a ſlen- 
der Diet, and of ſuch things as are of cafic Digeſtion. For without that liber- 
ty ſurely we cannot fail to compleat our Cure; the Bones having naturally 
a Porineſic in them, in which is always contained a matter fit for their Nou- 
riſhment; and ex illo ipſo nutrimento in fratiuris generatur Callus, of that 
Nouriſhment Callws is made. So it we be carctull to prevent Inflammation, 
and the like Miſchiefs, which diſturb Nature in her ations, and apply 
ſuch Remedies as may dry the proper Nouriſhment into Callus, we ſhall not 
fail 
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fail then of our defire : and thoſe remedics, according, to Galen, ought to be 
Emplaſtick and moderately hot. For, fſanh' he, ea Callos tum promovent,, 
tum augent; que digerendi vis obtinent, ea magnos jam Callos-diminuunt, There- 
-foreit bchoves us with care to fit our Medicines to the Age'and Conſtitution 
of our Patients. © For thoſe which are proper for Men of ripe.ape, it applicd 
to Children and tender Bodies, would fo dry the Callus, that thy would quite 
"diminiſh /ir, and fruſtrate our Cute. In Children Athuzafals commiznds to 
us the application of Whites of eggs alone, or with a little fare wolatilis : 
in thoſe of more years, pulv. myrrbe, aloes, ataciy, grim. tragacahth. thas, lab- 
dajum, &c. Emplaſtrum ſti, Paratelſ.. dizpaIm. oxycroceum, ſeverally or 
-mixt, are proper. ' But this Tatt&r Vigo is very angry with, and ſays it is a 
Diabolicall Emplaſter, too hot for the Surmmerx, and not very proper for Win- 
ter. Vigo's emplaſtr, ad offtum” frattaras js'excellent; atid fo is our Catag- 
maticum in the: London Difpenſatory. As” to Turernall Medicines, there,are 
many 3 but I fhall onely recotnrichd to you oftecrolla, and that by the autho- 
rity of Fabr, Hildanus, who often experienced it. The Doſe was 3). in aq, 
red. ſympbyti and with this (o given he'cured'a compound Fracture-in one 
above fixty years of age. ' Mt in juvenibus &: ſucculentis noi putat convenire 
ofteocollam, | ES "Y Te" 
Thus I have propoſed fit materialls for the Beneration of Calls: now left 
that the matter of which it is to be generated ſhould be kindred from thru- 
ting forth, it behoverh you to alter the Bandage, the Member notxequiring 
to be rowled now fo ſireights by ' which means the nutritious Juices will 
have liberty to flow in, and there by graduall Digettion to thicken into a Cal- 
ns. In taking offyour Dretfings, you are to conftider whether the Callus genera- 
red be ſuch as is required. How the fault of th&Callur is to be xemedied, if it be 
greater or leffe then it ſhoald be, you ſhall hear preſently. | 
It the FraQtures be ſmmple, whether tranſverſe or ſecundum Jongitudiuem, they 
are curcd by the ſame methods; 'onely theſe latter require a more ſtrict Ban- 
dage, otherwiſe the Bones will be apt to rife and make a gibbous Member.

The fifth Intention is; the corre&ing of thoſe Accidents which happening $. lateniion, 


in Fractures retard their Cure: and they are many 3 as Pain, Inflammation, 
Apoſtemation, Gangrene, Itching, Excoriation, Callzs more or lefſe then 
ſhould be, Weaknefs of the Member, and depraved Figure. If Pain invade 
the place, then Leniecnts are proper, and ſuch Remedies as reſtrain Defluxion, 
and hinder Inflammation ; of which ſort I have mentioned fome, and for more 
variety refer you to thoſe which are ſet down in the Chapter of Phlegmon. 
If Gangrene appear, flacken your Bandage, and foment the Part with # 
Lixivium it which have been boiled ſcordium, abfinth. centaxr, and the like. 
You may alſo apply over all a Cataplaſm of Barley-mea], Lupines, with the 
addition of ſuch Ingredients as have been preſcribed in the Chapter of Gangre- 
#4. But if Itching affeR the Part, then foment it with warm Water, which will 
give a breathing to it by the Poresz or with Salt-water, qze propter ſalem ex- 
purgat, & poros aperit, The Itching negleQed is wont to terminate in exco- 
riationem doloroſam, in a very paintull Excoriation, ca occarrendum eft exfic- 
cantibls & refrigerantibns ; ſuch are unguext. alh, camph. nutritum , popit- 
leon, &c. 


As to the Callws, it is fometimes juſt, ſometimes greater or leſſerthen it ought, To lefler 
IF it be too great, you will petceive it by its bunching out; as alſo it will <4 


be painfull to the touch or prefſure ; and beſides it renders the Part unapt for 
motion. In this caſc abate the Patient's Diet, make your Bandage more ſtrict, 
and fornent with Diſcutients, alſo apply empl, de cicuta, de ranis cum Mer- 
eurio, Kc. | 


But 
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To encreaſe But if the Cal bel eſs then fit, the Gigns are, quod ad motum redditur debi- 

Calls. I is, the Bone is weak, and it the Part be toucht you ſcarce feel the Calls. 
And this was thought by the Ancients to proceed from ſlenderneſs of Diet, or 
that it was not enough incrafſating. But I thipk it rather proceeds from in« 
proper Applications, or too ſixeight Bandage. Yet if the Patient be in years, 
and of a ſpare Body, you may both increaſe and incrafſate his Diet : but with- 
all Nlacken your Bandage, and invite forth the Humours by warm Water, not 
too hot, donec pars rubeſcat, & in tnmorem attollatur, until] the fractured Parts 
a little ſwell z tc enim defiftendum, But if the Member be extenuated, it is 
either from the too ſireight Bandage, or over-much bathing with warm Wa- 
ter: therefore you muſt now bath with freſh Broths, and other good Embro- 
cations. Alſo a Pitch-plaifter applied, and preſently pulled off again, will 
by its adheſion to the Hair and Skin cauſe Pain, and likewiſe an attraction 
of Aliment to the Part, and ſo the Member may be nouriſhed. | 

Sometimes alſo after the FraQture is cured, the Member is found to be of a 
depraved Figure, by reaſon the Bones were not well ſet, or through ill Ban- 
dage, or ſome inordinate motion, at propter inſcitiam Chirurgi, . To reſolve 
this Callws, ſome Authours have adventured to preſcribe ſundry Medicaments; 
but they have hitherto proved unſucceſsful. Yet if it be true what a Chirurgeon 
lately affirmed of empl, de minio, the work would be very facil. But Celſzs and 
Fabr, ab Aquapend. after the preſcribing various Remedies conclude at laſt thus: 
If che Patient be young and lJuſty, and the Calls but fix months old, there js yet 
one refuge,that is, fraiuram de novo rumpere : and in order thereunto, you are to 
foment the Part with DecoQions ex althea, rad. lilior. fol. RR barbat, 
cicuta, &c. and then rurſns os frangitur manibus vel digitis, impellendo ſex com. 
primendo, But if the Callus be ſo hard that it yields not to your hands,then ſays 
Fab.ab Aquapend. frango enm infirumento attrabente in diverſas partes. But this, 
Albucafius, a Chirurgeon as bold as any, and one that had ſeen the effeRs of 
ſuch raſh undertakings, utterly condemns, ſaying, it is operatio valde vitupe- 
rabilis, perducens ad mortem : therefore he adviſeth the Patient not to give ear 
to ſuch vain people, but rather content himſelf with ſuch help as emollient De-= 
coQions, Liniments, and m——_ may effeq. Which in truth is ſafer, if 
you conſider, that after the Calizs is ſo contirmed that it will not yield to Ex- 
tenſion, then if you ſhould break it anew, or any other way ſeparate it; yet 
it would no more yield to a right Coaptation , then a Hair-lip or my two 
Fingers will to Agglutination without ſeparating the Callofity 3 which is not 
poſhble to be done in Bones, | 
I could have here inſerted many Inftances of my work in the Cure of the 

ſeverall Fractures of particular Parts ; but it would fignifie little more then I 
have already written, their Cure conſiſting in the very ſame Extenſion and 
Coaptation, and they being ſubjeR to no other Accidents then what I have 
ſet down : all which I have writ as plainly and feelingly, as if I had been 
performing the work in your preſence, Yet as a rarity I ſhall give you one 
Inſtance. 


1. Obſervat. —_ years before the Fire, I was ſent for to a poor Widow inhabiting near 
of a fratu- Bridewell, whoſe little Son, of about cight years of age, playing about the 
red Face. 1yyharf, was ſtruck by one of thoſe great Cart-horſes full in the Face, beating 
the Erthmoides quite in from the Os cribriforme, without any great Wound. 
The Boy lay for dead a while, and dozed longer. It appeared a ſtrange fight 
at firlt to me, his Face being beaten in, and the lower Jaw ſticking out ; nor 
did I preſently know how to help him, or by what art to make my Extenſion. 
But after a while, he a little recovering his Senſes, was perſwaded to —_ "4 
out 
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Mouth. And there I ſaw the 0+ palati and Voulz beaten fo cloſe backwards, 

that it was not poſſhble for me to get my finger behind, as I deligned z and 

. other way of Extenlion there was none. Upon which I preſently formed an 

Inſtrument bended up at one end, by which.I got up behind the Voulz 5 then 

raifing it a little upward, pulled it forward with the Bone into its former 

place very eafily. But I no ſooner let go my Extender then the fraQured body 

returned back again. I then contented my ſclt in dreifing up the Face with a 

reſtrictive Cerote, to prevent the Influx of Humours, and let him bloud, and- 
within a few hours after cauſed an Inſtrument to be made, whereby the great 

fractured body was. more calily brought into its naturall place, and alſo kept 

there by the hand of the Child, his Mother and my Servants helping him ſome 

while : other way there was none. Thus by their and ourcare, the Tone of 
the Part was preſerved, and a Callws thruſt forth, which as it hardened, the 

Part grew ſtronger, and the Face was reſtored to a good ſhape, better then could 

have bcen hoped for trom ſuch a Diſtortion in that place, The Patient is yet 

alive and well, 


A Page attending a Noble Family, riding behind the Coach, fell down, 2. Obſervar. 


bruiſed his Face, and broke his right Collar-bone. He was taken up and car- 
ried to the next Pretender to Chirurgery, who ſeeing his Face much ſwelled.and 
his Noſe bloudy, concluded it fraftured, and hlFd up his Noftrills with Tents, 
binding them up with Plaiſtersz and hnding his lower Jaws ſtanding unequally 
with the upper, concluded them luxated, and that part of the Sternon under the 
Collar-bone was broken down. Things being thus repreſented, I was ſent to view 
this Youth: and pulling off the Plaiſter, and the Tents ont of his Noſe, I ſaw nci- 
ther Wound nor Fracture. His Jaws did not anſwer equally to one another 3 but 
by his frequent motion and champing withthem, it was evident they were nei- 
ther luxated nor fratured, But by his Fall the Bones of his Face ſeemed to be 
preſſed inward, and the uppermoſt Jaws were cruſhed nearer one another then 
they ſhould : and this made the Inequality which our Chirurgeon thought a faulc 
in the lower Jaws, and by his pulling them had like to have broken or diſlocated 
them. The next day he called in a Chirurgeon to juſtihe his proceedings. Burt 
there appearing nothing of Luxation or FraQure in the Jaws, we looked upon 
the Sternon,and tound it well; but that Collar-bone was broken oblique, which 
we {ct and bound up,with reſolution not to open it till it ſhould be united; All 
things being in this hopetfull condition, we adviſed him to keep his Bed, and kfr 
him to obſerve the DireCtions of his Phylician, by whole preſcription a Clyſter 
was adminitlired that evening, which he voided intoa white earthen Chamber- 
pot, which his Chirurgeon looking into call 'd it bloud,and alarm'd his Friends. 
But a diſcreet perſon looking afterward upon it,-concluded it onely the Clyfter 
tinured with red Sugar, Hiera picra, &c. I being foon after fetched, confirmed 
the ſame, and appeaſcd that clamour. About the tenth day our Chirurgeon, con. 
trary to former order, undreſſed the fraRtured Clavicle : upon whoſe binding it 
too Mack the Bone ſtarted, and from that time it grew painfull ; fo that he dre(- 
{ed it again four or five days after:but the Pain increaling the more, I was fetched, 
and upon opening ſaw one end of the Clavicle riding over the other, and pric- 
king againſt the Skin. The Callzs being contirmed, the Patient was removed 
from his Chirurgcon's houſe to his Mother's in the City, where being in great 
Pain, his Chirurgeon dreſſed him again 3 and the ſireighter he made the Ban- 
dage, the greater was the Pain. He not imagining the cauſe, imputed the faulc 
to the unrulineſs of the Patient, and declared that the FraQure was yet in the 
Bone, and that it was incapable of Cure. Upon which I was ſent for, and ſcein 

the Pain to procced trom the end of the fractured Bone pricking in the Skin, an: 

the more when it was bound, I cauſed halt a Wallnut-ſhell to be plaiſtered over 
Ppp it; 
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it : and having'thereby defended.it from Prefſure, hemade uſe of his Arm, and 


complained no more of Pain.; I then defigned to cut off that end of the 
Bone, if it again, pained him.: but from that time it continued. eaſy, and he 
recovered the uſe of that Arm very well. 


Thus have I fone with that which concerns Simple Fractures. In a Fracture 
with a Wound, if neither the Bone be bare, nor yet prominent through the 
Skin, then you are by Extenſion to bring the fratured ends of the Bone toge- 
ther, as was propoſed in the firſt and ſecond Intentions of Simple Fractures, 
And the Lips of the Wound are likewiſe to be brought together by Suture, if, 
it be any whit large, and not too much contuſed. Which manner of dreffing 
is contrary to what is taught in Gun-ſhot Wounds with FraCturez the method 
being to be altered upon that occation for the reaſons there alleaged. Then 
endeavour, as in our third Intention, to keep the fractured and wounded 
Parts together by Dreſſings, which may as well mitigate the Pain, as keep off 
Apoſtemation, by repelling the Matter flowing to che Parts, and drying up 
that which already affeReth the Fracture and Wound : qualia ſunt Aſtringen- 
#ja, that is by Aftringents z with which T'have ſufficiently turniſhed you in the 
Diſcourſe of Simple Fractures, Galen, by the authority of Hippocrates, re- 
commends Cerote of Roſes. But if there be no Pain, you are to endeavour 
the ſtrengthening of the. FraQure, and preventing Defluxions, by Cloaths 
ſpred with that Compotition of aftringent Powders, mixt with the Whites of 
eggs and Red wine, which is already propoſed. Then follows Deligation of 
the Part: and in this:caſe Bandages are to be made of ſofter and broader Linen 
then we uſe in Fractures without a Wound, that they may comprehend both 
the Lips of the Wound, and keep them down, yet not hurt them by too hard 
Compreſſion. Minis aftringende ſunt faſcie quam fi vulnus non adeſſet ſays 
Celſusr. And therefore it is that Hippocrates and Celſus make ſo many Circum- 
volutions z c&m melius fit ſepe circumire quam aſtringere, (aith Celſzs again, 
The third day they looſen the Bandage : then ferxle vel non apponende, ne vul. 
us comprimant, ſaith Albucaſixs;, or if they be put on, ſuper vulnus apponi non 
debent. Rather in theſe Fractures do we uſe Deligation, pluribus faſcris, with 
many Rowlers, ſaith Albzcaſius. And fo all along he proceeds in his Diſcourſes 
of Fractures, as if he had been rather bred under Hippocrates or Celſus, in 
Greece or Italy, then where he was. .But in truth this way of. Deligation is 
not onely very troubleſome to'the Chirurgeon, to put on and off, but fo very 
painfull to the Patient, that it is almoſt impoſſible that he ſhould ever be with- 
out a Fever, it his Wound be every day to be ſo rowled and unrowled. There- 
forc in theſe Compound Fractures we chuſe rather to follow the method of 
ſome of the Moderns, who, in ticad of theſe many long Rowlers, make choice 
of two or three ſhoxt Cloaths, folded three or four times double, to give them 
the more ftrength.. We alſo makethem of ſuch breadth, as to encompaſs the 
Lips of the Wound and the fractured Parts; and of that length, as to come 
once about the FraQure, and fo fiirch together onthe moſt convenient fide. 
And under theſe may be placed Comprefles of fine Tow, or double Cloaths ; 
which will not onely keep the Lips of the Wound down, but fill up the In- 
equality, and further the expulkon-of Matter. And ſo the Wound may be 
dreſt, and the fractured Member relieved at your pleaſure, without giving the 
Patient the pain to have the fractured Member xemoved , or your felt the 
trouble of rowling and unrowling ſo many long Rowlers as the Ancients 
propoſed. With this method I have cured Arms and Legs, ſo ſhattered by 


Splinters from Cannon-ſhot, and with ſuch loſs of Subitance, that I even de- 
But' in ſome of thele I'have made uſe of Hippocrates's 
Plagale; 


{paired of theix Cure, 
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Plagule ; and often, for che more ſtrengthening the ſhattered Member, have 
been glad to make ule of ſome Splints from the tirit day 3 but to as their com- 
preſſion was gentle and equal], and ſo placed that the Lips of the Wound 
might be kept even, and that the diſcharge of Matter was by them furthexed, 
But if the Wound be tranſverſe, it then requires more caution, lett the Matter 
ſhould at any time be preſt back into the Wound, and ſonct onely dilate ir, 
but foul the Bones. 

Thus much for a Fracure with a Wound where the Bones are not expoſed 
to the Air. But if the Bone be bare, and thruſt it ſelf out of the Wound, you 
ſhall endeavour preſently to reduce itz and after it is reſtored to its natural] 
place, let the Wound be ftitcht and dreſt, as I propoſed to you even now in che 


Compound Fracture, 


A Commander at Sea, valiantly fighting in the midſt of the Enemies Fleet, >. O'ſervar, 

had his Leg fraQtured by the fall of his Mizzen-top-maſt, it breaking his Leg of a fradtu- 
tranſverſe near the Ancle, the edge of the Bone thruſting our through the red Leg. 
Skin. He not ſuffering the Bone then preſently to be ſet while it was warm, 
afterwards, when it was ſwelled and Riff, it did not yield to Extenſion, but 
became painfull and inflamed. After ſome few days he was brought to Lox- 
don, and I was ſent to him, He was of an ill Habit of body, ſabje to the 
Gout and Dyſenterie 3 and the Fracture being accompanied with great De» 
fluxion was not in a condition to admit of Extenſion. Therefore, according 
to Fallopiues and Hippocrates, before cited by me in this Treatiſe, I propoſed 
to his Chirurgeon to proceed by Lenients, to mitigate Pain, Inflammation, &c. 
and by Bandage to hinder Defluxion. Which we did z and his Chirurgeon 
continued that method a few days, by which the Accidents were remitted. 
When we met again, finding the Patient in eaſe, we took off the Dreflings, 
and agreed to make Extenſion, and reduce the Fracture, The Patient was of a 
dry tough Body, and the Member yielded difhcultly tothe Stretch : upon 
which conlideration we fatishied our ſelves with a moderate Extenſion , 
doubting that upon a more forcible one ill Accidents mighe follow, (as an 
Inflammation preſently did.) We dreſt it up as a compound FraQture ; and 
after ſome days dreſſing a Callws thruſt forth, and united the Bones, That 
Callw being confirmed and dried, we haſten'd the Extoliation of the foul Bone 
by a little X'gyptiacum and pulv,myrrbe diſſolved in ſpiy. vini, applitd hot upon 
an armed Probe. Thus the Bone was exfoliated, and the Ulcer cured by the 
ordinary Intentions in ſuch caſes. Yet the inward leaning of the Bone conti- 
nued a weakneſs in the Member a long time, as is uſuall where the Fracture 
hath not been timely or well reduced. To remedy this, I cauſed a Bar of 
Steel to be fixed in his Shoe with joints, and by a Bracer of Cloath to be la- 
ccd on, or tied with Ribbons on the outſide of his Leg 3 by which it was mar- 
vellouſly ſtrengthened. 

But if the end of the bared Bone do chance to thruſt it (elf ſo out, as that 
without great force it caunot be reſtored to its place z tunc & dnobrs malis 
minus eſt eligendum ; then that end of the Bone which hath chrult it (elf ſo 
far out is to be ſawed off: and it this be done timely, betore a Gangrene hath 
ſcized upon the Part, it may be performed with good ſucceſs. 

In St. Clement's Pariſh behind the Church, ſome years fince, while I was 4. Obſervar, 
one evening preparing my Dreffings for the ſetting a fractured Thigh-bone f doth rhe 
in a little Child, I was haſtily tetcht to aſſiſt one Mr. Powell, a Barber-chirur- Sn of 
geon, in the ſetting a FraQture of both the Focills of the Leg in a Man about fratured. 
lixty years of age, of a tough dry Body, There I met Mr. Tatbam, an in- 
dultrious knowing, Chirurgeon. The FraQture was oblique, almgſt ſecundum 

Ppp 2 longi- 
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longitudinem and the Os tibie or greater Focill had ſhot it ſelf out by the in- 
fide of the Ancle a great length, We endeavoured by a ſfixong Extenſion to 
reduce this fractured Bone into its place z but it yielded very d.fficultly to 
our endeavour : yet we reduced it, and afterwards cleanſcd the Wound of 
what Shivers or pieces of Bones we met with, and brovght the Lips ot the 
Wound together by Suture, hoping thereby to keep the tratured Bone the 
cloſer. . Then we dreft the Wound with our Digeſtive warm, and with an 
empl. diachalcit, malaxt with ol. roſ. and over the fraQtured Parts we ap- 
plied the Mixture following ſpred upon a double Cloath : Br flor, roſe ruby, 
balauſt. baccar, myrtill, bol. Armen. ſang. dracon. an. q. j. pulveriz. cum albu- 
min, ovor, ol, roſ, & acet. Miſc. ad conſt. mellis. This we taftned by Bandage, 
as hath been ſhewed in Compound Fractures: and tor the more firengtheniug 
the fractured Member, we placed Splenia over that Bundage, with Feralz 
upon them and having faſtened them by three Ligatures, we placed the 
Member as much: to the eaſe of the Patient'as we could contrive, upon a 
Pillow quilted in the middle, with Junks to keep it ficady. But theſe 
great Fractures with large Wounds, and near the Joint, are always (ubj<& 
to grievous Pain and this much more, tor that the Tendons and Muſculous 
fleſh were ſoarly torn, and firetcht by the great Extenſion : ſo it was not likely 
to be attended with lefſe miſchict then afterward befell it. We let him bloud 
that night, and gave him an Anodyne draught to difpoſe him to reſt. But 
he flept lictle, his Pain continuing with much diſturbance ; a Fever alſo fol- 
lowed, and within two or three days he became delirous, and in the abſence 
of his Attendents got out of his Bed 3 upon which the great Focil flew out 
as at firlt, and che poor man fell down on the floor as halt dead. We were 
both preſently fetcht, and taking off the Dreiſings, we ſaw the Bone diftorted, 
the lower Stitches broken, and the Wound of an ill aſpeQ, as it were tending 
to Mortification; alſo the Bone thrult out ſo' far, that there was no hopes 
of its being any more reduced by a new Extention. Upon which conſidera- 
tion we reſolved to ſaw-off the end of it: and to that purpoſe having pre- 
pared all things ready, we cut out the remaining Stitches, and turned the Foot 
on one fide towards the Small of the leg, thruſting the Bone more out ; the 
one ſawing the end off, whiltt the other with a Spatula detended the Ten- 
donous fleſh underneath from being wounded by the Saw. That done, 
we cleanſed the Wound from the Saw-duſt, as allo from the Shivers of little 
Bones which we had not diſcovered in our firlt dreffing, they lying pricking 
the Periofteum, berween the fraQtured Bones and Membranes, by which thoſe 
ſad Accidents had been haſtened. The Wound thus cleanſed, we turned 
the Foot right into its naturall place, there being no need of Extention : 
which being done, we ſcaritied the Lips of the Wound, and waſht them 
cum ſpir. vint, with a little Agyptiac. diſſolved in it, and applied to the ends 
of the Bones Pledgits dipt in the ſame, and preit out. We alſo dreſt the reli 
of the Wound cxm wnguent bafilic. with a little ol, terebinth, warm, and ap- 
plied a Mixture of an Emplaſtrum Paracel. and diachalcit. over the Wound 
and Parts about, and then a Comprefſe and Bandage over that, as in Com- 
pound Fractures. The great work was now, how to ſupport the Foot, and 
keep it even with the reſt of the Leg, there being ſo great a diſtance between 
them” without any Bone. But we having placed the Leg upon a quilted Pil- 
low, laid him again in his Bed, and fitted it in a Wainkoe-cals, where it 
was kept ſteady and equall, andlay conveniently for our daily drefling him. 
This done, we committed him to the care of his Friends to keep him there 
quiet, and ordered him cordiall Juleps, &e. After ſonie hours we let him 
bloud again. From that time his Pains leflened, and his Fever and other

ill Symptoms went off as the Wound digeſted. But after ſome! thiays the Hee! 
became very paintull, and a Slough was diſcovered toius:>jrflamed with 
an Ulceration ſticking to the very Bone, The Patient not petmitcing to have 
the Caſe, wherein his Foot and Leg was, ſtirred, it! had not been: raiſed up, 
as for perſpiration it ought to have been z whence this Ulcer became very 
troublelome to us. For a preſent Relief, we laid him upon his Side, and 
drelt the Ulcer with Lenients, to haſten ſeparation of that Eſcar. | And be- 
cauſe the Patient grew ſoon weary of this Pohition, which alſo was inconve- 
nient for our dretling the great Wound,” we therefore defigned an Inftru- 
ment of Tin to receive his Foot and Leg, his Heel to lie hollow in a place 
cut for that purpoſe, whereby we could daily drefſe it without difturbing 
the Patient, onely placing him down lower towards the Bed's feet, that 
the Heel might lie over it, The fide of this Inſtrument, that came up by 
the Wound, was to be taken off at the time of drefſing his Wound, and af- 
terward placed cloſe again ; whereby he was dreſt without diſturbing the 
weak Member, Irt lay alſo ſoft, by reaſon of the Folds of Linen we placed 
under and between the Leg and Initrument : it was alſo kept ſtraight, in hopes 
it might be ſupplicd with Calzs. But the Wound became {inuous, and the 
Matter fouling the Bones hindred the growch of Calls z and while we 
waited tor Extoliation, the Lips of the Ulcer became callous, which pro- 
longed the Cure. The Ulcer in the Heel we digelted : and afrer we found the 
Bone would not incarn, we drelt it with #»#guent, A gyptiac. with aJittle Mere, 
ſubl. diffolved in it 3 by which dreffing we hattened the Extoliation of the 
Bone, and cured the Ulcer, The Wound above was a larger work : but after 
the generation of Callzs it cured as a Fiſtula with: carious Bones. The Pa- 
ticnt lived many years after-: but :through the ill diſpolition of the Ulcer, 
the Cal/zs was hindred in its growth.. whereby the. Leg remained the ſhorter, 
almoſt as much as had been ſawes off of the Bones Yet this was better, I 
ſ.uppuſe, then toleave the Bone ditiorted untill Digeſtion, as in ſuch like caſe 
I have (cen done. But it the Bene be not ſo much dittorted .as that you 
may come to ſaw off the end of-it, or it you cannot” reduce it after the 
ordinary Way 3 then you may with.a Chizellike-inftrument thruſt between 
the fractured ends of the Bone, 'and::uſc it atter the manner of a Lever, for 
the reduction of the Prominencies. But then it-is fuppolſed: theſe fractured 
ends of them are within the Wound, and have not much over-ſhot one 
another, and the Fracture is tranſverſe or oblique: otherwiſe this way will 
doc little good 3 nay may polhbly rive up the piece of Bonezand make another 
kind of Fracture, and grievouſly pain the Patient to no puxpoſe. And that 
you may ealily do, it the ends break off upon your hard-and unſteady Ex- 
tenſion. Thercfore it becomes you to be very wary in making this Ex- 
tenlion 3 elſe, I ſay, you may put the Patient to ſad; Pain, and doe him little

n But to conclude, after your Extenſion is made, and the Bone reduced, 
you are to feel if there be any Shivers of Bones looſe, and pull them out. 
And if you perform this Operation in a Fracture newly made, then you are 
to prevent Inflammation, and all other Accidents, by drethng up the Patient 
with {uch Medicines as have been propoſed in Compound Fracturesz and 
make your Bandage ſo, that you may' come to drefſe the Wound, as occaſion 
inall offer, with as little moleſtation of the: fractured Member as is poflible 3 
having a care you' grieve not the-tender Parts with Splints, untill the In- 
flanuation be over, and the Wound well digeticd. 
Then afterwards *tis to be endeavoured, that the Bones robb*d of their 
Periojiewm may again be incarned or cxtoliated 3 which is the work of Na- 
ture, 
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ture, yet oughEWbe helpt by Medicines which have a maniteſt hot and drying 
quality, an , nt aculty thereto, of which there are enough ſet down in 
the Treatiſe « hot Wounds. 

The Bones exfoliated, the Cure of the Ulcer will ſucceed of courſe, or may 


be performed by Epuloticks, of which you may bave choice in this Book. 


Crap. II. 


Of Luxations in generall. 


N ſevera!ll Obſervations in this Book I have had occafion to take notice of 
the inconvenience many people have fallen into through the wickedneſs 
of thoſe who pretend to the reducing luxated Joints by the peculiar name of 
Bone-ſetters ; who ( that they may not want imployment) do uſually repre- 
ſent every Bone diſlocated they are called to look upon 3 though poſſibly it 
be but a Ganglion, or other crude Tumour or preternatural Protuberance of 
ſome part of a-Joint. In which caſes their raſh Extenſions do frequently cauſe 
fad Accidents, But their more gainfull way is, by extending and drefling up 
Joints rather wrencht then diſlocated : in which if they eſcape undetected , 
they muſt needs reap great credit, the Patient recovering ſo ſoon the eaſe 
and uſe of them. Whereas if the Joints happen really to be luxated, ſcarce 
one of them knoweth how to reduce them. In conſideration of this daily 
abuſe, and the inadvertency of the young Chirurgeon, whoſe not timely diſ- 
cerning the Luxation renders it more difhcult to reduce, I have thought fit to 
ſay ſomewhat to this part of Chiruggery 3 and firlt in generall, 

He that will give an account of Luxations, and the manner of their Cure, 
ought firſt to deſcribe the Connexion of the Bones to each other: on the divers 
manners of which depend the great variety of methods in reducing and han- 
dling of them, Theſe Connexions we find to be of two forts z 1. Symphyfir, 
2. Articulatio. *y FO p Conn 4 

I. S in its originall ſfignification. denotes a Connaſcency or Growin 
ec —__ haps is - p— 7 thoſe Bones which in young Children a... 
diſtinct, but har ſome years unite and conſolidate intoone Bone. So the Os 
ileon and Os pubis are two diſtin& Bones ina Child, but unite into one in 
a Man: the Epipbyfir of the Os femoris is a diltin& Bone from it in a Child, 
whereas in a Man they do intirely unite, Butcultome and the uſage of Au- 
thours hath found out another ſenſe of the word, fitted to adult perſons; in 
whom it is uſed to mean ſuch a Connexion.ot two Bones together as is im- 
movable: and of theſe there are two forts. 

1. An immediate ConjunQtion, or Juxtapolition, ( if I may fo call it, ) 
without the interpoſition of any other Body. Ot which we find three Spe- 
Cics. 

Firſt, S#turs, or the indented ConjunGion of Bones in the Scull. 


Secondly, 
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Secondly, Harmonia, when without toothing or intertearing they do joyn 
immovably in a ſtraight line : as the Bones inthe upper Jaw. 

Thirdly, Gompbofis, or the Connexion of a Tooth to its Socket. 

2, Mediate, where the Connexion is made by interpoſition of another Bo- 
dy. Of theſe we likewiſe find three ſorts : which notwithſtanding are not (6 
peculiar to the Sympbyſis as it is oppoſed to Articulatio, but that they may be 
tound in that alſo. They are theſe that follow. 

Firlt, Syſarcoſis, when two Bones are joyncd together by the intervention 
of Fleſh. An inſtance of this in the Symphyſis is, the Conjunction of the Teeth 
to the Mandible by the Fleſh of the Gums. In Articulations we ſee it in 
the Elbow or any other Joint, where one Bone is connected to another by 
Muſcles. | 

Secondly, Synnexrofis, when the Connexion is made by a Ligament. Of 
this in $ympbyſi we find inſtances in the Connexion of the Off pubis to- 
gether, eſpecially in Women, by a ligamentous ſubſtance. In Articula- 
cions it is cither round, as that which .unites the head of the Os femoris to 
the __ z or broad, as the Tendon of the Patella, which unites ic to the 
Os tibie, | 

Thirdly, Synchondrofis, which is an Union by Griſtles. A Symphyſis of this 
kind we have of the Sternoz ro the Ribs. Articulations are moſt of them 
ſo joyned, there being few Bones deſtin'd for motion which have not cartila- 
ginous heads for the facility thereof. Theſe two latter forts of Union are com- 
pounded in ſome Articulations as in the Offs coxe, where you have Ten- 
dons and Griſtles both to joyn them together. This is by Galex called New- 


rochondrofis,

thing hath been anticipated already concerning this Head, becauſe of its 
coincidence with Symphyfir, in the forementioned inſtances. But take it as 
it is in it ſelf, and you will find it to have this difference. There is, 

1. A conſpicuous Motion, which where it happens, the Conjundtion is 
called Diarthroſis ; as in the Elbow, Thigh, and Knee. 

2. An obſcure one, where the ConjunGtion is called Synarthrofis 3, as in the 
joyning the Carpas to the Metacarpus, the Tarſus to the Metatarſus. And 
both thele are divided into the three following Species. 

Firſt, Enarthroſis, where a good round Head enters into a Cavity: whether 
it be Cotyla, or profound Cavity, as that of the Os coxe receiving the head of 
the Os femoris, or Glene, which is more {hallow, as in the Scapxla where 
it receives the Hwumerxs. Ot more obſcure motion is that Connexion of the 
Os tali with the Cymbiformis, which is an Enarthroſis, 

Secondly, Arthrodia, where the Cavity is very ſuperficiall : as between the 
head and the tixit Vertebra of the Neck, in Diartbroſus ; and between the Carpus 
and Metacarpus, in Synarthroſis, 

Thirdly, Ginglymes, which is a mutuall Indenting of two Bones into each 
other's Cavity-; ot which the Elbow is an inſtance, in Diarthroſis ; the Vertebre 
of the Back, in Synartbroſts, 

Many other things might be ſaid on this ſubjeR, were it pertinent to my 

reſcnt dcetign, which is onely to regard the Union and due Conformity of 
= in order to the DoEtrine of Luxations, in which the Articulations are 
chictly concerned. For whenthoſe that are united by Sympbyſir, as the Sutures 
of the Head, and the Bones of the Maxilla ſuperior, are diſlocated, there is 
always a Fracture concomitant, and the whole is treated as. a Fracture. 
When the Tech axe diſlocated; os to be diſlocated, a Tooth-drawer is con- 
lultcd, 
| Arti- 
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Articulations therefore, whether by Diarthrofis or Synarthrofis, are the Sub. 
je on which my preſent Diſcourſe concerning Luxations is founded, 

When therefore two Bones, which being naturally united make up a Joint, 
are ſeparated from each other, we call it a Laxation. 

The Ancients called it a Slipping of the Head of a Bone out of its Cavity, 
Which is true of the great Joints, but not of all: for the broad end of the 
Clavicle, where it retteth upon the Scapuls, hath neither Head not Cavity, 
yet is capable of Luxation. 

Luxations admit of ſeverall Differences. 

t. From the Subje& 3 viz. whether it be a place of obſcure motion, or a 
manifeſt one. An inſtance of one is, when the Clavicle recedes from the 
Scapula, which the Arabians call a Disjunion. Of the other, where an 
Elbow, Shoulder, &c. is disjointed z which is moſt properly termed Luxati- 
on. There is alſo a peculiar Luxation proper to Children, viz. when the 
Epiphyſiz of a Bone ſeparateth from the Bone, they _ not throughly con- 
ſolidated irito one 3 which however is treated like a FraQure, and conſequent- 
ly deſerveth no place ih this, Diſcourſe. | 

2. From the Degree of it 3 viz. whether it ſlip out wholly, or onely in 
part, viz. to the —_— of the Cavity that containeth it. To this latter fort 
may be referred thoſe Elongations which are the effe& of an Humour ſoaking 
upon a Ligament, (as that of the Coxa,) thereby making it liable to be ſirerche, 
and to be thruſt quite out upon every little force. 

3. From the Situation and Figure of the Part, as whether upward, down- 
ward, forward, backward, on the right fide, left fide, &c. of which more 
in the following Chapters. 

4. Differences may alſo be taken from Accidents attending them ; as In- 
flammations, Wounds, FraQures, &c. 

Cauſes of Luxations are internall, or externall. The internal] are the Hu- 
mours which affec the Joints, and either by relaxing the Ligaments give 
way to the Bone to depart from its naturall feat ; or by a contraction of the 
Tendons put it upwards out of the Cavity. Both thefe forts I have ſeen 
in Children, and it's likely it was in ſome of them hereditary ; as Sennertus 
hath well obſerved, 4 gibboſis gibboſos, & claudis clandot generari, The ex- 
ternall Cauſes are, Blows, Falls, violent Extenſion: in which latter caſcs 
Infants ſometimes ſuffer by the hands of Midwifes, or at more age by the 
negligence of Nurſes. 

The Signs of Luxation may be taken from the loſſe or imperfe&t motion 
of the Joint, and from the different reſemblance it hath with the contrary 
ſound Member ; there appearing to the eies or touch a Cavity in the Part 
whence it receded, and a Protuberance where it is lodged : the Member is 
alſo rendred longer or ſhorter, according as the Bone is dittorted. 

The Signs of ReduRion are the contrary to what have been before delj- 
vered, There is alſo a craſhing noiſe made by the Bone in its return to 
the Cavity. But this is not always a certain ſign; for it may proceed from 
an Eruption of ſome part of the margin of the Cup or Cavity. In which 
caſe the Luxation is for the moſt part rendered incapable of Reſtitution. 
But this FraQture maketh a different noiſe from the other, and may be eafily 
diſtinguiſhed by the diſcerning Artiſt. 

In Children and moiſt Bodies luxated Bones are eaſieſt reduced, but are 
with great difhculty retained : in elderly and dry Bodies the contrary hap- 
peneth. 

Luxations of long-continuance are difhcultly reduced, and are for the moſt 
part as hardly retained, the parts growing emaciated. Thoſe of the Vertebre

occaſion'd by externall Accidents are for the moſt part mortall ; wheteas ſome 
of thoſe by Congeſtion are frequently cured, | 


The Bone luxated maketh compreffion on the neighbouring Parts whither Cure, 


it ſlippeth 3 arid accordingly as thoſe Parts are of more or lefs ſenſe, fo are the 
Pain and Accidents that attend it. You ought to haſten the reſtoring it to 
its place as ſoon as may be. . The work is purely Chirurgicall, it having no 
dependency upon Nature, but the Extenſion and forcing back ot the Bone into 
its proper ſeat is done by the Hands of the Artiſt. There are four Intentions 
neceſſary to the Cure : 1. Extenſion, 2. Repoſition, 3. Deligation, 4. Collo- 
cation, or placing of the Member in a right Poſition, 


Extenſion is firſt required, becaule of the ſituation of the Bone, which be- , tarention. 


ing out of its due Socket rendreth the motion of the Muſcles uſeleſs, or rather 
hurtfull, which the more they pull the Bone, the more they diſtort it, aad con- 
traQ the Joint, This therefore cannot be committed to Nature, but requireth 
manuall Operation, 


The Extenlion being well made, you are at the ſame inſtant to reſtore it to 2. Intention, 


the place it fell from. And to doe this, you muſt conſider well the luxated 
Joint, and which way it ſlipped out 3 for it requireth to be returned in the 
{ame manner. It it lie on the right Side, it muſt be preſt back to the left : 
and fo if it be Juxated forwards, it muſt be forced backwards. The Shoul- 
der requircth one way, the Elbow another, and the Knee or Ancle another. 
If the Luxation hath been of any continuance, or if the contraction of the 
Muſcles be great, it will be reaſonable that you firſt relax them by emollient 
Embrocations, viz. nnguent. dialthee, axung. human. &c. let by your yio- 
lent forcing in the Bone you affe@ the Nerves, and cauſe a Paralyſis, &c. 


Being ſatisfied in the Repoſition of the Bone, you ſhall chen take care to ,; nqention, 


keep it ſo: and that is performed by Deligation. But betore you make the 
Bandige, you ought to apply ſuch Medicaments as have virtue to refift the 
Influx of Humours, and ftrengthen the Part : and thoſe are Aftringents, and 
ſuch as have been propoſed in the foregoing Chapter of Fractures; viz. bol. 
Armen, ſang. dracon. farin. volatil. balauft. flor. roſ. rnb. cum albumine ovi, 
aceto, aut vino rub, If there be great Pain, you may embrocate cxm ol, roſ. 
lumbricor. maſtichin. and apply empl. & bolo, diapalm. de minio, &c. Then place 
a Compreſſe wrung out of ſome of the aforeſaid Liquours on that Part whi- 
ther you ſuſpe& the Bone may again tend, and rowl it on cloſe accordingly as 


you ſet occaſion, 


The lalt Intention is Collocation, or placing of the Member ; and that 4. Intention. 


ought, for the eaſe of the Patient, to lic ſoft, and ſomewhat raiſed up, neither 
much extended, nor too much bent, a middle figure being beſt to prevent 
Pain. Yet if it be the Shoulder that is luxated, the Elbow oughe to be 
kept to the Side, and the Hand upon the Breaſt. It no Accident happen, you 
mult not dreſſe it again till the ſeventh day 3 and then you may alter the Po- 
ſition, and move the Joint a little to and fro, and drefle it up with fuch Me- 
dicaments as may give a breathing to the Humour, and corroborate the 
weak Joint. In caſe it itch, bath it with Salt-water 3 otherwiſe with a De- 
coion ex ſummitat, abſimth. flor. cham. roſ. rub. balauft. bace. myrtil. juniperi, 
muc. cupreſſ. &c; to which may be added ſpir. vini. All greazy Applications 
relax the Tendons, and prolong the Cure. . 

Luxations made by Congeſtion do require Emollients to reſolve and breath 
forth the crude Humour affeQing the Joint, Ligaments and Tendons : tg 
which purpoſe Re rad, althee vj. rad. cucumeris ofinini Fiij.ſammit at,major ar, 
Mij. cottis in brodio ex pedibus vitul, & contuſis adde puly; ſem, fanugreci & 
lixi an. Fj. ol. lilior, axung. human, an. part, «q. fiat Cataplaſma, You may 
Qqq allo 
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alſo uſe emplaſt. diachyl. cum gummi, de mucilaginibus, de rantis cum Mer- 
curio, &c. That Matter being thus reſolved, you may then proceed in the 
ReduRion of the relaxed Bone : and after you have reduced it, apply ſuch 
Medicaments to it as may dry up the ſuperfluous Humidity, and lirengthen 
the Joint : of which ſort I have given you an example in the fourth Inten- 
tion. There will alſo be required ſome extraordinary Bandage to retain 
the Bone in its place: but of that I ſhall have more fitly occalion to diſcourſe 
in ſome of the following Obſervations, as alſo of Paralyfir, &c. which fre- 
quently attend great Luxations. 


Cuae, III. 


Of Luxation of the lower Jaws. 


HE Proceſſes of the lower Jaws are two on each fide. 

I, One more acute, called by Anatomiſts Corona; which hath no 
Socket properly ſo called, but playeth in the Hollow of the Cheek according 
to the motion of the Temporall Muſcles, whoſe Tendon is inſerted in- 
tO it, 

2, Another more obtuſe, with a roundiſh Head, called Condylus. This 
hath for its Socket the firſt Sinws of the Os temporum, in which it moves; 
and is kept cloſe to it by the Muſcles which lay hold either of che Corona 
before mentioned, as the Temporall, or of the outward broad Angle, as the 
Maſſeter, or the inſide of the broad part of the Jaw, as the Pterygoides. 
Theſe Muſcles, by their perpetuall tendency to a contraction, (which is the 
nature of all Muſcles,) keep the Bone ſteady in its fituation 3 but much 
more ſo when they are voluntarily contracted for Maſtication, Speech, ec. 

It is remarkable, that though Nature hath made other Muſcles to open 
the Jaws, as well as theſe to ſhut them, ,yet they are in themſelves ſlender, 
and not inſerted into this part of the Jaw, but quite before at the Chin 
ſo that in their motion they do not pull down this part of the Jaw, but the fore- 
part onely: whereas the attollent Muſcles being laid nearer to the Condyli 
on cach fide, keep them fo cloſe to their Sockets as to make them a Joint, or cen- 
ter of motion ; from whence, according to the cuſtome of Levers and Ba- 
lances, it falleth out, that thoſe little diagaſtrick Muſcles, by being applied to 
the remoter part of the Jaw, which maketh the cixcumference, become equi- 
pollent to all the bigger Muſcles before mentioned 3 nay, are ſometimes ſo va- 
lid, that upon over-ſtretching,as in Gaping and Yawning,they pull the Condylus 
out of its Socket. Sometimes the attollent Muſcles themſelves do pull it, 


when we violently gnaw any large Bone, Griſtle, or other thing that is hard, 
and withall ſo big as to be neceſſarily detained in the fore-part of the Mouth. 
This Luxation can be made but one way, viz, when it lippeth over the 
forc-tide of the Sinns, and paſſeth into the Cavity of the Cheek under the 
Os 
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Os jugale ; it being ſo defended by Bones, that other waies are impotlible with- 
out a Fracture. * | 
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W hen this-Luxation happeneth, the lower Jaw is thruſt forward, the Teeth Signs of 


are prominent beyond thoſe of the upper, the Patient can neither ſwallow nor 
ſpeak nor chew, nor indeed ſhut his Chaps. It you ſee him preſently betore 
any Tumour ſupervene, you will find the Temporall Muſcte rigid. It one 
fide onely be diſtocated, the Mouth is diftorted, as if the Patient had a Spaſ- 
mms > the fore-part of the Jaw is thruſt down on one fide, &c,

The Reduction of the Jaws is ſaid to be difficult, and that if they be not Prognoſtick. 


timely reduced, ill Accidents fo happen, viz. Paralyſis, Strangulation, &c. 
To which I can onely ſay, that I never met with any difficulty in the re- 
placing them, nor yet ſaw any ſuch Accidents as by Authours are meationed : 
but certainly they are in danger of famiſhing, for they can neither cat nordrink 
while the Jaws are luxated. *\ | 

In order to the Repohition 
firm, and his Head held fieady, leſt it ſtart back in the time of Reduction. 
' Then place a couple of Wedges of Wood cloſe between his great Teeth, 
as far as you can thruſt them, and your Thumbs cloſe by them, and your 
Fingers externally under both the Jaws, extending them moderately z and at 
the ſame inltant preſſe the farther parts of his Jaws downwards, and raiſe, 
up the fore part. If his Teeth be too ſharp for your Thumbs, put a fold of 
Linen between. It onely one of the Jaws be luxated, move it to the contrary 
lide, and keeping it in that poſture, place your Hand as aforeſaid, with your 
Thumb upon his great Teeth,! preſſing that part downwards, and raiſe the 
fore-part upwaxds by a quick moderate Extenſion, and you ſhall feel it re- 
duced, and may conclude it' ſo by the equall meeting of his Tecth, and by 
the opening and ſhutting of his Mouth, alſo by his ready Speech. If after 
Reduction you ſuſpe& his. Jaws may prolapſe, you may apply a Defenſative 
with Bandages or in caſe of Pain, embrocate the Temporall Muſcles and 
Parts about with ol. lumbricor, maſtichin, &c. But hitherto I never ſaw occa- 


lion to apply any thing. 


of the Jaws, the Patient ought to be ſeated Redution. 


Woman aged about fifty fix years was ſent to me from a worthy Lady 1. Obſervas 
in a neighbouring County:both her Jaws were luxated,the obtuſe Proceſ- of a Lux- 
ſes of them were ſlipt forward and ſhot under the Os jugale, and her Chin was a*i9" of borh 


thruſt forward and inclining down towards her Collar-bone. She had been 
ſothree days, during which ſhe could neither eat, drink, nor ſpeak. I placed 
her in a Chair, and Dr. Lenthall, who came with her, held her Head. Then 
I placed my Hands on the outſide and under her Jaws,and my Thumbs upon 
her great Teeth, with a Compreſſe of ſoft Linen under each 3 and whillt 
I preſſed hard down the farther parts of the Jaws, I raiſed up her Chin, and 
reduced them.in a moment; and to fatishe her that they would not flip 
down again upon an ordinary motion of them, I perſwaded her to eat and 
drink 3 then diſmifſed her without application of Plaiſter or Bandage.

A Gentleman of about fourty years of age, of a ſickly weak Conltitution, 4, ob(errar 
had his right Jaw dittorted, by which his Mouth being drawn awry, it was of a Luxati- 
ſuppoſed a Spaſmus, and various Applications had been made tothat purpoſe, n of the 
One morning,walking amongſt my Patients,I met his Apothecary, who telling '8Þt Jaw. 


me the caſe his Patient was in, I replied, his Jaw was certainly luxated ; 
upon which I was the next day conſulted, and ſaw it ſo. I laid my Hand 
on the outlide of that diſtorted Jaw, and placed my Thumb with a Rag 
wound about it upon his great Tecth as far as I could thruſt it, and layin 

my other Hand upon his ſound Jaw, I drew the diſtorted one ttraight out 3 _ 
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whilſt I prefſed down the hinder part, I made Extenſion, raiſed up his Chin, 
and reduced it. He did not at that inſtant believe it, but he was ſoon after 
confirmed by the uſe he had of it, It continued well without any manner 
of Application toit.

Of Luxation of the Clavicle, or the Collar- 
bone. © 


HE Clavicle is a crooked Bone made in the figure of an {. one end of 

which being thicker, and almoſt three ſquare, is inſerted into a Cavity 
purpoſely fitted A it in the firſt Bone of the Sternon, and bound in by a 
ltrong ligamentous Membrane, The other end, being broad and flat, is 
joyned to the Acromium, where it not onely ſerveth to keep the Shoulder at 
due diſtance from the Sterxon, but alſo affiſteth thoſe ſeverall Proceſſes which 
are provided by Nature to preſerve the Shoulder-bone from ſlipping up- 
wards from its Cavity. 

This Bone is capable of a double Luxation, one at the Sternon, and that 
onely outwardly, where it riſeth from the Breaſt, and lieth like a Lump. 
The broad end near the Acromium is alſo ſubjeR to a twofold Luxation, 
viz, upward, and forward ; being defended from all other Diſtortions by its 
neighbouring Bones. 

This Luxation is for the moſt part occalioned by a Fall and pitching upon 
the Shoulder. It is diſcerned by the Prominence it maketh. 

The Clavicle is not ſo ſubjeQ to Luxation as other Bones 3 but being luxa- 
ted, it is moſt difficultly retained after Reſtitution, by reaſon of the ſmoothneſſe 
of its heads, and the little hold they have upon the Acromium and Sternon : and 
if it be not reſtored, the uſe of the Arm is impaired in ſome of its motions. 

The Reduction of the Clavicle, which end ſoever of it be Juxated, muſt be 
made by drawing that Shoulder backwards, and by preſſing the luxated 
end even with the Acrominm, or to the Cavity of the Bone of the Steruon, 
whence it departed. Neither of the places affordeth it much room, there- 
fore it will require your greater care: for if you place it not exaQly, it will 
ſcarce hold right till you make your Applications. Therefore you mufi 
have ready Emplaſticks, Comprefles, and Bandage. Splints are alſo of 


uſe, whether they be of Paſtboard, the Scabbard of a Sword, or Tin. The 
Bandage ought to be a Rowler with two heads to come over the Shoulders, 
and under the Arm-pit, making ſo many Circumvolutions as may retain the 
Dreſlings cloſe. This being well made, his Arm muſt be kept up with a Nap- 
kin or Towell, and his Hand placed upon his Breaſt. If all be well, you 
ought not to looſen the Bandage till you judge it united, which may be 
gueſſed at by the eaſe and uſe of.that Arm.

ſed to have broken his left Shoulder. Upon view of it, I ſaw the end *fa Clavi- 


of the Clavicle ſeparated from the Acromium, and lying prominent without 
any manner of FraQturez but the head of the Os bumeri was bruiſed, and 
remained ſugillated long after, I cauſed one ſtanding behind him to pull 
back the Scapmla, and with my hands forced down the end of the Clavicle, 
and placed it to the Acromium; then applicd an Emplaſter of aſtringent Pow- 
ders mixt cum album, over. $6. over the Clavicle and Shoulder, with a piece 
of Paltboard wet in aceto and Whites of eggs; over which I applicd a dry 
one, and upon that a Compreſs wet with | of the former Liquour, and 
rowled it on with Bandage as above faidz then wet that part of it over 
the Clavicle with Whites of eggs, to ſtrengthen it and retain it tirm. That 
done, his Shirt and Doublet were put on, and his Arm tied up, as hath been 
ſaid. Then I put him to bed, and let him bloud in the other Arm, and 
kept his Body ſoluble by lenient Purgatives. After he had lain four or five 
days in bed, I obſerving the Bandage tight, and the Pain and Accidents di- 
miniſhed, permitted him to rife, and walk up and down in the houſe, About 
the cighteenth day I took of Dreffings, and ſaw the Bone right in its place, 
the Parts about being onely marked with the extravaſated bloud. I embro- 
cated them with ol, Iumbric, & ſpir. vizi, and applied an empl, flifi. Para- 
celfi & diapalme, xowling, it up as before, and from that time drefſed it no 
more, but ſaw him afterwards well abroad,

Another having by accident of a Fall in wraſtling ſtarted the end of the 2, Obſervat. 
Clavicle from the Sternon, I made Extenſion after the ſame manner as a- of a Luxati- 
bove ſaid, by pulling his Shoulders þackwards, and preffing the while with 9 of he 


my hands upon that end of the Collar-bone, till I had replaced it, then dreſ-' 
ſed it as afore ſaid. But the next day, finding the Patient in Pain, and the 
Dreflings raiſed up, I concluded the Bone diſtorted, Whereupon I cauſed 
a Tin-plate to be made in the form of the Clavicle, and to reach from one 
Shoulder to the other, cut at the ends, to receive the fore-parts of the Shoul- 
ders, and keep them out, Then I took off Dreſſings, and reſtored the Bone 
again to its place, and opeating the former Applications, placed the Tin-plate 
over the Compreſle, and rowled it on cloſe. This Plate fate eaſy, and ſerved to 
keep qut his Shoulders, alſo retained the Bone in its place, whereby he was 
happily cured without more dreffing.

Of Luxation of the Shoulder. 


HE head of the Shoulder-bone being round is inſerted into fo ſhallow a 
Cavity in the Scapala, that were there no other Guards for it, it would 
fall out or be thruſt out almoſt upon every occalion. But Nature, that found 
that Shallowneſſe neceſſary to the variety of motions which is intended for 
the Joint, found other ways of ſecuring it from running out. Viz. 1. upwards 
it is prohibited from an excurſion by the Acrominm, the Proceſſe anchriformis, 
and the broad end of the Clavicle, which reaching over the latter to the 
edge of the former, addeth to the ſtrength of the place. Nor is this all, for 
Nature hath made a ſtrong Ligament which reacheth tranſverſe from the 
Proceſſe anchriformis to the Acrominm ; and to confirm all, hath laid under- 
neath theſe not onely a ſtrong circular Ligament, which involveth the whole 
head of the Shoulder, (being indeed a colletion of the Tendons or the Mu- 
ſcles, which lying under and upon the Scapwla particularly ſerve for the mo-» 
tion of the Hwmerus, or elſe lying upon the Hwmerzs, do take their origine 
from the Scapmla,) but alſo a Tendon of one of the heads of the Biceps, which 
paſſing through a peculiar Notch or Trench of the Hwmerus inſerteth it (ef 
into the head of the Scapula, Over all theſe lieth the Myſculns deltoides, 
binding all in fo ſtrongly, that if the Elbow chance to be fo puſhed that 
it forceth the Os humeri upon this Fortreſſe, it ſooner breaketh into ſhivers 
then maketh a way through. 2. The principall Guard it hath from falling 
inwards and downwards is its pendulous poſture, together with the many Mu- 
ſcles that keep it in that poſture, and chiefly the Tendon of the Biceps externus, 
(as it is called in our Hall,) and of the ſubſcapularir, with the rotundus minor, 
Yet are not theſe fo ſtrong, but that between the Tendon of the ſubſcapularis 
and the Biceps externus it is apt to flic out into the Axills, All other ways 
are ſo barricadoed with Bones or Tendons, that the Luxation is very diff- 
cult ; yet I have ſcen it lie forward ſomewhat under the PeQtorall Muſcle 
but whether it was forced thither in their attempting to reduce it out of 
the Axilla, I cannot certainly fay, but do ſuppole it might. 
The Cauſes of this Luxation are for the moſt part externall, by ſome

the like. In the time of War it may happen by the force of great Shot or 
Splinters. Some inſtances whereof you may fee in the Treatiſe of Gzn-ſhor, 
But it ſometimes happeneth from an internall Cauſe, vis. a Catarrh or Fluxion 
of Humours upon the Muſcles or Tendons, which gradually relaxcth them to 
ſuch a degree, that the head of the Os bumeri ſlideth down into the Axills, 
Its deſcent into the Axille appeareth by an unuſuall Cavity in the head 
of the Scapmla, where it naturally is full and round. You may alſo feel the 
head of the Os humeri lying in the Axill hard and round : the Patient's El- 
bow hangs from his Side, and cannot be brought fo cloſe as the found with- 
out great Pain, nor can he bring his Hand to his Mouth, or ſtretch it upright 
againli a Wall, It the headof the Shoulder be diſtorted forward, that part 
| | will 
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will appear prominent, with an unwonted Cavity behind, it you compare 
it rictly with the other Shoulder : the Elbow alſo hangeth backwards, and 
will not endure to be brought forwards. 

If the. Luxation be made by a Relaxation of the! Tendons, the Patient's

By his Fingers firongly' bent to- 
gcther, he pulleth the Bone: both forward and upward. By his Thigh or Knee 
preſling his Elbow to his Side, he doth likewiſe help to raiſe it and bring /ic 
forward. The, preflure of . his Head keepeth down the Scapmla, that it may 
not riſe with the Bone. Bur becauſe this application of the/Knee, 'Head, &c. 
is not ealily practicable but upon little and ſlender men, we generally commit 
the preſſing of the Elbow toward the Ribs-to 'another man. 

After this manner the Elbow +is- brought quite back to the Spine : which 
being done, his other Hand muſt beplaced under the Axills, to raiſe the 'head 
of the Humeras forward and upward, whilſtithe Chirurgeon with his hands 
prefſcth down the Scapala to receive the Bone. | 

When the head of the Os bumeri lieth diſtorted forwards under part of the 
PeQorall Muſcle, the Patient's Elbow muſt be drawn backward, and held 
cloſe to the Spine, whilſt the Chirurgeon prefſeth with both his Hands for- 
cibly upon the head of the Bone. | 

There is yet another way of reſtoring the luxated Shoulder by the Hand 


thus; You are to make choice of a proper tuſty Fellow on whoſe ſhoulder + 


you mult hang the Patient hy the luxated Arm, bringing his Hand over to 
the Fellow's Brealt. If the weight of the Patient be not ſufficient to make 
the Extenſion, ſome other body may hang upon him, or pull him by the Legs 
downward. 


But becauſe theſe ways of ReduRtion by the Hand are not always fecibte, ReduRion 
eſpecially in ſtrong muſcular people, we therefore make uſe of Bandage and Þy Bandage- 


ſeverall ſorts of Engins. The molt common way of Bandage is by that bf 
the Girt, which Girt hath a Boulſter in the middle, and the erids are tackt 
tixmly together. ' In the uſe of it the Patient muſt be placed fo, that part 
of 
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of the Girt with the Boulſter is to be placed under the Arm-pit, and the 
other part over the Chirurgeon's Neck, that he may thereby with all his 
force raiſe up the head of the Humerus: which that 'he may the better doe 
his Affiſtent muſt fit behind the Patient, and pull his Arm backward with 
all his-might 3 and if the Chirurgeon prefſeth with his Hands upon the head 
of the Scapula at the ſame time he raiſeth up the Hwmerus, he ſhall reduce 
it more cafily. 

There is another way of ReduGion by Bandage, and that is, by layin 
the Patient flat on his Back on the ground, the Chirurgeon fitting behind 
him, and making Extention by the foreſaid Girt or other Bandage placed 
under the Axill, whilſt his Afiſtent lieth along at the Patient's Side, and 
preſſeth with his Heel upon the foreſaid Bandage, and at the fame inſtane 
taketh the Patient by the Hand, and pulleth his Arm' with all his force 
Thus by their ſeverall Extenſions the head of the Shoulder-bone may be rai- 
ſed and reduced. 

In(iruments proper for the ReduRtion of the luxated Shoulder are, Ladder 
Coulſtaffe, Pulleys, Gloſſocomium, &Cc. 

The way of Extenſion by a Ladder is, that the Patient climbe up three 
or fonr Steps of it, and put his lame Arm over one of the Staves, placin 
it between his Side and the head of the Hwmerss 3 and that a ſtrong F foe 
take hold of that Arm; and pull it forcibly down backward, whillt the Pa. 
tient hangeth by it. | | 

The way by a Coulltaffe is ſafer. The Staffe muſt have a Bunch in 
the middle ſomewhat Wedge-like, and covered with a ſoft Boulſter fit to 
place under the Patient's Arm-pit. In ordet to the Extenſion, the Patient 
muſt be ſeated near ſome Poſt or Pillar, in which the Pulley muſt be faſtened 
to extend his Arm 3 and the Bandage muſt be made alittle # ana the Elbow : 
which being faſined, and the Coultiaffe placed, and ſupported by a couple of 
Fellows, the Chirurgeon muſt ſtand on the contrary fide, with his Hands 
on each fide of the Scapula, to prefſe it downward, and keep the Patient firm 
in his Seat, and govern the Operation, taking care that the Wedge be placed 
right whilſt the Extenſion is making, left they break the Bone, or otherwiſe 
miſchief him. 

The Gloſſacomium, commonly called the Commander, is of uſe in the moſt 
ſtrong tough Bodies, and where the Luxation hath been of long continuance 
and will not yield to the other ways of Extenſion, There ought to be great 
care in the uſe of it, for many ſhrewd Accidents have happened thereby, 

The Humerns luxated by Relaxation of the Ligaments and Tendons is 
reſtored to its place after ſome of the ways above ſaid, but doth require your 
induſtry to retain it after it is reduced : more of which by and by, 


Lady going one evening out of her Coach into her houſe, trode upon 


ns her Gown, and fell down. I being fercht, found her fitting in the ſame 


room grievouſly complaining of her right Shoulder. Looking upon it, and 
feeling the head of the Hwmerns lying in her Arm-pit, I endeavoured to re- 
duce it by Circumrotation : but it not yielding thereto, I cauſed one of her 
Servants to pull her Elbow back towards the Spine, then to thruſt it for- 
ward. During which I ſtood on the contrary fide, with one of my Hands 
upon'the head of the Scapula, and the other under the Os bxmeri; and at 
the ſame inttant my Afſſiſtent thrult it forward. I forced it into its place : 
the people ſtanding by heard it knap in, and the Patient declared it by the 
caſe ſhe felt, Then I applicd an empd. & bolo round the weak ſoint, with a 
proportionable Comprefſe wrung out of Oxyerate, and rowled it on, Aﬀer 
which 
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which her Servants led her to her Chamber to bed. _ The next morning I 
viſited her. She had reſted well, and was fo ealiy, that her Phylician, Sir 
IWilliam Gideon, would ſcarce believe that the Bone had been luxated. The 
' Lady prepared to remove to her Country-houſe, and undertook the Cure her 
ſelf by ſome Plaiſters of her own. - But during the application of them her 
Arm grew weaker, and emaciated very much, and was paintull about the in- 
ſertion of the Muſcle Deltoides, and fo to her Hand, with a nummedneſſe in 
ſome of her Fingers. Whereupon ſhe returned back, and conſulted Phyſicians. 
One whercof, ſuppoſing the Bone fill diſlocated, adviſed the conſulting a 
Bone-ſetter. I being preſent, he acknowledged the Bone well ſet. What 
he would have ſaid had I been abſent, may eaſily be gueſſed by his former 
dealing with others of my Profeſſion. From that time Antiparalyticks were 
preſcribed, a Fontanell was made in that Arm near the Muſcle Deltoider, alſo 
Embro@Gations and Plaiſters were externally applicd 3 whereby ſhe recovered 
the uſe of her Arm. 

A Nobleman who was a Commander of Horſe in that Army which 
came out of Scotland into England, was by ſome accident thrown off his 
Horſe, and would not be raiſed off the ground cill 1 came, He complained 
of his right Shoulder. I looking upon it, felt the head of the Humerss lie 
diſtorted in his Arm-pit. I endeavoured to reduce it by my Hands, as above in 
the former Obſervation : but it not yielding thereto, I cauſed Mr. James Davie, 
who was Chirurgeon to thoſe Guards, to pull off his Boot from his right 
Leg, and to lie along upon the ground by his Lordſhip, tomake Extenſion that 
way. Whilſt he was making ready, I clapt a Compreſſe under the Pa- 
tient's Arm-pit, with a Towell over it, and placed my ſelf at his Lordſhip's 
Shoulder, and made Extenſion by the Towell, whilſt my Afſfiltent took the 


Patient by the Hand, and thruſt his Heel into his Arm-pit with all his might. 


We having thus reduced the Bone into its place, I applied an emplaſtrum 
# bolo over the Shoulder, and a Compreſſe of Tow preſt out of acetxnm un- 
der the Arm-pit, and rowled them on, That done, his Servants made him 
ready, and helpt him upon his Horſe. I made him a viſit that night at his 
Quarters, dcfigning to let him bloud in the contrary Arm: but his Shoulder 
being ealy, and not hurt in any other part, I took my leave of him, tclling him 
his Shoulder ought flot to be dreſſed till after fix or ſeven days. But this 
perſon forgetting what I had ſaid, thought himſelf negleQed, and com- 
plained to his ſuperiour Officers of me, Whereas in truth, if the Bone be 
well ſet and bound up, it is not materiall whether it be any more dreſſed or 
no. Thus in an Army we are frequently rewarded, it we do not attend 
them as their menial] Servants, 
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by the Foor. 


One morning Mr. Faucets, Chirurgeon to his Royall Highneſle, ſent to my 3. obſervar. 
houſe, when I lived in the O1d-Baily, to come to him into Black-friers, to help of Reduftion 
him to reduce a luxated Shoulder of a man lodged there. The head of the by be Hand. 


Humerus was fallen down into his Arm-pit. The way of ReduGtion pro- 
poſed by Mr. Faucett was by a Girt, We placed the man on the ground, and 
that part with the Boulſter under the man's Arme-pit, and put the Girt about 
Mr. Faxcett's Neck, who ſtood over him with his Hands upon the Scapula ; 
and whiltI drew the Paticnt's Elbow backward cloſe to his Spine, and thruſt 
the head of the Humerus upward, Mr. Faxcett raiſcd up the head of the Bone 
with all his force, and it knapt in. The Bone being thus reduced, Mr. Faucets 
flipt theGirt off his Neck, and dreſſed up the man's Shoulder with Aftringents 


and Bandage as hath been ſaid. | 4- Obſervar. 
In the ycar 1657. whilſt I was riding to a Noble Family in the North, OD 


I was deſtred upon the Road to make a vifit to a man who had ſome days nad, 


Rrr before 
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before put his Shoulder out of joint. I did fo, and ſaw his Arm miſerably 
ſiript of its C#ticula by the Bandage which the ſeverall Bone-ſetters had en- 
deavourcd to make the Extenſion by z yet.the Bone lay lodged in his Armepit. 
I applied over the Arm cerat. Galeni, and gave direCtion to have a Coulſtaffe 
made ready againſt next morning, with a Wedge-like prominence in the 
middle of it, covered with ſoft Cloaths 3 and that the Bone-ſerters ſhould 
meet me at the Patient's houſe. The next morning we met, and having all 
things ready, I cauſed the Patient to be ſeated with his luxated Arm near 
a ſirong Pillar, which ſupported part of a Mantle-tree 3 then took off the 
Dreſſings, and fomented and embrocated his Shoulder with Emollients ; 
then folded a Cloath about his Arm a little above his Elbow, and faftned 
a Bed-cord over that, and tied the ends of it about the Pillar, and with a 
Bed-ſtaff twiſted it, ſhewing one of the company how to twiſt it, and make 
Extenſion of the Arm by it. Then I placed the Coulltaffe with its Wedge 
cloſe under the prolapſed head of the Humerys, two ſtrong men the while 
ſupporting the ends of the Staffe proportionably high, I ſtanding on the con- 
trary fide with my Hands on the Scapula to draw it back, and preſſe it down- 
ward to receivethe head of the Humerus, and to govern the Operation, the 
Bone-ſetters looking on. All things being thus ready, the one twiſted the 
Cord, and thereby extended the Arm 3 the other held the Coultſtaffe firm and 
cloſe to his Side. During the Extenſion our Patient roared, and one Bone- 
ſetter called to me to forbear the Extenlion, ſaying, Why will you ſtrive againſt 
the Lord? and turned from us, declaring that I would kill the man. But 
the head of the Humerns was then moving 3 upon which confideration I bid 
the man twiſt on:'and at that inſtant the Bone knapt in, and we looſened 
the Bandage 3 then dreſſed it up with empl, & bolo with Bandage, and put him 
to Bed. There being little more required, I went on my journey. 

In the year of the great Sicknefle, whilſt I was in the North-country, a 
Gentleman ſent his Servant to me, who had ſome half a year before luxated 
his right Shoulder. He had been with a Bone-ſetter, who took ſome pains 
in ſtretching it, and made him believe he had ſet it ; but upon fight of it, I 
concluded it luxated, and felt the head of the Hwmerus lying in his Arm-pit, 
I being then lame of my fractured Leg, and indiſpoſed yith coughing bloud, 
adviſed the man to return to his Bone-ſetter, and tell him what I had ſaid. 
He did fo, and travelled from one Bone-ſetter to another, Every one of them 
attempted the ReduQion, and pretended they had ſet it. But the Patient 
returning ſtill to me with it unſet, I ſent for a Pulley, and cauſing it to be 
fixed to a ſtrong Poſt, and a Coulſtaffe to be held under his Arm-pit by two 
ſtrong people, we made Extenſion of the Arm, and reduced the Shoulder, as 
in the former Obſervation hath been ſhewed, without much difficulty. Then 
I drefſed it up with a reſirigive Emplaſter and Bandage as above ſaid, and he 
recovered the uſe of his Arm. 

The deceaſed Mr. Edward Molins and my felt were ſent for to a Fencer 
who had put his Shoulder out of joint. We endeavoured to reduce it by 
the help of the Girt and our Hands : but he being cta ſirong muſcular Body, 
we could not move it. We therefore embrocated the Shoulder cum oleo ex 


ped. bovinis, and dreſſed it up with cerat. dialthee. The next day we came 
prepared with a Gloſſocomium, well known to the young Chirurgeons by the 
name of a Commander, and reduced the luxated Bone then dreſſed up his 
Shoulder as above ſaid. This foreſaid Inſtrument is frequently uſed in re- 
ducing theſe Bones in ſtrong tough Bodies, and where the Luxation hath been 
of long continuance : but the uſe thereof requireth great caution, for ſome- 
times ſad Accidents have happened thereby. 
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Luxations from internall cauſcs are for the moſt part. irremediable ; yet I 
fhall give you a couple of Inftances of my attempts therein. if 
A.young Woman having been long diſeaſed with a Pain in her right Shoul- ,. obſervar. 
der, with an Emaciation of that Arm, came to me recommended by DoQtour &f Luxation 
Chamberlain Sen. Her Shoulder ſeemed to me luxated 3 but her. Chirurgeon by £91 
not being of that opinion, I declined the meddling with her: yet being af- 4 _ 
terwards ſolicited by ſome of her Friends, I ſent her toa Chirurgeon's hoſe, 
who was one of the Maſters of Anatomy, whither I followed, and met ſeve- 
rall Maſters of that Faculty there at a private Difſetion. They together 
viewed and felt her Shoulder, and unanimouſly concluding it luxated, -pre- 
pared for the Redudtion of itz and having reduced it by Pulley and Coulſtaffe, 
drefſed it up accordingly. But the Ligaments and Tendons were {o relaxed, 
that afterward upon ſlackning the Bandage it relapſed. | 
A Child of about four years of age having had his left Shoulder luxated 8. Obſervar. 
from his intancy, the Arm emaciated and grown uſelefſe, I being at laſt con- of Luxarion 
ſulted did preſently reduce it by lifting up the head .of the Hwmerxs with 1 Conge- 
my Fingers : but the Tendons being extreamly relaxed, the Bone flipt down 
again as ſoon as I removed my Fingers. Wherefore I ſent for Mr. Smith 
a Truſſe-maker, and appointed him to fit the Child with a pair of Bodies 
Riffened on the lame fide, wherein was fhxt-a Bar of Steel with a head like 
a Souldier's Reſt, which by a Screw was raiſed proportionably to ſupport the 
head of the Hzmernus, This being made, I placed a Fontanell in that Arm, 
and rowled up the other Arm from the Hand to the Shoulder, and braced it 
to his Breaſt, deligning thereby to force Nouriſhment into the lame Arm, and 
neceſſitate him to uſe it, But the Child growing froward, they ſet ic again 
at liberty. Upon notice thereof I deferred farther proceeding in the Cure, 
till the Child thould be more governable; adviſing the Parents to repeat the 
uſe of the former Preſcriptions of their Phyſicians as they ſhould ſee occaſion,

Of Luxation of the Elbow:-joint. | 


T HE Joint of the Elbow is made by the concutrence of three ſeveral! Bones! pe@ripeion 
1. the Os bameri, 2. the Vina, 3. the Radizs. The Os bumeri endeth' of the El- 
broad towards the Cubit with a double head, the inward fitted for the recep. bow-joinr. 
tion of the Vina, the outward for the Radinr. The inward head is exactly 

ſhaped, and covered with a Griſtle, which rendreth it ſmooth, and fit for 

the motions of the Viza, which with a ſutable Cavity plaieth about it, inſer- 

ting upon every extenſion of the Arm its utmoſt Procefſe. (called the Olecra- 

non or Ancon) in the large Cavity that is fituate on the back-fide of the Hw- 

merus, In every Flexure its leſſer Protuberance plaieth into a leſſer Cavity 


in the exteriour part of the faid Hwumerns, The Radins meanwhile, being 
, Rrx 2 round 
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ronnd and flat, with a very {mall Excavation doth play upon the outer head, 
Theſe Heads have yet a farther uſe ; viz. by their reſpective Proceſſes to 
make a ſtation for ſeverall Muſcles: the outer Protuberance- giving originall 
to all the Extenſors of the Hand and Fingers the innerruglt to all the Flex- 
ors of the ſame. The Joint it ſelf, belides the Ginglymaide connexion of 
the Vina to the Hamerws, is ticd faſt by a ſtrong Ligament, and well bound 
in with Muſcles. Y:z. on the infide it is lined with the firong and thick, 
but very ſoft, end of the Brachieus internus, whoſe Ligamient, though hard 
and thick enough, yet hath a ſoft Pillow of Fleſh interpoſed: between it and 
the Joint, that the prefſure may not hinder the motion thereof, but rather 
give way to it, Yet is the preſſure ſtrong enough to keep the place firm, 
which the acceffion of the Tendon of the Biceps doth much more corroborate ; 
ſo do the Pronator radii teres and Swpinator longus, &c. The outer part is well 
guarded by that great ſtrong Muſcle which uſually is reckoned for two, viz. 
the Biceps, and Brachiens externu, which uniting together have a fleſhy oft 
inſide, but with a ſtrong broad Ligament fixt on the outhde to the Olecranon. 
There is alſo a little Muſcle called Anconexs, which reaching from the end of 
the Humerus obliquely tranſverſe doth inſert it felt into the Vina, corro- 
borating the Joint. 

The Radius alſo is bound cloſe to the fide of the VUlxa and ro the Humerns 
by two remarkable Ligaments 3 v#z. the circular one that involveth theJoint, 
and the broad one that uniteth it and the Vina together: it is alſo bound 
down by the neighbouring Muſcles, eſpecially the two Swpinators and the Pro. 
nator teres. 

He that conſidereth' the figure of the Vina, and the ſtrength whereby it 
is tied to the Hwumerus, will think the Luxation of it almoſt impoſſible : Yet 
even this alſo is ſometimes made by the force that may be put upon it, and 
that. four ſeverall ways, if we may believe Authours 3 as outwardly, inwardly, 
and to cach fide. 

If the Luxation be forward, the Arm hangeth ſtraight out, or rather 


ow luxa- outward, and he cannot bend itz a [Prominence appeareth in the Bout or 


inſide of it, and an unwonted Cavity where the Elbow ſhould be, But if 
the Luxation be backward, the Cavity will be in the fore-part, and the Arm 
curved. Ifthe Luxation be on the inſide, the Cavity will be on the outlide; 
and fo the contrary, if it be externally diſtorted. 

The perfe&t Luxations of this Joint do rarely happen. When they do, 
they are difficultly reſtored : and it there be a FraQture of any of the Proceſſes 
of the Joint, the caſe is deplorable. 

If the Cubit be lyxated forwards, the Arm muſt be extended, but not 
in a ſtraight line, leſt you break the tip of the Vire, buti'obliquely. To 
which end, two perſons being employed, one to hold the Hwmerus, the other 
to pull the Arm below, a third perſon muſt guide the Elbow fo as to keep 
it bent, and to dire the Bone. Which is done by preſſing a Boullter upon 
the bend of the Joint, or by a Girt or other Bandage pulled behind, or by 
one in the nature of a Stirrup, in which the Chirurgeon may put his foot, 
and make Extenſion that way. 

If the Luxation be backwards, the Extenſion being made obliquely as be- 
fore,. the Repolition is cafily guided by the Chirurgeon's Hand. Yet ſince 
the extending Muſcles of the Cubit are very ttrong, it will be neceſſary that 
the Muſcles ſerving the Cubit be firſt well embrocated with lenicat Oint- 
ments : but if notwithſtanding you cannot reduce it by Hand, the Ladder 
or other Engines muſt be uſed. And after ReduQion applie Reftrictives, 
&c, for theſe Luxations are ſubjeR to great Fluxion, Inflammation, &c, 
The 


toxted the head of the Bone inward a great way. , The poor creature was cax- 
ried intothe next houſe, being an Alc-bouſe, and Mr. Clarke a neighbouring 
Chirurgeon and my, ſelf were terched, Drethngs being made ready, and the 
Wench ſeated, one of the company ſipod on the contrary lide of her, with 
both his Hands upon that Arm below the: Shoulder, and held her fax. 
Mr, Clarke made Extenſion below the Cubit, and my f(clt with a boulſtered 
Git upon the prominent Bane jn the Bout of the Arm pulled it backward. 
After we had thus come to the very briak of the Joint, Mr. Clarke bowing the 
Arm ſuddenly forward, I drew it back into the place 3 then embrocated it 
cum ol, roſ. myrtill, & aceto, and applicd empl. & bolo with Bandage, and left her 
Hand upon her Breaſt, But ſhe was lame long after. 

If the CubitMlip out fide-way, the Reduction maybe made by Extenſion 
and impulſe of the Hand. 

That of the Radiws is alſo reduced by the like means 3 fo that examples 
need not be given; onely in the other of a curved Wriſt, I ſhall give one In-

Of Luxation of the Carpus , Metacarpus, 
and Fingers. 


HE Carpus is compoſed of divers Bones. One lieth 'out. of order, 
| Three of therh are joined to the Proceſſes of the Kadixs and Vine, four 
tothe Metacarpw, and all of them bound in: by a firong Ligament, by the 
ſtrength of which the Joint is made more firm, Yet theſe Bones may be all 
thruſt out together;or any one'of them fingle,inwardly,outwardly,allo towards 
either lide. 


This Luxation is diſcovered by the Tumour it maketh in the place where it Signs of che 
lieth difiorted 4 alſo by the Flexure or Extenfion of the Fingers. Viz. if the Carpus luxa-

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HE former of theſe Luxations happencd to a Servant-maid in White- 1. Obſcrvat, | 
, Friers carrying a Pail of water. Hey Feet flipping, ſhe endeavoured to of aluxaed 
ſave her ſelf; but falling backward, ſhe pitcht upon ther right Hand, and dif. £99 = 
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the Extenſors are immovable : and if they be luxated ſideways, the Hand leans 
either to the Thumb or little Finger. 

The way of ReduRion is, to lay the Hand and that part of the Arm flat up- 
on a Table, and make Extenſion above and below : during which the Chi- 
rurgeon prefſeth down the prominent Bones with his Hands into their ſeverall 
Cavities. The Bones reduced, remove the Hand, and place it upon a Ferls, 
and dreſs it up with Reſtritives, Comprefle and Bandage. 

The Fingers may be luxated backward, forward, or on either fide. The 
ſingle Luxation of the ſeverall Bones may be demonftrated by their Protube- 
rance, - and by the complaint of the Patient. They may be eaſily reduced by 
Extenſion, they having no Proceſs to hinder : and being reduced, the common 
Reſtrictive and Bandage will retain them fo. 


Caae. VIIL 
Of Luxation of the Hip. 


T H E Joint of the Hip is a Connexion of the head of the Or femoris to the 
Acetabulum of the Or iſchion, which is done by two ſtrong Ligaments : 
one outward and membranous, encompaſſing the whole head of the Femwr, 
from the edges of the Acetabulum to the farther end of the neck, where 
it toucheth the great Trochanter : the other inward, of a round figure, like 
a Cord tying the utmoſt apex of the Caput femoris to the inner fide of the 
Acetabulum near the center. This Articulation is confirmed and ftrengthe- 
ned by great ſtrong Muſcles 3 viz. on the outfide by the three Glutes, on 
the inſide by the Triceps, together with the Levid#s, and the four little 
Rotators. All which being duly conlidered, it muſt needs follow, that 
the force muſt be great that doth drive this out of its place. Yet when 
the weight of the Body and the undue poſition of the Thigh do concur, 
_ frequently make that Luxation : ſo likewiſe doth ſometime externall 
OICce. 

It is remarkable, that this place admitteth not of a Semi-luxation as others 
do ; the head being ſo round, and the Cavity ſo glib, and deep, that what- 
ever the force be, it the head be not thruſt quite out, it will lip in again as 
ſoon as the force ceaſeth. It doth flip out four ſeverall ways, outwardly, 
inwardly, forward, and backward. Yet theſe two latter I never ſaw ; butby 
Congeſtion the Ligaments and Tendons may be fo relaxed, that it may fall out 
either way. 

If the Luxation be inward, the head of the Femxr may be felt round and 
hard a little beneath the Groin. But if the Patient be in bed, you may judge 
of it by turning up the cloaths at the bed's feet ; the Leg will appear longer 
then theother, and the Knee and Foot lic turned outward. If the Luxation 
be outward, that Leg will be much ſhorter then the ſound: one, and the Foes 
turned inward,

Chap. VIII. Of Luxation of the Hip. , 


Ina relaxation of the Hip, the Leg hangs tor the moſt part direftly down 
and looſe, is weak, turneth either way, and is much emaciated.

Luxations of the Hip are dithcultly reduced, and being fo, are extreme Progno- 
apt to prolapſe, by reaſon of the over- great Extenlion or Ruption of the in- ſtick. 


ternall Ligament, which ſhould hold the Bone inits Acetabulum. And if it be 
not reduced, it will be ſubje& to great Pain and Fluxion from the over-ſtret- 
ching ot the Muſcles, and preſſure upon them with its great head : yet after 
ſome months thoſe Muſcles become callous; and having yielded tothe Exten- 
fion, the Patient makes a ſhift to' go upon it, though lamely; But the Mem- 
ber ſuffereth an Atrophia, and is ſhorter then the other. 

When the Luxation happeneth by Congeſtion, it is ſubje& to Apoliemati- 
ons, and the head of the Bone corrupts by lying flabb*d in the Humour, an 
the Patient languiſhes and dies emaciated, | 


If the Thigh-bone be luxated inward, and the Patient young and of a AGE | 
the 0s fe- 


tender Conſtitution, it may be reduced by the Hand of the Chirurgeon : viz. 
he mult lay one Hand upon the Thigh, and the other upon the Patient's Leg 
and having ſomewhat extended it towards the found Leg, he mult ſuddenly 
force the Knee up towards the Belly , and preſs back the head of the Fe- 
mur into its Acetabulum, and it will knap in. For there is no nced of {6 
great Extenſion in this kind of Luxation 3 tor the molt confiderable Muſcles 
being upon the ſtretch, the bowing of the Knee as afore ſaid reduceth it. Yet 
in tough Bodics it may require ſtronger Extention : and in that caſe the Patient 
mult be laid upon a Table flat on his Back 3 and a Pin of a good thickneſs ought 
to be fixt in the middle of the Table, to ſtand up between his Legs cloſe to 
that Ingen, that the Extenſion may be made thereby. During which, the 
Extenſion mutt be made by two men, the one pulling him by. that Arm-pit, 
the other by the Leg : which latter Extenſion mult be made obliquely towards 
the ſound Leg. | 

It the Luxation be backward, he muſt be then laid upon his Belly, and the 
Pin placed as aforeſaid in his Twilt : it ought to be as thick as a Rowling- 
pin, and covered with Cotton, that its hardneſs may not be offenſive. The 
Extenfion may alſo be made upward by a Towell or Girt between his 
Thighs : and the while that Leg muſt be firetcht by Pulleys or ſuch like 
itxength, and the Bandage faſtened above the Knee. 

The Bone once reduced, dreſs it up with Reltrictives and good Compreſſe 
and Bandage, then bind it to the other Leg, and keep hims in bed: for theſe 
Bones are apt to ſtart, eſpecially it the Ligamentum teres be broken. It after 
Reduction and ſuch Regulation the Bone do ftart again, I ſhould forbear any 
farther forcing it, to avoid the danger of Apoltemation, &c. For, as I have 
ſaid, they yay recover [trength togoe on it, though it be never reduced. 

A Luxation made by Relaxation or Reſolution requireth good drying and 
corroborating Fomentations, Emplaſters, Epiſpaſticks, Fontanells, &c. The 
Habit of body ought alſo to be treated by Internalls as in the King's Evil, 
and if it apoſtemate, tobe dreſſed as ſuch Abſceſſes, 
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Cuae, IX. 
Of Luxation of the Knee. 


Deſcription T HE TJoynt of the Knee is made by the connexion of the lower head of 

of the Knees the Femur and the upper head of the Tibia and the Patella, The firſt 

joynt. of theſe by a double Protuberance is inſerted into the double Cavity of the 
latter, and ſuffers conſtriction on the anteriour part from the great and large 
Muſcles, which running to and beyond the Patells, join that to the Os tibie, 
and bind it down upon the Articulation, fo as of the whole to make a Joint. 
On the hinder fide it is guarded with the two Ham-ftrings fo called, vis. 
the Tendon of the Biceps outwardly, and of the ſartorixs, gracilis, ſemimembra- 
noſus & ſeminervoſus inwardly : between which, through a little Cavity 
made for that purpoſe, all the great Veſſells have their paſſage to the Legs. 
Now the Joint being thus fireagthned doth ſcarce admit of any Luxation 
forward, unleſſe the cauſe be exceeding violent. Backward and on each 
fide it is fubje& to both Luxation and Semiluxation. 

Signs of a The Signs of the ſeverall Luxations of the Knee are apparent to the eye, 

luxared hy the Protuberance in the one part, and Cavity on the contrary. 

--—» They are not difficult to reduce, nor ſubject to ſuch Accidents as thoſe of 

* the Elbow. 

Thoſe Luxations which happen on either fide of the Knee may be reduced 
by a moderate Extenfion with your Hands. The Luxation backward is 
reſtored by extending it a little: then bend the Leg ſuddenly backward, 
bringing his Heel to his Buttock, and you ſhall hear it knap in to its place. 
Ie being ſo, ſtretch it out again, and embrocate the Joints and Parts affected, 
and apply Altringents with a Compreſſe in the Ham, with good Bandage. 
I ſhall ſhew you the manner of reducing the perfe& Luxation more particu- 
larly as followeth. 7 


Obſervation A Gentleman of about 3o years of age, riding upon the Road ſome few 
of a luxated miles out of Town, was by the ruſhing ot a Cart tumbled with his 
K:cce horſe into a Ditch, and brought back to London extremely lame and bruj- 
ſed. I being fetcht to him found him in bed. The head of the Os tibie 

was ſhot under the Thigh-bone, and lay ftretcht out ſtraight, exceedingly 

ſwelled, and much bloud extravaſated amongſt the Muſcles of the Calf of his 

leg, I cauſed the Patient to be laid on the contrary fide : then one of the com- 

pany held him down, and kept that Thigh ſteady, whilſt I took him by the 

Foot and Calf of his leg; and after I had a little drawn it to me, I forced it 

backward towards his Buttock 3 by which very motion it knapt into its place. 

That done, I extended it again, placing the while my Hand in the Hollow 

of his Knee, The motion of that Joint to and fro, and the filling up that 

Cavity under the Rotwla, were certain figns of its Reduction. 1 cmbroca- 

tcd the Leg cum albumine ov, ol. roſ. myrtill, & aceto, and applicd empl. & bolo 

over all, with a Compreſſe in his Ham, then rowled it up, and laid his Leg 

upon a Pillow to the caſe of the Patient. That done, I let him bloud in his

Arm, preſcribed him an Emulſion of the cold Seeds, &c. and kept his Body 
ſoluble by Clyſters, and adviſed him a ſlender Diet, The third day I re- 
peated Embrocatiogs with the foreſaid Oils cam aceto, and thereby repelled 
the Humour ſo, that there onely remained* ſome remarques of the extravaſa- 
ted bloud. I then embrocated thoſe Parts. cum of. cham. lumbric. fir. vini; 
and applicd empl. ſti. Paracelſ. & diapalme on the weak Joint; From the 
firſt application he grew daily calier, and by 'thefe latter the Joint waxed 
ſirong, and he roſe and walkt with a Crutch in his Chamber : and ſome 
time afterwards I ſaw him walking abroad with a Stick in his hand;

This Joint is involved in {txrorg Membranes, and; Liganents, and bound 
in by divers firong Tendons: viz, behind:'by: the Tendon of the Gaftracue- 
mius,and yet cloſe underneath ,in the Hollow of the Calcaneum by the Flexores 
pollicis & tertii internodii digitorum lateralis 3 inward by the tibialis poſticus ; 
outward by the preconei z forward by the tibijalis axticus, Theſe joined to the 
ſirong, Ligaments that every-where bind up the Part, and allificd by the figure 
of the Bones, do make a Joint;that. would not cafily be diſlocated, did not fo 
great a weight lie thereupon.

If the luxated Bone be diſtorted inward, the Sole of the foot lieth turned Signs of a 
outward 3 fo likewiſe if the Luxation be in the exteriour part. If the Luxa- luxated 
tion be fo:ward, the broad Tendon of the Heel lieth hard and firetcht out, ***< 


and the Foot appcarcth ſhoxter, becauſe the. Jaint is moved forward, and poſ- 
ſcſſeth moſt part of the Foot. But if the Juxated Bone be diſtorted back- 
ward, it licth over the Hcel-bone, in which caſe the Sole of the foot ſeemeth 
bigger and longer. Accordingly as theſe Signs are evident, the Luxation is 
patc or imperfect. 


The ReduCtion is not difficult ; yet theſe Luxations are ſubje to great Prognoſtick, 


Pain, and are accompanied with Tumour and Ecchymoſis, and the Patients are 
long lame of them, 


The way of ReduGtion in tender Conftitutions mgy be by Extenſion with Redu&ion

which Extenfion, the Chirurgeon mult preſſe the Bone the contrary way 
2 which it was fallen. tn cafe the Extenfion by your Hands ſuffice nor, 

Si you 
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you may make uſe of Pulleys or other Engine. The Bone being reduced, ap- 
ply Reſtrictives with Bandage as above laid. , 

Sometimes the Ancle-bone is apt to turn out on cither fide, by reaſon of 
Relaxation of the Tendons: in which caſe, though you do reduce it, yer 
upon the leaſt walking on it the Bone flips out again. Some years agoe ſuch 
a one was brought to mez I reduced it eafily, and it as ſoon lipt out again : 
whereupon I cauſed a Shoe to be made by whichthe Ancle was kept ſteady, 
and at length by application of Aſtringents, &c. it recovered ſtrength. 

The Bones of the Metatarſxs and Toes are frequently fraftured, but rarely 
luxated, by reaſon of their ſtrong Ligation by ſo many Tendons. But if it 
{o happen, their Cure is the ſame with that of the Fingers and Hand.

Of Luxation of the Spine. 


U X ations of the Spine, which are moſt uſually from inward Cauſes, as 

in Rickety Children, alſo in the King's Evil, and other Tumours hap- 

ing opon thoſe Bones, require internall Remedies, fo are referrable to a 

Phyfician. The Chirurgicall part confifteth in the application of Plaitters, 

as hath been ſhewed in the Treatiſe of the King's Evill; alſo in good Bandage, 
which chiefly belongs to the Bodies-maker. 

When it happeneth from force, a ſpeedy Repofition is required, about which 
Galen, Hippocrates, Oribafius, Celſar, &c. ſpeak much, who all may be con- 
ſulted, The caſe is ſo rare, that T think it not needfull to adde any Diſ- 
courſe here 3 much lefſe that of Hildenus, about reducing the Spine when 
luxated inwardly. He that pleafeth may look into the Authour.

The Seventh Book 


Caae. L 
Of Lues Venerea. 


Ues Venerea is a venemons contagious Diſeaſe gotten either Immedi- pnegnition; 
ately or Aediately from an impure Coition- 

I ſay Immediately or Mediately, becauſe it is very manifeſt, that ways of Ini 
not only the Perſons {o copulating are infeRed, but alſo the Chil- fe&ion- 
dren derived from fach Parents, and Nurſes that ſuckle thoſe 
Children, and any other Child that ſucks upon thoſe Nutſes 3 and 

ſo forwards. It is frequent to mention other ſecundary ways of the propaga- 
tion of itz as lying in the ſame Bed with an infe&ed perſon, lying in the ſame 
Sheets after them, or wearing their Cloaths. Nay it is affirmed by ſome, that 
men have been infc&ed by the ſame Cloaths they themſelves wore when they 
were diſcaſed. Drinking with one fo diſcaſed, or ſitting on the Cloſe-ſtool 
after them, are likewiſe numbred among the cauſes of infeRion, 

Theſe are all ſuch convenient excuſes tor the more ſhie and coy Patients who 
will not otherwiſe be brought to confeſs their diſtempers , that it is pity to 
diſcountenance them. Nor will I deny the differences of Conſtitutions to be 
ſo great, and ſome of them (o liable to this Diſcaſe by ſome other-previous in- 
diſpoſition of body, that they may be infe&ted with the tenth part of what 
another would eſcape ſound from. And this eſpecially I do acknowledge in 
Women, the ſoftnels and tenderneſs of whoſe Sex being frequently attended 
with thin and ſharp ſerum in the blood, renders them liable to very quick im- 
preſſions: yet in Men, and indeed in the generality of Patients, we find the 
Diſeaſe not ſo aQive as to conveigh it ſelf from one ſubje& to another with- 
out aQual coition,or ſomething very equivalent to it- And as to wearing of the 
Game Cloaths, it is notorious that many hundreds cured by us Chirurgeons here 
in the Town, do commit that error (if it be one) without the leaſt inconve- 
nience» Nay in ſound and firm conſtitutions impure coition it (elf is not al- 
way ſufficient to infect, Of which I have ſeen the frequent Experiment during 
the three years I ſerved in the King of Spain's Navy, where our Mariners as 
ſoon as their pockets were full of money would be getting aſhore to the Negroes, 
and other common women, that uſually attended their Landing, and ſerved 
their pleaſures in the neighbouring Broom which grew very plentifully on ſome 
of thoſe ſhores, I have known, and dare ſay, more than twenty men Jay 
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with one and the ſame woman the ſame day, and only ſome of them infced, 
the reli going free, though they all <qually deſerved it. 

But Nurſes may either infe& Children or be infected by them. Children that 

have had no Ulcers in their Mouths or Lips, nor any other viſible ſymptom of 
the Lwes, have notwithſianding betrayed eir own infection by tranſmitting 
it to the Niffle'of the Nurſe, Fit which @ſe it is frequent to fee ſerpiginous 
Ulcers arife 6ne after atiother, growing at*length into fo many xound Crulty Ul- 
cers: alſo Nodes thruſting out of the back of the Hands, Shins, &c. 
{- Infections of Children are more obſcure, for though many of them after 
they be born have ſuch Scabs and Ulcers as do ſufficiently manitelt the Diſeaſe, 
yet it is not alway ſo: for generally they do gften come into the world very 
clear, and with the appearance of very fotind bodies, which notwithſtanding 
have been certainly infe&ted and have dyed of it, or at lealt have been very in- 
frm; and though they were brought to their ends by ſome other apparent 
Diſeaſe, yet the Pox hath been judged the foundation of all. 

I ſhall give you a three-handed inſtance that itay confirm ſeveral parts of this 
Diſcourſe, 

A luſty young fellow brought me to ſee his Wife, which I did in the com- 
pany of Dr. Mapletoft 3 we fobnd upon her face a great cluſter of round crulty 
Venereal Ulcers, yet not only her Husband was ſeemingly found, but her Child 
alſo, who being half a year old appeared lutty and ſtrong, played merrily in 


- the Narfes Arms, but that day dyed fuddenly: nor could I impute that acci- 


dent to any other cauſe, but the forementioned infeQion. 

' Yet I would not have any mar rafh in judging all Ulcers to be Venercal that 
do teſemble then, for I have ſeen Nurſes with chapt Niples, and ſcrpiginous 
Ulcers on the Breaſts, and Maids likewiſe in the ſame condition, who have 
been cured without any refpe& to the Lues. 

I have ſeen alſo many Infants broken out about the Lips,Face, Head and Body, 
with many ſafpicious puſtale and Ulcers, that were born of chaſt Parents. In 
our publick healings we prefent many ſuch, if there be any diſcaſed glan- 
dules found about the muſculus maſtoideus , 1 ſuppofing thera rather to be 
ſtrumous. | 

Having thus far treated of the origins! of the Lues, it will be now fcaſon- 
able to deſcribe the Diſeaſe it ſelf, For the doing of which it will not be ne- 
ceſſary toxun through all the nice divertity of opinians which Sennertus and 
other Authours have reckoned up; ſuch an attempt would better become a 
Chair in the Univerſity than a PraQical Treatiſe ; 1 do only in ſhort ſay, that 
it is a Diſeaſe produced not by excefs of any of the four qualities, but by the 
iaQua! communication of a downright venom, which ufually affeQs that part 
of the body which it firlt toucheth, and afterwards the blood it (elf, by the ver- 
tue of which all the ſolid parts are by degrees tainted. 

The Species or rather Degrees of this Diſeaſe have byPalmarias been reckoned 
four according to the degrees of Infection. In the firft he ſuppoſeth only the 
Hair to fall off without any other hurt of the body; a cafe, Idoubt, very 
rare» In the ſecond the Skin groweth rough and ſpotted with many: little pro- 
tuberances, In the third down-right Scabs appear in the Head, Face, &e. 
In the fourth the folid parts are infeRed, as the Bones, &c. But theſe degrees 
are cither ill ordered, or at leaſt not jufted to the appearance of the Dilcaſes 
that occur in this age. Therefore I (hall endeavour to rank the Degrees or 
Symptoms of it according to the events which we uſually obferve in our pra- 
ice. 

Therefore when a Man hath had to do with an impure Woman, either he 


hath ſome heat or inflammation on the Penis with excoriation , which me 
eh 
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eth ſoon after coltion, and is cauſed by the affrition of a vitulent humour ; 
or elſc he tinds a heat in his Urine, and in a day, two or three, a Gonorrbes, 
or iſſuing of virulent matter out of the ſeminal Veſſels through the Urethra. 
This inflammation 1s very apt to produce excoriation and ulceration, upon 
which chancrous Ulcers ariſe 3 and ſometime when the InfeRion hath been ve- 
ment, or the Inflammation negleed, it tends toa Gangreen, and Cryſtalline 
Bladders ariſe, and the part mortifieth. 

Sometimes a Gonorrhea ſucceeds not; only the infeion taking rather along 
the Cutis to the Groin, doth make impreffion on the neighbouring Glandules, 
and produce a Bubo, which according to the degree of its malignancy cither 
proves ealily curable, or elſe improves 1n its venom and terminates in a Phage- 
denous Ulcer with jagged lips. At this time of the Diſeaſe I have ſeen many 
round, hard, venetea} Ulcers upon the Scrotum and Periteunt. Sometimes 
where none of the other {ymptomes have preceeded, a ftmall chancrous Ulcer 
ariſeth between the Prepuce and the glans, above or below, on one fide, or in 
the entrance of the Uretbraz one while cating through it, otherwhile deſtroy 
ing the frenum, &c. Theſe Ulcets ars ſometimes only corroſive, and ſome+ 
times callous, or a callofity without an Ulcer, 

The attendance of a Chancre is commonly a breaking out all over the body 
like a flea- biting, which terminates in various ſorts of Tetters or Ulcerous Scabs z 
or it may be that Puſtules ariſe in one or more places of the body, as Head, Face, 
Arms, Thighs or Legs, or Ulcets in the Tonfil, Palates, &c« and at the ſame | 
time I have fcen a Gummineſs upon the muſculus maſtoidew, drawing the neck 
on one hide. , 

Then wandring pains begin towards night to aftc& either the Shoulders, 
Arms, Legs, or Head 3 ſometimes this laſt is affeGcd alone to great excels. 
And about this time Verruce, Condylomata, Mariſca- or Fiews appear in the Po« 
dex; allo Ozens and Ulcers of the ſpongieſt part of the Os ethmoides and 
griftles of the Noſe; alſo about this time Tumours by congeſtion arile in the 
Breaft, Arms, Legs, and become Ulcers of difficult cure. 

The pains growing more fixed, Gummate or Nodes atually arife and conti- 
nually afl.& them, but towards night grow more intolerable, and at length 
the Bones corrupt, 

Coincident with ſeveral of theſe latter degrees are the noife in the Ears, Deaf- 
neſs, a Polypus, Ophthalmia Fiſtula, Lachrymalis, fierce Catarths, Colicks, Djar« 
rhe a, and Tabes. 

Theſe dreadful Symptoms have frequently pofſeſt the imaginations of ſome 
people, who having taken the way to get the Pox are ſoon per{waded that they 
have it. Theſe men will ſtrangely imagine all the pains and other ſymptoms 
they have read of, or have heard other men talk of. Many of theſe hypochon- 
driack have come to Sir Fran. Pr. in which caſes he hath been pleaſed to fend 
for me to conſider of their complaints with him. They commonly went away 
from us unſatisfied, nor could they quiet their minds till they found ſome un- 
dertaker that would comply with them; which done, they were never the bet- 
ter, the imagination in which the Diſeaſe was ſeated remaining (till uncured 3 
whereupon preſuming they were not in hands skilful enough, they have gone 
to others and fo forwards, till they had ruined both their Bodies and Purſes. 

There have been three of theſe people with me lately 3 one a Tradeſman, 
who told me that ſince his Wifes death he had fallen into ill company, and 
being heated with drink, ſirayed and got a Clap, for which he had been under 

ſeveral hands 3 that it had coſt him 4o pounds amongſt them, but he was (till 
worſe and worſe» I asked him if he had ever a Gonorrheg 2 Yea, ſaid he, with 
great pain in my Back, which till continues ; alſo ſuch a pain in my Noſe, that 
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I fear it will fall. Upon more particular enquiry I found no ſuch thing; only 
upon firaining to make Urine or upon the Cloſe-ſtool, he had an involuntary 


effuſion of Seed, which was an old infirmity he had quite forgot. 1 endea- 
voured to fatisfie him that he eſcaped better than he deſerved. Whether he 
continued in the ſame opinion he ſeemed to have received from me of his con+ 
dition I ſometime doubted, but lately have ſeen him and been afſured, that fince 
he ſpake with me he had taken no Phyſick, nor felt any cauſe for it, he conti- 
nuing very well. 

Authours upon the firſt entrance of the Pox into Chriſtendom generally look- 
ed upon it as not only incurable, but alſo ſo highly infeQious that they ran a- 
way from it as much as the Fews did from a Leprofie ; but Latter Ages and long 
experience have made it leſs formidable: yet even to this day it muſt needs be 
acknowledged difficult to cure, in conſideration of its malign and contagious 


- quality, and the ungovernable diſpoſition of the Patients. 


: If the habit of body be firong, the cure of all theſe Species of Lues Venerea, 
whether they be Chancre, Pwuſftnle, Serpigo, Herpes miliaris exedens, Phagede- 
na, Ozena, Ulcers in the Palate or Tonfils, they are all much cafier cured 
than the ſame are in any other chronick Diſeaſe ; but to eradicate the virus 
that it do not return with more malignity, is ſomewhat more difficult, 

If the Patient hath been formerly clapt, it will be the more difficulc to cure 
him the ſecond time, and worſe the third, 

If he hath paſſed through long courſes of Mercurial remedies ineffeQually, 
his cure will be difficult; and if he hath been Salivated by UnCtion and re- 
lapſed, the Cure will be hard, by reaſon the Mercury is become familiar to 
him, and his body is for the moſi part emaciated and ſ{qualid. 

Gummata and Nodes are more difficult of cure than the Species above-men- 
tioned, and thoſe whoſe Bones are corrupted are yet more difficult of cure ; 
but if the habit of body be ſirong and the V3ſcera ſound, all the ſpecies of this 
Diſcaſe are curable if the Patient keep his Chamber, and ſubmit to the rules 
of Phyſick and Dyet, without which ſubmiſfion we can ſcarce cure the leſſer 
Species 3 and accordingly as they have been flubber'd over, the malignity that 
remains will at one time or other ſhow it (elf either in ſome Chronick Diſcaſe, 
as Afthma , Catarrhe , Colick, Diarrhea, Stranguria, Rbeumatiſmus , Hy- 
drops, Ec. or in ſome ſpecies of the Lues Venerea, when poſſibly the Patient 
will not be fo willing to acknowledge the Diſcaſe, and what hopes is there then 
of his Cure? 

Alſo if the Viſcera be unſound, or the Paticat HeQick, a Maraſmus will at- 
tend it, and the Cure is impoſlible. 
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Crap. II. 
Of the Remeates generally uſed in the Cure. 


HE Medicines alter according to the degrees of the Malady, and 0- 

ther circumſtances, in which the following Diſcourſes will inform 

you. My preſent buſinels is to give a general view of them all, with 
their Natures and Uſes. Now the known Remedies, all or ſome of which we 
uſed in this Cure, are Bleeding, Purging, Vomiting, Salivating, Sweating, Cor- 
dials and Opiats; to which we may add Dietetical direQions, eſpecially Alte- 
rative Drinks, and Topicks. 

Concerning Phlebotomy, though it do not cure the Dilcale, yet in the very 
beginning of it we uſually let Blood, to calm the fermenting Humours, and 
diſpoſe them for Evacuation, and preſcribe a Clyfter betore or after. 

It the Diſcaſe be of long continuance, and they have been let Blood fome 
months before, yet if we delign Salivation, we do again let them Blood, if 
the Body be not too much emaciated. For'in ſome of thoſe a Feavor hath 
happened in the time of railing the Salivation :. and in Bodies of ſironger ha- 
bits I have often ſeen them to break out in heat all over in the beginning of the 
Flux, ſo that then I have been neceſſitated to let them Blood when it was not 
ſo proper. When this Diſcaſe appeareth in the Groin with a Bubs, we do not 
let Blood 3 -yet ſome have adviſed it in the Foot, as a way to lead the Humours 
thicher. 

Parging is more univerſally neceſſary, few Caſes being to be put in this Diſ- 
eaſe where it is not required. For whoſoever is Infected, cither is already Ca- 
cochymical, or will quickly be fo, if by a ſuddain evacuation of the corrupted 
matter you do not prevent it. It is alſo uſeful in keeping the Blood low, which 
the higher it is the more apt it is to be inflamed. Of Purges, ſome are only Le- 
nitive, fit for weak and extenuated Perſons, alſo to diſpoſe the Body for more 
ſirong Purges. The Lenitives are Manna with Cremor Tartariin Whey or Poſſer- 
drink, alſo the decoQions of Tamarinds, Caſſia, with the infuſions of Seng, 
Rhubarb, &c. Syr. de pomis purg. de cichoreo cum Rhabarb« Eledt. lenitivum, Di- 
aprun. Diacatholicon, Sc. Be Sarſaparille Zii). ſcobis Guaiaci 3). fol. beton. M ff. 

flor. Paralyſeos P. i. Trage com. Zi). fol. ſenne Eft. coquant. lent. igne 3 colat. adde 
Kbei, agarici trochiſcati ſcorſim in aq+ cichorei infuſ. an+ 3) ff. Colature adde Syr.

Mer. dul. gr. xiv. aſcendendo ad 
JJ. cum ſyr. de ſpina cervina formentur pill. In grols Phlegmatick Bodics you may 
purge with pub Cornichini & Mer. dul. In caſe of pain we add a grain or 
more of Laudanum. Mercury thus mixt with purgatives is it from which we 
muſt expect our main ſucceſs. For though the other may purge ſtrongly, they 
of themſelves have not vertue to check the malignity even in the lefler ſpecies of 
this Diſcafe, 

This I the rather add, becauſe of the wickedneſs of many Pretenders, who 
will in this Cure declaim againſt the uſe of Mercury, in which if they ſpeak ho- 
nelly, and follow their Judgements (and do not give it at the ſame time when 
they (peak againſt it, as many do) they will prolong their Cure to no purpote, 
and meet with diſgrace at laſt; it being very ſure, that no ſpecies of it will 
be cured without it. I know Fernelius, and ſome of his Diſciples writ vehe- 
mently againſt it, but the whole current of the Able Practitioners have written 
on the other fide. And by what I find by my experience, 1 dare fay, that Fer- 
nelixs never cured a confirmed Pox without it, unleſs the Patient had been in 
ſome other hands before who had fluxed him 3 in which Caſe ſome (ſudorifick 
courſe preſcribed by him might get the Credit of a Cure, whoſe foundation was 
laid in Mercury. I write this the more confidently, becauſe of the many attempts 
I have my ſelf made, and ſeen endeavoured by ſome worthy late PraQticers in 
our Faculties without Mercury, but by omitting of it, our Cures were rendered 
tedious and unſucceſsful, the Ulcers the while ſpreading and breaking out freſh 
in ſome parts while we were endeavouring to Cure them in others, the Diſcaſe 
becoming, more fierce in ſome of them whilſt their Bodies were purged with 
Catharticks without Mercury. Nay, where one of thoſe Inveighers againſt 
Mercury gave it ina Courſe of ſeven weeks, he could not by all his endeavours 
of Mercurial Emplafters, Unguents or Waters outwardly applyed, nor with his 
Sweating Diet-drinks, &c. cure one ſmall Herpes in the Face, yet was better 
paid for his Phyſick than I was for the Cure. 

Vomiting is of uſe in great diſorders of the Stomach, when the foulnefs of that 
requires it, or when the Ulcers of ſome particular part require a ſudden reval- 
fion. So likewiſe when after the uſe of much Mercury outward or inward to 
falivate, it doth not ariſe kindly, we by this means cauſe a motion upward, and 
derive the humour that way. 

They are generally ſtrong it the party can bear them, viz. ſome Preparations 
of Mercury, as Twrbith mineral. &c, or, Antimonial, as Crocus Metallor, in 
ſtronger Bodies 3 but in weaker Conſtitutions we give fuch as we may, 

The vext thing which offers it (elf to our conſideration, is, Salivation, with- 
out which ſew great Cures are done in this Diſcaſe. Nay, when a great Eva- 
cuation by Salivation is not intended, we are forced to diſpoſe the humours 
that way by Mercury, that being (o diſpoſed they may be rendred more obe- 
dient to purging and ſweating Remedies. For the truth of this, I need not 
produce any Authority, common experience will make it evident to you z but 
of this hereafter, 

The methods of Salivating are divers, bat all by Mercury z befides which fa- 
culty of raiſing a Salivation, it heals, attenuates, reſolves, provokes Urine, and 
moves noxious Hymours upwards and downwards, by which not only the 
more: 
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more ſubtil but the more grols and feculent excrementitious humours are expel- 
I:d, and that according to. its ſeveral Preparations, either inwardly given, or 
out wardly applyed. 

Inwardly are preſcribed various Preparations of Mercury, viz. Merc. ſublims- 
tus, dulcis, Verc. precipitate albus, rubr. citr. niger, viridis, &c. There are alſo 
different Preparations of forme of theſe, as the Turbith Minerale, the Amalga- 
mations of Mercury with Gold, Theriacs Metallor. &c. They Purge, Vomit, 
and Salivate, or are Sudoritick, and are fironger or weaker it their Operations, 
according as they are freed of their corroſive quality. The lirongelt of them 
are capable of being rendred {weet, and of being diſpirited both of their Vomi- 
tive and Salivating qualities, 

When we defign Salivation by Mercurius dulcis, we give it from 20 to 25 
grains, and ſometimes to thirty, either in a ſpoontul of white bread and milk, 
or in conf: roſ. rub. conſ. boraginis, confeit. Alchermes, or ſome ſuch like Cordial 
EleQuary. When we luſpect it may work by ſtool, we preſcribe it in Ele&. Di- 
aſcordii, or Theriace at night going to bed, and then it alſo ſerves to alleviate 
their pains, and diſpoſe them to reſt. If after the taking it 4 or 5 dayes their 
chops do not (well, it may be reaſonable to move it upward by a few grains of 
Turbith Minerale. Accordingly as their chops (well they will falivate, If their 
mouths be much ulcerated and {welled, the Salivation may laſt 18 or 20 dayes, 
during which they are to be kept warm, eſpecially about their head, neck and 
chops, and to drink Chicken-broth, or Poſſet-Ale. 

In the Declination of the Flux, we preſcribe them a Deco. Sarſa. and before 
it ceaſeth, we purge them with ſome Cathartick Apozeme, and proceed in the 
relt, as thall be ſhewed in its proper place. 

But the Salivating with Merc. drlcis alone will ſcarce cure the middle Species 
of this Diſcaſc. For though the Ulcers do cicatrize, and wandering pains re- 
mit thereby, yet they will return, or new puflules will ariſe, as that Salivation 
declineth, or preſently after, And indeed I have found better effects by the 
frequent purging with it mixed with ſome good Cathartick, than by the only 
Salivating with 1t alone. 

Merc. Precipitaius albus may be given proportionably, as hath been ſaid of 
Merce dulcis. 

Arcanum Corallinum, as it is generally fold in the Shops, may be given from 
three Grains to 5. One dole of it preſcribed by me to a Woman Dilcaſed with 
Serpigo, &c. vomnited her often, and Salivated her twenty dayes, contrary to 
my intention, but cleared her skin of its foulnels. 

Red Precipitate is alſo Vomitive, but being well waſhed may be taken as ſafe- 
ly as the White Frecipitate. But ſince I practiſed here in the City, I have not 
uſed it. Precipitatus viridis is allo Vomitive, and the moſt churliſh preparati- 
on of Mercury 3 the dole is much about the ſame as that of Arcan. Corallin- 
Hartman preſcribed it to eight Grains. 

Turbith Minerale, as it is fold in the Shop, is a rough Medicine, but being 
ſomewhat dulcorated firſt procureth Vomiting, then Salivation,and is proper to 
make a ſudden revultionin ſuch cafes where there is a neceſſity of giving a ſpeedy 
relief to an afflicted part, and contributeth to the cure of this Diſeaſe in ſuch 
caſes where Merc. dulcis hath not force. That which I commend to your Uſe 
1s made out of Vigo's Precipit ate, and may be given from twelve to eighteen 
Grains, but I rarely preſcribe it to any that have not firſt taken Merc. dulcis. 
It cakes off noGturnal pains, and reſolves Gummata and Nodes which have not 
been of long continuance, and hafteneth the Cure of the moſt malign Ulcers 
that accompany this Diſcaſe. 

Mercury Amalgamed with Gold doth Vomit and naiſe Salivation, but is ge- 
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nerally corre&ed and made a Sudorifick : So the Turbith Minerale is made Dia- 
phoretick. 

Bezoardicum Minerale, and Zthiops Mineralis are allo Diaphoretical, and of 
their Uſe you may (ee more hereafter. | 

Mercurius ſublimatus corroſivus diſſolved in Aqua fontis given inwardly doth 
alſo raiſe Salivation and Vomiting, if the Doſe be proportioned. It is much 
commended by ſome Practitioners, but 1 never mad: tryal of it. 

This following I have frequently preſcribed, and fo may you if you pleae : 
Bz Merc. ſublimst. Zi. Cinamomi, galange, curcume an. Zi. croci 3)« aq. fumarie 
thij. inſundantur in Balneo per boras 24+ deinde colentur pro uſu. The Dole is 
3 or 4 {poonful in a morning, and is to be repeated many dayes, they drinking 
Poſſet-drink, as in other Vomitives. 

There is alſo a way of Salivating by diflolving of Merc. ſublimat. in a Bath 
the uſe and manner of making it you may (ee in the Chapter of Elephantiaſir. 

Crade Mercury is alſo frequently preſcribed internally to raiſe Salvation, and 
is given from one Scruple to two or higher, cam terebinth. Veneta. The P\ll 
Barbaroſe, which is a mixture of crude Mercury with Troch. Alband. pul. Fas 
lap. diagrid. &c. and is commonly called the Blew Pill, purgeth powerfully, 
and frequently raiſeth a Salivation. I made ſome tryal of it, but it never an- 
ſwered my expedcation; yet may Cure the leſſer Species at the long run, if the 
Patient keep his Chamber, and obſerve a {tri method in Diet, Sweating, &c. 

Theſe following Pills were preſcribed by S* Theodore Mayern to raiſe a Sali- 
vation. Be Terebinth. Venete colure indurate Kbei eledi- pulver. Ef. Pul. Sar- 
ſaparille, X)- Myrrbe, gum. Guaiact, Maſtich. ſuccin. albi an. 7i). fol. auri n® 
36. Mercurii Philoſoph. vel alias ex cinnabar. reſuſcit ati ad pondus omninm, balſ. 
Peruviane q. ſ. Doſ. 3j. ad Ji). 

There is alſo a way of railing Salivation by ſuftumigation, the preſcription 
whereof is as followeth : Be Cinnabar. Eij. Merc. crud. Xj. Maſtich. Thuris, 
Saudarache an. * fi. Styracis, Calam. Benzoin an. 3il). f. omniuns pul. ſubtil. qui 
excipiatur Terebinth. q. ſ. ſormentur Trochiſci ad pondus Jiij. pro uſu. 

When the Lwes Vemerea is grown inveterate, and att;&cth the moſt ſolid 
parts with Gummata, &c. and the habit of body debilitated and vitiated by the 
trequent exhibition of Mercury, it then requireth a more powerful Remedy, 
viz. Salivation by Union. There are various forts of them publiſhed by Au- 
thors, who have treated of the Cure that way z the principal Ingredient in it is 
Quickſilver, it is that which doth the Work, the additional Materials may be 
at your own choice, every one compounding thern as they think fit. You have 
an Example of one in the Pharmacopaia Londinenſis, under the name of V#- 
guent. Neapolitanum, that hath four ounces of crude Mercury to two pounds of 
Oyntment : By others, Re Axungie porcine Zvj. Butyri red. Fil). Styracis liquide 
3ilj. Hydrargyri triti & extintti X)- cere q.ſ- This following is weaker. Re Ax- 
ung. porcin Xl). Terebinth. X). pul. Ireos, Thuris, Maſtiches an. Zij. Olei Cham. 
Lilior« an- ij. Laurini Ej. Styracis calamite fi argent. vivi ij. M.ſa. Au- 
thors have generally proportioned the quantity of Mercury according to the 
{tcength of the Patient, and ſome of them have undertaken to dire&t you how 
much of the UnCction you ſhall uſe at a time, but that would be extreamly trou- 
blelome to obſerve, and may prove dangerous to the Patient at lalt. 

The UnRion which I have uſed for the molt part this laſt twenty years hath 
becn made by a preſcription of Sir Alex. Fraſier, whole PraRtice with it I had 
frequently feen with good ſucceſs. In it there is 6 ounces of crude Mercury to 
16 ounces of the Materials. If you ſhall make up an UnGion at that rate, you 
will tnd your curioſity in the choice of the Oyntments to mix with the Mcercu- 
ry not to be fo very neceſſary, for I have fometimes raiſed a Salivation very well 
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by mixing 6 ounces of crude Mercury extinguiſhed in Terebinth. with 16 ounces 
of Axung. porcine, and for Common People a prepared Axwung. with an addition 
of Ol. Terebinth. hath ſerved : For the better ſort of People Be Axung: porcine 
EvJ. VUnguent. Nervin. Ziv. Unguent. Laurini, & Dialtbee an. ſi. Ol. Vulpini 
2-j. Styr acts liquide Ziij. pul. rad. Ireos Florent. Gum. Guaiaci an» #; ff. Ol. Cary+ 
opbyl. q. ſ. Argent. vivi extind. cum Terebinth. vj. Ms. The preparation to this 
way ot Salivating is by bleeding and purging) it their bodies will bear it 3 other- 
wile bathe them, and keep their bodies foluble the while by Clyſters, Lenitive 
Bolus's of Caſſiz, Manna, cum ſyr. violar. 

In order to your farther proſecution of this come your Patient ought to 
lodge near your houle in a cloſe warm Chamber z It the (cafon be cold the win- 
dows muſt be covered with blankets, and the bed near the fire, and incompaſſed 
with a (creen it the Chamber be large. You ought alſo to have a firong healthy 
Nurſe, ſuch as hath been accuſtomed to the imployment, that ſhe may in the ab- 
ſence of the Chirurgeon know how to waſh the Patients mouth, and dire and 
incourage him in {uch Rules as may be neceſſary in the time of Salivating. 

The molt proper place for Union is a Stove, if it may be had, and the Pa- 
tient can bear it 3 it he be weak his Bed muſt be uſed, otherwiſe for want of a 
Stove he mult fic inconipaſicd with a ſcreen (as I (aid) by the fire fide but not 
too near it, If in the anointing he uſe his own hands, he may fave his Chy- 
rurgeon much trouble, and do the work better than it can be done for him ; 
But if other help be required, then we arm our hands with bladders or gloves, 
aud fall to it, The old, and ſtill moſt common method advilſcth to begin at the 
Feet, and thence to ariſe to the Legs, Thighs, Hips, and ſo upwards on the Spine 
to the Neck, taking in Hands, Arms, Shoulders. The Belly ought to be a- 
voided. And indeed much ct the other trouble in weak bodies may be (pared, 
for in ſuch the anointing of the Legs and Arms, (or Thighs, if modeſty prevent 
you noi) will obtain the ſame 3 and it is ſufficient if the Mercury mix once with 
the blood to ſuch a degree as to cauſe a Salivation. Whatſoever the manner of 
the Undtion be, the parts firlt anointed ought to be covered before you proceed 
to the next, as the Legs with ſtockings, Thighs with trouzes, &c. till at laſt his 
neck be well wrapped with a napkin tacked up to his Cap round about to his 
ears, and taſined before to keep his chaps warm. Aﬀeer this a warm Bed will 
be convenient, and a draught of Poſſet-drink in order to a breathing (ſweat. 
Having ſo repoſed himfclf an hour or two, he may riſe and provide for his din- 
ner, which mult conſiſt of meat of caſie digeſtion, roaſt or boiled. To his din- 
ner he may drink Bcer or Ale with a toalt, the reſt of the day he muſt be con- 
fined to Poſſet-drink. UndGion may be repeated twice a day if you (ce cauſe» 
But if the chaps ſwell apace you mult moderate your hand, and it may be quite 
hold it off, leſt you bring on the Salivacion too faſt, and endanger the Patient ; 
when he comes to this ftate you mult keep him to the uſe of Poſſet-drink and 
Broath, which ought to be ready in quantity. Alſo burnt Wine, ag. Theriaca« 
lis, Ec. muſt be ready to prevent fainting. His mouth mult be {yringed-with 
a decodi. bordei cum liquiritia, rad+ althee, &&c. New Milk held in his mouth, or 
Chicken- broath will caſe the pain, and digeſt the Nloughs that ariſe. A rolled 
clout ought to be placed between his teeth to keep his Chaps from clohng. He 
mult be raiſed high in his Bed, it his weakneſs conſtrain him to it, and kept for» 
ward that his Rheum may run out and not down his throat but if he can riſe, 
he will ſpit better and more plentifully. Salivations by UnCtions commonly 
laſt 24 or 25 days, ſometimes to the 30 day. 

In the height of it our work is to keep up their ſirength 5 and if through Co- 
ſtivenels they ſpit Icls, give them a Clyſter that they may ſpit better, and attend 
the waſhing their mouths 3 but as the ſloughs begin to ſeparate, which will be 
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towards the declenſion of the Salivation, preſcribe them a decoRion of Sarſa, 
&c. to drink at leaſt thrice adayz and before the flough's quite caſt off, purge 
them with ſome cathartick Apozeme made in ſome of the forelaid decoft.Sarſe; 
and as they are able to eat meat,put them igfo a drying diet and ſweat them,&c. 
as ſhall be ſhewed in its proper placc. - 

It happeneth ſometimes in anointing, that their Mouths are much ulcerated, 
and their Breaths ſmell irong, yet their Checks do not ſwell, nor they ſpit conſi- 
derably 3 in which caſe forbear the anointing and conſider the caule of it, and 
if the Body be ſtrong and Plethorick, vomit them with T#rbith, or infuſ. croc. 
metallor. but if they be weak or coſtive, adminiſter a Clyſter , and it after- 
wards it ariſe not, diſpoſe them to ſweat with draughts of warm Poſſet-Ale, or 
bathe them, for that way it will be ſometimes raiſed when by the other ic will 
not. But if they have faintneſs or palpitation of the Heart, ſhortneſs of 
Breath, Fevour, &c. your beſt way will be to purge it off by ſome infuf. of 
Sena, Oe. or decodl. Sene Gereonis, with the addition of ſyr. Rof. ſolut. ſyr. de 
Spina cervins, Ge. and keep up their ſpirits the while with Cordials and good 
Broaths. If their Lungs be oppreſt, let them blood, and preſcribe Lobochsz but 
if there be alſoa ſuppreſſion of Urine, or that they make but lictle Urine and 
high coloured, purge them with Barxet or Epſom water turned into Poſlet, and 
quicken it with ſome purging Syrup. If by theſe ways of purging the acci- 
dents remit and the Salivation riſeth, it is well; but it it do not, yet there 
being a colliquation made, you may by well purging, ſtrict diet, ſweating, &c. 
obtain your end, While you are removing the above-ſaid accidents, you mult 
have a ſpecial regard to the Ulcers within their mouths, for it 15 from the fixing 
of the Mercury that thoſe malign Ulcers are made, which the lels ſenlible they are 
of them the more corrupt they are. 

Sometimes in railing the Salivation by Union it paſſeth downwards by 
Stool, in which caſe 'we preſcribe Theriaca, Diaſcord. Laudanum opiat. &c. 
which being given at night will not only firengthen their Bowels, but dil- 
poſe them to reſt, and incourage them to go on in the anoynting. A vomit 
of Turbith Minerale after the unction hath been ſomewhile uſcd, doth trequent- 
ly raiſe the Salivationz and after jt is once well raiſed, you may heighten or 
continue it by the application of ſome of the Emplaliers following. But if 
after all your endeavours to raiſe the Salivation it doth diſcharge it (clt in a 
Diarrhea with great evacuation, you are then to defend the Inteltines trom 
the acrimony of the humours by Clyſters of Chicken broath, Milk with of. 
Olivar. vitel. Ovor. leſt a dyſentery do follow. Suppoſicorics of Deer Suer, 
or ol. Hyperici, &c. caſt up with a Syringe, are proper to appeale the teneſmus. 
Inwardly we preſcribe large draughts of Chicken broath, decod. corn. cervi 
uti, Milk and Water boyled with a tiick of Cinamon. 

After the Flux is opt, you mult conſider the firength of the Paticnt, and 
the quantity of the union which was applied, and the greatneſs of the eva» 
cuation. If it was to the extreme weakning of the Patient, do not infilt long 
upon the thoughts of (alivating again, but proceed with Sudorihcks, Oc. as 
above-(aid; not doubting of ſucceſs in the cure, For ſuch Diarrbeg's do for 
the moſt part contribute as much to the cure as if they had falivated. 

There is yet another way of Salivating, and that is by the application of 
Mercurial Emplaſiers about the Arms, Legs, &c. They were firlt deligned I 
fuppole tor the more tender and delicate ſort of people who would not admit 
of the unction. There are various preſcriptions of them, whereof I ſhall 
offer you one, viz. B: Empl. Diachyl. ireat. thy. Empl. de minis Eviij. Gums 
Carane, Tacamabacce an. iv. Benzoini, Styracis, Calamite, Succini, an- &'j- 
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amove, © adaantur merce crudi Zviij. cum terebinth. extindts, & fiant magdi- 
leones. Thete being ſpread-upon Cloth thick and applyed , you muſt then 
put them into a warm bed, and with a draught of warm Poſſet-drink Gwear 
chem dayly, and treat them as hath been ſaid in the falivating by Union. If 
it ariſe not by the firſt Plaſters you muſt apply freſh once in four or five days, 
and it there be occafion you may haſten the falivation by a few grains of Tur- 
bith Mineral. I have ſometimes falivated perſons by theſe Emplaſters, but for 
the moſt part I uſe them to raiſe a Salivation, or continue it in ſuch where IL be- 
gan it with Internals, and to that purpoſe it is of excellent uſe, 

The humours being evacuated by Salivation and Purging, Sweating will be 
neceſſary 3 Therefore we ſball now ſay ſomewhat of their manner of Sweating, 
They may ſweat in Bed, or out of it. The Bed is proper for the weaker ſort, 
and there they may (ſweat by Bottles of warm Water or Bricks heated and pla- 
ccd about them, or they may (weat under a Frame. If they ſweat with Bottles 
or Bricks, they mult have many cloaths, as Blankets, &'c. to cover them cloſe, 
and the Bottles or Bricks may be wrapt in Napkins and applyed, accordingly 
as you dclign more particularly to ſweat any one part, Generally they arc 
placed on each fide near the axilla, the Iſchia and at the ſoles of the feet. If 
you [weat with Bricks, let them be heated rather by boyling water than fire, 
left in the bed they burn the Paticnt. 

The way by a Frame is thisz You are to fold a well aired Sheet four double, 
and lay it under the Patient, then his Shirt being ſtripe off, the Frame muſt be 
placed over him, and a Sheet over that Frame , and as many Blankets over 
that Sheet, and both Sheet and Blankets muſt be brought over the end of the 
Frame, and be tucked down clole to the neck, then a pan of well burnt Char- 
coal or Spirit of Wine mult be put into the lower end of the Frame : this done 
ſhut the door and take cate that the heat be kept in,eſpecially about the Patients 
neck leli it ifle him. His head ought allo to be covered warm that it may 
ſweat. It he took not his Sudorifick before he was placed under the Frame 
he may take it now the Diet-drink muſt be warmed, and may be commodi- 
ouſly given with a Glaſs-pipe. There is required a couple of Servants to at- 
tend the Patient during his being in the Frame ; The one of them muſt attend 
him with a warm Napkin to wipe the ſweat off his Face, and to give him 
cloaths to rub his body, which cloaths ought to be thrult in and taken out at 
the one fide of the Frame. This Servant ought to have regard to his Maſter, 
that upon the leaſt complaint he may give warning to his fellow to renew the 
fire or take it out according as there ſhall be occaſion. The fire being removed 
and the ſheet next the Frame ſomewhat cool, the one of his Servants ſhall hold 
the cloaths cloſe to the Paticats neck and ſhoulders, whilſt the other draws the 
Frame away. Then ſhall they both tuck the Blankets and covering cloſe to 
him, and give him another draught of his Diet-drink, and continue him in 
his ſweat half an hour or more it he can admititz then gradually cool him 
and pull away the wet folded ſheet from under him; then rub him with dry 
cloaths and put on his ſhirt 3 and if he be diſpoſed to ſlumber an hour, he way 3 
otherwiſe he may riſe and dine at his pleaſure» They commonly ſweat 3 quar- 
ters of an hour in the Frame, and an hour in Bed aſter the Frame is pulled away. 

Theſe arc the ways of (ſweating in Bed. 

The ways of ſweating out of Bed are by Stove, Tub, Chair or Cradle. 
The Stove is the moſt cafic in regard they may fit, fiand or walk up and down 3 
but when they go out of them to bed the danger is in taking cold, whence 
new pains do ſometimes ariſe. Therefore thoſe Stoves that are near to a good 
bed are beſt; the other which you muſt go up or down ſtairs to, are not allow- 
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ſwounds in either of them, it will be troubl:lom to get him out 5 poſſibly he 
breaks bis ſhins, if be did not hang ſome while by the neck before they got him 
out. To avoid which they muſt take them out upon the leaſt complaint of 
fainting, and have ſome Cordial to relieve their Spirits. 

In the Cradles they are ſubje& to accidents by the disjointing of the Frame 
or breaking of the Girts, &c. but in every of theſe I have (weat my Patients 
with much ſafety, and ſo may you. 

Bathing is of great uſe in the cure of this Diſeaſe, whether it be new or old. 
In the recent it ſerves to contemperate the great heat and acrimony of the hu- 
mours, eſpecially in the Gonorrbea. 

In ſqualid and drie bodies where the Les hath been long confirmed, Bath- 
ing is neceſſary to humeR and rarifie the humours and diſpoſe them to (alivate. 
They are alſo proper after the Patient hath paſſed chrough the ſiriQt courſe of 
Salivating, Purging, Sweating, &c. The body being thereby dried and emas 
ciated, is hereby cooled, moiltned and reſtored to its natural temper. 

In order to the Bathing we generally let Blood and Purge, it there be ple- 
thoraz but in poor emaciated dry bodies a Clyſter may ſerve, or their bodics 
may be kept ſoluble by a lenient Bolus of Cafſia, Manns, Syr. Violar. &c, 
and before the Patient enter into the Bath he may drink a draught of Caudle 
or Broath, and in the Bath he may take a ſpoonful or two of Harts-horn 

elly, &c. 

: The Veſſel we bathe in is a Tub, wherein he may fit up to the neck. For 
want of ſuch, a Barrel may ſerve, the one end being beat out and a Stool 
placed in it to fit upon. The Bath Liquor is according to the occaſion and 
quality of the Patient, ſometimes it is all Milk, othertimes Milk and Water, 
or only Water, with a Bag of wheaten Bran, which ſerves the Patient as a 
Cuſhion, and makes the water milky. They are ſometimes perfumed with Lig. 
Caſſie, Rbod. ſant. citrini, Calam. aromat. Func. odorat. flor. Roſ. damaſe. &c. 
The Baths ot Milk are apt to ſour, therefore ought to be renewed daily, the 
other will laſt longer ſweet. In the time of Bathing there ought to be plenty 
of hot and cold water to continue the Bath of a moderate temper, neither too 
hot nor cold. Some Hoops ſhould be faſined over the head of the Tub, where- 
on a Blanket or Sheet as a Canopy may be caſt, in caſe the Air be cold. A 
Servant or two ought alſo to be atrending in caſe of fainting, left he fink into 
the water. Therctore upon his complaint raiſe him up, and caſtiog a ſheer 
about him put him into a warm bed, where he may refrefb himſelf, and at his 
lcifure ariſe and cloath himſelf, and dine or ſup as his Appetite requireth. They 
may bath twice a day, but never upon a full Stomach. 

During the Cure of this Diſeaſe it will be requiſite that the Patient keep his 
Chamber, and that it be made temperately warm 3 The taking of Phyſick and 
rambling abroad in the cold being extremely prejudicial to their Cure, and is 
frequently attended with a diarrbes, or noile in their Ears with deafneſs. 
There is alſo a ſpecial care to be taken concerning their Diet, that on thoſe 
days they purge, their Dinner be of good nouriſhment, boiled or roaſted. 
We alſo allow them good Broath, and Bcer or Ale to raiſe their fircngth, fo 
as they may be able to bear the evacuation which is required. But inthe time 
of their {weating we confine them to a very ſlender and drying Diet, only ſuf. 
ficient to ſupport their Spirits. A chop of a neck of Mutton, or two Ribs dry 
roaſted was the old flint. I permit them to make choice of ſome one ſort of 
meat and keep them to that, which amongſt the better ſort is a Partridge, and 
that without ſauce, Their ſuppers may be Bisket, Raiſons of the Sun and a 
few blanched Almonds, and their drink decod. Sarſe,&c. But in weak and exte- 
nuated bodies Chins-Broths, or a mixture of Milk with their Dict- diiok may 
be neceflary, Exerciſe 
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Exerciſe is of ule 1n the beginning of this Diſcaſe, and may ſerve to rowze 
the Native heat to thru(t forth the malignity and waſte {uperfluities. But af- 
ter the Diſeaſe is more confirmed, violent Exerciſe is hurtful, exhauſting the 
Spirits too much, and renders them leſs able to reſiſt the Malignity. 

Sleep is allowed in the day to refreſh them, they being for the moſi part di- 
ſturbed in the night by their pains, which are therefore called Nofiurnal. 

In the time ot Salivation they muſt ſleep when it affe&ts them. To leep 
allo after Bathing and Sweating is neceſſary to refreſh them. 

Venery ought to be avoided during their courſe of Phyſick, it being one main 
cauſe of the unſuccelsfulneſs of it ; Yea, the very thoughts of it is deſtructive 
co their hcalths ; nay, though he believe himſelt Cured I would not have him 
over-contident that way, till he hath paſſed a Spring or Autumn. For if he 
be married, and bed with his Wife, and afterwards relapſe, he may poſlibly 
fancy that ſhe infeGed him 3 which may not be unlikely, .if he bedded with 
her before he entred into Cure. However it was, the conſequences of it may 
be very ill, and may cauſe a loathing in him of her Bed, when it's poſſible he 
was not well Cured, and would have relapſed with a Ganorrbea or Chancre, 
though he had not touched any Woman. 

The paſſions of the Mind ought to be calmed, and the Paticnt to be well (a- 
tished in the Integrity and skill of his Phyſician or Chirurgion, that he may 
the more cheartully ſubmit to the Rules preſcribed in order to his Cure, 


Chap. IL 
Of the Specificks in this Diſeaſe. 


N the former Diſcourſe I have had occaſion to ſpeak of the Deocot?. Sarſa. 
I &c. as (udoriticks. Indeed thoſe kind of DecoQtions are the great hinges 

on which the Cure depends, as being ſuppoſed to contain in them beſides 
the Sudorifick Vertue other Specifick qualities, Which appropriation of ſome 
Simples to the Diſcaſe more than others makes it neceſſary, before I proceed 
any further, to diſcourſe of the nature of theſe Specificks, which I reduce to 
three heads, viz. cither Vegetable, Antimonial or Mercurial.

The Vegetables are uſually reckoned thele 3 guaiac. lign. & cort- lign. ſaſſafras. Specificks, 


rad. china, ſarſaparilla, ſaponaria. Ol thele all but ſaponaria are known Sudori- 
ticks, and may be eaſily ſuppoſed to perform all that is pretended to by them by 
that only faculty, unleſs we pleaſe to add dulcihcation. Whether Saponarta be a 
Sudoritick I know not; nor indeed whether ever it cured the Pox otherwiſe than 
in conjunion with the former Specificks,and ſo any other Herb will do it. Lax- 
reola is in the Welt of England much commended. I ſuppoſe what it doth is 
only by ſtrong purging, and when it is mixed in Diet-drinks, it ſeryes to keep 
the Body open. What other Vertue it hath I know not. 

Antimony and Mercury are Medicaments of ſo large a compals, that they take 
in all the intentions of Phylick. Hence we have Vomits, Purges, Sudoriticks, 
Salivations. Vomiting and Purging are certaiply of great uſe in this Dilcaſe 3 
ſo is alſo Sweating, which is very etfectually procured by ſeveral preparations 
of both thele, viz Ceruſſs Antimon. diapborer, &c. Bezoard, Minerale, Athiops 


Mineral. &c, They have the vogue of exceeding other Medicines both by _ 
rengt 
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ſirength and power of dulcification. And therefore it is that in purging alſo 
we make ſo much uſe of Mercurial preparations. But that Mineral hath alſo 
another faculty more eminent than all theſe, fo peculiar to it ſelf, that we find 
not yet any other medicine, Mineral, Vegetable or Animal that can imitate it, 
and that is Salivationz by vertue of which it melts down the ſerum of the 
blood, and with it all the acid venom contracted in it by this diſeaſe, bringing 
it away by the mouth. 

Theſe are the ſo highly commended Specificks of which the former are the 
conſtant Ingredients of the deco@ion to be taken during the whole Courſe, 
but are accommodated to the Palate and other neceſſities of the Patient by the 
addition of other Simples. Mercury is alſo boiled cither crude or preparcd : 
So is Cinnabar and crude Antimony ; which pra@tice I have declined, and 
therefore I ſhall not ſay more of it. I ſhall only proceed to inform you how 
to mix other Simples with theſe already mentioned as occafion ſhall re- 
QUuIIe- 

Firſt therefore for aromatization we add ſem. anifi, fenic. dul. coriand. cala- 
mus aromaticus, lig. Alves, caſſia; tor other gratefulneſs Liquoriſh , Raiſins, 
Ivory, Harts-born. In complication of Diſeaſes if the Head be affected, we 
add Betony, Sage, Roſerzary. It the Breaft, adianth. tuſſilago , ſcabioſa, mar- 
rubium, Hyſſop, Figs, Dates, Sebeſtens, Jnjubes. It the Heart, rad. angelice, 
berag. Violets, Balm, ſcorzoners, ſcordinm, Clove-gilly-flowers, Saffron. It the 
Stomach, Wormwood, Agrimony, cent aur. card. benedift. It the Liver, Rbu- 
barb, Turmerick,, Liverwort, Succory, Dock-root. If there be Droplie joined 
with it, then Briony of both ſorts , Spurge, Laurel, Eſula. For the Splecn, 
Dodder , Fern, Capers, Tamaritk , Spleemwort, Germander, Calamint, Helle- 
bor, &c. In thediſcalſcs of the Kidneys, the five opening roots, allo rad. althee. 
gram. ruſci, alkekengi, eryngii, the cold ſeeds, &c. It Colicks infect the Pa- 
tient, bacc. lauy. juniper, Galangal, Zedoary, &'c. Then there are the greater 
and leſſer Scorbuticky, allo rad. bardane & petaſutidis, which are belicvcd to 
have vertue to mitigate pain in the membranes of the bones, and reſolve 
nodes; alſo rad. caryopbyllate, conſolide, biſtorte, tormentille, and many 0- 
thers which are thought proper to be added to Decoftions, and to medicate 
Ale or Hydromel, All which ſeveral forms of Medicines may be varicd ac- 
cording to ſeveral intentions. In weak Stomachs we add Wine to the de- 
coQtions. In emaciated bodies Milk. Of the Sarſa decoQtions I (hall for the 
eaſe of the young Chirurgeons, ſet down (ome particular preſcriptions, ſuch as |

If you apply it thick ſpread, it will cat to the bone, and if 
it be not kept within compals it will ulcerate the skin as far as it ſpreads; but 
being diſcreetly applyed it ſeldom fails : But in my Practice I rarely uſe any of 
them, unleſs it be in people who by reaſon of their weakne(s are not able to 
bear a ſevere courſe of Phylick 3 for in others I commonly reſolved them by ver- 
tue of the internal Remedies + they reſolving either in the time of (alivating, 
or ſweating. Nor do I lay open the Gummats, unlefs they be in Cranio, and 
there indeed we ought to open them, to prevent rotting of the bones and mem- 
branes underneath. But when Ulcers with Caries come under my hands, I di- 
late the ulcers, and make way to the bones, and treat them as hath been ſee down 
in the Chapter of Ulcers with Cories 3 they not differing otherwiſe, fave that in 
theſe the Patient ought to continue in the ule of Antivenercals during the Cure. 

In conſideration that theſe diſcaſed people are confined to their Chambers du-

Obſervations of the leſſer Species of Lues Venerea. 
Young Man having been debaucht into laſcivious Company, complained 
/ \ to me the day after, and ſhewed me the Prepuce much inflamed and ſwel- 
led and turned backward 3 there was alſo an excoriation between the glans and 


part of the prepuce. I fomented the penis with red wine, and applycd pledgets 
of lint preſſed out of the ſame on the excoriation,and wnguent. album camphorat. 
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over all, leaving a paſſage for utine. Then let him blood in the arm about ten * 


ounces. A Clyſter was adminiſired ſome hours after, and that night at his 
going to bed I ſent him a Bolus of. conſe roſe 36. mer. dul. Dj. and purged it 
off the next morning with Manns in Poſlet-drink, and drefled him the ſame 
morning with decot}. plantog. ſummitat. rubj, equiſeti, &c. By this method of 
dreſſing, and by the repeating the uſe of the mer. dxl. alone, and with purga- 
tives, I drycd up the ulceration and inflammation, leaving the prepuce lax as 
formerly. I had thoughts of preſcribing him a longer courle, but he continued 
well without it. 

Another came to me with an inflammation of the prepuce, it was ſwelled 
over the glans, and by the quantity of fetid matter which diſcharged I ſuppoſed 
a Gonorrhea, at leaſt a great excoriation between the prepuce and glans. I for 
mented it with decod. plantag. ſummit- rubi, equiſeti, &c. and injected ſome of 
it with a Syringe, and lapped a ſtupe about it, and continued that method of 
dreſſing it twice a day 3 ſometimes adding a little mel /Egyptiae. to the decoRi- 
on. 1 alſo let him blood, and repeated the method of purging, as in the for- 
mer Obſervation, till I had healed the ulceration, and relaxed the fwelling. 
Then r.turning back the prepuce, and obſerving that the fetid matter had pro- 
ceeded only from an excoriation between the prepuce and g/avs, I de{mifſcd him 
without putting him into other courſe of Phylick. 

One came to me with an Inflammation and great ſwelling of the glans and

prepuce, this latter being turned back in coits lixaitned the glans, and haſtened Obſerracion ; 
thoſe accidents of inflammation, &c. and would ſoon have gangrened in ſpite of 1nflammati- 


of all applications. To prevent which, I prepared to divide that part of the 
prepuce which made the ſtricture. It was not eafie to find the way to it, by 
realon of the inflation of the upper tunicle 3 but having paſſed a direQor under 
it, I cut through the {iriure, and gave liberty to the glans, then fomented the 
diſeaſed parts with the decof?. plamtag- ©. and rouled a hot ſtupe overit, then 
let him blood, and treated him as venereal The next day I found the (ſwelling 
diſcuſſed, and the prepuce lye flaccid and natural; the wound cured in the skin 
a few days after by the common applications. This turning back of the pre« 
puce is frequently ſeen in young Lads, who wantonly handle it. Sometimes it 
happeneth jn Conjugal Rites, and not being returned ſoon over again, it 
ſiraitens the glans, and accordingly haſtens the accidents of inflammation. 
The Cure is etfeted by timely fomenting with emollientsz but if that way fail, 


you mult divide the prepuce as aboveſaid. In forme of thoſe who have the pre- + 
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the Glans is pulled downwards, fo as they cannot endure coition. The reme- 
dy is by cutting the franum in pieces. If you ſuſpect that the divided ends 
may be troublefom, clip them off at the ſame time, then put a doffil of dry 
Lint cloſe between the Glans and that part of the Prepuce to prevent the coali- 
tion of them. 

A young fellow came to me with the Prepuce inflamed, and a mortification 
on the upper part of it, which had ſpread the compaſs of a broad Shilling on 
that part over the Glans, In (carifying the Eſchar I found it had penetrated 
through : upon which conſideration 1 made ſeparation of the Prepuce with 
a pair of Sciſſors” cutting it off round, then dreſſed it cxm pul. Galeni & olbu- 
mine ovi, the next day 1 gave him a Lenitive Bolus, which purged him mode- 
rately, In the makiog extirpation of the Prepuce I had permitted him to 
bleed freely, and by the Lenient purge his body was cooled, fo chat at the 
next opening 1 found the Sore digeſting, Idreflcd it with digeft. ex terebinth. 
and the excoriation about the Glans with wnguent alb. camph. The day after I 
purged him again with the ſame Lenitive and calomel. By the reiterating of 
thoſe purgations he was freed of the malignity. The Penis was cured by the 
common applications in ſuch caſes propoſcd in the method of cure, 

One coming to me with a Chancre on the outſide of the Prepuce with callus, 
I ſprinkled it with mer. precipit. and applicd a pledget of wnguent. dipomphbolig. 
over it with bandage, then let him blood and purged him with decof7. ama- 
rum, giving him mer. dal. every other night, ſometimes two nights together. 
After the application of the Precipitate 2 or 3 times, I drefſed the Chancre 
only with a Pledget preſſed out of ag- calcis, by which, with the help of 
the Internals, it was ſoon cicatrized and the calluus refolved. The reliques of 
the Diſcaſe which I ſappoſed to be lurking in the body I carried off by the con- 
tinued uſe of the Antivenereals, and concluded the courſe with decod. ſarſe, 
{weating, &c. 

A man of about 26 years of age, of a futl body, came to me with a Chancre 
between the Glans and Prepuce on the right fide, I dreſſed it with lac fubli- 
mati. I let him blood and purged him with an infuſion of ſens, rbab. &c. ina 
decofl. tamarind. with yr. de ſpina cervina, and ſyr. ex infuſ. roſ. cum agarico. 
The ſame night after his firſt ſleep he took Jj. calomel. in 36. conf. cichorei, 
and the next morning I purged it off with ſome of the former infulion. The 
ſecond day ffter I purged him with pil. cochie min. 36. mer. dul. Jj. and from 
that day purged him proportionably as his ſirength would bear, increafing or 
diminiſhing the one or other of them fo as to avoid making his chaps ſore. The 
U'cer being thus cured and no hardneſs remaining, I then preſcribed him a 
decodi. ſarſe, &c. and deſigned the ſweating of him; but he finding himſclf 
well thought ic unneceſſary, and did not drink four quarts of his Dict-drink, yet 
continued without relapſe. 

One of about 4o years of age of a groſs body had a ſmall Chancre on the 
left fide of the Glans, I ſprinkled it with mer. precipit. and applycd over ita 
pledget of anguent. diapomphol. then let him blood, and the next day purged 
him with pel. cornichini Jij. which gave him 14 or 15 fiools. The day atter 
I purged him again with pul. cornichini 36. mer. dul. Yj. 1 drefſed the Chancre 
with a ſolution of mel Ay _ in a little of the deco. plantag. equiſet. Ec. 
upon Lint, and left ſome of it with him to dreſs himſelf daily. 1 alſo left with 
the Patient ſome papers of ps. cornic. with and without calomel. which he 
took interchangeably. He had a firong body, and being pleaſed with the 
working of the Phyſick he took it daily, and many days after the Chancre was 
cured, and the hardneſs reſolved : but the weather growing cold he neither 
drank his Diet-drink, nor ſweatz nor in truth did I think it fo very necefliry. 
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A month or two after he ſhewed me a round cruſty Ulcer riſe upon his Arm, 
and ſuch another upon his Thigh and Brealtz I let him blood and repeated 
purging, and by 3 doſes of Turbith Mineral given at diltant times, purging 
him between cach doſe, I avoided the making his chops fore, and dryed the 
Ulcers, and by a courſe of Diet-drink and Sweating ſecured him from re- 
lapling. 

'A man of about 36 years of age came to me with ſome ſmall corroſive little 
Ulcers on the Frenum, and on each (ide of it; alſo a large Chancre in the very en- 
trance into the Vrethra with a hard callus round that part of the Glans. 1 
toucht the Ulcers with lac ſublimat. and applyed over them pledgets prefled 
out of the vulnerary decoction, I let him blood foon after, and gave him 
that night JJ calomel. and purged it off the next day with an infuf, of Sexa, &c. 
For the more ſpeedy relief of the frenum I gave the next morning JG. of Twr- 
bith Mineral it vomited him thrice: after which 1 gave him a draught of the 
infuf. of Sena, and purged it downwards, By this I checked the eroſion in 
the Ulcers, but the frexwnm was (o far fretted, and withal fo painful, that I di- 
vided it, and with the Vitriol ſtone rubbed the broken ends thereof, and 
continued drefling it as aboveſaid, and by frequent repetition of Antivenereal 
purgatives, I cicatrized thoſe Ulcers about the frenum. The Ulcer within 
the urethra healed alſo much about the fame time. The callus on the top of 
the glans joining to it was a longer work, but was reſolved by the ſaid way of 
purging : after which I put him into a ſixong decoction of ſarſa, and (ſweat him 
with antimon- diapboret. Ec. purging him with pil. cochie min. and precipitat. 
alb. every tourth day, by which courſe I confirmed his cure, 

A young fellow whom I had cured of a Chancre between the Glans and Pre- 
puce, and was putting him into a courſe of Dict-drink and (weatings, pretend- 
cd ſoine extraordinary bulinel(s for two or three days, in which time he came 
© me withan inflammation and cxcoriation of the pexis, with a fmall ulcera- 
tion on the top of the glans, and would have imputed it to my not having 
well cured him ; but its recency with the inflammation demonſizated ſufficient- 
ly that it was a new Clap, and I was obliged to him that he came to me again 
for cure. Others of his metal have not been (o kind. I repeated venzſeRion, 
and drefſcd him with the deco. plantag. ſummitat. rub. &ec. as it is ſet down 
in the method of cure, and purged him with pil. ex duobus & calomel. increaf- 
ing and diminiſhing the one and the other to avoid the making his: chops 
ſore: then by a courſe of Diet-driak , ſweating and purging finiſhed the 
Cure. 

One of about 36 years of age came to me with the Prepuce inflamed and 
ſwelled over the Glans, the end of the Prepuce being carnous, and contracted 
fo cloſe, that 1 could ſcarce get in my Probe. The glans felt hard and un- 
equal, and much fctid matter dilcharged trom between it and the Prepuce, 
which certainly demonſirated Chancres and great ulceration of ſome continu» 
ance. He had allo ſwelled Glandules in both his Groins. I fomented the 
{welling with deco@. malve, tap. barbat- ſem. lini, fanugreci, Oc. and injected 
the vulnerary decoQion with wigueut. Agyptiac- and put in a ſhort tent 
of rad. gentiane dipt in oleo lilior- into the contracted Prepuce, with directions 
that he ſhould put in a treth one fo often as he ſhould urine, or ſyringe himſelf. 
To which purpoſe he had many prepared bigger and leſſer. That day let 
him blood, and dirc&ed a Clyſter, and purged him the next morning with 
pil. cochie min. & merc. dul. and repeated the faid Phylick according to his 
tixength, proportioning the merc. dl. ſo as to avoid falivating. By this me- 

thod and by his courſe of Diet with Swdorificks, the Ulcers healed, and the 
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paſſcd in a pair of probe ſciſſors as high over the glans as the narrow entrance 
would admit; then pulling back the exterior tunicle I cut the inner firaitened 
coat, till I had ſo inlarged it that it turned back. That done, I applyed my 
Reſirictives upon the wound and rouled them on, leaving the glans only cover- 
ed with the circumvolutions of the xowler. The third day after I dreſſed it 
again, and ſaw the wound digeſiing and healed in ſome parts, I dreſſed it with 
the digeſt. ex terebinth. cum vitello ovi, and applyed a folded linnen dipt iz 
albumine ovi over it, and rowled it as before. I afterwards cured the wound 
with unguent. t#tie, and then permitted the prepuce to return to its place, In 
this caſc I have ſometime made two or three ſiitches at equal diſtance, by which 
the lips have been ſooner united. In thoſe where the prepuce is not retained 
back, the wound cureth and leaves the prepuce deformed and troubleſome in 
coition, upon which account I circumciſed one lately that came out of other 
hands. You ought to be careful in the drefling ulcerations between the glaxs 
and prepuce for it ſometimes happeneth, that they grow together, yea, in ſuch 
cales the very entrance into the UVrethra will contrat extream narfow, and 
ſometimes clole up. 

A poor Gentleman ſuppoſing his difficulty in urining proceeded from the 
Stone, lilently endured it till the urine was in a manner ſuppreficd : then 1 was 
tercht, and ſaw the prepuce ſiretched over the glans, and the entrance into it 
carnous, and ſcarce wide enough to admit of a probe. I made a dilatation by a 
ſmall pair of Plyers, then paſſed in a probe, but could neither get into the Ure- 
thra, nor paſs confiderably between the glans and prepuce. The work requi- 
red diſpatch, therefore having drawn out the interior tunicle, and thruſt back- 
ward the external one, I cauſed my Servant to make a Ligature upon the pre- 
puce cloſe by the end of the glans, and with a knife cut oft the hard carnous end 
of the prepuce. 1 thought to have turned it back, but found the interior coar 
of the prepuce firmly grown to the glans round, as if it had been one body, and 
the entrance into the Urethra almoli quite cloſed up by a hard cicatrix. 1 
brought the inciſcd lips of the coats-of the prepuce together, and retained 
them ſo round by a few llitches 3 then having wiped away the blood with a 
ſpunge, I made an apertion through the cicatrix, inlarging the entrance of 
the Uretbra, and gave way for his urinez then put in a piece of a ſearching 
Candle to keep the paſſage open. I drefled up the prepuce with pul. Galeni upon 
pledgets of lint dipt i albxmine ovi, and brought a told of linnen over it, leav+ 
ing a paſſage for urine, That afternoon I took out the wax-candle, and put in 
a leaden pipe, which was ealily retained for diſcharge of urine, and the while 
cicatrized the apertion there. The wound in the prepuce being digelied and 
cicatrizing, I cut out the ſtitches. This Perſor pifſed out ſeventeen piples in 
f.w days after. Infants are ſometimes born without this apertion, in which 
caſe it it be not ſpeedily made, the urine makes its way through fome part of 
the duQaus, or the Infant dicth miſcrably. 

A young Blade was commended out of the Country'to a Phyſician here, who 


Obſervation of committed him to my Care. The prepuce was ſwelled and inflamed, between 
Chancre, and 
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it and the glans there were many Chancres, as I ſuppoſed by the hardne(s I felt, 
and by the diſcharge of fetid matter, and from thence 1 judged the inflamma- 
tion and ſwelling in the prepuce to ariſe, The Glandules in both his Groins 
were (welled. To have waited for ſuppuration in thefe had certainly cauſed the 
putrefaQion of the other diſcaled part, it being then in great danger through 
the ſo long concealing of it. Wherefore I began with fomenting and fſyring- 
ing of it with the decoG. plantage ſummitat. rubi, &c. with an addition of 5j. 
A'gyptiac. to fix ounces of the decoction, and continued the dreſſing of hum 
with that twice a day- The Phylician preſcribed him a Clylter that night, and 
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the next morning we let him blood in the Arm, and purged him the day after 
with extratt. Kudii & calomel. and the next day repeated a Clylter. The day 
after he was purged again with extrad. Rudii & j. calomel. Atter this man- 
ner he was treated from the 16 of Amguſt to the 15 of September following, he 
drinking a decod. ſarſe upon a Sudorifick Bolus thoſe mormings he did not 
purge 3 and from the third day of his purging he made that decodtion his con- 
ſtant drink, unle(s it was thole mornings while he was purging, and then he 
drank a thin broath. By this method the Glandules in his Groins reſolved, and 
the Chancres cured : the callolity alſo on the glans and end of the prepuce re- 
ſolved, and became naturally lax as before, Then we kept him ftricly to his 
Dict-drink,and ſweat him in a wicker-chair with Antimon. diapboret. gum-gueai- 
aci, and a warm draught of his Decoction, and purged him every fourth day 
with an infiſ- ſene, &c. and (o proceeded to the 4*" of Offeber. Thoſe days 
he ſweat he dined upon a roalted Partridge, and at night was allowed Bisket 
and Raiſons of the Sun, and when he purged he dined upon boiled meat and 
drank (mall Ale. During the whole courſe he kept his Chamber, and by (© 
doing was perfcRly cured without making his Chaps ſore in the leaſt, 

A young Woman was put into my hands, having a great inflammation and 
ſwelling i» pudendo, with a large round Chancre between the duftus urinarits, 
and the intcriors of the vagina uteri, with great excoriation of the parts with- 
out. I let herblood, and the next day purged her with an jnfuſ. ſene in a de- 
colt, caſſie and tamarind. with ſyr. de ſp. cervina, Kc. and fent her the while a pint 
of the decod. plant ag. ſummitat. &c. to ltupe and ſyringe the diſeaſed part, which 
ſhe continued the ule of cill ſhe was cured, The day after her purging, I gave 
her 12 grains of t#rbith min. which vomited her often, and purged her thrice. 
That afternoon a Clytter of Milk and Sugar was adminiſtred, and the next day 
ſhe took another Clyſter. The Flux continuing on the parts I gave her gr. viij. 
eurb. min. with conſ. roſe rub. in the form of a Pill, it vomited her more mode- 
ately, A Clylter was again adminiſter'd that evening. The next morning I 
found her more cafic. I then purged her with the former infuſe. ſene the two 
following days, by which I prevented the ſwelling of her Chaps. During this 
the excoriation dryed, and the Chancre was diſpoſed to Cure, From that time 
I purged her with the Extract ſet down in the mechod of Cure, adding to each 
doſe Jj- more or lets of precipitate. albws, by which method ſhe was cured in 
few days. I then put her into a ſtrict courſe of Diet and Sweating, and there- 
by contirmed the Cure. 1I ſhall forbear giving many inſtances of this Sex, in 
conſideration that there is little difference in the Cure, only theſe are more fub- 
jet to fluxion, and fo require more powerful revulfion, and that your To- 
picks be more drying, leſt excreſcences ariſe upon the excoriated parts, 

A Man aged about 3$ years, of a plethorick body, came to me with the 
prepuce contraQted cloſe over the glaus, it was carnous and hard, eſpecially on 
the right tide, under which part I {uppoſed there lay a Chancre. I concluded 
it venereal, but he not acknowledging it, I preſcribed him pil. coch. min. 3). 
calomel. J). to take at twice intermitting a day between, but let him blood in 
the arm firſt, The foreſaid Pills working agreeably with him, he was ſupplyed 
with more of them, and drank a decvd. ſarſe between while, and took his de- 
ſired liberty of walking abroad. By this method he ſenſibly perceived the cal- 
loſity reſolve, and was fatisfied that I could cure him if he pleaſed, but was 
thereby rendered the more ſecure, and careleſs in taking"that preſcribed Phy- 
lick 3 fo that after the ſpace of three weeks, when he came to me again he had 
many (cabs on his head, berpes on his face, and other fort about his thighs and 
arms, and the calloſity uot much lcflencd on the penis. At light whereot I pre- 
vailed with him to let me know his Lodging, which being at lati granted, | 
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ſent him 12 gr. Turbith min. and purged it off that Afternoon with a draught 
of Sir Alex. Frafier's Potus amarus. | repeated the Turbith once in three days, 
and gave him the bitter decoction between, Thus I drycd the Ulcers, and they 
ſhe!!'d foon off ; The calloſity allo reſolved ealily, and the prepuce relaxed and 
turned back : yet ſome Callus remained a longer time upon the inner tunicle 
of the prepuce 3 but by Diet-drink, Sudorificks, and repeating the Vomit or 
Purgative Pill once in four days, he was in fix weeks perfectly cured. 

1 5s Now leſt you may think I am too ſirict in giving fo many Internals in the 
Obſervation of Cure of ſo ſmall an Ulcer as a Chancre, or rather a Chancrous Callss. I ſhall 
Callofity, give you one inſtance,and the only one that ever failed in the Cure of, It was in 

the year 1654+ an Apothecary, ſince decealcd,cngaged a Phylician and my felt in 

s the Cure. The Chancre was of the bignels of a cherry-ſione ſeated on the neck of 
the glans 3 the Phyſician preſcribed Pil.Rudii & mer.dul. to be given every other 
day, and a decodt. ſarſa. &c. as it is uſually made with its additional ingredients, 
Thoſe Mornings he did not purge, he was to take D). Antimon. diapboret. in 
cochl. 1+ ſyr. limos. He having thus preſcribed a method of Cure, the Apothe- 
cary prolecuted the courſe, and indeed there was little for me to do but the 
Patient defiring my daily attendance, I dreſſed him with a pledget dipt in Jac ſub- 
limat. a medicament not inferiour to ary in ſuch a cale. The firlt 14 days we 
paſſed on very ſecure, not doubting ſucceſs, but from that time oblerving the 
Callus not to reſolve as I expeced, I began to enquire into the Patients may- 
ner of Diet, and into the Phyſick he took. As to his Diet, he lodged in the 
Apothecary's houſe, who kept a good Table, his drink was decod. ſarſe, but (o 
ſmall, as it was little better than water. But to that I was anſwered, it was 
the ſecond decoRtion. I then enquired for the firſt, which he ſhewed me in a 
four ounce glaſs in the window, and told me, the Paticnt drank three of thoſe 
in a day tribus horis medic 1 was ſurprizcd at this new way, and did not won- 
der at my {mall ſucceſs. I thought it not reaſonable to take notice of it to the 
Patient, but ſpake to the Apothecary to forbear the giving the ſecond decoRi- 
on, and to make the firlt proportionably, as it was by the Phylician preſcribed, 
and to repeat the Purgative oftner. In this latter I prevailed, but the former 
he juſtified, and continued that method to the laſt. By the frequent purging, 
and the application of a Cerate made with the ſolution of crude Mercury in 44- 
fortis,that Callus Chancre refolved after we had ſpent near fix weeks time. I then 
put the Patient upon ſweating, and adviſed a more (iriQ diet 3 but before the Pa- 
tient had ſpent full out a fortnight he grew weary of the courſe, and conclu- 
ding himſclt well brake off : but he relapſed ſoon after z whereas if he had 
been briskly purged, and afterwards kept to a (iri& Diet, and a firong decodti. 
on of Sarſa, and {weat, he might have been perfely cured in a month without 
any application to the Collolity. 

Io ſfirong Conſtitutions the Malignity of this Diſeaſe is ſometimes diſcharged 
by a Bubo in the Groin, in which caſe it ought to be drawn outward by Cup- 
ping-glaſſes, and brought to Suppuration. Yet where it is not very forward 
(and is accompanied with Chancres, or other virulent Ulcers, as in one of the 
preceding obſervations,) I do not attend its ſuppuration, but proceed in the 
Cure with Antivenercals, as I have there ſhewed you : but where there is only 
a Bubo, 1 proceed as followeth : 

I 6+ One about 4o years of Age, of a ſtrong ſanguine complexion, came to me 
Obſervationof with a {wcelled Glandule in his right Groin ; it was of the bigneſs of an Al- 
h—_ mond in its ſhcll, ſomewhat paintull, but without heat. I (uppoling it Vene- 

real, applycd a Cupping-glaſs to it, and afterwards an Emplailter of Pic. Bur- 
gund. ſaponis nigri, axungie porcine, & aceti an. part. equal. granted the Patient 
liberty of Dict, by which, within 3 or 4 four days the cumour fixed me grew 
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bigger, and heated the skiny and by the continuance of that application, it in- 
creaſed with inflammation and much pain. I then applyed this ſuppurative Ca- 
taplaſm. Be rad. lilior. alboy. cepar. ſub ciner. cofiar. an. Eiv. far. tritic. Fij. 
axung. porci, anſeris an. iſs. croci pulver. Jj. The Tumour encreafing and not 
growing ſoft, 1 added to the ſame Cataplaſim ferment. vet. Zij. pulpe fiicum ex- 
trad. in ſp. vini, by which it afterwards ſuppurated. I opened it in the decli- 
ning part by incifion, and dilcharged a ſlimy crude matter. I dreſſed it with 
wiguent. baſilic. upon a Tent, and atterwards added merc. precipitat. Whillt 
I deterged the Ulcer I let him blood, and purged him with an i»fuf. ſene 3 or 
4 days 3 but atter the tirft days purging, I gave him Jj. calomel. over-night, 
and the infufion the following morning. During the time it was cicatrizing, 
I purged him with pil. coch. min. & calomel. every third day. The other days 
he drank a decod?. ſarſe 3 and after the Ulcer was cicatrized, I gave him a few 
{weats, and concluded the Cure. 

A young Man came to me having a Bebo in his right Groin, I applycd an 
Emplalier of Galbanum ſpread upon leather, and continued it there ſome days, 
giving him the liberty of Diet. In a ſhort time it ſuppurated, I opened it by 
Cauſtick, and diſcharged a flimy matter. I dreſſed it up with Lenients to ha- 
ſten ſeparation of theaEſchar, and applyed an Emplaſter de mucilag. with empl. 
melilot. After the Eſchar digelicd off, I deterged with mund. Paracelſ. purged 
him with extra. Rudii & calomel. every other day, and preſcribed a decode. ſar- 
ſe, lig- guaiaci, &c. which he drank thole intermitting days. After the Ulcer 
was Cicatrized I (weat him, keeping him that while toa firicter diet, by which 
method he was fccured from relapfing. 

A Man about 34 years old, of a full body, came to London, and lodged him- 
ſelf and Witc in the houſe of his Phyſician, he being indiſpoſed with an in- 
flammation on his belly to the left Groin, pretending he had over-heated his 
body by diforder in drinking. He was adviſed to keep his bed, and diſpoſe 
himſclt to a breathing {weat. Aﬀeer a day or two he complained more of his 
pain, upon which account I viſited him, and ſaw the inflammation diſcuſſed on 
his belly, but there remained a tumour in his Groin near ſuppurated. A Ca- 
taplaſm was applyed to it ex rad. lilior. Ec. by which it ſuppurated a few days 
after, and 1 opened it by a Cauſtick, and gave vent to a crude laniovs matter. 
Whilſt I attended the digeſtion of this, the Patient took an opportunity to ſhew 
me ſome (mal®Chancres upon the Pexis near the Frenum. 1 dreflcd them, and 
gave him a ſolution of met A:gyptiac. in decod. plantag. Oc. to cure them. 

The abſcets not digetting nor yielding to deterfives, 1 acquainted the Phyſician 
that I had diſcovered the Dilcate. Venereal, and implored his help. He purged 
the Patient with pil. Rudit, mer. dul. and prelcribed him decodt. ſarſe, &c. by 
which the Ulcers in pene were cured, and the ablceſs grew well dilpolcd to heal. 
But upon the Phyſicians and my diſcourſing with the Patient of his Diſcaſe he 
grew paſſionate, and denied it to be Venercalz and a day or two after remov- 
ed out of his lodgings two or three miles into the Country, and to avoid the Dif- 
covery of his Dilcale, he diſmiſt me, and entertained another Chirurgeon, who 
complyed,and promiſed in few days to cure him without the help of internal Re- 
medics ; But after all his endeavours another Chirurgeon was Conlulted, by 
whole advice the Paticnt was put into a courſe of Antivenereals at laſt, and cu- 
xd ot that, but grew otherwiſe Diſcaſcd, and lived not many years. 

A young Man was brought to my houſe, of a Plethorique body, Dilcaled 
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with a bard conipaQted (welling in his left Groin 3 it wasa Bubo, and like to ſup- obſervation 
purate, I applycd an empl. diachyl. cum gummi. About a week or ten days after he of a Bube. 
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ſome of the forcſaid Plaſter, and diſmiſſed him and his Apothecary with dirc&i- 
ons how to proceed. After rwo months I was fetched to this Patient,and ſaw that 
Bubo terminated in a Phagedenous Ulcer about three inches in length and pro- 
portionably broadwith indented callous lips. The Ulcer it felf was ſordid, and 
had corroded round under thoſe lips ; he had alſo on the ſcrotum four large round 
Ulcers and others like them in perines. It was my wonder to ſee this Diſeaſe ſo 
rage, conſidering the courſe I had preſcribed was the fame I had cured ſo many 
by : and he had taken fo much merc. dwl. that it was grown familiar to him and 
ſeemed to encreaſe the virulency in the Ulcers. I began the work with cutting 
off the jagged Lips, and filled the Ulcer with pledgets ſpread with wnguent. 
baſilic. dipt in precipitate, and dreſſed the other Ulcers after the fame manner 
with empl. diachalcith. to retain them on. Idid not let him blood becauſe I 
had permitted thoſe callous lips to bleed freely, but I direQed a Clylter to be 
adminiſtred that afternoon. I purged him the next day and two or three at- 
ter witha deco@t. amar. of Sir Alex. Frafiers, and then gave him gr. xv). Tur- 
bith mineral. in a Pill made up with conſ, roſ; rub. which vorited him well 
and purged him twice. That afternoon a Clyſter was given him of fat broath 
enm vitello ovi- Aﬀter the firſt application of merc. precipitat. I dreſſed 
the Ulcer in inguine with wnguent. baſilic. and merc. precipitat. mixed, The 
other I dreſſed with pledgets preſſed out of Lac ſublimat. By the repeating of 
the Turbith min. once in four or five days, I diſpoſed the Ulcers to heal, and by 
Clyſters and purging draughts between while I prevented falivating. 

After the Ulcers in the ſcrotum and perineum were cicatrized, I put him into 
a ſtriQ dict and kept him to the drinking of deced. ſarſe, &c. with good ſudo- 
riticks,and by purging him once in four days he was happily cured and continues 
fo to this day. | 

Two young Lads, intimate companions, came out of the country alike 
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were commended to my care. They had both ſwellings in their left Groins 
and calloſities about the glans remaining from preceeding Chancres. They 
were alſo afflicted with verruce and mariſce in podice, and pains in their Shoul- 
ders. Theſe (wellings in their Groins were without pain or inflammation, ſo 
not like to come to ſuppuration. Therefore without more ado I let them both 
blood and purged them two or three days with Sir Alex. Froſier's Potus amarus, 
then gave them each a doſe of Turbith mineral. which vomited them well, 
and took off their pains, The next day I ſnipt off the mariſce and verruce, 
zubbing their remaining roots with the cauſtick Stonez and having cleanſed 
them, I dreſſed them up with Lenicnts, and after ſeparation of the Eſchars 
cicatrized them with the Vitriol Stone and wnguent. epulotic. During the Cure 
of theſe I repeated the Twrbith min. once in four or five days, and between 
while carried down the matter by Clyſters and Lenient purgatives, by which me- 
thod I reſolved the callofities and the glands. Then I put them into a deco@. 
ſarſe with ſudorificks, and with extra&. Rudi and calomel. every fourth day 
finiſhed their Cure, 

A Phyſician and my ſelf were fetched toa man whom we found in bed. 
He was not fick, but broken out all over his body with heat. The Phyſician 
adviſed him todiſpoſe himſelf to a breathing Sweat upon a draught of warm 
Poſſet-drink, wherein was boiled raſ. C. C: &c. A Cordial Julip was allo pre» 
ſcribed as is uſual in cbullition of the ſerum ſanguinis: Three or four days at- 
ter I viſited him again, and found that heat railed into many puſtules, which 
had alſo overſprcad his head, and terminated there in as many ulcerous ſcabs 
amongſt his hair, Theſe were viſible ſymptoms of the Lyes, and appearcd 
ſo to me at the ſecond viſit I made him; but he did not acknowledge it till =_ 
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few days after, and then he ſhewed me fome corroſive Ulcers on the penis 
near the frennm, and ſome verruce in perineo, yet denied that it was an in- 
fc ion of a late date. He was contented we ſhould proceed in the Cure, to 
which purpoſe he was let blood and the next day purged with an infuſed Po- 
tion. After which we purged him with calomel. &c. proportionably as his 
ſtrength would bear, avoiding the making his chaps fore. By this method 
the Wicers dried and the Scabs ſhelld off,the Ulcers on the penis were drefled and 
cured as hath been ſhewed in the preceding Chapters We then preſcribed him 
decodt. ſarſe, &c. with aztimon. diapboret. bezoard. min. &c, and ſome few 
days he {weat 3 but he ſuppoling himſelt cured brake off from our method : 
whence it came to pals that the malignity afterwards thewed it ſelf in different 
forms. Sometimes in an ophthalmia threatning his cye-fight, in which caſe he 
conſulted oculiſts and others, but afcer all was cured by us with the foremen- 
tioned purgatives. Aﬀter that he was afflicted wich a fierce Catarth, in the 
cure of which he ran long courſes of peQorals, but was only relieved by us 
with Antivenereals. But not proſecuting that method of cure, he was ſome 
months after grieved with a Colick which laſted a long time, and a bernizs 
bamoralis attended that : upon which conliderations he at laſt ſubmitted to a 
more (triF method, and was' freed of his Colicks and other ſymptoms by 
purging with Catharticks, mixt with calomel. The courſe was tiniſhed with 
deco. ſarſe, drying diet and ſweating, 

A Woman aged 27 years being quick with Child was broken out in her head 
and face and leveral parts of her body with ſerpigo and various puſtule and 
ſcabs. I let her blood, and the next day purged her with an infulion of ſexs, 
rhab. &c. to which was added manna and yr. roſ. ſolut. and from that time 
I preſcribed her precipitatus albus from 15 gr. to 25 every other night, or 
proportionably, to avoid falivating of her. But I not having the liberty 
of viſiting her as I ought, it ſwelled her chaps and ſhe fluxed 18 or 20 days,and 
was thereby treed of her puſtule, &c. In the declination of the Flux I purged 
her with a decod. ſene, polypodis, bermodad. ſem. carthami, &*c. made in a quan- 
tity of Dic(-drink, which the drank thrice a day, and took the while a medi- 
cated broath tor her nouriſhment. After her chaps were cured I put her into a 
decot.ſarſe and a drying diet,and ſweat her moderately with antimon. diaphboret. 
gum- guaigci and bezoard. occident» cum conſe. meliſſe, and ſyr. limon- in forms 
boli, _ her beeween while with the torementioned apozeme, and cured 
her. She attcrwards went out her full time, and was delivered of a found 
Child ; I made it a fontinel in the neck. It dyed of Conyulſtons in the Coun- 
try at three quarters of a year old, 

A Woman big with Child having many ulcerous ſcabs on her head and other 
parts of her body with great eroſion, 1 let her blood and preſcribed her a de- 
colt. ſarſe with ſome of the milder purgatives, ſere, polypod. bermodadt. rbab. Oc. 
and aftcrwards preſcribed her a few doſes, viz. JD). calomel. every other night, 
till I had checked the malignityz then preſcribed her this: Re Bezoard. miner. 
DG. gum. gueaiaci gr. XV. antimone diaphoret. gr. vii). conſ. borag- q. ſ. f- bolus. 
After which the drank a draught of decod. ſarſe and ſweat moderately, By 
this way of proceeding her difeaſe was palliated, and ſhe went out her full 
time, and was brought .to bed; but the Child dyed convulfive within three 
weeks, After which the Mother was removed to more convenient lodgings 
and cured as hath been ſaid in the former obſervation. 

A Nurſe by giving ſack to a diſcaſed Child was infe&ed with great ukcera- 
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out upon her limbs. I enquiring into the cauſe ſaw this poor ,wograns Child 
which was born within the year very well complexioned and ſound. I cauſed 
her to be let blood, and purged her with pil. cochie E* merc. dul. three or tour 
times, intermitting a day or two betweenz then vomired her with Turbith m3- 
neral. and repeated it once in four or five dayes. To the U'cers and ulcerati- 
ons I only applycd alittle unguent. diapompholig. {pread thin upon linen to pre- 
vent their fretting and ſticking to her ſhite, for they cured by the Internal Reme- 
dies. But the Nodes not reſolving, 1 raiſcd a Salivation by the Twurb. min, and 
afterwards confirmed the Cure by purging, dry diet, decod. ſarſe, lig- greaiaci, 
&c. with Sudorificks. 

I was ſent for to a Child that was broken out all over the Body with ſome 
branoy and mattery ſcabs, the diſturbance whereot had extreamly emaciated the 
Infant. The Mother was alſo diſeaſed in the ſame manner, and big with Child 
I-preſcribed her a purging Apozcme, and gave her precipitatus albus every 0- 
ther night the firſt week, and afterwards preſcribed her a medicated Ale with 
ſarſa, china, lig. guaiaci, &c., for her conltant drink, and gave her many 
days Athiops mineral. JJ. at a time, and kept her body foluble between while 
with a lenitive Bolus. | 

I purged the Infant with ſyr. de Rhab. and afterwards with calomel. from gr. 
iv. to gr. vj. cither in the pap of a roaſted Apple, or a ſpoontul of Milk propor- 
tionably as I ſaw he could bear it, it purged him twice or thrice, and fome- 
time vomited him. His grewcl and pap were made with a decoction of 
ſarſa, china, &c. by thele Remedies 1 dryed the mattery Scabs, aud the Intant 
was in a great degree freed of his Itch. 1 alfo cauſed him to be bathed in a tub 
of warm water ſeven or eight days. In the declining of his Itch a Pbyma a- 
role near the podex, which being ſuppurated I opened by a Caultick, and order- 
ed the drefling of it daily with ungzent. baſilic. (pread upon linen. This dif- 
charged matter plentifully for the ſpace of a month, and then it Icf{ened and 
cured. During this method of Cure, the Infant grew and recovered ſtrength 
but upon the omiſſion of the Mercurials new eruptions appeared, which were 
removed by Xthiops mineral. and moderate purging, but it died ſince. His 
Mother by continuing the preſcribed method was Cured, and was in due time 
brought to bed of a healthtul Child, and both the Mother and Child continue 
wcll to this day. 

A Woman who ſuſpeQed her (c1f Venereal was brought to bed of%a ſeeming 
heal:hful Child; it thrived very well for ſome months, and the skin was clcar, 
yet it had a fontancel made in the Neck for caution. This Infant being abour 
four months old brake out in the Head, afterwards in the Face, and moſt parts 
of the Body with ſuch eruptions as ſhewed it to be Venereal, yet the Mother 
leemed untainted, I proceeded with this Infant by purging it with the infuſion 
of Khabarb. and between while with precipitat- albus, which ſometime vomit- 
cd him, and gave him a ſtool or two. It relieved him much, and diſpoſed the 
ſcabs to dry. Ipreſcribed him medicated grewels, and a decodt. ſarſe, raſ. C. C. 
eboris, Oc. for his drink 3 alſo Bezoard. miner. to take ſometime, by which he 
recovered of his Ditiemper, but died afterwards of the ſmall Pox. ; 

By the ſame method I cured a Girle of two years old, that was broken out 
of her Body with Puſtule and mattery Scabs, and had a mariſca Jaxta podicem, 
which I have alway obſerved to be a certain Symptom of the Lues. 

One newly come out of a courſe of Phylick, ſhewed me a {mall dry Scab on 


Obſervation of gne fide of his Neck, and enquired of me whether I thought he was Cured. I

returned a favourable anſwer, not being willing to engage in the Cure of a 
Diſeaſe which he ſuppoſed himfelt fo well of, but gave him a little Pamatum to 
dreſs that Scab, Some while after other Symptomes ariſing, he put hiniſ{clf in- 
{ 
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to other hands, who treated him for the ſpace" of eight weeks, and diſmiſſed 
him cured 3 and upon that afſurance he married : bur within few days a new 
puſtula thruſt out and ulcerated, He writ to me to ſend him ſomewhat to pal- 
liate it cill he ſhould be at more liberty to put himſelf into a courſe of Phyfick. 
I ſent him a Box of pil. Radiz with calomel. and an unguent to dreſs the Ulcer, 
but he not taking the Pills, the Ulcer terminated in a berpes exedens, and at laſt 
he ſent for me. He had a callolity on one fide of the Glans as big as a ſmall 
Kidney Bean, he had alſo ſome ſmall round corroſive Ulcers about the frenum, 
and was troubled with a noiſe in his ears and deafneſs. I undertook his cure 
and began with a Clyſter, then let him, blood and purged him the day after 
with an ifiſ. ſene, &c. the next morning I gave him 25 grains of precipitat. 
alb, in a Bolus with conſe borraginis, and that afternoon a Clyſter ; to the Ulcers 
and callofity in glande I only applycd pledgets dipt in a ſolution of mel Ag yp- 
tiacum in ſome ot the decod. plantag. equiſeti, &c. The herpes exedens lay round 
and hard in the skin and was crutted over with a thick (cab, which I looſened by 
bathing 1t with a decodt. malve, O'c. The Scab being taken off the Ulcer ap» 
peared fordid and corroded round, and the Lips were high and callous, 
When thele happen in the Thighs or other parts which are not fo vilible, I do 
not concern my ſelf in the dreſſing them otherwiſe than to defend them.from 
adhering to their Linen, till they be dried by internals : but in this place I 
was obliged to remove the callous lips and the ſeveral excreſcences in the Wer 
to render the cicatrix (mdoth. To which purpoſe I rub'd them with the cau- 
flick (tone, and waſted and dried the byperſarcoſis by the application of red pre+ 
cipitatez and afterwards by the uſe of the Vitriol fione and Epuloticks I cica» 
trized the Ulcer fo even, as at this preſent there are no marks of it. During 
the work [ purged him often with precipitat. alb. & pil-coch. min» and ſometimes 
; vomited him with twrbith mineral. by which I allo refolved the callofity and 
cured thoſe little Ulcers near the frenum. Aﬀter I had thus freed him of thoſe 
maladies which att-Qed the skin , 1 put him into a decod. ſarſe, &c. with the 
obſervance of a ſirit diet, and fweat him often with a Mercurius diaphboret. 
and purged him once in 4 or 5 days, by which he was alfo freed of that tin- 
nit aurium and reſtored to a perfect health, 
A Man aged about 40 years, of a grofs body and diforderly life, frequently 28, 
conſulting men of our profeſſion but never obſerving any tirict merhod of Obſeryation of 
cure, came one day to adviſe with me about his Diſcafe, which was a dry fcurt _y the 
with an itch on feveral pats of his body, as alſo ſome wandring pains on the **00: 
ſeapule, &c. Among(t other diſcourſe he told me an eminent man in the curt 
of the Lueys veneres had offered to cure him by tweetning of his blood. The 
method- he propoſed thereto was by purging, bleeding and fweating, with» 
out giving one grain of Mercury. I did not believe his blood would be the 
better, yet if he thought (o he might proceed in that courſe, and when he 
ſhould be let blood I defired he would fend for me. He did fo, and I let him 
blood according to the direCtions ten ounces, It was of good colour and con- 
filtence. About fix weeks after when he had finiſhed his courfe of Phyfick, 
he ſent to me again. | let him blood about the ſame quantity as before. His 
blood was like that ſome of our Phyſicians call pleuritical, it had neither colour 
nor confiltencez yet I thought not the worſe of it (fo he was cured) for upon 
a return to his wonted diet the blood would recover its former colour : but he 
xclapſed ſome weeks after, and-I let him blood again, and it was as at firſt of 
good colour and conlifttence. He was well pleafed to fee his blood look better, 
but was ſo much difſatished with his late treatment that he would not be per- 
{waded again into a (irict courſe of Phyſick, yet Lundertook the cure, and purg- 


cd him trequently with pil. e duobus and calomel. and ſometimes gave _ the 
ater 
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latter alone : he allo drank a decoQtion of ſarſ, &c. but with theſe he went 
abroad and thereby prolonged his cure, yet at laſt that maligntty was fo 
ſpent. 

29. : A Man of about 3o years of age having ſeveral Herpes and ſerpiginous Ul- 
Obſervation of cers on his thighs and about his body with noCturnal pains in his head and other 
Herpes, Ulcer parts, alſo a large Ulcer on the middle of his tongue, I let him blood, and 
in his rongue the next day purged him with the bitter drink, Themorning after I gave him 
- 50 a doſe of Turbith minerale, and the third day after repeated it again, defign- 

ing to falivate himz upon which account I repeated the Twrbith five times. 
He had taken much Mercury and only flavered with it, but the while he was 
freed of all the ſymptoms ſave that of his tongue, and that ſeemed inclinable 
to heal. Therefore I purged off the Mercury with the bitter decoftion for 
{everal days, till I had run him very low. Then I put him into a ſiri& courſe of 
dict with deco@.ſarſe, &c. {weating and parging him the ſpace of ſixteen days, 
during which the Ulcer in his tongue cured. I deligned bathing and a more 
nouriſhing dict, but his affairs abroad haſtned him away. He was longer in re- 
cruiting his fleih than was uſual; but by a milk diet he recovered it, and hath 
from that time continued well, 

A Country Lad was taken notice of by ſome of his fellow-ſervants in the 
ob - 2M of houſe where he lived to have a ſore noſe; he told them it was ſcratched in play- 
Ulcers on the 108 with a Kitten 3 but in progreſs of time the inflammation and ſwelling in- 
winuls, ronfils creaſing very much, he was brought to me one afternoon while I was diverting 
and noſe, my felt thus. I hearing them lay it was occafioned by a ſcratch, I did not 

much mind it 3 but fo ſoon as I heard him ſpeak I took notice of his hoarſene(s 
and took him to the window, where looking into his mouth I faw the tonlils 
ulcerated and the wpxla black with the mortification, and part of it ſeparating. 
His noſe was alſo fiuffed with cruſty Ulcers. I queſtioned him privately how 
long it was fince he had a Gonorrhcea or Chancre, and who cured them, He 
confidently denied he ever had any, however the Lxes was viſible and required 
a ſpecdy remedy. He was preſently let blood, and I gave bim two papers of 
mer. dul. Yj. in a paper, with direQions to take the one at night in a ſpooonful 
of bread and milk, and the other in the morning, and two hours after to 
drink Poſſer-drink with an ounce and half of Adannz diſſolved in it. I diret+ 
cd the dreſſing of the wv«lg and thoſe Ulcers of the tonfils with aq. divina Fer- 
neliz daily till my internal preſcriptions diſpoſed them to a healing condition. 
To which purpoſe I repeated the mer. dul. with ſome of the purgatives be- 
tween while, and in the {pace of ten days cured thoſe Ulcers in his throat. 
His noſe was ſyringed with decod. bordes, by which the cruſty matter which 
ltopt his noſtrils was removed, Then we ſyringed with ſome of the Errbia 
ſet down in the method of cure. After the Ulcers in his throat were digelted, 
I haſtened the exfoliations of the bones in his noſe by the. giving him 2 or 3 
doſes of Txrbith, which made a light Salivation. ſtri& diet and ſweating 
Towards the declination of it I purged him with the bitter decoction, and by 
diet drink, &c. finiſhedHis cure, 

Coming one day to put him out of his courſe of Phyſick I ſaw the edges of 
one of his noſtrils fore, which I ſuppoſed a new erruption: it ſurpriſed me 
to ſee it ſo ſoon break out again, I was angry with the Nurſe, ſuſpeRing 
there had been ſome negleQ io the proſecution of his courſe of Phyfick ; but 
the Nurſe replyed, he had made his noſe fore by picking of it. Fora farther 
tryal I adviſed the Patient toforbear ſo doing, and to keep his chamber a while 
longer z he did fo, and 3 or 4 days after | vifited him again, and ſaw that 
noſtril well, and was ſatisfied that he had picked it, I adviſcd bim to be more 
carcful of his health, and diſmji him, 
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back of his hand, with a gummineſs on the tendons reaching to his tingers, in- 


ſomuch as he could not bend one of them. In endeavouring his Cure, herets- 
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One of about 20 years of Age came to me with his Head over-ſpread with 3r, 
cruſty ulcers 3 allo (ome ſerpiginous ulcers about his Body,and a Node upon the Obſeryarion

fore he had run long” courſes of Phylick, and was much emaciated thereby. I hand, 
began with the fomenting and embrochating his hand with diſcutients, and ap» 
plycd the mercurial Empl, let down in the method of Cure, and purged him 
with diagridium, beZoard. minerale, calomel. in conſ. roſ. Damaſe. and the night 
after gave him an Opiat Bolus with gr. j. Laudan. Thus I proceeded according 


as his ſtrength would admit, and preſcribed him gecod. ſarſe, and medica- 
ted Broaths, by which I drycd_ and ſhell'd the ulcerous Scabs, and eaſed his 
Pains, After 1 found his ſirength recovered, I gave him 10 gr. of Turbith, and 
obſerving that he bare it well, I repeated it a ſecond and third time, and there- 
by alivated him about 17 or 18 days : all which time I nouriſhed him with the 
aforeſaid Broaths and Poſlct. During the Salivation,the gummine(s refolved,and 
the Node diminiſhed much. As the Salivation declined, I again preſcribed him 
the decodt. ſarſe, and purged him with the bitter Apozeme z then by a ſhi 
Diet, ſweating and purging, the Node reſolved, and his hand was reltorcd 
co its former ltate, and I diſmiſſed him perfectly Cured. 

One of about 4o years of Age, having a Herpes exedens on his right brow, 
a mariſca in podice, and ſome verruce about the glans; allo ſome wandering 
pains on his ſhoulders I let him blood, and purged him with the Cathartick 
ElcQtuary, and Mer. dwl. three or four days, and dreſſed the Herpes, as hath been 
ſhewed in ſome of the preceding Caſes. And after his purging I cut off the mari- 
ſea clole with a pair of Sciſſors, and rubb'd the remaining Root with a Cauliick 
(tone, then dreſſed it up with Lenients, by which it was digcſied, and after- 
wards cicatrized it by the help of the Vitriol Stone, and the common Epuloticks, 
WhilG this was digeſting I vomited him with 2xrbith mineral. repeating it once 
in 3 days, and encreaſing the Doſe from 12 to 18 gr. till I had diycd the Herpes, 
and the crult ſhcl'd off. During this, I cut and burnt off the Verrace, as hath 
been ſaid in the like Cafes. Theſe being alſq'cured, I purged him with the 
bitter deco. tour or five days, then with decod. ſarſe, and that Sudorifick of 
Bezoard. miner. gum- guaiaci, &c. I ſweat him, and kept him to a. ſtrict Diet, 
purging, him once in three or four days. His pains remitted after his taking 
the firlt Doſe of Turbith, and by this latter courſe his Cure was confirmed, 

A Nurſe was brought to me, who by giving Suck to a Diſcaſcd Infant, had 
the Nipple and Parts about of her right Brealt very much excoriated, and four 
round, hard, cruſty Ulcers ſomewhat more diſtant, She had a Node with pains 
on her right Leg, alſo a Serpigo on her right hand and fingers. She had not 
been troubled with a Gonorrbe#2, nor was the Pudendum ever Dilcalcd, which 
confirmed to me that ſhe had gotten the infeQion by ſuckling the Child, I be- 
gan her Cure with letting blood, and purged her with the purging extract and 
calomel. and after I had repeated it 3 or 4 times, and given her ſome Calomel. 
alone at diltant times, I vomited her with Turbith mineral. and repeated it three 
days after, and thereby her Chaps ſwelled, and ſhe falivated eighteen or twenty 
days : During which, Clyſters of Milk with the yolk of an Egg, were often 
adminilircd, and her mouth frequently waſhed with deco. bordei, &c. Before the 
had (alivated ſix days her Node and Pains removed. As the Salivation decl- 
'ncd, ſhe was purged with the bitter decoQion, and her Cure was finiſhed by de- 
codt. ſarſe, &c. as hath been ſhewed in the former Obſervations. 

A Man of about thirty years of Age, of a full body, diſcaſcd with mattery 
ſcabs about his head, many puſtule and (erpiginous Ulcers on his thighs, and 
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ſeveral parts of his Body, put himſelf into my hands. I let him blood, and ®f #*12*", &e. 
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that afternoon I preſcribed him a Clyſter, and the mornivg after purged him 
with pml. cornicbin. and the next morning early he took 25 gr. of precipitar. 
alb. and a Clyfter that afternoon. The day after I purged him with px. cornich. 
Jij. precipitat. albi Jj- and the next two mornings gave him Jj. of Athiop. 
mineral. in a Bolus with conf: cort. citri, and a draught of a decod. ſarſe,&c. af- 
ter it to diſpoſe him to a breathing ſweat. The third day I gave him 15 gr. 
of Turb, mineral. which vomited him often, and purged him twice, and in the 
afternoon griped him, and put him upon a Teneſmus 3 to remedy which a Cly- 
ſter of Milk cam vitello ovi, & ol. chamemel. was adminiſtred, and Chicken-broath 
and warm Poſſet-drink was his drink that day and the next. The day follow. 
ing, I gave YG. precipitati albi, & Turbith min. gr. vj. in a Bolus which vo- 
mited him thrice. That afternoon a Clyſter was repeated, and the day after 
he was purged with an infuſed Potion of ſera, rhab. &c. and repeated the Z- 
thiops mineralis and decod. ſarſe, as before, three mornings together. Then 
I gave him 15 gr. of Tzr#ith, as at firſt, which vomited him often, and from 
that time the Ulcers dryed, and in the worſt of them the ſcabs were ready to 
ſhell off, I then purged him with the bitter decoQion four or five days, and 
kept him ſtrifly to the decod. ſarſe, drying diet and ſweating, with Athiops 
min. and purged him once in four days with pn. cornichini, and precipitat- alb. 
and ſo concluded his Cure in ſeven weeks. 

A young Fellow forely diſeaſed with Herpes and fretting Ulcers from his 
right hip and buttock down that thigh, having uſed many Remedies externally 
and internally, I applycd a cloath ſpread with anguent. enxlat. over the ulcerous 
parts to defend them from ſticking to his ſhirt, and let him blood that day, and 
purged him the next with an infiſ-ſene,6c. and the day after I gave him 11 gr. 
of Turbith min. The day after that I purged him with pul. cornichin. and pre- 
ciÞitat. alb. and repeated it every other day, by which his Ulcers ſoon dryed, 
and the ſcabs ſhell'd off, His skin growing ſmooth, he concluded himſelf Cu- 
red and left me, but in leſs than a month he relapſed, and came to me again. I 
repeated bleeding, and purged him with an infuſion of ſen, &c. and after- 
wards gave him three or four Doles of Turbith mineral. it made his Chaps a 
little ſore, and ſomewhat he flavered. This freed him of his ſerpiginous Ul- 
cers. Then I purged him with the bitter decoQion, and (weat him with de- 
cod. ſarſe, &c. purging him once in three or four days with Antivenercals, and 
at laſt diſmiſſed him Cured. 

A Man of a full Body, having becn long afflicted with Ulcerous Scabs, Ser- 
pigo, and other foulneſles of the skin arifing ſometime in one part of his Body, 
and ſometime in another (his Chirurgeon being dead) was recommended to 
my Care. The Ulcer that then troubled him was on his chin, the compals of a 
broad ſhilling, and covered with a thick ſcab. It ſeemed to me to be Venercal, 
but I was told otherwiſe, and durſt not diſpute it. I thought my (elf very un-+ 
happy in being put upon the Cure of ſuch an Ulcer, without the help of Antive- 
nercals. I fomented it with decod?. bord: ſummitat. althee, malve, & ſem. lini, 
and applycd a Pledget of wnguent. roſat. over it with bandage to retain it 00» 
The next morning the Scab came off, and there appeared a ſordid Ulcer with 
ragged callous lips round it, alſo many excreſcences riſing up in the middle, 
which made the Ulcer not uplike a Honey-comb, as I have elſewhere deſcribed 
it. Iſprinkled the Ulcer with Red Precipitate, and applyed over it ſmall doſ- 
fils of dry lint, and (ome pledgets ſpread with wnguent. txtie vig- over them, 
and repeated this way of drefling every other day, till I aw the ficth in thoſe 
little cells ruddy. Then I drefſed them with little pellets of lint, and cover- 
ed the excreſcences with precipitate, and bound up the Ulcer as before, not 
opening it again till the third day. Thus I waſted them, and the Ulcer _ 
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frizcd here and there as they were conſumed. I was glad to ſee it cicatiize any 
way, and reſolved without more delay to remove the callous lips. To which 
purpoſe at the next dreſſing I rubbed thern with a Cauſtick Stone, and clipt off 
the ſloughs, then {prinkled them with precipitate, and after ſeparation of thoſe 
Noughs, I rubbed che lips with a Vitriol Stone, and by the one and other 1 
ſmoothed the Ulcer, and at laſt cicatrized it with pledgets dipt in Lac Virgin- 
but the cicatrix appearing unequal, I rubb'd the remaining eminences again 
with a little Caultick, and lIcft it at laſt cicatrized more ſmooth to the Patients 
ſatisfaction. I wasglad I had preſerved my Credit with him. But it being Ve- 
nereal, I ſuſpeC&cd that it would ſhew it (elf again in the ſame place, but it ap- 
peared in a Node upon his skin, as you may read in ſome of the following Ob- 
{ervations, 

A Man of about thirty two years of Age, of a firong Conſtitution, came to 36. . 

me upon a ſuppoſition of having the Kings Evil. His Face was o're-ſpread Obſervation 
with Herpes exedens, {ome of them crufted high with dry ſcabs upon his no- ; Ser 0-0 
ſtrils and lips3 his head was covered over as it were with one ſcab, and in truth freading all 
his whole body fo diſcaſed with eating Ulcers, that he could neither fic nor lye the Body. 
without very great pain his ſhirt, drawers and fiockings being ſift with the 
matter that flowed from them, Upon enquiry into the Original of his Mala- 
dy, I diſcovercd that he had contracted a Gonorrb#s beyond Sea, and had been 
diſeaſed with puſinle, &c. above halt a year. I preſcribed him a Clylter that 
evening, let him blood the next morning in the Arm about ten ounces, gave 
him JJ. Calomel. that night going to bed, and purged it off in the morning with 
an infuſ. ſene, rh1b. &c. The next morning he took Tarbith min. gr. xi. and 
drank a draught of Poſſet-drink after it, which vomited him three or four times, 
and purged him much. This poor Mans condition being extream uneaſie, ob- 
liged m: to proſecute the drying up thoſe Ulcers with what expedition I could : 
Wherefore I gave him Calomel. and Turbith the oftner, and purged it down- 
ward with the bitter drink either the ſame day or the next, accordingly as his 
firength would bear, till I ſaw the ſeveral Ulcers dryed, and the fcabs ſhelld 
off ©, Then I left off the uſe of the purging drink, and encreaſed the Dole of 
Turbith min. tl 1 aw him falivatez which falivation laſted about 18 or 20 
days. In the declination thereof, 1 purged him again with the foremention'd 
decoction, and finiſhed the courſe of Phylick with decod. ſarſe, ſudorificks, 
ſweating and drying diet, &c. according to my uſual method. During which 
J rubb'd off the ſ{cvcral remaining excreſcences (rifing from the Ulcers) with 
cauſtick (tones, and cicatrized them with the vitriol (tone, »nguent. deficcativ. 
rubr. &c. and diſmiſſed him Cured. 

One came to me having an Herpes exedens on his Chin, and many eruptions 37+ 
about his Body, with wandering pains on his Shoulders, Arms and Legs. He Obſervation 
delired to be cured, but would not be contined to his Chamber. I declining to CR fove 
meddle with him upon thoſe terms, he put himſelf into the hands of an Em- © 
pirick whom he had formerly known in Traly. He undertook the Cure with 
great promiſes, But after the taking that Ewpiricks preſcriptions a much longer 
time than he had undertaken to Cure him in, the Symptomes remaining, the 
Patient grew peeviſhz and the Empirick to recover his Credit with him altered 
his method, by which it ſeemed the Ulcers Cured. But in the while his Chaps 
ſwellcd, and in taking cold a D;zarrhea with a texeſmus followed, and with much 
diſorder he was brought to a Lodging near me, 

I cauſed him to be put into a warm Bed, and preſcribed him a Bolus ſudo- 
rifick, and with a draught of warm Pofſet put him into a ſweat, and ſome hours 
aftcr adviſcd a Milk Clylter cum vitellis over. &c. to lenific his bowels, and laid 
him to relt with eld. diaſcord. and the next morning T purged him with an in- 
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fuſion of ſens, rhabarb. &c. and repeated the opiate, by which the griping of 
his guts were remitted. But in this while the ſwelling in his chaps was ſunk, 


and he complained of a noiſe and pain in his cars, and though his mouth was 
very fore yet did he not ſpit. I much ſuſpecting how I ſhould cure him with- 
out ſalivating, gave him 4 grains of arcannm Corallinum, by which he vomit- 
ed often, and thereby I raiſed the {welling in his chaps and he fluxed near three 
weeks. All which time I kept him to warm poſlet-drink and Cordials, and ad- 
miniltred Clyfiers 2s occaſion offered them. As the Flux declined I purged him 
with the bitter decoQion, and by a drying diet, ſweating, &c. I curcd him. 
2s, One aged about 26 years having breakings out in his head, right brow, 
Obſervation of and ſeveral parts of his body with pains on his ſhoulders and legs, I let him 
paflule, Ulcers blood, and the next day purged him with a cathartick potion. Then in con- 
and notturnal (4.cation he had failed of his cure in other hands through his irregularity, I 
MN: cauſed the union to be applied for ſome days, but he not falivating well 
thereby, I gave him Df. Turbith mineral. and raiſed it higher, and con- 
tinued it between three weeks and a month, during which his pains 
ceaſed and his skin became clean. In the declining of the Flux I purged him 
with the bitter drink, and put him into diet-drink, ſweating, &c. and des» 
ſigned to finiſh his courſe by bathing z but he ſuppoſing this latter courle needles, 
broke off unknown to me. About two months after he was brought to me more 
diſcaſed, and upon enquiry into the cauſe I found he had taken too great a liber- 
ty of cating and drinking during his Cure, To avoid which inconvenience now 
I lodged him in a houſe where there was a more firi& guard of him; then re- 
peated venzſection and purged him again with the bitter apozeme 7 or $ days, 
and gave him calomel. every other night during his purging : then preſcribed 
him a doſe of 15 grains of Twrbith min. and repeated the Twrbith min. ſo 
often as I might conveniently do without fluxing him. Aﬀeer I had thus freed 
him of all thoſe ſymptoms, I put him into a more ſri diet, and by diet-drink 
and ſweating him with gum. guaiaci, &c. alſo purging him once in three os 
four days, I ſecured him from relaply, and concluded the courſe by bathing 
him. 

39 A Man aged about 50 years, of a ſeeming healthful conſtitution, having 
Odſervarion of been long ſubje& to inflammations in his eyes had tryed incffeRually the ſe- 
an ophtbalmia. ral endeavours of Oculilts and others by various collyria, purging, bleeding, 

bliſtering, ſhaving the head, fontinels, &c. At length he conſulted me, re» 
lating to me the manner of his life and the various remedies he had taken, I 
ſuſpeRed the diſtemper in his eyes aroſe from ſome relict of the Lues Veneres 
upon which ſurmiſe I readily undertook his Cure. I began it with the waſh- 
ing his eyes with a ſolution of troch. atbi Rbaſ. in aq. rof. rub. and applied em- 
plaſtr. ad Herniam on his Temples. The next day I let him blood and pre- 
ſcribed him a Clyſter- The morning after purged him with pil. Rutlii & mer. 
dul. and diſpoſed him to reſt that following night with an anodyne draught. 
The morning after I gave him bezoard. mineral. gr. xv. gum guaiaci gr. viij. 
in cochlearis cum ſyr. limox. and a draught of decod. ſarſe, lig- lentis, cum flor. 
anthos, eupbrag. &c. as is ſet down in the method of cure, to diſpoſe him to a 
breathing ſweat, and adviſed the drinking the forefaid decoRion daily excepting 
when he purged, which was every fourth day. By this method his eyes were 
 _  curedin the ſpace of ten us but he proſecuted the method longer. 

40. A young, fellow grievoully afflifed with an inflammation of both his eyes, 
Obſervation of with puſtule and Ulcers in the tunica cornea & adnata, allo bleardnels of the lids, 
an ophthalmia. þ. was returned from the Oculift as incurablez upon which account 1 was de- 

ſired by his friends to employ my endeavours in the taking off the fluxion, and 


to diſpoſe his eyes to ſome cale, they concluding his fight loſt, I let him blood 
at 
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at that inſtant, and purged him the next day with an infuſ. ſene, &c. He was of 
a ſtrong conſtitution and (ſeemed to require ſuch evacuation. The evening af- 
ter his purging I nade him a ſetox, and brought a fomentation to give a breath- 
ing to the impacted humours, with which I fomented his eyes, I alſo dropt 
a collyric into them of aq cbelidon. mirabilis, &c. as it is preſcribed in the 
Treatiſe de ſirumis. While I was one day drefling his ſeton and eyes, 1 que- 
ſtioned him whether he eves had a Gonorrbeg 3 he denied it faintly. 1 urged 
him farther, and looked upon his penis and faw a hard callus, the remains of a 
Chancre. Upon ſight of this I purged him with pul. cornichini and mer. dul- 
cis, and repeated it often, and thereby took off the fluxion and diſpoſed his 
Ulcers to curez and afterwards by Twxrbith min. vomited him once a week: 
Between while I preſcribed him decod?. ſarſe, with bezoard. mineral. gum. guai» 
aci, &c. and regulated his diet accordingly, By this method I cured his cyes, 
and he gradually recovered his fight to walk about the ſtreets, and of late years 


can write and read, 


A poor tcllow came to me diſcaſed with a fiſtula lachrymalis, which at firſt 
ſight ſeemed by its callous lips to be cancerated, but being informed that he 
had heretofore been clapt, I readily undertook his cure, and began with letting 
him blood, and purged him with pil. cochie min. & calomel. During his purg- 
ing I deterged the Ulcer and diſpoled it to cure by removing the chancrous lips, 
and made way to the bone, which being carious I dried with an aQual cau- 
tery, and from that time drefled it as hath been ſhewed in thoſe obſervations of 
fiſtula lachrymalis in the ſaid Chapter de ftrumis,and compleated the Cure by an- 
civenereals as in the preceeding obſervation hath been preſcribed, and diſmiſſed 


him perfectly well. 


One about 28 years of age had heretofore been afflicted with an abſceſs on 
the outſide of his right leg, which not yielding to the common endeavours of 
Chirurgery by laying open, digeſtion, &ec, I was fetchedz and ſeeing the Ulcer 
of a great length, the lips of it jagged, and callous, I cut them off and dreſi the 
Ulcer with the common digeſtive, and ſprinkled the Ulcer it (elf (which was 
ſordid) with merc-precipit. and pledgets of dry Lint, an empl. & bolo over it, with 
a compreſs wrupg out of red Wine, and rouled it up. Having thus dreſſed up 
the Ulcer, I enquired into the original of the diſtemper, ſuſpeRing it to have 
riſen from ſome malign Fevour, or the reliques of ſome ill cured Clap, But the 
Patient denying that he ever had either of them, I endeavoured to inform my 
ſelf of the method preſcribed by thoſe under whoſe hands he had been, and 
diſcovered that he had taken mer. dulcis, antimon. diapboret. and decoQions of 
ſarſs, &c. which method I again repeated, and proceeded in digeſting of the 
Ulcey ſome days, and put on a laced (tocking, but I could not make good di- 
geſtion in three days. I conſidering the evil quality of the Ulcer and the manner 
of life the Patient had formerly led, concluded the diſcaſe certainly venereal, and 
that the merc. dul. &c. preſcribed him was not of ſufficient force to quell ſuch 
a malignity. For daily practice ſheweth that mer. dwlcis given once in two or 
three days will not check the lefler ſpecics of the Lxesz and where it is not 
powerful to cure, it maketh the eroſion greater, and the diſeaſe becometh 


mozne inveterate. Upon which conſiderations without farther enquiry into the 
diſcaſc I attempted the cure by antivenereals, and gave him gr. 12. Turbith min. 
in a bolw with conf. boraginisz it vomited him 4 or 5 times, and purged him 
twice, and put him upon a tentſmus, which I took off that afternoon by a 
clyſter of Milk with the yolk of an Egg, and endeavoured to excuſe the chur- 
liſh working of the medicament. The next day I ſaw the good effects of the 


Phyſick in digeſting of the Ulcer, and reſolved to proſecute the method 
the Patient, I drefled up the Ulcer with wnguents baſilic. cum precipita

plaſter and bandage, deſigning to «& this Cure by Intervals 3 to which pur- 
poſe I repeated a Clyſter that day and the next, and the fourth day gave him 
16 gr. of Turbith mineral. in a Pill, which wrought as the former, and direed 
a Clyſter again in the afternoon. That night he ſpit much, and in the fotlow- 
ing morning complained of a forenels of his Chaps; but I not obſerving him 
likely ro flux purged him the day after with Manna in a draught of Poſlet- 
drink, ſuppoſing I ſhould make a greater revulſion by vomiting him twice oc 
thrice, than by the raiting a ſlight Salivationz but he growing impatient with 
the ſorenels of his mouth, I changed that reſolution, and gave him 18 grains 
of Turbith, and thereby fluxed him 19 or 20 days. In the declination of it, 1 
preſcribed him a decoQtion of Sarſa, and purg-d him with an Apozeme made 
in ſome of the fame decoQtion. During the Salivation the Ulcer cicatrized by 
the application of the above mentioned Epuloticks, and I finiſhed the Cure by 
drying, Diet and Sudorificks, After which he removed into the Country, and 
by a Milk-diet recovered his ſtrength, and his Leg became uſeful to him 3 but 
he continued the wearing hjs laced ſtocking ſometime longer. When theſe Ul- 
Ccrs are treated as Scorbutical, the Patient dieth tabid. 


One of about forty years of Age, having been long troubled with a Herpes 


Obſervation of mil3aris which had (pread it felt on the ſoal of one of his feet, came to me tor 
a Herpes mili- Cure, He had taken Mey. dulcy, Antimon. Diaphoret. &c. Mcdicines proper 


avis in planta 
pediz, 


enough to Cure the milder Species of the Lues Yeneres ; but the Patient being 
irregular, and not acknowledging it Venereal, failed of his Cure. At the firlt 
ſight of the Ulcers I concluded them Venereal, and reſolved to proceed with 
him by ſuch a method, or leave him to ſeek his Cure elſewhere; and began 
by purging him with Pil. Rudii, & mer. dul. and afterwards preſcribed him a 
few Pills of Athiops mineralis cum- terebimth. One of which he took every 
morning, drinking a draught of a medicated Ale after it. Aﬀter he had taken 
fix of theſe Pills, 1 began with the Cure of the Ulcers, dreſſing them with the 
fotus and liniment ſet down in the Cure of Herpes 3 but that not anſwering 
my expcRation, I waſh'd the Ulcers and parts about them with warm Milk 
then having cleanſed and dryed them, I rubbed the lips of them all with a Cau- 
tick Stone, till 1 had eradicated and ſmoothed them fit for to cicatrize, and 
then waſht out the lixivial (alt to prevent its farther penetration. From that 
time I dreſſed thern up with Merc. precipitat. and put on a laced ſock. The 
third or fourth dreſſing the floughs crumbled off, and the Ulcers appeared well 
cicatrized, Bat within tew days they all brake out again. At the fight of 
which I concluded the Ulcers Venereal, and prevailed with him to take Mer- 
cury, and began witha Jj. Calomel, and the riext day gave him a Doſe of The- 
riac. mctallor. aud repeated it two or three days, I detigning that way to Cure 
theſe Ulcers. But the Theriaca not moving him by ſtool or vomit, he wrangled 
with me, ſuppoſing 1 could not cure him but by ſuch Medicaments as worked 
one of thole ways, whereas we know by experience, that Mercury frequently 
cureth thoſe Ulcers by altering the quality of the Humours 3 but I complyed 
with his defire, and gave him a Doſe of Twrbith gr. xi. in a Pill that vomited 
him five or fix times, and purged him twice or thrice. The next morning he 
complained of the forencſs of his mouth. I adviſed him to drink warm Poſfet- 
drink, and to take a Clyſter, but he did neither. I being ingaged in the Cure, 
thought it beſt to haſten a Salivation before he ſhould be aware of it, and gave 
him two Doſes more of the Tarbith, encreaſing each Doſe two grains. Theſe 
made his Chaps ſorer, and would have fluxed him, but he being ungovernable 

it cauſed a Texeſmws, and ran down ina Diarrhora with a large evacuation, and 

terminated in a dylentery. Upon the ſight hereof, I would have prefcribed him 

jach Remedie as is uſual in thoſe caſes, but he was ſo impatient at the _ 

cat, 
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dent as to admit of no excuſe from me, nor any of my Preſcriptions; Indeed 
" the Herpes was dryed, and he had an eminent Phyſician his friend who relieved 
him by his Preſcriptions, and reſtored him to health ſoon after, and could as 
eaſily have then prevented the relapſe; but the Patient being well, concluded 
he ſhould continue ſo, and brake off abruptly from him without any obſervati- 
on of Diet-drink, Sweating, &c. and became ſo good natured as to make me a 
Viſit in acknowledgement of his Cure. But about a month after he ſent for me, 
complaining of an itching he felt in the ſoal of his foot, he ſuppoſed from 
his too much walking the day before; I looked upon it and ſaw a heat rifing 
in theskin. TI believed it a return of the Diſeaſe, but having reſolved not far- 
ther to engage my ſelf in the Cure, I left him with a favourable conſtruction of 
it, The next news I heard of him, was, that one pretending to Chirurgery 
had undertaken the Cure of it by bathing it with a Deco&tion of Broom, and 
boaſted ſo confidently of the Cure, as if he had already performed it, callin 
them a few Kibes. But whilſt he was picking of theſe out, the Patient ſhewed 
me a {welling upon the ſhin bone, and deſired my judgement of it. It was a 
very well grown Node, and I gueſſcd by the Patients thin Chaps that it was no 
ſmall diſturbanceto his reſt, however it was a confirmation of the quality of his 
Diſeaſe, and might ſerve to alarm him to provide for his Cure. I was then 
eaking a Journey into the Weſt-country, and at my return was informed that he 
died under ſome Empiricks hand in his courſe of Phyſick, 

One of about forty years of Age, having Herpes exedens very large on ſeveral 4,4, 

parts of his Body, came to me much emaciated thereby, he having been many Obſervation of 
years affliQed with them. He had alſo ſome Nodes lately riſen on his Legs. many Herpes 
I purged him with deco@t. Epitbymi, and afterwards gave him precipitat» albus rg ans 
Dj. to 25 grains daily, and waſht the ſeveral Ulcers with Lac Virgins, and 

dreſſed them up with pledgets dipt in the ſame to dry them, till I could by In- 

ternals cure them. But in few days I perccived this Patient had been fo accu- 

ſtomed to the taking Mercurials, as the precipitatw albus was of no force, there- 

fore I forbore the longer uſe of it, and gave him 10 grains of Turbith mineral. 

it vomited and purged him moderately. The next day I ſaw the Ulcers dry- 

ing, and from that time dreſſed them only ſoas to defend them from flicking to 

his linen, the third day I repeated the Twrbith, and the fourth day after gave 

him another Doſe, and between while Clyſters were adminiſtred, and ſome. 

times we purged him with Mamas in a draught or two of Poſſet-drink. Thus 

the Ulcers were cured and the ſcabs ſhelled off. I then purged him with the 

bitter decotion four or five days, and confined him to a drying diet, and de- 

cod. ſarſe, (weating him for ſome time with Diaphoreticks 3 but he figding bim- 

ſelf well brake off trom this Courſe before he had been fourteen days in it,which 

occaſioned ſome little eruptions 3 but by the taking of a few grains of Theriac- 

metalloy. with our purging Extra, and ſometimes Bezoard. minerale, with a 

decodl- ſarſe, they were drycd up, and in progreſs of time the malignity was 

walted without keeping of his houſe, 

One of about forty five years of Age, of a lean dry body, had an Ulcer on 15. 
the out-ſide of the Biceps on the left Arm, which upon ſearch with a probe I Obſeryation of 
diſcovercd to be carious. He had alſo three diſtin Ulcers on the os Tibie —_— = 
of the right Leg a little above the ancle, which were alſo carious. That on the |; > a." 2 
Arm took its original from a Node, as the other on the Leg did from a Gummas+ 
They had been ſome years ulcerated, and I ſuppoſe the malignity diſcharged it 
ſclf there, for other Symptomes of the Lxes he had none at that time. I began 
with the Cure of theſe Ulcers by the application of Cauſticks to remove the ex- 
ternal Calls, and make way to the bones. That in the Arm lay deep, and re- 


quired detcrlion and dilatation, which was the work of ſome weeks 3 —_ 
otners 
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others on the oz Tibie lay ſuperficial; and as the Eſchars ſeparated in ſome of 
them, bits of bones came away with them. Where any remained intangled 
in looſe fleſh, I ſprinkled that flcſh with precipitate daily, and with that and 
the Vitriol Stone made way for the taking out the remaining bones, and 
with much eaſe cicatrized thoſe Ulcers , the exfoliation of thele from the 
main bone having indeed been made to my hand by the firength of Nature, 
and requiredoo more from me than the making them way to come forth. 
But that cariesin the bone of the Arm lay ſlab'd in matter, and was not (6 
eaſily come to z and when it was, it did not yield to the ordinary applicati. 
on. Thererefore after I had ſometime kept it unſucceſsfully dilated, I paſſed a 
cauula in and by an actual cautery, dried the caries, and from that time dreſſed ic 
dry with doſſils preſſed out of ſp. vin, and waited its exfoliation. And to 
haſten the work I began to purge him with an infuſe. ſene, &c. and afterwards 
with calomel. which I repeated often in a lenitive bolus, and put him to the 
drinking a decoQiion of ſarſa, &c. and with ſudorificks ſweat him ; but after 
ſome days obſerving the bone did not exfoliate, I gave him two or three doſes 
of Turbith, and made a revulſion thereby. From that time the Ulcer dryed, 
and an exfoliation was made of ſome {mall rotten bits of bones, and the callus 
which thruſt them off united with the muſculous fleſh, and the Ulcer incarned 
as | diminiſhed my doſſils, and cicatrized ſoon after. The Ulcers being cured 
thus, I concluded the courſe of Phylick by purging, diet and ſweating, 

One about 3o years of age of a groſs body having been much paincd on his 
right leg with a great node upon the ſhin, put himſelf into the hands of an 
Empirick for cure; who after a long courle of purging, (weating, &c. fail- 
ing in his cure, employed me to lay it open. I obeyed, and having encom- 
paſſed the tumour within a line, I applyed the white cauſtick. The next day 
I found the tumour ſunk, but the caultick had penetrated to the bone accord- 
ing to the length and breadth that was deſigned. I cut the Eſchar round, 
and raiſed it with the Periofteuwm, and ſaw the bone ſound, and naturally white 
and ſmooth. I dreſſed it with pledgets dipt in liniment. Arcez warm, and the 
remaining Eſchar with «nguent. baſilic. to haſten its {eparation. After ſome 
few days the Eſchar ſeparated, but the Ulcer grew painful and enflamed , 
and would not digeſt : upon which conſideration I enquired into the inter- 
nal preſcriptions, and finding them not of ſufficient force I prevailed to 
give a few grains of Turbith minerale, and thereby made a revultion. From 
that time I digeſted the Ulcer with that common digeltive ex Terebinth. &c. 
and cured it as an Ulcer with caries 3 during which the malignity was cradicated 
by Antivenereals. 

I am not againſt the applying of medicaments to further the reſolving of 
nodes, but the laying them open till they have made their way by apoltemation 
{cemeth to me unrealonable, it being not only painful but alſo a prolonger of 
the cure. For ſuppoling you do remove the node and cure the Ulcer, yet un- 
lels you do eradicate the malignity, other nodes will ariſe. Whercas if Anti» 
venereals be rightly adminiſtred, you may reſolve the nodes by them at the ſame 
time. I once {aw a very large node upon the os frontis refolved meerly by a 
courſe of dict-drink, purging and (weating» Sir Fa. Pruyean was the Phy- 
fician, and Mr.Pearce the Apothecary attended the Patient for his Maſter Laxton 
as I ſuppoſe. The courſe was long and more firit than our Patients will now 
endure; but by Mercurials we do more certainly reſolve them, and in a lels 
time. 

One of about 4o years of age, of a ſtrong conſtitution, afflicted with nodes 
in his Arms and Legs, an ozena and an Ulcer in his palate, in both which the 
bones were carious, had been eight weeks in Phyſick under the hands of an 

: Empirick, 
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Empirick, and being at a loſs conſulted me. They ſhewed me ſome Inftru- 
ments they had deviſed to hook out the bones 3 they alſo ſhewed me ſome little 
bits of bones which they had broken off from the whole.. I admired the ig- 
norance of the Empirick to glory in ſuch work, but am fince atistied that a 
conhidence 1n prating is a ſufficient baſis to build a praQtiſe upon amongſt 
ſome kind of people. As to his Inftruments they were well enough contrived 
to pull out bones, but it would have been more for his credit to have deſigned 
{ome way to have kept themin. For in ſome of thole places the lealt diminu- - 
tion of a bone cauſeth a deformityz and in others, as thoſe of the Palate, 
there will want a (upply of callus, and fo conſequently it would not only 
{poil his drinking but his voice. Upon which confideration thoſe Inſtruments 
were laid alide, and errhina were preſcribed, as in the method of Cure hath 
been ſhewed, oft which he (nuft up or injc<&ed ſome into his noſtrils often in 
a day. In order to his cure I reſolved to falivate him by union to which pur- 
poſe I let him blood and purged him with a lenitive bolus, and afterward bathed 
him 3 or 4 times 3 then cauſed him to be anointed, and thereby raiſcd the Sali- 
vation; all which time I had regard to the waſhing his chaps and keeping up 
his ftrengch. About the 24. day the Salivation declining I purged him with the 
bitter decoction, and then pat him into a decodt. ſarſe, &c. and (weat him, pro- 
portioning his diet drying according as his mouth healed. During the time of 
his ſalivating the Ulcers in his Noſe cured, and ſodid that in his Palate, but the 
bones they had pulled away left the marks yet that in the Palate was ſupplyed 
by a (mall Plate which was retained by a Spunge. Some of his Nodes dilcufſed 
during his Salivation, and the other in the time of (weating. He being thus 
cured we ended our courſe of Phylick with bathing. 

One of about 28 years old being grievouſly afflicted with a Catarrh, hav- 43. 
ing uſed many remedies unluccelsfully, a Seton was adviſed to be made in his Obſervation of 
neck. Ibcing lent for to make it, tound the Patient in bed fo emaciated as it the Vuula and 
was 1mpoſlible he ſhould continue it there without great pain, I deliring foine cg mans 
way tobe uſctul to him enquired into the quality of his Diſeaſe, and looking We 
into his throat (aw the tonſils extremely ulcerated, the Voula and that part of 
the Palate eaten away. I concluded it Venereal, and before I flirred from him 
diſcovered it was the effeRs of a Chancre ill cured. 

I took leave of him, and acquainted thoſe that ſent me of the nature of his 
Catarrh. They having ſatisfied themſelves of the truth put him into my hands. 

There was no great matter of credit to be gotten in endeavouring a Cure, 

where the Patient ſhould be left to ſnuſfle all the days of his life z but I obeyed 

them, aud preſcribed him that night Jj. mer. precipitat. albus in a (poonful of 

white bread and milk. I directed the waſhing his throat with one of the 

Gargles ſet down in the method of Cure, and drefſed them daily with lac 
ſublimat. preſcribing him a decod. ſarſe to be drank with a third part of milk, 

at the lea(t thrice a day. I repeated the precipitatus albus morning or evening 

alſo a Clyſter ſometime to keep his body ſoluble, By this method 1 cured 

theſe Ulcers in the ſpace of three weeks. Soon after as he recovered his 
fircngeh, 1 left off the uſe of the milk and proſecuted the courſe by a firict 

dict » deco@t. ſarſe, diaphoreticks, &c. then fitted his Palate with a Plate 

of filver which he could put up and take out at pleaſure, It formed his voice 

and ſerved to lead the drink its right way. Some months after I ſaw him 

fat and well, and he aſſured me that the ulcerated parts were fo contracted to- | 
gether that he had no farther ule of the artificial Palate. Obſeryation of

Some months being paſſed, her friends recommended her to 
me. Both herTonſils were much ulcerated 3 there was alſo anUlcer upon the back 
part of her Palate and Voula. She had alſo a Node upon her right leg,and wan- 
dring pains; alſo a fluor albus. I preſcribed her a Lotion as in the tormer ob- 
{crvation, and dreficd the Ulcers with lace ſublimat. I let her blood and dirc&- 
cd her a Clyſter that night, and the next morning JJ. calomel. I repeated this 
latter daily, ſhe drinking a draught of decodt. ſarſe after it, diſpoſing her ſelf 
toa breathing ſweat, and once in four days was purged with an infvſ. ſene, &c. 
Thus Idrycd thoſe Ulcers, but by the frequent repeating the calomel. her chaps 
grew lore, and ſhe f(alivated, which I was not troubled at, her Node requi- 
ring it, Upon which conſideration I gave her 12 grains of Turbith minerale 
and raiſcd it higherz and fome days after when I ſaw the Salivation decline 
and the Node unteſolved, I applyed a Mercurial Emplaſter the whole length 
of that leg, and thereby continued the Salivation longer cill that refulved the 
Node. That done, I purged her with the bitter decoQtion, and put her in- 
to a liri& courſe of dict-drink, and ſweat her. After her mouth was cured, 
looking into her throat I ſaw the right tonhil cicatrized, but there remained 
uncqual lips, which were troublcſom to her. I alſo felt with my Probe a 
ſinus running downward; it was made by a coalition of the flapping lips. 
I tuſpecting theſe might cauſe ſome fluxion, or at lealt ſuch an uncalinels 
as might beget in her a ſuſpicion of relapſe, I laid open that ſinus and cut 
oft thoſe lips with the other cicatrices, and by rubbing the baſis of the Ul 
cer With a Vitriol Stone cicatrized it afterwards (mooth, and diſmiſſcd her 
cured. 

A Woman of about 28 years of age much emaciated was brought to me 


continued long upon her, and after forme months was accompanied with a 
pain in her head 3 for remedy whereof ſhe conſulted her Phyſician, but ſhe be- 
ing her {clt ignorant of the cauſe could not inform him, and conſequently fut- 
fered very long under it; but after theſe eruptions the Gonorrhez liopped, 
aud the pain in her head ceaſed. What theſe breakings out were ſhe had been 
lately informed, and defired my help. I let her blood and purged her with 
decodi. ſene Gereonis, and by a tew doſes of precipitat. alb. and a purging dict- 
drink I dried up theſe puſtule and Ulcers, and deligned then a decod. ſarſe with 
ſugorifickss but ſhe believing her (elf cured retired to her own houle, With- 
in half a year after ſhe came to me again, afflicted with pains in her head, and 
Nodes on her ſhins, and Ulcers in her tonſils. I let her blood and adviſcd a 
Clyiter, and dreficd the Ulcers in the tonſils as bath been ſaid in the like caſe, 
and prelcribed her calomel. JJ. in Ji. diaſcord. and purged her the next morning 
with a folution of Manns in Pollet-diink, After I had by calomel. ſome- 
what digeſted thoſe Ulcers I raiſed a Salivation by Union, which ſhe bore 
very well, and was thereby freed of her Nodes. In the declination of the 
Flux I purged her with the bitter decoction five or fix days, then put her into 
a decoft. ſarſe, and afterwards by drying diet and ſweating, &c. the pain in 
her head went off, and the Ulcers of the tonſils were (long before I diſmiſſed 
her) well and perfecly cured. 

A Woman aged about 3o years came out of the country upon a ſuppoſition

on the right fide of her neck of a great thickneſs. She complained alſo of a 
ſoreneſs in her throat, and of a linking tough flegm which ſhe frequently hauk- 
[ looked into her throat and ſaw an in- 

flammatior 
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fliammation upon the further part of the Palate and Vonlg, but no Ulcer in the 
confils, The inflammation of the Palate gave me caule to fulpe& tome latent 
Ulcer, and that her Diſcale was Venercal 3 but ſhe denying it, I preſcribed her 
a deco@. bord. with ſyr- de rof. fic. & diamoron, allo an empl. de mucilag. with de 
ranis cum mercuria to apply to the Gumma, Dr. Lenthall who brought her to me, 
prelcribed her an opening apozeme and to be let blood in the Country. Thus we 
diſmifſcd her, but within tew days after ſhe returned to us again,the Ulcer having 
{ciſed upon the Voula and fpread it felt to the edges of the Palate. Upon 
light chercof we diſputed not of her diſcafe, but conſidered of her cure. She 
had of late years been ſubject to great diſcharges of the menſtrua, and was 
thereby rcndercd of a lax and weak conſtitution, and her body having been 
{o latcly purged and bled, there rcquired no other preparation than of a warm 
room, which was provided with all expedition. For thoſe Ulcers that 
ariſe on the intcriour part of the Palate, ſoon corrode their way through, if 
the alazm be not taken from the inflammation that preceeds, a little miſchict 
there being for the moſt part irrccoverable. To prevent which we gave her 
that night Jj. of calomel. and repcatcd it fo often as we might conveniently do, 
and preſcribed her a decodt.ſarſe to drink with milk. We allo preſcribed her ſome 


. of the Lotions (ct down in the Method of Cure, ſome whereof we calt up with 


a Syringe into her nolirils, and with other ſhe gargled her throat often in a day. 
But the cure of the Ulcer was compleated by frequent taking of merc. du!- 
cis. Thc Gumma allo leflcned, but ſhe having recovered ſome meaſure of 
{irevgth, and her chaps being already fore by the calomet. which ſhe had 
taken, we gave her 2 docs of Twrbith, beginning with + grains aud fo high- 
cr, by which we raifcd the Salivation, and thercby refolved the Gumma. In 
the declining of the Flux we purged her with an Apozeme wherein was decoct- 
ed ſena, polypod. rbab. agaric. turbith, jalsp, Oc. with the addition of ſyr- de 
ſpinz cervina. Then with drying diet-drink, {udorificks, &c. we finiſhed the 
courle and cured her. 

A young, man was commended to my care having an Ozeng in his noſe at- 
tcfing the ſeptum and ale; it ſeemed to be moſt on the right fide, with inflam- 
mation and great (welling, In undertaking the cure of thele Ulcers you 
ought to be cautious in delivering your prognoltick ; for the bones and carti- 
lages are foft and covered with a thin membrane, which being once corroded 
corrupts quickly, and the leaſt defe& in them leaveth a blemiſh in that part of 
the noſe, The extcraal inflammation is a ſhrewd fign that the Ulcer is deep, 
and conlequently that the bones and cartilages are carious: therctore let not 
the reEticude of the part deceive you, for that may be ſupported by the (welling 
and cruliy mattcr within, and upon the removal ot them the noſe or lides of 
it frequently fink; and it any deformity therein happen while they are under 
your cure contrary to your prediction, they will certainly impute it to your 
ncgle& or ignorance. In this Paticnt I ſuſpeed the right ala from the exter- 
nal int{.mmation, but promifcd my utmoſt endeavours, and began iy work 
with inj<Cting a deco@. ex rad. althee, ſem. bord. cydonior. and embrocated 
the external parts with w#gzent. popul. allo applicd a Cerote of the ſame; then 
lt him blood, and dixcacd a Clyiter that evening» After his tilt fleep be 
took 25 grains of calomel. in conſ. roſ. and was purged the morning fol- 
lowing with an infuſion ſene, &c- atterwards I purged him with calomel. 
and pil. Rudii, till 1 had removed the fluxion oft his Noſe. After the crulty 
matter ſeparated from within, I ſyripged and cleanſed thoſe ulcers with one of 
the decofQtions ſee down in the method of cure. Having thus diſpoſed his Noſe 
co cure, I gave him a few doſes of twrbith and railed a (alivation, but the ulcers 
cicatrized bctore he ſalivated, yet I fluxed him 17 or 18 days. In the decli- 


nation of it I purged » and ſweat him with deco. ſarſe ,! and there ap- 
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peared a ſmall bending inward of the right ala, I ſuppoſed from the Caries had 
been in that cartilage 3 it was thruſt out to his own fatisfaCtion by a ſmall hoop 
made by a bit of a ſearching candle painted of a flcſh colour, but after ſome 
tew days he left that off, it not being worth the while. 

One of a full Body, and firong Conſtitution , who had been long diſeaſed 
with the ſeveral Species of the Laes Venerea, and been cured by me ſome months 
betore of a Herpes exedens, came now to us with a large Node upon his ſhin of 
the right leg. He was purged by his Phyſician, and preſcribed a decett. ſzrſe, 
&c. allo Antimon. diaphoret. Embrocations and Emplaſters were applyecd the 
while to reſolve the Node z but after ſix weeks courſe of Phylick the Node re- 
mained almoſt as paintul as before. Upon which conſideration it was conclu- 
ded to lay it bare. Idid lay ic bare with the white Cauſtick, and divided the 
Fſchar to the bone, and at the next drefling raiſed the Eſchar off, then raſped 
the Node off, and dreſſed it dry, as hath been ſet down in Ulcers with Caries. 
The lips of the ulcer I digeſted wt" #ngaent.Baſilic.applyed warm,and afterwards 
incarned the bone, and cured the Ulcer in the ſpace of two months, not without 
great pain to the Patient and trouble to me 3 whereas I might have reſolved it, 
and eradicated the malignity, and freed him of the Les almoſt in half the time. 
Within one half year he came to us again, not complaining of his Leg, but 
with Ulcers in both his Tonſils. Theſe were certainly Venercal, and I conclu- 
ded they would be fo acknowledged, and that I ſhould have an cafie work 
of theſe. But the Patient would not be confined within doors, nor admit of 
other Phylick than a decoction of ſarſa, and a few pouders of antimon. diaphoret. 
Three quarts of the foreſaid dict-drink were allowed him daily, 1 have (ome- 
time ſeen him drink it up in a Morning as faſt as if it had been Tunbridge wa- 
ters. I once enquiring the reaſon why he drank them in ſuch haſte, he replyed, 
he was to dine with ſome good Fellows, and that he did it to make way tor 
better liquor. 

Thus he governed himſelf till the Ulceration increaſed, fo that it was great 

ain to ſwallow any drink. He complained exceedingly to me that I could not 
at leaſt palliate thoſe Ulcers, whereas in truth I uſed my utmoſt endeavours by 
all the Medicaments I could deviſe; but they ſpread, and were accompanied 
with ſuch defluxion, as at laſt when he firove to drink, part of it would guſh 
out of his noſtrils. Upon which conſideration the Phytician was fetched, and 
a ſubmiſſion was promiſed to his Rules. The Cure was begun by a Clyſter, 
bleeding and purging, with an infuled Potion, and the day after 25 gr. of Ca- 
lomel. was given him in a ſpoonful of white bread and milk, and repeated daily 
or every other day, Clyſters or Purgatives being preſcribed between while to 
carry the matter downwards. By this method his Ulcers were diſpoſed to 
Cure, and he finding his throat eaſier had thoughts of dining abroad with his 
Friends. Upon notice whereof I got leave of the Phyſician to give him 14 gr. of 
Turbith mineral. w<* accordingly worked very well. I repeated it the next day 
to 16 gr. it likewiſe vomited him, and made him ſpit and his Chaps {welled : 
The next day he perceiving that he fluxed, defired the Phyſician would preſcribe 
him Phyſick to purge it off, which was promiſed him; but a day or two after 
the flux not riling ſufficiently, I brought him a Bolus of a mixture of turb. min. 
with conf. borrag. which increaſed the Salivation. He ſent for me, and offered 
me fifty pound to take it off; but I afſured him there was no danger of his Life, 
and encouraged him to ſubmit to it chearfully. He did fo, and falivated 18 or 
20 days as plentifully as I ever ſaw any. The ſalivation declinigg, he was pur- 
gcd with an infuſed Potion, and Diet-drink was brought him, he promiſing us 
that he would keep his Chamber, and obſerve a ſtrict method in Diet, Sweat- 
10g, Cc. But he no ſooner found his Chaps cured, but he returned to his wont- 
cd liberty : and bcing told that he would moſt certainly relapſe if he did not 
| proſecute 
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proſccute the Courſe preſcribed by his Phylician, he replyed laughing, It's thy 
Courle and not the Phyſicians, that he was very well, and if I would dine with 
him I ſhould be a witneſs of it. I took leave of him, and ſaw him no more in 
half a year3 and about that time he became more extreamly dilealed ; for it 
is molt certain, that Mercurial Remedies {erve only to difpole theſe hamours to 
be evacuated by decoctions of ſarſa, &c, with Sweating. How he was at laſt 
perfectly Cured you may ſee in ſome of the following Obſervations. 

A Woman of about forty years of Age, of a firong Conſtitution, having been 
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long diſcaſed with an Ozexs, was at length commended by Doctor Bate to the Obſervation 
Cure of Doctor Faſper Needbam and my Self. The matter had corrupted part ® 2 9349+ 


of the Septam, and other bones within her Noſe, and made its way externally 
between the ridge-bone and cartilages of the Nofirils, and fouled the ſaid bone 
to the very brows. - The griſtles being thus feparated from the foreſaid bone, 
and having loſt that part of the Septum, which ſhould bave been their ſupporter, 
it ſunk downwards, leaving ſuch a breach,that the Injections which we caſt into 
her noſtrils with a ſyringe {purted out there. After we had thus diſcovered the 
evil quality of the Ulcer, we conſidered how to proceed in the Curez and in re- 
gard of the dithculty of the Cure, and the length of time which might be re- 
quired in the exfoliation of thele bones, we refolved without further diſpute 
to ſalivate her by Unction. To which purpoſe we let her blood, and purged 
her with an infuſe ſene, Sc. during which Errhina were prepared of a lenient 
quality, ſuch as have been propoſed in the method of Cure, to looſen the cruſty 
matter 3 and we enlarged the external Ulcer along the ridge-bone, as far as it 
was carious, in order to the exfoliation of it. We digeltcd thole lips, and drei 
the bone dry according to the method fet down in the Treatiſe of Ulcers with 
Carics. After we had by Errbina and Lotions cleanſed the internal U'cers of 
their filth, we then proceeded by deterfive Inj<Rions, as preſcribed in the me- 
thod of Cure, and put up a Canla in each Noltril made of a gooſe quill covered 
with a bit of empl. diachyl. ſimp. ſpread on a ſoft rag. Theſe ſerved to bear 
up the cartilages of the Noltrils level with the end of the bone (which before 
fiood as it were looking over them) that they might be in a capacity (if it was 
poſſible) to unite with it : While we were thus diſpoſing the Ulcers to Cure, 
we proceeded in the anointing her Legs and Arms, and thereby raiſcd a Saliva- 
tion, which continued upon her more than three weeks. During that time 
the Ulcers cured within her Noſe, and the cartilages ſtood firm, aud even to 
unite internally with the bone without the uſe of the Cannla, but the bone there 
not being exfoliated, we continued the falivation longer by preſcribing Mercs- 
rius dulcis, &c. and all that while we took care of her mouth, that no incon- 
venicnce ſhould happen to her Jaws, &c. and kept up her Spirits with Broaths, 
Poſſet-ale and Cordials. ' After we ſaw the bones exfoliating we purged her 
with an Apozeme, and preſcribed decod. ſarſe with Sudorificks to ſweat her. 
During which the bone exfoliated, and the Ulcers cured with a Cicatrix not 
unſeemly. We then concluded our Courſe of Phyſick, leaving her more health- 
full and ſirong than ſhe had been in many years. 

A Man of about 36 years of Age had a large Ulcer on the roof of his mouth 
with a Caries on the 0s paleti, allo many Nodes, viz. a great one upon the left 
temporal muſcle reaching to that brow; alſo two on his right Arm, one 
whereot was on the os bumeri, and the other on the Vinaz one very large upon 
the ſhin of the right Leg, and another on the out-fide of his lete ; which latter 
was (oft and inflamed, and was by ſome propoſed to be opened, but it leemed 
to me to be a Gumma. He had been long afflicted with the Diſeaſe, and was 
lately come out of a Salivation raiſed by mer. dul- in which he had ſpit very 
much. I touched the Ulcer with aqua divine warm, and adviſed the dreſſing 

it 
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it twice a day after the ſame mann-r 3 to the inflamed Gumma 1 applycd an 
empl. & bolo to prevent its apoliemating. The ret of the Nodes I deligned to 
{catter by a (alivation with union. To which purpoſe I let him blood, and 
dirc&cd a Clylter, and the next morning purged him with Dj. Calomel. in 
a lenitive Bolus 3 and to diſpole him to reli, I gave him fome nights Jj. Calo- 
mel. in 5j. diaſcord. whereby the Ulcer in his palate was the better digeſted. 
Having thus prepared his Body tor the Union, I cauſcd his limbs to be anojint- 
ed daily till his Chaps {welled much 3 then I delitted, and adviſed Poflet-drink, 
Broath, &c. to be alway ready for him to drink, and keep up his Spirits. There 
was allo care taken to ſyringe and waſh his mouth. During his Salivation, the 
Ulcer in his palate caſt off a ſcale of a bone half an inch at leaft in length, and 
preſently after cicatrized firmly ; his pain ceaſed, and the Gumma refolved, and 
all the Nodes diminiſhed much, fave that on his ſhin; yet he did not (pit a 
quarter ſo much in this Courſe as (he ſaid) he had done in the tormer raiſed by 
merc. dulcis. 1 continued him in the Salivation about twenty days, then pur- 
ged him with the bitter decoQion five or fix days, and from that time kept 
him ttridly to his Diet-drinks, and with Sudorificks ſweat him, and propor- 
tioned his Diet more drying accordingly as his Chaps healed till I thought him 
cured, and then I gave him more liberty to nouriſh his body, and to drink the 
decoction of ſarſa with milk twice a day, and bathed him 4 or 5 days; and 
kept his body ſoluble with a lenient EleQuary, Thus 1 dilmifcd him, yet there 
remained {omewhat of that Node on the ſhin, but it being without pain I ſup- 
poſed it would reſolve, as indeed it did within a fortnight after, and he-con- 
tinued well, 

One of about thirty years of Age, of a full Body, having been long afflicted 
with Nodes and exceflive pains on divers parts, clpecially onh is head, put him- 
ſelt into my hands for Cure. Idcligned a Salivation by Unction, to which pur- 
poſc I prepared his Body by a Clylter, veneſcdion and a purging Apozeme z 
then cauſcd him to be placed near the fire, and to anoint himlſclt from the foals 
of his feet to his groins, and ſo the arms and ſhoulders, and having put on his 
fiockings, drawers and waſtecote he was laid in a-warm bed, and with a draught 
of warm Poſlct-ale diſpoſed to a breathing ſweat. Thus I proceeded daily in 
the anointing him till I had waltcd two pound of Unction, but he had formerly 
taken (ſo much Mercury,that it ſecmed to be familiar to him,upon which account 
I proceeded in the anointing of him, but it ran downwards one night in a Dj- 
errhaz. I was fetched to him early in the morning, and was informed he had 
had near fixty ſtools. Daring the time I was with him they were mucous and 
bloody, with much pain, he having a zeneſmus with it, which put him upon a 
continual excretion. I cauſcd a Clyiter ot milk with yolks of eggs to be calt up, 
and prelctibed decotj. C. Ce calcinati to be made, and drank with milk, to ſome 
of which I added a few drops of liquid Laudanum. I allo injected in ano 
three or tour ſpoontulls of ol. bypericz with a ſyringe, and adviſcd it to be of- 
ten repeated to defend the interior coats of the inteſtine from excoriation, I 
preſcribed him a Pearl Julep and ele&. diaſcord- as it is ſet down in the method 
ot Cure, to be taken once in three or four hoursz thus in four or five days the 
Diarrhea (topped. Then I preſcribed him a Sarſa-drink, with an addition 
of milk till he had ſomewhat recovered his firength, purging him in the inter- 
val with eleQ. diacatbolic. &c, By this Diarrhea he was freed of his pains, and 
of ſome of the Nodes. Thoſe which remained were much lIcfſened, and by a 
ſtrict Diet, deco. ſarſe and ſudoriticks were quite relolved, and he enjoys a 
good health to this day. 

It may here be obj<ced by ſome, that if this Perſon had been more purged 
or well bathed before the anointivg, the Salivation would have riſen caficr, and 
thereby 
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thereby the Diarrbe#z might have been prevented. I do confeſs that the bath- 
ing doth much facilitate the railing of the Salivation, but we cannot have al- 
ways that conveniency. B:fides, where we do bathe, theſe accidents have 
happened, and will bctall any one of us in ſpite of all our endeavours. Yet 1 
mult tell you, when a Diarrhea thus happeneth in the raiſing a Salivation, it 
renders your Cure ccrtain it you profecute the method as I here did. For whe- 
ther the Mercury work upwards by vomit or falivation, or downwards by 
{tool, it 15 not material, fo the peccant humours be evacuated and diſpoſed to 
be carried off by Sudorificks, &ec. But if the Paticnt grow froward upon ſuch an 
accident, and will not ſubmit to a regulation in Diet, Purging, Sweating, &c. 
the humours do again ferment and render the Cure more difficult. 
One of about forty five years of Age, having been long affi:&ed with the 
Les in its moſt inveterate Symptoms, Nodes, Gammata, and au Ozens, had 
paſſcd through many courſes of Phyſick, came to me. cxtreamly extenuated. 
He had one Node upon the Os Lambdoides very great , and another upon 
his right eye-brow 3 others upon his arms and legs. I began with the letting 
him blood, and ſent him a Clyſter that evening. I ſyringed his Noſe with de- 
co(t. bordei, rad. althee, ſem. cydon, &c. and after I had cleanſcd it of its cruſty 
matter (with which ſome bones came torth) 1 daily injected ſome of the Lo- 
tions preſcribed in the method of Cure. I bathed him five or fix times, and 
the while kept his body ſoluble by Clyſiers, or by a lenitive Ele@tuary, and al- 
bowed him boiled Mutton, Veal or Chicken for his Dinner, and a couple of new 
laid Eggs for his Supper, a {mall Ale for his drink. 1 alſo preſcribed him a 
grain of Laudanum, or (ome anodyne draught to appeale his noctarnal pains, 
Aſter I had done bathing him, I cauſed his Legs Arms, Shoulders, Spine, and 
Hips to be anointed daily, and [weat him in a warm bed with a draught of Pol- 
ſce-driink. After he began to (pit I anointed him more ſparingly, onely his 
Legs and Arms, and when I ſaw his Chaps (welled ſufficiently , 1 for« 
bare the anointing, and kept him to his Poſſet-drink and Broath , waſh- 
ing his mouth with drcod?. bordei, rad. althee, liquiritie, &c. He faliva- 
ted very well near a month, but before he had ſpit fourteen dayes the 
pains diminiſhed, and the Nodes leſſened, and that filehy matter ceaſed to 
diſcharge out ot his Noſe : Alſo a Gumma which ſeemed ready to burſt 
drycd up. In the declination of the flux I put him into a ſtrong decodt. ſarſe, 
ec. with Milk, and nouriſhed him with good medicated Broaths. As his 
ſtrength increaled, I purged him with the bitter decoRion ſome days, and af- 
ter his Chaps healed 1 kept him ſtrialy to the Sarſa-drinks without the Milk, 
and {wcat him with antimon. diaphoret. gum. guaiaci,bezoard. orient. and order- 
ed his Dict as drying as he was capable of, purging him as cuſtomary once in 
four or five days. Thus in the ſpace of cight weeks the Ozena was perſely 
cured, and all the Nodes refolved : but notwithſtanding he complained of 
pain in all his Limbs, and was fo weak that he was ſcarce able to go, and be- 
moaned his condition, ſuppoſing he ſhould never be cured. I was of an Opi- 
nion that he was cured, and that thoſe pains proceeded meerly from the ema- 
ciation of the muſcles; but I referred it to a conſultation, where it was decla- 
red poſitively, that he was not Cured, and that he ought to ſalivate again. 
Theſe propolals dilmay'd the Patient, and diſturbed me not a little, for in truth 
he was too weak to falivate. I perfilted in my former Opinion, and prevailed 
with the Patient to retire two or three miles into the air, and there to drink a 
decocion of Sarſa, &c. with Milk, and to give himſelf liberty to feed upon 
meats of good nouriſhment, and adviſed him to bathe in milk and water ſome- 
time. He did fo, and I lupplyed him with papers of ingredients to make the 
decoQion, alſo with a lenitive EleQuary of Caſſia, tamarinds, manna, &c. to 
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keep his body ſoluble. In a few weeks he grew fleſhy, his pains walted, and 
from that time he cnjoyed a good healch many years. 

One about twenty eight years of Age was afflicted with an Oze12 of an old 
date. It had perforated the ſeptum, and caſt forth ſome rotten bones, one 
whercof he ſhewed me. He had alſo Nodes on both his legs and on his right 
arm, He was emaciated by reaſon of his continual pains, and the much Phy- 
fick he had unſucceſsfully taken. I injected a decod. bordei, &c. into his 
noſtrils, and after the cruſty matter ſeparated I preſcribed him an Errhine to 
ſnuff up his noſtrils often in a day. And having reſolved to f(alivate him by 
uncion I diſpoſed his body thereto by Clyſters, Lenitive Bolus's, (to which 
latter I added calomel. to take off his pains) and preſcribed him decod?. ſarſe,&c. 
with milk, alſo a liberty in diet, and bathed him the while. Having thus 
ſomewhat recruited his ſpirits, I cauſed him to be anointed, legs, arms, hips, 
and ſhoulders, till I had raiſed a Salivation. Then I kept him to Poſſet-drink 
and Broath. Ialſo allowed him a pint of Ale daily, ſometimes burnt Wine or 
other Cordials by which he was enabled to falivate near a month. During that 
time the Oz ex2 cured, and fome of the Nodes reſolved. As the Salivation 
declined I purged him with the bitter deco&ion, and then put him into a de- 
cot. ſarſe, and ſweat him with diaphoreticks, and purged him once in tour or 
five days, he obſerving the while a ſtri& diet. After all I bathed him again a 
week or ten days, and permitted him a nouriſhing diet, and kept his body (o- 
Juble cum eledt. noſt, laxativo ex caſſia, pulp. tamarind. manna, &c. Some of his 
Nodes remained till I bathed him; but it they had not then rclolved, yet I 
thould not have doubted of his being well cured. For it doth ſometimes hap- 
pen that great Nodes dry and harden into ſuch an exoſtiſis as will not yield to 
any remedy. And indeed they being without pain we necd not be fo follici- 


tous in their removal, for beyond Sea I have (een fome well cured, the Nodes 
continuing upon their legs knotted like a Crab-tree-ſtick, 
A woman of about 50 years of age, of an ill habit of body, having paſſed 
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in her arms, and nodes on the back of both her hands; allo a cancerous tu- 
mour on her right breaſt. She importuned me to put her jn a courſe of Sali- 
vation by UnGion, and took a lodging near me. I thought it neceſſary 
enough for her, and told her I would prepare her body for it, and conſult her 
Phyſician in the manager of (alivating her. Accordingly I let her blood, then 
purged her with a ſolution of mann and cremor tartari in poſlet-drink, and 
bathed her four or five timesz then gave her alternatcly two or three doſes of 
calomel. to try how the Flux would riſe, But ſhe growing impatient in the de- 
lay ſent for a Phylician, to whom ſhe related the original of her Diſcaſe, and 
that ſhe had taken the ſpitting Pills formerly unſucceſsfully, therefore defired 
to ſalivate by UnCtion. Some obzcQtion was made againſt it, as doubting her 
viſcers were naught. But he complyed, and promiſed to vilit her as occaſion 
ſhould require. I ſent her a pot of Union the next dayzwherewith her legs and 
arms were anointcd, and the returned to her warm bed and was diſpoſed to a 
breathing ſweat by a draught of Poſſet-drink. By this method the Salivation 
was raiſed and ſhe fluxed moderately about 20 days, during which her pains 
remitted, the Nodes reſolved, and ſhe recovered the uſe of her hands. The 
Cancer lay alſo quiet. The Salivation declining ſhe was purged with the 
bitter decoQtion, and ſome days after drank a ſarſa drink, and (weat. In the 
going off of her Flux the complained of a ſhortneſs of breath, and was after- 

wards ſubject to fainting. Whereupon her Phylician was conſulted, who ſuppol-

33. diaſcordii Zi. f. bauſtus hori fom* 
ni. The day following the Phylician tound her much relieved, and preſcribed 
her this decoction: Be Sarſe Fil). ſantali albi Zi), chine ZJ6. guaiaci Ej. di- 
gere horas ſex in aq. com- Ibvii. vaſe clauſo, dein decoqn. ad medias, addends 
ſub finem ingredientia decodt. pefloraliz. Bibat copioſe & frequenter, addendo 
fingulis bauſtibus mixture ſequentis cochl.). vel.i). Be Aq-limac. brion- comp- ans ij. 
tind. croci Z(8. ſp. caſtores &)i6- mſ. This potion was allo preſcribed her 3 or 4 days 
after : Re Tamarind.Z;f8. coqu-in aq.com. ſub finem addends ſene Ziij. rhab. Zij. ſent. 
aniſi 3(3. cape colature Ziv. manne Zv). ſyr. de rhab. X;j. ſyr de ſpina cervina 3). f. 
potio- By theſe preſcriptions ſhe ſomewhat recovercd, and removed from thoie 
lodgings to others more airy inthe ſame fircet. And there another Phyſician 
was conſulted and joined with the former : he approved of what had been done, 
and gave hopes of her recovery; and together they preſcribed as followeth.

Zij. mſ. f. julapium, de quo bibat ad 
placit. Some while alter ſhe removed nearer the Country tor the benefit of treſh 
air, and to drink Afﬀes milk, which ſhe had already begun co do, and might 
have recovered it her viſcera had not been all rotten, 

A poor {cllow aged about 50 years had grievous pains in his head, and di- 
vers nodes and gummata in leveral parts of his body. He had lately come out 
of a courſe of Phylick, and was (fo waſted as he could ſcarce ftand, and had 
loſt the nails of his tingersand toes. I direRed him a Clyſter, and that night 
ſent him an opiat to calm his pains and diſpoſe him to reſt, viz. of laudan. 
mer- dul. gum. guaiaci, &c. as is {et down in the method of cure, and repeated 
it as occation offered; and preſcribed him a ſarſa driok with milk. But after 
2 or 3 days obſerving that he was much oppreſt in his ſtomach nauſcating all 
that he took, I gave hima vomit of zufaſ. crec. metallor. with oxymel. ſcillit: 
by which I cmpticd it of mach viſcous flegm. From that time he recovered 
his appetite, and by good nouriſhment and mitigation of his pains he recover- 
&d a tolerable mealure of firength. I then cauſed him to be anointed legs, 
arms, hips and ſhoulders, and repeated the anointing daily till 1 had raiſed a 
{ſwelling in his chaps. He falivated well, and was kept to warm Broath, Poſ- 
ſet-drink, and ſometime Ale and burnt Wine. During the Salivation he faint- 
ed often, and was (cifed twice with Convultions, and with much difficulty I 
kept up his Spirits: but he got through it by the help of good Cordials, aq: the- 
riacalis, &c. In the declining of the Flux I purged him with the bitter de- 
cofion, and finiſhed the cure with deco. ſarſe, lweating and drying dict and 
purging. Paſling by this man's houſe one day in the company of D'#/ alter Need- 
ham, we went in, he was working in his trade, he ſhewed us his legs and arms, 
there was not a node left 3 he alſo ſhewed us new nails thruſting out, the Pati- 
ent then declaring himlſclt well, and indeed fo he continued a month or two, 
and then pains began, nodes and gummats alſo aroſe, * I attempted the cure by 
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crude Mercury as it is uſually given by ſome under the name of the Blew Pills 
with a ſirong decoction of ſarſa, rad. bardane, fol. ſaponarie, and with lax- 
reola+» Indeed I confulted ſeveral that pretended great matters in the cure of 
this Diſcaſe, and omitted nothing whereby I could hope to relieve him, apply- 
ing alſo Emplaſters, and cauſtical Mcdicaments to the Nodes, by which I did 
xclolve the biggeti and moſt painful of them : but the malignity increafing, 
the Patient made it his requeſt to me to falivate him again by union. Where- 
upon [I let him blood, and direed a Clylter, then bathed him four or five 
times, and raiſed a ſalivation by only anointing his Legs and Arms according 
to his delire, He falivated very well, and during the talivation he was freed 
of his Pains and Nodes, and by the proſecuting the Courle by diet-drink, ſweat- 
ing and purging, he ſeemed perfectly well; but yet he relapſed. I afterwards 
perceived his Wite had been all the while infected with the ſame diſcaſc 3 but 
whether he got it from her, or through negle& of obſcrving this latter Courſe, 
his neccflity in following of his Trade conſtraining him to be daily abroad and 
in his Shop, (and without a ſtri& obſervance in that Courſe you wilkcarce cure. 
the leſſer Species of the Les) I contented my felt in the expences I had been 
at, and lett him to others, 

A Man of about thirty years of Age, came out of a long Courle of Phyſick 
to me, having an old Ozena whereon lome bones had caſt oft : he had alſo 
pains in divers parts, and ſeveral Nodes. I reſolved to falivate him by uncti- 
on, to which purpoſe 1 let him blood, purged him, and anointed him, Legs, 
Arms, Hips, Shoulders, &c. by which in tew days I raifcd a falivation, kept him 
to Poſſet-drink and Broath, and took care of his mouth. His Noſe was alſo 
dretled daily, as hath been ſhewed in the like caſe. In the declination of the 
Flux, I purged him with the bitter decoion, and preſcribed a firict drying 
Diet, decodt. ſarſe, purging and ſweating, and diſmilt him curcd of the Ozen, 
and the Nodes and Pains relolved. But ſome months after he rclapling came 
to me again, and acknowledged that he had not been fo regular in his Diet as 
I had directed (and in truth I had heard he had bragged of it) and that he 
would enter into a new Courſe of Phylick. 1 let him blood, and purged him 


fix or ſeven dayes with the bitter decoction, then vomited him with nerbith 


minerale thrice or four times, preſcribing Clyſters between while. After I had 
thus heated his Chaps, and diſpoſed the matter for Sudorifticks, I put him in- 
toa decoction of ſarſa, and with merc. diaphoret. (weat him twice a day, and 
kept him to a ſtrict drying diet, and by this method I cured and (ccured him 
from relapſc 3 and ſo ſhall du as many as will ſubmit to it ; an inltance wherc- 
of may be {cen in many of theſe Obſervations. 

A Man of about thirty ſix years of Age came to me with an Ozena, Ulcers 1n 
both the Tenſils, and Nodes, with pains in ſeveral parts of his Body , which 
together had extreamly emaciated and weakened him. I fyringed his Noſe 
with a lenient Lotion according to my cuſtom, and afterwards preſcribed tome 
of the other Errhina for daily deterfion. I alſo dreficd the Tonfils with Lac 
ſublimati. In ordet to his Cure, I let him blood, and preicribed a Clylter, and 
chat very night ſent him Jj. merc. precipitat. albt, which he took ina {poontul 
of white bread and milk, and repeated the giving of it three or tour nights af- 
ter one another, carrying it off by Clyſters daily. Daring which I allowed bim 
medicated Broaths, Poſſct-ale, and a Pearl-julep. After I had thus diſpolcd his 
Ulcers to digeſtion, fo as that he was in a capacity to eat meat, I permitted him 
to cat ſuch as was of good nouriſhment, and preſcribed him a decoction of 
Sarſa, &c. with an addition of Milk to drink daily, and every other morning 
gave him a few grains of Theriac metaltoy- in 33. conſ. meliſſe, and thereby vo- 


mitcd him moderatcly, and purged him once or twice, and continued the uſe 
of 
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of Clyſters accordingly as I ſaw cauſe, and bathed him often, I ſuppoſe eight 
days. Thus I removed his pains, and cured the Ulcers, and purpulſcd. to have 
put him into a ſiri& Diet, and to have finiſhed the courſe by Sudorificks, &c, 
but {ome of the Nodes remaining, and the Patient having long before met with 
great difhculty in his Cure, carnelily importuned me to falivate him by uni» 
on, alledging it the ſure way to prevent relapſe, 1 ſeeing his defire, and ſup» 
poling it might be reaſonable, did comply with him, and cauſed his Legs and 
Arms to be anointed daily till his cheeks {welled, Then I kept him to Poſfet- 
drink and Broath, and took care in the waſhing his mouth. He falivated well 
about ſixteen or feventeen dayes, but then growing weak and taint, I cauſed his 
feet and legs to be bathed with warm water, and ticfh linen to be put on, and 
by Clylters diſpoſed the matter downwards, and kept up his Spirits with Cor- 
dials. Having thus retreſht him I purged him proportionably to his ſtrength, 
and finiſhed the Cure by a courſe of drying diet, decod. ſarſe, Sudoriticks, &c. in 
three weeks. But he being extreamly pained in all his Limbs ſuſpected his Cure, 
but the Nodes being reſolved, and the Ulcers fo long before cured, 1 encoura- 
ged him to take his wonted nouriſhment, ſuppoling theſe proceeded from the 
emaciation of the muſcles; yet I preſcribed him a medicated Ale, and adviſed 
bathing a few days : hedid fo, and found as his ſtrength recovered fo his pains 
Icfſcened. He removed afterwards to Paris, where he enjoyed his health and a 
quiet mind, till one night upon change of lodgings he was bitten with Mus- 
ketoes, and (ecing his tace next morning (o ſwelled, he confulted Phyſicians 
and Chirurgeons, who would needs perſwade him it was Venereal, but it 
proving otherwiſe he eſcaped the grand Courſe, but was bathed often. 

A Woman of about forty fix ycars of Age was commended into my hands. 
The hairy (calp on the os frontis had been fome while ulcerated, and the bone 
corrupted the compals of a broad ſhilling. 1 laid it open by a circular inciſion, 
and drefſcd it up dry. The ſecond day after I took off the dreſſings, and faw 
the bone full of a looſe fl: h arifing ou: ot the cavities. I ſcraped the bone, and 
drefſed it up with aunguent. Agyptiac. warm, and digeſted the lips the while. 
Having thus diſpoicd the bon: to extoliate, I began the internal Cure by bleed- 
ing and purging, and proſecuted it by falivating her with Turbith mineral. and 
in the declination of the flux t purged her with the bitter decoRion, and finiſh- 
ed the courlc by a decodt. ſurſe, drying diet and (weating, and in the while ex- 
foliated che cranium, and cicatrized the Ulcer. 

A young Woman came to me with an inflamed Tumour upon the Fibula of 
her right Leg 3 it ſeemed to have matter in it, but upon a farther enquiry I dif- 
covered it a Gumma. | applycd an Emplalter & bolo to defend it from fluxion, 
and cauſed her to be let blood, The next day I purged her with deco. ſene, 
Ec, and prelcribed her an anodyne draught that night, The day after I pur- 
gcd her with extra. not. mag. & calomel. and the next day (ent her 10 grains 
Turbith min. in a Pill, which vomited her five or fix times. Fhe rext day a 
Clyſter was adminilitred, and the tourth day atter Twrbith again; and fo repeat- 
ed the Turbith with Clylters proportionably : and in the interval purged her 
ſometimes with the bitter Apozeme to avoid falivating. By this means I refolved 
the Gumma, and perfected the Cure by Dict and Diet-drink, Sudorificks, &c. 

A poor Fellow came to me with a Carious Wicer on the os frontis, which 
had been of a long continaance : the bone was white, yet corroded much, and 
tilled with an Hyperſarcoſis, as moſt of thele ſort of Venercal Ulcers are, He 
was let blood, and purged four or five days with the bitter decofion, and took 
every other night JJ. calomel. Aﬀrcr 1 had thus purged him, I laid open the 
Ulcer by a circular abſciſſion, and drefſcd it up dry. The lecond day I opened 
H again, and (craped the bone and looſe flcth off, and applycd dofhils prefied 
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out of the tinQure of Vittiol, and dreſlcd up the recent lips with the digeſiive 
ex terchinth. cum vitello ovi. After I had thus digeſted the Ulcer, and diſpoſed 
the bone to exfoliation, I raiſed a (alivation by a tew doſes of Tarbith minerale ; 
during which his Landlady diſcovering his Diſeaſe would not permit him to 
lodge longer in her houſe. Whereupon he removed unknown to me to a Com- 
mon Ale-houſe ſome diſtance off, Walking thither in a cold winter day to a 
Lodging as cold, the falivation checked, and a ſhortnels of breath with fre- 
quent fainting followed, and increaſing upon him he died in ſpite of my en- 
deavours, and thoſe I conſulted. 

66. A Man aged forty four years, of a Plethorick Body, half a year after he had 
Obſetvation of been Cured of a Chancre, began to complain of a pain in the fore-part of his 
_ the Head. A Tumour appearivg in that part ſome time after, he conſulted a Chi- 

_ rurgeon, who open'd it by inciſion, and dreſſed it with a doflil of lint, and lefe 
him to his Chirurgeon to cure : But in progrels of time the Ulcer inlarging, and 
the bone growing more carious, the Patient conſulted another Chirurgeon, who 
told him it was the work of Nature, and that in time the bone would caſt off. 
The poor Man believing what was faid, took care to have it drelt accordingly 
by the ſame young Chirurgeon, till the Caries had infeRted the bone almoli the 
whole length from the coronal ſuture to the brows. And then he came to me 
for Cure, and having lodged himſclf near me, I went to dreſs him, and ſaw a 
great diſcharge of a fetid matter, and the lips of the Ulcer lying hollow over 
the rotten bone, I cut them oft round fo far as the bone lay carious under 
them, then dreſſed up the wound and bone with doflils of dry lint, &c. Then 
knowing that there was no hopes of curing him without the uſe of Antivene- 
reals, I ordered a Clyſter that evening, and began the next morning to purge 
him with an infuſion of ſexs, rþab. &c. (for I had permitted him to bleed ſut- 
ficiently in the extirpation of the callous lips.) The third day I renewed dreſ- 
ſing, and ſaw a pulſation of the dura mater through ſeveral {mall apertures in 
the carious bone. Upon light whereot I had thoughts of (etting on a Trepan, 
but there being no immediate danger, I proceeded with Mercurials, and gave 
him Jj- Calomel. that night, and purged it off the next morning with a draught 
of the bitter decoQion, and repeated the ſame Apozeme four or five days, giv- 
ing him Calomel. every other night. Whilſt I was purging him the matter a- 
bounded much, and flowed downwards into a remaining finw between his 
brows to prevent which, I made a bandage with good compreſſion on that 
part, and dreſſed the rotten bone with doſfſils preſſed out of ſp. vini, and contie 
nued that method of dreſſing daily. And that I might halten the exfoliation 
and cure of this Ulcer, I gave him the morning after Turb. mix. gr. xij. which 
both vomited and purged him. I repeated it once in two or three days till I 
had raiſed a (alivation, during which the finuous Ulcer healed by agglutination, 
and the matter accordingly lcfſened daily, and loſt its fetid ſmell; the bone alſo 
caſt off in its circumference, and looſened in the middle, fo that I brake thoſe 
forementioned apertures into one another, and raiſed up one piece of the cra- 
#ium conlilting of both tables, and made way for the Callus to thruſt off the re- 
maining fides of the bone, part whereof caſt off ſoon after, and the Ulcer incar- 
ned,and is now cicatiizinge There was a Node upon the right jaw,which is part- 
ly reſolved. The Patient is yet in a Courſe of Diet-drink, ſweating and pur- 
ging, in orderto the confirmation of the Cure,which I think there is no doubt of. 

67% A Man of about thirty four years of Age was commended to my Care. He had

QUENCES, then out of a lalivation raifcd by ſome Mercurial Pill, and (as he (aid) had (pi 
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between 4 and 5 quarts a day the ſpace of three weeks. I defigned falivation by 
unction. In preparation thereto I let him blood, purged and bathed him, then 
caulcd his Legs and Arms to be anointed till his Chaps ſwelled, and the (alivati- 
on aroſe moderately ; then I put him to the drinking Poſſet-ale and Broath, and 
took care of his mouth, All things thus likely co ſucceed well, I having a 
Command to make a Journey of four or tive days into the Countrey, recom- 
mended him into carctul hands, purpoſing at my return to raiſe the falivation 
higher, if there were occaſion. About the ſixth day after, at my return, I 
found my Patient much indiſpoſed with a ſhortneſs of breath, and trequent 
fainting. The (welling in his Face was ſunk, yet was his mouth much ulce- 
rated, and his jaws ſo contracted, that he could ſcarce open them to take in a 
ſpoonful of broath. His (pitting checked, his body coftive, and the urine he 
made was little and high coloured. I cauſed a Clylter preſently to be admini- 
ſired, and ſent for a quart of aq. antiſyph. of which I gave him ſome, and ad- 
viſcd the taking it once in two or three hours. I ſyringed his mouth with ge- 
coli. bordei, liquiritie, © mel. magiſt, and put a folded rag between his jaws, 
which I had before adviſed his Nurſe 3 but ſhe was one of his chuſing, and ig- 
norant in this work. 

I alſo adviſcd him to hold ſome of the gargle often in his mouth as hot as he 
could endure it, and made up a mixture of ſome mel magiſtralis with ſp. vitrioli 
to drels ſome other of the Ulcers which required detertion. I alſo preſcribed 
him a Lambitive of ol. amygd. dul. &c. to help expeQoration. The next day I 
purged him with a decoG. tamarind. caſſie fiſtul. ſene, &c. to which was added 
ſyr de rof. ſolut. manna, ſyr de ſp. cervina, and repeated it the ſecond and chird 
days. It wrought modcrately, and ſomewhat relieved him. In the waſhing 
his mouth with a ſyringe forcibly, I put him upon excreating a great quanticy 
of a filthy matter, amongſt which there ſeemed ſomewhat like that we call pu- 
rulent. I not imagining whence it ſhould come, indeed never having ſeen the 
like, conſulted Doctor Denton, who adviſed me to purge him with Barxet-wa- 
ter a quart Or more ata time, with a ſpoontul or more of ſyr. de ſpina cervins 
in the firſt draught, and fo to proceed accordingly as it paſſed. 1 did fo, and 
obſerving it to paſs both by urine andyſtool z I repeated the uſe of it five or fix 
days, and the whilc kept up his ſtrength with good Broaths, &'c. After I had 
thus emptied his bowels, that diſcharge of matter ceaſed, and he recovered. 
Then I bathed him, and preſcribed him medicated broaths, &c. alſo deco. 
ſarſe, and kept his body ſoluble by lenient purgatives once in three days. 

By the frequent ſyringing and gargling his mouth, and drefling the Ulcers 
I healed char, but by reaſon of the contraQtion of his Jaws,the ulceration and Ca- 
ries increaſing upon the old diſeaſed parts of the Jaws ſome of his teeth dropt out, 
and at laſt I was forced to cut the contracted Callus, and that way enlarged his 
Jaws. Whillt theſe various accidents affected the Viſcera internally,his Nodes and 
Pains diſcuſſed, his skin alſo was freed of its foulneſs, and he feemed perfectly 
cured 3 yet to ſecure him from relapſing, I prevailed with him to continue his 
Dict-drink, and to (weat with autimon. diaphoret. Ec. and to purge between 
while. To which purpoſe I ſupplyed him with Materials, and he retired a 
few miles out of Town, and prolecuted the Courſe, and came from thence 
to Town well flcſht, and enjoys a good healthto this day. | 

A Man aged forty eight years, having been long diſeaſed in the Country, and 
taken much Phyſick unſucceſsfully, was afterwards adviſed to the Bath, whi- 
ther he went 3 but thoſe waters not being ſuitable for his Diſeaſe, he returned 
to London much emaciated, and very fick and weak, and conſulted two Phyſi- 
cians and my felf, He had Nodes upon his Arms, Hands, and Fingers, and in- 


deed had no uſe of ther. His othes Limbs were affected with pain, He had 
an 
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4n ozena of an old date, whence ſeveral rotten bones had caſt oft His Jaws 
were alſo carious, There was {mall hopes of his recovery, yet we were oblig- 
ed to attempt it ſome way, and in order thereto Lodgings were provided for 
him near me, and we began his courſe of Phylick with an infuſ. ſene, rhab. &c. 
but his Romach was ſo weak that he had of long time naulcated all forts of 
ſulicnance, and vomited this potion. "Upon notice whereof we preſcribed him 
ſal vitrioli, and emptied his ftomach of much viſcous flegm. A Clyfter was 
adminiſtred that evening, and we laid him to reſt that night with an anodyne 
draught. The next morning he was let blood in the Arm, and purged the 
day after with a ſolution of manna, crem: tartar. in a draught of Poſſet-drink, 
and the next day we bathed him in water luke-warm : he fainted in it, and 
was [eized with a ſhortneſs of breath after he was in bed, which lafied about 
an hour z yet we proceeded in the bathing him daily the ſpace of a week, and 
relieved him in thoſe fits with Cordial- waters, and kept his body ſoluble by 
Clyſters. Having thus prepared him for other remedies, we preſcribed him 
calomel. but which way ſoever he took it, he vomited it ſoon after. We then 
ſent a pot of #nguent. Neapolit. by a ſervant who rub'd part of it on his Arms, 
Thighs and Legs, and diſpoſed him afterwards to a breathing {weat with a 
draught of Pofſet-drink: Thus he was anointed ſeveral mornings, till his 
chaps ſwelled and his mouth ulcerated, Then we took care in waſhing his 
mouth with lenient decocions, and nouriſhed him with medicated Broaths 
and Poſſct-ale, permitting him ſometime to take a little burnt Wine, aqua the» 
riacalis mag. to ſupport his ſpirits. By which method he falivated 26 days, 
and was freed of his pains 3 the nodes allo reſolved, and he recovered the ute 
of his hands, and the rotten bones calt off from the eithmoides, &c. The Saliva- 
vation declining, the bitter apozeme was preſcribed him. Decoctions of ſarſz 
with an addition of a little aqua mirabilis was allo allowed : But our Patient 
had been obſtinate and ungovernable in the whole courſe, and was now at laſt 
ſo averſe to every thing was preſcribed him, that in truth he neither purged, 
drank his diet-drink or (ſweat as he ought 3 and through that omiflion the (crous 
humours abounded, and began firſt to ſwell his Legs, then his Thighs, and 
ſomewhat his Belly. His Arms and Hands afterwards (ſwelled, and at laſt 
his Eye-lids and Face, and an Itch brake out over all his body, which by his 
rubbing and ſcratching excoriated the skin in ſeveral parts, and was very vex- 
atious to him. At the firſt appearance of theſe anafarcous ſwellings, various 
internals were preſcribed, but he only took Cordial-waters, in which we in- 
fuſed ſometimes purgatives, whereof this tollowing was one ; Be Spec. diamoſeh. 
amari 3). Aloes 3j. ſp. vini tbj. eliciatur tinfiura [. a. capiat cochlear. 1i). pro 
vice, repetend. ad placitum. Sore (uch like tinQure was allo added to aq. Ium- 
bricor. Exc. We having no other way of purging him, the ſcrolity increaſed, 
and overcoming the natural heat he dyed. 

One of a ſtrong conſtitution having been dileaſed ſeven years with the vari-

the Tonfils, 
Oz ena and 
Nodes, 


and here, and hath been taken notice of by me in one of the former Ob- 
ſervations for his irregularity in that courſe of Phyſick, came to me again 
within a year after lamentably afflied with Ulcers in his Tonfils, Palate and 
Noſe, &c. (I being then impriſoned by the Fanaticks in Lambeth houſe) he 
conſulted others, but came afterwards to me, defiring my opinion of his 
Diſeaſe, and what hopes I had of reſtoring thoſe ulcerated parts to their for- 
mer uſe and ſhape. The Ulcers in the Tonlils and Noſe were large, and ac- 
companied with inflammations and tumour, and thereby occaſioned a great 
difficulty in ſwallowing his drink, the moſt part of it running out at his No- 
ſtrils, On the ridge of his Noſe there was a herpes exedens with a caries in that 
bone, 
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bone, and upon the left fide of his Noftril another, which had penetrated 
through that cartilage, and an ozeng within which had corrupted part of the 
ethmoides and the lower part of the ſeptum, inſomuch as there only remained 
the exteriour skin to divide the Noftrils, and that being ulcerated could not 
defend it felf long from being eaten in pieces. He had alſo ſome Nodes upon 
his Legs, but the Ulcers in his Noſe were they which chreatned the danger, 
yet there were hopes of curing them it a courle were ſpeedily taken. He re- 
turned ſomewhat (atished, and the next day ſent for two eminent Phyſlicians, 
and procured leave for me of my Keeper to meet them. I repreſented the 
condition of the Ulcers to the Phylicians, and propoſed to then the railing a 
Salivation by unCtion as the ſpeedielt way to prevent the farther erofion. They 
had no great opinion of Salivating, but did comply with me, and promuſcd 
the Paticnt to viſit him often during the courle, 

The Patient had been let blood, and purged by their preſcriptions 3 upon 
which conlideration I preſcribed him Jj. Calomel. in a ſpoonful of white bread 
and milk to take that night, and adviſed them to bath him the next day alſo to 
repeat the Calomel. for ſome nights, hoping thereby to check the corroſive quality 
in the Ulcers 3 and I alſo adviled to repeat his bathing in order to the falivation 
L intended by the union. Care was alſo taken to keep his body ſoluble by Cly- 
ſters, or lenient Bolus's. I directed one of my Servants to drels the Ulcers, 
ſome with lenicats, and others with deterlives. 

Whilelt the Ulcers were thus diſpoſing to Cure, my liberty was procured, 
and I again attended the Patient; and having preparcd all things ready, began 
to raile the ſalivation by anointing his Legs, Arms, Shoulders, Spine and Hips, 
and repeated it daily, and afterwards put him into a warm bed, aad difpolcd 
him to a breathing lweat, with a draught of butter'd Ale to gratihe his pa- 
late, The rctt of the day he drank Poflct-drink, &c. During the anointing, 
ſome of the Lotions were ſyringed twice or thrice a day into his noſtrils. Gar- 

les were allo uſed to walh his throat, and the Ulcers of the Tontils and xvuls 
toucked with lac ſublimati- Thoſe Ulcers without were deterged and {moothed 
fit to heal, as Nature ſhould be diſpoſed thereto. And that litcle bit of sKin which 
ſerved to divide the noſtrils likewiſe healed. 

I continued anointing this Patient till I had waſted near three pounds and a 
half of the unction, yet his Chaps would not (well, nor did he (pit a quart in 
24 hours. But during this anointing he was freed of his pains, and the Wcers 
curcd as well as I could defire. But how far this would (erve to eradicate ſuch 
an inveterate Les, I much doubted. The Phyficians ſeemed alſo to diliruſt 
my undertaking, conſidering I did not falivate him as I had propofed. The 
Patient alſo became weary ot the frequent anointing. Upon which confidera- 
tions I was ſomewhat troubled, and endeavoured by Clytters to move it down- 
wards, wiſhing it would end in a Diarrhea but it not moving that way, nor 
any other way diſturbing him, I concluded his not falivating to proceed from 
the quantity of Mercury he had formerly taken, and that poſhbly it was become 
habicual to him, Suppoſing it might be ſo, Icauſed ſome Mercurial Emplalters 
to be applyed to his Feet, Legs and Arms, and (ſweat him again in his Bcd mo-» 
deratcly, And after theſe, ſeeing the Salivation not yet ariſe, I gave him Tur- 
bith min. gr. xv}. in a Pill with conf. boragings. It vomited him twice or thrice 
inconliderably. But from that time he began to be fevourith and faint, and the + 
matter much indilpoſed, by which I judged it neceſſary to purge off. To which 
purpole a/Clytlier was adminiſtred, and the Plafters taken off, and freſh linen put 
on. He took the bitter decoQion tive or fix days, making large evacuation that 
way. During which his mouth was frequently waſhed, and diſpoſed to Cure 3 
and I put him into a decod. ſarſe, and firi diet, ſweating him with antimon, 
diaphoret. 
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diapboret. &c. as bcfore hath been preſcribed in ſuch Iike cafes. I continued 
him a month in this Courſe, and being then fatishcd that he was well Cured, 
and ſecured from further relapſe, the Phyſicians were ſent for, and ſaw the (e- 
veral Ulcers cicatrizcd 3 that on the ridge ot his Noſe where the bone had been 
bare was healed ſmooth without any viſible exfoliation. It the Cartilage on 
the ſide of the Noſiril did exfoliate, it was caſt off into the Noſiril, for the cica- 
trix lay cloſe and tranſverſe as a ſmall ſcam. Within his Noſe there was a great 
vacuity, but nothing of Caries or bare bone, nor did he blow any thing of filth 
as formerly he had done. And that his Palate and Tonfils were as well, ap- 
peared both by his voice, cating and drinking. His Legs were allo as tree from 
Nodes as pains. The Phyſicians judged him Cured, yet would not yicld the 
Cure to the Salivation : but in other caſes of that kind, where I afterwards 
propoſed Salivation, they would reply upon me, that I did not Salivate ſuch a 
one, meaning this Patient ; To which 1 alway anſwered, The Cure conſiſts 
not ſo much in the ſpitting a great quantity, as in putting the matter upon 
ſuch a ferment as might fit it to be carried off by the Sudoriticks, Pux- 
ing, &c. 

, This Perſon retired afterwards into the Countrey, and return:d to Londox at 
the end of two years, and acknowledged to me his Cure by fctling Thirty 
Pounds a year upon me during his Life, and paid me Sixty Pounds for the two 
years paſſed. 

I am not ignorant that there are a people who pretend to Cure all the 
forementioned Species of Lues Vexeres without running ſuch long Coarſes, 
or keeping their Chamber : But it is their undertakings which make' us fo 
much work; yet truly, I do believe, that all thoſe who are of a fticſhy and 
ſirong Conſtitution , may be Cured without Salivating by Unction, if they 
would patiently ſubmit to ſo firi& a Courle of Dict, &c. as that way re* 
quireth. 
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Of Gonorrhoea. 


Onorrbea in general may fignifie any flux of Seed from the bo Gmerries; 
dy; but cuſtom hath appropriated it to that which is involun- whar ir is. 
ary. 

The Antients have confined that appellation to a loſs of Seed 
which happens without ercion or tentigoz or if you will have 
it iy Celſus his words, ſine venere vel nolurnis imaginibus. But 
Moderns have given a larger account of Gonorrhea, and do find many diffcren- 
ces of it, 

As Firſt, That which comes from a fault of the veflels; as firft, trom natu- tes differen- | 
ral coldneſs or great refrigeration, in which caſe they loſe their retentive fa+ cs. bj 
culty 3 or ſecondly, which is more frequent , from frifion and maſturbation I. 
among young boys (when they firlſi come to puberty) thirdly, from violent 
ſtraining; foxrtbly, from the laxity of the ſeminal veſſels in general; fifihly, 
from erolion of the caruncle in the wrethrs which covereth the exit of the ve- 
ficule ſeminales, and vaſa deferentia, and is indeed the ſphinGer of them; fixthly, 
in epileptick caſes we find profluvia ſeminis, which ſeem to be cauſed by the 
ſtrength of the Convullion, 

Secondly, That which cometh from fault in the matter of the Seed, viz. 
1+ when it is too crude, thin and cold, and ſo weeps away inſenfiblyz 2. when 
it is ſharp and comes away either with citillation or pain 3 ſometime to the ero- 
ſion of the Urethra and the excoriation of itz 3. when it is infected with a 
virulency in the Lwes Venerea. 

Ie is this latter ſpecies that is the moſt uſual imployment of our profeſſion, 
the diſcaſes of thoſe parts being moſt frequently gotten by the too predominant 
vice of the age. 1 ſhall therefore confine my diſcourſe to that ſubject, not on- 
ly becauſe it is one of the firlt ſymptoms of the Les Venerea, but alſo for that 
through the Patients lighting and neglecting its cure, many ill accidents do 
happen in procels of time, which renders it much more difficult to cure than 
any other ſpecies of the Pox. 

A virulent Gonorrhaa is an involuntary emiſſion of ſeed, occaſioned by ve» Definition, 
nom contralted from an unclean woman. 

Sced thus emitted is doubly peccant, both in quantity and quality. The latter 
is alway proportionable to the degree of the infection and to the encreafe of 
putrefaQion, 

The quantity is likewiſe always far greater than the veſſels in their natural 
eſtate are able to breed or to diſcharge, which hath cauſed a great deal of con- 
tention among Phyſicians about the ſeat of this diſeaſe, or the original of it. 

And indeed it 1s very odd to conſider that a man upon coition ſhall ſometimes 

have nothing outwardly appear upon him, either by way of chancre, bbs, or any 

other evil, but ſhall find his urine hot, with a flux of ſharp and acrimonious 

ſeed from within , the continuance of which ſhall ſpend his firength, _ 
I the 
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the urethra, make caruncles and other miſchiefs. On the contrary, if Ropped, 
ſhall cauſe inflammations in the teſticles, or elle a bxbo or chancre; and if theſe 
happen not, ſhall infc& the whole body, breaking out in (cabs and ulcers, or 
making nodes, intolerable pains, rotting the bones, &c. 

Where this venom ſhould enter, what parts it ſhould originaly infe&, and 
how infinuate it (elf, and afterwards cauſe ſuch great ſeparations of ſperma- 
tick matter, Oc. is worth our while to enquire. 

The way of its entrance in a womad\ is intelligible enough, but in a man it 
can be no other than either the paſſage of the #rethrs, or the pores of the skin of 
the penis, pubes and inguina. 

The former ſeemeth not very likely, becauſe it is not ſuitable to many other 


contraRing it, circumſiances of the diſeaſe, which doth ſcldom or never originaly infc& the

urethra it (elf, or the proſtate, &c. and never aſcends into the bladder 
whereas on the other fide we find viſible affeQtions of the glans, preputium, 
ingzina, &c. to be the firſt eftcCts of the infection, 

We have therefore reaſon to believe that the venom lurking in the vagins 
«teri of an infected woman, doth upon the friftion and warmth that happens 
in coition faften upon thoſe parts which it toucheth, viz. If it ly high within 
the vagina, ot the penis enter not far in coition, the glans and prepuce ſuffer 
to the produQion of a Chancre. If the coition were cloſcr, and the venom 
have poſſeſſed the labia prdends, then the whole skin of the penis is infected, 
and the pubes it ſelf; where infinuating into thoſe pores, it doth not pro- 
duce ſo vilible effects as it doth in the prepuce and glans, becauſe the skin is 
thicker. But then it is tranſmitted not only into the mals of blood in general, 
but alſo into the ſpungy glandulcs of the inguins in particular. If theſe or 
either of theſe be ſufficiently {welled, and nature ſixong, the venom may diſ- 
charge here; but if this happen not, then it creeps into the blood, and there 
produceth fermentations ſuitable to its nature. The matter of the venom being 
originally corrupted feed, doth therefore raile ſeminal fermentations , but 
withall one that is peccant after the nature of the venom that excited itz by 
which means it happens that ſpermatick matter of a vitious fort abounds in 
the blood, exhaults it of its belt (pirits, and derives the flower of it to the ſc 
minal veſſels. This matter is too much and too ſharp to be long contained 
there, where it immediately provokes and ſtimulates nature to an excretion z 
and according to the degree of its acrimony and corruption the feed will be 
more or leſs, thicker or thinner, white, yellow, grecn, &c. 

I know Bartbolins hath made a Gonorrhea to be nothing elſe, but an Ulcer of 
the proſtate. Which Opinion is ſufficiently confuted by DoQor Wharton, who 
gives him the inſoluble objccion of the Tumour of the Tetiicles, which hap- 
peneth alway upon the untimely (topping of it. By the pounding wp of the wa- 
ter, 3t is eaſie to find which way the current came- 

In Women, the manner ot the Infection is much more intelligible. Where 
the Intection of a corrupt venemous Seed enters into an UVterws, that is heated 
partly by coition, and partly by its own appetite, it is greedily ſucked in, and 
as fatally to the misfortune of the Woman. There its firſt attacque is upon 
the innermolt or glandulous membrane of the Womb, uſually acuating its ter- 
ment, and cauſing a large precipitation of ſerum from the blood. This is at 
firſt by modefi Women miſtaken for a fluor albus (unleſs the matter have been 
ſo highly virulence as to caule immediate inflammations) and is fo treated till 
worle Symptoms ariſe, and all is betrayed. What thoſe are, we have already 
ſhewed you in part, and more will appear hereafter. 

The preceding ſign of it is heat in Urine, then ſucceedeth the Diſeaſe it ſelf, 
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and groweth more corrupt and virulent, changing its colour ſomewhat to 
a yellow or green : and about this time it is accompanied with a painfull ere- 
ion, and for the moſt part with a contraQion or pricking in the Vrethra un- 
der the frenum. 

In Women alſo heat of Urine is felt with a dropping of matter from the 
Womb, .at firft reſembling a flwor albus, but after a few days it increaſeth, 
and becometh purulent and fetid, with diverſity of colours, making an inflam- 
mation with excoriationz alſoa bearing down of thoſe parts, and pain in the 
back, 

A Gonorrh&3 1s more or leſs difhcult of Cure, according to the malignity from 
which ic reccived its Original, Thoſe that become ſuddenly virulent, and ac- 
companicd with ſtranguria, are moſt difhcult to Cure. If they do (top with- 
out any manifeſt caule, either a Chancre ariſeth, or a bernia bumoralis. If the 
Cure be ſlubber'd over, or long delayed, caruncles ariſe in the Urethra, and in 
progrels of time a carnoſity, &c. 

In the Cure of this Diſcaſe, we ought to have a ſpecial regard to the acci- 
dcnts above-mentioned, viz, inflammation, excoriation, ftranguria, &c. There- 
tore in the firſt place, we endeavour to contemperate the heat, then purge off 
the vicious humours : afterwards by moderate detergents and deficcants cleanſe 
and dry the dilcalcd parts, and reſtore them to their natural temper. 

In oxder to the contemperating of the heat, and acrimony of the humours, 
a cooling and moiliening dict ought to be preſcribed, viz, Broaths of Mutton, 
Veal, Chicken, Ofc. wherein may be boiled Endive, Lettice, Purſlane, Sorrel, &c. 
Barly-cream, Grewels, Panados are alſo proper during the pains. Their drink 
ought to be Ptilans, Emulſtons, Juleps, or medicated Ale : a fmall Ale, or white 
Wine diluted with water may alſo be permitted. 

All exerciſe of the Body is prejudicial to their healths, and conſequently their 
rambling abroad prolongs their Cure, 

A quiet mind, with a patient ſubmiſſion to their Phyſician and Chirurgeon is 
allo required : and that they forbcar Venery, as they value their own and their 
Miliris's healths, 

The Evacuation may begin with a Clyſter of the common decoCtion cam ele- 
Cnario lenitiv. Eij. butyri recentis & ol. amygdal. an. £6. cum vitel. evi, You 
may attcrwards let them blood in the Arm if you judge it neceſſary. Then 
purge them with eled. diacathol. diaprun. ſolut. diacaſſia cum manna, or with a 
decoction caſſie fiſtule, tamarind. bord. mundat. liquirit. florum trium cordial-to 
which may be added manna, ſyr- roſ- ſolut. SC. 

After purging, it will be neceſſary to diſpoſe the humours to quiet by ſome 
anodyne draught : Emulſions arc allo proper during the whole Courſe, Of 
which ſort this may be an Example. Be ſem. canabini Zj66. ſem. quat- frig- 
maj. an. 3). ſem. papaver. alb. Zij. amygd- dulc. excorte n. 16+ decoft. bordei q. - 
fiat emulſio > dulcoretur cum ſaccbar. albiſ. aromatizetur cum aqua cinamomi : ſu- 
mat Zv). bor ſumni, repetatur ad libitum. 

It the heat of Urine, and other accidents increaſe, it may be neceflary to give 
JJ. calomel- in a bolus, with ſome of the forementioned EleQuaries, and to re- 
pcat it as you ſee cauſe once in two or three days. 

It by theſe the accidents do not remit, bathe them in a ſemicupium, with an 
emollicnt decoction, or milk and water, and to prevent crofton in the Ure- 
thra, inj«& decofinm bordei, wherein bath becn boiled ſem. althee, cydonior. or 
{ome of the leſſer cold ſeeds; and if you will, you may anoint thoſe external 
parts with anguent- refrigerat- Galeni- But do not infilt too long in the ule of 
Icnitives, lcft a Chancre ariſe ; but purge off thoſe vicious humours with pul. 
Yorniching, pil. cochie,Rndii, pulver. diagr 1d6i, troch. Albandal. &c. with or with- 
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out calomel. ard if there be required ſtrong revulſion, vomit them with ff 
croce metallor. mer. vite, Or with a few grains of turbith minerale. ; 
The virulency thus removed, the uſe of Turpentine comes in requeſt to de- 
terge and heal, which would not be fo reaſonably admitted ſooner, lelt through 
its heat and tenuity of parts it lead down the impure matter, and burthen the 
diſcaſed parts. It may be given to the quantity of a drachm,two or three,waſhed 
in aq- plantag- parietarie, &c. adding a few grains of camphire to itz or you may 
add purgatives to it, viz. pul.rad. jalapii, trochiſei Alhandal. diagridii, &c. Or, 
Re terebinth. lot. in aq. plantag. 3j. acidi tartari Y)- corn. cervi uſti, ocul. cancyor. 
diagridii an. Ds. f: Bolus : Or Be terebinth. Venet. lots in aq- roſ. rub. Zi). tar- 
tari vitriolati 3B. ſalis ſuccini, rhab. pul. an. YG. cum pul. plycyrrbisz. f. Bolus. 
And in 1ts more decreale : Be ſalis pruxelle Z'ij. crem. tartari 3v). camphore 
DJ. terebinth. Cypre. X1)6- ſumat ad quant.caſtanee mane & veſperi» ln caſe of re- 
lapſe, add pl. rad. jalapii to it. 
At this time, Clyfiers of terebinth. are proper, which in the time of its viru- 
lency would be miſchievous, 
It by ſome of the torefaid Medicaments, the Gonorrbea be not perfe@ly cu- 
red, you may preſcribe altringents. The time of giving them is in the very 
declination of it, when there only appeareth a little thin wateriſh humour which 
glueth the entrance of the wrethra. It you-give them ſooner, you may (iflc in 
the matter, and raiſc a hernia humoralis. The aliringents uſually preſcribed are, 
Bol. armen« ſang. dracon. maſtich. corn. cerv. wſti, of- ſepie, croce mart- aſtringentia, 
zroch. alkekengs, &c. made into Pills : viz, Re ſuccin. maſtichis an Zi). ſang. dra- 
cont. lap. hematit. coral. rub. an- 3). balauſt. ſem. plantag. an jib croci martis 
ſtring.

If after the Gonorrh&z be cured, you ſuſpe& you have not enough ſecured the 
Patient from the malignity of the Dilcaſe, you may purge him with ſome of 
the forementioned Catharticks with Calomel. after which you may proceed with 
Sudoriticks; as hath been ſhewed in the tormer Obſervations. 
One came to me, complaining of a heat in his Urine, with a ſuſpicion of a 


xis there appeared a redneſs on the end of the glans, and he cruſht out a moi- 
{ture like matter. I concluding it a Gonorrh&z began the cure without de- 
lay. In the firlt place I let him blood, and ſome hours after adminiſtred a Cly- 
fier, I preſcribed him that night a barly-cream for his ſupper, and in the 
morning purged him with maxna and cremor tartar. in Whey. The next 
morning the Gonorrh#2 appeared viſibly, and his Linen was much ſtained with 
the matter. We repcated the hordeat that night, and preſcribed him Jj. ca- 
lomel. conf. cicoor« 38, mſ- which he took early in the morning, and about three 
hours after a draught of the decoG. tamarindor. &c. as it is preſcribed in the 
Method of Cure, and ſome hours after that drank {o much more of the de- 
coQion, by which he was well purged. That night I laid him to relt with an 
anodyne draught, The next morning I found the Gonorrhea increaſed with 
heat in Urine and painful eretions, I repeated the former Apozeme, and to 
prevent eroſion I injected the deco. hordei, as is above mentioned, and repeat- 
cd at night the anodyne draught; but finding the accidents (till to encreafe 1 
preſcribed him the morning after calomel. gr. 15+ turbith gr. 6. with conf: roſ. 
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in a bolus, with a draught of Poſſcc-drink after it : and in caſe he vomited, to 
drink Poſlcr-ale after each vornit, But he had formerly taken much Mercury, 
and this doſe moved him little. A Clyſter was adminiftred that afternoon, 
and at night an emulſion ex ſem. canabin. &c. which he had liberty to drink as 
often as he pleaſed in the night. The ſecond day after 1 repeated turbith min. 
The next morning I perceived a remiſſion of pain, &c. which 1 imputed 
to the mercurial Yole, and would gladly have repeated ſomewhat of that kind : 
, but to avoid fluxing 1 purged him the day alter with pul. cornichiniz it work- 
cd plentifully, 1 repeated it again the next day with Jj. calomel. and at night he 
drank the emulſion as betore. Thus the virulency and accidents were checked. 
From that time I purged him with that EleGtuary of ſal. prunel. cum terebinth. 
but obſcrving it to run again I added pl. jalapii to it 3 and by the repeating 
that, and afterwards the fame Electuary as it is preſcribed without Jalap, 1 
cured the Gonorrhea. 

I was (ent for to a man grievoully afflicted with a Stranguris, He had been 2. 
let blood and purged with lenients z he had allo drank emulfions, and bathed Obſervation. 
often in a ſemicupinm, but without remiſſion of pain, Upon this information, 
and atſurance that he had not the Stone, I (uſpeed it might ariſe from ſome 
Gonorrbe2 (uppreſſcd, but he would by no means acknowledge that, However 
I gave him carly next morning Dj. calomel. cum conf. cicobrei in a bolus, and a 
Clylter that afternoon. It gave him three or four (tools, That night I pre» 
| {cribed a draught of emulſion, The next morning 1 found him much relieved. 
I gave him alternately two dolſcs more as at firlt, with Clyſters in the after- 
n00ns, and continued the uſe of emulſions, and thereby freed him of the ftran- 
puriz. A day 2 0r 3 aftcr he came to me, and ſhewed me a Gonorrhaa weep-» 
ing. It had been too ſoon ltopt by altringents, and that cauſed the ftrangaria, 
which now rcturned again, but with no great malignity. I purged him with 
the ElcCtuary ex terebinth. ſal. prunelle cum pul. jalapii, and afterwards I con- 
ticmed the Cure with the ſame ElcCtuary fixe jalapto, and the decott. millefolii,&c. 
caſting up an injecion at lalt of a ſolution of mel. Ag yptiac. in aqua equiſeti : 
by all which he was cured. 

One came to me diſcaſed with an involuntary cftafion of matter; it ſeemed 
to me a Vcnercal Gonorrh#42, but he having conlulted others who thought it 
aroſe from ſome ſcorbutical attcfion I adviſed him to put himſelf into their 
hands, my knowledge extending only © the cure of the venereal one ; and ſup- 
poſing it to be ſo, yet I could not hope to cure it in fo few days as they had 
promiſed him. Thus we partcd, but after a longer tryal with them than was 
promiſcd, he returned to me again not better than at firſt, Upon which con- 
ſiderat10n 1 undertook to ferve him as well as I could, He had been ſufficient- 
ly treared with lenient purgatives. I began with a doſe of pul. corniching, 
which purged him at leatt 15 or 16 times. That night Idiſpoſcd him to ret 
with an anodyne draught. The next day he was lels pained in making urine, 
and the running was Icfſened. Upon which account I purged him more mo- 
deratcly, but that way ot lenient purging gave way to the encreaſe of the vi- 
rulency 3 which being allo oblerved by the Patient, I purged him with more 
large doſes, and thoſe of the fironger Catharticks, vis. pil. Rudit with calomel. 
and ſometime with pul. cornichini, or the EleCtuary ex terebinth. cum jalapio- 
By the uſe of this latt I purged off the Gonorrh#2, and ftopt the running by 
ſome few doſes of pil. croci martis aſtriugentis. He continued well about a 
month, then it relapled again. Upon fight whereof I repeated the former 
courſe, and ltopt itz yet it brake out afterwards feven times for the ſpace al- 
moſt of a year. I curcd it as often, by purging him with the EleCtuary cx 
1zlapio, fo that it continued well at Jatt, Whether it was venereal at firlt, 1 
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cannot affirm : Nay ſo far as I could judge by his habit of body and manner of 
living, he was not that way inclined; but what way focvcr it proceeded, he 
was pertc&ly cured and continucth fo. 

I was commended to a Patient who lay much affliged with a virulent Gonor+ 
rb&a accompanicd with the ſevereſt accidents, viz. Priapiſmus with contraction 
ot the penis, ſtranguria, &c. inſomuch that he was neceſſitated to rile often in a 
night to cool himiclf, He had been in ſuch hands as had purged him and let 
him blood, I began with a Clyſter, and the next morning gave him Lenitive 
ElcQtuary, diaprun. &c. with the addition of calomel. and bathed him that 
day, and preſcribed him Emulſions, and proſecuted the forefaid method of bath- 
ing and purging 4 or 5 days with little remiflion of the accidents Wherefore 1 
lett oft bathing, and preſcribed him gr. ii), mer. vite in a pill, which vomited 
him much and purged him. I diſpoſed the Patient to reſi the following night 
with gr.)ſ. Laudan.aq.cinam-bordeat. & aq-papaver. cum ſyr-paralyſeos. The next 
morning [ preſcribed him an emulſion made with Chicken broath, as well to 
nouriſh him as contemperate the acrimony. I alſo repeated emollient Cly- 
lters, fuch as hath been (et down in the Method of Cure. Having thus ſome- 
what rcticſhed him, I preſcribed him calomel. JJ. turbith min: gr. iv. which 
vomited him twice that day. I kept him to Chicken-broath and Clyſiers, and 
at length repeating thelſe Mercurials, I freed him of all thole accidents; and 
with che white EleQtuary ex terebinth. cum pul. jalapii I purged oft the Gonor- 
rhe, and with the other ex terebinth. the aſtringent Pills, and decod. ligs len- 
tiſcint cum rad. biſtorte, conſolid. tormentille, &c. I concluded the Cure. This 
very man was the moli (cverely afflicted with the forelaid Gonorrbez Iever (aw ; 
yet ſome years after was again clapt, and paſſed under (everal hands till the ma- 
lignity ſpread ic (elf all over his head, face and body, and was at laſt Cured by 
TIC» 

One of about zo years of age of a full body, came to Town diſcalcd with Ca- 


_——— of runcles, intending to be my Patient 3 but within a day or two after he came to 
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me with a recent Gonorrhe#z contracted the night before. I began the Cure 
that very inſtant by letting him blood, and preſcribing a Clylter that afternoon, 
and proſecuted the courſe by emulſions and purging. But the Patient being 
irregular, the Gonerrbeas became highly virulent with all the accidents of 
pain, &c, and whilſt he was purging with pl. cornicbinz and calomel. a Chancre 
appcarcd between the Prepuce and Glans very big and hard. He pretended it 
role that night. I gave him the next morning a doſe of turbith min. which 
vomited him 5 or 6 times, and purged him twice. I drefled the Chancre 
with a Pledget dipt in lac ſub!imati, 1 repeated the Twrbith the third day, and 
afterward again till I (alivated him, I thinking that way the moſt ſpecdy in 
ſuch Libertines. During his ſalivating an Artery amongſt the great Tecth on 
the right Jaw burſt torth, and bled very much before I had notice of it; I fiop- 
ped it by dirccing him to hold the yolk of a hard roaſted Egg between his 
Jaws cloſe upon the place where I ſuſpected the Artery to lye,and lo by compreſ. 
tion reſtrained the bleeding. The next day I fect him in a clear light, and dit- 
covered the blood to atiſc by a carious tooth which I ſtopped with Lint dipt in 
ol. vitriol. ſo that it bled no more. During the Salivation the Chancre reſolved, 
and the Gonorrhea (topped. In the declination of the Salivation I purged him 
with the bitter Apozerne, and afterwards finiſhed the Courle with decodt. ſarſe, 
&e. (weating him. Whilſt he was in this courſe of {weating, the Gonorrbea 
appeared again weeping, but the malignity being waſted, I cured it with the 
white ElcCtuary, and atizingent Pills. 
One of about twenty three years of Age came to me with a Gonorrhe@s, ac- 


of a Gonorrhea companied with Virulency. I advilcd him a Clyſter that Evening, and the 
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next morning let him blood, and preſcribed him a laxative ptiſan (as it is 
ſet down in the method of Cure) to purge him moderately, which he took 
and repeated three or four days, taking j. Calomel every other night, Du- 
ring which I preſcribed a lenient injeRion of ſummitat. malvar« violar. decot- 
ted in aq- bordei. Thoſe accidents of pain thus mitigated, I purged him with 
pul. cornichini and calomel. and after its operation, I preſcribed him an emul- 
lion ex ſem- canabini, &c. and repeated the ule of the purgative and emulſion, 
till I had raken off the virulency. Then I ſent him a Pot of the white Ele- 
Ctuary ex terebinth. jalap. &c. and a draught of the emulſion after it each night. 
During:this Courſe, the Patient ſuppoſing himſelf ſecure, took his liberty a- 
broad in cating and drinking, till a great inflammation happened on the pre- 
puce, with a {welling and excoriation of the glans, alſo a large Chancre be- 
tween the prepuce and glans : Upon ſight thereot I let him blood, and fomented 
the prepuce with decoit. ſummitat. rubi, plantag. &c- and dreſſed him up as is 
uſual in ſuch Caſes, and gave him Fj. of manna with crem. tartar. next day in 
a draught of Poſſct-drink. It purged him (even or eight times. The ſecond 
day after I preſcribed him a Dole of turbith, and a Clyſter that Afternoon, and 
afterward proceeded in the repeating tarbith. mix. and raiſed a light Salivati- 
on, by which the hardneſs was reſolved, and the Chancre Cured. After which 
he drank a decod. ſarſe, and obſerved a firidt diet, and (weat, as hath been ſaid 
in the like caſes. Atter 1 had thus Cured him, a weeping of the Gonorrbes ap- 
peared again z it was no more than I expected, it commonly following after ſuch 
courſes of Phyſick : but there being no malignity in it, the Cure was ſoon 
effected with that white EleQtuary cum terebinth. &c. and he continued well. 

A young Woman newly married, complained the ſecond day after of a heat 
in her Urine, which encrealing upon her with a fluor a/bus, I was ſent for, and 
heard her complaints, and ſaw fome linen ſhe had worn, much ftained with 
matter. I adviſed her to bathe the excoriated parts with milk and water, and 
to dreſs them with «nguent. refrigerant. Galeni, preſcribed her an emollient 
Clyſter, emulſions, &c. and took my leave without diſcovering to her the na- 
ture of her Diſeaſe. A day or two after, I took an opportunity to acquaint 
her Husband with what I had obſerved of his Wives condition, and queſtion- 
ed his health. After a little demur, he told me, he had ſome months paſſed a 
Gonorrhea, and ſuppoſed he had been Cured, but of late, fince the complaint 
of his Wife, he had obſerved ſome little weeping, and ſhewed me ſomewhat 
like the reliques of a Gonorrb#s. It was inconliderable, yet ſeemed cnough to 
infe& her. He put himſelf into my hands, and recommended her alſo to my 
Care, I let them both blood, and purged her with a laxative ptiſan of Caſ- 
fia, tamarind. &c. and ſent her an injection ofa (olution of lap. medicam: Crollii 
in aq. plantag. a dra to a pint, and continued the uſe. of emulſions, and at- 
terwards bathed her ſome days in a ſemicupizm, and kept her body foluble with 
lenitive Bolus's, to which I added 10 or 12 grains of precipitat- alb.-After I had 
thus contemperated the heat, and healed the external excoriatiogs, I purged 
her with diagridium, and precipitates alb. ſome days, increafing the one or 0- 
ther, and ſent her decod. ſummitat. rub. equiſet. plautage &c. with a ſolution of 
wnguent, Aigyptiac. theſe parts requiring powerful dryers. After I had thus 
purged oft the malignity, I preſcribed her the purging Bolus of terebinth. cum 
pw. jalap. and afterwards confirmed the Cure with aſtringents, as in the me- 
thod of Cure hath been ſet down. Her Husband was cured by purging with 
the foreſaid EleQuary, 

They have both enjoyed their healths well ſince, and have Children. 

Whil{t I was Curing one of a Gonorrhea by purging, &c. and thought I had 
Curcd him, a Tumour roſe in the lett Teſticle. Upon complaint of it I _ 
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for a Truſs, and the while let him blood in the Arm, and made upa Cataplaſm 
of far. bordes & fabar. with oxycrate, mel. commune, and applycd it. That 
afternoon a Clyſter was adminiſtred, and the ulc of the Cataplaſm was repeated 
twice a day 3 during which he was purged with diagridinm and calomel. by 
the help whereof the Tumour in the Telticle diminiſhed daily, but by the ſharp- 
neſs of the acetum the ſcrotum was heated and bliſtered in ſeveral parts. Upon 
ſight whereof IdireQcd ſome Vinegar to be prepared with Litharge, and made 
up a Cataplaſm with it inſtead of the Oxycrate, and applyed that, detending 
the veſication with pledgets of ungnent. album. By this Cataplaſm the humour 
was dryed up, and the Teſticle reſtored to its natural tone 3 but the Gonorrbes 
diſcovering it (elf in the mean time, I purged it off as is abovelaid, and con- 
cluded the Cure with the white EleQtuary, and aſtringent Pills : the Patient 
drinking a draught of decat?. lig. guaiaci, lentiſci, &c. atter it. 

One about eighteen years ot Age was afflicted with a ſwelling in his right 
Teſticle with inflammation and hardneſs. I ſuppoſed it Venercal and rifſcn from 
a ſuppreſſion of a Gonorrbea, but he denicd it. I let him blood, and (ent for a 
Bag-truſs, and the while preſcribed a Cataplaſm ex farin. bord. & fabar. an. Zvj. 
pul. ſummit at. abſinth. flor. ſambuci © chamemeli decoced in oxymel ; It was 
applycd, and retained clole on by a Bag-truſs. By the application of this Ca- 
taplaſm a few days the, Tumour was removed, and reſtored to its natural (tate, 
but before this Tumour was quite reſolved, I took occalion to look upon the 
Penis, and (aw it running  yct the Patient perlilted in the denying it - but be- 
fore 1 preſcribed him ought in order to the Cure, it was more demonlirable, 
and he acknowledging it, I purged him with extrad. Rudii & calomel. four 
or five days, and aftcrwards with that EleGtuary ex terebinth. cum jalapio, by 
which I purged off the venemous matter, and with Clyſiers of zerebinth. and 
aſtringent Pills I cured him. 

A young Fcllow was brought to me, having a great inflammation and (wel- 
ling in his right Tecfticlez he acknowledging that it arole upon the Cure of a 
Goxorrb&a. | let him blood, and (ent for a Bag-truſs, and the while preſcribed 
an Anodyne Cataplaſm ex foliis byoſcyami decocted cum pul. flor. roſ. rnb. croco, 
axung- porcin. medull. panis tritic. cum vitell. ovor, which was applyed, and kept 
on with a Truſs. The next day aClylter was adminiſired, and the drefling re- 
peated. The day after he was purged with Jj. of calomel. in a kenitive Bolus. 
We continued the application of the Cataplaſm till the inflammation and pain 
relaxed. Then made up a Cataplaſm ex farin. fabar- bord, &c. as in the former 
Obſervation z and from that time 1 purged him with pil. cochie min. & calomel. 
and ſupplyed him with a Box of the ſame Pills, and a Pot of that Cataplaim to 
dreſs himfclf ; and he finding himſelf well mended, removed to his former 
lodging, and rambled about his affairs. Fifteen or lixteen days after, when I 
thought he had been Cured, he came to me with a Callous Chancre on one fide 
between the glans and frenum, the Tumour in ſcroto being reſolved. I confined 
him again to his Lodging, and purged him daily with the forelaid Pills, in- 
crealing and degrealing the Mercury or Cathartick, till I totally refolved the 
Chancre. Then with decot. guaiaci and Sudorificks I concluded the Cure, 

A Man being diſcaſed with a Gonerrhbea, put himſelf into ſome hands for 
Cure, but whether through irregularity in the Patient, or that they were too 
haſty in the uſe of aliringents, however fo it happened, that upon the ſtopping 
of the Gonorrhe#a a Tumour aroſe between the Teſticles, but it efpecially affet- 
ed the lett Teſticle, and the perineum with great inflammation and hardneſs. 1 
let him blood, and adviſed a Clyſtcr, and preſcribed him a Cataplaſm ex ſum- 
mitat. byoſcyami, cicute, althee, flor- cham. ſambuci, ſem. lini, &c. The next day 


I purged him with manua & crew: tartar. in a draught of Poſlct-drink, and 
the 
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the day after preſcribed him 12 gr. of turbith. min. which vorited and purged 
him well. By the rcpeating of the ſame Dole once in three or four days, and 
by the continued application of the Cataplaſm, I rcfolved the Tumour which 
chreathed the welfare of the Part; the ſuppurations in theſe Tumours com- 
monly leaving an opening into the Vrethra, which 1s dithcult to agglutinate. 
After the reſolution of the Tumour the Gonorrbea returned. It was Cured by 
that white ElcQuary which 15 purging, and hath diagridium init.

mended to me by Door Walter Needbam. 1 looked upon the Tumour, and wn aye 

| made a ſcarch into the Ulcer, and informed my ſelf that it was not only ſordid Me Mat 


but ſinuous from the produdtion to the lower part of the Tefticle. But would 
not acknowledge that it arole from a Gexorrhza, or upon any Venereal account. 
He was hypochondriack, and importuned me earneſtly to cut off both his Te- 
fiicles. Whether it was in deſpair of their Cure, or as a puniſhment for their 
offence I know not but he told me, it was to that purpoſe he came to me. 
I ſccing him fo reſolute, adviſed him to come ſuch an hour the next day, and I 
would prepare for him. He came and perſiſted in the ſame reſolution to have 
them both cut off, I having made dreſſings rcady as for the work began with 
the ulcerated Teſticle, paſſing my direCtor in the ſinus, bending it downward, 
and cut that ſinuofity open the whole length, then paſſed in my probe Sciſſors 
to the ſinus upward, and divided that, and by this opening he began to ſhrug, 
; and being made ſenſible of the pain, was well contented that I ſhould dreſs him

up, and cure the Teſticle, I complycd, and dreſſed up the Ulcer with dofſils

bamine ovi- But the blood burſt forth fo forcibly after 1 had bound it, that I 
was neceſſitated to dreſs it again» I did (o with dofſils dipt in the Royal Stip- 
tick, and from that inſtant it bled no more. The ſecond day after I rook off 
the dreflings, and (ecing the Ulcer ſordid I drefled it with deterfives, and hav- 
ing thereby in few days diſpoſed the Ulcer to Cure, I purged him with pil. co- 
chie min. & calomel. and lctt the tiviſhing of the Cure to my Servants, who per- 
formed it accordingly. 
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Of the ill Conſequences of a Gonorrhe&a Cured. 


Diſcaſc is ſubject to in its recency 3 I ſhall now declare to you the fad con- 

ſequences that attend it in its ſeeming declenſion, when it is left imperfe- 
ly Cured, and is, as ſome of thoſe Blades call it, a weeping, only a weeping not 
worthy the keeping Chamber. 

From which negle& of Cure, thoſe ſeminals from whence the Gonorrbes 
iſſued are rendered more lax, and in progreſs of time the matter termenteth 
upon the old Leven, and becometh much more acrid and malign, diſcharging 
a matter, as at firſt in the nature of a Gonorrbea, heating and corroding the UV- 
rethra, trom whence Caruncles do frequently ariſe, and arc attended with many 
11] conſequences, of which I ſhall give you a relation, and begin it with that of 
a Caruncle. 

Caruncles are a ſort of looſe ficſh, ariſing in the Urethrs frequently in the 
time of a Gonorrhea, by reaſon of the crufion made by that virulent arid mat- 
ter; but if that Gonorrb&a be well treated, the crofton 15 Cared, and thole lit- 
tle grains of flcſh drycd up. However their growth is then fo ſmall, as they 
are rarely taken notice of till the declining of the Gonorrbe#a, and thena {mall 
weeping with a few rags appearing in the Urine gives the firſt fuſpicion of 
them. 

If this matter be not timely drycd up, the Caruncles encreaſe, and a difficulty 
of Urine gradually ſucceedeth, and it cometh forth forked, or in a fmall fiream 
dribling : but this happens in ſome people not till many years after the Gonor- 
rheas tor they ariſing from a dry membranous part do grow ſlowly (and do 
{ometimes waſte of themſelves, or are wathed off by the Urine) upon which ac- 
count that trouble in piſlliog happening fometime many years after a Gonorrbea, 
gives them occaſion to ſulpet that it ariſeth from gravel; and as the Diſcaſe 
increaſcth, it is thought the Stone, but by a fearching candle a more certain dif- 
covery is made, thoſe Caruncles being to it fo many rubs in the way. 

If at this time their Cure be negleed,lome dropsof Urine,or in coity the Seed 
remaining amongſt theſe Caruncles,heateth the part,and increaſeth their growth, 
and not only renders them Callous, but at length the whole dxutiws, and then it is 
called a carnolity 3 which (iraitning the paſſage ſtoppeth the virulent matter in 
its motion, whereby it is forced back to the Seminals, in which caſe the Te- 
{ticles tor the molt part do ſuttcr ; but if it be the veſicule ſeminales, or proſtates 
which are oppreſti, they inflame, and by adhefion to the neighbouring parts 
paſs their matter that way, ſometimes through the tunicles of the Inteſtinuns 
retum, and then the matter is diſcharged by (too); or jt may be, the matter paſ- 
{th through or near the podex; and then it is ſuppoſed a fiſtula in ano, and 
this way the Urine is ſometime diſcharged with it. Theſe are the Ulcers 
which render fiſtule ani ſcandalous. If the matter paſſeth ix periueo, tor the 
molt part it perforates the Urethra, ſometime like a Flute, and the Urine com- 
eth thereout, othertimes it corrupteth within, and diſchargeth the putrefaction 
into the pelvis. 

Whilit the Vrethra is ſtraitned with a carnofity, the Urine is frequently ſup- 
preſt, and then the bladder endeavouring to disburthen it ſelf becomes ſubjeAt 

to 


]: the preceding Chapter of a Gonorrhea, I ſhewed you the accidents that 
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to fluxion, and groweth ſometime carnous, and of a ſtrange preternatural 
ſhape, firetching out of the pelvis. In the opening luch a diſcaled Body, I faw 
the bladder adhering cloſe to the upper part of the os pubis, and thac part of 
the peritoneum. In another there was trequently ditcharged a matter with the 
Urine not unlike corrupt Seed, 

One riding a Journcy was hurt by the ſtumbling of his Horſe, and became fo 
indiſpoſcd, that he was brought back to Town. Phyſicians and Chirurgeons 
were conſulted, and ſuppoſed him bruiſed internally. They let him blood, 
and treated him accordingly, but without fuccels- The day after I was fetch- 
ed to him, and found him labouring with great oppicſhon, ſhortnels of breath, 
fainting, &c. I viewed his body naked, and endeavoured to inform my felf of 
his bruiſe, but there was no (ſymptom of any. I (ceing he was not likely to 
recover, took my leave, and defired a Servant of the houle to give me notice 
of his death. He died that night, and I went the next morning and opened 
his Body. All the Viſcera were ſound, and no blood extravaſated, but within 
the pelvis I ſaw a great quantity of purulent matter, like that which iſſues forth 
in a Gotorrb#3. 1 divided the os pabis, and opencd the pelvis, and ſaw near the 
Profiates a bag broken, which I concluded to be one of the veſicule ſeminales. 
Upon ſearch into the Urethra, 1 found he had been long diſcated with the re- 
liques of a Gonorrh#a, viz. Caruncles and Carnoſity, 

The Female Scx do alſo extreamly ſuffer upon the ſame account, the corrupt 
ſcminal matter frequently excoriating the pudendum z whence excreſcences of 
all ſorts do ariſe, and the ſharp matter dropping trom the matrix, frets and 
ulceratcs the external parts of the abies, &c. An inſtance of this fort you may 
ſce in ſome of the following Obſervations. 

The Vagina uterz is alſo ſometimes cxcoriated, and excreſcences frequently 
grow therc of great bigneſs, one whereof I took ot very large of the ſhape of a 
Mulberry. 

In others I have ſcen the vagine wters muck ulcerated, and difcharging 
great quantity of fetid matter with pain and inflammation, The ale of the pu- 
dendum of one were gangrened, but I removed that, and cicatrized feveral of the 
Ulccrsz but one Ulcer within the Vagina corroded into the bladder, and a 
mortification followed, and put ancnd to her miſery. 

Another upon a ſuppreſſion of that corrupt ſeminal matter was f(ciſed with a 
dyſuria : the cauſe not being diſcovered, the kidneys were blamed. The dif 
ealc increaling to a ftranguria, a ſtone in the bladder was ſuppoſed. I was 
fetched ro make a ſearch, but felt none. Theaccidents of pain, inflammations, 
Oc. increaling, ſhe dicd. I opened her body, and faw the bladder, vagina 
uteri, © intjtinum refium all gangrened : The muſcul; Iumbares, and thole of 
the abdomen looked as it they had been parboyled : The relt of the viſcera were 
realonable found. 

As from a ſuppreſſion of that malign matter, apoſtemations do ariſe between 
the interior Tunicles of the vagina uteri, (o I have ſometimes met with f(cirrhous 
Tun-ours, which I have ſometimes palliated by Antivenereals, when they were 
thought Cancers. All theſe miſchicts increaſed to ſuch height through the ig- 
norauce in them that treated them. 

Thus 1 have given you an account of the ſeveral ſymptomes as they ariſe 
_ upon the neck of another, by which you may diftinguiſh how they dit- 

cr. 

The cauſe of them 1s alſo apparent, that they ariſe from a Gonorrbe2 ill ma+- 
naged, 

The ſigns of Caruncles I have alſo ſhewed you are diſcoverable by a ſearch- 
ing candle, they lying in the way give a liop to the candle in its motion to the 
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Bladder. Yet let not that make you over confident that there is no Stone in 
the Bladder, for it frequently happeneth that there is alſo a Stone thezein 
therefore you ought to inform your felt of the peculiar ſymptoms of that 
Diſeaſe before you oppoſe it. For fo alſo from that Stone a dribling of the 
urine is common, and in caſe of pain the urine cometh forth forked and in a 
ſmall Giream. But in Caruncles it cometh forth more forcibly than in thole of the 
Stone, and they make much urine at a time, and arc in caſc after they have ari- 
ned, which doth not happen m the Stone. | 

A Carnofity hath the ſame ſrgns that Caruncles bave, but the urine being 
more ſiraitned by the carnofity maketh the ſymptoms the more ſevere, inſo- 
much as there 1s frequently a pain in the glans, and in ſtraining hard to urine 
there accompanieth it ſometimes a prolapſus axi, which are elpecial ſigns of 
the Stone in the Bladder, But the preceding Gonorrbea and ſymptoms of the 
Caruncles will ſufficiently guide you in making the diſtinction between them 
two. To diſtinguiſh the Abſceffes and Ulcers in Ano attending this Dilealc 
from thoſe which ariſe from the Hemorrhoids, the Treatife of Fiſftule Ani will 
inſtruct you. 

The extirpation of Caruncles is no cafie work, and if there be a Carnofity 
joined wich it, the Cure is much more difhcalt, And fo accordingly as there 
are other ſymptoms complicated with them, ſo much more is the Dilſcale reader- 
ed deplorable and difficult to cure. 

In the cure of this Diſcaſe the ſame method cught to be obſerved in Diet 
which hath been delivercd in the cure of a Gonorrbea 5 allo evacuations by 
Lenient Purgatives: At leaſt you ought to begin with ſuch to prepare the bo- 
dy 3 as Be bordei mundati Hil). rad. graminis, polypod. querc. filics fem. an. Ziv. 
ſeolopendrii ntrinſque, cichorei, endivie xum toto, adiant- bepatice an MJ. cort.

X}. f. apoze- 
ma. With this or ſuch like you may purge them five or fix days, and let chem 
blood if you fee cauſe. Emulſions and contemperating Juleps may allo be of 
uſe to mitigate the heat of Urine. Vomits are allo of great uſe for revulfion, 
and thoſe of Turbith 1 have always obſerved to be moſt efhcacious. All the Anti- 
venereals preſcribed in the cure of Lues Venerea are proper here, we being indeed 
often ncceflitated to ſalivate by Unction. After which drying Deco@tions and 
Sudoriticks arc proper as aforeſaid, with purging 3 and after all we conclude 
the cure with ſuch as have vertue to heal and fortific the relaxed ſeminals, of 
which ſort theſe following are; Be Fol. mentbe Miij. millefolii, plantag. equi* 
fet. an.

Pruyean 
ſcveral Patients Jabouring of theſe Diſcaſes under my hands. 

Having thus offcrcd to you Internals, we ſhall now proceed to ſhew you the 
way of extirpating theſe Caruncles. The methods thereto propoſed by Au- 
thors are various : I ſhall reduce chem to two, viz. the one by medicaments, 
the other by mecr force with wax-eandles, probes of Lead, Silver, or Steel to 
tear and break thern in pieces, 

Whilſt the Caruncle is recent, you may by the compreſſion of a well propor- 
tioned candle cruth it to pieces, and by the uſe of moderate detergent and ex- 
ſiccant inje&ions dry and heal the part : but if there be an iſſuing of matter, 
as in virulent Gonorrbe2's, you mult firſt remove that matter by purging, &c. be- 
fore you can hope to extirpate the Caruncles. Nay, if the matter ſhould flow 
much upon the uſe ot the Candles, you muſt forbear further proceeding with 
them, and make evacuation and revulfion of that peccant matter, as hath been 
aforeſaid, and then proceed again in the work. 

In order to the f{carch, you may place the Patient fitting upon the fide of his 
bed, chair or liool, with his thighs opened,and his heels drawn back, fo as he do 
not preſs upon the perineum. He mult alſo at the ſame time lean forward with 
his body. Then make choice of a proportionable candle, and having (ſmooth. 
ed the end, and alittle bended it, anoint it with oyl (of Lilies if you pleaſe) 
pals ic gently in, and move it eaſily forward, that by the warmth it gets in the 
dudu \t may ply accordingly with it, If you meet with a fiop, prels mode- 
rately ; if it will not go by, draw it back, and take the exact dittance the Ca- 
runcle licth off, and mark it with your nail; then anoint it with Oil, and paſs 
it again into the zretbra, and when you come at that top, raile the penis with 
the other hand 3 if it will not paſs over that Caruncle, try another candle made 
taper at the end ; But if you be fatisfed that it paſſeth beyond the Caruncle, ic 
is a good fign, pull it out again and if the parts be heated, you may inj=&t 
deci@t. bordei, &c. and prepare your candles for the conſuming the Caruncle, The 
Mcdicaments I propole thereto are as followeth : R cort. mali granat. acid. in 
ambra ſiccat. & pulveriz+ Zij. aluminis pulver. JJ. emplaſtri de ceryſſs X). miſce 
ſuper ignem. Or, R mer. precipitat. rub. X). lap. calamin. Zi). vitriols calcinati 
338. empl. diachalcith. Ev). ad ignem liquefatii, You mult ſcrape off the wax 
trom the end of the candle, and dip the wick in either of the plaſters whillt they 
are (calding hot z then after they are cold ſhape them and (mooth the ends for 
your uſe. This following Medicament hath great credit among(t Authors : 
Be eruginis, auripigmenti, aluminis roche, chalcitidis an. Fiv. Intule them in 
ttrong Vinegar, then grind them upon a Marble very tine, dry it in the Sun, 
and temper it again with Wine-vinegar to the eighth time, drying it cach time 
ill it hath loſt much of its corrolive quality. Rz argenti ſpam. i). ole roſ Fiv.coqs 
ad empl. conſijtentiam, then add of the abovelaid powder Xy. it being well 
mixed, and of a good conliftence, you may dip the bared ends of your canidles 


in it for the abovetaid ule, Your great care in this work mult be, that the em- 
plaſtcs 
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plaſter be of ſuch conlilience as that it adhere as firm to the wick as the Wax, 
for otherwiſe it will cauſe vexatious work. I commonly {end a proportion 
of the forefaid Powder to my Wax- Chandler who mixeth it with a proportion- 
able quantity of Wax, and makes me ſo many dozen of Wax-Candlcsz which 
Candles being ſo medicated do very otten {erve me in wearing off recent Ca- 
runcles, and allo in cicatrizing the part, 

If the Caruncles be of an older date, and be fo big and tough that you can-+ 
not paſs with any of the Wax-Candles, forbear farther attempting it, and <n- 
deavour by cmollizent Inje@ions, Embrocations, Oc. to fupple and dilate the 
dutiu. WR Rad. althee, lilior- au. Eij. ſem. lini, fanugreci contuſ. au- ;). coq. 
iu ag. fontis ad thi). BR Colature tb). ol. amygd. dul. noviter extraQ. 51). mf. 
Inje& ſome ot it warm twice or thrice a day with a Syringe, having a thick 
blunt Pipe. You may alſo foment the Perineum with the refidue ot the (aid 
decoQionz or he may fit upon a Clole-ftool over ſome of the ſame decoction, 
or ex radic. & fol. althee, matric- viol. ſem. lini, fauugreci, flor. cham. ſambuci, 
meliloti, ſummitat. pulegii, origani, &c, When he cometh off, embrocate the 
Perineum With ol. ex pedibus bovinis, and apply over all ſome ſuch like Cerote, 
Be anguent. Agripp- dialth. ofipi, butyri recentis an &; 1}- ol. lilior. amygd. dul. att 
Z-j. ſem lint, althe. pulver. an. Zv). gum ammoniaci Xi). cere q. ſj. To which may 
be added Argenti crud: extinGli in terebinthins Xi). or that Emplalter ad ſaliva- 
tioneme After thice or four days make tryal again with a proportionable Can- 
dle, and it you can paſs the Caruncle take the exa&t mark and pals in a medi- 
cated one upon- the Caruncle, and leave it remaining there, cut off the end 
within an inch, and flat that end; then turn that broad cnd over the top of the 
Glans, and faſten it cloſe with a linen rag : you onght to leave him more of the 
ſame Candles fitted for his uſe, that in cale he urine he may take it out and put 
in another, Whillt he puts in the Candle he muſt ſtand ſomewhat firadling, and 
bow his Body forward , but as to his poſture he will make choice of that to 
his own conveniency. The beſt time to begin this work may be at night, the 
Candle being then likely to ſtay in its place without diſturbance. In the morn- 
ing when you draw out the Candle inject fome lenient decoGion, and paſs 
ina white Wax-Candle of a proportionable bigneſs to the other you drew out, 
to make good the way you have got, and yet to lenific the heat in the dultus 3 
but if it be not diſturbed, go on as you did to waſh the Caruncle. 

But if after the ule of Emollicnts you cannot pals the Caruncle, you may 
well conclude it callous. In which cafe you may pals a Canula into the Ure- 
thra to that Caruncle, and whilſt you hold that there ſteady, you may convey 
a grain of cauſtick into the Canula, and prels the caultick to it; and whillt 
you hold it there, you will perceive its operation by the preſling forward ot the 
Canula. The Caruncle thus conlumed, cali in a Lenicnt inj<Qtion daily ; and 
if you take notice of his urine, you may (ce the ſeparation of the floughs as 
rags in it. Aﬀter which you may by the common medicated Candles wear 
away the remainder, and with Inj<Qions cicatrize it. But if after the extir- 
pation of one Caruncic you meet with another behind it, and cannot pals ir, 
nor a Canula fo far as where the Caruncle lycth, you may then atcemprt it by 
the Leaden Probe. Anoint it hrft, paſs it to the Caruncle, then by preſſing 
upon it break it off, You muſt expe a bleeding, and it is not done withouc 
pain, the Urethra being of cxquilite ſenſe; that pain ſometime accompanied 
with rigour and fevour. In order to the ſtopping of the flux of blood you may 
ine the Royal Stiptick-water with ag. plantag. roſ. rub. &c, proportionably 
as you (ce cauſe : or in caſe the pain be great, beat the white of an Egg with 
a9. ſpermatis raner. and inje& it. Externally you may apply ſuch like deten- 
lative. Be boli Armen, ſange dracon- cort. granat- ayrant. myrtil. balanſt. pul. an. 
3!Js 
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5 j- acet« roſ. i). album. ovoy« ſuccor. plantag- equiſet. q. ſ” mſ« But I never ſaw 
any inflammation or tumour ariſe from the uſe of theſe Probes. Fevour I have 
lometime fcen upon the uſe of them where there was no blood ſhed 3 in which 
cale bleed them in the Arm preſently and preſcribe Clyſters, and forbear the uſe 
of your Probes ſome days. 

Atter you have torn off the Caruncle, and that the fear of inflammation is 
over, you may make a ſearch, and if the Caruncle be extirpated procecd in the 
drying, it to a Cicatrix, which may be by a ſolution of troch. albi Rbaſ. in any of 
the forementioned diltild waters, or as | ſaid with the Royal Stiptick. A pro- 
portionable thick leaden probe of a fit length and flat head rab'd with quick-fil- 
is allo cffeual. Small Probes are apt to be made brittle by the Mercury and 
break within the Urethra. But if you ſuſpect ſome part of the Caruncle re« 
maining, uſe the medicated Candle, and it will not only walte it, but dry it 
to a firm Cicatrix- 

It chere be carnoficy with Caruncles, your way is to dilate and ſupple it by 
Emollients as above ſaid. It a ſuppreſſion of urine happen, a large Clyſter fud- 
denly injc<cted up hath frequently forced the Urine out of the Bladder ; but if 
that fail, a Catheter mult help you, or an incifion 3x Perineo through the car- 
nofity. It a flux of virulent matter be accompanying the Srranguria, the laſt 
remedy is Salivation. 


If by reaſon of the long continuance of the Diſeaſe the Urethra be ſo firait- Abſceſs. 


ned with the carnofity and Caruncles, that the purulent matter cannot paſs 
forth, which often hapneth when the Urine doth, you may well ſuſpeR an ab- 
ſcels will ariſe in ſome partz which it it happen within, there is danger of 
putrefacion. 'If the matter raiſeth a tumour externally, and it do ſuppurate, 
yet it commonly leaves incurable Ulcers. Therefore you ought upon the leaſt 
ſuppreſſion of this matter to make revulſion by Antivenercalsz yea rather than 
to fail, raiſe a Salivation, and proſecute the Cure as his habit of body and great- 
nels of the Diſcaſe requireth. And the while make way with Emollicnts to 
dilate the UVrethra, or give vent by incifion in Perixoe, timcly to diſcharge the 
matter. 

The female Sex are not ſubject to ſuch external apoſtemations. The Ca- 
runcles do not cauſe ſuppreſſion, nor is the Vrethra (o ſubject to them. Some- 
times they happen by a ſcalding of the urine, but they are of cafier cure, 
Yet the Pudendum is ſubjc<& to excreſcences of all forts and figures. The 
Vagina Urteri is allo ſubject to Ulcers, Excoriation, Excreſcences and (cirrhous 
Tumours, with great flux of humours, the Stranguris and Inflammation, &c. 
therefore require your great care timely to refilt them by Antivenereals. Mer. 
delcir, and thole milder preparations being apt to lead the humours downwards 
are not fo cfteual here as the rougher fort which vomit, How they are far- 
ther to be treated by internals, and each diſturbance removed or alleviated by 
external Mcdicaments, you may {ce among the Obſervations following, 

One of about zo years of age, troubled with a weeping and dribling in mak- 
ing urine, came to me. I ſuſpeQing Caruncles made a ſearch, and found two 
little rubs in my way, and behind the Teſfticles in Perizeo met a full top, 
which the Candle would not paſs; upon which I drew it out. He had becn 
purged ſufhciently by other hands. I began the Cure with emollient Injections 
as above prelicribed, and fomented and embrocated the Perineum, and after a 
day or two I carried half a dozen of medicated Candles and made another 
ſearch and took a meaſure of the place where the great Caruncle lay which 
made the full (top, and left him that Candle with others, ſhewing him how 
to paſs them in, and encouraged him to make uſe of chem in my abſence, and 
to try what progrels he could make alſo adviſing him to uſe the a 
ore 
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fore and after the uſe of the Candle, and to continue the Embrocation and 
Plaſter as he ſaw cauſe. During which his body was kept ſoluble by Cly- 
fiers and healing DecoCtionsz alſo balſamick Pills were preſcribed. Atcer 
three or four days I returned, and found the Paticnt had paſlcd over the tiop, 


but he had a little heated the Uretbra by over-doing. I then left off the uſe of 


the Oyl in the Injection. He would have injected Milk, bur I (ſtrictly forbad 
that, in conlideration of the miſchict I have known it do in curdling in the 
Bladder. After the heat was calmed, he uſed the Candles with more mode- 
ration, keeping the paſſage open he had made. One night when he was go- 
ing to bed I made him a vifit and brought with me ſome medicated Candles, 
and having firſt flatted the upper end of one of them I paſſed it into the Ure-+ 
thra and turned that end over the Glans, and with a foft Linen cloath over ic 
bound it cloſe on, He ſlept with it untill cowards morning, then pulled ic 
out, and urined. In the morning I made a ſearch and found the paſſage 
open, I inje&cd fome of the emollient lotion and paſſed in one of the com- 
mon ſearching Candles, and bound it on as the former, and adviſed him to 
keep his Bed, or at leaſt his Chamber that day, and in caſe of urine to pull it out 
and injx& a collyrinm of aq. plant. and yr. de roſ. fiects, and to put in another 
Candle the ſame night armed as before. By this method the main Caruncle walt- 
ed, and the lefler which lay in the way to that was conſumed by the pafſing and 
lying on of the ſame Candles. I feeling no more rubs left off the uſe ot the 
Candles, and (ent him an injc<Qtion of aq. plantag- rubi, equiſeti, whercin was 
diſſolved a few grains of lap. medicament. Crolliz, by which the reliques of the 
Excreſcences were dried up,as alſo the weeping, and the Patient remained cured. 
Thus by ſhewing the Patients how to ule the Candles, they themfclves have 
ſometimes proſecuted their Cures at a great diſtance from me with good ſucrels, 

One having had many Gomorrbea's and been frequently under Cure of Ca- 
runcles came to me. Upon light of the Pexis I ſaw he had an iffuing of much 
matter as in a virulent Gonorrh&s. I made a fcarch for my own ſatisfaQion, 
and met with ſeveral excrelcences, and a full ſtop before I reached to the Peri* 
neum The Urethra was tender and did not admit the Candle without pain. 
I began with the letting him blood, and purged him the next morning with 
Whey, Manna and Cremor tartari- After which I bathed him four or tive 
times in warm wafer, keeping his body ſoluble the while with Clyſters, or a 
bole of coſſia, ol. amyg ds dul. ſyr. viot..and the like. Aﬀter he had done bathing I 
gave him 25 grains of mer. dul. at night, and a Clylter the next day, and 
repeated the mer. dul. every other day, and ſyringed him with a lotion of ag. 
plantag. with a folution of troch. alb. Rhaſ. But afterward obſerving the mer. 
dul. not to anlwer my expecation, it having as I perceived been no novelty 
to him, I gave him gr. 8. of turbith min. which vomited him three or four 
times, and gave him halt a dozen large ſtools, by which I believed the Mer- 
cury he had taken before worked downward. I ordered him a Clyiter of milk 
cum vitel. ovor. that night to quiet his Bowels, and another the next day, and 
the day after gave him 12 gr. of turbith miner. which vomited him four or tive 
times, and purged him twice or thrice. By the repeating of this Mcdicainent 
twice or thrice, intermitting three or four days between, I leſſened that flux 
of matter very much, but it making his chops ſore I purged it off with the bit- 
ter DecoGtion, and put him juto a decoG. ſarſe, lig. lentis, rad. conſolid biſtort. 
Oc, and gave him of that EleQtuary with zerebintb.ſal.prunelle, &c. allo Clyliers 
of zerebinth. ſometimes at night going to bed, Injections of Jap. medicamen- 
#ofi Crollii were afterward uſed, by which the running ceaſed. I chen made a 
ſearch with a Candle, and having marked the main ſtop I proceeded in the ule 
of French Candles which were madeTaper faſhion,and paſſed one oyer the great 
Caruncle 
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Caruncle bound it on, and left it lying upon it, and directed the Patient 
to take it out upon occalion of urining, and afterward to paſs it again. By the 
uſe of that there was room made for the application of my own Candles, 
which I armed with that compoſition of merc.-precipitat. &c. and thereby did 
wear off that Caruncle. Afterwards I mee with others, which I alſo extir- 
pated the fame wayz and with the (olution of lap. medicamentoſi Crollii and 
the uſe of Leadcn Probes, I (moothed and cicatrized them. 

I was ſent for one night to a man that laboured of a ſuppreſſion of Urine, 
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with great pain about the os pubis. I intended to have paſſed a Catheter, but PV WE AE 


{aw the head of the Glans hard as a Cartilage, and the entrance into the Urethra 
{o narrow as I could ſcarce get in a {mall Probe. I was at a loſs how to relieve 
him. I preſcntly cauſcd. a large pint of milk to be warmed for a Clyſter, and 
ſyringed it up quick, and of a ſudden the urine forced its way out in a great quan- 
tity: The Patient ſuppoſed himſelf to have the Stone, but I affurcd him the 
contrary, his diſcaſe bcing Caruncles with carnofity, no better than the Pox 
in thoſe parts, and more difficult to cuce than any of the forementioned ſpecies 
of it, 1 let him blood that night and purged him the next day with a decoction 
of Caſſia,tamarind. &c. with an addition of Manna,ſyr-roſe Damaſe. and afterwards 
bathed him three or four days, and then anointed with the mercurial Union 
his Legs, Arms and Perineum, ©c. by which I railed a falivation. It laſted 
about thirty days, during which he made urine with more caſe 3 yet upon (earch 
I found the Caruncles, but the carnolity in the Glans, &c. reſolved. During 
his ſalivating I caſt cmollient Injections into the Uretbra daily, and afterwards 
while he was in his courſe of {weating and purging Ibegan to work with the 
Candles, and made way with little ditfculty till I came into the Perinenrm, and 
there 1 ſpent ſome days in endeavouring to pals a ſmall taper-candle without ſuc- 
ccls. Wherefore I attempted it by the force of a Leaden Probe, and brake the Cz» 
xuncle off. It. bled 3 or 4 ounces, but 1 ſtopped it by injeQing aq. ſper. ranar. 
with a few grains of lap. medicament. Crolliz, then embrocared the Perinexm 
and parts about with ol. roſc cum aceto, and applycd an empl. & bolo over them, 
The next morning 1 found he had not urined much better. I inj<&ed again, 
and paſſcd in a Candle, and perceived that Caruncle eradicated, but I met with 
another bchind which 1 could not pals, I again uſed Injections and paſſed in a ta- 
per-candle,by whicl 1 gradually procceded,and afterwards by armed ones I freed 
that paſſage, and his urine came away in a full tiream. I proſecuted the cure with 
medicated Candlcs and drying Inj<&ions, andcontinued the ufe of ſudorifick 
decoQions and a(trivgent Pills till he was cured. Yet ome while after he 
came to me again complaining that there was 3 Caruncle near the end of the 
Bladder which hindered his paſſing the Candle into the Bladder, ſuch hath been 
the complaint of others, but that Caruncle was natural. 

One came to me having had many Gonorrh#a*s,and in his later years much dit- 
ficulty in Urine, I made a fcarch, and found he had Caruncles, and one with- 
in half an inch of the entrance into the VUrethra» We agreed upon the Method 
of Cure, and I was to begin my work the next day, but heard not from him 
till about a year after. It ſeemed he had been that while in other hands, who 
had propolcd an cafier method of Cute but failed. Yet-the urinary paſſage 
was thezeby more enlarged, fo that the Patient could better admit of the 
Candles, and was alſo the more obſervant to my Rulesz but then again there 
was a {Jux of matter which required to be removed. To which purpoſe I be- 
gan with a doſe of twurbith miner. and by the repeating of it made revulſion 
and (alivated him, During the Salivation I fomented and embrocated the Pe- 
rineum and injectcd emollicnt DecoRions, and by Candles profecuted the ex. 


tirpation, paſſed the leſſer Carunde , and afterwards prefling upon the bigger 
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with a proportionable big Candle I brake it, and permitted it to bleed, and 
then paſſed a medicated Candle over that broken Caruncle, and by the preflure 
of it wore that Caruncle oft (ſmooth. There was another Caruncle that lay 
bchind this in Perineo, which Lallo made way over by a taper-candle, and af- 
terwards by the picfſure of my medicated Candles I waſted them. During 
which he paſſcd through a courſe of purging, ſweating, &c. and finiſhed the 
Cure by the uſe of Aliringents as well inwardly as outwardly. 

A Man who had been long diſeaſed with a weeping Gonorrbea was com- 
mended to me tor Cure, By making his urine and ſearch I found that he had 
Caruncles. I proceeded by Injections and Embrocations to make way for my 
Candles, and cleared my paſlage into the Urethra to the Perineum, and en- 
deavoured by tapcr-candles to make my way over the relt, But the Patient 
not keeping his Chamber made my-work irkfome to me. Whereupon one 
morning I cook a Candle proportionable to the dutius, and having {moothed 
one end I dipt it in Oy}, and paſſed it readily to the Caruncle, and whilſt it 
was (tiff I prefſcd hard upon the Carundcle to break it, and did ſo; but at that 
very inltant the Patient was fcifed with a rigour, and in pulling it out the blood 
followed. I Injectcd a ſolution of pal. bol. Armen. in aq. ſperm. ranar. and ſtopt 
the bleeding but after that rigour the Patient buzned and lay diſtempered all 
night, and in the morning I found him in a Fevour, yet he had no conſiderable 
pain in the urinary paſſage. I applyed Refrigerants externally to the Perinenm, 
and let him blood, and conſulted a Phyſician. He was brought very weak by 
this F:vour, but recovered, (as I thank God I never had one dyed upon this 
account.) From that time he would make no more uſe of Candles, but put me 
upon the uſe of Inj<cions, of which I tryed many forts; the belt was a ſolu- 
tion of Jp. medicament. Crolliz, by which he made water better, and to this day 
enjoys a good health. 

One about 50 years of age who had laboured long with Caruncles, finding 
his Urine to come daily much more difficultly away, ſent for me. I madea 
ſcarch and found a rub before I had entred an inch into the dutius. IT began by 

urging him with an opening apozeme of caſſia, tamarind. rad. gran. &c. and lct 
bin blood, then having rclaxed the Uretbra by Emollients I proceeded with 
the Candles, and by degrees made way till I came to a Caruncle near the Te» 
flicks, I endeavoured to paſs that with taper-candles, and after ſome while 
made way and applycd armed ones for fome days, and wore that Caruncle 
down, and paſſcd in towards the Perinewm, where the paſſage was extremely 
ſtrait, and a Caruncle fiopt our going forwards, In preſling upon it the 
Patient was immediately ſ{ciſcd with a rigour. I pulled out the Candle whole, 
and without blood. The next day I found my Patient in bed without pain or 
Fevour yet I let him blood, and gave him a Clyſter. The day after I purged 
him with the afotelaid Apozeme. The next day I made a fcarch, and aſkng 
a Wax-Candle into that firait paſſage he began again to fall into a rigour. 
Whereupon I dcfilted, and contented my felt in the making good the way I 
had gotten by putting in a proportionable thick Leaden Probe (which had 
been rub'd with Quick-filver) ſome days, which Probe had a flat head as broad 
aSa three-pence to retain it from ſlipping in. I repeated the uſe of Emollients 
and mercurial Emplaſters to the Perineum, and withal made revulſion by a 
vomit of turbith mineral. and by repcating it I raiſed a Salivation, which laſted 
longer than I intended, but it ſerved my purpoſe fo well as I afterwards made 
way over that Caruncle in Perineo without danger, and by armed Candles 
waſted it. Then with detergent Injections and medicated Candles ſmoothed 
and healed the dufius, and left him a free and caſie paſſage for his Urine, and 
concluded that courſe of Phytick with purging, ſudoriticks, &c. : 
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I was fetched to a young Woman who had been long diſeaſed with a Ge- 
norrbes, and cured thereof, but from the internal excorntion thereby the p#- Obſervation of 
dendum was over-ſpread with many excreſcences of a ſpongie ſoft flcſh of diffe. *xcreſtences. 
rent fize and ſhape. | Thoſe on the more external parts were callous. I pre- 
ſcribed the injeQtion of ſummitat. rubi, &c. and let her blood, purged her 
with whey and manna, and afterwards with the bitter deco&ion, ſometime 
giving her a Dj. calomel. over night in a Bolus with conſe borragini. Having 
thus as I thought prepared her body, I began to proceed in the extirpatin 
of the excreſcences, but obſerving the fluxion great, I deferred the work, _ 
made revulſion by a doſe of turbith. mineral. which the third day after I re- 
peated again, and between while preſcribed Clyſters and lenient purgatives, 
and added wrguent. Agyptiacum to the injeQions. By this method I diverted 
the fluxion, and began my work with the cutting off thoſe excreſcences in 
the moſt external parts, and eradicated them by cauſtick fone, and ol. vitri- 
olz, and fo proceeded with one after another as they lay in my way tilt I was 
prevented with the bleeding of them. Then waſhed the parts with oxycrate, and 
tiopped the blood with doflils dipt in a ſolution of lap. medicament. forme hours 
aftcrz the bleeding being ſtopt, I rubbed the remaining roots of them which 1 
had cut oft with a vitriol fone, then with a pair of (ciffors or knife, according 
as they were [cated cut off the reſt, and ſtopped the bleeding as before, and from 
that time conſumed the remaining roots by the help of the vitriol ſtone, oyl of 
vitriol or caultick ſtone, and appealed the paincd parts with decoft. bordei, ſem 
cydonior. &c. and afterwards cicatrizcd the ulcerations, as hath been elſewhere 
ſhewed in the like caſes, But it was a difficult work, and nct cf{kted without 
turbith mineral. which was repeated often, and afterwards decodt. ſarſe, ſweat- 
ing and purging, &c. finiſhed the Courſe. 

A Woman of about torty years of Age, of a full body, having been ſome years g 
dilcaſcd in the matrix, as was ſuppoſcd with a Cancer, conſulted me; I made aObſervationof 
: ſearch, and felt a hard Tumour on the right ſide of the Vagina Uteri of the big- © (cirrhous tu- 
neſs of a Pallets egg tixed between the Tunicles, neither ulcerated nor painful to MO mn Fagi- 
| the touch, yet there ſeemed to diſcharge much ſerous matter from thence, "* _

There was allo a deſcent of the Uterus. Upon a further enquiry into the 
cauſe of this Tumour, I perceived ſhe had been frequently ſubje&t to diſcaſes 
in thoſe parts, and that they were Venereal. Upon which account I ſuppoſed 
this Tumour to be fo, and having well informed my felf that the courſes of 
Phyſick ſhe had taken before were upon another account, I prefuming a better 
ſuccels by Antivenercals attempted the Cure, and began with Venc{:Ction, ta» 
; king about Fviij. of blood from her Arm. That day a Clyſter was admini- 
{ired, and the next day I purged her with ele&. diacaſſie cum J). calomel. and 
afterwards repeated calomelanos three or tour times every other night JJ. 
with conf. roſ« rub. and preſcribed her an emulſion ex ſem. 4+ frigid. maj. cum 
ſcm. pap aver. alb. &c. in a decodi. ſarſe, aromatizing it with aq. cinamomi boy- 
deat» and (weetned it with Sugar. I alſo preſcribed this injeftion : Be fol. 
plantag- virg- auree, alchimille an. M). ſummit. centaur. utriuſque an. P). rad. 
iridis Xij» coquantur in aq. fabror. ad thiij- colature adde ſyr. de rofis ficcis, and" 
de piloſella an. Fi). injiciatur mane & veſperi- Atterwards obſerving that the 
calomel. did work downwards, and rendered the padendum more flabby , I 
f gave hcr a dole of turbith. min. JG. which vomited her four or five times, and 
| purged her as often. | I repeated it the fourth day, and perceiving the revulſion 
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it made, 1 increaſed the doſe, and gave it the third day after, and again 
till it ſalivated her, and thereby took off the fluxion and pains. In the de- 
cliniog of her Salivation, I put her to the drinking of a deco. ſarſe, and pur- 


| gd and ſweat her with Bezoard. min» gum. guaiaci, &c. and by a ſtrict diet con- 
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cluded the courſe, and reſolved that Tumour as ſhe then thought. Whether 
it totally diſcuſſed I know nor, but ſhe hath continued fince very well. 

' A Man aged about fifty years, by the ſuppreſſion of Urine and virulent mat- 
Obſervation of tex was gangrened on the right Teſticle, and that part of the perineum lying 
adam, rr c next to it, the Urine paſſing thereforth. I ſcarified the gangrened parts, 
ang; Urine, waſhed out the blood with falt water, fild the incifions with mere. preci- 

pitat. and dreſſed it up with wnguent- Agyptiac. bot, with a Cataplaſm over 
all of medal. panis triticee , pul- ſummitat- abſinth. ſcordii, &c. decoQted in 
Brandy-wine. I then let the Paticnt blood, preſcribed him a Clyſter, and a 
Cordial Julep. The next day I ſaw the Eſear leparating in perineo, and was 
ſatisfied that the Urine came all that way, I fomented with the Fotus pre- 
ſcribed in the Chapter of Gangreen, and dreſlcd it with unguent. baſilicon, and 
a few drops of ol. terebinth. mixed with it, and continued the ule of the Ca- 
taplaſm. By theſe applications the ſlough ſeparating 1 deterged with mux- 
dif. Paracelſ. and purged the Patient with ele&. lenitiv. and calomel. and pre- 
ſcribed him a decoG. ſarſe- After deterſion I incarned with the ſame mundifi- 
cative, adding to it pul. thuris, ſarcocolle, myrrhe, aloes and fyr. de rof. ficcis, 
and with the Vitriol Stone drycd the looſe ficſh, and cicatrized it with ag. cat- 
cs, Ec. In the time of incarning his urine paſſed ſomewhat by the natural 
way, and at the laſt it paſſed better. The Cure was finiſhed by purging, 
ſweating, &c, as Iam accuſtomed to do in ſuch caſcs. He is fince married to a 
young Woman, 
10» In the year 1652+ at my return to London from the Battel at Worceſter, 1 
Obſervation, ſomewhile aſſiled that moſi excellent Chirurgeon the deceaſed Mr. Ed. Mo- 
lins in dreſſing his Patients 3 amongſt which 1 ſaw his PraQiice in the moſt dif- 
ficule caſes of this Diſeaſe, whereot I ſhall give you one of his Operations. 

An Old Fornicator, having been long dileaſed with a Carnofity, which had 
relilied all endeavours, aud in a manner totally ſuppreft his Urine, ſent for 
him he went, and cauſcd the Patient to be taken out of Bed, and placed 
upon a Table, with his Legs drawn up, as in cutting for the Stone ; he cut in-

to the Urethra ncar the neck of the Bladder, it was hard asa griſtle. His knife ; 
did not readily divide it, but fo ſoon as he had, the Urine guſhed our, , 
which being diſcharged, he put his finger into the Urethra, and afterwards in- | 


larged the inciſion upward more to the Scrotum, then dreſſed it up with his 
green Balſom warm, by which in few days it digeſted, and the Patient was 
xclieved : the lips grew alſo daily ſofter, and the wound healed apace, but 
all this while the Urine had no other paſſage, the common dats being ſo clo- 
{ed up by reaſon of the Carnofity, that we could not make any way into it with 
our ſmalleſt probes or candles. Upon which conſideration it was thought ne- 
ccffary to keep this opening in perines for the dilcharge of Urine, and in order 
thereto it was dreſſed up with a Doflil, an Emplaſier and Compreſs, which the 
Patient took off at times to eaſe Nature. But this not ſatisfying him, he fre- 
quently complained of his unhappy condition; infomuch that Mr. Ed. Mo- 
lins being wearied with the Patient”s ſolicitation, took me one morning along 
with him, where again he placed the Patient as before, and attempted to make 
a way from the Apex into the Urethra, but it was in vain, Whercupon he 
cauſed one of his Servants to hold the one leg, and my felf the other while he 
took up the Telticles, and put the one into my hand, and the other he placed 
in the hand of his Servant; then with his knife divided the Scrotum in the 
middle (we holding each Teſticle the while in our hands) and cutting into 
the Tretbrs lit it the whole lepgth to the inciſion in perines 3 then with a 
necdle and thread ſiitcht the skin over the Urethra, as alſo the Scretum, lea- 
ving the Tellicles covered, as before, and defied them with agglutinatives, by 
which

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which they were cured in few days : But the Urine nevertheleſs continued to 
flow by the opering in perines. 

A lean withered old Man, near ſeventy years of Age, having in his younger I 
years had many Gonorrbe2's, complained in his later years of difficulty in ma- Obſervation- 
king his urine, and that he voided much matter. He ſent for me, and would 
needs have his diſeaſe to be the Stgne, and that matter to proceed from an 
ulcer in his bladder. I endeavoured to inform him better, but oblerving him 


ſo wiſe, I was well enough contented he ſhould report it ſo, and concerned 
my (clt no further with him, than by che preſcribing him an emulſion. About 
a year after, his urine being in a manner ſuppreſt he ſent for me again 3 I made 
a ſearch, and found the entrance into the Urethra caten away below the fre- 
um with part of the prepuce, and the paſſage there into the dutiws difficult to 
find 3 and after I got in, it was {o firait and ftufe with Caruncles, that I could 
make no way either by probe or wax-candle. I ordered kim preſently a Cly- 
ſter, ſuppoſing thereby to force the Urine out 3 but it would not. I then pro- 
poſed the cutting into the duif#s below, but he would not. The retention of 
the matter in the ſeminals ſoon after raiſed a Tuftiour beneath the Scrotmm, 
which being exceeding painful, he was contented I ſhould make an opening 
to let his Urine out. I placed him in a clear light, with his legs drawn up, 
as in the former Obſervation hath been (aid, and made inciſion into the Ure- 
thra near the neck of the bladder : which having done, and fatisfied my (elf 
by my finger, and diſcharge ot his Urine, that I had made opening enough, 
I drefſed him up with the Spaniſh Balſom, there being no blood loſt in the 
work, ſave what came from the skin, the Urethra it felt being cartilagineous. 
From that time I only dreſſed the wound with a dofſil dipt in the ſame Bal- 
ſom, and applyed a pledget over it, with an emplaſt. diachalcith. and bandage 
to retainit on. To the {welling above 1 applyed a Cataplaſm ex rad. & fol. 
byoſcyami, cicnte, &c. by which the Tumour reſolved, the matter indeed dif- 
charging with the Urine by the opening. There was not much care taken in 
b dreſſing this Ulcer, for in leven or eight days it contracted, and being callous 
; could not unite, if the Urine would haye permitted it, but it had no other 
- 


paſſage. The Paticnt was hereby greatly relieved, and had no other trouble 
but to Urine this way, which I chought he would have been well pleaſed 
with, and rcjoyced in the having ſuch an caſe diſcharge : Yet after ſome 
months he made me many viſits, maundring as if I had done him a difcourtefie 
in leaving ſuch an opening. Whereupon to quiet him, 1 gave him fome 
ſearching candles, and wiſhed him to go home, and try it he could find 
any paſſage from the Apex into the Uretbra to the Bladder; if he could, I 
would readily heal that Ulcer in periueo, otherwiſe 1 wiſht him to conſider 
how he would Urine : upon which he became more fatisfied. He lived ſome 
years after, and died of Old Age. 

One having been long troubled with a difficulty in Urine, was at laſt ſeiſed —= 
with a Tumour in perineo hard and painful. I was fetched, and ſeeing it Obſeryation, 
would tend to ſuppuration, I dreſſed it with a Cataplaſm ex rad. althe. li- 
lzor. &c. and having (uppurated it, I opened it by incifion, and diſcharged a 
quantity of matter, In the dreſling of it daily I obſerved much gleet, which 
I diſcovered after a while to be Urine mixed with the matter, and upon ſearch 
found Caruncles in his Urethra. I perceiving the cauſe of the abſcels proceed- 
cd in the Cure with candles, &c. as hath been ſet down in the method of Cure 
and having cleared that paſſage, and made a free way for the Urine, I made 
ſearch into the abſccls, and laid it open by incifion according to the length of 
the perineum, and from that time haſtened the incarning and agglutination of 
the Ulcer as well by internals as externals, and in few weeks cicatrized it 
{mooth and firm, One 
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One having contraCted a Gonorrh#4z beyond Sea, and not being well Cured 
thereof, in progreſs of time Caruncles arole, and a diffculty of Urine tollow- 
ed. After he had ſpent ſome time in endeavouring his Cure abroad, he return- 
ed toward England, but in his journeying through thoſe hot Countries, an 
abſceſs aroſe amongſt the ſeminals, and diſcharged its matter under the pubis, 
and afterwards between the Telticles, and in three or four places of the peri- 
neum, and on both tides of it, by reaſon of which the Patient lay long by the 
way, and was at laſt with much difficulty brought to London. Sir Fr. Pr. and 
my ſclf were ſent for. We ſaw the Patient miſerably emaciated, and fo dif: 
eaſed as I have ſaid. Decoctions of ſarſu, with PcEorals, Emullions, Cordial 
Juleps, Balſamicks, allo lenient purgatives with calomel. were preſcribed, and 
much pains was taken in the Chirurgery, but he not being capable of the great 
Remedies our work proved unſucceſsful, and he removed into ſome ot the 
neighbouring Villages to drink Aſſes milk, and to try how he could nouriſh 
himſelf in the freſh Air, where I think he died, 

Another who had ſpent his younger days looſely, languiſhed in his old age 
with a carnoſity, whereby the Urine was ſtraitned in its paſſage forth, and 
the ſeminal veſſels within the pelvis corrupting inflamed the neighbouring tuni- 
cles of the redum inteſtinum, and paſſed its matter into that gut and diſcharg- 
ed it by ſtool; yet not ſo entizely, but that it afterward made a way lower out 
between the anus and perineum, by which ways he had alſo pollutions. His 
caſe was deplorable, but the way to cure him if poſlible had been to have made 
revullion and evacuation of that matter by Salivation, and afterwards by lay- 
ing open thoſe ſinus's as in fiſtula avi : but this was a poor man and not gover- 
nable. He lived ſome years by the charitable afliftance of Mr. Ed. Molixs and 
my ſelf, and at laft was found dead in the ſtreet. 

The ſame year I came from the Wars to London, I was ſent for to one who 
laboured of an abſcels in ano. Hediſcharged a purulent matter in great quan- 
tity. I conſulted the late deceaſed Mr. Ed. M. who upon ſearch with his hnger 
in ano concluded it to ariſe from ſome abſcels in the proſtates, and to be the 
effects of a Gonerrhea ill cuxed. Which being confeſt, we dreli the Ulcer, 
and preſcribed ſome little remedies. A day or two after we met again, made 
a ſcarch with a Candle into the Urethra, and diſcovered Caruncles, which was 
alſo apparent by his piſſing. The Paticnt was much pained by the ſearching, 
and dcfired that work might be forborn till his Ulcer is ano was better diſpo- 
ſed. Upon which my friend declined his viſits. The diſcharge of that viru- 
lent matter fretted the parts without, and enlarged the opening into the refum 
inteſtinum, (o as upon paſſing my finger 3# ano 1 felt it, and by a curved Probe, 
found the ſinus tend to the perineum. Upon which part I applycd a cauſick, 
and afterwards made incifion into the lower part of the ſinus, whereby the 
matter was partly diſcharged. But he had little advantage thereby, his diſcaſe 
being Venereal required a (ſevere courſe of Phiick: but he not ſubmitting to it, 
the matter afterward apoſtemated that buttock, and diſcharged it (elf through 
many orifices. He lived feventcen years thus and followed his employment 
abroad, 

One having been many years afflicted with the reliques of a Gonorrbea, it at 
length brake its way downward and raiſcd an abſcels under the pubis, and 
through want of ſufficient vent corroded the Uretbra, fo that his Urine came 
thercout. He had alſo a continual weeping of a virulent matter by the penis, 
and paſled his urine in a ſmall ſiream and frequently forked, I began the 
Cure with a purging decod. of caſis and tamarind, &c. then let him blood, 
and afterward purged him with pal. cornichini and mer. dul. and repeated it 


once in three days; all which time he continued his own way of drefling the 
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Ulcer with precipitate. But after I had a while purged him with Mercurials 
I ſcraped off the cruſted precipitate, and dreſſed it up with Pledgets dipt in 
tindtura vitriols, and applyed a compreſs over them with good bandage, and 
renewed the drefſings once in three or four days, during which I gave him 10 
grains of turbith mineral. by which I made revulſion of that peccant matter. 
The ſecond day I repeated the turbith, and gave him another doſe of the ſame 
the third day after, and purpoſcd to have raiſed a Salivation; but finding the 
Paticnt not able to bear any thing of that kind I forbore the further proceeding 
thereby, and by Clyſters and lenient purgers carried the matter downward. 
The Ulcer being cicatrized and the callus reſolved, I threw off the bandage, 
and concluded him well thereof. Whilſt I purged him to carry off the Saliva-
